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CONDITIONS  in  the  wine  industry  and  trade  are  abnormal 
not  because  of  any  weakness  in  the  trade  or  industry,  but 
because  of  money  sliortage  brought  about  by  the  folly  of  New 
York  bankers.  The  financial  stringency  has  Avorked  a  hardship 
not  only  on  the  winemakers  and  merchants,  but  the  producers 
as  well.  In  many  instances  wealthy  concerns  have  found  it 
necessary  to  give  their  notes,  bearing  6  per  cent  interest  and 
payable  several  months  hence,  to  the  producers  for  their  grapes, 
and  it  has  been  up  to  the  latter  to  finance  this  paper.  Had  it 
not  been  for  these  imported  troubles,  none  of  these  difficulties 
would  have  been  experienced,  for  there  would  have  been  ample 
money  for  the  handling  of  all  the  crops.  However,  owing  to  the 
strong  position  of  the  California  banks  this  money  hold-up  Avill 
be  of  short  duration  and  in  the  end  the  grower  will  profit  to  the 
extent  of  the  interest  on  the  notes. 

It  is  not  reasonable  to  look  forward  to  large  prosperit.y  in  the 
coming  year,  because  it  will  be  a  "presidential"  year,  which 
invariably  stands  for  either  tfull  or  hard  times. 

The  dry  wine  crop  has  been  a  fair  average  in  size,  larger  than 
that  of  either  1905  or  1906.  As  to  quality,  it  is  undoubtedly  the 
best  gathered  since  1895.  All  conditions  as  to  the  grapes,  fer- 
mentation, etc.,  have  been  perfect.  Considering  the  big  pro- 
duction of  sweet  wines,  and  the  output  of  drys,  the  prohibition 
movement,  the  kaleidoscopic  nature  of  the  wine  market  makes 
it  unwise  to  offer  any  predictions  as  to  the  future.  Affairs 
must  work  themselves  out  to  the  true  conclusion. 


SWEETS — To  the  close  of  the  vintage  Aveather  conditions 
have  been  such  that  the  vines  have  been  stripped  of  their 
fruitage  as  though  by  a  fine-tooth  comb,  and  as  a  result  of 
this  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  especially,  the  entire  second 
crop  has  found  its  Avay  to  the  wineries.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  increase  of  the  output  is  10  to  15  per  cent. 

The  production  in  the  First  District,  during  September,  the 
figures  being  now  first  obtainable,  Avas  3,838,174.09  gallons, 
and  in  the  Fourth  District,  1,204,960.05  gallons.  The  figures 
of  the  production  in  the  First  District  during  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober are  incomplete,  but  Avere  in  excess  of  2,000,000  gallons. 
The  details  as  to  the  variety  of  Avines  produced  Avill  be  found 
elscAvhere  in  the  regular  tabulated  statement. 

Exports  by  sea  Avere  480  cases  and  226,976  gallons,  valued  at 
f97,597.  Imports  by  sea  aggregated  1,450  cases,  55  barrels 
25  sixth  casks,  one  octaA^e,  two  barrels.  By  rail  in  bond,  951 
cases,  one  cask,  4  eighth  casks  and  one  butt. 


BRANDY — The  bonded  production  in  the  tAvo  districts  for 
October  aggregated  122,572  tax  gallons.  There  remained 
in  bond  October  31st,  1907,  819,952.2  tax  gallons.  Exports  by 
sea  during  the  month  were  nominal.     Imports  were  378  cases. 


HISKY — There  has  been  a  considerable  slump  in  the 
market,  but  not  as  much  as  might  have  been  expected, 
nsidering  the  trying  financial  situation.  The  larger  houses 
who  unbond  big  quantities  oA'ery  AA'eek,  and  who  have  been  re- 
quired by  the  Government  to  pay  tax  in  gold  coin,  instead  of 
certified  checks,  haAe  had  and  are  now  having  a  tophet  of  a 
time.  In  short  the  richest  houses  found  it  almost  impossible 
to  obtain  the  required  amount  of  yelloAV  metal,  and  this,  too, 
in  the  land  of  gold.  HoAA-eA^er,  the  situation  is  easing  noticeably 
and  Avill  imdoubtedly  improAC  from  noAv  on.     The  standard 


houses  report  city  business  holding  up  better  tlian  their  expec- 
tations, and  the  country  trade  and  collections  ditto.  With  the 
i-esumption  of  normal  conditions  in  tiie  uKmey  nmrket  the 
Axhisky  trade  Avill  go  forward  again  on  a  prosperous  career,  so 
far  as  the  Coast  is  concerned.  Exports  by  sea  totaled  940  cases 
and  5,990  gallons,  valued  at  $13,104.  Imports  Avere  2,850  cases, 
2  casks,  1  hhd,  and  26  octaves.  Miscellaneous  exports  Avere 
648  cases,  41  bbls.,  8  casks,  2  kegs,  5  octaves  and  510  gallons, 
of  value  111,321. 

Imports  by  rail  in  bond  Avere  343  cases,  1  cask. 


IMPORTATIONS — The  importers,  notAvitlistanding  imusual 
adverse  conditions,  have  done  Avell  during  the  month,  and 
Avill  certainly  prosper  as  soon  as  the  financial  clouds  roll  by.

The  demand  for  old  brandy  still  continues  to  be  good,  and 
prices  are  very  firm. 

No  prices  have  as  yet  been  made  for  the  1907  wines  or  bran- 
dies, but  it  is  expected  that  these  prices  Avill  be  issued  at  any 
moment;  they  are  much  later  than  usual;  the  drying  of  grapes 
is  about  completed.  Buyers  all  over  the  country  are  anxiously 
awaiting  these  prices  and  it  is  now  feared  that  since  it  was  neces- 
sary to  withhold  them  so  long,  higher  figures  than  usual  will  be 
asked. — Bonfort's,  Nox.  25. 


American  Whiskies  in  Bond 


THE  quantity  of  American  whisky  remaining  in  bond  in 
San  Francisco  on  October  31,  1907,  was  45,875  gallons. 


Receipts  of  Wine  and  Brandies. 


The  receipts  of  wine  from  interior  cellars  from  Oc- 
tober 28  to  November  28  totalled  1,163,425.  The  re- 
ceipts of  brandy  agfgreg'ated  52,310  tax  g^allons. 
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LOS  ANGELES,  Nov.  21.— In  the  wholesale  trade  business 
has  been  rather  quiet  this  month.  The  financial  situation 
has  caused  the  retailers  to  get  along  with  as  few  purchases  as 
possible  and  out  of  town  orders  have  for  the  same  reason  been 
light.  As  a  consequence  the  wholesalers  have  been  able  to 
take  a  day  off  and  go  fishing  or  hunting.  There  is  a  feeling 
that  the  situation  is  merely  an  echo  of  the  Eastern  financial  dis- 
turbance and  that  with  the  issuance  of  tlie  Panama  bonds  and 
the  certificates  to  the  extent  of  |100,000,000  that  the  Govern- 
ment proposes  to  issue,  are  i^laced  in  circulation,  that  the  pres- 
ent stringency  will  disappear  Avith  a  consequent  revival  of  busi- 
ness. 

Despite  the  quietness  in  all  lines  of  busines.s,  because  of  the 
money  stringenc^^  the  retail  liquor  trade  has  had  less  to  com- 
plain of  than  have  most  lines  of  business.  Here  the  number  of 
saloons  is  fewer,  according  to  the  city's  population,  than  is  the 
rule  in  most  localities.  This  big  advantage  taken  with  the  fact 
of  the  immense  tourist  traffic  that  Soutliern  California  enjoys, 
makes  the  position  of  the  retailer  here  somewhat  better  than 
elsewhere  on  the  Coast.  Viewing  the  thousands  of  people  crowd- 
ing our  streets  daily,  one  finds  it  difficult  to  believe  that  there 
is  any  scarcity  of  money. 

Tlie  wholesale  Avine  trade  is  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition 
here.  Shipments  have  been  large  to  Eastern  points  and  at  sat- 
isfactory prices.  The  local  trade  has  held  up  surprisingly  Avell, 
considering  the  general  conditions  of  business. 

The  vintage  season  has  closed  here;  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  second  crop  grapes  that  are  now  being  cleaned  up  and 
which  will  last  only  a  few  days.  Taken  as  a  Avhole  the  vintage 
has  been  a  very  satisfactory  one;  the  yield  has  l)een  somewhat 
larger  than  that  of  last  year  and  the  quality  has  been  good  and 
the  vintners  generally  are  expressing  satisfaction  at  its  outcome. 
Most  of  the  wineries  have  finished  crushing  and  are  uoav  en- 
gaged in  distilling  the  pomace;  and  the  odds  and  ends  of  Avine 
on  hand.  Tliere  are  at  pre.sent  no  figures  aA-ailable  as  to  the 
amount  of  Avine  made  by  the  Avineries  in  this  district,  but  indi- 
cations are  that  it  is  considerably  larger  than  usual,  Avith  quite 
a  large  percentage  of  the  crushing  being  for  dry  Avines.  With 
some  stock  on  hand  at  all  the  Avineries  and  the  large  vintage 
of  this  season,  together  Avith  a  difficulty  to  get  satisfactory 
cooperage  to  properly  take  care  of  it,  there  will  probably  be  a 
very  considerable  quantity  of  brandy  produced  in  this  district 
this  season.  The  rain  caught  quite  a  lot  of  grapes  still  on  the 
vines,  and  Avhich  deteriorated  someAvhat  before  getting  to  the 
cru.sher,  some  of  Avhich  Avill  undoubtedly  go  to  the  still.  Some 
loss  has  been  expei'ienced  by  the  groAvers  of  grapes  for  the  mar- 
ket, principally  Muscats  and  Emperors,  groAving  up  in  the  foot- 
hill sections,  Avhere  rain  Avas  heavier,  but  taken  all  'round  the 
grape  groAvers  have  but  little  of  which  to  complain,  (hither  of 
quality,  quantity  or  price  obtained. 


Down  at  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company's  big  plant  at  Cuca- 
monga,  the  cru.shing  is  practically  over,  after  nearly  tAvo  months' 
steady  run.  The  officers  of  the  Company  express  themselves 
as  gratified  over  both  the  quality  and  (luantity  of  the  vintage. 
They  have  been  shipping  their  old  Avines  quite  freely  and  as  a 
consequence  are  in  good  shape  to  take  care  of  this  season's 
vintage.  At  the  present  time  they  are  cleaning  up  on  second 
crop  grapes  and  are  also  making  considerable  brandy. 


brandy.  The  plant  has  run  steadily  for  the  past  seA-en  weeks 
and  has  crushed  a  much  larger  amount  of  grapes  this  year  than 
usual,  making  AA^hat  promi-ses  to  be  a  most  excellent  quality 
of  wine,  both  SAveet  and  dry. 


The  great  plant  of  Chas.  Stern  &  Sons,  located  at  Wineville, 
Riverside  County,  is  nearly  done  crushing  for  this  season,  there 
being  only  a  few  days  more  in  Avinding  up  the  second  crop 
grapes.  They  have  had  a  very  busy  and  satisfactory  season  of  it. 
Grapes  have  been  plentiful  and  of  excellent  quality.  Mr.  Alfred 
Stern  has  personally  superintended  the  making  of  the  Avine, 
spending  all  of  his  time  for  the  past  two  months  dOAA-n  at  the 
Avinery,  Avhich  is  sufficient  evidence  that  the  high  standard  of 
quality  in  the  Avines  of  this  house  Avill  be  maintained  in  the 
vintage  of  1907. 


The  Los  Angeles  Wine  Company's  plant,  at  W'est  Glendale, 
has  been  very  busy  CA'er  since  the  crushing  season  began.  H.  S. 
Baer,  the  proprietor,  has  been  constantly  on  duty  there,  super- 
vising the  making  of  the  AAine.  As  the  bulk  of  tlie  grapes 
crushed  at  this  winery  come  from  the  foothills  vineyards,  the 
quality  should  be  Aery  fine,  as  tlie  grapes  from  these  vineyards 
have  been  exceptionally  good  this  season. 


The  city  authorities  are  after  the  Japanese  AA-ho,  under  the 
guise  of  lodging  houses,  liaA'e  been  running  blind  pigs  through- 
out the  East  Side.  This  niontli  the  police  descended  on  some 
thirty  odd  such  places  and  gathered  in  half  a  hundred  of  the 
sons  of  the  YelloAv  Empire,  AA'ho  AA'ere  released  on  |25  bonds  and 
subsequently  fined  to  that  amount.  Some  f6,000  AAorth  of  as- 
sorted liquors  AAcre  al.so  seized  and  confiscated. 


The  price  of  liberty  is  eternal  Aigilance  by  the  liquor  interests 
of  Southern  California.  BetAveen  the  long  hairs,  church  people 
and  the  W.  C.  T.  V.,  the  liquor  merchant  is  kept  on  the  hustle 
to  keep  his  permit  to  do  business  in  this  part  of  the  Avorld.  The 
(.'ity  Council  recently  heard  a  petition  from  these  people  asking 
that  an  ordinance  be  passed  defining  a  A\iiolesale  liquor  store 
Avhere  liquor  is  sold  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  five  gallons. 
Members  of  the  Council  Avere  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  minimum 
number  of  gallons  that  should  be  specified  in  the  ordinance,  and 
the  matter  AA-as  finally  laid  over  until  December  9th,  Avhen  the 
question  Avill  come  up  for  settlement.  Present  indications  are 
that  AA'hile  the  petitioners  aaIII  not  get  all  they  ask  for,  the  mini- 
mum amount  the  Avliolesaler  Avill  be  allowed  to  sell  Avill  be 
raised  from  that  noAv  existing. 


Tlie  furnishings  of  Jim  Jeffries'  cafe  have  finally  arrived  and 
the  temporary  fixtures  have  been  torn  out  and  the  ])lace  is 
about  completed.  The  back  bar  is  a  splendid  exhibition  of  the 
Avood  A\orkers'  art  and  the  cafe  as  completed  is  undoubtedly 
the  fine.st  in  Soutliern  California. 


The  Southern  California  Wine  Company's  run  is  over  as  far 
as  crushing  is  concerned,  but  they  are  still  engaged  in  distilling 


There  is  some  talk  doAvn  San  Bernardino  Avay  of  an  inde- 
pendent Avinery  being  erected  some  time  soon.  Some  of  the 
groAA'ers  in  that  section  think  that  the  big  wineries  are  not 
treating  them  fair  in  the  As-ay  of  prices  for  their  grapes.  This 
feeling  led  to  a  meeting  of  a  number  of  the  groAvers  at  San  Ber- 
nardino on  the  6th  instant,  at  Avliich  the  question  of  building 
an  independent  Avinery  Avas  discussed  and  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  iuA-estigate  the  feasibility  of  building  an  independent 
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plant,  and  to  report  at  u  later  meeting  to  be  called  some  time 
Jb  the  future. 

Hp?he  Police  Commissioners  here  have  troubles  of  their  own, 
oecause  of  the  flocking  to  this  city  from  all  jtoints  of  the  com- 
pass of  yeggs  and  hoboes.  Holdups  have  become  quite  the  usual 
thing  and  the  police  are  contemplating  the  fornmtion  of  a  shot- 
gun S(iuad  to  exterminate  a  few  of  tliem — when  they  catcii  them. 
The  other  night  the  "Hot  Kivet"  saloon,  up  in  the  manufactur- 
ing district  on  North  ilaiu  street,  was  held  up  by  a  "long  and  a 
short  man''  who  proceeded  to  stand  up  the  occupants,  some  fif- 
teen in  number,  along  the  wall  while  they  emptied  tiie  cash  reg- 
ister of  $185,  and  then  backed  out  in  tlie  darkness,  getting  away 
with  the  goods.

New  Market  for  Cresta  Blanca  Wines

THE  Wetmore-Bowen  Company  have  found  a  new  market  for 
their  famous  Cresta  Blanca  wines.  A  shipment  of  116  cases 
left  this  week  for  Panama.  The  firm's  agent  there  believes  that 
the  canal  zone  will  prove  a  great  field  for  both  white  and  red 
wines  of  the  type  made  here. 

He  argues  that  the  water  is  bad  and  that  the  well-known 
purity  and  excellence  of  Cresta  Blanca  vintages  will  make  them 
'■xceedingly  popular  not  only  with  the  official  staff  of  the  canal 
lonstruction  force,  but  with  the  liigher  grade  of  workmen  as 
well,  as  they  are  well  paid  and  can  afford  the  luxury  which  is 
legarded  as  almost  a  necessity  there. 

This  firm  reports  a  most  satisfactory  vintage.  Over  140,000 
fjallons  of  wine  was  made  this  year,  of  Avhich  100,000  gallons 
was  wliite  and  40,000  red  wine. 

^It  has  been  often  argued  by  growers,  Avho  were  asked  why 
they  did  not  devote  more  acreage  to  the  Sauterne  varieties  of 
'j;raj)es,  that  they  are  light  bearers  and  that  more  money  can  be 
made  from  the  heavier  l)earing  black  grapes.  Mr.  Wetmore 
-;tat(>s  that  lie  secured  as  high  as  four  tons  to  the  acre  from  the 
i^auterne  varieties,  which  include  Semilbm,  Sauvignon  Blanc, 
Muscadele  en  Bordelais  and  Colund)ar.  As  these  varieties  real- 
ize! 135  a  ton  year  after  year,  they  may  be  said  to  bring  a  very 
fair  return. — lArermorr  Herald. 
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Whiskies  to  be  Seized 
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WASHINGTON,  Nov.  14.— Reports  here  to-day  are  to  the 
effect  that  an  important  seizure  of  whiskies  in  transit 
will  shortly  be  made  by  the  officials  of  the  Departm«'nt  of  Jus- 
tice on  the  ground  that  they  are  misbranded  under  the  Pure 
Food  J^aw.  According  to  reliable  information  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  has  supplied  to  the  l)ei)artment  of  Justice  in- 
fornuition  as  to  the  location  of  various  consignments  of  whiskies 
which  analyses  have  shown  are  not  up  to  the  reqnirenients  of 
the  law.  The  Department  of  Justice  has  about  decided  to  carry 
on  the  suit  in  the  form  of  a  prosecution  in  rem  and  not  against 
the  makers  of  the  goods  directly.  In  that  case  the  (juestion  will 
be  raised  at  the  outset  whether  the  misbranding  is  such  as  to 
constitute  the  seized  whisky  absolutely  violative  of  the  law. 

This  will  bring  forward  in  conspicuous  form  and  free  from 
other  complicating  issues  the  problem  what  is  whisky  as  orig- 
inally discns.sed  at  great  length  in  the  ruling  prei)ared  by  Attor- 
ney General  Bonaparte  last  spring.  Assistant  Attorney  General 
Sandford,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  whole  matter,  has  been  look- 
ing into  the  subject  with  a  good  deal  of  care  during  the  past  few 
weeks,  and  it  is  on  the  strength  of  his  inquiries  that  the  seizure 
referred  to  is  expected.  There  is  some  anxiety  lest  the  delay 
may  have  been  so  long  that  the  whisky  in  question  Avill  have 
been  disposed  of  and  new  cases  have  to  be  worked  on. 

It  is  thought  that  the  judicial  determination  Avhat  is  whisky 
may  prove  to  be  a  rather  difficult  matter  as,  according  to  cur- 
rent statements,  few  decisions  are  to  be  found.  There  is  said 
to  be  but  one  in  England  and  that  decision  was  i*«\iched  by  an 
equally  divided  Appellate  Court,  sustaining  that  of  the  nisi 
prius  tribunal.  In  the  coming  case  this  Engli.sh  decision  is 
certain  to  be  of  great  weight.  A  mixture  of  Scottish  and  Irish 
whiskies  with  neutral  spirits  had  been  sold  as  whisky,  and  the 
lower  court  held  that  it  Avas  not  whisky.  On  appeal  the  Appel- 
late Court  divided  equally.  Composed  of  an  odd  number  of 
judges,  one  of  them  declined  to  sit,  and  the  rest  after  long  con- 
sideration divided  equally.  The  case  is  a  recent  one,  and  has 
never  been  carried  to  the  House  of  Lords. 

It  is  said  that  the  case  which  will  finally  be  the  decisive  one 
nuiy  be  started  in  Washington  and  tried  to  its  conclusion  in  the 
District  of  Columbia.  It  will  go  to  the  Supreme  Court,  both 
sides  having  announced  that  if  necessary  they  will  carry  it 
there.

Rubber  Company,  to  Avhose  vast  A-arieties  of  products  attention 
is  noAV  called. 
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THE  I'liivt'i-sity  Farm  is  destined  to  be  of  great  value  to 
all  the  af>ri(ultural  industries  of  the  State  and  to  none 
^  more  than  to  those  of  grape  growing  and  wine  making. 
This  is  not  the  occasion  for  pointing  out  what  large 
crops  of  fine  grapes  we  raise  or  what  excellent  wines 
we  make  from  these  grapes.  If  our  vineyard  prod- 
ucts were  universally  or  even  generally  as  satisfactory 
as  they  could  be  made,  the  utility  of  the  Farm  to  the  grape  grow- 
ers would  be  much  curtailed.  It  is  in  correcting  defects  and  sup- 
plying deficiencies  that  the  most  good  is  to  be  accomplished  liere 
and  the  principal  object  of  this  paper  is  to  point  out  .some  of 
tliese  defects  and  deficiencies  and  to  suggest  ways  in  which  the 
T'niversity  Farm  can  be  of  use  in  removing  them. 

To  obtain  the  best  results  in  grape  growing,  we  must  have: 
First,  suitable  soil  and  climate ;  and  second,  the  best  agricultural 
practice.  That  we  have  the  former  is  evidenced  by  the  large 
crops  of  fine  grapes  which  our  best  vineyards  produce.  That  we 
have  the  latter  is  open  to  question. 

Tliis  is  clearly  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  of 
grape  growing  in  California  and  France.     The  latest  figures 
available  for  California  are  the  following:        , 
Vineyards  in  California,  1907 280,000  acres 

Dry  wine  produced  in  1906,  26,000,000  gallons;  175,000  tons 
of  grapes. 

Sweet  wine  produced  in  1906,  11,500,000  gallons;  115,000  tons 
of  grapes. 

Raisins  produced  in  1906,  75,000,000  pounds;  150,000  tons 
of  grapes. 

Table  grapes  produced  in  1906,  2000  carloads ;  60,000  tons  of 
grapes. 

Total  grape  production,  500,000  tons. 

If  Ave  allow  that  one-si.xth  of  the  total  acreage  consists  of 
young  non-bearing  vines  we  have  about  234,000  acres  of  bearing 
vines  producing  at  the  average  rate  of  2.14  tons  per  acre.  W'hile 
the  statistics  on  Avhich  this  calculation  is  ba.sed  are  by  no  means 
exact,  it  is  unlikely  that  they  vary  very  much  from  the  truth. 
This  shows  that  we  are  not  getting  the  results  to  be  expected 
from  our  rich  soils  and  favorable  climate. 

According  to  the  official  figures  of  the  French  Government, 
vineyards  of  the  Gironde,  where  the  fine  Medocs  and  Sautemes 
are  grown,  produced  an  average  cro])  of  2.2  tons  per  acre  in 
1904 ;  the  Cote-d'Or,  the  region  of  fine  Burgundies,  2.4  tons,  and 
the  Yonne,  the  department  of  fine  Chablis  wines,  3.6  tons.  If  we 
compare  our  crop  with  that  of  the  rich  soils  of  the  south  of 
France,  the  contrast  is  even  less  flattering  to  us.  The  vine- 
yards of  Herault  produced  in  the  same  year  at  the  rate  of  4.7 
tons  per  acre. 

The  total  crop  of  France  for  the  year  1904  was  65,000,000 
hectoliters  and  the  area  of  vineyards  1,641,000  hectares,  Avhich 
indicates  an  average  crop  of  about  2.7  tons  per  acre,  or  about  25 
per  cent  more  than  ours. 

Comparison  of  average  crops  in  France  and  California : 

1906     California 2.14  tons  per  acre 

1904     France 2.70  tons  per  acre 

1904     Medoc 2.20  tons  per  acre 

1904     Rurgundy 2.40  tons  per  acre 

1904     Herault 4.70  tons  per  acre 

When  we  consider  the  large  crops  obtained  by  our  best  vine- 
yardists,  the  favorable  nature  of  our  soil  and  climate,  and  our 
immunity  from  most  serious  vine  diseases,  it  is  evident  that 
there  is  something  wrong  with  our  methods. 


Grape  growing  in  California  is  to  a  great  extent  in  the  hands 
of  new-comers,  who  know  nothing  about  the  nature  and  needs 
of  the  vines,  or  of  grape  growers  from  li^urope  who  do  not  under- 
stand our  conditions.  The  former  need  instruction  in  all  the 
elements  of  their  business  and  the  latter  need  to  unlearn  a  great 
part  of  A\hat  they  have  been  taught  in  Europe. 

There  are  hardly  nny  of  the  operations  of  grape  growing  and 
wine  making  in  which  there  is  not  pressing  need  for  instruction 
and  experimentation. 

The  spread  of  phylloxera  calls  for  enlightenment  and  demon- 
stration as  to  the  best  methods  of  preparing  the  ground  for  new 
vineyards,  as  to  the  best  methods  of  grafting,  planting  and  prun- 
ing resistant  vineyards,  as  to  the  adaptati(m  of  the  various 
stocks  to  the  multifarious  conditions  of  soil  and  climate,  and 
their  suitability  to  our  principal  wine,  table  and  raisin  varieties. 

A  properly  planted  and  managed  resistant  vineyard  should 
commence  to  bear  the  .second  year  and  should  be  in  full  bearing 
by  the  fourth,  ilost  of  our  resistant  vineyards  are  one  or  two 
years  longer  than  this  in  coming  into  bearing  and  never  produce 
a  full  crop  because  a  full  stand  is  not  obtained.  In  many  there 
are  many  vacancies,  amounting  to  ,5  or  10  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  vines,  and  of  the  vines  which  grow  a  large  percentage 
are  defective  and  unprofitable.  We  find  growers  planting  Rupes- 
tris  St.  George  on  shallow  and  wet  soils  where  it  is  sure  to  fail, 
or  Lenoir  on  poor  soil  where  the  phylloxera  will  finally  destroy 
the  roots.  We  even  find  innumerable  cases  of  non-resistant  vines 
being  planted  where  there  is  not  one  chance  in  ten  that  they 
will  bear  two  crops  before  the  phylloxera  destroys  them.  On  the 
other  hand,  we  find — though  rarely— cases  of  growers  planting 
resistant  vines  at  an  extra  expense  of  !f40  to  f 50  per  acre  in  loca- 
tions where  with  proper  precautions  the  phylloxera  could  be 
kept  out  indefinitely  or  for  years. 

All  the  most  serious  of  these  errors  Avould  be  avoided  by  any- 
one who  takes  a  suitable  course  in  vine-growing  such  as  it  will  be 
possible  to  give  at  the  University  Farm.  The  courses  given  at 
Rerkeley  are  useful  in  this  respect,  but  they  lack  the  advantages 
of  practical  demonstration  in  the  field  and,  moreover,  they  are 
available  to  but  a  very  limited  number  of  gi-ape  growers. 

In  wine  making  the  need  for  adequate  instruction  and  demon- 
stration is  even  more  urgent  than  in  grape  growing.  The  amount 
of  spoiled  or  inferior  wine  made  in  California  is  still  very  large 
and  due  to  the  ignorance  of  most  of  the  wine  makers  of  the  basic 
principles  of  their  art. 

The  mechanical  parts  of  the  handling  of  grapes  and  wine  is 
fairly  Avell  done  in  California  because  we  have  good  mechanics 
and  their  methods  do  not  depend  to  any  great  extent  on  peculiar 
local  conditions.  The  management  of  yeast  and  temperature, 
the  proper  utilization  of  the  raw  material  and  the  intelligent 
aging  of  wine  are  on  the  other  hand  very  imperfectly  carried 
out  in  a  large  number  of  cases.  Our  conditions  of  grape  compo 
sition  and  climate  differ  so  much  from  tho.se  of  most  other  wine 
making  countries  that  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  theory  of 
wine  making  is  necessary  for  the  best  results.  An  European 
who  knows  only  the  best  practice  of  his  particular  region  or  a 
man  who  knoAvs  little  of  either  theory  or  practice  cannot  make 
the  best  possible  wine  from  our  grapes. 

With  a  properly  equipped  Avine  cellar  at  the  I^niversity  Farm 
it  would  be  possible  to  give  adequate  instruction  in  the  theorj' 
and  practice  of  fermentation,  in  the  control  of  yeast,  tempera 
ture  and  must  composition,  and  in  the  methods  of  clearing  and 
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ageing  wiue,  which  cauuot  but  result  in  vast  improvemeut  of  our 
products. 

The  character  and  situation  of  the  University  Farm  make  it 
l)ossibIe  to  liave  all  the  equipment  necessary  for  instruction  aud 
demonstration  in  all  departments  of  viticulture  and  enology. 

For  this  purpo.se  will  be  needed  a  vineyard  of  various  varieties 
large  enough  to  exemplify  all  the  methods  of  cultivation,  graft- 
ing, pruning,  fertilization  and  treatment  of  diseases  whicli  are 
api)licable  to  California.  E(jually  neces.sary  and  useful  are  a 
jtaciving  house  to  demonstrate  the  best  methods  of  liandling, 
paclving,  cooling  and  shipping  table  grapes ;  a  grape  drying  out- 
tit  to  demonstrate  the  various  methods  of  drying,  curing  and 
packing  raisins,  currants  aud  sultanas;  and  a  cellar  where  stu- 
dents can  become  familiar  with  all  the  operations  of  wine 
making — analysis  of  grapes  and  wine,  methods  of  handling  and 
fermenting  the  must,  racking,  filtering,  pasteurizing  and 
bottling  wine,  and  utilizing  the  residues  and  Avaste  products. 
With  such  an  outfit  as  this  in  the  hands  of  competent  instruc- 
tors, it  will  be  possible  to  turn  out  j'ouug  men  Avho  will  be  able  to 
avoid  the  numerous  errors  of  practice  and  judgment,  whicli  are 
responsible  for  our  crops  being  25  per  cent  less  than  those  of 
France  and  .50  per  cent  to  100  per  cent  less  than  they  ought  to  be. 
The  farm,  moreover,  can  do  more  than  tliis  for  viticulture.  It 
will  make  it  possible  to  prosjjeute  comprehensive  and  far-reach- 
ing investigations  of  great  importance  to  the  future  of  the  indus- 
try, which  for  several  reasons  the  University  has  been  unable 
until  now  to  carry  out  in  a  completely  satisfactory  manner — 
especially  investigations  requiring  continuous  work  and  observa- 
tion for  a  term  of  years. 

An  experiment  vineyard  should  be  started  at  once  with  the  ob- 
ject of  determining  the  best  resistant  stocks  for  our  principal 
varieties  of  grapes.  Careful  reports  should  be  made  on  the 
(luantity  aud  quality  of  the  grapes  and  the  vigor  of  the  vines  on 
each  stock.  This  will  supply  data  of  increasing  value  every  year 
for  the  guidance  of  all  ncAv  plantations. 

A  vineyard  of  pedigreed  vines  should  be  established  where,  by 
continuous  .selection  and  regrafting,  the  bearing  of  our  fine  qual- 
ity grapes  can  gradually  be  improved  until  they  can  be  grown 
with  profit  and  u.sed  to  replace  the  heavy  bearing  vines  of  poor 
quality  Avhich  are  now  too  much  planted. 

A  plot  should  be  .set  aside  for  the  testing  of  the  varieties — 
more  especially  of  table  grapes.  Scores  of  good  varieties  have 
been  introduced  and  abandoned  because  they  were  not  given  a 
complete  test  with  various  methods  of  cultivation  aud  pruning. 
Scoresof  fine  varieties  from  Asia  Minor,  Algeria,  Persia  andChina 
are  worthy  of  testing  and  niay  supply  us  with  valuable  table 
and  raisin  grapes  superior  to  those  we  have  or  filling  gaps  or  sea- 
.son  and  nmrket  that  now  exist.  Such  tests  properly  cai'ried  out 
are  too  expensive  and  require  too  much  time  for  the  private  in- 
dividual, but  will  be  none  the  less  profitable  to  the  State. 

The  problems  of  pruning  and  fertilizing  are  among  the  most 
important,  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  puzzling  that  confront 
the  grower.  They  usually  require  years  for  their  proper  elucida- 
tion. Only  practical  and  scientific  experimenters  who  for  an  un- 
interrupted series  of  years  can  give  the  careful  attention  and 
accurate  observations  necessary  are  capable  of  throwing  light 
on  these  difficult  questions. 

A  packing  hou.se  should  be  built,  designed  to  test  and  improve 
the  methods  of  gathering,  packing,  cooling  and  shipping  table 
grapes.  Improvements  in  methods  of  drying,  substitutes  for 
sulfur  in  the  bleaching  of  Sultanas  and  for  the  expensive  wooden 
trays  in  preparing  Muscats  should  be  investigated. 

A  winery  and  cellar  also  will  be  needed  where  new  methods  of 
wine  nmking,  handling  and  ageing  can  be  tested  on  an  industrial 
scale. 

The  above  are  simply  some  of  the  more  pressing  lines  of  in- 
vestigation   ^\■llieh   the  establishment  of  the  I'niversitv   Farm 


nmkes  possible.  New  problems  arise  every  day  and  the  solution 
of  one  difficulty,  the  making  of  one  improvement,  reveal  the  ex- 
istence of  other  difficulties,  and  clear  the  way  for  other  improve- 
ments. Continuous,  uninterrupted  and  gradually  enlarging 
work  is  needed  and  will  certainly  be  carried  out  if  aided  by  the 
support  and  encouragement  of  those  whom  it  is  intended  prin- 
cipally to  benefit — the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  of  the 
State. 

This  support  and  encouragement  must  be  of  two  kinds,  each 
equally  essential. 

First.  The  work  must  be  made  possible  by  regular  legislative 
appropriations.  These  appropriations  should  be  sufficient,  rea- 
.sonable  and  continuous.  Large  sums  appropriated  by  one  Legis- 
lature in  a  burst  of  enthusiasm  and  cut  off  by  the  next  in  a  fit  of 
economy  are  in  great  part  wasted.  A  moderate;  appropriation 
gradually  increased  b}'  each  succeeding  Legislature  will  accom- 
plish very  much  more  than  twice  the  amount  granted  irregular- 
ly, as  these  sums  too  often  are.  The  amount  needed  will  at  first 
be  comparatively  snmll.  No  one  knows  better  than  the  men  who 
are  competent  to  carry  out  such  Avork  hoAv  difficult  it  is  to  spend 
economically,  getting  full  value  in  return,  large  sums  suddenly 
appropriated  for  .scientific  or  practical  investigations.  This  is 
necessary  to  train  observers,  plan,  commence  and  carry  out  ex- 
periments. Work  of  this  kind  commenced  and  finished  in  two 
years  is  liable  in  great  part  to  be  incomplete  or  unreliable,  owing 
to  defective  observations  or  hasty  conclusions.  t)n  the  other 
hand,  if  the  work  is  gradually  planned,  organized  and  built  up, 
year  after  year,  the  amount  that  can  finally  be  expended  with 
profit  to  the  industry  is  limited  only  by  the  extent  and  import- 
ance of  that  industry. 

Second.  However  well  supported  financially,  the  work  will 
fall  short  of  the  best  results  unless  it  receives  the  fullest  encour- 
agement from  those  engaged  in  the  industries.  Their  co-opera- 
tion is  essential  to  success.  T'uless  they  attend  the  short  courses 
given,  send  their  sons  and  daughters  to  the  regular  courses,  and 
visit  the  farm  and  experiment  fields  freely,  little  good  will  be 
done.  Bulletins  and  reports  on  pruning,  vine  diseases  and  fer- 
mentation are  of  much  use  only  to  those  who  through  proi>er 
study  are  able  to  appreciate  and  apply  the  principles  enunciated. 
It  is  to  the  lack  of  adequate  viticultural  education  that  we  must 
ascribe  our  backwardness  in  applying  modern  methods  of  grape 
growing  and  wine  nmking  Avhich  are  in  common  use  in  less  fav- 
ored and,  in  general,  less  progressive  countries. 

This  lack  it  should  be  the  important  duty  of  the  University 
Farm  to  fill  and  not  only  bring  us  abreast  of  the  viticultural 
progress  of  the  world,  but  at  the  head.

THE  Chaileston,  W.  Va.,  Mail  of  Oct.  29th  says :  lu  the  case 
of  Hanuis  Distilling  Company  vs.  the  County  Court  of 
Berkeley  County,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  held  this  morn- 
ing that  the  distilling  company  must  pay  taxes  assessed  against 
the  company  on  several  thousand  barrels  of  whisky  stored  in 
the  bonded  warehouse  of  that  company  in  Berkeley  County,  the 
court  sustaining  both  the  County  Court  and  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Berkeley  County  in  two  suits  brought  for  the  years  1905 
and  1906. 

In  the  year  1905,  the  Hannis  Distilling  Company  averred 
that  it  Avas  assessed  with  taxes  on  30,000  barrels  of  whisky 
stored  in  their  bonded  warehouse  with  a  value  of  $240,000.  The 
company  claimed  that  only  about  one-fifth  of  this  amount 
belonged  to  them,  the  remainder  being  kept  in  storage  for  and 
at  the  risk  of  its  owners.  The. distilling  company  went  before 
tlie  County  Court  and  asked  for  the  correction  of  what  they 
termed  an  erroneous  assessment.  The  County  Court  denied 
them  relief  and  the  case  was  appealed  to  the  Circuit  Court,  and 
again  relief  was  denied  the  petitioners.  The  case  came  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  and  in  a  decision  handed  down  this 
morning,  Avritten  by  Judge  Miller,  relief  is  denied  the  petition- 
ers from  the  assessment. 

Another  suit  was  brought  for  the  correction  of  an  erroneous 
assessment  for  the  year  1906.  The  distilling  company  desired 
relief  from  an  assessment  upon  some  20,000  barrels  of  whisky 
stored  in  their  bonded  warehouse,  the  value  of  which  amounted 
to  1182,724,  and  the  taxes  for  the  year  amounting  to  f  1434.86. 
The  County  Coupt  refused  the  relief  prayed  for  and  the  Circuit 
Court  decided  that  the  company  Avas  not  entitled  to  the  same. 
The  Supreme  Court,  in  an  opinion  by  Judge  McWhorter,  af- 
firmed the  decision  of  the  lower  court. 


Vine  Acreage  Increase  in  Yolo 


JUDGING  from  the  number  of  grape  cuttings  of  all  varieties 
already  contracted  for  from  local  nurserymen,  Sutter's 
grape  acreage  will  be  increased  the  coming  winter  to  nearly 
double  its  present  acreage.  One  nurseryman,  Elmer  Jackson, 
has  sold  about  50,000  Thompson  seedless  roots  and  about  an 
equal  number  of  wine  and  tokay  roots  for  the  coming  planting 
season.  Other  nurseries  have  made  sales  of  large  numbers  of 
these  vines,  and  it  looks  as  though  there  will  be  fully  400  acres 
of  vines  planted  here  the  coming  winter.

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As  far  as  the  whisky  ]iiai*ket  is  concerned  it  is  in  a  discourag- 
in<j- condition.  Never  before  have  conditions  been  so  propi- 
tious for  a  oi'eat  market,  and  all  preparations  had  been  made  for 
it.  This  high  price  for  raw  materials  indicated  that  the  1908  crop 
would  be  a  small  one,  while  the  Pure  Pood  label  agitation,  which 
while  not  active  in  print  was  nevertheless  constantly  in  mind 
of  the  dealer,  went  far  to  strengthen  confidence  in  the  cheaper 
whiskies. 

Trading  was  beginning  to  open  up  strong  and  in  large  lots, 
when  there  suddenly  broke  the  tempest  in  the  financial  situation. 
Of  course,  all  activities  have  ceased,  and  there  is  a  feeling  of 
watching  and  waiting.  Thus  far  there  have  been  no  urgent  de- 
mands to  sell,  and  no  large  lots  have  been  thrown  upon  the  mar- 
ket for  conversion  into  cash.  Brokers  and  others  have  their 
weather  eye  open  for  such  opportunities,  which  they  say  Avill 
surely  develop  within  the  next  fortnight.  Some  of  the  larger 
interests  have,  to  my  personal  knowledge,  offered  whiskies  with- 
in the  past  two  weeks,  and  previous  to  the  financial  storm,  at  one 
cent  a  gallon  under  the  market  for  cash,  and  at  quoted  prices 
for  time  payment.  Prospective  buyers  were  anxious  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity,  but  the  banks  discoui'aged  the 
transactions.  They  preferred  to  have  their  money  out  as  call 
loans  for  quick  liquidation,  and  advanced  the  rates  sharply  for 
time  loans. 

As  a  result  of  this  unsettled  situation  orders  have  dropped  to 
the  mere  \\ants  from  day  to  day,  as  far  as  the  jobbers  are  con- 
cerned. They  cannot  purchase  large  lots  if  they  want  to,  in 
spite  of  fat  bank  balances.  Sooner  or  later  it  is  believed  that  the 
need  for  casli  will  cause  the  sacrifice  of  whisky,  which  will  de- 
press prices  all  around.  This,  too,  is  .serving  to  keep  the  big 
buyer  out  of  the  market,  even  though  he  has  the  cash  to  buy 
whisky.  TJie  falling  prices  of  commodities  is  being  watched  and 
it  is  agreed  that  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  until  raw  materials 
have  dropped  sufficiently  to  place  the  price  of  whiskies  on  a 
lower  basis.  The  period  of  high  prices  seems  at  an  end — that  is, 
for  the  general  level.  There  may  be,  of  course,  some  conditions 
which  will  temporarily  force  prices  up,  but  such  conditions  are 
not  expected.— /ion/ort's,  November  10,  1907. 


This  year's  output  of  the  famous  Tokay  wine  has  been  entirely 
lost  in  consequence  of  an  unexpected  outbreak  of  phyollxera. 
Tokay  is  made  from  grapes  ^rown  in  the  vineyards  belonging 
to  the  Emj)ei'or  Francis  Joseph  at  Hegyalja,  Hungary. 


GUY  GAUTIER,  one  of  the  largest  wine  growers  of  France; 
Rafael  Franco,  an  equally  large  wine  grower  of  Puerto 
Santa  Maria,  Spain,  and  Harry  E.  Blood,  representing  a  well- 
known  wine-importing  firm,  are  guests  at  the  Alexandria,  and 
are  upon  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  vineyards  of  California. 

The  three  gentlemen  will  spend  a  fortnight  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, and  will  then  proceed  north  and  inspect  the  great  vine- 
yards in  the  northern  and  central  i>ortions  of  the  State.  From 
there  their  itinerary  takes  them  to  San  Francisco,  and  thence 
to  Honolulu.  They  will  return  via  Mexico  'and  thence  to 
Europe. 

"The  vineyards  of  France  are  now  in  a  rather  poor  condi- 
tion,' said  Mr.  Gautier,  "owing  to  the  trouble  which  led  up  to 
the  recent  excitement  among  the  wine  growers.  This  was  caused 
by  too  freely  adulterating  the  wines  and  thus  ruining  what  profit 
a  grower  could  make  out  of  a  legitimate  vineyard.  I  think  that 
the  crop  this  year  will  not  be  up  to  the  standard,  but  it  will  be 
from  five  to  twenty-five  years  before  the  effect  of  the  present 
shortage  will  be  felt.  I  have  long  promised  myself  a  tour  of 
in.spection  through  the  vineyards  of  California,  and  now  I  am 
about  to  make  it.  Your  wines  are  very  interesting  to  the  French. 
We,  of  course,  believe  that  our  wines  are  better,  but  your  wines 
are  so  virgin  and  have  so  much  'body,'  that  we  expect  that  with 
the  refining  effect  of  a  long  term  of  cultivation  covering  many 
years,  the  exquisite  bouquet  that  our  wines  have  axtH  be  ac- 
quired, and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  excellent  'body'  is  not 
lost." — Los  Angeles  Times. 


Whisky  Prosecutions  To  Be  Pressed 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  12.— The  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  sent  to  the  Department  of  Justice  the  papers  in  forty 
cases  against  whiskey  dealers,  distillers  and  transportation 
companies,  for  violation  of  the  pure  food  laws  by  selling  or 
transporting  whiskys  which  do  not  comply  with  the  food  laws 
as  construed  by  Attorney-General  Bonaparte.  The  cases  cover 
every  mooted  qiiestion  about  the  construction  of  the  law  and 
will  be  inaugurated  at  once.  It  is  expected  the  actions  will  be 
started  in  Washington,  and  as  fast  as  possible  will  be  prose- 
cuted to  the  Supreme  Court.  There  will  be  no  immunity  for 
offenders  meantime,  the  food  authorities  and  the  Department 
of  Justice  having  declined  to  permit  any  immunity.

The  double  opportu- 
nity to  use  an  exhibit  is  a  double  incentive  to  collect  a  good  one, 
and  these  conditions,  added  to  the  better  general  feeling  in  favor 
of  the  State  Fair,  brought  about  by  tlie  success  of  the  last  one, 
and  the  further  advantage  of  having  the  Fair  of  1908  all  in  one 
inclosure,  with  one  admission  to  everything,  including  amuse- 
ments, music,  races,  livestock,  machinery  and  all  the  beautiful 
and  attractive  pavilion  displays,  give  promise  to-day  of  by  far 
the  best  State  Fair  next  voar  that  California  has  ever  seen. 


Santa  Barbara  Playing  With  Fire 


BY  a  vote  of  six  to  one  the  Santa  ]$arbara  Council  has  de- 
cided to  put  before  the  people  of  that  city,  the  question 
whether  or  not  prohibition  shall  exist  there.  The  anti-saloon 
element,  as  usual,  are  behind  this  movement,  as  they  seem  to 
be  everywhere.  They  are  so  numerous  and  so  continuous  in 
their  performances  that  they  may  well  be  termed  pestilential. 
Santa  Barbara  lives  almost  entirely  by  the  money  received  from 
visitors  from  all  over  the  world,  and  if  these  visitors  should  find 
it  to  their  convenience  and  pleasure  to  leave  Santa  Barbara  out 
of  their  itinerary,  the  tOAVii  would  go  bankrupt  in  short  order. 
However,  you  could  not  insert  this  fact  into  the  brains  of  these 
anti-saloon  agitators  without  performing  a  surgical  operation. 
If  Santa  Barbara  goes  absolutely  prohibition  and  comes  down 
to  the  common  basis  of  a  blind  pig  town,  its  future  Avill  be  a 
sad  one.  If  the  people  declare  for  prohibition  the  hotels,  which 
constitute  the  backbone  of  the  city,  Avill  be  not  only  unable  to 
conduct  a  bar  but  will  be  deprived  of  the  absolutely  necessary 
privilege  of  serving  wines  with  meals. 

The  bringing  about  of  such  conditions  in  a  jilace  like  Santa 
Barbara,  would  be  plain  idiocy,  because  it  is  so  easy  for  the  man 
who  has  money  to  spend  as  he  pleases  to  say  he  aaIU  not  stop  at 
Santa  Barbara  because  it  is  a  toAvn  of  fanatics  who  pretend 
that  they  don't  drink  themselves,  but  who  liav(>  tiie  nerve  to  say 
that  their  visitor  from  the  various  sections  of  our  own  country 
and  from  abroad  shall  not  have  the  right  to  drink  a  glass  of 
claret  with  his  dinner. 

We  are  inclined  to  believe  that  ther(>  are  sufficient  sensible! 
voters  in  Santa  Barbara  to  defeat  the  scheme  of  tlie  anti- 
saloonists. 


REl'OlfTS  from  the  wine  districts  of  Ncav  York  State  indi- 
cate that  the  much  feared  although  expected  frost  came 
immediately  after  our  last  issue  went  to  press.  I'ractically  all 
of  the  Catawbas  Avere  on  the  vines  and  pretty  nearly  all  of  them 
and  many  of  the  Concords  Avere  unpicked.  AVe  learn  that  the 
greater  portion  of  gi-apes  (m  the  vines  were  frozen,  although 
there  is  consolation  in  noting  that  in  some  instances  uo  nmterial 
damage  Avas  done.  Catawbas  Avere  far  from  ripe,  although  some 
Avere  Avell  colored  and  might  have  done  for  packing,  but  they  are 
noAV  unfit  for  tliat  purpose.  The  grapes  that  Avithstood  the  frost 
and  are  good  for  use  arc^  bringing  good  prices ;  in  fact,  Ave  under- 
stand that  as  high  as  pS  has  been  paid  for  some  of  the  best 
crops  since  the  frost. 


The  Same  Old  Bunko  Game 


THE  average  citizen  Avho  gathers  his  information  about 
.  Southern  California  from  the  casual  reading  of  the  neAvs- 
papers  published  in  that  section  of  the  State,  particularly  the 
Los  Angeles  Times,  the  E.r press  and  the  small  fry  papers  in  the 
alleged  "dry"  adjacent  tOAAUS,  is  convinced  that  the  so-called 
dry  places  arc  really  <Iri/. 

Now  conies  the  Los  Angeles  Herald  and  plainly  shoAvs 
that  a  nmn  avIio  knoAvs  hoAV  can  get  all  the  drinks 
he  Avants  in  these  self-same  Sunday  closing  prohibition  toAvns. 
The  statements  are  in  noAvise  "faked"  but  are  printed  under  the 
signature  of  a  reliable  journalist.  It  is  the  old  story  of  hypocrisy 
and  goes  to  proA'e  AA'hat  the  late  John  Hay  said:  "You  can 
legislate  until  the  coavs  come  home,"  but  you  can't  make  toAvns 
"dry"  Avhere  there  is  a  large  proportion  of  the  people  Avho  de- 
mand a  supply  of  liciuors  more  or  less  intoxicating.  With  such 
shoAving  the  alleged  dry  towns  Avould  benefit  themselves  and 
the  public  by  granting  one  or  more  licenses  for  first-class  sa- 
loons. 


A  German  Brandy  Monopoly 


THE  Berlin  Tageblatt  learns  from  a  reliable  source  that  the 
German  GoAernment  has  decided  to  introduce  in  the  ensu- 
ing session  of  the  Reichstag  a  bill  to  establish  a  monopoly  of  the 
brandy  trade.  The  negotiations  Avith  the  s^nrit  syndicate  are 
declared  to  be  as  good  as  concluded.  Under  the  scheme  it  is 
proposed  to  nationalize  the  spirit  syndicate  in  its  present  shape 
and  form;  the  large  spirit  factories  Avill  be  bought  up  by  the 
Empii'e,  and  the  smaller  spirit  factories  Avill  be  settled  Avith 
correspondingly.  The  Imperial  Government  offers  to  the  spirit 
producers  the  guaranty  to  pay  for  the  raw  spirit  to  be  delivered 
such  prices  as  AA'ill  equal  if  not  exceed  those  obtained  under  ex- 
isting conditions.  The  prices  of  brandy  Avill  be  correspondingly 
increased,  and  the  additional  cost  Avill  therefore  liaA'e  to  be  borne 
by  consumers.  It  is  expected  that  the  introduction  of  the  mo- 
nopoly Avould  yield  a  net  sum  of  £3,500,000  (£— |4.8fi)  per  an- 
num in  the  first  few  years  and  that  the  receipts  Avould  be  in- 
creased in  subsequent  years.

bay,  cannot  fail  to  be  valuable.     When  at  last  lie  was  found 

at  liberty  he  said  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  vintage  was  a  very  good  one,  but  ])robably  not  up  to 
('X])e(tations  in  some  localities,  where  growers  hopcnl  f«n'  tre- 
mendous crops.  The  grapes  matured  well  and  they  did  not  con- 
I  tain  too  much  sugar.  Therefore  fermentation  was  perfect  and 
this  year's  wines  are  bound  to  be  of  the  finest  (luality.  Grape 
prices  were  very  high,  in  my  opinion  unreasonably  so,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  large  crop.  I  only  hope  that  wine  ])rices  will 
not  fall,  but  rule  sufficiently  high  to  remain  proportional  with 
the  i>rices  jiaid  for  grapes.  I  look  to  the  greatly  increased  de- 
mand for  Californian  wines  in  the  world's  market  to  accom- 
]>lisli  this.  For  myself,  I  will  say  that  the  yield  of  the  firm's 
vineyards  at  Livermore,  Napa  and  St.  Helena  was  fully  up  to 
expectations,  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  For  several  years 
j  last  past  the  results  of  this  business  have  been  very  encourag-

In  my  opinion 
the  soils  of  Livermore  Valley  and  the  Napa  mountains  are  the 
best  localities  in  the  state  for  the  cultivation  of  the  highest 
grade  of  grapes,  Livermore  giving  us  the  best  sa\iternes,  and  the 
chalky  soil  of  the  Napa  hills  particularly  suiting  wine  of  the 
Rhine  and  ^loselle  types,  while  dry  red  wines  do  equally  well 
in  both,  in  my  opinion,  because  of  the  close  iiroximity  to  the 
sea. 

"We  have  this  year  made  1100  tons  of  wine,  all  of  a  quality 
which  will  insure  the  "Oiersburger"  and  "Sequoia"  brands  great 
excellence,  both  in  body,  liavor  and  perfume.  To  me  appear- 
ances are  all  in  favor  of  a  great  and  growing  demand  for  Cali- 
fornian wines  of  high  (luality.  Therefore  as  I  have  just  said,  I  am 
increasing  my  acreage  and  raising  the  grade  of  the  grapes  to 
meet  it."  As  the  writer  left  Mr.  Gier  he  Avas  softly  humming  to 
himself  the  air  of  that  gi*and  old  song,

Will  Build  San  Rafael  Plant  to  Make  Tequila 


SAN  RAFAEL,  Nov.  11. — Articles  of  incorporation  have  been 
filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  by  E.  P.  Lowden  of  San 
Francisco,  P.  L.  E.  Delfungo  Geira,  and  a  number  of  capitalists 
of  this  city,  for  a  corporation  to  be  known  as  the  Jlezcal  Tequila 
Distilling  Company.  A  large  plant  costing  about  fl00,000  is 
to  be  erected  here  for  the  manufacture  of  the  Mexican  drink 
"teqiiila,"'  which  is  made  from  an  extract  called  mezcal,  ob- 
tained from  the  pith  of  the  plant  named.  Tequila  is  the  whitest 
distilled  liquor  known,  and  is  of  exceedingly  high  proof,  do.sely 
resembling  gin.  At  the  present  time  the  import  duty  into  this 
country  on  tetiuila  amounts  to  $2.35  a  gallon,  which  the  com- 
pany Avill  save  by  manufacturing  the  licjuor  here.  The  distil- 
ling of  tecpiila  is  an  innovation  in  this  state.

EDITOR  AVINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW:— The  events  of 
the  past  three  weeks  in  the  tinancial  world  have  been  epoch- 
making,  and  those  of  us  who  have  been  able  to  regain  our  second 
breath,  so  to  speak,  are  standing  close  to  the  guard  ropes,  wait- 
ing with  anxious  hearts  and  bated  breath  to  see  what  will  be  the 
outcome.  Nor  have  all  of  us  by  any  means,  passed  the  danger 
point.  The  air  is  rife  with  rumors  of  the  most  alarming  nature 
as  to  what  may  still  be  expected.  With  all  interest  centered  on 
the  financial  question,  and  its  prepondering  importance,  cannot 
be  dispai"i8t»tl,  business  in  general  has  been  allowed  to  lapse 
into  a  more  pronounced  lethargic  ccmdition.  There  was  no 
great  amount  of  energy  manifest  before  this  revolution  in  mone- 
tary affairs,  and  existing  conditions  certainly  do  not  tend  to 
better  affairs  for  the  wine  and  sjtirit  trade.  The  fact  is,  unless 
the  financial  stringency  is  soon  relieved,  business  will  be  com- 
pletely demoralized.  Already  tli(^  spirit  houses  are  asking  their 
customers  to  remit  in  legal  tender  the  approximate  amount  of 
tax,  being  unable  themselves  to  obtain  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose. Some  distillers  are  asking  currency  in  advance  for  with- 
drawals. The  custom  house  wants  cash  for  duties.  If  this  sort 
of  thing  lasts,  restricted  business  must  ensue.  It  looked  very 
panicky  here  ft>r  a  few  days,  but  seems  now  to  be  quieting 
down  and,  if  nothing  new  comes  up,  is  expected  to  gradually 
resume  normal  conditions.  Rut,  full  recovery  Avill  probably 
be  a  slow  and  painful  process. 

Official  advices  from  the  Government  representatives  in  the 
wine-producing  countries  of  Europe  report  that  the  tremen- 
dous damage  wrought  by  the  recent  rains  and  floods  in  the 
vineyai-d  districts  of  France,  Portugal,  and  Spain,  has  been 
almost  paralleled  in  Austro-Hungary,  Italy,  Switzerland,  and 
Germany. 

From  the  Hungarian  ^Minister  of  Commerce  at  Budapest, 
cdmes  the  word  that  the  1907  yield  of  the  vineyards  of  that 
Kingdom  represents  but  50  per  cent  of  the  total  of  "average 
years,"  and  that  prices  have  advanced  to  65  per  cent  above  nor- 
mal. The  latest  returns  from  the  inundated  sections  of  France 
estimates  the  destruction  of  wine  as  totaling  about  80,000,000 
gallons. 

It  is  announced  that  champagne  vintage  for  1907  Avill  be  very 
poor,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Clai-ets  and  Burgundies  are 
of  very  mediocre  quality. 

According  to  Chevalier  Guido  llossati,  director  of  the  Italian 
Royal  Enotechnical  Station  in  this  city,  the  importation  of 
wines  from  Italy  at  the  port  of  New  York  during  three-quarters 
of  the  present  year,  reached  the  record  totals  of  779.700  gallons 
of  the  barreled,  and  103.184  dozens  of  the  bottled  product.  As 
the  quantities  named  represent  70  i)er  cent  and  GO  per  cent  re- 
spectively of  the  entries  at  all  of  the  ports  of  the  United  States, 
for  the  given  period,  it  is  expected  that  1,250,000  gallons  and 
200,000  dozens  of  bottles  will  have  been  imported  into  the  coun- 
try at  the  close  of  the  year. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  in  the  annual  report  of  a  well  known 
Ijondon  hotel,  much  favored  by  Americans,  while  showing  a 
greater  number  of  customers  for  the  past  year,  shows  a  decreasf? 
of  $25,000  in  the  revenue  derived  from  the  sale  of  wines,  spirits 
and  cigars. 


indicate  increasing  consumption.     For  the  first  two   months   , 
of  the  present  fiscal  year  withdrawals  from  Maryland,  Pennsyl-   i 
vania,  and  Kentucky  are  745.300  gallons  ahead  of  the  corre- 
sponding period  last  year.     These  whiskies  are  not  withdrawn 
to  add  to  floor  stocks,  but  because  they  are  needed.    Over  half 
a  million  gallons  of  the  increase  comes  from  Kentucky. 

For  the  same  jieriod  bottled-in-bond  whiskies  show  a  remarka- 
ble increase,  the  figures  being  as  follows :

The  total  number  of  gallons  withdrawn  from  the  throe  states 
are  5,614,652,  so  tliat  about  thirteen  per  cent  was  bottled-in- 
bond. 

Whilst  (■onsum])ti(m  keeps  up  as  it  does,  tlu^  trade  at  large, 
except  in  the  South,  does  not  seem  to  (luite  realize  the  grave  im- 
portance of  th<'  movement  of  the  anti-saloon  element,  but  it  is 
mo.st  serious.  No  longer  is  it  confined  to  the  rural  sections  as 
was  formerly  the  case,  to  a  great  extent,  but  cities,  and  some 
(piite  important  ones  at  that,  are  joining  the  procession.  If  it 
be  true,  as  is  stated,  that  over  33,000,000  of  the  people  are 
now  living  in  ])rohibition  territory,  it  may,  before  long,  be- 
come a  national  issue.  So  large  a  portion  of  the  body  politic 
Avill  insist  upon  being  heard  and  a  large  number  of  congres- 
sional re])resentatives  will  be  instructed  to  force  the  subject 
to  the  front!  National  prohibition  may  never  come,  but  it  is 
thought  of,  spoken  of  and  hoped  for  and  will  be  Avorked  for. 
The  exigencies  of  politics  frequently  produce  peculiar  results. 

Beycmd  the  argtiment  that  prohibition  is  aimed  at  the  liberty 
of  the  individual,  and  is  therefore  Avrong,  it  is  difficult  to  offset 
tlu^  position  of  the  prohibitionists.  True,  they  frequently  exag- 
gerate conditions  and  thus  offer  an  opportunity  to  controvert 
their  statements.  But,  broadly  speaking,  they  object  to  the 
consumption  of  licpior.  One  can  scarcely,  equally  broadly  speak- 
ing, advocate  it.  It  renders  the  position  difficult.  In  the  past 
few  years,  the  li<|uor  trade  seems  to  have  recognized  that  the 
lawless  element  in  the  business  has  been  largely  responsible 
for  the  prejudice  that  exists  and  are  seeking  Avays  to  eradicate 
it.  But,  notAvithstanding  the  earnest  efforts  in  that  direction, 
it  has  no  effect  on  the  issue.  It  requires  something  more  to 
change  the  trend  of  things.  Many  different  elements  enter  into 
the  situation.  There  are  concerns  said  to  be  large  contributors 
to  the  fund  of  the  prohibitionists,  Avho  believe  they  can  benefit 
their  own  business  interests  by  so  doing.  It  is  CA^en  suggested 
that  some  of  the  big  men  in  the  trusts  believe  that  by  encourag- 
ing the  issue  their  oaau  misdeeds  may  be  overlooked. 

If  the  consumption  of  liquor  Avere  to  shoAV  a  falling-off,  one 
could  believe  there  Avas  a  real  demand  for  prohibition — that  peo- 
ple Avere  drinking  less.  But  consumption  increases.  In  some 
states,  Avhere  prohibition  exists,  there  is  no  falling-off",  Avhich  in- 
dicates that  though  the  i)eople  A'ote  for  prohibition,  they  do  not 
Avant  to  cease  drinking.  Prohibition  is  not  synonymous  Avith 
temperance  or  total  abstinence.  It  is  certainly  a  most  remark 
able  state  of  affairs. 


Notwithstanding  the  really  alarming  groAvth  of  the  pi'ohibi- 
tion  movement  SAveeping  throughout  the  South  and  shoAving 
increase  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  AvithdraAvals  of  whiskies 


A  feAV  days  ago  six  hundred  distillery  Avorkers  in  Peoria  went 
out  on  a  strike,  after  the  refusal  of  the  distillers  to  comply  Avitli 
their  dem.inds  for  higher  wages,  shorter  hours  and  recognition 
of  the  union.  Tlie  management  of  the  distillers  offered  an  in- 
crease of  wages,  but  declined  to  treat  with  the  men  as  unionists. 

Birmingham,  Ala.,  has  gone  "dry."  While  the  city  proper 
shoAved  a  plurality  of  102  votes  in  faA-or  of  license,  the  count}' 
voted  against  it  by  a  majority  of  over  2,000.  Flushed  Avith  their 
triumph  in  this  instance,  the  liquor  fighters  are  preparing  to 
demand  from  the  coming  legislature  a  law  allowing  the  people 
to  A'ote  for  constitutional  prohibition.    The  plan  is  to  amend  the 
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:anic  law,  and  with  tlie  present  attitude  of  the  people  toward 
liciuor  traffic,  it  is  almost  a  foregone  conclusion  that  the 
%]{'  of  li(|uor  in  that  state  will  receive  its  death  blow. 

At  midnight  of  Octobed  31st,  Kuoxville,  Tenn.,  went  "dry," 
and  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  100  years  that  city  is  with- 
out a  licensed  saloon.  In  the  entire  state  of  Tennessee  the 
licensed  .saloon  exists  in  only  four  cities — Memphis,  Nsv.shville, 
( 'hattauooga  and  LaFayette. 

On  November  Gth  Delaware  voted  on  local  option  vs.  license. 
The  victory  was  about  ecjually  divided  between  the  liquor  forces 
and  the  anti-license  party.  The  latter  won  two  counties — Kent 
and  Sussex — and  the  former  carried  Wilmington  and  rural  New 
( 'astle  county. 

Wilmington,  which  comprised  in  itself  one  of  the  four  dis- 
tricts into  which  the  state  had  been  divided,  gave  a  majority 
of  4,280  for  the  "wets."  Only  one  of  the  twelve  wards  in  the 
city  went  "dry." 

Following  the  failure  of  Attorney-General  Bonaparte  and  the 

pre.sentatives  of  the  Rectifiers  and  Blenders  to  agree  upon  a 
lest  case  to  determine  the  correct  labelling  of  whisky  under  the 
Pure  Food  law,  the  attorney-general  has  signified  his  readiness 
to  receive  the  facts  in  the  variotis  cases  of  violation  of  law  by 
the  whisky  dealers,  so  that  he  may  begin  prosecutions.

and  have  their  being  in  the  agitation  of  jiump  water  keep  on 
l)umping  as  ceaselessly,  as  relentl(>ss]y.  Tlu'y  haven't  iMJOsted 
the  religion  of  charity,  tolerance  and  common  sense  to  any  ex- 
tent, but  they  have  given  rum  a  bad  name,  driving  it  into  clubs, 
drug  stores  and  back  alleys,  decreasing  its  quality  without  cur- 
tailing its  quantity,  lowering  the  moral  tone  of  the  community 
by  placing  a  premium  on  hypocrisy,  and  multiplying  the  prigs 
and  humbugs  in  a  community  already  congested  with  them. 

Prohibition  preaching  has  beconu;  a  pi'ofession  as  common 
here  as  the  clairvoyant,  the  medium,  the  fortune  teller,  the 
quack  doctor,  the  fake  healer,  tlu?  mind  curer  and  all  the  other 
exponents  of  humbug,  whom  nothing  but  the  plague,  or  the 
wrath  of  God  will  remove  from  earth.  Therefore,  oh  Son  of 
Kentucky,  we  give  you  greeting  and  sympathy ;  the  disease  must 
run  its  course;  some  forms  of  insanity  are  shorn  of  their  conse- 
quences by  the  fatuity  and  punkiness  of  legislation;  and  all  that 
a  bedeviled  community  can  do  is  to  trust  in  Providence  and  the 
healing  influences  of  time. 

Come  over  into  Boston,  Marse  Henry;  there  is  still  balm  in

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lONRY  WATTERSON  does  not  take  kindly  to  prohibition, 
and  the  more  he  thinks  about  it  the  more  it  roils  the  bile  of 
the  most  amiable  and  be.st-balanced  man  in  Kentucky.  Our 
sympathies  go  out  to  the  Colonel;  we  know  all  about  Avhat  he  be- 
lieves is  before  him ;  we  have  lived  in  prohibition  places  "as  dry 
as  hell  and  ilaine,"  as  Kentucky  puts  it,  and  we  know  exactly 
how  its  fakery,  hypocrisy,  fatuity  and  sheer  humbug  move  the 
lH)wels  of  a  man's  wrath.  But  we  have  gro\vn  used  to  it,  and 
iiave  even  taken  some  interest  in  trying  to  solve  the  problem  of 
liow  a  sane  and  sensible  population  will  allow  a  gang  of  vocifer- 
ous i)harisees  to  stampede  them  into  action  which  is  neither 
good  for  (Jod  nor  man,  temperance  nor  decent  living. 

If  the  Colonel  will  but  be  patient,  save  his  temper  and  exer- 
cise the  philosophy  that  has  kept  him  sane  and  sweet  in  a  region 
given  over  to  manias,  lo,  these  forty  years,  he  will  in  time  see 
the  gorge  of  the  South  rise  against  the  fakery  posing  as  virtue 
and  the  humbug  posturing  as  morality,  and  the  States  swing 
back  to  that  temperance  and  tolerance  which  are  as  far  from 
prohibition  as  the  gi-ass  is  from  the  stars. 

Up  here  in  this  Arcadia  of  isms  and  ologies  and  all  nuiuner  of 
mental  nmladies,  we  are  surprised  at  nothing  which  masquerades 
ius  religion  and  reform;  and  we  have  noted  that  the  decline  of 
religion  and  sanity  is  in  about  the  same  proportion  as  the 
increase  in  prohibition.

They  overlook 
the  fact  that  Stockton  under  their  fathers'  rule  has  had  Sab- 
bath saloons  since  the  days  of  '49  and  that  it  has  been  a  goo<l, 
sober,  industrious,  Avealth-producing  place  all  these  jears,  and 
furthermore,  if  the  kind  of  people  who  are  now  trying  to  domi- 
nate it  as  to  its  Sunday  and  week-day  habits  gain  the  upper 
hand,  its  prosperity  and  stability  will  be  on  the  down  gi-ade. 
The  anti-.saloonist  not  only  gets  him.self  into  trouble,  but  gets 
his  neighbor  in  at  the  same  time. 
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Liquor  Interests  Need  a  Leader 


THE  whisky,  wine  and  lun'i-  trades  are  sadly  in  iieed  of  a  leader 
at  the  }>resent  time — a  man  wiio  can  nnite  them — and  who 
can  persuade  tliem  to  march  under  one  flag  and  pursue  one 
idea. 

In  each  of  these  trades  tliere  are  numerous  little  men,  with 
little  ideas,  hut  these  little  men  luive  merelj'  brought  confusion 
and  develojK'd  conflicts,  and  as  a  result  there  is  no  plan  of  cam- 
paign, IK)  one  inspiring  purpose,  no  intelligent  co-ojieration  in 
defending  our  business  from  the  attacks  that  are  being  nmde 
upon  it. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  knows  (>xactly  what  it  intends  to  do, 
and  its  plans  are  perfected  for  aggressive  work  in  every  precinct, 
every  county  and  every  State.  This  organization  lias  deter- 
mined to  outlaw  not  whisky  merely,  but  whisky,  wine  and  beer, 
and  it  is  succeeding  marvelously  well  in  every  State  in  the 
Union.  In  our  trade,  however,  there  is  no  plan  of  defense,  and 
no  disposition  to  co-operate.  The  brewers  are  being  led  by  men 
who.  tell  tliem  not  to  affiliate  with  the  whisky  trade;  the  wine 
men  hold  aloof  and  hope  that  they  will  be  saved  as  belonging  to 
the  elect,  and  the  distillers  and  blenders  fight  each  other  with 
such  viciousness  that  they  really  have  no  time  to  tliink  of  the 
army  that  is  surrounding  them,  and  that  is  seeking  their  de- 
struction. Can  it  be  that  Fate  has  decreed  the  overthrow  of  the 
trade  in  all  of  the  States,  and  to  facilitate  it  has  blinded  its 
eyes  ? — Bon  fort 's. 


The  Results  of  the  Fall  Elections  Satisfactory 


AS  in  all  elections  there  are  gains  and  losses  on  both  sides 
in  the  result  of  the  election  held  last  Tuesday. 

In  many  States  the  real  issue  Avas  tlie  liquor  (piestion,  and 
those  in  the  trade  can  safely  congratulate  themsehes  on  the 
results. 

The  fight  in  the  State  of  Delaware  was  Prohibition,  and  after 
one  of  the  hardest  fought  battles  on  record  the  licjuor  interests 
were  triumphant,  and  $80,000,000  invested  in  breweries  and 
saloons  in  Wilmington  has  been  saved  by  a  majority  bordering 
on  10,000 — all  ci'Ctlit  is  due  to  our  friends  in  Delaware. 

In  Pennsylvania,  a  good  Republican  has  taken  the  i)lace  of 
a  Prohibition  State  Treasurer. 

In  Ohio,  the  city  elections  in  four  of  the  largest  cities  has 
resulted  in  the  election  of  liberal  Mayors.  Tom  Johnson  has 
been  re-elected  Mayor  of  Cleveland,  and  will  continue  to  give 
a  liberal  administration. 

f'olumbus,  Dayton  and  Toledo  have  elected  Mayors  Avho  are 


in  favor  of  a  liberal  Sunda3'  law. 

In  Kentucky,  the  Republicans  have  defeated  the  anti-saloon 
candidate  for  Governor,  showing  that  the  Kentucky  colonels 
have  been  aroused,  and  as  a  result  the  march  of  prohibition 
in  that  State  has  been  checked. — Fair  I'hii/. 


American  Beer  in  Peru 


THE  growing  ])opularity  of  American  beer  in  Iquitos  and 
vicinity  is  the  subject  of  the  following  report  from  Charles 
C.  Eberliardt,  the  T'nited  States  Consul  in  that  Peruvian  town. 

In  a  country  Avhere  continiml  tropical  heat  is  experienced,  as 
is  the  case  in  the  Upper  Amazon  district,  tliere  is  naturally  a 
great  amount  of  liquor  of  all  kinds  consumed.  Aside  from  the 
principal  native  drinks,  such  as  "cachassa,"  "masato,"  "chicha," 
etc.,  made  chiefly  b.y  the  Indians  and  rubber  gatherers  from  cane 
and  the  yucca  root,  all  beverages  are  imported,  and  until  re 
cently  Europe  furnished  the  entire  amount  consumed,  as  she 
does  still  in  the  matter  of  high-grade  wines,  etc.,  France  being 
the  largest  exporter.  In  the  matter  of  beer,  However,  the  Ameri- 
can product  is  making  rapid  and  successful  headway. 

Three  years  ago  American  beer  was  practically  unknown  in 
Iquitos.  To-day  it  is  probably  the  most  popular  beer  on  the 
local  market,  many  of  the  members  of  the  German  cohmy  here 
l)referring  it  to  the  article  imported  from  their  own  country. 
In  1905  the  United  States  was  second  in  the  list  of  exporters 
of  beer  to  this  country,  furnishing  one-fourth  as  much  as  Ger- 
many, the  chief  source  of  supply,  or  one-sixth  of  the  entire 
amount  imported.  In  1900,  though  still  second  on  the  list,  the 
United  States  furnished  more  than  one-half  as  much  as  Ger- 
many and  one-third  the  entire  amount. 

The  ciistoms  house  valuation  is  three  soles  per  dozen  bottles, 
and  the  dxxty  charged  is  30  per  cent  of  that  amount,  or  90  cen 
tavos  Peruvian  currency  (|0.44  United  States  currency)  per 
dozen  bottles,  one  liter  being  the  limit  of  the  size  of  the  bottle. 
Fi'om  present  indications  it  seems  that  it  should  not  be  long  till 
American  beer  leads  all  other  brands  imported  into  this  district. 


Sherry  Boom  in  London 


ACCORDINfr  to  the  English  papers  London  has  a  sherry 
boom  this  year.  For  this  increase  Americans  are  largely 
responsible,  as  they  have  introduced  the  vogue  of  sherr^'-and- 
soda.  The  preference  is  for  the  pale  light  sherry.  From  the 
hotels  the  new  habit  is  getting  into  the  clubs,  where  many  well 
knoAvn  clubmen  have  introduced  the  sherrv-and-soda  fad.

He  places  his  assets 
at  120,309,  including  stock,  $17,188;  notes,  |866;  outstanding 
accounts,  |2,233. 


Harry  Beveridge,  brother  of  (leorge  P.  Beveridge,  the  Fresno 
representative  of  the  California  Wine  Association,  died  sud- 
denly during  the  month  while  on  a  honeymoon  trip.  His  death 
was  caused  by  tropical  dysentery,  contracted  in  the  Bermudas, 
where  he  was  traveling  with  his  bride  of  a  few  days.  His  death 
was  a  great  shock  to  his  friends. 


The  advantages  of  a  wet  season  for  local  vineyards  is  ap- 
parent in  the  large  crop  and  superior  excellence  of  the  grapes 
produced.  As  the  ground  is  still  full  of  water  it  is  reasonable 
to  assume  that  a  medium  rainfall  will  insure  a  sufficient  amount 
of  moisture  to  give  an  equally  good  crop  next  year  and  growers 
are  correspondingly  encouraged. — Lwermore  Herald.

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Unreasonable  Profits  in  Retailing  Imported  Wines 


R.  Lilienthal  in  Europe 


AMERICAN  importers  liave  goo^l  reason  to  ooniplain  of  the 
unreasonable  profits  demanded  of  consumers  of  foreiji-n 
wines  and  liquors  by  hotels,  high-class  clubs  and  cafes,  un- 
reasonable when  contrastcxl  Avitli  prices  for  such  goods  asked 
hy  importers.  While  on  the  one  hand  hotel  men  and  others  who 
stock  their  bars  with  fine  imported  liquors  will  haggle  over  an 
increase  of  25  cents  a  case,  wliich  the  importer  fwls  necessary 
to  reimbui'se  him  for  the  rise  in  everything  connected  with  his 
liusiness  operations,  the  piirchasers  who  sell  at  retail  have  no 
hesitation  in  asking  their  patrons  from  100  to  200  per  cent 
advance  on  the  cost  price.  By  this  a  double  injustice  is  inflicted 
oil  the  importers.  They  are  kept  down  to  meager  profits  which 
are  further  circumscribed  by  the  diminished  sales  of  such 
exorbitantly  costly  goods.  The  high  profits  demanded  by  re- 
lailers  frequently  act  as  an  embargo  on  the  sale  of  fine  foreign 
wines  and  liquors,  which  would  otherwise  be  preferred  by  the 
consuming  public.  If  such  a  state  of  things  be  persisted  in,  it 
might  even  be  necessary  for  importers  to  establish  new  channels 
of  distribution  and  demonstrate  to  the  public  that  fine  imported 
I  goods  can  be  profitably  retailed  at  such  reasonable  figures  as  to 
be  within  the  reach  of  the  citisien  of  moderate  means.  The  hotel 
men  and  other  retailers  are  certainly  standing  in  their  own 
light  by  thus  discouraging  sales  through  seeking  unreasonable 
l)rofits. — Midas.

Resolved,  That  no  action  will  be  taken  by  the  board  upon  any 
application  for  a  permit  of  a  retail  liciuor  dealer  or  upon  any 
application  for  the  transfer  of  the  business  of  any  retail  liquor 
dealer  from  one  location  to  another  until  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  application ;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolicd,  That  reasonable  notice  of  the  filing  of  such  appli- 
cations be  posted  upon  all  premises  for  which  applications  have 
been  made  to  sell  liquor  therein.

The 
difference  between  tlu^  actual  cost  and  the  sale  price  is  charged 

.  up  to  advertising  account,  the  retailer  and  wholesaler  are 
bunkoed,  and  while  they  have  to  pay  a  license  for  doing  busi- 
ness, the  department  store  man  has  not.     There  is  no  good 

.  reason  Avhy  these  stores  should  be  allowed  to  sell  liquors,  and 
we  believe  that  the  fact  that  the  patrons  of  these  departTuent 
stores  can  obtain  liquor  in  quantities  at  such  cheap  prices  is 

■  largely  conducive  to  the  intemperate  consumption  thereof.  It 
is  within  the  province  of  the  Supervisors  to  remove  this  evil 
and  follow  the  example  of  other  cities  in  this  respect. 

l.iiquors  should  be  sold  in  liquor  stores  and  not  in  dry  goods 
and  grocery  establishments.

Messrs.  Fredericks  and  Fichter  hope  to  be 
able  to  open  their  new  venture  about  the  second  week  in  Jan- 
uary, Avhen  they  aaIU  offer  to  the  public  as  choice  a  resort  as 
that  noAV  conducted  by  tliem  on  ilontgomery  street.  Tliey  claim 
for  the  latter  the  higli  honor  of  being  the  first  built  and  opened 
thirst  assuaging  establishment  in  the  disti'ict  covered  by  the 
fire  of  1900.  The  firm  conducted  business  on  the  same  spot  two 
years  before  the  fire  and  were  the  first  to  return  to  the  old 
stand  after  it,  and  Frederick's  saloon  is  noAV  known  as  one  of  the  • 
best  managed  and  popular  resorts  in  the  city. 


Saloons  To  Fight  Precinct  Law 


COLUSA,  Nov.  5. — Under  the  laAV  giving  each  precinct  tiie 
poAver  to  determine  Avhether  or  not  saloons  shall  exist, 
several  precincts  voted  a  year  ago  to  put  an  end  to  thp  liquor 
business,  the  limit  expiring  NoA'ember  1st.

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The  Sacramento  Zone  Plan  Defeated 


THE  grand  lairrali  in  Sacramento,  which  was  taken,  np  by 
almost  the  entire  press  of  that  cit.y  and  the  leather-hinged 
anti-saloonists,  to  remove  the  old-established  saloons  from  tlie 
residence  sections  of  the  city,  was  gloriously  defeated.  In  short, 
the  promoters  were  not  left  with  a  leg  to  stand  on,  and  this,  too, 
was  done  by  the  votes  of  the  i)eople  in  the  residence  sections. 
It  would  naturally  be  supposed  that  such  a  clubbing  Avould  be 
a  guide  to  the  promoters  of  these  unfair  propositicms,  Imt  they 
have  not  enough  brains  to  know  when  they  are  sat  upon  and  Ave 
would  warn  the  trade  to  get  ready  for  another  fight  on  the  same 
lines,  because  these  trouble-brewers  will  come  back  for  another 
tussel  as  soon  as  they  can  work  the  ropes.  They  ai-e  the  mosi: 
unreasonable  and  treacherous  class  of  peojTle  in  the  Avhole  re- 
public and  the  only  way  to  deal  Avith  them  is  Avith  a  club  such 
as  they  got  in  Sacramento.  We  hope  the  lovers  of  personal 
liberty  and  fair  representation  Avill  stand  pat  against  these 
people  and  give  them  another  good  drubbing  Avhen  the  oppor- 
tunity presents. 


King.sburg,  Cal.,  is  in  the  throes  of  the  anti-saloon  fit.  A 
petition  of  tAAo  hxindred  names  has  been  forAvarded  to  the  Trus- 
tees asking  that  no  more  licenses  be  rfencAAed  or  granted  in  that 
town. 


The  Alabama  prohibition  bill  passed  the  house  of  representa- 
tives of  that  state  on  the  13th  inst.,  (a  mighty  unlucky  day) 
by  a  vote  of  63  to  25.  The  capitol  building  was  besieged  by  an 
army  of  Avomen  throughout  tlie  day.  The  bill  prevents  the  sale 
or  giving  away  of  intoxicating  liquors  after  October  1,  1908. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alameda  County  have  rescinded 
the  license  of  retail  liquor  dealers  along  the  line  of  the  Westei-n 
Pacific  Company,  and  decided  to  grant  no  more  licenses  in  that 
connection.  The  action  of  the  Board  is  due  to  the  complaint  of 
a  representati\'e  of  the  railroad  company. 


In  Ukiah,  Mendocino  County,  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  the 
8th  inst.  rescinded  their  action  of  some  time  ago,  Avherein  they 
passed  an  ordinance  restricting  the  number  of  retail  liquor 
places.  The  Board  found  that  the  community  was  not  at  all  in 
harmony  Avith  their  action  and  the  protests  Avhich  were  handed 
them  Avere  of  such  importance  that  they  concluded  to  stand 
from  under.  In  other  AA^ords,  in  this  instance  the  anti-saloou 
croAA'd  Avere  beaten  at  their  own  game. 


Now  It  Is  San  Jose 


SAN  JOSE  has  got  the  saloon-closing  fcA'er.  Eight  hundred 
citizens  of  the  second  Avard  of  that  charming  city  have 
signed  a  petition  asking  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  to 
close  the  saloons  on  certain  streets  in  the  district  mentioned. 
The  local  li<iuor  places  that  are  being  attacked,  have  been  in  the 
locations  for  many  years  and  tliere  has  never  been  aqy  protest 
against  them.  In  other  Avords,  the  saloons  have  been  conducted 
properly  as  heretofore,  yet  these  800  signers,  Avho  are  Avell 
aAvare  of  this  fact,  are  not  only  Avilling  but  anxious  to  drive 
the.se  men  out  of  business  Avith  absohitely  no  possibility  of  re- 
dress. Such  efforts  are  Avorthy  of  a  class  of  people  who  repre- 
sent the  backbone  of  the  anti-saloon  interests — a  bunch  of  fanat 
ical  fools  Avho  Avould,  if  they  had  the  poAver,  burn  these  selfsame 
saloon  men  at  the  stake  if  they  conhl  find  no  other  Avay  to  put 
them  out  of  business.

Boulder  Creek,  Colo.,  is  endea\'oring  to  do  a  strenuous  auti 
saloon  stunt.  The  Trustees  pro])ose  to  raise  the  license  to  |100 
per  month  and  to  close  the  saloons  from  12  o'clock  midnight  to 
5  a.  m.  on  Aveek  days  and  all  day  and  night  on  Sundays.  If 
there  is  anything  the  anti-saloonists  haA'^e  overlooked  in  this 
respect,  it  is  not  stated  in  the  dispatch. 


Advices  from  El  Paso,  Texas,  are  to  the  effect  that  the  new 
State  laAv  Avill  put  a  great  many  retail  liquor  dealers  out  of 
business.  A  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  old-established 
retailers  in  that  city  and  county  have  applied  for  rencAval  of 
licenses  under  the  new  statute.  Their  reason  for  deciding  to  go 
out  of  business  is  that  the  restrictions  are  so  unreasonable  and 
exacting  that  it  is  impossible  to  conduct  a  saloon  profitably. 
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Canteens  and  Drunkeness 


THAT  drunkenness  among  the  enlisted  men  of  the  army  has 
increased  since  the  abolition  of  the  post  canteen  has  been 
repeatedly  asserted  in  official  reports.  Instead  of  promoting 
icinpcrance,  it  is  declared  that  the  result  has  been  exactly  oppo- 
site. Hut  the  opponents  of  the  canteen  are  loth  to  acknowledge 
11k'  truth  of  these  statements.  One  of  them,  W.  N.  White,  of 
I'liiliidelphia,  writing  to  the  New  York  Times,  absolutely  denies 
liieiii,  and  offers,  in  proof,  the  following  figures,  as  given  by  the 
Judge  Advocate  General : 

1!)00 — General  courts-martial,  6680;  drunkenness,  1645. 

1901 — General  courts-martial,  6065;  drunkenness,  1458. 

1002 — General  courts-martial,  5311;  drunkenness,  960. 

1903 — General  courts-martial,  5275;  drunkenness,  811. 

1904 — General  courts-martial,  4429;  drunkenness,  616. 

1905 — General  courts-martial,  4800;  drunkenness,  508. 

1906 — General  courts-martial,  4596;  drunkenness,  504. 

Mr.  White  is,  apparently,  ignorant  of  the  fact  that,  since  the 
])assage  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1901,  the  power  of  the  inferior 
courts  was  extended,  so  that  they  may  punish,  by  forfeiture  of 
l)ay,  confinement,  instead  of  trial  by  general  courts-martial. 
In  1904,  the  number  of  convictions  by  summary  aiid  other 
courts  Avas  40,803.  Last  yeap^  not  including  the  Department  of 
('alifornia,  whose  records  were  destroyed  in  the  San  Francisco 
fire,  the  number  had  increased  to  45,000.  Yet  Mr.  White  says 
the  official  figures  show  only  504  cases  of  drunkenness  in  that 
year.    The  Acting  Judge  Advocate  General  says : 

"In  90  per  cent  of  the  cases  before  general  courts  the  defend- 
ant pleads  drunkenness  as  an  extenuating  circumstance,  if  not 
as  a  defense,  and  drunkenness  is  the  charge  in  the  groat  ma- 
jority of  them." 

That  is,  the  drunks  were  about  40,500,  instead  of  7504,  as 
asserted  by  the  prohibitionist  correspondent.  Whatever  argu- 
ments may  be  advanced  against  the  canteen,  the  assertion  that 
its  abolition  promotes  temperance  among  the  men  directly 
affected  might  as  Avell  be  abandoned.  The  evidence  is  too  strong 
the  other  way. 

We  doubt  seriously  wliether  Congress  Avill  vote  to  restore  the 
canteen,  despite  the  almost  unanimous  sentiment  in  the  army 
in  favor  of  it.  But  to  deny  that  drunkenness  has  increased 
among  the  men  since  it  was  abolished  is  to  ignore  OAcrwhelnm- 
ing  testimony  to  the  contrary. 


He  Ought  to  Know 


IF  there  is  one  man  in  America  who  has  had  the  experience 
that  enables  a  man  to  talk  learnedly  upon  the  liquor  ques- 
( ion,  it  is  Senator  Tillman  of  South  Carolina. 

The  Senator  has  just  concluded  a  campaign  of  the  most 
violent  denunciation  of  prohibition  known  from  the  lips  of  a 
I)ublic  man  in  many  years.  In  these  days  of  political  coward- 
ice, when  the  average  legislator  condemns  prohibititm  in  one 
breath  and  in  another  votes  for  something  like  it  in  framing 
laws,  because  he  is  afraid  of  prohibition  organizations,  Senator 
Tillman's  campaign  lias  been  a  remarkable  one. 

IM-ohibition  candidates  for  Governor  in  the  Democratic  pri- 
maries of  the  State  in  past  years  have  polled  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  votes,  yet  in  spite  of  this  Senator  Tillman  has  in 
nearly  every  county  declared  prohibition  a  "monstrous  hum- 
bug."   In  one  speech  a  few  days  ago  he  said : 

"I  am  hero  to  point  out  why  it  is  a  humbug.  Prohibition  has 
bred  in  Soutli  Carolina  the  worst  breed  of  hypocrites  that  God 
ever  let  run  over  the  State  and  ruin  it." 

Senator  Tillman  then  proceeded  to  declare  that  in  the  coun- 
ties of  the  State  where  liquor  wa.s  not  legally  .sold  (about  one- 


third  of  the  total)  drunkenness  was  greatly  increased  and 
"blind  tigers"  were  to  bo  found  in  all  directions.  He  asserted 
that  the  people  were  sending  their  money  into  other  States  for 
whisky  instead  of  keeping  it  at  home,  and  pointed  out  that  the 
effect  of  such  as  this  Avas  to  immen.soIy  inci'ease  tlie  consump- 
tion of  strong  drinks  and  greatly  cut  down  the  mild  ones  like 
beer,  Avhich,  because  of  its  bulk,  cannot  be  handled  Avith  the 
ease  of  Avhisky. 

^lauy  6f  Senator  Tillman's  followers  in  the  State  say  that 
the  farmers  have  become  alarmed  oAcr  tlie  incroa.se  of  drunken- 
ness and  vice  among  the  negroes  in  the  prohibition  counties. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  tlio  negroes  obtain  all  the  strong 
drinks  they  Avant,  much  of  it  vile  and  adulterated.  In  the  past 
the  negroes  Avere  able  to  get  beer  and  lighter  drinks  and  this  had 
the  effect  of  promoting  tomporanco.  In  the  counties  Avhore  these 
drinks  are  to  be  had  Avithout  trouble  the  farmers  report  a  better 
state  of  affairs  with  their  negro  farm  hands. 

Senator  Tillman  has  condemned  more  strongly  than  any 
other  feature  of  prohibition  that  Avhich  causes  OA'asion  and  dis- 
regard of  law.  He  sees  that  one  bad  effect  is  to  increase  the 
consumption  of  strong  drinks  and  practically  stop  the  light 
ones  that  contain  little  alcohol. 

The  curious  part  of  the  Avhole  campaign  is  that  Senator  Till- 
man is  not  opposed  for  re-election  and  that  he  has  voluntarily 
taken  the  chances  of  offending  the  prohibitionists  by  his  course. 
Many  of  then'i,  lioAvever,  sAA'ear  by  him,  regardless  of  his  denun- 
ciation.

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Great  Brandy  Still  at  El  Pinal. 


THE  iii])i(l  iiur(>as<'  in  the  acreage  of  San  Joaquin  County 
lands  for  jjrape  raisinjt  has  led  some  of  tlie  far-seeing  men 
of  this  section  to  express  the  fear  that  tlie  time  will  come  Avlien 
enough  cooperage  cannot  lie  provided  for  the  immense  crops 
that  will  he  produced.  That  condition  would  naturally  follow 
if  ]»rovision  were  not  made  for  handling  a  large  pai't  of  the 
wine  yield  in  making  brandy.  The  situation  has  been  met  at 
El  Pinal,  where  anoth(>r  large  brandy  still  has  just  been  con- 
structed and  the  capacity  of  the  Stockton  plant  has  been  in- 
creased to  use  65,000  gallons  of  wine  a  day  in  malcing  brandy. 
The  new  still  A\as  surAcyed  by  revenue  offlajrs  yesterdaj'  and 
was  started  up  for  a  long  run.  It  is  planned  to  make  100,000 
gallons  of  brandy  at  Et  Pinal  this  season  and  all  of  that  im- 
mense output  will  be  stmt  to  the  Eastern  market.  This  great 
output  will  be  in  addition  to  the  wine  making  produce  of  the 
W'est  plants,  which  Avill  this  year  crush  23,000  tons  of  San  Joa- 
quin County  grapes  and  make  2,700,000  gallons  of  wine.  Of 
this  immense  output  the  winery  at  Stockton  Avill  crush  in  the 
season  14,500  tons  of  grapes  of  all  kinds. 

The  SVest  wineries  will  pay  the  grape  growers  of  San  Joaquin 
County  this  sea.son  |400,000,  the  average  price  for  grapes  being 
|!15  per  ton.  It  calls  for  a  large  capital  to  handle  this  extensive 
business  and  the  recent  tightening  of  the  money  market  has 
compelled  the  management  to  adopt  a  new  plan  for  making  de- 
ferred payments  by  the  issuance  of  corporation  notes  to  growers, 
which  are  negotiable  and  will  serve  as  certificates  for  cash  in 
business  transactions  throughout  the  State. 

Similar  notes  will  be  used  in  other  sections  and  these  prom- 
ises of  the  corporation  will  bear  interest  at  six  per  cent,  Avhich 
will  induce  many  of  the  holders  to  retain  them  as  first  class 
investments.  Most  of  the  growers  will  have  little  use  for  their 
money,  for  they  have  met  their  expenses  with  the  first  payments 
on  their  grapes  sold  to  the  ^Vest  wineries  and  the  deferred  pay- 
ments ■  will  be  largely  profit  for  thp  season.  Therefore,  the 
notes  will  be  held  for  the  very  good  interest  they  will  bear. — 
Htockton  Independent. 


Grapes  of  State  Show  High  Alcohol  Average 


NAPA,  Nov.  IS.— Ceorge  C.  Husnuinn,  pomologist  in  charge 
of  viticultural  investigations  for  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  completed  his  work  at  tlie  Oakville 
experiment  vineyard  in  Napa  County  to-day.  He  has  made 
extensive  saccharine  and  acid  tests  for  the  different  varieties  of 
vines  on  resistant  stocks.  The  data  obtained  sliows  that  this 
year  the  acid  contents  and  alcohol  contents  are  much  higher 
than  last  year  throughout  this  State.  Most  of  the  samples 
tested,  which  are  over  100  in  acid,  run  from  141/4  to  161/4  in 
alcohol,  a  high  average. 

i  Professor  Husmann  has  made  valuable  experiments  as  to  the 
testing  and  coloration  obtained  from  the  various  kinds  of  vines. 


i  The  Placer  County  Winery  at  Roseville  handled  a  large  crop 
of  grapes  this  season.  The  winery  has  begun  the  bottling  of 
itk  own  goods  under  its  own  label,  Avhich  is  a  new  departure. 
A'  sherrv  house  has  also  been  added. 


To  Raise  Grapes 


UKIAH,  November  23. — A  milHon  dollar  corporation  has 
be  formed  here  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  extensively 
in  grape  culture.  Articles  of  incorporation  have  been  filed 
with  the  ('ounty  Clerk,  and  negotiations  are  pending  for  sevciral 
splendid  tracts  of  land  on  which  to  set  out  the  vines.  Immense 
wineries  will  be  constructed,  and  thousands  of  acres  will  be  pur- 
chased and  set  to  resistant  stock.  Some  of  the  foremost  men  of 
the  count.y  are  back  of  the  proposition,  including  Attorney  John 
L.  McNab,  F.  if.  Koeder,  Frank  L.  Caughey,  Clerk  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  Frank  Sandelin  and  Postmaster  Philo  Handy. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  tliousands  of  acres  in  Mendocino 
County  which  is  splendid  grape  land,  and  it  is  being  utilized 
solely  for  stock  ranges. 


Grape  Shipments  Break  Record 


MARTINEZ,  N'ov.  6. — The  rain  last  week  found  many  of  the 
farmers  with  a  large  part  of  their  grape  crop  still  on  the 
vines  and  although  the  storm  Avas  a  much  heavier  one  than 
generally  expected,  not  much  damage  was  done.  FolloAving  the 
rain  was  a  cold  snap  and  a  sharp  wind  that  had  the  effect  of 
drying  the  vineyards.  The  farmers  have  been  taking  advantage 
of  the  subsequent  good  weather  to  get  their  crop  to  market. 
The  vear  has  been  a  record-breaker. 


Vineyard  and  Cellar  Notes 


THE  value  of  the  wines  and  brandies  produced  in  San  Ber- 
nardino County  for  the  fiscal  year  1906-07  was  |462,460. 


The  vineyard  section  of  Lodi  this  season  yielded  1,141  car- 
loads of  tokays  and  a  few  other  varietie-s,  which  were  shipped  to 
the  Eastern  markets.  The  gross  total  was  |1,141,000.  This 
does  not  include  the  vast  quantities  of  wine  grapes,  which  were 
converted  into  wine. 


William  Graham  Avas  down  from  Cloverdale  this  week.  He 
has  just  completed  the  grape  harvest  on  his  ranch  and  from  less 
than  thirty  acres  he  gathered  200  tons  of  grapes.  Several  acres 
produced  as  much  as  tAventy-six  tons  of  the  Carginian  variety 
to  the  acre. — Sebastopol  Times. 


Frank  Minoggio,  superintendent  of  the  Avell-knoAvn  Cresta 
Illanca  Avinery,  states  that  the  vintage  has  been  one  of  the  most 
satisfactory  that  he  has  cA-er  experienced  in  the  valley.  He 
declares  that  the  grapes  Avere  the  juiciest  and  cleanest  for  wine- 
making  that  he  has  handled  in  the  eight  years  that  he  has  had 
charge  of  the  Cresta  Blanca  presses.  He  found  no  mildcAV  and 
the  clusters  Avere  free  from  dried  or  rotted  berries.  He  says 
the  yield  was  marvelous  and  that  it  Avas  nothing  unusual  to  find 
a  yield  of  from  four  to  seven  tons  to  the  acre  in  the  white  va- 
rieties, Avhich  are  usually  considered  shy  beairers.^-Livcrwiorr 
He  raid. 
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Tn(l('])<'n(l('nt  grape  growers  of  the  San  IJcriiardiiio  N'allcy 
met  on  the  5th  instant  for  the  purpose  of  taking  preliminary 
steps  for  the  establishment  of  an  independent  Aviuery  tit  San 
Hernardino.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the 
i-ost  of  building  and  opening  a  Avinen'.  They  tliink  they  could 
better  by  handling  their  own  grapes. 


John  H.  AVheeler  has  made  25(),()()0  gallons  of  what  he  con- 
siders to  be  as  fine  wine  as  he  lias  ever  made  in  Napa  Valley. 
In  speaking  of  the  grape  croj),  ]Mr.  Wheeler  .says  that  from  the 
grapes  picked  from  his  own  vines,  and  judging  from  tho.se 
brought  to  his  cellar  by  those  from  whom  he  made  purchases, 
the  crop  of  1907  was  about  25  per  cent  greater  than  that  of 
lOOC). 


Reports  from  Wrights  and  other  grape  growing  section.s  of 
le  Santa  Cruz  mountains  show  an  almost  complete  failure 
the  crop.  In  the  early  season  it  promised  fine  results.  The 
rimary  cause  of  the  crop  failure  is  the  result  of  the  late  sum- 
mer, cool  Aveather,  and  rain.  These  produced  mildcAV  and  the 
igar  percentage  Avas  too  low  for  Avinemaking.  This  will  be  n 
hard  blow  to  the  gi-OAAcrs  of  that  usually  prosperous  section. 


A  Fresno  report  states  that  the  Italian-SAviss  Winerj'  and 
Oivhard  Company  of  that  city  has  just  completed  purchases  of 
the  Emi)ii'e  A-ineyard  of  040  acres,  the  Atlas  vineyard  of  320 
acres,  and  the  Sharon  vineyard  of  160  acres,  all  located  noi'th 
of  Holinda.  The  three  vineyards  are  under  full' cultivation  and 
it  is  stated  harvested  one  of  the  lai'gest  raisin  crops  of  the 
county  this  season. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  California  Vineyard  and  Im- 
proA'ement  Company  of  North  Cucamonga,  the  following  direc- 
tors Avere  chosen:  E.  E.  I'ayne,  president;  F.  J.  Carlisle,  vice- 
president;  C.  S.  IJurr,  secretary;  George  W.  Baird,  treasurer; 
H.  J.  Prentis,  manager;  A.  A.  Baird  and  L.  K.  Booth.  The 
)  company  has  i)urcliased  the  townsite  at  North  Cucamonga,  and 
is  erecting  a  building  there  for  the  purpo.se  of  (sstablishing  the 
plant  for  making  grape  juice. 


Dry  Wine  Making  in  Fresno 


A  RECENTLY  erected  Avinery  near  the  Las  Palnias  vineyard, 
six  miles  from  this  city,  is  the  only  institution  manufac- 
turing dry  Avines  in  connection  with  the  sweet  vintage  in  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  to-day. 

The  new  plant  is  known  as  the  Las  PaUnas  Winery  and  Dis 
tillery  and  is  incorporated,  the  officers  being  Lindsay  B.  Rog- 
ers, president,  and  Frank  il.  Borello,  A'ice  president  and  general 
numager.    The  former  Avas  formerly  connected  Avith  the  Mar- 
guerita  vineyard,  one  of  the  richest  in  the  Avorld.    Borello  is 
also  owner  of  the  .soda  Avorks  in  this  city  AAhich  bears  his  name. 
Work  on  the  Avinery  Avas  started  la.st  February  and  although 
e  plant  is  not  entirely  completed,  the  cost  to  date  has  been 
approximately  ^135,000.     Installed   in   the  Avinery   is  a  giant 
crusher,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  State.   The  machine  has 
Up  capacity  of  crushing  500  tons  of  grapes  per  day.    Stored  in 
'the  Avarehouse  connected  Avith  the  main  plant  are  over  700,000 
gallons  of  dry  and  sweet  Avine. 

In  the  distillery,  Avhere  brandies  are  also  made,  the  AAork  is  in 
charge  of  D.  Cozzolino,  an  Italian  chemist  who  came  to  this 

Iountry  six  jears  ago  from  his  natiAe  land.    He  graduated  from 
he  University  of  California  since  coming  here.

INTIRNAL  REVENUE  &  CUSTOMS  RUUN6S 


(T.  D.  1259.) 
Distilled  Spirits. 
Packages  of  spirits  of  5  gallons  or  more  in  overcasks  which  con- 
ceal the  stamps,  marks  and  brands  are  liable  to  seizure  as 
prima  facie  subject  to  forfeiture  under  section  3289,  Revised 
Statutes.  The  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  claimant  to  show 
that  the  law  has  been  complied  Avith.

Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
W^ashington,  D.  C,  October  21,  1907. 
Siu :    Yours  of  26th  ult.  was  duly  I'eceived  inclosing  an  in- 
quiry from  the  Distilling  Company,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in 

which  your  attention  is  called  to  a  recent  decision  of  the  United 
States  District  Court,  District  of  Arkansas,  holding  that  a 
properly  stamped,  nuirked  and  branded  package  of  spirits  may 
be  shipped  in  an  overcask,  which  conceals  the  stamps,  marks 
and  brands,  without  violating  the  internal  revenue  hiMs.  You 
ask  for  instructions  as  to  the  manner  of  dealing  with  cases  of 
thi.s  kind. 

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  this  office  has  accepted  the  de- 
cision referred  to  and  that  of  the  United  States  District  Court, 
District  of  Indiana,  in  United  States  vs.  Julius  H.  Stege  et  al., 
in  which  it  was  held  that  Section  3449,  Revised  Statutes,  does 
not  pi'ohibit  the  shipment  of  properly  stamped,  marked  and 
branded  spirits  in  overca.sks,  the  exterior  package  being  with- 
out mark  or  designation.  It  should  be  understood,  however, 
that  internal  revenue  officers  are  entitled  to  act  upon  a  prima 
facie  case  of  shipnu;nt  of  spirits  in  packages  of  five  gallons  or 
more,  apparently  unstamped  and  unmarked.  Invisible  stamps, 
marks  and  brands  may  or  may  not  be  those  re(iuired  by  law 
for' the  spirits  contained.  Their  purpose  and  object  is  to  bear 
upon  their  face  evidence  of  the  regularity  of  the  contents  of  tin; 
package.  If  invisible  they  are  as  though  they  did  not  exist.  It  is 
the  privilege  and  tlu>  duty  of  internal  i-evenue  officers  to  inspect 
and,  if  deemed  necessary,  to  test  packages  of  spirits  in  the  hands 
of  dealers  of  being  transported.  W'hen,  thei-efore,  a  ])a(kag(' 
capable  of  containing  5  gallons  or  more  is  known  to  contain 
distilled  spirits  (by  reason  of  being  .shipped  by  a  dealer  who 
deals  only  in  distilled  spirits,  or  by  other  evidence  aliunde) 
without  bearing  any  visible  stamp,  uu\rk  or  brand  required  for 
spirits,  internal  revenue  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  .see  that  all 
laws  and  regulations  relating  to  the  colle(!tion  of  internal  reve- 
nue taxes  are  faithfully  comjjlied  with,  are  authorized  to  .seize 
such  spirits  as  being  prima  facie  subject  to  forfeiture  under 
S(?ction  3289,  Revised  Statutes. 

When  any  such  seizure  has  been  made  the  burden  of  proof  that 
tl^e  interior  invisible  package  is  properly  stamped,  etc.,  is  not 
upon  the  officer  making  the  seizure,  but  by  Section  3333,  Revi-sed 
Statutes,  such  burden  is  upon  the  claimant.  If  proceedings  in 
r<*pi  are  commenced  it  would  be  for  the  court  to  decide  whether 
tl^e  claimant  might  be  allowed  to  remove  the  overcask  and 
whether,  if  that  were  done  and  it  were  disclosed  that  the  in- 
terior package  bore  the  proper  stamps,  etc.,  whether  the  prop- 
erty should  be  released.  In  any  such  case,  however,  the  United 
States  Attorney  would  be  expected,  while  consenting  to  the 
return  of  the  property  to  the  claimant,  to  ask  for  judgment 
against  him  for  the  costs  of  the  procee<ling  and  a  certificate  of 
probable  cause.

1.  Entry — Conditional  Offer.  t 

The  offer  of  an  importer  to  enter  his  merchandise  at  what- 
ever might  be  the  invoice  value  thereof,  if  permitted  to  open 
the  package  and  examine  the  invoice,  is  tantamount  to  au 
entry  at  that  value. 

2.  Additional  Duty — Entry  Under  Duress. 

When  the  authorized  customs  officials  refuse  to  permit  an 
importer  to  open  a  package  in  order  to  see  the  invoice,  that  he 
might  enter  the  merchandi.se  at  its  correct  value,  he  not  hav- 
ing any  invoice  of  it  and  not  knowing  its  exact  value,  but  re-

Special  Tax — Cliihs  or  Societies. 
Special  tax  is  not  required  when  nunnbers  of  a  club  or  society 
collect  money  in  advance  for  the  ptirchase  of  beer  for  joint 
use  of  contributors,  but  is  required  if  the  club  or  society  pur- 
chases same,  subsequently  recouping-  itself  through  a  con- 
tribution box  or  by  charges  against  the  member!?  partici- 
pating.

direct,  subsequently  in  their  meeting  drinking  the  beer,  each 
person  as  much  as  lie  desires.  Wlien  fini.shed  they  collect  agaui 
for  another  shipment,  and  .so  on.  Are  they  liable  for  special 
tax? 

In  reply,  yon  arc  advised  that  tliey  are  not,  under  the  condi- 
tions noted. 

Second.  They  send  for  one  or  more  kegs  of  beer.  In  the 
meeting  each  one  can  drink  as  much  as  he  likes,  and  on  a  table 
stands  a  box  wh(u-(;  each  person  drops  in  his  quarter  or  more, 
and  if  there  is  not  enough  money  to  pay  for  the  beer  the  bal- 
ance is  taken  from  the  treasury.  If  this  is  done  three  or  four 
times  a  week  are  they  liable? 

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  payment  for  same  under  such 
conditions  constitutes  a  sale  of  the  beer  by  the  society,  for  which 
special    tax   stamp   is   required. 

Third.  If  they  send  for  or  have  a  standing  order  with  some 
brewery  and  pay  the  bills  monthly,  meeting  three  or  four  times 
a  week,  each  drinking  what  he  pleases,  the  secretary  keeping  a 
list  of  persons  present  and  charging  each  member  an  equal 
amount,  are  they  liable? 

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  this  would  also  be  held  to  consti- 
tute a  sale  of  beer  by  the  society,  for  which  special  tax  stamp  is 
required.

Hay,  General  Appraiser:  This  is  a  protest  against  the  pay- 
lent  of  additional  duty  assessed  by  the  surveyor  under  the  pro- 
isions  of  section  7  of  the  customs  administrative  act  of  1890, 
s  amended  by  section  32  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897.  The  facts 
I  the  case  are  that  the  protestant  ordered  from  a  tailor  in  Eng- 
and,  whom  he  had  patronized  theretofore,  certain  clothing  for 
.ersonal  use,  and  authorized  him  to  send  it  to  him  by  the  next 
terson  Avhom  the  tailor  knew  to  be  returning  to  this  country, 
'his  happened  to  be  the  brother  of  the  protestant,  who  brought 
he  merchandise  to  New  York, and  from  there  forwarded  it  to 
he  protestant  in  Kansas  City  under  an  immediate  transporta- 
lion  entry  bond.  The  protestant,  upon  receiving  notice  from 
he  surveyor  at  that  port,  appeared  to  enter  the  merchandise 
,nd  stated  that  he  did  not  know  the  exact  contents  of  the  pack- 
ge  and  its  exact  value,  and  asked  permission  to  open  the  same 
0  see  if  there  was  not  an  invoice  contained  in  it  to  guide  him 
a  making  the  entry.  This  the  surveyor  refused  him  permission 
0  do  and  said  he  would  have  to  make  the  entry  before  he  opened 
he  package.  Tlie  importer  thereupon  made  the  entry,  giving  as 
he  value  of  the  goods  the  price,  as  nearly  as  he  could  remem- 
ler,  that  he  had  paid  for  similar  clothing  at  other  times.  Upon 
ipening  the  package  an  invoice  was  found  and  also  2  dozen  linen 
landkerchiefs  not  included  in  the  entry.  The  invoice  showed  a 
auch  higher  value,  and  the  merchandise  was  accordingly  ad- 
anced  to  the  value  stated  in  the  invoice.  The  importer  does 
lot  dispute  the  correctness  of  this  value,  but  insists  that  he 
hould  not  pay  the  additional  duty  assessed  by  the  surveyor, 
18  he  made  every  effort  to  get  at  the  exact  value  of  the  mer- 
handise  and  was  prevented  therefrom  by  the  action  of  the  sur- 
eyor. 

The  additional  duty  provided  for  in  section  7  has  not  been 
reated  by  this  Board  and  the  courts  as  in  any  sense  a  penalty 
or  violation  of  the  law,  but  as  a  part  of  the  duty  which  the 
mporter  is  required  to  pay  where  his  merchandise  is  entered  by 
lim  at  less  than  its  true  market  value.

SHAW  V.  UNITED  STATES. 

S.  Circuit  Court,  Southern  District  of  New  York,  Novem- 
ber 14,  1907.    Suit  5067. 

Leakage  of  Wine — Allowance.

Avines,"  the  collector  nmy  not  make  any  reduction  of  duty 
where  the  arrival  of  less  than  the  normal  quantity  is  due  to 
loss  by  leakage. 

2.  Same — Reciprocity — Suspension   of  Tariff  Provisions. 

Section  3,  tariff  act  of  1897,  provides  that  the  President 
may,  on  the  proclamation  of  reciprocal  commercial  agree- 
ments with  foreign  countries,  "suspend  *  *  *  the  imposi- 
tion and  collection  of  the  duties  mentioned  in  this  act"  on 
wines,  etc.  Held  that  it  is  the  intent  of  the  law  to  reduce 
the  duty  on  the  articles  covered  by  the  agreements,  and 
that  such  suspension  does  not  relate  to  the  proviso  in  para-

On  application  for  review  of  a  decision  by  the  Board  of  United 
States  General  Appraisers. 

[Decision  in  favor  of  the  Government.] 

The  decision  below,  which  is  reported  as  Abstract  16973  (T. 
D.  28448),  affirmed  the  a.s.sessment  of  duty  by  the  collector  of 
customs  at  the  port  of  New  York  on  an  importation  by  Alex- 
ander D.  Shaw  &  Co.  The  opinion  filed  by  the  Board  reads  as 
follows : 

Somerville,  General  Appraiser :  The  protest  relates  to  an  im- 
portation of  wine  in  casks.  The  wine  was  gauged  by  a  United 
States  ganger,  according  to  Avhose  report  there  was  certain 
wantage  in  excess  of  normal,  indicative  of  leakage.  Duty  was 
assessed  under  paragraph  296  of  the  present  tariff  act  on  the 
quantitj-  found  by  the  I'nited  States  ganger  plus  the  wantage 
in  excess  of  normal.  The  importers  claim  (1)  that  duty  should 
be  assessed  only  on  the  quantity  actually  found  by  the  ganger, 
and  (2)  that  according  to  the  commercial  agreement  with 
Spain,  the  operation  of  paragraph  296,  and  the  proviso  thereto, 
has  been  suspended  and  is  therefore  of  no  force  or  effect  in  this 
case. 

In  our  judgment,  the  first  claim  of  the  importers  clearly 
comes  within  the  purview  of  Board  decision  In  re  Montague  & 
Sons,  G.  A.  5939  (T.  D.  26086)  United  States  v.  Shaw  (144 
Fed.  Rep.  329;  T.  D.  27226),  and  In  re  Gottstein,  G.  A.  6329 
(T.  D.  27254).  As  the  record  and  testimony  show  that  the  ex- 
cess wantage  was  due  to  leakage,  the  first  claim  of  the  import- 
ers must  be  oA-erruled  on  the  authorities  just  cited. 

In  regard  to  the  second  claim  made  in  the  protest,  the  col- 
lector allowed  the  reduced  rate  of  duty  authorized  by  the  reci- 
procity treaty  with  the  Spanish  Government,  which  is  found 
in  T.  b.  27583  (34  Stat.  3227)  ;  but  the  importers  contend  that 
this  agreement  would  authorize  the  admission  of  wines  into  this 
country  without  regard  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  296  of 
said  act,  relating  to  leakage.  In  our  opinion,  the  Spanish  treaty 
does  not  affect  this  provision,  makes  no  reference  to  it,  and 
can  not  operate  to  enlarge,  abrogate,  or  qualify  any  provisions 
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of  this  particular  paragraph  of  the  tariff  act.  Note  Ignited 
States  V.  Wile  (130  Fed.  Rep.,  331;  T.  D.  25223)  ;  also  Richard 
V.  United  States  (151  Fed.  Rep.  954;  T.  D.  27948). 

The  protest  is  overruled  on  all  grounds,  and  the  collector's 
decision  is  affirmed.

Martin,  District  Judge  (orally)  :  Appeal  by  importers  from 
a  decision  of  the  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraisers. 

The  mei'chandise  in  controversy  is  wine,  the  product  of  the 
soil  and  industry  of  Spain,  imported  directly  from  that  coun- 
try to  the  port  of  New  York,  at  Avhich  port  it  Avas  entered  Sep- 
tember 11,  1906.  The  collector  imposed  duty  on  said  wine  at 
the  rate  of  35  cents  per  gallon,  the  rate  provided  for  such  mer- 
chandise by  the  reciprocal  commercial  agi*eemnt  (34  Stat.  3227; 
T.  D.  27583)  betAveen  Spain  and  the  United  States,  Avhich  Avas 
negotiated  under  the  provisions  of  section  3,  tariff  act  of  1897, 
was  proclaimed  by  the  President  August  27,  1906,  and  became 
opera tiAe  September  1,  1906.  The  importers  claim  (1)  that 
duty  should  be  assessed  only  on  the  quantity  actually  found  by 
the  ganger,  and  second,  that,  according  to  the  commercial  agree- 
ment Avith  Spain,  the  Operation  of  paragraph  296  and  the  pro- 
viso thereto  has  been  suspended  and  is  therefore  of  no  force 
or  effect  in  this  case. 

The  proviso  in  paragraph  296  of  said  act  of  1897  to  the  effect 
"that  there  shall  be  no  constructi\'e  or  other  alloAvance  for 
breakage,  leakage,  or  damage  on  Avines,  liquore,  cordials,  or  dis- 
tilled spirits,"  is  simply  a  regulation  of  procedure  as  to  ascer- 
taining tlie  quantity  upon  Avliich  duty  is  to  be  assessed.  If  the 
amount  found  Avanting  in  the  cask  is  simply  a  matter  of  leakage, 
no  deduction  is  to  be  made  therefor.  The  importer  is  presumed 
to  understand  this  provision,  and  if  he  uses  barrels  or  casks 
that  may  leak  he  takes  his  chances  as  to  this  regulation. 

The  facts  shoAV  that  out  of  3,660  gallons  tliere  was  12.17  gal- 
lons of  leakage  bcAond  the  ordinary  normal  amount.  This  I 
do  not  deem  to  be  anything  more  than  the  ordinary  leakage  that 
was  contemplated  by  the  act.  And  for  such  a  leakage  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Government  are  not  required  to  measure  it. 

It  is  claimed  here  that  under  section  3  of  said  act  the  Presi- 
dent has  power  to  suspend  bj'  proclamation  "the  imposition 
and  collection  of  the  duties  mentioned  in  this  act,  on  such  arti- 
cle or  articles  so  exported  to  the  United  States  from  such  coun- 
try or  colony ;"  that  by  reason  of  a  treaty  Avith  Spain  the  Pres- 
ident did  make  proclamation,  the  effect  of  AAiiich  suspends  the 
proviso  aboA'e  quoted.  I  do  not  concur  in  this.  The  effect  of  the 
President's  proclamation  Avas  to  reduce  the  rate  of  duty,  but  in 
no  Avay  to  interfere  A\ith  the  modes  of  procedure  which  are 
prescribed  by  laAV. 

The  decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  is  affirmed.

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Dux  Wi.Ni:s: — The  iiioiitli's  business  1ms  shown  more  strength 
tlian  eonhl  have  been  expected,  eonsiderinj>-  adverse 
ftuaneial  conditions  Avhich  prevailed  throughout  the  entire 
country.  The  statement  that  the  trade  should  be  satisfied  with 
results  is  justified  by  the  fact  that  our  export  business  by  sea 
was  very  much  greater  as  to  value  than  for  the  same  month  of 
190G,  when  business  conditions  were  exceptionally  good 
throughout  the  United  States.  The  figures  tell  the  rest.  The 
sea  ex[)orts  totaled  473  cases  and  (i5(),315  gallons  bulk,  valued 
at  1300,178.  In  December,  1906,  the  figures  Avere  295  cases, 
648,330  gallons  vahunl  at  |304,042.     Shipments  by  rail  to  East- 

jiern  points  are  about  back  to  normal. 

BB^mports  of  wine  by  sea  Avere  359  cases  and  39  barrels.    Dy  rail 

^^»oud  1,069  cases,  67  casks,  and  5  hogsheads. 

!Q  WEETs:^In  the  previous  issue  aac  Avere  unable  to  give  the 
;>J  official  figures  of  the  production  of  SAveet  Avines  in  the 
First  district  for  October.  The  figures  Avere  very  heavy  for 
that  month,  the  total  being  6,483,679.51  gallons.  In  the  same 
month  in  the  Fourth  district  the  yield  Avas  1,204,960.05,  making 
a  total  of  October  output  of  7,688,639.56  gallons.  In  October, 
190(i,  the  total  Avas  7,214,660.93,  shoAving  that  the  predicted 
large  excess  production  of  October  this  year  did  not  nuiterialize. 
Production  in  NoA'ember  A\^as  of  good  A^olume,  the  Fourth  dis- 
trict producing  333,369.25  and  the  First  district  2,999,701.90, 
making  a  total  of  3,332,071.15  gallons.  Of  this  quantity 
267,440.83  gallons  Avere  port,  1,678,157.16  sherry  and  888,664.90 
muscat.  In  the  Fourth  district  for  October  the  items  of  pro- 
duction Avere  sherry  2,204,503.40;  port,  2,366,946.71;  angelica, 
731,779.42  and  muscat  963,891.86  gallons.  The  full  details  ap- 
pear in  the  regular  otticial  reports  elscAvhere  in  this  issue. 


Bkaxdy: — The  demand  is  fairly  good  and  prices  hold  firm. 
Owing  to  the  large  production  of  sweet  Avines  during 
November,  the  output  of  brandy  Avas  very  heavy,  being  one  of 
the  record  months  in  the  industry.  This  is  shoAA'n  by  the  fact 
that  in  the  two  districts,  during  NoA'ember,  there  Avas  produced 
490,915.4  tax  gallons.  Of  this  a  great  part  Avas  used  for  forti- 
fication. There  remained  in  bond  NoA'ember  30  in  the  state, 
1,101,055.8  tax  gallons.  Of  this  quantity  756,445  gallons  Avere 
in  the  First  district.  On  the  same  date  in  1906  the  total  bonded 
stock  aggregated  882,505.7  gallons.  This  Avas  far  beloAV  the 
normal,  owing  to  the  destruction  of  600,000  gallons  of  brandy  in 
the  great  fire. 
Exports  by  sea  Avere  not  Avorthy  of  mention.     Imports  ditto. 


WiilSKiKS : — Despite  the  exceptional  stringency  in  the 
money  market,  the  trade  has  rallied  from  the  recent 
•slum])  and  it  can  be  announced  that  the  tide  has  turned  in  good 
earnest.  So  marked  has  been  the  rcA-iA'al  that  some  houses  find 
that  their  December  business  has  been  almost  sufficient  to  offset 
the  excepticmal  dullness  of  NoA'end)er,  Avhich  ordinarily  is  the 
best  month  in  the  year.  This  is  certainly  a  fine  showing  and 
indicates  that  had  the  financial  conditions  remained  normal  the 
liquor  trade  Avould  huA'e  continued  its  prosperous  career  and 
ma(l(>  a  record  for  1907.  Should  there  be  no  more  bumps  in  the 
«ay  of  rotten  disasters  like  the  failure  of  the  California  Safe 
Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  and  should  conditions  continue  as 
they  are  at  this  writing,  1908  should  be  one  of  great  prosperity 
I'U'  the  trade.  The  trade  as  a  A\hole  report  the  business  of  the 
year  as  (niite  satisfactorv. 


Exports  Avere  of  fair  volume,  being  3,212  cases,  4,468  gallons, 
Aalned  at  .f23,544.  Imports  by  sea  Avere  461  cases,  9  barrels  and 
5  half  barrels.    Imports  by  rail  in  bond,  468  cases. 

Miscellaneous  exports  of  Avines  and  liquors  by  sea  A\-ere  922 
ca.ses,  6  barrels,  3  kegs  and  3,327  gallons,  of  the  value  of 
112,333. 


IJii'OUTATiONS : — Importers  enjoj-ed  a  fairly  good  month  and 
have  certainly  had  little  cause  for  complaint  of  the  business 
of  the  year,  notwithstanding  all  handicaps  that  have  affected  all 
lines  of  business  in  this  city  since  the  inauguraticm  of  the  street 
car  strike  the  first  of  May  last.  RepresentatiA^e  houses  antici- 
pate another  prosperous  year  in  1908.  Imports  by  sea  Avere: 
Hitters,  553  cases;  liquors,  5,098  cases;  beer,  307  barrels,  116 
kegs ;  Avine,  359  cases,  39  barrels ;  whisky,  461  ca.ses,  9  barrels,  5 
half  barrels;  mineral  Avater,  700  cases;  benedictine,  235  cases; 
gin,  1,500  cases ;  Vermouth,  2  barrels.  Imports  by  rail  in  bond 
Avere:  Champagne,  4,790  cases;  Avine,  1,069  cases,  67  casks,  5 
hogsheads;  brandy,  1  case;  gin,  30  cases;  liquors,  30  cases; 
Avhisk}',  468  cases;  beer,  139  cases;  ale,  50  barrels. 

It  is  evident  that  San  Francisco  still  has  plenty  of  money  for 
the  buying  of  the  Avine  that  sparkles,  as  shoAvn  by  the  receipts 
for  December  from  abroad.  These  made  an  aggregate  of  4,790 
cases,  Avhich  AA-as  a  pretty  healthy  bunch  of  jubilation. 


BEKu: — The  malt  bcA^erages  haA'e  enjoyed  the  ordinary  sea- 
sonal attention.  The  consumption  is  CAidently  steadily 
increasing,  and  is  indicated  by  the  marked  enlargement  of  fa- 
cilities of  production,  particularly  of  local  plants.  Exports  by 
sea  Avere  nominal,  the  figures  being  633  barrels  bottled  and  2 
barrels  bulk,  of  the  A'alue  of  $7,064.  Imports  by  sea  aggre- 
gated 307  barrels  and  116  kegs.  By  rail  in  bond,  139  cases  and 
50  barrels  of  ale. 


New  York  Wine  Market 


THERE  has  been  quite  some  improvement  in  the  demand  for 
Avines  and  brandies  during  the  past  fortnight;  it  is  not  ex- 
pected, hoAvever,  that  the  demand  Avill  extend  much  beyond  the 
holidays. 

Some  large  shipments  of  Avines  haA^e  just  been  made  and  the 
shipments  of  ncAV  brandy  continue  to  go  forAAard  as  fast  as  the 
distillers  can  make  them. 

Prices  remain  unchanged ;  especially  is  this  the  case  for  Avines. 
Brandies  being  scarce,  are  in  good  demand,  Avith  prices  tending 
upAA'ard. — Bon  forts,  December  25. 


In  San  Joaquin  County 

LODI. — The  output  of  northern  San  Joaquin's  AAine  grapes 
this  season  is  estimated  at  5,500,000  gallons.  The.se  figures 
include  the  amounts  from  the  Avineries  at  W^oodbridge  and 
Acampo,  besides  7000  tons  of  grapes  at  the  Woodbridge  Vine- 
yard Association,  and  30,100  by  West's  Avineries  and  stations  in 
this  end  of  the  county,  but  no  farther  south  than  the  Lodl  dis- 
trict. ^^'est  &  Son's,  Lodi  and  Acampo  Avineries  this  .season 
crushed  8,850  tons  of  grapes,  and  the  tonnage  of  grapes  haiuUed 
this  season,  including  the  two  Avineries  mentioned  and  the  firm's 
stations  at  Woodbridge,  Frgon  and  Kettleman's  lane,  aggregate 
30,100  tons.  This  is  a  tonnage  increase  of  OA'er  50  per  cent 
more  than  West  &  Son  handled  in  this  section  last  season.  Next 
season  the  firm  expects  to  crush  many  more  grapes  than  in  any 
one  year  during  its  business  career. 

To  meet  these  requirements  they  Avill  build  a  number  more  of 
receiving  stations  at  points  throughout  this  section. 
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L08  ANdELES,  Doc.  20.— An  illustratiou  of  how  the  prohi- 
bition "bug"  Avill  warp  anil  twist  an  otherwise  well- 
balanced  mentality,  is  being  sliown  the  people  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia in  the  proceedings  of  what  bids  fair  to  become  famous  as 
"the  Hollywood  claret  case."  A  resident  of  that  foothill  city 
recently  invited  .some  friends  to  a  little  dinner  party  at  a  hotel 
there  at  which  three  pint  bottles  of  claret  were  served  among 
some  twenty  guests.  If  they  all  indulged,  about  a  spoonful 
apiece  would  represent  their  share.  Among  the  guests  was  one 
whom  the  host  had  known  and  counted  as  a  friend  for  many 
years,  who  rei)ort  says  was  the  first  to  indulge  in  the  claret  and 
who  after  tlie  dinner  was  over  becanu;  conscience-stricken  and 
peached.  As  a  result  of  this  breach  of  hospitality  the  host  was 
arrested,  likewise  the  hotel  keeper,  and  the  guests  were  sum- 
moned as  witnesses  to  answer  for  this  terrible  infraction  of  the 
local  option  law  which  rules  in  Hollywood.  The  case  has  been 
carried  over  the  holidays,  when  it  will  again  come  before  the 
courts  for  settlement.  In  the  meantime,  society  in  Hollywood 
is  all  torn  up  and  divided  in  factions,  one  comprising  the  long- 
haired friends  of  the  recreant  gue.st,  who  laud  the  "stern  justice 
that  forced  him"  to  betray  tlie  hospitality  of  a  friend,  and  the 
other  comprising  those  Avho  believe  tlmt  friendship  has  some 
rights  that  even  a  proliibitionist  should  respect;  while  the  rest 
of  the  people  are  wondering  that  tliere  could  be  such  an  exhi- 
bition of  bigotry  and  intolerance,  in  free  America. 


The  attempt  of  the  prohibitionists  and  their  affiliated  so- 
cieties, who  liave  assigned  to  tliemselves  the  task  of  regulating 
the  affairs  of  their  fellow  men,  were  defeated  in  the  attempt  to 
"regulate"  the  wholesale  houses  of  Los  xVngeles.  Their  petition 
to  the  City  Coimcil  that  the  limit  of  quantity  of  wine  or  liquor 
that  a  wholesale  house  could  sell  under  a  wholesale  license  be 
rai.sed  to  a  minimum  of  live  gallons,  was  defeated,  the  Council 
deciding  to  let  the  matter  alone. 


The  success  that  the  prohibitionists  have  attained  in  the 
Southern  and  Eastern  States  the  past  fall  has  given  renewed 
encouragement  to  those  in  this  State  whose  sole  aim  in  life 
appears  to  be. the  harassing  of  those  engaged  in  the  wine  and 
li<luor  trade.  All  over  this  end  of  the  State  the  "holier  than 
thou"  element  is  l)usily  engaged  in  cii-culating  petitions  to  regu- 
late this,  that,  and  the  other  condition,  under  which  the  trade 
is  permitted  to  exist.  To  tlie  credit  of  the  common  sense  of  the 
majority  of  the  inhabitants,  their  schemes  to  prohibit  the  sale  of 
wines  and  liquors  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  defeated,  Santa 
P>arbara  being  the  last  place  where  the  "drys"  received  a  good 
drubbing  at  the  polls.  An  apparently  concerted  attack  is  being 
made  to  close  up  every  open  town  at  the  beaches  from  San 
Diego  to  Santa  Barbara,  and  "eternal  vigilance"  is  the  price 
that  the  trade  has  to  pay  for  the  privilege  of  holding  the  rights 
guaranteed  them  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 


The  Duquesne  Brewing  Company  have  commenced  work  on 
their  new  brewery  plant  in  this  city.

The  Vintage 

The  Avine  making  is  all  done  and  all  is  quiet  around  the  big 
plants  Avhere  a  fcAV  Aveeks  ago  all  was  hustle,  hustle,  from  early 
morn  until  darkness,  eA'erythiiig  going  full  tension  in  the  en- 
deavor to  get  the  grapes  through  the  crushers  and  the  Aviue  in 
the  tanks  before  the  fall  rains  should  catch  the  vintner  Avith  a 
portion  of  his  crop  on  the  vines.  In  this  section  the  crop  Avas 
pretty  Avell  cleaned  up  before  the  rains  came  as  regards  the  Avine 
grapes,  though  there  Avas  some  little  acreage  of  muscats  and 
table  grapes  tliat  the  vineyardists  Avere  holding  on  the  vines  in 
the  hope  of  an  advance  in  prices,  that  were  caught,  and  of  these 
the  bulk  rotted  on  the  vines.  Some  little  second  crop  grapes 
AA-ere  also  caught  out,  but  taken  altogether  the  crop  Avas  pretty 
closely  gathered  and  Avorked  up  in  the  crushers  or  Avent  to  the 
market.  At  the  Avineries  there  is  still  some  activity  in  brandy 
distilling,  Avorking  up  the  pumace  and  Avines  that  do  not  shoAV 
a  promise  of  good  maturity. 

As  to  the  quantity  made  this  season,  it  Avill  be  about  the  same 
as  in  previous  years,  perhaps  a  little  more,  but  not  enough  to  cut 
much  of  a  figure.  Earlier  estimates  that  predicted  a  decided 
increase  in  the  amount  made  haA'e  not  been  fulfilled  to  the  extent 
predicted,  OAving  to  the  early  rainfall  injuring  (luite  a  quantity 
as  far  as  making  fine  wines  is  concerned  and  consequent  diver- 
sion to  the  still  of  much  of  the  second  crop  grapes. 

Another  factor  that  deAoloped  later  that  Avas  overlooked 
earlier  in  the  season  Avas  the  estimates  of  an  increased  yield 
caused  by  the  inci-eased  acreage  coming  into  bearing  this  year 
not  cdiiiing  up  to  tlie  figures  ex]>ected.  Many  small  vineyards 
Avere  destroyed  during  llie  year  because  of  real  estate  operations 
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akinji  the  land  too  valuable  to  remain  in  vines,  and  the  uproot- 
ig  of  vineyards  in  several  looalities  where  the  vines  had  become 
eakened  throujili  neglect  and  disease.  It  is  believed  that  in 
lis  section  at  lesist  the  acreage  of  new  vines  coming  into  bear- 
ig  this  season  was  just  about  enough  to  balance  the  losses 
aused  for  the  reasons  above  given. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  vintage  has  proved  satisfactory  to  the 
ine  men,  and  sonu'  report  a  better  (juality  of  wine  this  season 
i;iu  in  1900,  the  cool  summer  preventing  an  over-accumulation 

I  saccharine  matter  that  this  Southern  country  is  apt  to  pro- 
lue  under  the  normal  weather  conditions.  This  applies  par- 
icularly  to  the  foothill  sections,  and  indications  are  that  the 
nality  of  dry  wines  made  in  Southern  California  this  vintage 

ill  be  unusually  excellent. 

Trade  among  the  wholesale  wine  houses  has  shown  some 
■vival  this  month  owing  to  the  holiday  demand  for  wines,  and 

II  the  dealers  report  business  quite  good  considering  the  con- 
itions  that  have  affected  business  generally  the  past  two 
lontlis,  although  not  up  to  the  good  times  standard.  The  large 
•ine  shipping  houses  all  report  some  Eastern  demand  and  that 
lore  or  less  is  doing,  though  a41  could  do  more  were  financial 
latters  in  a  more  favorable  condition. 

The  wholesale  liquor  houses  are  finding  enough  to  keep  their 
mplt)yes  out  of  mischief,  but  that  is  about  all,  as  the  retailers 
re  ordering  only  for  immediate  needs.  With  the  light  buying 
rom  this  source  that  has  been  the  rule  for  the  past  three 
aoutlis,  it  would  look  as  though  there  was  a  season  of  buying 
head  for  the  wholesaler  to  fill,  for  retailers'  stocks  have  been 
llowed  to  run  down  to  about  the  limit.  Should  the  financial 
lorizon  clear  it  would  seem  that  business  must  of  a  necessity 
irighten  up  among  the  wholesalers. 

Among  the  retailers  business  is  not  as  active  as  was  earlier  in 
he  fall  when  the  tourist  rush  was  on.  Still,  when  other  lines  of 
lusiness  are  taken  into  consideration,  the  retail  liquor  dealer 
las  but  little  to  c<miplain  of,  for  he  held  his  own  better  than  the 
ther  lines  of  retail  trade  have  generally  done. 

The  Southern  California  Wine  Company,  which  does  quite  a 
lUSiness  of  Eastern  orders  for  California  wines  in  cases,  report 
I  fairly  satisfactory  demand,  though  not  quite  up  to  last  year's 
msiness  in  that  particular  line.  Their  local  trade  has  shown 
onsiderable  activity  and  Mr.  Hugo  Goldschmidt,  the  president 
if  the  company,  looks  forward  to  a  prosperous  year  in  1908.

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npHE  New  Orleans  I'iroijitiif  of  November  2<>,  1907,  contained 
*■  the  following,  which  will  be  read  with  special  interest  by 
Calif(trnia  wine  men : 

With  W.  H.  Reinhart,  of  Sandusky,  Ohio,  rei)resenting  the 
Central  States  Wine  (Jrowers"  Association,  on  the  one  side, 
and  Fred  Jacobi,  a  millionaire  wine  grower  and  manufacturer, 
of  San  Francisco,  on  the  other,  a  rapid  fire  and  acrimonious 
debate  took  place  for  two  hours  late  yesterday  afternoon  before 
I'resident  C.  H.  Irion,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  regarding 
certain  regulations  in  the  pure  food  and  drug  laws.  The  Ohio 
man,  claiming  that  his  State  was  not  so  favorably  situated  with 
regard  to  sun  and  warmth  as  was  California,  bitterly  opposed 
any  requirements  too  severe,  while  the  Westerner  was  on  the 
aggressive  throughout,  and  urged  that  the  severest  restraint  be 
thrown  about  the  trade  that  would  so  far  as  possible  prevent 
the  sale  of  any  wine  that  was  not  pure. 

So  intense  were  the  feelings  of  the  two  men  opposing  each 
other,  that  the  remarks  of  the  two  at  times  grew  very  personal, 
necessitating  all  the  diplomacy  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Irion  to 
prevent  encounter. 

'The  national  regulations  have  been  accepted  as  satisfactory 
by  the  wine  interests  of  Ohio,  California  and  every  other  section 
of  the  country  affected  by  the  industry,"  declared  Mr.  Reinhart. 
"They  are  the  only  set  of  rules  that  were  ever  agreed  upon 
unanimously  as  fair  to  all  concerned,  and  not  favoring  one  local- 
itj'  above  another  because  of  any  peculiar  position  which  it  may 
occupy.     So  why  go  farther  than  are  their  requirements? 

"If  Louisiana  is  to  adopt  any  special  wine  laws  for  herself, 
it  certainly  seems  to  me  that  the  (Jovernment  statutes  adopted 
in  the  pure  food  bill  would  be  found  the  ideal  ones,  Avithout 
branching  off  in  unknown  seas,  and  needlessly  injuring  the 
business  in  a  part  of  the  Union  that  is  not  so  favored  as  is  Cali- 
fornia. AVe  would  be  willing  to  see  this  State  have  the  same 
regulations  as  the  Government,  but  nothing  more." 

"What  I  demand  is  absolutely  pure  wine,"  exclaimed  Mr. 
Jacobi.  "In  other  words,  have  placed  on  the  bottle  just  Avhat 
percentage  of  foreign  matter  has  been  added  to  the  pure  un- 
fermented  juice  of  the  undried  grade.  If  it  is  a  fourth,  put  on 
the  bottle  'three-fourths  wine' ;  if  a  half,  label  it  'half  wine,'  etc. 
In  that  way  the  people  will  know  just  what  they  are  buying. 
It  seems  to  all  makers  of  \\iiies  and  growers  of  grapes  who  really 
are  desirous  of  not  deceiving  the  public  would  be  willing  to 
agree  to  such  an  arrangement,  and  would  not  oppose  it." 

During  the  course  of  the  discussion  there  was  gone  into  at 
length  the  technical  features  of  wine  making,  this  consuming  the 
greater  time  of  the  hearing. 

Mr.  Jacobi  contended  that  any  foreign  matter  whatever  added 
to  the  i)roduct  made  it  inqiure,  not  in  the  sense  that  it  might  be 
injurious  to  the  health,  or  iuferior  iu  taste,  for  some  things 
added  might  even  improve  the  flavor,  but  that  when  such  a  thing 
was  done  the  purchaser  should  be  acquainted  with  the  fact. 

Dr.  Irion  produced  a  series  of  laws  regarding  wines  that  Avere 
adopted  at  the  Conference  of  State  Pure  Food  Commissioners 
in  session  at  Jamestown  last  summer,  and  submitted  them  to 
Mr.  Reinhart  for  consideration,  as  perhaps  the  measures  that 
would  suit,  but  the  latter  refused  to  express  an  opinion  off-hand.

New  York,  December,  1907. 

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  :  This  community  is  fast 
taking  on  a  regular  Puritan  appearance.  Merry  Christmas 
a  few  days  off  and  no  signs  of  merry  making;  lugubrious  looks 
to  be  seen  everywhere.  Business  dull— money  scarce — prices 
lower — a  closed  Sunday  pretty  Avell  assured.  Local  option  all 
around  us  and  gradually  getting  "within  our  midst.''  A  merry 
Christnms  indeed !    Not  for  the  liquor  trade  this  year. 

If  it  be  true,  "misery  loA'es  company,"  it  should  have  effect 
nowadays,  for  all  branches  of  business  seem  to  be  affected.  If 
one  stops  to  consider,  it  will  be  found  that,  after  all,  the  wine 
and  spirit  business  here  has  maintained  itself  quite  as  well  as 
any  other  branch  and  a  good  deal  better  than  most.  All  things 
considered,  it  has  held  up  remarkably,  and  whilst  it  is  not  so 
good  as  it  should  be,  it  is  in  pretty  good  shape  anyway. 

Till  ro'cently,  prices  on  whiskies  have  been  Avell  maintained. 
lUit  it  is  reported  some  large  lots  of  whiskies,  used  as  collateral 
to'  loans,  now  maturing  and  which  the  banks  insist  shall  be 
li<iuidated,  are  being  offered  at  very  low  figures.  This  may  have 
a  disturbing  effect  on  the  market,  liuying  is  restricted  to  sup- 
plying the  very  smallest  immediate  requirements,  and  specula- 
tion is  not  even  dreamed  of. 

California  Avines  have  remained  firm  in  the  face  of  a  dull  nmr- 
ket,  restricted  demand,  and  the  generally  depressed  C(mditions. 
The  shipments  to  the  Eastern  nmrkct  have  not  been  so  heaA-y  as 
at  the  same  time  last  year.  While  various  reasons  are  advanced 
in  explanation  of  this,  the  one  most  accepted  is  the  stringency 
in  the  money  market.  With  finances  normal,  at  least  in  New 
York,  there  Avould  most  assuredly  have  been  some  effort  made 
to  bring  on  now  a  large  part  of  the  unusually  heavy  vintage  of 
this  season.  Rut  it  is  not  the  naked  cost  of  the  wines  which  has 
to  be  considered.  There  is  the  cooperage,  and,  at  prevailing 
rates,  this  becomes  quite  an  item.  In  (nery  instance,  spot  cash. 
Then  there  is  the  freight.  So  while  the  .shortage  of  funds  in 
California  might  liave  induced  the  sacrifice  of  Avines,  here  and 
there,  to  meet  the  need  of  cash,  such  a  .sacrifice  Avould  liaAe  been 
ineffectiA-e  under  present  conditions. 

Those  Avho  liaA'e  surplus  capital  these  days — and  their  name 
is  not  legion— are  .seeking  larger  and  quicker  returns  from  its 
iuA-estment  than  could  be  obtained  from  any  speculation  in  the 
wine  market. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Wine  GroAvers'  Associa- 
tion Avas  held  on  the  3d  inst.  at  the  Astor  House,  in  this  city. 
At  no  previous  meeting  has  there  been  a  more  representatiA-e 
gathering  of  the  nuMubers  of  the  American  Avine  trade.  The 
Pure  Food  LaAv  Avas  given  considerable  attention  and  discus- 
sion. 

An  honored  guest  of  the  couA-ention  was  Professor  W.  B.  AU- 
Avood  of  the  Agricultural  Departnu'ut  of  A\'ashingt(m,  and  this 
gentleman  made  a  most  interesting  address  on  the  subject  of 
"Wine  Culture."  At  the  afternoim  session  tlie  f(dlowing  reso- 
lution Avas  ado])ted  unanimou.sly :

Model  License  League  Convention 


^HE  Executive  Committee  of  the  ^lodel  License  lA^ague,  real- 
izing the  seriousness  of  existing  conditions  and  therefore 
I'  necessity  for  some  immediate  action  to  bring  the  ^lodel 
rcnse  law  prominently  before' the  entire  people  of  the  United 
;ates  at  once  and  to  secure  the  sup[)(trt  and  backing  of  the  cu- 
re beer,  wine  and  whisky  trade  for  this  method  of  solving  the 
[uor  question,  considered  the  advisability  of  calling  a  national 
nvention  to  accomplish  these  purposes.  To  ascertain,  however, 
hether  conditions  in  all  parts  of  the  country  warranted  such  a 
eeting  and  if  all  branches  of  the  trade  a])pr()ved  of  it  imiuiries 
ere  sent  to  all  members  of  the  League,  and  many  not  yet  meni- 
rs.  The  response  to  these  inquiries  were  almost  unanimous 
favor  of  the  calling  of  the  convention  and  were  very  enthusi- 
<tic  about  it,  predicting  most  favorable  i*esults  from  such  a 
ithering  and  declaring  the  Model  License  law  the  only  prac- 
cable  method  for  defending  the  trade  ever  oltere<l. 
Thus  encouraged,  a  meeting  of  the  local  members  of  the 
eague  was  held  at  the  Calt  House,  in  Louisville,  on  December 
r  to  take  final  action  on  the  calling  of  this  convention.  A 
otion  that  the  convention  be  held  in  Louisville  on  January  21 
!id  22  was  unanimously  adoi)ted  and  tlie  official  call  to  all 
lembers  of  the  beer,  wine  and  whisky  trades,  and  all  collateral 
ranches  throughout  the  I'nited  States,  was  approved  and  is 
ow  being  issued.  All  the  details  and  arrangements  for  the  con- 
»ntion  are  in  tin;  hands  of  the  Executive  (Committee  and  prcipa- 
itions  to  care  for  a  large  gathering  are  being  made.  Many  prom- 
lent  and  influential  men  ( preaihers,  lawyers,  editors  and 
atesmen),  in  no  way  connected  with  the  liquors  traffic  will  be 
ivited  to  address  the  convention  and  assist  in  its  deliberations. 
That  there  will  be  a  lai'ge  attendance;  at  this  convention  is 
Iready  assured  and  for  the  first  time  in  history  brewers,  dis- 
llers,  winemakers,  rectifiers,  wholesalei-s  and  retailers  Avill  as- 
inble  in  (me  gathering  and  for  one  purywse — that  purpose  the 
reservation  of  their  interests,  but  by  such  methods  as  to  rcM-eive 
le  support- and  approval  of  the  great  conservative  element  of 
iiiety.

Comparing  the  three  New  England  prohibition  States  with 
the  three  Ncav  England  license  States,,  the  figures  stand  as  fol- 
lows: ;Maine,  New  IIami)shire  and  Vermont,  under  prohibition, 
one  license  for  every  400  of  population. 

ilas.sachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,  under  license, 
one  license  for  every  410  of  population. 

Maine  has  about  20  per  cent  more  liquor  sellers  in  proportion 
to  i)opulati(m  than  Jlassachusetts. 

In  lU'oportiim  to  population,  Kan.sas  has  more  retail  liquor 
sellers  than  Kentucky  or  Massachusetts,  nothwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  State  lias  no  big  cities. 

Maine,  New  Hamiisiiire,  Kan.sas  and  Nortdi  Dakota  each  have 
a  larger  proportion  of  saloons  than  Texas. 

Thus,  official  statistics,  of  absolute  accuracy,  prove  that  pro- 
hibition does  not  prohibit.  These  facts  are  made  much  sti-onger 
against  prohibition  if  it  is  c(msidex'ed  that  none  of  the  prohibi- 
tion States  contain  large  cities,  Avhich  always  increase,  the  pro- 
jtortion  of  saloons,  while  many  of  the  licens«»  States  have  one 
or  more  great  cities.

IN  wiitinji  lii^  rcjiii'ts  to  tlic  Aiucriraii  Wine  (ii-DWcrs'  Asso- 
ciation r('j;ii'ting  his  iiial)ilit,v  to  attend  their  annual  niect- 
ii<r,  h«'hl  (lurinj;  the  mouth,  Mr.  IVrt-y  T.  5Iorj;an,  President  of 
lie  California  Wine  Association,  a(hled  the  foliowin-i'  interest- 
na  and  instructive  remarks  as  to  the  pressin"^  needs  and  the 
lanjicrs  of  the  American  wine  Industry: 

The  experiences  of  the  past  year  iiave  more  stronj^jy  than  ever 
jlenionstrated  tiiat  tiie  American  wine  industry  must  present  a 
'larnionious  ajigrej^ation  in  deaiinj;-  with  the  complex  questious 
onfronting  It  In  conuectlou  with  lef^lslatiou. 

The  h'^itimate  wlue  nuiker,   East,  West  and  South,  has  a 

onimon  interest  in   promotinii;  the  c(msumption  of  an  article 

iroduced  from  the  vineyards,  and  in  discouraging  the  distribu- 

ion  (if  manufactured  beverages  under  the  name  of  "Wlue"  at  a 

lice  which  will  result  in  the  wilting  out  of  the  grape  grower. 

The  prosperity  of  the  vineyardist  must  be  our  first  concern. 

Without  his  patriots;  struggles  against  climatic  and  other  cou- 

Utantly  arising  adverse  conditiims,  there  could  have  been  no 

'Vmerlcan  wine  industry  an<l  ,>vlthout  him  it  cannot  continue 

II  Increase  and  prosj)er. 

The  vineyardist  lives  in  the  country.  From  the  country  dis- 
tricts come  the  Increasing  cries  for  drastic  prohibition.  The 
dneyardist,  who  Is  a  wine  nuxker,  knows  that  the  drinking  of 
wine  at  the  home  table  is  innocuous  and  healthful.  The  an- 
tipathies of  the  country  dweller  are  directed  at  the  saloon  where 
the  legend  "W'lue.s  and  Lnjuors"  is  almost  as  much  of  a  mis- 
nomer a.s  if  it  were  "Prayer  Books  and  Liquors."'  The  native 
wines  which  are  sold  In  the  saloons  of  the  I'nlted  States,  In  a 
vear,  by  the  drink,  as  whisky  is,  would  not  consume  the  product 
i»f  a  single  fair-sized  vineyard.  The  salocm  evil  Is  the  theme  of  all 
prohibition  proitaganda  and  in  the  Hood  of  Invective  the  wine 
industry  is  confu.sed  with  dram-drinking. 

Whatever  nuiy  be  the  merits  of  the  controversy.  It  is  not  uec- 
f'ssary  to  here  discuss ;  the  (juestion  which  confronts  the  native 
grape-growing  industry  is  whether  the  prohibition  sentiment 
><lmuld  necessarily  involve  it. 

The  e.\ami)le  of  Italy  is  pertinent.  How  .seldom  is  an  Italian 
I  drunkard  or  a  spendthrift.  His  nature  is  sunny,  his  dis- 
position ((uitented,  his  thrift  conspicuous.  If  the  drinking  of 
ardent  spirits  in  Italy  was  prohibited  entirely.  It  would  attect 
the  freedom  of  action  of  but  few,  for  statistics  show  that  but  one 
gallon  of  alcohol  is  c<msumed  there  to  every  one  hundred  gal- 
lons of  wine,  while  in  (Jreat  Uritaln  and  the  I'nlted  States 
three  gallons  of  alcohol  are  consumed  to  every  gallon  of  wine. 

Prohibition  never  prohibits,  but  temperance  is  a  goal  which 
ail  men  can  strive  for.  Is  it  not  better  to  promote  a  consump- 
tion of  light  wines  at  the  home  table,  where  moderation  can  be 
practiced  and  ])romoted,  rather  than  drive  those  who  desire  or 
need  some  harndess  stimulant  to  the  pernlciousness  of  .secret 
drinking,  or  to  the  u.se  of  patent  medicine  nostrums  containing 
a  high  percentage  of  alcohol,  or  to  the  purgatory  of  the  drug 
habit? 

A  sentiment  can  be  aroused  and  [)romot(;d  in  the  country  dis- 
iricts  that  the  ccmsumption  of  light  wines  Is  neither  harmful 
nor  detrimental  to  virtuous  and  .sober  existence;  that  its  exten- 
sion will  clothe  our  hills  with  beautiful  verdure  and  nuike 
happy  homes  and  occu|)ation  for  many  wm-thy  people. 

If  Legislatures  are  to  be  brought  to  recognize  that  there  is  a 
ilitterence  between  the  saloon  and  the  native  wine  in<lustry,  it 
must  be  brought  about  by  ])romoting  the  ])ros])erity  of  the  num 
at  the  soil;  the  num  who  grows  the  grapes.  To  that  extent,  as 
well  as  to  promote  the  confidence  of  the  consumer  in  the  honesty 


of  the  native  jirodncl,  every  wine  maker  should  welcome  and 
enthusiastically  support  the  Pure  Food   Laws. 

In  order  to  bring  before  the  public  at  large  the  merits  of  our 
industry,  tlie  camjiaign  of  jtublicity  which  has  bwn  .so  aus- 
piciously Inaugurated  l»y  the  .American  Wine  (Jrowers'  Asso- 
ciation .should  be  extended  and  enlarged.  The  public  should  be 
Interested  In  the  subject  of  grape  culture  and  be  taught  how 
simple  is  the  i)rocess  of  nuddng  wine  by  natural  fermentation 
and  that  wine  making  from  grai>es  is  precisely  the  .same  opera- 
tion as  cider  nuiking  from  apples;  that  the  product  Is  eciually 
harndess  and  should  be  accorded  the  same  freedom  from  re- 
strictive laws  and  conditions. 

It  is  the  farmer  with  his  vote  who  has  kept  cider  and  other 
beverages  made  from  the  fermentation  of  other  juices  in  tin; 
.same  category  as  butter  or  eggs  so  far  as  the  facility  for  dealing 
In  them  is  concerned.  Why  should  he  not  join  the  vineyardist 
in  a.ssertlng  his  right  for  e(|ual  treatment  of  his  fermented 
product?  This  can  only  be  attained  by  i)ublicity;  by  the  con- 
certed action  of  those  engaged  in  the  wine  industi'v.  There- 
fore, the  officers  of  the  American  Wine  (Jrowers'  Association 
nmst  be  sustained  and  supported  when  they  lay  out  a  plan  for 
getting  a  hearing  from  the  public  at  large. 

Everyone  directly  or  Indirectly  engagc^l  in  the  industry; 
everybody  interested  in  promoting  true  temperance,  .should  be- 
come a  nuMuber  of  this  organization  and  by  his  influence  and 
(according  to  his  ability)  ttnaucial  assistance,  promote  its  ob- 
ject. The  success  which  the  American  Wine  (Growers'  Associa- 
tion has  .so  far  attained  has  been  largely  diw  to  the  enthusiasm, 
single-nilndedue.ss  and  .self-sacrifice  of  a  few  men,  often  under 
disciniraging  conditums,  who  have  given  their  tim(>  and  atten- 
tion to  its  w(U"k. 

.My  first  advice  is  to  re-elect  them.  A\'e  cannot  attord  to  "swap 
horses  in  crossing  a  stream."  If  they  don't  want  to  serve 
longer,  coiiscriiJi  them,  and  having  elected  them,  support  them 
with  all  the  vigor,  all  the  loyalty,  all  the  financial  a.sslstance 
that  their  energy  in  the  cau.se  of  American  wine  growing  so 
ennnently  deserves. 

\\'th  hearty  sympathy  in  the  work  of  your  association,  be- 
lieve me,  sincerely  yours.

State  Pure  Food  Law  Effective  January  First 


ELSEWHERE  in  this  issue  will  be  fomul  a  bulletin  from  the 
pen  of  Professor  Wiley  of  the  P.ureau  of  Chemistry,  De- 
partment of  A<i;riculture,  at  \Vashin}«ton,  seientiticallv  treat- 
infj;  the  question  of  the  use  of  snljtliur  in  its  various  forms  in 
connection  with  the  treatment  of  food.  Dr.  NViley's  arguments 
and  conclusions  are  calculated  to  alarm  the  fruit  men  of  Cali- 
fornia in  particular,  as  his  attitude  appears  to  be  strongly 
for  the  use  of  some  substitute  preservative.  Wine  men,  too, 
will  find  his  renmrks  with  reference  to  the  sulphurinj;  of 
wines  rather  ominous,  as  it  ap])ears  that  he  is  <>ently  leading 
them  up  to  a  point  where  they  will  be  required  to  find  a  sub- 
stitute for  sulphur  in  the  many  uses  to  which  it  is  put  in  the 
makiu"'  of  wine. 


THE  California  State  Pure  Food  Law,  enacted  at  the  last 
regular  session  of  the  Legislature,  becomes  effective  on  and 
after  January  1,  1908,  and  the  California  State  Board  of 
Health,  in  whose  hands  the  enforcement  of  the  law  is  placed, 
announces  that  rules  and  regulations  of  the  l^oard  will  be  got- 
ten out  at  the  tirst  meeting  in  Januarj\  In  a  recently  published 
statement,  Dr.  N.  K.  Foster  of  the  State  Roard  of  Health  is 
quoted  as  saying : 

"The  enforcement  of  this  law  is  placed  by  the  act  upon  the 
State  Roard  of  Health,  which  shall  bu-ate  a  laboratory  and 
appoint  a  director.  The  laboratory  has  been  located  at  the  State 
I'niversity  Laboratory,  Rerkeley,  and  Professor  M.  E.  Jaffa,  a 
food  expert  of  international  reputation  and  a  chemist  of  re- 
nown, has  been  appointed  director. 

"The  law  makes  the  Sheriff  of  each  county  an  agent  of  the 
Roard  for  the  collection  of  samples,  and  upon  a  verified  com- 
plaint being  tiled  with  him  must  purchase  samples  and  send  to 
the  laboratory  for  examination.  The  Jtoard  can  also  appoint 
other  inspectors  as  occasion  denmnds. 

"In  the  collection  of  samples  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Roard  to 
work  in  harmony  with  the  Pure  Food  Commissicm  of  the  State 
Medical  Society.  It  will  be  impossible  to  furnish  before  Jan- 
uary 1st  full  instructions  as  to  guarantee  and  serial  numbers, 
but  no  advantage  can  be  taken  of  this,  nor  will  a  guarantee 
when  given  entitle  any  one  to  sell  adulterated  or  misbranded 
products.  Rlanks  and  seals  are  being  prepared,  and  on  January 
1st  the  Roai'd  expects  to  be  able  to  begin  active  work  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  law,  and  in  doing  so  proposes  to  be  firm 
and  just. 

"The  law  is  for  the  protec^tion  of  the  people  and  the  punish- 
ment of  this  who  would  furnish  them  with  impure  food  and 
drugs,  or  deceive  them  in  any  way,  and  this  will  be  the  object 
of  the  Roard.  We  recognize  that  we  have  educati(mal  as  well 
as  police  work,  and  shall  do  our  utmost  to  instruct  all  as 
to  their  rights  and  duties,  but  the  willful  offender  can  ex- 
pect no  .sympathy.  No  law  of  this  scope,  regulating  as  this 
does  a  large  and  varied  business,  can  be  enforced  without  some 
temporary  inconvenience,  and  perha])s  hardships.  It  will  be 
the  aim  of  the  Roard  to  nmke  these  as  light  as  po.ssible,  c(m- 
sistent  with  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  law.  When  these  in- 
conveniences come  we  hope  and  expect  that  the  manufacturers 
and  dealers  will  accept  them  in  a  spirit  of  willingness  to  do 
right,  and  aid  us  in  our  effort  to  better  the  conditions  of  trade."

Stockton  Votes  for  Dry  Sunday 


STOCKTON,  that  good  honest  old  town  of  popular  breweries 
and  famous  as  a  great  producer  of  wines  and  brandies,  will 
in  future  Ik;  a  good  town  to  stay  away  from  on  a  Sunday.  At 
the  special  electi(m  held  <m  December  10,  after  a  strenuous 
contest,  the  anti-.saloon  element  won.  The  vote  was  Kill  in 
favor  of  closing  and  1518  against.  In  a  vote  of  SKili,  an  ex- 
ceptionally large  vote,  the  majority  for  closing  Avas  only  (iO.  It 
is  one  of  the  painful  features  of  our  electoral  .system  that  in  a 
ca.se  like  this,  involving  the  needs  and  pleasures  of  one  class 
as  against  the  prejudices  of  another,  a  margin  of  one  vote,  even, 
will  turn  the  scale.  In  matters  of  this  kind,  the  law  should,  in 
common  justice,  provide  for  a  three-quarter  vote,  instead  of  a 
majority.  However,  Stockton  has  done  the  fool  trick  and  will 
most  certainly  be  sorry  foi'  it  in  tim(>. 


Different  View  Points 


MR.  L.  J.  VANCE,  editor  of  the  Anu'rican  Wine  I'ress,  is 
(juoted  as  advocating,  at  a  meeting  of  the  American  Wine  ; 
Crowers'   A.s.sociation   held   recently,   "an   attempt   to  emanci- 
pate wine  from  the  odium  which  he  said  attaches  to  beer  and 
whisky." 

It  seems  to  us  that  any  nu)venu»nt  ahmg  such  lines  would  be 
a  great  mistake,  as  we  do  not  believe  that  society  could  be  edu- 
cated, at  least  in  anything  less  than  a  huiulred  years,  to  draw 
.so  tine  a  distincti(m  as  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  whi.sky  and  beer 
and  permit  the  sale  of  Avine  in  any  State  or  locality.  Further- 
more, Ave  belieA'e  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  there  should 
be  united  action  among  the  brewers,  distillers,  wine  makers, 
Avholesale  liquor  dealers,  retail  li(|Uor  dealer.s,  etc.,  if  we  are  to 
solve  the  problem  of  obedience  to  law  on  the  part  of  the  saloon 
trade,  Avhich  is  reall.y  the  one  thing  that  society  is  contending 
for  at  the  present  time.  The  ])eople  of  this  country  are  not  op- 
posed to  the  nmnufacture  or  sale  of  Avhisky  or  beer  or  Aviue,  nor 
do  they  object  to  the  use  of  th(»se  bcA'crages,  but  they  do  object 
to  saloons  being  run  in  ojien  violation  of  law,  and  unless  \ye  can 
propose  a  measure  that  will  make  it  more  profitable  for  the 
retailer  to  obey  the  law  than  to  violate  it,  and  unless  we  can 
persuade  the  i)eople  of  this  country  to  adopt  such  a  measure, 
then  the  future  of  (mr  business  as  a  whole  looks  A'ery  dark,  and 
the  chances  of  natioTial  ]»i'obibition  not  .so  very  renu)te. 

The  ^lodel  License  Law  is  being  ai)|)r()yed  by  brewers,  dis- 
tillers, Avholesalers,  and  others,  and  it  should  certainly  meet  the 
a]q>roval  of  the  wine  trade  of  this  country,  as,  indeed,  we  belieA'e 
it  will.— Ronforts,  Decendier  25,  11»07.

\\\'  believe  that  the  retail  liquor  business  is  possibly  the  most 
sponsible  one  in  any  country,  and  that  to  have  a  license  to 
i^age  in  tlmt  business,  should  be  an  honorable  distinction  for 
jigh  character.     However,  it  is  not  always  an  easy  matter  to 
determine  in  advance. just  who  are  fitted  for  such  business; 
lerefore,  the  idea  of  the  comm"ittee  was  that  particularly  where 
lose  are  engaged  in  the  business,  they  should  be  permitted  to 
.■main  in  it  so  long  as  they  observe  the  laws,  and  the  test  of 
haracter  would  devolve  on  the  licensee  through  his  own  con- 
vict. 

\^'e  believe  that  every  self-respecting  saloonkeeper  will  favor 
his  plan  when  he  is  nmde  to  thoroughly  understand  it,  as  cer- 
ainly  when  his  license  is  not  likely  to  be  taken  away  from  him 
t  its  expiration  if  he  observes  the  law,  should  be  a  great  benefit 
0  him. 

We  trust  you  will  favor  this  proposition  and  use  your  influ- 
uce  for  its  approval,  not  (mly  by  those  in  our  business,  but  all 
ood  citizens.

SOLUTION  OF  THE  LIQUOR  PROBLEil. 

'"  the  People  of  the  I'liited  States  oik]  to  the  Members  of  the 
Lef/isldtures  of  Our  A'ariotis  l^tates: 

Acting  upon  the  principle  that  men  regulate  their  conduct 
argely  in  proportion  to  the  rewards  offered  and  the  penalties 
aflicted,  we  are  disposed,  after  the  most  careful  consideration 
'f  the  nmtter,  to  lay  before  our  fellow  citizens  certain  ideas 
vhich  should  be  applied  to  the  regulati<m  of  the  retail  li(iuor 
luainess  of  this  country,  and  which  we  believe  would  remove 
he  evils  c(mnected  with  this  trade,  and  of  which  society  so  just- 
y  complains. 

The  retail  liquor  dealer,  like  any  other  man,  gravitates  in- 
ftinctively,  uncon.sciously,  and  in  obedience  to  the  immutable 
aws  of  trade,  toward  that  line  of  conduct  which  seems  to  proni- 
se  the  most  substantial  rewards,  and  like  other  men,  he  is  oft- 
imes  persuaded,  because  of  the  force  of  competition,  or  in  obe- 
iience  to  the  law  of  self-preservation,  to  do  things  which  he 
'ondemns  at  heart,  and  whidi  do  hurt  to  the  opinions,  and  per- 
•hanee  to  the  rights  of  others. 

This  is  not  peculiar  to  the  retail  liquor  trade,  because  inves- 
igati(ms  have  shown  that  many  great  fortunes  and  many  great 
franchises  have  been  ac(|uired  by  (juestioimble  methods,  but  the 


saloonkeeper's  shortcomings  have  been  more  extensively  brought 
before  public  notice  than  tiio.se  of  any  other  set  of  men,  and  are 
nu)re  in  evidence,  and  to  these  shortcomings  we  propose  confin- 
ing our  suggestions. 

Why  do  so  many  .saloonkeepers  violate  law?  Because  they 
find  it  profitable,  or  else  because  their  competitors  practically 
force  them  to  violate  law. 

If  one  manufacturer  secures  rebates  from  railroad.s,  his  com- 
petitors must  do  likewise  or  else  retire  from  business. 

To  protect  honesty,  it  must  be  rewarded,  and  dishonesty  must 
be  punished. 

We  are  all  controlled  by  promises  of  rewards  for  right  con- 
duct and  of  penalties  for  evil  conduct,  and  even  the  ministers 
would  find  it  hard  to  inculcate  religion  if  these  factors  were 
eliminated  from  the  doctrines  of  the  churches. 

We  would,  therefore,  urge  that  the  following  suggestions  be 
embodied  in  an  act  and  pas.sed  by  the  Legislature  of  your  State 
for  the  regulation  of  saloons : 

MODEL  LICENSK  I..\\V. 

First.  All  licenses  now  outstanding  should  be  made  pernm- 
nent  unless  canceled  by  a  vote  of  the  nuijority  of  the  citizens 
of  a  State,  county,  precinct  or  municipality. 

These  licenses  should  be  transferable  from  one  to  another, 
as  any  other  property  is  transferred,  or  left  as  a  part  of  an 
estate  as  the  good  will  of  any  other  business  may  be  left.  This 
form  of  license  is  similar  to  that  enjoyed  by  all  other  lines  of 
trade,  and  if  granted  to  the  retail  liquor  dealers,  it  will,  in  our 
opinion,  remove  them  at  once  from  active  participation  in  poli- 
tics. T'nder  the  present  system  the  saloonkeeper  is  at  the  mercy 
of  the  political  boss,  and  of  the  authorities  elected  or  appointed 
for  the  purpose  of  issuing  licenses  each  year,  and  as  long  as  this 
continues  lie  must,  of  necessity,  remain  an  active  factor  in  all 
political  fights. 

Second.  No  license  should  be  issued  in  the  future  until  the 
proportion  becomes  not  more  than  one  for  each  500  of  popula- 
tion, and  thereafter  they  .should  be  issued  in  such  proportion 
as  .society  or  convenience  demanded. 

Third.  A  license  should  yield  a  good  annual  return  to  Gov- 
ernment, but  it  should  not  be  excessive  for  several  reasons; 
princiijally  because  it  encourages,  and  in  some  cases  almost 
compels,  the  handling  of  impure  liquors,  the  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages  to  intoxicated  men  and  to  minors,  and  the  violation 
of  laws  in  regard  to  closing  at  certain  hours,  etc. 

If  .society  imposes  upon  the  saloonkeeper,  the  .saloonkeeper 
will  impose  upon  society. 

Fourth.  All  licenses  to  retail  liquors  should  be  clear,  unam- 
biguous contracts,  between  the  State  and  the  individual,  and 
they  should  provide  that  conviction  in  a  circuit  court  (first 
offense)  of  the  violation  of  law,  .should  carry  with  it  a  thirty 
days'  suspension  of  the  business  of  the  licensee,  and  the  second 
conviction  should  work  immediate  cancellation,  and  further- 
more, that  the  holder  could  never  be  licensed  again  to  retail 
liquor  in  that  State. 

Fifth.  A  penalty  should  be  provided  in  all  laws  governing 
the  retail  liquor  trade  against  any  minor  over  eighteen  who  rep- 
resents himself  to  be  of  age  in  order  to  procure  intoxicants. 

The  idea  that  is  paramount  in  these  suggestions  is  to  give  as 
great  value  and  seurity  to  a  license  as  possible,  so  as  to  encour- 
age the  utmost  obedience  to  the  will  of  society  as  expressed 
in  the  laws  on  the  statute  books,  to  remove  liquor  dealer  from 
politics  by  making  his  right  to  continue  business  dependent  on 
his  own  will  and  acts;  and  to  provide  the  immediate  and  inevit- 
able cancellation  of  license  upon  conviction  of  the  violation  of 
law. 

If  these  suggestions  are  embodied  into  law,  they  will  not  in- 
terfere with  any  provisions  that  a  State  or  a  municipality  may 
clioose  to  adopt  for  the  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  but  they 
will  insure  the  enforcement  of  these  provisions  by  an  automatic 
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process.  The  saloonkeeper  Avill  enforee  the  provisions,  because 
it  will  pay  him  so  much  better  to  obey  law  than  to  Aiolate  it.  To 
preserve  so  valuable  a  license  as  we  have  sugf-ested  from  cancel- 
lation, the  saloonkeeper  will  be  of  all  men  most  anxious  to  run 
an  orderly  place,  to  i-efuse  to  sell  to  minors  or  inebriates,  and  to 
close  at  the  hour  named  by  society. 

We  submit  these  su}>;gestions  witli  confidence  to  society,  be- 
caiise  we  believe  that  they  contain  the  solution  of  a  problem  be- 
fore which  this  country  has  stood  puzzled  for  so  many  years. 
If  they  fail  of  the  desired  effect,  they  will  offer  no  obstacle  to 
the  enactment  of  anv  other  form  of  lemslation.

The  deci.s 
ion  was  emphatic  and  li(iuor  dealers  will  not  be  molested  foi 
some  time  to  come. 


Aberdeen,  Wash.,  is  proposing  to  limit  saloon  licenses.  It  is 
the  theory  of  the  Council  that  there  should  be  only  one  saloon 
to  every  five  hundred  people.  Fnder  existing  conditions,  such 
an  ordinance  would  reduce  the  number  of  saloons  one-half. 


The  ministerial  alliance  of  Tacoma  have  elected  au  anti 
saloon  license  committee  consisting  of  five  prominent  pastors- 
of  that  city,  who  are  to  make  a  campaign  against  the  saloon.  As 
usual,  these  gentlemen  of  the  cloth  take  the  position  tliat  tht 
saloon  man  is  nothing  less  or  more  than  a  scoundrel  or  crini 
inal. 


Olympia,  the  capital  of  Washington,  at  the  recent  election, 
voted  for  an  open  town,  which  was  to  be  expected,  because  the 
inhabitants  are  of  a  liigher  average  of  intelligence  and  educa- 
tion than  those  stump-dodgers  in  the  interior,  who  will  vote 
again.st  anything  a  leather-lunged  preacher  will  tell  them  to. 


In  Portland,  Oregon,  the  humane  society  propose  to  hand  tk 
brewers  a  lemon  in  the  shape  of  public  fountains  in  sections  ol 
the  city  Avhere  most  of  the  beer  is  consumed.  The  fountains  an 
to  cost  from  ,f300  to  f  1000  apiece.

THE    ISSUE   OF  A   GUARANTY    BASED   UPON    A    FORMER   GUARANTY. 

Food  Inspection  Decision  S3,  giving  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  on 
certain  phases  of  the  use  of  the  guaranty  under  section  9  of  the  food  and 
drugs  act,  June  30,  1906,  is  promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
the  guidance  of  those  who  have  occasion  to  make  use  of  such  guaranties  dur- 
ing the  carrying  on  of  their  ordinary  business  relations.

The  Honorable  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Septem- 
ber 10,  in  which  you  request  my  opinion  upon  a  question  which  has  arisen  in 
your  Department  in  the  administration  of  the  food  and  drugs  act  of  June  30. 
1906,  in  a  class  of  cases  of  which  the  following  Is  a  type: 

An  examination  having  bfen  made  in  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  in  accord- 
ance with  section  4  of  the  act,  of  a  sample  of  food  purchased  from  a  retail 
dealer  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  food  having  been  found  to  be 
adulterated,  the  dealer  was  cited  for  a  hearing,  and,  having  appeared,  estab- 
lished as  a  defense  under  which  he  claimed  protection  a  written  guaranty,  con- 
forming to  the  requirements  of  section  9  of  the  act,  from  a  Maryland  whole- 
saler who  had  sold  him  the  food  and  shipped  it  to  him  in  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia in  the  exact  condition  in  which  he  sold  it  iiere. 

The  Maryland' wholesaler,  having  been  then  cited,  in  turn  appeared  and 
established  a  similar  guaranty,  under  which  he  also  claimed  protection,  from 
a  Pennsylvania  manufacturer  who  had  sold  him  the  food  and  had  shipped  it 
to  him  in  Maryland  in  the  exact  condition  in  which  he  had,  in  turn,  guaran- 
teed it  and  shipped  It  to  the  retailer  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  question  upon  which  my  opinion  is  requested  is  whether,  upon  such 
state  of  facts,  the  Maryland  wholesaler  is  amenable  to  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  the  act  or  is  protected  by  the  guaranty  from  the  Pennsylvania  manu- 
facturer. 

By  section  2  of  the  food  and  drugs  act  (34  Sat.,  768)  it  is  made  a  misdemean- 
or, inter  alia,  to  ship  any  adulterated  or  misbranded  food  or  drugs  in  Interstate 
commerce,  or  to  receive  the  same  in  such  commerce,  and,  having  so  received, 
to  deliver  the  same  to  any  other  person  in  original,  unbroken  packages,  or  to 
sell  the  same  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Section  9  of  the  act  further  provides: 

That  no  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  or  tni»  c.^.  when  he 
can  establish  a  guaranty  signed  by  the  wholesaler,  Jobber,  manufacturer,  or 
other  party  residing  in  the  United  States,  from  whom  he  purchases  such 
articles,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  not  adulterated  or  misbranded  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  designating  it.  Said  guaranty,  to  afford  protection, 
shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or  parties  making  the  sale  of 
such  articles  to  such  dealer,  and  in  such  ca.se  said  party  or  parties  shall  be 
amenable  to  the  prosecutions,  lines,  and  other  ptnalties  which  would  attach, 
in  due  course,  to  the  dealer  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

After  careful  consideration  of  this  act,  together  with  the  memoranda  pre- 
pared by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspection,  which  you 
have  submitted  with  your  letter,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  guaranty  from 
the  Pennsylvania  manufacturer  affords  complete  protection  to  the  Maryland 
wholesaler  and  that  he  is  hence  not  amenable  to  prosecution  under  the  act  on 
account  either  of  the  interstate  sale  and  shipment  made  by  him  to  the  re- 
taller  in  the  District  of  Columbia  cr  of  the  guaranty  given  by  him  in  con- 
nection therewith. 

1.  It  is  clear  that  the  Maryland  wholesaler  is  protected  from  prosecution 
for  the  interstate  sale  and  shipment  made  by  him,  by  the  explicit  pro- 
vision of  section  9,  that  "no  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  when  he  can  establish  a  guaranty  signed  by  the  wholesaler,  jobber, 
manufacturer,  or  other  party  residing  in  the  United  States,  from  whom  he 
purchases  such  articles,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  not  adulterated  or  mis- 
branded within  the  meaning  of  the  act." 

The  broad  term  "dealer"  which  is  used  in  this  connection,  not  being  re- 
stricted in  Its  meaning  by  any  other  provision  of  the  act,  includes  those  who 
deal  at  wholesale  as  well  as  those  who  deal  at  retail.  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
therefore,  that  under  the  plain  language  of  this  provision  any  dealer,  whether 
a  wholesaler  or  retailer,  who  would  otherwise  be  amenable  to  the  prosecution 
for  dealing  in  an  adulterated  or  misbranded  article  In  violation  of  the  act, 
is  protected  from  prosecution  on  such  account  by  establishing  a  guaranty  in 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  act,  signed  by  a  resident  of  the 
United  States  from  whom  he  purchased  such  articles. 

2.  A  more  difficult  question,  however,  arises  In  reference  to  the  liability 
of  the   Maryland   wholesaler  to  prosecution  by  reason   of  the  guaranty   whicli 


he  gave  the  District  of  Columbia  retailer  in  connection  with  tlie  tale  and  ship- 
ment to  him. 

It  is  expressly  provided  by  section  9  of  the  act  that  wherever  a  dealer  who 
would  otherwise  be  subject  to  prosecution  establishes  a  guaranty  from  a  resi- 
dent of  the  United  States  who  sold  him  the  articles,  the  dealer  Is  thereby  pro- 
tected, and  such  guarantor  "shall  be  amenable  to  the  prosecutions,  fines,  and 
other  penalties  which  would  attach,  in  due  course,  to  the  dealer  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act."  Construing  this  section  in  its  entirety,  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  its  purpose  was  to  create,  in  addition  to  the  offense  of  manufacturing 
and  dealing  in  adulterated  and  misbranded  food  and  drugs  speciflcally  made 
misdemeanors  by  sections  1  and  2  of  the  act,  the  distinct  and  substantivf 
offense  of  guaranteeing,  under  the  food  and  drugs  act,  any  adulterated  or 
misbranded  article — thereby  enabling  the  purchaser  to  deal  with  such  articles 
in  a  manner  otherwise  forbidden  without  being  amenable  to  the  punishment  to 
which  he  would  otherwise  be  subject — the  offense  of  giving  such  false  guar- 
anty, however,  not  to  be  complete  until  the  purchaser  deals  with  the  article 
thus  guaranteed  in  a  manner  otherwise  punishable  by  the  act,  in  which  event 
the  guarantor  would  be  come  subject  to  the  same  punishment  for  giving  the 
false  guaranty  as  that  to  which  the  purchaser  would  otherwise  be  amenable  by 
reason  of  his  dealing  with  the  article. 

Without  discussing  the  scope  and  effect  of  this  provision,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  whatever  this  may  be,  the  maker  of  a  false  guaranty  is  Just  as  much  pro- 
tected  from  any  prosecution  to  which  he  might  be  liable  on  this  account  by 
establishing  a  former  guaranty  from  the  person  from  whom  he  purchased  the 
article,  in  a  manner  otherwise  forbidden  by  the  act;  in  other  words,  that  the 
former  guaranty  is  a  complete  protection  against  any  prosecution  under  this 
act. 

It  is  true  that  section  9  does  not  speciflcally  state  that  the  first  guaranty 
shall  protect  the  second  guarantor,  but  this  result  follows  from  the  broad  pro- 
vision that  "no  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  when 
he  can  establish  a  guaranty  signed  by  the     .     .     .     party  .     .     from  whom 

he  purchases  such  articles."  As  a  prosecution  for  the  false  guaranty  would 
be  a  prosecution  "under  the  provisions"  of  the  act,  and  as  the  dealer's  protec- 
tion under  his  vendor's  guaranty  is  not  limited  by  the  act  to  prosecutions  for 
dealing  in  the  articles,  but  includes  all  prosecutions  under  its  provisions,  a 
former  guaranty  would  in  my  opinion  afford  a  dealer  protection  against  the 
punishment  to  which  he  might  otherwise  be  amenable  for  his  own  false  guar- 
anty as  well  as  for  selling  or  shipping  the  article  in  violation  of  the  act. 

In  short,  the  intention  of  Congress  appears  to  have  been  to  relieve  from 
liability  any  person  who  would  otherwise  be  subject  to  any  prosecution  under 
the  act  if  he  establishes  a  guaranty  from  the  person  who  sold  him  the  goods, 
provided  such  person  is  a  resident  of  the  United  States  and  therefore  himself 
within  the  reach  of  prosecution,  and  to  make  such  original  guarantor  subject 
to  prosecution  in  lieu  of  the  subsequent  offender,  (^ongress  evidently  intending 
to  refer  back  liability  in  such  case,  in  general,  to  the  original  guarantor,  who, 
of  course,  in  the  case  of  goods  of  domestic  production,  would  usually  be  the 
manufacturer,  who  would  know  their  real  character,  and,  in  the  case  of  goods 
imported  from  a  foreign  country,  would  be  the  importer,  who  would  assume 
responsibility  therefor,  and  to  make  the  liability  to  punishment  fall  upon  such 
original  guarantor  so  far  as  possible. 

It  further  appears  from  the  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Interstate  and 
Foreign  Commerce,  which  reported  the  food  and  drugs  bill  for  passage  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  in  which  it  was  afterwards  enacted,  and  which,  under  the 
doctrine  of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  vs.  United  States,  143  U.  S.,  457,  464,  and 
United  States  vs.  Binns,  194  U.  S.,  486,  495,  may  be  properly  looked  to  for  the 
purpose  of  throwing  light  upon  the  Intent  of  Congress,  that  the  provision  in 
question  was  inserted  In  the  bill  by  the  committee  and  that  its  general  pur- 
pose was  to  protect  persons  dealing  in  the  articles  subsequent  to  the  manu- 
facturer or  importing  agent  and  direct  the  penalty  to  the  original  guarantor 
as  far  as  possible.     The  committee  in  its  report  said: 

As  the  principal  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  prevent  interstate  and  foreign  com- 
merce in  adulterated  or  falsely  branded  articles  of  food,  drink,  and  medicine, 
the  committee  has  Inserted  in  the  blUa  provision  intended  to  protect  all  per- 
sons dealing  in  the  articles  subsequent  to  the  manufacturer  or  importing 
agent. 

Section  8  of  the  bill  provides  that  no  dealer  shall  be  convicted  when  lie  Is 
able  to  prove  a  guaranty  of  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  signed  by 
the  manufacturer  or  the  party  from  whom  he  purchased.  The  section  requires 
that  the  guarantor  shall  reside  within  the  I'nited  States  and  that  the  guaranty 
shall  contain  his  full  name  and  address. 

In  other  sections  of  the  bill  are  provisions  for  collecting  samples  or  speci- 
mens and  the  examination  of  such  in  order  to  determine  whether  they  are 
adulterated  or  misbranded.  and  the  bill  provides  that  any  party  from  whom  A 
sample   was   obtained    shall   be   given   an   opportunity   to   be   heard   before  the 
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-.  cretary  of  Agriculture  shall  certify  to  the  United  States  district  attorney  the 
fsults  of  an  examination  of  the  article  as  the  basis  for  prosecution;  so  that  If 
amplts  of  goods  shall  be  taken  from  a  retail  or  wholesale  dealer  who  has 
(lived  a  guaranty  of  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  from  the 
ison  who  sold  to  him,  he  will  be  relieved  from  prosecution,  and  any  penalty 
iiich  may  attach  under  the  act  will  be  directed  to  the  original  guarantor. 
ihese  carefully  prepared  provisions  of  the  bill  will  prevent  any  dealer  being 
:t  to  the  expense  of  a  prosecution  when  he  takes  the  precaution  to  protect 
iiiself  by  requiring  a  guaranty.  (Ho.  Rep.  2118,  59th  Cong.,  1st  sess.,  p.  J.)- 
And  again: 

The  prosecutions  which  will  be  commenced  by  the  national  authorities  will 

t    mainly   directed   against   the   manufacturers   of  food   products;    or,   If  It   be 

impossible  to  find  the  manufacturer,  against  the  jobbers  and  wholesale  dealers, 

(Ho.  Rep.  2118,  supra,  p.  9.) 

.Section   S    of   the   bill    which    was   thus    inserted    by   the    committee   read    as 

•  Hows; 

ThTt  no  dealer  shall  be  convicted  undtr  the  provisions  of  this  act  when  he  Is 

iile  to  prove  a  guaranty  of  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  In  form 

I  roved  by  the  rules  and  regulations  herein  provided  for,  signed  by  the  manu- 

.  ture r  or  the  party  or  parties  from   whom  he  purchased  said  articles:    Pro- 

.Itd,  That  said  guarantor  resides  within   the   United   States.     Said  guaranty 

-liall  contain  the  full  name  and  address  of  the  guarantor  making  the  sale  to 

he  dealer,  and  said  guarantor  shall  be  amenable  to  the  prosecutions,   tines, 

ind  other  penalties  which  would  otherwise  attach  in  due  course  to  the  dealer 

iiider  the  provisions  of  this  act.     (Ho.  Rep.  2118,  supra,  p.  11.) 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  provision  thus' inserted  and  commented  upon  by  the 

inmittee   is   substantially   the   same,   so   far  as   the   present   question   is   con- 

rned,  as  section  9  of  the  bill  as  afterwards  enacted,  and  it  is  made  clear  by 

is  report  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  committee,  at  least,  in  inserting  this 

Mvlslcn   to   entirely   relieve   from   prosecuion   any   retail    or   wholesale   dealer 

:io  hael  received  a  guaranty  from  the  person  from  whom  he  purchased,  and, 

stated  by  the  committee,  to  "prevent  any  dealer  from  being  put  to  the  ex- 

nse  of  a   pro.secution   when   he   takes   the   precaution   to   protect   himself  by 

■  Miuirlng  a  guaranty." 

.\ny  other  construction  of  this  act  would  woriv  great  hardship  upon  an 
innocent  intermediary  who,  relying  upon  the  guaranty  which  he  receives  from 
the  original  manufacturer  of  an  article,  sells  it  in  interstate  trade  and  guar- 
antees it  in  his  turn.  And  if  the  original  guaranty  docs  not  fully  protect  him 
In  such  case,  it  would  become  exceedingly  hazardous  to  sell  and  guarantee 
such  article,  even  though  guaranteed  by  the  manufacturer,  without  first 
making,  on  his  own  account,  a  detailc-d  investigation,  chemical  or  otherwise,  to 
ascertain  whether  it  is  in  fact  adulterated  or  misbranded.  Manifestly,  how- 
T,  such  a  requirement  would  in  many  cases  seriously  impe-de  and  obstruct 
iiierstate  trade. 

It  is  stated  In  Doctor  Dunlap's  memorandum  that,  from  the  conditions  that 
the  Board  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspection  has  found  to  exist  throughout  the 
whole  business  community,  dealers  engageel  In  interstate  trade  are  insisting 
on  a  guaranty  from  the  seller  and  purchasing  only  under  such  guaranty;  that 
in  order  to  do  an  interstate  business  to-day  a  dealer  must  give  a  guaranty 
with  the  goods  he  sells,  whether  he  be  the  actual  manufacturer  or  not;  and 
that  if  the  dealer  can  not  rely  upon  the  manufacturer's  guaranty  as  a  pro- 
tection, it  must  have  the  effect  of  preventing  Interstate  sales  on  the  part  of 
small  concerns,  and  even  of  large  concerns  who  jirobabiy  would  not  care  to 
incur  the  added  expense  and  trouble,  in  many  cases  prohibitive,  of  having  the 
goods  carefully  analyzed  in  order  to  be  fully  acquainted  with  their  character. 
There  is,  however,  a  presumption  against  a  construction  of  a  statute  which 
"would  cause  grave  public  injury  or  even  inconvenience"  (Bird  vs.  United 
S^tates,  187  U.  S.,  118,  124.)  And  it  was  said  by  Lord  Coke,  In  language  which 
iis  quoted  by  Abbott,  C.  J.,  in  Margate  Pier  Co.  vs.  Hannam,  3  B  and  Aid., 
!'««.  270,  and  cited  with  approval  in  Holy  Trinity  Church  vs.  United  States,  143 
U.  S..  457,  459,  that:  "Acts  of  Parliament  are  to  be  so  construed  as  no  man 
that  is  innocent  or  free  from  injury  or  wrong  be,  by  a  literal  construction, 
punished  or  endamageel." 


The  construction  which  I  have  given  the  act  Is  furthermore  supported  by 
the  view  expresseei  in  Greeley's  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  sec.  65,  p.  4,  that: 

A  wholesaler  or  Jobber  who  purchases  food  or  drug  products  from  the  pro- 
ducer or  from  anyone  else  may  safely  guarantee  the  goods  so  purchased  to  his 
consumers,  provided  he  has  from  the  producer  or  other  person  from  whom  he 
purchased  the  goods  a  guaranty  covering  them. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  case  state>d  the  Maryland 
wholesaler  is  not  amenable  to  prosecution  under  the  act  but  is  completely 
protected  by  his  guaranty  from  the  Pennsylvania  manufacturer. 

3.  I  should  add,  however,  that  the  fact  that  both  the  District  of  Columbia 
retailer  and  the  Maryland  wholesaler  are  protected  from  prosecution  by  the 
guaranties  which  they  have  established  from  their  respective  vendors,  does 
not,  in  my  opinion,  exempt  the  adulterated  food  from  confiscation  under  section 
lOof  the  act,  which  provides.  Inter  alia,  that  any  adulterated  or  misbranded 
food  or  drug  which  is  being  transported  In  interstate  commerce  for  sale,  or, 
having  been  transported,  remains  unloaded,  unsold,  or  In  original,  unbroken 
l)ackagcs,  or  is  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  may  be  pro- 
ceeded against  In  the  district  where  found"  and  seized  for  confiscation  by  a 
process  of  libel  for  condemnation."  The  provision  of  section  9  that  no  dealer 
shall  be  prosecuted  when  he  establishes  a  guaranty  from  his  vendor  merely 
affords  protection,  in  my  opinion,  against  the  criminal  prosecution,  fines,  and 
other  penalties  to  which  the  dealer  would  otherwise  be  personally  amenable, 
and  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the  liability  of  the  merchandise  to  confiscation 
under  the  provisions  of  section  10.     Respectfully,

Restaurant  Bars  Must  Pay  License 


THE  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  on  the  19tli  inst., 
adopted  the  followinj;  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  restaurant  keepers  doing  business  in  San 
Francisco,  who  have  a  permit  from  this  board  to  sell  alcoholic 
drinks  at  meals  served  by  them,  and  who  also  serve  alcoholic 
drinks  ovei*  a  bar,  situate  in  or  attached  to  their  restaiirants, 
shall  either  discontinue  the  sale  of  alcoholic  drinks  over  their 
bars,  after  the  expirati<m  of  their  current  licenses,  or  take  out  a 
separate  permit  therefor;  and 

Resolved,  That  the  saloon  keepers  in  San  Francisco  who  have 
a  permit  from  this  board  to  sell  alcoholic  drinks  over  their  bars, 
who  also  sell  alcoholic  drinks  at  meals  served  by  them  in  res- 
taurants, situate  in  or  attached  to  their  saloons,  shall  either  dis- 
continue the  sale  of  alcoholic  drinks  at  meals  served  by  them, 
after  the  expiration  of  their  current  licenses,  or  take  out  a 
separate  permit  therefor. 

The  Rkvikw  has  long  maintained  the  licensing  of  such  places 
Avas  unfair  to  the  holders  of  straight  salocm  licenses,  as  well  as 
to  those  restaurant  men  who  sold  drinks  only  with  meals.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  this  kind  of  regulation  will  be  wholesome  for 
the  trade  generally  in  these  captious  times.

Anti=Treating  Campaign 


Against  Monopoly  of  Liquor  Traffic. 


THE  Supreme  Court  durin<j  the  month  rendered  a  decision 
of- much  importance  to  the  lifiuor  traffic.  In  a  case  where 
a  deed  to  a  lot  provided  that  no  li(iuor  should  be  sold  thereon, 
the  court  in  a  very  plain  decision  held  that  in  a  suburban  dis- 
trict where  lots  are  sold  under  such  restriction  the  district  must 
be  either  entirely  dry  or  wet.  There  can  be  no  exceptions  even 
in  favor  of  the  owner  of  the  tract.  In  other  words,  that  the  sale 
of  suburban  lands  with  this  restriction  must  have  the  "good 
intent"'  and  not  be  for  the  purpose  of  creatinf>-  a  monopoly  for 
the  benefit  of  some  person  not  held  under  a  similar  restriction. 
The  decisicm  is  a  wise  (me  and  will  make  a  lot  of  trouble  for 
tho.se  who  liave  been  enjoyinfi  such  monopolies.

General  Results  of  the  Investigations  Showing  the  Effect  of 

Sulphurous  Acid  and  Sulphurites  upon 

Digestion  and  Health 


THE  relations  of  sulpliurous  acid  to  healtli  aro  perhaps  of 
"Tcator  importance  tlian  those  of  the  preservatives  already 
studied — nanudy,  boron  componnds  and  salicylic  acid  and  its 
salts.  The  reason  of  this  is  fonnd  in  the  fact  that  the  nse  of 
snlplumms  acid  at  the  present  time  is  more  general,  and  in  cer- 
tain classes  of  food  products,  according  to  the  statements  of 
manufacturers,  more  nearly  approaches  a  necessity  than  is  the 
case  with  boron  or  salicylic  acid  compounds. 

Sulphurous  acid  in  some  form  is  extensively  employed  in 
man.y  technical  operations  in  the  ])re])aration  of  foods.  Tliis  is 
especially  true  in  the  production  of  wine,  in  the  preparation 
of  evaporated  or  desiccated  fruits,  and  in  tlie  numufacture  of 
nu)lasses.  The  problem  presents  itself  under  two  as])e(ts — 
namely,  the  use  of  sulphurous  acid  or  its  comixmnds  for  tccli- 
nical  purpo.ses  in  the  preparation  of  foods  and  its  ai)i»lication 
to  the  finished  jiroducts  as  a  preservative. 

In  the  preparati(m  of  foods,  sulpliurous  acid  is  chiefly  em- 
ployed in  the  form  of  the  fumes  of  burning  sulphur,  applied 
either  to  the  food  products  tliemselves  in  the  course  of 
nmnufacture  or  to  the  containers  in  which  the  food  pro- 
ducts are  held.  In  the  ripening  of  the  wine  in  cellars 
it  is  custouuu'y  to  fumigate  the  barrels  with  burning  suli)linr 
each  time  the  wines  are  racked.  In  this  manner  it  often  lui])- 
pens  that  the  wine  before  it  is  finally  ready  for  sale  on  the  mar- 
ket may  liave  been  placed  in  five  oi  more  freshly  sul])hured  con- 
taineis.  I>y  this  treatment  tlie  wine  absorbs  a  varying  (piantity 
of  the  sulphurous  acid,  dei)ending  to  some  extent  ui)ou  the 
anuuint  of  sul])hur  used  in  fumigating. 

^^'heu  sulphurous  acid  is  used  as  a  preservative  for  food 
products  after  the  manufacture  lias  been  completed,  it  is  usually 
emplo.yed  in  the  f(n'm  of  bisulphate  of  lime  ov  some  similar 
preparati(m.  Sulphurous  acid  lias  the  ])roi>erty  of  uniting  with 
certain  organic  radicals,  such  as  aldehydes  and  some  sugars, 
to  f(n'm  c(unpounds  which  are  m<n-e  or  less  stable,  and  in  this 
form  it  is  known  as  c(uiibined  sul])hurous  acid.  AVlien  it  exists 
in  the  form  of  an  absorbed  gas  or  in  combination  with  an  ordi- 
nary metallic  base,  such  as  soda,  )»otash  or  lime,  it  is  said  to  be 
in  a  free  state.  Combined  .sulphur(ms  acid  is  .set  free  from  the 
organic  combinaticm  by  treatment  with  an  acid  with  the  aid  of 
heat  or  with  a  dilute  alkali  in  the  cold. 

In  the  acc(nnpanying  report  the  effects  of  the  combined  sul- 
phurous acid  are  not  to  be  considered,  except  in  so  far  as  the 
0(mibinati(m  takes  ])lace  with  the  foods  with  which  the  sul])hur- 
ous  acid  may  be  mixed  after  entering  the  stomach.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  investigaticm  is,  therefore'  to  determine  ])ractically 
the  effect  of  free  sulphurous  acid — that  is,  sulphurous  acid  in  a 
gaseous  state  absorbed  by  water  or  united  with  a  base — rather 
than  the  effects  of  combined  sulidiunms  acid.  In  no  case  has 
any  (luestion  been  considered  in  these  investigations  relating 
to  the  food  value  of  the  organic  sulphur  existing  in  proteids  and 
other  foods. 

It  is  true  that  probably  in  the  j)rocess  of  digestion  complete 
saptmiflcation  of  the  combined  sulphur  compounds  takes  ])lace, 
so  that  finally  they  appear  in  the  small  intestines  in  a  free  state 
— that  i.s,  as  sulphurous  acid  or  sul])hites — and  are  then  oxi- 
dized to  sulphuric  acid,  as  is  the  free  suli)hurous  acid,  during 
the  metabolic  processes. 


Practically,  in  the  technical  use  of  sulphurous  acid  in  the 
manufacture  of  fm)od  products  <mly  the  fumes  of  burning  sul- 
pliur  are  employed.  Desiccated  fruits,  pared  or  unpared.  are 
subjected,  after  tlie  removal  of  the  pit  or  core,  to  the  fumes  of 
burning  .sulphur  in  what  is  known  as  a  "sulphur  box."  In  tlic 
manufacture  of  wines  a  jjiece  of  so-called  "sulphur  candle" — 
that  is,  a  i)iece  of  cloth  which  has  been  dii)i)ed  in  melted  sul- 
phur— is  burned.  This  caudle  is  attached  to  a  wire,  ignited, 
placed  in  the  barrel,  the  bung  inserted,  and  the  candle  allowed 
to  burn  until  the  whole  of  the  sulphur  is  ccmsumed.  Previous 
to  the  sulphuring  it  is  the  custom  to  thoroughly  wash  the  barrel 
so  that  the  interior  thereof  at  the  time  of  suli)liuring  is  moist. 
The  moist  surface  of  the  wood  absorbs  the  sulphui'ous  acid  more 
freely  than  does  the  dry  wood.  The  oiptensible  object  of  the 
suli)huriug  is  to  keej)  the  bari'els  sweet;  in  otiier  wt)rds,  to  de- 
stroy any  yeasts  or  other  ferments  which  may  adhere  to  the 
surface  of  the  wood  or  be  jiresent  within  it.  The  barrels  are 
often  sulphured  some  days,  or  even  weeks,  before  they  are  filled; 
at  other  times  the  tilling  of  the  barrel  with  wine  takes  place  im-  i 
mediately  after  the  suli)huring.  In  both  cases  notable  (luanti- 
ties  of  sulphurous  acid  become  ditfused  througliout  the  wine 
itself.  It  is  evident  that  some  care  must  be  exercised  in  the 
u.se  of  sul])hur  in  wine  making  for  two  vei-y  important  reasons. 
In  the  first  ])lace,  if  too  much  suii)lmr  be  used,  red  wines  would 
to  a  certain  extent  be  bleached.  In  the  seccmd  place,  if  the 
wines  become  entirely  saturated  with  sul])hurous  acid  the  sec- 
ondary fermentations  which  ])ro(luce  the  ripening  of  the  wine 
would  not  take  place.  In  such  cases  the  wines  apparently  ap- 
pear to  be  perfectly  mature  within  one  or  two  years,  whereas 
the  proper  maturation  of  a  wine  reiiuires  a  much  longer  time. 
In  the  manufacture  of  non-fortified  sweet  wines  much  larger 
amounts  of  suljdiur  are  used  than  in  the  manufacture  of  dry 
wines.  This  is  an  iiii])ortant  fact,  since  it  shows  that  the  large 
quantities  of  sulphur  are  not  necessary  for  the  ])reservation  of 
dry  wines,  liecau.se  it  is  well  known  that  red  wines,  which  are 
genei-allj-  very  dry,  are  (|uite  as  well  ]U'eserved  as  white,  al- 
though (-(mtainiug  much  less  sulphurous 'acid.  It  is  claimed 
that  in  the  manufacture  of  sweet  wines — that  i.s,  those  in  which 
the  natural  sugars  coming  from  the  juice  of  the  grape  are  not 
entirely  fermented — larger  (juantities  of  sul])iiur  are  necessary 
to  prevent  fermentation  after  the  wine  is  mature.  If  the  sweet 
wine  be  made  from  a  suitable  kind  of  gra})e — that  is,  (me  which 
is  so  rich  in  sugar  that  it  gives  a  certain  maximum  quantity  of 
alcohol  and  still  leaves  soni(>  unfermented  sugar — it  is  evident 
that  no  excess  of  sulphurous  acid  will  be  necessary.  In  such  a 
case  the  wine  would  be  ])reserv(»(l  by  its  natural  alcoholic  con- 
tent. If,  on  the  other  hand,  a  sweet  wine  be  made  from  a  must 
so  poor  in  sugar  that  it  is  necessary  to  add  an  additional  quan- 
tity, the  i)roduct  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  natural  wine,  and 
hence  there  seems  to  be  no  necessity  for  i)roviding  for  its  manu- 
facture.

As  sulphui'ous  acid  in  sonu'  form  is  almost  uuiver.sally  em- 
])loyed  in  the  manufacture  of  wines,  molasses  and  syrups,  and  in 
the  preparation  of  desiccated  fruits,  it  is  evident  that  the  pro- 
hibition of  its  use  would  necessitate  a  I'Jidical  change  in  methods 
of  manufacture.  This  fact,  however,  it  might  be  stated,  has 
nothing  \\hatever  to  do  with  the  purposes  of  the  present  inves- 
tigjiticm.  Assuming  that  in  the  manufacturing  processes  cer- 
tain added  bodies  are  used  which  are  fouml  on  investigation 
to  be  injurious  to  health,  the  rational  conclusion  of  such  an  in- 
vestigatiim  would  be  not  to  excuse  or  overlook  the  use  of  such 
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idics,  Imt  to  institute  investijiations  looivinj":  to  their  suppres- 
oii.  If,  tlicrcforc,  the  results  of  tlie  present  study  indicate 
i;it  sulpiuirous  arid,  even  in  small  quantities,  is  a  deleterious 
ihstanee  when  added  to  foods,  it  would  he  reasonahle  to  ex- 
•it  that  nianufaeturers,  as  well  as  investijiator.s,  would  ininie- 
lately  take  steps  I(M)kiu}>;  to  the  early  suppression  of  the  inju- 
ous  suhstance.    While  it  is  not  likely  that  such  an  event  eould 

aeeoniplished  within  a  year  or  two,  it  is  reasonahle  to  sup- 
)S('  that  it  eould  he  eventually  hroujjht  ahout  without  any 
isturhanee  to  nianufaeture  and  without  any  diniinuthni  in  the 
itput  of  the  article. 

In  matters  of  this  kind  it  is  advisable  to  ])roceed  when  ])os- 
IpIc  with  conservative  steps  and  to  avoid  any  attempt  at 
idden  and  revolutionary  chanjies  in  methods  of  manufacture. 
1  all  such  cases,  however,  it  will  he  found  not  (mly  possible 
1(1  desirable  to  make  the  food  product  in  (juestiim  without  the 
<e  of  the  deleterious  substance,  but  there  is  evidence  to  show 
i;ir  the  i)roducts  thus  manufactured  will  be  more  palatable, 
ore  wholesome,  and  mt)re  valuable  than  those  nuide  accordiuj; 
(  the  methods  comnumly  used  at  i>resent.  I'ractical  experi- 
ciits  have  shown,  for  instance,  the  ])ossil)ility  of  ])roducin<j  a 
ijiii  jirade  syrup  from  cane  juice  and  other  saccharine  saps 
itliout  the  use  of  the  fumes  of  hurninji;  sulphur.  Analytical 
ita  show  the  ])resence  on  the  market  of  considerable  quantities 

desiccated  fruits  of  };ood  appearance  in  which  the  (piantity 

suli»hur  is  so  small  as  to  he  ascribed  rather  to  the  ccmversion 

the  natural  sulphur  ccmtent  of  the  i)roduct  than  to  the  addi- 
on  of  the  sulphur  in  its  numufacture. 

At  the  present  time  considerable  (juantities  i»f  wine  are  made 
ithout  the  addition  of  sulphur  of  any  description,  and  these 
ines  are  of  fine  appearance,  excellent  flavor,  and  of  noted 
urity  and  wholesomeness. 

In  so  far  as  the  mere  tint  of  the  food  product  is  concerned,  it 

not  a  difficult  matter  to  familiarize  the  public  with  a  tint  of 
ilitl'crent  kind  from  that  which  would  be  produced  by  the  use 
I  sulphur.  The  only  arguments  of  any  force  favoring  the  use 
I  snl])hurous  acid  in  food  products  are  those  which  relate  either 
1  the  preservation  of  the  food  product  or  to  its  color.  As  the 
reservation  of  the  product  can  be  easily  secured,  and  a  slight 
iiange  in  color  rendered  familiar  without  working  any  hard- 
lap,  these  arguments  seem  to  have  no  force  whatever  in  justi- 
ying  the  continimti(m  of  the  use  of  sulphurous  acid  in  foods, 
t  may  be  the  part  of  wisdom  in  the  administration  of  food  laws 

tolerate  existing  methods  of  manufacture  for  a  certain  length 
I  time  looking  to  their  amelioration  or  change,  but  that  is  a 
uestion  with  which  this  investigation  is  not  concerned. 

There  is  rea.son  to  believe,  thei'efore,  as  a  result  of  the  present 
tiidies,  which  have  shown  that  the  xise  of  sulphurous  acid  in 
M)ds  is  deleterious,  that  a  rapid  change  will  be  made  in  the 
rocess  of  manufacture,  looking  to  the  complete  and  somewhat 
peedy  supi)ression  of  its  employment.  The  use  of  sulphurous 
cid  and  sulphites  never  adds  anything  to  the  flavor  or  (]uality 
f  a  food,  but  renders  it  both  less  palatable  and  less  healthful. 
Ivery  fact  which  has  been  brought  out,  therefore,  in  the  investi- 
ation  tends  to  accentuate  the  justness  of  the  conclusion, 
amely,  that  the  use  of  sulphurous  acid  in   foods  should  be 

nppressed.

The  assets,  according  to  the  schedule,  included  $46,672  due  on 
open  accounts,  f45,095  stock  in  trade  and  fl3,056  ival  estate, 
while  policies  of  insurance  are  ahso  entered  to  the  amount  of

houses  were  undestroyed  by  the  late  disastrous  conflagration, 
the  rebuilding  would  have  bec^n  undertaken  with  much  less  vigoi-, 
if  at  all.  IJut  the  fact  that  this  p(jrt  remained  together  with  all 
the  other  manifold  and  various  reiiuirements  of  commerce,  re- 
sulted in  our  gigantic  losses  being  f(n"gotten  in  fhe  ]»reseuce  of 
the  means  for  future  gains.

J  ICH.MONl),  Dccwiibci-  8.— Tlie  farnier.s  aud  nuithers  of  tho 
V  valleys  throujihout  Contra  Costa  county  are  preparing  to 
(1  extensively  to  their  vineyards  in  anticipation  of  the  coui- 
ctiou  of  the  California  AVine  Association's  new  |3,000,000 
iiery  at  this  place.  There  is  no  fear  expressonl  that  there  will 
1  an  overproduction  because  of  the  fact  that  the  new  plant  is 
clared  l>y  its  promoters  to  he  one  of  the  largest  wineries  in  the 
)rld. 

The  winery  will  cover  several  acres  of  ground  and  Avill  be 
odern  in  every  feature,  the  latest  machinery  and  methods  be- 
ig  installed.  Its  nearnei^s  to  the  .sea  will  avoid  the  higher 
larges  for  freighting  from  the  interior  to  the  coast  aud  will 
lus  give  the  u('\v  establishment  an  adA'antage  over  other 
ineries  of  the  State. 

A  conunittee  of  farmers  from  Livermore  valley  recently  vis- 
ed the  establishnu'ut  to  satisfy  themselves  that  they  could  ob- 
in  there  a  nmrket  for  their  greatest  production.  They  re- 
imed  with  the  annoiuicement  that  there  would  never  be  an 
verproduction  and  their  report  has  given  a  great  impetus  to  the 
ape  growing  industry  in  that  district. 

Many  fields  now  growing  hay  are  being  turned  into  vineyards, 
irdeus  are  being  abandcmed  and  vines  planted  in  the  place  of 
'getables.  All  through  the  district  tributary  to  this  new  plant 
ineyarding  is  gradually  taking  the  place  of  other  rural  indus- 
ies  because  with  a  market  so  close  at  hand,  and  a  market 
hich  can  take  all  the  fanners  can  bring,  nutans  to  them  a  sure 
ml  iiicrciised  income. 


The  location  of  the  plant  makes  the  cost  of  handling  the  wine 
that  is  to  be  exported  very  snuill,  thus  making  a  saving  to  the 
company  which  may,  if  need  be,  be  turned  to  the  account  of  the 
farmer  in  higher  prices  f(U'  his  grapes  without  destroying  the 
competitive  advantage  of  the  operators.

Great  Wine  Shipment. 


SIX  thousand  barrels  of  California  wine,  weighing  1,800  tons, 
probably  the  largest  shipment  of  its  kind  ever  taken  out  of 
this  port  in  one  bottom,  was  shii)pe(l  to  New  York  Decend)er 
12  in  the  Pacific  ^lail  steamship  Aztec.  The  wine  will  be  taken 
to  Pananm  and  from  Colon  to  New  York.  The  shipment  in- 
cludes port,  ( laret,  sherry  and  various  white  wines,  and  repre- 
sents the  finest  product  of  California's  vineyards. 


San  Joaquin  a  Great  Grape  Producer. 


SAN  JOAC^riN  county  has  35,400  acres  of  bearing  grape 
vines  and  it  is  expected  that  10,000  acres  will  be  planted 
the  present  season.  The  greater  part  of  the  bearing  area  is 
within  the  Lodi  and  Acampo  districts.  The  wine  grapes  in 
bearing  cover  18,385  acres,  the  output  of  Avhich  this  season  was 
55,000  tons.

Four  hundred  tliousaud  gallons  of  wine  were  made  at  the 
Brun  &  Chaix  cellar  at  Oakville  this  season,  being  the  most  ever 
made  there. 


i\  A.  Davis,  who  has  a  vineyard  just  south  of  Rutlierford, 
gathered  this  year  thirty-nine  tons  of  Ziufandel  grapes  from  six 
acres  of  three-vear-old  vines. 


Los  Alamos  Vineyard  Company  has  been  incorporated  with 
$30,000  authorized  and  subscribed  stock  in  300  shares  of  tlie 
par  value  of  |100  each  by  C.  A.  Pauldon,  Pete  Droze  and  J.  K. 
Hopkins,  all  of  Fresno.  The  company  has  several  vineyards 
east  .and  northeast  of  town. 


F.  J.  Merriam,  of  Chula  Vista,  Ht.  Helena,  liad  a  very  suc- 
cessful vintage  this  year,  making  30,000  gallons  of  choice  wine, 
a  portion  of  which  he  has  already  s(»ld  and  is  to  deliver  at  one 
carload  per  month.  Early  last  fall  .Mr.  Merriam  installed  a 
gasoline  engine  and  other  up-to-date  machinery,  making  facili- 
ties much  in  advance  of  former  years. 


A  syndicate  of  Eastern  capitalists  formed  for  the  i)uipose  of 
dealing  extensively  in  wine  grapes  is  negotiating  for  the  pur- 
chase of  large  tracts  of  land  in  California.  They  seek  to  secure 
options  on  a  number  of  vineyards  and  arable  lands,  which  they 
will  convert  to  the  use  of  the  Avine-growing  industry.  P.  S. 
Sartori,  representing  the  Eastern  capital,  arrived  at  the  l)or- 
chesfer,  December  18,  frohi  New  York  and  entered  into  negoti- 
ations for  the  purchase  of  7,000  acres  of  land  near  Sacramento 
through  Henry  Lewis,  aaIio  is  acting  for  a  number  of  large  land 
holders  of  the  capital  city. 


The  Sierra  ^ladre  Vintage  Company,  with  their  usual  enter- 
prise, have  issued  a  very  attractiA'e  calendar  from  their  head- 
(juarters  at  Lamanda  I'ark,  Los  Angeles  County,  Cal.  It  is  a 
com])anion  i)icture  to  the  one  issued  a  year  ago,  the  main  fea- 
ture being  the  re])roduction  of  a  famous  painting  entitled  "The 
Old  Scjuire."  This  year's  picture  shows  the  old  Squire  ap- 
parently in  the  same  luxurious  apartment,  enjoying  a  "twilight 
reverie''  and  an  evening  smoke,  while  the  brew  of  punch  heats 
by  the  fireside.  The  original  was  by  William  (x.  Hirney,  one  of 
America's  nio.st  celebrated  painters — one  wlut  has  taught  the 
English  to  appreciate  the  value  of  scenes  of  this  kind. 


The  Sierra  iladre  Vintage  Company  inform  us  that  thev 
were  a\\arded  a  gold  medal  for  their  wines  at  the  Jaim-.s- 
town  p]xposition,  1907.  The  company  won  gold  medals  at  the 
Paris  Exposition  of  1900,  the  Pan-American  Exposition,  1901; 
Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  1904,  and  Lewis  &  Clarke  Ex- 
position, 1905.  This  is  a  record  of  which  they  ought  justly  to 
be  i^roud. 


Ceorge  De  Latour,  proprietoi'  of  the  lieaulieu  Vineyard, 
Rutlierford,  Na])a  County,  made  ()0,000  gallons  of  very  good 
wine  during  this  ])ast  vintage.  He  writes  us  that  believing  iu 
the  future  of  the  California  wine  industry  he  has  bought  near 
his  i)resent  place  I-IO  acres  more  of  land,  Avbicli  li(>  intends  to 
soon  ]>lant  with  selected  vines  imported  from  France,  ^^'e  wish 
him  all  i)()ssible  success,  for  it  is  vineyards  of  this  kind  that  will 
add  to  Calif(»rnia's  fame  as  a  Avine-making  country.

overcasks.

8iR :    Replying  to  jour  request  that  I  review  T.  D.  1259,  loolv- 
ing  to  a  possible  revision  or  elaboration  of  it,  I  would  say  that  I 
have  looked  into  it,  and,  in  my  judgment,  the  decision  is  too 
broad. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  paragi'aph  there  should  be  added,  in 
my  judgment,  the  words — 

"Proridrd.  That  the  officer  has  reasonable  ground  to  believe 
that  the  package  contains  spirits  wliich  are  forfeitable  under 
some  provision  of  the  internal-revenue  law  other  than  the  fact 
tliat  they  are  being  shipped  in  an  overcask." 

For  years  tJiis  office  has  acquiesced  in  the  decision  of  the 
coui't  in  the  case  of  I'nited  States  v.  Stege  ct  ah,  and  that  de- 
cision liolds  squarely  that  a  shipment  in  an  overcask  is  not  a 
violation  of  any  section  of  the  internal-revenue  law ;  hence,  hav- 
ing accepted  this  decision,  revenue  officers  sliould  not  malce 
seizures  of  such  packages  imless  they  have  sucli  reasonable 
ground  as  to  induce  a  court  to  issue  a  certificate  of  probable 
cause.    T.  D.  1259  is  modified  as  above.

an  offer  in  compromise  of  .f25.  This  money  has  been  returned 
to  him  for  the  reason  that  the  regulations  of  this  office  provide 
that  it  is  not  now  considered  an  offense  to  add  caramel  to  spirits, 
pending  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  ftraf  case. 
Taxpayers,  acting  under  the  announced  policy  of  this  office, 
should  not  be  disturbed  and  caused  to  make  offers  in  compro- 
mise on  this  account. 

Complaints  have  frequently  been  received  that  revenue  offi- 
cers are  seizing  and  detaining  spirits,  under  the  autliority  al- 
leged to  be  in  T.  I).  1256,  as  to  Avliich  no  change  lias  been  made, 
except  the  authorized  reducticm  of  proof  by  water  and  the  addi- 
tion of  caramel  to  restore  the  original  color. 

In  following  out  the  instructions  contained  in  T.  D.  1256 
officers  are  not  to  use  the  mere  presence  of  caramel  as  an  excuse 
for  detention  or  seizure  until  the  question  of  the  applicability 
of  section  3455,  Revised  Statutes,  has  been  determined  by  the 
Supreme  Court.

Sir  :  This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23d  instant, 
stating  that  you  own  some  certificates  covering  old  whisky  in 
bond  Avhich  you  desire  to  dispose  of,  and  ask  whether  there  is 
any  way  you  can  sell  same  without  being  required  to  pay  special 
tax  as  wholesale  liquor  dealer. 

In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  this  office  has  heretofore  held 
that  special  tax  was  required  for  the  sale  of  unconditional  ware- 
house certificates,  covering  spirits  in  1)ond  or  for  the  sale  of  con- 
ditional certificates,  as  to  which  the  ccmditions  had  been  com- 
plied with  at  tlie  time  of  sale;  for  instance,  so-caHed  purchase- 
clau.se  certificates  wliicli  were  paid  for  in  full  on  delivery. 

T'p(m  further  consideration  of  tlie  question,  liowever,  this 
office  has  readied  the  conclusion  that  no  warehouse  receipt  cov- 
ering spirits,  the  tax  on  Avliich  lias  not  been  paid,  carries  with  it,  i 
in  view  of  sections  3251,  3257,  3281,  and  the  act  of  August  28, 
1894,  an  unccmditional  rigid  of  control  such  as  is  necessary  i 
to  constitute  a  sale  Avithin  the  meaning  of  section  3244,  Revised 
Statutes. 

You  are  therefore  informed  that  special  tax  Avill  not  in  future 
be  re(iuired  for  the  sale  of  warehouse  certificates  covering  spirits 
in  bonded  warehouse  on  wliich  the  tax  has  not  been  paid.

of  the  amount  of  the  merchandise  aetualJy  landed  or  arriv- 

in  this  country. 

similar  question  arose  under  a  former  statute  involving  a 

Btruction  of  Schedule  M,  section  2501  of  the  Revised  Stat- 

476,  which  was  as  follows : 

fruits,  oranges,  lemons,  pineapples  and  grapes,  25  per  cent 

ralorem;  limes,  bananas,  plantains,  shaddocks,  mangoes,  10 

centum  ad  valorem.     But  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for 

loss  by  decay  on  the  voyage  unless  the  loss  shall  exceed  25 

[centum  of  the  quantity,  and  the  allowance  then  made  shall 


be  only  for  the  amount  of  loss  in  excess  of  25  per  centum  of  the 
whole  (piantity." 

The  terms  "(pmntity"  and  "whole  (luantity,"  as  there  defined, 
were  held  by  the  court  to  mean  the  whole  importation  of  fruit, 
and  not  the  quantity  in  each  particular  package  that  was  dam- 
aged or  to  the  (pmntity  that  was  imported.  Scattergood  r.  Tut- 
ton  (2  Fed.  Kep.,  29). 

AYhile  the  language;  of  that  statute  was  somewhat  doubtful, 
the  phraseology  of  section  23  appears  to  be  so  plain  as  scarcely 
to  leave  any  room  for  construction.  The  language  is  that  the 
l)()rti<m  so  abandoned  shall  amount  to  10  per  cent  or  over  of  the 
"total  value  or  quantity  of  the  invoice."  Such  language  can  not 
with  any  degree  of  reasonable  construction  be  interpreted  to 
mean  the  total  value  or  quantity  of  the  goods  actually  landed. 
\>'e  therefore  can  see  no  error  in  the  action  of  the  collector. 

The  protest  is  accordingly  overruled  and  the  decision  of  the 
collector  affirmed.

kegs.

ALTHOUGH,  according  to  the  rumored  need  of  funds,  it  was  expected  that 
some  round  lots  of  wine  would  be  offered  at  low  figures,  no  such  offers 
have  been  made,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  buyers  who  anticipated 
lower  figures  would  now  be  obliged  to  pay  the  current  prices,  if  they  want  any 
goods. 

Very  little  is  being  moved  at  present  at  the  vineyards,  but  it  is  expected 
that  some  large  shipments  will  soon  be  made  to  Eastern  markets. 

Brandy  continues  to  be  in  fair  demand  at  strong  prices.  The  prices  paid 
for  new  brandy  are  about  10  per  cent  higher  than  in  former  years.— Bonfort's, 
January  25,  1908.

THE  TRADE  OF  1907 

WINES : — The  figures  of  exports  of  Avines,  compared  with  those  of  1906,  are  disapi)ointing,  in  a  sense,  but  the  discrep- 
ancy can  be  accounted  for  largely  by  the  unexpected  financial  dejiression  throughout  the  country.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  if  normal  conditions  had  prevailed  the  year  just  passed  would  have  made  a  very  satisfactory  showing.  At  least, 
that  is  the  most  sensible  way  of  viewing  the  situation.  The  figures  of  exports  by  sea  (I'ail  shipments  are  not  yet  obtainable) 
were  4917  cases  and  3,112,287  bulk  gallons,  valued  at  |1,311,699,  showing  a  comparative  increase  of  more  than  one  thousand 
cases  and  a  decrease  in  excess  of  one  million  gallons  bulk,  as  compared  with  the  figures  of  1906.  The  comparative  figures  are 
shown  elsewhere.  The  receipts  of  imported  wines  by  sea  and  in  bond  were  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  trade,  wines  in 
glass  alone  totalling  25,874  cases.  ■ 

BRANDY : — The  movements  of  brandy  by  sea  were  slightly  larger  than  in  1906,  but  as  usual  the  volume  was  small.    The 
figures  were  514  cases  and  5970  gallons,  of  the  value  of  |15,734.     In  1906  there  were:  Cases,  794;  gallons,  3269;  valued 
at  112,306.    In  1905  the  value  of  brandy  exports  by  sea  was  $23,826.    Imports  by  sea  were  double  those  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  quite  heavy  by  rail  in  bond. 

WHI8KY : — Compared  with  the  sea  shipments  of  1906,  the  movements  during  the  past  year  make  a  good  showing  so  far 
as  values  are  ccmcei'ued.  There  was  a  sharp  falling  oiT  in  the  case  goods  and  a  moderate  gain  in  bulk.  The  totals 
were  17,462  cases  and  42,170  gallons,  valued  at  |193,479..  In  1906,  the  figures  were  20,033  cases  and  39,592  gallons, 
of  the  value  of  |204,202.  The  figures  of  imports  by  sea  make  a  very  striking  contrast,  the  receipts  of  case  goods  being  some  four 
thousand  greater  than  either  1905  or  1906.  The  totals  were :  1905,  17,550;  1906,  17,378,  and  1907,  21,529  cases.  Rail  in 
bond  receipts  in  glass  aggi'egated  5241,  making  a  grand  total  of  26,770  cases. 

BEER : — The  exporters  of  beer  suffered  with  the  other  branches  of  the  trade,  as  there  Avas  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
business.    The  totals  Avere  10.027  packages  bottled  and  4440  packages  bulk,  of  the  value  of  $86,731.    The  export  A-alue  in 
1906  Avas  $130,765  and  in  1905  $141,410.    Imports  AA-ere  far  in  excess  of  those  of  the  preceding  year.    So  far  as  ales  arc 
concerned,  the  receipts  make  a  good  shoAving. 

IMPORTATIONS : — NotAvithstanding  the  financial  stringency,  the  importers  made  the  record  for  the  trade.     This  is  illus- 
trated by  the  totals  Avhich  shoAV  that  there  Avas  an  unusual  increase  in   the  importations  of  ale  and  stout,   beer,   bitters, 
brandy,  champagne,  gin,  absinthe,  liqueurs,  Avine  and  whisky.     .The  importing  business  is  better  established  here  than 
ever  before.

Tj  OW  loug  is  it  going  to  talvc  the  gootl,  bright,  intelligent,  en- 
11  terprising  and  progressive  American  people  to  learn  the 
all-iniportaut  fact  that  the  use  of  light  table  wine  at  meals 
is  the  true  and  only  remedy  for  the  cure  of  the  curse  of  drunk- 
enness? 

All  eminent  physicians  agree  that  nature  has  so  constituted 
man  tliat  he  re(iuires  to  partake  of  some  stimulant,  and  that  if 
he  does  uot  take  it  in  the  healthy  and  beneficial  form  of  light 
wine  at  his  meals  he  will  crave  for  it  in  the  stronger  form  of 
alcoholic  beverages  which  tend  to  make  him  a  drunkard,  ruin 
his  happiness  and  eventually  his  life. 

This  all-important  fact  was  only  a  few  days  ago  most  potently 
and  tragicallv  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  ten  sailors  at  the 
navy  vard  at  Mare  Island,  who  had  been  deprived  by  strong 
prohibition  laws  for  some  time  from  the  use  of  any  stimulant, 
whilst  walking  in  the  yard  they  observed  a  tub  of  linoleum 
cement.  One  of  the  men,  who  must  have  been  something  of  a 
chemist,  told  his  companions  that  alcohol  could  be  produced 
from  the  stufe  in  that  tub,  and  surely,  by  pouring  water  on  the 
paint  he  succeeded  in  extracting  two  and  a  half  gallons  of  al- 
cohol. The  ten  men  could  not  resist  the  irrepressible  craving  to 
drink  some  of  the  alcohol  and  the  result  was  that  three  of  them 
died  almost  instantly,  two  were  stricken  blind,  and  the  other  five, 
if  they  survive,  their  health  will  be  ruined  for  life.  If  these  ten 
unfortunate  men  had  been  furnished  with  a  glass  of  wine  at 
their  meal  they  would  not  have  had  the  strong  desire  to  drink 
alcohol  and  their  lives  would  have  been  saved  to  defend  their 
country. 

Again,  in  the  State  of  Vermont  a  law  was  recently  passed 
whic^h  prohibited  even  drug  stores  to  sell  liquor  under  medical 
prescriptions  for  their  sick  patients.  What  was  the  result? 
After  a  short  time  tlie  Board  of  Health  reported  that  insanity 
was  increasing  in  that  locality  to  an  alarming  degree. 

Investigation  resulted  in  discovering  that  since  th(j  people 
had  been  deprived  of  their  customary  stimulants  the  drug  stores 
had  been  importing  and  selling  cocaine  and  opium  drugs  by  the 
ton. 

This  reminds  me  that  on  the  eve  of  the  last  Presidential  elec- 
tion Mr.  Ilufus  P.  Jennings  and  myself,  representing  the  Cali- 
fornia Promotion  Committee,  called  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  at  Washington,  tlu-u  INIr.  Paul  Morton,  for  the  purpose 
of  inducing  him  to  have  the  sailors  served  with  a  ration  of 
California  prunes  and  raisins,  which  were  so  abundant  and 
cheap  in  California  and  at  the  same  time  a  very  healthy  food. 
The  Secretary  stated  that  he  Avould  take  the  matter  under  seri- 
ous consideration.  Finding  the  gxmial  Secr(-tary  in  a  very  good 
humor,  I  ventured  to  add,  "Mr.  Secretary,  why  not  also  furnish 


our  sailor  boys  in  the  Navy  Avith  a  ration  of  light  California 
wine  at  their  meals,  just  the  same  as  the  Italian  and  French 
navies  do?  It  is  a  healthy  non-intoxicating  beverage  and  would 
furnish  the  required  stimulant  to  the  boys  and  would  cost  the 
(lovernment  no  more  than  tea  or  coffee."  The  Secretary  smiled 
good-naturedly,  touched  an  electric  button,  and  forthwith  there 
appeared  before  us  a  tall  g(mtleman  in  a  full  uniform.  The 
Secretary,  aitev  introducing  the  gentleman  to  us,  said : 

"Admiral,  Mr.  Sbarboro  suggests  that  we  furnish  our  sailors 
in  the  navy  with  a  ration  of  light  California  wines  at  their  meals. 
What  do  3^ou  think  of  it.  Admiral?" 

The  tall,  land  Admiral  raised  his  long  arms  in  holy  horror 
and  exclaimed: 

"^ly  God,  Mr.  Secretary,  do  you  want  to  make  drunkards  of 
our  sailors?' 

To  which  I  answered,  "Admiral,  I  have  lived  in  the  seaport- 
city  of  San  Francisco  for  over  fifty  years  and  have  seen  warships 
coming  to  the  port  from  all  parts  of  the  Avorld.  Now,  let  me 
tell  you,  sir,  that  when  war  vessels  arrive  from  Italy,  France 
and  Spain,  where  sailors  are  furnished  Avith  their  ration  of  wine 
at  meals,  on  the  day  after  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  we  see  numer- 
ous sailors  and  officers  from  these  ships  Avalking  the  streets  of 
the  city  neatly  attired,  straight,  sober,  and  acting  like  perfect 
gentlemen.  On  the  contrary,  the  day  after  the  arrival  of  a  inan- 
of-Avar  from  England,  Russia,  and,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  from  our 
OAA'n  United  States,  AAiiere  no  .ration  of  light  Avine  is  served  the 
sailors,  AA'e  see  the  marines  and  sometimes  even  the  officers  reel- 
ing through  our  streets,  often  drivnk  as  beasts  and  sometimes 
falling  in  the  gutters,  thus  disgracing  the  uniforms  Avhich  tlu^ 
AA'ear!-  These  are  hard,  undeniable  truths,  that  all  fair-niin<led 
people  can  proAc" 

Let  the  reader  ask  any  gentleman  or  lady  Avho  has  visited 
Europe,  information  on  the  subject  of  intemperance.  They  Avill 
all  tell  you  that  in  the  Avine-drinking  c()untries  of  Europe, 
Avhere  every  man,  Avoman  and  child  drinks  Avine  at  meals,  in- 
toxication is  almost  unknoAvn.  Whilst  in  the  non-producing 
countries  of  Holland,  Scotland,  Ireland  and  England,  they 
find  drunkards  everyAvhere. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  United  States.  In  California, 
the  principal  Avine-drinking  State  in  the  Union,  Avhere  p(^ople 
have  commenced  to  use  Avine  at  their  meals,  drunkards  are 
rarely  seen,  Avhilst  in  the  prohibition  States — ]\Iaine  and  many 
of  the  Eastern  States — intoxication  is  the  curse  of  the  country. 

In  conclusion,  I  haA^e  to  say  to  the  people  Avho  mean  Avell  and 
desire  to  bring  up  thidr  children  as  sober  men  and  Avomen,  to 
do  the  same  as  is  done  in  the  Avine  producing  and  Avine  drinking 
countries,  to  give  their  children  a  little  wine  and  AA'ater  AA'hilst 
they  are  yet  young.  In  this  Avay  they  Avill  ueA'er  desire  stronger 
drinks,  and  thus  in  a  fcAV  years  all  drimkenness  Avill  disappear 
from  our  country,  a  desideration  dcA^outly  to  be  wished.

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Problems  for  Wine  Growers. 


(By  Percy  T.  Murgari,  Proidcnt  Oilifurnm  Wine  Assi>ciation.) 

PDR  nearly  two  years  the  wine  grape  grower  has  had  few 
thorns  in  liis  bed  of  roses.    lUiyers  have  sought  liini  oft(>uer 
than  lie  has  sought  buyers,  for  his  crop.  . 

Hjl'his  general  prosperity  has  caused  an  expansion  in  the  vine- 
yard area,  until  we  have  now  planted  sufficient  acreage,  when 
iin  full  bearing,  to  furnish  a  million  tons  of  grapes.  After  de- 
;  ducting  the  niaxinium  saleable  raisin  crop  and  providing  for  the 
maxiimini  export  of  green  graju's  for  table  purposes,  there  will 
still  renuiiu  a  balance  suitable  for  no  other  use  than  wine  or 
lirandy  almost  twice  as  great  as  the  greatest  wine  crop  ever 
iiiithored  in  California.  And  still  the  planting  goes  on  merrily 
without  cessation  or  thought  for  the  morrow  in  portions  of  the 
State  which  make  for  prolific  yield  rath<'r  than  for  high  quality. 

A  few  devoted  luen  are  planting  in  counties  whose  hillsides 
liave  given  to  California  its  splendid  reputation  for  good  dry 
wines,  expecting  to  reap  their  reward  for  the  small  yield  per 
acre  from  the  extra  price  which  superior  quality  should  com- 
mand, but  the  great  surplus  of  the  acreage  is  planted  in  dis- 
tricts untried  in  dry  wme  production  and  climatically  more 
i  suited  to  sweet  wines  and  brandies. 

1  Can  the  consumption  keep*'up  with  the  sudden  increase  in 
yield?  I'ntil  this  (juestion  is  answered,  and.  answered  C(m- 
jdusively,  should  there  not  be  a  check  to  planting  more  such 
acreage  ? 

I'rosperity  for  the  grower,  the  nuiu  at  the  soil,  should  prop- 
erly be  the  aim  of  all  concerned  in  the  indiistry,  but  if  he  will 
not  heed  the  warnings  repeatedly  given,  the  resp(msil)ility  for 
ithe  period  of  depression,  which  inevitably  follows  overproduc- 
tion, must  be  laid  where  it  properly  belongs.  The  wine  maker 
and  the  wine  handler  must  not  be  upbraided  if  they  refuse  to 
share  in  the  penalty  for  the  sins  of  others.  It  must  be  remem- 
licred  that  the  brunt  must  fall  on  the  nuin  who  cannot  average, 
the  last  man  down  the  line,  the  man  at  the  soil. 

A^'hen  there  are  two  buyers  for  every  ton  of  grapes  or  every 
jjallon  of  Avine,  the  problem  for  the  grower  is  a  simple  ouq.  -  He 
may  grumble  if  he  gets  only  .f20  i)er  ton,  or  20  cents  per  gallon, 
when,  ignorant  himself  of  umrket  conditions  for  the  wine,  he 
thinks  it  should  be  30  cents.  But  he  sells  his  product  at  a  hand- 
some profit.  The  reverse  of  the  picture  is,  Avhen  there  are  two 
'tons  of  grapes  or  two  gallons  of  wine  hunting  the  prospective 
buyer  of  one. 

Ijet  us  hope  this  condition  will  nciver  return  in  California, 
but  to  avoid  it  concerted  action  is  necessary.  The  grower  can- 
not sit  back  and  let  the  wine  dealer  do  all  the  work.  Legisla- 
tion must  be  watched,  the  grape  grower  must  not  go  to  the 
polls  and  vote  for  prohibition  with  (me  hand  and  expect  high 
prices  for  his  w  ine  grapes  in  the  other.  The  growers  should  go 
to  tile  l^egislature  and  demand  "no  license"  for  the  sale  of  pure 
light  naturally  fermented  native  wines,  so  that  the  groceries 
and  drug  stores  can  handle,  and  restaiirants  offer  them  as  freely 
and  unrestri(t<'dly  as  they  can  cider,  which  is  mei-ely  the  fer- 
mented juice  of  the  apple  in  place  of  the  grape.  There  is  no 
reason  why  greater  restriction  should  be  placed  on  the  sale 
of  the  product  of  the  one  fruit  than  the  other.  The  prosperity 
of  the  farmer  who  grows  the  grapes  is  at  stake ;  let  him  bestir 
himself  iiitead  of  supinely  leaning  on  others,  and  when  unsuc- 
cessful, cursing  tiieiii  for  his  own  shortcomings. 

In  New  York  State,  a  little  band  of  wine  growers  is  making, 
\('ar  offer  year,  a  battle  for  free  sale  of  native  American  wines. 
Should  the  Califoriiian,  with  a  greaf  industry,  on  which  much  of 
I  lie  State's  prosjierity  rests,  do  less? 

With  such  action  on  the  part  of  California's  law  makers, 
'ihrr  States  might  be  encouraged  to  pass  laws  in  the  interest 


of  true  temperance  instead  of  intolerant  prohibition,  which 
would  cause  tin;  drinking  of  harmless,  healthful  wines  in  the 
household  to  mitigate  the  evils  which  they  are  endeavoring  to 
eradicate  by  drastic  laws,  which  the  records  of  wholesale  druj;;- 
gists  will  show  are  hereby  serving  to  encoiirage  the  habitual  us(! 
of  a  greater  curse  than  strong  drink,  namely,  cocaine  and  mor- 
phine. 

The  south  is  engaging  in  an  orgie  of  preventive  legislation 
in  the  one  directicm  and  forgetting  that  there  are  worse  evils  to 
the  health  and  morals  of  a  community  than  even  stnmg  drink, 
instead  of  encouraging  moderation  by  the  means  found  suc- 
cessful in  older  settled  countries;  for  instance,  Italy,  where 
but  one  gallon  of  spirits  is  consumed  to  one  hundred  gallons  of 
light  native  wines,  while  in  the  I'nited  States  three  gallons  of 
spirits  are  averaged  to  each  gallon  of  wine. 

The  consumption  of  wine  in  this  country  must  be  increased 
if  the  vineyardist  is  to  prosper.  It  is  up  to  the  grape  grower  to 
help  by  his  vote  and  his  infiuence  the  cause  of  fermented  (/rape 
juice.  The  wine  handler  has  done  and  is  doing  his  best;  let  the 
grower  put  his  shoulder  also  to  the  wheel. 


American  Mercantile  Co .  Praises  Pure  Food  Act 


NOTWITHSTANDING  the  crisis  in  the  money  market  dur- 
ing the  last  three  months  of  1907,  we  look  back  to  a  suc- 
cessful business  year.  Early  in  the  year  every  importer  ex- 
pected more  or  less  annoyance  and  distui'bance  owing  to  the 
enactment  of  the  U.  S.  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30th, 
190(5.  In  so  far  as  this  act  provided  for  a  change  in  the  reading 
matter  of  labels,  the  English  language  should  be  used  in  labels 
for  all  imported  goods,  instead  of,  as  was  formerly  customary, 
in  the  language  of  the  country  where  it  was  put  up.  This  de- 
fect, however,  was  speedily  overcome,  and  while  some  of  the 
rulings  of  our  Agricultural  Department  were  not,  and  are  not 
as  yet,  always  so  clear  that  foreign  nuuuifacturers  can  fully  un- 
derstand the  same,  the  latest  ruling  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture has  helped  a  great  deal  in  clearing  the  situation. 

Undoubtedly  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30th,  1906, 
is  very  beneficial  to  this  country,  although  a  few  years  may  pass 
before  all  the  technicalities  have  been  fully  overcome;  but  one 
thing  is  certain,  the  importers  have  benefited  in  many  instances 
by  this  act,  which  is  shown  by  the  eagerness  of  the  dealers 
to  comply  not  only  with  the  wording,  but  also  with  the  spirit  of 
this  law,  and  are  more  willing  to  pay  attenticm  to  the  imported 
liquor  line  than  ever  heretofore,  and  instead  of  using  domestic 
manufactured  articles  with  foreign  labels,  now  buy  the  genuine 
foreign  goods,  because  it  does  not  alone  assure  them  protection, 
but  also  creates  a  certain  prestige  which  formerly  Avas  lacking. 

Under  the  articles  in  which  we  note  an  increased  demand 
during  1907  are  French  brandies,  Holland  gin,  Irish  and  Scotch 
whisky  in  cases,  as  well  as  Oporto  port  and  Spanish  sherry 
wines  in  bulk. 

The  sale  of  I*.  (Jarnier's  cordials  has  tripled  during  1907,  as 
compared  with  1906.  Legler  Pernod  Absinthe  has  found  its 
place  in  most  of  the  leading  wholesale  houses  on  this  coast,  and 
last,  but  not  least,  "IJoar's  Head"  Ale  and  Stout,  bottled  by 
Messrs.  T.  !>.  Hall  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Liverpool,  has  become  one  of  the 
leading  beers  on  the  Pacific  Coast.

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Sonoma's  Viticultural  Jubilee 


AIJOl'T  a  fortini!;ht  aga  business  matters  took  me  up  to 
Sonoma  Valley  beyond  Glen  Ellen.  I  had  not  visited  this 
section  for  some  years,  and  never  before  did  the  changes  that 
tinu'  has  wrought  here  appeal  to  me  so  impressively.  ^My  first 
drive  through  tlii.s  most  beautiful  part  of  Sonoma  Valley  dates 
back  forty-five  years  ago.  Youth  and  inspiration — the  youthful 
vigor  of  this  then  newly  developing  wine  district  and  my  own 
juA'enile  inspiration  under  such  attractive  surroundings — left 
an  everlasting  impression.  Hospitality  and  social  intercourse 
Avere  then — as  they  may  be  now  in  a  modified  way,  the  keynotes 
of  old  Sonoma  Valley.  Ask  those  who  may  be  fortunate  enough 
to  remember — because  it  is  rather  hmg  ago— how  congenial  and 
hospitable  the  spirit  was  that  dominated  Sonoma  in  these  early 
days  of  pioneer  viticultural  life.  The  home  of  the  Hood  family 
at  Los  Guillocos,  the  Haraszthys,  the  Lamottes,  the  Warflelds, 
the  Stewarts,  Major  Snydor,  Major  Czomordanyi,  Herman 
Wohler,  McPherson  Hill,  Emil  and  Julius  Dresel,  the  (lundlach 
family,  and  many  others  loom  up  cheerfully  out  of  this  cycle 
of  early  recollection.  To-day  the  eye  meets  meditatingly  the 
same  old  locations,  scattered  about  the  various  hillsides — but 
the  proprietory  rights  and  owners  have  mostly  changed  and 
with  them  the  old  spirit  has  passed  away.  Two  railroad  lines 
have  since  trailed  the  valley  from  south  to  north.  Near  one 
of  the  stations,  the  line  crosses  the  estate  of  the  late  Colonel 
Hooper,  now  the  property  of  Rudolph  Spreckels.  He  already 
spent  a  fortune  to  develop  the  place  into  a  modern  country 
home  under  unique  surroundings.  When  he  purchased  this 
ideal  haven  of  rest,  he  little  thought  of  the  strenuous  work  his 
active  life  had  still  in  store  for  him.  Further  on  Consul  Eli  T. 
Sheppard's  magnificent  Madrone  Vineyard  home  looms  up, 
sold  by  him  to  the  Hearst  family,  and  now  the  property  of  a 
corporation.  The  pitiful  sight  of  the  toi^pling  ruins  of  the 
cellar  buildings  are  remindful  of  the  fatal  effect  the  great 
earthquake  has  produced  in  this  section. 

Then  Chauvet's  old  winery  and  cellar,  erected  years  ago  by 
Schilling  &  Co.  near  Glen  Ellen,  strikes  the  view — and  then  a 
few  miles  further  beyond  the  old  family  homes  of  the  Warfields, 
Hoods,  Major  Drummonds,  the  old  Jim  Shaw  place  stands 
forth.  I  still  remendier  some  twenty  years  ago,  -when,  on  a 
misty  January  morning  I  came  across  the  congenial  figure  of 
this  open-hearted,  good-natured  vineyardist,  planting  an  orange 
grove  near  his  lumse — :his  old  friend  Hamilton  assisted  him. 
Ah !  the  orange  grove  and  the  then  owner  of  the  place  did  not 
thrive  any  too  well  thereafter.  But  the  vineyard  he  had  planted 
proved  prosperous. 

One  after  another  the  old  landmarks  of  a  by-gone  era,  remind 
us  of  the  sericms  struggle  of  numy  proud  families,,  whose  junior 
nu'mbers  have  mostly  left  the  old  family  places,  scattered  in 
nmny  directions. 

Under  these  reminiscent  surroundings  the  thought  came  to 
me  that  the  year  1908  marks  Scmoma's  Golden  Jubilee  of  her 
viticultural  aspirations.  In  the  spring  of  1858  the  first  vine- 
yards of  any  formidable  extent  were  planted  near  the  old  town 
of  Sonoma.  They  Avere  principally  devoted  to  the  culture  of  the 
]Missi(m  grape,  but  soon  thereafter  the  exquisite  varieties  of 
Rhenish  types  were  introduced.  The  leading  spirit  of  this  early 
enterprise;  Avas  the  enthusiastic  Hungarian,  Colonel  Agostine 
Haraszthy  (father  of •  the  late  Arpad  Haraszthy),  Avhose  in- 
teresting early  publications  on  his  travels  through  the  Avine 
districts  of  Europe  are  Avell  remembered.  His  large  vineyard 
estate  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  ill-fated  Buena  Vista  Viticul- 
tural Society,  Avhose  leading  men   (among  them  its  president, 


Mr.  B.  E.  Auger)  sacrificed  energy  and  fortune  on  the  imcertain 
A'enture  of  Avine  making  and  production  of  natural  champagne. 
The  Zinfandel  grape  found  its  origin  in  Colonel  Haraszthy, 
Avho  imported  it  from  Europe;  but  the  name  of  this  successful 
A'ariety  still  stands  as  an  unexplained  corruption  of  some  un- 
defined original  specialty.  The  Avhite  Avine  cuttings  Avere  im- 
ported from  Bingen  on  the  Rhine  and  Johannisberg  in  1859  by 
Jacob  Gunlach  and  Emil  Dressel,  the  originators  of  "Rhine- 
farm,"  now  the  property  of  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  ('om- 
pany.  Inc. 

Many  years  of  hard-fought  battles  have  since  passed  OA-(>r  this 
pioneer  area  of  California's  viticulture.  The  phylloxera  de- 
vastated the  fiourishing  vineyard  estates  and  impoverished  many 
of  the  once  prosperous  vineyardists.  Tender  the  strife  and  stress 
and  the  hardships  of  an  uncertain  future,  only  fcAV  haAC  sur- 
vived. They  turned  over  their  doubtful  inheritance  to  their 
more  hopeful  and  energetic  .successors.  Sonoma  Valley's  glory 
still  prevails!  Its  pioneer  Avork  and  its  imparalled  efforts  to 
build  up  a  noble  industry  still  survive  and  are  aa'cU  remembei'ed. 
California  deriA^ed  the  benefit  of  this  endless  chain  of  sacrifices. 
If  the  bells  of  the  old  Spanish  Mission,  San  Francisco  de 
Solano  de  Sonoma,  founded  in  1824,  AAcre  still  in  place  and 
could  speak,  they  Avould  ring  out  the  praise  of  by-gone  days 
and  the  fame  and  glory  of  this  Golden  Jubilee  of  old  Sonoma 
Valley.

Everybody  Wants  A  Vineyard. 


IT  will  1k'  well  for  tlu'  jjreat  wine  inakinjj;  ostablisliiiicnts  of 
California,  and  for  those  onf>aj>('(l  in  the.  growinfj;  of  f^rapos 
for  these  concerns  where  the  raw  material  is  turned  into  wine, 
to  peer  into  the  future  and  study  from  an  unseltish  point  of 
view,  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  production  is  likely  to 
exceed  th(>  demai\d  and  lirinf>-  about  an  undesirable  ccmdition  of 
the  industry  which  too  often  happens  as  years  roll  on. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  too  many  of  the  tillers  of  the  soil 

rush  headlonfj  into  the  plantinji;  and  cultivation  of  crops  simply 

I  because  they  have  noted  a  year  or  two  of  prosperity  and  waiit 

'to  ex])erience  a  ride  on  the  wave  of  hij^h  prices,  which  sooner 

iir  later  must  break  on  the  beach  where  all  waters  find  their 

level.    Data  and  statistics  that  nmy  be  had  for  the  askinj;-,  are 

scorned  and  thousands  upon  thousands  of  acres  of  rich  lands 

suitable  for  diversified  crops  have  been  planted  durin^j  the  past 

.two  years  exclusively   to  j;;rapes.     Normal   ccmditions  during 

the  next  two  jeai-s  will  teach  a  lesson  often  learned  and  as 

nften  forj^otten,  for  as  sure  as  the  sun  rises  and  sets,  the  prevail- 

iuji'  prices   of  grapes   that   have   lured   the   farmer   these   few 

years  past,  are  not  to  remain. 

Even  given  this  thread  anA  thought,  we  hear  the  argument 

used,  that  if  there  are  not  now  enough  wineries  to  take  care 

I  of  the  crop,  others  will  be  built,  and  if  necessary,  on  the  co- 

!  operative  plan,   by   which   the  ju-oducer  may   realize  greatest 

jirofit.    Right  here  is  a  great  fallacy  and  an  illogical  conclusion 

reached  without  a  study  of  more  than  one  condition. 

It  costs  money  to  manufacture  and  care  for  wine;  it  costs 
more  money  to  find  a  market  for  it  and  dispose  of  the  nuiterial 
to  advantages  California  wineries  have  spent  millions  of 
dollars  in  this  end  of  the  business  and  under  adverse  circum- 
stances, too,  because  this  is  not  a  wine  drinking  nation  and 
loreign  fields  are  not  so  accessible.  Every  nook  and  corner  of 
i  our  great  country  is  worked  by  the  representatives  of  the  Cali- 
'  foruia  industry  and  competition  is  ever  so  keen.  Let  the  cal- 
I  ulating  man  take  pa;per  and  pencil  in  hand,  consider  his  in- 
vestment in  a  modern  i)lant,  his  administration  expense,  his 
selling  outlay,  his  final  cost,  and  then  feel  his  ardor  dampen 
« lien  he  goes  iip  against  a  market  where  his  bulk  sells  at 
twenty-five  cents  for  dry  varieties  and  thirty  cents  for  fortified 
wines.  These  have  been  the  ruling  prices  for  two  years  for 
bright,  clear  wines  from  California  to  a  purchaser  in  any  part 
of  the  world.  The  nuirgin  becomes  a  very  snmll  one,  and  there 
remains  to  exist  only  the  few  great  concerns  which  do  business 
in  such  enormous  bulk  as  to  make  it  barely  possible  to  pay 
a  fair  rate  of  interest  on  the  money  invested  by  its  stockholders. 
In  this  brief  recital  of  facts  as  found  by  one  whose  business 
it  is  to  study  them,  it  is  not  the  idea  to  discourage  the  industry 
liut  rather  to  regulate  it  to  a  common  sense  plane.  The  industry 
imist  grow  and  even  finally  beconu»  the  greatest  agricultural 
imrsuit  in  all  California;  but  it  must  grow  bj'  degrees  and  not 
by  unreasonable  spasmodic  starts  as  is  indicated  by  present 
luuditions. 

<"aIifornia  must  conu*  to  the  making  of  quality  wines  leather 
than  depend  for  success  on  quantity.  AVe  are  only  looking  for 
the  lesson  taught  years  ago  to  the  foreign  viticulturists,  and 
as  sure  as  the  years  ajiproach,  our  wines  are  to  be  dissected  and 
lated  according  to  the  merit — first  of  the  grape  from  which 
they  are  made  and  secondly,  of  the  care  and  science  attending 
their  manufacture. 

Let  the  cry  be,  to  plant  100  acres  of  Alicante  I^ouchet,  Petit 
>^irrah,  Tinta  Cao,  Pedro  Jiminez  or  Gray  Riesling  vineyards, 
father  than  1000  acres  of  Zinfandel,  ^lissicm  or  some  of  the 
eavy  bearing  common  varieties  out  of  which  the  California 


Axijiemaker  used  to  endeavor  to  mak(>  every  known  variety 
of  wine  from  common  claret  to  a  genuine  French  Chateau  viiu;- 
yard  imitation.  The  time  was  when  the  winery  made  no 
distinction  in  ])rice  because  of  t<mnage  of  better  varieties  being 
infinitesimal,  compared  to  the  great  bulk.  That  time  has 
passed,  however,  and  from  now  on  the  grower  is  to  be  paid 
f(U'  his  variety  and  the  distinction  in  price  will  be  as  between 
15.00  per  ton  and  $15.00  per  ton  in  proportion.  We  must  im- 
prove the  quality  of  our  red  and  white  dry  wines,  our  Ports, 
our  Sherries,  our  ;^Lldeiras,  and  as  we  do  so,  we  will  finally 
supplant  the  foreign  wine  in  every  part  of  our  home  market, 
which  nutans  the  whole  of  the  United  States. 

Time  is  disclosing  a  great  many  revelaticms  in  the  wine  in- 
dustry and  causing  experts  and  experienced  wine  makers  to 
change  their  minds.  Theories  that  have  been  accepted  as  truths 
are  being  knocked  into  tatters  and  oblivion,  and  we  find  that 
what  California  has  lacked  these  many  yeai-s  in  (piality  of 
wines,  is  being  supplied  noAV  because  of  a  great  deal  of  intel- 
ligent planting  and  selection  of  varieties  of  vines. 

The  California  Winery  believes  in  the  future  of  the  industry. 
It  is  interested  in  development  along  tlu;  lines  indicated  and  is 
willing  to  give  to  interested  persons,  the  benefit  of  its  ex- 
perience as  pioneers  in  the  planting  of  California's  new  vine- 
vards.

8  your  readers  know,  it  has  always  been  the  motto  of  this 
ise  to  put  out  our  Old  Kirk  Whisky  exactly  as  we  represent 
to  be:  pure  in  every  detail,  and  from  the  rewards  and  re- 
munerati(m   that  we  have  received  we  certainly  feel  a.ssured 
that  u  good  straiglit  blend  will  always  stay,  and  augment  itself 
in  sales. 

A\'liile  in  the  past  few  months  our  business  has  been  curtailed 
somewhat,  it  has  been  through  entirely  the  financial  difficulties 
iliat  have  overtaken  this  entire  country  from  New  York  to  San 
Francisco,  and  it  should  not  be  ascribed  to  any  particular  local 
condition.  The  crops  of  California,  and  of  the  Pacific  Coast, 
up  to  this  date,  have  exceeded  themselves  in  the  past  twelve 
iiiontlis.  Prices  have  been  good,  excepting  this  fall,  Avhen  all 
commodities  dropped.  The  plentitude  and  (tuality,  however, 
of  tile  crops  have  in  themselves  exceeded  all  previous  years. 

Til  is  particular  concern  closed  on  the  31st  of  December  one 
of  its  most  successful  years  since  it  has  been  in  existence.  Our 
lax-i)ayment  has  amounted  to  over  a  half  a  million  gallons  of 
whisky,  which,  of  course,  in  itself,  bespeaks  a  large  volume  of 
business. 

Keceutly  we  have  taken  hold  of  the  Luxus  Beer  agency,  a 
brand  of  beer  that  we  have  investigated  carefully  and  thor- 
oughly, and  we  know  that  in  the  beer  season,  about  to  open, 
that  this  particular  brew  and  brand  will  meet  with  a  great  suc- 
cess. 

We  predict  that  California,  and  San  Francisco  particularly, 
will  enjoy  great  prosperity.  There  is  no  particular  reason  now 
why  this  city  and  State  should  not  have  the  greatest  business 
in  its  history.  Events  are  trending  towards  us  that  portend  an 
unusual  volume  of  business  of  all  kinds.  In  reality,  the  eyes 
I  if  the  whole  world  are  at  the  present  time  centered  upon  this 
metropolis.

^^■hile  tlie  liiiuor  interests  have  met  with  some  opposition  in 
some  of  the  counties  of  the  State  from  the  prohibition  laws, 
which  are  very  exacting,  we  believe  that  in  time  this  entire  mat- 
ter will  be  straightened  out  here,  and  that  our  particular  line  of 
business  can  be  conducted  on  a  good  legitimate  basis.  We  know 
from  our  trade  themselves  that  they  are  anxious  to  comply  with 
every  re(iuirement  of  every  law  enacted,  and  we  sincerely  hope 
that  in  the  near  future  a  happy  medium  will  be  struck  so  that 
lioth  sides  of  this  (luestion  will  be  amply  satisfied. 

In  the  ale  and  porter  sales — we  are  agents  of  the  Dog's  Head 
lirand — Ave  have  more  than  trebled  in  the  past  twelve  mcmths.

EDITOR  ^A'lXE  &  Si'iuiT  Review  : — In  reply  to  your  re<]uest 
that  we  should  give  you  our  usual  few  impressions  of 
business  during  the  year  just  concluded,  we  would  say  that  as 
far  as  we'  are  i)ersonally  concerned,  it  might  certainly  have 
been  better,  although,  A\e  do  not  know  that  we  really  have  a 
reason  to  particularly  complain. 

It  was  a  curious  year, — the  clubs,  large  hotels  and  bujers 
of  really  fine  and  expensive  wines,  have  been  very  conservative 
in  their  purchases,  but  for  moderate  price  goods,  there  has 
been  about  the  usual  business  done,  especially  in  the  interior. 
The  insurance  m<mey,  which  came  in  so  freely  during  the  latter 
part  of  1900,  and  Avhich  was  so  carelessly  spent  by  careless 
people,  creating  a  fictitious  liveliness,  has  since  become  a  less 
prominent  factor,  and  the  troubles  poor  San  Francisco  has 
had  of  late,  have  not,  naturally,  tended  to  improve  matters. 
We  now  consider  the  situation  almost  daily  improving,  and 
while,  we  do  not  look  for  any  great  improviemeut  in  business 
within  the  next  few  months,  we  certainly  do  anticipate  a  good 
trade  in  the  fall.  Everything  seems  to  us,  to  tend  in  that  direc- 
tion. We  have  now  a  municipal  government  that  can  give  us 
all  coiifideuce,  the  nume^'  situaticm  is  easing  up  nicely,  and 
with  the  advent  of  the  Fleet,  and  consequent  natural  dispensa- 
tion of  the  proverbial  Californian  hospitality,  we  cannot  but 
look  forward  to  a  good  business  period  and  reward  for  our 
present  inactivity.

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LOS  ANGELES,  Jan.  20. — The  wholesale  trade  is  picking  up 
somewhat.  When  the  financial  scare  was  on,  the  retailer 
refrained  from  purchasing  any  stock  that  was  not  intended  for 
immediate  consumption,  confining  his  buying  to  actual  needs  of 
the  day  almost.  This  naturally  soon  reduced  their  stocks  to  a 
minimum.  With  the  gradual  passing  of  panic  conditions  buy- 
ing has  increased  and  wholesalers  generally  report  that  trade 
the  past  few  ^\•eeks  sizes  up  favorably  with  that  of  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year.  Outside  trade  has  been  fairly 
satisfactory,  although  the  unsettled  labor  conditions  that  have 
prevailed  throughout  the  mining  towns  of  Nevada  have  atfected 
the  trade  of  Los  Anj»;eles  wholesalers  considerably,  as  a  large 
portion  of  the  stocks  carried  in  the  camps  was  from  Los  An- 
geles stores.  All  things  taken  into  consideration,  however,  Los 
Angeles  liquor  dealers  have  no  great  complaint  as  to  trade  con- 
ditions now  existing  here. 


M.  Levy  &  Co.,  handlers  of  the  popular  Mountain. Belle  brand 
of  whisky,  report  trade  as  quite  good  with  them  and  that  last 
month's  business  was  up  to  that  of  the  preceding  year.  This 
old  house  command  a  fine  class  of  trade  in  Nevada  and  Arizona 
in  connecti(m  with  their  local  and  California  business  and  are 
always  able  to  scare  up  orders  from  some  point  of  the  compass. 


Henry  Baer  of  the  Los  Angeles  W^ine  Company  is  in  fine 
feather  these  days.  He  reports  a  most  excellent  vintage  safely 
stored  away  in  the  tanks  at  the  winery  at  ( Jlendale  and  that  his 
holiday  trade  was  all  that  he  could  ask  and  more  than  expected, 
because  of  the  financial  stringency.  Baer,  beside  being  a  popu- 
lar Shriner,  is  a  natural  optimist,  so  Avhy  shouldn't  business 
be  good. 


J.  S.  Green  of  the  Golden  State  Wine  Company  reports  busi- 
ness as  quite  satisfactory.  Mr.  Green's  company  caters  largely 
to  the  family  trade  and  makes  a  specialty  of  good  wines  in  at- 
tractive packages,  which  insures  a  class  of  trade  that  tends  to 
make  the  balance  each  month  appear  on  the  right  side  of  the 
ledger. 


Smiling  Jim  Donahue  of  the  Nadeau  Bar  says  business  is 
good  and  of  sufficient  volume  to  keep  him  moving  from  one  end 
of  the  bar  to  the  other.  This  bar  not  only  has  the  trade  of  the 
Nadeau  Hotel  but  has  a  fine  day  after  day  trade  from  the  nearby 
buildings  that  brings  joy  to  Proprietor  Knowles'  face  when  he 
looks  over  the  cash  register  each  night. 


The  wine  business  here  in  Southern  California  has  about 
resumed  its  normal  condition.  While  the  local  demand  is  per- 
haps not  quite  as  active  as  at  this  time  in  1907,  it  is  of  quite 
satisfactory  volume  and  shows  at  this  time  only  a  comparatively 
small  falling  off  over  last  season.  Those  stores  which  cater  al- 
most exclusively  to  the  family  trade  report  business  quite  good, 
with  a  considerable  increase  since  financial  conditions  have  be- 
gun to  assume  a  normal  state.  The  large  wineries  all  report  a 
good  Eastern  trade,  comparing  favorably  witli  that  of  the  cor- 
responding period  of  last  year,  and  a  healthy  local  demand. 
Work  has  practically  ceased  in  all  the  wineries,  saving  the  tak- 
ing care  of  the  late  vintage,  although  there  is  a  little  brandy 
being  made,  but  not  to  any  extent. 


through  the  Eastern  States.  IMr.  Barlotti  goes  on  business  for 
the  company  and  will  be  gone  for  two  or  three  months,  visiting 
all  the  principal  cities  of  the  East  before  his  return.  We  venture 
to  say  that  there  will  be  very  few  Avines  better  known  than  tliose 
of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company's,  by  the  time  Mr.  Barlotti  has 
returned  to  Southern  California. 


Rumor  sa.ys  tliat  the  City  Council  is  beginning  to  recognize 
the  fact  that  they  contracted  for  more  than  they  can  deliver, 
when  some  mouths  ago,  at  the  behest  of  the  long-haired  element 
of  this  city,  they  ordered  all  Avholesale  houses  outside  a  certain 
district  to  cease  business  at  their  respective  locations  by  the  1st 
of  April,  this  year.  Those  affected  by  the  ordinance  then  passed 
have  been  quietly  having  some  of  the  best  legal  talent  of,  the 
State  looking  up  their  rights  in  the  premises  and  indications 
are  that  the  City  Council  will  have  a  battle  ro^^al  on  their  hands 
Avhen  they  attempt  to  enforce  the  ordinance.  As  a  sample  of  the 
utter  disdain  of  the  rights  of  those  Avho  have  the  temerity  to 
differ  from  them,  this  ordinance,  which  the  long  hairs  bulldozed 
the  Council  to  pass,  is  certainly  unique. 


The  Southern  California  AVeiss  Beer  Brewing  Company  is  a 
recent  addition  to  the  liquid  industries  of  this  city.  It  has  estab- 
lished a  small  plant  out  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  and  is 
placing  its  product  on  sale  in  the  various  saloons  throughout 
the  town,  and  meeting  with  fair  success. 


The  Southern  California  Wine  Company  is  doing  its  usual 
amount  of  business.  It;^  Eastern  shipments  are  up  to  those  of 
last  year  at  this  time  and  the  president  of  the  company,  Mr. 
Hugo  Goldschmidt,  says  that  locally  their  trade  is  keeping  up 
well.  This  concern  has  a  fine  class  of  city  trade  requiring  a 
high  grade  of  goods  and  their  delivery  department  is  kept  busy. 


The  long  hairs  have  broken  out  in  a  new  place.  Simply  to 
show  that  they  are  not  overlooking  any  bets,  they  have  peti- 
tioned the  City  Council  to  close  all  the  saloons  and  wholesale 
places  and  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor  here  during  the  visit  of 
the  fleet  of  Admiral  Evans  during  its  visit  off  the  coast  of  Los 
Angeles  some  time  next  ;M arch  or  April.  Fancy  Los  Angeles 
tendering  "Fighting  Bob"  a  cold  water-buttermilk  banquet.

Melczer  &  Co.  are  doing  a  fine  business  in  Schlitz  beer 
and  have,  since  they  obtained  the  agency  for  this  celebrated  beer, 
I  increased  its  consumption  very  considerably  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia.   In  general  business  this  house  reports  trade  very  good, 
both  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  departments.

To  insure  absolute  cleanliness  all  bottles  are  washed  with 
filtered  water,  thoroughly  drained  and  inspected  for  flaws  to 
prevent  leakage,  breakage,  etc.  They  are  then  loadtnl  on  wheeled 
tables  and  taken  to  the  filling  rooms. 

Every  barrel  of  whisky  after  being  removed  to  the  Govorn- 
iiicnt  bottling  house  from  the  bcmded  warehouse  is  carefully 
ganged  b,y  the  (lOvernment  gauger  in  charge,  and  then  in  the 
presence  of  tlie  (lOvernment  inspector  is  emptied  into  a  copper 
tank  which  is  dosed  and  sealed  with  a  (Jovernment  lock.  From 
here  it  passes  through  two  rows  of  patent  filter.s — 
also  kept  under  (Tovernment  locks  —  where  all  float- 
ing particles  of  charcoal,  etc.,  are  removed,  leaving  the 
whisky  clear  and  brilliant.  From  the  filters  the  whisky  passes 
into  large  copper  bottling  tanks — which  are  again  under  (lov- 
emnient  lock  and  key.  Once  more  it  is  then  tested  by  the 
Government  inspector  to  insure  exact  correct  proof,  etc.  Now 
the  bottles  are  automatically  measured  and  filletl  through  in- 
genious filling  machines,  and  after  being  corked  are  passed 
along  to  the  labeling  force. 

It  is  said  that  the  Sunny  Rrook  Distillery  Company  employs 
the  largest,  neatest  and  best  drilled  force  in  the  entire  State. 
This  enables  them  to  liandle  the  great  output  without  a  hitch, 
and  to  turn  out  the  neat  and  attractive  package  for  which  this 
brand  is  famous. 

In  the  packing  room  the  cases  are  finally  inspected  by  the 
•  iovernment  storekeeper  who  sees  to  it  that  the  contents  of  the 
rases  are  correct  and  that  the  proper  marks,  stamps,  etc.,  are 
attixed  to  each  package.  The  cases  are  then  closed  by  automatic 
mailing  machines  and  passed  along  to  the  shipping  room. 

Here  they  are  r(>-checked  and  assorted  and  after  being  sten- 
liled  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  are  ready  for 
shipment. 

During  the  rush  reason  both  day  and  night  shifts  are  em- 
ployed, and  it  takes  all  this  extra  force  to  keep  orders  from 
piling  up  and  being  delayed.

Possible  Future  Competitors 


VICE-CONSUL  Ernest  Vollmer,  of  Tsingtau,  furnishes  the 
following  infornuition  relative  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
grap(!  and  the  nuinufacture  of  wine  in  China: 

Aside  from  being  the  center  of  fruit  culture  in  China,  Shan- 
tung province  raises  large  (luantities  of  fine  grapes,  and  soon 
promises  to  become  a  very  important  wine-making  district.  In 
the  neighborhood  of  Tsingtau,  n\ainly  on  the  southern  .slopes 
of  the  I>aushan  Mountains,  many  grapes  are  grown  for  the 
fruit  only.  Large  cinantities  are  now  sent  to  Shanghai  and 
other  places  annually,  a  variety  closely  resembling  the  tokay 
of  California  pi-edominating.  \\'hite  grapes  are  also  grown, 
a  sort  of  sweet  water  and  a  kind  called  "markobrunner"  being 
the  most  common ;  but  blue  and  black  grapeft  are  not  found. 

Apparently  no  attempt  to  produce  wine  has  been  made  here, 
but  in  the  (  hefoo  regi(m,  in  northeastern  Shantung, -the  in- 
dustry has  progressed  much  further.  On  the  hills  surroiniding 
that  city  are  many  terraced  vineyards,  and  an  extensive  winery 
has  been  in  operation  for  years.  It  is  stated  that  white  wines, 
red  wine.s,  and  champagnes  of.  many  varieties  are  made,  but 
none  of  the  products  have  yet  been  placed  on  the  market. 

Concerning  the  wine-making  establishment  at  Chefoo,  a 
Avealthy  Chinaman,  about  ten  years  ago,  conceived  the  idea  of 
cultivating  grapes  in  China  for  the  purpose  of  an  extensive 
wine  trade.  Land  was  bought  on  the  hills  near  Chefoo  and 
planted  to  varieties  of  grapes  from  all  wine-producing  countries 
under  the  directicm  of  a  European  expert,  who  is  still  in  charge, 
ilore  land  is  con.stantly  being  acquired  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
and  planted  as  soon  as  bought,  but  the  price  of  suitable  territory 
has  gone  up  considerably,  mainly  because  other  Chinese  have 
gone  into  the  business.  Philoxera  is  stated  to  have  attacked 
some  of  the  varieties,  but  never  to  a  disastrous  extent,  most 
of  the  vines  seeming  apparently  immune. 

Each  fall  the  entire  crop  is  taken  to  the  winery  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town,  and  after  production  the  wine  is  stored  in 
large  casks,  constmicted  in  sections  in  Austria,  shipped  to  Che- 
foo, and  set  up  in  the  cellars.  Every  barrel  is  plainly  marked 
with  the  variety  of  wine  it  contains,  together  with  the  year  of 
its  production.  The  cellars,  started  four  years  ago,  took  two 
years  to  complete  and  are  built  below  the  level  of  the  sea.  They 
are  lined  with  concrete,  as  it  was  found  that  they  were  other- 
wise being  constantly  flooded.  A^s  the  work  was  commenced 
ten  years  ago,  there  is  uoav  a  large  supply  of  wine  on  hand, 
but  it  is  stated  that  the  fii'st  .sales  are  not  to  be  made  until  1908 
or  1909.  The  market  is  to  be  exclusively  the  Chinese  coast, 
but  the  leaders  of  the  enterpri.se  do  not  .say  what  the  prices 
will  be,  but  considering  the  amount  of  the  investment,  a  low 
price  is  not  to  be  expected. 


Another  Honor  for  W.  B.  Chapman 


THE  pleasant  news  has  just  reached  us  from  Rrussels,  that 
the  Belgian  government  has  conferred  upon  Jlr.  Wilfrid 
B.  Chapman  (head  of  the  well  known  importing  house  of 
Chapman  &  Wilberforce  of  the  city),  the  Cross  and  Rosette  of 
Officer  of  the  Order  of  Leopold.  Mr.  Chapman  was  Consul 
for  Belgium  at  San  Francisco  for  over  fourteen  years  from 
1882,  and  in  1891  was  made  Chevalier  of  the  Order  of  Leopold. 
He  resigned  his  considate  in  1890  and  his  services  were  again 
rewarded  by  a  commissicm  of  Honorary  Consul,  a  rather  un- 
usual distinction,  and  he  has  on  several  occasions  notably  after 
our  disastrous  fire,  taken  charge  of  the  Consulate  dviring  the 
absences  of  its  titular  officer.  His  recent  promotion  in  the 
Order  of  Leopold  has  now  been  accorded  to  him  as  an  additional 
mark  of  the  Government's  apjireciation  of  his  valuable  services.

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  :  A  liai^py  New  Year  to 
all !  While  the  dawning  of  1908  has  been  elouded  by  the 
mist  of  financial  depression  and  the  threatening  clouds  of  pro- 
hibition, let  us  hope  that  these  will  soon  be  dispelled  by  the  sun 
of  prosperity  and  restored  confidence.  Already  there  is  a  clear- 
ing of  the  atmosphere  as.  to  the  money  market,  and  reports  from 
all  financial  centers  point  to  increasing  reserves  tind  plentitiide 
of  cash.  Many  of  the  large  industrial  plants,  which  closed  down 
during  November  and  December,  are  again  resuming  operations, 
and  even  some  new  projects— in  that  field— are  discussed  as 
probabilities  of  the  near  future.  Salesmen  have  again  gone  out 
to  try  their  chances,  and  so  far  some  encouraging  reports  have 
been  "made.  In  those  section  where  the  greatest  pe.ssimism 
prevailed  a  new  feeling  seems  to  have  been  instilled,  and  pur- 
chases are  being  made  beyond  the  daily  requirements. 

The  wine  and  spirit  market  is  beginning  to  feel  some  part  of 
the  restored  confidence,  and  while  no  transactions  of  any  great 
importance  have  been  reported,  still  the  general  feeling  is  better, 
and  the  prices  maintain  a  certain  firmness,  in  the  face  of  ad- 
verse conditions. 

The  most  notable  feature  of  the  first  day  of  prohibition — 
January  1st,  1908— in  Georgia  was  the  refusal  of  Judge  W.  P. 
Newman,  in  the  Federal  Court,  to  grant  an  injunction  pending 
litigation  which  would  prevent  the  enforcement  of  the  prohi- 
bition law.  Papers  in  the  case  were  filed  on  December  31st  on 
behalf  of  two  breweries,  one  in  Chattanooga  and  the  other  in 
Cincinnati. 

Declaring  the  prohibition  law  was  unconstitutional,  so  far  as 
1908  is  concerned,  the  Probate  Judge  of  Cullman  County  issued 
nine  licenses  for  saloons  <m  January  1st,  and  it  is  .said  that  the 
Mayor  is  preparing  to  issue  city  licenses  for  saloons  in  the  city 
of  Cullman.  Cullman  County  voted  on  December  9th  for  pro- 
hibition. The  saloon  men  assert  that  the  prohibition  law  is 
unconstitutional  because  it  makes  exceptions  of  counties  which 
voted  on  the  proposition  prior  to  December  12th. 

A  loud  cry  has  gone  up  from  Washington  as  to  the  non- 
fulfillment of  all  the  great  projects  premised  in  the  passage  of 
the  free  denatured  alcohol  bill.  When  this  bill  Avas  agitated,  it 
was  said  that  all  farmers  would  be  able  to  set  up  stills  in  their 
back  yards  and  manufacture  at  a  low  cost  a  substitute  for  kero- 
sene, gasolene,  naphtha,  and  electricity  from  their  refuse  and 
by-products.  The  farmers  were  all  to  get  rich  in  a  short  time, 
and  heat,  light,  and  power  trusts  Avere  to  be  annihilated.  Re- 
sults are  just  a  bit  different. 


In  his  annual  rejxu't,  just  issued,  tlie  Commissicmer  of  Inter- 
nal Revenue  shows  tluit  since  the  passage  of  the  bill,  just  ten 
stills  have  been  set  up  for  the  denaturing  of  alcohol,  and  the 
cost  of  the  product  has  been  far  greater  than  was  estimated. 
Farmers  have  received  from  the  Treasury  Department  pamph- 
lets telling  them  how  to  manufacture  spirits,  but  thus  far  the 
refuse  turned  into  live  stock  has  apparently  offered  the  b(>st 
returns. 

Col,  Newell  Sanders  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  president  of  the 
National  Association  of  Agricultural  Implement  and  Vehicle 
^Manufacturers,  is  one  of  those  evidencing  great  disappointment 
over  the  showing. 

"The  people  of  this  country  will  have  to  learn  frugal  methods 
before  the  law  will  benefit  them,''  said  Col.  Sanders.  "In  order 
to  manufacture  the  alcohol  cheaply,  all  forms  of  vegetable  and 
waste  nmtter  must  be  utilized.  The  manufacture  of  denatured 
alcohol  is  said  to  be  successful  in  Germany,  but  in  this  country 
we  have  not  learned  such  thrift  as  is  practiced  over  there." 

In  discussing  the  limited  use  of  alcohol  in  this  country,  In- 
ternal Revenue  Commissioner  Capers  ascribes  as  reasons  for  its 
not  being  extensively  used,  the  relatively  greater  cost  of  pro- 
duction, as  compared  with  gasolene  and  kerosene,  and  the  lack 
of  proper  appliances  for  its  use.    The  Commissioner  says : 

"As  understood  by  this  office,  various  types  of  alcohol  lamps, 
heaters,  and  motors  are  in  successful  use  in  Germany,  and  to 
encourage  the  manufacture  and  use  of  industrial  alcohol  the 
government  of  (Jermany  not  only  offers  inducements  to  growers 
of  potatoes  from  which  the  alcohol  is  manufactured,  but  imposes 
an  imi)ost  duty  on  petroleum  and  petroleum  products.  Ciider 
this  system,  there  are  about  70,000  farm  distilleries  in  Germany 
l)roducing  industrial  alcohol,  which  is  sold  to  the  consumers  for 
about  27  cents  per  gallon.  In  this  country  the  average  price  of 
denatured  alcohol  in  barrel  lots  has  been  about  36  cents  per 
gallon.  Wliih;  these  distilleries  are  now  permitted  to  u.se  any 
material  whatever  in  the  production  of  industrial  alcohol,  the 
alcohol  so  far  manufactured  has  been  nminly  from  corn,  and 
imtil  a  cheaper  material  is  found  and  its  practical  use  demon- 
strated, it  may  be  doubted  whether  this  class  of  alcohol  can 
successfully'  compete  with  gasolene  or  kerosene  in  this  country." 

On  December  17tli,  upon  application  of  creditors  and  of  the 
Mihalovitch-Fletcher  Company  itself  of  Cincinnati,  Bernie 
Mihalovitch,  president,  and  Louis  Krohn  were  appointed  re- 
ceivers of  that  company  by  Judge  Iloffheimer  of  the  Superior 
Court,  under  bcnul  of  .f200,000.  President  .Mihalovitch  issued 
the  following  statement. 

"The  .Mihalovitch-Fletcher  Company  is  abundantly  solvent 
and  will  pay  out  dollar  for  dollar.  Stringency  of  the  money 
market  and  inability  to  collect  accounts  made  it  impossible  for 
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the  firm  to  discount  its  pap(»r  or  borrow  money  from  the  banks 
ith  which  to  meet  its  accumulatinii;  obligations.". 


A  ratlier  severe  bh)w  at  the  advocates  of  total  abstinence  from 
alcoliolic  beverages  lias  been  struck  by  the  Bavarian  ^Var  Min- 
istry, wliich  has  just  issued  a  report  sliowing  that  in  independ- 
ent ritle  shooting,  soldiers,  after  iniliibing  a  small  (piantity  of 
alcohol,  become  better  nmrksmen  than  before.  Experiments  on 
an  extensive  scale,  involving  tiie  discharge  of  10,000  shots,  have 
Ikh'u  carried  out  at  the  ranges  of  the  Augsburg  Hchool  of  Mus- 
ketry. Throughout  the  experinuMits,  men  who  had  been  served 
with  a  draught  of  spirituous  liquor  displayed  more  steadiness 
and  accuracy  of  aim,  while  tiring  singly,  than  did  those  belong- 
ing to  the  scjuad  Axhich  had  been  kei)t  abstinent.  In  field  and 
volley  firing  by  companies,  however,  the  sections  which  had  been 
entirely  abstemious  attained  slightly  better  results  than  their 
stimulated  comrades. 

The  tests  ai'e  being  continued,  and,  as  the  men  ai'e  placed  one 
week  in  the  teetotal  and  the  next  week  in  the  non-abstinent 
scjuad,  in  quite  an  impartial  spirit,  the  final  results  are  expected 
to  be  very  interesting  from  the  scientific  as  well  as  from  the 
military  standpoint.

Messrs.  Samuel 
r.ros  &  Co.,  as  agents  for  the  Consolidated  California  Vineyard 
Company,  Mill  continue  the  distributicm  of  the  company's  prod- 
nct.s,  to  the  wholesale  trade  only,  at  68G,  088  and  690  Greenwich 
street.  New  York  City. 

New  York  is  now  threatened  with  a  shortage  of  beer  and  ale 
because  of  the  extraordinary  shortage  in  the  barley  crop.  Prices 
on  nmlt  li(iuors  were  advanced  on  January  1st,  and  a  further 
advance  is  anticipated  before  March  1st.  The  output  is  to  be 
curtailed,  the  brewei-y  forces  to  be  reduced  and  a  general  closing 
I  j    of  .saloons,  backed  by  the  large  brewers,  is  counted  upon. 

In  1900,  the  price  of  barley  ranged  from  05  to  75  cents  per. 
liushcl ;  in  1007,  it  hovered  around  |1.20  per  bushel.  The  yield 
in  1907  was  153,317,(500  bushels,  as  compared  with  178,916,484 
bushels  in  1906.  So  it  is  not  .so  much  the  question  of  price  as  it 
is  the  possibility  of  buying  it  at  any  price.  Europe  is  as  badly 
off  as  we  are,  so  even  the  chance  of  importing  requirenumts  is 
precluded. 
.  The  situation  is  further  complicated  by  the  shortage  and  con- 

Ij  secjuent  high  prices  on  oats  and  hay,  because  every  brewery 
uses  a  great  inunber  of  horses  in  its.  delivery  department,  and 
these  horses  must  be  fed  generously  to  keep  them  in  good  C(m- 


dition.  It  is  estimated  that  they  con.sume  twice  as  much  as  the 
horses  used  in  any  other  business,  and  th(;  yearly  bill  of  feed 
runs  into  the  hundreds  of  thou.sands.  The  oat  yield  of  1907 
Avas  nujre  than  200,000,000  bushels  lower  than  the  yield  of  1906. 


With  a  threatened  dearth  of  beer  in  New  York  City,  it  does 
read  like  crowning  irony  to  note  where  twenty-three;  hundred 
(2300)  barrels  of  beer,  valued  at  |>17,500,  wen;  emptied  into  the 
sewers  at  Oklahoma  City,  <m  December  30th,  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Collector  at  that  point.  The  bi-ew  of  this  beer  was 
completed  after  Oklahoma  beeame  a  State,  and  the  State  would 
not  permit  its  sale  and  .shipment  to  any  other  State. 


The  prohibition  party  of  Connecticut,  which  has  just  carried 
nu)re  than  100  of  168  towns  of  the  State  for  no-license,  has  turned 
its  guns  on  the  New  Haven  Railroad.  Matthew  O'Brien,  candi- 
date for  Governor  of  that  State,  has  called  upon  the  officers  of 
the  road  and  notified  them  that  if  they  did  not  stop  selling  in- 
toxicating liquors  on  tlu;  trains  running  within  the  State  limits, 
pro.secution  would  be  immediately  begun.  President  ilellen  of 
the  road  has  given  out  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  liquor 
traffic  on  buffet  and  dining  cars  of  the  road  would  be  suspended 
when  regularly  authorized  State  officials  would  request  it. 


ilobile,  Alabama,  has  prepared  to  fight  the  .saloon  closing  law', 
which  went  into  eft'ect  there  on  January  1st.  The  .saloon  men 
declare  that  they  Avill  not  close  their  doors,  and  the  Mayor  has 
received  from  the  City  Attorney  an  opinion  that  the  closing  law 
is  not.  constitutional.  The  Sheriff's  legal  advi.ser  .says  that  the 
law  is  no  good,  while  the  County  Solicitor  .says  that  the  law  is 
constitutional  and  that  he  Avill  prosecute  any  one  arrested  for 
violations  of  it.  Ni-nv  York. 
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THE  questions  of  local  optiou  and  proliibitiou  are  promineut 
now  in  what  might  be  called  the  social  features  of  state 
and  national  politics.  Many  intelligent  people  entertain  the 
theory  that  the  temperance  question  is  to  be  the  paramount 
one  in  state  politics,  and  possildy  even  in  the  national  field. 
Anyhow,  the  issue,  if  it  may  be  so  called,  is  going  to  be  a  diffi- 
cult one  to  handle  in  platforms  and  in  the  nomination  of  can- 
didates for  offices.  Just  now,  though,  it  is  not  so  formidable 
as  it  was  a  few  weeks  ago.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  to 
treat  it  as  an  economic  question  ratlier  than  one  of  moral 
reform.  It  presents  a  situation  not  wholly  dissimilar  to  that 
of  the  tariff.  All  of  the  schemes  for  revision  and  readjusting 
the  duties  involve  plans  to  reduce  the  revenue  derived  from  the 
tariff.  It  is  not  much  of  a  reformation  that  does  not  have 
that  general  effect.  The  expenses  of  the  Government  have  been 
running  for  a  good  while  at  the  top  notch  of  the  records  for 
a  time  of  peace.  With  a  reduced  revenue  the  (rovernnieut  would 
be  pushed  to  carry  on  the  enterprises  which  are  in  progress, 
and  to  continue  the  improvement  of  the  war  establishment. 
This  is  one  of  the  reasons — though  not  the  principal  (me — why 
the  tariff  is  not  to  be  touched  by  the  present  Congress.  A^'e 
shall  need  all  the  money  we  are  raising,  and  probably  more. 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  is  also  a  tremendous 
revenue  factor,  both  for  state  and  national  purposes.  If  the 
lessons  of  the  ages  are  valuable  it  must  be  admitted  on  all  hands 
that  there  can  be  no  complete  interdiction  of  liquor.  It  enters 
thoroughly  into  the  general  uses  of  mankind.  The  various 
regulations  by  law  are  nearly  all  in  the  nature  of  license.  The 
arguments  are  nearly  all  in  favor  of  a  high  tax,  such  as  will 
bar  out  the  undesirable  saloons,  and  place  the  traffic  under  laAV 
and  public  sentiment.  It  takes  some  nerve  for  a  newspaper 
of  high  standing  to  advocate  high  license  as  the  only  means  of 
managing  the  manufacture  and  sale,  ami  to  do  so  not  only  as 
an  economic  measure,  but  as  a  practical  way  of  promoting 
temperance.  The  radical  teetotaler  looks  upon  license  of  any 
sort  as  collusion  Avith  Satan.  Still  there  is  a  manifest  drift 
toward  license  as  the  only  practical  correction  of  existing  dif- 
ficulties. 

Look  at  the  state  of  Maryland!  The  city  of  Baltimore  is 
especially  notable  for  moral  influences.  The  clmrches  there 
are  commanding  in  all  moral  reforms.  Yet  the  Sun,  Avhich  is 
an  old  journal,  and  typical  of  the  community  in  which  it  is 
published,  openly  suggests  high  license  as  the  best  means  of 


setting  the  moral  and  business  questions  involved.  It  is  likely 
to  be  cursed  in  a  religious  extreme,  but  the  deeply  thoughtful 
will  support  its  high  license  advocacy  as  a  promotion  of  modera- 
tion. And  it  takes  up  the  question  of  revenue  in  a  frank  way 
that  will  divert  much  alleged  reflection  on  the  subject.  It 
argues  that  high  license  would  put  the  li<iuor  business  under 
regulation,  and  in  reality  promote  temperance.  The  nail  it  hits 
the  hardest  on  the  head  is  this:  "Furthermore,  high  license 
will  provide  revenue  which  the  city  is  bound  to  have.  If  the 
city  cannot  get  this  money  from  the  liquor  traffic  from  what 
source  will  it  obtain  absolutel3'  indispensable  revenue?  The 
taxpayer  can  answer  that  question." 

Indeed  he  can,  and  Maryland  is  not  the  only  state  in  which 
he  will  be  obliged  to  take  the  proijositiqn  up.  Taxes  on  liquor 
contribute  tremendously  to  paying  the  expenses  of  state  and 
local  governments,  and  that  feature  of  taxation,  in  somewhat 
different  form,  is  one  of  the  things  that  keeps  the  Federal  estab- 
lishment from  a  levy  on  incomes,  and  the  imposition  of  war 
taxes  in  time  of  peace.

Knocking  the  Sweet  Wine  Market 


IN   the   January   lOtli   issue   of  our  esteemed   contemporary, 
Hoiifort's,  of  New  York,  tlie  market  report  on  California 
wines  contains  tlie  following  knock  at  sweet  wine  values : 

Not  many  contracts  for  future  deliveries  have  been  made  or  are  contem- 
plated and  this  for  various  reasons;  the  principal  of  which  is  undoubtedly  the 
fact  that  money  is  scarce  and  that  people  have  no  courage.  The  other  reasons 
are  that  some  reputable  firms  of  Southern  California  have  offered  to  sell  sweet 
wines  at  very  low  prices  and  that  the  reports  from  California  have  It 
that  the  sweet  wine  people  in  general  will  want  to  market  their  wines,  because 
they  need  money,  and  that  cash  offers  will  therefore  be  sought  after.  Just 
how  much  confidence  is  to  be  placed  in  these  rumors  it  is  difficult  to  say; 
they  may  have  been  circulated  by  some  interested  parties,  and  the  buyers  who 
are  basing  all  of  their  dealings  on  them  may  be  sadly  disappointed. 

Commentinfi;  upon  the  foregoing,  President  Rossi  of  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony  .said: 

"There  is  no  truth  whatever  in  the  statement  that  reputable 
firms  of  Stmthern  California  have  offered  to  sell  sweet  wines 
at  very  low  i)rice.s,  and  that  tlie  reports  from  California  have 
it  that  the  sweet  wine  people  in  general  will  want  to  market 
their  wines  because  they  need  money,  and  that  cash  offers  will 
therefore  be  sought  after. 

"That  is  as  far  as  our  knowledge  goes.  On  the  contrary,  the 
wine  men  in  the  interior  were  never  in  such  good  condition  to 
join  with  dealers  in  taking  care  of  and  carrying  over  the  product 
of  11)07.  Such  product,  naturally  cannot  be  sold  or  shipped  at 
one  time,  as  it  is  not  yet  in  marketable  condition.  The  proposi- 
tion resolves  itself  into  a  simple  fact  that,  considering  the 
financial  stringency,  a  few  big  firm-s  cannot  carry  all  the  bur- 
den. This  has  to  be  distributed  in  equal  shares  between  the  big 
groM-ers  and  the  large  wine  makers,  who  certainly  A\ere  never 
in  better  condition  to  shoulder  the  load  than  now,  for  during 
the  last  few  years  they  have  idealized  handsomely. 

"In  my  opinion  these  rumors  were  circulated  by  some  inter- 
ested parties,  as  suggested  by  Boiiforf.s,  and  that  buyers  who  are 
basing  all  of  Iheir  dealings  on  them  will  be  sadly  disappointed."

The 
writer  says : 

"As  the  goods  handled  in  our  line  of  business  are  accused 
generally,  by  the  enemies  of  the  liipior  trafiic,  of  being  the  cause 
of  all  evil,  and  as  the  organized  movement  against  li(]uor  is 
every  day  gaining  strength,  some  concerted  action  on  the  part  of 
the  wholesaler  must  be  made  toward  correcting  the  causes  re- 
sponsible for  the  feeling  against  the  retailer.  This  will  be  a 
very  delicate  matter  to  handle  and  it  can  only  be  discussed  and 
finally  determined  upon  in  executive  meeting. 

Our  fanatical  enemies  work  in  the  dark,  their  schemes  al- 
ways being,  planned  in  secrecy.  Self-protectitm  demands  that 
the  Avine  and  liquor  interests  should  proceed  on  the  same  lines. 

The  inroads  already  made  by  the  anti-saloon  government 
throughout  the  country  and  the  recent  unexpected  strength 
shown  in  the  A\'est,  is  enough  to  satisfy  the  most  skeptical  that 
immediate  action  should  be  taken  to  protect  our  business.  So 
let  us  hope  that  the  wholesalers  will  get  together  with  the  sole 
intention  of  each  doing  his  best  to  place  tlie  liquor  business 
above  the  causes  that  It'ad  to  the  support  given  total  abstain- 
ence  by  people  who  ai-e  not  opposed  to  legitimate  sale,  imt  who 
are  forced  by  the  (|uestionable  methods  now  used  by  many  in 
the  li(iuor  business  to  vf)te  and  work  with  the  fanatics." 

As  to  the  foregoing,  it  would  seem  that  there  is  notliing 
more  to  be  said  than  to  rejjcat  the  remark  of  the  gentleman  from 
IMiiladeli)hia,  "And  there  j'ou  are." 


Meddlesome  Mischief  Makers

This  W.  C.  T.  U.  is  in  our  oi)inion  among  the  worst  enemies 
against  which  true  temperance  has  to  struggle.  The  action 
taken  by  these  meddlesome  mischief  makers  in  the  matter  of 
the  abolishment  of  the  canteen,  by  which  a  vast  amount  of 
drunkenness  was  caused  aiiumg  Uncle  Sam's  soldiers,  should 
be  reiiHMnbered,  and  their  attempt  to  interfei-e  with  the  Jackies' 
enjoyment  knocked  on  the  head.

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EDiTOK  Wim;  .\xi)  HiMHiT  IvKviKw :  Tlie  jicncral  iiiiprovciiicnt 
ill  tlic  (iiialily  of  Califoriiiii  wines  diii-injj  recent  years, 
promises  still  j^reater  advancement  for  the  industry  iu  tlu; 
future. 

This  improvement  has  been  larj;;ely  due  to  cultivation  of  het- 
ler  varietii's  of  vines  and  to  the  advanced  methods  of  vinifica- 
tiou. 

However,  a  large  acreage  of  tli(>  most  fertili>  soil  iu  the 
Stale  has  been  jdanted  with  vines,  producing  large  crojis,  of 
which  a  very  large  (]uantity  has  been  turned  into  wine  of  very 
low  grade.  It  is  evident  that  quality  is  more  desirable  than 
quantity.  This  fact  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  upon  our 
grajie  growers. 

Yet  the  general  tendency  of  the  grower  and  dealer  has  been 
10  turn  out  lai'ge  (piantities  of  Avine  quickly,  with  little  regard 
for  improA-ement  by  ageing;  for  this  reason,  our  possibilities  for 
producing  really  line  wines  have  hardly  been  deiiumstrated  to 
I  he  consumer.  No  artificial  treatment  can  procure  the  vinosity 
and  bouquet  of  superior  old  wines;  those  qualities  can  only  be 
ac(piired  by  age,  exi)erience  and  proper  handling  of  good  w  ines. 

Successful  marketing  depends  largely  upon  quality,  as  the 
article  offered  must  compare^  favorably  Avith  that  offered  in 
coiupetition.  '*  , 

Far  better  Avoiild  it  be  to  set  aside  surplus  quantities  of  supe- 
I  i(ir  Aviues  for  the  i)urpose  of  ageing  and  properly  maturing. 

Thus,  and  thus  only,  can  AA-e  expect  to  be  successful  against 
foreign  comjM'tition,  and  there  is  no  good  reason  AA'liy  our  Aviues 
should  not  compare  faA^orably  Avltli  the  Avorkl's  proudest  vin- 
tages. 

The  ultimate  success  of  all  producers  Avho  will  follow  this 
'  ourse  can  be  safely  predicted.

Champagne  Duty  Reduced 

THE  reciprocity  proclamation  of  the  President  under  date  of  January  28th 
is  a  victory  for  the  foreign   champagne  producers,   in  view   of   the   fact 
that  it  reduces  the  duty  on  their  goods  to  six  dollars  per  dozen,  quarts, 
and  smaller  packages  In  proportion.     This  is  bad  news  for  the  domestic  pro- 
ducers, because  it  gives  their  foreign, competitors  so  much  better  advantage  in 
competition. 

This  reciprocity  game,  with  all  due  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  illustrious 

late  James  G.  Blaine,  is  not  what  it  purports  to  be — it  doesn't  strike  fair — it 

hits  like  the  unscrupulous  fighter.     In  other  words  it  does  not  act  in  a  generally 

ir  way.     It  punishes  the  producer  of  sparkling  wines  in  New  York,  Ohio  and 

ilifornia  in  order  that  producers  of  pork  products  in  the  Western  States  may 

placated.

UNDER  date  of  January  14,  1908,  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
announces  that  the  internal  revenue  strip  stamp  when  Intact  over  the 
mouth  of  a  bottled-in-bond  bottle,  while  not  guaranteeing  the  purity  or 
quality  of  the  whisky,  does  reasonably  guarantee  that  the  proof  is  not  less 
than  100  per  cent  and  the  age  as  stated  on  the  stamp.  As  to  the  quantity  this 
office  by  regulation  has  prohibited  the  use  of  undersized  bottles  and  the  prac- 
tice of  under-filling  them  by  bottlers  In  bond,  under  penalty  of  seizure  and 
forfeiture  of  the  short  measure  bottles.  The  government  assumes  no  responsi- 
bility whatever  with  respect  to  the  claims  made  by  dealers  in  advertising 
spirits.

TIk^  location  for  a 
trade  of  this  kind  and  Mr.  Bacon's  popularity  and  abilit}' 
should  make  him  a  sure  Avinner. 


Rudy  Fishback,  who  Avas  before  the  fire  located  on  Market 
street  adjoining  the  James  Flood  building,  and  Avho  had  one  of 
the  SAAell  retail  places  of  the  city,  is  again  in  business.  He  is 
uoAv  located  at  !i51  Montgomery  street,  in  the  Russ  Building, 
practically  on  the  site  of  the  famous  old  Chai'les  NcAvman  Cafe. 
Mr.  I'^ishback  has  outfitted  his  place  not  only  in  costly  and 
elegant  style,  but  has  it  so  arranged  as  to  be  a  noA^elty  and 
convenience  as  Avell.  The  mezzanine  gallery  at  the  back,  Avhich 
is  handsomely  outfitted,  is  used  for  general  public  convenience 
and  lounging  room  OA'erlooking  the  main  l^ar.  Business  is  ex- 
cellent.

A  QUESTION  long  agitated  by  the  saloonmen — "we  should  get  a  bit  for 
case  goods  and  mixed  drinks" — and,  thanks  to  the  inspectors  of  the 
revenue  service,  I  believe  in  a  short  while  all  retailers  will  be  charging 
the  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  with  the  result  that.  In  most  cases,  the  consumer 
will  get  what  he  calls  for,  the  saloonman  will  enjoy  a  comfortable  profit  as 
well  as  handling  the  straight  goods,  not  being  forced  to  refill  bottles,  and  the 
wholesalers'  case  goods,  as  well  as  imported  lines,  will  not  be  such  an  eye-sore 
to  the  retailer. 

Of  course  this  does  not  apply  as  much  to  the  regular  bit  houses,  but  to  the 
10-cent  places,  where  the  drinks  taken  are  larger,  very  seldom  being  measured 
with  a  pony,  as  with  the  former,  in  imported  lines. 

Due  to  the  greater  expense  in  conducting  business  to-day  on  account  of 
increased  rentals,  higher  license,  insurance,  wages,  etc.,  a  great  many  have 
taken  the  12%-ceht  step,  which  they  dared  not  before,  on  account  of  the  fear 
that  the  competitor  would  not,  but  I  am  In  hopes  of  now  .seeing  it  become  the 
custom. 

It  Is  all  nonsense  to  sell  the  standard  American  case  whiskies,  gins,  cognacs, 
etc.,  as  well  as  imported  Scotches,  Irishes,  cognacs,  cordials,  etc.,  for  10  cents. 
The  tnly  money  made  is  through  volume,  with  the  result  that  the  retailer  is 
always  looking  for  the  substitute,  which  will  match  the  original,  so  that  he 
can  afford  to  put  it  out  and  make  a  proht,  thereby  deceiving  the  poor  con- 
sumer. 

I  say  thanks  to  the  inspectors,  for  they  are  forcing  the  keeping  up  of  the 
bottled-in-bond  goods,  and  I  am  in  hopes  the  crusade  will  soon  apply  to  all 
case  goods  bottled  in  bond  or  free. 

Quite  a  few  of  the  saloonmen  have  been  fined  for  adulterating  100  proof 
goods,  and  I  believe  the  lesson  will  prove  a  good  one,  for  the  old  case  bottles 
which  have  been  refilled  until  they  are  about  worn  out,  seem  to  be  dis- 
appearing. 

Of  course,  many  consumers  will  object  to  paying  the  long  bit  when 
drinking  alone,  but  a  check  for  2%  cents  can  be  given  in  such  instances, 
which  will  enable  them  to  buy  the  next  drink  for  10  cents  with  the  check. 

Such  methods  will  insure  a  higher  class  of  goods  being  used,  as  the  retailer 
will  make  a  liberal  profit,  and  it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  give  your  customer  what 
he  calls  for. 

The  business  should  be  legitimate  as  any  other  business,  and  if  the  liquor 
trade  would  only  pull  together  and  assist  each  other,  as  well  as  the  Commis- 
sioners, there  would  not  be  so  much  agitation  over  this  business,  and  we  would 
not  be  so  skeptical  about  the  future.  So  let  us  all  put  out  our  12% -cent  sign, 
give  your  customer  what  he  calls  for,  and  no  doubt  your  business  will  become 
more  profitable  and  pleasant.

NO  ONE  seems  to  know.     The  law  reads:     "Any  one  selling  malt  or  spirit 
liquors,  in  any  quantity,  whether  consumed  or  not,  on  the  premises,  shall 
pay  $500  per  year,  payable  quarterly,  of  $125  each."     But  is  this  amilicd? 
It  seems  not. 

The  saloonman  pays  it,  yes,  but  who  else?  Does  the  grocer,  delicatessen, 
druggist  or  those  who  have  been  selling  bottle  goods  ?And  lately  some  of  the 
latter  have  received  notice  to  discontinue  selling  bottle  goods,  unless  they  have 
a  retail  liquor  license,  while  his  neighbor  has  received  no  such  notice.  Why 
not  all?  There  seems  to  be  no  head  or  tail  to  this  question,  and  those  that 
should  know  pass  it  along  to  the  next  one. 

The  foregoing  remarks  apply  as  well  to  the  rules  regarding  female  patrons. 
Everything  Is  at  sixes  and  sevens  and  no  one  knows  where  he  is  at.  This  Is 
inexcusable  and  gives  an  unfair  advantage  to  the  few  large  restaurants.

SAN    FRANCISCO  ^ 
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The  Oldest  Liquor  House 


BY  the  courtesy  and  excellent  memory  of  C.  T.  Crowell  of 
Jolin  Sroufe  &  Co.,  we  are  enabled  to  give  a  short  sketch  of 
this,  the  oldest  wine  and  liquor  importing  house  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

It  was  first  established  in  1849,  when  the  wonderful  discovery 
of  gold  in  California  startled  the  woi-ld  and  San  Francisco 
first  came  into  prominence  as  a  commercial  city.  In  these  early 
days  AVarren  Loud  and  Charles  Hosmer  founded  the  house  in 
question,  carrying  on  business  on  the  north  side  of  Jackson 
street,  between  Sansome  and  Montgomery  streets. 

One  of  the  then  niimerous  fires  burnt  them  out  in  the  early 
50's  and  the  firm  moved  to  the  one  story  granite  stores  at  409- 
411-413  Front  street,  for  which  they  paid  -f  1,000  a  mouth  rent. 
In  18G0,  Loud  &  Hosmer  were  succeeded  by  Reed  &  Snyder, 
who  had  held  the  positions  of  bookkeeper  and  salesman  in  the 
former  firm.  These  gentlemen  conducted  the  business  success- 
fully for  three  j'ears  ^\■hen  they  sold  out  to  Howard  &  Goewey. 
This  Howard  was  none  other  that  Charles  Webb  Howard,  for 
manj-  years  afterwards  President  of  the  Spring  Valley  AVater 
Co.  He  did  not  remain  long  in  the  wine  and  liquor  business 
and  when  he  retired,  W.  Hosmer  one  of  the  original  founders 
of  the  house,  took  his  place  and  the  firm  was  known  as  Hosmer, 
Goewey  &  Co.  In  1869,  Hosmer  dropped  out,  and  the  firm's 
name  was  again  altered  to  J.  M.  Goewey  &  Co.,  the  "Co."  con- 
sisting of  C.  T.  Crowell,  the  present  manager,  and  Hugh  Mc- 
Crum.  In  August,  1875,  this  firm  sold  out  to  John  Sroufe  and 
Hugh  McCrum,  and  under  the  title  of  Sroufe  &  McCrum  did  a 
very  successful  business  until  1892,  when  McCrum  retired  and 
the  firm  became,  as  it  is  to-day,  "John  Sroufe  &  Co."  It  was 
located  in  X'nion  Block,  Jlarket  street,  xuitil  tlie  fire  of  190G, 
when  it  moved  to  its  present  quarters  on  the  southwest  corner 
of  Grove  and  Devisadero  streets. 

During  all  these  years  the  firms  reputation  was  never  tar- 
nishett  and  it  handled  most  of  the  prominent  brands  TN-hich 
found  favor  with  the  public  in  by-gone  days.  To-day  it  is  look- 
ing forward  to  moving  back  to  its  old  stand  down  town  in  the 
commercial  district,  where  it  will  be  heartily  welcome  by  the 
trade. 


Mr.  Sroufe  died  in  1904,  since  which  time  tlie  house  has  been 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  C.  T.  CroAvell,  who  has  been  for 
many  years  connected  with  this,  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  most 
dependable  houses  in  the  trade. 

This  brings  the  history  of  John  Sroufe  &  Co.  up  to  the  present 
time,  and  we  cannot  help  adding  that  we  feel  certain  that  under 
the  present  able  and  experienced  management  it  is  sure  to 
prosper  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  and  that  there  is  a  bright 
])rospect  before  this  well-known  and  popular  house  when  it 
once  gets  a  permanent  home  for  Slater  whisky  in  the  wli(»lesal(> 
district. 


W.  H.  Campbell  is  to  be  ccmgratulated  upon  his  good  health 
and  vigorous  constitution  which  we  believe  he  attributes  in  a 
degree  to  the  high  quality'  of  the  Canadian  Club  AVhisky  of 
which  he  is  the  agent  and  in  a  moderate  way,  consumer.  Mr. 
Campbell  is  as  well  known  to  the  trade  as  the  fine  brand  of 
whisky  which  he  represents  in  this  city  and  like  that  lifpior, 
seems  to  improve  with  age  and  to  become  more  popular  as 
he  grows  older.  The  brand  he  handles  is  manufactured  in 
Canada  and  is  distilled  and  bottled  by  Hiram  Walker  &  Sons, 
who  have  agencies  all  over  the  world.  It  is  all  bottled  in  bond 
so  that  its  purity  and  age  can  be  guaranteed  by  the  govern- 
ment, and  it  is  being  liberally  patronized  in  San  Francisco  and 
contributory  territory  under  the  able  management  of  Mr. 
Campbell.'  He  states  that  business  is  good  and  that  he  looks 
forward  to  an  eucreased  demand  for  Canadian  Club  AVhisky 
in  1908.  It  certainly  should  be  considering  Mr.  Campbell's 
earnest  etTorts  and  the  quality  of'  the  goods  he  handles,  for 
true  merit  is  sure  to  succeed,  both  in  man  and  whisky. 


"It  is  always  gratifying  to  note  the  satisfaction  with  whicli 
some  firms  wind  up  their  year's  l»txsiness  and  look  forward  witli 
confident  optimism  to  the  trade  of  the  ensuing,  year,  .says  the 
Criterion.  .

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Department  of  Justice, 

January  11,  1908. 

Sir:  I  am  duly  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  16th  ultimo,  in  which  you 
request  my  opinion  "as  to  what  directions  should  be  Issued  and  steps  taken 
by  this  Department  with  regard  to  the  marking  and  branding  of  casks  and 
packages  of  distilled  spirits,  to  the  end  that  the  regulations  so  issued  may 
be  In  harmonious  accord,  if  possible,  with  those  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, looking  to  the  enforcement  of  the  pure-food  law."  If  this  inquiry 
could  be  construed  as  a  request  that  I  offer  suggestions  as  to  the  form  of 
instructions  to  be  given  your  subordinates  or  of  regulations  to  be  adopted 
by  your  Department  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  administration  of  the  act 
generally  known  as  the  "pure-food  law,"  in  harmony  with  the  action  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  relation  to  the  same  subject,  it  would  seem 
obvious  that  such  suggestion  on  my  part  would  not  constitute  an  answer  to  a 
"question  of  law"  as  the  term  is  used  in  the  United  States  Revised  Statutes  356. 
I  understand  your  request  however  as  asking  In  substance  my  opinion  as  to 
how  far,  if  at  all,  sections  3287,  3289  and  3449  of  the  United  States  Revised 
Statutes,  as  amended  by  subsequent  legislation,  are  amended  or  repealed  by 
the  pure-food  law  and  whether  the  regulations  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Internal  Revenue  set  forth  in  your  above  mentioned  letter  are  now  authorized 
by  the  existing  law.    To  this  inquiry  I  have  the  honor  to  reply  as  follows: 

The  above  mentioned  sections  of  the  United  States  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended  by  subsequent  legislation,  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  3287.    Drawing  oft,  gauging,  etc.,  and  removal  of  spirits  to  warehouse.. 

"All  distilled  spirits  shall  be.  drawn  from  the  receiving  cisterns  into  casks 
or  packages,  each  of  not  less  capacity  than  ten  gallons  wine  measure,  and 
shall  thereupon  be  gauged,  proved,  and  marked  by  an  internal-revenue  gauger, 
who  shall  cut  on  the  cask  or  package  containing  such  spirits,  in  a  manner  to 
be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  the  quantity  of  wine 
gallons  and  in  proof  gallons  of  the  contents  of  such  casks  or  packages,  and 
the  particular  name  of  such  distilled  spirits  as  known  to  the  trade — that  is  to 
say,  high  wines,  alcohol  or  spirits,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  marked  or 
branded  on  the  head  of  such  cask  or  package  in  letters  of  not  less  than  one 
inch  in  length;  and  the  spirits  shall  be  immediately  removed  into  the  distillery 
warehouse,  and  the  gauger  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  storekeeper  of  the 
warehouse,  place  upon  the  head  of  the  cask  or  package  an  engraved  stamp, 
which  shall  be  signed  by  the  collector  of  the  district  and  the  storekeeper  and 
gauger;  and  shall  have  written  thereon  the  number  of  proof  gallons  contained 
therein,  the  name  of  the  distiller,  the  date  of  the  receipt  in  the  warehouse, 
and  the  serial  number  of  each  cask  or  package,  in  progressive  order,  as  the 
same  are  received  from  the  distillery.  Such  serial  number  for  every  distillery 
shall  be  in  regular  sequence  of  the  serial  number  thereof,  beginning  with 
number  one  (No.  1)  with  the  first  cask  or  package  deposited  therein  after 
July  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  no  two  or  more  casks  or 
packages  warehoused  at  the  same  distillery  shall  be  marked  with  the  same 
number.     The  said  stamp  shall  be  as  follows: 

"Distillery-warehouse  stamp  No.  — .     Issued  by ,  collector,  — district. 

State  of  — ,  distillery  warehouse  of ,  18 — ,  Cask  No.  — ;  contents  —  gallons 

proof  spirits. 

"Attest: 


United  States  Storekeeper. 


United  States  Gauger. 

"Provided,  however.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  distiller,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Commissioner  of  Interna!  Revenue,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  prescribe,  distilled  spirits  may  be  drawn 
into  wooden  packages,  each  containing  two  or  more  metallic  cans,  which  cans 
shall  have  each  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  five  gallons,  wine  measure,  such 
packages  to  be  filled  and  used  only  for  exportation  from  the  United  States.  And 
there  shall  be  charged  for  each  of  said  packages  or  cases  for  the  expense  of 
providing  and  affixing  stamps,  five  cents  instead  of  ten  cents  as  now  required 
by  law. 

"Sec.  3289.     Forfeiture  of  unstamped  packages. 

"All  distilled  spirits  found  in  any  cask  or  package  containing  five  gallons 
or  more,  without  having' thereon  each  mark  and  stamp  required  therefor  by 
law,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States. 

"Sec.  3449.  Removing  any  liquors  or  wines  under  other  than  trade  names; 
penalty. 

"Whenever  any  person  ships,  transports,  or  removes  any  spirituous  or 
fermented  liquors  or  wines  under  any  other  than  the  proper  name  or  brand 
known  to  the  trade  as  designating  the  kind  and  quality  of-  the  contents  of  the 
casks  or  packages  containing  the  same,  or  causes  such  act  to  be  done,  he 
shall  forfeit  said  liquors  or  wines,  and  casks  or  packages,  and  be  subject  to 
pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars." 


I  am  Informed  by  your  letter  that  the  regulations  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  contain  the  following  provisions: 

"The  gauger  will  also  mark  or  brand  with  a  die,  stencil,  or  branding  iron 
on  the  head  of  the  cask,  in  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length,  the  par- 
ticular name  of  the  spirits  as  known  to  the  trade,  which  mark  or  brand  will 
be  varied  to  suit  whatever  kind  is  contained  in  the  package,  as  'high  wines,' 
'rye,'  'Bourbon,'  or  'copper-distilled'  whisky,  as  the  case  may  be. 

"He  will  also  cut  or  burn  the  date  of  inspection  so  that  the  head  of  the 
cask  will  appear  as  follows: 

"(Drawing  of  head  of  cask  here  set  out  in  illustration.) 

"In  addition  to  attaching  the  stamp  for  rectified  spirits  and  canceling  the 
same,  the  gauger  will  cut  upon  the  bung  stave  the  result  of  the  inspection  In 
the  manner  directed  herein  under  the  head  of  'Gauging  an.d  marking  spirits  In 
warehouse  upon  request  of  distiller,'  and  mark  upon  the  head  of  each  cask 
with  a  stencil  plate  In  durable  ink  his  name  and  office,  the  date  of  Inspection, 
the  particular  name  of  such  spirits  as  known  to  the  trade,  the  proof,  the  name 
and  place  of  business  of  the  rectifier,  and  the  serial  number  of  the  stamp  for 
rectified  spirits  affixed  thereto. 

"(Drawing  of  head  of  cask  here  set  out  in  illustration.)" 

The  act  approved  June  30,  1906,  generally  known  as  the  "Pure  Pood  law," 
Is  entitled: 

"An  act  for  preventing  the  manufacture,  sale  or  transportation  of  adul- 
terated or  misbranded  or  poisonous  or  deleterious  foods,  drugs,  medicines,  and 
liquors,  and  for  regulating  traffic  therein,  and  for  other  purposes." 

The  portion  of  that  law  which  seems  to  be  relevant  to  the  matters  under 
dlscu.ssion  Is  the  following: 

"Sec.  8.  .That  the  term  'misbranded,'  as  used  herein,  shall  apply  to  all 
drugs,  or  articles  of  food,  or  articles  which  enter  Into  the  composition  of  food, 
the  package  or  label  of  which  shall  bear  any  statement,  design,  or  device 
regarding  such  article,  or  the  Ingredients  or  substances  contained  therein, 
which  shall  be  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular.  •  *  •  That  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act  an  article  shall  also  be  deemed  to  be  misbranded:  *  •  • 
In  the  case  of  food:  First.  If  it  be  an  imitation  of  or  offered  for  sale  under 
the  distinctive  name  of  another  article.  *  •  •  Fourth.  If  the  package  con- 
taining It  or  its  label  shall  bear  any  statement,  design,  or  device  regarding 
the  Ingredients  or  the  substances  contained  therein,  which  statement,  design 
or  device  shall  be  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular:  Provided,  That  an 
article  of  food  which  does  not  contain  any  added  poisonous  or  deleterious 
ingredients  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  or  misbranded  in  the  fol- 
lowing cases: 

"First.  In  the  cast  of  mixtures  or  compounds  which  may  be  now  or 
from  time  to  time  hereafter  known  as  articles  of  food  under  their  own  dis- 
tinctive names  and  not  an  imitation  of  or  offered  for  sale  under  the 
distinctive  name  of  another  article,  if  the  name  be  accompanied  on  the  same 
label  or  brand  with  a  statement  of  the  place  where  said  article  has  been 
manufactured  or  produced. 

"Second.  In  the  case  of  articles  labeled,  branded,  or  tagged,  so  as  to 
plainly  indicate  that  they  are  compounds.  Imitations,  or  blends,  and  the  word 
'compound,'  'Imitation,'  or  'blend,'  as  the  case  may  be  Is  plainly  stated  on  the 
package  In  whlch.lt  is  offered  for  sale:  Provided,  That  the  term  blend'  as 
used  herein  shall  be  construed  to  mean  a  mixture  of  like  substances,  not 
excluding  harmless  coloring  or  flavoring  ingredients  used  for  the  purpose  of 
coloring  and  flavoring  only:  And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  as  requiring  or  compelling  proprietary  foods  which  contain 
no  unwholesome  added  Ingredient  to  disclose  their  trade  formulas  except  In 
so  far  as  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  require  to  secure  freedom  from 
adulteration  or  misbranding." 

In  an  opinion  rendered  by  me  to  the  President  on  April  10,  1907,  I  said  of 
the  purpose  of  this  law: 

"The  primary  purpose  t)f  the  Pure  Food  law  is  to  protect  against  fraud 
consumers  of  food  or  drugs;  as  an  Incident  or  secondary  purpose,  it  seeks  to 
prevent,  or  at  least  discourage  the  use  of  deleterious  substances  for  either 
purpose;  but  Its  first  aim  is  to  Insure,  so  far  as  possible,  that  the  purchaser 
of  an  article  of  food  or  of  a  drug  shall  obtain  nothing  different  from  what  he 
wishes  and  Intends  to  buy.  According  to  the  recognized  canons  of  statutory 
construction,  the  language  of  its  provisions  must  be  interpreted  with  reference 
to  and  in  harmony  with  this  primary  general  purpose;  so  that,  in  determining 
the  proper  nomenclature  for  articles  of  food  as  defined  In  the  act,  the  intention 
of  the  law  will  be  best  observed  by  giving  to  such  articles  names  readily 
understood  and  conveying  definite  and  familiar  ideas  to  the  general  public, 
although  such  names  may  be  inaccurate  in  the  view  of  a  chemist  or  physicist 
or  an  expert  in  some  particular  industrial  art,  as  in  the  distillation  and 
refining  of  spirits.  Moreover,  the  same  name  may  be  given  by  dealers  or  by 
the  general  public  to  two  or  more  substances  varying  very  materially  in  their 
scientific  characteristics  and  this  fact  must  be  given  due  weight  in  passing 
upon  questions  of  branding  or  labeling  under  the  law." 
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I i,_  is  obvious  that  the  puriinse  of  this  act,  as  thus  dellned,  Is  an  altogether 

Hj^berent  purpose  from  that  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  internal 
ff  iWenue.  The  Congress  cannot  be  presumed  to  have  had  In  mind  at  the  time 
of  its  enactment  the  substitution  of  new  provisions  for  any  of  those  affecting 
the  last  mentioned  subject-matter  of  legislation,  and  under  such  circumstances 
it  Is  a  well-established  rule  of  statutory  construction  that  the  language  of  the 
later  statute  will  be  harmonized  if  possible  with  that  of  the  earlier  and  will 
he  held  to  have  modified  the  earlier  only  In  so  far  as  they  are  plainly  in 
iiifllet.  In  the  event,  however,  of  an  evident  conflict  between  the  terms  of- 
ihe  two  enactments  those  of  the  later  must  of  course  prevail  Applying  these 
rules  of  construction,  I  find  nothing  in  section  3287  of  the  Revised.  Statutts 
whicli  is  necessarily  repealed  by  section  8  of  the  Pure  Food  law.  Section  3287 
iiKulates  the  removal  of  distilled  spirits  from  the  receiving  cisterns  of  a 
distillery,  prtscribes  the  minimum  size  of  the  receptacles  Into  which  such 
.  distilled  spirits  may  be  drawn  and  requires  the  gauger,  in  a  manner  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  to  mark  on  the  casks 
or  packages,  inter  alia,  "the  particular  name  of  such  distilled  spirits  as  known 
to  the  trade — that  Is  to  say,  high  wines,  alcohol,  or  spirits  as  the  case 
may  be."  This  statute  constitutes  a  declaration  by  the  Congress  that 
when  distilled  spirits  left  the  receiving  cisterns  they  had  one  or  the  other 
:it  certain  appropriate  trade  names — that  is  to  say,  "high  wines,"  "alcohol," 
or  "spirits,  as  the  case  may  be,"  the  last  five  words  being,  in  my  opinion, 
intended  to  apply  to  "spirits"  only  and  not  to  "high  wines"  on  the  one  hand 
or  "alcohol"  on  the  other  hand.  It  is,  of  course,  quite  immaterial  whether  this 
legislative  declaration  was  or  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  fact  as  to  trade 
usages  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  or  is  or  is  not  in  conformity  with  such 
usages  at  present.  The  Congress  thereby  prescribed  certain  names  and  only 
those  given  or  authorized  by  implication  as  proper  to  be  given  to  distilled 
spirits  when  guch  spirits  should  leave  the  receiving  cistern,  and  in  construing 
this  statute,  as  we  must,  with  relatt«ta  to  well  known  facts  In  connection  with 
the  art  of  distillation,  it  seems  plain  that  the  Congress  considered  the  several 
kinds  of  "spirits"  in  the  restricted  sense  in  which  the  word  is  used  in  this 
part  of  section  3287,  liquids  which  were  neither  "high  wines"  nor  yet  "alcohol," 
it  being  a  notorious  fact  that  the  substances  congeneric  with  alcohol  found  iii 
hat  is  practically  the  first  product  of  distillation  (that  1h  to  say.  In  "high 
ivines")  must  be  partially  transformed  or  their  properties  otherwise  elimi- 
nated to  convert  this  product  into  some  form  of  potable  "spirits,"  and  no  less 
certain  that  if  they  be  removed  for  practical  purposes  altogether  the  process 
eonvert.s  the  said  product  into  commercial  "alcohol." 

The  thirteenth  definition  of  "spirit  (pi.)"  given  by  Webster  Is:  "Rum, 
\liisky,  brandy,  gin  and  other  distilled  liquors  having  much  alcohol,  in 
distinction  from  wines  and  malt  liquors."  In  my  opinion  the  words:  "spirits, 
as  the  case  may  be,"  are  used  in  conformity  to  this  definition  and  mean: 
"That  distilled  liquor  included  within  the  definition  of  'spirits,'  which  may  be 
appropriate  in  the  particular  case,"  that  is  to  say,  "rum"  or  "whisky,"  "brandy" 
or  "gin,"  or  whatever  other  name  of  a  distilled  liquor  may  be  suitable.'  The 
brand  or  label,  however,  must  contain  only  a  general  name  of  a  spirit;  no 
description  or  particular  designation  Is  required,  contemplated  or  in  my 
opinion  allowed  by  the  terms  of  section  3287b. 

The  law  evidently  requires  these  brands  or  labels  to  be  truthful,  that  is 
lo  say.  If  the  liquid  contained  In  the  casks  or  packages  is  really  so-called 
"neutral  spirit,"  or  in  other  words  for  practical  purposes,  "ethyl  alcohol,"  this 
statute  requires  it  to  be  branded  or  labeled  "alcohol,"  and  does  not  permit  it 
to  be  labeled  a  particular  kind  of  potable  spirits,  as  for  example  "whisky"; 
but  supposing  the  brands  and  labels  to  be  truthful  I  can  not  see  how  such 
articles  could  be  regarded  as  "misbrandcd"  under  the  provisions  of  section  8 
of  the  Pure  Food  law,  above  quoted.  I  advise  you  therefore  that  in  my 
opinion  there  is  no  inconsistency  between  the  provisions  of  section  3287  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  and  section  8  of  the  Pure  Food  law  and  that  the  former 
statute  is  not  superseded  or  repealed  by  the  latter. 

The  same  Is  true  of  section  3289.     I  find  nothing  in  the  Pure  Pood  law 
which  renders  the  provision  of  that  section  inappropriate,  and  it  was  not  in 
my   opinion   repealed    either   expressly    or   by   necessary    implication    by   the 
iiactment  of  the  said  law. 

With  respect  to  section  3449  there  is  moi'e  cfifficulty.  Sections  2  and  10 
"f  the  Pure  Food  law  (34  Stats.,  768)  so  far  as  material  for  cur  present  purpose 
ure  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2.     That  the  introduction  into  any  State  or  Territory  pr  the  District 
if  Columbia  from  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  from  any  foreign  country,  or  shipment  to  any  foreign  country  of  any  article 
r  food  or  drugs  which  is  adulterated  or  misbranded,  within  the. meaning  of 
his  act,  is  hereby  prohibited;   and  any  person  who  shall  ship  or  deliver  for 
hipment  from  any  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  to  any  other 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  to  a  foreign  country,  or  who 
liall  receive  In  any  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  from  any 
•ther  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  foreign  country,  and 
having  so  received,  shall  deliver,   in  original  unbroken  packages,  for  pay  or 
fitherwise,  or  offer  to  deliver  to  any  other  person,  any  such  article  so  adul- 
terated  or   misbranded    within   the   meaning   of   this   act,   or   any   person    who 
hall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Coluinbia  or  the  Territories  of  the 
i'nited  States  any  such  adulterated  or  misbranded  foods  or  drugs,  or  export. 


or  offer  to  export  the  .same  to  any  foreign  country,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  for  such  offense  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars 
for  the  first  offense,  and  upon  conviction  for  each  subsequent  offense  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

"Sec.  10.  That  any  article  of  food,  drug,  or  liquor  that  is  adulterated  or 
misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  is  being  transported  from 
one  State,  Territory,  District,  or  insular  possession  to  another  for  sale,  or 
having  been  transported  remains  unloaded,  unsold,  or  in  original  unbroken 
packages,  or  If  It  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  the 
Territories  or  Insular  possessions  of  the  United  States,  or  if  it  be  imported 
from  a  foreign  country  for  sale,  or  if  it  is  intended  for  export  to  a  foreign 
country,  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  in  any  district  court  of  the 
United  States  within  the  district  where  the  same  is  found,  and  seized  for 
conflccatlon  by  a  process  of  libel  for  condemnation." 

It  Is  my  opinion  that  these  provisions  in  connection  with  section  8  above 
quoted  prescribe  for  the  shipment,  transportation,  or  removal  of  any  spirituous 
or  fermented  liquors  or  wines  from  one  State  or  Territory  to  another,  or  from 
or  to  or  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  from  or  to  any  foreign  country, 
or  from  or  to  the  insular  possessions  of  the  United  States,  a  different  brand 
or  mark  on  an  article  so  transported  from  that  required  by  section  3449.  The 
proper  name  or  brand  known  to  the  trade  may  yet  be  one  containing  a 
"statement,"  "design,"  or  "device,"  which  may  be  false  or  misleading  in  some 
particular.  As  pointed  out  in  the  extract  heretofore  given  from  the  opinion 
rendered  by  me  to  the  President  on  April  10  last  past,  I  think  the  names 
intended  by  the  Pure  Food  law  to  be  used  in  brands  or  labels  should  be — 
"names  readily  understood  and  conveying  definite  and  familiar  ideas  to  the 
general  public,  although  such  names  may  be  Inaccurate  in  the  view  of  a 
chemist  or  physicist  or  an  expert  in  some  particular  Industrial  art,  as  in  the 
distillation  and  refining  of  spirits." 

It  follows  that  the  name  "known  to  the  trade  as  designating  the  kind  and 
quality"  of  a  wine  or  a  spirituous  or  fermented  liquor  may  not  be  one  convey- 
ing to  the  general  public  accurate  information  as  to  such  character  or, quality, 
and  in  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  section  3449  relate  to.  shipment,  transporta- 
tion, or  removal  not  wholly  within  the  limits  of  a  State,  it  seems  to  me  clear 
that  it  was  repealed  by  the  adoption  of  the  Pure  Food  law:  his  construction 
bein.g  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  latter  prescribes  an  altogether  different 
punishment  for  the  offenses  described   in  both. 

It  is  yet  more  difficult  to  determine  whether  section  3449  is  to  be  con- 
sidered as  repealed  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  purely  intra-State  shipment, 
transportation  or  removal.  So  far  as  I  am  informed,  however,  either  by  your 
letter  and  the  accompanying  documents  or  from  any  other  source  properly 
open  to  the  consideration  of  this  Department,  this  question  has  not  yet  arisen 
in  a  practical  form,  and  in  view  of  its  inherent  difficulty,  I  think  It  more 
appropriate  to  defer  the  expression  of  any  opinion  regarding  it  until  circum- 
stances render  such  expression  necessary. 

The  regulations  quoted  in  your  letter  and  herein  set  forth  are  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  section  3287.  except  in  one  particular.  That 
section  does  indeed  require  the  ganger  to  cut  on  the  cask  or  package  con- 
taining the  distilled  spirits  drawn  from  the  receiving  cistern  "the  particular 
name  of  such  distilled  spirits,  as  known  to  the  trade";  and  if  this  passage 
stood  alone  or  if  the  words  immediately  succeeding  coukl  be  construed  as  used 
by  way  of  illustration  only,  the  regulations  in  question  might  perhaps  be 
justified  by  the  terms  of  the  law;  but  when  the  Congress  adds  to  the  language 
just  quoted  the  words  "that  is  to  say,  high  wines,  alcohol,  or  spirits,  as  the 
case  may  be,"  I  am  obliged  to  conclude  that  the  Intention  of  the  law  was  to 
have  casks  or  packages  not  containing  eilher  "high  wines,"  or  "alcohol" 
marked  with  the  name  of  a  recognized  distilled  liquor  included  within  the 
definition  of  potable  "spirits"  and  nothing  more.  In  view  of  the  long  continued 
practice  of  your  Department,  as  set  forth  in  your  letter  and  the  accompanying 
documents,  and  the  administrative  construction  thereby  given  to  the  statute 
of  1S79.  now  constituting  section  3287,  I  should  be  very  reluctant  to  reach 
this  conclusion  were  It  not  for  the  fact  that  these  regulations  seem  to  me 
clearly  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  the  Pure  Food  law,  and  if  they  were 
justified  by  section  3287  the  stction  would  ha^e  to  be  considered  pro  tanto 
amended  by  the  law  in  question.  In  saying  this  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the 
fact  that  the  marking  to  be  done  under  the  provisions  of  section  3287  must  be 
ordinarily  a  purely  intra-State  act.  But  not  to  mention  the  improbable  con- 
tingency of  a  distillery  being  located  so  near  the  boundaries  of  two  States 
that  its  warehouse  might  be  on  the  other  side,  it  is  In  no  wise  improbable  that 
a  distillery  should  be  located  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  in  which  case,  for 
the  reason  already  given  with  respect  to  section  344'9,  these  regulations  would 
be  in  evident  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Pure  Food  law. 

It  does  not  appear  from  your  letter  or  any  of  the  accompanying  docu- 
ments upon  what  information  the  gauger  is  expected  to  act  in  determining 
the  particular  name  of  the  spirit  "as  known  to  the  trade,"  when  he  marks  the 
package  or  cask.  If  the  construction  which  I  have  placed  on  section  3287  Is 
correct  there  would  be  very  little.  If  any,  danger  of  misbranding  the  article 
he  has  to  mark,  since  there  could  hardly  be  In  any  instance  room  for  serious 
doubt  as  to  whether  the  substance  was  high  wines,  potable  spirits  or  alcohol, 
or  in  the  secondly  mentioned  contingency  whether  it  was  rum  or  brandy  or 
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some  other  well  known  liquor,  but  the  regulations  you  have  called  to  my 
attention  appear  to  impose  upon  the  g-auger  the  duty  of  .determining  questions 
respecting  the  character  of  the  spirit  which  might  be  readily  attended  with 
considerable  difficulty,  and  this  constitutes  to  my  mind  a  further  reason  for 
confidence  in  the  opinion  I  have  expressed  that  these  regulations  can  not  be 
sustained  under  the  section  in  question,  independently  of  the  operation  of  the 
Pure  Food  law.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  the  law  evidently  would  not  sanction 
the  marking  of  the  casks  or  packages  on  merely  hearsay  information  obtained 
from  the  distiller  or  his  representative.  Such  a  practice  would  amount  to 
allowing  a  manufacturer  to  mark  his  own  product  and  have  the  United  States, 
without  inquiry,  guarantee  the  accuracy  of  his  marking. 

I  advise  you  therefore  that  the  portions  of  your  regulations  to  which  you 
have  called  my  attention  are  in  my  opinion  contrary  to  law  in  the  respects 
above  indicated  and  need  to  be' modified  in  accordance  with  the  law,  as  indi- 
cated in  this  opinion.

Meanwhile  Georgians  are  buying  whisky  as  if  possessed  with 
the  idea  that  Avhen  prohibition  goes  into  effect  on  January  1st 
liquor  will  disappear  from  the  earth.  An  endless  procession 
of  bottles  and  jugs  has  been  moving  from  the  800  saloons  and 
wholesale  litjuor  houses  of  Georgia  for  the  last  three  weeks. 

The  licpior  is  not  being  bought  for  immediate  consumptitm, 
but  is  stored  away  in  anticipation  of  the  great  drought  that  will 
strike  Georgia  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1908. 

A  curious  feature  of  this  whisky  buying  is  that  it  is  not 
confined  to  whisky  users.  As  a  matter  of  fact  saloonists  state 
that  persons  who  do  not  use  Avhisky  arc  sliowing  more  anxi- 
ety about  laying  in  a  supply  than  tliosc  persons  who  use  it 
regularly.  In  many  cases  Prohibitionists  have  stocked  their 
closets  with  a  supply  of  intoxicants  not  for  iise  as  a  beverage, 
but  so  that  it  may  be  handy  in  case  of  necessity. 

It  is  said  that  on  last  Thursday  the  cash  sales  of  one  Atlanta 
firm  which  operates  a  distillery  and  sells  any  quantity  from  a 
(|uart  up  aggregated  over  .f20,000.  And  nearly  all  of  Ibis  whisky 
went  into  the  closets  of  Georgia  homes. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  State  Prohibiticm  law 
really  affected  only  a  few  counties  in  (Jeoigia.  I'nder  the  local 
option  law  ihc  Prohibitionists  had  succ(!(>ded  in  voting  whisky 
out  of  125  counties  before  they  moved  for  a  State  l*rohibition 
Statute. 

When  the  Legislature  passed  the  general  law,  saloons  Avcre  in 
operation  in  Georgia  only  at  Atlanta,  Augusta,  Macon,  Colum- 
bus, Savannah,  Albany,  Americus  and  Brunswick.  In  a  fcAV 
other  counties,  possibly  twelve,  there  were  no  saloons,  but  dis- 
IX'nsaries  were  operated  by  the  county  and  municipal  authori- 
ties, and  the  profits  used  for  local  government  i>ui*poses. 


Although  saloons  existed  in  so  few  counties  they  paid  a  great 
sum  in  taxes,  as  since  (lie  Proliibition  forces  became  so  strong 
there  has  been  a  steady  iiureast^  in  the  license. 

For  instance,  in  Atlania  there  are  132  saloons  and  each  paid 
a  license  of  .f2,000  to  the  city  and  |300  to  the  State.  The 
Atlanta  license,  hoAvever,  Avas  the  highest  in  Georgia. 

According  to  figures  given  at  the  State  Capitol  there  are  800 
saloons  in  Georgia  and  they  pay  the  State  .f210,000.  The  muni- 
cipal license  paid  l)y  these  salotms  amounts  to  about  1750,000, 
so  that  the  State  and  municipalities  lose  about  .|1,000,000  in 
revenue  by  the  Prohibition  law.  In  addition  to  these  800 
saloons  there  are  five  large  breweries  located  at  Atlanta,  Macon, 
Augusta,  Savannah  and  Columbus.  There  are  also  six  large 
grain  distilleries  in  the  State.  And  the  breweries  and  distil- 
leries go  out  with  the  saloons. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  800  saloons  and  the  breweries  and 
distilleries  represent,  an  investment  of  about  |4,000,000.  This 
estimate,  of  course,  excludes  liquors  and  beer  on  hand,  and 
applies  only  to  bar  fixtures  and  to  plant  and  appliances  used 
by  breweries  and  distilleries  to  manufacture. 

It  is  also  estimated  that  there  are  7,000  persons  in  Georgia 
who  are  dii'ectly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  whisky  busi- 
ness and  who  must  leave  the  State  if  they  wish  to  continue  in 
the  liquor  traffic,  or  if  they  remain  must  engage  in  other  lines 
of  trade.     • 

The  wholesalers  will  move  to  other  States  and  continue  the 
liquor  business.  The  majority  of  them  have  arranged  to  open 
at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  and  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  they  hope 
to  do  a  rushing  express  business  in  Georgia.  The  indications 
are  that  they  will  not  be  disappointed.  Some  of  the  retailers 
will  go  to  other  States  and  ()])en  saloons,  but  the  majority  will 
remain  in  Georgia  and  engage  in  other  lines  of  business  gener- 
ally cigars,  tobacco  and  soft  drinks. 

The  Prohibition  law  falls  hardest  on  the  brewers,  who  have 
invested  largely  in  valuable  real  cslale  and  machinery.  It  is 
said  that  the  brewers  are  cxiicriiiientiug  wiili  a  "jngU'ss"  beer 
and  will  put  it  on  the  market  soon  after  January  1st. 

There  has  been  no  decrease  of  rent,  although  hundreds  of 
houses  have  been  made  vacant  by  the  I'rohibition  law.  In 
Atlanta  all  central  saloon  properties  have  been  taken  for  other 
lines  of  business  at  increased  rentals,  and  reports  indicate  that 
the  same  is  true  in  the  other  cities  of  the  State  affected  by  the 
law.  Of  course  there  has  hccii  a  (Increase  in  the  rental  of  the 
properties  occupied  by  the  "dive"  saloons,  but  many  business 
men  seem  to  think  this  is  a  good  thing,  as  it  Avill  force  owners 
to  improve  the  ])roper(,\-  iiiid  thus  make  the  streets  on  which 
the  "dives''  are  located  res|K'(table. 

The  general  o])inion  seems  to  be  that  the  law  will  be  strictly 
enfoi'ced  excei)t  in  a  few  localities.  Some  trouble  is  expected 
in  enf(n'cing  the  law  in  Savannah  and  Augusta.  The  Prohibi- 
tion sentiment  is  not  so  strong  in  liio.sc  cities  and  it  is  predicted 
that  there  will  be  many  "blind  tigers."  The  negroes  are  view- 
ing the  aiqu'oach  of  Prohibition  witli  doleful  faces.

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California's  Future  in  the  Wine  Trade.

'HE  California  wine  business  is  under}>oiug  a  revolution 

which  (lurin*;  the  next  few  years  will  make  rapid  progress. 

he  old  ('stahlishincnts  destroyed  in  the  San  Francisco  fire, 

Bi"e  built  up  from  small  beginnings,  and,  by  reason  of  the 

ivy  cost  of  real  estate  in  the  business  section  of  a  great  city, 

necessarily  restricted  in  area  and  capacity. 

These  are  being  rejdaced  b}'  great  establishments,  built  with 

rd  to  the  future  growth  of  the  industi'y,  having  direct  rail 

land  deep-water  connections  sufficiently  contiguous  to  San  Fran- 

lisco   and   enjoying   the   same   unexcelled   climatic   conditions 

which  rendered  that  city  so  desirable  for  the  storage  and  ma- 

ituriiig  of  wines. 

[With  increased  cellar  area  and  storage  facilities,  greater  at- 
ition  can  be  paid  to  the  development  of  vintage  Avines  and  the 
jlection  of  the  best  for  the  building  up  of  special  American 
mds  familiar  to  the  consuming  public;  instead  of  merely  wine 
les  taken  from  foreign  designations  and  sold  in  bulk  Avithout 
^OAvledge  or  guarantee  to  the  public  of  their  origin  or  pedigree. 
fcThis  will  necessarily  take  time,  patience  and  the  co-operation 
rdistributers,  but,  Avith  the  ptiblic  demand  educated  by  the  fair 
uninistration  of  pure  food,  laAvs  Avill  come  and  come  to  stay. 
It  must  be  the  goal  for  Avhich  all  who  desire  to  succeed  in  the 
California  Aviue  business  must  strive. 

The  shipment  of  standard  bulk  Avines  Avill  continue  to  be  a 
bulwark  of  the  business  and  Avill  be  more  largely  conducted 
from  the  country  plants  to  save  freights  and  handling  costs. 

The  country  plants  are  being  equipped  at  great  expense  close 
to  great  vineyards  Avliich  have  been  planted  by  large  Avine 
handlers  in  recent  years. 

Brick  and  stone  structures  are  replacing  wooden  buildings, 
w  ith  cellars  artificially  cooled  so  that  temperatures  may  be  kept 
uniform.  All  this  is  in  preparation  for  the  fast  increasing  grape 
yield.  Avhich  Avill  reduce  the  cost  of  the  standard  grades  of  Avine 
and  enable  them  to  be  distributed  in  competition  Avith  so-called 
w  ines  of  Avhich  the  parentage  must  not  be  too  clo.sely  scruti- 
nized, but  Avhich  would  blush  at  the  mention  of  a  grape. 

The  least  costly  material  from  Avhich  Avine  can  be  produced  in 
<  alifornia  is  the  grape  itself. 

The  yield  of  a  good  vineyard  runs  from  300  to  GOO  gallons  of 
sweet  Avine,  and  from  300  to,  in  some  cases,  1,000  gallons  of  dry 
wine  per  acre;  the  finest  Aarieties  of  grapes  giving,  of  cour.se, 
a  correspondingly  loAver  yield.  Therefore  it  is  not  difficult  to 
absolutely  guarantee  that  no  foreign  substances  are  either  used 
(IV  needed  in  the  production  of  California  Avines. 

The  great  expense  of  marketing  is  in  the  interest,  taxes,  in- 
surance and  CA'aporation  during  the  proce.ss  of  ageing;  the  cost 
of  barrels  Avhich  must  be  imported  from  the  East;  and  the 
freight  on  Avines  to  the  consuming  nmrkets. 

The  locating  of  winery  plants  at  deep  water  to  which  grapes 
from  the  interior  can  be  brought  and  the  resulting  Avine  shipped 
thence  by  steam  or  sail  to  distributing  markets  Avill  minimize 
the  freight  cost,  and  shipment  in  vessels  equipped  Avith  large 
containers  Avill  greatl}'  les.sen  the  cooperage  cost;  so  that  when 
the  Panama  Canal  is  open  to  navigation  few  sections  or  coun- 
tries will  have  much  advantage  over  California  in  these  import- 
ant particulars;  and  Avith  the  lessening  cost  of  production  of 
pure  wines  the  competition,  Avhich  has  for  the  last  few  years  so 
harassed  the  California  producer,  should  not  deter  or  dishearten 
him  for  the  future. 


The  diminuti(m  in  yield  of  the  older  vineyards  will  soon  be 
()tf.set  by  the  heavier  pi-ctduction  of  newer  i)lantings  now  coming 
into  bearing.  And  with  (he  gradual  overcoming  of  the  .shortage 
in  matured  wines,  cau.sed  by  the  destruction  of  so  many  millions 
of  gallons  in  the  San  I-'rancisco  conflagration,  Avill  be  corrected 
the  higher  initial  price  for  Avines  Avhlch  is  neither  necessary  nor 
good  for  an  industry  Avhich  must  create  expanding  nmrkets  to 
nuH't  an  inci'easing  production. 

The  corre.spondingly  high  price  for  grapes  has  induced  the 
planting  of  immen.se  areas  to  grapes  Avhich  must  sooner  or  later 
be  checked  by  a  loAver  range  of  vineyard  profits  until  the  wine 
consumption  or  further  exhaustion  of  vineyards  once  more 
brings  about  an  equilibrium  betAveen  requirement  and  yield. 

The  marketing  of  California  brandy  at  very  reasonable  prices 
has  acted  as  a  safety  valve  to  overproduction  of  Avines,  and  it 
is  a  matter  of  moment  how  far  this  denuuid  is  capable  of  stimu- 
lation, and  at  Avhat  price,  to  ottset  the  greater  yield  from  the 
vineyards. 

The  Avines  of  California  have  a  future,  the  selected  and  thor- 
oughly aged  article  Avith  the  connoisseur;  the  standard  grade 
Avith  the  ordinary  consumer  Avho,  accustomed  in  the  land  of  his 
birth  or  ancestry  to  the  u.se  of  Avine,  continues  it  in  the  land  of 
his  adoption  or  temporary  abode.  He  can  have  nothing  purer 
or  healthier  as  a  bcAerage,  or  more  rea.sonable  in  price  than 
California  Avine,  and  with  the  .spread  of  the  temperance  idea 
more  native  bom  Americans  may  turn  to  the  pure  fermented 
juice  of  the  grape  as  an  antidote  to  the  yearning  for  distilled 
spirits,  Avliile  for  an  entirely  non-alcoholic  drink  the  pure  un- 
fermented  juice  of  the  grape,  sterilized  in  bottles,  is  rapidly 
taking  the  place  of  harmful  though  plea.sant  tasting  concoctions, 
on  the  recommendation  of  plbysiciaus  Avho  highly  esteem  this 
natural  fruit  juice  for  its  hygienic  attributes. 


Wkisky  Seizure  Under  the  Pure  Food  Law 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  .January  22,  190S.— The  second 
seizure  of  Avhisky  under  Attorney-tieneral  I'onaparte's 
interpretation  of  the  Pure  Food  Law  as  to  Avliat  constitutes 
Avhisky  Avas  nuule  yesterday  in  this  city. 

The  Avhisky  seized,  thirty-eight  barrels,  Aalue<l  at  about  |:5000, 
Avas  the  property  of  the  James  Clark  Distilling  Company.  The 
barrels  Avere  taken  to  a  storage  wai'ehouse,  Avhere  they  will  be 
kept  pending  the  determination  of  the  suit. 

The  libel  charges  that  the  barrels  containing  this  Avhisky  are 
mi.sbranded  in  violation  of  the  law.  The  contents,  declares  the 
libel,  are  labeled  as  a  blend  Avhen,  in  truth  and  in  fuct,  the  con- 
tents are  not  a  blend  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pure  Food  act, 
because  the  "said  articles  nor  any  of  them  are  a  mixture  of  like 
substances,  but  are  a  mixtui"e  or  compound  of  neutral  spirits, 
colored  and  fiaAored  to  imitate  whisky."  It  is  also  charged 
that  .some  of.  the  Avhisky  scuzed  is  adulterated  and  colored  in 
violation  of  the  laAV.  The  Avhisky  libeled  consisted  of  ten  barrels 
of  "Fairy  Dell  Whisky,"  twenty-three  barrels  of  "Clark's 
Whisky  IJlend,"  and  five  barrels  of  "Queen  City  Club  lUend," 
Avhich  has  been  rei)orted  on  by  a  Pure  Food  Inspector. 

Attorneys  for  the  company  said  that  the  suit  is  a  test  ca.se 
and  that  the  reciuired  |J),000  Avorth  of  goods  is  libeled,  so  as  to 
take  the  decisions  of  the  loAver  courts,  if  necessary,  to  the  Su- 
preme Court.

Graf  Case  Soon  to  be  Decided 


(T.  1>.  28G50— a.  A.  6699.) 
Mine — t^hortagc  hy  theft  a  non-importation. 
AVhore  it  is  shown  by  satisfactory  evidence  that  a  certain  quan- 
tity of  wine  contained  in  a  ca.slv  lias  been  abstracted  by  theft 
or  odierwise,  while  in  transit  and  before  arrival  in  this  coun- 
try, such  shortage  constitutes  a  non-importation  and  does  not 
come  within  the  limitations  of  paragraph  296,  tariff  act  of 
1897,  which  provides  that  "there  shall  be  no  constructive  or 
other  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage,  or  damage  on  wines, 
licpiors,  cordials,  or  distilled  spirits,"  and  in  the  liquidation 
of  the  duty  allowance  should  be  made  by  the  collector  by  way 
of  deduction  for  the  quantity  so  abstracted. — Following  In  re 
]\Iorten,  U.  A.  6185  (T.  D.  26813). 

United  States  General  Appraisers,  New  York,  Dec.  27,  1907. 

In  the  matter  of  protest  271127  of  Joseph  H.  Dimond  against 

the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  Collector  of  Customs 

at  the  port  of  New  York. 
Before  Board  3  (^Vaite,  Someuville  and  Hay, 
General  Appraisers). 
SoMERViiJ-E,  (icneral  Appraiser:  The  importation  consists  of 
a  hogshead  of  wine  imported  from  Italy.  The  invoice  states  the 
quantity  of  liquor  contained  in  the  cask  to  be  80  gallons.  When 
the  wine  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York  the  amount  was 
gauged  and  found  to  be  about  32  gallons,  showing  a  shortage  of 
48  gallons.  The  cask  is  shown  to  have  been  in  sound  condition 
and  bore  no  evidence  of  leakage.  The  conditicm  of  the  bung, 
however,  indicates  that  the  wine  was  probably  abstracted  by 
theft  or  otherwise  during  the  process  of  transportation  and 
prior  to  arrival  in  this  country.  The  preponderance  of  the  proof 
leads  us  to  believe  that  the  deficiency  in  question  did  not  occur 
from  leakage.  In  the  case  of  Morten  &  Co.,  G.  A.  6185  (T.  D. 
26813),  decided  October  26,  1905,  it  was  held  that  where  certain 
brandy  had  been  abstracted  from  a  hogshead  while  in  transit 
to  this  country,  and  before  arrival,  an  allowance  should  be  made, 
in  li(iuidating  the  duty  on  the  liquor,  by  way  of  deduction  for 
the  quantity  so  abstracted.  The  following  language  was  used : 
"The  Collector  di.sallowed  the  claim  of  tlie  importers  for  the 
reason  that  paragraph  296  of  the  present  tariff  act  of  1897,  re- 
lating to  liquors  and  wines,  provides  that  there  shall  be  no  con- 
structiAe  or  other  allowance  for  'breakage,  leakage  or  damage 
on  wines,  liquors,  cordials,  or  distilled  spirits.'  The  loss  in  ques- 
ti(m,  having  been  attributable  to  none  of  these  cau.ses,  Avould  fall 
within  the  designation  of  a  shortage  for  which  a  deduction 
should  be  allowed.  In  re  Montague,  G.  A.  5939  (T.  D.  26086), 
and  In  re  Henklenmn-Jackson  Company,  G.  A.  5359  (T.  D. 
24511),  and  th<!  authorities  thei'e  cited." 

Follo\ying  the  above  decision,  the  protest  is  sustained  and  the 
collector's  decision  reversed,  with  instructions  to  reliquidate  the 
entrv  accordingly. 


United  States  v.  Three  Packages  Distilled  Spirits  (L.  Strouse 
&  Co.,  Claimants,  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania). 
This  case  involved  the  question  whether  the  addition  of  cara- 
mel or  burnt  sugar  to  distilled  spirits  in  the  original  package 
bearing  ta.x-paid  stamps  renders  the  liquor  a  compound  li(|uor 
necessitating  the  use  of  stamps  for  rectified  spirits,  and  render- 
ing the  package  liable  to  forfeiture  in  the  absence  of  such 
stamps. 

The  demurrer  to  the  information  was  sustained  on  grounds 
not  going  to  the  nmin  question. 

The  final  question  will  not  be  decided  until  the  Graf  case  has 
been  decided  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

Status  of  the  Graf  Case. 

It  was  held  on  the  first  trial  that  the  addition  of  burnt  sugar 
or  other  materials  to  original  distiller's  packages  was  cause  of 
forfeiture.  (1903.)  (Amidon,  J.)  United  States  v.  Three 
Packages  Distilled  Spirits,  Graf  &  Co.,  Claimants,  United  States 
District  Court,  eastern  district  of  Missouri.  (T.  I).  701;  125 
Fed.  Rep.,  52.) 

The  ease  was  taken  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals. 

As  no  substantial  evidence  was  offered  by  the  Government  to 
sustain  the  alh'gation  that  spirits  of  a  different  quality  had 
been  put  into  the  barrels  after  they  were  originally  stamped  and 
branded,  the  decision  of  the  court  below  was  reversed  and  a 
new  trial  granted.  Opinion  by  Thayer,  ./.  (129  Fed.  Rep.,  329; 
63  C.  C.  A.,  263). 

Upon  a  second  trial  in  the  United  States  District  Court,  u 
decision  was  rendered  sustaining  the  demurrer  (March,  1905). 
The  court  (Adams,  ./.)  construed  the  words  "anything  else"  in 
the  statute  (sec.  3455)  to  mean  anything  else  taxable. 

The  case  was  appealed  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  and  that  court,  April  1,  1906,  certified  tli(>  following 
questions  of  law  arising  in  the  case,  to  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court,  namely: 

First.  Does  the  sale  of  a  barrel  of  whisky  stamped,  branded, 
and  nmrked  so  as  to  show  that  the  contents  have  been  duly 
inspected  and  that  the  tax  theretm  has  been  paid,  into  which 
burnt  sugar  or  caramel  has  been  introduced  after  such  stamp- 
ing, branding,  and  marking  by  the  officers  of  the  revenue,  au- 
thorize a  seizure  and  forfeiture  thereof  to  the  United  States 
under  the  provisions  of  section  3455,  Revised  Statutes? 

Second  Does  the  phrase,  "anything  else"  as  employed  in  sec- 
tion 3455  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Include  substances  that  arc 
not  in  themselves  taxable  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States? 

The  case  was  heard  at  the  present  term,  and  a  decision  is 
expected  .soon.

As  with  the  other  places  opened  by  this 
r((mi)any,  instead  of  the  ordinary  mirror  behind  the  bar,  there 

I  is  a  high  receptacle  for  ca.se  goods,  the  trade  in  which  is  a  spe- 

•  cialty  of  this  company.  Of  course,  this  is  fitted  with  glass  and 
woodwork  and  contains  most  of  the  best-known  brands  of  drink- 
ables on  the  market.  Facing  the  bar  is  a  row  of  handsome 
beveled  French  mirrors  set  in  very  highly  polished  Scotch 
mahogany.  This  beautiful  wood  is  many  shades  lighter  than 
the  variety  generally  u.sed  and  adds  to  the  brightness  of  the 
room.  Above  the  doorway  and  the  mirrors  is  a  mural  decora- 
lioji  consisting  of  high-class  hand-painted  marine  views,  bright 
with  sunshine.  This  delightful  picture  of  rocky  shore.s,  spray- 
tipped  waves  and  tossing  fishing  smacks  puts  a  most  agreeable 
finish  to  the  general  effect,  and  is  the  first  thing  that  catches 

j  and  delights  the  eye  of  the  visitor. 

As  appears  to  be  now  the  fa.shion,  a  gallery  covers  the  rear 
jKtrtion  of  the  saloon.  This'is  used  at  present  as  a  lounging 
room,  and  in  the  future  a  mercantile  lunch  will  probably  be 

t  served  there.  The  walls  of  this  gallery  are  another  striking 
feature,  the  mahogany  i>aneling  being  alone  worth  a  visit.  Each 
panel  is  a  perfect  picture  in  itself  and  the  heart  of  the  wood 
shows  bunches  of  feathers  and  ferns.  The  woodwork  through- 
out is  beautiful,  but  these  panels,  which  seem  to  have  been  cut 
from  the  same  log,  are  some  of  the  handsomest  in  the  city.  Con- 
sidering that  "Dick"  Perry,  5ne  of  the  oldest  and  best-liked  of 
the  AVhite-Coated  Brigade,  is  in  charge,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  "The  Sutter"  will  be  one  of  the  favorite  .saloons  in  the 
business  section  of  the  city.  Before  the  fire.  Perry  was  nine 
years  a  caterer  to  the  thirsty  public  downtown,  and  his  return 
Avill  be  hailed  with  pleasure  by  his  many  friends.  Altogether, 
the  new  enterprise  of  the  United  States  Pure  Goods  Company 
should  prove  an  uncjualified  success. 


"Stability"  the  Watchword

EDITOR  WINE  AND   SPIRIT  REVIEVS^— Dear   Sir:      In   response   to   your 
request  for  a  contribution  for  your  next  issue,  we  cannot  think  of  any 
subject  of  greater  moment  confronting  the  wine  and  spirit  traffic  than 
the  alarmingly  growing  prohibition  agitation  all  over  the  country. 

Tliere  is  no  denying  thfe  fact  that  the  liquor  business  at  the  present  time 
carries  with  it  certain  features  which  give  strength  to  the  onslaughts  of  the 
ever  aggressive  fanatical  prohibitioners.  It  appears  to  us  to  be  of  greatest 
importance  for  the  protection  of  trade  for  all  dealers  and  brewers  to  combine 
and  determine  upon  a  plan  of  harmonious  action  and  to  adopt  such  measures 
voluntarily  which  would  tend  to  elevate  the  business,  thus  frustrating  the 
unjust  and  absurd  restriction  now  threatened. 

There  are-  hardly  apy  magazines  or  newspapers  who  take  the  side  of  the 
legitimate  liquor  traffic,  and  in   the  first  place  it  should  be  the  aim   of   i 
above  suggested  association  to  have  the  proper  newspaper  representation. 

The  information  gathered  by  the  country  folic  is  principally  from  magazines 
antagonistic  to  the  liquor  traffic.  In  order  to  offset  the  prejudice  thus  created 
by  these  mediums  and  to  checic  the  growth  thereof,  newspapers  of  influence 
representing  the  interest  of  the  liquor  dealers  would  be  most  opportune. 

The  policy  of  the  association  should  be  governed  by  unselfish  consideration 
for  the  welfare  of  all  concerned,  such  as  the  closing  of  resorts  at  certain  hours, 
restrictions  of  resorts,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicants  to  minors  or  drunk- 
ards, and  other  regulations  on  these  lines.

EDITOR  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW:  In  compliance  with  your  request 
for  a  few  lines  regarding  the  business  situation,  I  beg  to  state  that  I 
have  just  returned  from  an  extended  trip  to  Louisville,  returning  via  tlic 
Northwest.  Everywhere  conditions  appear  to  be  the  same,  showing  that  busi- 
ness depression  is  not  only  local,  but  general.  A  better  feeling  seems  to  prev^iil 
through  the  territory  over  which  I  have  Just  gone,  but  buyers  are  very  con 
servatice  and  only  ordering  what  is  absolutely  necessary  for  their  immedi 
requirements. 

The  months  of  November  and  December  were  certainly  hard  ones  for  tlw 
trade,  and  the  setback  business  received,  naturally  rquires  some  time  to  i'  - 
adjust  itself.    The  anti-saloon  element  have  also  succeeded  in  giving  the  trah 
some  hard  knocks,  especially  in  the  South,  and  their  success  in  that  sectii.ii 
naturally  stimulates  them  to  further  efforts.     The  Model  License  League   i.s, 
gaining  considerable  impetus  in  the  East,  and,  although  it  has  not  yet  reached  | 
this  Coast,  it  will  only  be  a  question  of  time  before  the  trade  here  will  jnin 
the  movement,  which  already  has  received  such  hearty  support  from  the  lam- 
liquor  interests  in  the  East.     It  is  now  acknowledged  among  the  trade  thatj 
the  best  way  to  combat  the  growing  anti-saloon  feeling,  is  to  maintain  as  high{ 
a  standard  in  the  liquor  trade  as  in  any  other  line  of  businecs. 

The  prospects  for  the  future  appear  to  be  very  favorable,  but,  as  statril 
above,  it  may  take  some  time  for  conditions  to  readjust  themselves,  but  win  " 
once  readjusted,  business  will  no  doubt  be  on  a  firmer  basis.

P  ON  SI  I.  CAWL  15AILEY  HURST  of  riaucn  iiiakos  tli<> 
^^  roport  tliat  aiiionff  tlu;  many  cartt'ls  in  Germany  that  of  thv. 
ulass  bottle  manufacturers  luis  recently  joined  in  an  inter- 
national coalition  with  the  affiliated  interests  in  Austria,  15el- 
-iiim,  Denmark,  Enjiland,  France,  Holland,  Sweden  and  Nor- 
way, which  is  named  the  European  Union  of  Dottle  Manufac- 
iiirers  Company,  Avitli  Limited  Liability.  The  Consul  continues: 

The  cai)ital  of  1,000,000  marks  (.fL'8S,000)  has  be(>n  raised  to 
(I.OOO.OOO  marks  (.|;l,4:iS,000),  and  will  probably  be  still  further 
increa^sed  in  order  to  purchase  the  new  patents  for  the  making 
of  bottles  by  machinery.  A  sinjjle  machine  can  produce  about 
I  en  bottles  a  minute,  doinji:  the  \vork  of  thirty  glass  blowers  and 
i'c(iuiring  only  one  workman  to  manage  it.  The  board  of  direc- 
lors  of  this  international  cartel  is  composed  of  members  from 
iIh^  countries  mentioned. 

The  union  at  present  represents  an  -annual  output  of  1,428,- 
•  )00,000  l)ottles,  which,  at  the  average  selling  price  of  10  pfen- 
nigs (^0.0238)  each,  means  some  110,000,000  marks  (.f33,320,- 
(100),  divided  among  the  various  countries  as  follows:  Ger- 
many, 53,000,000  marks  (.1^2,014,000);  England,  30,500,000 
marks  (|7,25!),000)  ;  France,  29,500,000  marks  (.f7,021,000)  ; 
Austria,  10,000,000  marks  (|3,808.000)  ;  Holland,  7,000,000 
marks  (|1,66(5,000) ;  Sweden  and  Norway,  3,200,000  marks 
(|761,G00);  Denmark,  2,400,000  marks  (|571,200),  and  Del- 
ginm,  1,250,000  marks  (|2!)7,500). 

The  field  of  operations  of  the  new  cartel  apparently  embraces 
all  countries  except  the  I'uited  States,  Canada  and  Jlexico.  One 
of  the  strong  reasons  for  the  establishment  of  this  international 
union,  it  is  asserted,  lies  in  the  hope  to  condiine  against  Ameri- 
ran  competition,  and  overtures  have  lately  been  inaugurate*! 
with  a  view  to  reaching  an  understanding  -with  American  inter- 
ests in  order  to  regulate  the  bottle  trade  of  the  world. 

The  sale  of  bottles  by  the  various  manufacturers  will  be  in  no 
w  ay  changed,  although  the  selling  price  Avill  be  fixed  by  the  new 
union.  On  accoxmt  of  the  revolution  that  the  manufacture  of 
''littles  by  machinery  is  likely  to  bring  about,  the  new  cartel 
lias  regarded  it  as  a  duty,  in  order  to  avoid  the  abrupt  discharge 
III'  thousands  of  Avorkmen,  to  introduce  the  new  machines 
maduallv. 


/CONSUL  LOUIS  J.  ROSENI5ER(}  advises  thiit  the  general 
^^  i-esult  of  the  gathering  of  the  grape  in  the  Spanish  Prov- 
ince of  Seville  and  surroundings  is  unfortunately  far  worse,  as 
far  as  (juantity  is  concerned,  than  at  first  thought,  as  the  fol- 
lowing particulars  which  he  gleaned  from  tin;  official  organ  of 
the  Seville  Chand)er  of  Commerce  will  show: 

In  this  province  the  havoc  Avrought  by  the  philoxera  on  the 
one  hand  and  the  drought  on  the  other  has  reduced  the  crop  to 
on(!-tifth  of  the  amount  that  should  have  been  gathered.  The 
greater  part  of  this  fifth  was  produced  from  American  vines, 
which  have  also  suffered  from  the  philoxera,  but  are  now  slowly 
recovering.  The  <]uality  of  tin;  wine  is  good,  averaging  1°  more 
of  alcohol  than  last  year's  crop. 

In  the  Cimdado  Provinc(;  of  Huelva  one-third  of  the  full  crop 
has  been  gathered,  and  seems  to  be  of  good  qualit}'.  In  the 
Province  of  Cadiz  the  crop  has  been  larger  than  last  year,  due 
to  the  American  vines  which  had  been  planted.  So,  too,  the  crop 
of  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda  seems  better  than  the  one  of  last 
year,  but  so  far  nothing  definite  can  be  said  regarding  its  qual- 
ity, nor  whether  it  will  serve  for  preparing  the  "Manzanilla" 
wine,  which  is  the  specialty  of  that  city. 

Prices  in  Seville  an;  125  pesetas  (silver  peseta  =  17  cents) 
I)er  500  kilos  (kilo  =  2.2  pounds),  at  Huelva  3  pe.setas  per  ar- 
roba  of  18  kilos,  and  at  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda  from  115  to 
150  pesetas  per  500  kilos. 


San  Francisco  Malt  for  Chicago 


TT  is  a  far  cry  from  San  Francisco  to  Chicago,  wiien  it  comes 
*  to  a  matter  of  malt.  This  observation  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Cliaides  Bach  Company  have  received  an  order  from  Chi- 
cago for  malt,  the  first  in  the  history  of  the  malting  trade  in 
the  city.  The  order  is  a  fat  one,  aggregating  00,000  bushels. 
The  first  carload  went  forward  during  the  middle  of  the  numth 
and  ther(>  will  be  forty  other  carloads  to  follow.  The  Bach 
Company  has  good  reason  to  be  i)rou<l  of  this  achievement.

singly  or  go  thirsty. 


In  Albuquer(]ue,  New  :Mexico,  the  Connoil  has  decided  that 
the  saloon  license  will  remain  at  |1500  per  annum,  and  all 
saloons  failing  to  i)ay  the  liigli  license  will  be  closed  up.  It  is 
expected  that  only  fifteen  or  twenty  will  remain  open. 

On  January  !)th,  at  I'oise,  Idaho,  articles  of  incorporation 
were  filed  by  the  Coeur  d'Alene  l>re\\ing  Company,  of  Coeur 
d'Alene,  with  a  capital  stock  of  |!2()0,000.  Incori)orator.s,  C. 
Bernard,  William  Dollar  and  Earl  Sanders. 


Henceforth  dubs  and  lodges  will  require  no  liciuor  licenses  in 
Nevada,  as  the  District  Attorney  of  Ormsby  County  has  just 
given  an  opinion  to  that  effect  in  relation  to  an  entertainment 
given  by  the  Sagebrush  Club  of  Carson  City,  at  which  liquor 
was  disi>ensed. 


The  big  freighter  :Missouri  of  the  American-Hawaiian  line 
has  sailed  for  New  York  by  Avay  of  the  Straits  of  JIagellan,  with 
a  10,()00-ton  cargo  made  uj)  principally  of  California  products. 
The  cargo  includes  7000  barrels  of  wine,  10,000  sacks  of  barley 
and  95,000  packages  of  dried  fruit. 


The  License  Committee  of  Taconm,  AVash.,  favor  limiting  the 
number  of  saloons  to  one  for  every  thousand  inhabitants.  It 
has  passed  the  Turnbull  ordinance  which  fixes  the  number  of 
saloons  at  138  and  proA-ides  that  no  more  licenses  shall  be 
granted  until  the  population  of  the  city  reaches  138,000. 


James  O'Kourke  has  brought  suit  to  test  the  A'alidity  of  the 
new  saloon  ordinance;  in  the  toAvn  of  Sononm.  The  Trustees 
some  time  ago  raised  the  license  from  .f(i0  per  year  to  |120,  and 
some  of  its  i)rovisions  are  said  to  be  void.  The  recovery  from 
the  town  of  |50(),  the  amount  of  license  already  paid  uuder  the 
alleged  invalid  ordinances,  is  asked  in  the  complaint. 


The  Superior  Court  of  Alameda  County  has  sustained  the 
decision  of  Justice  Robert  Edgar  of  Derkelev,  in  the  case  of 
Eugene  Van  Antwerp,  a  driver  for  (Joldberg,  ISowen  &  Co., 
who  Edgar  fined  fSO  for  delivering  intoxicating  liquor  within 
a  mile  of  the  I'niversity.  The  ui)holding  of  Edgar's  decision 
is  regarded  as  a  liaiHl  blow  to  liijuor  dealers  A\iio  would  number 
Derkleyans  among  their  patrons. 


Two  hundred  Seattle  liquor  dealers  met  on  January  12th  and 
organized  the  Seattle  Li(|Uor  Dealers'  Protective  Association 
of  Kings  County,  comi)osed  of  the  old  Licinor  Dealers'  Protec- 
tive Association  and  a  large  nund)er  of  men  Avho  have  not  pre- 
viously identified  themselves  with  that  society.  The  Associa- 
tion Avas  formed  to  take  an  actiA'e  part  in  the  approaching 
municipal  election.  The  officers  elected  Avere:  Henry  N.  Bau- 
mann  of  the  W'hite  House  Liejuor  Company,  president;  Edward 
Spranger,  Vice-President,  and  I'atrick  E.  Sullivan,  Treasurer. 
Arthur  Gerbel,  Secretary  of  the  old  organizatiim  and  editor  of 
the  Washinf/ton  Liquor  Dealers'  Journal,  Avas  elected  Secretary.

Wine  is  Life's  Elixir 


(JOHN  F.  HOBBS.    In  New  York  Dnily  News.) 


OD  loved  the  vineyard  and  personified  the  goodness  of  the 
spirit  of  man  in  'Avine,  and  He  likened  the  pure  human 
Jood  to  pure  wine. 
St.  Paul  said  to  Timothy :    "Take  a  little  wine  for  thy  stom- 
's  sake."    Nearly  every  doctor  or  "medicine  man"  has  said, 
Irtually,  the  same  thing  to  his  convalescent  patients  from 
jthe  early  days  of  Noah,  the  ancient  vigneron  of  Mt.  Ararat,  to 
I  the  present  time,  so  the  story  of  the  ages  tells  us. 

The  man  of  God  and  the  man  of  medicine  both  have  the 
ime  reason  for  advising  the  taking  of  wine  into  the  human  sys- 
Ha.  It  is  this  same  medicinal  reason,  discovered  by  the  diges- 
Gve  and  the  culinary  expert,  which  placed  wine  upon  the  menu 
and  fixed  the  service  of  certain  kinds  of  wines  with  certain 
food  substances  in  order  that  the  best  gastronomic  effects  and 
the  great<!st  dietetic  happiness  might  thereby  be  produced.  The 
brain,  nerve  and  digestive  stimulant  is  needed  in  the  invalid, 
while  the  heavy  feeder  at  a  dinner  or  a  banquet  needs  an  assist- 
ing assiniulant,  a  digestive  energy  arouser  and  a  neutralizer  of 
certain  gases,  acids  and  other  dinner  trouble  producers. 

The  nose  is  a  better  friend  to  the  stomach  than  the  tongue. 
It  is  a  better  friend  of  the  brjiiin  also.  That  is  the  French  idea 
and  it  is  the  correct  one. 

That  which  is  pleasant  to  the  taste  may  be  allowed  to  slip 
into  the  stomach  without  any  other  reason  for  its  going  there,  if 
the  senses  of  taste  be  the  arbiter.  Thus  the  digestive  fluids 
are  too  frequently  disorganized  and  gases  formed  Avhich  react 
with  uncomfortable  pressure  upon  the  brain,  through  the  excited 
nervous  system. 

There  is  an  old  "granny"  saying  that  sour  wines  sweeten  in 

the  stomach  and  sweet  Avines  sour  the  stomach.     This,  in  gen- 

ral,  is  true  and  indicates  that  there  is  a  proper  time  for  drink- 

ig  all  kinds  of  Avines.     Hence,  wines  are  popularly  classified 

ito  table  and  social  Avines;  full  stomach  and  empty  stomach 

dues.     These  are  popularly  knoAvn  as  dry  and  SAveet  Avines. 

Champagnes  are  neutral  Avines — dry  and  SAveet. 

The  fact  that  a  Avine  is  sAveet,  or  dry,  or  neutral  does  not  neces- 

irily  mean  that  it  is  a  good  Avine.    It  might  be  the  product  of  a 

famous  vineyard,  but  a  poor  vintage,  as  vignerons  term  it.    A 

3or  A'intage  means  that  the  grapes  haA'e  too  much  or  too  little 

igar  and  an  improper  acidity  for  a  perfect  ferment  or  body. 

lese  defects  are  due  to  too  much  or  too  little  rain  or  to  an 

leven  season.    A  noted  French  Avine  maker  once  told  me  that 

'  you  have  a  full  bodied  sherry  keep  it,  for  the  longer  you  keep 

the  richer  and  better  it  Avill  be.    If  you  have  a  poor  sherry  at 

pess  get  rid  of  the  infant  at  once,  as  the  longer  you  keep  it 

ie  AA^orse  it  Avill  get,  souring  and  souring  until  it  becomes  a 

erfect  vinegar,  instead  of  a  perfect  ripened  Avine  in  its  old  age. 

lat  is  virtually  true  of  every  Avine.    Too  much  rain  or  too  dry 

[season  produces  this  unequal  sugar  balance  and  acidity. 

There  are  tAAo  necessary  conditions  in  the  production  of  a  per- 

ct  Avine :    a  perfect  grape  and  a  perfect  process.    The  grape 

|tay  be  Avell-bred  and  Avell-cared   for  in  its  groAvth,  but  the 

)und  upon  Avhich  it  is  groAvn  and  the  moisture  of  the  season 

its  groAvth  may  be  faulty  to  a  dangerous  degree. 

Certain  Avines  are  peculiar  to  certain  localities  because  cer- 

lin  soils  and  state  of  moisture  are  peculiar  to  the  same  locali- 

|es.    The  same  groAvers  and  the  same  makers  could  not  trans- 

mt  the  same  grapes  in  some  other  locality,  geologically  and 

limatically  different,   and   produce  the  same  grade  of  Avine 

am  the  fruit  of  their  vine.     They  Avill  at  once  have  a  new 

ieat  of  chemical  conditions  to  deal   Avith,   and   the  product 

^ould  l)e  characterized  accordingly.     To  this  fact  the  quality 

some  famous  Avines  is  more  due  than  to  any  secret  process  or 


other  cause.  Having  the  proper  elements  for  success  in  his 
grapes,  the  skilled  Avine  maker  has  the  groundAvork  for  his  art. 
The  delicacy  and  flavor  of  his  Avine  is  the  proper  result.  Then, 
having  made  his  Avine  in  the  finished  sense,  he  knoAvs  hoAV  to 
properly  keep  it  so  that  in  its  riper  old  age  it  becomes  richer 
and  better  with  each   added  year  of  its  life. 

Thus  it  is  that  the  grapes  of  certain  soils  that  have  made  the 
Avines  of  certain  localities  famous  cannot  be  successfully  pro- 
duced from  the  same  species  of  grapes  by  any  one  in  any  other 
part  of  the  Avorld,  even  Avhen  manipulated  by  the  same  Avine- 
making  process. 

What  is  locally  known  as  "Carniichael's  PorphjTy"  can  only 
be  made  in  one  little  spot  in  the  northern  part  of  Ncav  South 
Wales,  Australia.  Within  a  couple  hundred  miles  of  it  is  made 
the  heaviest  bodied  malbeek  in  the  Avorld,  and  it  cannot  be 
made  elsewhere.  That  is,  the  identical  combination  of  soil  and 
climate  as  exists  there  has  not  yet  been  found.  You  must  dupli- 
cate all  of  the  chemical -and  physical  conditions  before  you  can 
produce  the  exact  grape  from  Avhich  to  make  the  exact  Avine 
sought. 

Many  of  the  famous  wines  of  sections  in  Europe  exist  Avith- 
out  successful  duplicates  for  tho.se  climatic  and  chemical  rea- 
sons. The  varying  seasons  make  those  same  wines  of  bad,  good 
or  better  vintages  according  to  the  AA-eather  conditions  under 
which  the  grape  is  groAvn. 

Not  very  long  ago  a  foreign  government  sent  me  on  a  tAvo-year 
tour  of  vineyards  to  investigate  phylloxera  and  wine  making  in 
the  A'arious  Avinemaking  countries  of  the  World.  I  Avas  struck 
Avith  the  similarity  of  soil,  topography  of  ground  and  sameness 
of  process  by  Avhich  the  famous  wines  of  a  given  type  were 
"created"  in  Sardinia,  Italy,  Germany,  France,  Spain  and  other 
grape  centers. 

The  exact  difference  in  soil  and  climate  produced  the  fruit  of 
local  celebrity  Avhich  gave  their  unmatched  character  to  the 
exclusive  Avines  of  those  districts.  The  drainage  in  other  local;- 
ties  is  virtually  the  same ;  so  is  the  culture  and  gathering  of  the 
grape ;  so  is  the  pressing,  racking,  bottling  and  cellaring  of  the 
finished  and  ripened  product.  But  the  Avine  is  different.  The 
competitive  Avine  only  approaches  the  perfect  one,  as  the  eA-enly 
balanced  silicates  of  the  soil,  the  other  chemical  properties  there 
and  the  atmospheric  and  climatic  elements  there  approached  the 
original  conditions  Avhich  greAA'  the  grape  from  AAhich  the  justly 
famed  Avine  Avhose  standard  of  excellence  is  sought. 

The  same  facts  apply  to  the  production  of  champagnes  and 
brandies  as  do  to  dry  and  SAveet  Avines  of  all  classes.  The 
species  of  grape  is  one  thing,  the  character  of  the  grape  is  an- 
other; the  p(?rfection  of  both  is  a  prerequisite  for  a  perfect 
product. 

A  recent  tour  of  the  United  States  disclosed  to  me  many  re- 
markable facts.  In  many  sections  the  grape  growing  had  no 
reference  to  the  similarity  of  soils  to  the  knoAvn  Avine  soils  of 
Europe.  Neither  chemical  analysis  nor  climatic  conditions 
seemed  to  have  been  considered.  Even  the  outward  appearance, 
the  superficial  look  of  things,  did  not  indicate  Avine-groAving 
conditions.  The  farmer  seemed  to  have  bought  his  land  and  then 
directed  his  attention  to  groAving  that  about  Avhich  he  kncAV 
most;  or,  if  he  had  the  land  Avlien  the  Avine-groAving  AvaAC  hit 
his  locality,  he  turned  vigneron  and  grcAv  grapes ;  then,  because 
his  land  grew  grapes,  he  imagined  that  he  coiild  make  a  good 
Avine,  and  proceeded  to  make  Avhat  his  "crop"  Avould  yield. 
The  market  absorbed  the  output  per  force  of  the  demand.  Yet 
there  are  good  Avine  lands  in  the  United  States,  and  these,  to  the 
practiced  eye,  exist  in  faA'orable  Avine-groAving  atmospheric  con- 
ditions. With  these — .soil  and  climate — perfect  a  superior  Avine 
could  be  produced  in  America  as  assuredly  as  it  is  made  in  any. 
other  part  of  the  AA'orld.

Where  Wine  is  a  Necessity  Roosevelt's  Idea 


WHILE  pure  wine  does  in  a  limited  way  exhilarate  its  other 
virtues  are  so  many  and  great  that  Avhen  this  (luality  is 
considered  it  almost  sinks  into  oblivion  In  a  primal  sense  wine 
was  given  to  mankind  in  order  to  furnish  him  with  a  sufficient 
amount  of  liquid  to  compensate  him  for  his  natural  waste  and  an 
accurate  analysis  of  Avine  shows  that  it  contains  more  corrective 
material  than  any  patent  medicine  ever  concocted.  In  fact  it  is 
this  premise,  using  wiue  as  a  foundation  the  makers  of  a  "cure 
all"  depends  upon  and  the  more  Avine  he  uses  the  more  successful 
is  his  medicine.  This  is  not  a  careless  statement  but  a  recog- 
nized fact  and  it  proves  conclusively  that  pure  wine  contains 
within  itself  the  ingredients  necessary  to  a  continuance  of  life. 
The  ancients  recognized  this  much  and  every  nation  in  Europe 
today  knows  that  it  is  a  fact.  Wiue  with  them  is  a  necessity, 
not  a  luxury.  The  nursing  infant  and  the  enfeebled  adult  alike 
are  given  wine,  from  the  day  of  birth  to  the  day  of  death  wine 
is  a  perogative,  essential  and  necessary.  The  question  of  propri- 
ety and  the  compliance  with  fanatic  ideas  are  as  far  from  their 
thoughts  as  ours  are  in  the  belief  that  wine  is  nothing  more 
or  less  than  an  intoxicant.  Tell  an  European  that  Avine  is  only  an 
intoxicant  and  he  Avould  laugh  at  you  and  say  that  you  are  a 
fool;  tell  the  American  that  wine  should  be  used  every  day  at 
meals  and  he  puts  you  doAvn  at  once  as  either  a  foreigner  or 
a  crank,  and  if  you  should  haA'e  the  temerity  to  offer  his  children 
a  glass  of  Avine  at  their  meals  he  "would  draAv  a  gun."  Of 
course,  it  Avould  be  useless  to  argue,  but  neA'ertheless  such  rabid 
action  does  not  detract  from  the  A'alue  of  Avine. 

If  there  is  a  substance  more  potent  than  Avine  for  the  ful- 
fillment of  the  poet's  line  "One  touch  of  nature  makes  the  Avhole 
Avorld  a  kin''  Ave  knoAV  it  not.  From  North  to  South,  from  East 
to  AVest,  Avine,  in  some  shape,  draAvs  all  people  together.  The 
Esquimaux  and  the  Laplander  amid  their  perpetual  snow  have 
'their  own  Avays  of  i)roducing  Avine  as  Avell  as  the  people  Avho 
dwell  in  the  sands  of  the  torrid  zone,  and  yet  one  glass  of  Avine 
made  in  Avhat  we  call  the  temperate  region  appeals  to  both  far 
moi-e  strongly  than  Avords  or  deeds.  W'e  know  this  to  be  a  fact, 
but  Avhy  is  it?  What  is  it  in  Avine  that  draAA^s  out  the  good  felloAV- 
ship  of  the  savage,  the  ignorant  and  the  educated  alike.  Noth- 
ing else  can  do  it.  Water,  that  great  thirst  satisfyer  (?)  has 
no  element  in  it  that  tends  toAvard  sociability,  and  the  finest  food 
that  could  be  offered  is  only  of  avail  if  the  recipient  at  the  time 
happens  to  be  hungry.  With  Avine,  hoAvever,  any  time  and  all 
time  is  fitting. 


The  Great  Spurgeori  on  Sunday  Laws 


1AM  ashamed  of  some  Christians  because  they  have  so  much 
dependence  on  Parliament  and  the  laAv  of  the  land.  Much 
good  may  Parliament  ever  do  to  true  religion,  except  by  mis- 
take. As  to  getting  the  laAV  of  the  land  to  touch  our  religion, 
we  earnestly  cry,  "Hands  off,  leave  us  alone!"  Your  Sunday 
bills  and  all  other  forms  of  Act-of-Parliament  religion  seems  to 
me  to  be  all  Avrong.  Give  us  a  fair  field  and  no  faA^or,  and  our 
faith  has  no  cause  to  fear.  Let  our  members  of  Parliament 
repent  of  the  bribery  and  corruption  so  rife  in  their  OAvn  midst 
before  they  set  up  to  be  proctectors  of  the  religion  of  our  Lord 
Jesus.  I  should  be  afraid  to  borrow  help  from  government;  it 
would,  look  to  me  as  if  I  rested  on  an  arm  of  flesh,  instead  of 
depending  on  the  living  God.  Let  the  Lord's  day  be  respected 
by  all  means,  and  may  the  day  soon  come  when  every  shop  shall 
be  clo.sed  on  the  Sabbath,  but  let  it  be  by  the  force  of  conviction, 
and  not  by  the  force  of  the  policeman ;  let  true  religion  triumph 
by  the  poAver  of  God  in  men's  hearts,  and  not  by  the  power  of 
fines  and  punishments. 


A  T  a  time  Avhen  anti-.saloonists  and  Prohibitionists  are  talk- 
■*»■  ing  and  haranguing  so  blatantly  about  personal  liberty  it 
is  gratifying  to  note  the  broad  and  sound  vicAVS  that  President 
Roosevelt  takes  of  the  question.  Some  of  his  manly  utterances 
last  Aveek  prove  him  to  be  opposed  to  prohibition  and  anti-saloon 
utterance  and  oppression.  During  one  of  his  brilliant  speeches, 
he  said : 

"Our  democracy  is  based  upon  the  belief  that  each  individual 
ought  to  have  the  largest  measure  of  liberty  compatible  Avith 
.sex;uring  the  rights  of  otlier  individuals,  that  the  average  citizen,- 
the  plain  man  Avhom  Ave  meet  in  daily  life  is  normally  capable  of 
taking  care  of  his  oAvn  affairs." 

The  foregoing  elucidation  of  personal  liberty  is  directly  op- 
posed to  the  principle  of  prohibition  and  local  option  inasmuch 
as  the  latter  definitely  assert  that  the  people  opposed  to  tliose  re- 
strictive principles,  or  Avhat  they  aim  at,  are  not  "capable  of 
conducting  their  oaau  affairs." 

The  prohibitionists  Avant  to  force  others  to  do  as  they,  tiic 
prohibitionists  do. 

This  is  most  certainly  not  in  accordance  Avith  the  "largest 
measure  of  liberty,"  for  it  prevents  one  citizen  from  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a  Avholesome  indulgence,  simply  because  other  true 
citizens  find  no  pleasure  in  such  indulgence.  President  Roose- 
velt's idea  of  liberty  is  opposed  to  this  tyranny. 


Abstinence  Lowers  the  Standing  of  Man 

WRITING  in  the  Dailij  Chronicle  recently.  Sir  James  Crich- 
ton  RroAvne,  the  eminent  British  physician,  made  a  re- 
markable appeal  for  the  use  of  alcohol  as  a  beverage. 

"The  generalized  food  customs  of  mankind,"  he  says,  "are  not 
to  be  viewed  as  random  practices,  adapted  to  please  the  palate 
or  gratify  an  idle  or  vicious  appetite.  They  must  be  regarded 
as  the  outcome  of  profound  instincts  Avhich  correspond  to  im- 
portant wants  of  the  human  economy.  They  are  tlu;  fruits  of  a 
colossal  experience.  I  am  satisfied  that  probably  thnn;  or  four 
generations  of  total  abstainers  Avould  lower  our  nu'utal  capacity 
to  the  Moslem  level,  and  that  Ave  Avould  cea.se  as  a  nation  (o 
be  a  breeding  ground  for  men  of  genius."

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Give  the  Salesman  a   Chance 


LAST  month  The  Journal  gave  some  advice  to  the  salesmen 
as  to  the  necessity  for  spending  money  to  bring  business 
<)  the  houses  they  represent.  It  was  well  taken  and  appre- 
iiited,  as  our  correspondence  since  has  shown.  We  would  now 
<ay  a  word  to  the  trade,  in  the  belief  that  its  spirit  will  be  as 
rt'pll  api)reciated  as  was  the  advice  to  the  salesmen. 

The  retailer  should  not  expect  the  salesman  to  be  extravagant 
when  he  calls  on  him.  If  ho  will  begin  the  year  \>y  buying  his 
stock  just  as  the  butcher  or  the  grocer  buys  it,  with  the  items  of 
original  cost  and  profits  in  mind,  he  will  find  at  the  end  of  the 
year  that  he  will  be  just  as  successful  as  he  Avould  be  if  he  were 
to  let  the  amount  of  money -spent  by  the  salesman  on  his  period- 
ical appearances  have  any  effec  t  on  his  decision  as  to  Avhat  to 
buy  and  what  not  to  bu.y.  In  other  words,  he  should  do  his 
business  on  strictly  business  principles.  He  will  find  it  bene- 
ficial in  the  end,  in  more  than  one  way. 

If  the  traveling  salesman  were  permitted  by  the  retailers 
to  whom  they  sell  to  spend  in  accordance  with  their  personal 
wishes  alone  they  Avould  find  that  the  salesman  would  be  the 
better  for  it,  and  there  would  be  no  incentive  for  them  to  try 
ito  make  out  of  the  retailer  something  toward  recouping  them 
'for  the  unnecessary  expense  that  is  often  made  by  salesmen. 

The  retailer  would  find  thafe4:lie  salesman  who  is  permitted  to 
■  drink  or  smoke  as  is  a  man  engaged  in  any  other  line  will  be  a 
pleasanter  man  to  meet  than  one  who  is  compelled  by  usage 
to  drink  more  than  is  good  for  him  and  to  deprive  himself  of 
money  that  he  needs  for  other  purposes.  Thus,  their  meetings 
would  be  i)leasanter,  and  to  the  retailer  who  is  in  the  business 
as  .'  business  and  not  as  a  pastime  his  dealings  and  the  results 
therefrom  would  be  more  agreeable  than  if  the  salesman  were 
worried  t)y  money  affairs  or  poor  health  caused  by  unnecessary 
indidgence. 


There  is  no  more  reason  why  a  liquor  salesman  should  be 
expected  to  buy  liquor  of  a  retailer  when  he  doesn't  need  it 
than  there  is  to  expect  a  salesman  for  a  grocery  house  to  treat 
customers  in  a  grocery  store  to  crackers  and  cheese  every  time 
he  comes  around.  Nor  should  the  hardware  salesman  be  con- 
fronted with  the  duty  of  passing  a  pocket  knife  to  every  cus 
tomer  in  a  hardware  store  who  may  be  there  when  he  tries  to 
sell  a  bill  of  goods  in  his  line.  The  grocery  salesman  and  the 
hardware  salesman  do  not  do  it,  and  would  be  suspected  of 
paresis  if  they  did.  Therefore,  why  should  the  retail  liquor 
dealer  expect  the  salesnmn  who  supplies  his  stock  to  act  differ- 
ently from  the  salesmen  who  look  after  the  stocks  of  his  neigh- 
bors, the  grocer  and  the  hardware  dealer? 

The  liquor  trade  has  become  a  .science  rather  than  a  social 
institution  in  these  days  of  modern  business  methods,  and  it  is 
our  belief  that  purchases  and  sales  should  be  made  scientifically, 
rather  than  socially,  as  they  are  made  in  every  other  line  of 
business. 

Give  the  salesman  a  chance.  If  he  is  a  good  one — and  the 
vast  majority  of  them  are — he  will  make  it  well  worth  your 
effort,  by  giving  you  full  returns  for  your  money,  in  regular 
business  Avay. — 'Neic  England  Liquor  Journal.

DRY  WINES: — Business  during  the  month  has  been  of  the 
quiet  order,  as  is  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year.  The  at- 
tention of  the  wine  makers  and  tlie  merchants  just  now  is  cen- 
tered at  ^^'ashin<•■ton,  D.  C,  where  a  strong-  ettort  is  being  made 
lo  secure  harmful  legislation — laws  that  would  prevent  the  ship- 
ping of  ( 'alifornia  or  any  domestic  Avines  into  prohibition  States. 
However,  it  is  probable  that  a  showing  can  be  nmde  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  industry  here  and  elsewhere  that  will  secure  an 
adverse  report  of  the  committee  which  is  considering  the  bill. 

p]xports  by  sea  were  not  of  satisfactory  volume.  The  figures 
were  293  cases  and  105,305  gallons,  valued  at  |61,463.  In  the 
same  month  last  year  the  totals  were  630  cases  and  624,730  gal- 
lons bulk,  of  the  value  of  |225,049. 

Imports  by  sea  in  February  were  1380  cases  164  barrels  1  butt 
and  28  octaves;  by  rail  in  bond,  383  cases  10  octaves  23  casks 
and  5  hogsheads. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  an  article  giving  the 
official  figures  of  the  tAVO  railroad  companies  showing  the  move- 
ment of  wines  out  of  the  State  by  rail  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1907;  also  comparative  figures  of  previous 
years.  The  shipments  were  much  larger  than  expected,  the 
total  being  nearly  16,000,000  gallons.  This  is  more  than  1,000,- 
000  gallons  in  excess  of  the  shipments  during  the  fiscal  year 
endiim  June  30.  1905. 


SAN'EETS  : — There  is  nothing  new  of  particular  interest  in  the 
situation.  The  production  in  the  two  districts  during  Jan- 
uary was  surprisingly  small,  the  total  being  only  64,535  gallons. 
In  January  of  the  preceding  year,  it  was  92,615  gallons,  Avhile 
in  January,  1906,  it  Avas  more  than  200,000  gallons. 


B 


KANDY : — There  is  no  activity  in  the  market,  the  only  spe- 
cial nu)venu'Ht  having  been  in  production.  During  Janu- 
ary tliis  was  comi)aratively  qiiite  hea\'y,  the  output  being  238,- 
609  gallons,  as  compared  Avith  196,875  gallons  during  the  same 
montii  in  1907  and  148,135  gallons  in  January,  1906.  There  re- 
mained in  bond  January  31,  1908,  in  this  State,  1,738,672  tax 
gallons.  On  the  same  date  in  January,  1907,  the  total  bonded 
stock  Avas  1,356,317  tax  gallons. 


WHISKY' : — The  representative  houses  report  business  grad- 
ually improving  during  the  last  three  Aveeks,  and  they 
confidently  look  for  a  continuation  of  the  betterment  in  trade. 
i  In  the  city,  Avhere  business  has  been  extremely  dull,  Avith  the 
exception  of  the  comparatively  fcAv  big  retailers,  trade  is  pick- 
ing up  in  an  encouraging  manner.  With  the  settling  of  the 
weather  and  the  opening  of  spring,  thousands  of  idle  men  Avill 
be  put  to  work.  This  fact,  connected  with  the  presence  of  the 
great  fleet,  Avill  certainly  tend  to  make  San  Francisco  a  very 
lively  place,  at  least  so  far  as  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  are  con- 
lerned.  While  the  revival  is  sIoav  at  present,  a  good  business 
year  is  almost  assured. 

Exports  by  sea  Avere  comi)arati\'ely  small,  totals  being  951 
•  ases  and  740  gallons,  valued  at  17963.  In  the  same  month  of 
1907  the  Ajalue  of  exports  by  sea  Avas  f  19,647.  Miscellaneous 
<'xp<)rts  during  February  were  489  cases  11  barrels  1  keg  and 
1995  gallons,  valued  at  |8905. 


imports  by  sea  were  only  205  cases  and  by  rail  in  bond  574 
cases  and  1  cask. 


IMPOKTATIONS:— Business  during  the  numth  has  been  geu- 
A  erally  classed  as  quiet.  The  importers,  however,  anticipate  an 
early  improvement  in  trade.  Following  are  the  principal  im-

D  EER : — There  is  nothing  of  particular  interest  in  the  brcAV- 
■■-'  ing  trade,  the  volume  of  business  being  comparatively 
snmll.  Exports  by  sea  were  740  packages  bottled  and  20  bulk, 
valued  at  |4720.  In  the  same  month  of  last  year  figures  Avere 
119,595,  shoAving  a  falling  off  of  more  than  one-half.  Imports 
Avere  360  cases  110  barrels  and  4  casks. 


To  Fight  Original  Package 

A  NDREA  SBARBORO  will  leave  for  Washington  March  1st 
■*»•  as  a  representatiA-e  of  the  Manufacturers'  and  Producers' 
Association  to  protest  against  the  Littlefield  bill,  Avhich  pro- 
Addes  for  restrictions  on  interstate  commerce  in  Avines.  At  a 
meeting  Friday  the  Manufacturers'  and  Producers'  Association 
adopted  the  folloAving  resolution  : 

Whereas,  Several  bills  haA^e  been  proposed  in  Congress  among 
Avhich  is  the  Littlefield  bill,  restrictive  of  interstate  commerce 
in  Avines  Avhich  are  the  naturally  fermented  product  of  the 
grape;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  leading  industries  of  this  State  is  that 
of  viticulture,  representing  an  area  of  more  than  250,000  acres 
and  an  investment  of  more  than  |1,000,000,000 ;  and 

Whereas,  The  California  delegation  in  Congress  has  request- 
ed that  a  representative  of  the  producers  of  grapes  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  urge  their  claims  in  committee;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  Andrea  Sbarboro,  President  of  the  Manufac- 
turers' and  Producers'  Association  of  California,  be  requested 
to  proceed  to  AVashington  and  appear  before  the  committee  of 
the  House  of  RepresentatiAX'S  Avhich  has  charge  of  these  bills, 
and  urge  before  it  the  claims  of  Avine  growers  of  California  and 
the  reasons  Avhy  such  bills  should  not  be  passed. 

The  Littlefield  bill  places  restrictions  on  the  shipment  of 
liquors  into  States  Avhere  prohibition  prevails.  The  measure 
has  commanded  attention  throughout  the  United  States.  It 
has  already  encountered  vigorous  opposition,  and  Sbarboro  will 
add  the  protest  of  the  ('alifornia  Avinemen.

To  the  Hoiiorahic  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors,  City  and  County  of  Sail  Francisco: 
Gentlemen: 

In  connection  tritli  the  proposed  Liquor  License  Ordinance,  ice  Dey  respectfully  to  place  the  foUowiiig  facts  before 
you: 

1.  TJie  State  of  (Uilifornia  is  essentially  an  agricultural  commnnity,  deriving  its  prosperity  largely  from  the  products  of 
its  soil. 

2.  The  grape-groiriiig  industry  of  the  State  of  California  comprises  an  area  of  over  250,000  acres  of  vineyards  and  an  in- 
vestment of  over  one  hundred  inillioii  dollars. 

3.  In  States  where  apple  growing  is  of  importance,  the  production  of  cider  is  extensively  carried  on. 

Jj.     Cider  is  the  fermented  product  of  the  juice  of  apples,  while  Dry  Wine  is  the  fermented  product  of  the  juice  of  grapes. 

5.  Neither  the  National  (Jovernment,  nor  any  State  in  the  Union,  inifoses  a  license  or  restricts,  in  any  manner,  the  free 
commerce  in  Cider. 

The  City  of  San  Francisco,  being  the  largest  city  in  the  State  of  California,  derives  its  well-heing  from  the  prosperity  of  the 
agricultural  .section  of  the  State,  and,  therefore,  anything  which  tends  to  strike  at  that  prosperity,  must  react  necessarily  upon 
the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

An  effort  is  being  made  in  wine  growing  States  in  the  East  to  induce  their  legislators  to  recognize  that  what  is  fair  for 
the  naturally  fermented  juice  of  one  fruit — the  apple — should  be  equally  fair  for  the  naturally  fermented  juice  of  another 
fruit — namely,  the  grape.  The  Eastern  irine  growers  look  to  the  largest  wine  producing  section  of  the  United  States — CALI- 
FORNIA— for  assistance  in  this  propaganda.  Should  the  City  of  San  Francisco  enact  an  ordinance  placing  a  heavy,  or,  in 
fact,  any  license,  upon  the  sale  in  restaurants  and  in  grocery  stores  of  the  naturally  fermented  juice  of  the  grape,  this  will  be 
used  in  Eastern  communities,  irliere  the  grape-groiving  industry  is  of  comparatively  small  importance  as  compared  unth  Cali- 
fornia, as  a  cogent,  if  not  unanswerahle  argument  against  the  granting  of  the  r('(iiiests  which  are  being  made  in  other  communi- 
ties on  behalf  of  the  American  Wine  (1  rowers'  Association. 

We  ask  you,  therefore,  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  California,  as  icell  os  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in 
its  relation  to  the  agricultural  community,  to  consider  very  carefully  the  questions  of  license  which  will  be  brought  before  your 
Honorable  Body. 

All  of  which  is  submitted  in  behalf  of  the  ivine  growers  of  tlie  State  of  California.

>ense  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  Supervisoi's  will  bear  this 
II  mind. 

\'arious  reasons  are  advanced  why  the  li(|Uor  business  should 
11'  singled  out  and  be  burdened  with  the  hijihest  possible  tax;  it 
-  <::enerally  asserted  that  the  profits  are  enormously  larj^er 
han  those  of  any  other  business  and  that  it  should  bear  the 
'xpense  of  the  large  police  force  recinired  to  properly  regu- 
II te  it. 

Admitting  that  the  gross  ])rofits  of  the  I'etail  and  principally 
he  saloon  men  are  very  handsome,  it  should  be  remembered 
hat  the  present  license  is  quitt»  a  tax  and  that  it  goes  very  far 
owards  paying  the  total  cost  of  the  Police  Deiiartment.  An 
nereased  license  would  ])robably  close  a  large  number  of  places 
md  Avould  result  in  adding  verv  .little  income,  if  any,  to  the

The  advocates  of  high  license  also  seem  to  lose  sight  of  the 
act  that  a  high  tax  imposed  indiscriminately  on  all  persons 
'Ugaged  in  selling  wines  and  li(|uors  would  strike  a  heavy  blow 
o  one  of  the  most  promising  interests  of  the  State — namely,  the 
I'alifornia  ^Vine  Industry. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  ccmsumpticm  of  light  wines 
lias  a  tendency  to  decrease  the  consumjttion  of  strong  liquors, 
I  lierel)y  decreasing  drunkenness  and  its  evil  consequences.    This 

I'll-known  fact  can  easily  be  ascei'tained  among  wine-drinking 

•oples,  and  the  experiment  is  well  woi'th  trying. 

The  li(|uor  license  question  is  uud<uibtedly  very  complex  and 
leserves  every  thoughtful  consideration. 

A  practical  view  of  the  nmtter  in  our  opinion  would  be  a 
rradxmted  tax  in  accordance  with  the  nature  of  the  business 
1^  regards  the  necessity  for  police  supervision  and  in  proportion 
o  the  total  sales  and  approximate  ])r()fits.  Ample  revenue  could 
)e  derived  by  such  a  system  of  licenses  withotit  unjustlj'  burden- 
ug  legitimate  business. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  trade  in  California  Wines 
should  not  be  hampered  by  any  license  and  that  better  results 
n  the  direction  of  true  temperance  would  be  attained  thereby. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  your  kindness  in  affording  us  the 
>Iiportunity  to  express  our  views  on  this  subject.

it'ople.  If  any  reduction  in  the  number  of  saloons  is  caused  by 
Ids  measure,  it  would  fall  on  the  saloon  catering  to  their  Avants. 
rUe  amount  of  reveuu<'  would  not  increase  in  the  proportion  to 
lie  harm  done. 
The  "blind  pig"  would  increase,  as  every  city  that  has  a  high 


license  shows.  A  clie;i]ier  grade  ut  gn;)il-;  of  tjic  s|)irit  character 
would  be  sold  and  a  corresponding  loss  of  the  lighter  beers,  as 
they  would  be  noticeable  to  sell  and  attract  too  much  attenticm 
to  the  place. 

The  higher  licen.s(>  has  a  tendency  to  create  a  monopoly  by 
giving  the  wholesaler  and  brewer  the  opportunity  to  bid  up  the 
choice  locations.  Hence  there  would  b(>  fewer  employes  in 
handling  the  business  and  fewer  buildings  occupied. 

Another  phase  of  the  saloon  question  is  that  the  legitimate 
jtlace  is  always  under  police  regulatiiin  ami  must  be  more  care- 
ful about  selling  to  people  than  the  "blind  pig,"  or  so-called 
clubs  that  .spring  up,  as  they  have  practically  no  investment 
and  will  take  more  chances  than  the  licensed  place  with  an  in- 
vestment of  from  one  to  forty  thousand  dollars,  which  make 
them  as  cautious  as  any  other  taxpayer  and  a  more  desirable 
class. 

The  police  would  necessarily  have  to  be  moi'e  active,  more 
drunkenness  would,  in  my  opinion,  follow.  A\'omen  are  the  best 
pati'ons  the  "blind  pig"  or  so-called  small  grocery,  or  fruit 
stores,  possess.

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Ido  not  blame  the  temperance  people  of  America  for  trying 
to  remove  drunkenness  from  our  midst  as  it  is  undoubtedly 
the  greatest  evil  this  country  is  afflicted  with,  but  in  all  reforms, 
to  obtain  success,  there  must  be  however  a  reasonable  means 
and  common  sense.  Instead  of  this  it  appears  now  that  the 
prohibition  people  are  losing  their  heads. 

AMiilst  it  is  well  known  that  during  the  past  fifty  years  pro- 
hibition laws  have  achieved  practically  nothing,  that  there  is 
now  just  as  many  drunkards  in  the  United  States  in  proportion 
to  the  population,  as  there  was  fifty  years  ago,  still  drastic 
l)rohibition  laws  are  being  proposed  in  several  States  of  the 
I'nion. 

I  cannot  comprehend  how  the  intelligent,  progressive  Ameri- 
can people  have  not  as  yet  .seen  the  road  to  temperance  and 
.soberness.  Every  person  who  has  visited  the  wine-producing 
and  wine-consuming  countries  know  that  there,  where  every 
man,  woman  and  child  use  wine  at  their  meals  intoxication  is 
almost  unknown. 

So  early  as  one  hundred  years  ago  our  great  President 
Thomas  Jeffer.son,  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  place  high 
duties  on  wine,  wrote:  "I  rejoice  as  a  moralist  at  the  prospect 
of  a  reduction  of  duties  on  wine  by  our  National  Legislature. 
It  is  an  error  to  view  a  tax  on  that  article  as  merely  a  tax  on 
the  rich.  It  is  prohibiti(m  of  its  use  to  the  middling  classes, 
and  a  condemnation  of  them  to  the  poison  of  .spirits.  NO  NA- 
TION is  drunken  where  wine  is  cheap,  and  none  sober  where 
dearness  of  wine  substitutes  ardent  spirits  as  its  common 
beverage." 

Now,  in  nearly  every  State  of  the  Union  good  wine  can  be 
produced  and  California  now  produces  as  fine  wines  as  those 
made  in  France,  Italy,  Spain  and  the  Rhine,  and  furthermore 
when  the  demand  will  Avarrant  this  State  alone  Avill  produce 
enough  fine  delicious  light  table  wines  to  supply  all  the  people 
of  the  United  States  and  thus  bring  our  country  to  the  blessed- 
ness of  soberness  and  remove  forever  the  curse  of  drunkenness. 

However,  in  order  to  obtain  this  great  desideratum  our  law- 
makers must  commence  to  adopt  such  laws  and  regulations 
as  will  encourage  the  fre(>  distribution  of  wine  to  the  people 
and  cease  to  put  ob.stacles  in  the  way  of  supi)lying  families 
with  wines  at  their  own  homes. 

Our  Roard  of  Supervisors,  inspired  by  the  true  interests  of 
the  community,  pa.s.sed  a  law  recently  bv  a  vote  of  14  to  4  to 
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permit  grocers  who  are  the  people  that  come  in  direct  contact 
Avitii  every  family  in  San  Francisco,  to  deliver  light  table  wines 
to  their  j'esidences  without  the  obligation  of  paying  any  license 
whatever.  This  is  in  line  with  the  charter  adopted  by  the  city 
some  years  ago  and  as  California  is  the  largest  wine-producing 
city  of  the  Union,  it  is  certainly  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

So  soon  as  this  example  will  be  followed  by  other  States  of 
the  American  Union,  the  good  people  of  our  country  will  soon 
see  the  curse  of  drunkenness  wiped  out  of  existence,  a  consum- 
mation devoutly  to  be  wished.

EDITOR  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW— Dear  Sir:  Re- 
garding the  present  agitation  of  increasing  the  Retail 
Liquor  License  in  San  Francisco  from  |500  to  flOOO  per  an- 
num also  levying  a  |500  license  on  the  wholesalers,  I  will  say 
that  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  at  the  present  time 
of  the  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  business  in  San  Francisco, 
if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decide  to  act  on  the  unreasonable 
advice  of  the  "Examiner"  and  the  expressions  of  opinions  of  a 
few  non-resident  people,  who  have  virtually  nothing  at  stake 
and  are  only  looking  for  free  advertisement,  and  pass  an  ordi- 
nance increasing  the  Retail  License  from  |500  to  $1000  per 
annum  also  forcing  the  wholesalers  to  pay  a  license  of  fSOO 
per  year  it  will  work  a  great  hardship  on  all  parties  interested. 
It  A\  ould  resolve  itself  into  class  legislation  and  in  imposing  this 
extra  license  it  would  be  a  survival  of  the  fittest.  In  other 
words  the  small  saloon  keepers,  who  are  all  at  the  present  time 
struggling  to  make  both  ends  meet,  would  be  forced  out  of 
business  losing  all  that  they  have  invested  in  their  business. 
The  Avealthier  class  of  saloon  men  or  those  who  have  good 
backing  will  naturally  pay  this  increased  license. 

Regarding  assessing  the  Avholesalers  fSOO  for  the  privilege 
of  doing  business  in  San  Francisco,  I  consider  it  unreasonable 
in  every  way. 

Speaking  for  Clarke  Bros.  &  Co.  I  will  simply  say  that  if  we 
are  forced  to  pay  this  license  it  will  necessitate  that  we  make 
arrangements  to  put  up  a  warehouse  across  the  Bay  where  we 
would  be  able  to  conduct  our  business  without  paying  thi> 
license  and  would  also  be  able  to  save  the  difference  in  rents, 
taxes  and  insurance.  I  have  a  number  of  men  in  my  employ, 
who  are  all  married  men  with  families  paying  rents  to  landlords 
and  spending  all  the  uumey  they  earn  here  in  San  Francisco. 
This  money  will  naturally  be  diverted  to  merchants  acro.ss  the 
Bay.

WE  recall  that  after  our  big  tin;  the  saloon  men  were  tli(> 
ones  who  were  not  allowed  to  immediately  resume  their 
business;  that  they  were  forced  to  close  for  some  three  months, 
and  even  then  allowed,  for  some  weeks,  to  open  only  a  part  of 
the  time;  that  during  these  months  their  pers(mal,  family  and 
I)art  of  business  expenses  had  to  be  met,  with  no  income  what- 
ever ;  that  although  they  made  large  profits  for  a  short  time  after 
resuming,  or  \Ahile  the  insurance  money  held  out,  yet  that  for 
the  last  3'ear  or  more,  their  business  has  been  falling  away  until 
it  is  to-day  a  problem  with  n.iost  of  them  where  they  are  to  get 
the  money  to  meet  their  expenses.  It  seems  not  a  little  unkind 
that  in  this  time  of  their  distress  demagogues  who  ride  over 
any  person  or  principle  so  that  they  can  thereby  help  to  adver- 
tise their  new.spaper  or  other  venture;  that  the  cranks  who,  in 
the  dark  ages,  would  think  they  were  doing  "God's  will"  by 
destroA'ing  those  Avho  differed  from  them  in  religion  or  politics; 
the  descendants  of  those  who,  after  leaving  the  old  country  to 
escape  persecution,  at  once  established  a  despotism  compared 
to  which  the  tyranny  of  the  old  country  spelled  liberty,  should 
seize  such  a  time  to  try  to  crush  the  life  out  of  citizens  engaged 
in  a  legitimate  business,  seems  incredible.

Unfair  to  the  Public 


AN  important  consideration  that  has  evidently  been  over- 
looked in  the  discussion  of  high  license,  is  in  ref(»rence 
to  the  effect  it  will  have  upon  the  consumers  or  patrons  of  the 
places  paying  a  thousand  dollar  license;  that  is,  as  to  the  qual- 
ity and  purity  of  the"  wines,  beers  and  liquors  sold.  It  is  a  well 
recognized  fact  that  where  the  license  is  so  high,  if  patronage  is 
not  large  enough,  the  proprietors  who  are  burdened  with  such 
fixed  heavy  expenses  have  often  to  make  ends  meet  by  reducing 
the  quality  of  what  they  sell,  buying  cheaper  and  inferior  l)ever- 
ages,  beers,  liquors,  etc.,  and  the  innocent  consumers  are  the 
ones  that  are  really  the  sufferers  in  con.sequence.  When  licenses 
do  not  become  so  burdensome,  the  natural  competition  between 
those  who  pay  high  licenses  has  a  tendency  often  to  improve 
the  quality  of  the  goods  sold,  but  where  licenses  are  so  heavy 
that  proprietors  find  difficulty  in  making  a  living  between  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements,  the  only  thing  left  to  them  is  to  sell 
cheaper  and  inferior  articles.  The  c<msumer  pays  the  same 
prices,  but  gets  inferior  liquors  in  consequence.  In  the  face 
of  the  Pure  Food  agitation  throughout  the  country  and  the  ten- 
dency to  buy  and  sell  pure  goods,  it  is  unfortunate  that  a  block 
is  thus  put  in  the  way  of  the  public  getting  the  best  li(iuors  at 
the  usual  prices  paid,  which  prices  do  not  A'ary,  as  a  rule,  wheth- 
er the  beverages  bought  are  good  or  bad.

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Would  Create  Further  Havoc  in  Business. 


THE  liccn.sc  (|U('.stiuu  appears  to  us  to  fouie  at  a  most  in- 
()piK)i'tmH'  time.  JJusiiicss  has  suttcrcd  many  reverses  dur- 
iiiii  the  past  six  months,  and  the  liquor  trade  has  not  been  an 
<'X(('i>tion,  and  this  attempt  to  suddenly  foist  a  high  license  on 
I  lie  saloons,  restaurants  and  groeeries,  will  merely  tend  to 
rreate  further  havoc  in  business.  It  was  only  at  the  last  election 
I  lint  the  |500  license  was  voted  upon  and  upheld.  Scarcely 
ilirce  months  have  now  elapsed  and  the;  saloonmen  are  threat- 
ened with  a  flOOO  license,  and  grocers  and  restaurant  men  with 
s.->0(». 

In  our  judgment  >;ome  consideration  should  be  shown  to  those 
who  have  money  invested  in  the  business,  as  this  sudden  in- 
rrease  will  most  certainly  affect  any  number  of  saloons,  gro- 
ceries and  restaurants,  and  force  many  of  them  out  of  business, 
which  under  ordinary  circumstances  would  not  have  any  great 
effect,  but  under  the  present  conditions — with  any  number  of 
men  out  of  employment;  with  the  ccmtinued  tightness  of  the 
money  market,  and  the  heavy  losses  already  sustained  by  busi- 
ness interests,  not  to  speak  of  the  threatened  quarantine,  ap- 
pears to  be  the  heiglit  of  folly  to  still  further  complicate  matters 
by  forcing  people  out  of  business,  or  embarrassing  those  who 
ander  ordinary  conditions  could  fully  afford  to  pay  the  license, 
but  who  at  present  can  ill  afford  an  increase. 

No  doubt  the  number  of  saloons  in  San  Francisco  is  propor- 
tiimately  too  large  for  the  population,  and  should  be  limited. 
The  National  Model  License  League  is  advocating  that  saloons 
should  be  limited  to  one  to  every  500  of  population,  and  also 
that  a  license  should  yield  a  good  annual  return  to  government, 
hut  that  it  should  not  be  excessive  as  tending  to  "the  handling 
of  impure  liiiuors,  tlu^  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  intoxicated 
men  and  to  minors,  and  the  violation  of  laws  in  regard  to  closing 
at  certain  hours,  etc." 

Every  fair-minded  man  will  reco^jnize  the  justice  of  this,  but 
every  fair-minded  man  will  also  recognize  the  injustice  of  this 
lieavy  burden  on  the  trade  in  the  present  c(mdition  of  business. 

We  sincerely  hope  this  measure  will  not  pass,  but  that  if  it 
>ilioul(l,  that  sufiicient  tinu'  will  be  allowed  the  trade  to  readjust 
it-<elf  to  the  new  conditions,  or  anyhow  until  business  has  re- 
sumed its  normal  condition. 

To  use  th(>  words  of  the  ^lodel  License  League,  "If  society 
imposes  upon  the  saloonkeeper,  the  saloonkeeper  will  impose 
upon  society."

Government  Defines  "Original  Package." 


UNITED  8TATEH  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 
uiiilei'  (late  of  Februai-y  20,  1908,  has  issued  from  the 
Hoard  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspection,  food  inspection  decision 
No.  80:  "Ori<)iual  ])aekafies:  Interpretation  of  Refjulatiou  2 
of  rules  and  r(><>ulatious  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Food  and 
Druj;;s  Act." 

The  document  is  an  unusually  long  one,  occupying  nearly 
.sixteen  pages,  and  consi.sts  largely  in  quotations  from  decision.s 
from  the  various  courts  of  what  constitutes  an  "original,"  or 
"imbroken  package."'  The  board  says  this  document  is  issued 
"to  prevent  the  further  misconception  of  the  scope  of  the  regu- 
lation and  for  the  information  of  those  concerned.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  this  decision  to  set  out  the  interpretation  the  de- 
partment has  made  of  it  and  the  authorities  therefor."  Further 
it  is  believed  that  "the  discussion  of  the  question  and  the  cases 
cited  will  prove  helpful  to  those  United  States  attorneys  to 
whom  cases  are  reported  for  seizure  in  original  packages  under 
Section  10  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act."  In  conclusion  the 
board  says: 

"From  a  consideration  of  all  the  decisions  and  upon  the  basis 
of  common  understanding  of  the  words,  it  seems  that  an  orig- 
inal package  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is 
the  unit,  complete  in  it.self,  delivered  by  the  shipper  to  the  car- 
rier, addressed  to  the  consignee,  and  received  bj-  him  in  the 
identical  condition  in  wliich  it  was  sent,  without  separation  of 
the  contents  in  any  manner.  This  unit  may  be  a  hogshead  con- 
taining 500  bottles  of  wine,  or  a  single  can  of  tomatoes,  or  it  is 
a  small  oxmce  phial  of  some  drug  if  shipped  to  the  consignee  in 
that  form;  and  if  the  consignee  sells  or  gives  away  any  one  of 
the  three  in  the  luialtered  condition  in  which  he  received  it,  if 
the  contents  be  adulterated  or  misbrauded,  he  has  violatol  the 

act. 

"This  presentation  of  the  decisions  of  the  courts  would  not 
be  complete,  and  certainly  not  satisfactory,  if  sonu;  reference 
were  not  made  to  three  very  inqiortant  decisions,  two  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States — IMumley  r.  Jlas.sachu- 
setts  (155  U.  S.,  401)  and.  Crossman  r.  Lnrman  (192  U.  S., 
189) — and  one  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Ap])eals  of  the  Sixth 
Circuit — Arbuckle  Bros.  v.  Blackburn,  Dairy  and  Food  Com- 
mission of  Ohio  (113  Fed.,  010).  Rut  they  are  referred  to  here 
simi>Iy  to  show  that,  so  far  as  the  l-'ood  and  Drugs  Act  of  June 
30,  1900,  is  concerned,  they  are  in  a  sense  obsolete.  These 
decisions  were  rendered  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  aforesaid 
act,  and  asserted  the  right  of  the  States  to  prohibit  the  sale  and 
traffic  in  adulterated  and  misbranded  foods  and  drugs  even  in 
original  packages.  They  were  rendered  in  the  absence  of  Ccm- 
gressioual  action  covering  the  entire  subject-nuitter  of  inter- 
state commerce  in  foods  and  drugs.  Since  then  Congi'ess  has 
assumed  its  full  authority  over  the  subject  by  the  passage  of  the 
act  of  June  30,  1900. 

"The  decisions  proceeded  upon  the  well-recognized  principle 
that  in  the  absence  of  complete  Federal  regulation  of  interstate 
and  foreign  commerce  effect  will  be  given  to  the  legitimate 
exercise  of  the  police  powers  of  the  States,  even  though  inci- 
dentally affecting  that  commerce.  There  can  scercely  by  a  doubt 
that  since  the  enactment  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  all  power 
of  the  States  over  interstate  commerce  in  foods  and  drugs,  in- 
cluding the  regulaticm  of  importations  and  sales  in  original 
packages,  has  been  abrogated,  and  the  subject  is  entirely  and 
exclusively  under  the  control  of  the  Federal  (Jovernment.  That 
such  is  the  state  of  the  law  is  dearly  and  succinctly  shown  by 
the  following  quotation  from  the  opini(m  of  Justice  Harlan  in 
the  case  of  Reid  r.  Colorado,  187  I".  S.,  at  page  140: 

"It  is  quite  true,  as  urged  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,,  that  the  transporta- 


tion of  live  stock  from  State  to  State  is  a  branch  of  interstate  commerce  and 
that  any  specified  rule  or  regulation  in  respect  of  such  transportation,  which 
Congress  may  lawfully  prescribe  or  authorize  and  which  may  properly  be 
deemed  a  regulation  of  such  commerce,  is  paramount  throughout  the  Union. 
So  that,  when  the  entire  subject  of  the  transportation  of  live  stock  from  one 
State  to  another  is  taken  under  direct  national  supervision  and  a  system 
devised  by  which  diseased  stock  may  be  excluded  from  interstate  commerce, 
all  local  or  State  regulations  in  respect  of  such  matters  and  covering  the 
same  ground  will  cease  to  have  any  force,  whether  formally  abrogated  or 
not;  and  such  rules  and  regulations  as  Congress  may  lawfully  prescribe  or 
authorize  will  alone  control.  *  .*  *  The  power  which  the  States  might 
thus  exercise  may  in  this  way  be  suspended  until  national  control  is  aban- 
doned and  the  subject  be  thereby  left  under  the  police  power  of  the  States. 

"This  case  involved  the  validity  of  a  certain  act  of  the  State 
of  Colorado  designed  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  infectious 
and  contagious  diseases  among  the  cattle  of  the  State.     The 
defendant  contended  that  the  act  Avas  void  as  an  interference  j 
with  interstate  commerce,  and  because  the  subject-matter  had  I 
already  been  covered  by  an   act  of  Congress.     The  Supreme  [ 
Court  sustained  the  validity  of  the  act  of  Colorado,  because 
a  legitimate  exerci.se  of  the  police  power  in  the  absence  of  coia- 
jdete  regulation  by  Congress  covering  th(>  matter.     The  act  of  , 
Congress  in  force  at  that  time  did  not  attempt  a  full  and  com-  i 
plete  regulation  of  interstate  transportation  of  animals. 

"The  principle  that  the  State  police  laws  affecting  interstate 
and  foreign  commerce  mUst  yield  to  the  regulation  of  Congress  i 
when  it  .shall  assume  juri.sdictiou  is  well  and  tersely  stated  by  ' 
Freund  in  his  work  on  Police  Power,  at  page  82,  as  follows : 

"Sec.  85.  The  State  may  enact  measures  for  the  protection  of  safety, 
order,  and  morals,  though  affecting  foreign  and  interstate  commerce,  subject 
to  the  following  principles: 

"1.  Every  measure  of  State  legislation,  however  legitimate  in  itself, 
yields  to  positive  regulation  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  by  act  of 
Congress,  inconsistent  with  such  measure  or  intended  fully  to  cover  the 
same  matter.

■^  DITOK  WINE  &  SPIKIT  REVIEW:  The  wine  ami 
spirit  interests  at  last  seem  disposed  to  pay  serions  atten- 
ion  to  the  attacks  which  are  being  made  upon  them  from  all 
juarters.  They,  seeminfily,  have  conH^  to  a  sober  reco}j;niti(»n 
>f  (lie  fact  tiiat  if  the  li(inor  (luestiou  is  to  form  one  of  tin; 
Ihief  topics  of  discussion  by  the  political  spealiers  of  all  parties 
fhrouiiliout  the  ])residential  campaij;n,  tlie  outlook  is  far  from 
;>leasant.  In  additicm  to  this,  eacli  day  Ijriugs  forth  a  batcli  of 
jroposed  lef-isiation  either  in  the  National  or  State  lawmaking 

Jdies  designed  to  hamper  or  abolish   the  business  entirely. 

Lside  from  the  perplexities  as  to  the  future  of  the  business, 
^he  immediate  situation  is  not  very  encouraging,  with  little 
br  no  demand  for  goods,  and  production,  in  the  whisky  line, 
limited  to  the  minimum  for  this  year. 

It  is  all  too  true  that  "misery  loves  company,"  and  while  the 
bonditions  have  been  far  from  favorable  to  the  wine  and  spirit 
[rade  for  several  months  now,  tliere  is  at  least  a  soupcon  of 
Satisfaction  in  knowing  tliat  other  lines  of  trade,  not  frowned 
ipon  by  Prohibitionists,  have  been  having  an  equally  uncom- 
fortable few  months.  When  we  read  the  reports,  and  hear  the 
bomments  of  men  in  the  Mercantile  world,  as  to  the  absence  of 
jrders,  frecjuency  of  countermands,  and  general  unsettled  state 
»f  their  1)nsiness,  we  cannot  but  feel  tlmt  despite  the  real  sig- 
lificance  of  tlie  prohibition  movement,  and  its  effects  upon  this 
\m(i  of  business,  tliat  much  of  the  dullness  is  due  to  other  con- 
litions,  shared  by  all  commercial  and  financial  interests. 


In  deciding  tlie  Graf  case,  the  verdict  of  the  Supreme  Court 
)f  the  United  States  is  against  the  government  and  the  addi- 
|:ion  of  caramel  coloring  to  tax-paid  whiskies  is  declared  to  be 
lot  contrary  to  law.  This  decision  would  be  of  great  value 
jto  the  trade  ^\ere  it  not  for  the  I'ure  Food  Law  and  tlie  victory 
R'on  by  Lawyer  Hough  is  an  empty  one. 

There  are  some  in  the  trade  wlio  regret  the  Supreme  Court's 
rerdict  because  it  will  enable  Lawyer  Hough  to  point  with 
bride  to  the  fact  that  he  has  carried  his  point  and  will  lend 
iorce  to  his  assertion  that  the  Pure  Food  Law,  as  it  is  construed 
i)y  the  Department,  is  wrong,  and  it  may  result  in  inducing 
lealers,  avIio,  otherwise  would  endeavor  to  comply  with  tlie 
egulations,  to  fight  them  under  the  Hough  leadership. 

P>ut,  notwithstanding  the  militant  lawyer,  and  his  convincing 
irguments,  the  Department,  albeit  slowly,  is  starting  to  enforce 
Ihe  regulations,  and  the  recent  seizure  of  some  forty  odd  bar- 
pels  of  whisky,  for  alleged  non-compliance  with  the  regulations. 
Is  creating  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  trade  to  modify  the  opposi- 
pon,  fostered  by  their  legal  adviser. 

In  this  latest  measure  to  Congress,  President  Roosevelt  de- 
;)lores  the  existence  of  an  element  in  the  body  politic,  which,  he 
says,  "from  the  Railroad  Rate  Law  to  the  Pure  Food  Law, 
every  measure  for  honesty  in  business  that  has  been  passed 
during  the  last  six  years  has  been  opposed  by  these  men  on  its 
passage  and  in  its  administration." 

At  the  present  time,  one  branch  of  the  business,  already  stag- 
gering under  tlie  blow  dealt  to  all  lines  of  trade  by  the  October 
panic,  is  confronted  with  the  prohibition  movement,  raging  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  Already  we  are  too  much  in  the 
public  eye.  Can  ^Ve  afford  to  place  ourselves  as  opposed  to  a 
law,  A\liich  was  enacted  by  both  Houses  of  Congress  with  prac- 
tically almost  unanimity?  We  need  friends.  We  may  not 
get  them  by  complying  with  the  laws.  We  surely  shall  not 
gain  tliom  l)v  defiance  of  them. 


When  (lie  Pure  I'ood  Law  was  passed,  some  of  tiie  trade  advo- 
cated an  iionest  attempt  be  made  to  meet  its  provisions  at  once. 
The  resolution  was  weakened  in  some  in.stances,  nullifiefl  in 
otiiers,  by  the  itronunciamento  of  Lawyer  Hough,  who  decided 
there  was  nothing  in  tlie  law  to  prevent  blends  from  being  uuule 
as  they  always  had  been.  A  number  of  the  regulations,  he  in- 
sisted, not  having  the  force  and  etfect  of  law,  could  not  be 
enforced. 

From  New  Orleans  comes  a  report  of  tlie  seizure,  by  the 
Department,  of  about  one  tiiousand  (l,()(Ht)  barrels  of  wine, 
.said  to  be  the  product  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  alleged  violations 
of  the  Pure  Food  Law. 

Commissioner  Clement  of  tiie  New  York  State  Excise  Depart- 
ment in  his  annual  report  to  tlie  Legislature,  recently,  sevei'ely 
criticised  the  methods  employed  by  groups  and  special  organiza- 
tions in  an  attempt  to  bring  aliout  reforms  in  the  Excise  Law. 
"Hysteria  and  the  methods  of  brainstorm  agitators,"  says  the 
report,  "have  ever  proved  serious  obstrncticms  in  the  pathway 
of  practical  and  possible  excise  reforms,  which  can  be  promoted 
only  by  the  work  of  rational  and  common-sense  influences." 

The  Commissioner  recommended  the  estalilishment  of  an  uni- 
form rate  of  liquor  tax  for  all  places  in  Greater  New  Y'ork — 
|l,2fl0  for  hotels,  restaurants,  and  saloons,  and  -1750  for  stores. 
The  present  tax  varies  from  .f  1,200  in  ilanhattan  to  |525  in 
the  Bronx,  $300  in  certain  places  in  the  Borough  of  Queens, 
and  f  150  in  certain  places  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond.  Com- 
missioner Clement  believes  that  if  his  recommendations  were 
enacted  into  law  it  would  practically  result  in  local  option  for 
certain  sections  of  New  Y'ork,  and  rid  residential  sections  of 
manv  saloons. 


Domestic  producers  of  Champagne  and  other  wines  are  much 
disturbed  over  the  concessions  granted  by  President  Roosevelt 
in  tlie  recently  proclaimed  reciprocal  agreement  with  France. 
TTnder  its  terms,  the  United  States  concedes  a  20  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  duties  on  imported  champagnes  and  other  sparkling 
^^ines.  Speaking  of  the  new  arrangement,  Mr.  Edward  R. 
Emerson  of  the  Brotherhood  ^^'ille  Company,  and  President  of 
the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association,  expressed  himself 
about  as  follows : 

"This  abatement  of  duties  (m  chami^agne  and  sparkling  wines 
is  without  warrant,  especially  when  tlie  fact  is  taken  into  ac- 
count that  wine  production  in  tliis  country  is  a  comparatively 
young  industry.  It  puts  domestic  producers  under  a  great 
disadvantage.  It  is  a  mistake  to  handicap  the  domestic  industry 
with  European  competition." 


In  a  recent  decision  by  Judge  Somerville,  the  Board  of 
United  States  (ieneral  Appraisers  overruled  a  claim  filed  by 
Ernest  Feldman  of  this  city,  it  l)eing  held  that  foreign  manu- 
facturers of  cherry -juice  and  other  beverages  must  conform 
their  analysis  regarding  the  amount  of  alcohol  in  liquid  pre- 
parations to  those  authorized  by  tiie  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
The  cherry  juice  was  assessed  by  the  Collector  of  Customs  as 
containing  more  than  18  per  cent  of  alcohol,  whereas  the  im- 
porter sulmiitted  affidavits  from  the  manufacturer  in  Germany 
to  the  effect  that  the  preparation  contained  fi*om  171/2%  to 
18%  of  alcohol,  and  not  more.  Upon  analysis  by  the  Official 
Chemist  at  New  Y'ork,  the  juice  was  found  to  contain  more 
than  18  per  cent  of  alcohol,  and  hence  dutiable  at  the  higher 
rate.  It  is  stated  in  the  decision  that  the  chemist  reached  his 
results  bv  following  the  government's  official  regulations.

3NE  (»f  Mic  most  coninion  and  useful  indications  of  the  virtue 
of  patriotism  is  an  active  and  endurinji;  faith  in  the 
Ncntnal  iinitrovcmcnt,  <>r()\vth  and  development  of  a  nation, 
(luntry,  or  city,  as  the  case  may  be.  Han  Francisco  has,  ever 
ince  the  spring  of  i;>0(),  been  a  strikinj;  example  of  this  valued 
1)1111  of  patriotism,  and  the  rapidity  and  character  of  the  re- 
iiihiing  of  this  city  redounds  to  tlie  credit  of  her  citizens.  Per- 
aps  no  better  illustratiou  of  tlie  active  and  enduring  faith 
(fore  mentioned  could  hardly  be  found  than  the  solid  structure 
r  brick  and  concivte  built  by  the  old  house  of  C.  Schilling  &  Co. 
II  tlie  Potrero.  They  were  formerly  at  the  foot  of  Brannan 
ireet. 
The  space  occupied  by  the  winery  covei-s  over  a  block  of 
KHiud,  running  from  Twentieth  street  <m  the  north  beyond  the 
iiutherly  line  of  Twenty-first  street,  if  extended  on  the  south, 
ml  bounded  by  Minnesota  street  on  the  east  and  Indiana  street 
■u  the  west.  The  building  itself  is  213  feet  long  by  143  feet  in 
vidth,  and  consists  of  a  concrete  basement  on  which  has  been 
i-ected  a  one-story  brick  structure.  The  latter  contains  large 
lUd  convenient  offices  at  the  southeasterly  end,  and  the  balance 
f  tlie  main  floor  is  filled  with  a  large  number  of  ten  and  twenty 


liousand  gallon  tanks.  The  basement  is  full  of  oak  cooperage, 
iU  wliich  the  aging  of  the  wines  is  carried  on.  Level  with  this 
Daseiiient  and  running  parallel  with  Indiana  street,  is  the  ship- 
l>ing  i»latfonii.  2C)0  feet  hmg,  at  whicli  six  cars  can  be  handled 
It  once.    Five  large  doors  open  upon  this  platform,  along  which 

jiuus  a  s])ur  track,  c(mnecting  by  an  interchange  of  switching, 

'this  admirably  arranged  establisliment  with  all  railroads  in  the 
■>tate.     The  remainder  of  the  space  ccmtains  a  large  washroom 

j;iu(l  yard  where  trains  can  load  ov  unload  with  ease.     The  en- 

itrance  of  this  yard  is  on  tiie  southwest  corner  of  Twentieth  and 
Minnesota  streets,   and  satisfactorily   completes   the   shipping 

larrangeiiients.      In    fact,   no   concern   west  of   Chicago  enjoys 

'lietter  facilities. 

Altogetlier  this  pattern  winery  has  a  total  capacity  of  2,000,- 

lOOO  galhms  of  wine,  which  is  principally  sni>i>lied  from  the 
tirin's  vineyards,  situated  in  Napa  and  Stmoma  counties. 

In  the  past  the  Schilling  winery  has  (hme  much  to  open  up  a 
listant  market  for  California  wines.  It  has  always  catered  to 
ilie  better  class  of  trade,  and  has  made  a  specialty  of  fine  white 
wines,  tbc  hcst  of  whicli  are  produced  and  handled  entirely  by 
the  firm. 

With  i)ublic-s])irited  promptness,  ^Ir.  Schilling  went  to  work 
In  erect  the  building  above  described,  in  the  fall  of  liHHi,  and  it 
was  completed  in  August,  1907.    Of  course  it  is  impossible  for 

I  the  visitor  to  more  than  guess  at  the  vast  outlay  involved  in  the 
erection,  fiirnisliing,  and  working  of  such  a  large  establishment. 


Tlie  cost  of  coo])erage  alone  would  make  a  small  fortune,  but 
Mr.  Schilling  never  hesitated  and  now  has  at  his  command  one 
of  the  largest,  best  arranged,  and  solid  structures  on  the  coast. 
His  casks  are  full  of  wine  of  high  character,  his  vineyards  are 
thriving,  and  with  his  faciliiies  for  housing,  aging  and  shipping 
his  wine,  he  is  prepai'ed  to  supply  the  market.  He  had  a  faith 
in  Calif<u'nia  and  her  products,  and  in  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  San  Francisco.  Eartli(|uake  and  fire;  merely  spurred 
him  on  to  fresh  outlay  and  greater  exertions,  and  in  the  splen- 
did establishment  at  Twentieth  and  Minnesota  streets,  with  its 
millions  of  gallons  of  wine,  he  has  his  reward.  We  show  here- 
witii  a  distant  view  of  the  big  Schilling  plant. 


Would  Doom  Family  Wine  Stores 


THE  proposed  ordinance  providing  for  a  license  tax  of  fSOO 
per  year  for  all  dealers  handling  wines  and  li(iuors  in 
quantities  less  than  five  gallons,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  prem- 
ises, if  adopted,  would  be  a  death  blow  to  that  branch  of  trade 
which  is  known  as  family  wine  houses,  and  Avhose  specialty  is 
the  distribution  of  California  wines.  This  is  another  ilurdock 
idea,  and  from  a  business  standpoint  is  very  ill-advised.  The 
California  wine  industry  is  one  of  the  greatest  of  the  State  and 
is  destined  to  be  its  greatest,  and  much  of  San  Francisco's 
prosperity  now,  and  in  the  future,  must  depend  upon  it. 

Instead  of  taxing  domestic  wine  stores,  they  should  be  en- 
couraged by  permitting  them  to  do  business  free  of  tax.  This 
would  tend  to  the  benefit  of  the  whole  commonwealth.  AVe  trust 
that  common  sense  and  fairness  will  prevail  in  this  matter. 
Elsewhere  are  a  number  of  able  articles  setting  forth  valid  rea- 
sons why  this  lu'oposed  ordinance  should  not  become  law.

The  Year  Was  Satisfactory 


THE  January  bulletin  of  the  California  State  Board  of 
Health  has  just  been  issued  and  has  the  following  to  say 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Hoard  in  reference  to  food  and  drug 
inspection : 

The  State  Laboratory  for  the  examination  of  foods  and  drugs 
is  now  established  and  equipped  at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley.  Samples  have  been  received  from  several  localities, 
chiefly  from  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  and  Ala- 
meda counties.  These  are  being  examined  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. 

In  connection  Avith  the  work  of  the  laboratory,  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  and  the  director  of  the  la))oratory  are  daily  in 
receipt  of  a  large  number  of  inquiries  relating  to  the  proper 
labeling  of  foods  and  drugs  under  the  new  law.  In  order  that 
all  such  matters  should  receive  due  and  proper  consideration, 
it  was  decided  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee on  Food  and  Drug  Inspection,  consisting  of  the  president 
of  the  Board,  the  secretary,  and  the  director  of  the  laboratory. 
This  committee  meets  at  the  laboratory  in  Berkeley  every  two 
weeks  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  various  questions  inci- 
dental to  the  food  and  drug  inspection. 

It  is  certainly  gratifying  to  note,  from  the  large  variety  of 
communications  and  their  contents,  the  evident  desire  of  the 
varied  commercial  interests  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
the  law.

PRIVATE  IMPORTATIONS. 


Recently  certain  shipments  of  foods  and  of  drugs  have  been 
offered  for  entry  into  the  I'nited  States,  and  an  examination 
has  disclosed  the  fact  that  they  were  adulterated  or  misbranded 
under  the  food  and  drugs  act.  The  shipnu'nts  were  refused 
entry  into  the  I'nited  States,  whereupon  representations  were 
made  to  the  Department  that  the  materials  were  for  consump- 
tion by  imi)orters  or  for  frei'  distribution  among  the  friends  or 
oMuployees  of  the  importers,  and  not  for  trading  purposes,  and 
the  Department  was  requested  on  this  account  to  allow  the 
entry  of  the  misbranded  or  adulterated  food  or  drug. 

The  provisions  of  the  food  and  drugs  act  make  no  distinction 
between  foods  and  drugs  im])orted  for  consumption  or  free 
distribution  by  the  importer  and  foods  and  drugs  imported  for 
trading  purpo.ses.  The  law  provides  that  no  misbranded  or 
adulterated  foods  or  drugs  shall  be  admitted. 

Notice  is  given  that  these  so-called  private  importations  will 
6e  subjected  to  the  same  re.stricticms  as  ordinary  imports.

If r port  of  Stockholders  of  California  Wine  Association  for  year 
ending  December  31,  1907. 

To  THE  Stockholders  :  Your  Directors  herewith  beg  to  sub- 
mit Annual  Report  for  1907  of  the  affairs  and  finances  of 
your  Association. 

The  business  of  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory,  both  in 
volume  and  result,  taking  into  consideration  that  the  oi)erations 
of  the  technical  and  shipping  departments  have  been  seriously 
hampered  by  the  lack  of  adeciuate  and  convenient  facilities  for 
transacting  a  large  business  pending  the  reconstructi<m  of  our 
nuiin  establishments,  which  were  destroyed  by  the  fire  of  April. 
1906. 

Market  prices,  while  lower  than  during  the  previous  year. 
have  been  sufficiently  remunerative  to  permit  of  a  satisfactoi) 
outcome  for  grape  growers  and  wine  handlers. 

The  past  vintage  was  one  of  large  quantity  and,  so  far  as 
possible  now  to  judge,,  of  the  most  satisfactory  (juality  of  anyj 
in  the  last  fifteen  years.  In  order  to  take  advantage  of  this 
condition  the  grape  crushing  under  the  auspices  of  your  Asso-| 
elation  was  unusimlly  large. 

On  account  of  the  financial  stringency  occurring  during  the, 
latter  part  of  the  year  (the  eft'ects  of  which  are  still  felt  in  all| 
commercial  circles),  it  Avas  a  matter  both  of  anxiety  and  diffi- 
culty for  your  management  to  meet  with  the  promptness  which 
has  heretofore  characterized  its  transactions,  the  heavy  calls 
Avhich  accrue  at  the  vintage  time.  It  is  pleasing  to  state,  ]un\ 
ever,  that  both  growers  and  banks,  recognizing  the  importance 
of  sustaining  values  at  this  critical  period,  exercised  discretion 
and  forbearance  in  not  asking  the  impossible,  and  grape  crusli- 
ing  therefore  proceeded  Avithout  hindrance  or  abnormal  drop  in 
price. 

The  engagements  due  to  the  large  vintage  and  the  diiHculty  of 
collecting  as  closely  as  usual,  together  with  the  necessity  of 
financing  the  construction  of  our  extensive  ])lant  at  Winchaven 
have  caused  a  considerable  increase  in  the  floating  indebtedness 
of  your  Association  Avhich  Avill  call  for  attention  AvhencA^er  th( 
financial  c(mditi(ms  permit  of  its  being  taken  up  by  the  i)lacinfi 
of  more  permanent  securities. 

The  profits  of  the  business  for  the  past  year  were  quite  satis- 
factory, but,  in  line  Avitli  the  tisual  policy  of  your  management, 
heavy  sums  haA'e  been  Avritten  back  to  bring  th(;  carrying  price 
of  Avine  stocks  to  a  safe  figure,  as  well  as  to  keep  the  "plant 
account  Avithin  proper  limits  of  valuation. 

After  providing  for  the  ustuil  dividend,  payment  of  Avhicli  Ava\ 
resumed  April  15th  last,  there  has  been  carried  to  suri)lus  th( 
sum  of  1180,000,  and  reserve  has  been  increased  by  |20(>,991.49. 
These  amounts,  Avhile  apparently  large,  are  no  greater  than  re 
quired  to  equalize  the  fluctuations  Avhich  are  inseparable  from 
the  business  of  marketing  a  natural  product  of  the  soil  witli 
varying  crop  yield  and  market  demand. 

Of  insurance  claims  arising  out  of  the  April,  1900,  disaster 
there  remains  to  be  collected,  principally  from  companies  Avh( 
are  resisting  ]>ayment  by  pleading  the  earthquake  clause,  .f283,- 
810.02,  which  amount  is  carried  in  contingent  reserA'c  account. 
The  trial  of  suits  arising  out  of  such  claims  is  noAV  progressin}.' 
in  the  Courts,  and  a  decision  in  the  first  case  is  expected  at  an 
early  date. 

The  vineyards  under  the  control  of  your  As.sociatiou  are  now 
producing  a  large  tonnage  and  such  profits  as  accrue  to  the 
growing  of  grapes  in  heavy  producing  districts  are,  in  an  in- 
creasing degree,  now  participated  in  by  your  Association,  aad 
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basis  of  cost  tlu'ii'umlci"  has  bcwi  estahlislicd  wliicli  should 
Mcc  it  on  an  equality  with  any  competitor  who  royards  profits 
~  an  csscnliai  feature  of  his  o]>erations. 

Tiie  volume  of  business  of  3'our  Association  should  enable  it 
I  ()[)(>rate  its  plants  and  nuirket  its  products  under  conditions 
economy  excelled  by  none  and  equalled  by  few.     The  nuirgin 
■r  gallon  is  necessarily  small  and  it  is  on  the  volume  of  busi- 
es done  that  all  must  depend  for  an  adeciuate  return  for  the 
ufj-e  capital  necessary  to  be  employed. 

The  (|uestion  which  cfmcems  us  most  is  the  providinfj  of  an 
qmndinji  market  for  California  wines.     Without  this  the  in- 
case in  vineyard  acreage  must  be  checketl  or  disaster  will  be- 
jdl  those  who  have  no  facilities  for  manufacturing  and  holding 
iieir  yield.  '  '■' 

With  increasing  yield  of  vineyards,  lower  prices  must  per- 
ii'ce  i)revail,  which.  cou])led  with  a  strict  enforcement  on  the 
art  of  the  National  (iovernment  of  Interstate  Pure  Food  Laws, 
lonld  permit  of  regaining  a  considerable  volume  of  trade  which 
-;  of  late  been  tilled  by  manufacturers  nearer  to  the  centers  of 
iiisumption. 

During  the  year  the  Calwa  plant  in  Fresno  County,  which  was 
adly  damaged  by  fire  in  September,  1906,  was  reconstructed 
|U  lines  which  make  it  much  more  economical  and  convenient  of 
liberation. 

The  plant  at  the  Wahtoke  "Vineyard  was  enlarged  and  made 
[lore  adequate  to  handle  the  increasing  yield  of  this  great  vine- 
'ard,  which  is  generally  recognized  as  unsurpassed  in  the  State 
f  California. 

The  Eggers  Vineyard  was  also  acquired  on  terms  of  ten  years 
urchase. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  difficulty  of  ol)taining  suitable 
tock  for  the  cooperage  which  is  an  essential  part  of  the  Avine 
usiness,  an  interest  has  been  acquired  in  Calwa  Cooperage 
'onipany,  which  controls  the  output  of  fine  quality  wine  staves 
rom  the  i]ni>ortant  acreage  in  Southern  Arkansas  and  North- 
m  Louisiana. 

The  Calwa  Products  Company,  formed  during  the  year,  will 
landle,  among  other  products,  unfermented  grape  juice,  in 
jvhich  a  large  trade  is  springing  up  in  the  United  States,  and 
i\hich  it  is  believed  will  develop  into  an  important  branch  of 
jtusniess. 

'  The  business  in  bottled  wines,  under  established  brands,  the 
levelopment  of  which  was  seriously  interrupted  by  the  San 
'>an(isco  fir(>,  has  been  again  taken  in  hand,  and  with  judicious 
ulvertising  and  careful  attention  to  quality  should,  before  many 
ears,  become  an  important  adjunct  of  the  general  business  of 
he  Association,  and  tend  to  establish  a  requtation  for  fine  Cali- 
oriiiii  vintages  e(]ual  to  that  of  European  countries.

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LOS  ANGELES,  February  1908.— A  better  feeling  has  been 
in  eviilenee  among  the  wholesale  wine  men  the  past  two  or 
three  weeks.  Country  dealers  had  let  their  stock  run  down  to 
a  low  ebb  during  the  pineh  of  the  financial  stress  and  they  have 
been  in  a  measure  stocking  up.  The  demand  has,  considering 
the  quiet  times,  been  much  better  than  Avas  expected.  Local 
trade  among  the  cafes  and  hotels  as  well  as  the  family  trade 
has  also  shown  a  more  active  trend  the  past  few  weeks.  There 
has  been  no  large  sales  of  wines  reported,  the  business  being 
for  the  needs  of  the  buyers  trade,  but  the  volume  of  such  busi- 
ness, taken  all  in  all,  has  been  a  welcome  change  from  the  condi- 
tions existing  during  the  days  when  the  panic  was  more  or 
less  acute.  Eastern  shipments  have  been  light  and  probably 
will  continue  so  until  the  weather  in  the  eastern  States  becomes 
more  favorable,  and  only  such  orders  as  are  for  immediate  needs 
are  being  received  from  eastern  buvers. 


Among  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers  business  has  also  shown 
considerable  revival  and  there  has  been  a  more  active  trade 
the  ijast  two  weeks  than  for  some  time  previous.  Nevada  and 
Arizona  dealers  have  been  replenishing  stocks  that  they  let 
run  down  during  the  troubles  with  miners,  as  many  of  the  large 
mines  have  started  up  again  and  money  has  become  freer. 
Country  orders  from  interior  jwints  have  been  more  plentiful 
and  there  is  a  better  feeling  all  around.  Collections  are  easier, 
and  Avhile  trade  is  not  all  that  could  be  wished,  it  might  be 
very  much  worse,  and  the  liquor  men  are  disposed  to  be  satisfied 
with  affairs. 


For  "Pernicious  Activity"  the  long  hairs  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia certainly  are  the  record  holders.  All  those  members  of 
the  human  race  avIio  seem  to  think  that  their  sole  mission  in  this 
life  is  to  regulate  the  affairs  of  their  fellow  man,  seem  to  have 
by  common  consent  drifted  to  this  part  of  the  world,  where 
they  are  devoting  the  ingenuit}'  of  their  warped  minds  to  mak- 
ing trouble  for  somebody.  The  latest  instance  of  their  aggres- 
siveness is  their  attack  on  Adolphus  IJusch  because  of  the  views 
he  is  known  to  hold  on  the  liquor  question.  So  fanatical  are 
their  views  that  they  even  object  to  his  coming  to  Southern 
California  to  spend  the  winter.  Probably  because  they  are  un- 
able to  attach  a  string  to  any  of  his  "tainted"  monej'. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  is  laying  its  plans  to  suppress  the 
liquor  trade  in  this  city  by  carrying  the  question  to  the  polls 
at  the  general  election  in  1909.  Petitions  are  now  being  cir- 
culated for  signatures  to  embody  a  no-saloon  clause  at  that 
election.  They  are  confident  of  their  success  in  being  able  to 
bring  the  question  before  the  people  on  a  vote  at  that  election 
because  at  a  general  election  a  much  smaller  percentage  of 
names  is  required  on  a  petition  than  when  a  special  election 
is  contemplated.  With  the  fight  on  to  make  Santa  Monica  and 
Ocean  Park  and  other  beach  towns  dry,  the  liquor  interests 
of  Los  Angeles  county  will  certainly  have  their  work  cut  out 
for  them  the  next  few  months. 


The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  reports  a  decided  increase  in 
the  movement  of  wines  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  Both 
local  and  out  of  town  trade  has  shown  all  increased  demand  that 
is  very  satisfactory  to  the  company.  This  company  has  just 
completed  a  shipment  of  600,000  cuttings  of  ^lalaga  grapes  to 
the  Imperial  Valley,  where  a  number  of  vineyards  are  being  set 
out  this  winter.    As  grapes  mature  there  several  weeks  earlier 


than  anywJiere  else  in  the  State,  they  have  proved  a  money- 
maker to  the  vineyardists  for  shipment  to  eastern  markets, 
and  eventually  the  Imperial  Valley  country  will  undoubtedly 
prove  an  ideal  raisin  country'. 


The  jMonte  Vista  and  Cucamonga  Wine  (Vniipany  lias  re- 
moved to  the  corner  of  Eighth  and  Spring  streets  with  the 
store  running  through  to  main  street.  They  now  have  a  fiiK 
locaticm  and  Ceo.  A.  Rutz  the  proprietor  has  gone  to  consider 
al)le  expense  in  fitting  up  the  building  in  shape  to  properly 
handle  the  business  and  is  now  amply  equipped  to  take  care 
of  it. 


The  Perlin  AVeiss  Brewing  Company  has  incorporated  here 
with  a  capital  of  .f50,000.  The  directors  are  Henry  Brand 
stetter,  Louis  Fisher,  Paul  Metzko,  Fred  Caspary  and  Josepli 
Frandrey. 


Another  old  Southern  California  pioneer  wine  man  in  the 
person  of  Emile  Vache  passed  away  on  February  IGth.  .Mr. 
Vache  had  resided  in  California  for  52  years,  having  arrived  in 
this  State  in  1856.  He  was  72  years  of  age  and  born  in  St. 
(ieorge,  France.  I'pon  arrival  in  this  State  he  Avas  engaged 
in  the  merchandise  business  with  his  uncle  in  Monterey  county 
and  San  Francisco,  for  several  years  and  then  removed  to  Los 
Angeles  cotmty  Avliere  he  entered  into  a  i)artnership  with  his 
brother  and  established  a  winery  on  Alameda  street  in  tliis 
city.  Later  he  withdrew  from  the  partnership  and  erected 
a  Avinery  at  First  and  Alameda  streets  under  the  name  of  the 
Wine  Growers  Association,  continuing  in  business  there  until 
1881  Avhen  he  removed  to  Brookside,  San  Bernardino  county, 
Avhere  he  Avas  in  the  vineyard  and  Avinery  business  until  latel.v 
Avhen  illness  made  his  removal  to  this  city  necessary.  His 
funeral  Avas  held  on  the  18th  and  Avas  largely  attended  by  his 
friends  and  by  the  members  of  the  French  Benevolent  Society, 
of  which  he  Avas  one  of  the  founders.

Sulphur  Ruling  Not  Material 


T  NDEK  date  of  February  :31st.  Internal  Revenue  Commis-

I  sidphur  is  not  "pure  sweet  wine,"  and  therefore  "cannot  be 
titified  with  grajx'  l)randy  free  from  tax."  The  sulidiuring  of 
iKks  is  not  objected  to  b.y  the  government.  To  the  layman,  the 
H  liiiii  of  the  Commissioners  sounds  serious,  but  as  a  matter 
"ifact  it  will  not  interfere  with  the  makers  (»f  ])ure  sweet  A\ines. 
TIic  ruling  does  not  apply  to  the  production  of  dry  wines. 


Good  for  California 


CONSl'L  Thinnas  H.  Norton  of  Chemnitz,  advi-ses  that  a 
(Jerman  court  recently  issued  an  important  decision  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  geographical  terms  for  wines  which  referred 
to  their  (]uality,  but  were  not  in  accord  with  the  place  of  produc- 
tion.   The  consul  cites  a  case  in  point: 

A  wine  merchant  imi)orted  and  sold  large  amounts  of  a  sweet 
wine  produced  in  Hungary  which  he  labeled  as  "Medicinal 
Tokay."  AVhen  broiight  to  trial  for  selling  goods  under  a  false, 
name,  he  acknowledged  that  the  wine  did  not  come  from  the 
well-known  locality,  but  claimed  that  the  term  "Tokay"  was 
used  to  designate  a  class  of  wines,  and  was  not  a  simply  geogra- 
phical name  indicative  of  origin.  He  lost  his  case  and  was 
forced  to  pay  a  heavy  fine. 

The  case  awakened  much  discussion  among  jurists.  It  ap- 
pears now,  however,  that  the  decision  was  based  upon  a  prin- 
ciple long  since  recognized.  The  Hungarian  minister  of  agri- 
culture has  just  issued  a  circular  communication  stating  that 
in  a  commercial  treaty  between  Germany  and  Austria  it  was 
expressly  stipulated  that  wine  should  not  be  exported  into 
Germany  bearing  the  appellation  of  "Tokay  wine"  unless  the 
tei'm  Avas  geographically  correct.  This  condition  was  extended 
later  to  Uiingary  by  virtue  of  the  compact  between  the  members 
of  the  dual  monarchy. 

In  accordance  with  this  provision  the  minister  now  forbids 
the  use  of  the  term  "Tokay  wine"  on  exportations  from  Hun- 
gary to  Austria  or  Germany  unless  the  wine  actually  came  from 
the  Tokay  vineyards.  As  the  tract  of  land  yielding  the  genuine 
Tokay  is  exceedingly  limited  in  extent,  there  will  probably  be 
a  marked  diminution  in  the  amount  of  "Tokay"  wine  reported 
in  export  statistics,  although  possibly  not  in  the  quantity  of 
"Tokay,"  so-called,  consumed  in  the  countries  in  question. 

The  subject  is  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  efforts  now 
made  in  the  United  States  to  insure  accuracy  and  honesty  in 
the  designations  of  food  products  and  beverages.

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Greeting  to  the  Wine  Trade 


GENTLEMEN :  Since  the  formidable  de.stnution  of  mat- 
ured vintages  iu  the  San  Francisco  cellars  during  the 
great  calamity  of  1906,  the  leading  shippers  and  distributors 
of  California  wines  and  brandies  developed  great  activity  iu 
connection  with  the  wine-trade  during  the  past  year.  The 
rebuilding  of  cellars  and  installation  of  new  plants  in  the  inte- 
rior evidenced  persistent  determination  and  energy  in  many 
directions.  In  its  wake  followed  a  rapid  absorption  of  the 
available  stocks  of  old  vintages  by  those  whose  business  chiefly 
depends  on  a  liberal  supply  of  reliable  wines  for  selected  trade. 
High  values  found  no  objection  when  meeting  the  necessity  of 
again  building  up  resourceful,  well  assorted  cellars.  The  ship- 
ping trade  during  the  year  continued  encouragingly,  and  at  the 
vintage  time  the  cooperage  and  cellars  of  the  winemakers  in 
the  wine  districts  were  well  prepared  to  take  care  of  the  abun- 
dant yield.  Not  many  vintages  have  been  blessed  Avith  such 
ideal  weather  conditions  lasting  throughout  the  entire  harvest 
season.  All  the  grapes  reached  the  crushers  in  the  very  best 
state  of  preservation.  No  untimely  rain-storms  intercepted  the 
picking.  The  yield  in  most  districts  may  be  safely  put  down 
as  one-third  more  than  last  year.  Especially  the  healthy  resist- 
ant vineyards  of  Sonoma,  Napa,  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara 
counties  were  richly  endowed.  Not  alone  in  quantity,  but  prin- 
cipally so  in  an  excellent  (luality  of  their  product.  The  wines 
shoM-  splendid  body  and  rich  vinosity.  The  finer  types  of  rc^l 
wines  are  mellow,  of  beautiful  color,  and  are  bound  to  develope 
exceptional  superiority.  Even  the  rank  and  file  of  the  clarets, 
the  zinfandels,  mataros  and  carignans  present  a  better  general 
average  than  usual.  Thus  the  vintage  of  1907  may  be  con- 
sidered a  gi>eat  blessing  for  our  wine  industry  generally  because 
its  selected  products  are  destined  to  form  an  important  factor 
in  the  resumed  accumulation  of  high  grade  specialties  for  aging 
and  future  requirements.  In  this  respect  it  is  essential  to  state 
that  of  tlie  estimated  yield  of  about  18  million  gallons  of  dry 
Avines,  only  a  very  light  percentage,  perhaps  hardly  20^^,  are 
Avhite  wines  and  the  bulk  of  80%  red  Avine  types.  This  indi- 
cates a  prospective  shortage  in  the  Avhite  Avine  line. 

The  fortified  Avines  in  the  SAveet  Avine  districts,  the  port  and 
sheiry  types  and  the  generous  SAveets,  Angelica,  muscats  and 
other  specialties  have  been  equally  successful.  In  some  of  the 
Avineries  in  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joacjuin  valleys  (Lodi  and 
I^resno),  a  considerable  quantity  of  red  grapes^  generally  util- 
ized f(u*  distillati(m  and  f(n*tificati(m,  has  been  turned  into  dry 
red  Avine,  and  from  observation  Ave  are  inclined  to  think  Avith 
rather  more  satisfaction  than  ever  before.     Under  the  system 


and  process  advocated  by  Professor  F.  T.  IJioletti,  and  explains 
by  him  in  his  interesting  Rulletin  under  the  auspices  of  ou 
State  University,  seA'eral  million  gallons  of  dry  red  \vine;s  AVer 
made  this  year  in  the  hot  valleys.  It  appears  that  the  resul 
Avas  fairly  encouraging.  Our  old  exi»erieuce  taught  us  tha 
these  Avines  ncAer  eciualled  the  products  of  the  IJay  coimtie* 
Their  development  graduall3'  unfolds  the  typical  and  specifi 
characteristics  pertaining  to  their  southern  origin.  Still,  as 
cheaper  material,  they  may  find  a  market  for  blending  purpose 
iu  the  channels  of  a  certain  trade. 

The  financial  situation  has  someAAiiat  impaired  the  anticipaic 
prosperity  of  the  California  Avine-trade.  It  requires  coiisidi  i 
able  monetary  strength  to  house  a  bountiful  crop.  In  the  vci 
midst  of  the  vintage  and  toA\ards  the  end  of  it,  the  banks  c 
tailed  their  usual  support.  The  effect  Avas  soon  generally  fci 
and  is  still  impairing  the  market,  retarding  somewhat  the  nsiu 
actiA'ity.  This,  hoAACA'er,  can  only  be  temporary,  and  tradi 
conditions  are  expected  to  gradually  assume  normal  proim 
tions.

California  Wine  Would  be  Barred 


A  DISPATCH  from  Washin-^toii  under  date  of  February  8tli 
states  that  a  ,sul»-couimittee  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  a 
Judkiary  had  a  hearing  on  that  day,  on  the  Tillman  bill,  which 
provide.s  that  "up(m  an  arrival  of  liquors  in  the  State  and  be- 
fore delivery  to  a  consignee,  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  opera- 
tions of  laws  of  the  State  in  the  Same  manner  as  though  the  li- 
quors had  been  produced  in  the  State."  Of  course, the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
was  there  iu  force.  California  was  represented  by  Congressman 
Kahn,  who  asked  the  Committee  not  to  close  the  hearing  of  the 
bill  before  his  people,  "representing  more  than  |100,000,000  in 
property,  could  be  heard."  He  said  that  the  Littlefield  bill 
would  prohibit  the  shipping  of  wine  froni  California  to  any 
other  State,  but  could  not  prevent  the  landing  of  wine  from 
France  or  any  other  foreign  country  into  American  jiorts. 

"I  do  not  believ(!,"'  continued  Kahn,  "that  the  American  peo- 
ple are  weaker  than  the  Europeans.  I  think  that  we  are  just 
about  as  able  to  take  care  of  ourselves  as  are  the  inhabitants 
of  any  country.  The  home  is  the  place  to  teach  temperance. 
•  "The  Germans  are  the  most  progr(>ssive  people  in  the  world 
and  they  drink  beer  from  the  cradle.  It  is  aliuse  and  not  the 
use  of  drink  that  hurts." 

The  pressure  being  brought  upon  Congress  is  very  strong  and 
the  fact  that  the  same  interest  tliat  forced  through  the  anti- 
canteen  legislation  is  behind  this  bill,  makes  it  look  bad  for 
those  who  are  trying  to  protect  jx'rsonal  liberty.  The  success 
of  this  movement  would  be  particulaily  liard  on  the  California 
industry,  to  say  nothing  of  the  other  bi-anches  of  the  wine  and 
liquor  business.  Tillman  ah\ays  is  a  trouble  breeder  and  as  far 
as  we  know  has  not  to  his  credit  one  single  national  legislative 
act  that  has  been  a  benefit  to  the  i)ublic. 

If  it  is  possible  to  emasculate  the  Interstate  Commerce  Law 
in  this  way  for  the  accommodation  of  a  certain  political  in- 
terest, it  will  not  take  long  to  make  so  many  hofes  in  this  im- 
portant statute  that  it  will  be  absolutely  worthless,  a  consum- 
mation that  the  people  cannot  afford  to  countenance. 


On  the  21st  inst.,  at  the  request  of  Representatives  Kahn  and 
Hayes,  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  postponed  the  final  hear- 
ing on  the  Littlefield  "Original  Package"  bill  until  :March  6th. 
This  postponement  will  enable  the  California  wine  men  to  send 
a  representative  to  AA'ashington  to  present  their  views  on  fea- 
tures of  the  bill  that  are  objectionable  to  them. 


Grape  Industry  of  Lodi 


LODI  (San  Joaquin  County),  January  28. — The  grape  indus- 
try of  the  Lodi  district  from  1902  to  1907,  a  period  of  five 
years,  has  been  immense.  Statistics  show  that  during  the  season 
of  1902  only  two  carloads  of  table  grapes  were  ship])ed  from 
here,  while  the  past  season  brought  the  figures  to  1204  carloads. 
The  acreage  of  l)earing  vines  five  years  ago  was  under  500, 
against  25,000  acres  at  Die  close  of  li)07,  sliowing  an  increase 
of  five-fold  and  1082  increase  of  table  grape  shipments  by  car- 
load. 


CONGRESSMAN  KAHN  has  wired  to  Percy  T.  Morgan, 
President  of  the  California  Wine  Association,  warning 
him  of  the  danger  of  passing  the  Littlefield  bill,  which  is  inimical 
to  the  Avine  interests  of  California,  and  asking  him  to  wire  im- 
mediately if  the  wine-groAvers  of  California  would  send  repre- 
sentatives to  AVashington  to  protest  against  its  passage.  Mor- 
gan sent  the  following  message  in  reply : 

"The  Littlefield  bill  is  of  such  vital  importance  to  California's 
leading  industry,  comprising  over  250,000  acres  of  vineyards 
and  representing  an  investment  of  over  |100,000,000,  that  it 
seems  to  us  the  best  representative  in  behalf  of  the  wine-growers 
should  be  the  entire  California  delegaticm,  which  should  en- 
deavor to  have  the  naturally  fermented  juice  of  the  grape  put  on 
an  equal  basis  Avith  the  fermented  juice  of  the  apple,  which  lat- 
ter is  free  from  all  interference  in  interstate  commerce  or  under 
State  liquor  laws. 

"If  the  delegation  deems  it  advisable,  I  will  try  to  arrange  for 
a  representative  to  g,o  to  AVashington  if  you  will  kindly  indicate 
how  long  a  period  hearings  on  the  bill  will  continue." 

Morgan  Avired  messages  of  like  import  to  the  members  of  the 
California  delegation  at  AA\ashington  and  urged  them  to  Avork 
jointly  for  the  defeat  of  the  Littlefield  bill,  which  aims  a  death- 
bloAV  at  California's  important  industry.  Word  has  come  to  the 
wine  growers  of  California  from  AA^asliington  to  the  effect  that 
there  is  danger  of  the  Littlefield  bill  being  passed  unless  a  strong 
fight  is  made  against  it. 

In  explaining  the  injury  the  Littlefield  bill  and  some  eight  or 
ten  others  of  like  nature  are  apt  to  inflict  upon  California's  Aviue 
industry,  Morgan  said  that  the  bill  Avas  designed  to  take  out  of 
the  ordinary  course  of  the  interstate  commerce  act  all  spiritu- 
ous and  Ainous  licjuors  of  all  kinds  and  make  them  immediately 
subject,  upon  reaching'  the  border  of  a  State,  to  the  police  power 
of  that  State.  The  moment  the  goods  arrive  at  the  border,  and 
before  being  deliA'ered  to  the  consignee,  they  immediately  be- 
come subject  to  any  local  option  law  which  that  State  may  have 
enacted,  carrying  prohibition  to  the  limit  anl  placing  a  quaran- 
tine upon  California  Avine  in  CA'ery  prohibition  State. 

Among  the  provisions  of  the  Littlefield  bill  and  the  other  bills 
bearing  upon  the  same  subject  are  the  folloAving: 

"All  fermented,  distilled  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  or 
liquids  transported  into  any  State  or  Territory  for  delivery 
therein,  or  remaining  therein  for  use,  consumption,  sale  or  stor- 
age, shall,  upon  arrival  Avithin  the  boundai'y  of  such  State  or 
Territory,  before  and  after  delivery,  be  subject  to  the  operation 
and  effect  of  the  laAvs  of  such  State  or  Territory  enacted  in  the 
exercise  of  police  poA\-ers,  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  such  liquids  or  liquors  had  been  produced  in 
such  State  or  Territory,  and  shall  not  be  exempt  by  reason  of 
being  introduced  in  original  packages." 

One  clause  provides  that  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  and  intoxi- 
cating liquors  of  any  kind  shall  be  constituted  a  special  class  in 
interstate  commerce  regulation,  and  be  subject  in  all  particulars 
and  to  the  fullest  extent  to  the  police  powei-s  of  a  State  within 
the  boundaries  of  AAhich  the  articles  are  found. 

The  bills  introduced  by  Senator  Bacon  in  the  Senate  and  by 
Congressman  Thomas  of  North  Carolina  in  the  House,  place 
such  restriction  and  penalties  upon  railroads,  express  coni- 
])anies  iiiid  common  carriers  Avho  accept,  receive,  ship,  trans- 
])ort  or  deliver  liquors,  Avine  or  beer,  from  one  State  or  Terri- 
tory to  another,  as  to  make  the  carrying  of  those  articles  pro- 
hibitory.

Internal  Revenue  and  Customs  Rulings 

(T.  D.  1320.) 
Transfer  of  ilistUkd  spiritu  to  fjciicral  bonded  warehouse. 
Alcohol  and  other  high-proof  spirits  may  be  regauged  at  distil- 
lery warehouses  for  transfer  to  general  Imnded  warehouses, 
and  losses  ascertained  by  such  regauge  to  be  adjusted  on 
removal  of  the  spirits  from  suclr general  bonded  warehouses. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
Washington  D.  C,  February  18,  1908. 
Sir:    This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  13th  in- 
stant in  reference  to  the  transfer  of  alcohol  and  other  high-proof 
spirits   from   distillery    warehouses   to   general   bonded   ware- 
houses, authorized  in  mimeograph  letter  538  of  the  10th  instant. 
In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  spirits  to  be  so  transferred  may, 
on  application  filed  by  the  distiller,  be  regauged  for  leakage  al- 
lowance, as  in  the  case  of  withdrawal  on  payment  of  tax,  and 
that  the  loss  so  ascertained  will  be  allowed  on  the  removal  of  the 
spirits  from  the  general  bonded  warehouse,  provided  it  does  not 
exceed  the  statutory  allowance. 

Fnder  existing  regulations  si)irits  transferred  to  general 
bonded  warehouses  must  in  all  cases  be  so  transferred  on  the 
original  gauge,  and  any  leakage  allowances  will  be  adjusted 
on  the  final  withdrawal  of  the  spirits  above  indicated. 

Where  spirits  to  be  transferred  to  a  general  bonded  Avare- 
house  are  regauged  at  the  distil l(»ry  warehouse,  the  result  of 
such  regauge  should  be  marked  on  the  bung  stave  of  each  pack- 
age, as  indicated  in  your  letter;  and  the  taxable  quantity,  as 
shown  by  such  regaug(!,  should  also  be  noted,  as  to  each  pack- 
age, on  inside  pages  of  Form  352,  tin;  column  "Amount  of  tax" 
to  be  used  for  this  purpose.

ONE  of  tlie  most  faA'orite  resorts  for  business  and  profes- 
sional men  in  tliis  city,  is  undoubtedly  that  luxurious 
saloon  kept  by  Matt  Grimm  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Leides- 
dorft"  and  Halleck  streets.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  hard  to 
find.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  one  of  the  old-time,  high-class 
establishments,  and  its  proprietor  has  the  happy  knack  ac- 
quired by  many  years'  practice  in  the  business  of  making  his 
guests  feel  at  home.  In  the  second,  every  variety  of  drink 
served  over  the  handsome  and  artistic  solid  mahogany  bar,  is 
the  best  that  business  acumen  backed  by  ample  capital  can  buy 
in  this  or  any  other  market. 

The  building  occupied  by  this  Avell  managed  saloon  is  the 
only  one  in  the  city  which  was  built  especially  for  the  uses  to 
which  it  has  been  put,  and  according  to  the  plans  drawn  by  the 
proprietor.  Naturally,  therefore,  it  is  better  adapted  for  the 
retail  wine  and  liquor  trade,  and  also  better  arranged  for  the 
convenience  of  its  very  numerous  patrons,  than  would  other- 
wise be  the  case.  Its  fittings,  while  rich,  are  simple  and  restful 
to  the  eye,  and  one  glance  at  the  handsome  and  cozy  interior  is 
sufficient  to  show  that  "comfort"  is  the  keynote  to  the  entire 
combination  of  beautiful  woodwork,  French  mirrors, and  neutral 
tinted  walls.  A  large  open  fireplace  in  the  rear  of  the  room, 
with  red  hot  coal  fire,  gives  a  very  homelike  aspect  to  the  apart- 
ment. Then  the  comfortable  chairs  can  be  drawn  up  to  the 
blaze,  should  the  weather  be  cold  and  wet,  or  when  the  sun  is 
shining  there  are  comfortable  settees,  with  padded  seats  and 
convenient  tables,  where  the  good  thing.-<  behind  that  handsome 
bar  can  be  discussed. 

Nor  have  the  fine  arts  been  forgotten,  as  is  evinced  by  the 
presence  of  some  beautiful  Italian  marble  statuettes;  in  fact, 
the  entire  interior  is  such  as  would  please  the  eye  of  every  artist, 
while  the  wet  goods  dealt  in,  tickle  the  palate  of  the  bon  vivant 
and  connisseur. 

These  facts,  coupled  Avith  the  courteous  demeanor  and  tact- 
ful management  of  mine  host  (irimm,  sufficiently  explain  win 
this  unique  establishment  is  one  of  the  best  patronized  and  most 
popular  saloons  in  the  west. 


A  S  a  result  of  the  pernicious  activity  of  the  San  Francisco 
K.ruintucr.  which  is  ever  endeavoring  to  get  some  class  of 
people  into  trou))le,  there  is  a  movement  to  increase  the  retail 
licpior  license  from  .fSOO  to  .flOOO  per  year,  and  to  make  whole- 
salers pay  |500  per  year  and  .f5C0  for  restaxirants  serving  wines 
and  liquors  with  meals.  This  ordinance  was  proposed  by  Super- 
visor Murdock,  who  is  a  fanatical  teetotaler  and  who  woidd 
be  only  too  glad  to  wipe  out  every  saloon  in  the  city,  if  he  could 
do  so  without  getting  himself  into  trouble. 

No  fair-minded  man  would  propose  such  a  measure  at  such 
a  time.  It  is  only  recently  that  the  saloon  license  was  in- 
creased from  |84  to  .f500  per  year,  and  to  double  this  amount 
would  be  nothing  less  than  confiscation,  as  cmly  a  small  pro- 
portion of  the  dealers  could  pay  such  a  heavy  tax.  The  reve- 
nues of  the  city  therefore,  would  not  be  increased,  while  at  the 
sonie  time  the  town  would  be  alive  with  "blind  pigs."  Even 
now  they  are  found  nearly  everywhere  and  the  legitimate  saloon 
men  are  helping  the  police  to  stamp  them  out.  The  movement  is 
inopportune.  The  trade  should  be  given  time  to  recoup  from 
their  losses  by  the  fire  and  the  later  hard  times  and  to  estab- 
lish their  business  before  they  are  called  upon  to  stand  another 
raise  in  the  license  fee.

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Best  Wine  Grapes  for  California 


By  F.  T.  BiOLETTi. 


THE  question  is  often  asked:  "What  are  the  best  wine 
grapes  for  California?''  It  is  a  very  difficult  question  to 
answer.  If  Ave  modify  it  and  ask,  "What  wine  grape  is  it  most 
advisable  to  plant?"  the  difficulty  is  lessened,  but  not  removed. 
The  answer  will  depend  greatly  on  the  point  of  view.  For  the 
grape-grower  it  is  one  thing,  for  the  wine-maker  another,  for 
the  consumer  still  another,  and  for  the  good  of  the  industry  at 
large  a  compromise  of  all  three. 

For  the  grape-grower  who  sells  his  grapes  for  so  much  a  ton 
whatever  the  quality,  the  question  resolves  itself  into,  "Which 
is  the  heaviest  bearer?" 

For  the  consumer  the  question  means  either  "What  grape  will 
produce  good  wine  at  the  minimum  cost?"  or  "What  grape  will 
produce  the  best  wine  irrespective  of  cost?"  according  to  the 
kind  of  consumer  he  happens  to  be.  As  quantity  and  quality 
are  to  a  great  extent  inversely  proportionate,  these  views  are 
widely  divergent. 

For  the  wine-maker  the  question  is  a  little  more  complicated, 
but  may  be  stated  essentially  as,  "What  grape  can  I  handle  with 
the  most  profit?"  This  profit  will  depend  on  the  difference  be- 
tween the  price  he  is  forced  to  pay  the  grower  for  grapes  and 
that  which  he  can  persuade  the  consumer  to  pay  him  for  Avine. 
For  one  class  of  consumers  he  must  get  cheap  grapes,  for  the 
other  he  can  afford  to  pay  almost  any  price,  providing  they  are 
of  the  right  quality. 

For  the  good  of  the  industry  at  large  it  is  desirable  that 
varieties  should  be  planted  Avhich  Avill  produce  as  large  a  crop 
as  is  compatible  Avith  such  quality  as  Avill  maintain  and  extend 
the  markets  for  our  Avine.  These  markets  are  varied  in  char- 
acter. For  some,  cheapness  is  the  essential  factor;  for  others, 
quality.  Cheap  wines  can  be  produced  Avith  profit  only  from 
heavy-bearing  varieties  groAA'n  in  rich  soil ;  wines  of  the  highest 
quality  only  from  fine  A'arieties  grown  on  hillsides  or  other  loca- 
tions where  the  crops  are  necessarily  less.  It  is  therefore  un- 
Avise  to  plant  i>oor-bearing  A'arieties  in  the  rich  valleys  Avherc 
no  variety  can  produce  a  fine  Avine.  It  is  equally  unwise  to 
plant  comnum  A'arieties  on  the  hill  slopes  of  the  Coast  ranges 
Avhere  no  A'ariety  Avill  produce  heavy  crops.  The  vineyards  of 
the  San  Joaquin,  Sacramento,  and  other  valleys  can  not  com- 
pet(>  Avith  the  vineyards  of  the  Coast  ranges  in  quality,  and  the 
latter  can  not  compete  Avith  the  former  in  cheapness. 

Each  region  has  its  OAvn  special  adAantages  Avhich,  if  properly 
used,  will  make  grape-growing  profitable  in  all,  and  instead  of 
competing  each  Avill  be  a  help  to  the  other.  The  danger  to  be 
feared  by  the  grape-growers  of  the  Coast  ranges  from  the  produc- 
tion of  dry  wine  in  the  interior  is  not  competition,  but  lies  in 
the  bad  reputation  given  to  California  Avines  by  the  production 
of  spoiled  and  inferior  Avincs.  If  the  cheap  Avines  of  the  A'alleys 
are  uniformly  good  and  sound  the  market  for  the  high-priced 
fine  Avines  of  the  hills  Avill  increase,  and  large  quantities  of  the 
Coast  range  wines  Avill  be  used  for  blending  Avith  the  valley 
Avines  to  giAe  them  the  acidity,  flavor,  and  freshness  which 
they  lack. 

In  order  to  obtain  these  results  it  is  necessary  that  varieties 
suited  to  each  region  and  to  the  kind  of  Avine  should  be  planted. 
No  variety  Avhich  is  not  capable  of  yielding  from  5  to  8  tons  per 
acre  in  the  rich  valley  soils  or  from  lVi>  to  3  tons  n  the  hill 
slopes  should  be  considered.  On  the  other  hand,  no  variety 
which  will  not  give  a  clean-tasting,  agreeable  Avine  in  the  valley 
or  a  wine  of  high  quality  on  the  hills  should  be  planted,  hoAvever, 
heavily  it  may  bear.  To  plant  heavy-bearing  inferior  A'arieties 
such  as  Burger,  Feher  Szagos,  Charbono,  or  Mataro  on  the  hills 
of  Napa  or  Santa  Cruz  is  to  throAV  away  the  chief  advantage 


of  the  location.  The  same  is  true  of  i)lanting  poor-bearin<; 
Aarieties  such  as  Verdelho,  Chardonay,  Pinot,  or  Cabernet  Sau- 
vignon  in  the  plains  of  the  San  Joaquin. 

AMth  these  considerations  in  view,  the  following  suggestions 
are  made  for  planting  in  the  chief  regions  of  California:

The  (Jrenache  and  Alicante  Bouschet  are  heaAy  bearers  with 
short  pruning.  The  former  naturally  takes  a  port  flavor  and 
the  latter  insures  sufficient  color.  The  Tinta  iladeira,  when 
pruned  properly,  bears  Avell  and  Avill  increase  tlie  quality  of  tlu 
port  Avine. 

The  Palomino  is  one  of  the  heaviest  and  most  regular  l»earoi« 
grown  in  California  and  is  peculiarly  suited  for  sherry  inakinfi.j 
It  is  the  principal  grape  of  the  Spanish  sherry  district.  Tluj 
Beba  bears  nearly  or  quite  as  Avell  as  the  Palomino  and  is  of| 
rather  better  quality.  Both  bear  Avith  short  pruning.  TIk' 
Boal  bears  good  crops  and  gives  a  sweet  Avine  of  high  (]ualit.v,

The  Valdepenas  has  been  gi-OAving  for  nearly  tAventy  years  ai 
the  Tulare  Experiment  Station,  and  lias  always  giA'en  regulai 
and  good  crops  Avith  short  pruning.     The  dry  red  Avine  inadt 
from  it  has  been  in  every  Avay  satisfactory  and  much  superior 
to  that  made  from  Bouschet,  Zinfandel,  or  any  of  the  A-arietie? 
usually  groAAu  in  the  A'alley,  and  approaches  more  nearly  than 
any  other  variety  the  wines  of  the  cooler  localities.    This  Aarietv 
has  been  planted  to  some  extent  in  the  cooler  localities,  Avliere  it 
is  completely  out  of  place.     In  Napa  its  bearing  is  unsatisfac 
tory  and  its  Avine  harsh.    The  vine  needs  a  hot  climate  to  brin 
out  its  best  qualities.    The  Lagrain  and  St.  Macaire  are  valuabli 
on  account  of  their  intense  color,  Avhich  at  Tulare  is  equal  ti 
that  of  the  Bou.schets  and  is  more  stable.     The  St.  Macaire  i 
particularly  recommended  on  account  of  its  high  acidity,  whicl 
is  extremely-  useful  for  the  region.     The  Gros  ^lan.senc  retaui 
its  acid  even  better  than  the  St.  Macaire,  and  is  also  deeph 
colored,  but  it  has  not  borne  quite  so  Avell. 

The  Burger  has,  forttinately,  been  planted  extensively  in  the 
hotter  parts  of  the  interior,  and  probably  no  better  choice  couh 
be  made  for  the  production  of  a  cheap,  light,  neutral  dry  Avhit( 
Avine  in  that  region.  Its  acidity,  aaIucIi  is  excessive  in  tlie  coasi 
counties,  is  normal  or  even  Ioav  in  the  interior.  For  this  reasonj 
and  in  order  to  give  a  little  more  character,  it  should  be  blendi : 
Avith  such  grapes  as  the  West's  White  Prolific  and  tlie  Veriiaceiii 
Sarda,  Avhich  retain  their  acidity  at  Tulare  better  than  an'! 
other  Avhite  grapes  tested.

The  conditions  of  soil  and  climate  in  the  hills  and  valleys  n 
the  Coast  Ranges  are  .so  A'aried  that  it  is  much  more  ditticiilt  1 
giA^e  recommendations  that  Avill  be  of  general  use  than  in  tin 
case  of  the  interior  A'alleys.  In  some  parts  of  some  of  the  val 
leys  the  .soil  is  .so  rich  and  productiAC  that  it  is  possible  to  grov 
grapes  as  cheaply  as  in  the  interior.  The  grapes  recommendecj 
for  the  interior,  hoAvever,  Avould  not  in  most  cases  be  suitabhj 
on  the  Coast,  owing  to  the  difference  in  climate.  As  a  rule,  tli( 
grapes  Avhicli  are  suitable  to  the  hill  slopes  Avill  do  well  in  thi 
A'alley,  making  up  in  quantity  Avhat  they  lose  in  quality. 

Of  the  many  scores  of  I'ed  A'arieties  Avhich  liaA'e  been  Avidel,^ 
groAvn  in  this  region,  the  Petite  Sirah  has  undoubtedly  giA'en  tin 
most  generally  satisfactory  results.    Some  groAvers  are  dissatis

In  certain  parts  of  the  coast  counties,  owing  to  the  frequent 
•currenc(;  of  ocean  fogs,  many  varieties  of  vines  do  not  ripen 
leir  fruit  pi'operly.  By  a  careful  selection  of  varieties,  how- 
ler, good  crops  of  well-ripened  grapes  may  be  obtained.  It  is 
1  these  localities  that  the  finest  light  wines,  those  most  nearly 

sembling  the  wines  of  the  Rhine,  can  be  produced. 

Tlie  Beclan  has  shown  itself  especially  suited  to  this  region, 
ud  has  the  great  advantage  of  being  very  resistant  to  oidium. 
lie  Blue  Portuguese  is  a  good  bearer,  ripens  easilj',  and 
lendiHl  with  Beclan  gives  a  good  wine  of  Burgundy  type.  The 
■st  Riesling  wines  are  groAvn  near  the  coast  and,  undoubtedly, 
lofitable  vineyards  of  the  Rhine  varieties  can  be  grown  in  this 
■gion  if  proper  methods  of  grape-growing  and  wine-making  are 
ilopted. 

Undoubtedly  there  are  many  excellent  varieties  of  grapes  that 
ould  be  grown  with  profit  which  are  not  mentioned  in  the 
oregoing  lists.  The  varieties  mentioned  are  simidy  those  which 
iive  given  evidence  of  being  most  generally  adapted  to  the  more 
siial  conditions.  Under  special  conditions  other  varieties 
hould  be  added  to  or  substituted  for  those  named.    In  planting 

new  vineyard  it  would  be  well  often  to  choose  those  varieties 

liicli  are  best  able,  by  blending,  to  correct  the  defects  of  the 

arieties  already  growing  in  the  district.    If  the  bulk  of  the  red 

rapes  are  deficient  in  color,  it  would  be  well  to  plant  a  larger 

>roportion  of  deeply  colored  varieties.     If  most  of  the  white 


grapes  of  the  region  are  of  poor  quality,  lacking  in  character, 
flavor,  or  acidity,  a  larger  planting  of  the  finer  varieties  might 
be  advisable.  It  is  good  policy  to  plant  something  that  has  not 
already  been  planted  in  too  large  quantities,  providing  it  is 
something  suitable  and  for  which  there  will  be  a  demand.  More- 
over, a  large  number  of  kinds  ripening  at  different  times  would 
be  a  great  convenience  in  a  large  vineyard,  by  allowing  the 
gathering  of  the  grapes  to  extend  over  a  longer  period. 

Finally,  a  few  suggestions  as  to  what  "not  to  do." 

Don't  plant  ilataro,  Feher  Szagos,  Charbono,  Lenoir,  or  any 
variety  which  makes  a  poor  wine  everywhere. 

Don't  plant  Burger,  Green  Hungarian,  Mourastel,  (Jrenache, 
or  any  common  heavy-bearing  varieties  on  the  hill  slopes  of  the 
Coast  Ranges.  Vineyards  in  such  situations  must  produce  fine 
wines,  or  they  will  not  be  profitable. 

Don't  plant  Chardonay,  Pinot,  C'abernet  Sauvignon,  Malbec, 
or  any  light-bearing  varieties  in  rich  valley  soils.  No  variety 
will  make  fine,  high-priced  wine  in  such  situations,  and  heavy 
bearers  are  essential  to  the  production  of  cheap  wine. 

Don't  plant  Ziufandel,  Alicante  Bouschet,  or  any  of  the  va- 
rieties which  have  already  been  i)lanted  in  large  quantities, 
unless  one  is  sure  that  the  conditions  of  his  soil  and  locality  are 
peculiarly  favorable  to  these  varieties  and  will  allow  him  to 
compete  successfully.

AS  one  of  the  regretable  results  of  the  great  disaster  of  1906,  we  are  unable  to  give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  shipments  of  wine 
and  brandy  from  California  by  rail  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1907.  Prior  to  the  fire  the  two  railroad  companies  were 
in  a  position  to  give  "The  Review"  the  necessary  data  to  keep  a  record  of  the  shipments  of  wine  and  brandy  in  glass  and  wood.  The 
Santa  Fe,  in  response  to  a  request  for  fiscal  figures,  writes:  "Regret  wine  and  brandy  not  separated."  The  Southern  Pacific  an- 
swered as  follows:  "Our  records  are  in  such  shape  that  I  cannot  give  you  the  tonnage  of  wine  and  brandy  separately  nor  the  num- 
ber of  cases  each." 

As  a  result  of  the  foregoing  we  can  give  only  bulk  statement  for  the  fiscal  year  in  question,  with  comparative  figures  for  the  years 
1905  and  1906.   They  follow: 

Combined  shipments  of  wine  and  brandy  in  bulk  and  glass  from  California  by  rail  over  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
roads, fiscal  year  1907,  79,924  tons.    This  makes  a  total  of  159,848,000  pounds,  which  equals  15,984,800  gallons. 

In  1906,  notwithstanding  the  great  destruction  of  business,  the  gross  tonnage  over  the  two  lines  was  78,643  tons,  which  equalled 
15,728,000  gallons. 

The  rail  exports  in  the  fiscal  year  1904-5  aggregated  14,240,272  gallons  and  39.503  cases. 

So  it  will  be  seen  that  the  showing  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  anything  but  a  bad  one. 

The  foregoing  figures  include  the  weight  of  case  goods,  which  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1905,  represented  the  weight  of 
139,000  gallons,  bulk.

He  was  pleased  to  say,  that 
in  this  direction  the  Asti  (Jolony  was  getting  its  fair  share  of 
the  business. 

Rossi  looks  extremely  well  and  declares  himself  much 
benefited  by  his  month's  rest  from  business  cares,  and  refers 
to  his  trip  as  a  most  pleasant  excursion. 


Referee  Board  is  Named 


PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT  has  named  the  five  scientists 
who  Avill  compose  the  new  referee  board  on  foods,  as 
follows : 

Dr.  Ira  Remsen,  M.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D.,  president  Johns  Hop- 
kins University;  Dr.  Russell  H.  Chittenden,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D., 
director  Sheffield  Scientific  School  and  professor  of  physical 
chemistry,  Yale  University;  Dr.  John  H.  Long,  B.  S.,  Sc.  D., 
professor  of  chemistry,  medical  school,  NortliAvestern  Univer- 
sity; Dr.  Alonzo  E.  Taylor,  M.  D.,  professor  of  pathology.  Uni- 
versity of  California;  Dr.  C.  A.  Herter,  professor  of  physiolog- 
ical chemistry,  college  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  New  York, 
and  special  investigator  of  foods. 

As  the  findings  of  this  Board  are  to  be  considered  final  in  all 
disputed  questions  submitted  to  it,  its  activities  will  be  watched 
Avith  unusual  interest  by  all  interested  in  pure  food  matters  and 
rulings. 


Common  Sense  Particularly  Needed  on  this  Liquor  Question 

THE  liquor  men  are  seeing  the  handwriting  on  the  A\^all  Avhicli 
themselves  invoked  by  their  arrogance  and  attempted  po- 
litical dominance.  Their  efforts  at  czardom  forced  prohibition 
in  States  Avhicli  do  not  believe  in  i)rohibition.  In  some  places 
the  Avhisky  and  the  beer  interests  are  noAV  united  in  efforts  to 
(juell  the  storm  themselves  had  raised.  In  others,  the  breAvery 
interests  show  signs  of  a  desire  to  combine  Avith  the  temperance 
folks  to  fight  tlie  AA'hisky  sellers.     Says  the  Detroit  Journal:  .. 

"Tlie  Mississippi  Valley  BreAAers'  Association,  Avliich  has 
liitherto  always  combined  Avith  tlie  Avhisky  distillers  to  fight  the 
prohibition  movement,  is  considering  the  advisability  of  com- 
bining Avith  the  temperance  men  to  fight  the  Avhisky  traffic. 
They  propose  that  Avhisky  be  altogether  prohibited  as  a  bev- 
erage and  be  accessible  only  as  a  medicine,  to  be  bought  at  drug 
stores  and  upon  a  doctor's  certificate.  In  this  Avay,  they  be- 
lieve, the  cause  of  temperance  Avould  be  advanced." 

Out  of  all  this  ruction,  common-sense  will  emerge  as  tlie  con- 
troller of  State  and  National  destinies,  and  real  Temperance 
AA'ill  be  on  top.  The  liquor  and  breAvery  interests  Avill  be  taught 
they  are  not  the  LaAv  and  the  Prophets,  but  are  subservient  to 
tlie  Law,  Avhile  Prohibition  Avill  again  be  relegated  to  the  back- 
ground. 

The  idea  of  Avhisky  being  altogether  prohibited  as  a  beverage 
is  nonsensical.  Especially  is  the  idea  so  Avheu  coming  from  the 
I)i'eweries.  Medical  men  generally  agree  that,  Avere  there  not 
so  much  immature  beer  in  the  country,  there  Avould  not  be  so 
mucli  kidney  trouble.  On  the  other  hand,  there  AAOuld  not  be  so 
much  crime  if  it  Avere  not  for  whisky. 

And  yet  again  about  as  vicious  and  criminal  a  race  as  there 
is  on  earth  is  the  jMohammedan,  and  the  folloAvers  of  Jlahoiuet 
are  total  abstainers,  not  really  from  any  love  of  temperance  as 
such,  but  solely  from  a  belief  that  tlie  less  energy  they  expend 
on  wine  the  more  they  Avill  have  for  women. 

So  that  this  question  of  liquor  or  no  liquor,  beer  or  no  beer, 
should  be  treatc^l  with  common-sense.  It  should  neither  be  left 
to  the  control  of  fanaticism,  nor  permitted  to  drift  back  again 
into  indiscriminate  control  by  the  liquor  interests. — Sacra- 
mento (Cal.)  Bee,  February  15,  1,908.

AMENDMENTS  TO  REGULATIONS  17  AND  19. 
The  Roard  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspection  recommends  that 
Regulations  17  and  19  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows,  such  amendments  to  become  and  be 
effective  at  the  date  of  issue : 

MISBRANDING. 

Regulation  17.  Label. 

(Section  8.) 

(«)     The  term  "label"  applies  to  any  printed,  pictorial,  or 

other  matter  upon  or  attached  to  any  package  of  a  food  or  drug 

product,  or  any  container  thereof  subject  to  the  provisions  of 

this  act. 

(b)  The  principal  label  shall  consist,  first,  of  all  informa- 
tion which  the  food  and  drugs  act,  June  30,  1906,  specifically 
requires,  to  wit,  the  name  of  the  place  of  manufacture  in  the 
case  of  food  compounds  or  mixtures  sold  under  a  distinctive 
name;  statements  which  show  that  the  articles  are  compounds, 
mixtures,  or  blends;  the  words  "compound,"  "mixture,"  or 
"blend,"  and  words  designating  substances  or  their  derivatives 
and  proportions  required  to  be  named  in  the  case  of  foods  and 
drugs.  All  this  information  shall  appear  upon  the  principal 
label,  and  should  have  no  intervening  descriptive  or  explanatory 
reading  matter.  Second,  if  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and 
place  of  manufacture  are  given,  they  should  also  appear  upon 
tlie  principal  label.  Third,  preferably  upon  the  principal  label, 
in  conjunction  with  the  name  of  the  substance,  such  phrases  as 
"artificially  colored,"  "colored  with  sulphate  of  copper,"  or  any 
other  such  descriptive  phrases  necessary  to  be  announced  should 
be  conspicuously  displayed.  Fourth,  elsewhere  upon  the  prin- 
cipal label  other  matter  may  appear  in  the  discretion  of  the 
manufacturer.  If  the  contents  are  stated  in  terms  of  weight  or 
measure,  such  statement  should  appear  upon  the  principal  label 
and  must  be  couched  in  plain  terms,  as  required  by  Regulation 
29. 

(c)  If  the  principal  label  is  in  a  foreign  language,  all  in- 
formation required  by  law  and  such  other  information  as  in- 
dicated above  in  [h]  shall  appear  upon  it  in  English.  Resides 
the  principal  label  in  the  language  of  the  country  of  production, 
there  may  be  also  one  or  more  other  labels,  if  desired,  in  other 
languages,  but  none  of  them  more  prominent  than  the  principal 
label,  and  these  other  labels  must  bear  the  information  required 
by  law,  but  not  necessarily  in  English.  The  size  of  the  type  used 
to  declare  the  information  required  by  the  act  shall  not  be 
smaller  than  8-point  (brevier)  capitals:  Provided,  That  in  case 
the  size  of  the  package  Avill  not  permit  the  use  of  8-point  type, 
the  size  of  the  type  may  be  reduced  proportionately. 

(J)  Descriptive  matter  upon  the  label  shall  be  free  from 
any  statement,  design,  or  device  regarding  the  article  or  the 
ingredients  or  substances  contained  therein,  or  quality  thereof, 
or  place  of  origin,  which  is  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular. 
The  term  "design"  or  "device"  applies  to  pictorial  matter  of 
every  description,  and  to  abbreviations,  characters,  or  signs  for 
weights,  measures,  or  names  of  substances. 

{(',)  An  article  containing  more  than  one  food  product  or 
active  medicinal  agent  is  misbranded  if  named  after  a  single 
constituent. 

In  the  case  of  drugs  the  nomenclature  employed  by  the  TTnited 
States  Pharmacopceia  and  the  National  Formulary  shall  olitain. 

{f)     The  use  of  any  false  or  misleading  statement,  design,  or 


device  appearing  on  any  part  of  the  label  shall  not  be  justifi 
by  any  statement  given  as  the  oi)inion  of  an  expert  or  otli 
person,  nor  by  any  descriptive  matter  explaining  the  use  of  t 
falsij  or  misleading  statement,  design,  or  device. 

Regulation  19.  Character  0¥  Name. 

(Section  8.) 

(a)  A  simple  or  unmixed  food  or  drug  product  not  beari 
a  distinctive  name  should  be  designated  by  its  common  name 
the  English  language;  or  if  a  drug,  by  any  name  recognized 
the  United  States  Pliarmacopa'ia  or  National  Formulary.  ; 
further  description  of  the  components  or  qualities  is  rcHjuir( 
except  as  to  content  of  alcohol,  morphine,  etc. 

{h)  The  use  of  a  geographical  name  shall  not  be  permittji 
in  connection  with  a  food  or  drug  product  not  manufactuii 
or  produced  in  that  place,  when  such  name  indicates  that  tli 
article  was  manufactured  or  produced  in  that  place.  | 

(c)  The  use  of  a  geogi*aphical  name  in  connection  witLJi 
food  or  drug  product  will  not  be  deemed  a  misbranding  when  \

it  can  not  be  offered  for  sale  under  the  name  of  a  foreign  artici.

In  section  6  of  the  food  and  drugs  act  of  June  30,  1906, 
tern  "drug,"  as  defined  in  the  act,  includes  "all  medicinalf 
parations  recognized  in  the  United  States  PharmacoptBia 
National  Formulary  for  internal  or  external  use  and  any  s 
stance  or  mirtnre  of  substances  intended  to  be  used  for 
cure,  mitigation,  or  prevention  of  disease  in  either  man  or  at, 
animals." 

Notwithstanding  this  comprehensive  definition,   it  appe.is 
from  a  large  correspondence  on  this  subject  that  there  is  s 
some  uncertainty  as  to  whether  or  not  certain  commodit 
should  be  classed  as  drug  products,  and  of  this  type  are 
alcoholic  products  known  as  "bitters." 

It  is  necessary  to  determine  definitely  whether  or  not  "I 
ters,"  for  examjjle,  are  to  be  classed  as  drugs.  This  is  necess. 
for  the  reason  that  under  section  8  of  the  food  and  drugs  , 
a  drug  is  deemed  misbranded  "if  the  package  fails  to  beai 
statement  on  the  label  of  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  any 
cohol     *     ♦     ♦     contained  therein." 

On  investigation  of  labels  that  are  found  on  "bitters"  it  1 
been  discovered  that  in  most  cases  they  are  recommended  |r 
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v;  ious  ailments.    For  example,  they  are  said  to  "aid  digestion," 
•'.lay  irritation  of  the  nerves,"  "excite  tlie  appetite  to  a  marvel- 
degree,"  "prolong  life."    Again,  labels  bear  the  statements 
not  only  a  delicious  beverage,  but  also  a  wonderful  tonic," 
luable  in  intermittent    fever,    illness    due    to    the    spleen, 
^iiiiach  catarrh,  diarrhoea,  colic,  cramps,  vomiting, -hypochon- 
I,  etc."     These  ai'e  examples  of  common  phrases  found  on 
I  Is.    "IJitters"  are  frequently  prescribetl  in  the  same  nuuiner 
medicines  in  general.     For  example,  "to  be  taken  in  table- 
8IIOUS  full  every  hour,"  "increase  the  dose  if  the  effect  is  not 
ii'uediate,"  etc. 
t  is  well  known  that  certain  substances  may  be  used  both 
oods  and  as  drugs.    It  is  claimed  by  some  that  certain  prod- 
^  advertised  as  medicinal  products  are  not  sold  and  consumed 
iccount  of  their  nu^licinal  properties,  but  merely  as  alcoholic 
I  rages.    This,  however,  does  not  seem  to  be  consistent  with 
information  found  on  some  of  the  labels. 
a  a  case  of  this  kind  the  classification  will  be  made  fi'om  a 
I'y  of  the  literature  published  in  connection  with  the  article 
a, I  by  ascertaining  the  uses  to  which  it  is  put.     When  a  "bit- 
Uh"  is  described  on  the  carton  or  label  attached  to  the  bottle, 
olany  advertising  matter  accompanying  the  package,  as  possess- 
any  medicinal  or  tonic  properties,  or  if  in  fact  it  does  possess 
li  value,  it  must  of  necessity  be  classed  as  a  drug  product 
I,  in  consequence  of  this  classification,  bear  a  statement  of  the 
qiintity  or  proportion  of  any  alcohol  contained  therein.     The 
"tliod  of  stating  the  proportion  of  alcohol  is  that  of  per  cent 
volume,  as  suggestetl  in  Regulation  28  of  Circular  21  of  the 

I  ice  of  the  Secretary.  In  Food  Inspection  Decision  52  is  the 
rgested  order  in  which  the  statements  required  by  law  should 
iir  (ui  a-  label. 

This  food  inspection  decision  is  promulgated  so  that  tho.se 

crested  in  the  importaticm  of  "bitters"  may  understand  how 

l)c[)artment  is  obliged  to  rule  in  such  cases,  the  decision  as

The  Right  Talk 


HE  wajs  of  adulterators  are  dark  and  their  tricks  are  vain. 
The  writer  knew  a  fugitiAe  German  vintner  who  made,  in 
i;ry  American  cellars,  from  Spanish  raisins  and  water  arti- 
iilly  fermented  and  skillfully  drugged,  any  brand  of  Rhine 
'  le  his  customers  ordered.  In  color,  taste  and  flavor  it  was 
lal  to  real  wine,  but  after  it  was  taken  caused  heartburn. 
\\'li('n  the  cheap  California  wine  came  into  the  market  his 
iipation  was  gcme.  Because  the  climate  of  California  is 
u  and  free  from  unseasonable  change  of  atmosphere,  it  is 
ipted  to  wine  culture.  California  vintners  strove  formerly 
raise  the  largest  possible  quantity  of  Avine  in  the  shortest 
■<sible  time.  When  they  placed  grapes  in  the  vats  they  did 
t  separate  the  ripe  from  the  unripe,  allowing  decayed  grapes 
renuiin.  They  did  not  remove  accumulated  dust,  which 
iited  the  wine  with  a  taste  of  earth.  They  barely  gave  the 
1st  time  to  ferment;  before  it  could  settle  they  clarified  the 
lorage  with  isinglass  and  put  it  on  the  market. 


Chalky  ground  mixed  with  silicia,  the  best  soil  for  successful 
viticulture,  exists  in  many  parts  of  California.  Hut  vintners 
did  not  pay  sufficient  attention  to  putting  the  right  grapes  into 
the  right  soil.  Hence  the  crude  taste  that  continues  to  cling 
to  the  sweet  fortified  vintages  of  Southern  California. 

A  few  years  ago  some  grapes,  celebrated  for  their  flavor,  were 
imported  and  grafted  on  native  resistant  vines.  (This  appella- 
tion is  given  to  native  California  vines  because  they  resist  the 
phylloxera.  When  the  French  vineyards  were  threatened  by 
this  disease  with  destructicm  thirty  years  ago,  indigene  Califor- 
nia vines  grafted  on  French  grapes  saved  them.)  As  in  France, 
unfit  berries  are  now  carefully  removed,  and  more  time  is  given 
for  the  wine  to  ripen. 

Wherever  such  care  is  bestowed  on  the  details  of  viticulture 
the  wine  has  improved.  Sonoma  county,  for  instance,  produces 
a  table  claret  now  which  is  not  only  good  enough  to  interfere 
Avitli  the  importation  of  doubtful  fictitious  foreign  wines,  but 
has  .satisfied  the  palate  of  some  critical  connoisseurs.  All  efforts 
further  to  encourage  the  production  of  good  California  wines 
should  be  made. 

In  the  hotels  of  other  wine-producting  nations  guests  may 
drink  with  their  meals  all  the  "vin  du  pays"  they  want  without 
charge.  A  similar  custom  prevails  in  French  restaurants  in 
California,  New  Orleans  and  New  York.  Why  should  not  the 
owners  of  the  Palace  Hotel,  the  St.  Charles  and  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  in  these  cities  follow  this  example?  The  expense  would 
be  small  compared  with  the  commendation  such  a  practice 
would  give  to  the  hotels.  Our  rich  people  now  go  abroad  to 
learn  the  art  of  drinking;  they  might  then  serve  their  appren- 
ticeship before  they  leave. 

American  boA'S,  Avheu  in  our  collegial  cities  they  meet  for 
recreation,  may  learn,  Avhile  they  sing  American  songs,  to 
moisten  their  throats  Avith  American  Avine.  It  Avould  sound  Avell 
to  hear  to  the  melody  "Am  Rheiu,  am  Rhein,  Da  Wachsen  Un- 
sere  Reben,"  the  Avords,  "on  the  Coast,  on  the  Coast  our  grapes 
grow,  blessed  be  our  Coast."  If  a  spirit  should  prevail  here 
such  as  some  of  us  haA'e  met  at  a  students'  Avine  "Commers"  in 
Heidelberg  or  Bonn,  Ave  would  soon  have  and  appreciate 
"gemutliche  Deutsche  Weinkneipen"  in  strenuous  American 
cities. 

The  merits  of  viticulture  deserve  every  encoui'agement ;  the 
first  English  Colonial  GoA^ei'uor  of  New  York  abolished  the 
excise  on  American  Avine,  and  in  consequence  wine  was  made  in 
DelaAvare.  More  than  200  years  have  elapsed,  yet  for  an  in- 
ternal reA^enue  license  $25  must  be  paid  A\hen  American  Avine 
not  raised  on  the  premises  is  sold  by  the  glass.  To  this  the 
burdensome  city  tax,  |1,000  per  annum  in  San  Francisco,  for 
instance,  must  be  added.  No  tax  should  be  paid  for  selling  pure 
American  Avine  which  contains  less  than  12  per  cent  of  alcohol, 
Avhere  the  sale  of  other  alcoholic  beverages  is  forbidden.  Such 
a  laAv  Avould  reduce  the  sale  of  AAhisky,  diminish  intemperance, 
and  the  increased  consumption  of  American  aaIuc  would  advance 
the  cause  of  American  civilization. 

Since  it  began  to  export  fruit  California  lias  become  the 
orchard  of  the  Avorld;  California  prunes  sell  Avhere  French 
prunes  were  formerly  sold. 

Our  vineyards  may  never  become  as  successful  as  our  orchards 
are,  but  Ave  can  and  must  increase  their  importance. 

Since  Germany  has  found  that  good  Rhine  Avine  becomes 
scarce  and  expensiA-e,  the  German  Government  has  encouraged 
viticulture  in  its  African  colonies,  and  it  expects  to  introduce 
African  Avine  in  the  Rhenish  provinces.  When  San  Jose  fruit- 
groAvers  sell  prunes  in  Bordeaux,  Avhy  can  our  vintnei'S  not  steal 
a  march  upon  German  enterprise  and  sell  California  wine  on 
the  Rhine? — Louis  Wiudmuller  in  the  Forum.

1.  Pekckntaok  of  Alcohof. — How  Determined. 

The  percentage  of  akohol  in  wines  and  frnit  juices  is  e.x- 
pressly  required  by  paragraph  296,  tariff  act  of  1897,  to  be 
determined  for  dutiable  x>iirposes  in  such  manner  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  by  regulation  determine. 

2.  Regulations  of  Secretary  of  Treasury. 

These  regulations  applicable  to  importations  under  the 
present  tariff'  act  of  1897  are  prescribed  in  Circular  108, 
issued  July  24,  1897,  published  in  T.  D.  18201  and  T.  D. 
15763. 

3.  Cherry  Juice  Dutiahle  under  Paragraph  299,  Act  of  1897. 

Cherry  juice  containing  not  more  than  18  per  cent  of  al- 
cohol. Held  dutiable  under  paragraph  299  of  said  act  at  60 
cents  per  gallon ;  if  containing  more  than  18  per  cent  of  alco- 
hol, 60  cents  per  galhm,  and  in  addition  thereto  |2.07  per 
proof  gallon  on  the  alcohol  contained  therein,  with  proper 
dediution  for  allowance  made  in  the  reciprocity  treaty  ap- 
plicable to  the  country  of  exportation.

In  the  matter  of  protest  275108  of  Ernst  Feldmann  against  the 
assessment  of  duty  by  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port 
of  New  York. 
Before    Board    3    (AVaite,    Somervilue.    and    Hay,    General 

Appraisers). 
Somerville^  (Jciicivl  Appnii^scr:  The  importation  consists 
of  three  casks  of  cherry  juice,  mIucIi  was  assessed  for  duty  by 
the  collector  under  paragraph  299  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897 
at  the  rates  there  i>rovided  for  cherry  juice  containing  more  than 
18  per  cent  of  alcohol:    Said  paragraph  reads  as  follows : 

299.  Cherry  juice  and  prune  juice,  or  prune  wine,  and  other 
fruit  juices  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  Act,  containing 
no  alcohol  or  not  more  than  eifjhfceu  per  centum  of  alcohol,  sixty 
cents  per  gallon ;  if  containing  more  than  eighteen  per  centum 
of  alcohol,  sixty  cents  per  gallon,  and  in  addition  thereto  two 
dollars  and  seven  cents  per  proof  gallon  on  the  alcohol  con- 
tained therein. 

The  importers  contend  that  the  assessment  was  erroneous 
and  that  the  contents  of  the  casks  are  dutiable  only  at  60  cents 
per  gallon  under  said  paragraph,  on  the  ground  that  the  juice 
contains  less  or  not  more  than  18  per  cent  of  alcohol.  The 
assessment  seems  to  have  been  made  by  the  collector  under  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  the  present  tariff  act  and  the  reci- 
procity treaty  with  Germany  (T.  D.  22353).  This  assessment 
reduced  the  additional  duty  provided  for  in  said  paragraph  to 
11.75  per  proof  gallon  on  the  alcohol.  The  importer  produced 
an  affidavit  of  the  manufacturer  in  Gernmny  who  states  that 
the  cherry  juice  in  question  was  fortified  by  him  with  17.5  to 
18  per  cent  of  alcohol,  and  in  no  case  with  more  than  that  per- 
centage. Analysis  of  the  juice  made  by  the  Government  chem- 
ist at  the  port  of  New  York,  as  shown  in  his  report,  resulted 
as  follows :  Cask  No.  18537  contains  18.2  per  cent  of  absolute 
alcohol  by  volume,  cask  No.  18538  contains  18.3  per  cent,  and 
cask  No.  18539  contains  18  per  cent.  The  witness  who  made  the 
analyses,  and  who  showed  himself  to  be  an  educated  chemist, 
testified  to  the  correctness  of  the  results  above  indicated.  He 
further  stated  that  in  making  these  analyses  he  followed  the 


regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  deterniiniiij, 
the  percentage  of  alcohol  in  wines  and  fruit  juices,  as  publishei 
in  T.  D.  157(53,  which  was  ccmtinued  in  full  force  and  effec 
under  the  tariff  act  of  July  24,  1897,  in  Circular  108  (T.  I) 
18201).  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  expressly  au 
thoi  ized  to  adopt  such  regulations  under  the  last  clause  of  para 
grai)h  296  of  the  i>resent  tariff'  act,  which  reads  as  follows: 

The  percentage  of  alcohol  in  wines  and  fruit  juices  shall  b 
determined  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur 
shall  by  regulation  prescribe. 

A  similar  provisicm  existed  in  the  tariff  act  of  1894.  Tin 
method  prescribed  is  that  by  distillation,  which  is  fully  auc 
accurately  described  in  detail  in  the  regulations  above  cited.  • 

While  the  testimony  shows  that  this  method  was  pursued  1) 
the  Government  chemist,  the  testimony  of  the  importers  showi 
that  it  was  not  pursued  by  the  nmnufacturer  or  the  importc 
in  the  analysis  which  he  is  stated  to  have  made.     Inasnuuli  ;i 
<me  of  the  casks  in  (piestion,  No.  19539,  contains  not  more  thaij 
18  per  cent  of  alcohol,  the  protest  claiming  that  its  contentj 
are  dutiable  at  60  cents  i)er  gallon  is  sustained  as  to  this  pai 
ticular  cask,  -and  a  reliquidation  will  follow  accordingly.    Th 
protest  as  to  the  other  two  casks  containing  more  than  18  pc 
cent  of  alcohol  is  overruled  and  the  assessment  of  duty  as  mad 
bv  the  collector  is  affirmed.

whether  in  the  adjustment  of  duties  upon  like  merchandise  tli 
decision  of  the  court  above  mentioned  should  be  followed. 

In  reply,  I  have  to  advise  you  that  the  decision  of  the  circii 
court  of  appeals  referred  to  should  be  followed — that  is,  tl 
per  se  value  of  the  bottles  should  be  made  the  basis  for  II 
assessment  of  duty  thereon.  The  charges  for  corks,  capsulr 
labels,  etc.,  as  Avell  as  the  charges  for  packing  and  outer  casi 
should  be  added  to  the  value  of  the  contents.

This  office  has  held  continuously,  in  the  absence  of  any  judi- 
ial  (h'termination  to  the  contrary,  that  the  addition  of  caranud 
V  burnt  sugar  to  spirits  constitutes  rectification.  Consequent- 
\ ,  when  it  is  desired  to  add  caranu'l  or  other  coloring  material 
(I  s])irits  it  must  be  done  after  notice  under  section  3317, 
Jcvised  Statutes,  amended,  and  under  a  rectifier's  stamp,  in 
(cordance  with  the  regulations  governing  the  rectification  of 
pirits,  actual  or  constructive.

ontaining  less  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent  of  alcohol. 

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  after  careful  consideration  I 
lavc  reached  the  conclusion  that,  while  section  3339,  Revised 
>tatutes,  reciuires  the  payment  of  the  tax  of  |1  per  barrel  on 
ill  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter,  and  other  similar  fermented 
iipKU's,  the  practical  administration  of  the  law  necessitates 
he  fixing  of  a  point  below  which  the  alcoholic  content  is  too 
iiconsiderable  to  class  the  beverage  as  either  of  the  liquors 
■iiuinerated  above,  or  similar  thereto,  or  to  bring  same  within 
lie  consideration  of  the  internal-revenue  laws.  The  practice 
111(1  rulings  of  this  office  have  already  fixed  this  point  as  one- 
lali'  of  1  per  cent  in  tlie  case  of  sales  of  beverages  of  this  char- 
uter,  and  I  see  no  sufficient  reason  for  making  a  distinction 
M'tween  the  manufacturer  and  dealer  in  this  class  of  beverages. 
It  is  therefore  held  that  beverages  containing  not  more  than 
ine-half  of  1  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  do  not  come  within 
lie  ionsideraticm  of  the  internal-revenue  laws  either  as  to 
iianufacture  or  sale.

Filled  Bottles — Dutiable  Charges. 

The  provisions   for   "bottles    *    *    *     filled,"   in   paragraph  99,   tariff  act   of 
897,  does  not  include  accessories  to  the  bottles,  such  as  corks,  capsules,  labels, 
wiring  and  envelopes,  and  the  cost  of  such  items  should  not  be  included  in  the 
lutiable  value  of  the  bottles,  but  should  be  attributed  to  their  contents. 
1    Same^Same — Distribution. 

Though  "bottles  *  *  *  filled"  are  enumerated  in  paragraph  99,  tariff  act  of 
1897,  as  articles  dutiable  at  an  ad  valorem  rate,  separately  from  their  contents, 
he^  are  not  within  Section  19,  customs  administrative  act  of  1890,  prescribing 
hat  the  dutiable  value  of  imported  merchandise  shall  include  the  cost  of  the 
:overings  and  of  other  expenses  incident  to  preparing  it  for  exportation,  and 
■barges  for  packing  boxes  and  for  filling  and  packing  the  bottles  should  not  be 
listributed  between  the  bottles  and  their  contents,  but  should  be  assigned  wholly 
o  the  contents. 


3.    Same — Dutiable  Character  of  Contents — Dutiability  of  Charges. 

The  charges  on  goods  in  bottles  should  be  included  in  the  dutiable  value  of  the 
contents  of  the  bottles,  where  such  contents  arc  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  rate; 
but  if  the  contents  are  subject  to  a  specific  duty  or  are  free  of  duty,  such 
charges  are  not  dutiable. 

Ignited  States  General  Appraisers,  New  York,  January  28, 
1908. 

In  the  matter  of  protests  223868,  etc.,  of  E.  H.  Burr  et  al.  against  the  assess- 
ment of  duty  by  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  New  York. 
Before  Board  3  (Waite,  Somerville  and  Hay,  General  Appraisers). 

Somerville,  Ceiieral  Appraiser:  The  importations  embraced 
in  the  protests  enumerated  in  the  accompanying  schedule  consist 
of  various  kinds  of  merchandise  such  as  brandy,  wine,  beer, 
chemicals,  oils,  and  other  kinds  of  liquids,  imported  in  glass 
bottles,  jars,  or  other  glass  containers  enumerated  in  paragraph 
99,  tariff  act  of  1897.  The  collector  of  customs  including  the 
value  of  the  corks,  capsules,  labels,  wiring,  and  envelopes  in 
the  dutiable  value  of  the  bottles ;  and  he  apportioned  the  amount 
of  the  dutiable  charges,  such  as  the  expense  of  filling  and  pack- 
ing the  bottles  and  the  cost  of  packing  boxes  or  cases.  In  taking 
this  action  he  conformed  to  the  decision  of  the  circuit  court  for 
the  southern  district  of  New  York  in  the  case  of  Leggett  &  Co. 
V.  United  States  (138  Fed.  Rep.,  970;  T.  D.  26270),  and  West  v. 
United  States  (119  Fed.  Rep.,  495). 

The  importers  in  their  protests  object  to  the  assessment  on 
this  basis  and  claim  that  such  charges  and  other  items  of  cost 
have  been  wrongly  and  illegally  added  to  the  dutiable  value  of 
the  bottles  or  other  containers,  and  that  such  charges  are  non- 
dutiable,  or  that,  if  dutiable,  they  should  either  be  added  to  the 
value  of  the  contents  of  the  bottles,  jars,  and  other  containers, 
or  be  distributed  between  the  bottles,  etc.,  and  the  contents,  ac- 
cording to  the  value  of  each.  Other  claims  are  made  in  the 
protests  unnecessary  to  be  considered. 

The  question  here  involved  was  considered  elaborately  by  the 
United  States  circuit  court  of  appeals,  first  circuit,  in  the  case 
of  Hayes  v.  United  States  (150  Fed.  Rep.,  63;  80  C.  C.  A.,  17; 
T.  D.  27806).  The  merchandise  there  under  consideration  was 
olive  oil  contained  in  glass  bottles.  It  was  held  by  the  court 
that  the  corks,  capsules,  labels,  envelopes,  packing  cases,  and 
all  other  like  dutiable  items  were  incident  to  the  oil  rather  than 
to  the  bottles,  and  that  their  cost  should  not  be  included  in  the 
dutiable  value  of  the  latter,  either  entirely  or  by  apportioning 
according  to  the  value  of  the  bottles  and  their  contents.  Para- 
graph 99  of  the  present  tariff  act  (30  Stat.,  156),  relating  to 
glass  and  glassware,  which  was  construed  by  the  court,  reads  as 
follows : 

99.  Plain  green  or  colored,  molded  or  pressed,  and  flint,  lime,  or  lead  glass 
bottles,  vials,  jars,  and  covered  or  uncovered  demijohns  and  carboys,  any  of  the 
foregoing,  filled  or  unfilled,  not  otherwise  specially  provided  for,  and  whether 
their  contents  be  dutiable  or  free  (except  such  as  contain  merchandise  subject 
to  an  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty,  or  to  a  rate  of  duty  based  in  whole  or  in  part 
upon  the  value  thereof,  which  shall  be  dutiable  at  the  rate  applicable  to  their 
contents),  shall  pay  duty  as  follows:  If  holding  more  than  one  pint,  one  cent 
per  pound ;  if  holding  not  more  than  one  pint  and  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  a 
pint,  one  and  one-half  cents  per  pound ;  if  holding  less  than  one-fourth  of  a  pint, 
fifty  cents  per  gross :  Provided,  That  none  of  the  above  articles  shall  pay  a  less 
rate  of  duty  than  forty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

It  was  further  held  by  the  court  that  the  imposition  of  an  ad 
valorem  duty  on  "filled  bottles"  by  said  paragraph  99  does 
not  require  that  such  bottles  should  be  subject  to  Section  19  of 
the  customs  administrative  act  of  1890,  prescribing  that  the 
dutiable  value  of  imported  merchandise  .shall  include  the  cost 
of  coverings  and  other  expenses  incident  to  preparing  the  arti- 
cles for  exportation.  In  promulgating  the  above  decision  the 
following  ol)servati(ms  were  made  by  the  court: 

We  think  it  clear  that  charges  for  corks,  labels,  capsules,  and  wiring  are  ex- 
penses incident  to  placing  the  olive  oil  in  condition  for  market.  The  olive  oil 
is  the  principal  article  of  importation,  and  the  bottles  of  the  kind  enumerated 
in  paragraph  99.  as  well  as  corks,  labels,  capsules,  reed  coverings,  wooden  cases, 
and  packing  and  filling,  may  be  regarded  as  incidents  to  the  preparation  and 
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importation  of  the  olive  oil.     The  bottles  are  dealt  with   specifically,   however, 
and  in  Section  99  of  the  present  tariff  act  are  made  dutiable  as  glassware. 

And  a<?aiii : 

Olive  oil  in  bottles  requires  not  only  the  bottles  as  containers,  but  reed  cover- 
ings and  cases  which  are  necessary  to  protect  the  oil  itself,,  by  preventing  the 
breaking  of  the  bottles  which  contain  it.  The  bottles  themselves  require  for 
their  protection  no  cases  or  coverings  other  than  those  essential  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  olive  oil.  As  we  have  said,  Section  19  of  the  customs  administrative 
act  was  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  duties  specifically  imposed  by  the 
tariff  act.  *  *  *  It  is  improper  to  apportion  any  part  of  these  cases  to  the 
bottles,  for  the  reason  that  this  is  in  effect  to  say  that  this  part  is  not  as  a 
substantial  matter  essential  for  the  protection  of  the  oil.  The  theory  of  appor- 
tionment of  cases  breaks  down  when  it  is  so  applied  as  to  increase  the  duties 
and  as  to  deny  what  is  the  fact— that  the  entire  cases  and  coverings  are  the 
essential  and  usual  protection  of  the  oil.  The  theory  that  a  part  of  this  pro- 
tection can  be  separated  and  apportioned  to  the  bottles  loses  sight  of  the  fact 
that  the  remaining  part  would  be  an  insufficient  protection  for  the  oil.  *  *  * 
We  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  warrant  in  law  for  assessing  ad  valorem 
duties  on  corks,  capsules  and  labels  appertaining  to  olive  oil  in  bottles  under 
either  paragraph  99  of  the  tariff  act  or  under  Section  19  of  the  customs  admin- 
istrative act.  We  are  further  of  opinion  that  it  is  so  very  doubtful  whether 
there  is  any  warrant  in  law  for  apportioning  any  part  of  the  charges  for  the 
reed  coverings,  cases,  or  filling  and  packing  charges  to  the  glass  bottles,  that  this 
doubt  must  be  resolved  in  favor  of  the  importer. 

Following  the  above  decision  ,Ave  are  of  opinion  that  all  of 
the  charges  for  the  items  above  enumerated  in  the  opinion  of  the 
court  belong  more  properly  to  the  contents  of  the  bottles,  jars, 
and  other  glass  containers  enumerated  in  said  paragraph  99 
than  to  the  value  of  the  bottles  themselves.  In  reliquidating  the 
various  entries  covered  by  these  protests  there  is  another  prin- 
ciple to  be  considered.  The  rule  is  well  settled  by  numerous 
decisions  of  the  courts  that  free  goods  imi)ly  free  usual  coverings 
or  containers,  and  so  Avith  goods  subject  to  a  specific  rate  of 
duty  as  distinguished  from  an  ad  valorem  rate,  unless  they  are 
made  separately  dutiable  under  some  particular  paragraph  of 
the  tariff  act.  Merritt  v.  Stephani  (108  U.  S.,  lOG),  Hayes  v. 
United  States  (150  Fed.  Rep.  63;  80  C.  C.  A.,  17;  T.  D.  27806), 
United  States  v.  Leggett  (66  Fed.  Rep.,  300;  affirmed  in  13 
C.  C.  A.,  450),  Merck  v.  United  States  (99  Fed.  Rep.,  432),  and 
United  States  v.  Nichols  (186  U.  S.,  302). 

It  follows  from  the  decisions  last  cited,  inasmuch  as  the 
various  charges  under  consideration  constitute  a  part  of  the 
value  of  the  contents  of  the  glass  containers,  that  where  such 
contents  are  free  of  duty  and  the  containers  are  of  the  descrip- 
tion stated  in  said  paragraph  99  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  the 
charges  themselves  become  nondutiable;  and  the  same  is  true 
where  the  duty  imposed  upon  the  contents  is  purely  of  a  specific 
character,  the  container  alone  becoming  dutiable  under  said 
paragraph  99  at  a  rate  -li  duty  not  less  than  40  per  cent  ad 


valorem.  It  results  from  this  decision  that  the  contrary  rulings 
made  by  the  Board  in  the  cases  of  King,  G.  A.  52290  (T.  1). 
24262)  and  of  Leggett  &  Co.,  G.  A.  6353  (T.  D.  27317)  arc 
expressly  overruled. 

The  protests  are  sustained  to  the  extent  above  stated  in  this 
opinion,  and  a  reliquidation  of  the  entities  should  be  made 
by  the  collector  in  accordance  with  the  principles  stated  in  the 
case  of  Hayes  v.  United  States,  above  cited.  It  may  be  added 
that  ai)plication  made  by  the  Government  in  this  case  for  writ 
of  certiorari  was  denied  by  the  Supreme  Court  December  16, 
1907.    Note  United  States  v.  Hayes  (28  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.). 


The  Shearing  of  Wiley 


IT  was  time  that  a  curb  should  be  put  on  Dr.  Wiley's  arro- 
gance. He  is  a  man  of  narrow  mind  and  measures  every- 
thing by  one  standard — the  chemical.  His  rulings  on  the  matter 
of  sulphuring  dried  fruits  were  the  product  of  ignorance,  or 
rather  the  outcome  of  that  little  knowledge  which  is  always  a 
dangerous  thing. 

It  is  announced  from  Washington  that  Dr.  AViley,  who  hither 
to  has  been  autocrat  of  all  (luestions  arising  under  the  Piu-c 
Food  LaAV,  has  been  shorn  of  his  powers  in  all  disputed  mat 
ters,  and  the  president  will  create  an  organization  that  will 
virtually  constitute  a  court  of  appeal  for  difficult  and  com- 
plicated questions  in  the  regulation  of  food  products.  Univer- 
sity presidents  from  leading  institutions  of  learning  have  been 
re(iuested  by  Roosevelt  to  furnish  lists  of  men  qualified  by 
experience  and  learning  to  deal  with  such  matters.  Among 
others,  President  Wheeler  of  the  University  of  California  has 
been  asked  to  submit  names  of  men  qualified  to  sit  on  a  commis- 
sion of  this  character. 

The  question.  What  is  pure  food?  is  by  no  means  simiile. 
Ever  since  the  enactment  of  the  law  Dr.  Wiley  has  been  in  hot 
controversy  with  the  distillers  over  the  formulation  of  a  defini- 
tion of  whisky.  The  argument  over  sulphuring  fruits  in  Cali- 
fornia offers  another  example  showing  how  the  prosperity  of 
a  great  and  important  region  may  be  dependent  on  the  ruling 
of  one  narrow  minded  man.  Of  course,  that  system  was  all 
Avrong  and  could  not  last  in  a  country  where  every  act  of  gov- 
ernment is  done  in  the  full  light  of  publicitj'.  The  Call  has 
the  fullest  confidence  that  California  will  be  able  to  demon- 
strate that  the  use  of  sulphur  for  curing  dried  fruit  is  in  fact 
beneficial,  because  it  acts  as  a  valuable  germicide. — San  Fran- 
cisco Call.

ANDREA  Sr.ARMORO,  irpmscntiug  the  Manufactur- 
ers' and  Producers'  Association  of  California,  the  Chani- 
)er  of  Conuiicrcc  of  San  Francisco  and  the  I'acitic  Coast  Job- 
jcrs'  and  .Manufacturers'  Association,  has  just  returned  from 
iVashin<;lon,  wlicre  lie  addressed  the  Judiciary  Committee  of 
lie  House  of  Representatives  in  Congress  when  it  was  about  to 
il)ort  favorably  on  a  bill  prohibiting  liquor,  including  wines, 
roni  being  passed  from  a  free  State  to  a  prohibiticni  State.  He 
showed  how  such  an  act  would  aft'ect  wine,  which  is  not  an  in- 
;oxicating  drink,  and  that,  on  the  contrary,  where  this  healthy 
leverage  is  commonly  used  by  the  people  at  large,  intoxication 
s  almost  unknown. 

He  convinced  the  committee  that  the  act  Avas  also  unconstitu- 

iiai,  as  it  would  interfere  Avith  interstate  commerce  and  if 
•iiiicted  would  be  the  cause  of  great  strife  between  the  different 
■states  of  the  Union,  which  would  endanger  the  peace  of  our 
.•ountry;  and  that  furthermore,  it  would  increase  the  evil  of 
Inmkenness  by  substituting  for  Avine  the  use  of  smuggled  alco- 
lolic  l)everages  from  the  free  States  into  prohibition  States,  in- 
stead of  gradually  educating  JJie  people  to  the  use  of  wine  at 
heir  meals,  Avhich  is  the  universal  drink  in  countries  of  Europe, 
ivhere  alcoholism  is  a  rare  thing. 

The  committee  seemed  to  be  favorably  impressed  by  the  logi- 
•al  arguments  offered  by  ilr.  Sbarboro  and  after  several  days 
>f  consideration,  finally  recommended  that  the  bill  be  not 
lassed,  as  the  act  Avas  clearly  unconstitutional. 

This  means  many  million  dollars  to  the  great  industry  of 
California  and  other  States  of  the  Union  A\here  the  grape  groAvs 
iind  ncAv  vineyards  are  continuously  set  out. 

ATTKJIPT  TO  JI.AKE  WASHINGTON  X  PROHIBITION  CITY. 

.Vuother  victory  Avas  attained  by  .Mr.  Sbarboro  before  the 
Committee  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Avhei*e  a  bill  Avas  pend- 
ug  declaring  Washington,  the  Capital  of  the  Union,  a  pro- 
libition  city.  This  laAv  Avas  offered  by  Congressman  Sims  of 
Tennessee,  and  the  bill  statinl  that  after  October  1,  1908,  "No 
)erson  shall  either  himself  or  by  agent  manufacture  or  com- 
»uud,  sell  or  keep  for  sale  or  offer  for  sale  or  give  aAvay  or 
iiniisii  witiiin  the  District  of  Columbia  any  intoxicating  liquor, 
■tc." 

"  Mr.  Sbarboro  was  in  New  York  on  his  Avay  home  when  he  re- 
•eived  an  invitation  from  .Mr.  S.  W.  Smith,  Chairman  of  the 
House  Commitee  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  requesting  him 
0  appear  before  the  committee  on  March  16th  to  "present  his 
."lews  in  his  OAvn  Avay  on  the  subject  of  prohibition." 

Mr.  Sbarboro  returned  to  Washington  and  appeared  before 
he  committee,  Avhere  he  Avas  called  as  the  first  speaker,  and 
5poke  Avith  Avarmth  for  over  an  hour  on  the  subject  before  the 
•ommittee. 

The  address  folloAvs : 

\ODRESS   DELIVERED    BY   A.    SBARBORO    BEFORE   THE    COMMITTEE 
ON    THE    DISTRICT    OF    COLUMBIA,    HOUSE    OF    REPRESEN- 
TATIVES, WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  MARCH  16,  1908. 

ONORABLE  GENTLEMEN:    I  came  all  the  way  from  California— some 
three   thousand   miles — for   the   purpose   of  giving  you   my  views   and 
a.ssisting   you,    if   possible,    to   remove   the   evil   of   alcoholism   from   the 
midst  of  our  people. 

I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in  this  matter;  have  several  times  vis- 
ited the  different  parts  of  thq  world,  and  therefore  consider  myself  to  be  well 
informed  on  the  subject  and  competent  to  give  you  reliable  information  on  the 
great  question  of  the  day. 

Drunkenness    is   unquestionably   the   greatest    evil    that   this   country    is   af- 
llcted  with. 
Not   only   does   alcoholism    affect    the   poor   and    the    Ignorant;    but,   alas,    it 
ihfs  the  rich,   the  learned,  the  laborers,  mechanics,   as  well   as  merchants.

financiers,  bUHiness  and  professional  men,  learned  lawyers,  and  it  has  reached 
even  as   high   as   the  bench   Itself. 

Is  it  a  wonder,  gentlemen,  that  under  the  existing  deplorable  conditions, 
the  American  people  are  up  in  arms  and  striving  to  remove  this  great  evil 
from   the  country? 

INTOXICATING   LIQUORS. 

The  bill  of  Congressman  Sims  prohiV;iting  the  sale  of  "intoxicating  liquors" 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  it  seems  to  me,  is  a  very  proper  one  as  far  as  it 
goes,  and  with  an  amendment  defining  "intoxicating  liquors"  I  believe  that  it 
will  succeed  in  removing  drunl<enness  and  Its  dire  consequences.  I  would 
therefore  suggest  amending  said  bill  by  adding  to  line  8  in  section  1  the  fol- 
lowing words: 

"Provided,  however,  that  the  natural  fermented  juice  of  the  apple,  the 
natural  fermented  juice  of  the  grape  and  the  natural  fermented  juice  of  other 
fruits  not  containing  more  than  13  per  cent  alcohol,  and  naturally  brewed  beer, 
are  not  to  be  considered  under  this  act  Intoxicating  liquors  and  are  hereby 
declared  not  to  be  intoxicating  liquors  and  are  therefore  not  subject  to  the 
provisions    of    this    act." 

REASONS    FOR    AMENDMENTS. 

My  reasons  for  recommending  this  amendment  to  this  bill  are,  first,  that 
prohibition  does  not  prohibit;  and  secondly,  that  it  has  time  and  again  been 
proven  that  man  requires  for  his  health  the  use  of  some  kind  of  stimulant, 
and  where  he  does  not  take  it  in  a  mild  and  harmless  way,  he  is  bound  to

take  it  in  strong  and  Injurious  forms  of  strong  alcoholic  drinks;  as,  for  in- 
stance, in  the  prohibition  State  of  Vermont,  in  a  town  where  even  the  drug- 
stores had  been  prohibited  from  selling  liquors,  under  a  doctor's  prescription. 
It  was  found  that  insanity  was  increasing  to  an  enormous  extent.  A  com- 
mittee from  the  Board  of  Health  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  cause  of 
this  increase  of  insanity.  The  Board  examined  the  books  of  the  drug  stores 
expecting  to  find  that  they  had  been  importing  liquors  surreptitiously,  and  to 
their  amazement  they  found  that  they  had  not  imported  liqours,  but  that  they 
had  recently  been  importing  cocaine  and  opium  drug  compounds  by  the  ton, 
and  these  were  what  caused  the  insanity.  And  then  again,  I  read  In  the 
Evening  Bulletin  of  San  Francisco,  under  date  of  January  16th,  that  In  the 
town  of  Vallejo,  adjoining  the  navy  yard  of  Mare  Island,  where  many  marines 
were  employed,  finding  that  many  of  them  would  return  to  their  ships  in  an 
Intoxicated  condition,  the  officers  requested  the  authorities  of  the  town  to  close 
up  all  saloons.  What  was  the  result?  A  short  time  after  that  ten  sailors, 
whilst  going  to  their  work,  found  near  a  ship  a  tub  of  linoleum  cement.  One 
of  the  sailors  said  to  his  friends,  "I  could  make  some  alcohol  out  of  this 
paint."  To  which  one  of  the  others  replied,  "Do  so,  Jim."  Jim  extracted  two 
and  a  half  gallons  of  wood  alcohol  from  the  paint.  The  ten  poor  unfortunate 
sailors  drank  some  of  that  liquor.  Three  of  them  fell  dead  on  the  spot,  two 
were  stricken  blind  and  the  other  five.  If  they  live,  will  be  ruined  for  life.  This 
further  proves  to  us  that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit. 

Now,  the  amendment  which  I  propose,  gentlemen,  is  of  the  very  greatest 
importance,  and  let  me  assure  you  that  it  is  only  by  such  action  that  the  evil 
of  drunkenness  will  ever  be  eliminated  from  the  United  States.  To  many  of  you 
gentlemen  who  have  visited  the  wine  producing  and  wine  drinking  countries  of 
Europe,  where  every  man,  woman  and  child  uses  wine  at  their  meals  just  the 
same  as  you  use  tea  and  coffee,  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  tell  you  that  in- 
toxication Is  almost  unknown.  But  to  those  who  are  not  Informed  of  this  fact, 
I  will  say  to  you  what  an  eminent  journalist,  Mr.  John  P.  Young  of  San 
Francisco,  recently  said  to   me. 

I   had   given   Mr.   Young  some   letters   of   introduction   for  Rome,   Milan   and 
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Paris,  and  on  his  return  he  came  and  thanked  me  for  the  favors  conferred 
upon  him,  as  he  had  been  royally  entertained  by  my  friends. 

I  naturally  asked  him  what  he  thought  of  Italy  and  France.  His  answer  was 
in  these  very  words: 

"Mr.  Sbarboro,  Italy  is  a  great  land  of  arts,  statuary,  paintings,  music,  mu- 
seums, grand  architectural  buildings  everywhere;  but,"  he  exclaimed,  "my, 
how  the  people  do  drink!  I  have  seen  on  the  plazas  of  several  cities  hundreds 
of  tables  each  containing  families  of  six  to  ten  persons,  and  on  every  table  1  no- 
ticed three,  four  and  five  bottles  of  wine,  and  every  one  of  the  family,  includ- 
ing the  little  tots,  drank  down  their  wine  like  water." 

I  said  to  him:  "Then,  Mr.  Young,  you  must  have  met  with  many  drunkards 
in  that  country." 

To  which  he  replied — and  let  this  be  remembered  by  all  of  you  gentlemen: 

"'I  was  in  Italy  and  France  for  six  months,  and  the  only  intoxicated  person 
that  I  met  in  my  travels  was  a  man  in  Paris,  and  he  had  been  drinking 
absinthe." 

Just  think!  This  American  traversed  a  territory  occupied  by  eighty  mil- 
lions of  people,  and  yet  in  six  months,  he  only  met  one  intoxicated  person. 

What  a  great  blessing  it  would  bo  for  this  country  if  any  one  could  traverse 
the  United  States,  containing  about  eighty  millions  of  people,  and  could  say 
that  he  only  met  one  drunken  person  in  six  months! 

Gentlemen,  this  great  desideratum  is  to-day  in  your  hands.  The  conditions 
that  exist  in  France,  Italy  and  Spain  are  object  lessons,  and  the  same  con- 
ditions with  the  use  of  the  same  beverages  may  be  created  in  time  by  our  own 
people. 

CLIMATIC    CONDITIONS. 

By  some  people  to  whom  I  have  made  this  observation,  I  have  been  asked, 
"Has  not  climate  something  to  do  with  the  habit  of  drinking?"  I  said: 
"None  whatever,  because  on  the  snow-capped  mountains  of  Switzerland,  where 
wine  is  the  universal  beverage,  intoxication  is  unknown,  just  the  same  as  in 
the  southern  countries  where  grapes  are  produced,  wine  is  made  and  wine 
is  used,  intoxication  is  unknown." 

Take  our  State  of  California,  which  is  already  producing  a  large  quantity 
of  as  fine  wine  as  is  produced  in  any  part  of  the  world;  intoxication  there  is 
already  less  than  in  any  other  State  of  the  Union.  On  the  lands  of  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony,  which  has  under  cultivation  over  8000  acres  of  grape 
vines,  the  common  laborers  have  a  row  of  pitchers  full  of  wine  served  on 
their  tables  at  every  meal,  which  they  use  ad  libitum;  and  yet  in  the  twenty- 
seven  years  of  the  existence  of  that  great,  prosperous  colony,  there  has  never 
been   an   intoxicated   person  on  any  of  their   lands. 

And  to  be  frank  with  you  and  come  nearer  home,  I  will  say  that  I  am  the 
father  of  five  children,  all  born  and  raised  in  California.  So  soon  as  each  one 
of  those  babes  had  ceased  nursing,  their  mother  served  them  with  a  little 
wine  and  water  at  table.  Those  babes  have  now  grown  to  be  men  and  women, 
holding  important  positions,  married  and  with  families  of  their  own,  and  these 
children,  who  have  taken  their  wine  at  meals  every  day  of  their  lives,  do  not 
know  what  intoxication  is,  and  if  they  live  as  long  as  Methuselah,  they  never 
v.'ill.  What  a  great  pleasure  it  would  be  if  the  American  ladies  could  all  do 
so  much  for  their  children;  and  I  say  to  them,  do  as  the  mother  of  my  chil- 
dren has  done  and  I  assure  you,  ladies,  that  you  will  have  no  drunken  boys 
in  your  families.  , 

STATISTICS. 

In  order  to  further  elucidate  these  facts,  I  ask  you  to  read  the  statistics  of 
France,  Italy  and  Spain,  showing  the  quantity  of  wine  used  in  these  countries, 
which  averages  over  thirty  gallons  per  capita  per  annum,  against  only  about 
one  gallon  of  alcohol.  Then  read  the  statistics  of  Russia,  England,  and,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  of  our  own  United  States,  and  you  will  find  just  the  reverse — 
that  only  one  gallon  of  wine  is  used  per  capita  per  annum  against  over  thirty 
gallons  of  alcohol  consumed  in  these  countries.  You  will,  by  these  statistics, 
see  that  in  the  three  principal  wine  drinking  countries  of  the  world,  the  num- 
ber of  alcoholic  cases  are  minimum,  whilst  in  the  other  three  non-wine  using 
countries  of  the  world,  the  number  of  alcoholic  cases  are  simply  appalling  and 
cause  more  misery  in  these  countries  than  any  other  evils  with  which  they 
are    affllicted.  , 

OPINION   OF  THE   FOUNDERS  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

Now,  one  would  wonder  how  it  is  that  with  these  facts  before  the  world, 
the  people  of  the  United  States  do  not  all  use  the  healthy,  invigorating  and 
non-intoxicating  beverage  of  wine.  In  fact,  commencing  from  the  very  begin- 
ning of  our  country  here,  our  first  fathers,  Washington  and  Jefferson,  the 
great  men  who  framed  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  who  had 
resided  in  FYance  as  representative  of  our  country,  used  and  highly  recom- 
mended the  use  of  wine  by  the  people.  President  Jefferson,  when  it  was  pro- 
posed by  Congress  to  reduce  the  duty  on  wine,  said: 

"I  rejoice  as  a.  moralist  at  the  prospect  of  a  reduction  of  duties  on  wine  by 
our  National  Legislature.  It  is  an  error  to  view  a  tax  on  that  article  as  merely 
a  tax  on  the  rich..  It  is  prohibition  of  its  use  to  the  middling  classes,  and  a 
condemnation  cf  them  to  the  poison  of  spirits.  No  nation  is  drunken  where 
wine  is  cheap  and  none  sober  where  dearness  of  wine  substitutes  ardent  spirits 
as  its  common  beverage." 


He  knew  the  requirements  of  the  poor  as  well  as  of  the  rich,  but,  alas,  thel 
wine  then  had  to  come  from  Europe,  the  duty  and  freight  were  so  high  that  it! 
was  not  within  the  reach  of  the  people,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  countries  | 
which  do  not  produce  wine  use,  unfortunately,  very  little  of  it..  This  has  been 
the  reason  why  our  own  people,  even  in  the  early  days,  not  having  then  wine 
grapes,  went  into  the  field  and  distilled  corn  and  rye  into  whisky,  which  has 
caused  and  is  still  causing  so  much  misery  to  the  people.  This  was  natural, 
and  was  excusable  at  the  time  when  grapes  were  not  produced  in  the  United 
States;  but  in  1857,  the  father  of  the  Hon.  Nicholas  Longworth  commenced 
to  make  wine  from  grapes  grown  in  Ohio;  and  in  California,  the  Spanish 
padres  who  arrived  there  in  early  days,  soon  discovered  that  it  was  the  land 
of  wine,  and  were  not  slow  in  importing  grape  vine  cuttings  from  Europe  and 
setting  them  out  around  their  missions.  In  1860  wine  commenced  to  be  made 
in  California  for  commercial  purposes.  It  was  not  very  good  at  the  begin- 
ning, for  the  so-called  mission  grapes  brought  by  the  friars  were  not  the  best 
varieties  of  wine  grapes,  but  soon  enterprising  people,  notably  the  officers 
of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  imported  from  France,  Italy  and  the  Rhine  the 
finest  varieties  of  wine  grape  cuttings.  They  found  that  they  did  thrive 
in  the  virgin  soil  of  California  as  luxuriantly  as  they  did  in  the  mother  coun- 
try. They  are  now  making  as  fine  wines  as  can  be  produced  in  any  part  of 
Europe,  and  that  which  is  properly  aged  is,  in  fact,  superior,  and  is  selling 
to-day  in  the  market  of  New  Y^ork  for  a  higher  price  than  the  same  variety  m 
wine  brought  from  Europe. 

But  California  is  not  the  o_nly  State  in  the  Union  which  produces  wine 
grapes.  The  States  of  New  Yorli,  Ohio,  Missouri,  Virginia,  and,  in  fact,  in 
nearly  all  the  States  of  the  Union,  grapes  will  grow  and  thrive  well.  There 
fore,  there  is  no  more  necessity  that  the  poor  people  should  be  deprived  of 
the  use  of  wine  at  their  tables,  and  it  is  now  virtually  within  the  reach  of  all 
and  when  the  demand  justifies  that  the  people  will  use  wine  in  large  quan-^ 
titles  (which  I  hope  will  be  soon)  there  can  be  sufficent  of  it  made  to  satisfy 
the  appetite  of  all,  and  it  will  be  sold  at  a  price  within  the  reach  of  the  poorest 
in  the  land,  as  when  bought  in  bulk  for  family  use  it  should  not  cost  more  than 
from  5  to  10  cents  per  bottle,  which  is  as  cheap  as  tea  or  coffee. 

COMMERCIAL  RESULT. 

Then,  what  will  be  the  commercial  result  of  this  new  industry?  Let  m« 
.«how  you:  Last  year  France  produced  one  billion  and  a  half  gallons  of  wine 
which  has  a  valuation  of  $300,000,000.  Ualy — a  little  smaller  territory — pro 
duced  one  billion  gallons  of  wine,  which  is  worth  $200,000,000.  The  State  of 
California  alone,  which  has  a  territory  one-third  larger  than  all  the  kingdom 
of  Italy,  can — and  when  consumption  will  justify,  will — produce,  of  itself, 
alone,  one  billion  gallons  of  wine.  Just  think,  gentlemen,  we  have  in  our  own 
States,  within  our  reach,  the  growth  of  one  of  our  farming  industries  which 
will   produce  $500,000,000  per  annum. 

EFFECT   ON    LIQUOR    INDUSTRY. 

It  is  true,  I  must  confess,  that  by  the  augmenting  of  this  important  resource 
of  our  country  from  the  product  of  the  grape,  there  will  of  necessity  be  some 
industry  that  will  suffer,  and  that  Is,  as  the  result  of  the  increase  of  the  use  of 
wine,  there  will  be  a  very  material  decrease  in  the  use  of  whisky.  But  there  is 
a  remedy  for  the  whisky  men.  Let  them  plow  up  the  corn  fields  and  rye  fields, 
from  which  they  distill  the  whisky,  and  set  out  instead  the  grape  vine.  Then 
their  profits  wiirbe  as  large,  their  labor  as  well  remunerated,  and,  what  is  far 
more  beneficial,  they  will  be  employed  in  an  occupation  that  will  do  good  to 
the  people  instead  of  bringing  ruin  to  them,  and  merit  the  honor  of  their 
fellow  citizens  instead  of  being  engaged  in  what  is  considered  a  questionable 
occupation. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  could  speak  to  you.  gentlemen,  all  day  and  bring  further  facts  before  you, 
but  your  time  is  limited,  and  I  believe  that  you  now  understand  the  condition 
of  this  great  question,  and  that  you  will  use  your  good  judgment  in  the  adop- 
tion of  the  amendment  which  I  have  proposed  to  this  bill. 

I  have,  however,  a  few  more  remarks  to  make.  Washington  is  the  capital 
of  the  United  States.  It  is  a  beautiful  city,  with  its  parks  and  magnificent 
mansions,  surpassing  in  beauty  any  other  city  of  the  world;  where  reside  am- 
bassadors, ministers  and  officials  and  diplomats,  and  where  distinguished  peo- 
ple from  all  over  the  world  come  to  visit.  Nearly  all  these  people,  gentlemen, 
who  come  here  are  accustomed  to  have  wine  on  the  table  just  the  same  as  you 
have  tea  and  coffee.  Are  you  going  to  pass  a  law  that  will  prohibit  these  for- 
eign people  from  taking  their  healthy  beverage  that  they  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  use  from  infancy  at  their  table?  Why,  gentlemen,  that  would  be  mak- 
ing the  people  of  this  nation  ridiculous  before  the  people  of  Europe  and  the 
world,  and  they  could  not  refrain  from  saying:  "Is  this  the  land  of  the  free, 
where  one  is  not  permitted  to  eat  and  drink  what  he  is  accustomed  to  at  his 
table?" 

It  is  proper  that  the  law  makers  of  the  nation  should  declare,  by  their 
action  at  Washington,  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  the  Important  fact 
that  wine  and  beer  and  such  like  beverages  are  not  intoxicating  drinks,  and 
that  the  use  of  them  should  be  encouraged  in  every  hamlet,  town,  city  and 
State  throughout  the  whole  Union. 
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ring  my  stay  in  New  York  recontly  I  took  pains  to  consult  several  eminent 
Ic  gentlemen  in  regard  to  this  all-important  question,  and  I  was  pleased 
avear  that  they  all  coincided  with  me  that  the  use  of  wine  and  mild  bev- 
raxes  would  substitute  the  evils  of  whisky  and  drunkenness.    Among  them, 

consulted  the  Rev.  Dr.  C.  H.  Parkhurst,  pastor  of  the  Madison-Square  Pres- 
yterian  Church,  the  well-known  moralist,  the  head  of  the  Society  for  the 
Mvention  of  Crime,  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in  reading  you  his  letter: 

HE  OPINION  OF  THE  CHURCH  AS  EXPRESSED  BY  DR.  PARKHURST. 

"Although  I  believe  in  temperance,  I  try  to  be  temperate  in  my  belief  and  to 
e  sufficiently  radical  not  to  defeat  the  ends  of  my  conservatism.  I  am  warmly 
1  sympathy  with  you  in  the  attitude  which  you  take  in  regard  to  wine  as  a 
ubstitute  for  whisky.  Judging  from  what  I  see  in  this  country,  and  from 
■hat  I  know  of  the  condition  of  things  in  Europe,  which  I  have  visited  twenty- 
ve  times,  I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  more  wine  there  is  produced 
1  this  country  and  the  more  freely  it  is  transported  from  State  to  State,  the 
!S8  whisky  will  be  used,  and  the  smaller  amount  of  drunkenness.  If  the  pro- 
osed  bill  is  passed  1  earnestly  trust  that  exception  will  be  made  of  beverages 
Dntalning  less  than  a  certain  fixed   minimum  of  alcohol. 

Wishing  you  the  largest  success  in  your  propagation  of  the  views  which 
ou  so  interestingly  and  persuasively  expressed  to  me  a  couple  of  days  since,

Chilean  Grape  Culture 


'^OXSI'L  ALFRED  A.  WINSLOW  of  Valparaiso  reports 
^-^  that  much  attention  is  given  the  cultivation  of  grapes  in 
'hile,  and  the  manufacture  of  wine  therefrom,  as  will  be  seen 
•y  the  following  statistics : 

The  industry  is  growing  rapidly  and  promi.ses  well.  The  cli- 
nate  and  soil  are  mo.st  excellent  for  the  production  of  some  of 
he  best  varieties  of  grapes.  In  1906  there  were  57,665  hectares, 
•r  142,493  acres,  under  cultivation,  against  51,539  hectares,  or 
.27,354  acres,  for  1904.  In  1906  there  Avere  17,260  hectares 
inder  cultivation  on  irrigated  lands.  The  grapes  grown  on  the 
rrigated  lands  were  the  best.  The  pi'oduction  of  wine  for  the 
larvest  of  1906  amounted  to  157,604,656  liters  (liter  eqvmls 
!-.0667  quarts),  of  which  the  greater  proportion  was  red  wine. 
Phe  production  for  1907  exceeded  that  of  1906  very  materially, 
»ut  the  exact  figures  cannot  yet  be  given. 

During  1906  wine  to  the  value  of  |203,430  United  States  gold 
vas  imported,  of  which  the  United  States  furnished  less  than 
)ne-half  of  1  per  cent.  During  the  .same  time  Chile  exported 
■vine  to  the  value  of  |54,740. 


Loyal  Catholics  Are  Up  in  Arms 


MIIAVAUKEE,  Wis.,  March  1. — A  storm  of  indignation  ha.s 
been  raised  among  Catholics  throughout  the  United  States 
by  the  scurrilous  attacks  which  have  been  made  upon  the  Roman 
church  in  general  and  Cardinal  (libbous  in  particular  by  the 
National  Press  Bureau  of  the  prohibition  party. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Pope  Pius,  through  his  private  cham- 
berlain, Monsignor  Franz  Goller,  has  anuounc(Hl  that  he  does 
not  favor  prohibition,  these  attack.s  have  necessarily  included 
the  supreme  pontilT  himself.  That  the  holy  father,  who  is  rever- 
enced as  almost  divine  by  millions  of  men  and  women  in  this 
country,  should  have  been  made  the  object  of  attack  by  a  party 
of  extremists,  has  greatly  intensified  the  feeling  of  bitterness 
which  the  Avhole  affair  has  caused  and  has  lost  to  the  prohibi- 
tion party  innumerable  votes. 

Archbishop  Messmer  took  up  the  cudgels  today  and  in  no  un- 
certain terms  denounced  the  vilifiers  of  Cardinal  Gibbons.  He 
pointed  out  that  his  eminence  was  well  known  to  be  a  man  of 
the  most  tempei-ate  habits  and  that  any  suggestion  that  he  had 
been  influenced  by  the  liquor  interests  was  too  contemptible 
to  be  considered. 

The  fact  that  Catholic  clergy  of  all  ranks  have  consistently 
pursued  up  to  the  present  time  their  traditional  policy  of  re- 
fraining from  taking  any  part  in  popular  agitations  has  added 
to  the  tremendous  sensation  which  has  been  caused  by  the 
affair.  It  is  freely  predicted  that  the  prohibitionists  have 
roused  against  themselves  a.  power  which  Avill  insure  their  utter 
defeat.  The  fidelity  of  the  Catholic  laity  to  their  clergy  is 
pointed  to  as  assuring  the  lining  up  of  all  the  millions  of  that 
faith  in  the  ranks  of  the  anti-prohibitionists. 

The  statement  made  by  Archbishop  Messmer  today  was  as 
follows : 

"It  is  too  contemptible,  too  ridiculous  to  notice.  It  is  the 
bigoted  attack  of  fanatics  and  is  really  no  more  than  was  to  be 
expected  from  those  behind  this  extreme  movement.  I  proplie- 
sied  A\lien  I  heard  that  Cardinal  Gibbons  had  spoken  against 
the  prohibition  movement  that  such  an  attack  would  be  made 
on  him.  It  was  all  the  more  to  be  expected,  because  he  is  a  man 
of  recognized  authority  whose  opinion  on  any  subject  carries 
Aveight. 

"Anyone  who  knows  the  Cardinal  will  resent  this  abuse.  He 
is  the  most  temperate  of  men. 

"I  would  not  be  understood  as  favoring  the  drink  habit.  I 
regret  deeply  its  abuses  and  the  misery  which  it  causes,  but  I 
do  not  believe  that  prohibition  is  the  cure.  The  provisions  for 
the  control  of  the  traffic  drawn  up  by  the  liquor  men  themselves 
and  sent  out  in  circular  form  prior  to  the  model  license  conven- 
tion recently  held  in  Louisville  seem  to  me  to  point  the  waj'  to  a 
reform  which  will  be  much  moi-e  genuine  and  sane. 

"I  think  the  general  plan  formulated  by  these  men  who  are  in 
the  business,  one  which  deserves  hearty  commendation,  and 
which,  if  adopted,  will  do  far  more  to  better  conditions  than  any 
such  extreme  measures  as  prohibition  could  possibly  do."

AS  there  are  no  separate  statistics  given  in  the  official  return 
with  regard  to  the  duty  payments  of  the  wines  of  Califor- 
nia, we  are  unable  to  obtain,  in  figures,  a  correct  idea  of  the 
extent  of  the  trade.  However,  there  is  reason,  from  what  one 
sees  and  hears,  for  believing  that  the  demand  is  well  sustained. 
One  sees  the  wines  at  hotels  and  restaurants  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  the  business  is  worked  by  the  leading  firm  asso- 
ciated with  it  with  an  ability  and  an  enterprise  that  would  seem 
to  ensure  success.  The  trade  has  evidently  recovered  from  any 
inconvenience  caused  by  the  great  earthquake. — Wine  Trade 
Rericu-,  London,  January,  1908.

LOS  ANGELES,  JIarch. — That  class  of  people  whose  sole 
aim  in  life  appears  to  be  to  the  minding  of  others'  business 
for  them,  are  harassinfj  the  liquor  men  at  every  opportunity. 
In  eA-ery  burg  in  Southern  California  where  liquor  is  sold,  some 
would-be-reformed  is  trotting  around  Avith  a  petition  to  close 
the  saloons  or  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor,  even  Avith  meals  at 
the  hotels.  At  Newport  IJeach,  this  county,  they  are  endeavor- 
ing to  close  the  one  saloon  there  at  the  coming  election  in  April. 
At  Ocean  Park,  notwithstanding  their  previous  defeat,  the  Pro- 
liibitionists  are  straining  eA^ery  nerve  to  get  out  a  A'ote  large 
enough  to  close  the  toAvn  at  the  next  election.  At  Redlands 
tlieA'  have  succeeded  in  getting  the  question  permitting  the 
Hotel  Casa  Loma  to  sell  Avines  and  other  liquors  Avith  meals,  as 
an  election  issue,  Avhich  is  to  come  before  the  people  at  the 
regular  citA'  election  in  April.  Here  in  Los  Angeles  they  are 
circulating  petitions  to  call  an  election  on  the  liqut)r  question 
at  the  general  election.  Their  campaign  is  to  be  for  the  passage 
of  an  ordinance  "absolutely  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  malt,  breAved,  vinous  and  intoxicating  liquors  in  Los 
Angeles"  and  are  using  every  argument  possible,  from  the  boy- 
cott to  the  financial  "sand  bag''  to  bring  the  voters  to  their  way 
of  thinking. 


The  pi'ohibition  cranks  seem  determined  to  driA'e  Adolphus 
Busch  out  of  Southern  California  by  their  attacks  upon  him. 
EA'ery  yaAAper  in  tlieir  ranks  has  taken  a  fling  at  him  and  lie  has 
been  accused  of  every  crime  in  their  calender,  from  making 
beer  to  sheep  stealing.  It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  our  boasted 
ciAdlization  that  a  man  Avho  spends  more  money  annually  in 
Southern  California  among  our  tradesmen  than  the  Avhole  pro- 
hibition party  of  this  county  possesses,  should  be  harried  by 
cA'ery  Avild-eyed  fanatic  avIio  believes  that  he  has  a  call  to  reform 
the  Avorld  and  that  all  Avho  differ  from  him  is  a  claim  locator 
in  Hades. 


Trade  in  the  Avholesale  liquor  business  is,  outside  of  the  de- 
nmnds  of  the  local  trade,  saloons,  cafes  and  family  lifpior  houses, 
rather  quiet.  The  Arizona  and  Nevada  mining  camps  are  help- 
ing to  round  out  the  A^olume  of  business  very  materially,  but  the 
trade  could  take  cai*e  of  more  orders  Avithout  Avorking  nights. 


Among  the  familj'  liquor  stores  business  continues  fairly 
good  as  there  is  (luite  an  element  in  this  city  that  use  our  good 
California  Avines  or  malt  liquors  at  their  meals.  From  the  num- 
ber of  family  stores  in  this  city  there  must  be  a  large  number  of 
this  class  as  aacII  as  those  Avho  do  not  patronize  the  saloons,  but 
take  their  medicine  at  home,  to  keep  all  the  stores  running,  and 
apparently  doing  a  good  business. 


The  California  Avine  trade  is  fairly  good.  The  demand  is 
principally  a  local  one,  though  considerable  Avine  is  being 
shipped  to  outside  State  and  Nevada  and  Arizona  points.  East- 
ern shipments  have  been  light  because  of  the  risk  of  extreme 
cold  in  transit,  but  this  branch  of  the  business  is  beginning  to 
look  up  somewhat  and  there  is  quite  a  little  Avine  noAv  moving 
to  Eastern  points,  though  not  so  briskly  as  the  big  concerns 
Avould  like  to  see  it.  Indications  are  good,  howcAer,  for  a  fair 
summer  trade  in  the  shipping  business. 


There  is  a  big  acreage  in  vineyards  being  planted  this  spring 
in  the  Imperial  Valley.  The  vines  are  of  the  table  Aarieties  and 
it  is  the  idea  of  tlie  peoph;  planting  them  to  raise  grapes  for  the 


Eastern  market,  as  grapes  in  the  Imperial  Valley  ripen  several 
AA'eeks  ahead  of  any  other  portion  of  the  State. 


Hugo  (xoldschmidt,  of  the  Southern  California  Wine  Com-i 
pauA',  left  March  loth  for  the  East.    After  visiting  the  A^arious 
agencies  of  his  house  throughout  the  Eastern  States,  Mr.  Gold- 
schmidt  Avill  sail  for  Hamburg,  Geignany,  AAhere  he  Avill  spend 
scA^eral   Aveeks.      He   is   expected   home   again   in   about  three' 
months. 


Joe  Melczer  has  gone  to  Byron  Springs  to  rusticate  for  u 
month.  Joe  has  his  business  so  it  runs  itself  now  and  he  is 
taking  life  easy  these  days  and  leaAes  Summerfield  on  Avatch. 


TheMcDevitt  &  Gollmer  Company,  Avho  conduct  the  Capitol 
Bar,  at  317  South  ]Main  Street,  has  filed  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion, to  transact  a  Avholesale  and  retail  liquor  business.

Capitol  stock  is  placed  at  |20,000.  McDevitt,  Gollmer,  and 
Breer  are  the  principal  stockholders.

Rol  is 
known  as  the  miners'  friend,  and  has  ahvays  been  good  for  a 
"touch''  from  the  "desert  rat"  AA^th  sagebrush  in  his  hair,  and  it 
is  not  often  that  his  kindness  is  abused  and  Rol's  place  is  the 
desert  men's  headquarters.

lU'  as  business  continues  as  good.

^^■E  New  York  S>(»,  on  February  16th,  published  an  article 
HK>'iving  Georgia's  experience'  during  the  first  mouth  of  pro- 
bition,  from  which  A\-e  quote.  The  arrests  for  intoxication  in 
lanta  show  a  decrease  of  80  per  cent. 

"When  prohibition  came  a  number  of  wholesale  liquor  dealers 
)ved  headquarters  to  Chattanooga  across  the  Tennessee  State 
le.  These  dealers  are  sending  back  word  to  their  friends  here 
at  they  never  have  done  so  much  business  as  now ;  that  they 
e  making  money  faster  than  ever.  They  are  working  over- 
uo  to  fill  orders  from  their  former  customers  in  (Jeorgia. 
"It  is  a  fact  that  (me  Friday  morning  in  January  brought 
Atlanta  from  Ciiattanooga  one  solid  express  carload  of  liquor, 
ainly  nmrked,  'Handle  with  care.  Gla.ss.'  There  was  a  large 
usignment  of  cases  that  same  morning  that  couldn't  be  crowd- 
into  the  car. 

"While  the  express  companies  are  not  supposed  to  know  the 
ntents  of  the.se  packages  committed  to  their  care,  they  say 
lofticially  that  at  least  (me  thousand  gallons  of  liquor  is  re- 
ived in  Atlanta  every  day,  probably  more.  An  Atlanta  detec- 
.e  who  is  said  to  be  employed  by  i)rohibiti(m  interests  is  au- 
ority  for  the  statement  that  #127,050  of  Atlanta  money  was 
lid  in  Januai-y  for  Tennessee  and  Florida  whisky.  One  ex- 
ess  company  has  been  compelled  to  increase  its  force  in 
tlanta  and  to  hire  a  vacant  store,  formerly  a  saloon,  where  it 
n  store  goods  until  i)roper  delivery  can  be  made. 
It  is  said  tliat  licpior  can  be  had  by  the  pint  or  quart  on  short 
itice.    They  call  this  method  the  lightning  express  from  Chat- 


Yet  we  are  told  by  prohibitionists  that  prohibition  prohibits. 
"The  law  i)rovides  that  any  club  may  pay  a  license  of  |500. 
ider  which  its  members  may  keep  in  their  private  lockers  what 
|Uor  they  need  for  their  individual  private  consumption.  They 
nnot  give  it  away,  not  even  to  a  guest  or  a  fellow  member, 
ach  mu.st  drink  alone. 

Three  of  the  larger  chibs  in  Atlanta  have  taken  out  these 
cker  licens(>s.  It  was  to  be  expected  that  locker  clubs  would 
•ring  into  existence,  and  they  have.  Savannah  is  reported  to 
ive  a  score  of  them. 

Some  otluM"  cities  in  deorgia  have  added  to  the  cost  of  the 
■r  license  by  making  it  worth  |5000  and  even  |10,000.  Oth- 
,ve  made  it  so  expensive  that  the  ordinary  15-cent  drink 
onld  cost  from  15  up. 

Augusta  is  just  across  the  Savannah  River  from  North  Au- 
ista,  S.  C,  Avliere  the  dispensary  law  still  exists.     The  latter 


little  town  has  ac(iuired  large  commercial  importance  since  pro- 
hibition went  into  effect  in  Georgia. 

"The  bridge  AVhich  spans  the  river  has  become  the  highway 
to  license  and  freedom,  and  a  business  of  from  $2500  to  $3500  a 
d.ay  has  sprung  up  from  Georgia  patronage.  Perhaps  this  trade 
is  larger  because  li(iuor,  under  the  dispensary  system,  comes 
only  in  pints  and  (juarts.  which  cannot  be  op(^ned  or  drunk  on 
the  premi-ses  where  sold. 

"Cohunbus,  separated  from  Girard,  Ala.,  by  the  Chattahoo- 
che  River,  is  having  a  similar  exjKirience. 

"The  records  of  the  office  of  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue 
in  Atlanta  show  that  during  the  first  month  of  prohibition  in 
Creorgia  sixty-six  licenses  permitting  the  sale  of  spirituous  and 
malt  li(iuors  in  the  State  were  issued.  Most  of  these  licenses 
wei-e  issued  to  people  giving  Savannah  as  their  place  of  busi- 
ness. Four  or  five  Atlanta  people  got  them,  but  most  were  taken 
for  the  seaboard  edge  of  the  State." 

As  was  predicted,  Georgia  does  not  seem  to  prove  an  excep- 
ti(m  to  other  communities  that  have  tried  prohibition.  The 
State  is  minus  the  money  which  it  would  have  received  from 
the  liquor  licenses,  and  its  citizens,  or  at  least  a  portion  of  them, 
have  laid  themselves  open  to  the  charge  of  being  hypocrites. 

The  workings  of  Georgia's  prohibition  law  naturally  suggest 
the  thought  that  if  it  is  wrong  to  sell  intoxicating  beverages, 
isn't  it  equally  wrong  to  buy  and  consume  them'/  Had  the 
prohibition  law  of  Georgia  contained  a  provision  making  it  un- 
lawful to  purchase  or  consume  as  well  as  sell  intoxicating  bev- 
erages the  law  would  have  been  defeated. 


Sbarboro  Fights  for  Native  Wines

WASHIX(tTON,  Marcli  (i. — Arguments  were  offered  to-day 
before  the  House  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  against 
the  l.ittlefield  bill  ])roviding  that  liquors  shipped  in  interstate 
transit  shall  be  subject  to  the  police  powers  of  a  State.  A  dele- 
gation from  the  California  Wine  Growers'  Association  was  pres- 
(Mit,  as  was  also  a  delegation  from  the  Women's  Christian  Tem- 
jierance  Union.  The  arguments  were  made  by  Andrea  Sbarboro 
of  the  California  Swiss  Colony,  who  represented  the  California 
Wine  Growers,  and  L.  J.  Vance  of  New  York,  Secretary  oi  the 
American  Wine  Growers'  Association.     Both  opposed  the  bill. 

'Sir.  Sbarboro  discussed  the  temperance  and  commercial  sides 
of  the  vinticultural  industry  of  the  United  States,  arguing  that 
light  wines  and  beers  were  tiie  best  means  of  promoting  tem- 
perance. He  quoted  from  Surgeon  O'Reilly  of  the  army  to  show 
that  since  the  abolishment  of  the  canteen  the  number  of  soldiers 
treated  in  hospitals  for  alcoholism  averaged  30  to  a  thousand, 
while  in  countries  whex'e  the  soldiers  are  allowed  to  have  light 
win(>s  and  beers  the  average  is  one-eighth  of  one  per  thousand. 
He  claimed  that,  according  to  r(^ports  furnished  by  the  Departr 
ment  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  the  consumption  of  light  wine 
and  IxK'r  is  increasing  in  the  United  States,  Avhile  the  consump- 
tion of  ardent  spirits  is  decreasing.  He  told  of  the  enormous 
amount  of  niou(\v  invested  in  the  wine  industry  of  the  United 
States,  which  he  Avas  afraid  the  passage  of  the  bill  under  dis- 
cussion would  destroy. 

Mr.  Vance  oppo.sed  the  bill  on  constitutional  grounds.  He 
claimed  that  the  proposed  regulation  by  the  National  Govern- 
ment, if  carri(Hl  to  its  logical  conclusion,  would  ultimately  de- 
stroy commerce.  He  stated  that  there  were  over  300,000  acres 
of  vintage  in  the  United  States,  220,000  in  California,  60,000 
in  New  York,  15,000  in  Ohio  and  10,000  in  Michigan  and  ilis- 
s(»uri,  with  |100,000,000  invested  in  wineries,  buildings  and 
stocks,  giving  employment  to  200,000  men.  He  claimed  that  if 
the  bill  became  a  law  it  would  practically  destroy  the  wine  in- 
dustry of  the  United  States,  and  be  a  heavy  blow  to  American 
agriculture.

NEW  YORK,  March,  1908. 

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  :  It  is  difficult  to  write  a 
market  report  where  there  is  no  market.  The  wine  and 
spirit  business  is  as  dull  as  it  can  well  be  and  it  could  scarcely 
be  expected  to  be  otherwise.  It  is  affected  not  only  by  the  state 
of  affairs  which  exists  in  general,  and  which  applies  to  all  other 
lines  of  business,  but  by  other  conditions  peculiar  to  itself.  Pro- 
hibition, adverse  legislation,  all  sorts  of  restrictions,  pure  food 
uncertainties,  are  additional  reasons  why  our  trade  languishes. 
Unfortunately,  there  is  little  prospect  of  relief  in  sight.  Until  the 
general  situation  is  improved,  we  cannot  expect  relief. 

In  all  lines,  ultra  conservatism  reigns  supreme.  Buying  is 
I'estricted  almost  exclusively  to  actual  necessities,  and  then  only 
to  provide  urgent  needs.  It  is  thought  some  improvement  may 
come  with  the  opening  of  spring,  as  stocks  are  at  the  minimum 
and  activity  in  many  departments  must  come  from  a  demand 
for  goods  for  actual  requirements,  and  it  may  be  so.  But  it  is 
not  likely  there  will  be  much  improvement  in  our  line  of  busi- 
ness. 


Dealers  in  New  York  State  are  beginning  to  awaken  to  the 
fact  that  the  Prohibition  movement  must  be  reckoned  with. 
They,  so  far,  have  not  been  troubled  by  it  and  have  looked  upon 
reports  on  the  subject  with  the  .same  kind  of  feeling  that  they 
regard  the  newspaper  accounts  of  some  calamity  in  India  or 
China.  It  has  all  seemed  so  remote.  But  noAv  that  they  have 
in  the  Legislature  at  Albanj',  the  capital  of  this  State,  a  Local 
Option  measure,  they  are  becoming  more  alive  to  the  situation. 
A  New  Yorker,  because  he  lives  in  New  York,  has  always  re- 
garded, with  a  good  deal  of  complacency,  the  troubles  of  other 
communities;  regarding  the  Empire  State  as  rather  beyond 
other  States ;  as  something  set  apart  and  superior.  Such  fanati- 
cism could  not,  he  thought,  iind  lodgment  here.  But  since  Ohio 
has  shown  a  disposition  for  Local  Option,  and  other  near-by 
States  indicate  that  they,  too,  are  not  free  from  this,  New  York- 
ers are  beginning  to  realize  that  they  are  fashioned  from  a  good 
deal  of  the  same  sort  of  old  Adam  that  the,  as  they  thought, 
benighted  people  of  the  West  and  South  were  made  from.  In 
future,  they  will  be  as  much  on  guard  as  people  in  other  por- 
tions of  the  countrv. 


At  last,  the  Avorm  has  turned.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Legislature 
of  Maryland,  one  of  the  Representatives  addressed  the  Legisla- 
ture on  the  subject  of  the  i)ressure  that  had  been  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  members  by  a  representative  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League.  He  called  upon  them  to  assert  their  manhood  and 
stated  that  the  time  had  come  when  outside  influences  on  the 
members  as  to  matters  appertaining  to  the  State  of  Maryland 
should  be  stopped.  By  unanimous  vote  the  Legislative  Com- 
mission decided  that  privileges  of  the  floor  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  the  representative  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  the 
bill  they  were  endeavoring  to  have  passed  was  s(]uelched. 

If  there  Avere  more  members  of  the  various  Legislatures  pos- 
sessing the  courage  of  this  Baltimorean,  the  AvaAC  of  fanaticism, 
sweeping  OA^er  the  country  in  all  probability  Avould  be  stemmed. 
As  it  is,  Prohibition  has  received  quite  a  check,  and  the  Local 
Option  Bill  before  the  House  of  General  Assembly  has  been 
killed  by  a  vote  of  56  to  43.  The  Committee  on  Temperance 
stood  8  to  1  against  it. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League,  Avhich  Avorked  hard  and  spent  much 
money  on  special  trains  for  delegations,  advertising,  etc.,  Avill 
have  to  give  up  the  fight  in  Maryland,  discouraged. 

The  Legislature  of  that  State  will  favor  a  higher  licen.se  bill 


for  Baltimore  City — 1500  first  year,  |750  second,  flOOO  thirt 
This  Avill  largely  reduce  the  number  of  saloons,  particularly  1 
the  negro  division. 

Cardinal  Gibbons  took  deep  interest  in  the  fight  and  came  oi: 
strongly  for  higher  license  and  against  Prohibition,  which  b 
declared  did  not  prohibit. 


According  to  reports  from  Charlotte,  N.  C,  the  drug  stort 
of  that  city  filled  39,645  Avhisky  prescriptions  in  the  year  190' 
Prohibition  has  been  in  effect  in  Charlotte  for  about  three  year 
The  population  is  about  35,000. 


Collier's  WecJcly  in  its  propaganda  on  the  subject  of  "Ei 
form,"  is  noAv  publishing  a  series  of  articles  directed  agains 
the  saloon,  and  AAhile  it  has  invited  papers  on  the  "Saloon 
question,  Avithout  stating  AA'hether  same  are  to  be  pro  or  con  th 
issue,  it  is  scarcely  probable  that  they  Avill  regard  Avith  favo 
any  article  upholding  the  saloon,  no  matter  Avhat  its  meri 
may  be,  or  despite  any  argument  that  can  be  offered.  A  priz 
Avas  offered  for  Avhat  the  editors  judged  the  best  article  on  "Tli 
Saloon  in  Our  Toaau." 

One  of  our  dealers  in  this  city  has  sent  in  his  contributio 
on  that  subject,  but  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  it  aaIII  be  pul 
lished.  HoAvever,  there  are  tAvo  sides  to  the  question,  and  th 
folloAving,  AA'hilst  it  may  not  meet  with  the  approAal  of  Co 
licr's,  Avill  commend  itself  to  belicA'ers  in  AA'hat  is  right.

"The  Saloon  in  Our  Town" 


UTOPIA VILLE,  N.  Y.,  February  27,  1908. 

The  town  Avithout  a  saloon  is  a  toAvn  dominated  by,  an 
typical  of,  Anglo-Saxon  Puritanism.  It  cannot  be  called  a 
ideal  town,  morally.  Its  inhabitants  may  so  consider  it,  but  i 
is  mere  evasion.  The  population  may  really  be  most  inten 
perate  and  frequently  is.  Excessive  temperance  zeal  is  as  ii 
temperate  as  excessiA^e  drinking. 

Leaving  aside,  for  the  moment,  the  actual  adA'antages  or  di^ 
advantages  of  the  question,  the  saloon  in  our  toAvn,  Utopiavilh 
is  really  a  sign  of  civilization.  Similar  places  are  to  be  foun 
in  all  civilized  countries.  They  indicate  an  intelligent  appr< 
ciation  by  the  people  of  our  toAAn'of  the  beneficence  of  God  ani 
being  properly  regulated,  it  showing  a  due  regard  for  the  ol 
serA'ance  of  the  laAvs,  our  saloon  in  itself  is  an  evidence  of  civi; 
ization. 

Because  it  is  Avell  conducted,  the  saloon  in  our  tOAvn  is  a  pos 
tive  benefit  to  the  community.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  the  hom 
of  conviA'iality ;  it  promotes  sociability.  To  use  a  homely  phra.**! 
it  is  the  "poor  man's  club."    This  may  be  trite,  but  it  is  true. 

Our  saloon  is  a  licensed  place.  It  AAas  built  for  the  purpose  i 
is  used.  Its  owner,  recognizing  that  if  the  license  be  forfeite 
for  any  infraction  of  the  laAvs  a  heaA'y  loss  Avill  be  sustained  b 
him,  AA^as  exceedingly  careful  in  selecting  a  tenant.  As  a  resul 
the  proprietor  and  his  assistants  are  reputable  citizens;  me: 
of  good  character.  No  exces.^iA'e  drinking  is  permitted  on  th 
premises.  No  "black  mark"  must  attach  to  the  reputation  of  th 
house.  We  do  not  issue  a  license  to  the  individual.  We  licens 
his  house.  The  house  is  alAA-ays  there,  provided  it  maintain 
good  reputation. 

Our  toAvn  obtains  an  additional  advantage  from  its  salooi 
by  the  license  fee  that  it  receives,  which  goes  toAvard  maintair 
ing  our  schools  and  for  other  purposes.  Just  why  the  saloon 
should  have  to  pay  this  license  and  other  branches  of  busines 
be  exempt,  is  not  clear.  It  has  ahvays  been  levied.  Perhap 
that  is  why  it  is  ahvays  paid  Avithout  protest.  But  it  helps  ou 
town  and  Ave  are  grateful  for  it. 

Our  AA'Cll-regulated  saloon  is  a  source  of  pride  to  us  becaus

ii',e  the  rifjht  of  the  iudividual  to  think  and  to  act  for  himself. 

I'  are  not  lead  away  by  the  arguments  of  the  Prohibitionists. 

Doubtless,  in  many  instances  they  are  made  in  all  sincerity 
,  (1  made  by  those  who  believe  they  are  acting  for  the  best.  Our 
[(iple,  however,  recognize  the  right  of  a  man  to  not  drink  if  he 
,  (S  not  want  to.  They  are  equally  certain  that  if  a  man  wants 
I  drink,  his  right  is  just  as  inalienable.  The  idea  of  closing 
.  V  saloon  to  prevent  him  from  doing  so,  is,  to  our  people,  not 
,  \y  wrong,  but  stupid.  Wrong,  because  it  would  curtail  the 
I  crty  of  the  individual,  his  right  to  act  for  himself,  to  use  his 
.  11  judgment.  They  c(msider  it  stupid,  because,  if  people  want 
1  drink,  the  absence  of  a  saloon  will  not  prevent  them  doing  so. 

But  we,  the  i)eople  of  I'topiaville,  are  different.  We  ai'e  civ- 
zed.    We  are  law-abiding  citizens.     Our  saloon  is  part  of  xis. 

I  are  proud  of  it.  We  can  quite  understand  less  civilized 
(lumunities  desire  to  eliminate  the  saloon.  They  are  afraid 
<'  it  because  it  does  not  obey  the  law  and  in  this  they  are  right. 

it  they  are  afraid  of  themselves,  too,  and  this  makes  tliem  in- 
^lerant.  Not  intelligent  enough,  perhaps,  to  know  how  to  regu- 
^e  the  saloon  through  wise  laws,  properly  enforced,  they  seek 

destroy  it.  Their  weakness  is  a  sign  of  lack  of  civilization. 
('  are  proud  of  the  saloon  in  our  town,  because  Ave  are  civilized.

I'aJderwood,  for  Him  to  Ansiver,  in  the  Debate  Between  Him 
and  Mr.  John  Maddock,  Upon  the  Question,  "Wise  Legisla- 
tion vs.  Absolute  Restriction." 


le  great  question  is  not  irhcther  Prohibitionists  wunt  the 
liquor  traffic  and  saloons,  hut  do  the  people  icho  use  exhilarat- 
liug  beverages  as  a  solace,  vant  them  and  a  place  in  which  to 
'Jrink  them?  Loyal  American  citizens  have  the  nnalienahle 
right  to  ansircr  tliis  question  themselres;  they  cannot  legally 
be  made  the  slares  of  any  party  u-him.  It  is  not  lawful  to  sub- 
mit any  question  of  personal  liberty,  which  the  supreme  law 
of  the  land  has  emphatically  settled,  to  a  vote  of  a  majority. 


MRST — The  liijuor  traffic  should  be  Avisely  regulated,  not 
absolutely  pi'ohibited,  because  absolute  prohibition,  on  ac- 
unt  of  an  attending  evil,  would  mean  the  wiping  out  of  every- 
ing  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

Second — It  would  not  be  just  for  our  government  to  take 
des  with  Prohibitionists,  against  the  liquor  traffic,  because 
ey  are  using  other  means  that  lead  to  crime  and  misery,  when 
)t  temperately  u.sed,  namely :  Men,  women,  money,  valuables 
id  other  conveniences  for  their  pleasure  and  profit  by  which 
iime  and  misery  are  assisted. 

Third — IJecause  the  major  premises  of  Pi'ohibitionists,  which 
isumes  that  "nine-tenths''  of  the  crime  and  misery  in  the  world 
caused  by  the  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants,  is  false  and  only  a 
inatical  assumption.  All  crime  is  caused  by  organic  mental 
fection,  as  the  sciences  of  criminology  and  physiology  and 
■ripture  declare.  Alcohol  is  sometimes  a  means  to  crime  and 
isery,  but  never  a  prime  cau.se. 

Fourth — Because  absolutes  prohibition  would  destroy-  the 
mdaniental  principle  of  our  republic,  which  is  liberty;  would 
unul  our  IVderal  Constitution  and  turn  our  government  into 
1  absolute,  autocratical  mobocracy,  as  it  is  in  spots  today. 
I'iftli — Because  temperance  is  not  a  crime  and  it  cannot  be 
iwfully  made  one  by  a  mere  sectarian  opinion,  nor  by  the  gov- 
iiment  of  this  country. 


Sixth — Because  absolute  prohibition  would  be  a  great  dis- 
grace to  American  civilization,  to  religion,  to  the  flag — the 
(anblem  of  liberty,  and  by  it  there  would  not  be  any  way  to 
know  the  high,  moral  status  of  the  people  any  more  than  in  a 
criminal  penitentiary. 

Seventh — Because  there  is  no  divine  law,  no  constitutional 
laAV,  no  direct  scriptural  law  against  temperance,  nor  for  abso- 
lute prohibition,  which  is  the  mere  whim  of  a  sect,  having  no 
other  good  support  than  individual  objection.  "There  is 
nothing  unclean  in  itself." 

Eighth — Because  absolute  prohibition  would  be  a  crime 
against  the  people  who  do  the  hard  work  of  the  world,  by  brain 
and  by  brawn,  and  avIio  feel  that  THEY  need,  and  know  that 
THEY  enjoy  stimulating  beverages,  the  Constitution  of  their 
coimtry  giving  them  the  right  to  choose.  Free  choice  is  a  means 
of  happiness;  absolute  restriction,  of  miserj-. 

Ninth — Absolute  prohibition  of  the  liquor  traffic  would  not 
be  just,  becau.se  all  men  are  differently  endowed  by  nature — 
some  religious  and  some  non-religious,  having  different  tastes 
by  Avay  of  enjoyment;  therefore  they  have  an  inalienable  right 
to  enjoy  themselves  as  they  severally  please  so  long  as  they  do 
not  purposely  annoy  others. 

Tenth — Because  absolute  prohibition  has  proved  to  be  a 
promoter  of  crime  and  misery — law  breaking,  hypocrisy,  hatred 
and  strife,  and  has  not  abolished  crime,  misery  and  drunken- 
ness.   This  proof  is  in  the  experience  of  the  State  of  Iowa. 

Eleventh — Because  no  sect  on  earth  can  furnish  the  authori- 
tative credentials  to  shoAV  that  it  is  either  divinely  or  constitu- 
tionally empowered  to  arbitrarily  rule  other  sects ;  and  because 
the  Federal  Constitution  does  not  allow  sectarian  rule. 

Twelfth — Because  absolute  prohibition  would  be  an  immense 
injury  to  both  labor  and  capital  and  to  the  tillers  of  the  soil, 
whether  for  grain  or  for  grapes.  No  mere  sect  should  be  allowed 
to  destroy  what  it  cannot  create,  namely:  any  means  of  liveli- 
hood or  pleasure  for  millions  of  people.  No  government  would 
be  just  that  would  allow  a  mere  sect  to  arbitarily  dictate  any 
such  vile  measures  for  loyal  American  citizens. 

Thirteenth — Absolute  prohibition  cannot  legally  obtain,  be- 
cause in  the  nature  of  things  it  is  treason  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States.  The  Constitution  is  a  nomocratic  instru- 
ment and  the  interpretation  of  it,  by  the  light  of  science,  is  vox 
justitia,  vox  Dei — not  vox  populi,  vox  Dei — the  voice  of  Justice 
is  the  voice  of  God,  not  of  a  sectarian  mob.  It  is  unlawful  for 
the  Federal  Government  to  allow  an  absolute  prohibitive  party 
in  the  political  field,  especially  as  it  is  coupled  with  an  anti- 
saloon  league  in  the  name  of  Christ  and  his  church. 

Fourteenth — The  only  absolute  prohibitive  stand  that  the 
government  of  this  country  can  legally  take  is  against  crime; 
and  against  the  banding  together  of  any  part  of  the  people  for 
the  purpose  of  assailing  the  temperate  liberties  of  others. — 
.John  Maddock,  in  The  Patriarch,  Seattle.

Test  case  to  be  made  on  question  of  substitution  where  proof 

depends  on  presence  of  caramel  or  upon 

result  of  chemical  analysis.

Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
AVashington,  D.  C,  February  26,  1908. 
Sir: — No  further  seizures  are  to  be  made  of  spirits  on  the 
ground  of  the  addition  of  caramel,  or  for  substitution  when  the 
proof  of  the  latter  depends  upon  the  presence  of  caramel  or  upon 
the  result  of  chemical  analysis,  until  a  test  case  is  heard. 

You  will  relea.se  seizures  of  spirits  pending  in  your  district 
ba.sed  upon  the  conditions  above  stated,  reporting  to  this  office 
a  list  of  such  .seizures,  with  date  of  release.  They  .should  be 
released  without  cost  to  the  Government.

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KY  WINES: — In  the  liuignajic  of  one  of  tlie  k'ji(luij>'  iiicm- 
bers  of  tlio  Avine  trade,  business  is  sort  of  "i)utterin<^ 
In  otlier  words,  business  is  duller  than  it  ought  to  be. 
Of  cour.si^  we  have  to  remember  that  the  cotinti-y  ji;enerally  is 
slowly  reeoveriu};  from  the  tinancial  panic  and  that  we  are 
hiunehed  upon  another  presidential  campaign,  which  invariably 
puts  a  marked  damper  on  business  of  all  kinds.  The  attention 
of  tiie  leadei's  in  the  trade  and  industry  has  been  almost  entirely 
centered  on  the  progress  of  the  Littletield  bill  in  Congress,  the 
])assage  of  which  meant  disaster  to  the  native  Avine  industry 
and  the  defeat  of  which  its  salvation.  The  victory  of  the  Avine 
men  over  their  enemies  befoi'e  the  Congressional  committee  is 
fully  set  forth  on  another  page. 

TJie  statistics  of  exports  by  sea  Avould  indicate  iui]»roved  con- 
dition, the  totals  being  286  cases  and  568,82G  gallons,  valued  at 
S184,592.  Of  this  increased  shipment  of  wine,  more  than  400,- 
000  gallons  Avent  in  one  ship  to  Ncav  York  via  the  Horn. 

Imi)()rts  by  sea  Avere  894  cuKes  43  casks  5  barrels  and  10  butts ; 
by  rail  in  bond,  302  cases  and  43  casks. 


SWEETS : — There  is  nothing  of  particular  moment  to  note 
Avith  reference  to  SAA^eets.

Locally',  there  are  still  too  many  idle  men,  the 
spring  activity  in  building  not  having  yet  developed.  However, 
it  is  contidentlj'  exjjected  by  those  best  (|ualifled  to  size  up  the 
situation,  that  there  Avill  be  a  gradual  improvement  betAveen 
noAv  and  election  time  and  that  in  the  event  there  is  no  change 
in  the  party  in  power  a  (juick  revival  Avill  foUoAv.  The  outlook 
does  certainly  justify  the  expectation.

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Vineyardists  to  Fight  Prohibition 


FRESNO,  March  24. — At  an  informal  session  of  the  leading 
vineyardists  of  the  county,  held  recently,  at  which  10,000 
acres  of  ^\'nm  and  raisin  vineyards  were  represented,  it  was 
decided  to  call  a  mass  meeting  of  vineyardists  to  take  steps 
preliminary  to  the  formation  of  a  State  association  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  vine  industry.  Among  the  interests  represented 
were  the  Great  AVestern,  Tarpey,  Barton,  Goodfellow,  Veith, 
Rogers  and  other  large  holdings. 

M.  F.  Tarpey,  who  was  chosen  temporary  chairman,  stated 
that  while  the  objects  of  the  organization  will  be  the  protection 
of  the  raisin,  shipping  and  wine  industries  in  general,  an  im- 
portant work  will  be  the  advocacy  of  temperance  versus  prohi- 
bition. He  states  that  the  time  has  come  Avhen  the  vineyardists 
of  the  State  must  pi'otect  their  interests,  otherwise  they  will  be 
ruined  by  prohibitionary  legislation.  The  organization  Avill 
urge  that  wine  is  a  stimulant,  not  a  strong  drink,  and  that  l;he 
progress  of  temperance  will  be  best  aided  by  the  preservation  of 
the  industry.  It  is  the  intention  to  call  preliminary^  meetings 
aU  over  the  State. 


New  Winery  for  Victor 


G. ROUND  will  be  broken  at  Victor,  the  new  town  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  branch  three  miles  east  of  Lodi,  for  the 
constructi(m  of  an  independent  winery,  just  as  soon  as  the 
charter,  alredy  applied  for  by  the  directors,  is  received.  The 
Qame  of  the  proposed  new  enterprise  is  the  Farmers'  Mutual 
Winery.  The  main  building  will  be  60x115  feet  and  will  have 
a  cooperage  capacity  of  500,000  gallons.  This  amount  will  be 
gradually  increased  until  the  capacity  is  as  great  as  the  winery 
at  Woodbridge  which  is  about  1,000,000  gallons. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Victor  association's  members  to  meet 
with  the  directors  of  the  Woodbridge  Vineyard  Association  and 
if  possible  effect  an  organization  for  the  protection  of  the  local 
Avjne  industry  and  the  general  advancement  of  the  two  inde- 
pendent wineries. — Lodi  Sentinel. 


A  Pioneer  Winemaker  Quits  Active  Work 


AFTER  more  than  thirty  years  of  active  and  eminently  suc- 
cessful business  life  in  the  community,  G.  Migliavacca,  one 
of  Napa  County's  richest  men  and  the  president  and  principal 
stockholder  of  the  Migliavacca  Wine  Company  and  the  G. 
Migliavacca  Investment  Company,  has  surrendered  the  arduous 
duties  connected  with  the  management  of  the  wine  company 
into  the  hands  of  his  four  sons,  Joseph  A.,  James,  Henry  B.,  and 
Chester  Migliavacca,  all  of  Napa.  Mr.  Migliavacca  has  turned 
the  big  wine  business  oyer  to  the  four  sons  named  and  retired 
from  the  presidency  and  management  of  the  company. 


Another  Winery  Company 


Articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Farmers'  Mutual  AVinery 
Company  have  been  filed  in  Victor,  San  Joaquin  County, 
which  is  the  principal  place  of  business  and  A.  E.  Morden,  R. 
F.  Green,  L.  M.  Lewis,  E.  E.  Boeswetter  and  S.  Salomon,  all 
residents  of  Lodi,  are  the  directors  and  incorporators.  The  pur- 
poses of  the  company  are  to  grow  grapes  and  manufacture  wine. 
The  capital  stock  is  fixed  at  .f75,000,  divided  into  shares  of  the 
value  of  f 50  each.    Of  this  sum,  f250  is  actually  subscribed.

A  home  is  to  be  built  on  the  land 
and  the  acreage  planted  to  wine  grapes. 


B.  W.  McPherson  has  leased  the  Albertz  vineyard  property] 
across  the  river  and  this  week  he  and  his  family  moved  thereon.! 
This  ranch  has  been  controlled  by  the  Moulton  Hill  Vineyardj

night  last  night  destroyed  the  winery  and  distillery  of  Manuelj 
Constant,  just  outside  the  city  limits.  The  origin  of  the  blazel 
is  not  known  but  is  attributed  to  spontaneous  combustion.

The  Colony  has  set  out  400  acres] 
of  new  vines  there  this  season,  making  its  vineyard  acreage 
there  937  acres. — Press-Democrat.  '

As  most 
of  the  cuttings  are  of  the  resistent  varieties  and  with  the  ex- 
pense of  preparing  the  ground  the  outlay  will  run  up  into  the 
thousands  of  dollars. — Healdshurg  Enterprise. 


The  Simi  Land  Company  of  Healdsburg  are  largely  increas- 
ing their  vineyard  holdings  this  year  and  are  now  engaged  in 
setting  out  125  acres.  A  force  of  fifty  men  are  engaged  in  the 
Avork  and  if  the  present  weather  continues  a  few  weeks  will  see 
the  work  completed.  The  Perilli-Minetti  Brothers,  owners  of 
the  Schmidt  place  south  of  town,  are  increasing  their  acreage 
and  will  set  out  over  80  acres.

The  Krenz  works  al- 
cady  stand  higii,  and  has  now  under  consideration  some  very 
arge  contracts,  particularly  in  reference  to  wine  making. 


False  Step  of  the  Prohibitionists 


a  recent  issue  of  the  Associated  Prohibition  Press,  which 
is  weekly  sent  out  broadcast  to  editors  and  others  to  boom 
lie  prohibition  case,  there  appeared  an  article  slurring  Cardinal 
(ribbons  of  Raltimore,  the  venerable  head  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  in  America,  because  in  the  exercise  of  his  rights  as  an 
American  citizen  the  Cardinal  had  expressed  his  views  on  the 
liquor  question.  He  came  out  Hatfooted  against  prohibition 
and  local  option  in  all  their  phases;  and  advocated  high  license 
for  spirituous  liquors  and  low  license  for  fermented  liquors  and 
wines.  In  order  to  show  the  vile  and  venomous  nature  of  the 
prohibition  attack  we  quote  the  offending  article  in  full : 

''CAliDINAI.  GI15B0XS  AGKEKS  WITH  CARDINAL  IVUSCH. 

''Chicago,  111.  (Service  for  week  ending  Feb.  29). — Cardinal 
(iibbons  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  has  been  heard  from. 
jHe  seems  to  agree  perfectly  with  Cardinal  Adolphus  Busch  of 
the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  of  St.  Louis.  Car- 
Idinal  Busch  gave  out  an  interview  in  Kansas  City  in  which  he 
lannounced  his  conversion  to  local  option.  He  still  holds,  with 
some  timidity,  however,  it  seems,  to  the  doctrine  of  high  license 
in  the  larger  cities. 

"Cardinal  Gibbons  announces  the  same  views  exactly,  and  so 
the  prelate  of  the  brewing  industry  and  the  prelate  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  are  in  exact  agreement.  I  never  desire 
to  be  harsh  or  unkind  in  anything  I  say,  think,  or  do,  but  every 
time  any  preacher  or  any  church,  high  or  low.  Catholic  or 
Protestant,  announces  his  alignment  with  the  liquor  traffic, 
and  speaks  in  the  language  of  Ashdod,  I  cannot  repress  a  feeling 
that  his  utterance  is  the  result  of  monetary  consideration.  Mind 
you,  I  do  not  charge  that  this  is  true  in  the  case  of  Cardinal 
Oibbons,  nor  do  I  make  a  specific  charge  in  any  case,  but  I  am 


always  forced  to  fear  that  in  these  cases  the  preachers  have  been 
'seen.' 

"The  Hon.  John  P.  St.  John,  our  peerless  leader  o^  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago,  once  said  in  a  speech  in  my  hearing  that  the 
advocacy  of  the  liquor  traffic  was  always  bottomed  on  either 
ignorance,  avarice,  or  appetite. 

"In  the  case  of  men  like  Gibbons  it  cannot  be  ignorance, 
though  it  may  be  appetite  instead  of  avarice.  Indeed,  it  may  be 
both  avarice  and  appetite.  I  think  we  ought  to  be  as  gentle  as 
the  facts  will  warrant  in  dealing  Avith  these  beer  and  whisky 
preachers. 

"But  when  a  man  announces  such  views  as  Gibbons  enunci- 
ates he  ought  to  exchange  his  surplice  for  a  white  apron,  his 
prayer  book  for  an  ice  pick,  and  go  to  keeping  bar." 

Of  course.  Cardinal  (iibbons  is  too  great  a  man  to  be  injured 
by  such  preposterous  charges.  He  is  known  as  the  most  temper- 
ate of  men  and  as  to  having  been  "bought,"  such  an  idea  is  not 
to  be  entertained  for  a  moment.  Nothing  could  exceed  the  gross- 
ness  of  the  attack  than  the  charge  that  the  Cardinal  was  actu- 
ated by  either  appetite  or  avarice.  The  comparison  of  the  Car- 
dinal with  ^Fr.  Busch  is  in  the  most  wretched  taste,  and  can 
only  recoil  upon  the  head  of  him  who  made  it. 

So  great  was  the  indignation  aroused  that  some  of  the 
shrewdest  leaders  of  the  prohibitionists  hastened  to  repudiate 
the  attack  as  a  tactical  error. 

To  describe  it  as  simply  an  error  of  judgment  in  regard  to 
policy,  is  but  a  lame  way  of  getting  out  of  the  difficulty.  It  is 
really  a  revelation  of  the  length  to  which  animus  and  prejudices 
can  go  when  any  one  advances  opposing  views.  No  personage, 
however  venerable,  no  consideration,  however  sacred,  can  act 
as  a  deterrent,  and  the  vile  attack  will  be  rightly  resented  not 
simply  by  members  of  the  Cardinal's  own  church  but  every 
right-thinking  person  no  matter  with  what  denomination  affili- 
ated.— Midas. 


Same  Old  Trouble 


SHORTLY  after  January  1,  when  the  law  prohibiting  all 
li(luor  traffic  in  Georgia  went  into  effect,  sporadic  cases  of 
the  grippe  were  treated  by  the  physicians  with  whisky  and  pine 
syrup.  This  prescription  did  not  seem,  however,  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  On  the  contrary,  the  scores  of  patients 
multiplied  into  hundreds,  all  enamored  of  the  same  medicine, 
until  the  complaint  became  a  raging  epidemic  and  the  apothe- 
caries could  scarcely  meet  the  demand  for  the  popular  remedy. 
Then  a  strange  thing  happened.  The  doctors  and  di'uggists 
were  arrested  for  violating  the  law  in  prescribing  and  .selling 
compounds  containing  ardent  spirits  and  the  court  sustained 
the  complaint;  immediately  following  the  legal  boycott  of  the 
whisky  cure,  the  grippe  took  unto  itself  wings  and  flew  away. 
There  is  food  for  thought  for  both  the  medical  student  and  the 
politico-moral  philosopher. — Pilot.

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COAST  NEWS  OF  THE  TRAFFIC 


The  Battle  in  Point  Richmond 


THE  wholesale  autl  retail  liciuor  men  combined  with  all  citi- 
zens who  believe  in  i)evsonal  independence,  have  begun 
their  tight  in  Ifichmond  against  the  tyranny  of  the  cold  water 
party.  They  have  tiiken  the  first  step  in  the  campaign  against 
the  prohibition  and  local  o])tion  sentiment,  by  distributing 
posters,  setting  forth  that  the  supprc^ssion  of  the  liquor  traffic 
will  be  very  injurious  to  farmers  and  working  men,  and  stating 
that  the  "brewers  and  distillers  furnish  the  livelihood  for  up- 
wards of  two  and  on(>-half  millions  of  people  and  they  buy 
annually  hnnber,  co()])erage,  building  supplies,  engines,  boilers, 
glass  and  other  manufactured  goods  having  a  value  of  $150,000,- 
000,  and  they  pay  in  license,  revenue  and  other  State,  county 
and  city  taxes,  one-third  of  all  taxes  paid  in  the  United  States. 


The  wholesale  and  retail  li(iuor  dealers  of  San  Rafael  and 
vicinity  are  determined  that  all  engaged  in  that  traffic  shall  live 
up  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  city  ordinance.  At  a  recent 
meeting  it  was  determined  to  prosecute  all  who  failed  in  so 
doing.  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected  as  follows: 
H.  C.  Gieske,  president;  F.  ^Mulhern,  secretary,  and  John  Daly 
treasurer. 


There  are  now  five  dry  precincts  in  Umatilla  County,  Oregon, 
and  it  is  stated  that  a  county  vote  on  Prohibition  will  be  held 
there  in  the  June  election,  and  that  a  strong  county  organiza- 
tion to  that  end  has  been  formed. 


A  petition  is  being  (-irculated  in  Nevada  City  asking  that  the 
trustees  close  saloons  on  Sundays.  It  is  reported,  however,  that 
little  success  has  been  met  with  and  so  far  the  outlok  for  many 
signatures  is  anything  but  promising. 


Dance  halls,  x^i'ivate  rooms  and  side-doors  have  been  placed 
under  the  ban  in  Bakerstield,  and  women  are  forbidden  to  enter 
saloons  at  any  time.  The  new  ordinance  goes  into  effect  April 
1st,  and  it  is  expected  it  will  cut  down  the  number  of  saloons, 
now  46,  at  least  a  third  if  not  fifty  per  cent. 


Salem,  Oregon,  has  adopted  high  license  by  raising  it  from 
$400  to  $1,000  a  year,  for  general  retailers,  and  $800  a  year  for 
those  A\lio  dispense  malt  liquors  only.  There  are  now  eighteen 
saloons  in  the  city,  of  Avhich  it  is  believed  three  Avill  go  out  of 
business. 


The  Portland  Oreyonhin  states  that  union  men  employed  in 
the  liquor  trade,  fearing  loss  of  positions  through  the  activity 
of  the  Prohibition  movement,  are  organizing  to  combat  that 
influence.  As  a  very  large  number  of  men,  members  of  various 
unions,  are  interested,  we  hope  this  action  will  result  in  tin 
defeat  of  the  enemy. 


We  are  informed  that  the  Western  Distillers  are  about  to 
close  their  plant  at  Agnew,  Santa  Clara  County.  According 
to  J.  D.  Frey,  ^Manager  of  the  company,  the  shutting  down  is 
only  temporary  for  the  purpose  of  a  general  overhauling  of  tin 
plant. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Los  Gatos,  by  a  vote  of  four  to  one, 
decided  to  place  the  following  question  on  the  ballot  for  the 
next  election  :  "Shall  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  be  licensed 
in  Los  Gatos?"  To  be  answered  "Yes"  or  "No."  It  is  believed 
that  an  overwhelming  "Yes"  Avill  put  the  matter  at  rest  for  ai 
Ions  time.  ' 


The  Vallejo  Chronicle  says  that  H.  C.  Thompson,  a  well- 
known  baseball  man  of  San  Francisco,  has  purchased  an  inter- 
est in  the  Sunnyale  Wine  and  Liquor  house,  and  will  henceforth 
be  associated  with  Cam  Whitthorne  in  this  well-kno^^•n  estab- 
lishment. 


Chas.  Bender  who  wan  recently  sentenced  at  Berkeley  to 
ninety  daj-s  imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  $500  for  selling  liquor 
in  that  town  without  a  license,  has  been  denied  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  by  the  superior  court,  asked  for  on  the  grounds  that  the 
Berkeley  license  law  was  unconstitutional.  This  ruling  up- 
holds the  law  in  question. 


The  Oakland  Citj^  Council  has  tabled  the  ordinance  intro- 
duced by  Coimcilman  Burns  providing  that  the  liquor  license 
be  raised  from  $500  to  $1,000,  as  it  Avas  held  the  time  was  not 
ripe  for  high  licen.se  in  Oakland. 


A  meeting  of  the  brewers  of  the  coast  counties  was  held  in 
Watsonville  early  in  the  month,  and  the  visitors  wei*e  enter- 
tained at  dinner  by  William  Palmtag  of  the  Pajaro  Brewery  at 
his  home  on  Front  Street.  The  guests  wei'e  Ed.  Bergschicker 
of  the  Monterey  Brewery,  W^illiam  Voss  of  the  Salinas  Brew- 
ing Company,  Max  Stenz,  Fred  AValker,  and  Carl  Beck  of  the 
Santa  Cruz  BrcAving  Company,  Fritz  Straube  of  the  Eagle 
Brewery,  San  Jose,  Mr.  Geoffry  of  the  Garden  City  Brewing 
Company,  San  Jose,  and  Mr.  Rogge  of  the  Vienna  Brewing 
Co.,  Santa  Cruz.

T^  HAT  the  use  of  tobacco,  and  of  alcoholic  drinks  is  beneficial 
to  a  large  majority  of  the  highest  civilized  people,  admits 
of  no  argument.  There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  men  Avho  smoke 
l)ut  do  not  drink,  and  there  are  also  tens  of  thou.sands  of  men 
Avho  drink  but  do  not  smoke.  The  drinking  man  never  sets  his 
face  against  the  .smokei*,  but  the  smoker  often  airs  his  "superior 
moral  standing"  against  the  drinker,  although  the  smoking  and 
chewing  of  tobacco  is  a  more  offensive  habit  than  drinking. 
Talking  of  "inveterate  smokers,"  the  Reverend  C.  H.  Spurgeon, 
the  most  famous  of  all  English  preachers  of  fifty  years  ago,  was 
an  inveterate  smoker.  He  AVas  rebuked  for  this  habit  once,  by 
his  intimate  church  officials,  and  his  reply  to  them  was :  "I  can 
smoke  a  good  cigar  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  God."  This  is 
an  historical  reminiscence  of  the  great  preacher  who  built 
"Spurgeon's  Tabernacle"  upon  Newington  Cau.seway,  London. 
In  regard  to  the  use  of  wine.  Both  poets  and  philosophers  have 
sung  its  praises  from  time  immemorial,  dating  away  back  to  the 
time  Avhen  Noah  lauded  from  the  ark.  The  first  good  work  he 
did  was  to  plant  a  vineyard,  and  this  servant  of  the  Lord  got 
drunk,  too,  upon  his  own  production^  and  Ave  do  not  read  that 
God  punished  him  for  it.  Drunkenness  is  its  OAvn  punishment. 
There  is  true  enjoyment  in  temperate  drinking,  but  there  is  no 
enjoyment  in  drunkenness. — The  Patriarch.

Andre  Sbarboro's   Great  Victory 


/^  OMPARATIVELY  few  of  those  identified  with  the  wine 
^^  industi'y  realized  the  gravity  of  the  situation  so  far  as  the 
future  of  the  industry  was  concerned  at  the  time  the  Congres- 
sional committee  was  hearing  arguments  on  the  Littlefield  bill, 
which  provided  that  no  liquors,  wines,  beer,  etc.,  could  be 
shipped  into  any  prohibition  State  direct  to  the  consignee. 

Without  doubt  the  committee  was  ready  to  make  a  favorable 
report  on  the  measure,  which  had  the  full  backing  of  the 
Women's  Christian  Temperance  I'nion,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League,  and  had  it  been  left  to  the  California 
Delegation  to  prevent  a  favorable  report  the  scheme  Avould  not 
be  defeated  at  this  time.  Results  prove  that  it  was  a  case  of 
great  good  fortiine  that  Andrea  Sbarboro,  of  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony,  president  of  the  Merchants'  Association,  and  president 
of  the  Manufacturer's  and  Producer's  Association,  was  chosen 
to  do  battle  for  domestic  wines  and  their  rights.  Mr.  Sbarboro 
had  to  make  a  flying  trip  to  Washington  in  time  to  deliver  a 
final  appeal  to  the  committee,  but  he  was  so  thoroughly  equip- 
ped with  facts  and  argument  that  he  Avas  enabled  to  entirely 
change  the  attitude  of  the  committee  towards  that  clause  of  the 
proposed  measure  affecting  native  wines.  Mr.  Sbarboro  finally 
convinced  the  committee  that  the  measure  would  be  not  only  a 
gross  outrage  upon  the  vinicultural  branch  of  industry,  and 
would  destroy  millions  of  dollars  of  vested  interests,  but  would 
be  unconstitutional  as  applying  to  interstate  commerce. 

We  consider  this  one  of  the  most  important  events  in  the 
history  of  California  industry,  giving  as  it  does  the  Con- 
gressional recognition  of  the  wine  making  industry  as  a  legiti- 
mate one  and  further  conceding  the  proposition  that  the  Federal 
Government  has  no  poAver  to  restrict  dry  wines  of  a  certain 
alcoholic  strength  from  shipment  into  prohibition  States.  This 
is  of  far  i*eaching  significance  and  removes  one  of  the  gx'eatest 
dangers  that  threatened  the  welfare  of  the  industry. 

In  line  with  this  decision  of  the  committee,  the  Attorney 
General  of  Oklahoma,  on  the  28th  inst,  handed  down  a  decision 
in  Avhich  he  held  that  tlie  new  Prohibition  law  did  not  prevent 
the  shipment  of  liquors  into  the  State  to  individual  purchasers. 

The  wine  industry  of  the  whole  country  oAve  to  Mr.  Sbarboro 
a  hearty  vote  of  thanks.  The  gentleman's  address  before  the 
Congressional  Committee,  Avith  other  interesting  matter  con- 
nected Avith  his  trip,  Avill  be  found  elscAvhere  in  this  issue. 


Bully  For  Modesto 


Modesto  has  come  out  of  the  prohibition  fight  with  flying 
colors.  At  the  late  election  in  tliat  toAvn  "No  license"  Avas  de- 
feated by  100  majority.  The  exact  figures  Avere:  License,  422; 
No  I.,icense,  322,  and  it  is  said  that  considerable  feeling  was 
shoAvn  on  both  sides. 


THE  above  caption  describes  the  situation  at  the  great  Staiv 
ford  University  near  San  Francisco,  Avhere  tlie  i>resideiit 
and  the  trustees  have  delegated  autocratic  poAver  to  a  com- 
uiittee,  the  head  of  Avhich  is  a  AA^ell-branded  prohibition  fanatic. 
Being  this,  he  Avould  naturally  be  biased  and  pig-lieaded  on  auy 
other  proposition  where  it  was  necessary  to  decide  between 
justice  and  injustice.  Tliis  committee  has  gone  so  far  as  toi 
decree  absolutely  that  students  should  liaA'e  no  right  to  use' 
Avines,  liquors,  etc.,  under  penalty  of  dismissal,  and  because  of 
an  emphatic  protest  by  the  men,  have  expelled  scores  ofi 
them  from  the  institution.  The  Avorst  part  of  it  is  tliat  Presi- 
dent Jordan  is  so  much  of  a  jelly  fish  that  instead  of  revieAvingj 
the  act  of  the  committee  and  dealing  justly  Avith  the  student 
bodA',  he  scurried  aAvay  to  Montana  on  the  plea  that  he  had  tn 
talk  to  some  school  marms  up  in  that  bunch  grass  region. 

In  the  first  place  men  a\1h)  go  to  the  university  go  there  for 
the  acquirement  of  -scientific  and  other  learning  and  not  to  liavi' 
Prohibition  forcibly  crammed  doAvn  their  throats  in  a  form  of 
an  edict  from  a  jcommittee  of  hired  professors.  This  dictum 
constitutes  the  autocratic  act.  The  hypocrisy  of  the  Avholi 
matter  is  that  since  the  establishment  of  this  great  seat  ot 
learning  one  of  its  most  important  sources  of  income  has  beenj 
from  the  sale  of  the  products  of  a  three-thousand-acre  vineyard 
in  Northern  California.  These  products  Avere  simply  brandy 
and  Avine.  In  other  Avords,  from  Jordan  doAvn  to  the  lowest 
menial  employee  of  the  uniA'ersity,  each  one  is  deriving  his 
salary  or  Avages  and  eating  from  the  profits  of  a  distillery  and 
Avinery. 

It  strikes  us  that  there  is  something  radically  wrong  in  thi^ 
situation,  from  the  vicAV  point  of  consistenc3^  So  far  as  tin 
policy  of  the  committee  is  concerned  it  appears  to  be  entirelv 
untenable.  Think  of  such  a  gag  rule  in  any  of  the  large  East 
ern  universities  or  of  Avhat  AAOuld  happen  to  such  a  committci 
Avith  sucli  ideas  in  a  representatiA^e  European  institution  ol 
learning.

Complaints  of  Sweet  Wine  Men  to  Be  Heard 


THE  commissioner  of  internal  revenue  at  Washington  has 
ordered  an  investigation  of  the  grievances  of  the  sweet  Aviu( 
producers  of  California  after  years  of  protest  from  the  Avinemen 
and  conflict  Avith  the  local  revenue  officials. 

Collector  A.  E.  Muenter  and  Revenue  Agent  Bert  M.  Thomas 
have  completed  an  investigation  of  the  complaints  of  the  win( 
groAvers,  undertaken  at  the  plants,  and  shortly  Avill  go  to  Wash 
ington  to  lay  the  facts  they  have  secured  before  the  comniis 
sioner.  They  Avill  also  be  accompanied  by  several  representa 
tives  of  the  SAveet  Avine  interests  of  the  State. 

The  dispute  has  arisen  from  the  enforcement  of  the  revenut'i 
regulation  requiring  the  SAveet  Avine  producers  to  separate  theiri 
brandy  distilleries  from  the  sweet  Avine  plants.  The  winemen 
say  this  Avould  be  a  great  and  needless  expense.  If  it  is  proved 
that  the  Avinemen  are  not  violating  the  law  so  far  as  using 
brandy  for  commercial  purposes  other  than  as  a  preservative 
the  government  regulation  will  probably  be  suspended  to  meet 
their  requests.

The 

wjpganization    known   as   the   "National   Association   of    Wine 

IJBwers"  has  appointed  a  connnittee  of  five  to  call  upon  Chief 

flMniist  Wiley  for  a  standard  rulinjr,  which,  in  the  words  of  a 

^solution  adopted,  "will  not  discriminate  in  favor  of  the  Cali- 

.rniii  industry;"  further,  that  these  wine  men,  if  necessary, 

jropose  to  carry  the  question  into  the  courts,  and  have  pro- 

ided  funds  therefor. 

The  discriminaticm  referred  to  by  these  gentlemen  Avas  not 
jliat  of  the  law  makers,  but  of  the  Almighty,  who,  in  His 
isdom,  decreed  that  California  should  be  the  home  of  the 
ine  grai)e  and  therefore  not  in  need  of  artificial  means  to 
jomplete  fermentation  of  grape  must.  AVhereas  in  Ohio  and 
ither  western  States  where  socalled  wines  are  made,  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  use  artificial  means  to  complete  fermenta- 
jion.  This  and  other  provisions  of  the  law  are  what  cause  the 
(hoe  to  i)inch.  These  people,  probably,  want  only  the  nuUifica- 
jion  of  that  section  of  the  statute  which  nmkes  it  necessary  to 
label  and  mark  spurious  wines  as  such. 

As  California  has  no  need  to  make  sophisticated  wines,  the 
false  positimi  of  the  wine  men  in  ((uestion  is  obvious.

AT  a  representative  gathering  of  viueyardists  and  wine- 
makers  of  northei-u  Sonoma  last  Saturday  afternoon  the 
Cloverdale  Viticultural  anil  Wine-ilakei-s'  Club  was  organized. 
The  meeting  was  held  in  the  Citrus  Fair  Pavilion  and  was  called 
at  the  instance  of  A.  J.  Dehay,  J.  15.  Cooley,  Paul  Leroux,  W.  D. 
Sink,  and  Julius  Parrelli,  progressive  men  who  see  in  organiza- 
tion an  opportunity  to  benefit  the  industry  in  this  section  as 
well  as  in  other  parts  of  ('alifomia.  W.  D.  Sink  presided  at  the 
meeting  and  S.  Pinschower  was  at  the  secretary's  table. 

Several  of  the  growers  gave  expi'ession  to  their  views  con- 
cerning viticultural  matters.  Prominent  among  them  was 
Julius  Parrelli  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  who  indorsed  in 
warm  terms  the  views  expressed  by  President  Percy  T.  Morgan 
of  the  California  Wine  Association  and  other  prominent  wine- 
makers  and  grape  growers  relative  to  adverse  legislation  effect- 
ing wines.  Mr.  Parrelli  believed  there  was  no  good  reason  why 
wines  should  be  discriminated  against,  as  with  a  large  element 
of  the  populati(m  wine  was  not  a  luxury  but  was  an  important 
part  of  the  daily  meal.  The  speakei-s  condemned  the  Littlefteld 
bill  in  unmeasured  terms  and  stated  that  if  it  became  a  law  Cali- 
fornia's wine  market  in  a  number  of  Eastern  and  Southern 
States  would  greatly  suffer.  A  number  of  strong  points  perti- 
nent to  the  industry  were  Immght  out,  all  tending  to  prove  that 
vine-growers  and  wine-nmkers  should  get  together  and  organize, 
not  alone  in  Cloverdale,  but  in  every  section  where  the  grape 
figures  as  an  important  part  of  the  farmer's  crop. 

With  enthusiasm  organization  was  effected.  W.  D.  Sink  was 
elected  president,  E.  G.  Furber,  vice-president;  S.  Pinschower, 
secretary,  and  A.  J.  Dehay,  treasurer.  It  was  decided  to  ap- 
point a  committee  on  constituticm  and  by-laws  to  report  at  a 
nieeting  to  be  held  on  Saturday  afternoon  of  this  week  at 
the  same  place.  President  Sink  appointed  Paul  Leroux,  Julius 
Parrelli,  and  A.  J.  Dehay. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  about  fifty  of  the  gi-owers 
signed  the  membership  roll. — (UovcnJalv  licrciUc  .March  14. 


Julius  Allegrini

grini was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  also  belonged 
to  the  Druids.  Deceased  was  a  native  of  Switzerland,  forty 
years  old  and  came  to  the  United  States  Avhen  he  was  twenty-one 
years  old.

Sunny 
Brook  certainly  is  a  wonder. — Louisville  (Ky. )  Free  Press.

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Proposed  Local  High  License  Defeated 


AS  we  aiitioipjitt'd,  the  effort  to  impose  n  oue-thousaiid-dollar 
license  on  tlie  saloons  of  this  city,  following  on  the  recent 
raise  of  more  than  |40()  per  year,  met  with  Avell  deserved  defeat. 
First  hecanse  it  was  on  the  face  of  it  rank  injustice,  and  second 
because  the  instigator  of  the  movement  and  the  chief  agitator 
of  the  high  license  question  was  the  Examiner  of  this  city.  This 
paper  has  for  years  be(m  an  enemy  of  the  saloon,  but  a  great 
friend  of  the  festive  wine,  spirit,  and  beer  ads.  The  trade 
should  should  remember  the  i)ublication  in  the  future. 

The  Examiner  went  so  far  as  to  tell  just  who  Avould  vote  for 
high  license  and  to  use  it's  entin?  power  to  club  the  supervisors 
into  submission.  It  Avas  tlie  old  story.  The  supervisors  did  not 
submit  worth  a  cent,  but  cooly  and  properly  shelved  the  pro- 
posed ordinance.  However,  Avhoever  heard  of  the  Examiner 
winning  a  fight  that  it  really  tried  to  Avin? 

NoAv  that  this  danger  has  been  safely  passed,  it  is  up  to  the 
men  in  the  busine.ss  to  see  that  it  is  not  only  properly  repre- 
sented oflficially  in  the  future,  but  that  the  traffic  is  so  conducted 
that  there  can  be  no  legitimate  complaint  against  it.  In  other 
Avords,  the  right  nu'u  in  the  trade  shoidd  go  to  the  front  as  an 
organization  and  assist  the  Commissioners  in  the  Aveeding  out 
of  the  bad  element.  This  and  other  precautions  must  be  taken 
in  the  AAay  of  thorough  organization,  etc.,  or  the  liquor  inter- 
ests Avill  get  the  Avorst  of  it  at  no  far-distant  date.  If  they  do 
it  will  be  their  own  fault. 


The  San  Francisco  IJreAveries  take  an  optimistic  view  of  the 
present  situation.  The  representative  of  the  John  Wieland 
Brewery  reported  business  AA^as  picking  up  a  little  bit  and  that 
everything  was  looking  Avell  for  the  future.  He  stated  that 
with  no  further  setbacks  in  the  shape  of  a  financial  crisis  or  in- 
dustrial trouble,  business  should  go  right  along  and  improve 
by  degrees.  He  said  laughingly  :  "With  all  the  coavs  driven  out- 
side the  county,  and  Avith  the  Avater  not  fit  to  drink,"  he  believed 
that  the  public  aa'ouUI  A'ote  in  favor  of  leaving  the  license  figure 
AA^h(!re  it  is,  so  that  there  Avould  be  a  full  supply  of  Avine  and 
l»eer  Avith  Avhich  to  assuage  its  thirst.  It  is  evident  that  this  is 
the  opinion  of  the  management,  as  it  has  given  orders  for  the 
building  of  six  more  delivery  Avagons.  It  is  also  reported  that 
the  ueAv  l)ottling  department  is  running  most  satisfactorily, 
orders  increasing  daily.

And  widely  spread  around  its  devastation. 
Nor  fur  nor  feather  spar'd — nor  males  nor  ladies.

If  some  died  not,  they  scarcely  liv'd, 
Nor  seem'd  aware  they  had  surviv'd, — 
Their  instincts  gone, — and  vanish'd  quite 
Propensities  and  appetite. 
Nor  fowls  nor  geese  the  fox  allure, 
And  Isgrim's  jaws  are  sinecure. 
All  mop'd  in  melancholy  mood. 
Reckless  alike  of  fight  or  food. 
The  sometime  tender  turtle-dove, 
Indiff'rent  now  to  life  and  love, 
(For  life  and  love  to  her  were  one) 
Her  pining  partner  fain  would  shun: 
The  moulting  mates  disconsolate. 
Droop,  victims  of  the  common  fate. 
The  Lion  in  this  sad  conjuncture. 
Whose  conscience  had  receiv'd  a  puncture, 
Resolv'd,  to  hold  a  bed  of  justice, 
And  state  to  all  in  what  his  trust  is. 
"My  fellow  sufferers  and  friends," 

(The  royal  speech  in  form  begins,) 
"From  righteous  Heav'n  in  wrath  descends 

"This  visitation  for  our  sins. 
"Let  all,  then,  secret  crimes  unfold, 
"And  every  tale  of  guilt  be  told.

"Nor  deem  it  a  new^-f angled  notion;

Brisbane's  Initial  Effort  Unsatisfactory 

THE  first  of  the  series  of  articles  to  be  written  by  Arthur 
Brisbane  on  tlie  liqnor  problem  has  appeared.  It  Avas 
understood  that  the  subject  was  to  be  handled  entirely  without 
bias  or  prejudice,  but  if  that  were  the  real  intention  the  first 
contribution  was  carelessly  edited,  as,  for  instance,  it  character- 
izes the  entire  anti-liquor  move  as  "the  real  struggle  against 
drunkenness."  It  is  nothing  of  the  kind.  It  is  the  struggle  of 
the  fanatics  to  dominate  the  land  and  force  upon  the  people 
their  ideas  as  to  what  constitutes  temperance.  If  the  Cosmo- 
politan is  to  handle  the  subject  along  these  lines,  its  assertion 
that  it  proposed  to  deal  with  the  subject  fairly  to  both  sides 
was  a  misstatement.  The  old  proposition  re-solves  itself  into 
the  question  "Is  abstinence  from  alcoholic  drink  (not  alcohol, 
for  no  one  drinks  alcohol)  desirable?"  We  take  the  negative 
on  this  proposition  and  belieAe  that  the  solution  of  the  great 
problem  is  in  proper  regulation  and  education. 

Colliers  Weekly  is  discussing  the  liquor  question,  but  its 
articles  show  that  the  publication  is  distinctly  prejudiced 
against  the  traffic.  The  discussion  of  the  subject  is  from  the 
pen  of  Will  Irwin,  a  former  San  Francisco  reporter,  Avhose 
training  has  been  along  any  bvit  serious  lines.  In  short  his 
position  on  Collier's  staff  Avas  gained  through  his  ability  as  a 
writer  of  frothy  verse  and  dialogue  and  political  doggerel.  It 
strikes  us  that  a  man  of  more  mature  and  trained  mind  should 
have  been  given  this  important  task.

IT  is  apparent  that  there  are  many  retail  liquor  dealers  who  do 
not  appreciate  the  status  of  the  government  bond  stamp 
over  the  cork  of  a  whiskey  bottle.  Over  in  Oakland  the  other 
day  forty  of  these  unsophisticated  dealers  were  disciplined  by 
United  States  Revenue  service  men  in  a  manner  which  created 
havoc  with  their  bank  accounts.  They  had  the  bad  judgment  to 
refill  bottles  that  bore  the  little  green  stamp  and  the  revenue 
men  had  no  trouble  in  discovering  the  fact.  Should  these  same 
parties  be  detected  in  a  second  offense  of  the  kind,  they  may 
be  fined  as  high  as  a  thousand  dollars  for  each  infraction  of  the 
law. 

It  should  be  re'membered  that  these  bottled  in  bond  stamps 
are  to  be  treated  the  same  as  the  revenue  stamps  on  a  whiskey 
barrel  or  a  cigar  box. 


"Rudy"  Fischbeck  has  just  returned  from  a  short  and  hurried 
trip  to  Rawhide.  He  gives  a  glowing  account  of  the  prospects 
of  this  new  bonanza ;  in  fact,  he  has  undoubtedly  got  "the  fever," 
and  but  for  the  fine  stand  he  possesses  in  the  Russ  Block  in 
Montgomery  street,  he  would  most  probably  pack  up  and  be  off 
to  the  mines.  As  it  is,  he  will  satisfy  himself  with  supplying 
the  miners'  liquid  wants  when  they  return  his  call  "down  at 
the  bay."

According  to  an  agreement  between  the  liquor  men  and  the 
police  commi.ssioners,  John  W.  King,  president  of  the  Retail 
Grocers'  Association  of  this  city,  is  to  be  arrested  to  test  the 
legality  of  the  plea  of  the  grocers  who  sell  liquors  under  a 
Federal  license,  that  they  have  tlie  right  to  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  i>olice  department  by  paying  a  license  as 
provided  under  the  proposed  Murdock  ordinance. 


Heavy  travel  into  Marin  County  developed  early  this  season 
as  shown  by  the  fact  that  on  the  22d  instant  ten  thousand  people 
crossed  on  the  Sausalito  ferry.  A  large  proportion  of  these 
went  on  up  the  North  Shore  road  to  the  various  resorts.  Among 
the  most  comfortable  and  handy  both  for  travelers  by  rail  and 
the  county  highway  is  the  Corte  iladera  Inn,  kept  by  Charles 
Pesenti.

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THE  ADAPTABILITY  OF  GRAPEVINES  TO  DIFFERENT  VINEYARD  SOILS 


By  George  C.  Husmann,  of  Washington,  D.  C. 


PHYLLOXERA  was  introduced  into  California  eitlier  from 
this  country  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  where  it  has 
existed  on  the  wild  vines  for  ages,  or  indirectly  from  Europe,  or 
both.  It  api)ears  to  have  been  in  California  about  as  long  as 
it  is  supposed  to  have  been  in  France,  although  it  was  not  lo- 
cated in  the  State  previous  to  the  year  1875.  Preceding  circum- 
stances, however,  indicate  vines  to  have  been  affected  with  it  as 
early  if  not  (earlier  than  1800.  It  was  first  detected  in  France 
in  18(53  and  was  most  likely  introduced  on  American  vines  im- 
ported for  i>roi)agatioh  purposes  at  the  time  the  total  destriic- 
tion  of  French  vines  from  oidium  was  feared,  .some  ten  or  twelve 
years  before  tlie  insect  Avas  discovered  in  the  Valley  of  the 
Rhone.  In  18(i!)  it  had  gained  a  strong  foothold  in  southeastern 
and  southwestern  France.  There  would  be  no  special  object  in 
giving  data  relative  to  the  time  the  insect  was  located  in  other 
European  grape  countries. 

Innumerable  remedies  have  been  suggested,  and  as  many 
tried,  with  which  to  eradicate  the  phylloxera  from  vineyards, 
but  no  practical  one  has  been  found,  and  it  has  become  an  ac- 
cepted fact  that  the  onl}^  way  to  successfully  combat  the  insect 
is  to  establish  vineyards  on  resistant  stocks. 

The  great  diversity  of  soils  and  climatic  conditions  found  in 
California  which  makes  it  i^ossible  to  achieve  such  wonderful 
results  in  various  lines  of  horticulture  make  the  adjusting  and 
proper  selection  of  resistant  stocks  a  complicated  and  difficult 
problem. 

Resistance  to  the  phylloxera  or  the  ability  of  the  vine  to  over- 
come the  injury  of  the  insect  is  influenced  greatly  by  whether 
or  not  the  vine  is  in  soil,  climatic  and  other  conditions  suited 
to  it.  A  vine  otherwise  rated  lower  as  resistant,  under,  condi- 
tions congenial  to  it,  will  often  prove  more  resistant  than  one 
whose  resistant  qualities  are  rated  higher  but  for  which  the 
conditions  are  not  suitetl.  Thus,  the  Lenoir,  which  in  California 
on  deep  and  loose  .soils  has  given  excellent  results  and  is  the 
vine  on  which  some  base  hopes  of  its  resistance  to  the  California 
vine  disease,  is  not  much  thought  of  by  the  French  as  a  resistant. 
The  Concord,  a  Labrusca,  the  principal  grape  grown  east  of  the 
Rocky  ^Mountains,  is  only  rated  by  French  authorities  as  five 
in  resistance  out  of  a  possible  twenty.  Nevertheless,  it  thrives 
under  conditions  suited  to  it  right  Avhere  the  phylloxera  is  at 
home.  Instances  like  this,  and  the  fact  that  in  France  much  of 
the  resistant  work  is  as  much  directed  toward  resistance  to 
calcareous  conditions  as  to  phylloxera,  make  it  plain  that  re- 
sistant standards  established  by  the  French  should  not  be  ac- 
cepted as  infallible,  but  can  perhaps  only  serve  to  indicate  what 
might  reasonably  be  expected  here. 

Wei'C  not  other  conditions  involved  to  complicate  matters,  the 
simple  determination  of  what  resistant  stock  to  use  on  any 
given  soil  need  not  of  necessity  be  such  a  difficult  problem.  A 
study  of  the  native  species,  and  of  the  soils  and  conditions  in 
which  they  thrive  best,  .should  come  very  near  telling  us  that. 
To  illustrate :  some  of  the  principal  characteristics  of  the  native 
species  of  most  value  as  resistants  and  direct  producers  are 
herewith  given : 

Vitis  riparia  is  vigorous  on  moist  soils  only,  and  its  varieties 
attain  their  best  growth  on  sandy,  fresh  banks  of  rivers.  They 
root  easily  from  cuttings,  graft  well,  and  are  very  susceptible  to 
drought. 

Vitis  rupestris  is  found. in  hilly,  mountainous  country,  nearly 
always  along  gravelly  banks  and  ravines  where  there  is  moisture 
all  the  year  around  but  where  water  abounds  only  a  portion  of 
the  time.     Its  varieties  should  never  be  planted  where  there  is 


stagnant  water.  Their  resistance  to  drought  is  good,  they  root 
easily  from  cuttings,  bench  graft  readily,  but  are  very  difficult 
to  handle  as  field  grafts. 

Vitis  aestivalis  varieties  delight  in  high,  warm,  sandy  and 
gravelly  moist  soils,  and  are  rarely  found  in  very  dry  soils  and 
never  in  swampy  lowland  or  lime  soils.  They  are  good  growers 
very  fruitful,  hard  to  root  from  cuttings,  and  graft  well  in  vine- 
yard. 

Vitis  linceumii  is  found  in  sandy,  high,  well-drained  timber 
lands  on  ridges  in  siliceous  or  granitic  gravel  mixed  with  clay, 
rather  compact  soils,  and  also  in  very  deep  soils  on  river  banks. 
It  is  very  resistant  to  heat  and  drought,  is  a  good  grower,  quite 
fniitful,  but  hard  to  root  fi'om  cuttings. 

Vitis  bicolor  varieties  grow  well  on  black  sandy  soils  derived 
from  old  formations.  Moderately  good  growers,  fruitful,  very 
resistant  to  heat,  drought  and  cold,  and  hard  to  propagate  from 
cuttings. 

Vitis  berlandieri  is  found  in  limestone  hills,  on  top  of  and 
along  the  side  of  hills,  on  creek  bottoms.    Its  varieties  are  of  the! 
most  resistant  to  lime,  drought,  and  phylloxera.      They  graft  I 
easily  and  are  good  graft  bearers,  but  most  varieties  of  them  are ! 
exceedingly  hard  to  root.  j 

Vitis  monticola  is  also  found  on  limestone  hills.  Its  varieties 
grow  exclusively  on  low  mountains  or  on  table  lands — never  in 
low  places.  They  are  resistant  to  heat  and  drought  and  graft 
well ;  exceedingly  hard  to  root  from  cuttings. 

Vitis  cordifolia  is  found  on  soils  similar  to  those  in  which 
the  Riparia  is  found.  Its  varieties  are  vigorous  growers  and 
graft  well,  but  are  very  hard  to  root  from  cuttings.     . 

Vitis  champini  is  found  in  the  limestone  hills  of  Texas.  Its 
varieties  adapt  themselves  to  a  variety  of  soils,  stand  heat, 
drought  and  lime  conditions  well,  are  good  growers,  root  easily 
from  cuttings  and  graft  Avell  in  vineyard. 

Vitis  solonis  is  found  in  ravines,  along  banks  of  streams.  Its 
varieties  are  of  fair  growth  on  sandy  or  lime  soils  and  root 
easily. 

Vitis  doaniana  varieties  are  moderate  growers,  do  Avell  on 
sandy  or  lime  soils,  root  pretty  easily  from  cuttings,  stand  heat 
and  drought  well,  and  graft  well  in  vineyard. 

Vitis  cinerea  is  found  in  deep,  rich,  loose  soils,  on  river  banks, 
and  also  quite  often  found  in  low  swampy  clay  land,  but  is  never 
found  in  vei'y  dry  soils.  Its  varieties  are  hard  to  propagate 
and  are  of  no  special  value  except  on  swampy  lands. 

Vitis  labrusca  does  best  in  fairly  fertile,  deep,  fresh  alluvial 
soils.  Its  varieties  are  moderate  growers,  very  fruitful,  root 
easily  from  cuttings,  and  graft  well.  By  far  the  largest  part 
of  the  varieties  of  our  native  grapes  cultivated  for  their  own 
fruit  in  this  country  are  of  this  species. 

Vitis  vinifera,  given  because  nearly  all  varieties  of  grapes  \ 
grown  for  their  fruit  in  California  are  of  this  species,  loves  a  I 
warm,  dry  climate,  but  varieties  of  it  thrive  in  nearly  all  well-  j 
drained  soils.    It  is,  however,  not  resistant  to  the  phylloxera. 

The  resistance  of  none  of  the  species  to  cold  is  given,  because  ! 
all  of  them  resist  more  cold  than  is  found  in  the  viticultural  1 
areas  of  California.

j;ean,  bay  or  other  bodies  of  Avater,  in  order  to  afford  oppor- 

'mity  of  testing  and  adjusting  A-arieties  and  hybrids  of  the 

liferent  species  to  varying  conditions,  the  locations  also  taking 

ii  wine  and  brandy  producing  as  well  as  table  grape  and  raisin 

istricts. 

Of  some  of  the  many  important  problems  receiving  considera- 
Ipi  in  these  experimental  vineyards,  the  following  are  four  of 
ie  cardinal  questions  imder  consideration : 

To  make  a  coniprehensiAe  test  of  the  resistant  vine  varie- 
to  determine  their  adaptability  to  the  different  vineyard 
s  and  climatic  conditions. 

To  study  and  determine  the  congeniality  of  Vinifera  varie- 
to  the  different  resistant  stocks. 
'3.  To  ascertain  Avhich  A'arietfes  are  best  adapted  to  the  differ- 
nt  localities  and  for  the  ditt'erent  purposes. 
r4.  To  afford  opportunity  for  testing  all  classes  of  grapes  with 
eference  to  their  I'esistance  to  diseases  which  have  been  doing 
uch  serious  injury  to  the  vineyards,  and  if  found  necessary  to 
ludertake  the  creation  of  an  entirely  new  class  of  grapes  to  re- 
ist  them. 

Your  attention  is  here  called  to  the  fact  that  these  experi- 
iiental  vineyards  happen  to  be  so  located  that  there  is  not  a 
rrape  groAver  in  the  entire  State  farther  than  a  day's  journey 
rom  some  one  or  more  of  them,  and  a  coi-dial  invitation  is  ex- 
ended  to  all  to  visit  them  and  profit  by  them  individually. 
In  these  vineyards  over  three  hundred  varieties  of  resistants 
d  direct  producers  and  over  four  hundred  Vinifera  A-arieties 
fted  on  resistant  stocks  and  groAving  on  their  own  roots  are 
be  found,  and  to  this  already  large  collection  of  varieties 
[ditional  varieties  are  constantly  being  added.    We  have  just 
pleted  over  eight  hundred  acid  and  saccharine  tests  of  Vini- 
■a  varieties  fruiting  on  resistant  stocks  in  the  department 
erimental  vineyards.     These  tests  Avere  largely  made  as  a 
k  check  on  our  congeniality  studies,  and  are  bringing  out  a 
at  many  interesting  facts.    They  indicate,  for  instance,  that 
same  Vinifera  Aarieties  grafted  on  different  resistant  stocks 
y  be  much  sweeter  on  one,  may  have  relatively  more  acid  on 
ther,  ripen  earlier  on  some  than  on  others,  be  more  pro- 
ctiA'e  on  one  stock  than  on  others,  etc. ;  in  fact,  often  are 
tire  successes  on  one  variety  and  failures  on  another.    They 
Av  the  important  fact  that  in  order  to  successfully  establish  a 
eyard  on  resistant  stocks,  Avhile  it  is  imperative  that  stocks 
selected  that  are  suited  to  soil  and  climatic  conditions,  it  is 
it  less  important  that  stocks  be  selected  also  Avith  reference 
their  congeniality  to  the  varieties  it  is  desired  to  graft  on 
iem.    They  indicate  the  important  fact  that  some  of  the  com- 
rcially  well  knoAvn  varieties  Avhich  are  now  being  so  largely 
ted  for  diverse  purposes,  although  they  are  on  resistant 
cks,  are  likely  not  to  prove  successful,  because  the  stocks 
ey  are  on  are  not  congenial  to  them,  even  though  such  stocks 
y  be  well  suited  to  the  soil  conditions  into  which  they  are  to 
placed.     Therefore,  there  are  at  least  three  questions  that 
ery  intelligent  grape  groAver  should  ask  himself  and  haA'e 
swered  before  planting: 

1.    Wiiat  Vinifera  A'ariety  or  varieties  he  desires  to  grow  and 
lu-thcr  tliey  ar(>  suited  to  the  environments  in  Avhich  they  are 


to  be  groAvn. 

2.  The  stock  best  suited  to  the  soil  and  location. 

3.  Whether  his  Vinifera  variety  or  A'arieties  and  the  resistant 
stock  in  question  are  congenial. 

It  should,  of  course,  also  be  determined  beforehand  whether 
bench  grafts  are  to  be  used  or  whether  it  is  intended  to  nursery 
or  field  graft,  the  suitability  of  stocks  in  this  respect  varying 
decidedly.  Such  points  as  these  it  takes  years  to  solve  and  the 
individual  groAver  can  not  afford  to  solve  them.  This  should, 
however,  be  all  the  more  reason  for  the  growers  to  keep  in  close 
touch  with  Avhat  is  being  done  for  them  in  the  experimental  vine- 
yards. The  lack  of  doing  so  may  mean  to  them  only  partial 
success  or  cA'en  failures  Avhen  successes  can  be  just  as  Avell  and 
cheaply  had. 

I  desire  also  to  mention  that  some  of  the  direct  producers, 
especially  retl  varieties,  have  so  far  given  us  some  very  good 
results.  Conclusi<ms  should,  hoAvever,  not  be  too  hastily- 
reached,  as  it  frequently  happens  that  Aacieties  do  Avell  for  a 
fcAv  3-ears  and  then  decline.  The  real  resistance  of  many  of 
them  to  phylloxera  is  still  undetermined. 

In  order  that  the  investigations  carried  on  in  the  experi- 
mental vineyards  may  have  as  direct  application  as  possible  to 
the  vineyard  soils,  analysis  and  maps  of  the  soils  have  been 
]nade  and  correlated  by  the  Bureau  of  Soils. 

A  few  words  of  caution  are  not  out  of  place  relative  to  the 
enormous  vine  plantings  that  have  the  last  few  3-ears  been  made 
and  that  Avill  be  made  the  coming  season.  These  have  resulted 
largely  on  account  of  the  shortness  in  the  Avine  supplies  on  hand 
that  Avere  occasioned  by  the  San  Francisco  disaster,  Avhere  at 
least  15,000,000  gallons  of  wine  Avere  lost,  and  the  heavy  demand 
and  increased  shipments  of  table  grapes  from  California  the 
last  fcAv  years  occasioned  by  the  shortness  of  the  eastern  grape 
crop  and  other  deciduous  fruit  crops.  Of  these  plantings  a 
majority  are  not  on  resistant  stocks,  and  not  enough  considera- 
tion is  given  to  the  selection  of  varieties  Avith  reference  to  their 
fitness  for  the  purpose  grown  or  the  surroundings  in  Avhich  they 
are  planted.  While  the  lack  of  information  that  has  heretofore 
been  on  the  adaptability  of  resistant  stocks  is  some  excuse  for 
the  planting  of  non-resistant  vines  in  soils  where  the  insect  is 
naturally  restricted  in  its  progress,  and  this  is  especially  true 
in  districts  Avhere  the  phylloxera  has  not  yet  been  located,  there 
is  absolutely  no  excuse  for  again  planting  Viniferas  direct  on 
land  where  the  vineyards  have  been  previously  destroyed  by 
the  insect  or  where  it  is  known  to  exist.

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American  Intemperance  and  Its  Causes 


IN  his  paper,  The  Hotel  World,  Mr.  Henry  J.  Bohn  of  Chicago, 
writing  about  a  trip  which  he  made  last  year  in  Europe  in 
company  Avith  some  American  hotel  men  for  tlie  pui-pose  of  be- 
coming acquainted  with  hotel  conditions  in  Europe,  has  the 
following  among  other  remarks : 

For  over  three  months  four  of  us,  two  ladies  and  two  gentle- 
men, traveletl  in  tlie  large  and  small  cities  of  Europe  from  Italy 
to  Holland.  We  patronized  both  hotels  and  inns ;  in  every  large 
city  Ave  dined  early  and  late  in  as  many  large  restaurants  and 
hotels  as  our  stay  permitted,  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the^ 
people,  their  habits,  the  service  and  the  food  and  drinks  of 
eating  places.  That  tliere  are  in  the  large  cities  restaurants 
that  keep  open  until  un.seemly  hours  of  the  morning  and  have 
boisterous  and  intemperate  patrons  is  true.  If  there  has  ever 
been  a  time  in  tlie  history  of  the  Avorld  or  a  civilized  country 
where  these  things  haAC  not  been  in  one  form  or  another,  the 
historians  seem  not  to  have  heard  of  the  place. 

But  Ave  Avill  take  as  a  good  example  the  great  middle  class  of 
people  and  their  dining,  in  tlie  Avonderfully  successful  Kempin- 
ski  I'estaurant  in  Berlin,  with  its  many  floors  and  rooms,  one 
leading  to  the  other,  and  affording  all  sorts  of  decorations  and 
restaurant  styles.  This  house  does  a  tremendous  business,  feed- 
ing many  thousands  of  people  day  and  night.  On  the  handsome 
bill  of  fare  of  this  restaurant  there  appears  a  line  at  the  bottom 
that  persons  dining  and  not  ordering  Avine  Avill  be  charged  50 
pfennig  extra;  tiiat  is,  two  ])ersons  dining  will  pay  one  mark 
(twenty-fi\'e  cents)  extra  if  they  do  not  order  Avine,  abo\e  Avhat 
they  Avill  pay  if  they  order  any  Avine.  AVe  in  America  cannot 
realize  hoAV  cheap  and  plenty  light  Avines  are  on  the  European 
continent.  Alillions  of  acres  are  groAvn  to  grapes  and  the 
product  converted  into  light  Avines;  therefore  a  little  bottle,  all 
sufficient  for  tAvo  diners  for  a  dinner,  is  served  at  twenty-five 
cents — a  light,  delicious,  appetizing  Avine.  Therefore  in  this 
restaurant  persons  can  haAc  a  nice  little  bottle  of  Avine  Avithout 
it  costing  them  a  cent  extra. 

According  to  our  American  ideas  this  avouUI  lead  to  intem- 
perance and  drunkenness.  Does  it  do  so  in  Europe?  Not  a  bit 
of  it.  Of  the  hundreds  of  tables  there  will  not  be  probably  a 
half  dozen  that  liaAC  not  from  one  to  four  bottles  of  Avine  upon 
them  at  every  meal  time,  and  yet  j'ou  will  not  see  a  single  person 
imder  the  influence  of  drink.  This  is  temperance,  but  not  total 
abstinence. 

On  a  Sunday  morning,  particularly  in  Germany,  everything 
Avill  be  closed  until  12 :30,  cA'ery  store  is  totally  closed,  shutters 
draAvn  so  that  there  is  not  a  display  in  any  shoAV  window.    The 


European  peojile  are  much  better  church  goers  than  the  Ameri- 
can people,  and  nearly  everybody  goes  to  church  during  these! 
morning  hours.  At  12 :30  the  church  services  are  over  and  the! 
drinking  places,  the  summer  gardens,  restaurants,  etc.,  arej 
opened  to  the  public.  The  very  minister  Avho  has  preached  a 
stiff  orthodox  sermon  to  his  hearers  Avill  then  take  his  family  of 
Avife  and  children  and  may  be  seen  about  a  table  in  a  summer 
garden  or  in  a  restaurant,  and  the  chances  are  good  that  he 
Avill  also  haA'e  Avine  or  beer  in  front  of  his  family.  The  afternoon| 
and  evening  is  giA-en  up  to  pleasure  and  recreation.  Men  willl 
be  accompanied  by  their  families,  cA'en  to  the  smallest  children.! 
There  Avill  be  good  music  and  tnere  Avill  be  conversation  and 
laughter.  Rarely  in  these  Sunday  afternoon  places  Avill  you  see[ 
anyone  that  shows  the  influences  of  alcohol.  The  man  Avho  uses 
it  to  excess  Avill  disgrace  himself,  Avill  be  ostracized,  he  will  be 
looked  doAvn  upon  by  his  friends  and  acquaintances.  This  re 
straint  is  Avhat  Avarns  him  against  OAerindulgence. 

In  all  of  our  months  upon  the  continent,  mingling  Avith  thr 
people  at  nearlA'  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  Avhere  music, 
eating  and  drinking  Avas  being  indulged  in  by  thousands,  wei 
didn't  see  as  much  drunkenness,  all  told,  as  we  can  see  almost| 
any  day  on  the  leading  business  streets  of  Chicago,  and  that! 
isn't  saying  that  Chicago  is  so  A-ery  bad  at  that.    In  all  the  great' 
summer  hotels  in   SAvitzex-land,   in  the  great  kurhouses,  tin 
central  rendezvous  for  the  pleasure  seekei's,  Avhere  gather  thou 
ands  to  drink  and  eat  and  listen  to  music,  and  even  Avhere  tlier- 
is  a  great  gambling  casino  as  part  of  the  (sstablishmenf,  we  do 
not  recall  seeing  a  single  intoxicated  person.      Is    this  nol 
strange,  is  it  not  almost  marA'elous  to  us,  in  a  country  Avhen 
liquor  is  freely  permitted  and  used?    Can  Ave  reason  from  tlii- 
that  Avhere  restriction,  Avhere  the  prohibition  element  of  societv 
is  strongest  and  fiercest,  it  folIoAvs  that  the  use  of  liquor  is  most 
intemperate?     It  seems  so.     But  I  shall  name  what  I  believe 
four  principal  reasons  for  the  excessive  drunkenness  at  least  in 
America,  over  what  we  find  on  the  continent. 

1.  We  are  a  more  nervous  people,  and  nerA'ousness  is  both  a 
cause  and  result  of  stimulation. 

2.  Our  American  treating  habit,  which  is  virtually  unknoAvn 
in  Europe.  Over  there  a  man  invites  a  friend  to  dinner  and  h( 
naturally  pays  for  the  dinner  and  wines  consumed.  But  tAvo 
of  the  best  friends  in  the  world  Avill  sit  doAvn  in  an  inn  or  a 
restaurant  or  drinking  place  on  the  continent;  one  man  may 
drink  beer  and  the  other  wine  or  one  may  drink 
tAvo  or  three  steins  and  his  associate  only  one,  but  when 
they  get  ready  to  depart  each  Avill  pay  his  OAvn  bill.  This  docs 
not  lead  to  excess,  and  the  men  sit  for  long  hours  over  a  singli 
stein  or  a  small  bottle,  and  sit  and  sit  and  talk  and  talk.  Our 
American  treating  habit  is  responsible  for  half  of  our  drunken 
ness. 
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The  streugth  of  our  alcoholic  stimulants  is  another  cause, 
whi.skcy  and  cocktail  drinks,  combined  with  our  treating 
t,  are  sure  to  lead  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  drunkenness. 
Our  American  standing  bar,  combined  with  our  treating 
t,  is  another  great  source  of  the  trouble.  It  is  to  drinking 
t  our  American  lunch  counter  is  to  eating — hasty,  hurried, 
itemperate  consumption.  Alen  who  sit  down  at  a  table  and 
idulge  slowly,  we  may  say,  decently,  in  light  alcoholic  bever- 
res  do  not  become  drunk,  especially  Avhen  each  pays  for  his 
.^•n  drinks. 

We  may  argue  and  talk  from  now  until  doomsday,  but  the 

ict  will  remain  that  the  above  causes  are  largely  the  sources 

f  the  li(]uor  ti-ouble.     I  am  here  also  going  to  say  something 

arsh  for  the  American  hotel  man,  and  brewer  and  distiller. 

hey  have  themselves  largely  to  blame  for  the  intemperate  laws 

lat  are  now  bcnng  placed  upon  our  statute  books.    The  brewer 

ad  distiller  have  been  indifferent  as  to  the  character  of  the 

len   they  backed  in  the  liquor  selling  business.     They  have 

lown  but  one  consideration,  and  that  is  to  dispose  of  the  lax'g- 

jt  possible  amount  of  their  goods.    The  hotel  men,  always  with 

sceptions  of  course,  have  been  too  indifferent  as  to  dispensing 

quor  to  men  and  women  while  guests  under  their  roof.     It 

iliould  be  absolutely  impossible  in  any  decent  hotel  for  a  man  to 

jbtain  a  drink  of  liquor  at  the  bar  or  in  a  room  after  that  iudi- 

idual  has  shown  he  is  coming  under  the  influence  of  alcohol. 

I>ut  because  one  or  because  ten  men  in  a  hotel  or  elsewhere 

that  matter,  make  or  are  permitted  to  make  drunkards  of 

iiL-iuselves  is  no  reason  whatever  why  the  other  guests  should 

le  deprived  of  the  inalienable  right  to  eat  and  drink  in  decency 

nd  moderation.    Once  upon  a  time  the  church  burned  men  at 

he  stake  for  not  believing  as  the  authorities  of  the  church  be- 

ieved.    Allow  prohibitionists  to  tell  you  what  you  shall  or  shall

When  a  man  tills  his  hide  in  a  saloon  we  do  not,  as  we 
3ught,  take  it  as  a  symptom  of  mental  degeneracy,  but  we  blame 
simply  the  saloon  and  say,  "Poor  man,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
<aloon  he  would  have  remained  virtuous."  So  it  is  all  through 
jwith  our  methods  of  reform ;  we  expect  to  make  people  good  by 
jremoving  temptation.  We  try  to  grow  an  oak  in  a  hothouse. 
jwe  are  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind  to  that  great  underlying 
natural  law  which  nullifies  all  laws  of  men— i.  e.,  every  man  in 
the  world  finds  his  level,  and  if  his  level  is  in  the  gutter  he  finds 
it.  We  may  save  a  few  weaklings  and  degenerates  by  unjust 
laws,  but  the  men  and  women  in  this  world  who  are  worth 
having  are  those  Avho  can  stand  up  and  be  men  and  women  in  the 
I  face  of  ever}'  temptation. 


Jug  Handled  Southern  Prohibition 


In  tlie  course  of  the  arguments  before  the  committee  of  the 
i  House  of  Representatives  on  the  various  bills  to  deprive  liquor 
of  its  interstate  rights  of  commerce,  the  following  amusing 
incident  occurred : 

In  asserting  the  failure  of  prohibition  laws  in  Maine,  Kansas 
and  Iowa,  ifi-.  Bartholdt  remarked: 

"These  things  we  know,  but  we  do  not  know  how  prohibition 
laws  are  going  to  operate  in  the  states  of  Georgia  and  Alabama." 

"Pardon  me,"  interrupted  Chairman  Jenkins,  "but  I  heard  an 


answer  to  that  query,  made  by  a  southerner  only  this  morning. 
He  said:  'The  inauguration  of  prohibition  laws  in  Alabama 
and  Georgia  will  work  like  a  charm.  This  will  mean  that  a 
white  gentleman  can  get  a  drink  Avhenever  he  wants  it,  but  a 
nigger  can't  get  a  drop.'  " 

This  is  doubtless  the  truth  in  a  nut-shell. 


View  of  the  Unconcerned 


THE  liquor  dealers,  brewers  and  dealers  in  liquor  and  brew- 
ery supplies  generally  have  organized  to  fight  against  "the 
wave  of  prohibition  which  is  spreading  over  the  country." 

If  they  are  sensible,  they  will  keep  their  heads  under  cover. 
Many  States  have  gone  to  prohibition,  not  by  any  means  that  the 
voters  believe  in  prohibition,  but  principally  as  a  result  of  the 
insolence,  the  dictation,  the  bull-dozing,  the  attempted  political 
and  commercial  czardom  of  the  liquor  interests. 

Prohibition  has  not  been  successful  as  a  principle,  but  rather 
as  a  protest — a  protest  against  whisk}'  and  beer  domination. 
That  protest  has  gone  to  the  extreme  of  prohibition  because  the 
citizens  Avho  are  not  total  abstainers  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  was  high  time  a  drastic  rebuke  was  administered  to  the  ar- 
rogance of  the  liquor  interests — interests  which  are  evidently 
not  satisfied  with  the  beneficent  protection  of  the  laws,  but  Avant 
to  control  municipal  and  county  elections  in  order  that  public 
officials  shall  be  their  servants  and  not  the  servants  of  the 
people. 

The  pendulum  of  reform  has  gone  as  far  as  it  possibly  can  go. 
It  has  been  driven  where  it  is  practically  by  the  insolence  and 
domineering  tactics  of  the  liquor  and  the  brewery  interests. 

If  good  citizens  who  are  not  total  abstainers,  but  who  believe 
in  good  laws,  are  left  alone,  that  pendulum  will  go  back  before 
long  from  prohibition  to  the  better  doctrine  of  sensible  regula- 
tion and  proper  license. 

But  if  the  liquor  and  brewery  interests  come  again  domineer- 
ingly to  the  front  to  tell  American  citizenship  what  it  must 
do  in  order  to  make  more  profits  for  whisky  and  for  beer,  then 
will  the  arrow  of  that  pendulum  remain  pointing  to  prohibition 
for  many  a  day  to  come. — Sacramento  Bee. 
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A  Christian  Minister's  Defense  of  Strong  Drink 


A  PROMINENT  German-American  clergyman  and  poet,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Pedro  Ilgen  of  St.  Louis,  has  been  moved  to  ire 
by  tlie  rapid  growth  of  teetotalism  enforced  by  statute.  It  seems 
that  the  stringency  of  the  laAvs  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicants 
in  Georgia  lias  made  it  impossible  to  buy  intoxicants  in  that 
State  for  any  purpose.  Thus,  alcohol,  it  is  said,  is  the  only 
stimulant  obtainable  on  a  physician's  prescription,  and  the  law, 
as  originally  framed,  bars  even  the  clergy  from  the  use  of  wine 
in  the  — Holy  Communion !  Dr.  Ilgen  vigorously  denounces 
what  he  regards  as  the  fanaticism  of  prohibition.  "America," 
he  exclaims  in  a  letter  to  Der  Deutsche  Vorkampfer  (New 
York),  "is  not,  as  Privy  Councillor  Goldberger  has  designated 
it,  'the  Land  of  LTnlimited  Possibilities,'  but  the  land  of  impos- 
sible limitations."  Prohibition,  he  avers,  is  actually  unchris- 
tian in  spirt. 

W'ine,  Dr.  Ilgen  affirms,  was  looked  upon  as  sacred  and  sacra- 
mental in  the  rites  of  the  majority  of  ancient  religions,  and  was 
regarded  as  such  by  Christ.  The  first  exercise  of  the  latter's 
miraculoiis  power  was  the  transformation  of  the  water  into 
wine  at  the  wedding  of  Cana.  Thereby,  Dr.  Ilgen  contends, 
Christ  proved  himself  the  friend  of  legitimate  pleasure  and 
encouraged  in  his  brothers  the  joy  of  living.  In  fact  he  was 
even  accused  by  his  enemies  of  being  a  "wine-bibber." 

The  Christian  church,  Dr.  Ilgen  goes  on  to  say,  has  always 
observed  the  iisage  sanctioned  by  its  founder  and  freely  i>ermit- 
ted  the  temperate  enjoyment  of  wine.  St.  Paul  even  recom- 
mended its  use  to  his  j-ounger  co-worker,  Timothy.  "Drink  no 
longer  water  but  use  a  little  Avine  for  thy  stomach's  sake  and 
thine  often  infirmities."  His  apostolic  letters.  Dr.  Ilgen  opines, 
bear  witness  throughout  to  the  freedom  of  the  Christian  con- 
science in  all  questions  of  eating  and  drinking,  of  the  letter  of 
the  law,  of  holy  days  and  of  the  Sabbath.  Thus  in  his  letter  to 
the  Colossians,  the  Apostle  says :  "Let  no  man,  therefore,  judge 
you  in  meat,  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect  of  a  holy  day,  or  of  the 
new  moon,  or  of  the  sabbath  days,  which  are  the  .shadow  of 
things  to  come,  but  the  body  is  Christ."  "Surely,''  Dr.  Ilgen 
continues,  "the  Apostle  could  hardly  have  expressed  himself  in 
more  unmistakable  terms  or  proved  more  clearly  his  disregard 
for  the  pettiness  of  his  contemporaries  and  the  narrowness  of 
their  minds.  But  in  our  own  day,  which  in  many  respects  re- 
sembles the  age  of  St.  Paul,  the  Apostle's  words  break  in  vain 
against  the  rock  of  a  fanatical  reform  movement  that  has  no 
vestige  of  the  Christian  spirit  and  loving  kindness."  To  quote 
further : 

"In  encouraging  the  spirit  of  temperance — temperance  in  all 
things — the  Christian  church,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  big- 


oted fanatics,  has  always  laid  most  stress  upon  education  and 
self-restraint.    Even  as  love  is  the  fulfilment  of  the  law,  so  it  is  i 
only  self -directed  morality  which  can  effectually  and  perma-' 
nently  mould  the  life  of  a  nation  and  bring  about  true  reform 
and  true  progress,  happiness  and  well-being,  in  accordance  with  1 
the  general  cultural  trend  of  the  race.    The  principles  inherent 
in  the  prohibition  movement  would  justify  the  prohibition  of' 
marriage,  the  enforcement  of  chastity  by  the  drastic  methods 
of  surgery,  the  destruction  of  all  poisons  and  explosives  and 
of  hundreds  of  agencies  which  open  unlimited  vistas  of  possible 
misfortunes  and  crimes.     But  where,  to  use  Schiller's  phrase, 
would  then  be  'the  free  children  of  the  house?'  " 

According  to  one  school  of  liiblical  commentators,  Christ 
referred  to  "unfermented  must"  in  speaking  of  wine,  and  at  the! 
wedding-feast  in  Cana  transformed  the  water  into  unfermented 
grape-juice.  This  "two-wine"  theory  is  about  seventy  years  old. 
It  originated  in  tJie  United  States  and  has  been  regarded  in  the 
past  as  a  powerful  support  of  the  cause  of  teetotalism.  lUit 
Dr.  Ilgen  prot(!Sts  against  the  sacrilege  of  substituting  unfer- 
mented must  for  the  mystic  representation  of  the  Savior's  blood. 

A  whole  literature  has  grown  up  around  the  "two-wine' 
theory.  About  seventeen  years  ago  an  American  minister,  tin 
Rev.  Edward  H.  Jewett,  collected  the  opinions  of  the  leading 
clergymen  in  the  United  States  on  the  subject.  Two  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  out  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-six,  declared 
against  the  theory.  The  Catholic  Church  has  always  upheld 
St.  Chrysostom's  view  that  "wine  is  the  work  of  God,  drunken 
ness  the  work  of  the  devil,"  and  has  regarded  the  "tAvo-wine' 
theory  as  heretical.  Martin  Luther's  liberal  views  on  the  sub 
ject  of  wine  are  well  known.  Bishop  Potter's  recent  attempt 
to  establish  a  model  saloon  in  New  York  elucidates  that  digui 
tary's  attitude  upon  the  question.  And  inasmuch  as  the  leadinji 
scholars  of  the  world  di.scountenance  the  "two-wine"  theory,  it 
must  be  assumed  that  the  wine  of  Avhich  Christ  partook  witli 
his  disciples  at  the  Last  Supper  contained  alcohol.  Christianity, 
it  is  therefore  contended  on  the  authority  of  the  Bible,  requires 
the  use  of  an  alcoholic  beverage  in  its  most  sacred  rite,  and, 
freely  permits  its  enjoyment  for  the  purposes  of  personal  grati 
fication. — Cnrren t  Literature.

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Pruning  and  Training  of  Young  Vines.

1  perhaps  the  most  important  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
)rofit  and  satisfaction  to  be  obtainwl  from  it  later.  Vines  which 
u^  neglected  or  improperly  treated  in  yonth  can  never  be  given 
hat  shape  which  is  indispensable  for  the  maximum  returns  and 
he  minimum  labor. 

Tliousands  of  acres  of  new  vineyard  have  been  planted  during 
;;he  last  two  years,  and,  without  attempting  to  write  a  complete 
l;reatise  on  vine  pruning,  a  few  practical  suggestions  regarding 
the  treatment  of  young  vines  should  be  useful.  Whatever  the 
varii'ty  of  vine  and  Avhatever  the  system  of  pruning  to  be  ulti- 
mately adopted,  the  treatment  for  the  first  two  and  even  three 
years  is  practically  identical. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Making  Cuttings. — The  considerations  Avhich  should  govern 
,us  in  the  choice  and  making  of  cuttings  have  been  given  in  Cir- 
cular No.  26  of  this  Station,  "Selection  and  I'reparation  of  Vine 
Cuttings."    The  mechanical  part  only  is  reviewed  here. 

The  cuttings  should  be  made  from  well-ripened  canes  of 
medium  thickness  and  of  greater  or  less  length,  according  to  the 
climate  and  soil  of  the  vineyard  in  which  they  are  to  be  planted. 
Tlie  range  will  be  from  10  to  18  inches. 

Cuttings  are  most  conveniently  made  by  means  of  ordinary 

one-hand  pruning  shears.     In    making    them,  the    lower  cut 

j  should  be  nmde  just  below  a  bud,  and  the  upper  just  above  a 

bud.     These  cuts  should  be  made  as  near  the  bud  as  is  possible 

without  danger  of  destroying  or  removing  the  diaphragm. 

It  is  best  to  remove  the  upper  bud,  either  when  making  the 
cuttings  or  afterwards,  though  this  is  not  absolutely  necessary. 
The  bud  from  which  growth  is  expected  is  the  second  from  the 
fop.  The  reason  for  leaving  the  internode  above  is  to  protect 
the  second  bud  and  to  insure  its  strong  growth.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  the  diaphragm  should  be  left.  If  removed,  the  pith 
in  the  upper  internode  will  be  exposed  to  alternate  wetting  and 
drying,   and  may  decay,   thus  weakening  or  killing   the  bud 

hclow. 

In  planting,  the  cutting  should  be  placed  with  just  one  bud 
above  the  surface  of  the  ground.  It  is  a  great  mistake  to  leave 
more  than  one  bud  out  of  the  ground,  as  this  increases  the 
danger  of  drying  out. 

Pruning  Rooted  Vines.— X  young  rooted  vme  before  planting 
should  have  all  its  roots  shortened  to  from  4  to  6  inches,  accord- 
ing to  their  vigor.  If  the  soil  has  been  very  deeply  plowed  and 
it  is  desired  to  plant  the  vines  with  a  dibble,  there  is  no  objection 
to  cutting  back  the  roots  to  stubs  14  of  an  inch  long.  Such  a 
Aine  will  make  better  growth  in  deeply  prepared  soil  than  one 
with  longer  roots  planted  with  a  spade  in  shallow-plowed  soil. 

The  top  of  the  vine  should  be  thinned  to  one  cane,  the  strong- 
ost  and  most  upright  being  left.  This  cane  must  be  shortened 
to  two  good  buds,  making  the  cut  close  to  an  internode,  as  in 
making  cuttings. 

The  pruning  of  rooted  bench  grafts  is  practically  the  same  as 
that  of  ordinary  rooted  vines,  though  the  cutting  back  of  the  sin- 
glecane  to  two  buds  is  best  deferred  until  after  planting  and  just 
as  the  buds  commence  to  swell.  This  affords  some  protecti(ra 
to  the  graft,  and  makes  it  less  likely  to  dry  out  before  the  sap 
starts  and  the  young  rootlets  are  formed.  All  scion  roots  above 
the  union  and  all  suckers  from  below  the  union  should  be  care- 
fully removed. 

During  the  summer  of  the  year  the  vines  are  planted,  no 
pruning  or  training  of  any  kind  is  needed  in  most  cases.    For 


this  reason  it  is  nearly  always  unnecessary  to  stake  the  vines 
when  they  are  plantwl.  The  only  exception  to  this  is  when 
strong-rooted  vines  are  planted  in  a  rich,  moist  soil  in  which 
they  will  make  a  very  large  growth  the  first  year.  In  this  case 
it  is  desirable,  though  not  quite  necessary,  to  stake  the  vines 
immediately  after  i)lanting  and  to  adopt  the  method  of  summer 
treatment  described  below  for  the  second  year. 

In  most  cases  it  is  best  to  allow  all  the  shoots  to  remain  to 
feed  the  vine  and  to  insure  a  good  root  growth  the  first  year. 

Staking. — In  the  autumn  or  Avinter  following  planting,  the 
vines  should  be  staked,  either  before  or  after  pruning,  but  in 
any  case  some  time  before  the  buds  start  in  the  spring. 

The  kind  of  stake  used  will  depend  on  the  variety  of  vine  and 
on  the  method  of  pruning  to  be  ultimately  adopted.  For  or- 
dinary short-pruning,  the  stake  should  be  of  such  length  that, 
after  being  driven  into  the  ground,  sufficient  Avill  be  below  the 
surface  to  keep  it  firm  and  prevent  its  being  loosened  by  the 
force  of  the  Avind  acting  on  the  vine  Avhich  is  tied  to  it,  and 
sufficient  above  the  surface  to  extend  1  or  2  inches  above  the 
height  at  Avhich  it  is  intendetl  to  head  the  vines.  It  should  be 
from  114  to  11/2  inches  square,  according  to  its  length. 

In  firm  ground,  for  small-groAving  vines  such  as  Zinfandel,  a 
stake  11/4  by  ll^  inches  and  27  inches  long  Avill  be  sufficient. 
This  Avill  allow  15  inches  to  be  driven  into  the  ground  and  leave 
12  inches  abo\'e,  Avhich  is  enough  for  vines  to  be  headed  at  10 
inches.  If  the  ground  is  loose  or  sandy  a  30-inch  stake  driven 
18  inches  into  the  ground  will  be  needed.  For  strong-groAving 
A'arieties,  such  as  Carignane  or  Tokay,  especially  Avhen  planted 
in  rich  soil,  a  stake  IV2  by  11/2  inches  and  36  inches  long  will 
be  necessary,  and  15  or  18  inches  of  this  should  be  left  above 
the  ground.  This  Avill  permit  the  heading  of  the  vines  at  15 
inches. 

If  the  vines  are  to  be  trellised  Avith  one  wire,  a  36-inch  stake 
driven  18  inches  into  the  ground  is  the  proper  length.  If  tAVO 
Avires  are  to  be  used,  a  48-inch  stake  Avill  be  needed,  leaving  30 
inches  above  the  surface. 

If  the  vines  are  to  be  pruned  long  and  the  canes  tied  to  the 
stake,  a  5-foot  stake  Avill  usually  be  needed,  and  this  must  be 
stronger,  2  by  2  inches  square.  This  stake  should  be  driven  2 
feet  into  the  ground. 

These  dimensions  are  all  smaller  than  are  usual  in  Califor- 
nia, but  are  quite  sufficient  for  all  practical  purposes.  The 
stake  should  be  placed  1  to  2  inches  from  the  vine  on  the  side 
opposite  to  the  prevailing  heaA^y  Avinds.  The  force  of  the  Avind 
will  thus  keep  the  vine  pressed  against  the  stake  and  the  tying 
material  is  less  liable  to  break. 

First  Winter  Pruning. — In  California,  the  young  vines  may 
be  pruned  at  any  time  after  the  leaves  haA'e  fallen,  except  in 
sections  very  subject  to  spring  frosts,  Avhere  it  is  sometimes 
adA'isable  to  defer  the  pruning  until  after  the  top  buds  of  the 
canes  start. 

The  Avay  the  vines  are  to  be  pruned  will  depend  altogether  on 
the  groAvth  they  have  made.  If  the  growth  has  been  small  the 
tops  are  pruned  exactly  like  rooted  vines  before  planting.  All 
the  canes  are  removed  entirely,  except  the  strongest,  and  this 
is  cut  back  to  tAvo  buds. 

Any  vines  Avhieh  have,  made  a  strong  groAvth  and  possess  at 
least  one  cane  of  Avhich  a  sufficient  length  is  well  ripened  may 
be  pruned  for  tying  up.  All  the  canes  are  remoA-ed  entirely,  ex- 
cept the  strongest,  and  this  is  cut  back  to  10,  15,  or  18  inches, 
according  to  the  height  at  Avhich  it  is  intended  to  head  the  vine. 
The  top  cut  is  made  through  a  bud,  just  as  in  making  cuttings. 
This  will  facilitate  tying  up  and  insure  the  healthy  groAvth  of 
the  top  bud. 

Sometimes,  even  Avhen  the  vine  has  made  sufficient  growth, 
the  canes  are  prostrate  or  crooked  and  none  can  be  tied  up 
straight  to  the  stake.   In  this  case  the  vine  must  be  pruned  like

a  weak  vine — that  is,  thinned  to  one  cane  and  this  cane  cut 
baclj  to  two  buds. 

In  no  case  should  two  canes  of  any  length  be  left,  and  in  all 
cases  where  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  the  full  length  of  well- 
ripened  wood  for  tying  up,  the  cane  should  be  cut  back  to  two 
buds.  It  is  very  bad  practice  to  leave  some  of  the  canes  of  inter- 
mediate length,  as  this  causes  the  vines  to  head  out  at  various 
heights  and  produces  an  irregularity  of  shape  which  can  never 
be  remedied  and  which  interferes  with  regular  pruning,  culti- 
vation, and  other  vineyard  work. 

The  idea  to  be  kept  in  mind  is  to  cut  back  each  winter  nearly 
to  the  ground — that  is,  to  two  buds — until  a  cane  is  produced 
A\ith  a  length  of  well-ripened  wood  and  good  buds  equal  to  the 
height  at  which  the  vine  is  to  be  headed.  It  is  very  important 
that  this  cane  should  be  straight,  healthy  and  Avell-ripened,  as  it 
is  from  it  that  the  trunk  of  the  mature  vine  develops.  All  the 
vines  on  which  a  cane  has  been  left  should  be  carefully  tied  up. 
Two  ties  will  be  needed  in  most  cases.  A  half  hitch  should  be 
made  around  the  cane  below  the  swelling  left  by  the  bud  which 
has  been  removed,  and  the  cane  tied  firmly  to  the  top  of  the 
stake.  Another  tie  is  made  about  half-way  down  the  stake.  The 
lower  tie  need  not  be  very  tight,  and  in  any  case  the  tying  ma- 
terial should  not  be  passed  completely  around  the  cane,  except 
above  the  top  bud,  or  the  vine  will  be  strangled  when  it  com- 
mences to  grow.  Any  kind  of  string  or  twine,  sufficiently  strong 
to  withstand  the  pressure  of  the  growing  vine  in  a  heavy  wind, 
may  be  used.  Binding  twine,  or  a  single  strand  of  good  baling 
rope,  is  suitable.  No.  16  or  17  galvanized  wire  is  preferred  by 
some  and  is  better  than  string,  if  care  is  taken  to  remove  the 
bottom  ties  the  following  year  before  they  strangle  the  vines. 
Wire  is  a  little  more  expensive  and  takes  a  little  longer  to  put  on 
than  string,  but  holds  the  vines  better  and  can  be  used  for 
several  years.  ,  if 

SECOND  YEAE. 

Summer  Pruning. — The  treatment  during  the  second  and 
third  spring  and  summer  is  of  great  importance  to  the  future 
welfare  of  the  vine.  A  little  judicious  care  at  this  period  will 
avert  many  troubles  in  later  years.  It  will  be  necessary  to  go 
over  the  vineyard  four  or  five  times  to  do  the  suckering,  topping 
and  tying  which  are  necessary. 

The  shoots  starting  from  the  vines  which  have  been  cut  back 
to  two  buds  should  be  thinned  to  a  single  one.  This  thinning 
should  be  done  as  soon  as  possible  in  such  a  way  that  it  is  never 
necessary  to  remove  a  shoot  more  than  3  or  4  inches  long.  If 
the  thinning  is  deferred  until  the  shoots  are  a  foot  or  more  long 
the  vine  will  be  weakened  by  the  removal  of  so  much  foliage. 
If  the  thinning  cannot  be  done  early,  it  is  better  not  to  do  it  at 
all.  The  object  of  this  thinning  is  to  throw  all  the  force  and 
growth  of  the  vine  into  the  cane  which  is  to  form,  finallj',  the 
trunk  of  the  vine.  If  it  is  done  too  late  not  only  does  the  growth 
not  go  into  this  cane,  but  the  vine  is  weakened  so  much  that 
this  cane  does  not  grow  so  well  as  it  would  have  done  without 
thinning. 

The  first  thinning  can  be  done  with  the  first  hoeing,  and  the 
second  with  the  suckering.  The  suckering  consists  of  the  re- 
moval of  all  shoots  which  come  from  below  the  ground.  These 
also  should  be  removed  as  early  as  practicable,  both  to  avoid 
weakening  the  vine  by  the  removal  of  mature  leaves  and  also 
because  a  young  sucker  is  much  more  easily  separated  from  the 
vine  at  this  time.  Every  sucker  must  be  cut  or  broken  off  at  the 
point  where  it  originates.  If  a  little  piece  of  the  sucker  is  left, 
several  new  suckers  will  start  at  the  same  place.  The  more 
completely  the  suckering  is  done  during  the  first  two  yeai's,  the 
less  trouble  in  this  respect  there  will  be  in  later  years.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  grafted  vines. 

A  few  weeks  after  the  fir.st  thinning,  the  single  shoot  which 
has  been  left  will  have  grown  10  or  15  inches.    At  this  length 


it  should  be  tied  up  to  the  stake.  If  this  tying  is  neglected  or 
deferred  too  long,  a  heavy  wind  is  very  liable  to  break  off  the 
whole  shoot.  A  piece  of  string  tied  rather  loosely  about  the 
middle  of  the  shoot  is  all  that  is  needed.  If  the  vines  are  to  he 
headed  high  (18  inches)  another  tie  near  the  top  of  the  stake 
may  be  necessary  later. 

For  vines  which  are  making  on]j  a  moderate  growth  this  is 
all  the  treatment  needed  during  the  summer.  Strong-growing 
vines  in  rich  soil,  however,  should  be  topped. 

Topping. — The  object  of  this  topping  is  to  force  the  shoot 
to  send  out  laterals  at  the  right  height  above  the  surface  of  the 
soil,  to  be  used  as  spurs  during  the  following  year.  This  top 
ping  is  an  operation  which  requires  a  good  deal  of  judgment. 
If  the  topping  is  done  too  soon,  laterals  will  not  start,  but  a 
new  terminal  shoot  will  be  formed.  This  is  not  a  serious  defect, 
however,  but  simply  necessitates  a  second  topping  two  or  three 
weeks  later.  Neither  will  the  laterals  start  if  the  topping  is 
done  too  late,  or  if  they  start  they  will  not  mature,  and  tin 
vine  is  weakened  by  the  removal  of  foliage  without  any  com 
pensating  advantage. 

Until  experience  has  shown  the  proper  time  for  the  variety 
and  locality,  it  is  best  to  top  when  the  shoot  has  grown  to  from 
8  to  12  inches  above  the  top  of  the  stake,  and  if  necessary  topi^ 
again  later.  ' 

The  shoot  should  be  topped  within  1  or  2  inches  of  the  top  of 
the  stake,  if  the  stakes  have  been  chosen  and  driven  as  advised 
above.  This  will  insure  the  growth  of  laterals  just  where  thev 
are  needed  for  the  next  winter  pruning. 

The  vines  on  which  a  cane  has  been  left  and  tied  up  duriii-^ 
the  preceding  winter  must  be  treated  a  little  differently.  Tlic 
removal  of  underground  shoots  or  suckers  is  the  same.  Instead 
of  thinning  out  the  shoots  to  a  single  one,  as  for  the  vines  jusi 
described,  all  the  shoots  should  be  left  to  grow,  except  those, 
too  near  the  ground. 

As  a  rule,  all  shoots  between  the  ground  and  the  middle  of 
the  stakes  should  be  taken  off.  It  is  even  more  important  that 
tliis  should  be  done  early  than  in  the  case  described  above.  If 
the  lower  shoots  are  alloAved  to  become  large  and  then  removed,, 
not  only  is  the  vine  weakened  by  the  removal  of  mature  leaves,, 
but  the  stem  of  the  vine  is  suddenly  exposed  to  the  direct  rays" 
of  the  hot  sun  and  is  very  liable  to  injury.  This  injury  does: 
not  sliow  by  a  peeling  off  of  the  bark  as  with  fruit  trees,  but: 
by  a  general  weakening  and  dwarfing  of  the  vine. 

The  shoots  coming  from  the  upper  half  of  the  cane  are  to 
form  the  spurs  for  the  following  winter  pruning,  and  can  ofteni 
be  l(^ft  to  grow  Avithout  further  treatment. 

If  the  growth  is  very  rapid  and  succulent,  however,  it  is  neces-. 
sary  to  pinch  them,  or  the  first  heavy  Avind  may  break  them  off. 

Pinching  consists  of  the  removal  of  1  or  2  inches  of  growth 
at  the  extreme  tip  of  the  shoot.    This  delays  the  growth  in^length 
temporarily  and  gives  the  shoot  time  to  strengthen  its  tissues 
before  its  length  gives  too  much  leverage  to  the  wind.     This; 
pinching  usually  has  to  be  repeated  at  least  once. 

Pinching  may  be  replaced  by  topping  a  few  weeks  later,  but 
the  latter  is  somewhat  weakening  to  the  vine. 

In  all  summer  pruning— that  is,  removal  of  green  shoots  and 
leaves— of  young  vines,  two  things  should  be  kept  in  mind: 
First,  that  all  summer  priming  is  weakening;  second,  that  the 
object  of  summer  pruning  of  young  vines  is  to  direct  the  growth 
as  much  as  possible  into  those  parts  which  are  to  become  per- 
manent portions  of  the  mature  vine.  The  weakening  effect  is 
almost  nil  if  the  slioots  or  tips  are  removed  when  they  are  very 
small,  but  may  be  very  serious  if  large  shoots  are  removed  or 
heavily  topped.  AMicn  ii  larg(;  .shoot  covered  with  leaves  is  re- 
moved it  is  a  total  loss  to  tlie  vine.  When  a  small  shoot  is  re- 
moved the  food  materials  wliicii  would  have  gone  into  that  shoot 
are  divei'ted  to  the  shoots  that  remain,  and  the  vigor  and  size  of 
the  latter  are  increased.

The  National  Model  License  League  was  called  upon  to  assist 
i;  Securing  speakers  to  put  into  the  field  in  Illinois,  where 
ighty-four  counties  are  to  hold  local  option  elections,  and  fur- 
jished  three  speakers  for  this  purpose.  The  League  is  con- 
jaiitly  developing  new  speakers  and  advocates  every  day  be- 
uise  its  platform  furnishes  something  that  all  good  citizens 
in  openly  commend  and  offer  as  a  real  temperance  movement. 


The  National  Model  License  League  scored  a  decided  victory 
I  defeating  the  County  Unit  Extension  Bill  in  the  Senate  of 
K'  Kentucky  Legislature.  After  weeks  of  maneuvering  by  the 
ilvocates  of  the  bill,  it  was  voted  on  in  the  lower  house  on 
'•'bniary  27th  and  passed  by  a  vote  of  75  to  14.  The  Anti- 
aloon  League  and  its  allies  then  concentrated  all  their  efforts 
■  railroad  the  bill  through  the  Senate.  That  this  effort  could 
''  successful  was  admitted  to  be  imminent  by  all  the  liquor 


interests  that  had  kept  in  touch  with  the  Legislature,  and  this 
condition  was  reported  by  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
League  at  a  meeting  of  the  local  members  held  at  the  Gait 
House  in  Louisville  on  the  afternoon  of  March  3dr  Mr.  J.  A. 
Wathon,  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  suggested  that 
a  delegation  from  the  League  go  to  Frankfort  that  evening  and 
appear  before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Religion  and  Morals 
which  was  considering  the  County  Unit  Bill  and  was  being 
urged  to  report  it  for  passage. 


Accordingly  President  T.  M.  Gilmore  and  a  large  delegation 
of  League  members,  representing  some  of  the  largest  and  most 
influential  distilling  and  wholesale  houses  in  the  trade,  appeared 
before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Religion  and  Morals  on  the 
evening  of  March  3d,  and  argued  against  the  County  Unit  Ex- 
tension Bill.  It  was  shoAvn  that  this  so-called  local  option 
measure  was  but  the  stepping-stone  to  State-wide  prohibition 
which  Avould  mean  the  confiscation  of  millions  of  dollars  worth 
of  property  without  remuneration;  the  loss  of  revenue  that 
would  ensue  to  the  State,  county,  and  municipal  governments; 
the  absolute  injustice  of  the  proposed  measure  which  would  pre- 
vent the  legal  sale  of  liquors  but  would  not  interfere  with  the 
use  nor  abpse.  The  futility  and  fallacy  of  prohibitory  laws  as 
evidenced  in  Maine,  Kansas  and  wherever  else  they  had  been 
tried  were  pointed  out  to  the  Senate  Committee  and  a  model 
license  law,  which  would  insure  properly  licensed  and  regulated 
saloons,  was  urged  as  a  true  temperance  measure  and  one  which 
the  committee  could  recommend  and  conscientiously  advise 
their  constituents  that  they  had  worked  for  true  temperance. 
As  a  result  of  this  hearing,  the  Senate  Committee  decided  not  to 
report  the  County  Unit  Extension  Bill  and  its  fate  was  then  and 
there  sealed.  The  Senate  then  changed  its  rules  by  requiring  a 
two-thirds  majority  to  take  a  bill  out  of  the  hands  of  a  com- 
mittee. 


On  March  12th  the  officers  of  the  National  Model  License 
League  were  advised  that  on  the  next  day  an  attempt  to  take 
the  County  Unit  Bill  out  of  the  hands  of  the  committee  would 
be  made,  and  immediately  sent  telegrams  throughout  the  State 
which  resulted  in  scores  of  other  telegrams  being  sent  to  the 
State  Senators  urging  them  to  work  against  the  passage  of  this 
bill  and  the  attempt  failed.  On  March  16th  such  an  attempt 
was  actually  made,  but  the  motion  to  call  up  the  bill  was  de- 
feated, the  vote  being  13  for,  16  against.  Another  faint  effort 
was  made  during  the  final  hours  of  the  session  on  the  17th,  the 
day  of  adjournment,  but  the  die  had  been  cast,  the  National 
Model  License  League  was  triumphant  and  the  supremacy  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  in  Kentuckv  had  begun  to  wane. 
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Proposed  Liquor  Legislation  for  Alaska 


THE  Committee  on  Territories  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  4748)  entitled  "A  bill  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act 
to  define  and  punish  crimes  in  the  District  of  Alaska  and  to  pro- 
vide a  code  of  criminal  procedure  for  said  district,'  approved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,"  has  considered 
said  bill  and  recommends  that  it  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ments : 

On  page  4,  in  line  7,  strike  out  the  words  "upon  or  about  the 
premises,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "in  or  about  the 
rooms  where  liquor  is  sold  or  served." 

On  page  5,  in  line  18,  strike  out  the  Avord  "one"  and  insert 
"two." 

The  present  bill  amends  the  criminal  code  of  Alaska,  by  add- 
ing the  following  paragraph  to  section  464 : 

That  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  the  manufacture,  barter, 
sale,  or  exchange  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  incorporated 
towns,  and  such  other  towns,  settlements,  or  communities  in 
which  a  duly  appointed  United  Stiites  commissioner  or  deputy 
marshall  shall  reside,  except  that  the  respective  district  judges 
may  in  their  discretion  grant  licenses  at  regularly  established 
road  houses  to  the  keeper  of  said  road  houses  on  iaain  traveled 
post-roads  and  post  trails  in  the  district. 

The  present  bill  amends  Section  465  of  the  Criminal  Code  of 
Alaska  by  adding  the  following  paragraphs : 

That  he  (the  applicant  for  liquor  license)  Avill  not  conduct, 
maintain  or  permit  the  maintenance  of  any  gambling,  dance 
hall,  or  bawdy  house  on  or  in  connection  with  the  premises,  nor 
permit  any  female  or  minor  in  or  about  the  rooms  where  liquor 
is  sold  or  served. 

That  should  it  appear  to  the  district  judge,  after  the  grant- 
ing of  any  such  license,   that  any  of  the  statements  above 


enumerated,  required  to  be  made  in  the  petition,  are  untru 
that  the  ajiplicant  is  permitting  any  of  the  things  to  be  doi 
exist  on  or  about  the  premises  contrary  to  the  statement  rj 
quired  in  the  petition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  jud^: 
forthwith  enter  an  order  revoking  such  license,  and  all  lici 
moneys  deposited  by  the  applicant  shall  be  thereby  forfeited! 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  United  States  marshals  and 
deputies  and  the  United  States  attorneys  and  their  deputiil 
said  district  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  district  judgel 
violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section;  Provl 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  an\ 
keeper  or  any  person  operating  a  hotel  in  good  faith  fro' 
ceiving  as  guests  women  and  minors. 

The  present  bill  amends  Section  468  of  the  Alaska  Co' 
fixing  the  fee  for  a  retail  liquor  license  at  |!l,000  per  an 
As  the  law  now  in  force  stands  the  fee  is  |1,500  per  yc 
towns  of  1,500  population  or  upward. 

The  bill  provides  also  for  a  retail  license  of  |!250  per  ye; 
road  houses  on  regular  trails  where  the  population  withii 
miles  does  not  exceed  fifty  people.  The  same  license  ' 
charged  for  steamboats  operating  on  the  inland  watc: 
Alaska. 

No  change  is  made  in  the  present  fee  of  .|2,000  per  yo;i 
a  license  to  sell  liquor  at  wholesale.  The  bill  also  require^ 
liquor  can  not  be  purcha.sed  at  wholesale  in  quantities  o 
than  four  gallons.  The  present  law  permits  it  in  quantitii 
less  than  one  gallon,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises. 

Section  142  of  the  Alaska  Criminal  Code  is  amended  so 
Indians  may  be  permitted  to  carry  firearms  and  ammuii 

The  present  bill  was  introduced  at  the  request  of  the  ^ 
nor  of  Alaska.   Members  of  the  committee  have  consulted 
with  him  regarding  the  measure  and  he  earnestly  urges  it> 
sage.

of  Prohibition  as  well  organized  and  aggressive  as  in  this  neck 
of  the  woods. 


What  are  known  as  the  liquor  zone  cases,  are  at  present  the 
most  absorbing  matter  to  some  twenty  odd  liquor  dealers,  who 
are  affected  by  the  ruling  of  the  Superior  Court  against  them. 
These  dealers  are  outside  the  zone  prescribed  by  the  City 
Council  last  year,  as  the  liquor  zone,  and  were  all  refused 
licenses  this  year  when  they  appeared  before  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  for  their  renewals.  Taking  the  matter  to  the 
courts,  the  liquor  men  were  beaten  in  the  Superior  Court  and 
have;  appealed  the  cases.  On  a  writ  of  mandamus  obtained  by 
Theo.  Grumbach,  Chief  Justice  Beatty  issued  an  order  citing 
the  city  officials  interested  to  appear  before  the  State  Supreme 
Court  at  San  Francisco,  May  4th,  and  show  cause  why  they 
should  not  renew  Grumbach's  liquor  license,  though  his  place 
of  business  is  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  newly  established 
liquor  zone.  This  will  bring  the  matter  squarely  to  an  issue 
and  will  decide  the  fate  of  not  only  Grumbach,  but  of  all  others 
outside  the  zone.

Whiskies,  report  trade  as  on  the  increase  somcAvhat,  Avith  the 
demand  for  this  famous  Avhisky  increasing  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner.

The  family  stores 
and  the  groceries  are  doing  a  pretty  good  business  in  wines  and 
the  trade  from  the  territory  tributary  to  this  city  and  from  the 
desert  country  is  quite  good.  Eastern  shipments  are  not  in  as 
large  volume  as  they  could  wish.  This  is  largely  caused  by  the 
dull  times  in  the  East,  which  has  throAvn  thousands  of  the  Latin 
races  out  of  employment  and  Avho  have  found  it  cheaper  in  dull 
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times  here  to  go  back  to  the  old  country  to  live.  As  these  people 
are  the  largest  users  of  the  ordinary  California  wines,  their 
absence  is  felt  among  the  large  Eastern  shippers. 


The  old  house  of  T.  Vache  reports  a  good  local  and  family 
trade,  and  particularly  in  Sunny  Brook  Whiskies,  for  which 
this  firm  are  tlie  sole  agents  for  Southern  California. 


James  A.  IJarlotti,  secretary  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Com- 
pany, has  returned  from  an  extensive  Eastern  trip,  made  in  the 
interest  of  California  wines.  He  says  the  operation  of  the  pure 
food  law  and  the  exploitation  of  the  merits  of  California  wines, 
are  helping  the  market  for  the  Pacific  Coast  product.  Many 
of  the  Eastern  so-called  wines,  made  in  "brick  vineyards,"  are 
being  retired  from  consumption  and  the  European  labels  are 
not  so  numerous. 


Watterson  on  Prohibition 


THE  disposition  to  question  the  motives  of  those  who  are  not 
of  our  way  of  thinking  in  matters  of  faith,  political  and  relig- 
ious, seems  an  inherent  failing  of  frail  humanity.  It  commonly 
increases  in  violence  in  the  proportion  that  it  has  some  concrete 
object  to  fasten  upon.  Thus  the  newspaper  opposing  the  ex- 
tremism and  intolerance  of  the  cheats  and  bigots  who  have  unit- 
ed to  recreate  Kentucky  in  the  dread  image  of  Maine  and  Kan- 
sas by  constitutional  amendment,  or  act  of  Assembly — the  big- 
ots because  of  a  mistaken  sense  of  moral  duty  and  the  frauds 
to  trade  on  and  profit  by  this — is  stigmatized  as  the  organ  of 
the  whiskey  ring,  the  servant  of  the  beer  trust,  the  friend  of  in- 
temijerance. 

Such  denunciations  have  no  terror  for  the  Courier-Journal. 
For  the  proscriptive  religionaries  who  indulge  it  we  entertain 
the  disdain  which  conscious  rectitude  must  always  feel  toward 
the  fanatical  and  the  ignorant.  For  the  red-nosed  political 
angels  who  are  out  for  votes  and  office,  we  have  only  defiancfe 
and  scorn.  For  the  foul  bird  of  alleged  newspaper  plumage, 
who  dirties  his  nest  to  make  favor  with  the  others,  we  shall  deal 
out  the  measure  of  contempt  and  disgust  which  the  jackal  equal- 
ly with  the  buzzard  inspires. 

The  would-be  Mohammedans  of  Georgia  are  beginning  to  have 
a  taste  of  the  real  scoundrelism  of  the  political  fabric  they  have 
lately  set  up.  To  keep  "licker  from  the  nigger,"  they  have  abol- 
ished libert^^  In  Maine  they  have  had  60  years  of  this.  Pharisa- 
ism, smuggling,  extortion,  adulteration,  political  wire-pulling, 
bulldozing  and  corruption — no  diminution  of  the  drink  habit — 
constitutes  the  sum  total.  To  this  complexion  would  religious 
hysteria  and  political  villiany  reduce   Kentucky. 

The  Courier-Journal  interposes  three  clear,  conclusive,  un- 
equivocal objections:  first,  that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit; 
second,  that  it  corrupts  whatever  it  touches ;  third,  that  it  is  not 
only  an  invasion  of  private  rights  with  respect  to  drink,  but  is 
the  forerunner  of  every  manner  of  tyranny  and  oppression  with 
respect  to  all  rights,  done  under  the  sanction  of  law  and  in  the 
name  of  God  and  Morality. 

Time  out  of  mind,  the  whole  Avorld  over,  sumptuary  attempts 
to  legislate  religion  and  morality  into  the  masses  of  the  people 
have  had  the  same  story  to  tell;  begun  in  bigotry  to  end  in 
crime.  We  do  not  need  the  great  Haeckel  to  tell  us  that  "intol- 
erance has  never  been  known  to  advance  the  cause  of  truth," 
nor  Boyd  Winchester,  philosopher  and  scholar  that  he  is — and 
Democrat  to  the  marrow  of  his  bones — that  "persecution  aids 
rather  than  hinders  prescribed  doctrines,"  because  that  truism 
is  a  part  of  the  general  truth  that  legislation  often  does  indirect- 
ly the  reverse  of  what  it  directly  aims  to  do.  It  is  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  enforce  laws  designed  to  make  one  class  of 
citizens  order  their  lives  in  the  way  that  another  class  thinks 


would  be  best  for  them.  Laws  forbidding  a  man  to  drink  nv^ 
him  to  drink  in  defiance  of  law,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  t 
show  his  independence;  "forbidden  fruits"  have  a  provorbiti 
fascination,  whilst  the  proverb  tells  us  that  "Stolen  waters  ai 
sweet  and  bread  eaten  in  secret  is  plea.sant."  In  short,  tli 
more  trouble  law  makes  it  for  a  man  to  gratify  his  desire  fo 
drink,  the  harder  he  usually  strives  to  get  it. 

Just  so  long  as  persons  crave,  need  or  desire  stimulants,  ju,'. 
so  long  will  they,  as  experience  proves,  attain  their  object,  l&w 
fully  and  honestly  if  they  can,  but  if  not,  then  illegally  and  di> 
honestly,  at  the  expense  of  every  remaining  principle  of  mai' 
hood.  Every  people  have  believed  themselves  capable  and  ci 
titled  to  determine  what  they  shall  eat,  drink  and  wear.  Tlii 
instinct  of  self-government  is  strong  in  every  man's  heart  an 
he  revolts  inevitably  against  intrusion  upon  his  right  of  privut 
judgment  and  self-control.  More  than  a  century  ago  Adai 
Smith  denounced  as  "the  highest  impertinence  and  presuini 
tion,  in  Kings  and  Ministers,  to  pretend  to  watch  over  tli 
economy  of  private  people,  and  to  restrain  them  by  sumptuar 
laws."  Yet,  here  in  Kentucky,  a  riff-raff  of  moral  idiots  aii. 
red-nosed  angels  propose  to  change  the  laws  both  of  politica 
economy  and  nature. 

We  propose  to  fight  this  crime  to  the  bitter  end.     If  the  goci^ 
people  of  Kentucky  really  wish  to  make  Kentucky  "as  dry  a 
Maine,"  which  is  not  dry  at  all — if  they  really  wish  to  duplical 
the  preposterous  conditions  already  existing  in  (reorgia — if  the 
propose  to  annihilate  hundreds  of  millitms  of  dollars  expresse(  : 
in  property  values,  industrial  values  and  tax  values  and  in  th!  ^ 
twinkling  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  to  change  the  habits,  tradition 
and  character  of  a  century  of  glorious  historj' — it  is  their  rigli 
to  do  so.    But  they  shall  not  do  so  blindly,  their  eyes  closed  ti 
the  actual  facts.    They  shall  know  Avhither  they  are  tending  aiK 
what  they  are  doing. — Henri/  Watterson  in  LouisriUe  Couriei,  <

Alcohol  from  Natural  Gas 


A  PATENT  has  been  issued  to  Dr.  Henry  Spencer  Black 
more,  an  industrial  chemist  of  Washington,  D.  C,  foi; 
converting  natural  gas  into  alcohol.  Manufacturing  interest! 
of  the  United  States  are  making  inquiry  to  the  Bureau  of  Man 
ufactures  in  regard  to  this  new  method  of  producing  alcohol| 
and  the  following  abstract  of  a  letter  from  Doctor  Blackmor<j 
is  therefore  presented :  I 

I  have  devised  a  process  of  converting  natural  gas,  whicli 
contains  on  an  average  96  per  cent  methane,  into  alcohol  by  tht 
action  of  limited  portions  of  oxygen  or  air  in  the  presence  of  ii 
heat-absorbing  fluid,  such  as  steam,  which  prevents  completi! 
combustion  and  maintains  the  temperature  below  the  decom 
posing  point  of  alcohol,  the  oxidation  being  induced  and  main! 
tained  by  passing  the  gaseous  ingredients  through  an  electrii 
cally  heated  gauze. 

By  subjecting  natural  gas  to  a  limited  or  restrained  oxidatioi 
or  combustion  in  this  manner,  it  is  converted  directly  into  alcoi 
hols  and  dehydrogenated  alcohols  known  as  aldehyde  of  meth 
ane  alcohol  (wood  alcohol)  being  known  as  formaldehyde.  Thu 
product,  therefore,  is  a  mixture  methyl  alcohol,  containing  i\ 
small  portion  of  formaldehyde,  which  can  be  readily  separated 
If  the  combustion  is  j)roperly  regulated  and  controlled,  5,00(i 
feet  of  natural  gas  will  produce  approximately  50  gallons  o: 
alcohol,  and  as  natural  gas  can  be  readily  obtained  in  unlimitec 
quantities  at  from  5  to  10  cents  per  thousand  feet,  it  follows 
that  the  cost  of  50  gallons  of  alcohol  produced  in  this  mannei 
would  only  be  25  to  50  cents  for  raw  material. 

A  plant  demonstrating  the  commercial  value  of  this  process 
will  shortly  be  erected  in  western  Pennsylvania,  probably  at 
Bradford.

The  Supreme  Court  at  AA'ashington  has  handed  down  a  de- 
lision  sustaining  the  findings  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ken- 
hcky  as  to  the  rights  of  that  Commonwealth  in  imposing  a 
jix  on  distilled  spirits  in  bonded  warehouses.  J.  B.  Thompson

Tlie  Senate  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  have  agreed  upon  a 
ill  dealing  with  the  shipment  of  liquors  from  one  State  or 
'erritory  to  another  State  or  Territory.  The  measure  provides 
hat  tliere  sliall  be  no  C.  O.  D.  packages  of  liquor  shipped  in 
Interstate  commerce  where  fictitious  names  are  used,  and  that 
he  name  of  the  consignor  and  consignee  shall  be  stated  plainly. 
Numerous  bills  before  the  committee  particularly  sought  to 
jive  a  State  the  right  to  control  liquor  shipments  the  moment 
hey  entered  the  border  of  the  State.  Temperance  organiza- 
ions,  all  over  the  country,  desired  this  feature  incorporated  in 
he  bill.  The  bill  agreed  upon  eliminates  the  features  that  are 
)elieved  to  endanger  a  successful  constitutional  test. 


The  Alabama  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  the  general 
lohibiting  and  the  9  o'clock  closing  laws  are  constitutional 
and  effective.  Attack  on  both  had  been  made  by  the  liquor 
interests  of  that  State.  The  two  laws  were  argued  together 
j'lnd  the  decision  rendered  is  taken  by  both  sides  to  settle  the 
Question  finally.  In  upholding  the  General  Prohibition  Act, 
Ithe  court  also  gives  validity  to  the  Local  Option  Law,  involved 
in  the  cases  brought.

000  and  |1,000,000. 


I  Tuesday,  April  7th,  was  in  a  sense  a  sort  of  "Friday  the 
Ithirteenth"  to  the  liquor  interests  in  many  of  the  iliddle  West 
iStates.  Nebraska  returned  a  rather  substantial  victory  to  the 
!"no  license"  forces.  However,  Lincoln,  the  capital  of  the  State 
jand  tlie  second  city  in  population,  went  "wet"  after  a  most 
exciting  and  bitter  campaign. 

I  A  majority  of  the  towns  in  Wisconsin  voted  in  favor  of 
license.  The  places  voting  for  "no  license"  wei'e  Sparta, 
Viroqua.  La  Forge,  Richland  Centre,  Reedstown  and  Dodge- 
vUle. 

Missouri  added  but  (me  county  to  the  dry  list,  making  a  total 
of  sixty-six  in  that  State. 

In  Illinois,  more  than  two  thousand  saloons  were  voted  out 
of  existence  on  that  day.  Wherever  saloons  were  not  abolished 
that  day  they  will  be  made  the  issue  in  the  fall  election. 


Springfield,  Aurora  and  Danville  were  the  liveliest  battle 
grounds.  They,  together  with  Joliet,  Bloomington,  Rock  Island 
and  Freeport,  went  "wet."  Prohibition  prevailed  in  Rockford, 
Decatur,  Mattoon,  Belvedere,  Shawneetown,  Champaign,  Ur- 
bana,  Jacksonville,  Galesburg,  and  scores  of  smaller  towns. 
In  twenty  counties  every  saloon  was  voted  out,  and  in  others 
only  one  or  two  townships  retained  their  saloons.  However,  in 
all  the  leading  cities  the  liquor  interests  held  their  own. 

In  Michigan,  Oakland  County  went  "dry"  by  about  100  ma- 
jority, making  a  total  of  ten  out  of  fourteen  counties  carried 
by  the  Prohibitionists  in  that  State. 

In  Hartford,  Conn.,  the  vote  for  license  was  carried  by  5364 
majority. 


The  elections  throughout  the  State  of  Illinois,  although 
claimed  as  resulting  favorably  for  the  Anti-Saloon  party,  were 
not  nearly  so  much  in  their  favor  as  they  exp(;cted  or  as  the 
distortetl  figures  they  publish  represent.  A  large  number  of 
the  places  which  voted  and  which  went  "dry"  were  dry  already 
and  were  merely  included  to  nmke  the  showing  appear  more 
impressive.  Only  three  towns  of  any  size  went  "dry,"  and 
local  causes  Avere  largely  responsible.  It  is  true  a  large  number 
of  saloons  have  to  go  out  of  business,  if  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion, which  is  being  contested,  be  upheld,  and  the  wholesale 
trade  have  reason  to  be  worried  at  the  condition  which  exists, 
but  they,  at  the  last  Inmr,  or  to  be  more  exact,  just  three  weeks 
before  the  election,  organized  to  fight  the  issue,  and  to  their 
strenuous  resistance  the  saving  of  so  much  territory  is  un- 
doubtedly due.  It  goes  to  show  that  the  time  has  come  when 
the  trade  must  gird  up  its  loins  and  combine  to  protect  the 
business,  and  not  leave  until  too  late  the  effort  to  overcome  the 
arguments  and  appeals  of  the  fanatics,  who  are  seeking  to 
destrov  their  business. 


The  fight  is  all  the  while  getting  clos'er  and  closer  to  New 
York  City.  White  Plains,  a  suburb  of  this  city,  at  the  last 
election  held  there  voted  for  a  "dry"  town.  The  result  was 
fought  by  the  liquor  interests  on  the  ground  that  the  propo- 
sition had  not  been  legally  submitted,  but  on  the  4th  inst.  Judge 
Piatt  decided  against  the  liquor  dealers,  and  on  May  1st  every 
saloon,  not  having  hotel  licenses,  must  close. 


That  general  conditions  have  no  small  part  in  the  present 
dullness  of  the  wine  and  spirit  industry  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  retrenchment  is  shown  among  the  money-spending  classes. 
No  greater  proof  might  be  asked  than  the  fact  that  for  the  three 
months  ending  March  31,  1908,  the  importations  of  champagne 
were  34,342  cases,  as  against  63,817  for  the  same  period  last 
year.

How  the  Best  Results  May  Be  Obtained. 


By  Gustave  Pabst. 

To  fear  the  foe,  since  fear  oppresseth  strength, 
Gives  in  your  weakness  strength  unto  your  foe. 

— Shakespeare. 

SHALL  men  rely  on  their  strength  of  character,  finding  temp- 
erance in  their  will-power,  or  shall  they,  as  a  nation,  con- 
fess defeat  and  put  upon  themselves  a  straight- jacket  to  make 
up  for  their  lack  of  character  and  forever  dispense  with  the  ex- 
ercise of  will?  This  is  the  question  put  before  the  people  by  the 
prohibitionists,  who  demand  the  right  to  control  all  men,  be- 
cause of  the  prohibitionists'  belief  that  men  are  incapable  of 
controlling  themselves. 

The  question  at  issue  is  not  as  to  the  propriety  of  combating 
drunkenness.  Every  good  citizen  can  be  relied  upon  to  assist  in 
the  fight  against  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  drinks.  The 
question  is  whether  the  prohibitionists  are  right  in  their  asser- 
tion that  all  use  of  drinks  containing  alcohol  is  sinful,  that  men 
may  properly  be  coerced  in  their  habits  by  other  men,  and  that 
such  coercion  will  result  in  the  production  of  a  better  race. 

I  speak  for  the  great  majority  of  thinking,  earnest  men — the 
average  citizen — for  lawmakei's,  scientists,  and  physicians, 
when  I  assert  that  humanity  will  develop  by  exercise  of  the  will 
in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  and  that  it  will  not  develop  tlirough 
coercion  or  confession  of  failure.  A  vast  majority  of  all  the 
successful  men  and  of  all  the  successful  nations  in  the  world 
are  moderate  drinkers  of  light  wines  or  beers.  And  it  is  a  fact 
that  in  those  countries  where  such  light  wines  or  beers  are 
drunk  exclusively  there  is  little  or  no  drunkenness — much  less 
than  in  those  that  spasmodically,  and  by  legal  coercion,  aim  at 
absolute  prohibition. 

The  art  of  brewing  was  originated  in  Egypt,  developed  in 
Germany  and  England,  and  perfected  in  America.  Statistics 
as  to  the  consumption  of  beer  by  the  old  Egyptians  are  lacking. 
In  this  country,  in  1905,  the  consumption  per  capita  was  16.8 
gallons,  in  Germany  26.3  gallons,  in  England  27.7  gallons. 

W^e  must  judge  nations  and  men  and  their  customs  by  the  re- 
sults that  they  achieve.  The  brewing  and  beer-drinking  Egypt- 
ians were  certainly  substantial  builders  and  successful  men. 
Those  pyramids  erected  mysteriously  without  the  aid  of  modern 
engineering  do  not  tell  of  a  people  lacking  in  will-power. 

Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  our  own  country  do  not  lag  be- 
hind in  the  world's  competition.  Among  Mohammedans,  the 
Turks  especially,  we  can  study  the  effects  of  legal  prohibition. 
It  seemed  wise  to  their  profit  to  substitute  an  iron  law  for  the 
human  will.  W^hat  figure  do  the  Mohammedans  cut  in  the 
world  to-day?  They  are  a  race  of  prohibitionists  and  we  hear 
of  them  only  by  the  reports  of  outrages,  fanatical  murders,  and 
massacres  that  come  to  us  from  time  to  time,  or  from  tragedies 
in  their  harems  where  women  are  slaves.  Has  prohibition,  with 
them,  meant  moral  uplift. 

The  aim  of  civilization  is  to  make  men  better  and  stronger  by 
the  exercise  of  will-power,  not  by  imposing  arbitrary  rules  upon 
them.  Temperance  is  civilization  and  intelligence.  Prohibition 
is  tyranny. 

Temperance  is  the  habit  of  a  strong  man.  Prohibition  is  the 
resort  of  a  weak  man  or  a  sentimentalist — I  mean,  prohibition 
as  imposed  by  a  minority  upon  a  majority.  In  the  individual 
case  total  abstinence,  when  necessary  is  to  be  honored.     W^hen 
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q  man  realizes  that  he  cannot  control  himself  as  a  temperatt 
man,  all  honor  to  him  if  he  have  the  courage  and  the  will  t» 
control  himself  by  total  abstinence.  But  small  honor  to  him  i 
that  total  abstinence  be  forced  upon  him  by  others  instead  o 
growing  out  of  his  own  will-power. 

No  man  has  a  right  to  say  to  another :  "It  is  impossible  fo: 
me  to  keep  sober,  and  therefore  you  shall  not  have  in  modera 
tion  the  food  and  stimulant  to  which  you  have  been  accus 
tomed."  The  good  of  mankind  never  was  and  never  will  Ix 
subserved  by  laws  limiting  men's  opportunities  for  activity  » 
that  they  may  no  longer  choose  for  themselves  between  righ 
and  wrong. 

Can  we  conceive  of  a  weaker  and  flabbier  being  than  a  mai' 
growing  to  maturity  in  a  state  which  had  removed  all  tempta 
tion  and  evil?  The  success  of  the  prohibitionists  in  their  effort; 
to  enact  local  option  laws,  which,  as  admitted  by  them,  are  onl; 
a  stepping-stone  to  absolute  prohibition,  which  put  and  kee] 
swaddling  clothes  upon  humanity  until,  from  constriction,  i 
must  finally  perish. 

Teach  a  child  in  infancy  to  use  properly  its  muscles  as  wel 
as  its  brain,  and  a  foundation  for  self-development,  self-reliance 
and  self  control  is  laid.  Put  its  body  into  a  steel-and-leathei 
jacket — which  would  do  for  the  body  what  the  prohibition  la^ 
would  do  for  the  will — and  you  will  make  the  child  sit  ai 
straight  at  once,  but  it  won't  amount  to  much  in  the  long  run 
Better  teach  that  child  to  sit  up  with  the  aid  of  its  own  back 
bone.  That  is  the  principle  upon  which  humanity  has  grown 
thus  far,  and  upon  which  the  future  of  the  race  will  be  built 
As  Goethe  has  truthfully  said,  the  best  government  is  thai 
which  teaches  us  to  govern  ourselves. 

Wliat  is  the  effect  produced  by  the  moderate  use  of  liglii 
wines  and  beers?  There  are  no  reliable  statistics  which  shou 
a  higher  death-rate  among  temperate  users  of  stimulants  than 
among  total  abstainers. 

The  over-indulgence  in  a  meat-diet  is  more  injurious  perhaps 
than  the  effect  produced  by  the  excessive  eating  of  vegetables;; 
but  I  should  oppose  the  effort  of  any  vegetarian  to  compel  thd 
meat -eaters  to  give  up  meat. 

We  know  that  ice- water  used  unwisely  and  excessively  will 
produce  dyspepsia.  Every  man  regrets  the  fate  of  the  drunkard 
and  of  the  hopeless  dyspeptic.  But  the  remedy  will  not  be  found 
in  laws  prohibiting  the  use  of  stimulants,  of  ice-water  or  iiiinci 
pie.  That  remedy  will  be  found  in  developing  human  iutelli 
gence  along  lines  of  self  control. 

A  very  large  majority  of  physicians  of  the  higher  class  pre 
scribe  beer  for  patients  in  delicate  health  in  need  of  buildinj^ 
up,  because  they  know  its  food  value,  its  easy  assimilation,  and 
its  digestive  qualities.  Millions  of  men  and  women  use  it  as  a 
necessary  adjunct  to  their  daily  diet.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  men  employed  in  smelters,  foundries,  glass  Avorks,  and  fac- 
tories, where  the  laborer  is  subjected  to  high  temperatures  in 
plying  his  trade,  find  the  use  of  beer  necessary  not  only  as  a 
beverage  to  quench  their  thirst,  but  also  to  replace  loss  of  tissue 
caused  by  excessive  perspiration. 

Beer  is  the  drink  of  many  temperate  nations  and  finds  its 
equivalent  in  the  Avines  produced  in  the  more  southern  grape- 
growing  countries.  Accede  to  the  fanaticism  of  prohibition, 
eliminate  public  temperate  drinking,  such  as  we  see  in  Germany, 
England,  America,  and  other  countries,  and  your  prohibition 
will  result  in  the  secret  drinking  of  concentrated  alcoholic  pro- 
ducts that  leads  to  drunkenness  and  hypocrisy. 

Extreme  advocates  of  prohibition  must  admit  that  a  prohibit- 
ory statute,  under  Avhich  the  place  of  the  saloon  is  taken  by  the 
boot-legger,  the  speak-easy,  and  the  "blind-pig"  with  their  sound 
scorching  liquids — the  concoctions  of  i)ine-tops  and  tobacco 
brewed  by  tlie  negroes  of  the  South,  with  cocaine  and  other  nar- 
cotics disguised  in  various  forms — is  a  peril  and  menace  to  our 
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Goverunient  aiul  our  people.  It  is  therefore,  not  wise  or  phil- 
anthropic to  brush  these  facts  aside,  for  history'  shows  these 
results  from  action  too  repressive. 

Abolition  of  dives  where  they  exist,  granting  licenses  only  to 
those  Avho  can  be  relied  upon  to  conduct  saloons  properly,  sane 
regulation  under  laws  approved  by  the  people,  will  be  produc- 
tive of  good  results. 

Man  will  develop  through  the  exercise  of  his  will,  thi'ough 
the  exercise  of  his  intelligence,  not  by  the  imposition  upon  him 
of  the  will  of  another.  The  foundation  of  republican  govern- 
ment itself  is  an  affirmation  of  the  rights  of  the  individual  man. 
And  prohibition,  substituting  tyranny  of  the  minority  for  in- 
dividual rights,  is  a  backward  step  in  government  that  will  not 
be  taken  by  the  American  people. 


Recommend  Moderate  Use  of  Wine,  Cider  and  Beer 


Healdsburg,  April  12. — At  a  mass  meeting  of  the  grape  and 
hop  growers  of  this  vicinity  on  the  plaza  Saturday  afternoon  it 
was  decided  to  form  an  organization  to  aid  in  preserving  two 
great  industries  of  the  state.  D.  N.  Martin  was  elected  presid- 
ing officer  and  W.  Richards  secretary.  A  committee  on  organ- 
ization of  seven  was  named,. ^and  another  meeting  will  be  held 
Thursday  to  hear  its  report.  A  Sbarboro  presented  resolutions 
at  the  close  of  his  speech.    They  were  adopted  as  follows : 

"Be  it  resolved,  by  the  people  of  Healdsburg,  in  ma.ss  meeting 
assembletl,  that  while  we  strongly  condemn  intoxication  and 
are  desirous  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  remove  this  evil,  we  most 
earnestly  request  that  instead  of  hampering  by  municipal  reg- 
ulations and  other  restrictions  the  sale  and  use  of  the  non-intox- 
icating beverages — wine,  cider  and  beer — that  we  highly  recom- 
mend the  moderate  use  of  the  same  among  all  the  families,  and 
we  earnestly  appeal  to  the  so-called  prohibition  people,  whose 
aim  is  the  same  as  ours,  to  bring  up  our  children  in  purity  and 
soberness,  to  join  in  this  beneficent  movement  and  thus  set  the 
I'xample  to  the  other  people  of  the  I'nited  States,  how  truly  and 
effectivel}'  the  evil  of  drunkenness  cao  be  removed  from  our 
beloved  country.    And  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  that  we  earnestly  recommend  to  the  next  legisJa- 
tiire  the  passage  of  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  that 
wine,  cider  and  beer  shall  be  permitted  to  be  distributed  to  the 
people  of  the  state  free  from  the  payment  of  any  license  and 
that  such  non-intoxicating  beverages  shall  not  be  affected  by 
any  prohibition  law  or  regulation  in  any  town,  city  or  county 
in  the  State  of  California." 

In  the  preamble  to  the  resolutions  it  Avas  stated  that  wine, 
beer  and  other  licjuors  containing  less  than  13  per  cent  of  alco- 
hol had  been  declared  non-intoxicative  by  the  Congressional 
( '(mimittee  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

A  viticultural  club  was  organized  last  night  at  Windsor  by 
the  hop  and  grape  growers  of  Russian  River  township.  Those 
in  attendance  represented  more  than  4,000  acres  of  grapes  and 
1 ,200  acres  of  hops.  The  following  officers  were  elected :  W.  L. 
Cunningham,  president;  Sheridan  Peterson,  vice-president; 
\\'illiam  li.  Chisholm,  secretary,  and  H.  M.  Latimer,  treasurer. 
Directors,  W.  H.  Small,  Al.  Misener,  H.  G.  Reimann,  C.  AV. 
Jessup,  Edward  Thompson  and  James  Crosby. 


Ohio  Assembly  Passes  the  Woods  "Anti-Bootleg"  Bill 


Columbus,  ().,  April  9. — Temperance  won  a  victory  in  the 
jwer  House  of  the  Legislature  to-day,  when  the  Woods  "anti- 

t)tleg"  bill  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  75  to  19.  It  requires  that 
ie  names  and  addresses  of  each  signer  be  affixed  to  petitions 
ftr  eliminating  saloons.  Also  that  "C.  Q.  D."  sales  of  liquor 
iall  be  deemed  to  be  made  in  the  county  to  which  the  pack- 


ages are  shipped.  Evasion  of  the  local  law  by  clubs  whose 
individual  members  keep  liquor  in  such  places  is  made  a  mis- 
demeanor. 


The  French  Wine  Crop  of  1907 


CONSUL-GENERAL  Robert  P.  Skinner  of  Marseilles  ad- 
vises that  the  importance  of  the  French  wine  crop  of 
1907  has  been  determined  upon  a  basis  which  admits  of  no 
doubt  as  to  the  literal  exactitude  of  the  statistics,  which  he  thus 
reviews : 

In  former  times  the  importance  of  the  wine  crop  and  the  area 
planted  in  vines  could  only  be  ascertained  by  estimation,  while 
the  figures  now  available  for  1907  rest  upon  declarations  made 
by  landed  proprietors  in  execution  of  the  law  of  June  29,  1907. 
Under  this  legislation  (prompted  by  the  increasing  difficulties 
of  the  wine-growers)  the  area  planted  in  vines,  the  crop  of 
grapes  harvested  and  the  amount  of  wine  produced  are  declared 
and  verified  according  to  a  painstaking  sj'stem  fully  set  forth 
in  the  law. 

The  quantities  of  wine  produced  in  1907,  as  thus  ascertained, 
reached  the  enormous  total  of  1,745,381,311  gallons. 

The  crop  figures  out  for  last  year  at  1056  gallons  per  hectare 
(hectare  equals  2.47  acres)  for  France,  and  1532  gallons  per 
hectars  for  Algeria. 

The  French  crop  exceeds  by  369,607,064  gallons  the  estima- 
tion of  the  crop  published  for  the  year  1906,  and  exceeds  by 
456,481,301  gallons  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years. 

The  extent  of  the  French  vineyards  in  1907*was  4,075,134 
acres,  or  120,364  acres  less  than  the  preceding  year.  It  is  re- 
called, incidentally,  that  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century 
the  area  of  the  French  vineyards  was  estimated  at  3,821,752 
acres,  and  in  1851  the  area  had  reached  the  figure  of  5,386,852 
acres. 

According  to  alcoholic  strength  the  wine  crop  of  1907  may  be 
thus  divided :  Wines  of  less  than  11  degrees,  1,556,642,425  gal- 
lons ;  of  11  degrees,  140,490,460 ;  of  more  than  11  degrees,  48,- 
248,442. 

Based  upon  the  prices  realized  by  the  growers,  the  value  of 
the  crop  of  1907  reached  the  sum  of  |215,647,320.  In  this  total 
the  wines  which  brought  more  than  50  francs  per  hectoliter 
(f9.65  per  26.41  gallons)  and  classed  as  "superior  wines"  stand 
for  117,939,839,  corresponding  to  a  quantity  of  29,054,096  gal- 
lons, while  the  very  moderate  sum  of  $197,707,480  was  realized 
for  the  enormous  quantity  of  1,716,315,618  gallons  of  light 
wines. 

The  French  cider  crop  of  1907  is  established  at  88,766,885 
gallons,  against  589,142,270  gallons  in  1906.  The  cider  crop  is 
below  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years  by  342,806,544  gallons. 

The  French  Indirect  Tax  Department  submits  the  following 
opinions : 

"The  recent  crisis  in  the  wine  trade  seems  not  to  have  been 
due  to  a  phenomenon  of  overproduction.  The  statistics  tell  us 
that  at  the  last  harvest  time  the  stocks  of  wine  on  hand  did  not 
exceed  219,159,706  gallons,  of  which  62,330,723  gallons  were  in 
the  Gironde  (Bordeaux)  department.  This  is  a  very  low  figure 
if  the  total  annual  crop  be  compared  thereto,  and  if  one  con- 
siders that  it  includes  all  high-class  wines,  which  are  seldom  de- 
livered until  they  have  aged  several  years  in  the  producers' 
hands.  One  may  say  that  there  remains  no  unsold  wine,  prop- 
erly speaking,  and  that  France  does  not  produce  in  reality  more 
wine  than  she  can  utilize  for  domestic  consumption  or  exporta- 
tion. This  demonstration  is  reassuring  for  the  future;  it  con- 
firms what  wjis  said  during  the  discussion  of  the  law  of  June 
29,  1907 — that  there  is  no  permanent  general  overproduction, 
but  that  the  phenomena  of  local  overproduction  may  be  pro- 
duced in  certain  regions  in  certain  years,  phenomena  the  effects 
of  which  may  be  overcome  by  a  better  selling  organization. 
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The  Liquor  Traffic's  Mighty  Interests 


AT  last  the  liquor  interests  and  its  allied  trades,  along  with 
the  forces  of  personal  liberty,  are  being  thoroughly  or- 
ganized into  a  compact  host  to  take  up  the  gage  of  battle  now 
pressed  upon  tliem  by  their  relentless  foes. 

The  following  article  from  the  Chicago  Daily  Record-Herald 
fully  corroborates  the  above  statement.  So  far  the  public  has 
been  shown  but  one  side  of  the  shield,  but  henceforth  the  other 
side  Avill  be  forcibly  ijresented.  That  so  much  has  been  accom- 
plished and  that  much  more  will  be  accomplished  in  the  near 
future  in  refuting  the  fallacies  of  prohibition,  should  infuse  a 
feeling  of  encouragement  in  our  ranks,  and  lead  to  a  more  ag- 
gressive course  of  action. 

Liquor's  Line  of  Battle  Against  Prohibition  Forces.

Battle  is  to  be  offered  prohibition  in  every  city,  town  and 
county  of  the  United  States  through  the  medium  of  a  vast  na- 
tional federation,  with  executive  headquarters  in  Chicago,  and 
composed  of  every  association  connected  directly  or  indirectly 
with  the  liquor  trade.  This  was  the  formal  announcement  made 
yesterday  by  John  A.  McDerniott,  manager  of  the  organization 
bureau  of  the  project. 

Arrangements  for  the  liquor  interests  and  allied  trades  and 
societies  to  join  hands  in  a  stupendous  campaign  against  pro- 
hibition have  been  under  way  for  several  months,  but  it  has  not 
been  felt  that  the  time  was  ripe  for  a  public  announcement  of 
what,  it  is  declared,  will  be  the  most  remarkable  fight  yet  under- 
taken in  this  country  by  a  single  industry.  The  general  plans 
have  now  been  formulated,  however,  and  accordingly  have  been 
made  public. 

To  Include  Many  Interests. 

The  federation,  which  will  carry  on  its  business  through  an 
executive  committee  composed  of  representatives  from  the  more 
important  organizations  included,  is  planned  to  take  in  the 
brewers'  and  malsters'  associations,  the  retailers'  and  whole- 
salers' associations,  manufacturers'  and  dealers'  clubs,  liberty 
leagues  and  traveling  salesmen,  and  all  associations  connected 
with  the  allied  trades.  In  the  term  "allied  trades,"  the  liquor 
interests  group  the  glass  makers,  saloon  fixture  manufacturers, 
cooperage  works,  cigar  manufacturers,  soda  water  makers,  ma- 
chinery makers  and  every  other  trade  and  manufactory  which 
in  any  way  contributes  to  the  business  carried  on  by  the  liquor 
trade. 

In  addition  to  the.se  associations  it  will  be  sought  to  obtain 
the  co-operation  of  labor  organizations  connected  Avith  the  liq- 
uor and  allied  trades  and  the  active  help  of  such  general  oi'gan- 
izations  of  citizens  as  the  Cerman  National  Alliance  and  the 
LTnited  Societies  of  Chicago. 

The  plan,  in  .short,  is  for  welding  into  a  cohesive  whole,  with 
all  parts  pulling  together,  every  species  of  society  in  the  coun- 
try which  can  have  a  direct  or  indirect  interest  in  seeing  that 
prohibition  is  beaten. 

Membership  Into  Millions. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  organizations  which  will  give  active 
aid  to  the  central  executive  committee  will  have  a  total  mem- 
ber.ship  of  1,200,000  voters,  representing  7,000,000  persons.  It 
is  estimated  by  the  liquor  trade  that  the  investment  represented 
by  the  federation  will  be  approximately  |3,350,000,000.     This 


figure  leaves  out  of  consideration  the  hotels.  It  is  asserted  by 
those  planning  the  fight  that  of  the  6,000  large  hotels  in  the 
country,  5,000  would  be  run  at  a  loss  if  prohibition  gained  a 
national  foothold.  It  is  expected  to  obtain  the  active  co-opera- 
tion of  the  hotel  owners,  in  which  event  another  |250,000,000 
would  be  added  to  the  total  investment  represented. 

The  campaign  to  be  entered  upon  will  include  formation  of 
a  publicity  bureau,  Avhich  will  send  out  masses  of  booklets,  leaf- 
lets, statistics  and  arguments  of  all  kinds  in  support  of  the 
liquor  trade.  What  is  termed  a  "campaign  of  education"  is  to 
be  undertaken.  It  is  stated  that  the  whole  question  is  to  be 
threshed  out  with  the  American  voter,  not  as  a  matter  of  politics 
or  personal  feeling,  but  as  a  problem  of  industrialism  and  eco- 
nomics. The  liquor  trade,  through  its  spokesmen  and  writers, 
is  to  insist  that  if  a  national  prohibition  occurs  it  will  be  a 
"calamity  only  equalled  by  the  civil  war,"  and  that  "conditions 
akin  to  those  produced  by  a  revolution"  Avill  take  place. 
To  Work  Witli  the  Farmer. 

Besides  a  general  "education"  of  the  public  at  large,  a  special 
campaign  is  to  be  made  for  the  farmers'  benefit.  It  is  stated 
that  $200,000,000  of  all  farm  products — taking  every  kind — are 
used  annually  by  the  liquor  trade,  and  that  the  agriculturist 
faces  a  tremendous  loss  if  prohibition  continues  to  gain  in  the 
future  as  it  has  in  the  past.  It  is  declared  further  that  a  grand 
total  of  $469,851,000  is  paid  annually  into  the  producing  sources 
of  the  United  States  by  the  brewers,  malsters  and  distillers. 

It  is  stated  that  the  brewers,  malsters  and  distillers  pay  an- 
nually state  and  government  licenses  amounting  to  |268,875,465 
in  addition  to  city  licenses,  real  estate  and  personal  property 
taxes  of  $70,000,000. 

In  addition  to  these  publicity  movements,  the  federation  will 
be  thoroughly  organized  in  every  state  through  state  associa- 
tions, composed  of  all  the  organizations  in  each  state  directly  or 
indirectly  interested  in  the  liquor  trade.  These  state  associa- 
tions in  turn,  will  see  that  each  state  is  organized  in  city,  town, 
county  and  precinct. 

"A  sweeping  organization  of  the  entire  United  States"  is  the 
slogan  in  this  regard.  With  the  network  of  organizations  the 
liquor  trade  will  be  in  a  position,  so  its  spokesmen  prophesy,  to 
offer  battle  against  prohibition  in  much  more  telling  fashion 
than  in  the  past.  Local  option  and  every  kind  of  prohibition  or 
temperance  legislation  will  be  fought  to  the  utmost. 
Politics  as  Another  Lever. 

The  nomination  of  congressmen  and  election  of  State  legis- 
lators is  to  be  another  matter  to  which  the  liquor  trade,  under 
the  new  scheme  of  federated  action,  will  pay  attention. 

In  connection  with  the  political  phase  of  the  matter  it  is  as- 
serted by  the  liquor  trades'  spokesmen  that  the  prohibition 
movement  itself  is  largely  a  political  movement.  Washington, 
while  it  is  further  averred  that  big  capitalists  are  aiding  the 
prohibition  cause  with  donations  of  campaign  funds  "in  the 
hope  that  prohibition  will  take  the  place  of  the  trusts  for  a 
time  in  the  interest  of  the  public." 

For  the  last  three  months  organization  of  subsidiary  asso- 
ciations has  been  going  forward  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
McDermott.  He  has  toured  fifteen  states,  and  in  many  of  the 
larger  cities  of  the  country,  manufacturers'  and  dealers'  clubs 
have  been  formed.  Among  the  cities  visited  were  Chicago,  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  Milwaukee,  St.  Paul,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati, 
New  Orleans,  Denver,  Omaha  and  St.  Louis. 

Already  in  Twenty-eight  States. 

Such  clubs  will  be  organized  in  every  city  and  town  in  the 
United  States  large  enough  to  sustain  them.  Liberty  leagues  of 
salesmen  employed  by  the  liquor  and  allied  trades  also  are  be- 
ing formed,  twenty-eight  states  now  having  such  societies. 

The  plan  for  getting  together  the  whole  power  of  the  liquor 
trade  of  the  land  had  its  inception  last  October  in  New  York 
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at  a  meeting  of  the  United  Rl-ewers'  Association.    The  need  for 
a  federated  movement  by  all  the  liquor  and  allied  trades  was 
then  urged,  with  tiie  result  that  the  following  committee  on 
organization,  under  whose  direction  Mr.  McDermott  is  now  act- 
ing, was  appointed : 
Gustave  I'abst,  Pabst  Brewing  Company,  Mihvaukee. 
William  Hamm,  Hamm  Brewing  Company,  St.  Paul. 
Edward  A.   Faust,  vice-president  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing 
Association,  St.  Louis. 

The  growth  of  the  prohibition  sentiment  was  the  reason  for 
I  the  necessity  for  general  action.  The  committee  went  to  work 
I  very  quietly,  sounding  leaders  in  other  branches  of  the  liquor 
[trade  and  iu  allied  trades,  with  the  result  that  it  was  deter- 
1  mined  to  inaugurate  a  federated  movement  of  the  kind  now 
under  way. 

The  most  recent  organization  to  be  formed  in  connection  with 
I  the  general  federation  scheme  was  the  United  States  Malsters' 
Association,  organized  at  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  Thursday. 

The  four  big  national  organizations,  which  will  play  the  lead- 
I  ing  part  in  the  activities  of  the  federation,  are  these : 
I'nited  Brewers'  Association. 
United  States  Malsters'  Association. 
Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association. 
Retail  Liquor  Dealers'  Association. 

Working  with  these  will  be  the  thousands  of  associations, 
clubs  and  organizations  already  mentioned  in  general  classifi- 
cations.

In  France,  Too 


A  LAW  that  was  passed  in  France  on  September  3d  last  came 
into  operation  the  first  week  in  March,  and  is  creating 
much  interest  in  that  country,  according  to  newspaper  dis- 
patches and  letters.  It  concerns  the  sale  of  wine  and  spirits, 
and  practically  causes  a  revolution  in  the  French  liquor  trade. 

Dealers,  including  restaurants  and  hotels,  are  forbidden  to 
sell  wines  and  spirits  the  labels  on  which  bear  the  name  of  any 
brand  or  seat  or  production  unless  absolutely  authentic.  If 
blended  with  the  production  of  any  other  region  or  vintage,  they 
will  come  under  the  application  of  the  law.  If  such  a  name  is 
used,  it  must  be  accompanied  with  the  Avord  fantaisies  (arti- 
ficial) in  letters  of  the  same  size  and  in  full,  as  Champagne 
fantaisie,  if  grown  outside  the  districts  specified  as  forming 
the  former  province  of  Champagne.  If  produced  elsewhere,  the 
place  of  origin  must  be  indicated,  as  Champagne  Saumur, 
<  'hampagne  Vouvray,  etc.,  or  be  simply  described  as  sparkling 
wine. 

^^'ith  regard  to  the  great  vintages  or  brands,  the  names  of 
which  figure  on  the  Avine  lists  of  every  hotel  or  restaurant  of 
any  importance,  although  it  is  well  known  that  the  production 
is  extremely  limited,  sometimes  only  a  few  hundred  casks,  the 
greater  part  of  which  do  not  come  on  the  market,  those  names 
will  have  to  disappear  from  the  wine  list.  Dealers,  wholesale 
or  retail,  must  have  their  casks  ticketed  Avith  the  name  of  the 
place  of  origin  if  any  indication  is  given.  Even  the  words  Bor- 
<lean.K  or  Burgundy  can  not  be  used  if  the  wine  is  blended  Avith 
that  of  any  other  region.  The  word  cognac  can  not  be  used  for 
brandy  distilled  outside  the  departments  of  the  Charente  and 
Charente  Inferieure,  which  have  an  exclusive  right  to  the  title. 


George  de  Latour,  an  extensive  grape  grower  of  Rutherford, 
Napa  County,  is  the  innocent  sufferer  from  the  peculiar  tech- 
nical Avorkings  of  Uncle  Sam's  customs  tariff,  says  the  San 
Francisco  Examiner.  Mr.  de  Latour  states  that  over  a  year 
ago  he  gave  an  order  to  a  vineyardist  in  France  for  nearly,  a 
million  grape  cuttings,  at  a  price  agreed  upon  as  satisfactory  to 
both  parties. 

This  enormous  order  could  not  be  filled  until  the  cuttings  had 
been  groAvn  and  grafted,  Avhich  took  a  year  or  more. 

The  first  carload  recently  arrived  and  was  entered  at  the  San 
Francisco  customs  house  at  the  price  paid  for  the  cuttings. 

Appraiser  Mattos,  through  his  assistants,  reported  the  price 
too  loAV  and  raised  the  valuation  more  than  35  per  cent,  claim- 
ing that  he  did  so  in  accordance  Avith  information  received  as  to 
the  advance  in  France  of  grape  cuttings  since  de  Latour  gave 
his  order  to  the  grower. 

This  involA'es  a  penalty  on  account  of  the  alleged  undervalua- 
tion and  an  additional  duty  of  |3,500.  De  Latour  has  filed  an 
application  for  a  new  appraisement.  What  adds  to  the  dis- 
comfiture of  de  Latour  is  the  fact  that  many  of  his  cuttings 
became  damaged  Avhile  in  transit  from  France,  Avhich  will  ma- 
terially increase  his  loss,  CA'en  if  the  reappraisement  relieves 
him  from  the  penalty.  He  also  thinks  that  some  consideration 
should  be  extended  him  as  his  importations  are  one  hundred 
times  greater  than  any  other  groAver. 

The  customs  officials  state  that  Avhen  the  appraiser  raises 
the  value  as  rendered  by  the  importer  on  any  merchandise  pay- 
ing ad  valorem  duty  or  a  duty  based  in  anj'  manner  upon  the 
value  of  the  merchandise,  an  additional  duty  (as  well  as  the 
regular  duty  on  the  total  appraised  value )  accrues,  if  such  raise 
is  not  appealed  from  by  an  application  for  reappraisement  with- 
in two  days  after  the  advance  is  made  by  the  appraiser,  or  if, 
on  appeal,  such  raise  is  sustained  by  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers. 

Mr.  de  Latour  has  filed  an  application  for  reappraisement 
and  must  now  make  his  plea  before  the  Board  of  General  Ap- 
praisers at  New  York. 

To  Make  Unfermented  Grape  Juice  at  Lodi 

Stockton,  April  16. — Preparations  are  being  made  to  estab- 
lish a  large  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  unfermented  grape 
juice  at  Lodi,  and  the  parties  most  interested  in  the  proposition 
say  that  it  Avill  be  completed  and  in  operation  by  the  time  the 
coming  grape  crop  is  ready.  The  object  is  to  use  the  culls  and 
grapes  that  cannot  be  otherAvise  disposed  of  in  making  the  new 
beverage,  Avhich  is  becoming  quite  a  fad  all  over  the  counti'y,  as 
it  can  be  sold  in  all  prohibition  localities.  It  is  expected  that 
about  $100,000  AA'ill  be  put  into  the  plant.  Cochran  Brothers  of 
NeAV  York  are  promoting  the  deal.

THOSE  vineyardists  at  Fresno  who  contemplate  opposing  the 
prohibition  movement,  with  a  state-\v1(le  campaign  for  the 
temperate  use  of  wine,  do  not  realize  the  legal  position  which 
the  wine  industry  of  California  occupies.  When  the  Viticul- 
tural  Commission  was  organized  in  1880,  the  position  of  the 
state  was  decided  as  favoring  the  production  of  wine  and 
brandy,  the  supreme  court  so  holding  in  a  case  which  originated 
in  Pierced  County.  When  the  Viticultural  Commission  Avas 
abolished  in  1895,  the  policy  of  the  state  was  specifically  de- 
clared and  the  University  of  California  was  authorized  and 
directed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  commission.  I  have  always 
tliouglit  that  in  consequence  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  the  legislation  subsequently  enacted,  no  local  legis- 
lative body,  such  as  a  board  of  supervisors,  or  board  of  town 
trustees  or  a  city  council,  has  any  legal  right  to  interfere  with 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  wine  and  brandy.  I  do  not  mean 
by  this  that  any  wine  maker  has  the  right  to  open  up  a  bar.  I 
do  believe  that  it  would  be  possible  and  legal  for  a  wine  maker 
to  establish  himself  in  Hollywood,  Long  Beach,  Pomona  or 
Riverside,  and  that  as  long  as  he  sold  only  his  own  product  by 
the  demijohn,  case  or  in  bottles,  the  local  authorities  could  not 
interfere  with  him. — Los  Angeles  Graphic.

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DUY  WINES — Conditions  roiuaiu  unchanged  from  last 
montli's  report.  Trade  is  dull  and  it  is  not  probable 
iliat  there  ^\•ill  be  any  material  improvement  until  after  the 
(oniiiijr  presidential  election.  The  prolul)ition  cranks  while 
not  accomplishinjLj  any  j>ood  for  themselves  or  anybody  else,  are 
svicceedinsi;  temporarily  in  creating  a  condition  of  uncertainty 

.among  tlie  trade  as  to  the  future,  that  is  very  detrimental  to 

^business. 

Close  observation  leads  us  to  believe  that  this  remarkable 
wave  of  alleged  ''morality,"  in  connection  with  the  wine  and 
li(luor  problem,  Avhich  has  developed  so  suddenly,  will  subside 
as  quickly  as  it  came.  That  it  will  eventually  result  in  in- 
(  reased  jirosperity  to  the  native  wine  industry  is  certain.  That 
■•l)i-(>liibition  that  prohibits"  can  be  fox'ced  upon  the  minority  of 
( itizens  is  not  in  tlie  bounds  of  probability,  or  we  might  say 
Itossibility.  However,  our  energetic  enemies  are  very  much  in 
the  saddle  and  it  is  obviously  necessary  that  all  interests  iden- 
litied  with  the  wine  industry  and  the  liciuor  traffic  generally 
siiould  unite  on  the  best  fighting  lines,  otherwise  the  enemy  will 
for  the  time  being  get  the  good  of  the  conflict. 

The  trade  should  take  courage  in  the  fact  that  these  fanatics 
liave  in  the  past  few  months  received  serious  setbacks  in  their 
ciimpaign  against  personal  liberty.  We  are  convinced  that  this 
has  been  brought  about  largely  by  the  dissimulation  of  actual 
facts  in  connection  witii  economical  conditions  surrounding  the 
production  of  wine,  beer  and  liquors.    The  contest  has  now  in- 

I  volved  the  industrial  element  of  tlie  country.  The  men  who  lead 
unionized  labor  have  discovered  that  the  success  of  prohibition 
will  mean  disaster  to  labor,  the  farmer,  who  is  slow  of  thought, 
I'.ut  usually  safe  to  judge  right,  lias  been  enlightened  as  to 
what  would  happen  to  him  and  his  interests  in  the  event  that 
]Moliibition  should  become  general.  So  it  .seems  that  while  the 
irohibitionists  have  had  unexpected  successes  they  have  had 
also  serious  reverses,  and  we  believe  that  the  campaign  of  edu- 
cation that  is  now  being  made  Avill  reach  the  intelligent  voter 
and  thus  check  the  present  crazy  movement. 

That  vested  interests  will  be  gravely  injured  before  this 
(|iiestion  of  the  right  of  an  American  citizen  to  buy  and  drink 
a  glass  of  wine  or  liquor  in  his  native  land  is  finally  settled,  we 
are  certain ;  and  that  common  sense  and  justice  Avill  eventually 
l>revail,  instead  of  alleged  prohibition,  Ave  are  equally  assured. 


Most  certainly  the  prohibitionists  should  not  get  the  idea 
that  they  have  the  great  wine  and  liquor  interests  of  the  coun- 
try on  the  death  run.  They  have  only  caught  them  unawares 
and  when  sanity  has  resumed  sway,  we  will  have  the  long  hairs 
80  far  retired  that  they  will  probably  not  be  a  serious  element 
in  the  future  regulation  of  the  traffic.

SWEET  WINES— The  only  real  news  connected  with  this 
branch  of  the  industry  is  the  favorable  ruling  of  the  com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  as  to  the  production  of  sweet 
wines,  which  resulted  from  the  conference  of  the  commissioner 
with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenues  Muenter  of  the  First 
District  and  several  jirominent  citizens.  A  report  of  the  con- 
ference and  the  results  thereof,  appear  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 


WHISKEY — Trade  is  decidedly  unsatisfactory,  a  situation 
which  is  due  to  numerous  abnormal  conditions  on  the 
coast.  Local  collections  have  been  better  than  was  expected, 
but  the  debtors  in  the  country  are  evidently  taking  advantage 
of  the  situation  by  deferring  payments  which  they  could  with- 
out difficulty  make.  What  object  is  gained  by  this  except  un- 
necessary delay  is  not  obvious.  Some  of  the  big  houses  are 
good  natured  enough  to  conclude  that  their  country  customers 
do  not  send  them  checks  because  they  are  intending  to  come  to 
the  city  to  see  the  fleet  and  can  then  make  their  payments  in 
person. 

Exports  by  sea  were  nominal,  the  totals  being  1,139  cases, 
2,444  gallons  valued  at  |11,041.  Miscellaneous  exports  totaled 
1,444  cases,  28  barrels,  50  octaves,  values  at  |18,628.

Winter  Pruning. — After  the  leaves  have  fallen  at  the  end  of 
the  third  summer  every  vine  should  have  a  well-formed,  straight 
stem  with  two,  three,  or  more  canes  growing  from  the  upper 
part,  and  the  formation  of  the  "head"  or  crown  should  com- 
mence. Any  vines  which  have  not  been  brought  to  this  condi- 
tion must  be  pruned  like  two  or  one-year-old  vines,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

If  the  work  up  to  this  point  has  been  well  done,  the  formation 
of  tlie  head  is  a  simple  matter.  It  consists  in  leaving  two,  three, 
or  four  spurs,  arranged  as  symmetrically  as  possible  near  the 
top  of  the  vine.  The  stronger  the  vine,  as  evidenced  by  the 
number,  length,  and  thickness  of  the  canes,  the  larger  the  num- 
ber of  spurs  and  buds  that  should  be  left. 

A  spur  consists  of  the  basal  portion  of  a  cane,  and  normally 
of  two  full  internodes.  This  leaves  two  buds  besides  the  base 
bud.  The  number  of  buds  to  leave  on  a  spur  depends  on  the 
strength  or  thickness  of  the  cane  from  which  the  spur  is  made. 
A  thin,  or  weak,  cane  should  be  cut  back  to  one  bud  or  even  to 
the  base  bud.  A  strong  cane,  on  the  other  hand,  should  be  left 
with  three  buds  besides  the  base  bud. 

The  pruning  of  each  vine  requires  judgment,  and  it  is  impos- 
sible to  give  an  inflexible  rule  to  follow.  The  ideal  of  a  perfect 
vine  should  be  kept  in  mind  and  each  vine  pruned  as  nearly  in 
accordance  with  this  ideal  as  circumstances  permit.  Fig.  6  and 
the  illustration  on  the  cover  represent  nearly  perfect  three-year- 
old  vines  consisting  of  two  or  three  symmetrically  placed  spurs 
of  two  buds  each  near  the  top  of  the  stem. 

Sometimes  it  is  necessary  to  leave  a  spur  lower  down.  This 
spur  Win  be  removed  the  following  year  after  it  has  produced 
two  or  three  bunches  of  grapes.  Sometimes  a  vine  may  be  very 
vigorous,  but  have  only  two  canes  properly  placed  for  making 
spurs.  In  this  case  the  spurs  should  be  left  longer — three  buds 
and  even  in  extreme  cases  four  buds  long. 


^Pruning  the  Sultanina. — This  variety  has  shown  itself  ex- 
tremely irregxilar  in  bearing  in  many  vineyards  of  California. 
The  variations  in  the  crop  of  different  years  in  the  same  vine- 
yard, of  adjacent  vineyards  in  the  same  district,  and  of  dif- 
ferent vines  in  the  same  vineyard  are  very  much  greater  than 
is  usual  with  most  other  varieties.  The  cause  of  this  seems  to 
be  due,  in  great  part  at  least,  to  defective  pruning. 

If  we  inquire  into  the  history  of  any  Sultanina  vineyard  we 
find  very  commonly  the  following  sequence  of  events :  During 
the  first  four,  five  or  six  years  the  vines  were  pruned  short, 
grew  with  extraordinary  vigor,  but  produced  very  few  grapes. 
The  following  year  the  owner,  hearing  that  long  pruning  was 
necessary,  left  two,  three,  four,  or  more  canes  four  or  five  feet 
long  and  tied  them  up  vertically  to  a  high  stake.  This  usually 
resulted  in  a  large  crop.  The  same  method,  as  nearly  as  prac- 
ticable, was  folloAved  during  subsequent  years,  with  gradually 
diminishing  success,  until  about  the  third  year  of  long  pruning 
the  crops  had  become  unsatisfactory  again. 

The  reason  for  this  sequence  of  events  is  easy  to  comprehend 
when  we  understand  the  principles  of  long  pruning  and  the 
special  characteristics  of  the  Sultanina. 

This  variety  beai's  well  only  on  long  canes,  so  that  so  long  as 
short  pruning  is  practised  the  crops  are  unsatisfactory.  The 
first  year  in  which  long  canes  are  left  the  crop  is  good,  because 


a  large  proportion  of  the  canes  tied  up  consist  of  bearing  wood. 
Provision  is  seldom  made,  however,  for  the  growth  of  new  canes 
from  the  stump  to  furnish  bearing  wood  for  the  folIoAving  years. 
The  result  is,  that  after  the  second  or  third  year  all  the  bearing 
wood  is  at  the  top  of  the  stake,  and  the  vine  must  be  pruned 
short  again  or  suclcers  and  Avatersprouts  left  as  long  canes. 
Whichever  of  these  two  alternatives  is  chosen  the  result  will  be 
unsatisfactory. 

A  common  condition  of  a  Sultanina  vine  after  the  first  year 
of  long  pruning  is  shown.  If  the  fruit  canes  of  the  previous 
years  are  removed,  nothing  remains  but  the  unfruitful  suckers 
and  watersprouts.  If  the  old  fruit  canes  are  left  there  is  an 
abundance  of  fruit  wood,  but  it  is  so  near  the  top  of  the  stake 
that  if  fruit  canes  are  left  there  is  nothing  to  which  to  tie  them. 
If  this  fruit  wood  is  left  and  pruned  short  we  get  a  vine  like 
that  shown,  which  is  worse  than  an  ordinary  short-pruned  vine. 

This  condition  may  be  avoided  for  a  year  or  two  if,  besides 
the  fruit  canes,  we  leave  also  some  short  spurs  of  one  or  two 
buds  on  the  main  stump.  The  canes  from  these  spurs  will  con- 
sist of  fruit  wood  and  they  may  be  used  for  fruit  canes  the  fol- 
lowing year.  Unfortunately  these  spurs  are  so  shaded  by  the 
foliage  on  the  fruit  canes  that  they  do  not  always  produce  vig- 
orous wood,  and  finally  they  fail  to  grow  at  all. 

Two  methods  have  been  successfully  used  to  insure  the 
growth  of  new  fruit  wood  every  year  in  a  position  where  it  can 
be  utilized.  The  first  consists  in  bending  the  fruit  canes  into  a 
circle,  as  illustrated.  This  diminishes  the  tendency  of  the  sap 
of  the  vine  to  go  to  the  end  of  the  fruit  canes.  The  consequence 
is  that  more  shoots  start  on  the  lower  parts  of  the  fruit  canes. 
All  the  shoots  on  these  canes  are  made  weaker  and  more  fruit- 
ful by  the  bending,  and  at  the  same  time  the  sap  pressure  is  in- 
creased and  causes  strong  shoots  to  start  from  the  wood  spurs 
left  near  the  bases  of  the  fruit  canes.  These  shoots  are  used  for 
fruit  canes  at  the  following  winter  pruning,  and  new  wood 
spurs  are  then  left  for  the  next  year. 

The  tying  and  bending  of  the  fruit  canes  require  great  care, 
and  repeated  suckering  and  removal  of  watersprouts  are  neces- 
sary to  insure  a  strong  growth  of  replacing  canes  on  the  wood 
spurs.  This  method  can  be  used  successfully  only  by  skillful 
hands. 

The  other  method  requires  some  form  of  trellis.  The  most 
practicable  trellis  is  a  wire  stretched  along  the  rows  at  about 
1  1-2  or  2  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  soil.  For  very  vigorous 
vines  in  rich  soil  a  second  Avire  12  inches  above  the  first  is 
advisable. 

The  pruning  is  the  same  as  for  the  method  just  described. 
The  fruit  canes,  however,  instead  of  being  bent  in  a  circle  and 
tied  to  the  stake,  are  placed  in  a  horizontal  position  and  tied  to 
the  wire.  The  horizontal  position  has  the  same  effect  as  curv- 
ing in  promotion  the  starting  of  more  shoots  on  the  fruits  canes 
and  the  consequent  production  of  more  bunches  of  grapes.  At 
the  same  time  the  buds  on  the  Avood  spurs  are  forced  to  start, 
and  not  being  shaded  they  tend  to  grow  vigorously.  It  is  best 
to  tie  the  shoots  from  the  Avood  spurs  in  a  A'ertical  position  to 
the  stake,  and  they  should  not  be  topped.  This  is  a  modifica- 
tion of  AA'hat  is  known  as  the  GuAot  system  of  pruning,  and  is 
not  only  theoretically  correct,  but  is  easy  to  explain  to  pruuers, 
and  can  be  carried  out  much  more  perfectly  than  the  first 
method  Avith  ordinary  labor. 

Whatever  system  of  Avinter  pruning  is  adopted  with  the  Sul- 
tanina, careful  summer  pruning,  suckering,  sprouting,  and  top- 
ping are  necessary  for  the  best  results.  This  variety  has  a 
tendencj^  to  send  out  large  numbers  of  suckers  from  below 
ground  and  Avatersprouts  from  the  old  AVOod.  These  shoots  are 
usually  sterile,  groAV  A'igorously,  and  unless  removed  in  time 
divert  the  energies  of  the  vine  from  the  fruit  and  fruit  shoots. 
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wo  or  three  times  during  the  .si)rlug  the  vineyard  should  be 
one  over  carefully  and  all  sterile  shoots  which  are  not  needed 
I  balance  tin;  vine  or  to  replace  weak  or  missing  arms  should 
e  removed.     This  removal  of  shoots  should  be  done  in  such  a 

ay  that  no  shoot  longer  than  12  inches  is  ever  removed.  If 
lie  A\atersp(nits  are  allowed  to  grow  large  their  removal  weak- 
iis  the  vine.  The  shoots  which  are  to  give  fruit  canes  for  the 
(Uowing  year  should  not  be  topped.  The  shoots  from  the  hori- 
ontal  fruit  canes  on  the  trellises,  however,  will  set  their  fruit 
ctter  and  are  less  likely  to  be  broken  by  the  wind  if  they  are 
inclied  or  topped  early. 

Nil  summer  pruning  of  any  kind  should  be  done  while  the 
incs  are  blossoming,  or  for  a  week  or  ten  days  before  the  blos- 
oms  open.

Prohibition  and  Higii  Tariff 


Drinking  of  Wine  at  Table  Growing 


rHE  large  increase  in  the  consumption    of  wines    in  this 
country  is  due  to  the  habit  of  using  them  at  our  meals, 
ays  the  New  York  World,    ifany  of  our  people  have  adopted 
jhe  sensible  European  custom  of  drinking  light  wines  only  at 
!he  family-  table. 

Wines  are  not  intended  to  be  used  to  intoxicate,  but  to  be 

jakeii  with  food,  and  in  the  same  manner    as    food — that    is, 

'"luperately.    When  a  man  wants  a  stimulant,  he  does  not  want 

I  light  wine,  and  therefore  he  takes  whisky  or  some  other  strong 

jlrink.     On  the  other  hand,  people  who  habitually  drink  wines 

•oldom  crave  for  spirituous  liquors.    This  is  abundantly  proven 

ly  the  people  of  the  wine-drinking  countries  of  Europe.     In 

L<Yance,  for  example,  where  the  total  consumption  of  wines  is 

hirty-four  gallons  of  wine  a  year  for  every  man,  Avoman  and 

hi  Id,  the  per  capita  consumption  of  alcoholic  liquors  is  only 

iglit  and  one-half  gallons.     In  Italy,  the  consumption  of  wine 

Is  thirty-two  gallons  per  capita  each  year,  while  the  per  capita 

!onsumi)tion  of  all  alcoholic  liquoi-s  is  only  one-half  gallon. 

Contrast  these  figures  with  those  furnished  by  the  alcoholic- 
jlrinking  countries.  In  Great  Britain  the  total  consumption  of 
jilcoholic  liquors  is  over  thirty-eight  gallons  x>Pr  capita,  while 
the  consumption  of  wines  is  only  one-half  gallon  per  capita.  In 
(lermany  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  liquors  is  thirty-four  gal- 
lons per  capita,  while  the  per  capita  consumption  of  wine  is 
about  two  gallons.  In  the  United  States  the  consumption  of 
alcoholic  liquors  is  nineteen  gallons  per  capita,  and  of  wine  less 
than  one  gallon  per  capita. 


,  The  campaign  of  the  anti-saloon  league  in  Portland  is  to  be 
jeonfined  to  the  east  side  of  the  river.  If  successful,  sixty-six 
(saloons  will  be  closed  in  East  Portland,  which  is  principally  a 
residence  district,  and,  it  is  believed,  will  support  the  movement. 


A  FEW  days  ago  we  published  a  paragraph  to  the  effect  that 
the  advocates  of  an  ultra  high  tariff  were  said  to  be  be- 
hind the  Prohibition  movement  that  seems  to  be  better  financed 
and  more  skillfully  directed  than  ever  before  in  the  world's 
history. 

We  have  received  a  letter  from  a  man  who  controls  scores  of 
millions  invested  in  liquor.  In  part  the  writer,  who  asks  us 
not  to  use  his  name,  says : 

"In  a  recent  conference  with  brewers  and  distillers  in  the 
East  I  discovered  beyond  all  question  that  a  number  of  big  man- 
ufacturers are  contributing  millions  to  the-  cause  of  prohibition. 
If  they  can  deplete  the  National  Treasury  by  enforcing  prohibi- 
tion for  a  time,  there  will  be  little  trouble  in  showing  that  a  high 
tariff  is  necessary  to  provide  revenue  for  the  Government." 

The  gentleman  Avho  wrote  the  letter  from  which  we  quote  is 
in  a  position  to  know  the  facts.  He  points  to  the  great  sums 
that  are  being  spent  by  churches,  temperance  societies,  anti- 
saloon  leagues,  and  others  known  to  have  been  without  funds, 
as  an  evidence  that  there  is  a  fat  purse  behind  the  movement. 

There  have  been  no  great  popular  subscriptions  to  the  cause 
of  prohibition,  and  the  gentleman  supplements  this  fact  with 
the  statement  that  the  liquor  interests  have  traced  the  fund  to 
the  high  tariff  advocates. 

\^^e  can  not  credit  this  report,  however,  for  the  reason  that 
prohibition  does  not  deplete  the  Treasury.  Maine,  Iowa,  and 
other  states  supposed  to  be  dry,  contribute  to  the  internal  rev- 
enue license  fund  as  much  per  capita  as  do  such  states  as  New 
York  and  California. 

Furthermore,  Government  reports  show  that  there  are  as 
many  arrests  for  drunkenness  at  Portland,  Maine,  as  at  Port- 
land, Oregon.  The  blind-pig,  the  boot-legger,  and  other  unlaw- 
ful sources  that  supply  the  thirsty  can  not  evade  the  Govern- 
ment license. 

If  a  prohibition  statute  were  able  to  produce  real  drouth  the 
Treasury  might  be  depleted,  and  Uncle  Sam  might  be  obliged 
to  maintain  a  high  tariff  as  an  emergency  measure,  if  for  no 
other  cause. 

If  the  manufacturers  are  doing  what  our  correspondent  says, 
it  is  a  remarkable  object-lesson  of  "beating  the  devil  around  the 
bush." — Sacramento  Union. 


$100,000  Brewery  for  Redding 

Work  on  the  f  100,000  brewery  for  Redding  will  be  commenc- 
ed right  away,  according  to  P.  G.  Deckenbach,  manager  of  the 
Salem  Brewing  Association.  Construction  work  would  have 
been  undertaken  several  months  ago,  had  not  the  panic  come 
when  it  did.  The  compapy  invested  |15,000  last  fall  in  a  site 
and  a  building.  The  first  thing  to  be  constructed  is  a  cold  stor- 
age plant.  Other  departments  will  be  added  as  fast  as  they  can 
be  reached.

The  Oregon  brewers  and  wholesale  liquor  men  propose  to 
fight  prohibition  by  weeding  out  the  bad  saloons.  They  declare 
that  they  will  no  longer  tolerate  dives,  nor  allow  the  sale  of 
liquor  to  minors  or  drunken  persons.  To  enforce  these  rules 
they  will  refuse  to  sell  liquor  to  saloons  under  the  ban,  and  will 
co-operate  with  the  authorities. 


F.  B.  Hahn  of  the  Maier  Brewing  Company  of  Los  Angeles 
and  H.  J.  Kann  have  secured  a  desirable  location  in  Sau  Luis 
Obispo,  where  a  wholesale  liquor  establishment  will  be  con- 
ducted by  them  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Kann. 


According  to  the  recent  ordinance  passed  by  the  Marysville 
Council,  no  more  liquor  can  be  sold  or  given  away  at  the  res- 
taurants of  that  city. 


Charles  Newman  who  formerly  ran  the  Crystal  Palace  Saloon 
as  manager  for  the  Newman  Co.,  has  been  sued  for  misappro- 
priating $880  insurance  money  belonging  to  that  company,  by 
Director  W.  P.  Humphries,  Avho  asks  for  an  accounting  of  the 
assets  of  that  corporation. 


At  Porterville  a  hard  blow  was  dealt  the  anti-saloon  agita- 
tors. When  the  petition  to  have  the  question  of  "Saloon"  or 
"No  Saloon"  placed  on  the  municipal  ballots  came  up  before 
the  City  Council,  it  was  lost,  because  no  one  would  second  the 
motion  granting  the  petition. 


The  liquor  men  of  Jackson  County,  Oregon,  are  organizing 
to  fight  local  option,  which  will  be  voted  upon  in  the  June  elec- 
tion. If  beaten  Jackson  will  be  a  dry  county  for  two  years  from 
next  Julv. 


The  Royal  Arch  Association  of  the  liquor  dealers  of  Oak- 
land have  voted  unanimously  to  contribute  |5,000  towards  the 
fund  for  the  entertainment  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  battle- 
ship fleet  on  Oakland  day.  May  9th. 


The  Police  and  Fire  Commission  of  Stockton,  which  recently 
forced  the  City  Council  to  pass  a  Sunday  closing  ordinance,  now 
proposes  to  force  that  body  again  to  do  its  bidding,  and  put  half 
of  the  102  saloons  of  the  city  out  of  business. 


While  the  prohibitionists  are  active  in  Oregon  and  holdlni 
anti-saloon  meetings,  the  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Associatio) 
of  that  State  are  working  hard  also.  As  the  audience  left  a  coif 
Avater  meeting  the  other  night  they  were  presented  Avith  a  strik 
ing  hand  bill,  which  set  forth  that  the  brewers  and  distillers  o 
the  United  States  during  the  past  year  used  upwards  of  |110; 
000,000  Avorth  of  farm  produce,  and  asking  if  the  farmers  cotdi 
afford  to  alloAV  prohibition  fanatics  to  destroy  this  market  fo 
their  grain  and  labor? 


The  prohibitionists  at  Chico  are  not  satisfied  Avith  the  Sundii 
closing  ordinance  and  are  trying  to  get  a  "dry  town."  Mas 
meetings  are  being  held,  a  prohibition  ncAVsijaper  started,  an( 
an  attempt  being  made  to  haA^e  a  special  city  election  for  tli 
purpose  of  closing  the  saloons. 


The  Texas  BrcAvers'  Association  haA'e  pledged  themseh'es  d 
subscribe  -11,000,000,  or  as  much  more  as  may  be  needed  to  figli 
the  prohibition  moA'ement  in  Alabama,  Georgia  and  Mi.ssissip]H 
They  belieA'e  that  a  crusade  against  disreputable  and  uncleai 
saloons  is  the  most  elfectiA'e  Aveapon  to  fight  prohibition,  an(i 
they  urge  their  brethren  in  those  States  to  apply  this  method. 


A  liquor  license  ordinance  has  been  passed  in  Las  Vegas,  Nev

$200  a  year,  or  if  the  liquor  is  sold  by  the  bottle  to  be  consumec; 
elscAvhere,  flOO.  BrcAvers  are  required  to  pay  .|50  a  year,  an( 
manufacturers  of  soda  Avater,  etc.,  |20. 


I?ecause  of  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  districts  in  i( 
territory  in  AA'hich  prohibition  is  being  enforced,  the  Pulluiiii 
Car  Company,  according  to  the  decision  reached  last  February 
has  abolished  the  sale  of  liquor  on  its  cars  in  the  United  Statc^ 
Canada  and  Old  Mexico. 


Judge  Hutton  at  Los  Angeles  has,  by  his  decision  in  favor  n 
llie  city  in  the  case  of  the  suit  brought  by  C.  Busch,  a  wholesali 
li(luor  dealer  at  2414  South  Main  street,  to  compel  the  renewa 
of  his  license  by  the  municipal  authorities,  sustained  the  consti 
tutionality  of  the  city  ordinance  restricting  wholesale  liquo 
houses  to  the  saloon  zone.    The  case  Avill  be  appealed. 


Because  of  certain  alleged  indiscretions  on  the  part  of  thn 
saloon  men  at  Ventura,  it  is  understood  the  Trustees  will  no 
alloAV  any  licenses  after  July  1st.     The  Sunday  closing  law  i 
noAV  in  force.

'«00 ;  restaurants,  |300 ;  drug  stores,  ,f 200 ;  Avholesalers,  flOO. 


The  anti-saloon  party  went  down  to  defeat  at  Hayward,  where 
he  voters  rejected  the  Sunday  closing  policy  of  the  so-called 
'Good  Government  League"  bv  a  vote  of  almost  2  to  1. 


At  the  approaching  municipal  election  the  residents  of  the 
city  of  San  Jose  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  vote  on  the 
question  whether  or  no  the  .sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be 
licensed  or  not. 


In  Cloverdale  the  proposition  to  increase  the  liquor  license 
from  1120  to  |500  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  more  than  2  to  1. 


Maricopa  County,  Arizona,  will  vote  upon  the  liquor  (luestion 
on  May  2nd,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  saloon  men  to 
prevent  it  going  dry.  The  anti-saloon  league  is  not  only  waging 
war  in  Maricopa  County,  but  in  a  number  of  others  also. 


Tlie  City  Council  of  Santa  Cruz  have  adopted  an  ordinance 
closing  all  saloons  at  midnight.  Under  the  same  ordinance 
restaurants  also  come  under  the  ban  and  it  will  be  unlawful  for 
them  to  sell  liquor  after  12  o'clock.  Heretofore  restaurants  and 
saloons  haA'e  been  alloAved  to  remain  open  all  night. 


The  appeal  of  Charles  Bender  from  the  decision  of  the  Berk- 
eley Justice  Court,  convicting  him  of  selling  liquor  in  violation 
of  the  town  ordinance,  having  been  denied  by  Judge  Ogden,  it  is 
proposed  to  carry  the  matter  to  the  appellate  court,  in  order  that 
the  constitutionality  of  the  ordinance  in  question  may  be  defi- 
natelv  settled. 


Salicylated  Sake  is  barred  by  the  Government,  and  the  rev- 
enue department  has  been  ordered  to  hold  all  consignments  of 
the  Japanese  National  beverage  until  samples  have  been  anal- 
yzed by  the  federal  chemists. 


The  Treasury  has  made  a  ruling  as  to  the  classification  of 
cherries  in  brine,  and  says  that  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  cherries 
which  have  not  been  pitted,  stemmed  or  subjected  to  any  other 
process  prior  to  importation  than  washing  and  exposure  to  sul- 
phur fumes  and  being  packed  in  an  aqueous  solution  of  salt, 
cannot  be  considered  as  having  been  prepared  Avithin  the  mean- 
ing of  paragraph  262  of  the  Tariff  Act,  and  that  the  same  should 
be  passed  free  of  duty  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  559 
of  said  act  for  "fruits  in  brine,"  if  imported  in  brine,  and  if  not 
in  brine  should  be  classified  as  "cherries,  green  or  ripe,"  under 
paragraph  262  of  said  act.  A  solution  containing  sixty-tAA'o  one- 
hundredth  of  1  per  cent  or  more  of  salt  should  be  considered 
as  brine  Avithin  the  meaning  of  said  paragraph.

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Sweet  Wine  Makers  Get  Concessions 


A  CONFERENCE  was  held  in  Washington  between  the  sweet 
wine  makers  and  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  John 
G.  Capers  on  April  13th  and  14th,  and  deputations  of  sweet  wine 
makers  from  this  and  other  States  were  present.  We  are  in- 
debted to  the  courtesy  of  James  H.  Borland  of  the  United  States 
Fidelity  and  Guarantee  Co.,  and  F.  E.  Mayhew  of  Mayhew  & 
Co.,  internal  revenue  and  customs  brokers,  for  the  following 
particulars.  Mr.  Borland  stated  that  the  conference  in  question 
was  very  satisfactory  indeed.  Commissioner  Capers  showed 
great  consideration  for  the  interests  of  the  wine  makers,  who 
succeeded  in  getting  practically  all  they  wanted,  and  in  the  fu- 
ture will  probably  not  be  hampered  in  the  manufacture  of  sweet 
wines. 

Two  matters  only,  the  blending  of  sweet  and  dry  wines,  and 
the  uise  of  fortified  wines  in  medicinal  preparations,  were  taken 
under  consideration  by  the  Commissioner  and  have  not  yet  been 
decided.  All  the  other  amendments  asked  for  were  granted. 
Mr.  Borland  laid  particular  stress  upon  the  clear  and  forcible 
manner  in  which  Percy  T.  Morgan  placed  the  wine  makers'  case 
before  the  Commissioner,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  that  gentle- 
man's efforts  had  much  to  do  with  the  successful  termination  of 
the  conference.  As  to  the  tAvo  matters  still  in  doubt,  Mr.  Bor- 
land said,  "that  while  the  Commissioner  was  not  prepared  to 
decide  these  questions  off  hand,  he  seemed  inclined  to  do  the 
very  best  he  could  for  the  wine  makers." 

Mr.  Borland  considered  that  the  sweet  wine  makers  were 
much  indebted  to  Revenue  Agent  B.  M.  Thomas  and  Collector 
Aug.;  E.  Muenter,  for  their  assistance  in  getting  the  very  favor- 
able irulings  on  the  regulations  and  the  modifications  of  them 
where  needed.  There  were  present  at  the  conference  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen :  Commissioner  John  G.  Capers ;  J.  C.  Wheel- 
er, Deputy  Commissioner;  ex-Solicitor  Hayes  of  the  Treasury 
Department;  Mr.  Bates  and  Mr.  Hubbard  of  the  brandy  di- 
vision ;  John  P.  Marstetta,  chief  clerk  of  the  sweet  wine  division ; 
Collector  of  this  Port  Aug.  E.  Muenter;  Revenue  Agent  B.  M. 
Thomas ;  Judge  Robert  T.  Hough ;  Paul  Garrett  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  several  gentlemen  representing  the  sweet  wine  interests 
of  the  States  of  New  York  and  Ohio.  The  deputation  from 
California  consisted  of  Percy  T.  Morgan,  representing  the  Cali- 
fornia Wine  Association ;  L.  R.  Rogers  for  Las  Palmas  Winery 
and  other  Fresno  vineyards;  James  H.  Borland  for  George 
West  &  Son  of  Stockton  and  others;  Frank  E.  Mayhew  for 
Vina  and  other  interests ;  J.  E.  Youngberg  for  the  Barton  Vine- 
yard and  C.  B.  Barham. 

Mr.  Morgan  acted  as  spokesman  and  made  a  most  favorable 
impression  ujjon  all  present.  Mr.  Mayhew  informs  us  that  the 
following  are  the  principal  modifications  allowed  by  the  Com- 
missioner: 

Distilling  material  may  be  .stored  in  the  winery  as  heretofore. 
This  was  one  of  the  niost  important  points  gained,  as  an  enforce- 
ment of  the  regulations  of  August,  1907,  would  have  necessitated 
the  rebuilding  of  most  distilleries. 

Automatic  check  valves  need  not  be  placed  on  the  distilling 


material  tanks  (or  measuring  tanks,  as  they  will  hereafter  be 
known ) . 

Any  wine  will  be  eligible  for  fortification  that  will  show  a 
percentage  of  saccharine  by  Balling's  Saccharometer.  Hereto- 
fore wines  had  to  contain  4  per  cent  of  saccharine. 

Pure  boiled  or  condensed  grape  must  produced  at  a  winery 
may  be  stored  in  closed  and  locked  containers  properly  marked 
and  designated  as  condensed  must  tanks. 

Pure  boiled  or  condensed  grape  must  may  be  transferred  from 
one  sw:eet  winery  to  the  fortifying  room  of  any  other  bonded 
sweet  winery,  properly  certified  by  the  gangers  at  both  seudin<i 
and  receiving  wineries. 

All  wines  containing,  after  the  fortification  has  been  com- 
pleted in  the  fortifying  room,  in  excess  of  24  per  cent  alcoholic 
strength,  will  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States.  This  is  a  very 
important  concession,  as  it  permits  the  wine  maker  to  reduce 
the  alcoholic  strength  by  the  addition  of  grape  must,  providin,i; 
the  over-fortification  is  discovered  before  the  wine  is  released 
from  the  fortifying  room. 

A  decision  was  not  reached  in  the  matter  of  the  blending  of 
dry  and  sweet  wines,  nor  in  the  matter  of  the  use  of  fortified 
wines  in  medicinal  preparations  where  the  formula  of  such  prep- 
arations calls  for  a  certain  kind  of  wine,  but  a  decision  is  looked 
for  very  soon. 

The  conference  was  certainly  a  succe.ss  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  wine  makers,  and  the  regulations  prescribed  for  the  cojiiiug 
vintage  will  undoubtedly  be  satisfactory. 


April  Elections 


ILLINOIS — As  a  result  of  the  election  held  on  Tuesday  of  this  ' 
week  between  1,500, and  2,000  saloons  will  be  closed  for  two 
years  in  this  State.     Elections  were  held  in  1,150  of  the  1,295 
townships. 

With  but  few  exceptions  local  option  forces  made  gains  in  all 
of  the  rural  districts,  the  (exceptions  being  Madison,  St.  Clair 
and  Kankakee  Counties.  Most  of  the  larger  cities  voted  "weV 
by  a  large  majority. 

Nebraska — In  Nebraska  the  issue  was  on  licenses.  890  towns 
held  their  annual  elections  Tuesday.  Reports  received  indicate 
that  the  prohibitionists  have  made  some  gains. 

The  contest  was  fiercest  in  Lincoln,  where  the  vote  was  un- 
usually heavy.  The  question  at  issue  was  that  of  complete  pro- 
hibition as  against  the  daylight  saloons  running  from  seven  in 
the  morning  until  .seven  at  night.  The  prohibitionists  were  de- 
feated by  212  votes  of  a  total  of  8,000  votes  cast.  Fairbury  and 
Beatrice  went  "wet"  by  small  majorities. 

Wisconsin — The  Anti-Saloon  League  received  a  set-back  in 
this  State,  the  personal  liberty  advocates  winning  a  decisive 
victory.  The  .saloon  issue  was  not  prominent  in  any  of  the 
larger  cities  of  the  State,  but  where  two  years  ago  half  of  the 
places  where  the  issue  was  raised  went  "dry,"  this  year  only  two 
of  the  towns  reported  have  gone  "dry,"  Dodgeville,  which  was 
"dry"  two  years  ago,  and  Greenlake. 

In  Whitehall  after  a  year  of  "dry"  experience  the  "wets"  WMi 
a  handsome  victory.  Platteville  again  voted  "wet"  as  did  also 
Galesville,  Mineral  Point,  Pewaukee,  Bayfield,  Washburn  and 
Lancaster. 


Files  Notice  of  Change  of  Business 


In  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  Sonoma  County  a  notice 
of  change  of  location  of  the  business  of  the  California  Wine  As- 
sociation from  the  town  of  Hercules  to  Winehaven,  was  filed. 
Winehaven  is  a  town  near  Oakland  which  Avas  built  up  by  the 
location  of  the  immense  plant  of  the  association  there. 
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A  Misleading  Circular 


MIDAS'  Criterion  is  a  <>TC'at  and  j^ood  friend  to  California, 
and  npon  every  opportunity  nialves  a  point  of  drawing 
attention  to  the  wine  and  other  interests  of  the  State.  For  tliis 
reason  we  cannot  bear  to  see  it  misled  in  regard  to  them  by 
some  vagrant  circular  or  other  which  happens  to  fall  into  its 
editor's  hands.  In  a  recent  number  an  article  appeared  under 
tlie  caption  "California  Wine  ^len  to  Fight  Adulterating.''  It 
was  a  most  flattering  etTort  on  the  part  of  the  editor,  who,  if 
lie  meant  all  he  said,  evidently  loves  "the  land  of  eternal  sun- 
-;liine."  T'nfortunately,  however,  his  information  in  this  in- 
stance is  incorrect.  There  is  no  concerted  movement  at  pre.sent 
among  wine  men  to  stamp  out  adulteration,  nor  have  the  "lead- 
ing wineries  of  California  inaugurated  the  plan  of  selling  direct 
from  the  producing  winery  to  the  consumer."  Therefore,  unless 
I  he  idea  conveyed  by  the  article  in  question  has  the  effect  of 
creating  such  a  movement  as  the  one  described,  thei-e  will  be  no 
announcements,  "as  this  and  other  leading  papers  throughout 
ilie  I'nited  States  giving  all  the  details  and  offering  all  who 
appreciate  good  wines  the  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
w  ith  the  real  pure  (?'alifornia  vintages  under  the  modern  method 
of  producer  and  consumer."  > 

We  suppose  Midas  got  the  idea  in  question  from  an  article 
wliich  appeared  on  page  26  of  the  American  Wiuc  Press,  under 
liie  heading,  "Santa  Rosa  Vineyard  Co's  New  Scheme,"  Avhich 
appears  to  be  the^ame  as  described  by  Midas.  The  Wine  Press 
(juotes  from  another  paper  what  it  considers  "a  real  bit  of 
information":  "To  stamp  out  this  evil  (viz.:  .shipping  wine  to 
]•' ranee  and  Germany,  to  be  there  labeled  as  foreign  wines  and 
shii)ped  back),  the  leading  wineries  of  California,  the  forelnost 
i)f  which  is  the  Santa  Rosa  Vineyard  Co.,  with  wineries  in  So- 
noma County  and  nmin  office  in  Los  Angeles,  have  inaugurated 
the  plan  of  selling  direct  from  the  producing  winery  to  the  con- 
sumer." The  editor  of  the  Wine  Press  is  evidently  dubious  as 
to  tiie  truth  of  this  statement,  for  he  asks,  "What  about  the 
Santa  Rosa  Vineyard  Company?  Where  are  its  wineries  in 
Soiionm  County  and  main  office  in  Los  Angeles?"  We  will  tr^^ 
to  answer  these  questions,  and  in  doing  so  show  that  the  "plan" 
in  (juestion  exists  and  exists  only  in  the  circular  of  a  tenth  rate 
wine  house  in  Los  Angeles,  the  proprietors  of  which,  we  have 
good  reason  to  believe,  do  not  own  an  acre  of  vineyard  in  So 
noma  County  or  anywhere  else.  There  is  in  the  Angelic  City  a 
Santa  Rosa  Vineyard  Co.,  that  name  being  used  for  a  small 
<'stablishment  the  proprietors  of  which  are  Lazare  &  Guggen- 
iieim,  and  as  far  as  we  know  and  have  been  able  to  find  out,  this 
is  the  only  company  of  that  name  in  the  State,  and  the  parties 
in  question  are  practically  unknown  among  wine  men. 


Start  Investigation  of  Distilled  Spirits

F.  F.  Flanders,  acting  chief  of  the  United  States  Food  Inspec- 
tion Laboratory,  just  opened  in  Seattle,  has  received  notice 
from  the  BureJiu  of  Chemistry  at  Washington,  stating  that  a 
careful  examination  of  distilled  spirits  offered  for  importa- 
tion into  the  Inited  States  is  .soon  to  be  instituted.  Mr.  Flan- 
ders is  instructed  to  notify  importers  of  such  spirits  in  the 
Northwest  to  this  effect. 

The  examination  will  be  made  to  determine  whether  or  not 
le  spirit  is  a  straight  distilled  or  a  blend. 

Mr.  Flanders  has  notified  many  importers  that  they  should 
Btify  their  foreign  agents  that  such  an  investigation  is  to  be 
started,  and  advising  them  to  insist  that  shippers  furnish  certi- 
ficates showing  the  true  character  of  each  shipment. 


Vineyards  at  Chile 


Much  attention  is  beting  given  the  cultivation  of  gi-apes  in 
Cliile  and  the  manufacture  of  wine  therefrom. 

The  industry  is  growing  rapidly  and  promises  well.  The  cli- 
mate and  soil  are  most  excellent  for  the  production  of  some  of 
the  best  varieties  of  grapes.  In  190(5  there  were  57,665  hectares, 
or  142,493  acres,  under  cultivation,  against  51,539  hectares,  or 
127,354  acres,  for  1904.  In  1906  there  were  17,260  hectares 
under  cultivation  on  irrigated  lands.  The  grapes  grown  on  the 
irrigated  lands  were  the  best.  The  production  of  wine  for  the 
harvest  of  1906  amounted  to  157,604,656  liters  (a  liter  equals 
1.0567  quarts),  of  which  the  greater  proportion  was  retl  wine. 
The  production  for  1907  exceeded  that  of  1906  very  materially, 
but  the  exact  figures  can  not  yet  be  given. 

During  1906  Avine  to  the  value  of  |i203,430  Fnited.  States  gold 
was  imported,  of  which  the  United  States  furnished  less  than 
one-half  of  1  per  cent.  During  the  same  time  Chile  exported 
wine  to  the  value  of  $54,740. 

A  Monster  Cask 


THE  largest  cask  in  the  world  is  to  be  found  at  Konigstein. 
It  was  begun  in  1722  and  finished  in  1725.  The  diameter 
of  this  cask  is  26  feet.  The  cask,  as  soon  as  finished,  was  filled 
with  6000  quintals  of  good  lleissen  wine,  which  cost  £6000  sterl- 
ing. It  contains  649  hogsheads,  more  than  the  famous  tun  of 
Heidelberg.  The  top  of  the  cask  is  railed,  in,  and  affords  room 
sufficient  for  fifteen  or  twenty  persons  to  regale  them.selves,  and 
several  sorts  of  large  goblets,  called  welcome  cups,  are  offered 
to  those  who  delight  in  such  honors.  On  one  of  the  heads  of  this 
enormous  cask  is  an  in.scription  in  Latin,  of  which  the  following 
is  a  translation :  "W'elcome,  traveler,  and  admire  this  monu- 
ment, which,  in  order  to  exhilarate  the  mind  with  a  cheering 
glass,  was,  in  the  year  1725,  dedicated  by  Frederick  Augu.stus, 
King  of  Poland  and  Elector  of  Saxony,  the  father  of  his  coun- 
try, the  Titus  of  his  age,  the  delight  of  mankind.  Drink,  there- 
fore, to  the  Sovereign,  the  Court  of  the  Electoral  Family,  and 
Baron  Kyan,  Governor  of  Konig.stein;  and  if  thou  art  able,  ac- 
cording to  the  dignity  of  this  cask,  the  most  capacious  of  all 
casks,  drink  to  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  universe.  So,  fare- 
well."— The  Liquor  Trade  Chronicle. 

Would  be  Wisdom  to  do  so 


IN  the  face  of  the  present  agitation  against  the  very  exist- 
ence of  the  li<]uor  trade  as  a  whole,  and  many  of  the  lead- 
ing newspapers  doing  all  in  their  power  to  fan  the  flames  of 
fanaticism,  it  seems  incongruous  that  many,  if  not  most  of 
these  newspapers  and  magazines  should  carry  extensive  ad- 
vertising from  distillers,  brewers  and  liquor  dealers,  and  which 
constitutes  quite  an  appreciable  item  in  their  sustenance.  It 
shows  both  inconsistency  and  ingratitude  on  their  part  to  accept 
the  advertisers'  money  on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other  to  use 
their  news  and  editorial  columns  to  undermine  the  business  ad- 
vertised, and  spread  abroad  false  and  exaggerated  reports  of  its 
embarras.sment,  gloating  over  its  wished-for  downfall.  To  all 
this,  there  is  but  one  .sane  method  open  to  the  liquor  interest, 
namely,  to  withdraw  all  support  from  journals  and  periodicals 
that  repay  them  for  patronage  in  so  treacherous  and  hostile  a 
manner.  This  withdrawal  of  patronage  will  appeal  to  the  mer- 
cenary, Avhich  is  the  only  one  that  can  be  reached  in  such  joui"- 
nalists,  and  may  cause  them  to  pause  before  launching  out  in 
diatribes  against  the  li(}uor  interest  and  firing  off  their  weapons 
of  prejudice  and  malice  and  inciting  further  agitation  contrary 
to  real  and  pernmnent  reformation  from  admitted  evils. 

If  not,  it  will  be  a  much  more  rational  policy  on  the  part  of 
the  liquor  men  to  allot  their  patronage  to  those  periodicals  that 
are  disposed  to  accord  them  fair  and  equitable  treatment. —

Bill  Proposes  to  Buy  Out  Saloons 


LONDON,  March  28. — Shol-t  of  complete  prohibition,  the 
licensing  law  recently  introduced  into  Parliament  is  the 
most  drastic  measure  of  the  sort  tliat  England  has  ever  known. 
•  Hitherto  Englisii  law  has  recognized  a  vested  interest  in 
saloons,  giving  the  proprietor  a  right  of  compensation  if  his 
license  is  annulled.  The  new  bill  declares  that  such  vested  in- 
terest ceases  after  fourteen  years.  After  1922  there  will  be  no 
vested  interests  and  saloons  may  be  closed  wholesale  without 
compensation.  In  the  meantime  the  number  of  saloons  in  the 
United  Kingdom  will  be  reduced  by  30,000.  For  these  extin- 
guished licenses  compensation  will  be  paid  by  the  liquor  trade 
itself.    No  compensation  will  be  given  out  of  public  money. 

The  bill  creates  a  central  licensing  authority  which  will  de- 
cide Avhat  saloons  are  to  be  closed.  The  liquor  trade  will  have 
to  pay  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  members.  The  jate  of 
compensation  for  extinguished  licenses  will  be  based  on  the 
fourteen-year  principle  and  will  be  a  sum  sufficient  to  purchase 
an  annuity  for  the  fourteen  years  equal  to  the  profits  of  the 
saloon.  Licenses  extinguished  two  years  hence  will  get  only  a 
sum  equal  to  a  twelve  wears'  annuity,  and  so  on.  The  principle 
of  the  bill  is  to  force  .saloon  keepers  to  get  back  their  own  capital 
out  of  profits  within  fourteen  years. 

Local  veto  is  granted.  A  majoritj^  of  electors  will  be  able  to 
])r()hibit  the  opening  of  any  new  saloons  or  the  granting  of 
liquor  licenses  to  new  hotels. 

English  experience  proves  that  where  saloons  are  shut  thfey 
spring  up  again  under  the  name  of  clubs.  In  order  to  combat 
this  evil  it  is  provided  that  the  police  may  inspect  clubs. 

The  hours  of  Sunday  opening  are  shortened,  being  confined 
to  three  hours  in  the  country.  Magistrates  can  refuse  to  ren^w 
licenses  unless  the  applicants  agree  to  complete  Sunday  closing. 
Children  are  excluded  from  saloons  altogether. 


Dewar  House,  London,  England

architecture- of  tiie  buildings  which  front  it.  The  connection  of 
the  Firm  with  Scotland  has  been  marked,  not  onlj'  by  the  solid 
Aberdeen  granite  which  has  been  employed  for  the  lower  por- 
tion of  the  fronts,  but  by  the  tower,  roof  and 
angle  turrets  at  the  top,  while  the  lion  of  Scot- 
land and  the  bunduss  of  thistle  in  the  carved  stone 
shields,  further  suggest  the  country  or  origin.

Considerable 
care  has  been  taken  to  make  this  Hall,  in  every  sense,  a  rich  and 
pleasing  apartment,  and  at  the  same  time  a  quiet  and  comfort- 
able one. 


The  State  Association  of  Brewers'  is  inaugurating  a  campaign 
to  offset  any  effort  that  may  be  made  to  put  the  state  in  the  dry 
column.  The  following  i.s  their  platform  adopted  at  a  recent 
meeting: 

They  will  institute  reforms  in  the  retail  liquor  traffic. 

No  "undesirable"  person  will  be  given  a  liquor  license. 
.  Saloonmen  operating  "disorderly"  places  will  be  disciplined. 

Saloonmen  to  be  prohibited,  through  co-operation  witli  offi- 
cials, from  selling  liquor  to  drunken  persons,  minors,  etc. 

No  gambling  A\ill  be  tolerated  in  saloons  of  Oregon. 

('ity  will  be  districttjd  to  prevent  granting  of  additional 
licen.ses  in  territory  already  "dry." 

Responsibility  for  all  violations  of  laAV  in  saloon  will  be  fixed 
and  the  guilty  person  disciplined.  In  case  officials  fail  to  en- 
force the  law,  the  resi)onsibility  will  be  laid  definitely  upon 
their  shoulders. 

Rrewers  will  work  hand  in  hand  with  city  liquor  license  com- 
mittees in.  protecting  "dry"  precincts,  especially  in  residence 
districts,  and  with  competent  authorities  in  all  cities  and  towns 
of  the  state. 

Saloonmen  who  refuse  to  maintain  laAv  and  order  in  their 
places  will  have  their  supplies  cut  off. 

Brewers  will  wage  No  Campaign  against  a  prohibitionist,  but 
will  pursue  such  metiiods  as  they  deem  best  to  place  the  retail 
li(liLor  business  on  a  clean,  law-abiding  basis.

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Work  of  Prohibition 


THERE  surelj'  can  be  no  more  effective  lesson  on  the  hard- 
ships inflicted  on  a  city  than  the  following  Associated  Press 
dispatch : 

Mobile,  Ala.,  March  18. — The  Mobile  City  and  County  School 
IJoard  met  this  afternoon  and  made  sweeping  reductions  in 
salaries  of  the  teachers  of  the  schools  etfective  with  the  next 
term.  The  kindergartens,  music  and  manual  training  depart- 
ments are  eliminated.  The  office  of  assistant  superintendent 
is  abolished.  A  tuition  fee  of  |16  annually  is  made  to  the  high 
school,  the  first  tuition  charged  in  the  local  city  and  county 
public  schools.  A  committee  of  business  men  and  citizens  at- 
tended the  meeting  and  urged  that  the  board  contest  the  validity 
of  the  prohibition  law  under  Avhich  the  schools  have  been  de- 
prived of  much  revenue.  The  board  held  that  it  had  no  option 
in  the  matter  of  contests,  and  the  citizens  Avill  appeal  to  the 
courts. 

It  would  seem  to  be  only  even-handed  justice  for  legislatures 
when  passing  prohibition  bills  to  pass  a  supplementary  bill 
providing  that  all  deficiencies  in  the  revenues  resulting  from 
the  prohibition  law  shall  be  made  good  by  special  taxes  on 
prohibitionists.  Assuredly  those  who  insist  upon  prescribing 
the  meat  and  drink  of  other  people  ought  not  to  object  to  paying 
something  for  the  privilege.    Let  the  punishment  fit  the  crime. 


The  United  IJreweries  reported  sales  increasing  right  along, 
especially  in  the  bottled  goods  line.  The  new  bottling  plant  at 
the  rear  of  the  Wieland  Brewery,  the  most  perfect  and  up-to- 
date  on  the  Coast,  was  working  splendidly,  but  if  business 
continued  to  grow  it  would  be  necessary  to  put  in  another  to 
meet  the  demand.  The  Breweries  are  busy  establishing  agencies 
at  various  points  to  handle  their  bottled  beer.  The  one  at  Raw- 
hide was  very  successful,  and  a  carload  had  just  been  dispatched 
to  that  mining  center.  One  had  also  been  established  at  San 
Jose,  which  was  making  good  returns.  Refore  the  fire  it  was 
the  custom  to  establish  bottling  agencies  at  various  points,  now 
this  policy  was  changed  and  all  bottling  is  done  here.  This  was 
claimed  to  be  a  great  improvement,  as  the  work  was  now  done 
under  the  eye  of  the  management,  and  no  beer  shipped  except 
in  first-class  condition.  Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  bottling  plant  and  the  whole  establishment  of  the  Wieland 
Brewery  had  been  placed  in  the  highest  state  of  sanitation  and 
every  effort  made  to  turn  out  goods  only  of  the  highest  class. 


son.  Mr.  Raas  was  especially  happy  over  the  promise  of  the 
cherry  crop,  which  he  believed  would  be  found  unusually  good 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  He  stated  that  his  company  ex- 
pected to  put  up  a  much  greater  quantity  and  better  cherries 
than  ever  before.  He  also  believed  that  the  fruit  crop  in  general 
would  turn  out  exceptionally  good,  and  that  therefore  the  quan- 
tity of  fruit  juices,  fruit  cordials,  fruit  syrups  and  cordialized 
fruit  brandies,  prepared  by  his  firm  would  be  increased  con- 
siderably. Mr.  Raas  further  stated  that  particular  attention 
was  being  paid  to  the  manufacture  of  pure  California  grape 
juice,  both  white  and  red.  This  juice,  he  pointed  out,  was  taking 
well  with  the  trade,  and  was  bound  to  be  in  great  demand.  The 
market  for  the  various  goods  dealt  in  by  his  firm  had  increased 
to  such  an  extent  in  the  East,  that  it  had  become  necessary  for 
Mr,  Roger  Lyon  to  open  an  office  in  N(nv  York  to  be  on  the  spot 
to  look  after  the  firm's  interest. 


P.  Jorgensen,  the  Pacific  Coast  representative  of  the  well- 
known  house  of  Rheinstrom  Bros.,  with  headquarters  at  Cin- 
cinnati, has  been  having  a  busy  and  pleasant  time  lately,  pilot- 
ing Mr.  Rupert  Rheinstront  and  his  bride  over  and  around  the 
city,  Mr.  Rheinstrom,  who  spent  a  portion  of  his  honeymoon 
here,  has  now  returned  East  with  a  greatly  increased  respect 
for  San  Francisco  and  her  citizens.  He  considers  that  the  work 
already  done  in  rebuilding  the  city,  simph-  Avonderful,  and  be- 
lieves that  the  same  energy  and  liberality  which  has  achievetl 
the  present  extraordinary  results  in  the  past  two  j-ears,  is  sure 
eventually  to  make  San  Francisco  one  of  the  great  cities  of  the 
T'nited  States.

He  stated  that  it  was 
a  great  undertaking  which  impressed  him  more  than  ever  with 
the  importance  of  our  wine  industry,  and  the  fact  that  nothing 
can  hinder  its  full  development  and  permanency.

LOCAL  option  should  uiulcr  no  circumstances  apply  to  this 
city  (Baltimore).  Liquor  would  be  sold  here  quite  as  abund- 
antly under  prohibition  laws  as  under  well-regulated  license. 
The  consequence  will  be  that  liquor  will  be  dispensed  contrary 
to  law  instead  of  beinj;  sold  in  accordance  with  law.  Then,  too, 
the  city  will  Ik;  deprived  of  a  large  revenue  which  is  so  much 
needed  for  the  goAernment  of  this  community. 

When  a  law  is  flagrantly  and  habitually  violated  it  brings 
legislation  into  contempt.  It  creates  a  spirit  of  deception  and 
hypocrisy,  and  compels  men  to  do  insidiously  and  by  stealth 
what  they  Axould  otherw'ise  do  openly  and  aboveboard. 

Y'ou  cannot  legislate  men  into  the  performance  of  good  and 
righteous  deeds.  If  we  are  to  improve  the  morality  of  our  city 
and  make  our  citizens  more  temperate  let  the  virtue  of  temper- 
ance be  proclaimed  in  the  churches;  above  all  let  it  be  enforced 
in  the  family,  that  parents,  both  by  word  and  example,  may  in- 
culate  their  children  with  the  temporal  and  spiritiml  blessings, 
which  spring  from  a  life  of  temperance  and  sobriety." — Cosmo- 
politan Magazine.

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  has  passed  to  print 
the  Murdock  ordinance  requiring  police  regulation  and  a  license 
of  f  150  a  year,  for  all  dealers  selling  liquors  in  "original  pack- 
ages." Quarterly  permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  Police 
Commission. 


P  J.  AVEBBER,  driver  for  the  Raspiller  Brewing  Company 
of  Berkeley,  was  arrested  in  that  city  recently  for  selliuj; 
a  barrel  of  beer  to  Hugh  McCoy  within  the  town  limits.  An 
interesting  point  at  law  will  be  brought  up  by  the  case,  as  Ras 
piller,  who  is  operating  the  brewery  in  the  town  without  a 
license,  claims  that  he  has  the  right  to  sell  liquor  Avithiu  Ber-I 
keley  so  long  as  he  keeps  outside  the  mile  limit  placed  by  tho' 
State  around  the  L'niversity  grounds. 


T.  D.  McGimsey  has  sold  out  his  interest  in  The  Cabin,  1804 
(Jeary  sti-eet,  near  Fillmore,  and  Bert  Levy  is  now  sole  pro- 
prietor of  this  popular  resort  in  the  Western  Addition.  When 
interviewed,  Mr.  Levy  stated  that  the  business  Avould  be  con- 
ducted on  the  old  lines,  the  same  brand  of  liquors  and  Avines  kept 
on  hand,  and  as  of  old,  every  attention  paid  to  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  patrons. 


Ben  Jellison  has  made  the  discovery  that  by  keeping  first- 
class  wines  and  liiiuors  and  a  judicious  use  of  printer's  ink  it  is 
not  only  possible  to  build  up  a  good  and  paying  business,  but  to 
hold  his  trade  when  he  has  it.  Probably  no  saloon  is  more 
popular  than  his  well  managed  establishment  at  No.  10  Third 
street,  which  is  busy  from  morning  to  night.  The  excellent 
merchants'  lunch  set  in  the  middle  of  the  day  draws  many  CU8- 
tomers,  bxit  Ben's  strong  hold  on  the  trade  is  the  excellence  of 
the  liquors  handed  over  the  bar.  His  standby,  "Old  Jordan," 
is  one  of  the  best  whiskies  in  the  trade.  An  appetizing  lunch  is 
always  on  the  sideboard,  and  for  a  "bite  and  a  snack"  it  would 
be  hard  to  find  a  better  place  than  No.  10  Third  street. 


Now  that  trolley  car  communication  has  been  established 
between  Montgomery  street  and  the  ferries  via  Washington  and 
Jackson  streets,  business  is  looking  up  in  that  locality,  and  it 
will  be  still  further  improved  when  the  Union  street  road  is 
completed  over  the  hill.  Then  all  residents  of  the  most  northern 
portion  of  the  city  will  find  this  the  direct  route  down  town,  and 
a  pilgrimage  as  far  as  Market  street  will  not  be  necessary  for 
shoppers,  who  will  be  able  to  get  all  they  want  on  Kearny,  Mont- 
gomery and  cross  streets.  The  value  of  a  line  of  cars  is  very 
great,  but  is  seldom  recognized  until  it  is  missed,  and  it  is  cer- 
tain that  the  completion  of  the  Union  street  road  will  be  a  great 
gain  to  that  portion  of  the  city  through  which  it  passes.

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Light  Wines  Aid  Temperance  in  England 


Snobs  !    Snobs  ! !    Snobs  ! ! ! 


EuiTou  Wine  and  Si'IKIT  Review — Sir :  In  the  last  issue  of 
your  valuable  paper  I  read  with  much  pleasure  Andrea 
Sbarboro's  argument  in  AVashington  which  so  conclusively- 
proved  that  pure  light  wines  and  beer  should  not  be  considered 
intoxicating  liquors,  but  on  the  contrary  should  be  looked  upon 
and  treated  as  the  producers  of  temperance,  and  to  quote  from 
the  conclusion  of  his  speech,  "the  use  of  them  should  be  encour- 
aged in  every  hamlet,  town,  city  and  State  throughout  the 
Union."  While  the  temperate  habits  of  the  inhabitants  of  those 
countries  Avhere  common  use  is  made  of  light  wines  and  beers 
is  a  matter  of  history,  it  is  not  perhaps  so  well  known  what  the 
effect  of  introducing  them  into  intemperate  communities  is. 
This,  under  tlie  circumstances,  I  consider  the  most  forcible 
proof  that  can  be  given  of  the  truth  and  wisdom  of  his  argu- 
ment. 

Half  a  century  ago  my  country,  P^ngland,  was  conspicuous 
for  intemperance,  and  drunkenness  was  common,  and  general 
in  all  classes  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest.  The  Avriter  well 
remembers  that  when  he  was  a  schoolboy  a  "dinner  party"  was 
only  another  name  for  a  drunken  orgie,  often  lasting  until  half 
the  company  were  snoring  under  the  table.  Men  were  known  as 
one  and  two  bottle  men,  and  little  was  drank  but  brandied 
ports  and  sherries,  and  clarets  and  champagnes,  where  used, 
were  particularly  prepared  for  the  English  market  and  were 
equally  inebriating.  Then  came  the  Crimean  war,  in  which 
France  and  England  fought  against  Russia.  After  the  war,  to 
mark  the  "entente  cordiale"  which  existed  between  the  two 
nations,  that  great  statesman  Gladstone,  then  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequei*,  reduced  the  duty  upon  French  light  wines  very  con- 
siderably. The  result  was  wonderful.  The  cheap  "vin  ordi- 
naire" began  to  displace  the  more  alcoholic  liquors,  both  wines 
and  beers,  and  the  English  nation  became  comparatively  tem- 
perate. 

This  much  desired  change  in  the  manner  and  customs  of  my 
people  went  on  increasing,  and  from  all  I  can  learn  the  wave  of 
temperance  is  growing  stronger  every  year.  In  the  old  days 
everything  drank  was  inebriating,  even  the  common  beers,  but 
when  light  wines  became  the  fashion,  the  brewers,  to  keep  pace 
with  the  movement,  introduced  light  bitter  beers  Avhich  now 
practically  control  the  market.  To  give  some  idea  of  the  im- 
mense growth  in  the  consumption  of  these  light  wines,  in,  I 
think,  1870,  there  was  an  extremely  hot  summer  and  the  profits 
of  the  house  of  W.  &  A.  Gilbey  &  Co.  exceeded  £80,000.  This  is 
only  one  of  the  thousands  of  wine  dealers  in  London,  and  as  it 
is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  they  all  sold  more  or  less  of  these 
wines,  the  volume  of  business  done  in  them  throughout  the 
United  Kingdom  must  have  been  immense.  Now  these  light 
wines  and  beers  are  the  rule,  and  by  their  use  temperance  is 
taking  the  place  of  drunkenness. 

I  think  I  have  made  it  plain  that  the  use  of  these  liquors 
containing  a  very  small  amount  of  alcohol  is  the  true  producer 
of  temperance  in  this  or  any  other  country,  and  thereby  have 
strengthened,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  Mr.  Sbarboro's  argu- 
ment. There  is,  however,  one  point  more  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  before  I  close,  and  that  is,  that  this  wonderful 
change,  this  growth  of  temperance  in  England,  has  taken  place 
without  serious  loss  to  business  or  to  revenue,  whereas  prohi- 
bition means  ruination  of  both,  and  in  my  humble  opinion  ought 
to  be  prosecuted  before  the  courts  as  "a  combination  in  restraint 
of  trade."

H !  for  the  pen  of  a  Thackeray  to  grill,  to  broil,  burn  up 
and  incinerate  the  snobs  of  Los  Angeles!

And  a  grand  one  it  was,  from  all 
accounts,  a  worthy  illustration  of  Californian  hospitality,  had 
it  not  been  for  the  snobs,  who,  in  the  height  of  snobism,  barred 
California  wines. 

For  years  efforts  have  been  successfully  made  to  proAe  to 
Eastern  wine  drinkers  that  pure  California  wines  were  equal 
to  any  in  the  Avorld,  and  the  people  on  tlie  other  side  of  the 
Rockies,  and  even  critical  Europeans,  hold  that  opinion,  but 
along  comes  the  Los  Angeles  snobs  and  contradict  this  general 
and  growing  preference  for  our  vintages.  What  can  be  said 
now  for  the  true  merits  of  California  wines?  Any  attempt  to 
justify  their  use  and  advertise  their  merits,  will  be  met  with 
satirical  laughter,  and  it  will  be  blazoned  abroad  that  her  own 
people — those  who  are  making  their  money  out  of  the  products 
of  Southern  California  vineyards,  and  would  therefore  nat- 
urally be  the  best  judges  of  the  merits  of  her  wines — had  refused 
to  allow  tliem  to  appear  on  the  menu  of  this  dinner.  The  names 
of  these  men  are  given  in  our  Los  Angeles  correspondence,  and 
the  authors  of  this  most  suobery  action  of  Snoberyville  should 
be  published,  advertised  throughout  the  country,  and  held  up 
to  the  denunciation  of  the  entire  State.  It  is  men  of  this  caliber 
who  represent  the  essence  of  snobism,  these  most  snobish  snobs 
of  the  Los  Angeles  dinner  to  the  officers  of  the  fleet,  who  do 
more  harm  to  the  gradually  extending  market  for  California 
wines  and  therefore  the  promotion  of  temiierance  than  the 
whole  prohibition  movement.  May  they  be  branded  and  set 
upon  a  pedestal  so  that  men  may  know  them  for  their  want  of 
patriotism !

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Wine  Growing  in  Paris 


FOR  old  and  young  alike,  for  grave  and  gay,  Paris  is  one  of 
the  most  fascinating  cities  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  with 
!the  incomparable  art  treasures  of  its  museums  and  public  build- 
ings, and  the  ever- festive  appearance  of  its-tree-lined  boulevards 
iiuid  promenades.  None,  however,  among  the  thousands  of  visit- 
ors A\ho  A  early  flock  to  Paris  in  September,  when  the  trees  of 
the  Chainps  Elysees  and  the  Bois  de  Boulogne,  prematurely 
witliered  by  the  parching  Paris  summer,  are  already  falling  fast, 
'none  count,  among  the  attractions  of  the  gay  city,  a  visit  to  the 
luxuriant  vineyards  and  dark-eyed  maidens  with  large  sun- 
bonnets  busy  gathering  in  the  vintage.  Paris,  as  a  wine-grow- 
ing center,  seems  utterly  impossible,  not  to  say  ridiculous,  a 
notion;  and  yet,  once  upon  a  time,  many  extensive  vineyards 
nourished  and  a  great  quantity  of  wine  was  made  within  the 
limits  of  Paris. 

The  compact  little  island,  known  as  thfe  Cite,  where  Notre- 
Dame,  the  morgue,  the  law  courts,  the  central  prison  and  a 
large  hospital — all  one  can  wish  for — are  situated,  formed  the 
.  xteut  of  Lutece,  until  its  population  spreads  along  the  oppo- 
site banks  of  the  Seine,  and  the  Louvre  was  built.  But  Mont- 
martre,  the  Mount  of  Martyrs;  to  the  north,  and  Montparnasse, 
I  he  Mount  of  Poets,  to  the  south,  remained  without  the  walls  of 
I'aris  until  quite  recent  times.  For  centuries  these  slopes  were 
I  overed  with  extensive  vineyards,  which  yielded  much  Avine, 
I  he  praises  of  which  were  sung  as  far  back  as  A.  D.  305  and  by 
many  mediseval  writers. 

1  From  the  twelfth  to  the  sixteenth  centuries,  vineyards 
covered  the  greater  part  of  the  square  formed  by  the  Boulevard 
St.  Germain,  the  Boulevard  St.  Michel,  the  Boulevard  Mont- 
parnasse and  the  Rue  de  Sevres,  where  the  Bon  Marche  now 
stands.  The  Abbey  of  St.  Germain  des  Pres  possessed  very  ex- 
tensive vineyards,  where  the  Luxembourg  now  is,  as  well  as 
toward  Greuelle,  at  the  back  of  the  Invalides.  Most  of  these 
vines  were  let  by  the  year  to  a  great  many  small  farmers,  who 
were  obliged  to  make  their  wine  in  the  Abbatial  Press-house, 
situated  in  Rue  de  Vaugirard,  giving  up  a  third  of  the  wine  thus 
made  to  the  abbey.  Acts  and  deeds  proving  the  considerable 
extent  of  viticulture  in  that  part  of  Paris,  are  still  extant  in  the 
lArchires  Nationales,  under  date  of  1355,  1393,  1489,  1491  1492, 
1514.  1529,  etc.,  Avhich  show  that  at  the  close  of  the  fifteenth 
ecntury  many  new  plantations  of  vineyards  were  effected  as  far 
as  the  Seine,  where  the  Chambre  des  Deputes  noAV  stands. 
All  the  other  great  abbeys  situated  near  and  in  Paris  also  pos- 
sessed many  vineyards,  particularly  on  the  slopes  on  Mont- 
martre ;  the  present  site  of  Le  Pere  Lachise  cemetery  was  then 
'•overed  with  vines  belonging  to  the  Jesuits.  Even  the  kings  of 
I'rauce  had  their  own  vineyards  in  Paris,  foremost  among 
them  being  Louis  VII  (1137-1180),  Louis  IX  (1226-1270)  and 
jPhilippe  de  T?el  (1285-1314). 

A  great  blow  was  dealt  to  the  Parisian  vinegrowers  in  1567 
by  an  ordinance  of  Henry  III,  who  directed  that  two-thirds  of 
the  vines  should  be  uprooted  and  no  further  plantation  al- 
lowed. There  were  still  a  great  many  flourishing  vineyards  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  Paris  at  the  close  of  the  eighteenth 
tentury,  but  most  of  them  disappeared  with  the  religious  or- 
ders which  had  reared  them,  and  which  were  swept  away  by 
the  French  Revolution.  In  1819,  however,  Benoiston  de  Cha- 
icauueuf  estimates  the  yearly  production  of  wine,  from  the  yew 
remaining  Paris  vineyards,  at  760  casks.  Ther  are  still  some 
old  Parisians  who  remember  the  Public  Pressoirs  of  Belleville, 
Charonne,  Bagnolet  and  Rouuiinville,  where,  in  the  early  forties, 
wine  was  still  made  from  the  last  Paris  vineyards,  of  Mont- 
martre,  Menilmontant,  Belleville,  Vincennes,  etc.  All  these 
have  now  disappeared,  and  although  there  are  even  now  a  great 
many  grapes  grown  in  Paris  gardens,  wine  is  no  longer  made 


in  the  gay  city.  Outside  Paris,  at  Maisons-Laffite  and  Argen- 
teuil,  further  at  Friel,  and  many  other  localities  along  the  lower 
Seine,  vines  are  still  extensively  cultivated.  The  wine  they  yield 
is  usually  tart  and,  like  most  tins  re  pays,  it  requires  a  special 
education  of  the  palate  or  long  habit  to  appreciate  it. — Ridley's 
Wine  and  Spirit  Trade  Circular. 


German  Potato  Alcohol 


CONSUL-GENERAL  RICHARD  GUENTHER  of  Frankfort 
states  that,  according  to  statistical  findings,  the  potato 
crop  of  Germany  in  1907  amounted  to  45,538,299  metric  tons 
(metric  ton  equals  2,204.6  pounds),  of  which  a  large  percentage 
was  converted  into  alcohol.     Further  particulars  follow: 

Last  year's  crop  was  one  of  the  largest  and  best  since  1899, 
only  6.4  per  cent  of  it  having  been  diseased.  The  alcohol  pro- 
duction in  Germany  is  controlled  by  a  trust  which  fixes  produc- 
tion and  price.  The  trust  limited  the  output  of  alcohol  in  1907 
to  82  per  cent  of  the  total  capacity  of  the  stills,  resulting  in  the 
production  of  3,836,614  hectoliters  (hectoliter  equals  26.4  gal- 
lons), against  4,378,464  hectoliters  manufactured  in  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

Of  the  1907  production  105,000,000  liters  (liter  equals  0.264 
gallon)  were  completely  denatured,  an  increase  of  11,000,000 
liters  over  the  year  before.  For  drinking  purposes  2,439,720 
hectoliters  were  used,  an  increase  of  about  174,000  over  1906; 
215,619  hectoliters  of  alcohol  were  exported,  of  which  Russia 
and  Italy  received  considerable  quantities. 

The  price  for  alcohol  was  high,  having  been  considerably  ad- 
vanced at  different  times.  German  alcohol  is  principally  made 
from  potatoes.  As  a  beverage  it  is  sold  very. cheap.  At  the  popu- 
lar dram-shops  a  drink  (small  wine  glass)  can  be  had  for  6 
pfennigs  (II/2  cents). 

Among  statesmen  and  economists  in  Germany  there  are  many 
who  advocate  the  monopolization  of  the  production  and  sale  of 
alcohol  by  the  Federal  Government  of  the  Empire,  on  the  plea 
that  the  large  profits  from  this  industrial  branch  would  revert 
to  the  state  and  could  also  benefit  the  community  by  making 
low  prices  when  the  article  is  used  for  industrial  purposes. 


Fanatics  Make  Great  Noise 


DISTRICT  ATTORNEY  JEROME  of  New  York  City  hit  the 
nail  on  the  head  the  other  day  when  he  said : 

It  is  a  curious  commentary  on  the  intelligence  of  American 
people  that  a  noisy  little  band  can  dictate  to  the  great  mass  of 
people  how  they  shall  or  shall  not  spend  Sunday.  It  establishes 
what  has  often  been  asserted,  that  hypocrisy  cuts  quite  a  figure 
in  our  public  life." 

In  other  words,  by  letting  the  handful  of  cranks  and  prohibi- 
tionists dominate,  we  let  the  tail  wag  the  dog.  What  the  agita- 
tors for  prohibition  and  a  "blue  Sunday"  lack  in  numbers,  they 
make  up  in  noise. 


Venezuela 


Minister  W.  W.  Russell  reports  from  Caracas  the  following 
changes  in  the  Venezuelan  tariff  since  January  18,  1908 : 

Ordinary  black  or  clear  glass  bottles  for  bottling  liquors, 
gaseous  waters,  and  sterilized  milk,  and  the  quadrangular  flasks 
of  the  same  ordinary  glass  for  bottling  gin,  imported  from 
abroad,  are  classified  in  the  second  class  (0.10  bolivar  per  kilo), 
with  an  additional  25  per  cent. 
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Ban  Officially  Lifted  From  Foreign  Whiskey. 

Washington,  April  25. — By  a  ruling  Avhicli  has  been  arranged 
between  the  Departments  of  State,  Treasury  and  Agriculture, 
whiskey  manufactured  abroad  and  alleged  to  be  misbranded 
under  the  American  pure  food  law,  hereafter  will  be  allowed 
to  come  into  the  country,  after  Avhich  it  will  be  subject  to  the 
adjudication  of  the  courts  under  that  law.  This  ruling  is  a 
reversal  of  the  former  regulation  which  made  it  possible  to  hold 
up  such  shipments  before  they  entered  into  the  nmrkets  of  this 
country. 


As  a  result  of  the  work  among  the  saloons,  ten  collectors  re- 
ceived pledges  amounting  to  nearly  |3,000  toAvards  Aviping  out 
the  115,000  deficit  in  the  fleet  fund,  on  the  16th  instant,  and  fur- 
ther contributions  from  the  same  source  are  expected.

of  business.  This  movement  Avhich  is  to  take  place  immediately, 
Avill  add  much  to  the  respectability  of  the  town  and  make  many 
friends  for  the  saloon  men. 


The  Kern  County  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  is,  aa'c  are  in- 
formed, becoming  a  permanent  and  strong  county  organization. 
It  Avill  soon  embrace  all  the  saloon  men  in  the  county,  and  then 
the  liquor  men  Avill  be  in  a  position  to  exercise  a  greater  influ- 
ence in  both  county  and  municipal  politics. 


Chico  proposes  to  close  saloons  from  2  o'clock  Saturday  night 
to  5  o'clock  Monday  morning.  Further,  that  on  week  days  they 
shall  close  at  midnight  and  not  re-open  until  5  a.  m.  the  next 
morning.  A  license  ordinance  to  this  effect  is  before  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 


Harry  Stein,  proprietor  of  the  Eureka  Restaurant  on  East 
Main  street,  Stockton,  has  been  arrested  for  selling  customers 
beer  on  Sunday,  contrary  to  the  ordinance  lately  passed  in  that 
city.  This  is  the  second  arrest  under  the  ncAV  laAV,  the  first  of- 
fender being  fined  $100. 


The  neAV  liquor  ordinance  at  Pacific  GroAe  has  been  adopted. 
It  knocks  the  saloons  out  and  places  the  distribution  of  whiskey 
in  the  hands  of  the  druggists,  providing  of  course  the  applicant 
for  the  liquor  has  the  necessary  physician's  "certificate." 


On  the  13th  instant,  the  anti-saloon  forces  were  over-whelm- 
ingly  defeated  in  the  municipal  elections  in  Richmond,  Contra 
Costa  County.  The  Labor  ticket  supported  by  the  saloonmen 
carried  every  office. 


— The  Salinas  BrcAving  Company  has  let  the  contract 
for  the  new  lager-beer  brcAvery  building  to  F.  T.  Whitcomb  of 
Salinas  and  Ole  Christensen  of  Watsonville  for  |23,461.  This 
includes  the  brick,  cement  and  carpenter  Avork. 


Southern  California  Distilleries  Company  has  filed  articles 
of  incorporation  and  the  capital  stock  is  |150,000.  Their  pur-i 
pose  is  to  manufacture  Avhiskies,  brandies,  Avines,  and  otheii 
liquors.  Colton  is  the  principal  place  of  business.  The  stockj 
holders  are  E.  Cowper-Thwaite  of  Redondo;  F.  H.  Johnson, 
W.  S.  Lyon,  etc.,  of  Los  Angeles. 


The  King's  Grapes  in  Hampton  Court 


KING  EDWARD  is  also  a  grower.  He  has  quite  a  grap( 
crop  this  year,  as  witnesseth  this  from  the  "Fruit  ant 
Raisin  Ncavs"  of  the  Daily  Mail  of  August  31st : 

Although  it  has  been  bearing  luscious  fruit  for  the  sovereigns 
of  England  for  nearly  150  years,  the  great  vine  near  Cumberlanc 
Lodge,  Windsor,  is  still  putting  forth  fresh  shoots  and  looks  ii 
better  condition  at  the  present  time  than  it  has  done  for  mani 
years. 

Some  of  the  bunches  this  year  Aveigh  as  much  as  four  or  flv( 
pounds  each,  and  as  the  marked  improvement  in  the  strengtl 
of  the  vine  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  a  new  glasshouse 
giving  more  room  and  light,  has  been  erected  over  it  by  tht 
King's  special  instructions. 

A  representative  of  the  Over-Seas  Daily  Mail,  who  visited  tli 
vinery,  learned  many  interesting  particulars  concerning  it  froii 
the  royal  gardener,  Avhose  sole  duty  it  is  to  rear  grapes  fo 
King  EdAvard's  table. 

Many  improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  lighting  am 
heating  arrangements,  and  the  liuge  branches  of  the  vine  are  no\ 
supported  by  chains  attached  from  the  roof  to  leather  loops  in 
stead  of  ropes.  The  ucav  house  is  five  feet  wider  than  the  ol( 
one,  and  instead  of  a  lean-to  roof  a  three-quarter  span  has  beci 
constructed,  thus  giving  the  vine  a  much  better  chance  d 
throAvinfi  out  shoots. 

The  house  is  138  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide,  and  contain 
about  4500  square  feet  of  glass.  Extra  heating  pipes  are  nov 
run  through  the  whole  length  of  the  house,  and  a  ucav  apparatii; 
for  opening  and  shutting  the  vinery  has  been  fitted  up. 

About  900  bunches  of  Black  Hamburg  berries  are  noAv  hang 
ing  from  the  roof.

Tlie  rate  of  |1.T5  per  proof  gallon  wliich  is  provided  in 
the  reciprocal  commercial  agi'eement  with  Germany  (31 
Stat.,  1978;  T.  1).  22353)  on  "spirits  manufactured  or  dis- 
tilled," supersedes,  with  regard  to  fruit  in  spirits,  imported 
from  Germany,  tlie  duty  of  |!2.50  per  proof  gallon  "on  the 
alcohol  contained  therein  in  excess  of  ten  per  centum,"  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  2(53,  tariff  act  of  1897. 
Same — Excess  of  Alcohol. 

Paragraph  263,  tariff  act  of  1897,  providing  with  respect 
to  fruit  in  spirits  a  duty-"on  the  alcohol  contained  therein 
in  excess  of  ten  per  centum,"  was  intended  to  include  all 
alcohol  in  excess  of  10  per  cent,  whether  absorbed  by  the 
fruit  or  supernatant. 

application  for  review  of  a  decision  by  the  Board  of  United 
States  General  Appraisei*s. 
[Decision  adverse  to  the  Government.] 

The  decision  below,  which  is  reported  as  Abstract  4144  ( T.  D. 
5894),  affirmed  the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  surveyor  of 
customs  at  the  port  of  Cincinnati  on  importations  by  Mihalo- 
vitch,  Fletcher  &  Co.  The  opinion  of  the  Board  is  set  out  in  full 
in  the  statement  by  the  court  {infra).

The  following  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board : 
SOMERViLLE,  General  Appraiser:  These  protests  cover  the 
importation  of  cherries  in  spirits,  assessed  for  duty  at  the  rate 
j.i'ovided  for  fruit  in  spirits  in  paragraph  203  of  the  tariff  act  of 
1897.  The  importers  ask  that  they  might  be  giA'cn  the  benefit  of 
the  German  reciprocity  agreement,  and  entry  be  allowed  at 
81.75  per  proof  gallon.  In  our  judgment  there  is  no  merit  in 
tills  claim.  //(  re  Rheinstrom,  G.  A.  4368  (T.  D.  20701),  af- 
tinued  in  Rheinstrom  v.  United  States  (118  Fed.  Rep.,  303). 
The  protests  are  overruled  and  the  decision  of  the  sui'veyor 
atiirmed. 

Thompson,  District  Judge:  The  questions  presented  here 
were  ruled  upon  by  this  court  in  Rheinstrom  et  al.  v.  United 
States.  The  ruling  was  inaccurately  reported  in  118  Federal 
Reporter,  303;  and  it  is  therefore  repeated  here  in  full  as  de- 
livered, as  follows : 

The  taxable  subject  is  fruit  preserved  in  spirits;  the  fruit  and 
the  spirits  together  constitute  the  taxable  subject.  If  the  spirits 
contain  but  10  per  cent  or  less  of  alcohol,  the  rates  of  duty  to  be 
levied  on  the  fruit  so  preserved  are  1  cent  per  pound  and  35  per 
cent  of  its  nuirket  value  "in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country 
from  whence  imported."  But  if  the  spirits  contain  over  10  per 
cent  of  alcohol,  the  rates  of  duty  to  be  levied  on  the  fruit  so 
preserved  are  35  per  cent  of  its  market  value  in  said  markets, 
and  12.50  per  proof  gallon  of  alcohol  in  excess  of  10  per  cent, 
whether  absorbed  by  the  fruit  or  supernatant.  In  the  first  case 
the  duties  rest  on  the  alcohol  only  in  so  far  a.s  it  contributes  to 
the  weight  and  value  of  the  fruit,  but  in  the  second  case,  in 
addition  to  the  duty  on  the  value  of  the  fruit  and  spirits,  includ- 
ing 10  per  cent  of  the  alcohol,  an  additional  specific  dutj-  is  laid 
of  $2.50  per  gallon  on  the  excess  of  alcohol  over  the  10  per  cent; 


and  there  is  no  suggestion  in  the  language  of  the  statute  that  in 
determining  the  amount  of  the  excess  the  alcohol  absorbed  by 
the  cherries  should  be  eliminated  from  the  computation. 

Since  then  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  second  circuit, 
in  La  ilanna,  etc.,  r.  I'nited  States  (144  Fed.  Rep.,  683;  T.  D. 
27069),  has  held  that  the  reciprocal  commercial  agreements 
with  other  countries,  contemplated  by  section  3  of  the  tariff  act 
of  July  24,  1897,  alcohol  in  which  cherries  are  imported  is 
within  the  classification  of  said  act,  which  provides  that  "bran- 
dies or  other  spirits  manufactured  or  distilled  from  grain  or 
othei-  nmteriats"  shall  pay  a  duty  of  |il.75  per  proof  gallon 
instead  of  $2.50  per  proof  gallon,  as  pi'ovided  in  paragraph  263; 
and  the  Government  having  aciiuiesced  in  this  holding,  this 
court  will  folloAV  it  as  ai)plicable  under  the  treaty  or  agreement 
with  Germany.     (31  Stat.,  1978;  T.  D.  22353.). 

The  protests  are  affirmed  and  the  decisions  of  the  Board  of 
General  Appraisers  and  the  surveyor  are  overruled.

To  collectors  and  other  internal-revenue  officers: 

Article  5,  regulations  23,  revised  June  26,  1907,  is  hereby 
amended  by  the  addition  to  the  end  of  said  section  of  the  fol- 
loAving : 

If  for  any  reason  the  distiller  desires  a  tank  other  than  the 
reducing  cistern  in  Avhich  tempoi'arily  to  dumi)  the  spirits  to 
be  bottled  and  from  which  said  spirits  are  to  be  transferred  to 
the  reducing  cistern,  such  tank  may  be  set  up  in  the  bottling 
warehouse  and  employed  for  said  pui-pose. 

The  tank  shall  be  known  as  a  "dumping  tank,"  and  it  shall 
be  constructed  in  the  same  nmnner  as  is  the  reducing  cistern. 
It  shall  be  of  a  capacity  not  greater  than  the  reducing  cistern 
and  shall  be  connected  with  said  cistern  by  means  of  closed 
metal  pipes  through  which  the  spirits  are  to  be  run  or  pumped 
into  the  cistern. 

Spirits  dumped  into  the  dumping  tank  shall  not  remain 
therein  longer  than  is  necessary  to  comi)lete  the  work  of  dump- 
ing and  transferring  to  the  reducing  cistern,  and  in  no  case, 
except  in  case  of  unavoidable  accident,  shall  spirits  be  left  in  the 
dumjiiug  tank  when  the  business  of  the  day  is  suspended. 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  spirits  be  reducetl  in  the  dump- 
ing tank.

Gentlemen  :  In  reply  to  your  request  of  the  14th  instant  for 
a  copy  of  the  ruling  holding  that  sweet  wines  fortified  with 
brandy,  withdrawn  free  of  tax,  may  not  be  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  U.  S.  P.  preparation.s,  you  are  informed  that  there  is 
no  published  ruling  on  the  question,  the  ruling  being  the  sub- 
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stance  of  unpublished  letters  by  this  office  as  to  the  construction 
to  be  placed  upon  section  6  of  the  act  of  June  7,  1906,  which 
reads  in  part  as  follows :  ■      ; 

That  any  })erson  ♦  •  »  ^\•ho  shall  rectify,  mix,  or  *  *  * 
such  fortified  wines  shall,  *  *  *  be  punished  for  each  such 
offense  •  *  *  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  blending  of 
pure  sweet  wines  fortified  under  the  provisions  of  said 
act.    •    *    * 

This  office  holds  that  the  mixing  of  fortified  wines  with  any 
material,  except  the  blending  authorized  by  the  act  of  October 
1,  1890,  is  prohibited  by  this  section.

Sir  :  The  Department  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Attor- 
ney-General, in  which  he  states  that  no  further  steps  will  be 
directed  in  suit  4836  (T.  D.  28890),  La  Manna,  Azema  &  Farnan 
V.  United  States,  which  was  recently  decided  by  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court,  southern  district  of  New  York,  adversely 
to  the  Government. 

The  merchandise  the  subject  of  the  suit,  cherries  in  mara- 
schino, imported  in  bottles,  was  assessed  with  duty  under  para- 
graph 218  of  the  act  of  1894,  and  was  claimed  by  the  importers 
to  be  dutiable  under  section  3  of  the  said  act  at  tlie  rate  of  20 
per  cent  ad  valorem.  The  importers  also  claimed  that  the 
bottles  were  free  of  duty. 

As  the  two  questions  involved  in  this  decision  can  not  arise 
upon  like  merchandise  imported  subject  to  duty  under  the  act  of 
1897,  it  Avas  not  deemed  advisable  to  further  litigate  the  case; 
and  you  are  hereby  authorized  to  forward  the  usual  certified 
statement  for  the  refund  of  the  duties  exacted  in  excess  in 
settlement  of  this  case.

Sir  :  The  Department  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Attor- 
ney-General, in  which  he  states  that  no  further  steps  will  be 
directed  in  suits  4622  and  4681  (T.  D.  28865),  United  States  v. 
La  Manna,  Azema  &  Farnan,  and  United  States  v.  Austin, 
Nichols  &  Co.,  which  were  recently  decided  by  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  second  circuit  adversely  to  the

Distilled  spirits. 

The  addition  of  caramel  to  spirits  constitutes  rectification. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  op  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  March  26,  1908. 
Sir  :    In  your  letter  of  February  10  and  tliat  of  February  17, 
you  take  the  position  that  this  office  has  continuously  held  that 
the  addition  of  coloring  matter  to  spirits  does  not  constitute 
rectification. 

The  records  of  this  office,  however,  disclose  that  beginning 
with  February  10,  1872  ^15  Int.  Rev.  Rec,  53),  the  contrary  has 
been  held.  On. that  date  Commissioner  Douglass  issued  Special 
No.  Ill,  in  which  he  held  that  distillers  can  not,  in  their  ca- 
pacity of  distillers,  mix  their  spirits  with  burnt  sugar  or  other 
coloring  matter  upon  their  distillery  premises  or  anywhere  else, 
and  also  holding  that  the  mixing  of  spirits  with  any  material 
is  rectification. 

Practically  the  same  was  held  by  Commissioner  Green  15. 
Raum  on  August  7,  1876  (22  Int.  Rev.  Rec,  253).  Under  this 
ruling  the  addition  of  flavoring  and  coloring  substances  to 
spirits  was  prohibited. 

In  21  Internal  Revenue  Record  (p.  73)  a  ruling  is  found  in 
which  it  is  held  that  putting  burnt  sugar  into  packages  by  dis- 
tillers before  filling  is  unlawful. 

■  In  Internal  Revenue  Manual,  1888  (p.  143),  it  is  held  that 
the  addition  to  distilled  spirits  of  any  coloring  matter  or  foreign 
substance  which  in  any  way  changes  the  character  of  the  spirits 
or  remains  incorporated  therein  is  regarded  as  rectification. 

The  same  ruling  is  contained  in  Regulations,  series  7,  No.  1, 
issued  February  19,  1880  (p.  38),  and  in  the  same  series  issued 
June  9,  1893  (p.  33)  ;  also  in  Regulations  1,  concerning  assess 
ments,  issued  October  29,  1900. 

On  March  30,  1905,  Commissioner  John  W.  Yerkes  issued  T. 
D.  883,  which  holds  that  the  addition  of  caramel  to  stamped 
packages  of  spirits  by  liquor  dealers  involves  them  in  liability 
to  special  tax  as  rectifiers. 

There  are  also  some  court  decisions  bearing  upon  this  matter, 
such  as  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Quantity  of  Distilled  Spirits 
(3  Ben.,  70;  Fed.  Cas.,  11494;  9  Int.  Rev.  Rec,  9).  In  that  case 
the  court  held  that  a  rectifier  is  one  who  makes  any  mixture  of 
spirits  with  anything  else  and  sells  it  under  any  name. 

In  the  cases  of  Michael  v.  Nunn  and  Stark  r.  Nunn  (101  Fed. 
Rep:,  423)  the  court  said: 

"It  strikes  me  that  an  interpretation  that  would  undertake  to 
say  that  certain  materials  are  within  the  statute  and  other  ma- 
terials are  not  within  it,  when  the  statute  itself  uses  the  term 
'any  material,'  would  nullify  the  statute." 

You  Avill  observe,  therefore,  that  this  office  has  for  years  ad- 
hered to  the  position  that  the  addition  of  coloring  matter  to 
spirits  constitutes  rectification.

Bottled  spirits  for  export.

To  collectors  of  customs  and  collectors  of  internal  revenue: 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  that  part  of  section  5 
of  the  act  of  March  3,  1897,  which  requires  the  collection  of  the 
tax  on  the  spirits  contained  in  cases  for  export  found  to  bear 
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Hence  of  having  been  tampered  with,  or  where  "any  loss  or 
„.jcrepancy  is  fonnd  to  exist  as  to  the  contents  of  any  case  so 
entered  for  export,"  article  96  of  Regulations  29  is  hereby 
iiiotlified  to  read  as  follows: 

"AuT.  96.     In  shipments  of  bottled  spirits  the  inspector  at 
the  port  of  export  will  in  every  instance  carefully  inspect  the 
( ases  containing  the  spirits  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
,    whether  the  same  are  properly  corded  and  stamped  as  required 
in  articles  19-21;  and  where  the  cords  or  stamps  are  not  intact, 
or  where  they  bear  evidence  of  having  been  tampered  with,  or 
,    where  any  loss  or  discrepancy  is  foimd  to  exist  as  to  the  contents 
'of  any  case  so  entered  for  export  the  inspector  will  make  care- 
lul  note  of  such  questionable  packages,  reporting  the  facts  to 
the  collector  of  customs,  who  will  enter  upon  the  clearance  cer- 
tificate a  description   of  the   same,   from   which   the   tax  due 
I  hereon  may  be  determined  and  collected  by  the  collector  of 
internal  revenue  for  the  district  from  which  the  spirits  were 
shipped. 

"When  the  inspector  has  obtained  the  data  prescribed,  the 
entire  shipment  may  be  laden  on  board  the  vessel  without  de- 
tention of  the  discrepant  packages. 

"When  sample  bottles  are  taken  by  the  inspector  and  the 
contents  are  removed  or  destroyed,  the  officer  will  affix  over  the 
mouth  of  the  bottle  a  certificate  in  the  following  form : 

"CusTOM-HousE,  Fort  of , ,  19 — . 

"The  original  strip  stamp  affixed  to  this  bottle  destroyed 
when  sampling  the  spirits  within  for  revenue  purposes. 

" ,  Inspector." 

The  contents  of  cases  requiring  tax  payment,  in  accordance 
with  the  law  referred  to,  will  not  be  treated  as  exported  by  the 
collector  of  internal  revenue  in  his  reports,  but  will  be  ac- 
counted for  as  tax  paid,  as  on  domestic  spirits,  except  as  to  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  abated  tinder  the  provisions  of  article 
115,  as  "loss  in  transit"  and  so  credited  on  the  exporter's  bond, 
in  the  manner  set  forth  in  article  135  of  said  Regulations  29.

Leakage  in  pnhlic  stores. 

1.  The  Public  Stores  Constructively  a  Bonded  Warehouse. 

The  public  stores,  sometimes  known  as  "the  general 
order  stores,"  situated  at  the  port  of  New  York,  are  im- 
pliedly placed  by  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
and  by  the  customs  regulations  in  the  same  category  as 
bonded  warehouses,  and  must  be  regarded  constructively  as 

such. 

2.  Leakage  not  a  Casualty  Under  Section  2984,  Revised 

Statutes. 
A  barrel  of  oil  was  ordered  by  the  collector  of  customs  to 
the  public  stores  for  examination  and  appraisement,  and 
while  deposited  there  became  entirely  empty  by  reason  of 
leakage  before  delivery  to  the  importer.  Held  that  such 
leakage  was  not  a  "casualty"  within  the  meaning  of  sec- 
tion 2984,  Revised  Statutes. 

3.  No  Abatement  of  Duty  for  Such  Leakage. 

The  right  of  the  Government  to  collect  duties  on  such 
oil  is  not  affected  by  leakage  while  in  the  custody  of  cus- 
toms officers  and  constructively  in  bonded  warehouse;  the 
abatement  of  duties  or  allowance  for  such  loss  or  leakage 
being  prohibited  by  statute. 
United  States  General  Appraisers,  New  York,  March  14,  1908. 
In  the  matter  of  protest  261358  of  G.  B.  Mastrangelo  against 
the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  collector  of  customs 
at  the  port  of  New  York. 

Before  Board  3   (Waite,  Somerville,  and  Hay, 

General  Appraisers). 
Somerville,  General  A-ppi-aiser:    A  barrel  of  oil  marked-No. 


11  on  the  invoice  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York  in  November, 
1906.  The  oil  was  gauged  by  the  United  States  ganger  and  was 
found  to  contain  50  gallons.  The  collector  asses.sed  duty  on  the 
amount  of  oil  as  ascertained  by  the  ganger.  The  barrel  was 
sent  to  the  public  stores  for  examination.  The  testimony  shows 
that  while  deposited  there  the  oil  leaked  out  and  the  barrel  was 
entirely  empty  when  delivered  to  the  importer.  The  importer 
claims  an  al)atement  of  the  duty  on  the  ground  that  the  leakage 
constituted  a  nonimportation.  The  question  is  as  to  the  status 
of  a  leakage  of  this  character  occurring  in  the  public  stores. 

The  first  question  to  be  considered  is  whether  this  leakage  or 
loss  constitutes  a  "casualty"  within  the  meaning  of  section  2984 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, on  satisfactory  proof  of  the  destruction  of  imported  mer- 
chandise Avhile  in  the  custody  of  customs  officers,  to  abate  or 
refund  the  duties  due  on  the  missing  merchandise.  This  section 
reads  as  follows : 

"Sec.  2984.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  author- 
ized, upon  production  of  satisfactory  proof  to  him  of  the  actual 
(injury)  or  destruction,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  merchan- 
dise, by  accidental  fire,  or  other  casualty,  while  the  same  re- 
mained in  the  custody  of  the  officers  of  the  customs  in  any 
public  or  private  warehouse  under  bond,  or  in  the  appraiser's 
stores  undergoing  appraisal,  in  pursuance  of  law  or  regulations 
of  the  Treasury  Department,  or  while  in  transportation  under 
bond  from  the  port  of  entry  to  any  other  port  in  the  United 
States,  or  while  in  the  custody  of  the  officers  of  customs  and 
not  in  bond,  or  while  w/ithin  the  limits  of  any  port  of  entry,  and 
before  the  same  have  been  landed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
officers  of  the  customs,  to  abate  or  refund,  as  the  case  may  be, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
the  amount  of  impost  duties  paid  or  accruing  thereupon;  and 
likewise  to  cancel  any  warehouse  bond  or  bonds,  or  enter  satis- 
faction thereon  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  the  case  may  be." 

The  phrase  "accidental  fire  or  other  casualty"  was  construed 
by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  case  of 
Crystal  Spring  Distillery  Company  v.  Cox  (49  Fed.  Rep.,  555; 
1  C.  C.  A.,  365,  affirming  47  Fed.  Rep.,  693),  which  involved  a 
case  of  excessive  loss  from  wastage  and  injury  to  certain  barrels 
containing  spirits,  caused  by  unusual  heat  in  the  summer  of 
1887,  abnormal  evaporation,  and  from  undiscoverable  Avorm- 
holes  in  barrels  containing  the  spirits.  It  was  held  by  the  court 
that  no  one  of  these  causes  could  properly  be  held  a  casualty 
within  the  meaning  of  said  section.  This  ruling  was  followed 
by  the  Board  in  the  case  of  Henkelman,  G.  A.  5359  (T.  D, 
24511 ) ,  and  in  numerous  other  decisions  of  the  Board. 

Following  the  above  rulings,  we  are  of  opinion  that  leakage 
of  the  oil  while  in  the  public  stores  and  in  the  custody  of  the 
Government  officers,  and  prior  to  delivery  to  the  importer,  does 
not  fall  within  the  purview  of  said  section  2984,  which  confers 
exclusive  jurisdiction  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to 
the  particular  character  of  cases  there  enumerated.  The  ques- 
tion for  decision,  therefore,  reduces  itself  to  the  inquiry  as  to 
whether  a  leakage  of  oil  while  in  the  public  stores  is  to  be 
regarded  as  a  nonimportation  or  shortage  for  which  the  Board 
of  General  Appraisers  can  give  relief. 

The  general  rule  is  that  the  right  of  the  Government  to  duties 
accrues  upon  the  importation  of  the  goods — i.  e.,  upon  their 
arrival  within  the  limits  of  the  port  of  entry  of  the  United 
States,  with  the  intention  to  unlade  them,  and  this  right  is  not 
affected  by  the  subseciuent  loss,  destruction,  or  damage  of  the 
goods  unless  in  the  special  cases  authorized  by  the  statute.  As 
stated  by  Judge  Story  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Lyman 
(1  Mason,  482;  26  Fed.  Cas.,  1024,  1032). 

If  they  (the  goods)  are  destroyed  or  lost,  or  become  of  less 
value  than  the  duties  after  the  importation,  the  Government 
hasstili a  right  to. full  duties..  .  ._ 
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Germany's  Royal  Wine  School 


CONSUL  HENRY  H.  MORGAN,  of  Stuttgart,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing report  on  tlie  Royal  Wine  School  at  AVeinberg,  in 
the  Kingdom  of  Wnrtemberg : 

This  school,  with  its  two  bi*anches,  one  for  the  cultivation  of 
the  grapevine  and  fruit,  and  the  other  for  the  fermentation, 
treatment  and  manufacture  of  the  juice  into  wine,  was  estab- 
lished July  30,  1901.  It  has  the  following  working  rooms : 
Chemical  laboratory,  cultivation  room,  mici'oscopical  room, 
scale  room,  sterliziug  room,  office  of  the  chief,  and  class  rooms. 

The  wine  .school  Mas  established  for  the  purpose  of  giving  ad- 
vice to  wine  growers  in  AVurtemberg  and  to  give  the  students  of 
the  school  a  chance  to  become  thoroughly  familiar  Avith  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  grapevine  and  with  the  fermentation,  treatment, 
blending,  etc.  Tlie  T\ine  school  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
I'oyal  department  of  schools  and  also  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.  AVine  lees  are  cultivated  in 
large  quantities  and  sold  all  over  Germany.  All  kinds  of  wines 
which  are  not  up  to  the  standard  are  carefully  examined,  also 
diseased  grapevines,  and  frequent  lectures  are  held  concerning 
their  treatment.  Expert  advice  is  given  as  to  how  the  wine  is 
to  be  treated  in  the  cellars.  Special  lecture  courses  are  held 
regarding  fermentation  of  Avine,  cultivation  of  Avine  lees,  dis- 
eases of  grapevines,  chemisti'v  of  Avines,  and  manufacture  of  the 
juice  into  wine. 

Special  lecture  courses  are  held  for  chemists  in  the  chemical 
and  in  the  microscopical  laboratories.  All  important  questions 
arising  in  connection  Avith  the  cultiA'ation  of  grapevines  and  the 
manufacture  and  treatment  of  Avine  are  treated  in  a  scientific 
manner  and  frequent  reports  are  issued  concerning  the  observa- 
tions and  ex])eriments  of  this  school. 

By  an  act  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  of  January  8, 
1902,  amended  by  an  act  of  the  same  department  of  May  13, 


1903,  the  Avine  school  Avas  authorized  to  appoint  seA'eral  official 
Avine  examiners.  Each  one  of  these  official  Avine  examiners  has 
his  oAA^n  district,  and  it  is  his  duty  to  ascertain  avIio  is  selling 
Avine  in  his  district  and  to  visit  all  Avine  merchants  and  other 
people  selling  Avine  in  large  or  small  quantities.  If  this  Avine 
examiner,  Avho  calls  unexpectedly,  finds  that  the  Avine  is  adul- 
terated or  is  not  up  to  the  standard,  he  fills  a  bottle  of  such 
suspicious  Avine,  seals  the  bottle,  and  sends  the  same  to  the 
Royal  Wine  School  -at  Weinsberg.  There  the  AA'ine  is  carefully 
examined,  and  if  tiie  experts  of  tlie  school  find  that  the  Aviue  is 
adulterated  the  Aviue  in  ]>ossession  of  the  Avibe  merchant  is  con- 
fiscated and  the  offender  is  heavily  fined.  According  to  ncAvs- 
paper  reports  many  thousands  of  gallons  of  adulterated  Aviue 
have  been  destroyed  and  many  thousands  of  marks  have  been 
paid  by  unscrupulous  Avine  merchants  detected  in  the  adultera- 
tion of  Avine. 

The  staff  of  the  Avine  scliool  consists  of  the  principal  of  the 
school,  two  chief  assistants,  and  one  subordinate  assistant.  The 
charges  of  the  school  for  chemical  and  microscopical  examina- 
tions of  Avine,  etc.,  range  from  23.8  cents  to  $1.19. 

In  order  to  make  practical  tests  of  ucav  grape  vines,  the 
schools  oAA^ns  a  large  tract  of  land  suitable  for  this  purpose 
Avhere  it  cultivates  ncAV  grape  vines.  Frequent  reports  are  pub- 
lished regarding  such  new  grape  vines  in  order  to  save  the  Avine 
growers  of  Wnrtemberg  expensiA'e  experiments.  Of  coui'se,  only 
such  grape  vines  are  selected  for  experiments  Avhich  are  suit- 
able for  cultiA'ation  in  Wnrtemberg.

The 
allness  existing  among  the  mining  camps  on  the  desert,  to- 
ither  with  the  approach  of  the  summer  mouths  and  consequent 
ot  weather,  has  caused  a  falling  off  in  the  demand  from  that 
iiarter.     Trade  in  Southern   California  proper,  and  up  the 
alley  as  far  as  the  sphere  of  Los  Angeles'  trade  extends,  has 
outinued  of  fair  volume  and  about  as  good  as  it  usually  is  at 
liis  time  of  the  year.    Here  in  the  city  the  retail  trade  is  hold- 
jag  u])  to  the  usual  standard,  there  being  about  as  many  visitors 
nd  outsiders  here  as  we  generally  have  at  this  season.    Most  of 
he  tourists,  those  who  come  out  here  to  spend  the  winter  for 
he  climate's  sake,  have  returned  to  their  homes  and  it  might  be 
aid  that  business  has  only  settled  down  to  its  normal  summer 
ondition.    The  breweries  all  are  doing  a  fair  volume  of  busi- 
less  with  the  warming  up  oi  the  temperature.     The  family 
tores  are  all  doing  something,  but  there  is  most  too  many  such 
'stablishments  in  Los  Angeles  for  the  size  of  the  town  when  the 
hai-acter  of  a  large  percentage  of  its  population  is  taken  into 
onsideration,  and  Avith  the  high  rents,  and  the  demands  that 
ire  made  upon  them  in  the  fight  to  retain  their  rights,  it  is  prob- 
ible  that  some  of  them  will  retire  or  consolidate  with  other 
tores. 

The  wholesale  California  wine  trade  is  showing  about  the 
same  volume  of  movement  as  at  the  same  time  last  season. 
Shipments  to  the  regular  Eastern  connections  are  moving  out 
ibout  as  usual,  though  all  the  cellars  here  are  carrying  good- 
sized  stocks  at  the  present  time.  Local  demand  is  fair,  and 
vhile  not  quite  as  large  as  the  wine  men  would  wish,  still  is 
ibout  as  much  as  could  be  expected  under  existing  conditions. 
The  trade  is  much  interested  in  the  fate  of  those  dealers  who 
ire  outside  the  liquor  zone  ai'bitrarily  designated  by  the  City 
Council.  There  appears  to  be  a  wide  diversity  of  opinion  on 
;he  question  as  to  the  powers  of  the  Council  in  the  matter,  but 
IS  it  is  up  to  the  Supreme  Court,  from  which  a  decision  is 
expected  to  be  handed  down  some  time  in  July,  those  interested 
:an  only  await  developments.  The  following  are  the  dealers 
who  are  affected  by  the  ruling  of  the  Council  and  who  were 
instrumental  in  bringing  the  matter  before  the  Supreme  Court, 
in  the  effort  to  preserve  their  business  from  annihilation,  threat- 
3ned  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  restricting  the  liquor 
'.one :

Neimeyer,  Eleventh  and  Central  avenue;  Gamberini,  Twelfth 
and  Central  avenue;  Martin  &  Schwing,  910  Temple;  Temple 
Wine  and  Grocery  Co.,  Temple  and  Olive ;  W.  H.  Hahn  &  Son, 
1765  East  Main ;  De  Gregoris,  Ninth  and  Lemon ;  Blue  Grass 
Wine  and  Liquor  Co.,  Ninth  and  Santa  Fe  avenue;  Ninth  Street 
Winery,  1816  East  Ninth ;  Meyer's  Winery,  2221  East  Seventh ; 
L.  Routtier,  1818  West  Third;  Magnolia  Winery,  1404  San 
Pedro  street.  Two  dealers,  Sam  Haller  and  Wins  &  Cerf,  were 
outside  the  zone  but  removed  to  Seventh  street  near  Grand, 
and  to  Seventh  near  San  Pedro  street,  respectively,  within  the 


year  allowed  by  the  Council.  All  the  i»thers  will  be  affected  by 
the  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  if  the  decision  is  against 
them,  whether  they  will  be  allowed  licenses  and  be  allowed  to 
locate  inside  the  zone,  is  a  question  that  is  yet  to  be  thrashed  out.

The  fine  trade 
and  the  splendid  reputation  enjoyed  by  the  wines  produced  by 
this  company,  shows  that  Henry  knows  his  biz. 


M.  Levy  &  Co.  report  a  fairly  satisfactory  trade,  not  only  in 
their  special  brand  Mountain  Belle  whiskies,  but  in  the  general 
run  of  standard  goods  that  this  house  handles. 


Knowles  and  smiling  Jim  Donahue  of  the  Nadeau  Bar  find 
enough  to  do  during  their  respective  watches  to  keep  from  mis- 
chief. This  duo  are  popular  Avith  the  traveling  public  that  call 
the  Hotel  Nadeau  home,  while  in  Los  Angeles,  as  well  as  with 
the  regulars  of  their  locality,  and  there  is  as  a  consequence 
always  something  doing. 


The  New  Faust,  John  Davin,  proprietor,  has  retained  all  the 
popularity  of  the  old  Apex  and  now,  with  its  commodious 
loges  and  other  comforts,  the  results  of  the  remodeling  and 
refinishing,  it  is  tlie  meeting  place  of  the  business  men  of  that 
section  of  the  town.  Davin  has  introduced  the  famous  An- 
heuser-Busch iluenchener  beer  and  it  has  made  good  and  is 
having  quite  a  run.

The  majority  of  the  small  social  clubs  have  Aoluntarily 
done  so,  until  such  time  as  the  constitutionality  of  the  ordinance 
requiring  that  they  take  out  liquor  licenses  is  determined  by 
the  courts.  The  Jonathan,  California,  Concordia,  Union  League, 
Lotus  and  Aldine  Clubs  will,  it  is  said,  make  a  test  case  and 
carrv  it  to  the  courts.

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review :  Although  there  is  no 
actual  improvement  in  the  general  business  situation, 
there  seems  to  be  a  somewhat  better  feeling  and  more  hopeful- 
ness. 

In  the  wine  and  spirit  business  the  idea  apparentl}^  prevails 
that  Congress  is  soon  to  adjourn.  State  legislatures  will  follow 
suit,  the  Anti-Saloon  Party  will  get  swamped  by  the  political 
issues  that  will  form  part  of  the  presidential  canvass,  and  that, 
with  the  disappearance  of  these  adverse  elements,  we  can  settle 
down  face  to  face  with  trouble  enough,  but  with  less  apprehen- 
sion of  what  may  happen. 

We  certainly  have  been  up  against  it,  suffering,  not  only  from 
the  ills  affecting  all  classes  of  business,  but  with  additional 
burdens  peculiar  to  our  line  of  trade.  In  St.  Louis  the  mer- 
chants have  organized  a  "Let  us  alone"  movement.  It  should 
find  grace  with  the  liquor  interests  of  the  United  States.  We 
need  to  be  let  alone.  And  with  the  removal  from  the  scene  of 
the  adverse  legislators,  and  the  teinporar\'  eclipse  of  the  fanat- 
ical element  which  has  so  long  attacked  us,  we  may  hope,  these 
wicked  ones  will  cease  from  troubling,  and  we  weary  ones  get 
a  rest. 

Auent  the  subject  of  wicked  ones.  In  a  recent  letter  we  re- 
ferred to  a  series  of  articles  being  published  by  Colliers  Weekly 
on  the  subject  of  "The  Saloon  in  Our  Town."  While  seemingly 
inviting  articles  on  both  sides  of  this  question — we  were  rather 
skeptical  of  their  good  faith,  particularly  as  they  had  not 
handled  very  graciously  the  offer  of  the  Susquemac  Distilling 
Co.  of  Cincinnati — to  give  an  additional  prize  for  the  article 
which  might  be  accepted  by  Collier's,  arguing  in  favor  of  "The 
Saloon  in  Our  Town." 

Later  developments  strengthened  our  convictions  on  this 
point — and  if  further  evidence  was  lacking  it  could  be  found 
in  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Collier  in  which  they  returned  one  con- 
tribution on  the  subject.  They  acknowledged  the  merit  of  the 
article,  but — did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  publish  same  in  the 
face  of  present  conditions  regarding  prohibition. 

From  a  periodical  of  such  professedly  unbiased  sentiments, 
this  could  hardly  be  called  "fair  play."  But  the  futility  of  their 
attitude  is  strikingly  portrayed  after  a  perusal  of  the  following 
article,  clipped  from  another  publication : 

"Anthony  Comstock  of  the  Society  for  the  Suppression  of 
Vice  has  sent  to  P.  F.  Collier  &  Son  the  following  scathing  and 
significant  letter: 

"Gentlemen — This  office  is  in  receipt  this  morning  of  a  letter 
of  complaint  from  a  clergyman,  protesting  against  the  indecent 
and  suggestive  display  on  the  outside  of  your  weekly  of  April 
18th.  This  correspondent  says:  'You  will  see  that  a  British 
soldier,  whose  face  is  inflamed  from  excessive  drinking,  is  re- 
clining Avith  his  arm  around  a  Hindu  woman  of  ill-fame.  The 
form  of  the  woman  is  voluptuously  portrayetl,  while  the  ele- 
phant driver  supplies  any  lack  of  suggestion  by  his  knowing 
leer. 

"  'I  have  not  seen,  for  years,  a  picture  more  calculated  to 
excite  evil  thoughts  in  the  minds  of  young  boys.  Displayed  on 
thousands  of  news-stands,  it  will  surely  do  enormous  harm.' 

"Being  assured  that  it  is  not  your  intention  to  send  into  the 
homes  of  the  country  anything  that  is  demoralizing  through 
your  publication,  I  repeat  to  you  the  complaint  as  it  has  been 
received  at  this  office.    I  submit  that  the  left  hand  of  this  man. 


in  its  position,  adds  to  the  suggestion  of  the  picture,  and  sup 
ports  the  complaint.

Or  is  it  a  case  of  righteous  retribution?  Collier's  would  not 
publish  an  article  in  support  of  the  properly  regulated  saloon 
lest  they  offend  some  prohibition  fanatics.  They  would  not  b( 
impartial  to  the  point  of  giving  both  sides  of  the  question  and 
permitting  the  thinking  public  to  decide  for  themselves.  And 
now  one  of  these  fanatics,  with  microscopic  mind  for  discernin<! 
evil,  where  others  would  not  seek  it,  has  arraigned  the  righteous^ 
Collier's  as  promulgators  of  obscene  pictures,  inciters  of  evil  in 
the  hearts  of  American  youths.  Mayhap,  they  will  come  ti 
realize  that  there  is  a  greater  danger  in  the  intemperance  of  th( 
fanatic,  than  in  the  conditions  which  the  Prohibitionists  hav( 
so  rabidly  denounced. 

The  latest  indications  point  to  a  more  streniious  effort  ou  th( 
part  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  enforce  the  Pure  Food 
Law  regulations.  The  understanding  is  that  Attorney  General 
Bonaparte  has  decided  that  this  law,  being  the  latest  ou  the 
subject,  takes  precedence  over  all  conflictions  with  it,  and  that 
the  Internal  Revenue  Department  must  be  governed  by  it.  This 
is  to  result  in  the  gangers  being  instructed  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  and  to  see  that  the  trade  falls  into  line. 

There  is  still  much  uncertainty  regarding  some  portions  of  it. 
It  would  appear  as  though  the  Department  is  not  sure  what  a 
"compound  whisky"  is.  The  instructions  are  that  to  be  so 
styled  a  sufficient  quantity  of  whisky  is  to  be  used.  Who  is  to 
be  the  doctor?    Opinions  may  differ. 

A  "blend"  must  be  two  whiskies.  "Like  substances,"  evi- 
dently in  disrepute,  is  not  mentioned  in  the  new  regulations,; 
and  here  again  there  may  be  a  conflict  of  opinions.  "What  is! 
whisky"  is  still  undetermined,  and  this  new  order  of  things  may 
bring  the  matter  to  a  head. 

A  large  number  of  imported  wines  and  spirits  have  been  held 
up  by  the  Department  because  not  labeled  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Pure  Food  Law.  The  Scotch  and  Irish  whiskiesi 
have  been  released  because  the  whisky  question  here  is  not 
settled,  but  a  number  of  other  classes  of  liquors  and  wines  have 
had  to  go  back  to  the  country  of  their  birth,  or  to  be  relabeled 
here. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  political  situation  in  Georgia,  his 
native  State,  Mr.  Lynn  R.  Brougham,  relief  agent  of  the  Atlan 
tic  Coast  Line,  has  expressed  himself  as  confident  that  the 
liquor  question  will  be  an  important  issue  in  the  coming  guber- 
natorial election  there.  Mr.  Brougham  believes  the  popular 
feeling  against  Governor  Hoke  Smith  will  result  in  his  defeat 
at  the  polls,  if  he  is  not  beaten  in  the  primaries.  The  Pro- 
hibitionists are  said  to  be  divided  between  Governor  Smith  and 
the  other  Democratic  candidate,  Joe  Brown,  Avhile  the  liquor 
interests  are  solidly  for  the  latter.  If  Smith  is  not  defeated  at 
the  primaries.  Brown  will  have  himself  nominated  on  an  inde- 
pendent ticket,  and  he  and  his  followers  will  try  to  pass  a  law 
for  local  elections  to  declare  for  local  option. 

En  passant,  before  the  law  was  passed  there  were  181  licensed 
saloons  in  Savannah.  Now  there  are  290  "blind  tigers,"  which 
are,  in  other  words,  locker  clubs  where  men  may  keep  a  private 
stock  of  liquor.  Almost  every  other  grocery  has  a  bar  in  the 
rear  and  many  private  houses  keep  liquor  for  sale.  The  general  j 
opinion  in  business  circles  is  that  the  passage  of  the  liquor  law ! 
has  been  harmful  to  Georgia,  while  it  has  greatly  benefited 
Florida. 

The  prohibition  craze  now  prevailing  all  over  the  country,  \ 
and  of  a  particularly  virile  type  in  the  South  and  Middle  West,  j 
shows  little  if  any  signs  of  abatement.  It  was  hoped  that  this  I 
fall  a  new  issue,  the  election  of  a  President,  would  furnish  dif- 
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■rent  matter  for  discussion.  Evidence  is  constantly  accumu- 
tting,  which  inclines  one  to  the  belief  that  this,  after  all,  may 
ot  be  so,  to  the  extent  it  was  hoped.  It  has  been  repeatedly 
■dared  that  nearly  35,000,000  people  are  to-day  living  in  "dry" 
irritory,  and  if  it  be  true,  so  vast  a  population  includes  many 
iters,  who  are  worth  conciliating.  Both  parties  are  likely  to 
ike  this  into  consideration  and  already  considerable  activity 

noticeable  in  that  direction.  The  United  Societies  of  Chicago 
re  trying  to  force  a  rigid  personal  liberty  plank  into  the  State 
latform  when  the  Democratic  State  Convention  assembles. 

The  Republican  State  platform  made  some  allusion  to  the 
fights"*  of  the  people,  not  very  strong,  but  sufficient  to  enable 
hem  to  "point  with  pride,"  etc.  But  the  plank  sought  from  the 
>emocrats  is  strong.  In  it  they  are  requested  to  declare  their 
jsentment  of  church  interference  in  politics.  It  also  cliarac- 
?rizes  the  local  option  law  as  a  "confiscatory"  act,  which  dis- 
•;,'ards  the  right  of  contract. 

AVliilst  it  is  scarcely  likely  the  "plank"  Avill  be  adopted  in  the 
inn  in  Avhich  it  is  prepared,  by  the  United  Societies,  it  shows 
le  trend  of  things  and  leads  one  to  suppose  that  instead  of 
eing  overshadowed  by  the  presidential  election,  the  liquor  ques- 
on  is  to  form  part  of  it. 

Perhaps  this  is  best  for  all  concerned,  as  it  may  tend  to  bring 
bout  a  settlement,  one  way  or^flie  other,  and  end,  for  some  time, 
le  warfare  constantly  waged  against  us.

rovidiug  only  foreign  vintages  for  the  big  spread,  and  not 
erving  any  of  the  native  product.  This,  too,  in  the  face  of  the 
KJpular  effort  to  boost  home  products  and  to  prove  that  Cali- 
ornia  makes  the  best  wines-in  the  world. 

Every  bottle  uncorked  for  the  refreshment  of  the  banqueters 
in  that  occasion,  when  rear  admirals,  captains  and  other  naval 
ifficers  were  guests,  bore  a  foreign  label.  On  the  menu  these 
i'ines  were  credited  with  great  antiquity  and  it  was  whispered 
trouud  so  the  guests  and  others  could  hear  it,  that  some  of  the 
»rands  cost  |50  a  bottle. 

It  just  happens  that  some  among  the  banqueters  who  paid  $25 

I  plate  to  be  among  those  present,,  and  also  at  least  a  few  of  the 

miformed  guests,  knew  a  thing  or  two  about  wines,  and  they  are 

iither  grouchy  or  amused,  as  the  case  may  be,  over  their  dis- 

!Overies.     General  C.  F.  A.  Last,  one  of  the  most  prominent 

vine  men  in  l.,os  Angeles,  whose  business  it  is  to  know  the  sub- 

ect,  and  who  was  one  of  the  banqueters  at  $25  per,  was  asked 

jvhat  he  thought  of  the  act  of  the  committeemen  in  barring 

"alifornia  wines  from  the  table,  and  he  said : 

1    "I  don't  know  that  they  did.     Some  of  those  Avines  had  a 

litrangely  familiar  taste.    True,  they  all  had  foreign  labels;  but 

ou  can't  always  believe  a  label.  That  'seventy -year-old  sherry,' 
jor  instance,  wasn't  three  years  old.  What  is  more,  it  wasn't 
bven  drinking  sherry  or  cooking  sherry.  It  was  what  is  known 
0  the  trade  as  'blending'  sherry,  used  only  to  mix  with  other 
jivines  and  with  whisk}'  to  give  body  and  a  fruity  taste.  All  the 
nen  at  our  table,  including  several  navy  officers,  pushed  our 
glasses  back  to  the  bouquet  and  let  them  stay  there,  untouched. 

"And  the  Rhine  wine.  That  was  as  bad,  for  the  waiters 
|>oured  out  of  the  bottles  labeled  'Liebfraumilch'  nothing  in  the 
\\orld  but  a  sweet  sauterne.     And  who  ever  heard  of  a  sweet 


Rhine  Avine?  You  can  take  a  Rhine  wine  bottle  and  refill  it 
with  good  California  Riesling  and  it  makes  an  acceptable  sub- 
stitute, only  it  is  pretty  sure  to  be  better  than  the  original 
contents.  But  to  serve  a  sweet  wine  at  that  particular  part  of 
the  banquet  is  an  affront  to  epicures  who  know. 

"As  to  the  champagne,  the  vintage  was  all  right.  But  it  was 
'corky.'  When  champagne  stands  more  than  four  years  in  the 
bottle  the  wine  eats  into  the  work  and  will  taste  of  it.  Except 
as  to  the  champagne,  I  think  the  California  wine  men  have  good 
reason  for  complaining  that  the  native  product  was  not  given 
a  chance  on  the  table.  AVe  are  trying  to  induce  the  world  to 
believe  that  California  wines,  even  Avith  truthful  labels,  are 
superior  to  most  of  the  vintages  that  come  out  of  EuroiK?.  And 
this  banquet  committee  gives  us  and  the  great  industrj'  a  black 
eye." 

Before  the  menu  of  the  banquet  was  made  up,  C.  J.  Wetmore 
of  Livermore  appeared  before  the  members  of  the  committee 
and  pleaded,  for  the  pride  of  the  State,  to  have  some  California 
wines  given  a  place  upon  it.  He  said  it  didn't  matter  whether 
they  used  any  of  his  brand  or  not,  just  so  they  Avould  acknowl- 
edge that  wine  is  made  in  California. — Los  Angeles  Record. 


Georgia  Prohibition  Stops  Immigration 


IN  a  recent  letter  to  the  Chicago  Rccord-Hcrald  William  E. 
Curtis,  the  noted  correspondent,  Avrites  the  following  as  the 
experience  of  a  prominent  citizen  of  Georgia  as  to  the  effect  of 
the  prohibition  law  on  immigration,  so  much  desired  and  so 
necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State : 

"How  much  does  prohibition  affect  immigration?  Many  for- 
eigners won't  come  to  a  country  Avhere  they  can't  have  their 
Avine  and  beer." 

"The  Georgia  prohibition  laAV  is  of  too  recent  enactment  to 
indicate  just  noAV  Avhat  its  ultimate  effect  Avill  be  upon  the  im- 
migrant, Avho  likes  his  Avine  and  beer.  The  seA'eral  sections 
of  the  measure  are  drastic  in  the  extreme,  and  it  is  probable 
that  most  of  them  Avill  be  tested  in  the  courts  from  time  to  time. 
The  bill  is  so  Avorded  as  to  permit  of  A-ery  liberal  interpretation ; 
it  nowhere  prescribes  the  percentage  of  alcohol  a  beverage  shall 
contain,  but  states  in  general  terms  bcA'erages,  'which,  if  drunk 
to  excess,  Avill  produce  intoxication.'  Under  the  old  Georgia 
local  option  law  1  per  cent  of  alcohol  Avas  the  limit.  It  is  a 
noteworthy  fact,  in  this  connection,  that  of  the  A'arious  people 
Ave  come  in  contact  Avith,  onl}'  the  Americans  and  English  are 
giA'en  to  drunkenness,  or  are  addicted  to  the  strong  rums  and 
Avhiskies,  therefore  the  Anglo-Saxons  Avill  feel  the  effects  of 
drastic  prohibitory  laAvs  to  a  greater  extent  than  Avill  the  others 
Avho  come.  Judge  Andy  Calhoun,  of  the  Atlanta  City  court, 
recently  rendered  a  decision  in  i-egard  to  so-called  'temperance 
beer,'  under  Avhich  2  per  cent  of  alcohol  is  permitted  in  the  soft 
drinks.  This,  of  course,  helps  out  the  Teutonic  element  Aery 
much. 

"The  immediate  effect  of  prohibition  on  those  foreigners  al- 
ready- in  the  State  has  been  disastrous.  Nearly  every  family 
of  immigrants  living  in  the  country  had  its  oAvn  \ineyard  and 
made  its  oavu  light  Avine  and  fruit  brandies  for  home  consump- 
tion. These,  of  course,  Avill  have  to  be  abandoned,  Avhich  means 
a  direct  monetary  loss  to  the  OAvners,  and  at  a  time  when  they 
Avere  just  beginning  to  feel  at  home  with  us.  Foreignei*s  who 
liaA'e  been  in  the  States  long  enough,  of  course,  appreciate,  just 
as  do  the  Americans,  that  prohibitory  laws  do  not  in  any  sense 
actually  prohibit.  They  are  only  a  source  of  incouA'enience. 
Such  men  order  regularly  and  receiA^e  their  supplies  from  out- 
side the  State  by  express."

George  W.  Peck   Describes    Prohibition   in   the   South

Former  Governor  of  Wisconsin,  who  is  traveling  in  the  South 
studying  the  Prohibition  Question  for  the  Pacific  Wine 
AND  Spirit  Review  and  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel. 


THERE  are  two  kinds  of  prohibitionists.     One  kind  has  al- 
ways been  so,  and  he  is  dried  up,  diseased,  never  breathes 
his  lungs  full,  has  a  kind  of  blood  that  looks  like  curdled  milk, 
if  he  cuts  his  finger,  whose  eyes  shine  yellow,  whose  hand  is 
cold  and  clammy,  who  looks  you  not  in  the  eye  when  you  talk  to 
him,  a  man  Avho  carries  liver  pills  in  one  pocket,  and  laxative 
pills  in  another,  and  takes  indigestion  tablets  after  his  meals, 
and  gulps  wind,  and  flocks  with  weak  and  sympathetic  women 
instead  of  full-blooded  men,  and  thinks  he  is  doing  God's  work 
in  looking  after  his  neighbors'  morals.    The  other  kind  of  pro- 
hibitionist is  the  business  or  professional  man  or  politician, 
who  is  in  it  for  what  there  is  in  it  for  him,  who  pulls  the  leg  of 
the  dyspeptic  dry  man,  who  will  proclaim  aloud  that  he  is  a 
dry,  when  in  the  presence  of  drys,  but  Avho  will  wink  and  laugh 
a  shamefaced  laugh  when  talking  with  a  wet,  take  him  to  one 
side  and  whisper  that  he  don't  believe  in  it,  but  "you  know 
how  it  is,  we  have  to  stand  in  with  the  drys,  or  they  will  ruin 
our  business."    One  has  more  respect  for  the  dry  who  was  bom 
so,  and  never  had  a  generous  impulse  in  his  life,  and  never  knew 
the  blessing  of  a  good,  hearty  laugh,  or  the  pleasure  of  associ- 
ating with  a  man  with  good  red  blood  in  his  veins.     The  dry, 
who  is  dry  for  business  or  political  reasons,  who  proclaims  that 
he  is  dry,  and  winks  when  he  says  it,  is  like  the  man  on  the  car, 
when  those  present  were  telling  what   States  they  lived  in. 
Each  was  lauding  his  State,  and  was  proud  of  it.    Finally  they 
asked  the  last  man  where  he  lived,  and  he  looked  around,  smiled 
and  said,  "I  am  from  Missouri.    Now,  laugh,  darn  you  I" 

Chattanooga  has  the  laugh  on  Georgia  and  Alabama,  and  is 
rubbing  it  in  awful.    I  stood  at  the  express  oflflce  for  hours  re- 
cently, and  saw  the  wagon  loads  and  car  loads  of  boxes  contain- 
ing bottles  of  large  and  small,  and  listened  to  the  expressman 
check  off  the  packages  in  a  loud  voice,  and  all  the  packages 
were  for  Georgia  and  Alabama,  and  the  messengers  and  clerks 
looked  upon  the  whole  thing  as  a  great  joke,  making  remarks  to 
the  effect  that  so  and  so,  at  so  and  so,  Georgia,  would  have  a 
jag  at  about  9  P.  M.,  and  have  to  be  put  to  bed.    Most  of  the 
whisky  shipped  to  dry  States  is  squirrel  whisky,  two  drinks  of 
Avhich  will  make  a  man  climb  a  tree.     I  saw  one  train  go  out 
with  extra  express  cars,  and  Chattanooga  sits  back  and  laughs 
at  her  dry  neighbors.     Georgia  and  Alabama  are  like  the  boy 
who  has  had  his  chair  pulled  out  from  under  him,  and  has  struck 
the  floor  good  and  hard.    A  boy  who  has  had  that  trick  played 
on  him  is  pretty  mad,  and  says  it  is  an  outrage,  but  when  the 
pain  ceases,  lie  tries  to  play  the  joke  on  some  one  else.    So  after 
Tennessee  becomes  entirely  dry,  as  it  is  liable  to  do  next  fall, 
Georgia  and  Alabama  may  become  wet  again,  and  then  look  out 
for  the  things  they  will  do  to  Tennessee  in  the  shipment  of  the 
squirrel  whisky  back  across  the  border  with  accrued  interest. 
In  the  meantime  all  the  wets  and  quite  a  proportion  of  the  drys 
are  seriously  considering  the  letting  in  of  enough  beer  to  keep 
the  tongues  from  becoming  too  dry.    As  it  is  now  the  dryness 
where  it  is  dry,  is  so  that  men  dare  not  laugh,  for  because  their 
lips  are  chapped,  and  a  bottle  of  beer  looks  to  them  like  a  bright 
star  in  the  heavens,  and  they  wonder  how  far  the  star  is  from 
the  earth.     I  think  things  will  be  getting  drier  for  a  year  or 
more,  and  then  the  tide  will  turn,  beer  will  be  the  pioneer  that 
will  locate  in  the  dry  towns,  and  then  gradually  all  will  get 
back  to  the  old  condition,  with  fewer  saloons,  better  men  to  run 


them,  all  under  an  excise  board  that  will  take  a  license  away 
when  there  is  dirty  work  done,  reasonably  early  closing,  no 
politicians  allowed  to  handle  saloons,  and  when  that  time 
comes  you  will  see  everybody  happy,  a  smile  on  every  face,  and 
everybody  enjoying  a  personal  liberty  that  will  make  them 
proud  of  their  country  and  glad  they  are  alive. 


In  studying  the  condition  of  things  brought  about  by  prohibl 
tion  in  Alabama,  I  first  struck  Birmingham,  a  most  interestio 
city,  full  of  manufactories,  steel  plants,  surrounded  by  ir^jaj 
mines  and  employing  thousands  of  laborers.    The  town  has  gow 
dry,  not  on  her  own  account,  but  because  the  county  iu  which 
she  is  situated  voted  dry.    Montgomery  and  Mobile  are  the  only 
wet  places  in  Alabama,  and  they  will  dry  up  according  to  la\v 
on  the  first  of  January.    Birmingham  believes  she  will  always 
have  plenty  to  drink,  law  or  no  law,  and  she  certainly  has  plenty 
now.    It  is  proposed  to  elect  a  wet  Mayor,  who  will  do  his  best 
to  keep  things  wet,  but  it  Avill  be  uphill  work  to  irrigate  so 
large  a  town  with  an  occasional  bottle  on  the  sly.     The  advo 
cates  of  prohibition  have  quite  an  object  lesson  in  Birmingham. 
It  was  thought  that  when  things  went  dry  that  the  foreigners 
who  work  in  mines  and  factories  would  simply  leave  on  short 
notice,  if  they  could  not  get  beer  and  things  that  they  were  ac-; 
customed  to  the  use  of,  but  the  laws  are  so  that  intoxicating 
liquors  can  be  shipped  in  from  other  States,  and  the  manage-' 
ment  of  the  factories  and  mines  wink  at  the  formation  of  clubs 
among  the  men,  where  they  can  get  what  they  think  they  need 
to  drink,  so  there  has  been  no  great  exodus.     How  it  will  hi 
when  the  law  makes  the  whole  State  dry  by  constitutional  act, 
and  the  State  is  patroled  by  "whisky  game  Avardens,"  and  spies 
on  the  neighbors,  is  not  knoAvn,  but  if  the  present  condition  is 
any  criterion  to  judge  by,  Alabama  is  going  to  be  the  Avette.';t 
dry  State  in  the  Union.    Birmingham  citizens  simply  laugh  ai 
the  condition.     Men  can  get  all  the  liquor  they  Avant  day  or 
night  and  the  dear  child,  the  negro,  Avho  Avas  to  be  saved  from  a 
drunkard's  graA^e  by  legislation,  laughs  loudest  of  all.     Om 
thing  bothers  the  negro  and  that  is  that  it  is  unlaAvful  to  drink 
in  public,  and  though  he  may  have  the  goods  concealed  about  his 
person,  he  has  got  to  find  a  place  to  drink  Avhere  no  one  can  see 
him.    So  he  Avill  go  into  an  ofiice  building,  or  in  a  stairAvay,  and 
Avhile  he  watches  out,  or  has  a  friend  Avatch  out  for  intruders,  he 
puts  the  bottle  to  his  mouth  and  the  guggle  is  all  that  can  be 
heard,  the  jag  is  acquired,  and  no  one  is  any  wiser  unless  they 
happen  to  run  up  against  Mr.  Negro  AAiien  he  feels  his  fighting 
spirit  come  on.     It  has  been  suggested  that  the  city  provide 
little  wooden  buildings  just  large  enough  for  one  man  to  stand 
up  in  to  take  a  quiet  drink,  but  the  idea  is  not  yet  popular,  so  the 
empty  freight  car,  or  the  covered  Avagon,  is  used  extensively  to 
hide  him  during  the  critical  moment  AA-hen  the  drink  is  actually 
going  doAvn  the  colored  gullet.    Negro  AA'omen,  as  Avell  as  men, 
take  their  drinks,  and  many  a  calico  skirt  conceals  the  "boot- 
legger" plant  where  any  colored  brother  who  has  the  price  may 
procure  a  bottle  of  vile  stuff  from  a  regularly  ordained  "aunty," 
Avho  is  not  burdened  with  a  license  or  a  conscience.    And  yet 
some  of  these  negroes,  male  and  female,  who  sell  it  and  drink 
it,  are  devout  church  members  on  Sunday,  and  shout  and  sing 
"Glory  to  God,"  betAveen  drinks,  .and  impress  others  as  being 
pretty  good  intermittently.    Drunkenness  and  crime  among  the 
negroes  is  not  on  the  decrease  since  Birmingham  Avent  dry,  as 
getting  the  stuff  is  easier  than  ever,  and  after  a  negro  gets  more 
than  he  needs  of  the  deadly  fluid,  he  has  not  the  miserly  in- 
stinct that  causes  him  to  lay  it  up  against  a  rainy  day,  but 
something  impels  him  to  put  it  down  for  the  dry  day,  and  Avhen 
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lio  jjipts  full  and  his  brain  begins  to  sizzle  like  fat  frying  in  the 
pan,  he  is  ready  to  kill  a  neighbor,  or  steal  a  mule,  and  be  does 
not  care  much  which  comes  tirst. 

I5ut  dear  old  Mobile,  which  has  miles  of  docks  Avhere  ships 
from  every  port  bring  cargoes  and  take  away  the  products  of 
the  Southern  plantations,  whose  business  has  been  the  pride  of 
the  South  for  a  hundred  years,  whose  i)eople  speak  all  lan- 
i:uages,  and  which  is  visited  by  foreigners  from  all  lands,  and 
«  hose  ocean  steamers  go  to  every  port  where  there  is  business, 
and  whose  hotels  and  clubs  are  the  finest  in  the  land,  and  which 
catches  the  world's  travelers  going  and  coming,  is  going  to  feel 
prohibition  the  worst.    It  is  going  to  take  her  from  the  class  of 
I'aris,  Venice,  Buenos  Ayres,  and  other  world  leaders  in  busi- 
juess  and  pleasure,  and  put  her  in  the  class  Avith  Skowhegan, 
iMaiue,  and  Vineland,  New  Jersey,  and  the  people  are  heart- 
broken over  the  prospect  after  January  1,  when  everything 
jmust  become  dry  in  Alabanm.    AVith  banks  as  solid  as  the  Bank 
lof  England,  business  houses  that  trade  with  all  the  world,  the 
stopping  place  for  the  tourists  of  our  own  country  and  all  of 
jEurope,  a  cosmopolitan  city  today,  she  is  to  be  closed  up  so  that 
■;m  Emperor  visiting  here  wou'ld  have  to  drink  soda  water,  at  a 
linner,  instead  of  the  champagne  he  is  accustomed  to.     Busi- 
ness is  already  feeling  the  slump  and  one  can  buy  what  has  al- 
ways been  a  good  paying  business  at  his  own  price.    One  man 
told  me  that  a  year  ago  he  could  have  sold  his  business  for  one 
hundred  and  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar  for  all  that  he  had  put  in 
it,  but  now  he  would  sell  for  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar  and  be  glad 
to  get  out.     Prohibition  has  done  the  business  for  Mobile.     A 
man  from  the  North  here  selling  products  of  the  packing  houses, 
canned  stuffs,  etc.,  says  jobbers  are  not  buying  for  next  fall's 
delivery,  as  they  have  done  for  years,  but  simply  will  not  give  an 

•  irder,  because  they  do  not  know  whether  it  will  pay  them  to 
continue  to  do  business  here.  The  people  act  as  though  they 
were  sitting  on  an  open  barrel  of  gun  powder,  with  a  drunken 
negro  smoking  a  cigarette  behind  him.  They  act  as  though  an 
tarthquake  was  due,  and  they  stand  ready  to  rush  out  in  the 
.street  and  in  the  parks  at  the  first  sway  of  the  tall  buildings. 
The  old  Battle  Hou.se  of  history  was  burned  down  and  a  new 
r  en-story  hotel  has  been  built  on  its  site,  and  today  a  tenant 
lould  not  be  .secured  on  any  terms,  though  it  is  believed  the 
I  'wners  will  open  it  and  lose  money,  as  the  present  fine  hotels  are 
not  doing  any  too  well.  The  schools  of  IMobile  are  supported 
by  the  money  from  licenses  and  the  city  has  as  fine  .schools  as 
any  in  the  world.  With  the  license  cut  off  by  prohibition  there 
is  no  way  to  support  them  but  by  an  additional  tax  of  20  per 

I  cent,  and  taxes  are  too  high  already.    The  people  simply  can  not 
I  stand  the  raise,  and  it  is  a  serious  problem  what  to  do  with  the 
l»ublic  schools,  as  teachers  feel  that  their  salaries  are  to  be  cut  in 
I  two,  and  many  are  trying  to  find  new  fields  for  their  work.    At 
ithe  last  session  of  the  Legislature  many  of  the  best  women  of 
Mobile  went  to  Montgomery  to  ask  the  Legislature  not  to  inter- 
fere by  prohibition,  with  the  schools  of  Mobile.     Among  the 
ladies  was  the  daughter  of  Admiral  Semnies,  of  the  old  navy,  a 
<liarraing  woman.    The  Legislature  was  surrounded  with  pray- 
ing bands  of  long  whiskered  men,  sun-bonneted  women  and  little 
rUildren,  trying  to  force  the  Legislature  by  prayer,  singing  and 
liull-dozing  to  vote  the  State  dry.    These  Mobile  ladies  simply 

•  lesired  to  be  heard  by  the  legislative  committee  having  the  mat- 
ter in  charge,  but  they  were  treated  with  scant  courtesy  even 
by  the  legislators,  while  the  praying  band  made  life  a  burden  to 
the  honorable  women,  and  by  insult  and  exclamations  too  un- 
pleasant to  print,  fairly  drove  them  away  from  Montgomery, 
indignant  and  full  of  sadness,  tearful  and  disgusted.  Women 
who  had  been  honored  by  a  whole  Nation,  by  Emporors  and 
King.s,  in  trying  to  save  the  public  schools  of  their  home  city 


from  ruin  by  this  prohibition  craze,  treated  in  their  home  State 
as  though  they  were  criminals. 

It  is  this  state  of  things  which  makes  Alabama  in  a  class  by 
her.self,  it  deadens  any  enthusiasm  towards  making  her  a  greater 
and  more  growing  commonwealth,  puts  the  crank" and  the  emo- 
tional looker  after  other  people's  morals  on  the  high  pedestal, 
snubs  and  insults  the  great  and  good  and  high  born,  and  makes 
the  grand  city  of  Mobile  look  forward  from  day  to  day  for  the 
inevitable  slump  in  business,  and  causes  every  man  to  wonder  if 
he  is  actually  alive,  and  in  his  right  mind,  or  whether  everybody 
has  gone  "daffv."' 


Labeling  of  Whiskey  Will  Come  Up  in  Court 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  advices  state  that  Government  of- 
ficers in  close  touch  Avith  the  situation  now  predict  that 
the  question  of  the  power  of  the  Government  to  prescribe  the 
methods  of  labeling  of  Avhisky  will  be  brought  up  before  the 
courts  in  positive  form  as  soon  as  it  is  attempted  to  put  into 
effect  the  new  rules  relating  to  the  action  of  internal  revenue 
agents.  The  rules  are  to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  of  July  next, 
and  have  aroused  the  sharpest  antagonism  among  the  distilling 
interests.  An  injunction  against  the  Treasury  restraining  it 
from  employing  the  new  instructions  is  predicted  as  the  form 
in  Avliich  the  subject  Avill  actually  get  before  the  courts  and 
application.  As  such  an  injunction  is  expected  to  be  made  by 
.some  one  of  the  distillers  who  are  represented  here  through 
coimsel  and  regularly  stationed  in  Wa.shington.  If  possible,  an 
understanding  as  to  a  test  case  Avill,  hoAvever,  be  sought  Avith 
the  administration,  in  order  that  pending  the  decision  there  may 
be  no  cessation  in  the  process  of  marking  and  branding  Avhisky 
at  the  several  distilleries. 

It  is  anticipated  that  meauAvhile  there  Avill  be  a  great  deal  of 
branding  of  Avhisky  on  the*  old  system  in  order  that  distillers 
may  get  their  product  unquestionably  available  for  use  labeled 
or  marked  as  "whisky,''  and  not  as  "imitation  Avhisky,"  as 
directed  to  be  done  in  certain  cases  under  the  new  rules.  The 
distillers  are  Aery  mucli  distui'bed  over  the  situation,  and  pro- 
test that  they  consider  the  regulations  unjust  and  destructive  to 
business.

"The  last  vintage  Avas  a  little  larger  than  that  of  1906,  but  not 
nearly  so  abimdant  as  the  faAorable  Aveather  in  the  spring  of  the 
year  encouraged  us  to  expect.  The  fine  Aveather  of  the  spring 
Avas  folloAA-ed  by  an  exceptionally  dry  summer,  Avhich  shriveled 
the  grapes  and  considerably  shortened  the  yield.

"We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  continued  increase  in  the 
denmnd  for  medium  and  high  class  sherries. 

"Shipments  from  Cadiz  for  the  year  to  all  countries  amounted 
to  36,339  butts." 

Port — Our  Oporto  House  reports : 

"The  Aveather  in  the  Douro  during  the  summer  Avas  very  hot, 
Avith  hardly  any  rain  imtil  just  befoi'e  the  vintage,  AA-hich  was 
very  late  and  shoAvery.  The  quantity  produced  was  about  the 
same  as  in  1906,  and  prices  Avere  higher  although  the  quality 
.shoAved  less  body,  color,  and  ripeness  than  in  1906.  The  Aveather 
since  then  has  been  favorable  for  the  coming  vintage. 

"Shipments  from  Oporto  to  all  parts  in  1907  were  102,473, 
against  105,354  pipes  in  1906."

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The  Conflict  in  the  Northwest 


IN  the  Astoria  election  cases  before  the  Couuty  Court,  the 
Prohibitionists  were  defeated  by  Judge  McBride  of  St. 
Helena  quashing  the  writ  of  mandamus,  and  sustaining  the 
action  of  the  County  Court  in  deciding  that  signers  have  a  right 
to  withdraw  from  a  petition.  This  means  there  Avill  be  no 
election  on  local  option  in  precincts  2  and  3  on  June  1st,  as 
sufficient  signers  Avithdrew  their  names  from  the  petition  to 
render  it  void. 


incorporating  Stay  ton  and  Sublimity  with  a  number  of  "dry"f 
precincts,  so  as  to  have  a  preponderance  of  total  abstinence 
votes.  The  matter  was  taken  into  the  courts  and  County  Judgei 
Scott  decided  in  favor  of  the  petition  embracing  the  larger  dis 
trict.  Therefore  it  is  expected  that  Stayton  and  Sublimity  will 
be  overrun  by  the  Prohibitionists  and  swamped  with  cold  water 
inebriates.  r. 


The  cold  Avater  cranks  of  Cornelius  and  South  Forest  Grove 
precincts,  Oregon,  have  decided  to  unite  in  their  efforts  to  expel 
saloons.  It  is  desired  to  make  a  "dry"  town  of  Cornelius  on 
June  1st  and  the  Prohibitionists  of  that  burg  expect  the  help 
of  the  South  Forest  Grove  precinct,  which  has  been  for  years 
past  in  favor  of  local  option. 


According  to  the  request  of  the  Oregon  Brewers'  Association, 
saloons  in  Portland  Avill  be  restricted  hereafter  to  the  district !^ 
in  Avhich  they  are  now  located,  and  no  saloons  can  be  established 
elsewhere.  The  association  is  said  to  ha^-e  made  this  requRt 
for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  the  opening  of  saloons  in  resi- 
dence districts  where  they  are  not  desired. 


Property  owners  at  SeavicAV,  Washington,  are  opposing  the 
opening  of  a  saloon  at  that  summer  resort,  which  has  hitherto 
got  along  with  the  nearest  saloon  a  mile  and  a  half  aAvay. 


A  bitter  fight  is  being  waged  on  the  prohibition  question  in 
Douglas  County,  Oregon,  between  the  wets  and  the  drys.  The 
liquor  men  are  making  their  fight  on  the  grounds  that  dry  toAvns 
are  deserted  towns,  and  immense  posters,  giving  views  of  Kan- 
sas towns  Avith  one  hundred  or  more  vacant  houses  are  dis- 
played. This  is  accompanied  by  the  statement  of  a  county  clerk 
of  that  State,  shoAving  the  bankruptcy  and  ruin  Avhich  have 
foUoAved  in  the  Avake  of  prohibition.  The  claim  is  made  that 
more  AAhisky  is  being  sold  in  dry  precincts  noAV  than  before  the 
law  went  into  effect,  and  the  loss  of  revenue  is  demonstrated  ia 
the  "wet"  arguments. 


By  the  adoption  of  a  local  option  plank  at  Spokane,  the 
Republican  party  is  believed  to  have  placed  the  Democrats  of 
King  County  between  the  devil  and  the  deep  sea.  As  a  local 
paper  puts  it,  "for  them  to  folloAv  the  lead  of  the  G.  O.  P. 
would  be  perilous  and  to  refuse  to  do  so  Avould  be  fraught  with 
equal  danger."  George  Ryan,  secretary  of  the  King  County 
Club,  is  being  besieged  by  a  veritable  army  of  individuals,  op- 
po.sed  to  the  anti-liquor  plank,  urging  them  to  get  proxies  for 
them  so  that  they  can  go  to  Spokane  and  help  stem  the  tide  of 
prohibition. 


A  petition  bearing  800  signatures  has  been  filed  asking  that 
the  prohibition  question  be  placed  before  the  voters  of  Umatilla 
County,  Oregon,  at  the  June  election.  |

The  Democratic  State  Convention,  recently  in  session  at 
Spokane,  Washington,  after  a  stormy  session,  adopted  by  a  tAA  o 
to  one  A'ote  a  plank  declaring  for  the  submission  to  A'oters  of  a 
constitutional  amendment  forbidding  the  sale  and  manufacture 
of  .spirituous  liquors.  Whether  by  OA'ersight  or  design  no  men 
tion  is  nmde  of  beer  or  wine. 


The  Knights  of  Columbus  of  Seattle,  Washington,  have  sta' 
ed  a  campaign  to  do  aAvay  Avith  bar-room  treating.    The  Knights, 
by  the  action  of  their  councils,  agree,  individually  and  colleclt- 
ively,  to  froAvn  upon  this  custom.     This  proposal  Avas  indorse! 
by  Archbishop  Christie  and  met  the  approval  of  Bishop  O'Dea. 

The  dramatic  and  unexpected  feature  of  the  Washington'! 
Republican  State  ConA'ention,  recently  held  in  Spokane,  was 
the  adoption  of  a  local  option  plank  by  a  A'ote  of  50G  to  258.  It 
was  as  follows:  "This  couA'ention  records  itself  in  faAor  of  a 
reasonable  local  option  bill,  to  be  enacted  by  the  next  legis 
lature."  iJ 

At  Salem,  Oregon,  the  ncAv  ordinance  has  gone  into  effect, 
requiring  that  the  front  of  all  saloons  shall  be  open  in  such  a|j| 
manner  that  persons  on  the  sidcAvalk  may  haA'c  a  full  and  nn  ' 
interrupted  view  of  the  bar-room.  It  Avas  passed  in  compliance 
Avith  the  demands  of  Mayor  Rodgers,  Avho  consented  to  the  re 
duction  of  tlie  liquor  license  from  flOOO  to  |700  upon  this  con- 
dition. 


We  learn  from  the  iloscoAV  ^tar  that  John  Smith  and  De 
Bogai-t  of  Spokane,  Avho  recently  took  an  option  on  the  Thello- 
soow  brcAving  plant,  have  been  in  that  city  attending  to  matters 
incident  Avith  organization  of  a  ncAV  company  to  establish  ; 
large  brcAving,  malting  and  ice  manufactiiring  plant  at  Moscow . 
Prominent  Spokane  capitalists  are  believed  to  be  interested  h: 
this  project. 


The  decision  of  the  County  Court  in  the  legal  tangle  existiuu 
in  the  matter  of  the  Prohibitionists'  petitions,  is  in  favor  of  tlu' 
saloon  interests.  Error.s,  it  is  held  by  Judge  Webster,  iuA'alidate 
all  local  option  petitions  filed.  The  petition  for  the  submission 
of  the  liquor  question  on  the  entire  East  Side  at  Portland,  On 
gon,  Avith  the  exception  of  precinct  51,  Avas  one  of  those  defeated.  | 
What  the  definite  result  of  the  court's  rulings  Avill  be,  cannot 
be  predicted,  and  Avill  only  be  demonstrated  by  the  election 
itself. 


A  Crisis  in  Oregon 


The  precincts  of  Stayton  and  Sublimity,  Oregon,  are  to  be 
forc(!d  into  the  "dry"  line  by  outside  votes.  These  communities 
are  in  faA'or  of  saloons,  and  filed  a  petition  to  be  allowed  to  vote 
on  the  local  option  question.     Later  the  Antis  filed  a  petition 


PROHIBITION  elections  have  been  called  in  28  different 
counties  in  Oregon,  and  in  consequence  the  outlook  causes 
liquor  dealers  much  alarm.    The  ruin  of  their  business  is  staring 
them  in  the  face,  and  they  say  they  Avould  dread  State  prohi- 
bition far  less,  since  many  persons  Avho  Avould  oppose  turning  I 
the  State  dry,  are  Avilling  to  prohibit  liquor  .selling  in  their  home] 
precinct  or  county.  The  all  dry  counties  are  now  Benton,  Curry,! 
Lane,  Lincoln,  Linn,  Sherman,  Tillamook,  AValloAva  and  Yam- 
hill, Avhile  Grant,  Harney,  Josephine,  Klamath,  Polk  and  Wa.sh- 
ington  are  all  wet.     Other  counties,  excepting  one,  have  dry 
precincts.    The  election  takes  place  June  1st,  and  trade  interests 
are  combining  to  make  the  best  fight  po.ssible  under  the  circum- 
stances. 
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Washington  Republicans  for  Prohibition 

Spokane,  Wash.,  May  14. — The  dramatic  and  unexpected  fea- 
ture of  the  Waslimgton  Republican  State  Convention  today  was 
lie  adoption  of  a  local  option  plank,  by  a  vote  of  506  to  258.  A 
minority  report,  signed  by  only  four  of  the  thirty-seven  members 
if  the  platform  committee,  declared :  "This  convention  records 
[itself  in  favor  of  a  reasonable  local  option  bill  to  be  enacted  by 
'the  next  Legislature,''  and  it  was  adopted  with  loud  cheers.

They  must  be  taught  that 
prohibition  can  not  be  defended  on  religious  grounds.  They 
must  be  taught  that  it  can  not  be  defended  on  moral  grounds. 
They  must  be  brought  to  a  realization  of  the  value  of  personal 
liberty.  They  must  be  shown  the  peril  of  placing  the  power  of 
government  in  the  hands  of  fanatics  and  political  manipulators. 
They  must  be  shown  the  folly  of  throwing  away  revenue  from  a 
lawful  business  and  substituting  for  it  the  expense  of  trying  to 
enforce  a  law  that  can  not  be  enforced;  a  law  that  creates  law- 
breakers; a  law  that  robs  law-abiding  distillers  and  brewers 
and  dealers,  and  gives  big  i>roflts  to  illicit  distillers  and  brewers 
and  dealers ;  a  law  that  prevents  the  patronage  of  lawful  home 
industry ;  a  law  that  begets  the  bribery  of  public  servants  and 
makes  sneaks  and  hypocrites  of  the  people.  The  voters  must  be 
taught  that  prohibition  is  not  a  cure  for  lawlessness  but  a  crea- 
tor of  lawlessness;  that  it  does  not  prevent  drunkenness  but  in- 
creases drunkenness;  that  it  does  not  protect  children  and 
drunkards,  but  caters  to  their  desires.  They  should  be  taught 
that  regulation  is  as  far  as  law  can  go  in  the  work  of  temper- 
ance; that  temperance  must  be  taught  and  can  never  be  legis- 
lated. 

They  myst  be  taught  that  the  liquor  problem  must  be  solved 
by  law  that  can  be  enforced  and  that  the  only  kind  of  liquor 
law  that  can  be  enforced  must  be  based  on  public  sentiment. 
They  must  be  taught  that  a  people  that  drink  two  billion  gal- 
lons of  alcoholic  beverages  are  not  in  favor  of  the  abolition  of 
the  beverage  busine.ss.  They  must  be  taught  that  the  legitimate 
trade  is  sincerely  advocating  these  things: 

Absolute  obedience  to  law. 

The  removal  of  the  liquor  business  from  politics. 

The  remoA'al  of  the  lawless  element  from  the  liquor  business. 

The  enacting  of  laws  that  must  be  obeyed ;  that  Avill  take  the 
liquor  dealer  out  of  politics;  that  will  represent  the  will  of  the 
]»eople;  that  will  take  the  lawless  element  out  of  the  liquor  busi- 
ness, and  will  be  enforced. 

Such  laws  are  embodied  in  model  licen.se  law.  Such  a  plat- 
form is  advocated  by  the  National  Model  License  League.

Some  of  the  finest  wines  are  produced  upon  the  lands  border- 
ing the  Mosel  River  in  Prussia,  which  vineyards  have,  fortun- 
ately, as  yet  escaped  the  infection.  It  is  feared,  however,  that 
they  may  also  be  subject  to  this  danger,  and  on  that  account  the 
Prussian  Government  is  taking  steps  to  carry  on  experiments 
looking  to  the  annihilation  of  this  serious  and  costly  pest. 

These  contemplated  measures  consist  in  destroying  all  the 
vines  along  a  narrow  strip  in  northern  Lorraine,  which  would 
separate  the  vineyards  from  those  of  the  Mosel  district  in  Prus- 
sia, in  this  way  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  the  infection  spread- 
ing to  that  section,  as  well  as  to  save  a  considerable  part  of  the 
vineyards  in  northern  Lorraine,  which  have  as  yet  not  been 
affected. 


Motors  for  Viticulture 


THE  application  of  motors  for  agricultural  purposes,  and 
especially  for  viticulture,  is  attracting  considerable  atten- 
tion in  Europe.  In  view  of  this  fact  the  international  competi- 
tion for  motor  machinery  for  viticulture  to  be  held  at  Palermo, 
Italy,  the  coming  autumn  is  interesting.  A  royal  decree  sets 
forth  that  the  machine  adjudged  the  best  will  be  aAvarded  the 
diploma  and  about  |2000,  and  that  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
will  purchase  two  of  this  class.  The  sec(md  prize  consists  of  a 
gold  medal  and  about  $600.  Application  for  admission  must  be 
sent  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  not  later  than 
August  15,  and  the  machines  or  apparatus  must  reach  Palermo 
by  the  16th  of  October. 


Consul  William  J.  Pike  makes  the  following  report  from 
Kehl  on  the  insect  troubles  which  endanger  German  vineyards : 

The  destruction  of  vineyards  by  the  annual  appearance  of 
insects  affects  the  Avine-growing  districts  of  Alsace-Lorraine 
more  than  any  other  part  of  Germany,  it  is  claimed.  A  year  ago 
the  vineyards  seemed  to  promise  the  best  yield  for  many  years, 
when  suddenly  these  destructive  insects,  which  are  peculiar  to 
these  vines,  proved  so  disastrous  that  the  wine  business  had  a 
perceptible  slump.  No  efforts  have  been  spared  to  eradicate 
this  great  scourge,  but  to  date  no  effectual  remedy  has  been 
found,  for  the  area  infected  is  constantly  on  the  increase. 

Ill  Alsace-Lorraine  a  conservative  estimate  places  the  area  in- 
flicted at  one-fifth  of  all  the  vines  in  tillage.  In  Lorraine  at- 
tempts have  been  made  to  root  out  this  evil  by  the  complete  de- 
struction of  all  the  vines  thus  affected,  but  this  method  has  be- 
come recognized  as  useless.  The  experiment  of  transplanting 
vines  from  America  will  soon  be  given  a  more  thorough  test. 
From  the  experiments  already  made  along  this  line,  it  is  thought 


To  Make  Unfermented  Grape  Juice  at  Lodi 


Preparations  are  being  made  to  establish  a  large  plant  for 
the  manufacture  of  unfermented  grape  juice  at  Lodi,  and  the 
parties  most  interested  in  the  proposition  say  that  it  will  be 
completed  and  in  operation  by  the  time  the  coining  grape  crop 
is  ready.  The  object  is  to  use  the  culls  and  grapes  that  can  not 
be  otherwise  disposed  of  in  making  the  new  beverage,  Avhich  is 
becoming  quite  a  fad  all  over  the  country,  as  it  can  be  sold  in  all 
prohibition  localities.  It  is  expected  that  about  |;100,000  will  be 
put  into  the  plant.  Cochran  Brothers,  of  Ncav  York,  are  pro- 
moting the  deal.

Wine  Prices  Reduced 


I  UST  as  we  were  going  to  press  P.  C.  Rossi,  President  of  the 
J  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  informed  a  representative  of  this  paper 
that  "on  account  of  the  condition  of  the  market,  keen  competition, 
and  prospect  of  another  bountiful  crop,  prices  on  all  wines  have 
been  reduced  from  2%  cents  to  5  cents,  according  to  quality,  and 
the  future  will  have  to  take  care  of  itself.  That  means,"  said  Mr. 
Rossi,  "that  if  present  conditions  continue  there  may  be  some  fur- 
ther reduction  in  prices." 


DRY  WINES : — There  is  nothing  new  to  be  said  of  the  situ- 
ation. Business  is  jogging  along  with  a  more  than  season- 
able quietness.  Exports  of  wine  by  sea  were  of  fair  volume, 
the  totals  being  433  cases-^and  627,740  gallons,  valued  at 
.^205,249. 

Imports  by  sea  were  1,722  cases,  54  barrels  and  31  casks. 
Imports  by  rail  in  bond  were  512  cases  and  one  cask. 


THE  VINES: — Reports  from  the  various  districts  make  the 
outlook  very  good  for  a  standard  crop  of  grapes.  A  small 
amount  of  damage  has  been  done  by  frost  to  the  vines  in 
Na]>a  County,  and  some  injury  from  the  same  cause  in  the  low 
lying  districts  of  Sonoma  County.  In  the  south  the  vines  have 
escaped  and  are  looking  well,  warranting  a  conclusion  that 
tliis  year's  crop  of  grapes  will  equal,  if  it  does  not  exceed, 
early  expectations.  As  a  Avhole,  the  damage  that  has  been 
done  by  frost  is  slight  and  1908  should  prove  a  good  grape  year. 


SWEET  WINES  : — ilarket  remains  unchanged.    The  produc- 
tion in  the  first  district  during  April,  the  closing  month  of 
tlie  season,  consisted  only  of  3,738.26  gallons. 
Production  in  fourth  district  was  (no  report). 


BRANDY: — There  is  nothing  new  to  be  said,  conditions  re- 
maining as  they  have  been  for  some  time  past.  Produc- 
tion in  the  first  district,  during  April,  including  brandy  used 
for  fortification,  was  10,623.1  tax  gallons.  In  the  fourth  district 
the  output  Avas  (no  report). 


WHISKEY: — Business  continues  quiet  and  this  is  more 
marked  in  the  city  than  in  the  interior.  As  the  season 
is  at  hand  when  everybody  that  can  do  so  goes  to  the  country 
'or  one,  two,  or  three  months,  the  dull  season  will,  as  usual, 
lie  with  us  until  the  i-eturn  of  the  vacationers.  Exports  by 
sea  were  of  nominal  volume,  the  totals  being  1,080  cases,  2,092 
.!j;allons,  of  the  value  of  |10,058.  Imports  by  sea  were  460  cases. 
I>y  rail,  in  bond,  946  ca.ses  and  5%  casks.  Mscellaneous  exports 
were  387  cases,  5  kegs,  and  29  barrels,  valued  at  $5,962. 


IMPORTATIONS: -As  in  all  other  lines  trade  is  slack  with 
*  the  importers.  Imports  were  of  more  than  usual  volume,  as 
will  he  seen  by  the  following  figures :

Imports  by  sea  were  290  cases,  237  barrels 
and  106  kegs;  Ale,  166  cases;  by  rail  in  bond,  40  cases;  70 
cases  Stout,  73  cases  Ale.

TOTAL  abstinence  advocates,  who  are  trying  to  interfere  with 
civilization  in  Butte  County,  California,  and  threaten  to 
overrun  it  with  tluiir  fanatical  doctrines,  lately  got  a  deserved 
setback.  They  called  upon  the  County  Boai-d  of  Supervisors 
and  demanded  that  an  election  be  called  to  settle  the  liquor 
question. 

They  wei'e  informed  tiiat  the  Board  declined  to  call  the  elec- 
tion until  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  incorporated  cities 
Avould  promise  to  do  so,  too.  Of  course  when  they  found  that 
they  could  not  have  their  own  way,  and  that  the  Board  declined 
to  make  two  bites  at  a  cherry,  these  intemperate  temperance 
agitators  had,  as  usual,  recourse  to  abuse  and  threats.  This 
aroused  the  ire  of  the  Supervisors,  who  very  properly  informed 
the  enraged  cranks  tliat  the  Trustees  would  do  what  was  right 
in  spite  of  threats. 


The  Anti-Saloon  League  was  successful  in  the  Kingsburg 
election  recently  held  to  determine  the  question  of  incorpora- 
tion. The  decision  Avas  2  to  1  in  favor  of  incorporation,  and  a 
Board  of  Trustees  was  elected  composed  entirely  of  "dry  town" 
men.  Kingsburg  is  the  second  city  in  Fresno  County  to  go 
"drv." 


The  San  Diego  Council  lias  voted  to  increase  the  license  of 
saloons  for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue,  and  orders  the  clos- 
ing of  the  so-called  "temperance  resorts."  The  City  Attorney 
was  instructed  to  draw  up  a  schedule  of  the  kinds  of  business 
required  to  pay  license  in  other  cities,  in  order  that  the  Council 
may  have  the  necessary  data  to  work  upon. 


A  telegram  from  Honolulu  states  that  the  recent  Government 
order  barring  the  admission  of  sake  adulterated  with  salicytic 
acid  hits  that  port  hard  and  will  be  severely  felt  all  over  Hawaii. 
Honolulu  imports  more  sake  than  all  the  rest  of  the  United 
States  put  together,  and  there  are  many  large  firms  both  Ameri- 
can and  Japanese  amo'ng  the  importers. 


The  Mayfield  prohibition  cranks,  not  satisfied  with  having  no 
saloons  in  that  town,  have  now  rescinded  the  licenses  of  the  two 
wholesale  liquor  establishments  there,  forbid  the  Mayfield  brew- 
eries selling  in  wholesale  (juantities,  and  have  refused  to  license 
beer  wagons  from  neighboring  towns.    Mayfield  is  indeed  "dry." 


The  Prohibitionists  were  badly  beaten  at  the  Lodi  election  by 
the  combination  of  grape  growers  and  retail  liquor  dealers. 
Excitement  ran  very  high,  and  the  movement  in  favor  of  licens- 
ing saloons  was  carried  by  342  votes  as  against  232  for  pro- 
hibition. The  grape  growers,  believing  that  a  "dry"  town 
would  damage  their  busines.s,  rendered  valuable  assistance. 


It  is  expected  that  the  Placerville  Trustees  will  raise  the  cost 
of  licenses  from  |30  to  f 40  a  quarter.  Also  to  close  saloons  from 
midnight  to  5  a.  m.,  outside  the  New  Year,  Christmas  and 
Fourth  of  July  holidavs. 


Stanislaus  (J!ounty,  with  the  exception  of  the  City  of  Oakdale, 
is  now  entirely  dry  from  Saturday  until  Monday,  and  it  is 
expected  that  Oakdale  will  soon  pass  a  Sunday-closing  law.  As 
a  similar  law  is:  in  force -in  San  Joaquin  County,  it  is  now 


impossible  to  buy  liquor  on  Sunday  from  Sacramento  to  MerceJ, 


Nevada  City  has  decided  against  a  proposed  Sunday-closing 
ordinance  by  an  overwhelming  vote  of  its  citizens.  Great  energ\ 
was  displayed  in  getting  voters  to  the  polls,  and  no  such  excite- 
ment has  been  witnessed  in  that  city  for  forty  years.  The  vote 
stood  428  against  and  156  for  Sunday  closing. 


After  July  10th  next  saloons  will  close  at  Chico  over  Sunday,  \ 
according  to  the  laAv  recently  passed  by  the  Trustees.  Attorney 
G.  R.  Kennedy,  representing  the  retail  liquor  dealers,  failed  in. 
his  efforts  to  prevent  the  passage  of  the  new  ordinance.  The 
Prohibitionists  are  boasting  that  this  is  the  beginning  of  the 
end,  and  that  they  will  ultimately  make  Chico  a  "dry"  city. 


A  telegram  from  Ontario,  California,  states  that  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  Trustees  another  amendment  was  passed  to  the 
liquor  ordinance  whereby  the  sale  of  liquors  "containing  alcohol 
in  any  quantity  whatever,"  is  henceforth  prohibited. 


JIayor  Lewis  Lehman  of  Matoon,  111.,  has  resigned.  AVhih 
an  advocate  of  total  abstinence,  he  objects  to  be  chief  executive 
of  a  town  without  money.  He  declares  that  Avhen  the  people 
voted  to  close  saloons  they  also  drove  away  a  yearly  reveniK 
of  $10,000.  This  will  completely  cripple  the  finances  of  the  city, 
and  he  therefore  declines  to  remain  in  office. 


It  is  stated  from  Reno  that  the  lucky  Nevadans  are  to  liave 
cheap  beer.  It  is  believed  that  the  new  ice  and  cold  storage 
plant  now  being  erected  in  that  city  is  for  the  purpose  of  freez 
ing  out  competition  in  the  beer  business.  It  belongs  to  a  St. 
Louis  brewing  firm  which  intends  to  ship  its  products  to  Keuo, 
keep  them  in  cold  storage,  and  cut  prices  until  it  controls  th( 
market. 


Evidently  the  English  people  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the 
necessity  of  protecting  home  industries.  Recently  a  mass  meet 
ing  of  fifty  thousand  people,  interested  in  the  hop  industry, 
passed  resolutions  in  favor  of  imposing  a  duty  of  |10  on  every 
hundredweight  of  imported  hops.  This  action  was  taken  to  pre 
vent  "the  ruin  of  the  industry  through  the  dumping  of  American 
hops  in  England." 


We  learn  from  the  City  of  Mexico  Herald  that  on  May  8tli 
Chihuahua  was  visited  by  a  fire  which  destroyed  the  brewery. 
The  loss  is  estimated  at  |152,000. 


They  Must  Have  It 

THE  Redlands  Trustees  have  adopted  a  new  liquor  ordinance 
Axhich  provides  that  whisky  may  be  sold  at  drug  stores 
under  permits  given  by  the  Trustees  without  any  restriction  as 
to  the  purposes  for  wliich  it  is  to  be  used,  if  more  than  one  pint 
is  bought.  If  quantities  less  than  one  pint  is  purchased,  it  is 
necessary  to  have  a  physician's  prescription.  The  druggist  lias 
to  put  up  a  |400  cash  bond  when  he  gets  the  permit,  and  this 
is  forfeited  if  he  in  any  way  disobeys  the  various  requirements 
of  the  ordinance.  Tliis  new  departure  has  made  the  Trustees 
extremely  poi)ular,  particularly  witli  the  druggists,  except,  of 
course,  with  the  Prohibitionists,  Avho  are  all  disgusted  at  the 
new  ordinance. 
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Obituary 


L.  Jockers 


rHii  sudden  death  of  L.  Jockers,  president  of  the  Napa  and 
Sonoma  Wine  Company  of  this  city,  on  May  12th,  came  as  a 
;reat  shock  to  his  many  friends  and  acquaintances.  On  what 
)roved  to  be  his  final  trip  to  the  Northwest  he  became  a  victim 
if  toxine  poisoning  and  returned  to  his  honu?  a  doomed  man. 
Ml  efforts  were  made  to  countei'act  the  effects  of  the  poison,  but 
.vitliout  success,  he  failed  rapidly  and  died  from  heart  failure, 
uduced  by  the  toxine. 

Mr.  Jockers  was  a  young  man,  being  only  38  years  old  at  the 
ime  of  his  passing.  His  birth-place  was  Kehl,  ou  the  Rhine, 
ipposite  Strasburg.     He  came  to  San  Francisco  in  1891   and

became  identified  with  the  Napa  Valley  Wine  Company  in 
1893,  E.  C.  Priber  being  then  the  head  of  the  institution.  AVheu 
the  latter  company  became  a  part  of  the  California  Wine 
Association  the  deceased  went  to  the  Association,  whei"e  he 
lenuiined  two  years,  a  valued  and  highly  r(;spected  employee. 
Withdrawing  from  the  Wine  Association,  he  joined  with  E.  C. 
Priber  in  founding  the  Napa  and  Sonoma  Wine  Company,  of 
which  he  later  became  the  head  and  front.  This  institution, 
largely  through  his  fine  business  ciualifications,  enterprise  and 
I'nergy,  prospered  highly  and  at  the  time  of  the  great  fire 
was  one  of  the  largest  independent  wine  houses  in  the  country. 
Mr.  Jocker's  early  death  is  attributed  by  his  friends  to  over- 


work, as  a  result  of  the  destruction  of  the  city.  As  an  illustra- 
tion of  his  business  qualities  it  may  be  stated  that  while  San 
Francisco  was  still  burning  he  succeeded  in  getting  into  the 
country,  where  he  covered  all  the  leading  wine  districts,  buying 
wine  with  which  to  resume  operations.  Mr.  Priber  at  that  time 
was  on  his  Avay  to  Europe,  having  retired  from  commercial 
life,  and  the  whole  burden  of  the  struggle  fell  upon  the  young 
president.  He  conducted  an  enormous  and  profitable  trade,  but 
continuously  overestimated  his  strength,  notwithstanding  the 
advice  of  his  physician  and  relatives.  The  inevitable  result 
followed — he  was  unable  to  withstand  attacks  of  disease. 

It  is  too  bad  that  we  have  to  lose  young  men  of  his  calibre 
and  character.  He  had  everything  to  live  for;  fine  prospects, 
was  happily  married,  and  a  father  of  two  children.  He  was 
certainly  a  real  loss  to  the  Avine  industry,  because  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  one  of  the  few  young  men  prominently  identified 
with  it,  who  promised  to  come  to  the  fore.  His  wife  was  the 
daughter  of  jMr.  E.  C.  Priber,  /whose  business  it  will  be  to 
make  a  disposition  of  the  interests  of  the  Napa  and  Sonoma 
WMne  Company.

Death  of  Joseph  Chavet,  Veteran  Wine  Man 


A  S  we  go  to  press  a  di.spatch  from  Santa  Rosa,  under  date  of 
^~^  May  22,  .says :  The  death  of  Joseph  Chauvet  of  Glen  Ellen 
occurred  this  morning.

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Frost  Causes  Losses  in  Sonoma  Vineyards 


Santa  Rosa^  May  11. — Word  was  received  in  this  city  today 
of  a  severe  frost  Avliich  visited  the  vineyards  in  the  vicinity  of 
Pine  Mountain  in  this  county  last  Friday  morning.  The  frost 
was  so  heavy  that  the  grapevines  were  terribly  burned,  and 
growers  state  that  in  many  i)laces  there  Avill  be  a  loss  of  fully  50 
per  cent  of  the  crop.  This  will  be  felt  the  more  from  the  fact 
that  the  damage  was  in  the  vineyards  of  the  high  altitudes, 
where  the  best  wine  grapes  are  grown  and  from  which  the  most 
costlv  wines  are  made. 


Grape  Growers  in  Association 


SAN  BERNARDINO,  May  20.— The  grape  growers  of  San 
Bernardino  Count^^  met  this  afternoon  in  the  Stewart  Hotel 
in  this  city  and  took  energetic  action  towards  the  formation  of  a 
mutual  association  for  the  purpose  of  pooling  interests  for  the 
marketing  of  grapes  and  for  the  ultimate  purpose  of  finally  or- 
ganizing a  mutual  company  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  asso- 
ciation winery. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  attend  to  the  preliminaries  pre- 
ceding the  organization  and  D.  Walter  Evans  of  Devore,  and 
Kirk  Phillips  of  Del  Rosa,  were  continued  as  the  permanent 
president  and  secretary,  respectively.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
grape  growers  was  held  last  spring  and  Mr.  Evans  and  Mr. 
Phillips  were  appointed  to  canvass  the  county  and  sound  the 
growers  as  to  the  formation  of  an  association.  They  reported 
to  the  general  meeting  to-day  that  they  met  with  unanimous 
encouragement  and  it  is  expected  that  nearly  every  grower  in 
the  county  will  be  a  member  of  the  new  association. 


The  valley  Avas  visited  by  quite  a  frost  Friday  night  and  some 
damage  was  done  to  the  vineyards,  especially  those  about  Calis- 
toga  and  also  on  Howell  mountain.  In  this  vicinity  and  further 
down  the  valley  the  frost  was  light  and  the  damage  reported  is 
very  slight.  Crop  prospects  here  at  present  are  very  bright. — 
St.  Helena  Star. 


The  Senate  of  West  Virginia  defeated  the  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendment  to  prevent  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alco- 
holic liquors  in  the  State  by  a  vote  of  nineteen  to  fourteen.  The 
House  had  already  passed  the  bill.  This  kills  prohibition  in 
West  Virginia. 


Want  Tax  on  Wine  and  Beer  Removed  in  State 


SANTA  ROSA,  May  3. — At  this  afternoon's  meeting  of  the 
new  Viticidtural  Club,  organized  in  this  city  yesterday,  ttie 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  the  next  Logis 
lature  the  passage  of  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  tha 
wine,  cider  and  beer  shall  be  permitted  to  be  freely  distributed 
to  the  people  of  the  State  free  from  the  payment  of  any  license, 
and  that  such  non-intoxicating  beverages  shall  not  be  affected 
by  any  prohibition  laws  or  regulations  of  any  town,  city  or 
county  in  the  State  of  California. 

"Resolved,-  That  we  recommend  the  organization  of  a  grapt 
growers'  club  in  every  grape-growing  district  of  this  State  for 
the  purpose  of  devising  ways  and  means  to  organize  a  campaip 
of  education  throughout  the  United  States  in  order  to  educate 
the  American  people  to  the  use  of  light  table  wine  at  their  meals 
and  thus  forever  drive  out  of  our  country  the  evil  of  drunken- 
ness." 


Wine  Men  Given  All  Their  Desires 


WASHINGTON,  May  11.— Practically  all  the  concessi(ms 
asked  for  by  the  California  sweet-wine  men  have  been 
granted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  wlio  has 
signed  the  amended  regulations  and  sent  them  to  Captain  Wil- 
liams, one  of  his  deputies,  to  be  thoroughly  scanned  before  being 
sent  to  the  printer. 

The  regulations  make  a  pamphlet  of  over  sixty  pages,  and  as 
the  printing  fund  of  the  Treasury  is  |30,000  short,  it  is  likely 
that  they  will  not  be  ready  for  distribution  until  some  time  in 
July  or  August.  However,  the  wine  men  may  rest  content  that 
their  contentions  have  been  recognized  as  just  and  that  they 
will  get  practically  everything  they  have  asked  for.  In  their 
fight  they  have  had  the  aid  of  Collector  Muenter  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 


Grapes  Badly  Hurt 

According  to  George  C.  Husm^n,  Government  pomologist,  in 
charge  of  the  experimental  vineyards  which  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  established  in  California,  the  recent  frosts  liave 
damaged  the  grape  crop  in  nearly  every  district  which  he  has  so 
far  visited  in  a  hurried  trip  throughout  the  State.  Husman, 
who  is  here  doing  experimental  work,,  states  that  he  is  of  the 
opinion  that  next  year's  crop  will  be  materially  reduced  by  the 
weather  conditions  which  have  prevailed  of  late.

The  present 
license  in  that  city  is  |50  per  month. 


The  Socialists'  National  Convention,  held  this  month  at  Chi- 
cago, unintentionally  endor.sed  prohibition.

The  Contest  in  England 


WHILE  the  crazy  cold  water  fanatics  are  wrecking  many 
material  and  important  industries  in  this  country  by 
their  attacks  upon  the  wine,  spirit  and  beer  trade,  an  attempt 
to  pass  a  licensing  act  in  the  Hritish  Parliament,  prejudicial  to 
the  brewing  interests,  is  being  hotly  contested  in  England. 

Mr.  Deane,  the  secretary  of  the  Central  Protective  Society  of 
London,  states  to  the  press  that  the  monster  petition  from 
Greater  London  to  be  pi'esented  to  Parliament  against  this 
licensing  bill  has  been  approximately  signed  by  750,000  people. 
It  is  evident  that  the  liberty-loving  people  of  old  England  view 
with  alarm  this  attempt  to  interfere  with  vested  rights,  and  will 
unitedly  oppose  any  legislation  tending  to  limit  individual  free- 
dom. Therefore,  it  is  very  probable  that  the  attempt  to  pass 
this  bill  Avill  cause  the  overthrow  of  the  ministry,  and  lead  to 
a  general  election.  If  this  happens  the  voice  of  the  people  will 
be  heard  in  no  uncertain  terms,  condemning  any  legislation 
antagonistic  to  one  of  the  greatest  industries  in  the  I'nited  King- 
dom, and  one  which  would  undoubtedly  greatly  decrease  the 
amount  of  internal  revenue,  thereby  rendering  heavier  direct 
taxation  necessary  to  carry  on  the  government. 

This  seems  to  lis  the  rational  view  of  the  situation,  and  one 
equally  applicable  to  this  coiuitry,  but  it  does  not  appear  that 
our  citizens  have  as  yet  opened  their  eyes  to  the  loss  of  revenue 
and  the  great  commercial  and  industrial  ruin  which  will  be 
spread  broadcast  by  this  total  abstinence  craze.  We  do  not  say 
"temperance  movement,''  because  it  is  an  intemporale  and  most 
unjustifiable  movement.  True  temperance  is  apparent  in  the 
reasonable  enjoyment  of  all  the  blessings  of  nature,  not  in  their 
cui'tailment,  and,  as  has  been  .shown  time  and  time  again,  exists 
to  the  greatest  extent  in  those  countries  Mhere  wines  and  beers 
are  most  largely  consumed.  IJoth  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
in  this  country  temperance  is  on  the  increase  because  of  the 
growing  demand  for  light  wines  and  beers,  and  is  compatible 
with  a  high  revenue,  remunerative  business  and  the  liberty  of 
the  citizen.  Under  these  circumstances  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try should  follow  the  lead  of  their  cousins  across  the  Atlantic, 
and  band  together  to  tight  all  legislation  restricting  trade  either 
in  spirits,  Avines  or  beers,  the  same  being  contrary  to  the  wish 
of  the  majority  of  our  citizens  and  not  in  accordance  with  the 
Con.stitution  of  the  United  States.

■*— '  banquet  served  in  California,  the  leading  wine-growin< 
State  of  the  Union.  Of  350,000  acres  in  vines  in  the  Unite( 
States  230,000  acres  are  in  California.  Not  only  does  the  State 
thus  miss  a  legitimate  advei-tisement  of  its  products,  but  thi 
guests  are  quite  likely  to  get  an  inferior  beverage. 

The  adulteration  of  wines  in  France  has  progressed  to  sucl 
an  extent  that  its  effects  on  the  vineyardists  not  long  ago  pro 
duced  a  revolt  which  came  near  overturning  the  government 
The  process  of  making  what  may  be  termetl  an  imitation  wint 
has  become  general  in  France.  Under  this  process  the  pomacd 
is  used  over  again  as  many  as  five  or  six  times,  being  soakci 
with  a  sugar  solution.  In  Germany,  also,  the  adulteration  d 
wine  has  become  a  flagrant  evil. 

Here,  in  California,  grapes  are  so  cheap  tk  ^  tlu-re  is  litth 
temptation  to  doctor  the  wine.  This  State  is  now  beginning  t( 
turn  out  wines  that  have  no  superior  anywhere.  Californii 
winemakers  are  beginning  to  learn  the  properties  of  various 
kinds  of  grapes,  and  also  what  kind  of  wines  can  best  be  pro 
duced  in  certain  localities.  It  is  as  unreasonable  to  expect  t 
produce  a  first-class  light  Mine,  like  French  claret  or  Kliim 
wine,  in  Southern  California,  which  has  the  climate  of  Spaii 
and  Portugal,  as  it  would  be  to  expect  to  produce  French  an* 
(Jerman  wines  in  those  countries.  The  plentiful  sunshine  pro 
duces  too  much  sugar  in  the  grape,  and  that  agaiji  produces  to' 
much  alcohol.  Southern  California  will  became  famous  for  ii 
sweet  wines — its  ports  and  sherries  and  muscatels — while  fn 
the  finest  varieties  of  "dry"  wines  we  shall  have  to  look  i 
Sonoma,  and  Napa,  and  Alameda,  and  Santa  Clara,  and  otlic 
counties  of  Northern  California. 

Meantime,  remember  that,  as  above  stated,  there  is  no  excu^ 
whatever  for  serving  at  California  banquets  European  w  inc 
Avith  the  possible  exception  of  champagne,  which  has  not  yi 
been  perfected  in  California. — Los  Angeles  Times.

}fer(ihl,  a  dispatch  from  Portland  says  that  shocking  statistic 
have  been  given  out  by  an  officer  of  the  Internal  Revenue  1)< 
partment,  showing  that  two  years  ago  the  counties  of  Oregd 
that  went  dry  had  1452  Federal  liquor  licenses,  while  afti 
being  dry  two  years  they  have  1G62,  an  increase  of  210  in  tli 
number  of  ])laces  selling  li(|uor.  Six  counties  of  the  Wester 
Oregon  district  that  went  dry  have  90  more  liquor  licenses  oi 
than  two  yeai's  ago.  Lane  County  alone  has  53  licenses,  11  > 
them  drug  stores. 

Commenting  ui)on  the  aljove  facts  the  Herald  says  that  "ever 
home  is  a  saloon  and  every  locality  with  equal  saloon  privilegfj  1 
is  a  beautiful  dream  of  the  prohibitionists  that  does  not  wor 
well  in  i>ractice.  The  cold  truth  of  the  matter  seems  to  be  tlm 
under  licensed  saloons  the  rural  districts  have  no  place  for  t'l 
distribution  of  liquor,  Avhile  with  saloons  abolished  every  count 
precinct  sets  up  a  booze  distribution  that  is  something  fierce!

IP   "startliii<;  facts  of  local  option,  that  will  not  be  given  by 
he  newspapers  or  pulpits  in  dry  counties."    It  says : 

In  counties  like  Linn  and  Lane  there  is  a  reaction  slowly 
rtting  in  against  the  conditions  produced  by  prohibition.  That 
here  is  a  great  amount  of  liquor  shipped  into  Linn  and  Lane 
ounties,  no  one  will  deny,  and  that  in  itself  would  prove  noth- 
iig  to  an  advocate  of  local  option.  To  an  advocate  of  license,  it 
leans  loss  of  revenues  to  city  and  county,  but  no  marked  de- 
fease of  crime.  But  there  is  another  side,  and  that  is  positive 
istiiiiony  of  the  demoralization  of  the  younger  portions  of  the 
(iiiiuiunity  by  illicit  sales  of  liquor,  and  with  no  restraint  what- 
ver  of  the  vice  and  abuses  connected  with  illegal  traflftc.  It  is 
I'll  known  that  hundreds  of  boys  get  liquor  at  Eugene.  The 
it't  drink  shops  sell  it,  and  the  worst  kind  of  stuff.  Young 
■ople  get  liquor,  and  go  off  to  the  country  together,  and  get 
loriously  drunk.  That  is  the  statement  of  a  very  prominent 
itizcn  of  Eugene,  and  well  known  at  Salem.  A  person  of  the 
i-ihcst  character,  engaged  in  the  rescue  work,  and  juvenile 
ourt  work  of  that  city,  in  speaking  of  our  affairs  in  Lane 
Dnnty,  said :  "We  have  more'cases  of  depravity  due  to  drunk- 
iiuess  now  in  six  months  than  we  had  formerly  in  a  year.  We 
ave  a  case  right  now  of  a  married  man  Avho  took  a  lot  of  young 
ople,  and  a  lot  of  liquor  that  Avas  shipped  in,  and  went  out  to 
house  in  the  country,  and  kept  them  all  night,  including  two 
oung  girls,  and  he  is  in  jail  for  it.  In  the  railroad  and  logging 
.niii)s,  the  present  conditions  are  far  from  satisfactory.  With 
iccnsed  saloons  some  of  the  men  came  in  once  a  month,  and  got 
rank  for  a  day  or  two,  and  then  returned.  Now  they  ship  the 
tuff  out  to  the  camp,  by  the  barrel,  and  the  whole  camp  gets 
hunk,  and  sometimes  stays  so  for  a  week,  and  the  whole  camp 
iill'crs  for  it.  The  disorders  flowing  from  such  a  system  are 
iifinitely  greater  than  under  the  old  way  when  there  was  not 
ii'oniiscuous  distribution."

r^  ONSUL-GENERAL  ROBERT  J.  WYNNE  reports  that 
<^  some  very  interesting  facts  and  figures  in  reference  to  the 
>roduction  of  Scotch,  Irish,  and  English  .spirits  have  been  made 
lublic  by  the  testimony  of  excise  (internal  revenue)  ofificials 
summoned  to  appear  before  a  government  commission  now  sit- 
ing in  London.    The  Consul-General  writes: 

Tliis  commission  is  directed  to  inquire  and  report  as  follows : 

First,  whether  in  the  general  interest  of  the  consumer  or  in 
lie  interest  of  the  puldic  health  or  otherwise  it  is  desirable  (a) 
It  place  restrictions  upon  the  materials  or  the  processes  which 
nay  be  used  in  the  manufacture  or  preparation  in  the  L'nited 
Kingdom  of  Scotch  whisky,  Ii*ish  Avhisky,  or  any  spirit  to  Avhich 
he  term  whisky  may  be  applied  as  a  trade  description;  (b)  to 
■equire  declarations  to  be  made  as  to  the  materials,  processes  of 
iianufacture  or  i>reparation,  or  age  of  any  such  spirit;  (c)  to 
i(?quire  a  minimum  period  during  which  any  such  spirit  should 
ii>  matured  in  bond,  and  (d)  to  extend  any  requirements  of  the 
iiid  mentioned  in  the  two  .subdivisions  immediately  precetling 
10  any  such  spirit  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom. 

Second,  by  what  means,  if  it  be  found  desirable  that  any  such 
restrictions,  declarations,  or  periods  shall  be  jn-escribed,  a  uni- 
form practice  in  this  respect  may  be  .satisfactorily  secured;  and 
to  make  the  like  iu(iuiry  and  report  as  regards  other  kinds  of 
potable  spirits  which  are  manufactured  in  or  imi)orted  into  the 
I'nited  Kingdom. 

The  ofticial  evidence  shows  that  in  the  view  of  the  excise  au- 
thoiitics  all  spirits  made  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  regarded 


simply  as  spirits.  The  object  is  merely  to  levy  so  much  revenue 
on  so  much  spirit,  and  nothing  el.se. 

The  net  amount  of  duty  received  on  British  spirits  for  the  last 
year  was  |86,356,650,  England  contributing  182,926,174,  Scot- 
land 133,590,680,  and  Ireland  fl9,839,796.  The  quantity  of 
spirit  made  during  last  year  was  50,317,908  proof  gallons,  Eng- 
land furnishing  13,424,854,  Scotland  24,839,870,  and  Ireland 
12,053,184.  The  estimated  consumption  of  spirits  per  head  of 
the  population  works  out  at  0.74  proof  gallon  per  head  for  the 
whole  population.  That  figure  is  arrived  at  by  dividing  the 
total  number  of  proof  gallons  of  .spirits  on  which  duty  was  paid 
and  passed  out  of  the  revenue  control  by  the  estimated  popula- 
tion for  a  particular  date,  allowance  being  made  for  duty-paid 
.spirits  which  come  back  into  revenue  control  and  on  which  a 
drawback  has  been  paid. 

Consumption  includes  stocks  laid  down  in  cellars  and  every- 
thing of  that  kind.  There  would  be  a  considerable  quantity 
wasted,  and  a  certain  amount  would  go  for  other  purposes. 

The  actual  number  of  distilleries  in  the  different  parts  of  the 
United  Kingdom  now  working  is:  In  England,  8;  Scotland, 
150 ;  Ireland,  27.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  in  England  not 
working,  1 ;  in  Scotland,  12,  and  in  Ireland,  3. 


Germany's  Wine  Industry

ICE-CONSUL  JOSEPH  H.  LEUTE,  of  Mannheim,  fur- 
nishes the  following  information  concerning  the  produc- 
tion of  the  German  vineyards  in  1907,  based  on  the  reports  of 
specialists  for  the  principal  wine-producing  communities  of  the 
Empire : 

The  production  of  the  bearing  vineyards  in  communities  with 
an  extent  of  105,407  hectares  (260,464  acres)  was  2,208,660  hec- 
toliters (58,346,271  gallons),  an  average  of  21  hectoliters 
(554.76  gallons)  per  hectare  (2.472  acres),  or  224.5  gallons  to 
the  acre.  The  estimated  value  of  this  production  is  102,528,802 
marks  (f 24,401,855),  an  average  of  46.4  marks  per  hectoliter, 
approximately  42  cents  a  gallon,  and  974  marks  (|231.81)  per 
hectare,  or  |93.85  per  acre. 

Taking  these  figures  for  a  basis,  the  production  for  the  13,174 
hectares  (32,553  acres)  of  bearing  vineyards  of  the  Empire  not 
included  in  the  foregoing  reports  would  be  276,654  hectoliters 
(7,308,369  gallons)  with  a  value  of  11,991,139  marks  (|2,853,- 
891).  This  Avould  show  a  total  production  of  2,485,532  hecto- 
liters (65,654,540  gallons)  Avith  a  value  of  114,519,941  marks 
($27,255,756)  for  the  118,581  hectares  (293,114  acres)  of  bear- 
ing vineyards  in  the  German  Empire  in  the  year  1907,  the  aver- 
age value  being  966  marks  (|;229.91)  per  hectare,  or  f93  per 
acre.  In  1906  the  area  of  productive  vineyards  was  1626  hec- 
tares (4017.9  acres)  greater  than  in  1907,  while  the  amount  of 
grape  juice  produced  Avas  but  1,635,727  hectoliters  (43,211,110 
gallons)  of  a  total  value  of  70,169,605  marks  (|16,700,366),  an 
average  of  584  marks  (|138.99)  per  hectare  (|56.26  per  acre). 

A  comparison  of  the  year  1907  Avith  previous  years  .shoAvs  that 
the  amount  of  production  Avas  below  the  aA'erage,  Avhile  its  A'alue 
Avas  considerably  above  the  average.  For  the  27  years  for  Avhich 
the  amounts  of  production  in  the  Empire  are  known,  the  year 
1907  takes  fifteenth  place  and  Avith  its  aA'erage  of  2,485,532  hec- 
toliters (65,654,540  gallons)  .scarcely  comes  up  to  the  aAerage 
for  the  other  26  years  of  2,492,000  hectoliters  (65,831,000  gal- 
lons). In  point  of  a\erage  production  per  hectare,  it  likewise 
takes  fifteenth  place.  On  the  other  hand,  for  the  12  years  for 
Avhich  the  value  of  the  production  is  known,  it  is  in  third  place 
Avith  its  114,519,941  marks  (|;27,255,745).  The  average  for  the 
preceding  11  years  Avas  94,800,000  marks  ($22,562,400).  It  has 
the  same  place  in  point  of  A'alue  of  production  per  hectare.  The 
year  1907  takes  first  place  for  the  aA-erage  A'alue  of  a  single  hec- 
toliter of  grape  juice.

Scathing   Analysis    by   Leading   Catholic  Journal   of   the 
Concealed  Motives  of  Prohibitionists 

THE  leading  editorial  of  Extension,  the  orgau  of  the  Catholic 
Church  Extension  Society  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
published  in  Chicago,  in  its  issue  for  this  month,  is  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  the  prohibition  question  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  Catholic  church,  which  is  well  worthy  of  earnest  attention. 

The  article  begins  by  stating  that  Extension  has  purposely 
deferred  expressing  any  opinion  while  the  local  option  contests 
were  in  progress,  as  it  desires  to  be  entirely  independent  in  its 
attitude  toward  political  questions,  but  now  that  the  smolce  of 
battle  has  passed  away.  Extension  believes  that  a  certain  phase 
of  the  anti-saloon  and  prohibition  question  should  be  thoroughly 
considered  by  the  Catholic  press  of  the  country,  which  is  whether 
the  Prohibitionists  under  the  guise  of  seeking  to  promote  tem- 
perance on  one  hand  are  not  carrying  the  dagger  of  religious 
bigotry  concealed  behind  their  backs  with  the  other. 

Eeference  is  then  made  to  the  wanton  and  gratuitous  attack 
on  Cardinal  Gibbons,  the  venerable  head  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
church  in  this  country,  by  Dr.  Cranfell  of  Texas,  a  leading  Pro- 
hibitionist, who  has  been  spoken  of  for  their  candidate  for  the 
presidency  of  the  United  States,  and  which  coarse  attack  was 
published  in  the  official  organ  of  the  Prohibitionists.  The  head 
and  front  of  the  attack  on  the  Cardinal  was  for  his  advocacy  of 
high  license  and  strict  i*egulation  as  preferable  to  the  pro- 
hibition policy.  Tliis  attack  startled  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
Catholic  church  and  made  them  suspicious  that  with  the  tri- 
umph of  the  anti-saloonists  and  Prohibitionists  a  revival  of 
bigotry  might  be  looked  for. 

While  admitting  that  anything  that  will  help  to  solve  the 
problem  of  intemperance  is  worth  considering,  so  when  the 
Prohibitionists  come  before  the  public  with  any  offered  solution, 
they  are  entitled  to  consideration,  and  favorable  consideration 
at  that.  Extension  says  : 

"But  when  they  manifest  such  a  spirit  as  is  shown  by  Dr. 
Cranfell  we  can  scarcely  be  blamed  for  fearing  to  exchange  one 
evil  for  one  still  greater.  It  is  bad  enough  to  have  the  problem 
of  drunkenness  presented  to  us  to  work  out,  but  it  is  a  serious 
matter  if  we  are  to  exchange  it  for  the  problem  of  bigotry.  * 
*  •  In  spite  of  the  fact  tlmt  the  Prohibitionists  offer  us  what 
they  consider  to  be  the  gift  of  a  solution  of  the  evils  in  our 
midst  on  the  one  hand,  Avelcome  as  a  real  solution  is,  neverthe- 
less, we  would  like  to  know  what  is  in  the  hand  they  hold 
behind  their  backs.  ♦  ♦  •  jf  ^yg  cannot  have  free  and  fair 
discussion  without  abuse,  we  can  make  a  pretty  shrewd  guess 


as  to  what  the  consc(iueuces  would  be  were  one  side  to  have  the 
power  to  shut  off  all  discussion.  The  cocksureness  of  Pr(Ai- 
bitiouists  and  Socialists  is  the  worst  danger  Ave  have  to  fear 
irom  both  parties." 

Extension  tlien  goes  on  to  show  that  there  are  two  sides  to 
the  question,  and  adduces  many  powerful  and  respected  church- 
men and  church  editors  who  reject  jirohibition,  and  it  advises 
Prohibitionists  tliat  they  will  gain  by  being  less  intolerant  of 
those  who  differ  from  them,  and  more  considerate  of  the  opin- 
ions held  by  men  who  have  at  least  the  same  rights  as  them- 
selves. 

The  most  serious  point  in  the  editorial  referred  to  is  the 
charge  that  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  anti-saloonist  and  pro- 
hibition movements  arc  nuiny  of  the  faces  familiar  to  the  author- 
ities of  the  church  as  formerly  prominent  in  the  now  defunct 
American  Protective  Association,  wliich  gives  the  Extension  the 
impression  that  A.  P.  Aism  is  emerging  from  its  grave.    It  says : 

"Their  pi-esent  protestations  of  friendship  lead  us  only  to 
ask:  'What  if  we  gave  it  to  them?'  Yes,  'We  fear  the  Greeksf 
even  bearing  gifts,'  and  we  fear  them  more  when  we  find  in 
some  of  their  actions  a  leaning  toward  the  same  spirit  of  bigotry 
that  has  characterized  them  ever  since  the  days  of  Salem." 

Again  we  quote : 

"Prohibition  may  be  the  best  thing  in  the  world  for  this 
country,  but  the  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  men  who  believe  in  it, 
and  the  test  will  be  made  when  the  country  tries  it.  We  only 
invite  consideration  to  the  spirit  which  seems  to  govern  the  men 
who  govern  it.  We  candidly  say  to  them  that  a  sight  of  both 
liands  would  aid  not  a  little  in  our  coming  to  an  unbiased 
judgment." 

Referring  to  the  question  of  the  drunkard.  Extension  declares 
that  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  get  at  this  burning  prob- 
lem, but  says : 

"Let  us  get  at  it  reasonably,  considerate  of  the  rights  of  those 
who  have  not  offended  and  who  have  not  abused.  If  we  can  help 
the  situation  Avithout  curtailing  the  liberty  of  these  millions 
Avho,  after  all,  form  the  immense  majority,  if  Ave  can  curb  the 
political  poAver  that  is  in  the  evil  of  the  ill-regulated  saloon,  aa'C 
prefer  to  do  it  in  that  way." 

The  aboA'e  are  the  salient  features  of  the  editorial,  Avhich  is 
bristling  Avith  electric  points  for  the  opponents  of  personal 
liberty,  who  are  also  by  their  very  nature  bigoted  in  their  re- 
ligious vicAvs.  This  the  Extension  has  aptly  analyzed  as  the 
chief  characteristic  of  the  anti-saloonists  and  Prohibitionists, 
and  its  characterization  Avill  from  its  eminent  and  influential 
position  haA^e  due  AAcight.    It  is  the  organ  of  a  powerful  body  of 


the  Catholic  church,  and  it 


issue  to  no  less  than 


16,000  priests,  besides  to  many  thousands  of  influential  and 
intelligent  laymen,  and  such  an  editorial  Avill  open  the  eyes  of 
its  readers  to  the  motiA-es  of  the  Prohibitionists,  hitherto  con- 
cealed under  the  mask  of  seeming  friendliness. — Midn's,  May 
16,  1908.

PORTLAND,  Ore.,  May  11.— (To  the  Editor. ) —Permit  me  to 
say  the  following  few  words  in  reply  to  the  sermon  which 
the  Rev.  Clarence  True  Wilson  preached  last  night  in  his 
church. 

I  will  accept  the  figures  which  he  gives  as  to  the  number  of 
saloons  and  their  receipts  as  correct.  Now,  here  is  the  way  this 
money  is  disbursed : 

For  rents,  conservative  estimate. I    422,000 

For  wages,  mostly  to  heads  of  families 1,570,000 

For  light,  etc 50,000 

For  painters,  carpenters  and  other  mechanics 20,000 

For  City  of  Portland  license 349,600 

For  United  States  revenue  licenses 11,000 

For  county  and  State  li  censes  paid  by  saloon  men . .        25,000 
For  charity   15,000 

.f2,4G2,(»00 
Receipts  estimated  by  Dr.  W^ilson .f 3,140,400 

I  683,800 
which  amount,  divided  by  437,  leaves  about  |1350  per  saloon. 
Considering  that  the  salo(m  man  must  pay  for  liis  goods  out  of 
this,  it  follows  that  while  the  few  in  the  business  may  malce  a 
little  monej^,  most  of  them  just  make  both  ends  meet  and  no 
more. 

The  following  three  items,  which  the  reverend  says  could  be 
paid  for  if  the  receipts  of  the  saloons  of  Avhich  he  speaks  were 
used  in  a  "legitimate  manner,"  viz. :  the  lighting  of  the  streets, 
1100,000;  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department,  |100,000; 
the  improvenu'nt  of  public  school  buildings,  $100,000,  and  the 
Police  Department,  fl4,000 — are  all  paid  by  the  saloon  men 
now,  inasmuch  as  they  are  paying  over  |350,000  a  year  to  the 
city  for  the  privilege  of  doing  a  legitimate  busine.ss. 

Where  will  Dr.  Wilson  get  money  to  replace  this  $350,000? 
By  increased  taxes,  of  Avhich  the  churches  and  its  ministers  pay 
none?  Does  Dr.  Wilson  perhaps  think  that  if  the  saloons  were 
closed  he  could  improve  the  funds  of  his  church  and  get  more 
valuabk;  property  which  could  be  withdrawn  from  the  taxable 


list  and  thus  double  up  on  the  now  already  overburdened  (ax- 
])ayer? 

Drunkenness,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  has  increased,  according  tn 
the  statistics  of  our  Police  Department,  since  the  saloons  aic 
closed  <m  Sundays — a  sp(M-ies  of  prohibition.  And  in  Albany, 
according  to  reliable  infoniiatiou,  more  minors  are  drunk  on  thf 
streets  of  that  prohibition  town  than  here,  in  the  big  City  of 
Portland,  with  its  open  saloons. 

Of  the  Avages,  Avhich,  according  to  my  figures,  are  distributed 
by  the  saloon  business,  fully  three-fourths  are  spent  for  the  very 
things  which  the  doctor  mentions,  namely,  groceries,  clothing, 
merry  widow  hats,  etc.,  so  that,  after  all,  nearly  the  entire  re 
ceipts  of  the  saloons  go  back  into  the  channels  of  trade  pre 
ferred  and  recommended  by  the  reverend  gentleman. — A.  E. 
IJuttner,  in  Orcf/onian. 


Poker  Playing  Is  Legal,  Says  Judge 


THE  case  of  Emil  Wolf,  charged  with  keeping  a  gambling 
place  in  this  city,  Avliich  was  practically  a  test  case,  Avas 
dismissed  by  Police  Judge  Cabaniss  on  the  broad  ground  that 
the  Avord  ''gambling''  only  refers  to  such  games  as  are  defined  as 
illegal  by  ordinance  or  statute  and  not  to  other  games  wliicli 
may  be  classed  as  legal  or  "innocent."  In  rendering  his  dc 
cision  tlie  Judge;  pointed  out  that  poker  Avas  not  an  illegal  game 
except  when  played  in  a  bar  room  or  public  place,  or  for  a  per 
centage. 


Rufe  Vaughn,  a\1io  for  many  years  conducted  a  retail  liciuor 
store  at  Haiglit  and  Fillmore  streets,  lias  disposed  of  his  in- 
terest there  and  is  now  located  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Sixth 
and  Jessie  streets.  Rufe  is  one  of  the  cai>able  and  Avell-liked 
men  of  the  trade  and  Avill  be  pleased  to  see  his  old  friends  in 
the  new  quarters. 


The  Plioenix,  Arizona,  election  resulted  in  the  failure  of  the 
Prohibitionists  by  a  wide  margin,  although  they  scored  53  per 
cent  of  the  votes  cast.  The  feature  of  the  election  Avas  tiic 
majority  against  the  Avater  cart  in  the  city  and  the  number  of 
votes  in  its  faAor  in  the  outside  precincts.  While  the  cold  Avatci' 
zealots  succeeded  in  putting  up  1886  votes  against  the  1683  of 
the  sane  citizens,  they  Avere  a  long  Avay  off  reaching  the  neces- 
.sary  two-thirds,  viz. :  2380.  This  result  is  favorable  to  revenue 
and  trade  and  acceptable  to  the  majority,  but  is  especially  hard 
on  the  druggists  and  "blind  pig"  men.

Take  North  Shore  Ferry 
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First  Round  for  Canadian  Club 


THE  great  Walker  distilling  interests  at  Walkerville,  known 
as  Hiram  Walker  &  Sons,  Limited,  have  just  won  the  open- 
ing round  in  a  legal  battle  witli  the  Agricultural  Department  of 
the  United  States  Government  at  AVashingtou  Avhich  for  some 
time  past  has  caused  the  eyes  of  the  whole  distilling  and  kindred 
interests  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  to  be  focused  on 
Detroit,  inasmuch  as  this  particular  contest  is  closely  identified 
with  one  of  the  biggest  bloodless  battles  ever  waged  in  America, 
the  fight  for  life  and  death  between  what  is  known  as  the  whisky 
trust  on  one  side,  and  the  independent  distillers  and  thousands 
of  makers  and  jobbers  of  rectified  spirits  on  the  other. 

The  greater  fight,  which  has  been  going  on  for  a  dozen  years 
before  Congress,  several  of  the  Federal  departments,  and  even 
the  President,  is  as  complex  as  the  Cretan  labyrinth,  but  the 
specific  fight  between  the  AValkerville  Company  and  the  United 
States  Agricultural  Department  is  more  simple,  and  can  be 
stated  briefly  thus : 

Under  the  power  vested  in  it  by  the  Pure  Food  Law  passed 
by  Congress  in  June,  190G,  the  Attorney-General  ruled  that 
straight  whisky,  being  the  first  product  of  the  still,  should  be 
called  "straight  whisky,"  a  mixture  of  such  whiskies  should  be 
labeled  a  blend,  and  a  mixture  of  straight  whisky  and  pure 
spirit  should  be  labeled  compound,  which  last  is  an  offensive 
term  in  the  trade.  This  ruling  reversed  the  practice  of  many 
years  because  a  mixture  of  straiglit  whisky  and  pure  spirit  Avas 
always  known  as  a  blend. 

Following  this  ruling  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  proposed 
to  exclude  Walker's  Avhisky  from  the  United  States  unless 
labeled  compound.  This  the  Walkers  absolutely  refused  to  do, 
and  a  hearing  was  had  in  Washington  on  this  question  two 
weeks  ago,  but  no  decision  was  ever  rendered  by  the  Secretary. 

The  department  issued  an  order  to  all  customs  collectors  at 
ports  of  entry  from  Canada  to  stop  the  further  importation  of 
Canadian  Club  and  all  other  foreign  whiskies  unless  so  labeled. 

The  Walkers  have  built  up  an  immense  trade  in  this  particu- 
lar brand  of  whisky  in  the  United  States,  and  to  be  compelled 
to  label  it  "compound"  would  be  almost  equivalent  to  labeling 
it  "imitation,"  and  would  practically  kill  their  export  business 
at  one  fell  swoop,  as  it  is  well  known  that  the  average  consumer 
judges  his  beverage  much  more  by  the  label  than  he  does  by  his 
knowledge  of  the  contents  of  the  bottle. 

The  Walkers,  in  addition  to  their  regular  American  counsel, 
Majbury,  Lucking,  Emmons  &  Helfman  of  Detroit,  employed 
Joseph  H.  Choate  of  New  York,  former  Ambassador  of  the 
L^nited  States  to  Great  Britain,  head  of  the  United  States  dele- 
gation to  the  recent  peace  congress  at  The  Hague,  and  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  ablest  attorneys  in  America.  Mr.  Choate 
had  a  conference  with  Alfred  Lucking,  and  they  sprung  a  sur- 
prise on  the  Agricultural  Department  by  beginning  an  injunc- 
tion suit  in  the  United  States  court  here  to  restrain  Collector  of 
Customs  John  B.  Whelan  and  the  chief  food  inspector,  Henry 
Schultz,  from  enforcing  the  order  against  the  admission  of  the 
Walker  whisky  at  this  port,  where  most  of  the  stuff  is  entered. 

The  injunction  suit  was  to  have  been  tried  before  Judge  Swan 
about  two  weeks  ago,  and  Mr.  Choate  was  about  to  come  to 
Detroit  for  the  purpose,  but  it  as  adjourned  to  May  13th.  In 
the  meantime  the  hearing  was  had  in  Washington  before  the 
Agricultural  Department  and  the  Government  appears  to  have 
acquired  fresh  light  on  the  subject,  for  when  the  case  is  called 
next  Tuesday  it  will  be  dropped  through  the  action  of  the  de- 
partment in  withdrawing  the  order  to  stop  the  importation  of 


("anadian  Club,  and  other  foreign  whiskies. 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  tight  against  the.se  brands  of 
whisky  is  to  be  dropped.  It  simply  means  that  the  Agricultural 
Department  has  changed  its  tactics,  and  instead  of  trying  to 
hold  up  the  whisky  at  the  border,  it  will  allow  its  importation  to 
continue,  but  make  a  fight  against  it  after  it  has  been  admitted. 
The  exact  plans  of  the  department  are  of  course  unknown,  but 
it  is  supposed  that  it  Avill  pick  out  some  jobber  who  is  handling 
Canadian  Club  and  proceed  against  him  for  .selling  a  whi.sky 
improperly  labeled. 

But  this  change  in  policy  means  a  signal  victory  for  the 
\\'alkers,  or  first  blood,  so  to  speak,  for  the  reason  that  it  per- 
mits them  to  continue  to  carry  on  their  enormous  export  busi 
ness  Avithout  serious  interruption  during  all  the  time  that  the 
legal  fight  is  pending  in  the  United  States  courts,  which  may  be 
a  matter  of  several  years,  while  under  the  other  jirocedure  the 
business  might  have  been  held  up  indefinitely,  whether  the 
W' alkers  should  win  the  final  decision  or  not. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  all  that  the  Walkers  at  any  time  have 
asked  is  that  they  be  proceeded  against  the  same  as  any  domestit 
manufacturer  whose  article  is  claimed  to  be  misbranded — that  is 
that  they  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  court. 

The  contention  of  the  Agxicultural  Department  in  proceedinij, 
against  Canadian  Club  is  not  that  the  whisky  is  less  pure  than 
the  standard  called  for  by  the  Pure  Food  LaAV  and  the  depart- 
ment rulings  made  in  regard  to  it,  but  that  it  should  be  labeled 
compound,  because  it  contains  more  pure  spirit  and  less  fusel 
oil  than  straight  whisky,  and  therein  is  Avhere  this  international 
fight  has  a  bearing  on  the  greater  fight  that  is  being  waged 
between  interests  entirely  within  the  United  States. 

The  United  States  distilling  regulations  in  a  general  way  call 
for  what  is  known  as  a  continuous  and  single  distillation  Avhich 
produces  a  finished  product  composed  approximately  of  4!)V^ 
per  cent  of  grain  alcohol,  the  same  per  cent  of  Avater,  and  about 
1  per  cent  of  impure  matters  generally  classed  together  as  essen- 
tial oils.  This  product  is  Avhite,  and  the  only  Avay  it  can  be 
darkened  to  the  common  amber  color  under  the  department 
regulations  is  to  let  it  lie  in  charred  oaken  casks  for  fiA-e  or  six 
years,  the  alcohol  acting  upon  the  tannin  in  the  burned  oak  and 
l)roducing  a  chemical  change  in  the  impure  substances  so  as  to 
give  the  AAhole  mixture  the  darker  color.  This,  according  to 
the  ruling  of  the  department,  is  the  only  AA'hisky  that  can  be 
sold  under  the  simple  label  of  "straight  Avhisky,"  except  that, 
under  A\'hat  is  known  as  the  "bottled  in  bond"  act  of  1900,  the 
distillers,  Avhen  they  take  the  stuff  out  of  bond,  can  reduce  it 
to  100  proof  by  the  addition  of  as  much  Avater  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  also  that,  under  the  later  Pure  Food  LaAV',  and  the 
ruling  of  the  department  thereon,  any  two  or  more  of  such 
Avhiskies  may  be  mixed  and  sold  as  blended  whisky  or  a  blend. 

The  Walkers  (and  other  Canadian  distillers  as  Avell,  for  it  is 
understood  the  department  intends  to  fight  the  makers  of  Sea- 
gram and  other  brands)  luiA-e  a  process  of  their  own  by  Avhich 
they  make  two  separate  distillations  and  mix  the  product,  and 
by  Avhich  they  claim  that  practically  all  the  impurities  of  the 
grain  are  eliminated  Avithout  any  necessity  for  sub.sequent  recti- 
fication. Their  i)rocess  is  secret,  but  in  a  general  Avay  they 
distill  one  mash  of  a  certain  grain  Avith  a  low  temperature  to 
get  Avliat  they  call  the  body  of  the  Avhisky  and  giA-e  it  its  flavor, 
and  they  distill  another  mash  of  another  grain  at  a  much  higlier 
temperature  and  repeatedly,  until  they  get  an  almost  pure  grain 
alcohol.  Then  these  tAvo  distillations  are  mixed  in  proportions 
knoAvn  only  to  themselves  to  ju-oduce  the  various  brands  that 
they  put  out,  and  presumably  Avater  is  added,  as  is  done  in 
America,  to  reduce  the  mixture  to  100  proof  or  less.  The  term 
100  proof,  Avhicli  is  the  standard  in  the  United  States,  means 
that  the  Avhiskj-  contains  equal  proportions  of  alcohol  and  AAater. 
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Tlio  Olio  man  of  all  otliors  who  is  responsible  for  this  figlit 
;i,','ainst  the  Canadian  wliisky  and  all  rectified  whiskies,  is  Dr. 
Harvey  AV.  Wiley,  Chief  of  the  Hnrean  of  Chemistry  of  the 
Dejiartiiient  of  Ajiricnltnre,  whose  oi)inioiis  have  induced  the 
ilepjirtment  to  make  all  the  rulings  tliat  have  led  to  the  present 
long  fight.  And  the  independent  distillers,  the  Canadian  dis- 
tillers, the  rectifiers  and  the  other  intere.sts  outside  of  the 
u  liisky  trust,  regard  it  as  more  of  a  personal  fight  Avith  him  than 
as  a  fight  with  the  (Joverninent.  They  declare  that  every  step 
I  he  Cioveriiment  has  taken  has  redounded  to  the  interests  of 
I  lie  whisky  trust,  and  point  out,  as  one  instance,  that  if  Cana- 
ilian  whisky  can  be  kept  out  of  the  American  market  except 
under  a  label  that  would  kill  its  sale,  it  would  inure  to  the  bene- 
fit of  the  trust  distillers  more  than  it  would  to  the  independents, 
(or  the  reason  that  such  brands  as  Canadian  Club  are  the  great- 
est competitors  of  the  leading  brands  of  the  trust  concerns,  such 
as  Pepper  whisky  and  Old  Crow.  They  are  all  brands  .tliat 
sell  chiefly  in  the  high-class  hotels  and  cafes. 

In  fact  Dr.  Wiley  himself,  in  a  public  address  before  the  Pure 
I'^ood  Congress  in  1904,  in  St.'Louis,  said :  "Now,  in  order  that 
I  his  i)roduct  (distilled  spirits)  be  good  for  consumption,  it  is 
necessary  that  this  fusel  oil  be  removed."  In  his  more  recent 
rulings  he  holds  directly  the  opposite,  for  the  present  standard 
"straight  whisky"  contains  all  the  fusel  oil  coming  over,  in  the 
pi-ocess  of  distillation. 

Another  instance  cited  as  to  how  the  rulings  of  the  depart- 
ment benefit  the  trust  distillers  is  the  construction  put  upon 
ilie  Pure  Food  Law  as  to  the  addition  of  water  to  whisky  when 
it  is  taken  out  of  bond.  The  Pure  Food  Law  does  not  mention 
ilie  word  whisky  anywhere  in  its  text,  but  it  provides  that  "like 
substances"  may  be  mixed  and  sold,  not  as  a  compound,  adul- 
teration or  imitation,  but  as  a  blend.  That  phrase  was  put  in 
the  law  especially  at  the  request  of  the  whisky  men  themselves 
in  the  belief  that  under  it  they  could  add  both  alcohol  and  water 
to  whisky,  to  make  a  compound  that  would  be  both  cheaper  and 
]!urer  than  whisky  as  it  comes  from  the  still.  But  the  depart- 
ment, under  the  advice  of  Dr.  AViley,  ruled  that  the  addition 
I  if  pure  alcohol,  which  constitutes  50  per  cent  of  standard 
whisky,  is  not  equivalent  to  adding  a  "like  substance,"  but  that 
the  addition  of  Avater,  which  constitutes  the  other  half,  is  all 
i-ight. 

The  significance  of  this  ruling  is  the  more  apparent  Avhen  it 
is  remembered  that  it  costs  a  small  fortune  to  carrv  much  of  a 


stock  of  whisky  in  bond  for  the  necessary  five  or  six  years,  before 
it  can  be  taken  out,  reduced  with  water  and  put  up  in  packages 
for  sale  as  straight  whisky.  Tlu;  big  concerns  that  constitute 
the  trust  have  the  capital  to  do  this,  but  the  little  fellows  as  a 
general  proposition  have  not.  The  department  has  ample  power 
under  the  laws,  the  independents  claim,  to  make  such  rulings 
as  would  place  all  the  interests  on  a  level  footing. 

The  independent  distillers  are  not  the  only  interests  by  any 
means  that  have  Dr.  Wiley  under  fire  for  ai'bitrary  rulings  that 
work  out  to  the  benefit  of  one  class  as  against  another,  however 
correct  they  may  be  technically.  Some  of  the  food  manufac- 
turers have  even  taken  the  fight  against  his  decisions  to  the 
White  House,  and  there  is  now  a  commission,  appointed  by 
President  Roosevelt,  composed  of  seven  expert  chemists  picked 
from  the  leading  universities  of  the  country,  investigating  his 
work  during  all  of  the  time  that  he  has  been  at  the  head  of  the 
(xovernment's  chemical  department.  It  is  not  expected  that 
the  commission  will  report  for  a  year  or  two.  In  the  meantime 
not  only  this  ruling  against  Canadian  whisky,  but  several  other 
rulings  made  under  the  Pure  Food  Law  by  the  Agricultural 
Dejiartiiient,  are  to  be  tested  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  the  courts, 


aud  a  fight  is  on  all  along  the  line.

Sake  Is  Wine 


A  FEW  years  ago  suit  was  brought  against  the  Government 
to  recover  ^500,000  paid  as  duty  on  sake  under  protest. 
The  question  at  issue  was  Avhether  it  should  be  taxed  as  a  beer 
or  as  a  wine.  The  custom  oflflcials  taxed  it  as  a  wine,  while  the 
Japanese  importers  claimed  that  it  should  have  been  classified 
as  beer.  The  matter  was  decided  against  the  Government  in  the 
lower  court  and  taken  by  it  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals.  A 
decision  was  recently  rendered  by  which  the  judgment  of  the 
lower  court  was  reversed  and  the  action  of  the  custom  officials 
upheld,  which  means  half  a  million  in  L'ncle  Sam's  Treasury,  on 
this  count,  and  another  million  to  follow. 


Maricopa,  Arizona,  has  gone  wet  at  the  polls.  Twenty  pre- 
cincts voted  for  prohibition  and  nine  against  it,  but  of  these, 
four  Avere  in  the  city  of  Phoenix,  and  resulted  in  a  heavy  ma- 
jority against  the  water  wagon.  The  cranks  succeeded  in  ob- 
taining 55  per  cent  of  the  votes  polled,  but  fortunately  failed 
to  obtain  the  two-thirds  necessary  to  change  present  conditions.

WINE  IN  EXCESS. 

United  States  v.  Cerecedo. 

Initcd  States  Supreme  Court.     April  6,  1908.       No.  152  (suit  1821). 

Wine  in  Bottles  Containing  More  Than  Pint — Excess  Wine. 

Paragraph  296,  tariff  act  of  1897,  provides  for  bottles  "containing  eacli 
not  more  than  1  quart  and  more  than  1  pint,"  and  for  bottles  "containing 
each  not  more  than  1  pint;"  also  that  "any  excess  beyond  these  quantities 
•  *  •  shall  be  subject  to  a  duty  of  5  cents  per  pint  or  fractional  part 
thereof."  Held  that  this  provision  for  wine  in  excess  applies  only  to  bottles 
containing  more  than  1  quart,  and  that  bottles  containing  between  a  pint 
and  a  quart  are  subject  ,to  the  duty  provided  for  bottles  "containing  each 
not  more  than  1  quart  and  more  than  1  pint." 
Departmental  Construction — Doubtful  Statutes. 

When   the  meaning  of  a  statute  is  doubtful,   great   weight   should   be 
given  to  the  construction  placed  upon  it  by  the  department  charged  with 
its  execution. 
Same — Long   Continuance — Congressional   Adoption. 

The  rule  that  the  re-enactment  by  Congress,  without  change,  of  a 
statute  which  had  previously  received  long-continued  executive  construc- 
tion, is  an  adoption  by  Congress  of  such  construction,  Held  applicable 
where  five  successive  tariff  acts  had  contained  substantially  the  same 
provision,  which  had  received  uniform  interpretation  by  the  Treasury 
Department  through  many  years. 
Appeal  from  the  district  court  of  tfie  United  States  for  the  district  of  Porto

[Decision  in  favor  of  the  Government.] 

For  decision  below  see  T.  D.  27706,  in  which  the  district  court  affirmed  a 
lecision  by  the  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraisers,  which  is  reported 
IS  Abstract  10032  (T.  D.  27114)  and  reversed  the  assessment  of  duty  by  the 
collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  San  Juan  on  an  importation  by  Cerecedo 
Hermanos  y  Compania. 

Edward  T.  Sanford,  Assistant  Attorney-General,  for  the  United   States. 
Mr  Justice  McKenna  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  appellee  imported  into  Porto  Rico  from  France  30  cases  of  red  wine, 
J24  bottles  to  the  case,  and  each  bottle  containing  more  than  1  pint  and  less 
Ithan  a  quart  of  wine. 

The  wine  was  classified  by  appraisers  at  the  port  of  San  Juan  under  para- 
graph 296  of  the  present  tariff  act  and  the  reciprocity  treaty  with  France  of 
j  May  30,  1898,  as  being  dutiable  at  $1.25  per  dozen  bottles,   making  a  total   of 
"7i^.    Upon  this  classification  the  entry  was  liquidated  and  the  duty  paid. 

The  appellee  in  due  time  protested  against  the  classification  and  the  de- 
jcision  of  the  collector,  stating  that  "the  wine  in  question  has  been  assessed 
I  at  $1.25  per  dozen  bottles,  when  it  should  be  by  cases  of  24/2  bottles." 

The  Board  of  Appraisers  decided  again.st  the  collector  and  in  favor  of  the 
I  iirotest,  saying: 

The  wine  in  question,  being  contained  in  cases  of  24  bottles,  and  each  bottle 
containing  over  a  pint,  was  clearly  subject  to  duty  at  $1.60  per  case,  and  any 
excess  beyond  this  quantity  found  in  such  bottles  would  be  subject  to  a  duty 
only  of  5  cents  per  pint  or  fractional  part  thereof. 

The  district  court  aftirmed  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appraisers. 


The  only  question  in  the  case  is  the  construction  of  paragraph  296,  Iho 
material  portions  of  which  are  as  follows: 

In  bottles  or  jugs,  per  case  of  one  dozen  bottles  or  jugs,  containing  each 
not  more  than  one  quart  and  more  than  one  pint,  or  twenty-four  bottles  or 
jugs  containing  each  not  more  than  one  pint,  one  dollar  and  sixty  cents  per 
case;  and  any  excess  beyond  these  quantities  found  in  such  bottles  or  jugs  shall 
be  subject  to  a  duty  of  five  cents  per  pint  or  fractional  part  thereof     •     •     • 

It  is  the  contention  of  the  Government  that  the  paragraph  separates  still 
wines  in  bottles  Into  three  classes  and  fixes  a  specific  rate  of  duty  on  each, 
as  follows: 

(a)  Bottles  "containing  each  not  more  than  one  pint,"  which  are  to  be 
assessed  as  full  pints  at  $1.60  per  24  bottles,  or  at  the  rate  of  6  2-3  cents  per 
pint;  (b)  bottles  "containing  each  not  more  than  one  quart  and  more  than 
one  pint,"  which  are  to  be  assessed  as  full  quarts  at  $1.60  per  dozen  bottles — 
that  is,  at  the  same  rate  of  6  2-3  cents  per  pint;  and  (c)  bottles  containing 
"any  excess  beyond  these  quantities,"  which  are  to  be  assessed  at  the  rate  of 
$1.60  per  dozen,  plus  5  cents  per  pint  or  fractional  pint  on  the  excess  over  a 
quart  contained  in  each  bottle. 

We  think  the  contention  is  right  and  needs  no  comment  to  make  it  clear. 

Counsel  for  the  Government  also  points  out  that  the  provisions  of  the 
tariff  act  of  1875  and  subsequent  acts  were  substantially  similar  to  para- 
graph 296,  and  that  the  Treasury  decisions  thereunder  were  in  accordance 
with  the  interpretation  for  which  the  Government  now  contends.  The  first 
of  these  decisions  was  made  in  1879.  In  re  De  Luze,  T.  D.  4060.  The  ruling 
was  repeated  in  1893,  In  re  Sheldon,  G.  A.  2307  (T.  D.  14461),  and  again  in 
1899,  In  re  Wyman,  G.  A.  4379  (T.  D.  20843). 

We  have  said  that  when  the  meaning  of  a  statute  is  doubtful  great  weight 
should  be  given  to  the  construction  placed  upon  it  by  the  Department  charged 
with  its  execution.  Robertson  v.  Downing  (127  U.  S.,  607);  United  States  v. 
Healey  (160  U.  S.,  136).  And  we  have  decided  that  the  •  re-enactment  by 
Congress,  without  change.  Of  a  statute  which  had  previously  received  long- 
continued  executive  construction,  is  an  adoption  by  Congress  of  such  con- 
struction.    United  States  v.  Falk  (204  U.   S.,   143,  152;    T.  D.  27832). 

Judgment  reversed. 

Mr.  Justice  White  and  Mr.  Justice  Peckham  concur  solely  because  of  the 
prior  administrative  construction.

Stills  for  distillation  of  spirits — Permits. 
The    provisions    of    section    3265,    Revised    Statutes,    requiring    manufacturers 
to  secure  a  permit  from   the  collector  of  the  district  in  which  a  still  is 
to  be  set  up  apply  only  to  stills  intended  for  the  distillation  of  spirits.

Sir:     This  office  Is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  10th  Instant,  transmitting 
a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  you  by  Collector  Jordan,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  T., 

advising  you  that  ,  manufacturers  of  stills  in  his  district,  had  shipped 

to  the  Company,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  one  75-gallon  benzine  still.     You  state 

that  the  shipment  of  the  still  was  made  without  conforming  to  the  require- 
ments of  section  3265,  Revised  Statutes,  presumably  In  failing  to  secure 
from  you  a  permit  for  the  shipment  of  the  still  into  your  district. 

You  are  therefore  informed  that  the  provisions  of  section  3265  apply 
only  to  stills  intended  for  distillation  of  spirits.  Such  stills,  however, 
require   to   be   registered    as    soon    as    set   up,    as   provided    by   section    3258,

Manufacture  of  soft  drinks  and  so-called  beer  containing  less  than  one-half 

of  1  per  cent  of  alcohol  on  premises  of  regular  brewery  not  approved. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office   of  Commissioner  of  Internal   Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  18,  1908. 
Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant,  you  are  informed  that 
this  office  has  not  approved  the  manufacture  of  soft  drinks  or  so-called 
beer  containing  less  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent  of  alcohol  upon  the  premises 
of  a  regular  brewery,  for  the  reason  that  such  manufacture  must  necessarily 
be  subject  to  rigid  internal -revenue  supervision,  and  would  doubtless  prove  a 
fruitful  source  of  annoyance  both  to  the  m.anufacturer  and  to  the  revenue 
officers.

Exportation  of  distilled  spirits. 
Under  amendment  to  article  96,  internal  revenue  regulations  No.  29,  cases 
of  distilled  spirits  for  exportation  without  payment  of  internal-revenue 
tax  to  be  examined  by  customs  inspector  at  port  of  exportation,  and  loss 
or  discrepancy  or  any  evidence  of  having  been  tampered  with  to  be 
noted  on  export  certificate. 

Treasury   Department,   April   20,   1908. 
Sir:       The    Department    duly    received    your    letter    of    the    21st    ultimo, 
relative  to  the  provisions  of  article  96  of  internal-revenue  regulations  No.  29, 
governing  the  exportation  of  distilled  spirits. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  recently  adopted  amendment  to  such 
regulations  contained  in  internal-revenue  Circular  719,  and  published  under 
the  heading  of  "Internal  Revenue"'  in  the  Treasury  Decisions  issued  on  the 
16th  instant,  which  amendment  reads  as  follows: 

Art.  96.  In  shipments  of  bottled  spirits  the  inspector  at  the  port  of 
export  will  in  every  instance  carefully  inspect  the  cases  containing  the 
spirits  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  same  are  properly 
corded  and  stamped  as  required  under  articles  19-21;  and  where  the  cords 
or  stamps  are  not  intact,  or  where  they  bear  evidence  of  having  been 
tampered  with,  or  where  any  loss  or  discrepancy  is  found  to  exist  as  to  the 
contents  of  any  case  so  entered  for  export,  the  inspector  will  make  careful 
note  of  such  questionable  packages,  reporting  the  facts  to  the  collector  of 
customs,  who  will  enter  upon  the  clearance  certificate  a  description  of  the 
same,  from  which  the  tax  due  thereon  may  be  determined  and  collected 
by  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  for  the  district  from  which  the  spirits 
were  shipped. 

When  the  inspector  has  obtained  the  data  prescribed  the  entire  shipment 
may  be  laden  on  board  the  vessel  without  detention  of  the  discrepant 
packages. 

When    sample    bottles    are    taken    by    the    inspector    and    the    contents    are 


removed   or   destroyed,   the   officer   will   affix   over   the   mouth   of   the   bottle  ; 
certificate   in   the   following  form:

The   original   strip   stamp   affixed    to   this   bottle   destroyed    when   samplinL 
the  spirits  within  for  revenue  purposes.

The  contents  of  cases  requiring  tax  payment  in  accordance  with  the  lau 
referred  to  will  not  be  treated  as  exported  by  the  collector  of  internal  revenui 
in  his  reports,  but  will  be  accounted  for  as  tax  paid,  as  on  domestic  spirits 
except  as  to  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  abated  under  the  provisions  oV 
article  115  as  "loss  in  transit"  and  so  credited  on' the  exporter's  bond,  in  tin 
manner  set  forth  in  article  135  of  said  regulations  No.  29.

Collector  Stratton  has  received  a  dispatch  from  tlic 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  sustaining  the  decision  of  the  Treas 
ury  and  ordering  all  adulterated  sake  sent  out  of  the  country.

Qaugers  to  Label  Whisky 


AN  iiiiportaiit  order  was  issued  by  the  Treasury  Department 
to  the  Colleitoi's  of  Internal  Revenue  and  otliers  whom  it 
may  atteet,  on  ^lay  otli.  The  order  follows  upon  the  reeent 
instructions  of  President  Roosevelt  to  Heoretary  Cortelyou, 
that  his  rulinj;  tm  the  labelinj:,  of  whisky  and  other  distilled 
spirits  under  the  Pure  Food  Law,  should  be  adopted  in  the  l)e- 
l)artmeut  of  the  Treasury.  The  gangers  of  the  United  States 
will  begin  on  July  1st  to  brand  eaoh  barrel  of  liquor  in  aeeord- 
anc(!  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  circular  issued  by 
the  Treasury  Department.  Under  these  instructions  spirits 
are  classified  according  to  the  PresideuJ's  rulings  and  Attorney 
Ronaparte's  opinion  as  to  what  constitutes  "straight  whisky," 
"blends,"  "compounds"  and  "imitaticms"  and  each  barrel  after 
that  date  will  bear  the  exact  description  described  by  the  Foods 
and  Drugs  Act.  Heretofore^  the  ganger  has  not  been  compelled 
to  determine  what  the  y)roduct  is,  and  has  allowed  the  distiller, 
wholesaler  or  rectifier  to  ])lace  his  own  description  upon  the 
l»arrel. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  communications  bearing 
upon  the  subject  of  "what  is  wliLsky"  that  has  been  issued  by  the 
(rovernment,  and  we  therefore  print  in  full  the  instructions  to 
the  various  collectors. 

To  Collectors  of  Internal   Revenue  and  others: 

In  accordance  with  opinions  rendered  by  the  Attorney-General  in  reference 
to  the  provision  of  Section  3287  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
requiring  distilled  spirits,  when  drawn  from  the  receiving  cisterns  in  the  dis- 
tillery, to  be  marked  or  branded  with  the  names  "high  wines,"  "alcohol,"  or 
"spirits,  as  the  case  may  be,"  the  regulations  relating  to  the  marliing  or 
branding  of  such  casks  or  packages  of  distilled  spirits  are  modified  as  follows: 

All  such  distilled  spirits  when  drawn  from  the  receiving  cisterns  will  be 
classified  in  three  classes,  namely,  "high  wines,"  "alcohol,"  or  "spirits,  as  the 
case  may  be,"  and  will  be  marked  or  branded  on  the  stamp  head  accordingly, 
as  follows: 

1.  High  Wines.  That  which  is  practically  the  first  product  of  distillation  in 
which  the  substances  congeneric  with  ethyl  alcohol  have  not  been  transform- 
ed or  their  properties  otherwise  partially  eliminated  so  as  to  convert  them  into 
any  form  of  potable  spirits,  will  be  marked  "high  wines." 

2.  Alcohol,  (a)  All  forms  of  distilled  spirits  from  which  the  substances  con- 
generic with  ethyl  alcohol  have  been  removed  for  practical  purposes  alto- 
gether, and  which  have  been  heretofore  marked  as  "pure,  neutral,  or  cologne 
."spirits,"  will  be  marked  "alcohol."  (b)  That  product  which  has  been  com- 
mercially known  as  "alcohol"  from  which  these  congeneric  substances  have 
not  been  removed,  will  be  marked  "commercial  alcohol." 

3.  Spirits,  as  the  case  may  be.  Those  products  of  distillation  in  which,  by 
reason  of  the  original  material  used  and  the  methods  of  distillation  employed, 
the  characteristic  substances  congeneric  with  alcohol  have  been  retained, 
which  differentiate  them  into  various  forms  of  potable  spirits,  such  as  whisky, 
brandy,  rum  and  gin,  will  be  marked  with  the  particular  name  of  such  potable 
.•spirit,  as  the  case  may  be,  without  other  description  and  without  the  addition 
of  any  adjective  or  descriptive  word  whatsoever;  and  the  name  of  such  par- 
ticular spirit  will  be  used  even  although  when  any  of  such  spirits  may  be 
drawn  from  the  receiving  cisterns  into  casks  certain  congeneric  products  of 
distillation  have  not  been  changtd  by  aging  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  bring  them 
to  the  potable  form  in  which  they  are  ultimately  to  be  placed  upon  the  market, 
provided  such  spirits  have,  before  being  drawn  into  the  casks,  been  diluted  to 
potable  proof  so  as  to  then  constitute  a  crude  form  of  potable  spirits. 

Marking   of    Rectifiers'    Packages. 

Packages  of  distilled  spirits  stamped  by  gauger  after  rectification  at  a  recti- 
fying house  shall  be  marked  as  Indicated  in  one  of  the  five  following  para- 
graphs, as  the  case  may  require,  namely: 

1.  Those  products  of  distillation  which,  without  being  blended  or  com- 
pounded with  other  spirits,  have  been  so  treated  as  to  partially  transform  or 
otherwise  partially  eliminate  the  original  congeneric  substances  and  bring 
them  to  a  condition  of  a  particular  form  of  potable  spirits,  will  be  marked  with 
the  name  of  such  form  of  potable  spirits,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  determined 
under  the  paragj-apli  above  numbered  3  relating  to  marking  at  distilleries. 


2.  A  mixture  of  the  .such  potable  spirits  of  the  same  kind,  will  be  marked 
"blended,"  followed  by  the  particular  name  of  such  spirits,  as,  for  example, 
"blended  whisky." 

3.  A  mixture  of  a  particular  kind  of  such  potable  spirits  with  alcohol,  pro- 
vided there  is  enough  of  such  potable  spirits  to  make  it  a  real  compound,  and 
not  the  mere  semblance  of  one,  will  be  marked  as  a  "compound  of"  such  spirit 
with  the  distillate  with  which  it  is  mixed,  as  for  example,  "a  compound  of 
whisky  and  grain  distillate,"  or,  if  preferred,  with  the  particular  name  of  such 
spirit  "compounds  d  with"  such  other  distillate,  as,  for  example,  "whisky,  com- 
pounded with  grain  distillate." 

4.  Alcohol,  commercial  alcohol,  or  high  wines,  which  have  been  manipulated 
by  the  aid  of  artificial  tlavors,  colors  or  extracts,  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  re- 
semble some  particular  kind  of  potable  spirits,  will  be  marked  with  the  name 
of  such  spirits,  preceded  by  the  word  "imitation,"  as,  for  example,  "imUation 
whisky." 

5.  Packages  containing  cordials,  liqueurs  and  other  like  artificial  comp  >unds, 
will  be  marked  with  such  appropriate  name  as  shall  indicate  the  kind  of  the 
contents. 

Wholesale    Liquor.  Dealers'    Packages. 
Packages  filled  on  the  premises  of  a  wholesale  liquor  dealer,  as  provided  by 
Section  3323,  United   States  Revised   Statutes,  must  be  marked   by  the  dealer 
on  the  stamp  end,  in  conformity  with  these  regulations. 

All  words  in  the  marks  or  brands  on  the  heads  of  the  packages  of  distilled 
spirits  must  be  legibly  marked  or  branded  in  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  in 
length. 

The  provisions  of  this  circular  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July, 
1908,  and  all  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  are  hereby  rescinded. 
Collectors  will  place  a  copy  of  this  circular  in  the  hands  of  all  gauging  of- 
ficers, and  also  supply  a  copy  to  each  distiller,  rectifier  and  wholesale  liquor 
dealer  in  their  respective  districts,  and  see  that  its  provisions  are  fully  and 
carefully  observed.

MIS15UAXD1XG   OF   Al'l'I.^   ClUKU. 

Section  4  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  IDOO,  in  part 
provides : 

After  judgment  of  the  court,  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  aforesaid. 

Regulation  6  of  the  Rules  and  Regulation.s  for  the  P^nforce- 
meut  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  made  and  promulgated  in 
conformity  with  Section  3  of  the  Act,  in  part  provides: 

(a)  When  a  judgment  of  the  court  shall  have  been  rendered  there  may  be  a 
publication  of  the  findings  of  the  examiner  or  analyst,  together  with  the  find- 
ings of  the  court. 

(b)  This  publication  may  be  made  in  the  form  of  circulars,  notices,  or  bulle- 
tins, as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  direct,  not  less  than  thirty  days 
after  judgment.

On  motion  of  Daniel  W.  Baker,  Esquire,  attorney  fur  the  libellant,  and  it 
appearing  to  the  Court  that  upon  the  libel  filed  herein  a  warrant  of  arrest  was 
duly  issued  and  served  on  the  22nd  day  of  November,  1907,  and  that  by  virtue 
of  the  said  warrant  the  Marshal  has  seized  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  bar- 
rels, containing  six  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixteen  gallons,  more  or  less, 
of  liquid  branded  "apple  cidtr"  and  inventoried  as  of  the  value  $631.60  the  said 
one  hundred  and  thirty-five  barrels,  with  contents  having  been  in  the  possess- 
ion of  the  Semmes-Kelly  Company,  a  corporation,  respondent,  and  now  being 
stored  in  the  custody  of  the  said  Marshal,  and  it  further  appearing  that  the 
Semmes-Kelly  Company  was  duly  warned  to  appear  herein  on  the  sixteenth 
day  of  December,  1907,  and  that  due  and  legal  notice  and  proclamation  were 
given  to  all  other  persons  having  any  claim,  right  or  interest  herein  to  appear 
on  the  said  date  and  answer  the  exigencies  of  the  said  libtl,  and  the  said 
Semmes-Kelly  Company  having  defaulted  in  filing  answer  to  the  said  libel,  but 
appearing  through  its  attorneys  Messrs.  Douglas  and  Douglas  and  consenting 
hereto,  and  no  objection  having  been  signified  to  the  Court,  it  is  this  tenth  day 
of  February,  1908. 

Ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  the  sad  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
barrels  with  contents,  as  aforesaid,  branded  "apple  cider"  be  and  thty  hereby 
are  declared  to  be  misbranded  in  violation  of  the  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  as 
charged  in  the  said  libel,  and  it  is  further  ordered  that  the  said  one  hundred 
and  thirty-five  barrels,  with  contents  as  aforesaid,  branded  "apple  cider"  be, 
and  they  hereby  are  condemned  and  ordered  to  be  disposed  of  by  sale  of  the 
said  contents  thereof  as  prayed  for  in  the  said  libel,  and  provided  for  in  the 
said  act  of  June  30,  1906.  It  is  further  ordered  that  the  proceeds  of  said  sale, 
less  the  legal  costs  and  charges,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States. 

It  is  provided,  however,  that  upon  the  payment  of  all  the  costs  of  the  pro- 
ceedings herein,  including  the  costs  of  hauling,  storage,  watchman,  and  all 
costs  incident  to  or  contracted  in  these  proceedings,  and  the  execution  and 
delivery  by  the  said  Semmes-Kelly  Company,  a  corporation,  to  the  1  bellant. 
of  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  penalty  of  $3,000.00,  conditioned  that  the 
said  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  barrels,  with  contents  branded  "apple  cider" 
as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  act  of  June  30,  1906,  the  said  Marshall  shall  re-deliver  the 
said  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  barrels  to  the  said  Semmes-Kelly  Company, 
a  corporation,  in  lieu  of  disposing  of  them  by  sale  as  aforesa'd,  the  said  bond 
to  be  filed  herein  if  at  all,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  February,  1908.

The  analysis  unmistakably  proved  that  this  cidtu'  was  not  the 
pure  exjuessed  juice  of  apples.  The  (|uantity  of  alcohol  d(^- 
terniined  \\as  11.93  per  cent,  an  amount  so  great  that  it  was 
apparent  that  some  fortMgn  sugar  had  IxK'U  added.  The  cider 
was  therefore  misbranded  within  the  terms  of  Section  8  of  the 
act  and  on  November  1'2,  1907,  the  Stn-retary  of  Agriculture  re- 
ported the  facts  to  the  Uuitt;d  States  Attorney  for  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Libel  for  seizure  and  condemnation  of  the  (me  hundred  and 
thirty-five  barrels  of  cider  was  duly  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  under  Section  10  of  the  act,  upon 
whicli  seizure  was  forthwith  made  and  notice  given  to  the 
Semmes-Kelly  Coin])any  and  all  claimants  to  show  cause  \\\\\ 
the  cider  should  not  be  condemned. 

Respondent  having  failed  to  answer  (u  show  any  cause 
against  con(lemnati(ui,  the  cider  was  adjudged  to  be  misbranded 
and  ordered  to  be  sold  as  set  forth  in  the  degree  hereinbefore 
stat(id. 

This  is  the  first  case  deterniin.Ml  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  and  the  first  to  be  thus  reixu'ted.  It  is  interesting  as  in- 
volving the  ])ractice  of  adding  suj.iar  to  tlie  natural  juices  of 
fruit  for  the  ])ur])()se  of  increasing  the  alcoholic  content.

C.,  cm  behalf 
of  the  Rusiness  :Men's  Association,  on  .March  12  filed  with  the 
T'nit(-d  States  Attorney-(ien(>ral  l>ouai)arte  a  notable  brief  de- 
claring unconstitutional  the  license  of  two  bar  roonis  in  the 
Ca]>ital  city,  one,  a  saloon  in  the  new  Cnion  Station,  the  other, 
the  buffet  in  the  Columbia  Hotel,  one  of  the  most  disreiuitable 
•saloons  in  the  District.  Attoiney-C.eneral  Bonaparte  has  been 
asked  to  enter  suit  against  these  two  salocms  in  the  name  of  the 
Cnited  States  ms  being  ]mblic  nuisances.  The  Attorney-(ienera!.

rO  tlic  Kctiiil  Li'iuor  Dealers  of  the  I'uited  States — Geu- 
ilcinen:  At  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Na- 
ii)ii:il  Licpior  l.eague  of  Aiueriea,  held  at  IJoston,  Mass.,  in  Oc- 
oliei-  last,  1  was  elected  its  President,  and  as  sueh,  the  duties  of 
icsidinj;  over  the  reeo<>Tjized  head  of  175,000  retail  liciuor  deal- 
is  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  I'nited  States  and  liuardinj;- 
licir  interests  as  business  men,  fall  to  my  lot. 

In  assuniinjj  those  duties  I  fully  realize  the  responsibilities  de- 
rived ni)on  me,  and  it  is  niv  intention  to  perform  those  duties 
II  the  very  best  of  my  ability,  but  I  cannot  acccunplish  the  de- 
ired  results  unless  I  have  the  hearty  support  of  my  brother  offi- 
crs  and  mend)ers  of  the  Xati(mal  E.xecutive  Committee,  the 
.Iticers  of  each  State  leaj>ue,  and  the  confidence  of  the  otticer.s 
nid  mendters  of  each  local  body  throuj>:hout  the  land.  With  tli«i 
iiiited  assistance  of  all,  I  ho])e  to  accomplish  some  results  that 
,\  ill  be  most  beneficial  to  the  trade  at  large. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  we  have  persistent  and  nn- 
(lupidous  opponents  working  to  surronn<l  us  with  every  ditti- 
nlty,  in  the  vain  hojie  of  drivirig  us  out  of  business  and  ultimate- 
V  destroying  a  business  that  contributes  more  than  |500,000,000 
er  annum  to  the  revenues  of  this  country,  giving  constant  eni- 
(lioyment  to  over  om>  million  of  her  people. 

It  is  astounding  with  what  ease  these  people,  under  the  cloak 
if  religion,  inveigle  the  press  of  the  countrj'  in  deceiving  and 
misleading  the  jicople  and  deliberately  aiding  in  the  destruction 
of  a  business  that  is  anuuailv  i»aying  millions  of  dollars  for  ad- 
\ertising. 

As  an  illustration,  we  were  told  a  few  weeks  ago  that  the 
Anti-Sahum  League  had  swejtt  half  of  Delaware,  and  that  out  of 
1()3  precincts  in  Illinois  all  but  six  had  voted  against  the  saloon. 
'Crtainly  a  most  alarming  report  for  those  interested  in  the 
liusiness,  and  an  encouraging  one  for  those  aiming  at  the  de- 
struction of  the  li(|uor  trade. 

To  show  you  how  woefully  misleading  these  newsi)aper  re- 
ports ( ins])ired  by  oui"  enemy)  really  were,  I  would  draw  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  State  of  Delaware  consists  of 
three  counties  and  (nie  city,  with  a  total  population  of  198,538. 
True,  Kent  and  Sussex  counties,  with  a  population  of  75,000, 
\('nt  dry,  closing  u])  24  saloons  in  tiie  former  and  IS  in  the  lat- 
ter, a  total  of  -12  in  all.  The  county  of  Newcastle,  with  85  sa- 
loons, iuid  the  city  of  Wilmington,  with  18(J  saloons,  went  wet. 

In  Illinois,  1((3  jjrecincts  or  townshi])s  voted  on  the  saloon 
question  this  fall.  Of  these  117  were  in  the  rural  districts  and 
never  had  a  saloon;  38  pr<>cincts  contained  less  than  5  saloons 
in  each,  and  (Uily  8  precincts  c(mtained  10  or  more  saloons,  a 
total  of  231  saloons;  of  these,  59  won  out,  leaving  172  unorgan- 
ized and  scattered  in  gronjjs  of  twos  and  threes  that  were  put 
out  of  business.  This  is  the  net  result  of  the  fall  election,  so 
iiuuh  heralded  bv  press  and  i)ulpit.  Surely  it  is  "All  cry  and 
little  wool." 

The  idea  of  the  Illinois  Anti-Saloonists  in  circulating  peti- 
tions and  demanding  an  election  in  117  precincts  in  which 
liquor  had  never  been  sold  was  simply  a  farce  for  the  purpose 
of  deceiving  the  jieople  into  the  belief  that  the  entire  country 
was  rai)idly  going  dry.  In  nearly  all  these  places  no  interest 
was  taken,  less  than  50  votes  being  polled.  In  many  of  the  pre- 
cincts where  the  liquor  interests  contested  the  electicm,  the  um- 
jority  was  exceedingly  small,  in  some  cases  a  majority  of  one 
deciding  the  qviestion  of  closing  saloons. 

Our  Canadian  neighbcu's,  recognizing  the  fact  that  in  order 
to  enforce  a  law,  control  the  a])petile  of  the  peojde,  it  must  have 
the  support  of  a  large  majority  of  the  people,  have  wisely  de- 


cided that  one-fifth  majority  of  all  votes  cast  is  r(>(iuired  befcu'e 
a  local  option  law  can  be  etlective,  and  as  a  result  there  is  little 
or  no  illicit  drinking  in  their  dry  districts. 

A  significant  fact  is  this,  that  where  the  Anti-Saloonists  won 
the  saloons  were  unorganized,  and  where  they  were  beaten  the 
trade  was  thoroughly  organized. 

(Jeorgia,  Alabama  and  Oklahoma  have  recently  passed  pro- 
hibiti(m  laws  under  most  peculiar  circumstances,  the  negro 
(piestion  being  respcmsilde  for  the  first  two,  while  annexation 
to  the  already  prohibition  Indian  Territory  was  the  cause  of  the 
latter. 

However,  little  is  said  of  the  great  gains  of  the  liberal  forces. 
In  New  Jersey  the  dominant  party  has  been  taught  a  severe  les- 
son by  a  reduction  of  its  noruud  nuijority  from  20,000  to  less 
than  5,000,  with  defeat  staring  them  in  the  face,  for  their  undue 
flirtation  with  the  prohibition  element. 

In  Kentucky,  (iovernor  IJecham  has  lost  the  State  to  his  party 
purely  on  account  of  his  arbitrary  prohibition  views,  and  his 
highest  and)itions,  a  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate,  have  been 
frustrated  for  the  same  cause. 

The  large  cities  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Daytini  and  Columbus 
have  recently,  by  large  nmjorities,  voted  in  favor  of  more  liberal 
laws.  Which  goes  to  show  that  "the  lid"  does  not  meet  with 
popular  favor  in  our  larger  cities. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  cannot  be  justly  claimed  that  the 
country  will  entirely  go  over  to  the  Prohibitionists.  I  have  ini- 
])licit  confidence  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Anu'rican  peo])le.  They 
may  be  fooled  part  of  the  time,  but  they  cannot  be  mislead  all 
the  time. 

I  am  more  than  i)leased  to  note  that  the  Cincinnati  Joiinial 
of  i'lHiiiiicrcf  has  recently  seen  fit  to  take  action  on  a  scurrilous 
story  that  has  been  going  the  rimnds  of  the  press  for  years,  re- 
jM'ated  by  the  Philadelidiia  ErviiUifi  l^ont,  to  the  effect  that  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Ohio  Li(|uor  League  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing advised  the  nuMubers  to  encourage  boys  to  drink  in  order 
to  recruit  the  great  army  of  saloon  patrons.  Resolutiims  were 
];as.sed  demanding  that  this  great  i)aper  should  either  jn-ove  the 
story  or  publicly  retract  it. 

In  the  able  report  of  our  National  Secretary  appears  a  full 
ex]M)sal  of  that  story  and  1  desire  to  sav  that  as  one  of  the  or- 
ganizers of  the  Ohio  Liqu(u-  League  and  an  attendant  at  each 
of  its  annual  meetings,  and  one  time  its  presiding  officer,  that 
such  advice  was  never  given,  and  the  story  is  an  infamous  lie, 
and  that  the  reward  of  f500  is  still  open  for  any  of  the  reverend 
falsifiers,  the  Erciiinfi  I'oxt  or  any  other  journal  that  can  prove 
to  the  cimtrary.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  is  the  last  we  will 
of  this  stin-y. 

It  must  be  poor  ])olicv,  indeed,  that  has  to  be  bolstered  up 
with  decejjtion  and  falsehood,  but  this  seems  to  be  the  sole  stock 
in  trade  of  the  a\  ei'age  Anti-Saloonist  and  Prohibition  advocate. 
Congress  is  now  in  session,  and  flushed  with  recent  victories 
the  prohibition  peo])le  are  determined  to  uuirch  "on  to  Wash- 
ington," and  insist  that  Congress  should  pass  a  proliibiti<m  law 
for  the  District  of  Cohunbia.  Senators  and  Congressmen  will 
doubtless  reuu'iuber  how  they  were  inveigled  by  these  same  jx'o- 
ple  into  passing  the  Anti-Canteen  law,  which  has  been  c(m- 
demned  by  the  President,  Speaker  Cannon,  the  War  Departnu'ut 
and  every  general  and  commanding  officer  of  the  army  as  being 
detrimental  to  the  good  discipline,  as  Avell  as  being  demoralizing 
to  "our  boys  in  blue." 

AVith  these  reports  before  them,  Congress  will  hardly  fall  into 
another  trap  so  craftily  set  up  l)V  the  Anti-Saloonists,  who  like 
the  bandits  of  old,  woidd  cheerfully  sweep  down  from  the  moun- 
tain side,  pillage  and  destroy  the  homes  of  the  unprotectetl  vil- 
lages of  the  valley  ami  retire  t()  their  mountain  homes  to  shcuit 
ov(>r  the  wreck  and  ruin  that  they  l.aAe  created. 

The  ])e(q)le  of  the  District  of  Colund)ia  are  like  the  Indians, 
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\viiicls  of  the  iiatio'!,  and  if  tlicy  air  to  he  (lepi-ivccl  of  tlieii* 
means  of  liveliiioud,  Cou'^ress  in  all  justice  should  pass  an  ap- 
pr()]M-iation  bill  to  conipensale  our  brother  liquor  dealers  of  the 
National  Capital,  as  they  do  the  Indiaus,  when  they  deprive 
them  of  their  lands. 

Our  Couj^rexsional  C(>iumittee  at  Washinj>ton  will  elosely 
wateh  all  bills  introdiieed  and  take  sueli  action  as  nuiy  be  nec- 
essary on  such  of  them  as  may  in  any  way  affect  our  trade. 

Our  friends,  the  distillers  and  wholesalers,  recently  discussed 
the  advisability  of  adoptinj>  a  uniform  license  law,  and  it  was 
sup'posed  that  those  most  deeply  interested — namely,  the  "re- 
tailers"— would  at  least  lie  cinisulted  upcm  the  subject.  Judfje 
thi'u  of  my  surprise  Avhen  recently  a  meeting  Avas  held  at  Loui.s- 
ville  at  which  a  draft  of  law  of  this  nature  was  adopted  and  a 
Model  License  League  formed,  constituticra  adopted  and  ar- 
rangenu'nts  made  to  piish  the  measure  before  the  several  Legis- 
latures. *     li 

Has  it  come  to  this,  that  the  wholesale  liquor  trade  considers 
the  retailer  unxAorthy  of  couKideraticm — the  hireling-*  through 
whose  labor  they  have  grown  ricli  and  proud?  If  such  is  the 
ease,  the  sooner  th(>  retail  trade  sj:ow  these  woidd-be  tyrants 
that  they  have  rights  that  must  be  respected,  the  better,  and 
they  have  no  one  to  blame  but  themsehes  if  there  should 
grow  up  all  over  this  country  co-operative  Avholesale  li(iuor 
stoj'es  linanced  and  managiMl  by  the  much-ignored  retailer,  sim- 
ilar to  those  in  successful  operation  in  New  York,  Jersey  City, 
Cleveland  and  other  places. 

He  it  known  then  that  the  National  Lifpior  I^<>ague  resents 
this  gross  insult  reflecting  upon  the  intelligence  of  its  nuMnbers, 
and  repudiate  all  efforts  that  may  be  put  forth  bv  this  unau- 
thorized Model  License  League. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  brewers  in  many  parts  of  the 
country  are  endeavoring  to  carrv  into  effect  their  oft-re])eated 
res(;luti(m  c(mdemning  dive  saloons  by  refusing  to  supplv  them. 
In  this  I  see  a  bright  rav  of  sunshine.  Let  the  wlndesalers  and 
distillers  do  likewise,  and  let  us  all  rally  aroun<l  erne  common 
banner.  "General  Apathy"  has  been  too  long  in  command,  so  let 
us  dethrone  him  and  place  "(leneral  Activity"  in  command.  I 
ask  every  man  engaged  in  the  trade  to  be  up  and  doing.  "We 
expect  every  man  to  do  his  duty."  If  already  a  member  of  the 
Li(luor  Dealers'  Organi/.ati(Hi,  be  sure  and  attend  your  meet- 
ings regularly  and  Iherebv  u])hi)ld  your  officers  in  their  noble 
but  arduous  Avork.  If  \-ou  are  not  identified  Avith  our  organiza- 
tiim,  be  sure  and  join,  or  write  ti)  onr  National  Secretary,  avIio 
Avill  advise  you  in  th(>  matter. 

The  enemy  is  united  and  strong,  and  if  we  do  not  resist  theii- 
efforts  they  Avill  still  further  burden  us  with  objectionable 
legislation.  Let  us  all  stand  together  and  ])resent  a  solid  front, 
and  Avith  Cod  and  Kight  on  our  side.  Truth  must  preAail.

In  company  with  about  thirty  representatives  of  the  Eastern 
and  Western  Avine  trade,  :Mr.  Jlorgau  visited  Washington  and 
appeared  before  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  Avhere 
some  questions  affecting  the  wine  interests  are  being  consid- 
ered.    The.s(!  gentlemen   were  in  conference  Avith  the  A'arious 


heads  of  the  Department  for  a  day  and  a  luilf. 

I'nstinted  praise  is  giA<'n  by  ;Mi'.  ;Morgai>  to  the  Department 
for  the  extreme  courtesy  extended  to  him  and  his  colleagues. 
"For  one  ftdl  day  and  a  half,"  said  Mv.  Morgan,  "these  gentle- 
men listened  to  our  arguments  with  unabated  interest."  Con- 
tinuing he  said,  "Tlu'y  are  now  giving  careful  and  jmtient  con- 
sideration to  the  (|uesti(ms  submitted  to  them  regarding  the  for- 
tificatiim  law  and  I  am  content  to  leave  the  nuitter  entirely  in 
their  hands  confident  that  absolute  im[>artiality  will  gui(h>  tlu^ii 
in  reaching  a  fair  solution  of  this  problem.  ^Vhatever  their  de- 
cision nmy  be  I  feel  satisfied  that  their  conclusi(ms  Avill  bo 
reached  without  ])rejudice.  and  Avith  the  purpose  in  view  of  vin- 
dicating the  laAV  and  (b)ing  jull  justice  to  the  Avine  interests."

Morgan  Ave  learn  that  liis 
pi'esentation  of  the  wine  interests  case  shoAVS  clearly  that  the 
hiAV  is  sufficiently  elastic  to  permit  of  a  liberal  interpi-etation 
and  one  Avhich  Avill  allow  of  the  constructi<m  that  the  Avine  in- 
terests desire  to  have  put  upon  it.  All  of  the  gentlemen  who 
accompanied  Mr.  ilorgan  Avere  highly  gratified  Avith  the  A-ei\ 
able  and  f(n*ceful  manner  in  which  he  ]>resented  their  claims. 

Should  the  decision  be  faAorable  to  the  Avine  industry,  credit 
Avill  be  due  ^Ir.  ^lorgan  and  the  gentlemen  Avho  accompanied  | 
him,  as  well  as  to  The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  who  i 
has  shoAvn  such  a  libei-al  spirit  and  such  commendable  Avilling-  i 
ness  to  examine  CA-ery  phase  of  the  question  in  order  to  arriv( 
at  a  .satisfactory  conclusion.     The  reju'esentatives  of  the  Dc 
partment  have  taken  a  painstaking  interest  in  this  whole  affair 
and  are  exerting  CAery  effort  to  Ascertain  a  legal  Avay  AA'hereliv 
the  a])ijeal  of  the  Avine  trade  might  be  granted. — A>'ashington  j

THP]  Atlanta  .loiiniiil  .says:  The  Southern  Express  Com- 
pany has  opened  a  branch  office  on  South  Forsyth  Street 
for  the  sole  pnrpo.se  of  handling  the  incoming  traffic  and  one  or 
two  extra  ex|>r(\ss  cars  ha\e  been  put  on  the  Western  an<l  Ai- 
lantic  Railway  trains  from  Chattanooga.  It  is  also  understoml 
tlaat  an  extra  car  has  been  inaugurated  on  the  Southern  road  for 
the  sanu>  u.ses.  The  local  office  of  the  express  company  Avorks 
twenty-five  deliA'ery  Avagons.  So  far  this  force  has  been  suf- 
ficient to  carry  the  "packages,"'  but  cA^ery  Avagon  does  its  full 
duty. 

The  branch  office  on  South  For.syth  Street  has  been  estab- 
lished, it  is  said,  in  order  that  the  nuiin  A\'all  Strei^t  office;  may 
be  altogether  freed  from  connection  with  the  Chattanooga  or- 
ders. All  the  ])ackages  accordingly  are  taken  from  the  terminal 
-station  to  the  branch  (juarters  so  that  no  (me  will  catch  a 
glimpse  of  a  jug  in  tran.sacting  ordinary  express  business. 

Not  all  of  the  Avhiskv  that  reaches  Atlanta,  of  course,  remains 
here.  Much  of  it  continues  its  warm  flow  .soutlnvard  until  it 
meets  the  gulf  stream  fi-om  I'Morida,  Avliich  is  anotlu'r  example 
by  the  way  of  a  riAer  flowing  n(»rthward. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  ex])ress  company  is  handling  from  500 
to  1000  gallons  dailv.    No  official  figures  are  obtainable.

lesent  time.    Conditions  are  normal,  the  movement  eastward 
jt'iufi  of  about  the  same  vohune  as  in  previous  years  at  this 
'lue.    June  is  recognized  as  the  dullest  month  of  the  year  in 
le  wine  business  and  dealers  are  therefore  disposed  to  be  philo- 
ipliical  over  the  quietness  existing  in  the  general  trade.     At 
lany  of  the  large  wineries  improvements  are  in  progress  pre- 
aratory  to  putting  the  plants  in  perfect  order  to  facilitate  in 
*ery  way  the  handling  of  the  coming  vintage.    All  indications 
re  favorable  for  a  good  crop  in  Southern  California,  according 
I  the  reports  from  the  vineyardists  generally  throughout  this 
ction.    Grapes  are  setting  well  and  from  the  promises  at  this 
lime,  the  yield  will  be  satisfactory.    At  the  wineries  the  stocks 
're  being  reduced  at  a  rate  that  bids  fair  to  leave  the  cellars  in 
ood  shape  to  handle  the  coming  crop,  though  a  number  of 
ineries  in  preparaticm  for  handling  a  larger  (piantity  of  grapes 
his  seasim  are  enlarging  their  capacity  and  i>utting  in  new 
operage.     This  is  made  uece»ssary  in  some  localities  by  the 
umber  of  new  vineyards  that'are  coming  into  bearing. 
In  the  local  and  family  wine  trade  conditions  are  fairly  satis- 
actory  considering  the  time  of  the  year,  and  Avhile  most  of  the 
calers  could  do  a  little  more  business,  still  the  volume  of  trade 
fairly  satisfactory,  and  the  ratio  of  prices  prevailing  is  uni- 
rm,  considering  (jualities,  etc. 
In  the  wholesale  liquor  trade,  the  summer  dullness  is  on  and 
utside  shipments  are  of  small  volume,  orders  being  largely  for 
mmediate  needs.    Dealers  are  not  pushing  trade  to  any  extent, 
ather  preferring  to  take  things  easy,  until  business  affairs 
ecome  more  settled.     Collections  are  showing  some  improve- 
lent,  and  it  might  be  said  that  conditions  are  i)ractically  nor- 
lal.    Local  trade  is  fairly  good,  but  orders  are  of  suuill  dimen- 
ions.     The  activity  of  those  antagonistic  to  the  liiiuor  trade 
ere  in  Southern  California  is  so  pronounced  that  the  average 
ealer  is  at  a  loss  to  know  from  what  direction  the  lightning 
>  going  to  come  next,  and  as  a  natural  result  he  is  disposed  to 
e  cautious  in  his  purchases  and  not  go  beyond  the  immediate 
leeds  of  his  business  from  week  to  week.     It  can  be  truly  said 
hat  the  lot  of  a  retail,  or  wholesale,  liquor  dealer  in  this  section 
■f  the  State  is  an  unhappy  one,  and  were  it  not  for  a  slight 
aajority  of  broad-minded  citizens,  who  exercise  the  voting  fran- 
hise,  his  business  would  be  ruthlessly  destroyed,  regardless  of 
lis  rights  as  a  citizen  and  taxpayer. 
While  the  nuijority  (»f  the  retailers  of  this  city  are  law-abiding 
11(1  in  every  way  strive  to  live  up  to  the  regulations,  there  are 
'line  that  do  not  hesitate  to  break  the  Sunday-closing  rules  and 
'ther  minor  regulations  for  the  sake  of  a  few  (lollars.     For  the 
;ood  of  the  trade  as  a  whole,  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  in 
etiring  these  men  from  activity  meets  the  commendation  of 
he  dealers  who  are  conducting  a  legitimate  business  and  living 
ip  to  the  re(iuirements  of  the  ordinances.     The  licenses  of  sev- 
•ral  saloons  have  been  revoked  by  the  Commission  the  past 
uonth  for  selling  liquors  of  a  Sunday,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
hat  some  of  the  restaurants  holding  liquor  licenses  have  shown 
I  disposition  to  evade  the  regulations,  the  Police  Commission 
his  month  promulgated  the  following  rules  to  cover  cases  coni- 
ng under  their  supervision  : 

Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  Section  II,  ordinance  No.  5746,  new 
leries,  deflning  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Police  Commissioners,  the  fol- 
owlng  be  and  is  htrtby  made  a  rule  of  the  Board:

Resolved,  That  hereafter  when  any  bets  are  taken  on  prize  fights,  boxing 
contests,  elections,  horse  races  or  other  events  or  any  handbooks  are  made  at 
or  in  any  cigar  stand  or  store  situated  In  front  of  any  public  saloon  or  billiard 
hall  holding  license  permit  from  this  Board  such  saloon  or  billiard  hall  permit 
shall  forthwith  be  revoked;  and.  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  whenever  any  spirituous  liquors,  malt  liquor,  wine  or  other 
intoxicating  beverage  is  sold,  given  away  or  furnished  in  quantities  less  than 
one-fifth  of  a  gallon  in  any  liquor  store  holding  wholesale  licjuor  dealers' 
license  permit  from  this  Board  such  license  permit  shall  be  forthwith  revoked; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  whenever  there  shall  be  sold,  furnished  or  given 
away  spirituous  or  malt  liquor,  w^ine  or  other  intoxicating  beverage  between 
the  hours  of  1  o'clock  a.  m.  and  5  o'clock  a.  m.  within  any  place  wherein  is 
located  a  restaurant  liquor  license  permit  granted  by  this  Board  such  license 
permit  shall  be  forthwith  revoked;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  on  and  after  July  1,  1908,  the  restaurant  license  permits 
held  by  persons  who  also  hold  saloon  license  permits  from  this  Board  such 
restaurant  permits  being  located  in  rooms  used  for  such  saloons,  or  imme- 
diately adjoining  or  connected  rooms,  shall  be  revoked;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  instructed  to  cause  copies  of  these 
resolutions  to  be  furnished  all  persons,  firms  or  corporations  conducting  places 
of  business  in  this  city  under  billiard  hall,  restaurant  liquor  or  saloon  licenses 
under  permits  from  this  Board. 

That  clause  affecting  the  restaurants  and  requiring  a  com- 
plete separation  of  the  liquor  department  and  the  restaurant 
service,  would,  if  strictly  enforced,  put  most  of  the  cafes  in  the 
city  out  of  business,  but  it  is  given  out  unofficially,  that  the 
action  of  the  Commissioners  is  aimed  solely  at  those  places 
where  the  restaurants  are  conducted  as  the  mere  subterfuge  for 
the  selling  of  liquor  on  Sundays,  and  that  there  is  no  disposi- 
tion to  work  any  hardship  upon  the  proprietor  of  any  legitimate 
restaurant  or  saloon. 

The  "Longhairs"  have  succeeded  in  .securing  the  co-operation 
of  one  of  the  deputy  district  attorneys  in  their  trouble-making 
for  tho.se  Avho  do  not  live  and  think  as  they  do.  As  a  result  the 
social  clubs  of  the  city — not  the  so-called  club.s — but  the  leading 
clubs,  the  Jonathan  Club,  T'niversity  Club,  California  Club, 
California  Athletic  Club,  and  others  whose  membership  com- 
prise the  leading  business  men  in  the  city,  have.all  been  ordered 
to  ceas(;  the  sale  of  liijuor  to  their  members,  or  else  take  out  a 
saloon  license,  and  the  board  of  directors  of  every  prominent 
club  of  the  city  have  been  cited  to  api>ear  and  plead  before  the 
courts.  At  this  writing,  the  directors  of  the  California  and 
Jonathan  Clubs  have  appeared  before  the  courts  and  their  cases 
have  been  carried  over.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  contest 
will  be  fought  to  a  finish  by  the  clubs. 

The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  are  making  extensive  im- 
provements at  their  winery,  getting  ready  for  the  coming  vint- 
age. Mr.  Guasti,  the  president  of  the  company,  is  dovai  at  the 
vineyard  superintending  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  plant 
and  the  installation  of  new  pressers,  crushers  and  more  cooper- 
age. The  company  is  also  constructing  a  narrow-gauge  railroad 
through  the  vineyard  and  have  ordered  a  locomotive  and  cars  to 
u.s>e  thereon  to  facilitate  the  delivery  of  the  grai)es  to  the  winery 
during  the  crushing  season. 

At  the  winery  of  Charles  Stern  &  Sons,  numerous  improve- 
ments are  under  way,  tending  to  enlarge  the  winery  capacity 
and  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  the  crop.  These  improvements 
are  being  nmde  under  the  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  Alfred 
Stern. 

Mr.  Joseph  Melczer  and  two  friends,  left  here  on  the  14th 
in.stant  in  an  automobile  on  a  trip  to  the  Yosemite  and  San 
Francisco  and  from  there  to  Lake  Talioe.  The  party  expects  to 
be  gone  several  w  eeks  on  the  trip.

New  York,  June,  1908. 

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review:  The  Internal  Revenue 
Department's  announcement  of  its  intention  to  co-operate 
with  the  Department  of  Aftricultnre  in  the  application  of  the 
Pure  Food  regulations  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  branding  of 
whiskies  and  other  spirituous  or  rather  distilled  liquors  on  July 
1st  has  again  unsettled  the  trade  and  affected  the  market  more 
or  less. 

Great  uncertainty  exists  and  there  is  much  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  what  effect  it  is  going  to  have.  The  gangers  have 
been  inundated  with  questions,  but  do  not  seem  to  have  any 
positive  information  and  say  that  the  collector  himself  is  very 
much  at  sea.  A  number  of  houses  have  put  up  a  larg(^  quantity 
of  whiskies  under  formulae  used  by  them  up  till  now,  branding 
them  as  they  have  in  the  past,  claiming  tliat  all  whiskies  show- 
ing they  were  stamped  prior  to  July  1st  will  not  be  interfered 
with.  This  has  had  some  little  effect  on  the  market  and  has 
given  a  slight  impetus  to  prices  on  the  cheaper  whiskies.  At 
the  same  time  some  of  the  holders  of  whiskies,  who  were  very 
pessimistic  over  general  conditions  and  ready  to  sell  large 
blocks  at  the  prevailing  low  prices,  have  experienced  a  change 
of  heart,  and  are  now  ready  to  carry  their  stocks  in  anticipa- 
tion of  a  marked  increase  in  demand  for  straight  whiskies  and 
an  accordingly  high  market. 

Local  houses  report  a  very  fair  business  for  the  month,  mainly 
due  to  the  starting  of  summer  hotels  which  dot  the  coast.  I'eople 
going  to  their  summer  homes  appear  to  have  bought  liberally, 
and  several  of  the  more  prominent  concerns  say  they  have  done 
a  better  business  this  month  than  they  did  last  June. 

But  orders  received  hy  the  importing  houses  here  from  the 
West  and  South  have  not  been  satisfactory  and  the  general  busi- 
ness is  dull.  It  is,  of  course,  usually  dull  in  summer,  and  this 
summer  is  not  proving  exceptional. 

Some  of  tlie  spirit  distillers  seem  to  think  that  there  will  be 
a  number  of  houses  who,  to  meet  the  demand  for  cheaj)  whisky, 
will  brand  tlieir  goods  "imitation  whisky"  and  that  tliev  will 
find  little  difficulty  in  nmi'keting  it.  It  may  be  hard  for  bottled 
goods,  but  in  bulk  it  is  thought  it  will  be  quickly  recognized  by 
buyers  that  it  is  merely  a  name,  to  comply  with  the  regulations 
of  the  law. 

The  reduction,  announced  June  1st,  in  price  of  the  cheaper 
grades  of  California  ports  and  clarets  of  21/2  cents  per  gallon 
had  but  little  effect  on  the  situation.  While  it  might  have  been 
expected  that  this  would  stimulate  demand  and  cause  some 
activity  in  that  market,  the  effect  had  been  pretty  well  dis- 
counted by  si)ecial  ])rices  in  various  quarters,  and  it  would  have 
re(]uired  a  further  cut  to  interest  ([uantity  buyers. 

Although  not  a  decision  under  the  Pure  Food  Law,  the  de- 
cision rendered  bj  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia in  a  case  involving  trade  marks  is  ominous.  ^Ir.  Hough, 
of  the  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealer's'  Association,  has  not  yet  ren- 
dered his  decision,  so,  perhaps,  the  final  phase  of  the  matter  is 
not  definitely  determined.  Rut  in  refusing  a  trade-mark  right, 
the  C'ourt  of  Appeals  contends  that  the  wiiisky  itself  was  not 
entitled  to  a  property  right,  because  of  misleading  statements 
<m  the  label,  and  points  out  that  a  mixture  of  spirits,  rye  whisky, 
bourbon  whisky,  prune  juice,  etc.,  cannot  be  called,  with  hon- 
esty, pure  rye  whisky. 

"It  may  be,"  says  the  court,  "as  contended  by  counsel,  that  a 
mixture  c(mtaining  more  than  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  .real  rye 


whisky  is  rye  A\'liisky  for  tlie  purpose  of  internal  reveuue  assess- 
ment, but  the  accejitance  of  such  a  mixture  as  pure  old  ryi; 
whisky  or  pure  rye  whisky  would  impose  altogether  too  great  a 
tax  upon  our  credulit}." 

The  decision  further  says  that  a  pure  rye  whisky  is  exactly 
A\hat  the  term  imports — a  Axhisky  made  solely  from  malted  rye. 
A  Scotch  wliisky  does  not  mean  a  whisky  made  from  corn  but 
from  malted  barley.  It  is  understood,  tlie  court  adds,  that  bour- 
bon whisky  is  a  Kentucky  ju'oduct  made  principally  out  of  corn, 
with  sufficient  rye  and  barley  malt  added  to  distinguish  it  from 
straight  corn  whisky.  Neutral  spirits  is  a  colorless  li(|uid,  has 
neither  flavor  nor  character,  and  is  not  a  beverage.at  all. 

There  are  some  phases  of  the  decision  whidi  may  cause;  dis 
cussion  in  the  trade,  but  the  law  is  definite,  at  all  events  until 
overruled  by  a  higher  authority — or — ^Ir.  Hough. 

A  young  Russian  scientist  is  reported  to  have  invented  a  new 
process  for  the  aging  of  wines,  by  the  use  of  ozone.  A  demon- 
stration was  nuxde  in  St.  Petersliurg  in  the  presence  of  the  Di- 
rector of  Imperial  A'ineyards  and  otiier  interested  jxtsous. 
The  claim  is  nmde  that  this  process  accomplished  in  a  few 
minutes  a  maturin.g  that  ordinarily  recjuires  years. 

It  now  looks  very  much  as  though  neither  of  the  princii)al 
political  parties  intend  making  prohibition  a  feature  of  the 
campaign  this  fall.  Mr.  Bryan  has  declared  his  o[)i>!)<iti(m  to 
the  insertion  of  a  prohibition  i>lank  and  the  Taft  forces  have 
not  been,  so  far,  recorded  on  the  subject.  A  couple  of  years 
ago,  when  the  idea  Avas  suggested  to  the  trade  that  the  question 
of  pi'ohibition  might  become,  before  long,  a  national  is-*up,  the 
trade  ridiculed  it,  and  thought  the  suggestion  in"e])osterous.  It 
comes  nearer  being  a  possibility  than  they  dreamed,  and  unless 
there  is  a  big  change  in  sentiment,  may  yet  be  taken  u])  by  both 
])arties  before  many  mopns. 

It  has  frequently  been  stated  that  the  best  way  to  bring  about 
the  repeal  of  an  obnoxious  law  is  to  enforce  it.  A  number  of 
dealers,  particularly  in  the  South,  are  beginning  to  advocate 
this  polic.v  witli  regard  to  the  prohibition  law.  They  believe  it 
would  be  found  obnoxious  if  carried  into  effect.  Prohibiticm,  it 
is  true,  does  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor  in  those  States  whifh 
have  enacted  such  a  law,  but  it  doe-*  not  prohibit  the  purchase 
or  consumption  of  ]i(|uor,  and  it  is  well  knoAvn  that  the  Southern 
States  are  buying  as  freely  as  ever.  Tliis  clearly  shows  that  the 
law  would  soon  be  unpopular,  were  the  Southerner  unable  to 
purchase  his  supplies  from  adjacent  States.  It  seems  a  pity 
Congress  could  not  have  prevented  this,  and  it  is  almost  iuqios- 
sible  to  expect  the  trade  to  refu.se  the  orders  they  receive,  but  it 
might  be  found  the  most  effective  measure  to  stop  the  ])i'olii- 
bition  wave  now  flooding  the  country.

French  Wine  Nomenclature. 


THE  law  which  recently  took  etl'ect  in  France  c(mcerhing  the 
use  of  the  word  "ciianqiagne"  and  other  similar  words  in 
the  designation  of  wines  restricts  llieir  use  to  wines  manufac- 
tured in  the  i)rovinces  designated  by  that  name.  In  an  article 
published  in  tlie  Duily  Coiixiildr  and  Trade  Rcpoits  on  April 
15th,  it  was  stated  that  wines  of  this  sort  might  be  called,  for 
instance,  "fantasie  (•haui])agne,"'  "Saumur  cliami)agne,"  etc. 
The  French  ambassador  in  a  letter  states  that  the  name  cluuii- 
])agTie  can  not  be  given  to  any  other  wines  than  those  coming 
from  the  region  bearing  that  nanu\  He  says  that  the  Frencli 
law  is  intended  to  prohibit  all  fraud  or  decepticm  re.garding 
either  the  kind  or  the  origin  of  the  products,  and  that  "only 
wines  harvested  and  produced  in  the  wine-growing  region  of 
Champagne  Province  are  entitled  to  be  called  'cliam])agne.' "

O  Ixr'E  tho  local  option  law  was  ])asse(l  in  Oreo;on  four  j-ears  a<>o,  21  of  the  33  connties  of  the  State  have  adopted  county 
^  prohibition  and  have  vote<l  appi-oximately  500  saloons  out  of  business.  There  is  not  a  single  county  in  the  State  in  which 
there  is  not  some  dry  territory.  Aside  from  the  —  dry  counties,  there  are  from  4  to  16  dry  precincts  in  each  of  the  other  12 
counties.  Fully  75  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  State  is  now  under  prohibition,  probably  55  per  cent  of  the  population  is  with- 
(lut  saloons  and  90  per  cent  of  the  cities  and  towns  have  dispensed  with  these  resorts.  Prior  to  this  year  the  temperance  people, 
under  the  local  option,  routed  the  saloons  from  the  following  nine  counties:  Benton,  Curry,  Lane,  Linn,  Lincoln,  Sherman, 
Tillamook,  Wallowa  and  Yamhill.  A\'ith  the  exception  of  Benton,  the  saloon  men  at  the  general  election  this  year  caused  the 
question  of  county  ijrohibition  to  be  resubmitted  in  these  counties,  with  the  result  that  the  anti-saloon  forces  won  out  in  every 
county  but  Lincoln,  Avhich  is  restored  to  the  Avet  territory  after  a  two  years'  drought.  In  the  same  election  the  temperance 
people  added  13  counties  to  the  dry  area,  as  follows :  Crook,  Douglas,  Gilliam,  Grant,  Jackson,  Jo.sephine,  Klamath,  Malheur, 
Morrow,  I'olk,  T'niatilla,  Union  and  Wheeler.  The  following  eight  counties  voted  on  county  prohibition  and  in  them  the  saloon 
men  were  victorious :  Clackamas,  Columbia,  Coos,  Harney,  Lake,  ^Marion,  Wasco  and  Wa.shington.  There  were  only  three 
counties  in  the  State — Baker,  Clatsop  and  Multnomah — in  which  county  elections  on  the  local  option  issue  were  not  held  this 
month.  Summarized,  the  liquor  situation  in  this  State  shows  21  dry  counties,  as  follows:  Benton,  Crook,  Curry,  Douglas,  Gil- 
liam, Grant,  Jacks(m,  Josephine,  Klamath,  Lane,  Linn,  Malheur,  Morrow,  Polk,  Sherman,  Tillamook,  Umatilla,  Union,  Wal- 
lowa. Wheeler  and  Yamhill  (indicated  in  white  squares  in  map).  'Counties  voting  wet  in  1908 — Clackamas,  Columbia,  Coo.s, 
Harney,  Lake,  Lincoln,  Clarion,  Wasco  and  Washington  (indicated  by  shaded  lines  in  map).  Counties  not  voting  and  wet —

The  phenomenal  growth  of  the  wine  industry  in  Italy  does 
not  excite  much  comment,  but  it  is  really  remarkable.  In  1907 
the  crop  of  that  country  Avas  estimtaed  at  1,495,126,400  gallons, 
and  that  of  France  at  1,744,255,527.  At  this  rate  of  increase  it 
is  not  impro1)able  that  in  the  near  future  Italy  will  become  the 
foremost  Avine  producing  country  of  the  world.  One  of  the 
astonishing  features  of  this  vast  production  is  the  fact  that  the 
wine  of  Italy  is  consumed  by  Italians;  an  it  is  the  testimony 
of  observant  travelers  that  they  ai'e  the  most  temperate  of 
European  peoples. 


In  Yolo  County,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  determiuetl 
by  a  vote  of  4  to  1  to  submit  the  question  whether  saloons  shall 
be  permitted  in  that  county  outside  the  incorporated  towns  or 
not,  to  the  people  at  the  November  election.  This  vote  comes 
under  the  State  law  allowing  precinct  option  and  this  will  be  the 
first  time  the  law  has  been  exercised  in  Yolo  Couutv. 


The  Town  Trustees  of  Fairfield,  Solano  County,  will  vote 
upon  an  amendment  to  the  liquor  license  ordinance  at  their  next 
meeting,  in  which  it  is  propo.sed  to  raise  the  cost  of  license  from 
|!45  to  |60  per  quarter.

Arbitrary  Tactics  No  Longer  AlloAved — Case  Was  Fought  by 
Fleisclimann  &  Co. — Transcontinental  Lines  Must  Use 
Discretion  in  Charges. 


MONDAY  Commissioner  E.  E,  AVilliamson  of  the  Receivers" 
and  Shippers'  Association  received  from  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  at  Washington  copies  of  an  opinion 
knocking  out  effectuallj'  the  practice  among  Western  trans- 
continental lines  of  assessing  "released  vahmtion  rates"  on 
shipments  of  merchandise  and  other  kinds  of  freight. 

It  is  the  consensus  of  oi)inion  among  all  shippers  that  the 
decision  is  one  of  the  niost  important  ever  given  by  the  Com- 
mission, in  that  it  establishes  a  vital  principle  which  will  obtain 
throughout  the  entire  country  and  will  relieve  the  shippers  of 
a  very  trying  as  well  as  a  very  expensive  form  of  arbitrary 
rulings  by  raiiways. 

In  effect,  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  makes  it  illegal  for 
a  railway  company  to  require  the  signature  of  a  shipper  to  a 
release  for  damages  to  goods  in  transit,  beyond  an  arbitrary 
sum.  The  carriers  of  the  West  have  made  the  signature  of  such 
a  release  necessary  before  the  minimum  rate  for  transportation 
of  the  goods  could  be  obtained. 

To  illustrate,  the  rate  upon  pure  spirits  and  other  grades  of 
alcoholic  liquids  is  85  cents,  if  the  shipper  will  sign  a  release 
attached  to  the  bill  of  lading,  absolving  the  carrier  fi-oiii  ])aying 
more  than  50  cents  per  gallon  on  the  liquors,  in  case  of  damage 
in  transit.  The  actual  value  of  the  goods  is  much  greater,  the 
internal  tax  being  .fl.lO  i)er  gallon  alone.  The  carriers,  in  case 
the  shipper  refused  to  sign  tlie  release,  charged  20  per  cent  more 
on  the  freight  rate,  bringing  the  rate  up  to  |1.02  or  17  cents 
more  than  the  "released  valuation  rate." 

This  rule  was  believed  by  the  Fleisclimann  Company  of  Cin- 
cinnati to  be  not  only  arbitrary,  but  also  illegal,  and  Commis- 
sioner E.  E.  Williamson,  for  the  IJeceivers'  and  Shippers'  Asso 
elation,  and  H.  :M.  Freer,  traffic  manager  for  the  Fleisclimann 
(■(Uiipany,  took  the  matter  u|)  witli  tiie  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission. 

The  result  is  a  sweeping  victory  for  the  shipping  interest*!. 
Uy  reason  of  the  opinion  rendered,  shippers  may  now  proceed 
to  demand  settlements  for  damage  claims,  on  the  basis  of  the 
actual  value  of  the  goods  damaged  or  destroyed,  and  the  amount 
of  the  freight  rate  for  the  traiis])oi-tation  of  the  goods  must  not 
he  made  any  condition  of  the  size  of  the  rate.  The  opinion 
applies  not  only  to  the  transjiortaticm  of  s])irits,  but  to  all  kinds 
of  freight  and  is,  therefore,  of  vast  importance.  A  summary  of 
the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  received  IMonday,  shows  the 
following  conclusions  of  the  Commission  : 

1 — If  a  rate  is  conditioned  upon  the  shipper's  assuming  the 
risk  of  loss  due  to  causes  beyond  the  carrier's  control,  the  con- 
dition is  valid. 

2 — If  a  rate  is  conditioned  upon  the  shipper's  assuming  the 
entire  risk  of  loss,  the  condition  is  void  as  against  loss  due  to 
the  carrier's  negligence  or  other  misconduct. 

3 — If  a  rate  is  conditioned  upon  the  shipper's  agreeing  that 
the  carrier's  liability  shall  not  exceed  a  certain  specified  value, 
(a)  the  stipulation  is  valid  when  loss  occurs  through  causes 
beyond  the  carrier's  negligence;  (b)  the  stipulation  is  valid 
even  Avhen  loss  is  due  to  the  carrier's  negligence,  if  the  shipper 
has  himself  declared  the  value  expressly,  or  by  implication,  the 
carrier  accepting  the  same  in  good  faith  as  the  real  value,  and 
the  rate  of  freight  being  fixed  in  accordance  therewith;  (c)  tlie 
stipulation  is  void  as  against  loss  due  to  the  carrier's  negligence 
or  other  misconduct  if  the  specified  amount  does  not  purport 
to  be  an  agreed  valuation,  but  has  been  fixed  arbiti-arily  by  tlie 
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carrier  witliout  roffroiice  to  the  real  value;  (d)  the  stipulation 
is  void  as  against  loss  due  to  the  carrier's  negli<?ence  or  other 
iiiisoonduct  if  the  specified  amount,  while  purporting  to  be  an 
agreed  valuation,  is  in  fact  i)urel.v  tiotitious  and  represents  an 
attempt  to  limit  the  carrier's  liability  to  an  arbitrary  amount. 

4 — A  carrier  may  lawfully  establish  a  scale  of  damages  appli- 
cable to  a  specific  couimodity  and  graduated  reasonably  accord- 
ing to  value.  These  rates  must  be  applied  in  good  faith,  regard 
being  had  to  the  actual  value  of  the  i)roperty  offered  for  ship- 
ment. 

5 — A  carrier  must  not  make  use  of  its  released  rates  as  a 
means  of  escaping  liability  for  the  consequence  of  its  negligence 
cither  wholly  or  in  part. 

(i — It  is  a  mischievous  practice  for  carriers  to  publish  in  their 
taritfs  and  on  their  bills  of  ladings  rules  and  regulations  which 
are  misleading,  unreasonable,  or  incapable  of  literal  enforce- 
ment in  a  court  of  law. 

7 — A  stipulati(m  that  an  additional  charge  of  20  per  cent 
shall  be  collected  on  property  that  is  shipped  not  subject  to 
limited  liability  is  unreasonable. — Cincinnati  Times  Star,  June 
8,  190S.  ... 


From  the  Enemy's  Camp. 


THE  Hnnil  Press  suggests  that  the  wine  interests  of  Cali- 
fornia nmy  not  be  affected  by  the  remarkable  anti-saloon 
movement  that  has  thrown  into  panic  the  liquor  business  of  the 
whole  country.  "It  nmy  act  as  promotive  of  wine  instead  of 
repressive,  because  wine  figures  but  little  as  a  saloon  commod- 
ity," says  the  Press.  Another  consideration  is  the  growing 
popularity  of  uufermented  grape  juices.  Seattle,  Los  Angeles 
and  other  coast  towns  are  taking  fruit  juices  from  the  East  in 
carload  lots.  Los  Angeles  parties  have  established  a  large 
factory  for  preparing  uufermented  grape  juice  in  San  Bernar- 
dino Counts',  and  many  snmller  institutions  are  in  successful 
operation  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  .Furthermore,  some 
attention  is  being  given  to  the  introduction  of  American  va- 
rieties of  grapes,  as  they  produce  the  most  acceptable  tang  and 
taste  for  the  prepared  juices.  The  tendency  toward  adjustment 
to  new  conditions  and  demands  in  California  is  very  noticeable, 
and  we  may  have  little  fear  that  the  anti-saloon  movement  will 
work  permanent  harm  to  viticulture  here. 

So  acute  has  become  the  condemnation  of  the  saloon  that  a 
convention  of  wine  producei-s  recently  assembled  at  Fresno 
advocated  the  complete  .separation  of  the  wine-growing  industry 
from  the  saloon.  Uut  the  convention  took  the  ground  that  wine 
is  a  great  promoter  of  temperance.  This  places  the  ([uestion 
upon  a  new  basis,  and  as  is  usually  the  fate  of  the  licjuor  in- 
terests, they  thus  place  themselves  upon  the  defensive  by  their 
own  attitude.  Viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  the  saloonist  who 
lives  largely  by  the  treating  habit,  and  the  desire  of  a  portion  of 
his  customers  to  become  drunk  by  the  shortest  route,  wine  is  a 
great  promoter  of  tempei'ance;  considered  by  the  prohibitionist, 
wine  induces  the  taste  for  intoxication.  Medium  ground  be- 
tween the  two  may  be  tenable,  but  to  take  it  in  the  declaration 
that  wine  is  a  temperance  apostle — to  place  its  use  upon  moral 
issues — will  precipitate  anew  the  same  century-lolig  contest 
against  the  drink  habit. 

We  are  not  considering  this  vital  question  from  a  moral 
standpoint.  Upon  that  feature  every  per.sou  must  stand  indi- 
vidually. But  from  the  standpoint  of  expediency,  the  wine 
intei-ests  will  lose  ground  in  forcing  wine  to  the  front  as  a 
temperance  promoter.    I  do  not  theorize  on  this,  but  quote  facts. 


Here  is  one  and  a  score  could  be  enumerated :  At  a  large  fruit 
growers'  convention,  held  in  one  of  the  most  prominent  vine- 
growing  districts  of  the  State,  a  resolution  was  introduced 
declaring  that  win(*  is  a  reuiedy  for  tin;  evils  of  intemperance, 
and  asking  the  next  I^egislature  to  enact  laws  allowing  wine  to 
be  sold  free  from  license  and  releasing  it  from  the  prohibition 
laws  of  the  towns,  cities  and  State  of  California.  Opposition 
was  immediate  and  overwhelming  all  over  the  house.  Finally 
the  resolution  was  brought  to  a  vote,  and  defeated  unanimously, 
the  movers  of  the  resolution  even  not  voting  for  it.  I  believe  if 
wisdom  prevails,  the  wine  business  in  California  will  be  allowed 
to  gradually  adjust  itself  to  the  new  conditions,  and  conserva- 
tive action  on  the  part  of  the  wine  growers  will  be  a  mark  of 
wisdom. — Los  Angeles  Times.

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Decision  Will  Not  Affect  Whisky  Trade. 


THE  receut  decisiou  handed  dowu  in  the  (nreuit  Court  of 
Appeals  in  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  case  of  L.  W. 
I^evy  &  Co.  vs.  N.  M.  Uri  &  Co.,  regarding  a  trade  mark  inter- 
ference, has  been  threatened  to  be  used  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  as  a  judicial  determination  of  some  of  the  mo.st 
important  questions  affecting  Avhisky. 

The  above  mentioned  suit  involved  the  woi-d  "Urookwood"  as 
a  trade  mark  for  whisky.  It  was  established  that  the  predeces- 
sor of  N.  M.  Uri  &  Co.  was  the  first  to  adopt  and  u.se  this  mark 
and  that  it  has  been  continuously  used  since  its  original  adop- 
tion. The  contention  in  the  case  Avas,  however,  that  owing  to 
material  misrepresentati(ms  printed  on  the  labels  containing 
this  mark  the  appellee  was  not  entitled  to  its  registration.  The 
labels  in  question  contained  the  words  "Pure  Old  Urookwood 
Rye  Whisky,''  and  "Distilled  from  Selected  Grain  and  is  Abso- 
lutely Pure." 

According  to  this,  the  whisky  to  be  pure  should  be  distilled 
from  malted  rye  only.  Through  analysis  it  was  found  that  there 
were  five  or  six  constituents  which  were  used  in  making  up  this 
brand.  When  the  pure  food  law  Avent  into  ett'ect  in  1906  the 
words  "A  blend"  Avere  added  to  the  label. 
In  his  decision  Justice  Kobb  .states: 

"We  think  it  very  clear  that  to  advertise  and  sell  a  mixture 
containing  rye  and  bourbcm  whiskies  and  neutral  spirits,  Avheth- 
er  containing  flavoring  or  coloring  matter  or  not,  as  a  pure  rye 
Avhisky  is  grossly  to  deceive  the  public." 

The  question  for  determination,  therefore,  was  Avhether  the 
Patent  Office  should  recognize  a  property  right  in  a  mark  and 
accord  it  registration  Avhcn  the  courts  upon  the  same  fact  Avould 
decline  to  protect  the  mark  Avhen  registered. 

In  concluding  his  decision  Justice  Kobb  states : 
"In  this  case  the  record  shows  that  the  applicant,  Uri  &  Co., 
AA-as  not  entitled  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  mark  because  of  the 
misleading  and  deceptiA-e  statements  contained  on  tlieir  labels. 
It  AA^as  the  purpose  of  the  act  to  i)rotect  honest  manufacturers 
and  dealers,  because  in  doing  so  the  i)<dilic  would  in  turn  be 
protected. 

"It  is  our  conclusion  that  because  of  tlie  misleading  state- 
ments on  the  labels  containing  the  mark,  appellee  can  claim  no 
property  right  therein  and  is  not  entitled  to  claim  the  benefits 
of  the  Trade  Mark  act." 

At  the  time  of  the  destruction  of  several  brands  of  liiii)()rted 
whiskies  it  Avill  be  remembered  that  an  agreement  was  entt^red 
into  betAveen  the  importers  and  the  (Jovernment  through  the 
efforts  of  And)assad<)r  IJryce,  as  follows: 

"Without  prejudice  to  the  merits  of  the  (luestion  ])ending  the 
final  judicial  determination  of  the  (luesticm,  all  imported  whisky 
held  to  be  merely  misbranded,  sliall  be  allowed  to  pass  the  cus- 
toms Avithout  any  Avay  restricting  the  right  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  proccH'd  against  such  Avhisky  after  it  shall  have 
entered  into  the  commerce  of  the  country  in  identically  the 
same  manner  that  domestic  Avhisky  is  proceeded  against." 

Consequently,  it  is  natural  io  supjMJse,  and  it  has  been  feared 
by  the  foreign  interests  at  Washington,  that  if  the  above  de- 
cision should  be  recognized  and  all  domestic  Avhiskies  l)e  treated 
in  the  same  manner,  it  Avould  affect  the  Avhiskies  imported  into 
this  country. 

Ambassador  Bi-yce  therefore  has  been  in  consultation  with 
the  State  Department  and  has  Aentui-ed  the  opinion  that  if  such 
action  Avas  taken  it  Avould  not  be  in  good  faith,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  Avas  agreed  that  no  action  Avould  be  taken  until  certain 
test  cases  Avere  disposed  of. 

The  fact  that  the  decision  might  be  alloAved  to  affect  other 
cases  has  caused  some  uneasiness  among  the  leading  importers 


of  the  country,  but  the  domestic  dealers  are  of  the  opinion  that 
there  Avill  be  no  further  action  until  the  test  cases  are  decided 
in  the  fall.  In  a  letter  to  David  Stauber,  secretary  of  the  Whole- 
sale Liquor  Dealers"  Association,  General  Coimsel  Warwick  M. 
Hough  states : 

"Most  of  the  newspaper  reports  Avliich  Avere  sent  out  from 
AVashiugton  Avith  reference  to  the  trade  nuirk  suit  of  Levy  vs. 
Uri  AA-ere  prefaced  Avitli  the  obvious  design  of  creating  the  im- 
pression that  the  test  case  on  the  subject  of  Avhisky  labeling  had 
been  decided,  Avhen  such  is  not  the  fact. 

"The  court  merely  decided  that  no  one  Avas  entitled  to  register 
a  trade  mark  under  the  United  States  law  if  such  trade  mark 
has  ever  been  used  in  connection  with  descriptive  or  misleading 
statements.  ♦  •  •  The  decision  in  this  case  Avill  have  no 
bearing  Avhatever  upon  the  decision  in  the  test  case,  which  Avill 
be  basetl  upon  expert  and  scientific  testiuKmy  as  to  manufacture 
and  nomenclature,  Avhereas,  in  this  trade  mark  case,  there  Avas 
no  testimony  Avhatever  bearing  upon  the  subject."

No  More  Sake  For  Honolulu. 


Hi  sui)pose  now  that,  as  the  importatitm   of  sake  has  been 
1  forbidden  by  the  Fnited  States  (Jovernment,  the  Japanese 
will  hav(!  to  drink  wine,  beer,  whisky,  etc,"  was  the  statement 
nmde  this  morning  by  Consul-(ieueral  Saito  at  the  consulate. 

"The  Japanese  here;  in  Hawaii  feel  very  sorry  that  they 
can't  have  their  national  drink,  but  they  will  abide  by  the  law. 
The  laborers  here  on  the  plantations  must  have  something  to 
drink,  as  they  are  used  to  it,  and  if  they  can't  have  sake  they 
must  hav(>  tlu;  next  best  thing  to  it. 

"I  am  sorry  that  the  importation  of  sake  has  been  stopped 
by  the  I'ure  Food  laws  in  the  Fnited  States,  but  the  Japanese 
realize  that  they  are  not  able  to  fill  the  re(]uirements  of  the 
law  without  using  salicylic  acid,  which  is  necessary  for  the  sea 
trip. 

"The  Japanese  are  not  a  drinking  race,  although  the  field 
laborers  have  always  been  used  to  having  sake,  but  they  will 
soon  learn  to  use  American  drinks  in  place  of  their  own  national 
beverage." 

Consul-Cieneral  Saito,  in  talking  about  the  coming  of  the 
Atlantic  fleet,  remarked  that  it  Avould  be  on(^  of  the  greatest 
things  that  could  have  happened  for  Hawaii.

Increased  Freight  Rate. 


At  !i  icHciit  lucctiufi;  at  Chicai^o  of  tlu;  Transcoutineutal 
Ficif^ht  IJureau,  notice  wa.s  <;ivt'ii  tliat  tlu;  existing  export  rates 
on  ("alifomia  wines  to  Europe  would  expire  on  .June  30tli  next, 
and  on  Jnl\-  1st  the  new  rat(!S  will  be  ett'eetive.  Instead  of 
through  rates  to  destination,  there  will  be  proi)ortionate  rates  to 
the  United  States  port  of  export,  to  Avhich  must  be  added,  the 
cost  of  transfer  to  ship,  and  transportation  across  the  ocean. 
For  instance,  on  and  after  July  1st  the  shii)ment  of  wine  to 
New  York  will  cost  65  cents  per  100  pounds,  but  what  the  bal- 
ance of  the  journey  will  amount  to  is  a  matter  of  conjecture,  but 
in  the  opinion  of  P.  C.  Rossi,  president  of  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony,  it  will  certainly  exceed  the  present  through  rate  of  75 
cents. 

Mr.  Rossi  stated  that  the  present  rate  was  a  good  thing  for  the 
trade,  as  it  was  a  reasonable  price,  and  could  always  be  quoted 
in  advance.  The  cause  of  the  change  is  the  ruling  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  and  under  tlie  neAv  order  of  things 
the  cost  of  transportation  Avill  not  only  be  increased,  but  be 
liable  to  variations. 

For  these  reasons  Mr.  Rossi  was  of  opinion  that  the  change 
in  I'ates  was  certainly  not  for  the  better,  as  any  uncertainty  was 
{flways  more  or  less  injurious  in  business.  Now  the  through 
rate  is  a  certainty,  but  hereafter  special  liookings  will  have  to  be 
made,  and  the  ocean  rate  determined  at  the  time  of  shipment. 


Schools  Suffer  Loss  of  Revenue  Through  Prohibition. 


FROM  returns  received  from  the  special  tax  election  held  in 
Mobile  County,  Alabama,  last  week,  the  prohibitionists  have 
suffered  defeat,  losing  the  city  by.  a  majority  of  376  votes  and 
the  county  by  a  smaller  number. ,  The  passage  of  a  State  pro- 
hibition bill  in  the  recent  Alabama  Legislature  deprived  the 
public  schools  of  that  county  of  .f80,000  per  year  received  fx-om 
the  li(|uor  tax  and  left  them  with  practically  no  support.  The 
electicm  last  week  Avas  for  the  jiurpose  of  imposing  a  "one  mill'' 
tax  to  maintain  the  schools.  Anti-prohibitionists  fought  the  tax 
and  won.  Teachers'  salaries  and  school  terms  will  be  reduced 
to  nu'et  the  conditions.

254  cases  47  barrels  19  half  barrels  458  casks  40  kegs  125  tid)s 
nd  204  gallons,  valued  at  |22,939.  The  sake  shipped  back  to 
apan  totaled  22  cases  125  tubs  and  455  cases. 


APECI'LIAK  situation  growing  out  of  the  National  Pure 
Food  Law  exists  with  reference  to  the  iniportaticm  of 
Scotch  whisky.  AVe  were  shown  a  few  days  ago  a  letter  from 
a  famous  Scotch  distilling  company  announcing  that  they  will 
not  ship  any  more  of  their  goods  to  the  I'nited  States  until  the 
Government  of  this  country  makes  a  definite  decision  as  to  what 
constitutes  Scotch  whisky.  The  slowness  of  the  department 
at  AVa.shington  in  dealing  with  matters  connected  with  the 
Pure  Food  l^aw  nudces  the  situation  decidedly  unsatisfactory 
to  such  importers,  as  they  cannot  tell  at  what  time  they  can  re- 
sume the  importations  of  Scotch  Mhi.sky  under  the  proper  regu- 
lations. 


The  California  Anti-Saloon  League  recently  met  in  conven- 
tion and  re.solved  to  petition  the  coming  State  Legislature  for  a 
State  local  option  law,  which  Avill  place  with  the  peoi)le  the 
power  of  local  option,  now  entrusted  by  the  constitution  with 
county  supervisors  and  city  trust<>es.

Tlie  RedwoiKl  Citv  ("oiuicil  lias  jiasscd  an  ordinance  imposing 
a  |500  animal  license  tax  on  retail  liciuor  dealers.  Local  women 
presented  a  strong  petition  in  favor  of  the  ordinance. 


An  ordinance  has  been  introduced  before  the  Crescent  City 
Trustees  raising  the  saloon  license  from  |120  to  .f200  a  year, 
payable  in  advance.  The  new  law  will  soon  come  up  for  final 
passage. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Joaquin  County  have 
amendetl  the  saloon  ordinance  so  as  to  make  the  hours  of  closing 
uniform  thi'ougliout  the  county.  The  hour  for  closing  is  now 
midnight  instead  of  10  p.  m.,  the  same  as  in  the  two  incorporated 
cities,  Stockton  and  Lodi. 


A  Sunda^'-closing  ordinance  has  been  passed  by  the  City 
Council  of  Anaheim,  closing  all  places  where  intoxicating 
liquors  are  sold,  except  drug  stores,  from  midnight  Saturday 
to  5  a.  m.  Mondaj'.  All  obstructions  must,  during  this  period, 
be  removed,  so  that  the  interior  may  be  plainly  seen. 


The  Associated  Retail  (irocers  of  this  city  have  decided  to 
fight  f'ity  Ordinance  4GB,  new  series,  which  compels  them  to 
pay  f  150  a  year  for  the  privilege  of  selling  bottled  liquors.  In 
order  to  inori>  effectively  combat  tiie  new  ordinance,  they  Avill  co- 
operate with  the  Retail  Grocers  of  San  Francisco,  which  body 
is  likewise  opposing  the  ordinance. 


The  vote  at  Fowler,  Fresno  County,  to  incorporate  as  a  dry 
town,  will,  unless  declared  void  by  the  Supervisors,  be  contested 
in  .the  courts.  The  contest  will  be  upon  technical  grounds, 
which  will  probably  lead  to  the  late  election  being  thrown  out. 
If  this  is  so,  another  opportunity  Avill  be  given  the  Fowler  peo- 
ple to  redeem  themselves  and  oust  the  prohibiti(mists. 


According  to  the  San  Francisco  ('liroiiicJc  of  ]Ma,y  31st  last, 
an  era  of  absolute  prohibition  will  be  instituted  at  Stanford 
University,  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  term  in  August. 
This  is  the  latest  ruling  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  on  the  liquor 
question.  The  resolution  reads:  "The  Academic  Council  is 
instructed  to  prohibit  the  use  of  licpior  in  fraternity  chapter- 
houses, student  clubhouses  and  other  student  lodgings." 


A  disi)atch  from  Stockton  states  that  the  usual  method  will 
be  adopted  in  that  city  to  defeat  the  recent  Sunday  closing  law. 
JIany  private  clubs  have  been  formed  where  liquor  is  freely 
sold,  and  according  to  the  opiiii(m  of  the  City  Attorney,  are  free 
from  police  interference.  The  oiiinion  states  "that  there  is  but 
one  way  for  the  authorities  to  gain  access  to  the  clubs,  and  that 
is  by  search  warrant  issued  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion.'' 


Mayor  Forward  of  San  Diego  has  vetoed  the  new  liquor 
licen.se  law  recently  passed  by  the  City  Council.  This  advanced 
saloon  licenses  to  175  per  quarter,  and  doubled  the  |25  rate  of 
restaurants.  He  argued  that  the  boot  was  on  the  wrong  leg, 
that  while  the  saloons  which  were  protected  by  the  limitation 
of  numbers  could  aff'ord  to  ])ay  .flOO,  the  restaurant  men,  who 
were  always  open  to  competition,  could  not  afford  the  100  per 
cent  increase.  What  action  will  be  taken  on  the  Mayor's  veto 
is  not  known. 


The  intemiK'rat(!  total  abstinence  people  of  ISerkeley  are  pi 
ning  to  have  the  next  Legislature  pass  a  kn\-  extending  j;h| 
"dry"  territory  around  the  University  from  one  to  two  miles  ( 
tant  from  the  campus.    This  would  effectually  bar  saloons  fis^ij 
AVest  Rerkeley,  if  separation  and  incorporation  of  this  manu| 
turiiig  section  are  accomplished  by  the  present  agitation,   ^^sj 
Rerkeley  is  working  hard  for  separation  from  the  other  psSrtl 
of  the  widely  scattered  City  of  Berkeley.    If  successful,  it  is 
tended  to  frame  a  new  saloon  license  law  which  will  permitj 
establishment  of  many  saloons,  and  find  tenants  for  those  bi 
ings  which  have  remained  empty  for  a  year  or  more,  owinj 
present  prohibition  laws.

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Why  North  Carolina  Went  Dry.

rHE  heiuliiiii  of  this  article  is  iiiisle)i(liii<>,  because  North 
Carolina  lias  not  gone  dry.  It  is  true  that  tlie  reports 
pom  that  State  indicate  a  majority  of  something  like  40,000 
1  favor  of  proiiibiting,  not  the  use,  hut  tlie  manufacture  and 
lie  sale  of  all  alcoholic  beverages,  excepting  wines  made  from 
rapes  and  other  fruits  within  the  State,  but  it  is  not  true  that 
he  people  of  North  Carolina  will  surivnder  tlieir  right  to  use 
liisky,  beer  or  any  other  alcoholic  beverage  they  may  be  dis- 
osed  to  consume. 

These  so-called  prohibition  laws  Avhich  are  being  urged  by 
he  Anti-Saloon  League  are  not  intended  to  proliibit  the  con- 
iimption  of  alcoholic  bcAerages,  because  it  is  an  absurdity  for 
uy  one  to  contend  that  a  laAV  merely  .prohibiting  the  mann- 
acture  and  sah'  of  an  article  for  which  there  is  a  general  de- 
land  would  put  a  stoi)  to  the  us-e  of  said  article.  It  is  true  of 
Icoholic  beverages  as  of  other  commodities  that  as  long  as  a 
emand  exists  that  deuumd  will  be  sup])Iied  from  one  source 
r  another,  provided  the  protit'in  supplying  it  justifies  the  risk 
f  supplying  it. 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  predict,  therefore,  that  the  consumption 
f  alcoholic  beverages  in  North  Carolina  in  the  future  will  be 
ully  as  great  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  and  the  chances  are 
hat  it  will  be  greater,  because  the  purchases  will  be  by  whole- 
ale  rather  than  by  retail.  We  are  all  familiar  with  the  fact 
hat  when  a  consumer  buys  cigars  by  the  box  he  uses  more 
igars  than  when  he  supplies  his  wants  from  a  cigar  store  as 
e  desires  to  smoke,  and  the  indisputable  figures  of  the  Internal 
tevenue  Department  show  that  this  is  also  true  in  regard  to 
eer  and  wliisky.  The  fact,  however,  that  the  people  of  North 
'arolina  will  continue  to  consume  alcoholic  l)everages  will  be 
mall  satisfaction  to  the  distillers,  brewers,  wholesalers  and 
etailers  in  that  State,  who  are  despoiled  of  their  property 
nthout  any  compensation  by  the  vote  cast  lately  under  the 
afluence  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  speakers  and  writers.  These; 
iroperties,  which,  after  the  first  of  Janimry,  1909,  will  be  ab- 
olutely  useless  and  Avill  consist  merely  of  l)rick,  mortar  an<l 
ther  material  unfitted  for  any  other  purposes,  will  aggregate 
aany  millions  of  dollars,  and  such  confiscation  must  inevitably 
trove  a  great  blow  to  the  i)rosperity  of  that  State. 

The  loss  of  revenue  must  also  be  serious;  but,  as  suggested 
ibove,  and  as  experience  and  common  sense  prove,  there  will 
te  no  reform,  there  will  be  no  lessening  of  the  consumption  of 
Icoholic  beverages,  there  Avill  be  no  falling  off  in  intemperance, 
here  will  be  great  demoralization  throughout  the  State,  and 
in  addition  burden  -will  undoubtedly  be  x)laced  upon  the  backs 
»f  the  remaining  taxpayers  in  the  effort  to  enforce  an  im- 
ossible  statute. 

'  If  these  facts  are  true,  then  why  diet  the  people  of  North 
'arolina  vote  for  a  law  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  .sale 
>f  all  alcoholic  beverages,  excepting  thf)S(>  referred  to  above? 
n  answer  to  this  question  I  would  say  that  this  vote  is  largely 
in  unreasoning  one,  due  to  excitement,  and  to  an  excitement 
n  some  cases  wrought  up  to  frenzy.  It  is  also  in  the  nature 
)f  a  protest  on  the  part  of  the  people  against  the  way  in  which 
nany  of  the  retailers  of  that  State  conducted  their  places  of 
>usiness. 

In  exidanation  of  this,  I  quote  from  a  letter  dated  ilay  21st 
from  Mr.  T.  De(iui]icv  Tully,  secretary  of  the  Law  Enforce- 
ment Society  of  New  York,  who  visited  North  Carolina  at  the 
iistance  of  the  National  Model  License  League,  and  who  made 
't'veral  speeches  in  that  State  in  opposition  to  prohibition.  .Mr. 
TuJly's  society  is  for  the  sole  pxirpose  of  enforcing  the  law,  and 


on  investigaliug  the  ohjcds  of  th(!  Model  License;  League  Mr. 
Tully  was  so  convinced  of  the  soundness  and  practical»ility  of 
its  purpose  that  he  has  become  an  earnest  advocate,  as  he  sees 
through  the  league  the  only  satisfactory  solution  of  the  liquor 
problem. 

Mr.  Tully,  in  reporting  his  observations,  said: 

"From  what  I  could  learn  while  in  North  Carolina  I  judge 
the  situation  to  be  as  follows:  What  may  be  called  the  'senti- 
ment' of  the  State,  in  common  with  the  expressed  sentiment  of 
other  Sections  of  the  South,  is  for  prohibitiem.  In  North  Caro- 
lina, while  they  have  local  option,  and  a  large  portion  is  already 
'dry,'  they  have  had  no  good  restrictive  regulation  law.  They 
have  no  liquor  bond  nor  State  regulation.  Regulation  by  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  is  left  to  the  local  communities.  All 
prosecutions  are  for  crime,  and,  of  course,  are  difficult  of  en- 
forcement. The  consequence  has  been  that  tliere  has  been  prac- 
tically no  enforcement,  or  restraint,  on  the  retail  liquor  busi- 
ness. The  people  have  been  accustomed  to  observe  the  abuses 
arising  therefrom,  and  the  proposition  to  vote  out  the  saloon 
seems  the  only  remedy  the  people  have  to  protect  themselves 
from  the  evils  they  have  l)een  in  contact  with  year  after  year. 

"The  rebellion,  for  it  amounts  to  that,  against  the  legalized 
.saloon,  is  the  result  of  disregard  on  the  part  of  liquor  men  for 
the  Law,  common  decency,  and  the  sentiment  of  the  church 
and  the  moral  people  in  the  different  communities  in  which 
such  traffic  is  carried  on,  and  is  the  result  of  conditions  brought 
about  largely  by  the  .saloonkeepers  themselves,  backed  up  and 
encouraged  in  their  lawless  practices  by  local  politicians  who 
desired  tlie  assistance  of  these  men  in  placing  and  keeping 
them  in  office. 

"Wliile  it  is  probable  the  State  will  vote  'dry,'  yet  it  will 
l)e  most  unfortunate  for  the  State  if  it  will  do  so. 

"I  found  the  -people  do  not  understand  the  situation,  or 
what  they  are  called  upon  to  vote  for.  They  are  led  to  believe 
they  will  vote  for  prohibition,  Avhere,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they 
will  vote  for  nothing  of  the  kind.  They  retilly  will  vote  for  a 
law  and  for  a  proposition,  and  this  law,  the  most  iniquitous, 
unfair  and  un-American  that  could  be  devised,  will  be  fastened 
upon  the  State,  and  it  Avill  be  found  most  difficult  to  correct, 
no  matter  how  unsatisfactory  it  Avill  be  found  to  work. 

"In  my  opinion,  the  campaign  of  education  was  not  com- 
menced soon  enough.  It  appeared  to  me  too  late  to  inform  the 
]/eople  as  to  the  real  merits  involved,  and  the  folly  of  voting 
for  the  proposition  presented  to  them,  in  the  way  it  was  drawn 
up.  In  my  opinion,  could  the  situation  have  been  properly 
placed  before  the  people,  they  would  repudiate  the  measure. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  every  person  I  talked  with,  when  he  under- 
stood the  matter,  was  against  it.  The  cry  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  who  have  industriously  placed  the  proposition  of  pro- 
hibition before  the  people  through  the  churches  and  other  ways, 
has  caught  the  ear.  They  purposely  left  out  any  reference  to 
the  law  which  the  people  will  fasten  upon  themselves  when  they 
vote  for  the  prohibition  proposition. 

"I  am  fully  convinced  that  your  Model  License  League  holds 
the  key  to  the  situation  of  the  great  question  in  the  South.  It 
may  be  difficult  for  you  to  have  your  plans  adopted,  but  I  see 
no  other  way. 

"Fire-eating  speeches  on  either  side  will  do  more  harm  than 
good.  Threats  of  drastic  laws,  in  case  of  defeat  by  either  side, 
will  only  arouse  the  passions  of  the  people.  What  is  needed 
is  a  calm  discussion  of  the  question,  and  a  united  effort  on  the 
l>art  of  all  good  people  as  patriots  in  the  most  practical  and 
satisfactory  way,  to  settle  the  question  by  the  licensed  saloon 
and  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  law.  The  extremes  of  prohibi- 
tion on  the  one  hand  and  lawlessness  on  the  other  Avill  never 
solve  the  problem.  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the 
righteousness  of  your  cause  and  the  practical  value  of  your 
plan." 
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Ought  to  Stretch  Hemp, 


SANTA  ROSA,  .May  30. — So  iiuligiiaiil  are  the  pe(»i)le  of  (Ucu 
Ellen  and  vicinity  over  the  destrnetion  of  the  Frank  Le- 
moine  winery  for  the  thii-d  time  that  a  call  for  a  mass  meeting 
has  been  issued,  and  will  be  held  Wednesday  afternoon.  The 
meeting  is  called  "in  the  interests  of  the  community  to  take 
what  steps  are  deemed  advisable  for  the  arrest  and  conviction 
of  the  incendiary."  In  addition,  ilr.  Lemoine  has  ottered  a 
"reward  of  |500  and  two  insurance  companies  in  which  Lemoine 
had  small  policies  have  each  offered  $500  reward.  So  that  the 
arrest  of  the  guilty  person  will  mean  a  ])urse  of  flSOO  to  the 
lucky  one.  The  same  person  who  set  tire  to  the  winery  doubt- 
less also  cut  hundreds  of  his  vines  on  a  level  with  the  ground. 


Frank  Nervo  of  (Jeyserville  has  let  a  contract  for  a  stone 
winery  at  that  place.  It  will  have  a  capacity  of  over  one  hun- 
dred thousand  gallons,  it  is  said,  and  will  be  ready  for  this 
.season's  vintage. 


The  Roma  Winery  in  Healdsburg  is  to  be  doubled  in  size,  and 
workmen  are  now  at  work  on  the  building.  The  addition  will 
be  75x100  feet,  part  of  which  will  be  used  for  a  fermenting 
room.  A  distillery  will  also  be  built,  fitted  up  A\ith  the  latest 
and  best  machinery.  When  the  improvements  are  all  completed 
the  plant  will  be  one  of  the  largest  in  this  section. 


Prof.  H.  J.  (iuayle,  of  the  I'niversity  of  California,  has  the 
following  to  say  about  the  crop  situation  around  Lodi :  "I  have 
found  the  vineyards  in  a  most  healthful  state  and  never  before 
saw  such  prospects  for  bumper  crops  as  there  are  here  this 
season.  The  vines  are  literall.y  loaded,  and  unless  something 
unusual  happens  I  believe  the  average  tokay  yield  will  be  over 
ten  t(ms  to  the  acre,  which  in  exceptional  cases  the  yield  will 
reach  as  high  as  twenty  tons  to  the  acre." 


The  residence  building  connected  with  the  Foimtain  CroA-e 
Vineyard,  near  Santa  Rosa,  Avas  destroyed  by  fire  on  tlu>  17th 
inst.  It  was  richly  furnished,  contained  a  very  valuable  library 
and  several  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  Japanese  Avorks  of  art. 
The  loss  is  estinuited  far  in  excess  of  forty  thousand  dollar.s, 
Avith  no  insurance.  Prince  Nagaswai,  the  owner  of  the  property, 
announces  that  it  will  be  rebuilt  at  cmce. 


WOODLAND,  May  22.— The  grape  crop  Avill  be  so  large  tlii 
year  that  the  grower  Avho  has  a  term  contract  may  consider  him 
.self  fortunate.  The  tendency  of  price  is  certain  to  be  strongly 
dowuAvard.

The  fact  that  A\-ine  is  shipped  1i 
northern  Europe  is  not  neAV  nor  is  the  amount  large.  For  soiih 
time  pa.st  similar  shijunents  haA-e  been  made  from  New  York 
and  it  is  safe,  we  think,  to  argue  that  this  points  to  an  iucreasi( 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  our  vintages  Avhich  Avill  <.!!e  da\ 
lead  to  enlarged  demand. 


A.  Rossi  &  Co.,  machinists,  of  322  IJroadway,  luiAe  been  verj' 
busy  people  this  si)ring.  The  feature  of  this  busine.ss  is  the 
manufacture  of  Aviue  presses,  grape  crushers,  and  other  ma 
chinery  particularly  adapted  to  the  art  of  Avine  nmking,  and 
last  year  ilr.  Rossi  acknowledges  he  was  caught  napping.  Owiup 
to  the  generous  and  abundant  vintage  Avhich  Avas  gathered  last 
fall  the  calls  upon  the  companv  Avere  hard  to  supply.  As  an- 
other big  year  is  expected,  Rossi,  Avarned  by  past  experience,  has 
built  a  large  quantity  of  wine-making  machinery  Avhich  he  has 
on  hand  ready  for  the  demands  ex]>ected  next  fall.  P.esides  tliis 
he  has  for  sale  a  number  of  second-liand  redwood  tanks  and  oak 
casks,  of  various  capacities  from  10(10  to  5000  gallons,  Avhich  \w 
is  anxious  to  dispose  of  at  figui'es  Avhich  ought  to  find  immediate 
buvers.

nd  fault.  The  declaration  is  also  a  i)rotest  by  the  brewers  that 
ley  liave  not  permitted  sordid  gains  to  influence  them  in  sup 
orting  low  resorts.  They  maintain  that  politics  has  done  them 
tore  liarm  than  good,  and  that  they  will  ])rove  by  future  action 
[lat  they  are  both  law-loving  and  law-abiding. 

The  allied  trades  liaving  to  do  with  work  for  the  brewing 
ii crests,  organized  to  help  the  larger  body  tight  the  jn'ohibition 
lovement.  The  new  organization  will  be  known  as  the  I'nited 
tates  Manufacturers'  and  .Merchants'  Association.  ^lany  uni- 
ons of  dollars  are  invested  in  these  trades,  and  the  "personal 
berty''  deniand  springs  from  ;them.  The  platform  adopted  is 
1  part : 

"The  United  States  r)rewers'  Association,  in  convention  as- 
Mubled,  presents  the  following  declarations  of  principles,  and 
eclares  its  sympatiiy  with,  and  offers  its  co-operation  with  any 
lovement  looking  to  the  promotion  of  habits  of  temperance  in 
le  use  of  fermented  beverages.  ]>y  temperance  is  meant  tem- 
erate  use — neither  abuse  nor  disuse.  AVe  believe  that  the; 
■mperate  use  of  beer  promotes  health  and  hapi)iness,  Avhich  are 
le  underlying  c<mditions  of  morality  and  social  order,  and  in 
lis  belief  we  aiv  supjiorted  by  the  vast  j>re]>onderance  of  edu- 
iited  as  well  as  popular  opinion  all  over  the  woi-ld. 


by  healthy  i»ublic  sentiment  such  disorderly  saloons  could  be 
exterminated,  and  not  only  the  Community  juiritied  of  ol)jec- 
tionable  i)laces,  but  the  brewing  trade  freed  of  an  incid)us  which 
it  is  now  struggling  to  shake  off  without  such  assistance.  No 
one  would  hail  such  a  consummation  with  greater  satisfaction 
than  the  brewer. 

"If  the  brewers  have  been  driven  into  politics  it  is  due  to  the 
intemperate  attacks  uium  them  along  political  lines,  and  we  ask 
the  public  to  bear  in  mind  that  self-preservation  is  a  very  ele- 
mentary instinct. 

"We  turn  with  confidence  to  the  fair-minded  American  public 
and  ask  it  if,  in  v'mw  of  many  practical  instances  of  our  sin- 
cerity given  in  the  face  of  great  difficulties,  to  consider  the  state- 
ments above  made  and  to  accept  our  assurance  that  the  objec- 
tionable features  of  the  retail  lifpior  traffic  do  not  rest  upon  and 
are  not  backed,  either  by  the  commercial  interests  or  by  any 
supposed  political  powder  of  the  brewers,  but  that  the  elimination 
of  such  objectionable  featur(>s  is  most  earnestly  desired  by  our 
trade,  that  we  will  lend  our  fullest  co-operation  toward  their 
extinction,  and  invite  the  assistance  of  public  officials  and  the 
people  in  general  to  that  end." 


"It  is  a  mistake  to  believe  that  the  commercial  interest  of  the 
J  rewers  stands  back  of  the  excessive  multi]>licatiou  of  saloons 
r  of  any  of  the  unlawful  or  improper  practices  resorted  to  by 

small  minority  of  saloonkeepers  to  swell  their  incomes,  such 
g  keeping  open  after  hours,  selling  to  minors  or  drunkards, 
acouraging  or  tolerating  gambling  and  the  social  evil  in  con- 
ecti(m  with  their  ]>laces. 

"The  existing  evils,  however,  can  1)(>  eradicated  by  action  on 
he  part  of  individuals  in  the  ti-ade  only  if  they  are  aided  and 
upported  by  public  sentiment  and  suitable  laws  which  will 
lake  it  possible  for  a  small  number  of  peojile  who  may  not  wish 
0  abide  by  the  concerted  action  of  the  nmjority  of  the  trade  to 
lake  such  action  futile.  The  brewers  are  ready  and  anxious 
0  do  their  share,  to  co-operate  to  the  extent  of  their  power  in  the 
.'Ork  of  eliminating  abuses  connected  with  the  retail  trade. 
Vhile  repudiating  the  charge  tliat  theirs  is  the  chief  responsi- 
ility  for  the  existence  of  such  abuses,  they  ask  the  co-operati<m 
f  the  public  and  of  the  proper  authorities  in  the  work  of  mak- 
ag  the  saloon  what  it  ought  to  be — a  place  for  wholesome  re- 
peshment  and  recreation. 


"The  brewer  is  charged  with  being  in  politics  and  using  po- 

itical  power  for  the  pnr])ose  of  influencing  legislation,  paralyz- 

ig  executive  action  and  protecting  the  disorderly  saloon.    Such 

latements  are  gros.sly  exaggerated  and  highly  colored.    Rather 

M  it  true  that  the  existence  of  disorderly  saloons  is  in  many 


ases  the  work  of  a  certain  class  of  politicians  who  keep  them 
live  for  their  own  purposes  and  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of 
lie  brewers.    With  suitable  laws  properly  enforced  and  back(Hl

THE  time  has  arrived  for  every  business  man  to  consider  the 
faet  tlmt  in  many  sections  of  the  country  the  people  are 
runnin<>-  amuck  and  tliat  the  life  of  the  Republic  is  at  stalie.

Tliese  figures  sIioav  that  since  the  Anti-Saloon  League  started 
the  annual  drink  alloAvance  per  capita  has  increased  53^  gallons. 

Why  should  you  A^ote  to  outlaAV  business  and  throAV  men  out 
of  work  Avhen  you  knoAV  that  if  you  and  your  neighbor  drink  noA\- 
you  Avill  drink  after  you  haA'e  passed  your  prohibition  law. 
Under  prohibition  you  Avill  simply  buy  by  the  gallon  or  cast 
instead  of  by  tiie  glass,  as  under  a  license  system.  I  urge  that 
you  think  of  the  enormous  Avaste  in  connection  A\ith  tlie  pro 
hibition  campaign. 

You  Avill  admit  tliat  the  campaign  is  costing  the  backers  of 
the  moAement  as  much  as  a  national  Democratic  or  Republican 
campaign  Avould  cost,  and  you  must  recognize  the  fact  that 
this  expense  is  constant  and  groAAing. 

You  know  that  the  money  spent  in  attacking  the  business 
must  call  for  money  to  be  spent  in  its  defense,  and  that  tliere 
should  be  no  such  expenditure  by  either  side.

Prohibition  Defeated  in  Louisiana  House, 


A  DIHI'ATCII  from  IJatoii  Kouj-e,  J.a.,  under  date  of 
■^^  June  15th,  announced  the  sij>nal  knockout  of  prohibition 
in  the  Louisiana  House  of  Representatives.  The  dis2)atch  in 
part  says: 

"Except,  mayhap,  tiie  struji,s>le  over  the  h)ttery  (juestion, 
never  has  a  battle  of  j^reater  intensity  been  waged  on  the  floor 
of  the  Louisiana  House  of  Representatives  tlian  tliat  wliicli  the 
Prohibiti(mists  to-day  went  (h)wn  to  reluctant  defeat  before  the 
high  license  forces,  tlie  ti,i>li(  being  decided  l)y  the  passage  of 
the  Shattuck-Gay  li(]uor  traffic  association  bill — 82  to  25 — and 
by  tlie  indefinite  i)ostponement  of  the  Doussan  prohibition  ref- 
erendum measure — 58  to  47.  Tlie  SIiattuck-(Jay  proposition  will 
now  go  to  the  Senate,  where  it  is  assured  of  passage." 

This  is  the  first  State  prohibition  fight  in  which  the  trade  has 
been  fairly  well  organized.  Heretofore  the  liipior  men  have 
gone  into  these  contests  like  a  rable,  and  this  fact  largely  ac- 
counts for  their  several  recent  defeats.  This  news  will  un- 
doubtedly put  the  proper  backbone'  in  the  trade  in  other  thr(>at- 
ened  sections  and  lead  to  their  so  organizing  as  to  be  able  to 
meet  the  enemy  on  even  terms.  In  citJiiK'ction  with  the  L(tuisi- 
ana  situation  we  have  a  letter  from  Sydney  Story,  Chairnuui  of 
the  State  Anti-Prohibition  Committee,  under  date  of  June  18th, 
in  which  he  says: 

"Enclosed  is  a  clipping  from  our  papers  showing  that  despite 
the  wonderful  strength  of  the  I'roliiltiticmists  at  the  State  Capi- 
tal, Ave  have  succeeded  after  a  hard  fight,  in  defeating  these 
fanatics  and  have  caused  to  l)e  enacted  legislati(m  of  the  most 
model  kind  which  will  not  only  remove  a  great  numy  of  the 
evils  for  which  the  licpior  traffic  and  the  lawless  saloon  are  re- 
sponsible, but  will  in  a  measure  destroy  I'rohibition  by  driving 
it  out  of  the  State. 

"I  believe  under  the  operation  of  this  new  law  that  has  just 
been  enacted  by  the  Ijouisiana  I.egislature  and  known  as  the 
Shattuck  bill,  that  quite  a  number  of  i)eople  will  be  driven  out 
of  business,  but  that  in  itself  will  have  some  beneficial  results, 
as  it  will  make  those  that  remain  in  it  that  much  more  careful 
and  will  also  nmke  the  average  business  risk  that  much  more 
'secure. 

"We  will  have  to  kee]>  uj)  this  fight,  therefore,  for  the  next 
two  or  three  years,  until  we  drive  the  Prohibition  followers  out 
of  the  State  entirely.  It  is  a  (luestiim  of  educatiim,  and  that 
takes  time. 

"We  can,  however,  look  forward  this  coming  fall  and  winter 
to  active  and  pi*osperous  business." 


I'KOIIIIUTION  lULL  KILLED. 

I$AT()N  ROCCrE  (La.),  June  25.— P.y  a  vote  of  20  to  14,  thrl 
Senate  defeated  the  State  referendum  ]>rohibiti(m  bill.  Tbi:- 
probably  will  end  the  fight  for  prohibition  in  Louisiana  at  thi^ 
session  of  the  Legislature.  A  similar  measure  was  recently  di- 
feated  in  the  House. 


Time  to  Awaken. 


AV/  HEX  a  representative  of  this  paper  asked  P.  C.  Rossi, 
^^  president  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  if  he  had  anythiii- 
to  suggest  for  the  good  of  the  trade,  he  replied  that  the  best  thini; 
that  could  hai)pen  for  the  Califoniian  wine  trade,  would  be  tin 
awakening  of  the  vineyardists  to  the  true  state  of  affairs.  Tlir 
wave  of  prohibition  which  was  now  sweeping  over  the  countr\ 
should  certainly  bring  them  to  their  senses,  and  teach  them  tin 
absolute  necessity  of  taking  united  action  to  extend  the  markci 
for  our  wines.  The  promise  of  this  year's  vintage  was  all  thai 
could  be  desired,  but  with  the  pr(>sent  state  of  the  wine  nuirkci 
the  price  the  grapes  would  bring  was  extremely  d(»ubtful. 

Vineyardists  should  remendier  that  thi'  prohibition  movemeni 
has  both  a  religious  and  political  force  behind  it.  It  was  in  th( 
hands  t)f  an  organized  ami}'  of  fanatics  amply  supplied  witii 
money.  That  this  force  could  oidy  be  successfully  met  by  uniteil 
action,  and  the  vineyardists  must  do  tlieir  share  of  the  work  it 
they  desire  to  sell  their  grajjcs  in  the  future  at  good  prices. 

The  time  had  passed  f(n'  remaining  passive  and  expecting  thi 
wine  maker  and  dealer  to  put  up  all  the  money  and  do  all  tin 
fighting.  "I  have  here,"  said  Jlr.  Rossi,  tapping  his  pocket. 
"several  letters  asking  for  contributions  to  carry  on  the  fight  hi 
various  ])arts  of  the  Coast,  and  I  want  to  know  why  the  vine 
yardists  should  not  come  forward  and  assess  themselves,  for  it 
certainly  is  as  much  tlieir  fight  as  it  is  mine." 

He  then  went  cm  to  ])oint  out  that  the  growers  had  everytliiii.i; 
to  lose.  If  grapes  brought  less  than  -flO  a  ton  they  lost  moiiev. 
at  flO  a  ton  they  broke  about  even,  and  made  money  above  thai 
price.  At  the  high  prices  which  had  ruled  for  .several  years, 
growers  had  realized  handsomely,  but  even  th(>n  they  accused 
the  wine  makers  of  robbing  them.  He  did  not  believe  that 
vineyardists  realized  their  danger,  and  the  necessity  of  workinti 
together  and  spending  iiKmev.  "They  ought,"  said  Mr.  Rossi. 
"to  as.se.ss  themselves  at  least  50  cents  an  acre,  this,  coniputiui; 
the  area  planted  to  vines  at  200,000  acres,  would  give  a  fund  of 
flOO.OOO,  with  which  to  su])sidize  the  press,  and  cause  the  true 
doctrine  that  the  use  of  light  wines  created  and  maintained  teiii 
perance  to  be  preached  throughout  the  land  I" 


Why 

D  IVERSIDE  COI'NTY,  in  this  State,  ])rior  to  the  adoption

(lowed  to  exist  nruch  longer,  will  rob  them  of  the  necessaries 
r  life,  by  destroying  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  financially 
iiportant  industries  in  the  T'nited  States.    Steps  must  be  taken 
y  the  majority  to  show  that  it  will  not  be  ruled  by  the  minority, 
ud  to  this  end  we  should  advise  resort  to  be  had  to  the  boycott, 
ook  for  one  minute  at  the  ramifications  of  trades  wliich  are 
ependent,  either  [lartially  or  entirely  upon  the  wine  and  liiiuor 
iidustry.     If  the  men  who  gain  a  living  by  such  trades  only 
iiderstood  what  is  now  going  forward  to  their  injury  and  could 
('  prevailed  upon  to  pull  together,  the  majority  in  favor  of  a 
lir  and  just  licensing  law  as  against  the  oppressive  and  repres- 
ive  edicts  of  prohibition,  would  be  so  great  that  the  water  cart 
ould  b(^  overturned  at  once,  and  all  legislation  making  it  pos- 
sible for  one  man  to  rob  another  in  the  misused  name  of  "teni- 
lerance"  under  the  shadow  of,J:he  law,  would  be  effaced  from 
ho  statute  books. 
As  those  enemies  of  personal  liberty,  the  prohibitionists,  are 
aiided  together  in  a  great  aiMuy,  a  superior  force  to  oppose  it 
"lust  be  raiscHl,  drilled  and  ])ro])erly  ef]ui])ped.     When  this  is 
'lone  the  most  powerful  weajKin  in  the  hand  of  the  soldiers  of 
iherty  will  be  the  boycott.     .Just  see  how  successful  has  been 
lie  Chinese  boycott  against  the  .Japanese.     Not  a  noisy,  angry 
ds])utation,   but  just    a    passive    commercial  opposition,   has 
uduglit  the  latter  country  to  its  knees  and  threatens  to  ruin  its 
ommercial   supremacy  in   the  Far  East.     It  was  a  national 
iiovement,  just  as  the  one  we  advise  against  the  outragei>us 
md  injurious  opjjression  of  prohibition  fanatics  sjiould  be.    The 
;iw,  while  it  may  be  able  to  coerce  and  control  an  active  bovcottj 
s  powerless  agaiTist  a  ])assive  one.    Refuse  to  deal  or  have  any- 
jhing  to  do  with,  commercially,  socially  or  otherwise,  the  mem 
j)ers  of  the  total  abstinence  party.     Stand  shoulder  to  shoulder 
and  helj)  those  who  hel])  you.     Re  like  that  Irisli  blacksmith 
.vho  belonged  to  the  National  l)arty.     Two  brothers  owned  a 
loi'se,  <me  was  a  nati<malist,  the  other  was  not.     One  day  the 
lationalist  took  the  animal  to  be  shod,  ami  the  smith  put  shoes 
'm  the  fore  feet,  but  left  the  hind  feet  unshod,  thus  boycotting 
lie  part  of  the  horse  owned  by  the  man  who  did  not  belong  to 
jiis    ])arty.      This    is    the    sjiirit    which    ought    to    be    shown 
igainst  every  man  who  believes  in  opi)ression,  and  until  it  is,  tin; 
pinority  will  continue  to  rule  the  majority.    If  it  is  to  be  wai'  to 
[the  knife,  let  the  knife  be  as  sharp  as  the  grindstone  can  make  it.

WENKiER,  I'resident  of  the  wholesale  li(iuor 
firm  of  P.  -I.  AVeniger  &  Co.  of  this  city,  was  drowned  in 
the  early  morning  of  .Tune  Kith  while  taking  a  dip  in  the  ocean 
oi)posite  ''The  Rreakers,"  south  of  the  Park  on  the  (Jreat  High- 
way. The  lifeless  body,  clad  only  in  a  bathing  suit,  was  fouml 
at  9  o'clock  A.  sr..  and  the  authorities  i>romptly  notified.  The 
deceased,  who  was  the  former  ])ro])rietor  of  "The  P>reakers," 
was  in  the  habit  of  taking  his  iii(»rning  dip  in  the  surf  at  all 
times  of  the  year.  The  water  is  often  shockingly  cold  and  the 
undertow  extremely  dangerous,  and  it  is  supposed  tliat  Mr. 
Weniger  was  taken  with  cram[>,  overwhelmed  by  the  undertow, 
and  had  no  chance  for  his  life.

"Pete"  Weniger  v.as  considi^red  the  handsomest  man  in  the 
w  ine  and  li(iuor  trade  in  San  Francisco.  Added  to  this  was  an 
unusual  charm  of  ])ers(tnality  and  a  cultivated  gentility  that 
gave  him  great  and  ^\■('ll-doserved  popularity.  His  friends  were 
certainly  legi<m  and  the  passing  of  no  other  nmn  in  the  business 
would  be  more  sincerely  regretted. 

lie  was  in  the  ])rime  of  life  and  vigor  and  notwithstanding 
the  groat  disaster,  had  i)ilotod  his  business  into  calm  waters. 
We  understand  that  in  additicm  to  life  insurance  of  f 50,000, 
he  left  his  \\idow  a  business  value  of  o(|ual  amount. 

Mr.  Weniger  was  a  native  son,  boni  in  A'allejo  forty-three 
years  ago.  He  had  boon  identified  with  the  licpior  trade  for 
many  years.  Wo  herewith  ])rodiU'e  a  very  excellent  likeness 
of  the  deceased. 
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Business  Men  to  Fight  Prohibition. 


STEPS  to  hviii«i-  about  a  rcjiiilatioii  of  the  li(iuor  traffic  on  a 
license  basis  have  been  undertaken  bv  tlie  trustees  of  the 
Chamber  of  Coninieree,  who  haA^e  gone  on  record  as  condemninj; 
i:roliibition.  Tlie  chamber  has  become  alarmed  at  the  prohi- 
bition wave  wliich  lias  been  sweeplnf;;  the  country,  and  fears  for 
the  effect  that  .such  an  agitation  might  have  upon  the  wine  and 
allied  industries  of  California.  A  statement  has  been  sent  out 
to  all  numibers  of  the  organizaticm  and  to  all  comnu'rcial  bodies 
of  the  State,  .setting  forth  the  value  of  the  grape,  hops  aiul  bar- 
ley crops  of  last  year,  and  incorporating  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  chamber  coiulemuing  prohibition  and  advocating  regu- 
lation of  the  liquor  traffic. 

Referring  to  the  California  products  from  which  liquor  is 
made,  th^e  resolution  declares : 

"The  trustees,  recognizing  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  in- 
volved, do  recommend, 

"First,  that  the  trade  and  commercial  organizations  in  the 
State  use  their  efforts  to  prevent  the  sacrifice  of  these  products 
and  the  destruction  of  industries  connected  therewith,  and  take 
means  to  prevent  liasty  and  unwise  legislation  by  the  people  or 
authorities  representing  them;  it  being  the  opinion  of  the  trus- 
tees that  the  best  interests  of  the  body  ])olitic  Avill  be  subserved 
by  an  effective  control  of  the  li(iuor  traffic  under  a  system  of 
ade(iuate  licensing  and  by  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  and  regu- 
lations adopted  to  that  end  and  not  by  an  adoption  and  at- 
tempted enforcement  of  prohibitory  laws." 

The  statistics  gathered  and  disscMuinated  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  shoAv  that  the  grape,  hops  and  barley  crops  of  1907, 
with  their  products,  brought  the  State  nearly  .f45,000,000.  The 
value  of  the  barley  crop  is  given  as  .f  17,282,000,  with  probably 
150,000,000  Avorth  of  land  devoted  to  the  industry.  The  hops 
crop  produced  a  vahu'  of  .|2,,500,000  on  an  iuA'cstment  of  10,500,- 
000.  The  Avine  and  grape  industries  have  an  annual  production 
to  the  value  of  !f:25,000,000  on  an  investment  of  |1 00,000,000.

Religious  insanity  is  said  to  be  the 
worst  form  of  that  disease,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  anti- 
intoxicating-liquor  mania  is  worse,  and  that  the  people  of  Ore 
gou  ai'e  suffering  with  an  extended  (']>idemic  of  this  form  of 
craziness.

A.  Stegemann  and  Richard  Stegemann  Bros.,  liciuor 
dealers,  have  tiled  a  ](('tition  in  bankruptcy,  with  liabilitie.s 
amounting  to  .143,447.  They  owe  Dunn  Pros,  of  1118  Market 
street  |14,250  for  lease  of  premises  at  Golden  Gate  avenue,  to 
run  five  years.  As  the  premis(>s  in  question  could  not  be  occii 
pied  as  a  saloon,  being  within  150  feet  of  a  church,  they  were 
never  use<l.  David  Saltield  and  Herman  Kohlberg  claim  |28,750 
for  rent  of  building  at  corner  of  Golden  Gate  avenue  and  P.u 
chanan  streets,  which  petitioners  leased  for  ten  years  at  .1250  ji 
month.  This  they  paid  for  five  nu)nths,  when  they  threw  uj)  the 
lease,  as  the  saloon  proved  a  financial  failure.

The  Farce  in  Oregon. 


ACCORDING  to  the  ()iT(/oiii((ii,  the  late  chvtion  in  the  Wi-b- 
foot  State  was  a  jireat  blow  to  the  wine  and  liciuor  trade, 
as  twenty-one  counties  went  dry,  putting  270  saloons  out  of 
business.  Altogether  the  paper  quoted  says  nearly  500  saloons 
have  been  clo.sed  since  the  local  oi)tion  law  was  enacted.  I'luler 
the  local  option  law  the  sale  of  licjuor  is  prohibited  in  all  dis- 
tricts that  have  voted  county  prohibition. 

The  provisions  of  the  measure  apply  also  to  Pullnuui  cars 
passing  through  the  State.  The  time  between  drinks  will  be 
very  long  for  the  tourist  (m  the  Southern  Pacific  trains,  lasting 
from  entering  Oregon  from  California  until,  the  train  gets  to 
Marion  f'ounty,  en  route  for  Portland.  Nevertheless  a  nuMuber 
of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  says  that  "the  retirement  of 
the  saloons  does  not  decrease  the  consumption  of  intoxicating 
liquor,"  and  gave  as  an  instance  that  "there  are  to-day  in  Lane 
and  Linn  Counties,  two  of  the  first  counties  in  this  State  to 
vote  county  prohibition,  100  dealers  operating  under  a  (Joveru- 
ment  license,  and  just  as  much  li<iuor  is  sold  as  ever.  In  fact 
these  100  licenses,  of  which  55  are  held  in  the  county  of  Lane, 
exceed  by  20  per  cent  the  total  number  of  saloons  that  were 
conducted  in  both  counties  under  the  license  .system."  This  is 
another  clear  illustration  that  prohibition  does  not  i)rohibit. 


Must  Have  Drink. 


THE  Ro.sebury,  Oregon,  Brewery  has  decided  to  lV)llow  the 
plan  of  other  breweries  supplying  "dry"  communities  and 
will  manufacture  "prohibition"  or  "near"  beer,  Avliich  contains 
Such  a  small  amount  of  alcohol  as  to  place  it  outside  the  pak?  of 
prohibition  law.    The  company  will  also  increase  the  ice  plant. 


Three  proprietors  of  "blind  pigs"  doing  business  on  Courtland 
avenue  off  the  San  Pruno  road,  in  this  city  and  coiuity,  were 
fined  by  Judge  Shortall.  Albert  Chipj)iani  must  pay  filOO  or 
serve  100  days  in  the  county  jail,  Mrs.  ^Mary  Noonan  150  or  50 
davs.  and  Mrs.  Katz  the  same.

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The  Conflict  in  the  Northwest 


Oregon  Decision  Favors  Liquor  Traffic 


DISPATCH  from  Jacksonville,  Oregon,  under  date  of  June 
21st  indicates  that  one  jurist  at  least  has  the  sense  to 
apply  the  law  of  local  option  as  to  counties  and  incorporated 
cities  and  towns.    The  disi^atch  says : 

"Although  Jackson  (bounty  Avent  dry  at  the  recent  election, 
the  incorporated  towns  of  A.slihiiul,  Med  ford  and  (lohJ  Hill  may 
still  have  saloons.  This  important  decision  was  nmde  yesterday 
by  Judge  Hanna  in  the  Circuit  Court  in  a  test  case. 

This  opinion  Avill  have  a  far-reaching  effect  in  Oregon  outside 
of  Jackson  Count.y.  Klamath  Falls  voted  in  favor  of  saloons, 
but  Klamath  County  as  a  Avhole  A\ent  dry.  As  a  result  of  Judge 
Hanna's  decision,  Klamath  Falls  may  retain  its  saloons.  Judge 
Hanna  held  that  incorporated  towns  could  control  the  saloon 
question  to  suit  themselves,  irrespective  of  how  the  county  at 
large  voted. 

Several  saloon-keepers  of  Klamath  Falls,  who  had  understood 
that  they  must  go  out  of  business  on  July  1st,  were  prepared  to 
move  over  into  Siskiyou  County,  California,  and  begin  business 
in  Butte  Creek  Valley.  Four  licenses  of  this  character  wei'e  is- 
sued to-day  in  ^'reka  by  the  Su])ervisors." 

We  believe  that  this  is  good  law — laA\'  that  Avill  hold — and  if 
it  is  it  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  victories  accomplished 
by  those  Avho  favor  personal  liberty.  The  recognized  applica- 
tion of  police  regulaticm  in  incorporated  towns  is  evidently  the 
rock  on  which  the  local  option  craft  has  split.  In  other  words, 
this  jurist  tells  the  felloA\'  in  the  country  to  regulate  his  own 
affairs  tlirougli  his  IJoard  of  Supervisors,  and  declares  that  the 
regulation  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns  is  within  the  power 
only  of  the  citizens  thereof — which  means  regulation  by  Boards 
of  Trustees,  Commissioners,  etc. 

This  is  as  it  should  be  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the 
higher  courts  will  sustain  Judge  Hanna  in  his  decision. 


Albany  Gees  "Wet" 


LINN  COUNTY,  OEECON,  went  "dry"  at  the  last  election 
by  nearly  500  majoritv.  Out  of  the  31  precincts,  !)  went 
Avet,  1  Avas  a  tie,  and  21  voted  to  continue  prohibition.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  City  of  Albany  AAent  "wet"  by  421  votes  to  398 
for  the  total  abstinence  people. 


According  to  the  Portland  (Oregon)  ./oiiriial,  by  the  success 
of  the  prohibition  ticket,  25  saloons  Avere  abolished  in  the  city 
of  Pendleton  and  40  in  the  entire  county.  The  Journal  says  that 
the  value  of  bar  fixtures  and  stocks  in  Pendletcm  alone  amounts 
to  1100,000.    AVhat  is  this  but  wholesale  robbery? 


The  Roseburg,  Oregcm,  City  Council,  being  independent  and 
believing  in  personal  liberty,  failed  to  make  unjust  law.s  against 
the  local  liqnor  traflic.  The  crazy  cold  Avater  fanatics  carried 
the  day  at  the  last  elecli(m  and  this  wise  Council  is  giving  them 
a  little  larger  dose  of  puritanical  lunid)ug  than  they  bargained 
for,  determined  if  possible,  to  make  them  see  the  error  of  their 
Avays.  For  this  ])nrpose,  it  has  orderetl  the  strict  enforcement 
at  once  of  the  State  Sunday  closing  law  in  CA'ery  one  of  its  ap- 
plications. Quite  right,  too.  Tiiere  is  no  use  doing  things  by 
hah'es,  and  in  such  communities  Ave  should  like  to  see  the  bluest 
of  blue  laAvs  enforced  to  the  letter. 


An  Oregon  exchange  says  that  so  many  counties  in  tiiat  State 
haAC  gone  "dry"  that  the  market  is  glutted  Avitli  l)ar  fixtures  (if 
every  kind,  and  that  a  large  number  of  salesmen  are  out  of 
employment.  Drummers  are  uoav  fiocking  into  Idaho  and 
Washington  trying  to  sell  some  of  the  150  furnishings  for  first- 
class  bars  and  get  rid  of  500  billiard  and  pool  tables. 


The  Portland  (Oregon)  Journal  is  our  authority  for  stating 
that  the  anti-saloon  forces  in  that  State  are  framing  a  bill  mak- 
ing it  a  crime  to  carry  or  keep  intoxicants  after  the  session  oi 
tlie  11)09  Legislature.  It  is  belicA'ed  l)y  the  prohibitionists  that 
public  feeling  is  sufficiently  strong  to  ensure  such  a  measure 
becoming  laAV,  and  making  the  entire  State  "dry,"  but  the 
"Avets"  are  to  be  reckoned  Avith. 


Local  option  procedure  in  Oregon  is  said  to  be  very  nmcli 
tangled  up  at  present,  and  the  date  of  the  next  local  option 
election  is  uncertain.  While  some  attorneys  believe  such  ai: 
election  can  be  held  next  NoA'ember,  others  are  of  opinion  tliai 
there  can  be  none  until  June,  1909,  Avhile  again  other  lega 
lights  hold  that  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  ^Lmday  o 
November,  1910,  is  the  earliest  date  Avhen  such  an  election  avII 
be  legal.  All  this  tangle  is  caused  by  the  adoption  of  tlie  con 
stitutional  amendment  at  last  election  changing  the  time  fol 
holding  the  general  elections  of  the  State  from  the  first  Mondaj 
of  June  to  the  first  Tuesday  following  the  first  Monday  of  No' 
vember  to  correspond  Avith  the  national  elections. 


Among  the  works  of  value  being  accomplished  by  the  leagin' 
none  perhaps  is  of  more  importance  than  the  organization  of  i 
corps  of  speakers,  drilled  in  the  model  license  ideas,  avIio  caii 
be  sent  AvhereA'er  needed  to  assist  in  local  fights.  These  men  an 
able  to  present  the  league's  vIcaa's  eff'ectiA'elj-. 

By  communicating  Avith  headcjuarters,  these  speakers  can  In 
secured.  The  league  is  anxious  to  add  to  its  list  of  good  iiici 
available  for  this  Avork,  and  has  invited  the  trade  and  the  pros 
to  submit  names  of  men  in  the  various  States  Avho  could  Ik 
secured,  if  necessary,  for  the  \\■or]^. 


Beer  Trade  in  Matamoros. 


IN  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  the  United  States,  Consul  Clai 
ence  A.  Miller  nq^orts  that  the  consumption  of  beer  in  5Im 
tamoros  amounts  to  only  ten  or  tAvelve  caiioads,  of  300  caso 
of  five  dozen  each  fo  the  carload  per  annum,  the  greater  pan 
of  this  being  consumed  by  American  tourists  Avho  visit  the  cil> 
in  large  nund)ers  e\'ery  year.  All  the  beer  consumed  is  pro 
diu-ed  .in  Mexico,  there  being  no  demand  for  any  other.  Tin 
7\lexican  ])Oj)ulation,  largely  of  the  Avorking  classes,  drink  vev) 
little  beer;  they  cannot  afford  such  a  luxury,  beer  being  tin 
dearest  liqnor  sold  in  the  country.  Mescal  costs  but  3  cents 
drink,  American  Avhisky  and  foreign  A\ines  15  cents,  Avhile  booi 
costs  25  cents  a  bottle.

])orters  might  corresjxjnd,  arc  fil(>d  for  reference  at  the  Bureau 
of  Manufactures.! 
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\  IKMINISTRATIVE  (k'vclopments  at  Wa.sliiii<it(>ii  arc  loss 

^  and  less  em-ourafjing  ^\■itll  rcfcrnce  to  tlu;  cvohition  of  any 

alisfactory  system  of  food  control.     Full  power  to  deal  with 

jiiiported  foods  and  th(>ir  coinjjosition  now  seems  to  have  been 

ussnmcd  by   the   Treasury   Department.     This   strips   the   De- 

.irtment  of  Agriculture  of  one  of  the  most  valuable  classes  of 

mthority  in  its  possession.    The  evident  tendency,  and  perhaps 

jlesifjn,  is  more  and  more  to  break  up  the  management  of  the 

Mire  Food  law  between  tiie  three  de])artments  of  Agriculture, 

"ommerce  and  Labor  and  tlu^  Treasury,  with  the  Department 

if  Justice  as  a  co-operating  factor. 

No  elaborate  argument  is  necessary  to  show  that  a  wide 
li vision  of  authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  will  be 
disastrous  to  its  effectiA'e  exercise.    As  things  stand,  any  one  of 
he  three  departments  concerned  may  interpose  a  vet(j  upon 
he  acts  of  the  others  since  the  necessity  that  the  three  secre- 
aries  sign  regulations  is  of  course  e(]uivalent  to  a  requirement 
of  unanimity  in  the  nuiking  of  all  rules  affecting  the  manufac- 
'rure  or  importation  of  goods.*'  Such  unanimity  is  usually  out 
if  the  question  in  cases  where  there  is  the  slightest  conflict  of 
scientific  opinion.    For  the  present,  differences  of  view  among 
[the  three  secretaries  may  be  smoothed  over  by  saddling  doubt- 
'ful  issues  upon  tlie  board  of  expert  chemists  which  Pi'esident 
jdoosevelt  has  appointed,  but  this  is  only  a  temporary  expedient, 
!«hich  will  not  be  available  for  very  hmg.     The  tinu'  will  come 
i\lien  this  board  will  render  its  o])inion  on  tiie  issues  submitted 
()  it,  and  then  the  problem  of  making  these  opinions  effective 
jtvill  be  just  as  troublesome  as  it  now  is.     No  matter  what  the 
■scientific  board  may  say,  there  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  be 
oufiicts  of  view  on  matters  of  essentially  important  detail.    For 
ixample,  the  whisky  questicm  has  already  been  elaborately  dis- 
cussed and  decided  by  the  best  of  legal  authority  available.    The 
'\dministration  has  taken  a  definite  stand,  and  yet  the  prosjject 
)f  putting  the  (piestion  to  rest  are  apparently  as  far  distant  as 
those  of  settling  any  other  controverted  point,  owing  to  differ- 
nces  of  opinion  and  practice  betw(N_'n  the  various  departments, 
ind  faihire  to  act  harmoniously  and  effectively. 

Ex[>erience  dni'ing  the  past  few  months  has  made  it  pain- 
fxdly  evident  that  the  present  condition  of  friction  over  pure 
food  regulations  cannot  be  allowed  to  continue.  Either  the 
manufacturers  are  being  unduly  annoyed  or  else  the  degree  of 
regulation  to  which  they  have  been  subjected  is  far  from  suf- 


ficiently adequate.  In  either  case  the  situatiini  is  unsatisfac- 
tory. While  much  has  been  .sacrificed,  nothing  has  been  gained 
in  any  important  respect  by  taking  (he  control  of  administra- 
tion partly  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Whatever  mistakes  were  committed  by  that  dei)artment  were 
more  or  less  incident  to  the  task  of  getting  a  new  law  into  full 
operation.  The  other  departments  are  finding  themselves 
troublixl  by  precisely  the  same  kind  of  questions,  and,  so  far 
as  they  dispose  of  them  at  all,  are  not  answering  them  much 
more  successfully  than  did  Secretary  Wilson  and  his  coadjutors. 
More  unity  of  administrati(ui  is  absolutely  indispensable.  The 
inquiry  has  frecpiently  been  raised  whether  it  nuiy  not  be  pos- 
sible to  get  such  unity  by  creating  the  Pure  Food  Commission 
so  often  denmnded  heretofore^  If  the  commission  were  properly 
constituted  it  might  l>e  a  way  of  solving  the  difficulty,  but  quit6 
as  good  or  better  results  Avould  be  obtained  if  some  one  depart- 
ment were  to  be  entrusted  with  full  authority  and  then  held  re- 
sponsible for  such  blunders  as  it  might  commit.  It  may  not 
matter  particularly  what  department  this  is,  but  it  should  be 
one  and  not  two  or  more.  There  is  nothing  in  existing  law 
to  ])revent  such  an  arrangement  in  practice. 

While  the  IJoard  of  Chemists  is  settling  the  various  scien- 
tific (luestions  that  ought  to  have  been  satisfactorily  disposed 
of,  if  there  was  real  doubt  about  them,  before  active  efforts  at 
administration  were  ever  begun,  it  would  be  a  very  great  gain 
in  time  if  a  new  system  of  control  regarding  food  questions 
could  be  developed  and  put  into  Avorking  order,  either  at  once 
or  as  soon  as  i)ositive  conclusions  have  been  arrived  at  as  to 
methods  of  manufacture.  It  will  be  very  unfortunate  if  the 
Pure  Food  law  is  allowed  to  slip  into  an  unsatisfactory  and 
uiu'uforceable  condition.  Such  a  development  will  be  anything 
but  pleasing  to  the  consunu^'S  and  producers  who  have  hoped 
so  much  from  this  enactment. — Islew  York  Journal  of  Commerce. 


Wine  Men  Win  Victory. 


NEW  YORK,  June  13.— Importers  of  wine  and  other  bev- 
erages won  an  important  victory  when  the  Board  of  United 
States  Appraisers  in  a  decision  by  Judge  Somerville,  held  that 
for  customs  purposes,  "kegs"  are  to  be  deemed  "casks"  as  that 
term  is  used  in  the  Dingley  law.  The  ruling  will  make  a  .saving 
of  15  cents  a  gallon  on  the  duty  of  wines  coming  from  Spain  and 
other  countries  having  reciprocal  relations  with  us.

C  ECRETAKY  (JEORCJE  R.  WASHRURNE  opened  a  oam- 
*^  paign  of  piiblieitv  and  orjtanization  on  behalf  of  the  Model 
License  League  in  New  York  City.  Mr.  \\'ashhurne  was  favored 
by  mention  in  all  of  the  metropolitan  papers,  and  the  model 
license  plan  thereby  was  placed  in  a  ccmci-ete  form  before  mil- 
lions of  readers.  A  branch  of  the  National  Model  license 
League  has  been  opened  in  New  York  City,  at  80  Rroadway,  in 
charge  of  3Ir.  S.  S.  Rrewer,  from  which  the  work  of  oi'}j;anization 
and  publicity  will  be  carried  on. 

Substiintial  expressions  of  aid  have  been  secured  from  the 
trade  of  the  metropolis,  and  an  exceptional  amount  of  the  finest 
sort  of  publicity  has  been  accorded  tlie  league  in  the  East. 


At  its  recent  session,  the  Ohio  AN'ine  and  Spirits  Association 
enthusiastically  emlorsed  the  work  and  efforts  of  the  National 
Model  License  Leai>ue. 


In  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the  li(iuor  interests  were 
defeated  in  the  recent  election.  In  that  State,  local  conditicms 
influenced  the  result,  as  the  people  had  become  wroujiht  up.  ilr. 
T.  I)e(2uincy  Tully,  secretary  of  the  Law  Enforcement  Society 
of  New  York  City,  who  made  speeches  under  the  auspices  of  the 
league,  says  that  the  only  reason  that  Nortk  Carolina  voted  for 
prohibition  was  that  the  cami)aign  for  proper  regulation  was 
not  begun  in  time. 


In  the  decisive  defeat  in  the  recent  Democratic  prinuiries  in 
the  State  of  (leorgia  of  (loverncu-  Iloke  Smith  by  -Tosepii  ^1. 
Brown,  a  revulsion  of  sentiment  against  prohil)ition  nmde  itself 
felt.     Governor  Smith  sisiued  the  bill  which  "ave  the  State  a 


State-Avide  prohibition,  and  this  was  oiu>  of  the  determiiiiiiL 
factors  in  his  defeat. 

Advocates  of  rejiulation  as  aj:;ainst  destructive  and  seuseUs- 
prohibition  are  jidjilant  over  the  prospect  of  a  change  in  con 
ditious  in  Georgia. 


In  Tennessee,  it  now  seems  that  logic  will  triumph  over  faual 
icism.  A  great  work  has  been  accomplished  by  the  aid  of  tin 
substantial  newsi)ai)ers  and  the  business  men  whose  forluiic 
are  at  stake,  and  it  now  looks  certain  that  Canuack  will  In 
beaten  by  Patterson.  Carmack's  defeat,  if  it  be  accomplished 
will  be  due  to  the  awakeninji'  of  the  people  to  the  destructivciics- 
and  foll.v  of  prohibition.  R.  Eustace  Semmes  of  Jlein]iliis  i- 
chairman  of  the  publicity  committee  for  Tennessee. 


The  success  of  the  National  Model  License  Leajiue  in  placiiiL 
its  i»ro])ajianda  of  rej>ulation  before  the  peo])le,  and  in  couibatiiiL; 
the  spread  of  jH-ohibition,  is  due  in  a  larf;e  measure  to  the  en 
operation  of  the  nuijority  of  the  newspa])ers  and  majiazines,  and 
to  the  kindness  of  the  trade  press.  Wherever  the  plan  of  tin 
leamue  for  eliminating  abuses  from  the  conduct  of  the  retail 
li(|uor  business  is  pr()iK)sed,  converts  are  made  from  the  rank- 
of  those  who  hitherto  have  favored  prohibition. 


A  characteristic  of  the  cam])aijin  of  publicity  bein<>-  conducted 
by  the  National  .Model  License  Leajjue  is  the  fact  that  not  ;i 
cent  has  been  i)ai(l  by  the  lea>>ue  for  advertisinj>-.  Th(>  news 
papers  have  published  the  news  and  comments  of  the  lea^ni 
without  charji,e.

Serial  Number  Guaranty. 


AS  a  result  of  the  uuiiieroas  requests  for  specific  informatiou 
on  various  points  connected  with  the  filing  of  general  guar- 
anties with  the  department,  as  well  as  on  the  use  of  serial  num- 
bers after  they  have  been  assigned,  the  following  general  in- 
structions bearing  on  these  (luestions  are  issued  for  tlie  guid- 
ance of  those  interested : 

(A)  For  information  regarding  the  serial  number  guaranty 
see  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Enforcement  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  (Circular  21),  Regulation  9,  and  Food  Inspection 
Decisions  40,  70,  72  and  83. 

(li)    Articles  to  be  guaranteed  may  be  referred  to  in  the 
guaranty  in  the  following  ways : 
(1)     By  name. 

(2)  By  use  of  general  terms.  For  example,  proprietary 
medicines,  extracts,  carbonated  waters,  etc.,  using  the  proper 
terms  to  cover  the  line  or  lines  sold. 

(3)  By  stating  in  the  space  reserved  for  listing  articles 
"all  articles  which  are  now  or  which  may  hereafter  be  manu- 
factured, packed,  distributed  or  sold  by ,''  in  which  case 

the  serial  number  can  be  used  on  all  foods  or  drugs,  subject  to 
the  act,  nmnufactnred  or  owned  and  s(»l(l  by  the  guarantor. 

(C)  The  formulae  of  ])reparations  arc  not  required  to  be 
given. 

(D)  The  serial  number  guaranty  should  not  be  used  on 
articles  not  entitled  to  bear  such  a  guaranty.    For  example : 

(1)  Those  of  a  character  whicli  ar(>  not  included  in  tlie 
definition  of  articles  within  the  purview  of  tlie  act  as  given  in 
section  6  found  on  page  17  of  Circular  21. 

(2)  Those  subject  to  the  meat  inspection  law,  /.  c,  meat 
and  meat  food  products  of  domestic  origin  or  manufacture  de- 
rived from  cattle,  swine,  sheep  and  goats.  ( Imported  meat  and 
meat  food  products  are  subject  to  the  food  and  drugs  act  and 
may  be  guaranteed  by  numns  of  a  serial  number  or  guaranty.) 

(3)  Those  used  in  tlie  arts  and  for  tecimical  purjjoses. 

(E)  A  serial  number  assigned  to  a  guaranty  can  be  used 
on  any  article  covered  therein  to  wliicli  the  act  applies.  (See 
B.) 

(F)  I'rodu«-ts  not  covered  liy  the  guaranty  on  file  at  the 
department  can  be  added  thereto  by  executing  another  guaranty 
covering  th(>m  to  be  filed  as  a  supplement  to  the  original  in- 
strument.     (See  B.) 

((1)  The  serial  number  guaranty  can  be  printed  either 
directly  on  the  principal  label  or  appear  on  a  supplemental  label 
or  paster  attached  1o  the  goods. 

(H)  Only  a  resident  of  the  I'nited  States  can  make  a  valid 
guaranty.     (See  Food  Inspection  Decision  62.) 

(I)  The  general  guaranty  filed  with  tlu'  department  must 
be  executed  by  the  p(>rson,  comi)any,  association  or  corporation 
who  assumes  responsibility  for  tlie  goods,  or  by  his  or  its  agent 
thereunto  lawfully  authorized,  and  the  authority  of  such  a^^ent 
must  plainly  be  made  to  appear  when  the  guaranty  is  offered 
to  be  filed. 

(J)  Full  information  relative  to  the  signing  of  the  guar- 
anty instrument  appears  at  the  bottom  of  the  blank  form  of 
guaranty. 


( K)  The  signature  shoidd  be  acknowledged  before  a  not;i 
public  or  other  official  authorized  to  administer  an  oatli.  T 
seal  of  such  official  should  always  be  affixed  to  the  docuuieiil.

The  fanaticism  of  tli 
uncompromising  apostles  of  total  abstinence  (marching  muV' 
the  banner  of  Temperance?)   has  evidently  been  promi)t('(l  ! 
a  pronounced  naticmal  tendency  to  overindulge  in  strong  di 
Everywhere  we  find  th<!  well-organized  phalanxes  of  faiiali. 
Temperance  Leagues  lined  up  with  the  .same  indignation  again 
King  Alcohol,  as  against  the  mild  and  beneficent  beverages 
Bacchus  and  (lambrinus.     The  preacliers  of  iiroliibition  sjiv 
tiie  American  people:     "Thou  slialt  not  drink  eitlier  Wliisk 
nor  Wine,  nor  Beer,  nor  partake  of  anything  that  might  susta 
and  stimulate  y(m  in  sickness  or  in  health."    This  sounds;  \vi 
but  iiow  much  it  lacks  in  coiiiiium  sense  and  tolerance  and 
human  kindness? 

I  claim  that  in  all  these  fierce  efforts  to  suppress  the  evil 
drunkenness  and  to  educate  the  American  people  to  a  lii^li 
conception  of  temperance  and  moderation,  the  battle-cry  is  n 
well  chosen.  The  true  and  (mly  mediums  for  the  correction  a: 
modificatiim  of  the  drinking  habit  are  all  classwl  with  i 
Demon  Rum.  Why  not  teach  people  the  benefits  of  substitutii 
light  beverages  for  strong  drinks?  The  ignorant  or  luirc'asii 
able  temperance  advocates  overlook  all  the  experience  of  mode 
races,  all  facts  as  Avell  as  the  teachings  of  the  past,  and  cm 
forget  Christian  spirit  which  is  at  the  basis  of  their  propagand 
They  seem  to  have  no  idea  of  the  great  hygienic  j)owers  ai 
social  pleasures  created  by  the  moderate  use  of  light  wiii( 
According  to  their  iihilosopliy  the  American  people  are  iiol 
to  govern  themselves,  but  must  he  prohibited  and  guided  li 
ciiildren. 

Considering  the  vast  grape  and  wine  industry,  the  capit 
invested,  and  number  of  peo]de  eiii])loyed  in  the  Ignited  Stnit 
temix'rance  societies  and  organizations  should  co-operate  A\i 
the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Assoc  i 
tioii.  Instead  of  prohibition  let  us  have  the  true  teinjierjin 
which  would  follow  from  the  use  of  light  wines  at  the  tabh'  ai 
in  the  family,  as  we  find  among  millions  of  sober  and  iudu 
trious  people  of  Europe. 

Our  American  vineyard  products  are  pure,  healthful,  ai 
worthy  of  recognition.  We  can  only  continue  to  enter  a  solcn 
jirotest  again.st  the  unreasonable  attempts  to  injure  and  stril 
down  the  grape  and  Avine  growers'  industry  that  has  done  t\ 
much  to  lighten  the  burdens  of  humanity,  to  free  the  mind  ar 
lead  it  to  higher  aspirations,  and  "to  cheer  the  heart  of  men."" 
Charles  Bundscliu.  in  American  Wine  Press.

AilENUMENT  TO  REtiULATION  34. 

( Crtain  classes  of  articles  are  offered  for  entry  into  this  coun- 
V  which,  under  certain  conditions,  are  ordinarily  used  for 
|)od  purposes.  The  articles  in  question  are  used  also  for  tech- 
nical purposes.  An  example  of  siu-h  a  product  is  the  nutme<>-. 
he  mature  and  sound  nutmeg  is  used  for  food  purposes,  while 
I."  defective  nutuu'5>-  is  used  for  the  preparati(m  of  nutmeg  oil, 
hich  has  a  technical  use  as  an  odoriferous  principle.  The  de- 
rtive  nutn\eg  is  not  fit  for  food,  hut,  on  the  other  hand,  is  as 
ell  or  even,  better  suited  for  preparing  oil. 

Under  Regulation  84  as  it  now  stands,  shipments  of  products 
hich  are  ordinarily  used  for  food,  but  which  in  the  particular 
ise  are  intended  for  use  in  the  arts,  must  be  so  denatured  as  to 
■uder  them  unfit  for  footl  purposes,  and  the  invoice  accom- 
anying  tlie  shipment  must  declare  the  technical  use.  It  has 
loved  impracticable  to  have  all  such  products  denatured  be- 
ii-e  they  are  offered  for  entry  into  the  United  States. 

I  The  Board  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspection  recommends  u 
hiinge  in  Regulation  34  of  Circular  21  of  the  Office  of  the  Sec- 
itary,  the  amended  Regulation  to  become  etfective  on  the  date 
t  issne,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

KEGULATIOX  34,  DENATUUIXO.      , 

(Section  11). 

Unless  otherwise  declared  on  the  invoice,  all  substances  or- 
inarily  used  as  food  products  will  be  treated  as  such.  Ship- 
icuts  of  substances  ordinarily  used  as  food  products  intended 
.)r  technical  purposes  should  be  accompanied  .by  a  declaration 
lating  that  fact.  Such  products  should  be  denatured  before 
iitry,"but  denaturing  may  be  allowed  under  customs  super- 
ision,  with  the  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  or  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  release  such  products  without 
(maturing,  under  such  conditions  as  may  preclude  the  possi- 
ilitv  of  their  use  as  food  products.

THE  LABELING  OF  MEDICINAL  AND  TABLE  WATERS. 

The  Department  has  received  many  letters  from  various  water 
iianufacturers  and  mineral  water  dealers  asking  which  waters 
t  will  be  necessary  to  label  as  "artificial"  or  "imitation."  It  is 
liouglit  that  all  manufactured  waters  should  Iw  labeled  as 
■itlicr  artificial  or  imitati<m,  the  choice  of  words  being  left  to  the 


manufacturer,  and  applying  to  waters  contrived  by  human  art 
and  not  made  in  imitation  of  a  natural  water,  as  well  as  to  those 
so  contrived  and  made  in  imitation  of  a  natural  water.  A  water 
which  is  designated  by  some  name  alone,  without  any  charac- 
terizing adjective  to  tell  whether  it  is  natural,  imitation  or  arti- 
ficial, will  be  considered  a  natural  water.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  words  "artificial"  or  "imitation"  be  in  as  large  t\T>e  as  the 
name  of  the  water  in  question,  and  on  a  uniform  background. 

All  waters  which,  though  natural  in  the  beginning,  have  any- 
thing added  to  them  or  abstracted  from  them  after  they  come 
from  source,  should  either  be  labeled  as  "artificial"  or  should 
be  so  labeled  as  to  imlicate  that  certain  constituents  have  been 
added  to  or  extracted  from  them.  It  is  suggested  that  the  word 
"artificial"  or  the  above  explanation,  as  the  case  may  be,  should 
appear  in  as  large  tyjjc  as  the  name  of  the  water  in  question 
and  on  a  uniform  background. 

The  following  examples  are  explanatoiy  of  the  above  princi- 
])les.  If  lithia  be  added  to  a  natural  water,  the  water  should 
either  be  labeled  as  "artificial  lithia  water,"  as  "water  artifi- 
cially lithiated,"  or  as  "water  treated  with  lithia."  Again,  if 
carbon  dioxid  be  added  to  a  natural  water,  whether  the  carbon 
dioxid  be  of  the  nmnufactured  variety  or  collected  from  the 
spring  itself,  the  water  should  either  be  labeled  as  "artificially 
carbonated  water,  "  "water  artificially  carbonated,"  "water 
treated  with  carbon  dioxid,"  or  "contains  added  carbon  di- 
oxid." 

No  water  should  be  labeled  as  a  natural  water  unless  it  be  in 
the  same  condition  as  at  source,  Avithout  additions  or  abstrac- 
tions of  any  substance  or  substances. 

No  water  should  be  labeled  as  "medicinal  water"  unless  it 
<(mtains  one  or  more  constituents  in  sufficient  amounts  to  have 
a  therapeutic  effect  from  these  constituents  Avhen  a  reasonable 
quantity  of  the  water  is  consumed.  No  water  should  be  named 
after  a  single  constituent  unless  it  contains  such  constituent 
in  sufficient  amounts  to  have  a  therapeutic  effect  when  a  rea- 
sonable amount  of  the  water  is  consumed. 

No  manufactured  water  should  bear  upon  the  label  au^-  de- 
sign or  device  that  would  lead  the  consumer  to  believe  that  the 
water  is  a  natural  one.  Among  such  designs  may  be  mentioned 
pictures  of  springs,  fountains,  woodland  streams,  etc. 

No  water  should  be  characterized  by  a  geographical  name 
which  gives  a  false  or  misleading  idea  in  regard  to  the  compo- 
sition of  said  water.  For  example,  it  would  not  be  correct  to 
designate  a  water  as  "Lithia  Avater"  merely  because  the  water 
came  from  Lithia,  Fla.,  or  Lithia,  Mass. 

ifanufactured  water  may  be  named  after  a  natural  water  in 
case  the  words  "imitation"  or  "artificial"  are  used,  but  such 
manufactured  waters  must  clearly  resemble  in  chemical  com- 
position the  natural  waters  after  which  they  are  named. 

In  accordance  Avitli  Regulation  19  (c)  and  (d),  no  natural 
American  spring  water  should  be  named  after  a  foreign  spring, 
luiless  the  name  of  the  foreign  spring  has  become  generic  and 
indicative  of  the  character  of  the  water,  except  to  indicate  a 
type  or  style,  and  then  only  when  so  qualified  that  it  could  not 
be  offered  for  sale  under  the  name  of  the  foreign  spring.  In 
these  cases,  the  State  or  Territory  where  the  spring  is  situated 
should  be  stated  on  the  principal  label. 

Inasmuch  as  mineral  waters  are  largely  purchased  because  of 
their  supposed  freedom  from  contamination,  any  showing  such 
contamination  will  be  considered  as  adulterated  and  therefore 
in  violation  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

Falling  Off  in  Consumption.  World's  Wine  Crop 


THE  Aiiti-Waloon  Lea<iU(>  press  is  uiakiiif;'  a  ^rcat  to-do  over 
tlic  falling  off  iu  the  tax-payineuts  on  distilled  and  fei'- 
niented  liquors  to  the  general  Government,  claiming  that  this 
limitation  in  demand  is  due  to  the  passage  of  prohibitory  legis- 
lati(m.  The  figures  given  belo^v,  which  have  been  furnished  to 
us  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  show  the  tax-payments 
on  distilled  and  fermented  liciuors  for  January,  February, 
]\Iarcli  and  April  of  1907  and  of  1908.  The  falling  off  does  not 
begin  to  compare  with  the  decline,  for  instance,  in  railroad 
earnings  for  the  same  months  as  compared  with  corresponding 
months  of  last  3'ear,  and  we  doubt  whether  they  are  any  greater 
than  has  occui"red  in  practically  every  other  line  of  trade.  The 
coimtry  is  going  through  a  period  of  economy  due  to  the  panic 
of  last  fall,  and  naturally  the  wine,  beer  and  spirit  trades  miist 
feel  the  effects  in  common  with  other  trades.

Atlanta  Winces. 


FOUR  months'  trial  of  ])rohibition  has  convinced  the  mer- 
cantile bodies  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  that  the  i)resent  code  of 
Blue  Laws  is  not  conducive  to  their  interest.  At  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerces  held  early  this  month, 
that  body  unanimou.sly  declared  against  prohibition  laws  and 
called  upon  all  business  men  and  business  bodies  throughout 
Georgia  to  join  them  in  a  movement  to  bring  about  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  liquor  laws  now  in  force.  A  portion  of  the  resolu- 
tions, which  gives  the  tenor  of  their  argument  in  a  nut  shell,  is 
as  follows: 

"Laws  Avhich  nominally  abolish  the  licjuor  traffic,  but  do  not 
sub.stautially  promote  temperance,  and  in  the  larger  cities  not 
only  do  not  materially  diminish  drunkenness,  but  from  the 
drastic  nature  of  their  provisicms  themselves  increase  the  diffi- 
culty of  their  efficient  enforcement  in  such  centers. — Criterion.

upoy  bona  fide  orders  from  the  persons  to  Avhom  the  goods  Avere 
delivered,  charged  off  on  the  shipper's  Form  o2h  as  sold  to  said 
])ersons,  and  that  invoices,  together  Avith  bills  of  lading  to  ship- 
l)er's  order,  indorsed  in  blank,  Avere  actually  mailed  to  the  pur- 
chasers i)rior  to  the  actual  physical  delivery  of  the  goods  at 
Mason  CitA'. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  rulings  of  this  office  and 
tlie  decisions  of  the  courts,  I  liaA^e  reached  the  conclusion  that 
wiiere  liquors  are  actually  set  apart  on  bona  fide  orders  ac- 
cepted at  the  place  Avhere  a  special  tax  stamp  is  held,  charged 
off  on  the  seller's  Form  52/^  consigned  to  shipper's  order,  and 
an  invoice  or  bill  of  .sale  is  made  out  at  the  place  of  business 
aud  maile<l  to  the  purchaser,  no  liability  is  incurred  through  the 
subse(iuent  actiud  delivery  at  some  other  i)()int. 

It  should  be  renu'mbered,  however,  that  the  practice  of  con- 
signing li(]uors  to  the  shipper's  order  is  (luestionable,  and  that 
in  every  case  Avhere  such  consignments  are  shoAvn  the  burden  of 
proof  Avill  be  on  the  shipper  to  shoAV  that  the  order  AAas  actu- 
ally from  a  bona  fide  i)erson  and  th(»  sale  consumnmted  at  the 
place  AA'here  the  special  tax  stamp  is  held,  that  the  goods  were  ac- 
tually set  apart  at  that  place  for  the  purchaser,  and  that  his 
copy  of  the  bill  of  lading  was  indorsed  by  him  specifically  to 
the  ])ui*chaser,  or  constructive  deliA^ery  by  invoice  and  entry 
on  Form  52/>  was  made  prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  goods,  in 
order  to  escape  liability  for  spcnnal  tax  at  the  point  of  deliA'ery.

turers' sworn  statenumt,  dated  Ai)ril  24,  1908,  and  supple- 
mentary statenumt,  datetl  May  16,  1908,  transmitted  herewith 
for  filing  in  your  office.

Ale  and  Beer  in  Cape  Colony. 


CONSUL  R.  B.  MOSHER  reports  from  Port  Elizabeth  that 
the  imports  of  ale  and  beer  into  Ca])e  Colony  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1907  amounted  to  £31,000  (1150,861),  as  against 
£71,000  (!|i!345,521)  for  1906,  a  reduction  of  5(;  ]K'r  cent,  due 
diiefly  to  the  increased  activity  of  the  local  bi*ewers  and  the 
general  movement  for  the  further  use  of  colonial  articles.  Of 
the  ale,  beer  and  stout  imported  about  45  jK'r  cent  comes  from 
Germany,  40  per  cent  from  the  United  Kingdom,  and  practi- 
cally none  from  the  United  States.  The  duty  is  48  cents  per 
gallon,  Avith  a  rebate  of  3  cents  ]»cr  galbm  on  beers  from  the 
United  Kingdom.  [Dealers  at  Port  Elizabeth  who  might 
handle  American  beer  are  named  by  the  (^onsul,  and  the  list 
is  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Manufactures.]

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  lei| 
ter  of  the  28th  ultimo,  inclosing  copy  of  a  hearing  had  befoi 
you  on  the  subject  of  spirits  distilled  from  beet  sugar  molassc- 
in  which  you  request  an  expression  of  my  opinion  on  the  qiK 
tion  Avhether  it  is  "allowable  uuder  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  i 
use  in  the  place  of  neutral  or  silent  spirits,  prepared  from  graiai 
a  neutral  or  silent  spirit  prepared  from  fermented  b(>et  suga! 
molasses  in  the  preparation  of  whisky  compounds  and  imitatioi 
Avhiskies." 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  advise  you  that  there  is  no  provision  of  il 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  which  Avould  prevent  the  use  eitlier  i 
Avhisky  compounds  or  imitation  Avhiskies  of  neutral  spirits  dis 
tilled  from  beet  sugar  molasses,  provided  such  compound  or  iiui 
itatioii  Avhisky  is  properly  labeled.    Neitiier  do  I  think  that  tlr 
President's  direction  to  you  of  April  10, 1907  (F.  I.  D.  65,  p.  2 
A\'liich  Avas  ref('rr(>d  to  at  the  hearing,  that  Avhisky  .should  bii 
labeled  in  accordance  Avith  my  opinion  of  that  date,  is  to  1m 
properly  construed  as  limiting  the  use  of  the  term  "compoum 
of  Avhisky''  to  cases  Avhere  the  Avhisky  is  compounded  AvitU  ; 
grain  distillate. 

While  it  is  true  that  in  this  direction  it  is  said  that  "a  mi.v 
ture  of  straight  Avhisky  and  ethyl  alcohol  »  *  *  ^yjn  be  lal 
beled  as  compound  of,  or  compounded  Avith,  pure  grain  dis 
filiate,"  it  is  plain  that  this  Avas  only  intended  to  apply  to  the 
case  of  such  compounds  as  are  set  forth  in  the  opinion  Avhosi 
enforcement  Axas  directed,  and  that  it  Avas  not  intended  eithei 
to  limit  the  use  of  the  term  "compound  of  Avhisky'  to  the  cas(| 
where  the  Avhisky  Avas  com]>ounded  Avith  a  grain  distillate,  or  U 
require  the  use  of  this  particular  label  Avliere  another  distillaii 
had  in  fact  been  used  in  the  compound. 

By  reference  to  my  opinion  of  April  10,  1907,  Avhose  enforce 
ment  Avas  thus  directed,  it  Avill  be  seen  that  Avhile  it  Avas  stated 
that  "a  mixture  of  Avhisky  Avith  neutral  spirit  must  be  deemed 
a  'conii)Ound'  and  not  a  'blend,'  although  the  spirit  viay  be  a  dis 
filiate  from  the  same  sxd)stance  used  to  furni.sh  the  Avhisky''  (F 
I.  D.  65,  p.  13 ;  26  Opin.,  228) ,  and  Avhile  the  particular  specimen 
label  of  a  compound  A\hisky  Avhich  Avas  suggested  related  to  n 
compound  in  Avhich  it  A\as  "assumed  that  both  the  Avhisky  and 
the  alcohol  are  distilled  from  grain"'  (F.  I.  D.  65,  p.  16;  26  Opin.. 
231 ) ,  it  plainly  appears  from  the  entire  opinion  that  the  particii 
lar  kind  of  compounded  Avhisky  Avhicli  Avas  considered  Avas  used 
f<n'  illustrative  ]mr]>oses  merely  and  that  it  Avas  not  iuteuilcd  to 
limit  in  any  A\ay  the  use  of  the  term  "compound  of  whisk\  '  In 
those  c()m])ounds  in  Avhich  the  distillate  mixed  Avith  the  Avliisky 
is  in  itself  i)rodnced  from  grain,  or  to  require  the  use  of  tho 
specimen  label  suggested  in  a  case  Avhere  the  mixture  is  Avith  ;i 
distillate  produced  from  other  substances  than  gi'ain. 

I  am  therefore;  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  nothing 
Avhatever  either  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  itself,  or  in  my 
former  opinion,  or  in  the  President's  direction  for  its  enforce 
ment,  Avhich  Avould  limit  Avhisky  compounds  to  cases  Avhere  the 
neutral  spirits  Avith  Avhich  the  Avhiskies  are  mixed  are  derivetl 
from  grain  distillate,  and  that  the  compound  to  Avhich  you  refer, 
if  otherwise  a  genuine  compound  of  whisky,  may  be  properlv 
])laced  upon  the  nmrket  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  pro- 
vided it  is  properly  labeled  .so  as  to  .shoAV  the  true  character  of 
the  other  distillate  Avith  Avhich  the  Avhisky  is  compounded.

liistorv.  It  was  as  conventional  as  nsual.  Hai-nionv,  "pull- 
g  together,"  was  preached,  as  is  customary.  Much  applause 
reeted  tlie  announcement  of  President  Dieterie  tliat  tlie  Hon. 
[)hn  (r.  ("apers,  Commissioner  of  Internal  Kevenue,  had  ac- 
pted  the  invitation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  would 
Idress  the  convention,  and  .so  he  did.  His  renmrks  were  re- 
j>ived  with  much  enthusiasm.  He  promised  to  endeavor  to 
i'ing  ahout  a  hetter  understandinji  between  the  (xovernment 
epartments  and  the  liquor  interests,  and  he  was  very  encour- 
iing.  The  convention,  as  a  nmrk  of  appreciation,  jjave  him  a 
•isin}:"  vote  and  three  hearty  cheers. 

As  a  mark  of  the  Him.  John  (1.  Caper's  appreciation  of  the 
i|Uor  men,  their  convention  and  the  conventioiial  renmrks  he 
1(1  offered,  within  a  week  from  the  time  he  attended  a  con- 
iiiice  at  Washiujiton  between  the  Attorney  General,  the  As- 
-laiit  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  himself,  at  which  it 
.IS  decided  to  resist  the  efforts  of  the  liquor  interests  to  nnl- 
Iv  or  suspend  the  new  brandinj^-  regulations,  which  were  cr- 
ied to  go  into  effect  July  1st. 

As  a  result  of  the  conference,  the  injunction  which  had  been 
Stained  by  the  <']ifton   Springs  Distilling  <N)mi)any  of  Cin- 

nnati,  to  prevent  the  rules  being  enforced,  was  dissolved;  Mr. 
fough  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  The  Department  has 
js  way.  Sjiirits  are  now  branded  alcohol,  contrary  to  the  law, 
hyfi  Mr.  Hough,  but  in  accordance  with  regulations,  .says  the 
Mend  of  the  licpior  men,  the  Hon.  John  C.  Caper.s. 

With  the  ]>olitical  conventicms  over,  the  ground  cleared  for 
Jetion,  it  was  e.xpectinl  by  a  good  nmny,  business  ctmditions 
(■ould  imi)rove.  It  may  be,  in  some  branches,  there  is  a  change, 
lut  the  li(iuor  interests  have  not  as  vet  noted  any  material 
jetterment  of  affairs.  True,  in  sonu'  (juarters,  there  is  a  strong 
Hn  of  optimism  existing  as  to  Avhat  the  fall  will  bring.  For 
iie  time  being  it  is  dull,  duller  than  usual  ca'Cu  for  summer, 
ind  no  w(uuler.  AA'hat  with  the  prevailing  general  depression, 
|ie  Prohibition  craze,  the  uncertainty  of  Government  regula- 
fons,  there  is  much  against  Avhich  Ave  must  contend.  Here  and 
liere,  there  ai>iK'ars  to  be  a  sign  of  improvement,  but  in  the 
past  it  is  ])articularlv  dull.  South,  the  mail  order  men  are 
(ting  well.  The  "dry"  States  are  not  suffering  from  drought. 
'liey  arc;  importing  their  licjuid  from  adjacent  States. 


The  defeat  of  Hoke  Smith  of  Georgia  has  given  hopes  to  the 
liends  of  liberty  and  the  liquor  men  that  Georgia  has  seen  the 
rror  of  its  ways,  tired  already  of  I*rohibition,  and  is  anxious 
I)  reform  and  resubmit  the  (luestion  to  its  people.  It  is  by  no 
leans  certain,  however,  that  this  Avill  be  accomplished  so  easily 
s  many  very  sanguine  people  imagine.  Hoke  Smith  Avas  not 
efeated  .solely  because  of  his  Prohibition  proclivities.  IJnt, 
aken  into  consideration  with  the  results  in  Louisiana  and 
'(mnessee,  it  looks  encouraging  and  as  though  the  Anti-Saloon 
arty  are  not  going  to  have  it  (|uite  so  nnu-h  their  own  way  as 
liey  have  been  having  it. 

The  result  in  Tennessee  is  particularly  gratifying,  for  Car- 
iiack,  the  Avould-be  Governor,  was  pestiferously  Prohibition, 
le  was  defeated  by  10,000  majority. 


their  absence.  The  market  remains  firm,  perhaps  due  to  the 
situationOntlined.  \\y  many,  it  is  belie\vVl  that  with  the  usual 
revival  of  interest,  which  c(»mes  with  the  cooler  da3'S  of  Sep- 
tember, there  will  be  a  nuirked  improvement  in  prices.  In  fact, 
there  are  some  well  substantiated  rumors  that  certain  con- 
servative houses  are  quietly  absorbing  odd  lots  of  well-known 
brands,  preparing  themselves  for  the  higher  prices  of  the  fall. 

Alcohol,  a  la  Departnu-nt,  Spirits  a  la  Hough,  are  selling 
about  as  usual  for  the  time  of  year.  An  advance  in  price  is 
hinted  at,  every  now  and  then,  owing  to  the  high  price  of  com, 
and  were  the  denmnd  greater,  would  probably  take  i)lace. 

It  is  understood  that  Hiram  Walker  &  Sons,  whose  Canadian 
Club  whisky  has  been  seized  by  the  (JovemnK'nt,  because  not 
labeled  in  accordance  with  the  Pure  Food  regulations,  will  con- 
test the  nuitter,  rather  than  change  their  labels.  They  insist 
their  whisky,  bottled  undei-  the  supervision  of  the  Canadian 
(xovernment,  in  Canada,  is  Canadian  Avhisky,  and  it  is  so  ini- 
];()rted  into  this  country.  Even  were  it  not  in  accordance  with 
the  Internal  llevenue's  regulations  covering  American  whisky, 
theirs  is  Canadian  whisky  and  conforms  to  Canadian  laws. 
They  have  other  defenses,  but  this  one  seems  to  be  sufficient. 
It  is  understood  Choate  is  their  chief  adviser. 


Whether  it  is  due  to  reform,  with  which  the  very  air  reeks 
nowadays,  or  because  it  is  c«msidered  immoral  to  drink,  and 
we  ai-e  all  growing  moral,  or  to  Prohibition,  or  to  depression 
in  business  which  makes  us  hard  up,  or  to  a  combinaticm  of  all 
these  reasons,  added  to  others  too  numerous  to  nunition,  the 
summer  resorts  around  New  York  are  not  selling  as  much  of 
the  "cup  that  cheers"  as  they  formerly  did.  Another  large 
source  of  busiiu'ss  for  our  trade  has  been  sadly  interfered  with 
by  the  Anti-Petting  Law  of  this  State,  Avhich  has  reduced  the 
number  of  visitors  to  the  race  tracks.    It  hurts  to  be  good. 


In  anticipation  of  the  Departuu'ut's  enforcement  of  its  regu- 
latiiMis  regarding  blends.  Parrett  Co.  of  this  city  produced 
some  time  ago  a  concentrated  fruit  ffavor,  composed  of  fruits, 
such  as  prunes,  peaches,  etc.  Nothing  is  added,  neither  color- 
ing, sweetening,  or  anything.  It  is  a  concentrated  blend  of 
fruits,  and  they  guarantee  it  .so  under  Serial  No.  49.  Although 
not  yet  generally  offered  to  the  trade,  a  number  of  prominent 
blenders  have  used  it  for  some  time  and  have  fcmnd  it  thor- 
oughly satisfactory.  So  highlj'  concentrated  are  the  flavors, 
eight  ounces  are  ample  to  a  barrel  of  whisky  which  is  the  quan- 
tity i)ermitted  by  the  Pure  Food  regulations.  This,  they  claim, 
is  as  effective  as  a  gallon  of  prune  juice  or  blending  sherry. 
The  added  cost  to  the  whisky,  Me.ssrs.  Barrett  Co.  state,  is  about 
one  cent  per  gallon. 


According  to  Internal  Kevenue  statistics  for  the  first  ten 
mcuiths  of  the  current  fiscal  year  closing  June  30th,  the  taxpay- 
ments  of  Avhiskies  in  the  States  of  Kentiuky,  Maryland  and 
I'ennsylvania  aggregate  32,781,551  gallons;  for  similar  period, 
1907,  34,435,805  gallons;  bottled  in  bond,  1908,  4,043,932  gal- 
hms;  bottled  in  Ixmd,  1907,  3,408,203  gallons. 


There  is  very  little  market  for  whiskies  nowadays.    Inquiries 
le  infrequent,  sales  unusual,  and  offerings  conspicuous  by 


The  importaticHis  of  wines  and  liquors  for  the  first  six  months 
of  this  year  show  a  marked  falling  off"  in  every  branch  with  the 
exception  of  brandies,  which  show  an  iuci'ease  of  nearly  12,000 
cases,  and  a  cou])le  of  thousand  gallons  in  bulk.  It  is  a  matter 
of  comment  in  the  trade,  and  it  is  difficult  to  determine  why 
brandies  should  abme  show  an  increase.

Though  proclaiming  that  the  cases 
against  the  Jonathan,  T'niversity  and  other  clubs  will  be  pushed, 
it  is  doubtful  if  anything  will  be  done  further  in  that  direction 
except  perhaps  the  hearing  of  the  Jonathan  Club  officials,  which 
has  been  set  for  the  August  court  term. 


Los  Angeles  citizens,  who  are  broad-minded  enough  to  believe 
in  personal  liberty,  are  to  be  congratulated  that  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners,  the  .Mayor  and  a  nuijority  of  the  City 
Council  are  men  of  affairs  and  level-headed  enough  not  to  be 
stampeded  by  the  mob  of  bmg-hair  fanatics  that  invade  the 
Council  chamber  whenever  any  (luestion  comes  up  tliat  even 
distantly  relates  to  the  liquor  question,  in  the  effort  to  intimi- 
date the  officials.  Considering  the  attitude  of  the  local  news- 
paper press,  the  strong  temperance  organizations  and  the  min- 
istry, the  city  officials  deserve  much  praise  for  their  stand  for 
decent  treatment  for  those  whose  capital  is  invested  in  the 
liquor  business  of  this  city  and  county. 


From  present  appearances  of  the  vineyards  of  this  county, 
there  will  be  a  very  large  yield  of  grapes  this  season.

A\'hile  this  is  the 
usual  case  during  the  warm  summer  numths,  it  is  a])parently 
more  pronounced  this  season  than  at  this  time  last  year.  ^lost 
of  the  cellars  are  still  well  filled  with  the  last  vintage's  ])roduct, 
which  is  moving  out  very  slowly.    Price  does  not  appear  to  have 


much  effect  in  inducing  trade,  and  in  the  general  run  of  wii 
partic-ularly  in  the  lower  grades,  winenu'n  are  disi>ose(l  to  m^ 
customers'   ideas   Avith   considerable  liberality.     Among  tlij 
wineries  which  have  a  local  trade  Avith  retail  stores  here,  ali 
the  usual  hot  Aveather  A'olume  of  business  is  going  on,  but  ( 
side  trade  and  Eastern  shipment  are  Aery  slow.    In(|uiry  anid^ 
the  leading  wine  makers  tends  to  the  belief  that  low  prices  \ 
prcA'ail  before  the  cellars  are  cleared  sufficiently  to  take  c<U('i 
CA'en  a  i^ortion  of  the  lai'ge  crop  of  grapes  that  promise  to  nutt 
tliis  fall,  and  that  grape  prices  will  be  much  lower  this  seji 
than  ruled  at  last  vintage. 


The  wholesale  licjuor  trade  is  dull.  Out-of-town  orders 
small  and  scarce.  The  hot  Aveather,  conse<iuent  stoppage 
Avork  on  the  desert,  and  slack  times  among  the  mining  cent 
has  cut  doAvn  the  demand  from  these  sectiims  very  materia!

t  of  the  :Manufacturers"  and  Producers'  Association.     He 

1  delivered  his  opening  address  which  was  much  on  the  same 

!  as  his  speeches  in  Washingtcm,  by  which  he  was  successful 

lefeating  the  Littlefield  and  Sim's  bills,  and  which  were  at 

time  fully  reported  in  this  paper.     He  told  the  convention 

t  it  was  called  together  to  take  such  action  as  in  its  jndg- 

it  might  be  deemed  necessary  and  expedient  to  .saA'e  the  grape 

ustry  from  disaster,  caused  by  the  wave  of  prohibition  now 

sing  over  the  country.     He  maintained  that  prohibition  did 

prohibit,  au<l   that  there    Avere  now    more  drunkards    in 

ine  in  proportion  to  the  population  than  in  any  other  State 

;he  Union.    The  true  remedy  by  which  the  evil  of  alcoholism 

be  removed,  is  to  foster  the  grape  industry  and  encourage 

use  of  wine,  which  would  prevent  intoxication,  and  prove  of 

itt  moral  and  material  good  to  our  country.    He  said  "the  sta- 

li  ics  show    that   h'rance  and  Italy  last  year  produced  about 

tl  I  e  billion  galhms  of  wine,  which  has  an  approximate  valua- 

of  six  hundred  million  dollars."     He  believed  that  when 


the  tiuu'  came  and  sufficient  capital  was  invested  in  the  grape 
industry  in  this  State  and  elsewhere  in  the  Union,  it  would  uuike 
a  revenue  to  the  United  States  of  six  hundred  millicm  dollars 
annually."  This  large  sum,  gentlemen,  will  be  i)roduced  almost 
fr<nn  a  new  resource  and  derived  mostly  from  hill- 
sides and  fields  now  generally  used  only  for  pasture, 
thus  tui'ning  our  i)astures  into  health  and  wealth  prodm^ing 
vineyards,  creating  new  towns,  biiilding  up  new  cities  through- 
out the  land,  and  give  employment,  in  a  new  industry,  to  several 
milli(ms  of  happy  families. 

I'roceeding  with  his  subject  ,Mr.  Sharboro  argued  that  our 
nuirket  is  at  home,  which  is  one  (»f  the  best  features  of  this  new 
and  great  industry.  "The  United  States  will",  he  said,  "soon 
have  a  populatiim  of  (tne  hundred  million  so\ils,  which  is  as 
much  as  France,  Italy  and  Spain  (•oud>ined,  and  here,  from  the 
juice  of  our  own  grapes,  we  can  supply  every  inhabitant  in  the 
conntry,  even  when  th(\v  shall  have  beconu'  educated  to  the  use 
of  fifty  gallons  of  wine  per  capita  p("r  annum,  as  the  people  now 
use  in  the  great  wine  countries  of  the  world."  He  then  dwelt 
at  length  upon  his  visit  to  A>'asliington  and  his  arguments  be- 
fore the  Senatorial  and  Congressional  Committees  in  that  city,' 
and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Sims  of  Tennessee,  ac- 
cepted the  inserticm  of  the  following  lines  into  his  bill  Avhich 
was  intended  to  make  Washington  a  "dry"city : 

"  'I'rovided,  that  the  naturally  fermented  juice  of  the  apple — 
cider,  that  the  naturally  fermented  juice  of  the  grape — wine, 
and  that  the  naturally  fermented  juice  of  other  fruits  not  c(m- 
taining  more  than  13  per  cent  of  alcohol  are  not  considered, 
nnder  the  provisicm  of  this  act,  intoxicating  liiiuors,  and  are 
hereby  declared  not  to  he  intoxicating  li(iuors  and  they 
are  therefore  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.'  " 

The  speaker  advised  his  hearers  to  organize  a  campaign  of 
education  and  send  lecturers  throughout  the  country  "to  preach 
the  gospel  of  the  grai)e  and  the  tem])erate  use  of  wine."  That  in 
order  to  achieve  this  great  undertaking  it  was  necessary  first  to 
form  a  powerful  organizati(m,  and  every  member  of  it  ccmtribute 
in  ju-oportion  to  his  acreage  in  growing  grapes,  to  a  fund  to  pay 
for  this  campaign  of  education.  After  dwelling  upon  the  gov- 
ernment assistance  given  grape  growers  in  the  wine  countries 
of  Europe  he  concluded  his  address  as  follows : 

"The  fathers  of  our  country,  over  (uie  hundred  years  ago, 
knew  the  great  value  of  the  grapevine.  Washington  Irving  tells 
us  that  (xeneral  AYashington  was  always  supplied  with  wine  in 
his  cellar,  and  that  great  man  Thouuis  ,Teffers(m,  who  framed 
the  greatest  document  ever  written  bv  man,  the  Declaraticm  of 
Independence,  and  who  had  been  Minister  to  France,  had  learn- 
ed there  to  appreciate  the  wine  of  that  country,  and  said :  "I  re- 
joice as  a  moralist  at  the  i)rosi)ect  of  a  reductiim  of  duties  on 
wine  of  our  national  legislature,  it  is  an  error  to  view  the  tax 
on  that  article  as  merely  a  tax  on  the  rich.  The  prohibition  of 
its  use  to  the  middle  classes  is  a  condemnatitni  of  them  to  the 
]>oison  of  spirits.  No  natiim  is  drunken  where  wine  is  cheap, 
and  none  sol)er  where  dearness  of  wine  substitutes  ardent 
s])irits  as  its  common  beverage." 

"Gentlemen,  if  the  government  of  the  State  of  California  and 
the  government  of  the  Unitwl  States  knew  the  wealth  there  lies 
doruuint  in  our  hills,  tliev  also,  would  spend  millicms  and  mil- 
lions of  dollars  to  encourage  and  foster  this  great  industry,  and 
let  uu>  tell  you,  gentleuuMi,  that,  while  you  may  think  this  a  dif- 
ficult ]>roposition  at  the  present  time,  T  am  ((Uivinceil  that  as 
Avater  seeks  its  own  level,  so  the  grajie  growing  and  wine  pro- 
ducing country  of  Anu'rica  will  eventuallv  c<msuine  as  much 
Avine  per  capita  as  is  now  used  in  Europe,  and  the  United  States 
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will  then  become  the  largest  grape  growing  country  on  earth, 
and  (Irnnkenness  will  be  exterminated  forever  from  the  Ameri- 
can i)eople." 

At  the  close  of  his  address  Mr.  Sbarboro  read  to  the  meeting 
a  newspaper  report  of  what  the  prohibitionists  were  doing,  and 
about  to  do,  and  these  said :  "By  this  you  will  be  able  to  judge 
for  yourselves  whether  it  is  to  j-our  interest  to  remain  inert 
while  the  enemies  of  your  vineyards  are  assiduously  working 
night  and  day  to  destroy  not  only  your  property  but  the  only 
means  by  Avhich  the  evil  of  drunkenness  may  be  reinoved  from 
our  land,  or  whether  yon  will  put  your  shoulder  to  the  wheel 
and  get  up  and  be  doing  something  and  see  to  it  that  every 
household  of  the  United  States  is  truthfully  informed  of  the 
great  advantage  of  the  use  of  wine  at  meals,  which  alone  is  con- 
ducive to  health  and  sobriety." 

^Ir.  Sbarboro  then  gave  up  the  chair  to  John  P.  Overton,  who 
was  unanimously  elected  temjwrary  chairman,  and  upon  the 
motion  of  Theodore  Gier  the  Avork  of  organizing  the  California 
Grape  Growers'  Association  was  commenced.  H.  F.  Stoll  acted 
as  secretary,  and  the  necessary  committees  were  appointed  witli 
the  result  that  Andrea  Sbarboro  was  elected  president  of  the 
organization;  Clarence  AVetmore  and  E.  C.  Prieber,  first  and 
second  vice-presidents,  and  John  P.  Overton  secretary  and 
treasurer.  A  board  of  directors  was  chosen,  consisting  of  the 
above  named  and  A.  E.  Purnham,  W.  C.  Chisholm,  C.  F.  Wente, 
Al.  F.  Tarpey,  Theodore  Gier,  C.  L.  La  Rue,  T.  T.  Sweet  and 
John  B.  Kerwin. 

The  temporary'  chairman  then  retired,  and  President  Sbar- 
boro again  presided.  Fp  to  tJiis  time  the  business  done  had  been 
practically  unanimous,  but  upon  the  (|uestlon  of  raising  funds 
there  was  considerable  difference  of  opinion.  Mr.  Cunningham 
argued  at  length  that  to  have  any  effect  upon  outsiders  it  was 
necessary  that  "growers,  manufacturers  and  dealers  should  ad- 
vance arm  in  arm."  He  desired  that  it  be  known  to  the  public 
what  the  manufacturers  were  contributing  and  ccmtendcd  that 
they  should  also  be  assessed.  This  brought  P.  C.  Rossi  to  his 
feet,  and  he  drew  from  his  pocket  several  applications  fi-om  anti- 
prohibitionist  bodies  asking  for  i)ecuniary  assistance.  He  as- 
serted that  the  manufacturers  had  been  on  the  firing  line  right 
along  from  the  beginning  of  the  trouble  and  had  contributed 
largely  both  time  and  money.  Another  speaker  suggested  that 
growers  be  assessed  by  the  ton  rather  than  by  the  acre,  but  the 
chairman  I'uled  that  immediate  funds  wci-e  wanted,  an  assess- 
ment be  made  of  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  at  once,  and  that  the 
funds  of  the  associati(m  should  be  subsequentlv  further  aug- 
mented by  the  method  advised  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  It 
was  decided  to  combat  the  injury  done  to  the  wine  interest  by 
the  cold  Avater  party,  l)y  sending  lecturers  all  over  the  country 
to  tell  the  people  that  the  family  use  of  wine  Avas  the  most  direct 
means  of  obtaining  true  temperance,  and  banishing  the  evil  of 
drunkenness.  Also  to  subsidize  the  ])ress  and  issue  pamphlets 
for  the  education  of  the  public  and  making  known  the  beneficial 
effect  of  the  moderate  use  of  light  Avines. 

During  the  interim  between  organization  and  the  reporting 
of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  the  delegates  Avere  addressed 
by  different  speakers.  Air.  A.  F.  Fulton  i)ointed  out  that  the 
Italian  and  French  government  bought  annually  a  (luantity  of 
Avine  for  the  use  of  the  armv  and  navy,  and  suggested  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  liaA'e  a  1)11!  introduced  into  Congress  providing 
for  a  similar  practice  in  this  country.  By  this  means  Califor- 
nian  Avine  would  be  widelv  advertised  and  sonu^  200,000  gallons 
annually  drank  by  our  .soldiers  and  sailors. 

B.  F.  Land)(»rn  commented  upon  the  fact  that  there  were  no 
decent  sabxms  into  which  a  man  could  take  his  wife  and  family 
for  a  glass  of  Avine  or  lieer.  He  thought  if  tlie  growers  would 
open  some  respectable  resort  of  this  class  it  Avould  be  a  good 
method  of  making  known  tlie  merits  of  their  different  brands. 


Another  gentleman  advised  that  every  groAver  should  pe, 
try  and  couAdnce  some  preacher  or  lady  of  his  acquaint! 
the  true  merit  of  Avine  drinking  and  by  this  means  make 
the  virtue  of  light  Avine  as  a  producer  of  true  temperance 

At  this  juncture  the  Committee  upon  Resolutions  re 
and  its  Avork  Avas  read  to  the  meeting.    Percy  T.  .Morgan 
objected,  upon  the  ground  that  the  resolutitm  read  \\v\ 
grape  men  into  two  parties  and  throw  a  lighted  brand  in) 
OAvn  camp.      It  appeared  to  him  tliat  it  ai)plied  solel\ 
Avines  Avith  13  per  cent  alcohol,  and  would  leave  the  sw ; 
men  Avhose  output  carried  some  20  per  cent  of  alcohol,  u 
the  cold. 

P.  C.  Rossi  then  moved  that  tiie  resolution  be  i-eturnetll 
committee  for  correction.  This  Avas  done  and  after  a  ti 
committee  again  reported,  and  the  folloAving  resolution 
adopted :

And  the  West,  the  wide-awake,  alert  and  throbbing  ^Vest 
will  no  doubt  await  the  invadei's  Avith  open  arms.

Vallejo,  July  24. — At  the  result  of  an  ordinance  just  adopted 
by  the  city  fathers  of  VacaA'ille,  in  upper  Solano  County,  the 
peoide  of  that  city  may  obtain  liquor  only  if  it  is  oft'ered  to  them 
by  their  host.  The  ordinance,  which  Avas  originally  drawn  up 
so  as  to  prohibit  all  use  of  liijuor  Avithin  the  limits  of  the  toAvn, 
was  amended  so  as  to  permit  a  man  to  offer  liquor  in  his  oAvn 
house  to  either  mendiers  of  his  family  or  to  his  guest,  but  there 
the  exception  to  the  prohibition  rule  stops. 

The  ordinance  is  to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  of  the  coming 
year.

ftorts  of  Prohibitionists  to  deprive  us  and  our  clients  of  our 
ivelihood,  and  we  declare  our  friendship  and  pledge  our  sup- 
M)rt  to  men  and  measures  that  stand  for  the  protection  of  our 
interei^ts  and  the  personal  liberties  of  all  of  our  peoi)le.  Just 
is  tirndy  also  do  we  dedai-e  our  opposition  to  disreputable  sa- 
hxms known  as  dives  or  dead-falls,  and  this  organization  shall 
;»xercise  \tti  power  and  influence  in  having  the  licenses  of  such 
idaces  icvoked  whenever  in  its  judgnumt,  after  collecting  and 
hearing  evidence,  it  is  satisfied  that  any  saloon  is  a  menace  to 
the  resiH'ctability  and  the  good  of  the  saloon  and  Yu\\wv  in- 
terests. 


CINCINNATI,  July  21. —  In  the  legal  contest  over  the  new- 
internal  rev(>nue  rules  for  the  marking  and  branding  of  the 
product  of  distilleries  the  (iovernment  to-night  met  with  a 
defeat  in  a  decision  announced  by  United  States  Judge  A.  ('. 
Tliomi),son  granting  a  tem])orary  injunctiim  again.st  Collector 
P.ettman  and  tin;  gangers  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  put  into 
effect  the  new  rules.  The  nmtter  came  up  first  four  weeks  ago, 
when  the  Clifton  Si)rings  Distilling  Company  .secured  a  tem- 
jjorary  restraining  order,  but  three  weeks  ago,  just  before  the 
iu!W  rules  would  have  gone  intt)  effect.  Judge  Slater  dissolved 
that  order,  and  later  a  moti(m  for  a  rehearing  was  filed  by  the 
same  company  after  its  attemi)t  to  have  Circuit  Judge  Lurton 
recimsider  the  matter  had  failed. 

Some  days  prior  to  the  handing  down  of  the  decision,  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  Capers  announced  that  even  if 
an  injunction  was  secured,  he  would  continue  to  stoutly  resist 
all  efforts  to  either  nullify  or  suspend  the  new  internal  revenue 
r(>gulati(ms,  changing  ilie  svstem  by  marking  packages  contain- 
ing spirits.  So  it  is  evich'ut  that  the  contest  is  only  well  begun, 
with  the  liquor  men  enjoying  the  best  of  it. 


Grape  Prices  Depend  on  Prohibition  Gains 


SANTA  ROSA,  July  25.— President  P.  C.  Ro.ssi  of  the  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony  passed  through  this  city  this  morning  and 
stated  that  the  outlook  for  the  grape  crop  this  season  is  good. 
There  will  probably  be  a  good  price  for  the  product  of  the 
vineyards,  though  he  said  this  will  all  depend  upon  the  prohi- 
bition movement  which  is  receiving  considerable  attenti(m  at 
the  present  time.  He  said  if  the  demand  for  wine  is  good  there 
will  be  no  question  about  prices  being  high,  and  the  crush  will 
be  heavy,  but  unless  trade  revives  he  estinuited  that  things  in 
the  grape  line  will  be  at  a  low  ebb. 


According  to  the  A'allejo,  California,  Timrs,  the  .secretary  of 
the  navy  is  again  about  to  call  upon  the  trustees  to  reduce  the 
number  of  saloons  in  that  city.  The  Tiiiicx  points  (mt  that  such 
action  will  only  drive  the  Jackies  out  of  A'allejo  into  the  open 
arms  of  San  Francisco's  barbary  coast,  only  two  hours  distant. 
This  it  considers  will  be  found  much  worse  for  the  moral  of  the 
navy  than  the  state  of  things  which  at  present  exists.

WHISKY — A  liitherto  unknown  combinaticm  of  circum- 
stances keeps  the  whisky  business  in  a  decidedly  nusatis- 
:ictory  conditon.  The  .slipshod  manner  in  which  the  (}overn- 
iicnt  is  endeavoring  to  administer  the  Pure  Food  law,  the  back- 
iig  and  filling  of  courts  and  declaraticms  of  various  heads  of 
governmental  departments,  together  with  the  craze  of  local 
i|;tion  and  prohibiticm,  and  the  dread  thereof,  have  jnit  the 
:ade  in  unnecessarily  poor  shape.  In  many  secti<ms  of  the 
'■untry  the  retailers  are  threatened  with  one  or  the  other  of 
liese  two  ])ests  and  the  consequence  is  they  fear  to  give  their 
isual  orders  and  confine  themselves  strictlv  to  a  hand-to-mouth 
lasi.s.  Added  to  this,  collections  are  unsatisfactory,  a  fact 
A  liicli  is  in  i)art  due  to  un.scrupulous  l)nyers  who  take  advantage 
'f  the  situation  and  jdead  inability  to  pay.  However,  the  lead- 
is  in  the  trade  believe  that,  aside  from  the  prohibition  com- 
licaticm,  trade  will  generally  resume  its  normal  condition  in 
h(>  early  fall.

BEER — There  is  nothing  new  to  be  .said  of  the  situation  in 
the  market  for  nuilt  beverages.  The  weather  throughout 
tlie  State,  aside  from  the  hay  region,  has  been  quite  favorable 
by  reason  of  the  high  temperatures,  etc.  Exports  were  nomi- 
nal, the  figures  being  248  barrels  bottled  and  210  in  bulk,  the 
value  of  12501.  Imports  were,  by  rail  in  bond,  100  cases,  and 
by  .sea  5074  cases.  The  bulk  imports  were  3902  barrels;  Stout, 
20  cases;  Ale,  10  cases.

Ail  brandy  (tr  otiicr  s])irits  on  wiiicii  the  tax  has  not  been  paid 
unlawfully  used  in  the  fortification  of  wines  will  be  subject  to 
double  the  internal-revenue  tax  on  the  spirits  so  used.  AVhen 
more  than  14  per  cent  of  brandy  has  been  introduced  into  any 
fortified  wine,  the  excess  will  be  regarded  as  having  been  unlaw- 
fully used,  and  the  penalty  of  double  the  tax  demanded.  Section 
48  also  provides  for  a  fine  of  not  more  than  .f2,000  an<l  for  the 
second  otfen.se  also  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  (me  year. 
The  use  of  a  force  filter  or  of  agents  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
clarification  of  wines  on  the  premises  where  the  grapes  are 
crushed  will  not  involve  the  user  to  a  tax  as  rectifier  and  is  not 
held  to  be  an  apparatus  for  the  purpose  of  i*efining  in  any  man- 
ner distilled  spirits  witliin  the  meaning  of  the  3rd  paragraph  of 
Sec.  3344  It.  S. 

Internal-revenue  tax  (m  all  fruit  brandy  is  due  on  the  10th  of 
the  month  following  the  month  of  production ;  therefore  brandy 
produced  the  pn^vious  month  must  be  removed  to  the  fortifying 
room  on  or  before  the  10th  of  the  month,  since  the  use  of  brandy 
on  which  the  tax  is  overdue  is  prohibited. 

Sweet  wines  fortified  with  brandy  free  of  tax  may  not  be  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  spurious,  imitaticm,  or  compound  li(iuors 
or  wines,  or  placed  on  the  market  under  any  name,  except  a 
trade  name,  other  than  the  type  of  wine  to  Avhich  such  wine  be- 
longs. Fortified  Avines  nmy  Ite  blended  together  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  iierfecting  them  according  to  connnercial  standards. 

Any  person  avIio,  1)3'  any  process,  recovers  brandy  from  forti- 
fied sweet  Avines,  except  as  ])rnvided  for  under  section  49,  as 
amended,  oi-  who  mixes,  compounds,  or  rectifies  such  Avine  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  1200.00,  nor  more  than 
f  1,000  for  each  offense.  (See  also  sec.  3320,  Rev.  Stat.,  imposin- 
penalty  for  changing  or  altering  marks,  brands,  etc.  on  packages 
containing  distilled  spirits.)

On  every  b(snded  sweet  winery  premises  there  must  be  a  suf- 
ficient nuud>er  of  tanks  jirovided,  the  aggregate  capacity  of 
Avhich  shall  approximate  the  amount  of  material  that  may  be  on 
liand  at  any  one  time.  These  tanks  must  be  numbei'ed  and  prop- 
erlj'  designated  by  letters  not  less  than  4  inches  in  lenglli,  placed 
in  plain  vicAV,  and  put  on  Avith  a  paint  that  Avill  preserve  the 
form  of  the  letters  and  not  run  or  blur,  the  tanks  Avill  be  desig- 
nated and  marked  as  follows :

AVhen  fresh  urape  material  is  crushed,  tiie  final  dis])osition  of 
which  the  winemaivcr  does  not  determine  at  the  time  of  crushinji- 
thesame  may  lie  run  into  a  fermentinj?  tank  on  the  winery  prem- 
is(>s  and  a  ])ro])erly  prepared  Foi'in  .54(5  attached  to  said  taid<, 
\\  hich  f(U-m  must  remain  on  the  tank  until  removed  by  an  officer 
of  internal  revenue,  nor  may  the  contents  of  such  tank  be  re- 
moved exce])t  under  the  supervision  of  such  an  officer.  The 
w  iiie  nuiker  will  not  he  rccjuired  to  state  the  final  disposition  of 
fresh  jjrai»e  material  crushed  until  after  fermentation  nor  until 
such  time  as  he  may  he  able  to  determine  what  such  final  dispo- 
sitiim  will  be,  when  the  contents  will  be  drawn  off  into  a  tank 
properly  nuirked  and  labeled  or  the  tank  containing  the  mater- 
ial properly  labeled  to  show  the  character  of  the  contents. 

AVhen  the  fermented  wine  has  been  drawn  off  the  pomace  in 
the  fermenting  tank,  fresh  pomace  may  be  run  in  on  such 
j/onuice  as  provided  in  Article  7,  and  Form  546  was  prepared 
with  that  end  in  view,  by  providing  a  line  for  the  depth  of  the 
jjoimice  in  the  tank  and  whether  such  ponmce  was  new,  old  or 
both.  If  the  i)omace  left  in  the  tank  is  not  to  be  used  for  such 
jnirposes  the  winenmker  may  either  remove  the  pomace  to  a 
■listilling  nmterial  tank  on  the  distillery  premises  or  he  may  add 
water  to  tiie  tank  containing  the  i>onuice  and  the  tank  labeled 
with  Form  5401).  This  tank  has  become  a  distilling  material 
taTdx,  tcmi»orarilv,  and  cannot  again  be  used  as  a  fennenting 
tank  for  sweet  wine  until  it  has  been  completely  emptied  and 
■■leansed. 

Pleasuring  tanks  for  distilling  material :     Each  sweet  wine 


maker  who  operates  a  distillery  in  connection  with  his  winerys 
must  set  aside  on  his  distillery  jiremises  two  or  more  tanks  foi-* 
holding  distilling  material.  If  there  are  not  enough  tanks  avail- 
able on  his  distillery  ])remises  he  may  set  aside  on  the  winery' 
premises  such  aihlitional  tanks  ])roperly  labeled  as  may  be  nef? 
<essary.  These  tanks  must  be  plainly  marked  with  red  paint, 
"Mea.suring  Tank  for  distilling  material"  No.  1,  2,  3,  etc.  These, 
numbers  must  run  c(msecntively  whether  <m  the  distillery  oil 
winery  premises,  or  both.  These  nu'as\iring  tanks  may  not  bei, 
used  for  any  other  purpose  and  the  material  contained  thereinf 
must  be  con ve^-ed  directly  or  through  pipes,  pumps,  or  somp.»^ 
from  them  to  the  charges  of  the  .stills.  , 

Fortifying  Tanks — At  every  sweet  winery  and  in  the  fortify -t 
ing  room  thereof  there  must  be  tanks    or  concrete  sonips    in^ 
which  the  fortificati<m  must  take  ])lace  ajid  which  will  be  mark- 
ed as  "Fortifying  Tanks,"  and  each  given  a  permanent  nund>er. 
or  letter.    All  pipes  or  conveyors  leading  to  these  tanks  must 
be  in  plain  sight  of  the  ganger  and  the  sto])-cocks  regidating  the' 
sanu'  must  be  under  his  complete  control.  IMpes  or  conveyors' 
leading  from  these  tanks  when  not  in  use  must  be  clo.sed  or  di.s- 
coTinected.  Each  tank  in  the  fortifying  room  that  has  not  already 
been  gauged  thi'  said  gauge  approved  must  be  gauged  by  the  first" 
officer  assigned  at  the  winery  each  season  or  if  the  tank  has  been 
gauged  he  Avill  verify  such  gauge.    A  table  in  (luadruplicate  for 
each  tank  nuist  be  jirepared,  giving  its  capacity  for  each  inch  in^^ 
depth,  one  of  which  tables  he  will  place  cm  file  in  the  office  af^ 
the  fortifying  room,  one  he  will  give  to  the  wine  maker,  and  the? 
other  two  he  will  forward  the  collector,  who  will  file  one  copyi 
thereof  in  his  office  and  forward  the  other  to  the  commissioner'- 
of  internal  revenue.     All  irregularities,  as  an  uneven  base  or' 
unusual  bulge  out  or  in,  should  be  noted  at  the  bottom  of  the*^ 
table  and  this  irregularity  examined  from  time  to  time  to  ascer-t 
tain  whether  such  irregularity  is  increasing.

The  trustees  of  Newman,  California,  are  cousiderinj!;  a  new 
liciiior  ordinance  by  wliieli  retailers  Avill  be  forced  to  pay  |300 
l)er  annum  and  wholesalers  |125.     It  will  probably  pass. 


At  Los  Angeles,  California,  Police  Judge  Rose  has  decided 
that  the  California  Club  of  that  city  is  not  guilty  of  violating  a 
city  ordinance  by  selling  licpior  without  a  license,  because  it  is 
not  set  forth  that  there  are  any  total  abstainers  on  its  member- 
ship list. 


The  new  liquor  law  of  San  Jose,  California,  confining  saloons 
to  certain  districts,  has  been  sustained  by  Judge  Richards  of  the 
Supi'eme  Court,  and  saloons  in  the  residence  portion  of  the  Gar- 
den City  will  be  no  longer  tolerated. 


John  Prather  was  recently  fined  $40  and  costs  for  treating  his 
friends  to  a  drink  of  whiskey  in  Selma,  California,  as  the  anti- 
saloon  ordinance  in  that  town  forbids  the  giving  away  of  whis- 
key within  the  city  limits. 


Mayfield,  California,  has  granted  two  wholesale  liciuor 
licen.ses,  the  grantees  being  Charles  AVright  and  D.  D.  Telmont. 
The  provisions  of  the  license,  limit  the  sale  of  beer  to  ca.se  lots, 
Avine  to  five  gallons,  and  whiskey  to  (piart  bottles. 


The  saloon  men  of  Healdsburg,  California,  have  formed  tlie 
Healdsburg  Progressive  Pusiness  Men's  Association  "to  raise 
and  upbuild  the  morality  and  otherwise  improve  the  standing 
of  saloons." 


Anti-saloon  forces  haAe  organized  at  ^^'illows,  (}lenn  County, 
California,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  supervisors  Avho  will  sub- 
mit the  saloon  questicm  to  voters,  and  representatives  to  con- 
gress who  Avill  favor  prohibition. 


Saloons  at  Chico,  California,  now  will  close  at  midnight  and 
all  day  Sunday. 


The  San  Mateo,  California,  Poard  of  Trustees  has  raised  the 
liquor  license  for  saloons  to  |400  a  year. 


Sacramento,  California,  liciuor  dealers  and  brewers  have 
started  a  campaign  against  dives  and  all  disreputable  saloons. 
All  the  big  trade  interests  haA'e  joined  the  fight  for  better  saloon 
conditions. 


The  Uni<m  Coopers  of  Oregon,  have  at  last  found  out  the  in- 
jury which  prohibition  is  doing  to  their  calling,  so  they  have 
resolved  to  boycott  all  Oregon  goods  made  or  grown  in  dry  dis- 
tricts, and  to  endeavor  to  secure  similar  action  from  all  other 
affiliated  trade  unions. 


Tcnnporary  restraining  orders  have  been  served  on  the  Police 
Commissioners  and  Chief  of  Police,  to  prevent  action  by  them 
during  trial  by  the  court,  of  the  suit  brought  to  test  the  validity 
of  the  ordinance  recently  passed  by  the  supervisors  of  this  city, 
imposing  a  tax  of  fl50  a  year  on  grocers  selling  licjuors  by  the 
bottle. 


To  judge  from  the  amoiuit  of  space  it  takes  up  in  the  .Mill  V;il 
ley,  California,  Enterprise,  the  new  licpior  ordinance  is  aliiios 
as  big  as  the  toAvn  it  is  intended  to  govern.  It  places  the  salom 
license  at  |1,000  a  year,  exempting  hotels  and  restauriuii^ 
which  are  permitted  to  sell  wine  or  beer  with  meals  at  certaii 
regular  prescribed  hours,  without  license,  and  limits  tiie  licensi 
to  one  saloon. 


Iturt  O.  Clark,  who  conducts  a  restaurant  in  Alameda,  Cal 
ifornia,  has  been  fined  f300  for  selling  li(iuor  without  a  license. 


The  supervisors  of  .Madera  County,  California,  have  been  pcti 
tioued  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League  to  adopt  a  local  option  ordi 
nance  to  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people. 


At  Santa  Rosa,  California,  the  petiticm  of  the  .saloon  men  t( 
have  the  hour  of  closing  changed  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  was 
granted  by  the  city  council. 


A  very  complete  and  drastic  i)roliibiti()n  law  has  been  intro 
duced  to  the  town  trustees  of  Yacaville,  California,  but  has  no 
yet  been  adopted. 


The  trustees  of  IJurlingame,  California,  have  adopted  an  or 
dinance  fcu'bidding  the  nuiinteuance  of  saloons  or  other  place! 
where  liquor  is  sold. 


On  July  1st  the  |500  liquor  license  for  Redwood,  California 
went  into  effect  and  (mly  three  salotms  dropped  out.  Twenty-tivi 
permits  have  been  granted  by  the  trustees. 


The  license  committee  of  the  Alameda  County,  Californiaj 
Supervisors  have  granted  licenses  to  William  Hopcroft,  Frnifi 
vale  and  Washington  streets,  and  Claud  Riemeis,  Doublin. 


The  new  liijuor  ordinance  at    Suisun,    California,    raisin 
licenses  from  .f45  to  |60  a  (juarter,  was  defeated. 


The  Alturas,  California,  PluhidrnUr  states  that  a  paper  is 
being  circulated  in  ilodoc  County,  signed  by  all  li(|uor  dealers 
offering  .flOO  reward  for  the  arrest  and  convictiim  of  any  0B( 
selling  or  giving  li(]uor  to  Indians,  or  otherwise  violating  tii< 
liquor  law.  The  Phihidealer  believes  that  now  the  matter  has 
been  taken  up  by  the  dealers  the  law  'will  be  enforced. 


The  Japanese  ar(>  fond  of  their  Sake,  and  are  about  to  start  f 
distillery  for  the  pr()ducti(m  of  that  licpuu-  at  Punahou,  Hawai 
ian  Islands.

The  Wine  Growers'  Convention 


THE  meeting  of  men,  engaged  in  the  ("aliforniu  wine  industry, 
especially  called  by  .Mr.  Andrea  Sbarhoro  under  tlie  aus- 
pices of  the  ^lanufacturers'  and  PrtKlucers'  Association,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  strong  o])])osition  to  the  jn-ohibition 
movement  was  a  success,  sligiiti.v  different  from  wliat  was  con- 
templated. The  proceedings  developed  the  fact  that  there  were 
two  important  factors  in  wine  ])roduction,  the  dry  and  the  sweet 
wine  interests,  but  notliing  was  said  about  the  tliird  factor, 
which  during  the  next  five  years  must  prove  to  be  tlie  balance 
wheel  of  Adticultnral  ]>ros]ierity.  The  third  factor  is  tlie  distilling 
interest,  which  is  now  the  sole  hope  of  the  grape  growei-,  if  he 
wishes  to  save  a  large  part  of  his  grapes  from  the  hog  pen. 
Already  there  are  extensive  ])reparations  being  made  to  increase 
the  distilling  facilities  of  the  large  wine  producers,  because  those 
who  are  wise  enough  to  see  that  the  commercial  demand  for 
wine  cannot  be  made  to  keep  pace  with  the  continiied  increasing 
output  of  the  new  vineyards. 

The  practical  result  of  the  meeting  was  an  agreement  to  fight 
the  battle  against  i>rohibition  on  lines,  which  will  eipially 
ensure  the  protection  of  both  tlie  dry  and  sweet  wine  interests, 
and  this  in  effect  includes  the  third  factor  referred  to,  becau.se 
the  sweet  wine  interest  is  jn-acticallv  more  than  half  a  distilling 
interest. 

Incidentally  but  practically  of  vital  imi>ortance  to  thc^  success 
of  the  movement  was  the  determined  stand  taken,  which  calls 
upon  the  grape  growers,  who  are  not  Avine  makers,  to  show  their 
colors  when  they  come  up  to  the  wine  umkers  to  sell  their  grapes. 
The  develoi)ment  of  a  huge  intcM'est  among  farmers  dependent 
upon  the  ready  sale  of  wine  grapes  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  any  considerabl(»  restriction  placed  u]>()n  dry  Avines,  sw^eet 
wines  and  brandy,  will  cause  great  losses  to  the  growers  and 
compel  many  to  uproot  their  vines.  It  is  a  cause  this  section  of 
the  wine  industry  to  take  an  active  Intercast  in  the  protective 
fight  against  prohibition  that  the  new  organization  has  been 
planned.  Up  to  the  present  time  little  help  has  been  received 
from  this  quarter;  ])ut  now  it  i.s  apparent  that  the  danger  of  the 
hour  will  be  a  fireside  bogy  in  thousands  of  homes  until  the 
magic  words,  Liberty  and  Truth,  have  successfully  laid  in  the 
grave  the  haunting  ghost  of  intolerance. 


One  criticism  only  we  shall  pretend  to  offer  for  the  considern 
tion  of  the  new  association,  as  a  movement  intended  to  brini. 
the  wine  growers  of  the  whole  State  into  active  harmou}'  witt 
the  distributoi"s  of  their  products,  the  questions  of  sectionalisffi 
as  well  as  faction  should  be  avoided  iii  aj>pearance  as  well  as  in 
fact.  It  is  inten<led  to  collect  funds  from  growers  of  wine  grapes 
in  all  parts  of  the  State  and  to  intrust  their  use  to  the  governing 
board,  the  policy  of  which  must  be  free  from  factional  interest 
It  was  an  oversight  due  to  the  rather  informal  way  in  Avhich 
selections  of  names  were  made  and  submitted  to  Mr.  Sbarboro 
Avith  authority  giA-en  to  him  to  select  the  Board  of  Directors,  that 
one  half  of  distinctive  vineyard  districts  is  unrepresented,  Avliil( 
a  large  representation  is  giAen  to  the  distinctively  dry  Avini 
sections.  There  is  one  representatiAe  named  from  Fresui 
County,  but  none  from  all  the  rest  of  the  San  Joaquin  and  Sac 
ramento  A'alleys  and  none  frcun  the  important  southern  Call 
fornia  coviuties.  Mr.  Lynmn  of  St.  Helena,  Avhen  named,  objected 
b(>cause  there  Avei-e  already  three  on  the  board  from  Napa  rv»unt\ 
and  he  did  not  wish  to  be  the  fourth.  This  defect  will  no  doubi 
be  rectified  the  first  time  the  Board  meets  and  due  representa 
tion  be  giA'en  to  all  the  different  interests  and  sections. 


Educate  Them  With  The  Boycott 


IN  the  last  number  of  the  Keview,  Ave  showed  that  one  Avay  bv 
Avhich  the  prohibition  movement  could  be  checked  Avas  bv 
boycotting  the  output  of  those  sections  Avhich  had  gone  "dry." 
Evidently  the  seed  fell  upon  fertile  grounds,  as  Ave  understaiul 
a  moA'ement  is  now  being  made  by  the  Californian  brewers  U> 
]ilace  a  ban  on  all  barley  and  hops  grown  in  those  .sections  of 
Oregon  \\hich  have  capitulated  to  the  cold  AA'ater  fanatics.  In 
a  recent  telegram  from,  Portland,  ]tublislied  in  a  local  paper,  an 
interview  is  given  in  which  a  Californian  brewer  says  that  lie 
considers  that  retaliati(m  is  the  only  effective  Aveapon  left  td 
fight  Avith.  He  stated  further,  that  the  trade  he  represents  had 
concluded  that  the  best  way  to  convince  i)rohibition  communities 
of  the  folly  of  hasty  and  unwise  legislation,  Avas  to  Avithdraw  all 
pati'onage  from  them.  He  felt  satisfied  that  few  of  the  voters  in 
Oregon  realized  Avhat  the  sale  of  products  used  for  the  umnufac 
ture  of  beer  yielded  to  their  State,  Avhen  they  A-oted  to  put  the 
greater  part  of  it  under  prohibition. 

The  sender  of  the  telegram  in  (juestidu  coiii])utes  the  annual 
A-alne  of  such  products  to  be  |(i,(MM>,(»0().  If  this  boycott  is  prop 
erly  engineered  the  yearly  pi-oduction  of  ho])s  will  be  lost  en 
tirely,  Avhile  barley  will  become  a  drug  in  the  market,  and  will 
only  be  u.sed  for  stock  food.  At  it  is  the  malting  barleys  wliicli 
fetch  the  highest  price  in  tlie  matket,  it  is  Aery  easy  to  under- 
stand that  if  broAvers  refuse  to  buy,  a  very  lieaA'y  lo.ss  is  bound 
to  result  Avhicli  Avill  (>tt'ect  the  grfiwing  of  this  grain,  now  we 
believe  one  of  the  largest  and  best  paying  crops  raised  in  Oregon- 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  the  brewers  are  in  earnest  in  this 
matter  they  Avill  be  joined  by  the  sjiirit  men.  If  .so,  a  body  blow 
Avill  be  struck  at  the  corn  interest  also,  for  the  best  of  that  croji 
goes  to  the  distillers.  So  corn  in  prohibition  districts  Avould, 
like  barley,  be  much  reduced  in  price  and  be  used  as  a  stock  food. 
The  figures  are  not  at  hand  to  shoAv  the  amount  of  corn  and 
barley  u.sed  by  the  .spirit  and  beer  men,  but  it  is  very  large,  and 
it  must  be  remembered  that  malt  is  used  for  distilling  ]>ur])0scs 
as  Avell  as  for  brewing. 

According  to  this  .same  telegram  it  is  intended  to  make  this  i 
moA'ement  a  national  one,  and  it  states  that  affiliated  with  it  are 
the  allied  trades  unions  that  will  be  effected  directly  or  indirect- 
ly by  prohibition.  Necessity  Avill  also  force  the  Avine  men  to  bear 
their  share  of  the  fight.  While  it  is  true  that  few  communities 
Avhere  grapes  are  groAvn  in  any  quantity  are  likely  to  go  "drv," 
both  groAA'ers  and  manufacturers  mu.st  take  part  in  this  fight. 
Up  to  the  present  time,  Avhile  Avine  makers  and  dealers  have  done 
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lii'ir  utmost  to  combat  prohihitioii,  the  growers  have  been  i»rac- 

ically  asleep.    As  1*.  ('.  JJossi  said,  in  a  recent  interview,  "they 

lUst  wake  up  and  bear  tlieir  sliare  of  tlic;  burden."     It  stands 

^  b  reason  that  if  the  sale  of  wine  is  restricted  the  price  of  grapes 

"ipust  fall,  and  if  growers  desire  i>resent  prices  to  continue  they 

1*'  nnst  be  up  and  doing  and  give  all  the  assistance  they  can  to 

revent  the  spread  of  tee-total  intolei-ance. 

T<t  nuik(!  this  Ixncott  a  success  it  must  be  a  united  movement 
ot  only  of  all  connected  with  the  wiius  spirit  ami  beer  interests, 
lit  of  all  the  members  of  every  trade  and  calling  dependent 
iilirelv  or  i)artially  thereon.  We  sincerely  hope  that  this  boy- 
,.tt,  which  has  most  jiroperly  begun  in  the  wine  producing  state 
r  C^difornia,  may  spread  over  the  entire  country  and  such 
ilaliatory  uu'thods  he  enforced  as  will  free  it  forever  of  tlie 
inaticism  and  intolerance  of  prohibition. 


Back  to  the  Blue  Laws. 


\TK  have  no  doubt  that  many  of  our  readers  reuiendjer  the 
V  V  old  picture  of  a  Puritan  father  "hanging  a  cat  on  Mon- 
;iv  for  killing  a  mouse  on  Sunday."  Hefore  th(>  present  growth 
f  the  prohibition  movement  we  had  believed  that  the  days  of 
■nil  intolerance  had  passed,  Ijrtt  before  long  a  comiianion  pic- 
ire  will  be  drawn  of  an  American  citizen  being  hustled  off  to 
lil  fdi'  taking  a  drink  out  of  his  own  flask.  A  telegram  from 
.(■w  ( )rleans,  dated  Jnly  2()th,  says :  "Drinking  even  out  of  one's 
ask,  in  pas.senger  trains  in  Louisiana,  constitutes  a  mis- 
ciueanor  punishable  by  a  tine  or  iniprisonuu>nt  or  both,  accord- 
ig  to  a  new  State  law."  The  telegram  further  states  that,  "After 
har<l  tight  a  section  w'as  added  making  the  law  inapplicable  to 
linudants  taken  with  meals  in  a  regular  dining  car." 

This  latter  statement  should  shame  the  people  of  the  dry  sec- 
i'lus  of  Oregxm,  who  are  so  intolerant  that  dining  cars  are 
iiluded  in  the  law  suppressing  all  alcoholic  beverages  while  the 
I  ain  passes  through  the  prohibition  districts.

In  Ohio  organizations  under 
the  banner  of  the  "Per.sonal  Liberty  League"  are  being  formed 
in  every  County  in  the  State.  These  Associations  are  actively 
distributing  literature,  placing  speakers  in  the  field,  and  educa- 
ting the  public  in  each  county  and  district,  .so  as  to  counteract 
and  destroy  the  infiuelice  of  the  I'rohibition  wave.  .Mr.  Morris 
F.  Westheimer,  President  of  the  Susquemac  Distilling  Company 
is  also  President  of  the  Ohio  Wine  &  Spirit  Associaticm,  and  is 
giving  his  time  largely  to  the  furtherance  of  this  work.  The 
];latform  of  the  "IVr.sonal  Liberty  Leagiu'  of  Ohio"  or  one  very 
much  like  it,  should  be  adopted,  by  every  State  in  the  I'nion.  It 
reads  as  follows: 

"Declaration  of  Principles:  AVe  are  in  favor  of  the  proper 
observance  of  the  Sabbath,  but  not  of  laws  that  restrict  the 
right  of  the  individual  citizen  to  indulge  in  innocent  amuse- 
ments and  haiMuh^ss  ivcreation  (;n  that  day. 

We  are  in  favor  of  the  licensing  of  saloons  and  their  proper 
regulation  and  control,  but  not  of  prohibiticm. 

We  believe  in  the  subordination  of  the  interests  of  individual 
citizens  to  the  interests  of  the  community  as  a  whole,  but  not  in 
the  curtailment  of  the  personal  rights  and  liberties  of  one  class 
or  party  of  citizens  to  satisfj'  the  denuinds  of  another  class 
or  party  who  may  desire  to  waive  such  personal  rights  and  lib- 
erties for  themselves. 

Relieving  in  the  above  princijiles,  we  declare  our  friendship 
and  pledge  our  support  to  men  and  measures  that  stand  for 
these  princi])les,  and  we  declare*  our  oppositi(m  to  men  and 
measures  that  favor  snm]>tuary  or  restrictive  legislatiini  which 
encroaches  upon  or  curtails  the  jx'i'sonal  liberties  of  our  people."

Low  Down  Fanatical  Work 


ACASP^  of  considcrahlc  intt'iest  to  saloon  men  was  dcHulcd 
by  H.  I>.  Doust,  Justice  of  the  Peace  at  North  Yakima, 
Wash.,  on  the  14th  day  of  July.  The  title  of  the  case  Avas,  State 
of  Washington  v.s.  James  Farris.  It  appeared  from  the  testi- 
mony' that  Mr.  Farris  Avas  employed  as  barke(iper  in  the  N'arian 
Saloon  in  North  Yakima.  A  man  named  Maddox,  Avho  is  acting 
as  a  priA'ate  detectiAe  in  the  interest  of  someone,  Avho  Avas  not 
fully  disclosed  at  the  trial,  furnished  Leimard  Young,  a  young 
man  who  testified  on  the  stand  that  he  A\as  fifteen  years  of  age, 
but  from  Avhose  aj>pearance  Avould  be  taken  for  seA'cral  years 
older,  the  money  to  buy  beer  from  the  Varian  Saloon.  The 
young  man  testified  that  he  asked  the  defendant  for  a  bottle  of 
beer;  that  a  bottle  containing  snmctiiing  was  Avrapi)ed  up  and 
deliA'ei'ed  to  him  for  Avhich  he  paid  twenty-five  cents,  took  the 
package  Avra])]ied  up,  Avent  to  the  door  and  gave  it  to  3Ir.  ilad- 
dox,  Avho  had  furnished  the  nnmey  and  who  Avas  A\aiting  for 
him  at  the  door  and  Avho  immediately  entered  the  saloon  and 
placed  the  defendant  under  arrest. 

A  bottle  of  beer  A\'as  brought  into  court  by  A.  N.  Short,  Chief 
of  Police,  and  the  (  liief  testifitd  that  it  had  been  giAcu  him  by 
Mr.  Maddox  some  two  or  three  days  ago.  Mr.  Maddox  Avas  not 
on  the  stand,  and  hence  the  identity  of  the  bottle  Avhich  the 
young  man  testified  he  jmrchased,  Avith  the  bottle  exhibited  in 
court,  Avas  not  establislud  and  tiie  Justice  held  that  the  State 
had  failed  to  establish  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  and  dis- 
missed the  cause. 

It  deA'clojied  in  the  testimony  that  Maddox  Avas  acting 
plain-clothes  man  or  private  detective,  prc-iumablv  emplojed  by 
the  anti-saloon  element;  had  accosted  the  boy.  Young,  on  the 
street  and  had  made  a  stool-piget)n  of  him  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  evidence  against  tiie  saloankei'iM'rs;  that  he  had  sent 
the  boy  to  two  or  three  otiicr  places  tlie  same  night  to  buy  beer, 
in  one  place  he  had  siicceeded  and  in  others  he  had  failed. 

The  boy,  Young,  appears  to  be  much  older  than  fifteen  years 
and  anyone  might  be  easily  deceive<l  by  his  appearance  into 
believing  that  he  Avas  of  age. 

The  Justice,  in  dismissing  the  case,  took  occasion  to  criticise 
quite  severely  the  method  employed  in  procuring  evidence  in 
the  case,  remarking  that,  although  one  by  such  methods  may 
not  violate  the  letter  of  the  laAV,  nevertheless  he  is  as  much  a 
violater  as  the  man  who  is  thus  iuA'cigled  into  nmking  the  sale.

As  soon  as  business 
rcAives,  after  election,  this  old  established  and  popular  comi)any 
Avill  be  found  prospering  in  its  quiet  and  conserA'ative  Avay,  and 
as  usual  supplying  the  trade  Avith  first-class  li(iuors,  bitters  and 
cordials,  and  above  all,  high-grade  whiskv  bearing  its  well- 
knoAA'n  brand  "Royal  Stag." 


THE  Cnited  lU-ewerics  Comjiany  is  to  be  congratulated  upon 
its  enterprise  in  opening  up  a  new  market  for  its  jiroducts  in 
the  Orient.  It  is  now  tilling  an  (u-der  from  Shanghai  for  1,600 
casks  of  bottled  lieer,  and  has  reason  to  ex])ect  other  large 
(u-ders  from  China  in  the  near  future. 

Its  large  and  complete  bottling  department,  tlie  largest  and 
best  ai)])ointed  on  the  Coast,  is  at  present  running  double  time. 
Even  there  it  is  found  difficult  to  keep  up  the  supply  created  by 
increased  demand  in  the  interior,  as  aacII  as  this  ucav  Far  Eafilt- 
ern  trade,  just  being  exploited.

Temperance  Rill,  so-called,  which  was  passed  by  the  House  on 
April  1().  Tlu'  bill  allows  but  one  license  to  every  500  inliahit- 
ants  and  makes  the  restriction  include  wlndesale  licenses.  The 
main  features  of  the  ])ill  are: 

One  liquor  license  to  every  500  inhabitants,  including  wiiole 
sale  licenses. 

I'rohibits  locations  of  saloons  within  200  feet  of  public  or 
parochial  schools. 

Orders  closing  of  .saloons  (m  Labor  Day,  election  day,  Christ- 
mas and  Sundays,  but  allows  sale  of  licpior  in  licensed  tavenis 
on  these  days  when  .served  witli  food  to  guests. 

Prohibits  .sale  to  women  or  minors. 

Regulates  fees  as  follows:  Wiiidesale,  fTOO  to  f  1,500;  retail 
in  jdaces  of  over  15,fl0(»  inhabitants,  .f400  to  |1,000,  and  in  places 
of  less  inhabitants  |300  to  |750. 

The  bill  takes  effect  Decemln'r  1,  1908.

PACIFIC  Wine  axd  Spirit  Review — Dear  Sirs:  We  befj  to 
enclose  a  circular  whicli  we  are  just  sending-  out  to  our 
customers,  with  respect  to  the  seizures  of  "Canadian  Club" 
whisky  Mhich  have  taken  place.  Wo,  of  course,  feel  that  the 
quantity  of  whisky  attached  in  Detroit  was  larger  than  neces- 
sary for  a  test  case,  but  the  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  and  they  must,  of  course,  do  as  they 
think  best.  We  understand  that  the  seizures  considered  neces- 
sary by  the  Department  as  a  preliminary  to  a  test  case  have 
now  been  completed,  and  we  are  officially  assured  that  there 
will  be  no  further  interference  with  our  trade.  It  will  not  be 
long  now  before  the  matter  will  be  argued  in  the  courts,  and  we 
hope  then  to  have  a  better  opportunity  of  explaining  our  posi- 
tion to  our  friends  and  customers  throughout  the  countr}'.

THE  CIRCULAR. 

In  view  of  the  seizures  which  have  recently  taken  place  in 
different  parts  of  the  country  in  connection  with  our  "Canadian 
Club"  whiskj^,  we  think  it  well  to  make  the  following  (explana- 
tion : 

The  Deijartment  of  Agriculture  of  the  Ignited  States  has 
placed  an  interpretati(m  upon  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in  re- 
lation to  our  whisky  in  which  we  cannot  concur.  The  difference 
between  us  is  simply  <me  of  labeling.  It  is  not  claimed  by  the 
Department  that  "Canadian  Club"  is  other  tlian  a  \nnv.  and 
wholesome  article,  but  simply  that  it  contains  more  spirit  and 
less  fusel  oil  than  is  re(|uii'ed  by  their  definition  of  whisky.  It 
is  true  that  it  has  always  been  our  object  to  eradicate  as  far  as 
possible  fusel  oil,  which  is  a  poisonous  and  offensive  substance, 
and  it  is  practically  eliminated  in  our  product.  Nevertheless, 
Ave  are  loath  to  make  even  the  slightest  change  in  the  label  under 
which  during  nearly  twenty  years  we  have  built  up  our  world- 
Wide  trade.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out  that  all  our 
"Canadian  Club"  whisky  is  stoK'd  and  aged  at  least  five  years 
before  marketing,  and  it  is  manufactured  and  bottled  in  bond 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Canadian  Government. 

The  few  seizures  which  have  recently  been  made  are  simply 
nece.ssary  preliminaries  towards  the  establishment  of  a  test 
case,  and  we  look  forward  witii  perfect  confidence  to  the  de- 
cisi(m  of  the  United  States  Courts.  In  the  meantime,  we  are 
informed  officially  that  there  will  be  no  further  interference 
with  our  trade,  and  we  now  ask  our  friends  and  customers 
throughout  the  country  to  acce{)t  our  assurance  that  w(^  will 
protect  them  fully  in  the  iumdling  of  "Canadian  Club"  wJiisiyv.

If  1  am  not  mistaken,  this  selective  power  of  tlie  special  ])er- 
iodical  results  in  a  circulation  Avorth  not  a  little  more  tlian  any 
meclianically  selected  list,  but  seA'eral  times  as  much.  Such  cir- 
culation is  wholly  out  of  the  reach  of  tlie  circular,  and  is  of 
uni(|ue  value  by  reason  of  the  vital  iclation  between  edit(U'  and 
reader.

CHAIRMAN  CHARLES  R.  .TONES  of  the  I'loliibition  Na- 
tional Coiiniiittec  in  tlio  wci'lily  IcttiT  sent  out  by  tli(^ 
Associated  l'i-oiiil)i(ioii  Press  finds  nuuh  fault  over  the  faihire 
(if  Coufiress  to  enact  Ji  law  which  will  ])revent  the  shipment  of 
li(|nor  into  "dry"  states,  and  says: 

"Connress  is  jnst  now  niannfacturinji  a  whole  nia}j;azine  of 
iliirteen-incli  shells  for  the  Prohibition  Party,  which  oujfht  to 
shatter  the  last  ]>retensi()ns  of  the  Re])ublico-l)eniocratic  na- 
lional  li(|uor  machine  in  the  coniinj;'  cam])aijin.  The  spectacle 
of  40,()00,()()()  peo])Ie  who  now  live  under  Prohibiticm  vainly  beg- 
i;inji-  Confjit'ss  for  fair  play  in  the  matter  of  protecticm  for  local 
I'rohibition  law  can  have  but  one  equal  in  absurdity,  nanu'ly 
I  heir  continued  support  of  the  parties  oontrollinji  this  Cotigress. 

"Never  have  current  events  aifoi'ded  the  Prohibition  party 
more  effective  ammuniti<m — and  if  we  use  it  to  the  limit  it 
should  open  the  eyes  of  hundreds  of  thousands  to  the  foolish- 
ness of  longer  backing  the  nati(mal  candidates  of  either  of  these 
twin  servants  of  the  liipior  Power  in  Politics." 

Mr.  .Jones  fails  to  state  that  a  large  number  of  the  "40,000,000 
jieojile  wlio  now  live  under  prohibition"  (we  use  ilr.  Jones'  fig- 
ures, although  we  think  that' he  is  more  rapid  than  accurate  in 
his  figuring)  are  so  living  withcmt  their  consent.  Mr.  Jones 
should  remember  that  not  all  of  the  people  in  the  prohibition 
states  voted  to  make  them  so.  Perhaps  he  does  remember  so 
but  believes  like  many  of  his  kind  that  the  minority  has  no 
rights.  This  view  seems  reasonable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he 
is  seeking  to  iiiliict  legislaficm  on  states  which  tho.se  states 
neither  need  n(u-  desire.  Some  of  the  people  in  that  "40,000,- 
000"  of  ^Ir.  .Jones"  had  no  o])p(>rtunity  to  say  whether  prohibi- 
tion should  be  inflicted  n\nm  them,  he  should  remember.  Con- 
stituticmal  ])r()hil)iti(m  is  an  entirely  dift'erent  thing  from  ])ro- 
hibifion  by  enactment  of  spineless  legislators  who  fear  the  pro- 
inl)iti(m  vote.  I'rohibition  by  legislatiA-e  enactment  which 
exists  in  .Mississi]i])i  and  other  states  may  be  verv  easily  upset 
by  succeeding  legislatures  and  another  year  nmy  find  .Mr.  Jones' 
"40,000,000"  people  living  under  prohibition,  greatly  reduced 
in  nundier. 

Of  course  the  fact  that  the  best  constitutional  lawyers  say 
liiat  such  legislatiim  as  the  prohibitionists  seek  is  unconstitu- 
tional has  no  weight  with  ;Mr.  Jones.  The  fond  hope  which  3Ir. 
J(mes  liohls  (uit  of  the  i>rohil)itionists  shunning  the  old  parties 
and  lining  up  In-hind  the  "water-wagon"  banner,  we  fear,  Avill 
never  be  fulfilled. — New  England  TJcjuor  Journal. 


French  Cider  Shortage 


Consul  A.  Gaulin  makes  the  following  report  from  Havre  on 
French  cider  pi'oduction  and  the  probable  effect  of  the  new 
I'rench  pure  food  law  on  the  importation  of  American  apples : 

According  to  recent  official  estimates,  the  French  cider  crop 
in  1907  amounted  to  only  72,805,000  gallons,  being  the  lowe.st 
figures  ever  recorded,  A\ith  the  exception  of  those  for  the  year 
1871,  when  the  production  fell  to  50,215,000  gallons.  During  the 
decade  from  18!t7  to  1!»00  the  average  annual  i)roduction  was 
430,275,000  gallons.  The  year  1904  established  a  record  Avith 
1,081,831,000  gallons,  and  the  year  1006  Avas  also  above  the 
average,  Avith  574,634,000  gallons,  Avhile  1903  and  1905  produced 
only  149,810,000  and  127,541,000  gallons,  respectively.  It  is 
notable  that  there  never  has  bet'u  in  I^rance  more  than  tAVO  large 
cider  crops  in  any  given  ]>eriod  of  five  years. 

The  average  annmil  cider  consumption  in  France  being  be- 
tween 344,000,000  and  370,000,000  gallons,  this  .season's  pro- 
duction is  manifestly  inaderiuafe,  although  fairly  large  stocks 
were  left  over  from  the  previous  season. 


WHY? 

IF  our  i)eo])le  could  l»e  induced  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  light 
native  Avines  instead  of  high-proof  liquors,  a  hmg  ste])  woidd 
be  taken  toward  reducing,  if  not  substantiallv  eliminating, 
drunkenness. 

Wine-drinking  iK'ojdes  are  not  drunkards.  It  is  among  the 
peoples  of  northern  clinies  that  ]»roduce  no  wines  that  drunken- 
ness is  most  common.  Climatic  c(mditi(ms,  in  the  long  run,  Avill 
contrcd  the  habits  and  tastes  of  men,  Imt  these  may  be  inter- 
fered witii  by  inherited  or  otherwise  acipiired  tastes. 

The  soil  and  climate  of  Virginia  are  peculiarly  adapted  to 
the  ])roduction  of  wine.  (Jrajw's  are  indigenous  here,  and  but  for 
the  taste  for  strimg  liijuor  inherited  by  us  from  our  Rritish 
ancestors,  oiir  peojjle  would  naturally  be  a  Avine-drinking  peo- 
ple; and  hence  among  us,  as  among  the  Avine-drinking  people  of 
Southern  Europe,  drunkenness  and  its  accompanying  evils 
would  be  rare. 

Why  should  Ave  not  direct  our  efforts  to  encouraging  the 
cultiAaticm  of  the  grape  in  A'irginia  and  the  nuiking  and  drink- 
ing of  pure  Avine  in  order  to  wean  oui'  i>eople  from  their  in- 
herited taste  for  Avhisky  and  brandy? — From  the  Richmond

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  second  para<i,raph  on  page  2  of 
Circular  724,  dated  May  29,  1908,  which  relates  to  the  uiarkiu<i' 
of  packages  of  distilled  spirits  entered  into  bond  at  distilleries 
or  put  up  by  rectifiers  prior  to  July  1,  1908,  and  having  marked 
thereon  the  name  of  tlie  spirits  as  known  to  the  trade  as  here- 
tofore provided  by  regulations  7. 

Circular  723  will  not  be  held  to  reijuire  the  remarking  of  such 
packages  in  the  manner  therein  iirescribed ;  but  where  the  s])irits 
are  to  enter  into  interstate  commerce,  thereby  bringing  them 
within  the  operation  of  the  pure  food  law,  requiring  the  marks 
to  be  changed  to  conform  therewith,  gangers  may,  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  distiller,  or  rectifier,  or  the  wiiolesalc  li(|uor  dealer, 
may  himself,  place  upon  such  packages  the  name  of  the  particu- 
lar spirits  therein  contained  as  specified  in  the  last-named  cir- 
cular, now  known  as  No.  723,  and  effective  July  1,  1908.

You  state  that  the  manifest  accomjianying  tlie  meiHliandise 
showed  that  case  No.  147  Avas  four  bottles  siiort  when  landed 
from  the  steamer  Kearsage. 

In  view  of  the  provisions  of  paragi-a]ili  2!l(i  of  the  ])resent 
tariff  that  wines,  coi-dials,  brandy,  and  otiier  spirituous  liquors 
imported  in  bottles  f>r  jugs  shall  be  packed  in  jjackages  contain- 
ing not  less  than  one  dozen  bottles  or  jugs  in  each  package,  or 
duty  shall  be  paid  as  if  such  package  contained  at  least  one 
dozen  bottles  or  jugs,  you  will  make  no  allowance  for  the  duty 
on  the  missing  bottles  in  the  li(iuidation  of  the  entry.

Sir:  Replying  to  your  communication  and  to  your  brief  in 
the  case  of  assessments  against  Pinckney  Ayres,  W.  H.  Myers, 
and  (r.  AV.  Hilton,  in  wJiich  the  question  is  raised  as  to  the  lia- 
bility of  tiie  Company  as  surety    upon    the  distillers' 

bonds,  1  ^^•ould  advise  you  as  follows : 

Regardless  of  any  prior  Treasury  decision  upon  the  subject,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  these  distillers'  bonds  are  given  and  taken 
for  the  express  ])ur])0S('  of  making  it  absolutely  certain  that  the 
(Tovernment  will  realize  the  Federal  tax  due  upon  distilled 
spirits  in  cases  where  the  spirits  are  seized  after  being  placed  in 
the  warehouse  and  before  tlie  tax  stamp  has  been  purchased  and 
placed  upon  the  packages. 

I  hold  in  this  connection  that  the  ])rimary  interests  the  Gov- 
ernment has  in  spirits  seized  because  of  violations  of  the  law  on 
the  part  of  the  distiller  is  the  collection  of  the  tax  due  on  said 
spirits. 

There  is  neither  law  nor  equity  in  a  proposition  which  con- 
templates the  collection  of  .|2.20  per  gallon  instead  of  -fl.lO  per 
gallon  upon  distilled  spirits,  and  it  is  only  to  insure  the  collec- 
tion of  fl.lO  i)er  gallon  that  the  bonding  companies  act  as  sure- 
ties for  distillers. 

It  is  urged,  on  the  other  hand,  that  when  an  unlawful  act  on 
the  part  of  the  distiller  has  subjected  uutax-paid  spirits  in  the 
warehouse  to  seizure  that  the  spirits  are  at  once  confiscated  and 
become  the  property  of  the  (Jovernment;  that  upon  the  sale  of 
said  spirits  by  the  nuirshal  he  must  first  purchase  stamps  to  pay 
the  tax  upon  the  aggregate  number  of  gallons  of  said  spirits  and 
place  stamps  upon  the  said  packages  so  that  they  may  become 
legally  marketable,  and  that  the  payment  of  the  tax  upon  the 
si)irits  in  this  way  does  not  relieve  the  bonding  company  of  its 
cbligatiim  to  pay  an  additional  tax  of  fl.lO  ])er  gallon  upon  the 
saiue  aggregate  number  of  gallons  sold  by  the  marshal. 

I  can  not  concur  in  such  a  view  of  the  matter.  If  the  bonding 
company  is  to  i>ay  ^1.10  i)er  gallon,  that  amount  is  necessarily 
for  the  i)ur])ose  of  purchasing  the  sufficient  number  of  internal- 
revenue  stami>s  necessary  to  make  the  aggregate  number  of  gal- 
lons of  said  spirits  lawfully  marketable,  when,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  stamps  have  already  been  purchased,  placed  upon  the 
packages,  and  the  packages  sent  out  into  the  open  market.  As 
the  obligaticm  of  the  bonding  company  was  siinjdy  to  guarantee 
tliat  every  gallon  of  said  sjiirits  ])laced  in  the  wareliouse  would 
be  made  marketabh>  by  the  ]tavment  of  the  tax  thereon,  I  can 
not  see  how  it  can  be  contended  tliat  the  obligation  of  the  bond- 
ing company  has  not  been  cancelled  when  the  spirits  have  been 
tax  paid,  stamped,  and  made  lawfullv  marketable. 

It  will  not  do,  in  my  o])inion,  as  has  been  suggested,  to  say 
1ha(  (lie  unlax-])aid  si)irits,  having  become  fcu'feited  to  the  Gov- 
ernment for  some  violation  of  law  on  the  part  of  the  distiller, 
are  in  exactly  the  same  categov\  as  where  a  mule  and  wagon 
have  been  seized  and  forfeited  because  they  were  hauling  contra 
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laiid  spirits.  In  tiic  ciisc  at  iiaiid  we  arc  tivatiiij?  eutirely  with 
he  matter  of  the  oblijiatiou  of  the  boiidinji  coiiipan y.  There  is  no 
nterual-reveuiie  tax  due  npon  the  nmie  and  waj^on.  There  is  an 
nterual-revenne  tax  dne  upon  tiie  untax-paid  .spirits,  and  it  is 
solely  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  tax  on  the  latter  that  the 
londinii  comijany  acts  as  surety  for  the  distiller. 

Tiic  act  of  (lie  distiller  wliich  rendered  the  spirits  forfeitable 
iibjects  liini  to  criminal  prosecution,  and,  if  found  jfuilty,  to 
iii])ris(tniiient  and  tine;  but  such  prospective  action  on  the  crini- 
iial  side  of  tiie  court  is  one  thiuji',  and  the  lo.ss  of  tiie  .spirits 
onus  no  part  of  the  punishment  which  nuiy  later  come  to  the 
listiiler  f(u-  any  nnlawftd  act.     At  the  marslial's  .sale  the  Gov- 
rnnient's  interest  is  confined  priniarilv  to  securing  the  tax  upon 
lie  confiscated  spirits. 
It  ha.s  been  suggested  also  by  those  who  take  issue  with  me  in 
ly  view  of  this  matter,  that  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  John 
(Juest,  in  the  decision  of  the  Fnited  States  circuit  court  of 
ippeals,  it  wa.s  stated  in  substance  that  where  a  distillery  and 
IS  contents  were  seized  and  spirits  Avere  lost  by  reason  of  the 
icgiigence  of  a  (Sovernment  officer,  after  the  .same  had  been 
alveu  in  possession  Ly  the  Government,  the  bond  is  liable  for  the 
ax. 
The  decision  above  cited  onlji. emphasizes,  in  my  judgment,  the 
isition  I  take  upon  this  matter,  because  the  obligation  of  the 
1  Hiding  company  to  i)ay  the  tax  upon  every  gallon  of  spirits 
,  ized  continues  until  the  tax  has  actually  been  paid.    If,  there- 
fore, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  marshal  was  in  actual  custody 
I  lid  charge  of  the  .spirits,  they  disappear,  whether  from  his  neg- 
lii;ence  or  collusion,  if  at  the  time  of  their  disappearance  the  tax 
lias  not  been  paid  the  bonding  company's  obligation  fixes  their 
lialiility  for  the  tax. 

The  legal  phase  of  this  seems  to  be  well  .settled  by  the  Su- 
pi-eme  Court  of  the  Fnited  States  in  the  ca.se  of  Tlrici  (111  U.  S. 
Kep.,  3S),  for  taxes  which  liave  been  i)aid  from  the  proceeds  of 
I  lie  .sale  of  sjiirits.  The  Supreme  Court  in  that  case  decided  two 
,\erv  important  matters.    One  was: 

The  sureties  on  a  distiller's  bond  for  payment  of  taxes  are  dis- 
harged  bv  seizure  of  the  spirits  for  fradulent  acts  of  the  dis- 
iller  and  sale  of  them  by  the  marshal  and  payment  of  the  taxes 
ly  the  marshal  out  of  the  i>roceeds  of  the  sale. 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  attixing  of  the  stamps  to  the 
packages  by  the  marshal  was  intended  l>y  the  law  to  be  a  pay- 
ment of  the  tax,  and  was  a  })ayment. 

In  other  words,  one  tax  only  is  imposed  on  distilled  spirits; 
that  tliis  tax,  which  is  a  first  lien  (sec.  3251),  follows  the  .spirits 
until  paid.  In  case  the  spirits  are  forfeited,  the  payment  of  the 
tax  by  the  purchaser  of  the  s])irits  (sec.  3334)  discharges  the 
lien  and  cancels  the  warehousing  bond  given  bv  the  distiller. 

It  is  conceded  tliat  tiie  lialiility  of  the  distiller  and  that  of  his 
|bondsmen  for  tax  due  continues  until  it  is  lawfully  discharged. 
T'lit  where  the  tax  is  jiaid  in  the  manner  recjuired  by  the  statute 
I  sec.  3334 )  it  w(mld  seem  that  the  liability',  like  the  tax  lien,  is 
discharged,  and  as  effectually  as  if  the  tax  had  been  paid  by  the 
ilistiller  himself.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  (tf  the  2(>th  ultimo,  you  are  in- 
formed that  under  the  ruling  of  this  office  one  .special-tax  .stamp 
is  sufficient  to  cover  a  number  of  bars  all  under  the  control  and 
ownership  of  (me  person  or  firm  on  a  picnic  grounds,  provided 
such  person  or  firm  has  the  exclusive  privilege  of  selling  liciuors 
on  the  gr(mnds,  the  grounds  in  such  case  constituting  erne  jdace 
of  business  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  and  that  this  office 
holds  that  there  is  no  violation  of  law  through  a  member  of  an 
organization  taking  out  a  special-tax  staui])  in  his  own  name  to 
cover  l)usiness  (hme  by  himself,  the  ])rofits  of  which  are  subse- 
(juently  turned  over  to  the  organization  of  which  he  is  a  member, 
or  to  other  organizati(ms. 

As  to  the  penalty  imposed  for  violaticm  of  .section  3242,  Re- 
vised Statutes,  in  doing  business  without  paying  special  tax,  you 
are  informed  that  the  i>enalty  provided  by  law  is  fine  and  ini- 
jirLsonment,  which  is  imposed  by  the  court  as  the  result  of  con- 
victicm.  A  penalty  of  50  per  cent  of  the  tax  due  is  imposed  by 
law  for  failure  to  make  return  for  special  tax  within  the  calen- 
dar numth  in  which  business  is  begun,  and  such  penalty  is 
a.ssessable  and  collectible  in  the  .same  manner  as  the  tax.

IMatt,  District  Judge:  The  importaticms  involved  herein  cim- 
sist  of  cherries  or  other  fruits  in  maraschino.  They  were  assess- 
ed by  the  collector  at  1  cent  per  pound  and  35  per  cent  ad  valor- 
em under  the  i)r(>visions  of  paragra])li  2()3  of  the  tariff  act  of 
1897,  and  are  claimed  by  the  importers  to  be  properly  dutiable, 
first,  at  2  cents  per  pound  under  paragraph  2()2  of  said  act,  or, 
sec(mdly,  at  20  ])er  cent  ad  valorem  undei-  section  (i  of  said  act. 

The  Doard  of  (Jeneral  Appraisers  sustained  the  classification 
of  the  collector,  from  which  decision  the  importers  have  ap- 
pealed. Further  testiuKmy  has  been  taken  in  this  court  since 
the  decision  of  the  IJoard  was  rendered. 

In  accordance  with  my  understaiuling  of  the  reasoning 
adoi)ted  by  the  circuit  court  of  api)eals  in  Causse  v.  United 
States  (151  Fed.  Rep.,  4;  T.  I).  27751),  I  am  cimstrained  to 
hold  that  the  articles  in  question  can  not  be  classified  under 
paragrai)h  263  as  "fruits  preserved  in  sugai-,  molasses,  sj)irits, 
ot"  in  their  own  juices,"  but  fall  rather  under  the  provision  in 
paragli'aph  262  for  "edil)le  fruits  ♦  *  ♦  prepared  in  any 
manner,  not  specially  provided  for." 

The  deci.sion  of  the  IJoard  of  (Jeneral  Ai)])raiscrs  is  reversed. 

Note. — An  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  api)eals,  second  cir- 
cuit has  been  directed  in  this  case.

Rep.,  532),  wlierci 
paragraph  296  of  the  tariff'  act  of  1897  was  construed,  provid 
ing  for  bottles  "ccmtaining  each  not  more  than  one  quart  nuO 
more  than  one  pint,"  and  for  bottles  "containing  each  not  moii 
than  one  pint;"  also  that  "any  excess  beyond  these  quantities

separates  still   wines  in  bottles  into  three  classes  and  fixes  a 
specific  rate  of  duty  on  each  as  follows : 

(a)  Bottles  "containing  (ach  not  m(u-e  tlian  one  pint,' 
which  are  to  be  assessed  as  full  pints  at  .f  1.60  jter  24  bottles,  oi 
at  the  I'ate  of  6  2-3  cents  per  pint;  (b)  bottles  "containing  each 
not  more  than  one  quart  and  nu)re  than  (me  pint,"  which  are  to 
be  assessed  as  full  (piarts  at  .fl.60  ]M'r  dozen  bottles — that  is,  at 
the  same  rate  of  6  2-3  cents  j)er  i)int ;  and  (c)  bottles  cuntainin}; 
anj^  excess  beyond  these  (luantities,"  which  are  to  be  assess(xl  at 
the  rate  of  |1.60  per  dozen,  plus  5  cents  per  i)int  or  fractional 
pint  on  the  excess  over  a  (piart  contained  in  each  bottle. 

The  Supreme  Court  held  that  this  contention  Avas  correct, 
thereby  reversing  the  (lecisi(m  of  the  district  court  of  I'orto' 
Rico  in  the  case  reported  in  T.  D.  27706  (supra).  Following 
this  decision,  the  prot(\st  must  necessarily  be  overruled  and  tht 
collector's  decisi(m  affirmed.

— No  railroad  trip  could  be  more 
pleasant  in  June  tiian  oiie  from  the  fjreat,  free,  laughing 
est,  across  the  beautiful  country  from  ^lilwaukee  to  IJoston, 
irough  rich  states  that  are  not  hypocritical  and  whose  people 
It  and  drink  what  they  want  to  without  apologizing  to  any 
lie,  or  without  going  behind  the  door  to  do  it.  Through  the 
lates  of  Indiana,  Ohio,  Michigan,  New  York  and  Massachus- 
its,  a  man  is  proud  to  meet  the  citizens  and  hear  them  talk 
leely  and  Avithout  looking  furtively  over  the  shoulder  to  see 
!'  anybody  is  listening.  If  there  ever  was  a  free  people  oti 
arth,  they  live  in  such  states  as  one  passes  througii  in  going 
ast,  and  the  country  outside  the  speeding  train  shows  it,  and 
!ie  crowd  at  the  stations,  of  clean,  well-dressed,  laughing  citi- 
cns,  with  no  cnie  having  a  grouch,  clinches  the  argument,  and 
lie  traveler  knows  he  is  among  the  best  people  to  be  found 
j|bywhere.  Boston  is  always  most  interesting,  for  in  IJostou 
''on  get  your  first  fresh  codfish;*. and  as  you  eat  it  you  reflect  on 
he  fact  that  the  codfish  did  more  to  welcome  the  Pilgrims  and 
iiake  them  fat  and  brainy  than  anything  they  found  in  New 
jigland,  and  but  for  the  codfish,  which  fairly  yearned  to  be 
aught,  and  would  bite  at  anything  thrown  into  the  water,  our 
orefathers  would  have  starved  and  frozen  to  death  the  first 
>  inter  on  bleak  Cape  Cod,  and  as  you  think  of  these  things  you 
ic  glad  that  Massachusetts  has  made  the  codtish  its  trade- 
nark,  by  erecting  and  keeping  in  its  state  capital,  in  a  public 
(lace,  a  bronze  codfish,  rampant.  Uut  when  you  reflect  fur- 
lier,  about  the  carj),  and  suckers,  and  dog-tish  that  you  have 
atcu  for  salt  codfish,  jiut  up  either  by  these  yankee  admirers 
if  the  codfish,  or  some  wicked,  inutaticm  Yankee,  you  are  sad- 
lened,  and  want  to  kick.  In  IJostcm  it  .seems  that  the  mo.st  of 
lie  stores  are  conducted  for  the  sale  of  liiiuor,  either  for  home 


had  been  brought  up  to  think  that  any  liquor,  beer  or  wine  was 
sinful  to  think  about,  and  that  probably  in  that  Pine  Tree  State 
there  was  not  a  case  of  thirst,  though  they  religiously  eat  salt 
cod,  and  that  probably  in  the  whole  State  there  wouldn't  be 
more  than  a  couple  of  gallons  of  liquor,  kept  for  sudden  attacks 
of  heart  failure,  and  only  used  as  a  medicine.  To  ask  for  or 
expect  to  find  a  drink  in  Maine  was  to  me  like  expecting  to  find 
a  burglar  teaching  in  a  Sunday  school.  For  fifty  years  since 
Neal  Dow's  time,  I  had  thought  of  Maine  as  the  only  truly  good 
State,  and  had  noticed  all  my  life  that  temperance  workers 
pointed  to  Elaine  as  the  Mohammedan  would  point  to  Mecca, 
and  the  wonder  to  me  was  that  all  the  temperance  agitators  of 
the  last  half  century,  who  were  so  saddened  at  the  way  things 
\\ere  run  where  saloons  were  allowed,  did  not  move  to  Maine, 
where  all  was  dry  and  peaceful,  and  nobody  was  intemperate. 
So  when  I  was  properly  located  in  Portland,  for  a  fewday.s,  I  said, 
"Now  we  will  see  a  community  of  sober,  industrious  people,  and 
during  all  the  time  spent  here  thei*e  will  be  no  sound  of  revelry 
by  night,  and  no  smell  of  liquor  will  taint  the  atmosphere."  The 
first  night  I  walked  up  to  ilonument  Scjuare,  the  busiest  part  of 
town,  with  a  couple  of  traveling  men,  and  we  saw  a  crowd 
around  the  body  of  an  apparently  dead  boy  of  fourteen,  lying 
on  the  sidewalk.  The  i-emains  were  taken  into  a  drug  .store,  an 
ambulance  was  called  and  tlu^  boy  was  taken  to  a  hospital.  The 
doctor  thought  he  was  dead,  but  by  the  u.se  of  a  stomach  pump 
a  pint  of  so-called  whisky  was  jiumped  out  of  the  boy,  and  in  a 
couple  of  hours  he  was  sent  home,  alive,  but  the  sickest  boy  in 
Portland.  "Well,  this  is  going  some,  in  a  stricth'  temperance 
State,"  I  said  to  my  companions.  "Temperance,  hell !"  said  one 
of  them.  "There  is  more  whisky  sold  in  Portland  than  there  is 
in  Louisville,  Kj-.,  and  not  a  .saloon  in  town."     I  could  not  be-

loston's  suburbs  are  awfully  dry,  but  bv  crossing  the  river  an 
iriking  the  sacred  soil  of  Boston,  the  tii-st  building  is  always  a 
aloon,  and  the  first  man  to  greet  the  suburbanite  is  a  bar- 
•■nder.  Many  i>arts  of  JIassachusetts  are  dry,  but  I'ostou  tries 
IS  best  to  keep  such  places  from  cracking  open  from  the  drouth, 
IS  it  has  done  for  a  hundred  years  to  all  the  world,  sending  its 
\ledford  rum  Avherever  there  was  intelligence  enough  among 
he  natives  to  manipulate  a  cork-.screw,  and  it  is  wonderful  how 
I  nick  till'  weakest  brain  of  the  most  depraved  race  on  the  face 
if  the  earth  will  comprehend  the  workings  of  that  great  inven- 
ion,  the  corkscrew.  Put  for  the  corkscrew  the  pe()])le  of  the 
vorld  would  be  digging  corks  (mt  of  bottles  with  scissors  and 

■  linner  forks,  pushing  pai-t  of  the  cork  into  the  bottle  and 
Irinking  the  cork  in  iiishillments.  Next  to  the  steam  engine 
iiid  the  cotton  gin,  the  corkscrew  is  one  of  our  greatest  dis- 

liroveries,  and  I  wish  I  knew  who  discovered  it,  for  he  ought  to 
lave  a  monument.  The  best  of  it  is,  one  does  not  have  to  take 
is.sons  in  the  use  of  a  corkscrew.  Put  a  corkscrinv  into  the 
lands  of  a  child,  a  blind  person,  a  lunatic  or  a  politician,  and 
iistinctively  they  begin  to  work  it.  I  su]ipose  the  use  of  a 
iirkscrew  is  bred  into  us  all,  like  walking  on  all  fours,  and 
reejiing. 

I  knew  that  it  would  come  to  this,  and  that  I  should  eventu- 
lily  land  in  Maine,  but  I  stood  it  otf  as  long  as  ])ossible.  I 
ould  go  to  near  prohibition  States,  and  jolly  the  people  because 
hey  were  ti-ying  to  imitate  Maine,  but  I  thought  it  well  to  keep 
iway  from  Elaine,  because  the  peo])le  of  that  State  are  just 
ruly  good,  do  not  want  to  drink,  and  it  must  be  a  crime  to  make 

I  jfun  of  them.     I  thought  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Maine 


with  which  we  had  to  side-step  to  escape  a  collision  with  a 
drunken  man  was  monotonous.  "Well,  where  do  they  get  it?" 
I  asked,  and  the  boys  told  me  that  there  were  several  hundred 
boot-legging  joints  in  tlie  town,  and  "kitchen  speakeasies."  I 
asked  what  a  "kitchen  .speakeasy"  was,  and  my  companions  told 
me  to  come  on  and  they  would  show  me.  We  went  up  the  steps 
of  a  respectable-looking  middle  class  house,  not  two  blocks  from 
the  old  home  of  the  poet  Longfellow,  which  is  kept  as  a  show 
place  by  a  society,  Avhich  has  bought  it,  and  keeps  it  up  just  as  it 
A\as  when  Longfellow  lived  in  it,  and  rang  the  bell.  The  lady  of 
the  house  came  to  the  door,  one  of  my  friends  asked  if  the  hus- 
band was  home,  and  was  told  he  had  gone  out  to  a  store,  "but 
step  into  the  kitchen,"  said  the  good  old  Maine  wife  and  mother, 
aiul  she  showed  us  in  ami  closed  the  door.  The  man  Avho  had 
been  there  beftni;  said,  "(live  me  a  bottle  of  John's  beer,"  and 
the  old  lady  .said  she  guessed  John  had  a  little  left  in  the  ice 
box,  and  he  had  told  her  if  any  of  his  friends  dropped  in  to  let 
them  have  a  bottle,  and  she  went  out  of  the  room.  The  beer  was 
good  and  cold,  and  when  Ave  left,  one  of  my  companions  left 
half  a  dollar  on  the  kitchen  table,  and  Ave  Avent  out,  the  lady 
opening  the  door  for  us,  and  remarking  that  she  couldn't  take 
anything  from  us,  as  it  woidd  be  again.st  the  hnv,  and  one  of  the 
boys  said,  "Why,  of  course  not;  this  is  on  John,  from  his  private 
stock,"  and  as  Ave  Avent  out  .she  returned  to  the  kitchen,  and  no 
doubt  put  the  half  dollar  in  the  teapot.  That  Avas  a  "kitchen 
speakeasy,"  and  there  are  hundreds  of  such  in  Portland,  kept 
by  respectable  families,  avIio  Avould  keep  a  fcAV  boarders  if  they 
couldn't  make  more  money  giving  away  a  little  private  stock  to 
those  Avho  know  Avhere  it  is,  and  who  leave  the  price  on  the  table. 
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This  woiuaii  that  I  uu't  h)okod  bi'i5j;ht  and  intelligent,  as  a  farm- 
er's wife  miglit  looi<,  but  I  thought  she  looked  a  tritle  ashamed 
of  her  calling.  As  we  walked  up  the  street  an  express  wagon 
came  up  and  unloaded  several  cases  of  beer,  direct  from  Boston, 
and  nobody  turned  a  hair  as  it  was  unloaded  in  the  kitchen.  On 
the  way  back  to  the  hotel  we  took  a  side  street  and  in  two  blocks 
four  little  girls  from  ten  to  fourteen  years  old  came  up  beside 
us  and  asked  in  a  whisper  if  we  didn't  want  them  to  show  us 
where  we  could  get  a  bottle  of  nice,  fresh  beer.  That  was  a  new 
one  on  uie,  and  I  asked  my  commercial  men  what  it  meant.  They 
said  these  girls  could  make  more  money  getting  a  rake-off  on  the 
beer  they  brought  customers  to  buy  than  they  could  by  working 
in  a  factory;  that  the  children  were  respectable,  and  all  they 
did  that  was  wrong  Avas  to  act  as  cappers  for  a  "kitchen  speak- 
easy." I  could  not  go  to  sleep  that  night,  from  thinking  of  the 
Maine  method  of  bringing  up  children  to  act  as  agents  for  the 
sale  of  liquor  in  a  prohibition  State.  During  the  night  dozens 
of  drunken  sailors  i)assed  under  my  window,  on  the  way  to  the 
docks,  singing  sailor  songs,  and  in  the  morning  empty  pint  and 
half-pint  bottles  littered  the  street.  The  next  day  I  went  to  an 
engine  house  where  there  is  a  city  agency,  where  liijuor  is  sold 
by  the  city  for  medicinal,  mechanical  or  scientitic  purposes, 
where  a  citizen  nmy,  by  signing  the  proper  affidavit,  secure  a 
bottle  of  fairly  decent  licjuor,  but  if  he  swears  to  a  lie  to  get  it, 
he  may  be  fined  from  twenty-five  dollars  up,  or  sent  to  jail,  and 
nobody  not  a  citizen  can  get  any  liquor  there,  though  he  might 
need  it  for  scandalous,  for  medicinal,  mechanical  or  scientific 
purposes.  I  remained  at  the  agency  for  an  hour,  and  only  saw 
one  citizen  buy  a  bottle,  but  while  that  bottle  of  decent  liquor 
Avas  being  sold  I  doubt  not  five  hundred  bottles  of  the  vilest  stuff 
ever  concocted  was  sold  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  to  eat 
out  the  vitals  of  the  poor  working  class  of  people. 

I  visited  Biddeford,  Avhere  great  factories  coAer  block  after 
block  of  the  streets,  and  where  thousands  of  factory  girls  and 
boys,  men  and  women  are  employed  a  part  of  the  time,  and 
where  cotton  goods,  ginghams  and  so  forth  are  made,  as  well  as 
many  other  kinds  of  goods  for  shipment  over  the  Avorld.     On 
account  of  occasional  labor  difficulties,  and  the  uncertainty  of 
being  able  to  sell  goods,  overproduction,  etc.,  the  factories  do 
not  run  so  regularly,  and  the  emiiloyees  are  not  happy  and  not 
very  healthy,  and  they  are  always  hard  up,  and  frequently  in 
debt,  and  it  is  not  an  inspiring  sight  to  witness  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  these  tired  and  disgusted  laborers  on  the  street, 
seeking  amusement,  and  trying  to  seem  contented  wlien  they  are 
not.    Many  of  them  Avould  like  an  occasional  glass  of  beer,  or 
ale,  which  they  could  get,  pure  and  for  a  nickel,  if  saloons  were 
permitted,  but  if  the  Avorking  man  Avants  a  glass  of  beer  he  has 
to  "hide  out,"  as  they  say  in  the  South,  and  when  he  finds  a 
joint  Avhere  he  can  get  beer  on  the  sly,  he  has  to  pay  tAventy-five 
cents  for  a  pint  bottle  of  beer,  Avhich  he  cannot  afford  to  do,  and 
the  result  is  that  he  Avill  buv  a  quarter's  Avorth  of  the  vilest 
spirits,  and  when  he  has  got  it  into  him  he  is  almost  in  the 
condition  of  the  Portland  boy  Avho  was  pumped  out.    The  rich 
people  of  Biddeford  and  Watei-ville,  and  Rumford  Falls,  and 
dozens  of  other  small  manufacturing  cities,  can  afford  to  buy 
good  liquor  and  keep  it  in  their  houses,  and  those  people  look 
prosperous  and  happy,  driving  good  rigs  or  antos,  living  in  fine 
houses,  and  they  make  money,  for  if  business  is  bad  they  simply 
shut  down  the  factories,  or  perhaps  cut  wages,  while  the  poor 
laborers,  aaOio  have  the  same  appetites  and  desires  as  the  rich, 
ride  in  the  street  cars  for  their  outing,  go  to  out-of-town  parks 
and  gardens,  and  if  they  drink  it  is  of  vile  stuff  they  get  on  the 
sly,  and  Avith  no  intention  to  get  drunk,  a  spoonful  will  go  to 
their  heads  and  eat  out  their  stomachs,  and  many  go  to  Avork  on 
Monday,  after  a  Sunday  outing,  wishing  they  were  dead,  and 
looking  as  if  they  Avere,    If  there  Avas  one  saloon  or  beer  garden 


Avhere  they  could  for  a  nickel  get  a  good  schooner  of  stuff  mach 
of  hops  and  malt,  they  Avould  go  home  at  night  sober  and  happy 
Avith  a  song  on  their  lips  Avliile  going  to  the  next  day's  labor,  andj 
smiles  on  their  faces.  They  knoAV  this,  and  all  the  better  clas^ 
of  people  knoAV  that  Maine  needs  a  feAV  places  Avhere  good  oil 
ale  can  be  drank,  or  good  beer,  Avith  the  frugal  luncheon  the:si 
laborers  are  contented  Avitli.  The  time  is  coming  Avheu  Maintl 
Avill  change  her  prohibition  hnvs  and  ease  uj)  a  little,  and  ^jilL 
the  people  admit  it,  but  they  do  not  knoAV  Avhen. 

At  Augusta,  the  capital  of  Maine,  on  the  beautiful  Kennel 
river,  I  found  things  the  same  Avay — empty  bottles  everyAvh^ 
bought  of  bootleggers,  and  the  contents  drank  on  the  sly,  as 
Avould  steal  money  Avhen  the  OAvner  Avas  not  looking;  the  era 
bottle  kicked  about,  or  floating  doAvn  the  rivers  into  the  oci 
and  every  last  man  Avho  drinks  of  the  stuff"  is  fit  for  mup 
It  is  not  recognized  by  hnv  that  liquor  exists  in  .Maine,  so  th 
is  no  commission  or  officers  Avhose  duty  it  is  to  analyze  the  st 
and  destroy  it  if  found  poisonous,  so  the  dealers  who  deal  in 
dark  are  not  compelled  to  furnisli  ])ure  goods.    In  fact,  tliey 
not  want  to  deal  in  pure  goods.     They  keep  certain  stuff, 
you  don't  have  to  buy  it  if  you  do  not  Avant  it,  and  if  you  d* 
buy  it  you  take  your  chances.  They  are  like  the  green  goods  mi 
who  sell  a  box  of  saAvdust  to  the  man  Avho  thinks  he  is  gettii 
counterfeit  money.     When  he  finds  he  has  got  the  Avorst  of  it 
he  goes  home  and  kicks  himself,  but  he  does  not  kick  to  the  man 
he  had  the  dealings  Avith.    If  ilaine  is  going  to  continue  to  be  ii 
"prohibition"  State,  and  AAants  to  i-emain  a  healthy  State  ot 
good  and  great  men,  she  must  make  it  a  crime  i)unishable  witii 
death  for  men  to  sell  to  the  men,  Avomen  and  children  of  tht 
State  alleged  liquor  that  eats  out  their  interior  decorations,  or 
beerine  that  is  so  full  of  gas  that  a  man  has  to  carry  sandbags  i 
his  pockets  to  keep  froni  sailing  away  like  an  airship.    August 
is  full  of  the  joints  that  cater  to  the  people  Avho  Avant  a  diiuk 
and  everybody  laughs  about  it.    No  man,  business  man  or  otlier 
Avise,  seems  to  care  Iioav  nmny  places  there  are  to  get  drunk  in 
or  who  keeps  them.    They  all  tell  the  same  story  when  asked  i 
prohibition  is  a  blessing  to  the  people.    "Blessing,  hell!''  is 
almost  invariable  ansAver,  and  they  Avill  add  that  there  is  m( 
liquor  drank  in  j\Iaine  than  there  is  in  Boston.     You  ask  tlu 
banker  what  he  thinks  about  Maine  and  prohibition,  and  he  Avill 
say,  "Well,  you  know,  I  am  no  drinking  man,  though  I  keep 
liquor  in  my  house,  and  I  am  classed  among  those  avIio  favoii 
prohibition,  but  our  law  never  has  been  enforced,  and  AA-'e  an?. tin 
laughing  stock  of  the  AA'orld,  Avith  more  drunkenness  than  ("hc.v 
enne  in  its  palmiest  days,  and  ^Maiue  is  the  Jekyl-Hyde  Stale 
and  we  all  knoAV  it,  claiming  to  be  better  than  other  States,  and 
Avith  purer  morals,  and  at  the  same  time  Avinking  at  crime,  ami 
raising  the  devil  after  dark,  but  Ave  are  going  to  have  a  cliangi 
and  open  up  some  respectable  saloons  and  let  people  drink  in 
public  and  smile,  and  hel])  pay  taxes,  instead  of  drinking  b('liin<l 
the  door,  aqua  fortis  and  carbolic  acid,  diluted  Avith  wood  alee 
hor,  and  hating  everybody,  as  they  do  hoaa-.    But  don't  say  T  .saii 
so."    Asked  Avhen  this  Avas  to  be  brought  about,  the  banker  Avil 
tell  you  to  Avait  till  the  people  get  a  chance  to  A'ote  on  "re 
submission,"  and  you  Avill  hear  something  drop. 

Do  you  know,  much  as  I  haA'e  looked  up  to  Elaine  for  half  . 
century  as  the  temperance  State  that  has  produced  so  maii\ 
statesmen,  but  Avhich  has  gone  out  of  the  business  of  iiroduciuy 
statesmen  since  Blaine  and  Tom  Reed  passed  aAvay,  when  I  g< 
about  and  see  the  hypocrisy  of  a  truly  good  State  posing  as  ; 
temperance  State,  and  making  Rome  hoAvl  Avith  her  drunken 
uess,  I  am  ashamed  of  Maine,  and  almost  every  respectable  man 
I  talked  with  in  the  State  is  ashamed.  "Noav,  honest,  hoAV  doef^ 
]>roliibition  affect  your  State?"  I  asked  of  a  prominent  busines> 
nmn  in  his  own  counting  room.  He  looked  OA'er  his  shoulder,  n-

Magnitude  and  Importance  of  the  Distilling  Interests 

THE  following  editorial  in  the  Peoria,  111.,  Transcript  of 
June  14th  ought  to  open  the  eyes  of  the  voters  to  the  magni- 
tude of  the  commercial  interests  fauatics  are  rashly  seeking  to 
destroy : 

"Even  Peorians  have  ditt'iculty  in  realizing  the  size  of  the 
distillery  industry  in  which  Peoria  leads    every  city    in  the 
world.     It  is  difficult  to  realize  even  Avhen  put    into  figures. 
Every  day  a  fair  crop  of  corn  from  a  thousand  acres  of  land  is 
ground  up.    A  snuiU  sized  train  of  coal  is  consumed.     Enough 
water  is  used  to  supply  the  whole  city  of  Peoria  thr(!e  times 
over.     In  fact,  tin;  water  supply  of  one    distillery  alone,    the 
Great  Western,  if  turned  into  the  mains    of  the  city    would 
maintain  Peoria's  supply  easily  with  some  to  spare.    Each  day 
in  the  year  |100,000  goes  from  the  distilleries  to  the  govern- 
ment in  taxes.    The  civil  war  only  cost  the  government  a  mil- 
lion a  day.    The  vast  warehouses  including  those  now  building, 
cover  ten  acres  of  ground  and  range  from  six  to  ten  stories  in 
lieight.     They  will  contain,  when  full,  almost  500,000  barrels 
of  whisky,  valued  at  the  cost  of  production  at  almost  |7,000,000, 
and  representing  a  future  revenue  to  the  government  of  over 
125,000,000.    These  22,500,000  gallons  of  spirits  would  float  the 
biggest  ship  afloat,  and — but  there  is  no  end  to  these  figures. 
The  distillery  industry  in  Peoria  is  one  of  the  biggest  things  in 
the     world.        Peoi-ia's     revenue     collections     annually     are 
f3(>,000,000."

The  Platform. 
"W/  E,  the  ineiuhevs  of  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Deal- 
VV       ers'  Association,  in  convention  assembled,  hereby  sub- 
mit to  the  people  of  the  United  States  our  beliefs  and  principles 
being  but  a  reiteration  of  the  views  always  lield  by  our  trade : 

a.  Prohibition  and  local  option  legislation  works  confiscation 
of  property,  and  we  mcst  solemnly  protest  that  confiscation  of 
property,  without  due  process  of  law  and  without  just  compen- 
sation is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  American  institutions  and 
should  not  be  tolerated  by  a  free  people. 

b.  The  liquor  traffic  was  created  and  has  been  supported 
since  time  out  of  mind  by  the  denmnd  for  alcoholic  beverages 
that  has  characterized  all  progressive  peoples  of  all  ages. 

It  is  true  that  in  the  growth  and  development  of  our  industry, 
in  common  Avitli  all  others,  be  tliey  railroads,  insurance,  or 
banking,  excesses  have  crept  in  which  menace  the  welfare  of 
those  engaged  in  them.  It  is  as  unfair  to  say,  as  it  is  impossible 
to  achieve,  that  the  evils  can  be  cured  only  by  destroying  the 
industry. 

c.  It  is  the  blight  of  our  business  that  it  is  everyAvhere  made 
the  victim  of  political  contentions  and  manipulations,  instead 
of  being  recognized  on  its  merits  as  presenting  questions  of 
purely  sociological  and  economic  character. 

It  is  also  unfortunately  true  that  the  attempts  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  to  control  the  legislatures  of  our  States  have 
thwarted  our  every  effort  to  take  our  business  out  of  the  field 
of  politics  and  have  forced  us  into  politics  for  the  preservation 
of  our  property  and  the  defen.'^e  of  our  constitutional  rights. 

d.  The  claim  of  the  prohibitionists  that  the  saloon  is  respon- 
sible for  all  wickedness  is  not  cmly  untrue,  but  unfair.  While 
the  regulation  of  the  saloon  in  some  cases  may  be  improved 
upon,  yet  it  must  be  conceded  by  the  public  that  much  of  this 
duty  devolves  upon  the  officers  of  the  municipalities. 

Be  it  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  we  as  an  organization 
and  as  Avholesale  liquor  dealers,  make  every  effort  to  assist  of- 
ficers of  the  law  to  the  end  that  the  saloon  business  may  be 
placed  upon  the  same  plane  as  all  other  commercial  interests. 

e.  It  is  our  firm  conviction  that  those  who  honestly  seek  to 
promote  the  cause  of  true  temperance  will  find  the  surest  and 
.safest  method  in  the  continuance  of  the  licensed  saloon,  con- 
ducted under  proper  laAvs  and  reasonable  regulations  strictly 
enforced. 

In  the  granting  of  a  license,  the  character  of  the  applicant 
and  not  the  fee  should  be  the  principal  determining  factor. 

f.  Finally,  we  believe  in  the  subordination  of  the  interests  of 
individual  citizens  to  the  interests  of  the  community  as  a  whole, 
but  not  in  the  cnrtaihnent  of  the  personal  rights  and  liberties  of 
one  class  or  party  of  citizens  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  another 
class  or  party  who  may  desire  to  waive  such  personal  rights 
and  liberties  for  themselves. 


Resolutions. 
Whereas,  The  excellent  report  of  our  President  is  but  an 
echo  of  his  splendid  efforts  and  of  the  work  he  has  unselfishlv 
given  the  As.sociation,  therefore  be  it 

Rrsolvcd.  That  the  unstinted  thanks  of  the  Association  are 
due  our  executive  as  a  slight  recognition  of  his  unprecedented 
business  administi-ation. 

IL 
Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  have  a  bill  intro- 
duced in  Congre.ss  to  secure  a  reduction  in  the  tax  on  distilled 
spirits  to  a  more  eijuitable  rate. 

III. 
We  believe  that  the  present  arbitrary  outage  allowance  on 
-distilled  spirits  is  unsound  in  principle  and  unjust,  and  that 


the  tax  should  be  paid  on  the  contents  of  the  package  at  il 
time  of  tax-payment. 

AYe  favor  the  introduction  of  a  bill  in  <  ongress  that  will  can 
out  this  principle,  both  as  to  spirits  of  domestic  manufactuii 
and  imported  wines  and  liquors. 

IV. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present  internal  revenue  lav 
and  regulations,  having  been  enacted  and  formulated  from  tin 
to  time  during  the  past  forty-five  years,  are  so  complicated  , 
to  make  them  burdensome  to  the  trade,  and  many  of  them  m 
necessary  to  the  collection  of  the  full  revenue;  and  in  view  of  tl 
further  fact  that    the  conditions  have  been   ccmtinually  chaii' 
ing,     and     many     of      the     regulations     have     becoiiie     m 
necessary  and  obsolete,  we  recommend  that  the  efforts  of  tli 
Association  be  continued  toward  secui-ing  a  comiiiete  revisio^ 
of  the  internal  revenue  laws  and  regulations,  so  as  they  nuii 
correctly  meet  the  existing  conditions. 

V. 
We  most  earnestly  prote.st  against  the  Internal  Revenue  1), 
partment  Circular  723,  requiring  a  change  in  the  names  of  di 
tilled  spirits  from  those  which  such  distilled  spirits  have  ;i 
ways  borne.     The  right  to  market  any  manufactured  prodil, 
under  the  name  by  which  it  has  always  been  known,  both  to  tli 
manufacturer  and  the  consumer,  is  a  i)roperty  right  of  \\hi(i 
such  manufacturer  cannot  be  deprived  without  due  ])roc(>.ss  u 
law,  and  the  destruction  of  this  jiroperty  right  by  department;! 
rulings  is  violative  of  that  provision  of  the  constitution  oiun 
anteeing  the  right  of  ju-operty. 

We  deplore  the  attempt  to  etfect,  through  Executive  (.rdci 
the  destruction  of  such  property  rights,  under  a  provision  o 
law  which  has  never  intended  to  recognize  as  correct  any  term 
inology  other  than  that  known  to  the  trade  as  correctly  desi  • 
nating  the  kind  and  quality  of  our  products,  and  it  is  the  sens 
of  the  trade  that  the  enforcement  of  such  order  be  resisted  wit  I 
all  the  means  known  to  the  law. 

VI. 
We  reaffirm  resolutions  adopted  at  previous  conventions  con 
demning  the  practice,  cm  the  part  of  a  few  dealers,  of  issuiiu 
obscene,  lascivious  or  suggestive  advertisements  and  labels  ii 
connection  with  the  sale  of  liquors,  and  we  urge  the  ExecutiM 
Committee  to  .secure,  if  possible,  the  discontinuance  of  sii.I 
practices  in  all  such  cases  that  may  be  brought  to  its  attention 
We  direct  the  Executive  Committee,  upon  failure  or  refusal  .. 
the  offending  parties  to  discontinue  the  practices  c()m])laiii<'< 
of,  to  institute  legal  ju-oceedings  against  such  party  or  ])artics 
and  if  they  be  members  of  the  Association,  that  they  shall  als, 
be  exi)elled  from  the  Association,  as  provided  in  Article  8  Sim 
tiou  3,  of  our  By-laws.  ' 

vii. 

Resolved.  That  the  underlying  ])rinciple  upon  which  the  Pro 
tective  Bureau  is  founded,  namelv  that  of  properly  educatin" 
the  people  as  to  the  truth,  is  the  best  and  most  effw-tive  one  foi 
the  removal  of  unreasonable  prejudices  which  exist  against  otii 
business— prejudices  which  are  caused  bv  falsifications,  exa" 
gerations,  and  the  attempt  to  foist  upon  the  whole  trade  th. 
odium  consequent  upon  violations  of  law  which  are  beyond  our 
power  to  control. 

Resolved,  That  the  use  of  the  Bureau  is  onlv  limited  bv  the 
means  at  its  command. 

Resolved.  That  recognizing  the  use  of  the  Bureau,  and  strong- 
ly commending  the  work  that  it  has  dcme;  it  is  imperative  tliat 
It  should  receive  greater  support,  and  members  are  strong] ^ 
urged  to  see  that  this  is  furnished— thus  enabling  more  and 
better  educational  work. 

VIII. 

We  thankfully  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  the  National 
Model  License  League,  and  the  able  work  of  its  president  and 
all  other  national  and  state  organizations  whose  efforts  have 
been  directed  against  prohibition.

It  is  a  Avell  known  fact  that  William  H.  Taft,  Republican 
nominee  for  the  presidenc^y,  is  strongly-  opposed  to  prohibition, 
and  has  pronounced  it  the  rankest  sort  of  folly.  William  J. 
Bryan,  in  a  recent  letter  to  the  League,  encloses  a  clipping  from 
the  Commoner,  his  paper,  outlining  his  policy  upon  this  ques- 
tion.

Encouraging  reports  are  being  received  fi-oin  the  South, 
where  the  wave  of  prohibition  has  been  combated  by  the  League 
from  its  inception  as  an  organization,  llorida  has  refused  to 
accept  prohibition,  preferring  .sensible  regulation  to  enactment 
of  laws  which  could  not  be  enforced,  and  which  only  would  be 
destructive  of  property.  The  literature  of  the  League  was  .sent 
into  Florida,  and  served  a  good  purpose  in  directing  attention 
to  the  right  method  to  obtain  lasting  reforms. 

Louisiana  has  rejected  the  prohibition  bill  and  has  adopted  a 
license  law  patterned  to  a  great  extent  after  model  license  law. 
The  propaganda  of  the  League  was  distributed  freely  in  Louis- 
iana, and  every  member  of  the  Legislature  i*eeeived  a  copy  of 
the  proposed  model  license  law. 

The  National  Model  License  League  has  taken  an  active  part 
in  the  campaign  in  Texas.  With  literature  and  speakers,  the 
attempt  to  foist  state-wide  prohibition  upon  the  people  of  the 
Lone  Star  State  will  be  met  stjuarely  by  the  League.  Favorable 
mention  has  been  accorded  th(>  Ijeague  in  the  most  influential 
newspapers  in  Texas,  many  of  which  have  discussed  the  model 
license  plan  in  all  of  its  jihases.  The  League  will  continue  to 
advocate  everywhere  strict  regulation,  as  against  ineffective 
and  destructive  jsrohibition.

New  York,  August  18th,  1908. 

TO  the  Editor: — He  is  indeed  a  poor  man,  aud  one  to  be 
pitied  wlio  cannot  take  a  summer  holiday  if  he  lives  in 
N('\v  Voik.  Whetlier,  because  we  are  so  close  to  the  seashore, 
I  lie  mouutains  and  to  lakes  galore  or  whether  because  it  is  fash- 
ionable because  made  so  by  Mrs.  Astor  and  people  of  that  ilk 
w  ho  leave  'town'  for  the  'season,'  is  hard  to  say,  but,  everybody 
w  ho  is  anybody  goes  away  and  the  toAvn  is  deserted.  For  blocks 
and  blocks  in  the  residence  district,  every  house  pretty  well,  is 
not  only  closed  but  boarded  up  and  about  all  that  show  any 
signs  of  life  are  inhabited  by  doctors  who  come  to  town  for  cer- 
tain liours  to  keep  in  touch  and  incidentally,  to  touch,  those 
Deeding  treatment. 

But  tlie  fact  remains  that  New  York  is  empty,  barring,  about 
three  millions  of  its  people  who  cannot  get  away  but  the  thou- 
sands who  are  gone  are  the  people  who  count  when  it  comes  to 
spending  money  and  one  cannot  buy  the  article  our  trade  is  in- 
tei'ested  in  unless  he  have  that  very  necessary  item. 

Naturally  the  liquor  business  here  is  very,  very  quiet  and 
when  added  to  the  generally  depressed  condition  of  business, 
there  is  universal  complaint:  The  summer  resorts,  which  buy 
their  supplies  for  the  most  part  in  this  city  are  doing  fairly  well 
but  they  state,  that  although  the  people  are  there  in  about  the 
usual  number,  they  are  not  spending  money  so  freely  as  in 
former  years  and  business  from  that  direction  is  not  up  to  its 
usual  volume.  So  altogether,  times  are  quieter  than  we  like  to 
see  them  and  everybody  is  wishing  the  hot  days  were  passed  and 
longing  for  cooler  weather,  the  return  of  the  holiday  makers 
and  some  business. 

With  buyers  absent,  there  is  no  market  and  very  little  whisky 
is  changing  hands.  But  nearly  everyone  looks  for  better  prices 
as,  notwithstanding  all  the  claims  of  the  prohibitionists,  con- 
sumption is  fairly  well  maintained  and  our  line  of  business 
makes  <iuite  as  good  a  showing  as  other  branches  of  trade.  The 
production  of  whiskies  in  Kentucky,  Maryland  and  Pennsyl- 
vania is  tremendously  less  than  in  the  previous  twelve  months 
ending  June  30th,  and  the  witlidrawals  are  not  so  very  much  be- 
hind so  that  the  statistical  condition  of  all  whiskies  is  in  re- 
markably favorable  shape  and  all  it  needs  to  create  a  veritable 
boom  is,  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  trade  which  may  come  at 
any  time.  There  appears  to  be  a  revulsion  of  feeling  to  a  slight 
extent  in  the  prohibition  sentiment  which  floods  the  country, 
but  it  may  be  due  to  the  new  issue  now  paramount,  National 
politics,  which,  naturally  holds  first  place  in  the  minds  of  the 
jK'ople. 

In  several  States  the  liquor  question  will  have  great  influence 
on  the  way  the  State  goes  in  November,  notably  in  Ohio,  Illinois 
and  Indiana.  In  Ohio,  the  fight  is  to  be  particularly  severe  and 
the  trade  is  in  a  highly  excited  condition  of  mind.  The  natural 
result  is  that,  until  something  definite  is  known,  business  is 
greatly  restricted  and  hand  to  mouth  purchases  are  the  order 
of  the  day. 

The  uncertainty  regarding  the  branding  of  whiskies  is  an- 
other element  which  retards  the  trade.  One  can  scarcely  tell 
where  he  is  at.  Department  orders  are  nullified  by  iniunctions 
and  injunctions  are  evaded  by  devious  methods  and  what  with 
one  thing  and  another,  we  are  having  a  pretty  warm  summ'er. 

All  branches  of  our  business  are  tarred  with  the  same  brush 
of  harassment.  The  mail  order  houses,  who  have  sprung  into 
existence  in  large  numbers  since  so  many  of  the  Southern  States 
have  gone  dry,  are  having  their  share  of  trouble.  Georgia  has 
decided  that  to  solicit  orders  for  liquor  by  mail  is  a  crime 
against  the  State  and  although  it  is  scarcely  conceivable  that 
such  a  decision  can  stand,  it  has  a  serious  effect  till  set  aside. 


Our  only  consolation  seems  to  be,  poor  as  it  is,  that,  business 
in  general  is  not  yet  recovered  from  the  setback  of  last  October 
and  our  only  hope  is,  that,  when  business  does  revive,  ours  will 
also  do  so. 


The  loss  by  fire  of  between  forty-seven  and  forty-eight  thou- 
sand barrels  of  Avhisky,  which  were  stored  in  the  distillery 
warehouse  of  S.  J.  Greenbaum  at  Midway,  Kentucky,  is  a  ser- 
ious matter  for  several  houses  who  owned  a  large  share  of  the 
whiskies.  It  will  be  a  blow  for  tlie  handlers  of  the  brands,  a 
number  of  whojn,  controlled  certain  brands,  under  their  own 
names. 


Not  only  does  the  Government  seem  to  be  all  at  sea  on  the 
whisky  and  blending  question,  but  they  have  got  mixed  up  on 
the  Porto  Rico  rum  question.  Till  recently,  this  paid  an  import 
duty  of  $1.10  per  gallon.  A  month  or  so  ago,  the  Department 
decided,  Porto  Rico  being  part  of  the  United  States,  no  duty 
should  be  collected.  At  once  a  few  houses  rushed  orders  to  the 
Island,  and  placed  contracts  for  all  the  rum  they  could  purchase 
at  a  much  lower  price  than  heretofore.  It  was  not  bmg  before 
the  rum  houses  of  this  country  called  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, that  they  could  not  compete  and  the  Department  saw 
it  had  made  a  mistake.  Without  further  notice,  it  decided  to 
reinstate  the  import  duty  and  all  those  who  had  sold  rum  to 
arrive,  found  they  were  up  against  it  as  duty  would  have  to  be 
paid  on  arrival.  Suits  were  tlireatened  and  the  Department 
has  made  another  decision  and  rum,  on  the  way,  will  be  ad- 
mitted free.     Is  it  any  wonder  business  hesitates? 

The  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  John  G.  Capers, 
and  the  chief  chemist  of  the  Department,  Charles  A.  Crampton, 
are  in  Berlin  where  they  are  investigating  Germany's  method 
of  inspecting  and  controlling  denatured  alcohol.  Mr.  Capers  is 
further  investigating  to  see  if  the  farmers  are  distilling  an 
alcohol  suitable  for  a  fuel  on  the  industrial  arts  or  for  drinking 
pui-poses.  There  are  said  to  be  in  Baden  and  Alsace-Lorraine, 
40,000  stills  and  in  all  Germany,  80,000. 


In  France,  the  Government  has  under  consideration,  a  i)ro- 
posal  for  the  introduction  of  a  Government  label  which  will 
guarantee  the  authenticity  of  champagnes.  Much  interest  is 
aroused  by  the  suggestion  which  is  expected  to  have  far  reach- 
ing effects  on  the  wine  business.  It  may  mean  a  revolution  in 
names  of  some  brands.

It  is  not  only  used  in  sickness,  convalescence  and  good  health, 
but  as  a  refreshing  beverage  to  be  obtained  at  soda  fountains 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  children  in  the  home.  In  Europe 
physicians  often  send  their  patients  to  the  wine-growing  dis- 
tricts, during  the  vintage  i,\m(},  to  take  daily  rations  of  must  as 
it  comes  from  the  crusher.  It  has  proved  an  excellent  remedy 
in  some  ca.ses  and  of  late  years  continued  efforts  have  been 
made  to  keep  the  must  unfermented  and  put  it  up  in  such  shape 
that  it  can  be  usetl  anywhere  and  at  all  times  of  the  year.  This 
has  now  been  successfully  done,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
Calwa  Grape  Juice  has  come  to  stay  and  Avill  be  found  a  wel- 
come addition  to  the  national  bill  of  fare. 
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LOS  ANGELES,  August — The  summer  dullness  that  has 
been  abiding  with  the  trade  for  the  past  ten  weeks  is  loath 
to  depart,  and  while  there  are  faint  indications  of  a  revival  of 
business,  still  trade  is  not  what  we  oould  wish,  and  many  of  the 
dealers  are  taking  life  easj-  at  the  seashore  or  mountain  resorts, 
awaiting  for  the  return  tide  of  business  to  bring  them  back  to 
the  city  again.  While  a  dull  spell  in  the  summer  is  a  purely 
normal  condition,  it  has  been  rather  more  so  this  summer  than 
usual,  because  of  existing  financial  conditions,  but  the  trade 
are  taking  it  philosophically.  The  dealers  here  are  all  in  pretty 
good  shape  and  there  have  been  no  failures  and  none  are  ex- 
pected and  all  are  looking  toward  renewed  activity  in  the  trade 
with  the  coming  of  the  fall  months.  The  Prohibition  movement 
in  Southern  California  has  made  serious  inroads  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  liquor  men  of  Los  Angeles,  and  only  the  rapid  and 
continuous  growth  of  the  city  and  the  opening  of  new  territory 
in  Nevada  and  Arizona  has  kept  the  volume  of  trade  up  to  its 
normal  amount,  and  the  question  as  to  where  the  end  may  be,  is 
one  that  is  giving  the  thoughtful  members  of  the  trade  much 
food  for  reflection.  The  activity  of  the  Southern  California 
brand  of  Prohibitionist  is  proverbial  throughout  the  West  and 
the  trade  here  have  their  work  cut  out  for  them  if  they  maintain 
their  independence.  There  is  some  talk  of  there  being  an  even- 
ing paper  started  here  soon  that  will  deal  fairly  with  the  liquor 
question  and  which  will  advocate  for  the  liquor  men  the  same 
treatment  that  is  accorded  those  engaged  in  other  lines  of  com- 
merce. There  is  no  doubt  that  such  a  i)aper  properly  con- 
ducted Avould  tend  to  influence  public  opinion  to  a  considerable 
degree,  but  Avith  all  the  other  papers  of  the  city  opposed  to  the 
liquor  traflic  and  a  very  large  minority  of  strong-voiced,  long- 
haired fanatics  constantly  on  Avatcli,  its  song  will  have  to  be 
sung  in  a  minor  key  to  avoid  stirring  up  a  hornet's  nest  and 
precipitating  a  conflict  that  will  result  in  disaster  to  the  busi- 
ness. 


The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  have  made  some  very  exten- 
sive additions  to  their  plant  i)reparatory  to  the  opening  of  the 
vintage  season.  They  have  built  additional  cellar  capacity  of 
1,500,000  gallons,  with  the  necessary  cooperage  and  tanks,  and 
also  have  purchased  locomotives  and  laid  tracks  through  their 
immense  vineyards  for  facilitating  the  handling  of  the  crops. 
The  company  expect  to  start  their  crushers  the  first  Aveek  in 
September. 


The  Charles  Stem  &  Sons  Winery  at  Winedale  has  made 
extensive  improvements  in  the  increasing  of  cellar  capacity 
and  for  the  handling*of  their  portion  of  this  season's  big  crop. 


The  winery  of  the  Los  Angeles  Wine  Company  at  West  Glen- 
dale  has  had  a  thorough  overliauling  and  many  addititms  in  the 
way  of  tankage  and  cooperage  and  other  improvements  tending 
to  facilitate  the  handling  of  the  crop.  Mr.  Baer  states  that  his 
company  expects  to  handle  about  the  same  amount  of  grapes 
this  .season  as  last. 


The  Southern  California  Winery  has  completed  its  arrange- 
ments for  this  year's  vintage  and  ha.s  put  their  large  plant  in 
shape  to  take  proper  care  of  their  usual  large  amount  of  grapes. 


Crushing  will  begin  generally  throughout  Southern  Califor- 
nia the  latter  part  of  the  first  week  in  Sejjtember.  The  warm 
Aveather  of  the  past  fcAV  Aveeks  has  ripened  the  grapes  rapidly 


and  the  crushing  season  Avill  open  a  few  days  earlier  this  season 
than  last.  .      . 


The  "Waldorf"  Becker  Bros.'  attractive  cafe  is  doing  a  good 
business  these  days  despite  the  dull  times,  a  condition  that  is 
very  satisfactory  to  Frank  Becker  the  popular  manager  of  the 
firm's  interest  in  Los  Angeles. 


Joseph  ^felczer  &  Co.,  report  business  as  very  satisfactory, 
considering  existing  conditions.  This  firm  received  a  full  car- 
load of  the  celebrated  Guckenhiemer  Rye  cased  goods  this 
month  and  have  placed  the  entire  carload  Avithin  three  Aveeks 
of  its  arrival. 


Johnny  Davin's  Faust  Cafe  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  most 
popular  cafes  in  the  city  and  .commands  a  class  of  trade  tiiat  is 
most  satisfactory  to  its  proprietor  and  its  volume  of  business; 
shoAvs  that  the  quality  of  goods  handled  there  is  appreciated  by 
the  public. 


N.  E.  Rich  of  the  Laurel  Cafe,  is  around  again  at  his  post. 
Some  Aveeks  ago  he  Avas  injured  in  an  automobile  accident,  hav- 
ing his  leg  badly  bruised,  but  tlie  injury  luckily  did  not  pro.c 
serious.  

The  Vintage  Situation 


THE  disposition  of  this  year's  gi'ape  crop  is  one 
that  is  furnishing  both  the  grape  grower  and  tlii' 
Avine  maker  considerable  material  for  thouglit.  The  trc- 
numdous  exodus  of  emigrants  principally  of  the  Latin 
races,  from  the  LTnited  States  to  their  former  honu^s  in 
Europe,  removed  one  of  the  largest  consuming  elements , 
from  the  market.  According  to  the  reports  from  the 
various  ports  of  depai'ture  of  the  steamship  lines  to  tlie  oht 
countries,  something  like  400,000  Latin  people  left  the  United 
States  the  past  year.  To  these  people  Avine  is  a  daily  part  of  their 
fare,  a  quart  of  Avine  a  day  being  considerwi  a  Ioav  estimate  ol 
the  per  cajuta  amount  consumed.  The  taking  of  this  amoniil 
from  the  daily  consumption  of  our  cheaper  wines  has  left  that 
amount  inisold  and  in  the  hands  of  the  Avine  men.  The  Avave.of 
Prohibition,  Avhich  has,  during  the  past  year  SAA'ept  over  tlic 
Eastern  and  Southern  States  has  seriously  crippled  another 
.source  of  trade  which  was  an  outlet  for  large  (luantities  of  oiii' 
Avines. 

These  two  causes  together  Avitli  the  general  financial  string- 
ency that  has  existed  all  over  the  country,  has  resulted  in  a 
movement  of  Avine  that  is  far  below  the  normal  distribution  and 
every  considerable  cellar  in  tlie  State  has  a  much  larger  amount 
of  wine  on  hand  than  at  any  time  in  previous  years  approacli- 
ing  vintage  season.  As  a  result  the  Avine  makers  are  going  to 
be  hard  pressed  to  take  care  of  the  croj),  and  to  do  so  has  meant 
the  expenditure  of  large  amounts  in  cooperage,  tanks  and  the 
increasing  and  enlargement  generally  of  the  Avineries'  facilities, 
in  the  effort  to  handle  the  crop. 

General  reports  from  all  over  the  State  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  crop  of  Avine  grapes  is  slightly  above  the  normal,  particu- 
larly is  this  the  case  in  Southern  California,  Avineries  here  are 
all  carrving  a  much  larger  percentage  of  Avine  than  usual,  as  a 
result  that  outlook  for  the  vineyardist  is  not  the  briulitest  as 
regards  prices  that  Avill  be  paid  him  for  his  grapes.  That  they 
Avill  rule  considerably  lower  than  last  season  is  x^retty  sure  to 
be  the  case.  Here  in  Southern  California  there  has  as  yet  not 
been  any  definite  decision  reached  as  to  th.c    prices    that    Avill 
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rule  for  wine  grapes,  but  according  to  all  reports  it  looks  as 
though  it  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  |8.00  to  flO.OO  per 
ton  with  the  latter  as  the  extreme  price.  This  seems  a  small 
price  to  the  grower,  but  it  is  only  l»y  the  expenditure  of  large 
sums  in  the  way  of  enlargement  of  their  plants,  to  take  care  of 
the  crop,  that  tlie  wineries  will  be  able  to  pay  even  this  to  the 
grower  and  because  of  this  additional  expense,  the  low  price 
paid  to  the  grower  will  not  result  in  an  increased  profit  to  the 
wineries,  but  partakes  rather  of  the  nature  of  an  expedient  in 
the  effort  to  take  care  of  the  growers  who  depend  on  the  winer- 
ies for  the  sale  of  their  grapes.

Outlook  in  the  Northwest 


VISIT  to  the  Italian- Auierican  Bank  found  Andrea  Sbar- 
boro  in  excellent  spirits  and  evidently  well  satisfied  witli 
the  work  done  up  to  date  Ijy  the  "drape  Growers  of  California" 
in  the  matter  of  organization.  It  was  found  after  the  first  nutt- 
ing that  not  to  conflict  with  the  title  of  another  body,  it  was 
necessary  to  leave  out  the  word  "association,"  so  that  in  future 
the  above  will  be  the  proper  and  legal  title  of  the  body  of  which 
he  is  president,  and  which  is  fighting  to  popularize  the  use  of 
California  wines  in  the  interest  of  temperance.  When  asked 
what  had  been  done  during  the  month.  President  Sbarboro  said : 
"Organizing — organizing — half  the  growers  in  the  State  have 
joined  us  and  the  other  half  is  coming  in  shortly." 

Secretary  Horatio  F.  Stott  stated  that  the  counties  already 
successfully  canvassed  are  Sonoma,  Santa  Clara,  Alameda, 
Napa,  San  Joaquin,  Sacramento,  and  it  was  expected  that  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  the  month  Yolo,  Contra  Costa  and  South- 
em  California  would  fall  in  line,  and  that  before  long  the  entire 
State  will  have  been  covered.  Not  only  therefore  was  the  or- 
ganization of  the  "Grape  Growers  of  California"  rapidly  near- 
ing  completion,  but  had  already  attracted  very  considerable 
attention  all  over  the  United  States.  Its  action  was  endorsed 
and  numerous  letters  had  been  received  from  other  States, 
announcing  intention  to  perfect  a  similar  organization  and 
asking  for  information,  etc. 

President  Sbarboro's  book,  "The  Fight  for  Temperance,"  ten 
tliousand  copies  of  which  are  to  be  distributed,  will  be  off  the 
press  in  about  two  weeks.  It  is  to  be  a  typographical  gem, 
containing  fifteen  illustrations  of  vineyard  scenes,  winerie.s,  etc. 
A  notable  feature  will  be  the  picture  of  the  first  wine  press  ever 
used  in  California.  Altogether  it  will  give  an  excellent  idea  of 
the  great  viticultural  industry  of  the  State  and  the  many  mil- 
lions invested  in  it. 

Among  other  letters  received  are  those  of  ilartin  Kc^gen- 
burger,  M.  D.,  president  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the 
Kev^  C.  H.  Parkhurst  of  New  York,  both  endorsing  ilr.  Sbar- 
boro's view  of  the  situation.  Also  a  letter  from  an  Eastern 
temperance  association  connnending  the  action  of  the  Grape 
Growers  of  California  and  wishing  that  body  success  in  its  fight 
to  reduce  drunkenness,  by  the  introduction  of  general  wine 
drinking.    Of  this  letter  we  quote  two  paragraphs : 

"It  has  been  the  wise  policy  of  every  government  in  every  age 
to  encourage  agriculture,  which  includes,  of  course,  viticulture, 
—^—^—^^^-^^-^^———^—^—^—^—^^^^      or  the  growing  of  gi-apes.     This  wise  policy  was  adopted  in 

(California  as  far  back  as  in  1861,  when  the  legislature  passed  a 
m-^>&«'ii:ii^^^^Vi^^^^^Vi^^^^'^^^^^^^  joiut  resolution  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  commission 

l|  to  report  on  "the  ways  and  means  best  adapted  for  the  improve- 
^  ment  and  culture  of  the  grape  vine  in  California.  This  policy 
must  not  be  changed.  Any  (\alifornia  legislator  wlio  would 
support  any  measure  which  is  detrimental  to  viticulture  is  false 
to  the  farmers  and  grape  growers,  false  to  the  material  interest 
and  prosperity  of  his  own  State. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  California  grape  and  wine  industry 
has  confidently  relied  up<m  tlie  express  or  implied  promise  of 
the  State  tliat  it  would  always  be  protected.  This  is  the  reason 
Avhy  the  farmers  have  covered  250,000  acres  with  beautiful 
vines;  why  many  thousands  of  people  and  millions  of  dollars 
are  to-day  represented  in  the  splendid  vineyards  and  wineries. 
Let  the  grape  growers  of  California  pi-each  the  gospel  of  wine 
and  temperance.  Let  the  good  work  go  on  until  the.  American 
people  are  converted  into  using  our  good  pure  Anu^rican  wines 
daily  at  the  table  with  their  meals  and  in  the  family  circle." 


BI  M.  CRAIG,  manager  of  the  Pacific  Coast  distributing  es- 
*  J  .  tablishment  of  the  Brown-Forman  Co.  of  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, recently  returned  from  a  Northwestern  trip.  He  reports 
that  the  State  of  Oregon  appears  to  have  been  very  sick  and 
that  the  Prohibition  party  appeal's  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with 
having  acted  as  a  powerful  emetic.  In  his  opinion,  while  there 
is  no  fear  of  the  larger  towns  going  dry,  such  as  Portland, 
Oregon,  and  Spokane,  Seattle  and  Tacoma,  Washington,  the 
smaller  towns  are  suffering.  For  instance,  the  business  of 
Pendleton,  Oregon,  which  went  dry,  is  centering  across  the  line 
in  Walla  Walla,  Washington,  where  the  saloons  are  open.  A 
local  newspaper  of  Pendletou  gloried  in  the  victory  of  the 
prohibitionists,  but  the  Portland  Oregonian  warned  it  that  it 
would  not  feel  so  proud  Avhen  business  interests  dAvindled  and 
disappeared. 

It  would  appear  that  Governor  Mead,  an  astute  politician, 
who  is  up  for  re-election,  is  trying  to  make  a  deal  with  the  cold 
water  party,  and  has  promised  to  support  local  option  if  elected. 
So  Mr.  Craig  thinks  that  in  that  event  all  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington, outside  tlu'  big  cities,  will  go  dry.  He  left  Portland  on 
a  Sunday  night,  the  saloons  had  been  closed  all  day,  and  there 
was  not  a  drop  to  drink  until  the  California  State  line  was 
crossed  at  3  o'clock  on  :Monday  afternoon.  The  passengers 
crowded  the  observation  car  to  Avatch  for  the  monumtmt  mark- 
ing the  division  line,  and  when  it  was  past,  after  a  hearty  cheer 
for  California  and  the  freedom  of  the  citizen,  a  stampede  for 
the  buffet  car  took  place  and  its  supply  of  wines  and  liquors 
soon  disappeared. 

"From  this,"  Mr.  Craig  said,  "it  will  be  seen  that  prohil)ition 
instead  of  promoting  tempex-ance  may  possibly  have  led  to  ex- 
cessive drinking,  if  not  intoxication."

C.  H.  Wente,  Livermore^Vineyards  far  from  being  good  at 
present.  Damage  by  frost  slight.  Crop  prospects  50  per  cent 
less  than  last  year.  Eighty  per  cent  more  wine  in  cellars. 
Phylloxera  progressing  fast,  no  other  disease.  About  100  acres 
of  new  vines. 


Grau  &  Werner,  Irvington — Vineyards  are  not  in  good  con- 
dition, half  crop  sunburned.  Crop,  half  of  last  year's.  Same 
quantity  of  wine  in  cellar.  Vines  in  our  section  are  all  young 
and  healthy,  as  old  vineyards  have  all  been  destroyed  by  phyl- 
loxera.   Fifty  acres  of  new  vines  planted. 


Wetmore,  Bowen  «  Co.,  Livermore — Conditions  fair.  No 
sunburn.  About  10  per  cent  damage  by  frost  and  20  per  cent 
from  coulure.  Prospects  about  one-third  less  than  last  season. 
Considerable  more  wine  in  cellars.  In  Livermore  Valley  about 
400  acres  will  be  destroyed  by  disease.  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
acres  of  new  vines  planted. 


Theo  Gier,  Oakland — Conditions  are  fair  considering  the 
dry  season.  Little  damage  done  bj'  frost  in  low  lands,  no  sun- 
burn. Crop  prospects  60  to  75  per  cent  compared  with  last 
year's,  200  to  300  per  cent  more  wine  in  cellar.  Livermore 
making  rapid  progress  in  phylloxera,  but  at  Nai)a  and  St. 
Helena  it  is  stamped  out.    Forty  acres  of  new  planting. 


CONTRA  COSTA  COUNTY. 


Consolidated  California  Vineyard.s,  Mt.  Diablo — Conditions 
not  so  good,  due  to  the  extreme  heat  during  month  of  July. 
Some  sunburn  in  the  Fresno  districts.  Not  much  damage  in 
Contra  Costa  County.    About  25  to  30  per  cent  loss  south. 


R.  C.  Terry,  Terry  Vineyard,  Clayton — Conditions  of  vine- 
yards are  very  good.  No  damage  by  frost  and  very  little  so  far 
by  sunburn.  Crops  about  same  as  last  year.  Some  varieties 
somewhat  less,  notably  Zinfandel.  About  same  quantity  in 
cellar.  No  progress  of  disease  that  I  know  of.  About  200  acres 
of  new  vines. 


SOME  STRIKING   EACTS. 

August  13,  1908. 

Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  :  Owing  to  light  rainfall, 
the  vineyards  are  not  (]uite  as  thrifty  as  last  year,  but  are  in 
good  average  condition,  Avhere  not  diseased.  No  frost  damage 
in  this  county  this  year.    Very  little  sunburn. 

While  the  number  of  clusters  per  vine  is  about  the  same  as 
last  year,  the  berries  are  smaller  and  will  weigh  less,  besides 
giving  less  gallons  per  ton.  Acre  for  acre,  the  crop  seems  about 
20  per  cent  less  than  last  season.  Owing  to  new  plantings 
coming  into  bearing,  I  think  the  total  crop  of  the  county  will 
be  somewhat  larger  than  last  year. 

There  must  be  double  or  treble  the  wine  on  hand  in  the 
country  cellars  that  there  was  one  year  ago.  Business  has  been 
quiet.  Prohibition  has  frightenefl  the  dealers.  Hard  times  has 
reduced  consumption.  The  condition  of  a  few  cellars  with 
Avhich  I  am  familiar,  is  as  follows :

I  do  not  know  the  condition  of  the  larger  cellars,  but  am  told 
that  they  are  in  much  the  same  condition. 

Many  of  the  growers  in  this  county  seem  reluctant  to  con- 
tribute toward  the  Grape  Growers'  Association.  I  am  afraid 
they  will  find  that  if  something  is  not  done  to  protect  our 
markets  against  the  attacks  of  Prohibitionist  fanaticism  that 
instead  of  an  expense  of  a  few  cents  per  acre — less  than  the 
cost  of  sulphuring  their  vines — they  will  be  put  to  the  cost  of 
digging  them  up,  besides  the  loss  of  property  Avorth  hundreds _ 
of  dollars  per  acre.

W.  A.  Veith,  Fresno — From  good  to  very  bad,  according  to 
the  care  taken  and  the  facility  of  obtaining  water  for  irrigating 
purposes.

Crop  prospects  15 
to  20  per  cent  short  at  Asti.  About  the  same  at  Madera  and 
Lemoore.  No  diseases  at  Madera  and  Lemoore,  but  some  at 
Asti. 
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'T.  L.  OiT,  Occidental — Conditious  of  vineyards  apparently 
lu'iiltliy.  On  account  of  continued  cold  summer  weather  many 
berries  dropped  off.  Crop  prospects  in  Occidental  district  as 
light  as  last  three  years.  In  Green  Valley  district  about  aver- 
age crop.  Seventy-five  per  cent  more  wine  iu  cellar  at  Occiden- 
tal, 40  per  cent  more  at  Green  Valley  Winery  than  last  season. 
At  Occidental  vines  are  healthy,  Green  Valley  nothing  serious. 
In  FoiTestville  district  I  underetand  phylloxera  is  rampant. 
In  Occidental  one  acre  planted. 


F.  Lamoine,  Glen  Ellen — Vineyards  fairly  well.  A  little 
damage  caused  by  winds  in  the  spring.  The  maturity  of  the 
grapes  will  not  be  as  uniform  nor  crops  as  large  as  last  year. 
One-half  of  the  wine  in  cellars.  All  resistant  wine  in  our 
section.

The  counterfeiting  of  trade  marks  and  refilling  of  bottles  is  an 
outrage  upon  honest  business  enterprise  and  we  are  glad  to  see 
that  the  courts  are  coming  to  the  rescue  of  legitimate  business 
concerns. 


Mr.  Arthur  E.  Howell,  junior  member  of  the  big  importing 
house  of  Alex  D.  Shaw  &  Company  of  New  York,  spent  some 
time  in  San  Francisco  during  the  month  in  the  interests  of  his 
house.

#   The  Enemy  Active  in  California 


# 


The  Stockton  Hoard  of  Supervisors  has  passed  an  ordinance 
makinji  it  impossible  for  any  sahwnman,  whose  .application  for 
a  license  is  rejected,  to  renew  his  application  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  such  action  by  the  Board. 


The  Stockton,  California,  Independent  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  local  breweries  have  adopted  more  stringent  measures 
in  bottlinj";  their  beer,  and  says:  "In  order  to  conform  with 
tiie  reciuirements  of  the  pure  food  laws,  bottles  will  hereafter 
lie  capped  with  a  metal  stopper  instead  of  the  cork  to  which  a 
rubber  baud  was  attached." 


In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  town  of  Corona  in  the  southern 
])()rtion  of  this  State  is  in  want  of  funds,  the  licenses  of  the 
tiiree  saloons  are  not  to  be  renewed  upon  expiration.  This 
cei'tainly  looks  like  cutting  off  your  nose  to  spite  your  face. 


During  the  month  John  E.  Hagan's  saloon  on  Powell  street 
near  O'Farrell,  was  auctioneid  off  in  Judge  Sturtevant's  court, 
Dan  W.  Dean  buying  it  for  |S000.  The  sale  was  the  outcome 
of  a  suit  for  an  accounting  brought  by  J.  J.  Horner  against 
Ilagan.  Homer  put  $2130  into  the  business  and  both  men 
claim  they  have  received  no  returns  from  it. 


All  the  saloons  at  Kingsburg,  California,  have  been  closed, 
and  an  ordinance  passed  making  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  give  away 
any  spirituous  liquor,  except  in  the  case  of  drug  stores,  which 
are  allowed  to  sell  it  for  medicinal  purposes. 


The  new  license  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Trustees  of 
Sonoma,  California,  does  not  increase  the  amount  due  from 
saloons,  but  a  number  of  the  objectionable  features  in  the  for- 
mer ordinance  are  eliminated.  Slot  machines  and  card  devices 
are  licensed,  $10  per  quarter  for  the  former  and  |3.50  for  the 
latter. 


Any  drink  containing  alcoliol  cannot  be  sold  or  given  away  at 
Upland,  San  Bernardino  Countj',  according  to  the  amendment 
to  the  liquor  ordinance  lately  passed.  So  Upland  will  be  indeed 
a  "dry"  town,  the  only  relief  being  the  clause  providing  for  the 
sale  of  alcohol  for  medicinal  purposes. 


The  Supervisors  of  San  Luis  ObivSpo  County  have  limited  the 
number  of  salocms  throughout  tliat  county,  outside  incorporated 
cities,  to  thirty-seven.  The  ordinance  also  provides  that  no 
person  or  corporation  shall  be  granted  more  than  one  license. 


The  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Marysville,  California, 
have  raised  saloon  licenses  from  f40  to  $50  per  month,  and  it  is 
rumored  that  Sunday  closing  is  to  follow.  Owing  to  the  loss  of 
revenue  caused  by  the  anti-slot  nmchine  ordinance,  it  is  believed 
it  will  be  found  necessary  to  impose  licenses  upon  all  branches 
of  business  in  that  city,  a.s  something  must  be  done  to  raise  the 
|800  a  month  lost  by  closing  doAvn  the  machines. 


The  Supervisors  of  Oroville,  California,  have  .set  September 
(he  10th  as  the  day  when  the  anti-saloon  petitions  will  be  con- 
sidered. These  bear  now  2170  names,  and  ask  that  "License 
Yes"  and  "License  No"  be  placed  on  the  ballots  at  the  next 
general  election. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Auburn  in  this  State  have  passed 
an  ordinance  limiting  the  number  of  saloon  licenses  in  that 
town  to  fifteen — the  number  now  doing  business  there. 


The  plant  of  the  California  Brewing  Association  at  Napa 
was  attached  in  July  last  by  an  Eastern  firm,  upon  a  claim  for 
$6000  due  for  machinery.  Suit  is  now  pending  in  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  and  it  is  believed  the  brewing  firm  will  be 
forced  into  bankruptcy. 


The  installation  of  machinery  and  cooperage  in  the  new 
winery  at  Victor,  California,  is  taking  place  under  the  super- 
vision of  E.  C.  Hahn,  the  manager.  E.  E.  Boosewetter  has  been 
appointed  secretary  to  the  company. 


Turlock  has  declared  itself  against  repressive  tyranny  and  in 
favor  of  personal  freedom.  Out  of  260  voters,  160  have  signified 
their  desire  to  have  properly  licensed  saloons  and  not  to  drive 
business  away  to  other  towns.  The\'  were  wise  in  their  genera- 
tion, and  the  grooving  town  of  Turlock  will  find  the  decision  at 
the  late  election  of  benefit  to  the  community.

for  the  United  States  Courts  to  decide.  The  establishment  of 
the  test  case  has  necessitated  a  few  seizures,  which  have  been 
taken  advantage  of  by  competitors  in  the  manner  above  des- 
cribed, but  Ave  are  officially  assured  that  our  business  can  be 
carried  on  with  perfect  freedom,  and  without  fear  of  further 
interference.

BEER — Considering  general  conditions  the  consumption  is 
about  all  there  is  to  be  expected.    Some  houses  are  report- 
ing the  demand  good,  while  others  only  fair.    The  feature  of  the 


UN  FERMENTED  grape  juice  has  no  doubt  been  used  ever 
since  wine  has  been  made  from  the  grape.  The  industry 
of  manufacturing  unfermented  grape  juice  on  an  extensive  scale 
for  a  general  markc;t  is,  however,  as  yet  in  its  infancy.  The 
Greeks  had  two  kinds  of  wine,  the  protoplon,  or  first  juice  of 
the  grape  before  pressing,  and  the  denteriou,  or  pressed  juice. 
The  Romans  called  tJiem  vinum  promarium  and  vinum  seconda- 
rium.  Some  of  them  drank  the  juice  before  fermentation  had 
started  and  called  it  mustum ;  after  the  must  had  been  through 
a  heating  process  they  called  it  frutum,  and  when  after  a  long 
heating  it  had  been  reduced  to  one-third,  or  one-half  its  original 
voluuu  they  called  it  sapa.  This  was  used  by  the  Romans  on 
their  bread,  and  was  the  equivalent  of  what  we  now  call  syrup. 

In  Europe  physicians  often  send  their  patients  to  the  wine- 
growing districts,  during  the  vintage  time,  to  take  daily  rations 
of  must  as  it  comes  from  the  crusher.  This,  however,  restricts 
its  use  to  only  one  season  of  the  year,  and  to  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  wine  distiicts,  or  to  individuals  strong  enough  to 
undertake  the  journey.  Of  late  years  extended  efforts  have 
been  made  to  keep  the  must  unfermented  and  to  put  it  up  in 
such  shape  that  it  can  be  used  anywhere  and  at  all  times  of  the 
year. 

Until  recently  its  use  has  been  almost  exclusively  restricted 
to  medicinal  purposes.  It  is  well  kiiown  that  pure  must  is 
healthful  and  nutritious.  Grapes  contain  from  15  to  35  per 
cent  sugar ;  about  2  to  3  per  cent  of  nitrogenous  substances,  and 
some  tartaric  and  malic  acids.  The  skins  contain  tannin,  cream 
of  tartar  and  coloring  matter.  The  seeds  contain  tannin, 
starchy  matter  and  fat.  The  stems  contain  tannin,  divers  acids 
and  mucilaginous  matter.  The  comparative  composition  of  the 
different  parts  of  the  fruit  determines  the  value  of  must  made 
from  the  fruit. 

The  uses  of  imfermented  grape  juice  are  many.  It  is  used  in 
sickness,  convalescence  and  good  health;  as  a  preventive,  re- 
storative and  cure ;  by  the  young,  persons  in  the  prime  of  life, 
and  by  those  in  old  age ;  for  sacramental  purposes  and  at  soda 
fountains;  and  in  the  home,  as  a  beverage,  as  a  dessert  and 
many  other  ways. 

The  manufacture  of  unfermented  grape  juice  has  only  re- 
cently been  imdertaken  in  California,  and  the  Calwa  Products 
Company,  with  headquarters  at  San  Francisco,  is  now  placing 
on  the  market  Calwi  Grape  Juice,  both  in  red  (made  from  the 
/infandel  grape)  and  white  (made  from  the  Muscat  grape), 
put  up  in  quarts,  pints,  half  pints  and  quart^er  pints.

l  tained  b}-  the  United  States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company 
I  Wasliington,  I).  C,  to  represent  the  interests  of  its  distillery 
1(1  brewery  patrons,  the  Internal  Kevo^nue  Bureau  has  issued  at 
irious  times  a  number  of  important  rulings  or  decisions  which 
,ve  proven  of  vital  importance  to  the  interests  of  the  distillers 
d  brewers  in  general. 

The  most  recent  and  perhaps  the  more  important  victory 
kined  by  the  Judge  was  his  successful  effort  in  having  the 
(iinmissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  rule  that  in  the  event  spirits 
ere  seized  and  sold  by  the  Government  to  satisfy  the  tax  on 
irits  produced,  the  Government  had  no  right  whatever  to  call 
lion  the  surety  for  the  tax. 

It  would  seem  to  any  fair-minded  individual  that  a  claim 
hen  once  paid  or  adjusted  cannot  legally  be  collected  a  second 
lae,  nevertheless  the  Federal  Government  has  heretofore  taken 
^e  stand  that  even  though  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
?  the  property  Avere  to  pay  the  tax,  it  had  a  perfect  and  legal 
^lit  to  also  call  upon  the  surety  on  the  annual  bond. 
As  these  most  unjust  conditions  had  prevailed  for  a  long  time 
1(1  naturally  had  worked  a  j^feat  hardship  on  those  signing 

hinds,  the  legal  representative  of  The  United  States  Fidelity 
(inaranty  Company  at  Washington  concluded  to  take  up  the 
utter  and  accordingly  on  July  1,  1908  prepared  and  submitted 
brief  to  the  Honorable  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
king  a  stand  as  to  the  injustice  done  by  the  Government  with 
si)ect  to  these  bonds.  The  Commissioner  concurred  in  every 
lint  made  by  Judge  Hough  as  may  be  seen  by  the  following 
1  lact  from  his  reply : 

hold  in  this  connection  that  the  primary  interest  the  Government  has  in 

IS  seized  because  of  violation  of  the  law  on  the  part  of  the  distiller  is 

■oUection  of  the  tax  due  on  said  spirits. 


"There  is  neither  law  nor  equity  in  a  proposition  which  contemplates  the 
collection  of  $2.20  per  gallon  Instead  of  $1.10  per  gallon  upon  distilled  spirits, 
and  it  is  only  to  insure  the  collection  of  $1.10  per  gallon  that  the  bonding 
companies  act  as  surety  for  distillers. 

"It  is  urged  on  the  other  hand  that  when  an  unlawful  act  on  the  part  of 
the  distiller  has  subjected  untax-paid  spirits  in  the  warehouse  to  seizure 
that  the  spirits  are  at  once  confiscated  and  become  the  property  of  the  Gov- 
ernment; that  upon  the  sale  of  said  spirits  by  the  Marshal  he  must  first 
purchase  stamps  to  pay  the  tax  upon  the  aggregate  number  of  gallons  of 
said  spirits  and  place  stamps  upon  the  said  packages  so  that  they  may  be- 
come legally  marketable,  and  that  the  payment  of  the  tax  upon  the  spirits 
in  this  way  does  not  relieve  the  bonding  company  of  its  obligation  to  pay  an 
additional  tax  of  $1.10  per  gallon  upon  the  same  aggregate  number  of  gallons 
sold  by  the  Marshal. 

"I  cannot  concur  in  such  a  view  of  the  matter.  If  the  bonding  company  is 
to  pay  $1.10  per  gallon,  that  amount  is  necessarily  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing the  sufficient  number  of  internal  revenue  stamps  necessary  to  make 
the  aggregate  number  of  gallons  of  said  spirits  lawfully  marketable,  when, 
as  a  matter  of  tact,  the  stamps  have  already  been  purchased,  placed  upon 
the  packages  and  the  packages  sent  out  into  the  open  market.  As  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  bonding  company  was  simply  to  guarantee  that  every  gallon  of 
said  spirits  placed  in  the  warehouse  would  be  made  marketable  by  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  thereon,  I  cannot  see  how  it  can  be  contended  that  the  obli- 
gation of  the  bonding  company  has  not  been  canceled  when  the  spirits  have 
been  tax-paid,  stamped  and  made  lawfully  marketable." 

Judge  Hough  was  formerly  solicitor  for  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  and  is  thoroughly  posted  on  all  Internal  Rev- 
enue laws  and  rulings.  He  is  retained  by  The  United  States 
Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company  for  the  express  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing to  its  patrons  any  information  regarding  revenue  mat- 
ters that  they  may  desire. 


Judge  Thompson,  sitting  in  the  Federal  Circuit  Court  ,  at 
Cincinnati,  on  August  6,  granted  Fleischmann  &  Co.  an  injunc- 
tion in  the  spirits  branding  case,  effective  August  7.  This  adds 
another  distillery  to  those  already  having  secured  injunctions 
against  the  new  rulings  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue.

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Joint  Pure  Food  Committee  Goes  Into  Action 


A  DISPATCH  from  Mackinac  Island,  Michigan,  of  August 
9th,  announces  certain  standards  set  by  the  Joint  Pure 
Food  (^onimittee  during  tlie  convention  of  the  Association  of 
Food  and  Dairy  DepartmAit  at  that  place.  This  is  the  com- 
mittee that  was  appointed  by  President  Roosevelt  and  the 
standards  formed  by  them  are  practically  official  and  are  ex- 
pected to  govern  in  the  manufacture  of  the  articles  enumerated. 
The  standards  as  applied  to  the  wine  and  liquor  and  beer  in- 
dustries are  given  herewith : 

F.     Beverages. 

1.  Malt  liquor  is  a  beverage  made  by  the  alcoholic  fermentation  of  an 
Infusion,  in  potable  water,  of  barley  malt  and  hops,  with  or  without  unmalted 
grains,  decorticated  and  degerminated  grains. 

2.  Beer  is  a  malt  liquor  produced  by  bottom  fermentation  and  contains, 
in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  at  20  degrees  C,  not  less  than  five 
(5)  grams  of  extractive  matter  and  sixteen  one-hundredths  (0.16)  gram  of 
ash,  chiefly  potassium  phosphate,  and  not  less  than  two  and  twenty-five 
hundredths  (2.25)  grams  of  alcohol. 

3.  Lager  beer,  stored  beer,  is  beer  which  has  been  stored  in  casks  for  a 
period  at  least  three  months,  and  contains  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centi- 
meters at  20  degrees  C.  not  less  than  five  (5)  grams  of  extractive  matter 
and  sixteen  one-hundredths  (0.16)  gram  of  ash,  chiefly  potassium  phosphate, 
and  not  less  than  two  and  fifty  one-hundredths  (2.50)  grams  of  alcohol. 

4.  Malted  beer  is  beer  made  of  an  Infusion,  in  potable  water,  of  barley, 
malt  and  hops,  and  contains,  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters  at  20 
degrees  C,  not  less  than  five  (5)  grams  of  extractive  matter,  nor  less  than 
two-tenths  (0.2)  gram  of  ash,  chiefly  potassium  phosphate,  nor  less  than  two 
and  twenty-five  hundredths  (2.25)  grams  of  alcohol,  nor  less  than  four-tenths 
(0.4)  gram  of  crude  protein  (niirogen  x  6.25). 

5.  Ale  Is  a  malt  liquor  produced  by  top  fermentation  and  contains  in  one 
hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters  at  20  degrees  C,  not  less  than  two  and 
seventy-five  hundredths  (2.75)  grams  of  alcohol,  nor  less  than  five  (5)  grams 
of  extract,  and  not  less  than  sixteen  one-hundredths  (0.16)  gram  of  ash, 
chiefiy  potassium  phosphate. 

6.  Porter  and  sout  are  varieties  of  malt  liquors  made  in  part  from  highly 
roasted  malt. 

Spirituous  Liquors. 

1.  Distilled  spirit  is  the  distillate  obtained  from  a  fermented  mash  of 
cereals,  molasses,  sugars,  fruits  or  other  fermentable  substances,  and  con- 
tains all  the  volatile  flavors,  essential  oils  and  o.her  substances  derived 
directly  from  the  materials  used,  and  the  higher  alcohols,  ethers,  acids  and 
other  volatile  bodies  congeneric  with  ethyl  alcohol  produced  during  fer- 
mentation which  are  carried  over  at  the  ordinary  temperatures  of  dia.illation 
and  the  principal  part  of  which  is  higher  alcohols  estimated  as  amylic. 

2.  Alcohol,  cologne  spirit,  neutral  spirit,  velvet  spirit  or  silent  spirit  is 
distilled  spirit  from  which  all  or  practically  all  of  its  constituents  except 
ethyl  alcohol  and  water  are  separated,  and  contains  not  less  than  94.9  per 
cent  (189.8  proof)  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol. 

3.  New  whisky  is  the  properly  distilled  spirit  from  the  properly  prepared 
and  properly  fermented  mash  of  malted  grain  or  of  grain  the  starch  of  which 
has  been  hydrolyzed  by  malt;  la  has  an  alcoholic  strength  corresponding  to 
the  excise  laws  of  the  various  countries  in  which  it  is  produced,  and  contains 
in  100  liters  of  proof  spirit  not  less  than  100  grams  of  the  various  substances 
other  than  ethyl  alcohol  derived  from  the  grain  from  which  it  is  made,  and 
of  those  produced  during  fermentation,  the  principal  part  of  which  consists 
of  higher  alcohols  estimated  as  amylic. 

4.  Whisky  (potato  whisky)  is  new  whisky  which  has  been  stored  in  wood 
not  less  than  four  years  without  any  artificial  heat  save  that  which  may  be 
imparted  by  warming  the  storehouse  to  ;ihe  usual  temperature,  and  contains 
in  100  liters  of  proof  spirit  not  less  than  200  grams  of  the  substances  found 
in  new  whisky  save  as  they  are  changed  or  eliminated  by  storage  and  of 
those  produced  as  secondary  bodies  during  aging;  and  in  addition  thereto, 
the  substances  extracted  from  the  casks  in  which  it  has  been  stored.  It 
contains,  when  prepared  for  consumption  as  permitted  by  the  Regulations 
of  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  not  less  than  45  per  cent  by  volume  of 
ethyl  alcohol,  and,  if  no  statement  is  made  concerning  its  alcoholic  strength, 
it  contains  not  less  than  50  per  cent  of  ethyl  alcohol  by  volume,  as  prescribed 
by  law. 

5.  Rye  whisky  is  whisky  in  the  manufacture  of  which  rye,  either  in  a 
malted  condition  or  with  sufficient  barley  or  rye  mal;  to  hydrolyze  the 
starch,  is  the  only  grain  used. 

6.  Bourbon  whisky  is  a  whisky  made  in  Kentucky  from  a  mash  of  Indian 
corn  and  rye  and  barley  malt,  of  which  Indian  corn  forms  more  than  50 
per  cent. 


7.  Corn  whisky  is  whisky  made  from  malted  Indian  corn,  or  of  Intli 
corn,  the  starch  of  which  has  been  hydrolized  by  barley  malt. 

8.  Blended  whisky  is  a  mixture  of  two  or  more  whiskies.  j 

9.  Scotch  whisky  is  whisky  made  in  Scotland  solely  from  barley  m;\ 
in  ihe  drying  of  which  peat  has  been  used.    It  contains  in  100  liters  of  pn' 
spirit   not   less   than   150   grams   of  the   various   substances   prescribed 
whisky  exclusive  of  those  extracted  from  the  cask. 

10.  Iri-sh  whisky  is  whisky  made  in  Ireland,  and  conforms  in  the  proj 
tions  of  its  various  ingredients  to  Scotch  whisky,  save  that  it  may  be  nu 
of  the  same  ma\erials  as  prescribed  for  whisky,  and  the  malt  used  is  i 
dried  over  peat.' 

11.  New  rum  is  properly  distilled  spirit  made  from  the  properly  fermeni 
clean,  sound  juice  of  the  sugar  cane,  the  clean,  sound  massecuite  made  the 
from,  clean,  sound  molasses  from  the  massecuite,  or  any  sound,  clean  int 
mediate  product  save  sugar,  and  contains  in  100  liters  of  proof  spirit  no;  li 
than  100  grams  of  the  volatile  flavors,  oils  and  other  substances  derived  fn 
the  materials  of  which  it  is  made,  and  of  the  substances  congeneric  with  t 
ethyl  alcohol  produced  during  fermen  ation,  which  are  carried  over  at  t 
ordinary  temperature  of  distillation,  the  principal  part  of  which  is  higl 
alcohols  estimated  as  amylic. 

12.  Rum  (potable  rum)  is  new  rum  stored  not  less  than  four  years 
wood  without  any  artificial  heat  save  tha:  which  may  be  imparted  by  wai 
ing  the  storehouse  to  the  usual  temperature  and  contains  in  100  liters 
proof  Spirit  not  less  than  175  grams  of  the  substances  found  in  new  ii 
save  as  .ihey  are  changed  or  eliminated  by  storage,  and  of  those  produced 
secondary  bodies  during  aging;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  the  substaiK 
extracted  from  the  casks.  It  contains,  when  prepared  for  consumption 
permitted  by  the  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  not  li 
■  han  45  per  cent  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol,  and,  if  no  statement  is  m; 
concerning  its  alcoholic  strength,  it  contains  not  less  than  50  per  cent 
volume  of  ethyl  alcohol  as  prescribed  by  law. 

13.  New  brandy  is  a  properly  distilled  spirit  made  from  wine  and  conta

EDITOR  WixE  AND  Si'iKiT  REVIEW — Dear  Sir:  1  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  your  subscribers  and  advertisers — 
in  fact  the  trade  generally — are  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
consistent  and  well  judged  fight  you  are  putting  up  in  the  cause 
of  personal  fre(^doni,  and  the  method  you  have  adopted  to  over- 
come the  prohibition  craze.  As  to  the  latter,  however,  it  ap- 
pears to  me  and  others  in  the  whisky  business,  that  you  have 
sided  somewhat  too  much  with  the  so-called  "Sbarboro  doc- 
trine," which  advocates  the  exclusive  use  of  dry  wines  and  light 
beers,  carrying  only  a  small  percentage  of  alcohol.  This  fact 
has  led  me  to  write  to  you,  because  I  believe  that  the  united 
efforts  of  the  liquor  trade  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  stem 
the  tide  of  prohibition  throughout  the  country. 

Certainly  I  agree  with  Mr.  Sbarboro  that  the  use  of  light 
wines  and  beers  is  conducive  to  true  temperance,  which  I  desire 
to  see  predominate  among  our  people  as  much  as  he  does,  but  it 
does  not  appear  impossible  to  me  that  such  should  be  the  case, 
with  the  whisky  trade  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  Model 
License  League  has  demonstrated  that  by  proper  management, 
enforced  under  stringent  police  laws,  the  retailer  may  become 
a  strong  factor  in  favor  of  temperance.  At  the  same  time  the 
Pure  Food  act  insures  good  spirituous  liquors,  which  when 
properly  distributetl  among  consumers  will  not  caxise  or  en- 
courage intoxication. 

Of  course  there  exists  in  all  countries  a  small  minority  which 
will  get  drunk  upon  eA^ery  available  opportunity,  but  surely  our 
police  laws  can  be  so  formed  to  deal  with  such  as  they  deserve. 

No  one  can  deplore  the  many  and  various  evils  arising  from 
intoxication  more  than  I  do,  but  it  is  impossible  to  rid  the 
country  of  this  curse  by  legislation.  It  has  been  tried  in  Maine 
and  elsewhere,  I  believe,  for  the  past  fifty  years,  without  success, 
and  Mr.  Sbarboro  is  my  authority  for  saying  that  there  is  now 
more  intoxication  in  Maine,  in  proportion  to  the  population, 
than  in  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  If  it  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated  that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit,  and  I  am  sure 
that  it  has,  what  is  the  good  of  following  a  useless  practice  any 
longer?  In  my  opinion  wines,  beers  and  Avhiskies  must  be 
Judged  together,  and  that  it  is  impossible  for  my  friend  Mr. 
Sbarboro  to  make  fish  of  one  and  fowl  of  the  other.  If  I  am 
right,  and  we  must  stand  together  at  the  bar  of  public  opiniou, 
why  in  the  name  of  all  that  is  sensible,  should  we  not  unite  in 
our  answer  to  those  crazy  fanatics,  who  with  religious  mania 
and  political  cunning  are  attempting  to  destroy  the  vast  and 
important  interests  that  Ave  represent? 

The  time  for  half  measures  is  passed,  neither  the  Avine,  the 


beer  nor  the  spirit  interest  can  stand  alone  against  this  over 
Avhelming  flood  of  tyranical  fanaticism  Avhich  is  fast  destroyini 
our  perstmal  lil)erty.  Therefore,  Avhy  should  Ave  not  stand  to 
gether  and  fight  in  unison  this  so-called  "Avave  of  prohibition"? 
As  an  instance  of  A\-hat  can  be  done  by  this  course  of  action,  it 
may  be  stated  that  the  associate  membership  of  the  Royal  Arch, 
composed  of  brewei-s,  Avholesale  liquor  dealers  and  allied  indus- 
tries, have  routed  the  enemy  in  sixteen  towns  in  California  and 
two  in  Arizona  during  the  past  five  months.  So  far  only  tli( 
California  ^Vine  Association  and  the  Italian-SAviss  Colony  havi 
joined  this  membership,  Avhat  is  AA'anted  is  the  entire  wine 
industry — both  groAvers  and  Avine  makers. 

While  I  haA'e  nothing  but  the  most  kindly  feelings  for  Mr. 
Sbarboro,  and  a  very  high  opinion  of  his  ability,  I  much  feai 
that  his  attempt  to  match  the  Avine  interest  against  the  Avatcr 
Avagon  single  handed,  Avill  prove  a  failure.  In  my  opinion  not 
only  all  liquor  interests,  but  all  industrial  interests  directlv 
or  indirectly  connected  Avith  them,  Avill  be  needed  to  gain  ii 
victory  for  personal  freedom.  Therefore,  I  say  let  us.  all  Avork 
together,  begin  at  once  to  drill  for  the  encounter  and  permit  no 
dissensions  in  the  ranks,  for  unity  is  in  truth  strength.

More  Reciprocity  Trouble 


THE  Reciprocity  Treaty  between  the  Netherlands  and  the 
United  States,  Avas  signed  by  tlie  President,  and  in  effect 
Julj'  14tli,  1908.  As  there  are  certain  formal  ceremonials  to  be 
performed  in  the  diplomatic  line,  the  application  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  treaty  has  not  been  announced  by  a  Presidential 
proclamation,  at  this  writing.  However,  this  official  statement 
will  soon  be  received. 

The  completion  of  the  treaty  means  several  things  to  the 
trade,  and  the  manufacturer  of  gins  and  cordials  in  the  United 
States.  The  flat  provision  of  the  treaty  provides  for  a  reduction 
of  50  cents  a  gallon  on  Holland  gins  and  cordials.  To  the  liijuor 
trade  of  the  Ignited  States  this  means  a  reduction  of  about  |2.25 
per  case  on  Holland  gins  and  the  same  on  cordials. 

This  should  prove  to  be  a  severe  blow  to  the  sophisticators 
who  are  a  pest  in  the  market  and  who  will  find  it  difficult  to 
compete  under  the  new  c(mditi(ms.  It  will  also  Avork  an  un- 
deserved hardship  upon  the  legitimate  manufacturers  of  do- 
mestic gins.  We  do  not  know  Avhat  kind  of  a  swap  the  Govern- 
ment has  made  with  our  Dutch  friends,  but  it  is  certain  to  have 
been  a  jug-handled  proposition  benefiting  some  other  industry 
to  the  detriment  of  the  gin  distillers. 


Want  Our  Industries  Protected 


THE  movement  recently  inaugurated  to  protect  the  industries 
of  California  begins  to  e.xcite  active  interest.  Chainneii 
of  the  several  sub-cfunmittces  of  the  California  Tariff  Revisicm 
('ommittee  are  asked  in  letters,  individually  addressed,  to  pre- 
f>are  as  early  as  possible,  arguments  in  which  there  shall  be  set 
forth  the  necessity  for  the  tariff  protection  of  products  of  t'i  s 
State,  and  also  dealing  with  the  question  whether  the  exis  i;^ 
tariff  (m  California  products  should  be  maintained  ()r  increas.'d. 
Each  chairman  of  a  sub-committee  is  also  requested  to  pr.'p.i"! 
statistics  relating  to  acreage,  cost  of  handling  products  and  the 
disadvantage  to  overcome  in  competing  with  similar  articles 
imported  into  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries.  These 
reipiests  have  been  made  by  Arthur  R.  Rriggs,  chairman  of  the 
Ceneral  Committee,  and  he  lias  addressed  his  colleagues  vigor- 


ously concerning  the  points  involved. 

This  move  marks  the  opening  of  a  campaign  fraught  with  im- 
portant conse(iuences  to  California.  A  mere  enumeraticm  of 
the  committees  is  sufficient  to  indicate  the  wide  scope  that  the 
work  will  take.  Sub-committees  have  been  assigned  to  the  fol- 
lowing classes:  Citrus  fruits,  nuts,  wine  and  brandy,  raisins  and 
dried  grapes,  olives  and  olive  oil,  beet  sugar,  deciduous  green 
fruits,  dried  fruits  other  than  raisins  and  dried  grapes,  hops, 
lumber,  minerals,  manufactured  goods,  and  miscellaneous  pro- 
ducts. 

The  field  of  labor  includes  the  protection  of  industries  that 
represent  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  of  invested  capital 
and  that  add  many  millions  of  dollars  to  the  wealth  of  the  State 
annually.  These  industries  give  employment  to  an  army  of 
men,  women  and  children,  distributed  throughout  Ualifornia. 
In  the  general  question  of  protection  to  home  industries  all  per- 
s(ms  in  this  State  are  financially  concerned.  The  need,  there- 
fore, for  immediate  and  concerted  action  is  obvious.  The  extent 
of  the  damage  that  must  fall  on  this  State  if  the  tariff  on  its 
products  is  tinkered  with  detrimentally,  will  be  made  to  appear 
in  figures  and  text. 


Hope  for  Los  Qatos 


""THE  frequency  with  which  communities  are  manifesting  their 
■*•  disgust  with  the  puritanical  methods  of  prohibition  are 
steadily  on  the  increase.  One  of  the  most  recent  as  well  as 
notable  examples  is  Los  Gatos,  Santa  Clara  County.  In  Ajjril, 
1906,  when  the  question  of  saloons  or  no  saloons  in  the  town 
Mas  submitted  to  the  people  the  prohibition  cranks  won  by  a 
small  majority.  The  towij  became  dry  and  tlie  business  inter- 
ests languished.  Even  the  hotels  had  to  close,  for  tourists 
avoided  the  place.  Last  April  the  (piestion  was  again  submit- 
ted to  the  people  and  prohibition  again  won.  Rusiness  sagged 
still  more  and  hotels  and  storekeepers  suffered  keenly.  Now 
note  the  change. 

When  the  primary  election  came  along  the  regular  R(>i)ul)- 
lican  party  put  forward  a  preacher,  the  pastor  of  the  Los  Gatos 
Raptist  Church,  as  candidate  for  State  Senator  from  the  Twen- 
ty-seventh Senatorial  district  in  oppoMition  to  (ie()rg(>  S.Walker, 
the  present  efficient  incumbent.  This  preacher.  Palmer  by 
name,  had  been  a  most  ardent  pi'ohibiticm  howler  during  pre- 
vious camjmigns  and  Avas  a  shining  light  in  that  pestiferous 
crowd.  The  business  men,  however,  could  not  stand  the  dry 
town  rule  any  longer,  so  they  called  a  special  meeting  and 
organiz(Hl  an  Independent  Republican  Club.  On  August  11th 
when  the  votes  were  counted  the  A\'alker  delegates  had  180 
Avhile  Preacher  Palmer's  delegates  had  only  117. 

This  repudiation  of  Preacher  I'almer  shows  that  Los  Gatos 
is  getting  tired  of  prohibition.  Senatiu-  Walker  has  served 
faithfully  in  the  L(>gislature  for  eight  years,  four  years  in  the 
Assembly  and  four  years  in  the  Senate.  He  is  broad-minded 
and  the  li(|uor  and  wine  interests  of  the  State  can  de])end  upon 
iiim  as  heretofore  in  the  halls  of  legislati(m.  Not  only  is  this 
victory  of  Senator  Walker  important  to  the  trade,  but  Los 
(Jatos  sh(mld  be  congratulated  in  taking  a  bold  stand  for  lib- 
ertA'  as  against  oppressive  fanaticism. 


Judge  Kennedy  of  Omaha,  has  rendered  a  decision  that  a  cor- 
porati(m  cannot  be  licensed  to  sell  liipior  in  Nebraska.  This 
decision,  if  it  is  uphehl,  will  be  of  sweeping  importance,  as  it  has 
been  the  custom  in  Nebraska  to  issue  licenses  to  corporations, 
brewery,  distillery  and  Avholesale  liquor  dealer.

MAJOIMIENUV  ('.  HELL,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  and 
for  twelve  yeavH  Internal  Kevenne  Collector  of  the  Fourth 
District,  at  Sacramento,  California,  died  at  his  home  in  that 
city  on  July  30th,  after  a  linf^ering  illness.  The  ^lajor  was  one 
of  the  hest  known  men  in  the  internal  revenue  service  of  the 
Coast  and  served  with  distinction  in  the  Civil  War.  Prior  to 
his  entering;  political  life,  Mr.  IJell  was  a  leadin<>-  nu>rchant  of 
Oroville  for  many  years.  He  was  known  as  a  man  of  sterling 
character  and  a  kindly  nature  which  won  and  kept  him  a  long 
list  of  friends  who  regret  his  demise.

H.  P.  Wichman 


HP.  WICHMAN,  senior  member  of  the  wholesale  firm  of 
•  Wichman,  Lutgen  &  Co.  of  this  city,  died  on  the  3d  inst., 
at  AVrights,  in  the  mountains  of  Santa  Cruz  County,  where  he 
had  been  staying  for  his  health.  The  call  was  unexpected,  but 
Mrs.  Wichman  was  able  to  reach  his  bedside  from  their  Ala- 
meda home,  shortly  before  her  husband  expired.  Mr.  Wichman 
was  a  native  of  Germany,  and  fifty-six  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  ca:nt  <^o  America  as  a  young  man,  and  through 
honesty  and  hard  work  prospered.  He  was  married  thirty-one 
years  ago  to  a  Miss  Minna  Sitter.  The  widow  and  six  children 
survive  him.  Mr.  Wichman  was  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows 
and  also  belonged  to  several  German  benevolent  organizations. 
The  business  of  Wichman,  Lutgen  &  Co.  will  be  continued  as 
heretofore. 


Captain  Gustave  Niebaum 


WE  have  to  chnmicle  the  death  of  Captain  Gustave  Nie- 
baum, president  of  the  Alaska  Commercial  Companj', 
but  better  known  to  the  wine  men  as  the  OAvner  of  the  once 
famous  Inglenook  Vineyard  and  Winery.  Captain  Niebaum 
was  a  man  of  ample  a\  ealth  and  his  interest  in  the  wine  industry 
Avas  largely  a  fad.  The  Inglenook  cellar  for  its  conipletene-^s 
and  artistic  features  has  no  e(iual  in  the  State,  considering  its 
size.  IJefore  the  phylloxera  interfered,  the  wines  from  Ingle- 
nook largely  aided  in  establishing  a  good  name  for  California 
wines.  Inglenook  is  one  of  the  show  jilaces  of  Nai)a  County, 
and  there  Captain  Niebaum  had  for  many  j^ears  maintained  a 
niagnificent  country  home. 

Ever  since  the  Alaska  Commercial  (^'ompany  was  organized 


Captain  Niebaum  had  been  a  prominent  figure  in  it.  For  years 
he  spent  most  of  his  time  in  the  Arctic  perfecting  that  remark- 
able series  of  i)0sts  on  the  Yukon  and  along  the  coast  from  St. 
ilichael  clear  up  under  the  Arctic  Circle,  whidi  did  so  much  to 
make  the  company  a  great  financial  success. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Captain  Niebaum  was  nearly  67 
years  of  age. 


Public  Opinion  on  the  Prohibition  Theory. 

nnillS  is  what  the  Chattanooga  Times  has  recently  said: 
•■■  The  Chattanooga  Times  has  the  undisputed  verdict  of  a 
half  century  of  experience  in  this  country  for  believing  that 
prohibition  does  iiot  prohibit;  that  no  law  that  cannot  punish 
the  buyer  of  a  commodity  can  reach  the  seller;  that  without  the 
support,  earnest  and  unqualified  indor.sement  of  a  determined 
public  sentiment  no  law  undertaking  to  forcibly  control  that 
sentiment  can  or  will  be  enforced;  that  such  failure  to  enforce 
a  statutory'  prohibitive  law  breeds  contempt  for  all  law,  drives 
crime  and  vice  into  hiding  and  ccmimits  the  community  to  a 
period  of  uncertainty,  of  open  disharmony  among  peoi)le  of 
varying  opinions  and  is  in  most  respects  wor.se  even  than  no 
law. 


One  can  scarcely  credit  the  report  that  Presidential  Nominee 
Chapin,  of  the  Prohibition  party,  made  the  announcement  that 
in  case  of  his  electicm  he  would  call  out  the  militia,  the  regular 
army  and  the  navy  and  enforce  prohibition  on  every  inch  of 
territory  under  the  American  flag.  While  his  election  is  such 
a  certain  impossibility  that  he  could  safely  make  the  threat 
without  any  danger  of  being  called  upon  to  fulfill  it,  yet  the 
language  is  .so  intemperate  that  it  could  hardly  have  been 
uttered  by  an  intelligent  man.  Prohibition  of  the  sale  of  liquor 
is  about  as  effective  as  the  prohibition  of  murder,  in  proportion 
to  the  seriousness  of  the  offense.  It  would  be  as  sensible  to 
talk  of  calling  out  the  militia  to  enforce  the  murder  laws  as  to 
use  the  .same  means  of  enforcing  a  liquor  law. 


The  parties  who  have  contracted  Avith  the  Agricultural  So- 
ciety Directors  to  put  on  the  locomotive  head-on  collision  at  the 
coming  State  Fair  have  been  fortuimte  in  securing  two  nnmster 
engines  for  the  purpose,  one  of  them  the  famous  999.  This  engine 
is  immense  in  every  respect,  and  has  a  record  a  mile  l<mg,  for 
many  wild  dashes  down  steep  mountains  through  burning  for- 
ests, across  dangerous  bridges  and  through  dark  and  gruesome 
tunnels,  and  after  its  many  yi'ars  of  narrow  escapes  and  daring 
exploits,  whose  wording  in  descriptive  volume  would  cover  per- 
haps a  thousand  pages,  it  will  meet  its  awful  but  spectacular 
finish  in  a  duel  to  the  death  Avith  a  younger,  but  equally  as  fam- 
ous an  opiMinent  at  the  great  State  Fair  of  1908.

The  handsome  bar,  well  supplied  with  a 
fine  stock  of  wines  and  liijuors  is  faced  by  a  most  inviting  lunch 
table.  A  striking  feature  of  this  well  arranged  establishment 
is  the  curtained  reading  room  with  open  fire  place  and  comfort- 
able chairs.  It  shows  the  visitor  clearly  that  Mr.  Roeder  is  most 
desirous  to  cater  to  his  guests'  wants  and  offer  "all  the  comforts 
of  a  home."  Mr.  Roeder's  popularity  will  rest  largely  upcm  the 
fact  that  he  desires  to  give  as  well  as  to  take,  and  anybody  who 
pays  a  visit  to  his  Buffet  will  appreciate  his  well  directed  efforts 
to  properly  entertain  him.

Of  course,  there  is  a  mui 
smaller  crop  of  wine  grapes  this  year  than  last  season,  and  froi 
that  one  would  draw  the  conclusion  that  the  price  would  l| 
forced  up  to  even  a  liigher  notch  than  it  attained  in  1907.  Ho' 
ever,  the  small  production  does  not  appear  to  keep  the  price  ii| 
or  give  any  indication  of  the  price  being  pushed  up  to  a  figti 
somewhere  near  last  year's  notch. 

"On  the  contrary,  there  is  v(^ry  little  demand  for  wine,  coufi 
quently  the  vintage  of  last  season's  crop  lies  in  cooperage  at  tl 
wineries.  AVliat  the  probable  price  will  be  Avhen  the  growci 
begin  to  haul  their  grapes  to  tlie  ditferent  wineries  I  can't  sa; 
as  I  haven't  the  least  idea  at  the  present  time. 

"In  fact,  I  don't  think  any  prices  have  been  offered  to  t^ 
growers  or  even  a  suggestion  made  by  any  of  the  AAlne  Assods 
tion  officials  as  to  what  might  be  offered." 


Yolo  County  Has  Bumper  Grape  Crop

We  are  glad  to  leani  that  a  victory  for  freedom  has  been 
gained  in  West  Seattle  and  that  the  saloons  are  again  doing 
business  and  being  well  patronized  at  the  same  old  stands. 


Moscow,  Idaho,  is  now  a  dry  town  and  all  saloons  are  closed. 
It  is  expected  in  the  case  of  the  arrests  for  purchasing  liquor 
that  which  ever  side  wins  in  the  District  Court,  an  appeal  will 
be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court. 


Cold  water  cranks  are  conducting  an  anti-liquor  campaign 
in  New  ^lexico  to  secure  a  prohibition  plank  in  the  constitution 
when  Statehood  is  grantwl.  It  is  being  waged  along  similar 
lines  to  those  followed  in  Oklahoma. 


News  comes  from  Victoria,  B.  C.,  that  the  Yukon  Territorial 
Legislature  has  agreed  to  abolish  all  saloons  in  the  territory 
including  Dawson  City  and  do  away  with  dance  halls.  And  a 
bill  to  that  effect  has  been  introduced. 


The  brewery  at  Moscow,  Idaho,  operated  by  Fred  Franci,  was 
recently  destrojed  by  fire,  causing  a  loss  of  about  .f20,000,  onl^' 
partially  covered  by  insurance.  The  fire  is  believed  to  have 
been  incendiary.     The  brewery  is  to  be  rebuilt. 


At  New  Pine  Creek  a  novel  condition  prevails  as  to  prohi- 
bition. Half  the  town  is  in  Oregon  and  half  in  California.  The 
Oregon  portion  Avent  "dry,"  but  the  residents  have  only  to  step 
across  the  street  into  California,  to  get  all  the  spirituous  liquor 
they  may  desire.

It  also  closes  all  sahnms  from  1  to  G  o'clock  a.  m., 
and  limits  the  nundier  of  them  to  twent}'  until  the  city  shall 
have  a  population  of  20,000.

It  is  also  propos 
to  raise  the  li(iuor  license  of  hotels  and  restaurants  from 
to  |800  a  year.  This  is  favored  by  the  saloon  men,  who  decla 
the  present  low  license  fee  to  be  a  discrimination  against  the 


A  restraining  order  has  been  granted  by  the  Ignited  Stat 
District  Court,  enjoining  the  Benson-Thomas  Company,  who 
sale  liquor  dealers  at  1043  Market  street  in  this  city,  from 
any  way  disposing  of  the  property  of  the  company.

Open  communication  between  saloon  and  grocery,  where  such 
are  maintained  Jointly.  Separate  entrances  and  tight  partition 
between  should  be  provided. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  bring  about  a  correction  of  these  evils  and 
others  that  may  arise  in  future. 

When  complaint  reaches  us,  we  shall  at  once  begin  an  investi- 
gation, and  if  after  hearing  and  weighing  evidence,  we  conclude 
any  saloon  is  being  improjierly  conducted  and  is  a  menace  to 
the  respectability  and  good  of  the  saloon  and  liquor  interests 
in  general,  we  shall  urge,  Avith  all  the  power  at  our  command.

'To  collectors  of  internal  revenue: 

In  certain  collection  districts  where  high-proof  spirits  i 
produced,  collectors  and  gauging  officers  have  been  restraii 
by  the  court  from  carrying  out  the  regulations  of  this  Depa 
ment  at  distilleries  named  in  such  restraining  orders  as 
marking  of  what  was  formerly  denominated  pure,  neutral, 
cologne  spirits  as  alcohol. 

The  orders  of  the  court  also  require  that  the  product  hen 
named  should  be  marked  "spirits." 

Collectors  have  been  directed  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  coi 
in  this  respect,  but  that  the  marking  of  such  product  "spirii 
instead  of  "alcohol"  is  to  be  permitted  only  in  the  cases  of  \ 
distillers  in  whose  behalf  the  restraining  orders  are  issued. 

Collectors  are  now  informed  that  the  regulations,  Circu 
723,  herein  referred  to,  have  not  been  rescinded,  suspended, 
modified  and  must  be  strictly  observed  except  in  so  far  as  1 
proper  officers  are  restrained  by  orders  of  court  from  carryi 
into  effect  the  requirements  of  said  circular  as  to  the  mark! 
of  the  particular  form  of  distilled  spirits  above  referred  to, 
this  office,  in  view  of  the  oi^inion  of  the  Attorney-General,  d( 
not  accept  as  final  the  present  ruling  of  the  court  in  this  respe 

The  ])articular  form  of  distilled  spirits  in  question  will  si 
be  classified  as  alcohol,  and  for  pui-poses  of  identification 
the  records  and  returns  collectors  will  require  that  the  ser 
number  of  the  package  be  followed  by  a  letter  S  in  red  h 
Mhich  will  be  understood  to  mean  that  the  package  was  mark 
"spirits"  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  court. 

When  change  of  package,  either  actual  or  constructive, 
made  at  a  rectifying  house  or  on  the  premises  of  a  wholes; 
liquor  dealer  Avith  respect  to  packages  of  alcohol  marked  "sj: 
its"  under  the  order  of  the  court  as  above,  the  derived  iiackt 
will  be  marked  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
Circular  723.

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PROHIBITION  AND  SOCIAL  PSYCHOLOGY. 


By  HoGO  MuNSTERBKRG  in  McClures 


If  a  German  stands  up  to  talk  about  prohibition,  he  might  just  as  well  sit 
ilown  at  once,  for  every  one  in  America,  of  course,  knows  beforehand  what 
lie  is  going  to  say.  Worse,  every  one  knows  also  exactly  why  he  is  so  anx- 
ious to  say  it;  how  can  he  help  being  on  the  wrong  side  of  this  question? 
And  especially  if  he  has  been  a  student  in  Germany,  he  will  have  brought  the 
drinking  habit  along  with  him  from  the  Fatherland,  together  with  his  cigar 
smoking  and  card  playing  and  duelling.  It  a  poor  man  relies  on  his  five 
quarts  of  heavy  Munich  beer  a  day,  how  can  he  ever  feel  happy  if  he  is 
threatened  with  no  license  in  his  town  and  with  no  beer  in  his  stein?  Yet 
my  case  seems  slightly  different.  I  never  in  my  life  played  cards,  I  never 
tiiught  a  duel,  and  when  the  other  day  in  a  large  women's  college,  after  an 
iddress  and  a  reception,  the  lady  president  wanted  to  comfort  me  and  sug- 
;i'sted  that  I  go  into  the  next  room  and  smoke  a  cigar,  I  told  her  frankly 
ihat  I  could  do  it  if  it  were  the  rule  in  her  college,  but  that  it  would  be  my 
lirst  cigar.  With  beer  it  is  different.  Last  winter  in  traveling  I  was  for  some 
(lays  the  guest  of  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  who,  anticipating  the  visit  of  a 
('.ornian,  had  set  up  a  bottle  of  excellent  beer  as  a  welcome,  and  we  drank 
together  the  larger  part  of  the  bottle — but  I  think  that  is  my  only  case  in 
hite  years.  When  I  had  to  attend  a  Students'  "Commers,"  I  was  always  pro- 
tected by  the  thick  mug  through  which  no  one  could  discover  that  the  con- 
tents never  became  less  diiring  the  evening.  I  live  most  comfortably  in  a 
pleasant  temperance  town  which  will,  I  hope,  vote  no-license  year  by  year 
as  long  as  freshmen  stroll  over  the  old  Harvard  Yard.  And  although  I  hc-c 
liecome  pretty  much  Americanized^  I  have  never  drunk  a  cockta'' 

The  problem  of  prohibition,  thus,  does  not  affect  ray  thirst,  but  it  greatly 
interests  my  scientific  conscience;  not  as  a  German,  but  as  a  psychologist  I 
feel  impelled  to  add  a  word  to  the  discussion  which  is  suddenly  reverberating 
over  the  whole  country.  But  is  it  really  a  discussion  which  we  hear?  Is  it 
not  rather  a  one-sided  denunciation  of  alcohol,  repeated  a  million  times  with 
louder  and  louder  voice,  an  outcry  ever  swelling  in  its  vehemence?  On  the 
other  side  there  may  be  the  protests  of  the  distillers  and  brewers  and  wine- 
growers and  bottle-makers  and  saloon-keepers,  and  perhaps  some  timid  de- 
clarations of  thirsty  societies — but  such  protests  do  not  count,  since  they 
have  all  the  earmarks  of  selfishness;  they  are  ruled  out,  and  no  one  listens, 
just  as  no  one  would  consult  the  thieves  if  a  new  statute  against  pickpockets 
were  planned.  So  far  as  the  really  disinterested  public  is  concerned,  the 
discussion  is  essentially  one-sided.  If  serious  men  like  Cardinal  Gibbons 
raise  their  voices  in  a  warning  against  prohibition,  they  are  denounced  and 
overborne,  and  no  one  cares  to  imitate  them. 

The  Fundamental  Evil  of  American  Public  Opinion. 
It  has  been  seldom  indeed  that  the  fundamental  evil  of  American  public 
opinion  has  come  out  so  clearly;  namely,  that  no  one  dares  to  be  on  the 
unpopular  side;  just  as  in  fashion  and  social  life,  every  one  wants  to  be  "in 
it."  No  problem  has  in  America  a  fair  hearing  as  soon  as  one  side  has  he- 
come  the  fashion  of  mind.  Only  the  cranks  come  out  with  an  unbalanced, 
exaggerated  opposition  and  thus  really  help  the  cause  they  want  to  fight 
against.  The  well-balanced  thinkers  keep  quiet  and  simply  look  on  while 
the  movement  rushes  forward,  waiting  quietly  for  the  reaction  which  sets  in 
from  the  inner  absurdity  of  every  social  extreme.  The  result  is  too  often  an 
hysterical  zig-zag  movement,  where  fearlessness  might  have  found  a  middle 
way  of  steady  progress.  There  must  be  indeed  a  possible  middle  way  be- 
tween the  evil  of  the  present  saloon  and  the  not  lesser  evil  of  a  future  na- 
tional prohibition;  yet  if  this  one-sidedness  and  discussion  goes  on,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  foresee  after  the  legislative  experiences  of  the  last  year  that  the 
hysterical  movement  will  not  stop  until  prohibition  is  proclaimed  from  every 
State-house  between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific. 

Exaggerated  denunciation  of  the  prohibition  movement  is,  of  course,  in- 
effective. Whoever  simply  takes  sides  with  the  saloon-keeper  and  his  clien- 
tele— yes,  whoever  is  blind  to  the  colossal  harm  which  alcohol  has  brought 
and  is  now  bringing  to  the  whole  country — is  unfit  to  be  heard  by  those  who 
have  the  healthy  and  sound  development  of  the  nation  at  heart.  The  evils 
which  are  connected  with  the  drinking  habit  are  gigantic;  thousands  of  lives 
and  is  now  bringing  to  the  whole  country — is  unfit  to  be  heard  by  those  who 
and  poverty  and  crime  grow  up  where  alcohol  drenches  the  soil.  To  deny  it 
means  to  ignore  the  teachings  of  medicine  and  economics  and  criminology. 

But  is  this  undeniable  fact  really  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  prohibition? 
The  railroads  of  the  United  States  injured  last  year  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  persons  and  put  out  seven  thousand  hopeful  lives;  does  any  sane 
man  argue  that  we  ought  to  abolish  railroads?  The  stock  exchange  has 
brought  in  the  last  year  economic  misery  to  uncounted  homes,  but  even  at 
the  height  of  the  panic  no  one  wanted  to  destroy  the  market  for  industrial 
stocks.  How  much  crime  and  disaster  and  disease  and  ruin  have  come  into 
the  lives  of  American  youth  through  women,  and  yet  who  doubts  that  wo- 
men are  the  blessing  of  the  whole  national  life?  To  say  that  certain  evils 


come  from  a  certain  source  suggests  only  to  fools  the  hasty  annihilation  of 
the  source  before  studying  whether  greater  evils  might  not  result  from  its 
destruction,  and  without  asking  whether  the  evils  might  not  result  from  Its 
destruction,  and  without  asking  whether  the  evils  might  not  be  reduced,  and 
the  good  from  the  same  source  remain  untouched  and  untampered  with. 
Even  if  a  hollow  tooth  aches,  the  modern  dentist  does  not  think  of  pulling  it; 
that  would  be  the  remedy  of  the  clumsy  village  barber.  The  evils  of  drink 
exist,  and  to  neglect  their  cure  would  be  criminal,  but  to  rush  on  to  the  con- 
clusion that  every  vineyard  ought  therefore  to  be  devastated  is  unworthy  of 
the  logic  of  a  self-governing  nation.  The  other  side  has  first  to  show  its  case. 
"Better  England  Free  Than  England  Sober?" 
This  does  not  mean  that  every  argument  of  the  other  side  is  valid.  In 
most  of  the  public  protestations,  especially  from  the  Middle  West,  far  too 
much  is  made  of  the  claim  that  all  the  Puritanic  laws  and  the  whole  prohibi- 
tionist movement  are  an  interference  with  personal  liberty.  It  is  an  old 
aigument,  indeed,  "Better  England  free  than  England  sober."  For  public 
meetings  it  is  just  the  kind  of  protest  which  resounds  well  and  rolls  on  nobly. 
We  are  at  once  in  the  midst  of  the  "most  sacred"  rights.  Who  desires  that 
America,  the  idol  of  those  who  seek  freedom  from  the  tyranny  of  the  Old 
World,  shall  trample  on  the  right  of  personal  liberty?  And  yet  those  hun- 
dreds of  singing-societies  which  have  joined  in  this  outburst  of  moral  indig- 
nation have  forgotten  that  every  law  is  a  limitation  of  personal  liberty.  The 
demand  of  the  nation  must  limit  the  demands  of  the  individual,  even  if  it  is 
not  the  neighbor,  but  the  actor  himself  who  is  directly  hurt.  No  one  wants 
to  see  the  lottery  or  gambling-houses  or  the  free  sale  of  morphine  and 
cocaine  permitted,  or  slavery,  even  though  a  man  were  to  offer  himself  for 
sale,  or  polygamy,  even  though  all  wives  should  consent.  To  prevent  temp- 
tation toward  ruinous  activities  is  truly  the  State's  best  right,  and  no  injury 
to  personal  liberty.  The  German  reflects  gladly  how  much  more  the  German 
State  apparently  intrudes  upon  personal  freedom;  for  instance,  in  its 
splendid  State  insurance  for  old  age  and  accidents. 

To  be  sure,  from  this  German  viewpoint  it  is  hard  to  understand  why  the 
right  of  the  State  to  subordinate  personal  wishes  to  national  ones  should  not 
carry  with  it  a  duty  to  make  compensation.  To  him  the  actions  of  some 
Southern  States  appear  simply  as  the  confiscation  of  property.  When,  as 
has  happened,  a  captain  of  industry  erects,  for  instance,  a  most  costly 
brewery,  and  the  State  in  the  following  year  prohibits  the  sale  of  beer,  turn- 
ing the  large,  new  establishment  into  a  huge,  useless  ruin,  without  giving  the 
slightest  compensation,  the  foreigner  stands  aghast,  wondering  if  to- 
morrow a  party  which  believes  in  the  State  ownership  of  railroads  may  not 
prohibit  railroading  by  private  companies  without  any  payment  to  the 
present  owners. 

Yet  the  political  aspect  does  not  concern  the  social  psychologist.  I  abstract 
from  it  as  from  many  others.  There  is,  indeed,  no  limit  to  the  problems 
which  ought  to  be  studied  most  seriously  before  such  a  gigantic  revolution  is 
organized.  The  physician  may  ask  whether  and  when  alcohol  is  real  medi- 
cine, and  the  physiologist  may  study  whether  it  is  a  food  and  whether  it  is 
rightly  taken  as  helpful  to  nutrition;  but  this  is  not  our  problem.  The  theo- 
logians may  quarrel  as  to  whether  the  Bible  praises  the  wine  or  condemns 
the  drinker,  whether  Christ  really  turned  water  into  that  which  we  call  wine, 
and  whether  Christianity  as  such  stands  for  abstinence.  It  is  matter  for  the 
economist  to  ask  what  will  become  of  the  hundred  thousands  of  men  who 
are  working  to-day  in  the  breweries  and  related  industries.  A  labor  union 
claims  that  "over  half  a  million  men  would  be  thrown  out  of  employment  by 
general  prohibition,  who,  with  their  families,  would  make  an  army  of  a  mil- 
lion human  beings  robbed  of  their  means  of  existence."  And  the  economist, 
again,  may  consider  what  it  might  mean  to  take  out  the  license  taxes  from 
the  city  budgets  and  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  internal  revenue  from  the 
budget  of  the  whole  country.  It  is  claimed  that  the  brewers,  maltsters,  and 
distillers  pay  out  for  natural  and  manufactured  products,  for  labor,  trans- 
portation, etc.,  seven  hundred  million  dollars  annually;  that  their  aggregate 
investments  foot  up  to  more  than  three  thousand  liJHlions,  and  that  their 
taxes  contribute  three  hundred  and  fifty  millions  every  year  to  the  public 
treasuries.  Can  the  country  afford  to  ruin  an  industry  of  such  magnitude? 
Such  weighty  problems  cannot  be  solved  in  the  Carrie  Nation  style;  yet 
they  are  not  ours  here. 

The  Lonely  Drinker  of  the  Temperance  Town. 
Nearer  to  our  psychological  interest  comes  the  well-known  war-cry,  "Prohi- 
bition does  not  prohibit."  It  is  too  late  in  the  day  to  need  to  prove  it  by 
statistics;  every  one  knows  it.  No  one  has  traveled  in  prohibition  States 
who  has  not  seen  the  sickening  sight  of  drunkards  of  the  worst  order.  The 
drug-stores  are  turned  into  remunerative  bars,  and  through  hidden  channels 
whiskey  and  gin  flood  the  community.  The  figures  of  the  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  tell  the  story  publicly.    In  a  license  State 
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like  Massachusetts,  there  exists  one  retail  liquor  dealer  for  every  525  of 
population;  in  a  prohibition  State  like  Kansas,  one  for  every  366.  But  the 
secret  story  is  much  more-  alarming.  What  is  the  effect?  As  tar  as  the 
health  of  the  nation  and  its  mental  training  in  self-control  and  in  regulation 
of  desires  are  concerned,  the  result  must  be  dangerous,  because,  on  the 
whole,  it  eliminates  the  mild  beverages  in  favor  of  the  strong  drinks  and 
substitutes  lonely  drinking  for  drinking  in  social  company.  Both  are  psycho- 
logically and  physiologically  a  turn  to  the  worse.  It  is  not  the  mild  beer  and 
light  wine  which  are  secretly  imported;  it  is  much  easier  to  transport  and 
hide  whiskey  and  rum,  with  their  strong  alcoholic  power  and  stronger  effect 
on  the  nerve-cells  of  the  brain.  And  of  all  forms  of  drinking  none  is  more 
ruinous  than  the  solitary  drink,  as  soon  as  the  feeling  of  repugnance  has 
been  overcome;  there  is  no  limit  and  no  inhibition.  If  I  look  back  over  the 
last  years,  in  which  I  often  studied  the  effects  of  suggestion  and  hypnotism 
on  habitual  drinkers,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  it  was  in  most  cases  an 
easy  thing  to  cure  the  social  drinker  of  the  large  cities,  but  very  hard  to 
break  the  lonely  drinker  of  the  temperance  town.  Of  course,  prohibition 
reduces  somewhat  the  whole  quantity  of  consumption,  but  it  withdraws  the 
stimulant,  in  most  cases,  where  it  would  do  the  least  harm  and  intensifies 
the  harm  to  the  organism  where  it  is  most  dangerous. 

Our  Greatest  Danger — Disregard  for  Law. 

But  man  is  not  only  a  nervous  system.  Prohibition  forced  by  a  majority 
on  an  unwilling  minority  will  always  remain  a  living  source  of  the  spirit  of 
disregard  for  law.  Yet,  "unwilling"  minority  is  too  weak  an  epithet;  the 
question  is  of  a  minority  which  considers  the  arbitrary  rule  undemocratic, 
absurd,  immoral,  and  which  really  believes  that  it  is  justified  in  finding  a 
way  around  a  contemptible  law. 

Judges  know  how  rapidly  the  value  of  the  oath  sinks  in  courts  where  viola- 
tion of  the  prohibition  laws  is  a  frequent  charge,  and  how  habitual  perjury 
becomes  tolerated  by  respected  people.  The  city  politicians  know  still  better 
how  closely  blackmail  and  corruption  hang  together,  in  the  social  psychology, 
with  the  enforcement,  of  laws  that  strike  against  the  beliefs  and  traditions 
of  wider  circles.  The  public  service  becomes  degraded,  the  public  conscience 
becomes  dulled.  And  can  there  be  any  doubt  that  disregard  of  law  is  the  most 
dangerous  psychological  factor  in  our  present-day  American  civilization?  It 
is  not  lynch  law  which  is  the  worst;  the  crimes  against  life  are  twenty  times 
more  frequent  than  in  Europe,  and  as  for  the  evils  of  commercial  life  which 
have  raised  the  wrath  of  the  whole  well-meaning  nation  in  late  years,  has 
not  disregard  of  law  been  their  real  source?  In  a  popular  melodrama  the 
sheriff  says  solemnly:  "I  stand  here  tor  the  law";  and  when  the  other  shouts 
in  reply,  "I  stand  for  common  sense!"  night  after  night  the  public  breaks 
out  into  jubilant  applause.  To  foster  this  immoral  negligence  of  law  by  fab- 
ricating hasty,  ill-considered  la^TS  in  a  hysterical  mood,  laws  which  almost 
tempt  toward  a  training  in  violation  of  them,  is  surely  a  dangerous  experi- 
ment in  social  psychology. 

Are  We  About  to  Prohibit  IVIeat  and  Tea? 

Hasty  and  hysterical  that  kind  of  law-making  is  indeed.  Within  a  few 
years,  during  which  the  situation  itself  has  not  been  changed,  during  which 
no  new  discoveries  have  proved  the  right  or  necessity,  during  which  no  ex- 
perts have  reached  common  results,  the  wave  has  swung  to  a  devastating 
flood.  Who  let  it  loose?  The  psychologists  asked  to  decide,  or  the  physi- 
cians, or  the  physiologists,  or  the  snciologists,  or  any  one  who  has  studied 
the  problem  as  a  whole  with  professional  knowledge?  Certainly  not;  their 
commissions  have  hardly  ever  proposed  total  abstinence.  Of  course,  those 
who  rush  on  mean  .the  best  as  they  see  it;  they  want  to  make  better  men; 
but  can  a  nation  ever  hope  to  reach  private  morality  by  law  and  thus  to 
exclude  all  private  lying  and  greediness  and  envy  and  ingratitude  and  tem- 
per and  unfairness  just  as  well  as  intemperance?  Such  unclear  and  vague 
mixing  of  purposes  always  characterizes  hysterical  legislation.  A  sober  con- 
templator  must  ask  himself:  What  is  it  to  lead  to  if  well-meaning,  short- 
sighted dilettantes  can  force  legislation  on  questions  which  demand  the 
most  serious  expert  study? 

There  is  growing  throughout  the  land  to-day  a  conviction — which  has  its 
core  of  truth — that  many  people  eat  too  much  meat;  and  not  a  few  see  a 
remedy  in  vegetarianism  and  Fletcherism.  If  this  prejudice  swells  in  a  simi- 
lar way,  the  time  may  come  when  one  State  after  the  other  will  declare 
slaughtering  illegal,  confiscate  the  meat-packing  houses,  and  prohibit  the 
poisonous  consumption  of  beef  and  the  killing  of  any  creature  that  can  look 
on  us  with  eyes.  Other  groups  are  fighting  coffee  and  tea,  and  we  may 
finally  land  in  nuts  and  salads.  Yes,  according  to  this  line  of  legislative 
wisdom,  there  is  no  reason  for  prohibiting  only  alcohol.  Do  I  go  far  beyond 
the  facts  in  asserting  that  in  certain  States  the  same  women  and  men  who 
are  publicly  against  every  use  of  alcohol  are  also  opposed  to  the  "drugs"  of 
the  physicians  and  speak  of  them  privately  as  poisons?  Not  the  Christian 
Scientists  only — in  intellectual  Boston  thousands  of  educated  women  speak 
of  drugs  and  nervine  as  belonging  to  a  medieval  civilization  which  they  have 
outgrown.  The  same  national  logic  may  thus  lead  us  to  laws  which  will  pro- 
hibit every  physician  from  using  the  resources  of  the  drug-store — if  they 
have  not  all  simply  to  go  over  to  osteopathy. 


A   Spring    Flood    of    Emotional    Legislation. 

The  question  of  the  liquor  trade  and  temperance — which  is  so  widely 
different  from  a  hasty  prohibition — has  engaged  the  minds  of  all  times  and 
of  all  nations,  and  is  studied  everywhere  to-day  with  ihe  means  of  modern 
science.  But  this  spring  flood  of  prohibition  legislation  which  has  overrun 
the  States  shows  few  signs  of  deeper  connection  with  serious  study  and 
fewer  signs  of  profit  from  the  experiments  of  the  past.  When  the  Chinese 
government  made  laws  against  intemperance  about  eleven  hundred  years 
before  Christ,  it  can  hardly  have  gone  more  hastily  to  work  than  the  mem- 
bers of  this  movement  of  the  twentieth  century  after  Christ.  It  is  unworthy 
of  women  and  men  who  want  to  stand  for  sobriety  to  allow  themselves  to 
become  intoxicated  with  hysterical  outcries,  when  a  gigantic  national  ques- 
tion is  to  be  solved  a  question  which  can  never  be  solved  until  it  is  solved 
rightly.  A  wrong  decision  must  necessarily  lead  to  a  social  reaction  which 
can  easily  wipe  out  every  previous  gain. 

Progress  is  to  be  hoped  for  only  from  the  most  careful  analysis  of  all  the 
factors  of  this  problem;  yet,  instead,  the  nation  leaves  it  to  the  unthinking, 
emotional  part  of  the  population.  In  the  years  of  the  silver  agitation  it  was 
a  matter  of  admiration  to  any  foreigner,  the  wonderful  seriousness  with 
which  large  crowds  listened  in  a  hundred  towns,  evening  after  evening,  to 
long  hours  of  difficult  technical  discussion  on  currency;  sixteen  to  one  was 
really  discussed  by  the  whole  nation,  and  arguments  were  arrayed  against 
arguments  before  a  decision  was  reached.  It  is  necessary  that  the  opposite 
method  be  taken  as  soon  as  this  problem  is  touched — a  question  far  more 
complex  and  difficult  than  the  silver  question,  and  of  far  more  import  to  the 
moral  habits  and  the  development  of  the  nation?  When  leading  scholars 
bring  real  arguments  on  both  sides  of  the  problem,  their  work  is  buried  in 
archives,  and  no  one  is  moved  to  action.  But  when  a  Chicago  minister  hangs 
the  American  flag  over  his  pulpit,  fastens  a  large  patch  of  black  color  on  it, 
declares  that  the  patch  stands  for  the  liquor  evil  which  smirches  the  country, 
denounces  wildly  the  men  who  spend  for  whiskey  the  money  which  ought  to 
buy  medicine  for  sick  children,  and  then  madly  tears  the  black  cloth  from 
the  stars  and  stripes  and  grinds  it  under  his  heel — then  thousands  rush  out 
as  excited  as  if  they  had  heard  a  convincing  argument.  And  this  super- 
ficiality is  the  most  repellant  because  every  glimpse  below  the  surface  shows 
an  abundance  of  cant  and  hypocrisy  and  search  for  cheap  fame  and  sensa- 
tionalism and  still  more  selfish  motives  mingled  with  the  whole  movement; 
even  the  agitation  itself,  with  its  threats  of  ruin,  borders  too  often  on  graft 
and  blackmail  and  thus  helps  to  debauch  the  public  life. 
Alcohol   and  the   Brain. 

Those  who  seriously  study,  riot  merely  the  one  or  the  other  symptom,  but 
the  whole  situation,  can  hardly  doubt  that  the  demand  of  true  civilization  is 
for  temperance  and  not  for  abstinence,  and  that  complete  prohibition  must 
in  the  long  run  work  against  real  temperance.  But  nothing  is  more  charac- 
teristic of  the  hysterical  caprice  of  the  masses  than  the  constant  neglect  of 
this  distinction.  Even  the  smallest  dose  of  alcohol  is  for  them  nothing  but 
evil,  and  triumphantly  they  seize  on  isolated  statements  of  physiologists  who 
acknowledge  that  every  dose  of  alcohol  has  a  certain  influence  on  the  brain. 
This  is  at  once  given  the  turn  that  every  glass  of  beer  or  wine  "muddles" 
the  brain  and  is  therefore  a  sin  against  the  freedom  of  man. 

Certainly  every  glass  of  beer  has  an  influence  on  the  cells  of  the  brain  and 
on  the  mind;  so  has  every  cup  of  tea  or  coffee,  every  bit  of  work  and  every 
amusement,  every  printed  page  and  every  spokn  word.  It  is  certain  that  the 
influence  is  harmful  because  an  overdose  of  the  same  stimulants  is  surely 
poisonous?  Boiling  water  is  most  dangerous  for  the  body  on  account  of  its 
strong  heat;  is  a  bath  in  lukewarm  water  therefore  also  harmful?  To  climb 
Mount  Blanc  would  overtax  my  heart;  is  it  therefore  inadvisable  for  me  to 
climb  the  two  flights  to  my  laboratory?  Of  course,  under  certain  conditions 
it  might  be  wise  to  take  account  of  the  slightest  influences.  Without  being 
harmful,  they  might  be  unsuited  to  a  certain  mental  purpose.  If  I  were  to 
take  a  glass  of  beer  now  in  the  morning,  I  should  certainly  be  unable  to  write 
the  next  page  of  this  essay  with  the  same  ease;  the  ideas  would  flow  more 
slowly.  But  does  that  indicate  that  I  did  wrong  in  taking  last  night,  after  a 
hard  day's  fatiguing  work,  a  glass  of  sherry  and  a  glass  of  champagne  at  a 
merry  dinner-party,  after  which  nothing  but  light  conversation  and  music 
were  planned  for  the  rest  of  the  evening?  Of  course,  alcohol  before  serious 
intellectual  work  disturbs  me;  but  hearing  a  hurdy-gurdy  in  the  street  or 
thinking  of  the  happy  news  which  a  letter  has  just  brought  to  me,  or  feeling 
angry  over  any  incident,  disturbs  me  just  as  much.  It  is  all  the  same  kind 
of  interference;  the  brain  centers  which  I  used  for  my  intellectual  effort  are 
for  a  while  inhibited  and  thus  unfit  for  work  which  I  have  in  hand.  When 
the  slight  anger  has  evaporated,  when  the  pleasurable  excitement  has  sub- 
sided, when  the  music  is  over,  I  can  gather  my  thoughts  again,  and  it  is 
arbitrary  to  claim  that  the  short  blockade  of  ideas  was  dangerous,  and  that  I 
ought  to  have  avoided  the  music  or  the  pleasure  or  the  wine. 

Of  course,  if  we  consider,  for  instance,  the  prevention  of  crime,  we  ought 
not  to  forget  that  some  even  of  these  slight  inhibitions  may  facilitate  a  rash, 
vehement  deed  and  check  cool  deliberation.  In  times  of  social  excitement, 
threfore,  alcohol  ought  to  be  reduced.  But  again  this  same  effect,  as  far  as 
the  temperate  use  of  alcohol  is  in  question,  may  result  from  many  other 
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.sources  of  social  unrest.  The  real  danger  begins  everywhere  with  intem- 
perance; that  is,  with  a  lacli  of  that  self-discipline  which  is  not  learned  but 
lost  under  the  outer  force  of  prohibition.

AN  order  by  Circuit  Judge  Henry  F.  Severens,  of  Kalamazoo, 
Mich.,  putting  into  force  this  morning  the  preliunnary  in- 
junction granted  by  Judge  Thompstm  about  a  week  ago  in 
whisky  branding  cases  of  the  I'niim  and  Clift(m  Springs  Di.s- 
tilling  Companies  vs.  the  Government  was  made  yesterday  in 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court. 

In  accordance  with  this  Internal  Revenue  Collector  Bernhard 
Bettman  will  this  morning  begin  restoring  the  old  order  of 
things  that  prevailed  prior  to  the  ruling  which  went  into  effect 
on  the  1st  inst.  This  means  that  the  branding  and  marking  of 
spirits  as  "spirits"  instead  of  "alcohol,"  as  the  new  order  re- 
quired, will  be  resumed. — Cincinnati  Enquirer,  July  29,  1908.

The  Whisky  Commission  Report 


THE  Royal  Coininissiou  on  A\'hisk.y  and  otlicr  potable  spirits 
have  by  no  means  completed  their  labors,  but  they  have 
wisely  issued  an  interim  report  giving  their  conclusions  upon 
the  most  important  of  the  (juestions  submitted  to  them.  The 
effect  will  be  to  put  an  end  to  much  of  the  confusion  and  uncer- 
tainty that  have  reigned  in  the  whisky  trade  for  the  last  two 
years.  For  the  Koyal  Conimissionere  find  "that  no  restrictions 
should  be  placed  upon  the  processes  of,  or  the  apparatus  used 
in,  the  distillation  of  any  spirit  to  which  the  term  'whisky'  nmy 
be  applied  as  a  trade  description."  They  further  find  "that  the 
term  'whisky'  having  been  recogniiw^d  in  the  past  as  applicable 
to  a  potable  spirit  manufactured  from  (1)  malt,  or  (2)  malt 
and  unmalted  barley  or  other  cereals,  the  application  of  the 
term  'whisky'  should  not  be  denied  to  the  product  manufactured 
from  such  materials."  These  findings  dispose  of  the  attempts 
that  have  been  made  in  the  interest  of  certain  whisky  producers 
to  have  the  term  "whisky,"  restricted  to  their  own  particular 
sort  of  whisky,  and  further  to  have  it  declared  that  no  whisky 
made  in  any  apparatus  but  theirs,  or  by  any  process  but  theirs, 
shall  be  legally  saleable  under  that  name.  It  was  always  an 
audacious  contention,  but  it  obtained  a  certain  success  through 
the  combined  action  of  the  Islington  Borough  Council  and  the 
police  magistrate  for  North  London.  The  council  contended 
that  varicms  liquors  hitherto  sold  and  universally  known  as 
whisky  are  so  far  from  being  whisky  that  any  one  calling  them 
by  that  name  is  guilty  of  an  offence  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  Mr.  Fordham,  who  tried  the  question  early  in  lUOG, 
upheld  that  contention  and  convicted  the  persons  sued  by  the 
council,  upon  the  strength  of  a  definition  of  whisky  which  had 
no  authority  Avhatever  except  his  own  ipse  dixit.  The  cases  were 
appealed  to  (juarter  sessions,  where  they  made  frequent  appear- 
ances, to  the  edification  and  amusement  of  the  public,  but  no 
decision  was  arrived  at,  and  at  la>st,  in  April  of  this  year,  the 
appeals  were  Avithdrawn  by  consent  in  view  of  the  appointment 
of  the  Royal  Commission.  In  the  meantime  every  man  has  been 
drinking  the  whisky  he  prefers,  or  the  whisky  he  can  get,  with 
that  serene  indifference  which  the  public  have  always  shown  to 
the  questions  that  agitate  rival  manufacturers  and  traders.  But 
the  trade  at  large  has  been  put  to  no  small  amount  of  quite 
gratuitous  annoyance  and  uncertainty,  which  the  publication  of 
this  interim  report  Avill  go  far  to  terminate. 

There  are  questions  of  considerable  interest  to  particular 
traders  which  the  Royal  Commissioners  reserve  for  further  con- 
sideration. There  is  the  (juestion  of  the  advisability  or  other- 
wise of  attaching  special  sig-nificance  to  particular  designations, 
such  as  "Scotch  whisky,"  "Irish  whisky,"  "grain  whisky,"  and 
"malt  whisky."  If  workable  definitions  of  these  variously 
named  whiskies  can  be  found,  there  is  the  question  of  placing 
restrictions  upon  their  use  as  trade  descriptions  or  ccmver.sely 
of  requiring  such  specific  designations  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  whisky. 

AVithout  seeking  to  anticipate  the  conclusi(ms  of  the  Royal 
Commission,  it  may  be  said  that  the  definition  of  these  varieties 
in  a  manner  suited  to  legal  enforcement  must  always  be  a  mat- 
ter of  extreme  difficulty.  If  Scotch  whisky  is  to  be  whisky  made 
in  Scotland,  then  the  name  can  have  no  meaning  for  the  public, 
nor  can  science  offer  any  means  of  determining  whether  a  given 
sample  was  made  in  Scotland  or  not.  If  Scotch  whisky  is  to  be 
whisky  of  a  particular  character,  the  difficulty  is  e(iually  great, 
because  no  two  Scotch  whiskies  are  identical.  It  is,  of  course, 
the  same  with  Irish  whisky;  while  grain  whisky  can  easily  be 
made  to  conform  chemically  to  any  standard  that  may  be  set  up 
for  malt  whisky,  which  itself  varies  in  character  and  body  within 
very  wide  limits.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  public  chiefly  drink 
blends,  and  a  blender,  trying  to  make  a  popular  beverage,  does 


not  care  one  straw  what  is  the  origin  of  any  licpior  that  serves 
his  purpose  as  a  component.  The  blend  nmy  contain,  and  usual- 
ly does  contain,  both  malt  whisky  and  grain  wliisky,  and  these 
may  be  made  in  Scotland  or  in  Ireland  or  anywhere  and  in  a  pot 
still  or  a  patent  still.  Classification  must  therefore  break  down 
as  regards  by  far  the  larger  portion  of  the  whisky  actually  con- 
sumed. 

The  public  do  not  drink  whisky  because  it  is  of  Scotch  or  Irish 
origin,  or  because  it  was  made  in  a  pot  still  or  a  patent  still. 
They  drink  whisky  because  they  like  it  and  when  they  find  a 
whisky  that  suits  their  palate  there  is  an  end  of  the  matter. 
Some  people  possibly  have  a  prejudice  in  favor  of  malt  whisky. 
They  have  been  taught  to  think  that  the  best  whisky  is  always 
nmlt  whisky,  aud  they  think  more  of  their  favorite  drink 
if  it  is  called  malt.  Why  should  they  not  be  humored? 
Some  of  their  blend  is  sure  to  be  malt  whisky,  and  all  mall 
whisky  is  partly  nmde  from  unmalted  grain.  There  is  no  real 
dividing  line  to  be  drawn,  and  if  one  could  be  drawn  there  arc 
no  analytical  means  of  determining  with  certainty  on  which 
side  of  that  line  any  given  sample  lies.  In  fact,  there  is  no  ])ub- 
lic  interest  at  stake  in  this  long  drawn-out  controversy.  The 
whole  thing  is  a  mystification  got  up  in  the  supposed  interests 
of  certain  manufacturers  and  traders.  The  ])ublic  have  found 
their  own  safeguard  against  batl  whisky.  That  safeguard  lies  in 
the  taste  for  mild  whisky,  as  against  the  highly-flavored  whisky 
once  in  vogue.  To  catch  the  public  taste  whisky  has  to  c(mtain 
only  very  minute  (juantities  of  fusel  oil,  and  whether  that  is 
(>liminated  by  one  process  or  another  makes  not  the  smallest  dif- 
ference. A  strict  classificatiim,  such  as  is  practically  im])()ssibl(", 
would  probably  have  effects  very  different  from  those  desired  by 
the  promoters  of  the  Islington  prosecuticms.  It  would  put  pot- 
still  whisky  out  in  the  cold,  because  the  public  will  no  longer 
drink  it,  unless  by  costly  methods  it  is  deprived  of  most  of  its 
special  character. — London  Times,  July  17,  1908. 


Royal  Commission  on  Whiskey 


THP]  following  interim  report  from  the  Royal  Commission  on 
AVhiskies  and  Other  Potable  Spirits  was  issued  yesterday 
as  a  Parliamentary  paper  (Cd.  4,  180.)  :— 
To  the  King's  Most  ExceUent  Majesty — 

May  it  please  Your  Majesty,    AVe,  the  Commissioners  appoint 
ed  by  Your  Majesty  on  the  17th  of  February,  1908,  to  inquire 
and  report : 

I.  AA^hether,  in  the  general  interest  of  the  consumer,  or  in 
the  interest  of  the  public  health,  or  otherwise,  it  is  de- 
sirable— 

(a)  To  place  restrictions  upon  the  materials  or  the 
processes  which  may  be  used  in  the  nmuufacture  or  pre- 
paration in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Scotch  AVhisky,  Irish 
\A'hisky,  or  any  spirit  to  which  the  term  whisky  may  be 
applied  as  a  trade  description ; 

ih)  To  require  declarati(ms  to  be  made  as  to  the  ma- 
terials, processes  of  manufacture  or  preparatiim,  or  age 
of  any  such  spirit ; 

(c)  To  require  a  mi)rin)iim  period  during  which  any 
such  spirit  should  be  nuitured  in  bond;  and 

(d)  To  extend  any  requirements  of  the  kind  men- 
tioned in  the  two  sub-divisi(ms  immediately  preceding  to 
any  such  spirit  imported  into  the  I'nited  Kingdom : 

availing  ourselves  of  Your  ^Majesty's  permission  to  report  our 
proceedings  to  Your  Alajesty  from  time  to  time  if  we  should 
think  it  expedient  to  do  so,  desire  to  submit  to  Your  Majesty 
the  following  preliminary  Report. 

AVe  have  held  22  sittings  and  examined  74  witnesses.  Certain 
of  the  Commissioners  have  visited  distilleries  in  Scotland   and

Iiclaml,  and  have  thorohj-  obtained  much  valuable  information. 
Wliilst  the  labors  of  the  Commissioners  arc  by  no  means  term- 
inated, we  luue  arrived  at  eertain  oonclusi(ms,  which  we  now 
humbly  submit  to  Your  ila jesty  as  follows : 

1.  That  no  restrictions  should  Ite  placed  upon  the  processes  of, 
or  api)aratus  used  in,  the  distillation  of  any  spirit  to  whicli  the 
term  "wliisky"  may  be  applied  as  a  trade  description. 

2.  That  the  term  "^^■llislvy"  havinji-  l)een  recofjnized  in  the  past 
as  applicaltle  to  a  potable  spirit  manufactured  from  (1)  malt,  or 
(2)  malt  and  unmalted  barley  or  other  cereals,  the  application 
of  the  term  "whislcy"  should  not  be  denied  to  the  product  manu- 
factui'ed  from  such  nmterials. 

We  reserve  for  further  consideration  the  question, of  the  ad- 
visal)ility  or  otherwise  of  attachiujj  special  sifiuificance  to  pa:|v 
ticular  desifinations  such  as  "Scotch  Whisky,"  "Irish. Whisky," 
"drain  Whisky,"  and  "Malt  Whisky";  of  placing  restrictions 
upon  the  use  of  such  designations  as  trade  descrii>tions ;  or  of 
requiring  such  designations  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  wlii.sky. 

We  ask  Your  Majesty's  permission  to  postpone  stating  in  full 
the  grounds  upon  which  we  have  arrived  at  the  above  conclu- 
sions until  we  submit  our  final  Report  upon  all  the  matters  re- 
ferred to  us. 

We  also  submit  to  Youi-'Majesty  the  Minutes  of  Evidence 
uiven  before  us. 

AA'e  tliink  that  tlie  immediate  publication  of  this  Report  is 
desirable. 

All  of  which  we  most  humbly  submit  to  Your  Majesty's  most 
gracious  consideration.

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Loa  AyiilFAuEH,  Sei)teiubei'. — The  vintage  is  ou  in  Houtliern 
Califoiuia  aud  every  winery,  large  or  small,  is  engaged  in 
crusliing.  Along  the  country  roads  strings  of  wagons  are  haul- 
ing loads  of  beautiful,  luscious  purple  and  white  grapes  to  the 
wineries,  while  the  railroads  are  carrying  in  every  freight  train 
several  of  the  specially  arranged  cars  for  the  transportation  of 
-rapes  to  the  city  wineries.  Since  the  first  week  in  September 
the  wineries  have  l)(>en  busy  and  are  now  at  the  lieight  of  the 


crusliing. 


The  quality  of  the  grapes  is  excellent  this  season,  seemingly 
containing  just  about  the  proper  proportions  of  saccharine  mat- 
ter and  juice  to  nmke  a  fine  quality  of  wine,  and  wine  makers 
generally  predict  a  most  satisfactory  vintage  as  regards  quality. 
The  yield  has  been  large  and  there  is  a  quantity  of  grapes  to  be 
taken  cai-e  of  this  year,  slightly  in  excess  of  last  season's  yield. 
With  their  cellars  still  containing  quite  a  lot  of  last  season's 
wine,  the  handling  of  this  year's  crop  is  causing  the  wine  men 
considerable  trouble.  All  the  large  wineries  are  taking  care  of 
the  gi'ape  growers  in  their  respective  localities  and  are  buying 
their  grapes,  though  in  many  instances  it  means  the  shouldering 
by  the  winemen  of  a  financial  load,  which,  with  the  wine  stocks 
on  hand  already,  will  prove  rather  burdensome,  before  the  stocks 
can  be  turned  into  numey.  The  grape  growers  to  a  large  extent 
appreciate  the  situation  and  are  working  in  harmony  with  the 
wineries,  and  while  they  make  a  wry  face  at  the  grape  prices 
being  offered  by  the  wineries,  |6  to  |8  per  ton,  they  realize  that 
the  wine  men  are  not  going  to  make  any  money  under  present 
conditions  at  those  figures,  and  generally  $7  is  the  ruling  figure 
for  common  grapes  with  a  few  particular  varieties  that  com- 
mand up  to  flO  per  ton,  but  the  latter  price  is  exceptional, 
according  to  reports. 

The  yield  in  Southern  California  will  be  heavy  this  vintage, 
weather  conditions  have  been  favorable  both  for  the  grapes  on 
the  vines  and  for  crushing  operations,  deliveries  have  been  regu- 
lar, and  there  has  been  no  cessation  in  operations  since  the 
crushing  began,  and  if  the  wineries  can  handle  all  the  grapes 
that  will  be  ottered,  there  will  be  a  bumper  crop  here  this  season. 

At  the  great  plant  (a  city  almost  in  itself)  of  the  Italian 
Vineyard  Company,  near  Cucamonga,  all  is  bustle.  The  loco- 
motives puff  up  to  the  winery  fi'om  the  vineyard,  with  its  minia- 
ture train  loaded  with  grapes  wliich  are  unloaded  by  machinery 
into  the  great  crushers  and  then  scurry  away  to  make  room  for 
another  train.  Many  acres  of  new  vineyards  are  in  bearing  for 
the  first  time  on  their  lands  this  season,  and  despite  their  im- 
mense crop  on  their  3500-acre  vineyard,  the  company  is  taking 
care  of  the  grapes  of  its  neighbors,  who  have  for  years  depended 
on  it  to  buy  their  croi)s.  Mr.  Guasti,  the  president  of  the  com- 
pany, is  spending  his  tim«  at  the  winery  during  the  vintage, 
personally  overseeing  the  work  in  detail  from  the  vineyard  to 
the  storage  cellars. 


The  Southern  California  Wine  Company  reports  the  work  of 
crushing  as  progressing  very  favorable  out  at  their  big  winery 
on  tlie  East  Side.  Hugo  Coldschmidt,  the  president  of  the  com- 
pany, is  giving  the  work  his  personal  sujjervision,  and  expects 
to  handle  their  usual  quantity  of  grapes  and  perhaps  a  trifle 
more  this  season  than  last. 


Out  at  the  Stern  Winery  at  Wineville,  Mr.  Stern  is  "on  the 
job"  closely  looking  after  the  details  of  their  immense  establish- 
ment.   This  close  personal  supervision  of  the  vintage,  from  the 


vin(^yaitl  to  the  cellar,  has  been  one  of  the  active  causes  for  the 
excellence  and  poijularity  of  the  "Premier  W^ines." 


Henry  Baer  of  the  Los  Angeles  Wine  Company  has  forsaken 
the  pleasures  of  the  city  and  association  of  his  Shriner  friends, 
for  the  time  being.  His  present  address  is  West  Glendale,  where 
he  is  the  "moving  spirit"  at  the  company's  big  winery  there. 
When  wine-making  time  comes  around  each  year,  Henry  forgets 
everything  except  the  science  of  good  wine  making  and  camps 
on  the  job  until  the  vintage  is^  over. 


At  the  winery  of  F.  Bessolo,  on  North  Main  street,  all  was 
moving  and  the  crusher  working  at  its  full  capacity.  This 
winery  has  a  good  city  trade  and  makes  a  large  quantity  each 
j'ear  to  meet  its  demands. 


The  shipment  of  wine  grapes  to  the  city  is  no  inconsiderable 
item  in  the  freight  shipments  of  the  various  railroads,  during 
the  vintage  season.  There  are  several  small  wineries  here, 
operated  by  Italians  principally,  which,  taken  in  the  total, 
utilize  many  carloads  of  grapes,  beside  those  that  are  delivered 
to  them  by  wagon,  from  nearby  vineyards.  In  addition  to  these 
wineries  the  larger  ones  here  all  have  their  grapes  delivered  in 
carloads,  the  total  of  which  will  run  up  into  the  thousands 
during  the  grape  season. 


There  has  been  nothing  new  developed  in  the  trade  here  the 
past  month.  Business  has  shown  some  signs  of  revival,  but 
still  continues  rather  dull  and  will  probably  remain  so  until 
after  election.  Local  and  outside  trade,  both  are  confined  to 
hand-to-mouth  orders,  though  of  sufficient  volume  to  keep  the 
merchants  encouraged.  In  the  wine  trade,  business  is  looking 
up  somewhat  and  there  is  more  stock  moving  both  to  local  and 
Eastern  points,  though  this  movement  is  presumably  owing  to 
pressure  on  the  wineries  to  accommodate  the  present  vintage, 
necessitating  the  moving  of  stocks  from  cellars. 


"Jim"  Donahue,  the  portly  dispenser  of  liquid  joy  at  the 
Nadeau  Bar,  is  promising  himself  a  vacation  during  October, 
when  he  will  visit  the  Northwest,  Portland,  Seattle  and  Spo- 
kane. Jim  has  had  several  tempting  offers  for  his  apartment 
house,  the  St.  Anthony,  and  says  that  the  offers  are  getting 
dangerously  near  his  price  and  that  if  he  sells  he  will  retire  from 
the  liquor  busine.ss.  During  his  vacation  the  Nadeau  Bar  will 
be  looked  after  by  E.  E.  Day  from  the  Metropole  Hotel  Bar  at 
Catalina,  in  Jim's  place,  alternating  with  Line.  Knowles,  the 
owner. 


Johnny  Davin,  the  proprietor  of  the  popular  Faust  Cafe,  has 
been  having  a  vacation  down  at  the  Beach  this  month,  coming 
up  occasionally  to  help  out  with  the  rush.  Johnny  reports  busi- 
ness good  and  a  look  into  the  Faust  during  the  rush  hours  cer- 
tainly bears  him  out. 


City  Prosecutor  Woolwine  seems  to  have  won  out  in  his  fight 
to  prevent  the  clubs  from  selling  liquor  without  taking  out  a 
retail  liquor  license,  the  court  having  decided  against  the  Cali- 
fornia Club,  which  was  taken  up  by  the  clubs  as  a  test  case. 
Several  of  the  clubs  have  voluntarily  closed  their  bars.  It  is 
rumored  that  the  Jonathan  and  one  or  two  others  have  con- 
cluded to  carry  the  matter  to  the  higher  courts.  In  the  mean- 
time Woolwine  has  announced  his  intention  to  raid  all  clubs 
operating  a  bar  in  defiance  of  the  ordinances.

PACIFIC    WINE    AND    SPIRIT    REVIEW. 


New  York  Correspondence. 


NEW  YORK,  September,  1908— There  iss  a  distiuotly  notice- 
able improvement  in  business  in  the  past  few  weeks,  albeit 
it  is  somewhat  spasmodic  and  seems  liable  to  a  setback  every 
now  and  then.  It  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  there  is  to  be 
any  very  pronounced  change  till  after  the  election,  but,  stocks 
are  down  to  the  minimum  and,  purchases  have  to  be  made  for 
current  requirements.  Tliey  are  mostly  of  the  "hand  to  mouth'' 
order,  but  in  the  aggregate,  they  mount  up  and,  after  the  de- 
pression which  has  existed,  are  fairly  satisfactory.  Collections, 
especially  in  New  York,  are  poor.  It  is  license  month  here  and 
$1,200  from  saloons  and  |!750  from  the  family  li(juor  stores,  are 
heavy  taxes  to  lay  out  in  one  fell  swoop.  Naturally  the  Avhole- 
saler  has  to  go  without  and  esteems  himself  fortunate  Avheu  he 
is  not  called  upon  to  assist  his  customers.  October  is  expected  to 
witness  a  revival  of  business  as,  the  possession  of  a  new  license 
for  a  year,  is  prima  facie  evidence  that  a  customer  means  to  con- 
tinue. 

Politics  are  beginning  to  boil  and  this  year  are  fraught  with 
great  interest  of  our  trade.  The  result  in  Maine  must  give  the 
Republicans  food  for  reflection.  The  issu(>  in  the  election  for 
Governor  was  distinctly  the  question  of  prohibition.  For  many 
years  the  State  has  b(?en  "dry"  and  the  Democratic  Candidate 
advocated  the  re-submissi(m  of  the  (juestion  as  his  plea.  The  Re- 
publicans stand  pat.  The  result  was  startling.  Instead  of  the 
usual  Republican  majority  of  35,000  to  40,000,  a  beggarly 
majority  of  about  seventy-eight  hundred  was  all  the  Republican 
Nominee  won  by.  A  great  victory  anyway  altho'  a  defeat,  but 
it  shows  which  Avay  the  wind  blows. 

In  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Illinois,  the  same  issue  is  before  the 
peoph;  and  a  great  fight  is  in  progress.  Normally,  these  states 
are  Republican  and  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  change  them. 
Rut  the  Democrats,  especially  in  Ohio,  have  nominated  good 
men  and  much  Avork  is  being  done  to  elect  them,  with,  what  ap- 
pears to  be,  possible  success.  Ohio  is  Mr.  Taft's  home  State, 
but  Judson  Harnicm,  who  is  running  for  Covemor,  has  a  great 
name  and  fame  there  and  there  is  great  hope  even  if  the  State 
go  for  Taft,  that  the  next  Governor  Avill  be  Mr.  Harmon.  His 
opponent  is  a  pronounced  "dry"'  man  and  the  trade  has  nothing 
to  hope  from  him  should  he  be  elected.  Naturally,  whilst  such 
matters  agitate  the  trade,  business  in  the  middle  West,  is  car- 
ried on,  upon  a  most  conservative  basis  and  no  change  can  be 
expected  until  the  election  has  been  decided. 

In  the  South  and  East,  business  is  in  much  better  condition 
than  it  was,  and  is  in  A^ery  fair  volume  considering  the  general 
conditions  which  exist  in  mercantile  circles. 

It  is  a  poor  rule  that  will  not  work  both  ways  and  this  is  evi- 
dently the  workings  of  the  Model  License  League.  One  of  the 
special  arguments  advanced  by  it  is,  that  through  its  efforts  a 
large  amount  of  newspaper  publicity  is  obtained,  which  is  of 
such  a  nature  as  to  affect  the  arguments  of  the  anti-saloon 
league  and  to  give  the  public  our  side  of  the  question,  something 
which  we  have  not  been  able  before  to  get.  It  is  quite  true  that 
there  have  been  more  articles  of  this  character  before  the  public 
as  a  result  of  the  Model  License  League's  efforts.  But  it  is  a 
question  whether  they  have  accomplished  much  good.  The  N.  Y. 
Evening  Post,  perhaps  the  most  important  of  the  papers  pub- 
lished here,  has  copied  in  extenso,  a  recent  article  of  Gilmore's 
from  Bonforts.  The  heading  they  gave  it  indicates  their  atti- 
tude. It  reads :  "Wine  and  Spirit  Circular  says  saloons  have 
made  pergonal  liberty  a  term  of  reproach." 

They  a4d  that,  "The  saloon  has  discredited  personal  liberty, 
is  the  adjHaission  of  Bonfurt's.    A  sufficient  percentage  of  these 


l)laces  have  violated  the  law  so  as  to  create  a  hostile  sentiment 
that  has  crystalized  into  a  war  of  extermination  and  save  in  the 
larger  places,  the  saloon  as  a  factor  in  society  would  seem  to  be 
doomed."    Then  follows  the  article. 

Editorially,  the  Post  states  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League  is 
"wringing  some  amazing  confessions  and  compromises  from  its 
foes."  It  adds  that,  Avhen  the  Prohibition  movement  first  made 
serious  inroads  into  the  wealth  of  U(\uor  manufacturers,  tlie 
latter  grudgingly  promised  to  ])ut  the  worst  of  their  houses,  the 
cheap  saloons,  in  order.  When  whole  states  began  to  do  "dry" 
Brewers  and  Distillers  drew  up  "model  licenses"  which  they 
said  would  convert  every  barroom  into  a  resort  fit  for  gentlemen 
and  scholars.  "Now  that  the  li(iuor  is.sue  is  intruding  itself  into 
national  politics,  we  hear  "they  say,"  even  the  trade  journals 
raising  their  tardy  voices  against  the  saloon." 

The  Post  concludes  with,  "But  Ave  doubt  Avhether  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  will  be  placated  by  an  eleventh  hour  repentance. 
The  movement  which  it  has  organized  has  by  no  means  spent  its 
force.  Whatever  the  brewers  and  distillers  may  concede,  tlic 
fight  against  them  promises  to  grow  more,  rather  than  less, 
aggressive." 

It  has  all  along  been  considered  by  some  of  the  trade,  that  tlic 
admission  of  the  League,  was  a  confession  of  weakness,  Avhich 
was  a  weak  point  in  its  argument  and  one  calculated  to  do  harm, 
whilst  it  is  quite  true,  the  same  might  be  adduced  about  every 
line  of  business.  Repentance  hurts.  We  have  recently  seen 
Stock  Exchange  houses  charged  Avith  illegitimate  dealings.  No 
one  advocates  their  all  being  tarred  with  the  same  brush.  The 
League  is  doing  good  work,  there  is  no  doubt,  but  is  it  proving 
effective.  Arkansas,  on  tlie  15th,  Avent  dry,  the  Prohibitionists 
carrying  the  State  by  10,000  to  12,000  nmjority. 


Recently  published  statistics  from  England,  Avhich  have  been 
commented  upon,  here,  shoAv  a  noticeable  increase  of  lunacy,  in 
Great  Britain.  Figures  now  published  there,  show  too,  a  gen(Tal 
increase  in  pauperism.  Nowhere  is  this  more  noticeable  than  in 
London,  where  in  the  third  week  of  August,  there  Avere  no  less 
than  119,06(5  persons  or  about  25  per  100  being  supported  on 
taxes.  It  appears  the  increase  in  pauperism  and  lunacy  go  Avell 
hand  in  hand,  but  an  inland  revenue  blue  book  just  issued  giAes 
some  statistics  Avhich  Avhen  taken  in  connection  with  this  sub- 
ject are  strongly  opposed  to  certain  Avidely  held  theories.  Whilst 
pauperism  and  hmacy  shoAV  a  large  increase  during  the  past 
decade,  there  has  been  an  equally  steady  decrease  in  consump- 
tion of  alcoholic  liijuors.  Licenses  to  brewers  have  fallen  off' 
about  40  per  cent.  Avhilst  the  consumption  of  beer,  in  the  same 
period,  has  fallen  from  32  gallons  per  head  to  27  gallons,  a  de 
crease,  alloAving  for  the  increase  of  population  of  over  200,000,- 
000  gallons  annually. 

The  consumption  of  spirits  shows  an  even  more  striking  de- 
crease. In  1900  the  consumption  Avas  nearly  tAA'o  gallons  per 
head  annually  Avhile  uoav  it  is  only  90  per  cent,  of  one  gallon. 
Wliile  the  population  in  the  period  increased  4,000,000,  the  con- 
sumption of  spirits  fell  off'  9,000,000  gallons.  Items  like  this, 
pointing  a  moral  and  adorning  a  tale,  as  they  do,  might  Avell  be 
used  as  arguments,  and  proA-e  quite  as  potent  as  the  admission, 
that  AA'e  have  done  AVi'ong,  and  do  not  intend  to  do  so  any  more.

With  the  Government's  position  nmintaining  that  only  such 
ipirits  as  are  made  by  a  special  process  and  aged  in  wood  in 
ttorage,  are  whisky,  otherwise,  what  has  been  before  suggested 

these  columns,  the  "age"  question  may  yet  become  an  import- 


mt  factor. 
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THE  California  State  Board  of  Health,  which  has  in  charge 
the  enforcement  of  the  State  pure  food  law,  has  begun  an 
aggressive  campaign  and  warrants  for  the  arrest  of  a  number 
of  umnufacturers  and  dealers  in  San  Francisco  were  issued  a 
few  days  ago.  The  olficials  have  by  word  and  action  signified 
their  intention  of  seeing  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  were 
lived  up  to  and  several  dealers  in  mislabeled  foods  have  already 
paid  fines  levied  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  without  being 
prosecuted  in  open  court.  Samples  hav(;  been  gathered  by  in- 
spectors for  mouths  past,  and  these  were  sent  to  the  laboratory 
at  Berkeley  in  charge  of  Professor  Jaffa  for  analysis.  The  cam- 
paign, of  which  this  is  the  commencenu'nt,  was  started  in  San 
Francisco  and  is  being  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  the  city 
authorities.  Chief  Inspector  Robbins  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  who  swore  to  each  of  the  complaints  first  filed,  stated 
that  the  conjested  condition  of  the  city  courts  prevented  these 
matters  being -taken  up  earlier.  But  "they  are  in  full  swing 
now,"  he  says,  "and  the  crusade  will  not  be  abandoned  until 
pure  food  is  an  assured  thing  in  San  Francisco."  Continuing, 
he  said : 

"We  are  devoting  special  attention  to  beer,  soda  water  and 
candy  at  present.  I  have  taken  samples  of  beer  from  all  the 
local  brewers  and  importers  of  foreign  beer  in  this  State.  These 
are  now  in  the  hands  of  Professor  Jaffa. 

"Many  soda  water  dealers  have  forestalled  arrest  by  labeling 
their  bottles  'artificially  colored.'  This  is  entirely  satisfactory 
to  us,  as  we  feel  that  thus  our  ends  have  been  achieved. 

"Ignorant  candy  merchants  have  given  us  a  great  deal  of 
trouble,  as  in  spite  of  many  warnings,  they  have  persisted  in 
using  parattine  in  their  candy.  A  few  fines  will,  no  doubt,  have 
a  salutary  effect  on  them. 

"We  do  not  by  any  means  intend  to  carry  on  this  crusade  in 
such  a  nmnner  as  to  work  hardships  on  merchants,  but  we  warn 
and  instruct  first,  so  that  there  will  be  no  excuse  for  violating 
the  pure  food  law.  We  caution  dealers  to  be  careful  to  see  that 
raspberry,  orange  and  other  soda  waters  are  marked  'artificially 
colored.' " 

Two  warrants  were  issued  for  West,  Elliott  &  Gordon,  grocers 
at  500  Hayes  street.  One  of  the  complaints  charges  that  they 
offer  for  sale  tonmto  catsup  containing  the  added  deleterious 
ingredient,  benzoic  acid,  which  is  used  as  a  preservative.  The 
second  complaint  alleges  the  presence  of  benzoic  acid  in  a  sauce 
offered  for  sale  by  the  same  firm. 

A  warrant  was  issued  for  Stelliug  Brothers,  grocers  at  2301 
Market  street,  and  the  complaint  alleges  that  they  offer  for  sale 
vinegar  labeled  "Malt  Vinegar,"  which  is  spirit  vinegar.

Western  Distilleries  Co.  Fights  For  Rights. 


THE  Western  Distilleries  Company  maintains  that  its  prod- 
uct should  be  labeled  "Spirits"  instead  of  "Alcohol,"  as  is 
now  being  done  under  the  new  law.  To  obtain  a  decision  on  this 
point  it  has  filed  application  for  injunction  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  against  August  E.  Miu'uter,  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  for  the  port  of  San  Francisco;  H.  P.  Chadbourne,  Guy 
W.  Hussler  and  L.  Becker,  Commissiimers  of  Internal  Revenue. 
The  officials  label  the  packages  put  out  by  the  complaining 
corporation  as  alcohol,  and  the  plaintiff  alleges  this  is  an  inter- 
ference with  trade  unwarrant<-d  by  law.  It  calls  attention  in 
its  complaint  to  the  fact  that  the  Union  Distilling  Company 
recently  got  a  decision  in  Ohio  similar  to  the  (me  it  asks. 
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I'residont  Jordan,  of  Stanford  riiivcrsity,  in  a  recent  address 
warned  the  students  that  an  era  of  absolute  prohibition  liad 
dawned  for  that  institution. 


The  Trustees  of  Fresno  city  have  a<i:rwd  to  submit  the  ques- 
tion of  i>roliibition  to  tlu'  people  at  the  coming  election  this  fall. 
The  county  will  also  vote  on  the  (luestion. 


A  telegram  from  San  Pedro  states  that  the  County  Super- 
visors have  granted  the  petition  asking  that  the  question  of 
local  option  be  submitted  to  the  ^jeople  in  all  precincts  outside 
the  incorjjorated  towns  and  cities. 


At  Placerville  an  ordinance  has  been  passed  by  the  Trustees 
making  it  unlawful  for  any  woman  to  visit  a  saloon  between 
the  hours  of  G  p.  m.  and  midnight. 


The  SujK'rvisors  of  Tulare  County  have  agreed  to  submit  the 
questicm  of  ''Saloon'"  or  "No  Salocm"  to  the  people  at  the  coming 
election  in  November. 


A  heavy  blow  has  been  dealt  the  liquor  interest  in  Ventura 
County,  as  the  Supreme  Court  has  upheld  the  decision  of  the 
Appellate  Court,  that  William  McOuire,  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  city  of  San  Buena  Ventura,  must  sign 
the  prohibitory  ordinance  pa.s.sed  by  a  majority  of  the  Board. 


We  learn  from  the  Seattle,  ^Vasllington,  I'ost-Intelligenccr 
that  the  new  city  of  Chilliwack  is  anxious  to  have  the  lid  re- 
moved. It  has  always  been  a  "dry"  toAvn,  but  at  a  recent  election 
tiie  vote  st()(Kl  71  in  favor  of  licenses  to  19  against.  The  prohibi- 
tionists declare,  however,  that  the  city  charter  provides  no 
power  for  the  issuance  of  licenses. 


One  of  the  most  attractive  exhibits  in  the  "Made  in  Sacra- 
mento" gallery  of  the  State  Agricultural  Pavilion,  was  that  of 
the  Ruhstaller  Brewery  ('onipany.  On  a  raised  platform  artisti- 
cally arranged  with  barrels  and  bottles  of  beer,  were  a  number 
of  excellent  photograi)hs  illustrating  the  method  of  brewing  it. 
This  was  also  further  explained  in  a  booklet  distributed. 


The  brewers  of  California  recently  spent  a  pleasant  Sunday 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Santa  Rosa,  Sonoma  County.  After  an 
interesting  drive  and  an  inspection  of  the  process  of  harvesting, 
curing  and  baling  hops,  the  guests  partook  of  a  sumptuous  bull's 
head  breakfast.  Altogether  a  most  enjoyable  and  instructive 
day  was  spent,  and  the  brewers  will  not  soon  forget  the  hearty 
and  hospitable  welcome  they  received  in  "Old  Sonoma." 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Santa 
Clara  County,  the  Assistant  District  Attorney  advised  the 
Board  that  it  had  no  authority  to  place  the  (luestion  of  issuing 
saloon  licenses  upon  the  ballot,  as  prayed  for  in  the  petition 
before  it.  At  the  same  time  A.'V.  Scheller  presented  a  petiticm 
signed  by  2100  electors  asking  that  no  change  be  made  in  the 
present  li<iuor  ordinance.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  lioard 
as  a  committee  of  the  whole. 


Tlui  saloons  have  wou  their  fight  in  the  Venice  section  ofi 
Ocean  Park,  Los  Angeles  county,  and  two  licenses  for  one  year  j 
each,  have  been  granted.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  City  Board  | 
for  three' years  last  past  not  to  allow  saloons  in  this  section  andl 
.Mavor  Eakins  and  Citv  Trustee  (Griffith  voted  to  sustain  it. 


Councilman  Alexander  of  Aberdeen,  Washington,  is  in  favor 
of  limiting  the  number  of  saloons  in  that  town.  While  he  has  no' 
desire  to  injure  j)resent  institutions,  he  would  deny  new  licenses  j 
and  prevent  the  number  of  saloons  from  multiplying,  until  the' 
size  of  the  city  warranted  it.  The  proposed  ordinance  will  be! 
taken  under  consideration. 


Excitement,  to  judge  from  the  Chico,  California,  Enter i>rhe, 
is  at  fever  heat  in  that  enterprising  little  city.  It  appears  that 
one  salocm  had  the  temerity  to  defy  the  city  ordinance  No.  90, 
which  requires  saloons  to  close  at  midnight,  and  kept  open  all 
night.  ^lacey,  the  brave  man,  who  has  thus  bearded  the  authori- 
ties, refuses  to  be  interviewed  on  the  subject,  and  the  supposi- 
ti(m  is  that  the  courts  will  be  asked  to  decide  the  legality  of  tlie 
ordinance  in  question. 


A  telegram  from  Santa  Fe,  N.  M.,  states  that  the  great  pro- 
hibition wave  which  swamped  Oklahoma,  where  the  insertion  of 
a  State-wide  pi'ohibition  plank  in  the  constitution  of  the  new 
State  was  secured,  has  struck  New  Mex:ico  with  full  force.  The 
liquor  interest  is  thoroughly  alarmed  and  has  perfected  the 
organization  of  a  sort  of  mutual  i)rotective  association.  Facts 
will  be  presented  to  the  public  showing  that  if  the  saloons  are 
abolished,  money  to  support  the  splendid  school  system  of  New 
Mexico  must  necessarily  be  procured  from  some  other  sourc 
imposing  a  heavier  burden  upon  the  taxpayer.

It  would  appear  that  the  retail  li(nior  dealers  have  a  high 
standing  in  this  community  and  that  the  Ruef  Prosecution 
would  as  soon  trust  them  as  representatives  of  any  other  branch 
of  trade  or  business. 

In  a  verbal  battle  with  Mr.  Ach,  Mr.  Heney  remarked  : 
"I  suppose  Mr.  Ach  is  trying  to  provoke  an  attack  against 
saloon-keepers  by  the  prosecution,  but  the  prosecution  is  as 
willing  to  trust  saloon-keepers  as  merchants,  and  thinks  that 
there  are  as  many  honest  saloon  men  as  there  are  honest  mer- 
chants." 

And  Mr.  Heney  is  quite  right.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  bet- 
ter and  more  respectable  lot  of  men  in  any  city  in  the  world 
than  the  great  majority  of  San  Francisco's  saloon-keepers. 


The  Prohibitionists  are  down  and  out  at  Hillsboro,  Oregon, 
and  the  saloons  renmiu  open.  This  happy  state  of  things  was 
brought  about  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  refusing 
to  allow  at  public  expense  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  ou 
the  question,  "whether  or  not  a  judge  in  equity  had  a  right  to 
grant  a  recount  under  the  provisions  of  the  local  option  law." 
It  api>ears  that  F.  E.  Cornelius,  a  liquor  dealer,  brought  suit 
against  the  Coxmty  Court  asking  the  Circuit  Judge  to  permit  a 
recount  of  the  "wet"  and  "dry"  ballots  cast  at  the  June  election. 
The  recount  was  allowed,  and  the  "dry"  majority  was  changed 
to  a  "wet"  majority  of  20.  As  the  court  also  refused  to  allow 
the  appeal  to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  a  committee  of  electors, 
Hillsboro  will  remain  wet  until  the  next  election,  and,  if  its 
inhabitants  are  wise,  ever  after  it. 
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Wine  Makers  Are  Not  To  Blame. 


-"  DITOK  of  The  Union,  Sir:  There  liave  been  in  the  news- 
li      papers  during  the  past  thirty  days    a  number    of  tele- 
rams  and  h)oal  items,  all  of  which  leave  the  impression  with 
ic  public  that  the  winemakei's  and  wineries  are  responsible 
ii-  the  sjlutted  jirape  market  tliivs  season  and  the  very  low  pre- 
liiiuf,'  prices  of  wine  grapes.    It  is  too  bad  tliat  the  Avinemaker 
made  to  take  the  odiom  of  such  a  situation,  and  I  want  to 
irrect  tliis  very  false  imj»ression,  for  1  know  it  to  be  a  fact 
lat  tlie  winemakers  in  every  section  of  California  regret  and 
I  (lore  the  situation  even  more  than  do  the  growers.  There  are 
great  many  fair  men  growing  Avine  gra])es  who  know  just 
liy  conditions  are  preA'ailing  as  they  do  to-day,  and  these  men 
re  not  the  calamity  liowlei-s  of  the  present  time.     They  are 
4  growers  wlu)  guard  their  own  interests  and  at  the  same  time 
ive  the  Avinemaker  credit  for  fairness,  too,  and  are  readily 
ble  to  see  liis  peculiar  predicament  at  tliis  vintage  season. 
Even  at  |6  and  |7  per  ton  for  grapes  and  on  deferred  pay- 
lents,  the  wineries  of  California  are  not  anxious    for  them. 
on  must  compare?  a  Avinemaker  of  tiie  present  day  with  any 
ther  merchant  Avho  is  overstocked  Avitli  goods.  It  isn't  the  time 
)r  him  to  load  up  witli  more.  ])articnlar]y  when  market  condi 
ons  are  what  I  may  justly  teriji  liazardous.    If  during  the  past 
kvelve  months  the  shipments  of  Avine   from   California   have 
dlen  off  42  ])er  cent,  as  told  liy  tlie  railroad  companies  in  their 
tatistical  data  just  issued,  is  it  not  reasonal)le  to  presume  that 
le  storage  in  the  cellars  of  a  great  Avinery  is  half  full  instead 
f  empty,  and  do  the  same  condititms  confront  us  as  were  pre- 
lalent  one  year  ago  to-day? 
This  discouraging  situatlctn  lias  lieen  brought  about  partly 
y  the  advances  of  prohibition  in  sections  of  the  East,  and  part- 
by  disturbed  financial  conditions  Avhich  liave  caused  the  big 
uyers  to  trim  Uieir  refjuisitions  and  take  tlieir  Avines  from  Cal- 
fornia  by  the  carload  instead  of  by  the  trainload.  A  year  ago 
9-day.  the  California  Avinery  could  nnister  a  million  and  a  Imlf 
allons  of  em])ty  storage,  whik;  to-day  the  best  Ave  can  do  is 
50,000  gallons. 

Now,  then,  the  California  Avinery  (and  similar  situations 
ffCA'ail  elseAvhere)  has  under  contract  6,500  tons  of  grapes,  and 
;he.se  6,500  tons  Avill  fill  up  Avitli  Avine  or  distilling  material 
!very  gallon  of  empty  storage  it  has  on  its  premises.  Witli 
narket  conditions  as  they  are,  insofar  as  the  selling  of  wine  is 
concerned,  it  is  bad  enough  to  have  tiie  Avinery  full  of  wine,  not 
cnoAving  Avhether  or  not  it  Avill  be  sold,  and  AA^orse  yet,  to  con- 
emplate  putting  up  additional  cooperage  to  take  care  of  more 
;rapes. 

Nevertheless,  this  A\inerv  proposes  to  do  that  rather  than  let 
the  groAvers  suffer  an  entire  lo.ss  of  their  crop.  It  proposes  to 
[Hit  uj)  half  a  million  gallons  of  new  cooperage  Avithin  thirty- 
liA'e  days'  time.  If  the  grajjc  growers  in  Sacramento  county  and 
iicinity  care  to  harvest  their  crop,  bring  it  to  the  Avinei-y,  and 
iccept  a  remuneration  as  large  as  is  paid  in  the  Stockton  dis- 
trict or  Fresno  district  on  time  payments,  the  Avinery  will  ad- 
vance in  cash  more  than  enough  to  pick  the  grapes,  and  it  asks 
the  grower  to  bear  Avith  it  for  several  months  later  until  the 
establishment  has  had  an  opportunity  to  turn  over  .some  of  the 
product.  This  is  a  fair  proposition,  and  not  one  Avdiich  the  Avinery 
is  making  Avitli  any  keen  desire.  W\>  are  as  anxious  as  can  be 
to  Iielp  tiie  growers,  for  onr  existence  is  theirs,  an<l  there  lias 
never  been  a  year  when  we  have  not  dealt  s(iuarely  and  fairly 
with  them.  The  best  years  for  us  have  been  "those  in  which  w(? 
were  able  to  pay  from  |;12  to  |18  per  ton  for  grapes.  Those  were 
the  best  years  for  the  farmers,  too.  Noav,  Avhen  the  best  that  can 
be  ottered  is  less  than  half  that  for  grapes,  the  situation  is  as 
desirable  to  us  as  it  is  to  tlie  growers,  and  even  more  uncertain, 
for,  after  all,  the  winery  is  taking  the  big  chance. 


I  do  not  know  of  a  single  plant  in  California,  competitors  of 
ours  though  they  may  be,  that  is  taking  advantage  of  the 
groAvers.  On  the  contrary,  I  knoAV  of  Avineries  in  different  sec- 
tions of  California  that  have  been  offered  to  the  groAA'ers  for  a 
nominal  rental.  I  heard  that  the  California  Wine  Association, 
Avith  lieadquarters  in  San  Francisco,  has  offered  its  (.'ucamonga 
Aviuery  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State  to  the  grape  groAvers 
of  the  vicinity,  and  asked  them  to  make  their  own  Avine  and  use 
th(>  Avinery  to  their  hearts'  content,  because  the  as.sociation  did 
not  find  it  expedient  to  handle  the  new  material  down  there 
this  season. 

I  simply  mention  these  facts  so  that  the  public  may  see  that  a 
one-sided  condition  does  not  prevail.  We  are  deeply  interested 
in  the  maintenance  of  tliis  great  industry  in  California,  and  are 
fighting  tooth  and  nail  for  its  preservation  in  more  directions 
than  one.  This  is  a  bad  year ;  Ave  all  admit  it,  but  let  the  groAV- 
ers  give  stich  an  establishment  as  the  California  Avinery  credit 
for  an  honest  intention  and  the  desire  to  do  the  best  it  can  in 
the  matter  of  handling  the  enormous  crop  that  is  noAV  aAA^aiting 
delivery  to  the  Avineries. 

We  do  not  stand  alone  in  such  a  position.  I  believe  many 
other  Avineries  in  the  State  are  manifesting  the  very  same  spirit 
and  disposition.

FRESNO,  Cal.,  Sept.  11.— The  Board  of  Supervisors  to-day 
decided  to  submit  to  the  people  of  the  county  outside  of 
incorporated  cities,  the  question  Avhether  saloons  are  to  be  per- 
mitted. The  Avet  or  dry  question  Avill  also  be  submitted  to  the 
city  of  Fresno. 
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George  West  &  Son  (Inc.)  State  Their  Position. 

OVER  700  grape  growers  representing  more  than  6000  acres 
within  six  miles  of  Lodi  met  September  11th  in  the  Lodi 
opera  house  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  gave  birth  to  the  Wine 
(irowers'  Association  of  San  Joaquin  County.  Over  100  imme- 
diately signed  a  pledge  to  contribute  25  cents  an  acre  to  pro- 
mote an  educational  campaign  to  further  the  interests  of  the 
viticultural  industry  of  this  county  and  State. 

George  E.  Lawrence,  chairman  of  the  City  Trustees,  called 
the  meeting  to  order.  W.  A.  AVasliingtou  of  Wood  bridge  was 
elected  chairman  and  H.  F.  Ellis  secretary.  George  W.  Le- 
Moin  read  the  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted, 
making  the  organization  a  reality.  Horatio  F.  StoU,  secretary 
of  the  State  Grape  Growers'  Association,  explained  in  detail 
the  wine  acreage  in  the  State,  the  yields,,  the  amount  on  hand, 
the  market  territories,  the  effect  of  the  prohibition  Avave  and 
all  the  phases  of  the  question  from  a  wine  growers'  standpoint. 
He  urged  that  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  LeMoin  be  adopted. 

WINE   maker's   letter. 

A  letter  from  Louis  Wetmore,  assistant  secretary  for  George 
West  &  Son  (Inc.),  to  ;Mr.  George  Lawrence,  was  read  showing 
the  carry  over  stock,  the  general  depression  throughout  the 
country,  the  falling  off  of  wine  consumption  and  all  the  phases 
of  the  question  of  the  industry  from  the  wine  makers'  stand- 
point. 

The  letter  was  as  follows:     . 

"At  your  request  we  are  writing  you  a  general  sketch  of  the 
present  conditions  of  the  wine  and  grape  business. 

"After  the  panic  last  November  the  sales  of  wine  ceased 
almost  immediately,  and  since  the  first  of  the  year  the  combined 
sales  of  the  California  houses  are  |1,250,000  short  of  the  sales 
as  against  this  time  last  year.  The  cellars  throughout  the 
entire  State  are  still  full  of  wine. 

SURPLUS  ON   HAND. 

"Speaking  now  for  ourselves,  our  total  crushing  last  year 
amounted  to  53,000  tons,  and  the  product  remaining  in  our 
cellars  to-day  amounts  to  20,000  tons  as  against  a  surplus  of 
about  7000  tons  the  year  before.  This  means  that  we  crushed 
about  13,000  tons  nu)re  than  we  had  any  sale  for.  As  the  people 
of  Lodi  will  remember,  the  deliveries  of  grapes  to  the  two  Lodi 
wineries  last  year  were  more  than  three  times  the  capacity  of 
these  Avineries.  The  combined  two  wineries  have  a  capacity  of 
about  700,000  gallons  storage,  and  against  this  Ave  crushed  8500 
tons  of  grapes  or  1,300,000  gallons  of  grape  juice,  and  it  Avas 
<mly  OAving  to  the  fact  that  Ave  Avere  able  to  make  some  quick 
sales  and  deliver  the  wines  to  dealers  during  the  grape  season 
that  AA'e  handled  such  a  quantity  of  grapes  at  Lodi. 

"Commencing  noAV  on  the  basis  that  Ave  handled  13,000  tons 
of  grapes  more  than  Ave  had  sales  for  last  year,  or  that  Ave  did 
a  business  of  40,000  tons  of  grapes  last  year,  and  presuming 
that  our  regular  carry-OAcr  for  the  fall  should  be  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  5000  tons,  this  Avould  make  our  actual  surplus  to-day 
15,000  tons. 

NO  BUSINESS  PROSPECTS. 

"AVe  have  no  idea  that  Ave  Avill  be  able  to  do  a  business  of 
40,000  tons  betAveen  noAV  and  August  1,  1909,  as  at  least  tAvo- 
thirds  of  our  sales  of  last  vintage  Avines  Avere  contracted  for 
before  the  panic  and  Ave  knoAV  that  Ave  cannot  make  similar  con- 
tracts this  year.  If  Ave  succeed  in  doing  a  business  of  30,000 
t(ms  we  will  feel  that  Ave  have  accomplished  the  best  results 
possible  under  the  present  market.  Thus  Avith  a  surplus  on 
hand  of  15,000  tons  our  requirements  to  carry  on  our  business 
for  this  vintage  will  <mly  be  15,000  tons  of  grapes. 

"On  the  Lucerne  vineyard  in  Kings  County,  Ave  have  8000 
t(ms  of  grapes.  On  the  Sierra  Vista  vineyard  at  IVIinturn  Ave  have 
3000  tons  of  grapes.    On  the  leased  vineyards  Avhich  we  have  at 


Lodi  we  have  1500  tons  of  grapes.  We  have  under  contract  ii 
the  Lodi  district  a  little  over  1000  acres  of  Zinfandel,  Avliich  i 
about  5000  tons.  We  have  under  contract  at  Tui 
lock  possibly  1000  tons  of  grapes.  We  have  under  contract  aj 
Hanford  about  2000  tims  of  grapes.  Tljus  our  contracts  araouni 
to  8000  tons  more,  or  a  grand  total  of  grapes  Avhich  Ave  simpl  i 
liaA'e  to  take  of  20,500  tons,  or  ,5000  tons  OA'er  our  requirements' 
What  need  have  Ave  of  purchasing  any  grapes  outside  of  ouj 
contracts?  Simjjly  this:  that  Ave  are  in  business  here  perma! 
nently  and  we  look  forAvard  to  better  markets  after  the  presen 
financial  flurry,  and  this  Avave  of  prohibition  has  subsided  am 
we  do  not  Avant  to  see  the  groAver  suffer. 

HAVE   BEEN    LIBER^iL. 

"We  have  made  such  arrangements  as  Ave  are  able  to  offer  tli 
groAA'ers — 16  a  ton  for  grapes  not  under  contract,  and  you  wil 
readily  see  by  the  aboA'e  figures,  grapes  coming  to  us  not  undi 
contract  is  simply  a  surplus,  Avliich  Avill  have  to  be  carried  om 
August  1,  1909.  W^e  knoAV  of  no  certain  market  on  AA'hich  ^\ 
can  base  any  price  AA^hatever,  therefore  the  price  has  simpl 
been  named  Avith  an  idea  of  protecting  the  groAver  against  los' 
We  haA'e  no  ideas  ourselves  of  making  any  money  over  an 
aboA'e  our  expenses  this  year,  and  this  is  a  season  Avhen  we  \vi 
all  haA'e  to  pull  together  and  if  Ave  can  keep  each  other  fvui 
suffering  a  loss  we  have  accomplished  a  good  deal. 

"Growers  avIio  haA'e  been  in  the  business  for  the  past  twent 
years  Avill  remember  the  seasons  of  1891  to  1897.  The  acrcai; 
of  grapes  in  California  is  about  five  times  as  great  at  the  pre 
ent  time  as  it  Avas  in  1891,  and  the  problem  of  handling  tlii 
output  is  a  A'ery  serious  question. 

"People  throughout  the  Avhole  of  the  United  States  have  lid 
influenced  by  prohibition,  the  adA'Ocates  of  AA'hich  are  general  1 
men  that  do  not  understand  that  prohibition  cannot  and  Avi 
not  regulate  temperance.  The  statistics  Avill  show  that  Stati 
that  have  passed  prohibition  laws  shoAV  a  greater  number  i 
arrests  from  intoxication  than  States  Avhich  haA^e  saloon  rcjii 
lations  only.  People  haA'e  drunk  Avine  since  the  day  that  Noa 
landed  Avith  his  ark  and  the  idea  that  people  have  that  they  oa 
change  humanity  is  simply  idiotic.  ConA'erted  drinkers  are  tl 
Avorst  menace  society  has,  because  three-fourths  of  them  go  bar 
to  drinking  and  have  no  control  over  the  limits  Avhen  such  d 
sires  attend  them.  The  man  Avho  drinks  his  wine  Avith  his  nica 
is  a  temperate  and  sober  nmn,  and  you  do  not  find  him  going  d 
sprees,  as  his  thirst  m  regularly  and  j^roperly  satisfied. 

"We  endorse  the  action  of  the  Grape  Growers'  Associatin 
held  in  San  Francisco  under  the  auspices  of  ^Ir.  Sbarboro,  an 
if  your  people  Avill  organize  such  a  local  county  organizaiio 
as  Avill  act  along  these  lines  you  Avill  have  our  support  and  v> 
operation  in  your  Avork.

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Wave  of  Prohibition  Kills  California  Wine.

»f  tlu'  jn'ohibitoi-.v  wave  whitli  1ms  of  late  swept 
ouiiti'.v,  the  California  Wine  Association  has  de- 
cided to  buy  no  wine  jirajies  this  year.  If  jjrowers  desire,  the 
association  will  receive  a  liniite<l  amount  of  j^rapes  which  will 
he  worked  upon  a  co-operative  basis.  The  growers  would  thus 
liave  a  share  of  the  wine,  which  will  keep,  while  the  grapes 
would  rot.    The  details  of  this  plan  have  not  been  perfected. 

The  large  vintage  in  cellar,  the  spread  of  prohibition  and  the 

tiuancial  condition  are  given  as  the  reason  for  this  action  on  the 

part  of  the  associaticm.     These  statements  are  c(mtained  in  an 

interview  of  the  Fresno  h'cpiiJilicaii  with  (ieorge  P.  Meveridge. 

I  Mr.  Heveridge  being  in  San  Francisco  attending  the  conference 

[at  the  main  offices  of  the  California  Wine  Association. 

According  to  .Mr.  I5everidge  the  association  has  already  more 
w  ine  than  it  can  sell.  It  also  has  a  large  acreage  of  its  own 
grapes  and  of  grapes  under  previous  contract  still  extending  for 
a  number  of  years. 

Said  -Mr.  IJeveridge:  "After  the  preliminary  conference  the 
association  decided  that  it  would  not  be  able  to  buy  any  grapes 
at  all  this  year.  The  large  amount  of  wine  on  hand,  the  pro- 
hibition craze  and  the  financhil  c(mdition  have  forced  us  to  this 
course.  We  will,  however,  work  up  the  grapes  for  the  gi-owers 
to  prevent  utter  loss,  and  give  each  grower  a  return  i;i  wine, 
less  the  manufacturer's  cost  and  other  expenses.  It  is  the  best 
we  can  do  this  year." 

The  decision  of  the  wine  association  produces  a  situation 
which  is  one  of  the  most  serious  that  producers  of  wine  grapes 
have  been  called  upcm  to  face  in  many  years.  The  postponement 
of  the  announcement  of  so  radical  a  departure  from  normal 
methods  of  doing  business  until  the  grapes  are  ready  for  de- 


livery puts  the  growers  at  a  great  disadvantage  and  seeins  like 
a  deliberate  plan  to  take  snap  judgment. 

In  previous  years  the  wineries  outside  of  the  trust  have  been 
governed  by  the  association's  prices,  simply  accepting  them. 
Whether  they  will  adopt  this  year's  novel  plan  is  not  known, 
but  comparatively  they  are  not  large  factors. 

This  decision  will  also  have  a  bad  effect  on  the  raisin  situa- 
tion. It  will  lead  to  large  curing  of  the  second  crop,  if  the 
weather  i)ermits,  and  also  to  an  extensive  drying  of  black  grapes. 
A  good  deal  of  that  was  dime  even  last  year,  when  |12  was 
ottered  by  the  wineries  and  when  later  the  price  was  forced  up 
to  $1(1  Ulack  grapes  were  even  seeded  and  were  sold  to  a 
considerable  extent.  Since  the  association  this  year  offers  noth- 
ing at  all  for  wine  grapes  the  practice  will  doubtless  be  more 
general. — New  York  Journal  of  Commerce,  Sept.  1st.

Coopers  Feel  the  Pinch  of  Prohibition 


AT  the  recent  annual  convention  of  the  Coopers'  Interna- 
tional Union,  which  included  delegates  from  all  parts  of 
the  United  States,  was  given  an  illustration  of  the  trend  of 
thought  among  laboring  people  in  regard  to  prohibition.  The 
convention  passed  strong  resolutions  denouncing  the  jirohibi- 
tion  movement  as  insincere  and  inimical  to  the  industrial  life 
i>f  America.  The  reports  to  the  convention  indicate  that  the  pro- 
hibition movement  lias  already  cost  the  coopers  between  40  and 
50  per  cent,  of  tlieir  business. 

The  same  sentiment  prevails  among  cigar  makers,  wood- 
worlcers,  glass-blowers,  box  makers  and  hundreds  of  other 
•  rafts,  who  are  beginning  to  realize  the  hardships  and  dangers 
following  prohibition. 


LAST  month  we  stattMl  that  Dawson's  celebrated  Scotch 
^^'hiskey,  as  importcnl  by  Chapman  &  Wilberforce  of  705- 
707  Sansome  street,  "now  holds  a  very  liigh  position  in  the 
opinion  of  the  trade."  That  it  should  do  so,  considering  the 
very  high  reputation  "Dawsons"  holds  all  over  the  English 
speaking  Avorld  is  easily  understood.  The  Magazine  of  Foods 
and  Beverages,  in  a  long  and  (mtertaining  article  by  W.  Brown- 
ing Hearnden,  calls  Dawson's  "Perfection"  Old  Scotch  "The 
merry  cheerer  of  the  heart,"  (Shakespeare)  and  goes  on  to  say:

CONDITIONS 


THE  VINTAGE — Conditions  have  materially  changed  since 
the  grape  crop  report  which  appeared  in  the  August  num- 
ber of  the  Review,  was  compiled.  Adverse  Aveather  conditions 
have  largely  reduced  the  yield  and  it  is  estimated  from  any- 
where to  25  to  40  per  cent  short  in  dry  wine  counties.  This  is 
largely  attributed  to  the  exceptional  dry  weather,  which  pre- 
vented the  berries  from  properly  filling.  In  the  sweet  wine  dis- 
tricts there  are  more  grapes  than  are  needed,  owing  to  new  vine- 
yards coming  into  bearing,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  wineries 
hold  large  stocks  of  last  year's  vintage,  which  remain  unsold. 
These  surplus  stocks  of  both  dry  and  SAveet  wines  are  largely 
the  cause  of  the  ruinously  low  prices  which  are  being  paid  for 
grapes  this  season.  HoAvever,  this  is  one  cause  only.  The  others 
are  the  tremendous  spread  of  prohibition  during  the  last  ten 
years,  the  financial  stringency  and  the  fact  that  half  a  million 
foreigners,  all  of  Avhom  are  drinkers  of  common  Avines,  departed 
for  Europe  during  the  past  year. 


DRY  WINES — There  Avas  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the 
movement  of  wines  by  sea  and  rail  during  the  month.  The 
figures  Avere  266  cases  and  438,277  gallons  valued  at  |160,486. 
In  the  previous  month  there  Avere  499  cases,  151,123  gallons 
shipped,  of  the  value  of  $66,857.  In  the  month  ending  Septem- 
l>er  20th,  1907,  the  exports  by  sea  Avere  371  cases  and  215,396 
gallons  valued  at  |79,291.  So  it  Avill  be  seen  that  sea  exports 
for  September,  1908,  were  more  than  double  those  of  the  same 
period  of  1907. 

Imports  by  sea  were  1164  cases,  50  casks  and  62  barrels;  by 
rail  in  bond,  576  cases  and  1  cask. 

There  is,  at  this  writing,  no  report  as  to  the  production  of 
sweet  wines  in  the  opening  month  of  the  season. 


WH ISKEY — Trade  took  a  good  healthy  turn  during  the 
month,  the  volume  of  orders  being  not  only  markedly 
increased,  but  collections  shoAved  a  gratifying  improvement. 
All  representative  houses  have  encouraging  reports  to  make 
and  all  predict  a  banner  year  in  1909.  That  business  should 
show  such  a  healthy  revival  at  this  particular  season,  in  the 
midst  of  a  Presidential  campaign,  is  very  significant.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  buying  public  are  satisfied  that  there  Avill  be  no 
radical  change  in  the  policies  of  the  government  and  that  Bryan 
Avill,  as  heretofore,  be  relegated  to  the  place  he  belongs — namely 
Lincoln,  Nebraska.  Politics  aside,  Mr.  Taft  seems  to  be  the 
only  logical  candidate  for  the  sane  business  man,  or  the  pro- 
ducer in  any  line. 

Exports  by  sea  were  530  cases,  4,213  gallons  valued  at  |10,- 
060.  Imports  by  sea  were  2,219  cases  and  86  casks ;  by  rail  in 
bond,  25  cases. 

Miscellaneous  exports  Avere  607  cases,  10  barrels,  1-2  barrel,  1 
i  cask,  1  keg  and  1,514  gallons  valued  at  |0,218.00. 


IMPORTATIONS — In  harmony  Avith  other  lines,  the  import- 
ing trade  is  feeling  the  improvement  in  business  and  the  im- 
porters are  a  unit  in  the  belief  that  not  later  than  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  there  Avill  be  a  reviA'al  that  Avill  equal  or  exceed  the 
fine  business  they  enjoyed  at  the  time  of  the  fire.

BEER — Some  improvement  is   noticeable   in    consumption, 
which  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  summer  weather 
did  not  appear  until  September. 

Exports  bj^  sea  Avere  222  packages  bottled  and  530  bulk,  valu- 
ed at  |4,624. 

Imports  by  sea  of  malt  liquors  Avere  stout  and  ale  95  cases 
and  260  barrels.  Beer  4,421  packages,  the  latter  almost  entirely 
from  NorthAvestern  domestic  ports.

JUDGE  HUMPHREY,  of  the  U.  S.  Court  at  Peoria,  on  the

the  Commissioner  of  Internal  ReA'enue  of  May  5,  1908,  as  to  the 
branding  of  spirit  goods. 

The  case  can  now  be  tried  on  its  merits  or  an  appeal  taken 
to  the  Court  of  Appeals  from  Judge  Humphrey's  decision. 


The  Kern  County  Trustees  are  agreed  on  a  proposition  to 
double  the  retail  liquor  license,  raising  it  from  |75  semi- 
annually to  $75  a  quarter.  Definite  action  in  this  matter  may 
soon  be  taken.

P.  C.  Rossi  on  the  Situation 


BY  the  courtesy  of  A.  L.  Clark,  the  representative  of  the 
BroAvn-Forman  Company  of  LouisviHe,  Kentucky,  in  the 
State  of  Washinsiton,  Ave  are  enabled  to  give  our  readers  some 
idea  of  the  political  muddle  now  existinj^  in  relation  to  the  con- 
test for  Governorship  at  the  coming  election  in  that  State.  It 
must  be  understood  that  the  new  primary  law  now  in  operation 
in  that  State  provides  that  when  there  are  more  than  four  candi- 
dates, each  voter  shall  A-ote  for  a  first  and  second  choice,  should 
he  giA-e  both  votes  to  one  man,  or  fail  to  vote  for  both  first  and 
second  choice,  his  vote  is  thrown  out.  To  obtain  the  nomiuatiou 
40  per  cent  of  first  choice  votes  is  necessary,  or  Avhere  this  is  not 
()l)tained,  the  man  goes  on  the  ticket  Avho  has  the  plurality,  by 
the  addition  of  first  and  second  choice  Azotes.  In  the  present 
case  there  Avere  eight  candidates,  of  whom  McBride,  Cosgrove 
and  the  present  Governor  IMead  headed  the  list.  Now  Mead 
toyed  Avith  the  prohibitionists,  and  promised,  if  elected,  not  only 
to  sign  but  AAork  for  a  strong  local  option  bill.  Therefore  the 
liquor  interest  decided  to  support  ex-GoA'errior  McBride,  AA'ho, 
(luring  his  term  of  office  hatt"  refused  to  sign  such  a  bill.  When 
I  he  primaries  Avere  held  on  the  8th  instant,  McBride  had  the 
heaviest  first  choice  vote,  but  lost  several  thousand  votes  by  his 
supporters  failing  to  A^ote  for  second  choice.  Mead  Avas  badly  de- 
feated and  ( 'osgroA'e,  by  the  adding  together  of  first  and  second 
choices  became  the  nominee  of  the  Republican  party. 

It  AA-as  evident  that  McBride  Avas  the  real  choice  of  the  peo- 
l)le,  and  the  result  shoAvs  that  the  strength  of  the  Prohibition- 
ists is  declining,  also  that  the  ncAV  primary  laAv  is  unfair,  as  in 
this  instance  it  evidentlj^  foiled  the  AA'ish  of  the  majority  of 
voters. 

AYhile  Cosgrove  is  not  believed  to  be  favorable  to  the  liquor 
interests,  coming  from  the  toAvn  of  Pomeroy  in  the  Palouse 
country,  and  a  representatiA^e  of  a  farming  community,  he,  hoAA'- 
CA-er,  ncA'er  came  out  as  flat-footed  as  Mead  on  the  liquor  ques- 
tion. So  it  is  belicA'ed  a  local  option  bill  Avill  be  passed  at  the 
next  session  of  the  legislature,  if  he  is  elected  and  his  election 
is  almost  a  certainty,  faA'orable  to  the  cities  and  moderate  in 
terms. 

As  to  the  Democrats,  they  appear  to  be  in  a  hole  dug  by  them- 
selves. Before  the  primary,  the  brcAvers  offered  them  a  very 
large  sum  for  election  expenses  if  tlie  liquor  question  was  left 
open,  but  they  came  out  squarely  for  prohibition.  In  conse- 
quence a  large  number  of  Democrats  voted  for  McBride,  and 
the  Democratic  nominee  does  not  seem  to  stand  a  ghost  of  a 
chance,  unless,  of  course,  that  party  tnms  turtle  on  the  liquor 
question  which  would  draAv  all  the  McBride  supporters  to  him. 
Of  this,  hoA^'ever,  there  is  little  chance,  and  all  probabilities  are 
for  a  Republican  gOAernor  and  legislature. 

Prom  the  aboA'e,  we  think  it  is  clearly  .shown  that  the  peoph; 
are  already  getting  tired  of  the  rule  of  the  crazy  and  tyrannical 
prohibitionists,  and  that  another  tAvo  years  will  probably  see 
the  end  of  the  cold  AA'ater  crusade  in  the  State  of  Washington. 


Andrea  Sbarboro,  of  the  Italian-SAviss  Colony,  left  on  the 
17th,  for  the  eastern  states  and  Europe,  to  be  gone  two  months. 
Sbarboro  will  represent  the  Italians  of  California  at  the  first 
colonial  congress  to  be  held  at  Rome  on  October  16th.  At  this 
congress  Avill  gather  representatiAcs  of  the  Italian  people  Asho 
haA-e  made  their  homes  in  different  countries  of  the  world.  They 
will  report  on  the  progress  of  their  countrymen  in  foreign 
lands.  While  in  Ncav  York  Sl>arboro  Avill  address  the  American 
Grape  GroAAcrs'  Association  on  the  "Gospel  of  the  Grape." 


PC.  ROSSI,  President  of  the  Italfan-Swiss  Colony,  speaking 
•  of  the  situation  in  the  Avine  industrj',  .said  that  the  crop  iu 
the  dry  Avine  counties  Avould  proAe  short  this  year  from  30  to  40 
per  cent,  OAving,  in  his  opinion,  to  lack  of  moisture.  Had  there 
been  more  moisture  the  berries  would  undoubtedly  have  swol- 
len, adding  A^ery  considerable  AAeight  to  the  crop  gathered.  The 
colony  had,  he  said,  many  contracts  Avhich  called  for  about  $15 
per  ton.  Under  the  circumstances,  it  had  done  its  best  to  sus- 
tain the  price  of  grapes,  but  naturally  it  Avas  unable  to  control 
conditions  in  neighborhoods  in  Avhich  it  had  no  Avineries.  As  far 
as  the  market  was  concerned,  he  reported  that  it  was  someAvhat 
more  active,  adding:  "If  Ave  do  not  .ship  at  this  season,  Avhen 
can  we  expect  to  do  so?"  In  his  opinion,  AAhat  the  dry  Avine  men 
had  to  contend  Avith  Avere  the  newly  planted  vineyards  in  San 
Joaquin  and  adjoining  counties.  It  Avas  Avith  these  that  the 
trade  had  to  reckon,  for  AA'hile  growing  a  greater  quantity  to  the 
acre  of  sweet  wine  grapes,  a  large  quantity  of  dry  wines  were 
being  manufactured  from  them.  This,  Avhile  admitted  to  be  of 
infei'ior  quality  to  that  prepared  from  dry  wine  grapes,  is  put 
upon  the  market  at  a  lower  price,  thus  making  a  very  unequal 
competition.  This  Avine  sells  freely,  thus  injuring  the  sale  of 
higher  class  dry  Avines,  the  place  of  AAhich  it  usurps. 

Considering  the  state  of  business  during  the  past  year,  it 
stands  to  reason,  price  cuts  an  important  figure  in  sales,  and  the 
output  of  the  Avine  in  quesiton  must  be  taken  in  consideration 
Avhen  the  state  of  the  drv  Avine  market  is  dealt  with. 


At  Monroe,  Washington,  the  City  Council  recently  raised 
saloon  licenses  from  |400  to  |600,  and  an  ordinance  to  that 
effect  Avas  ordered  prepared.

East  Demands  California  Spirits  and  Alcohol 


A  Lotli,  San  Joaquin  county,  correspondent  of  the  Sacra- 
■**•  mento  Bee  Avrites :  The  opera  house  was  crowded  to  stand- 
ing room  capacity  last  Saturday  niglit,  when  wine  grape  grow- 
ers representing  50,000  acres  of  wine  grapes  were  present  at  the 
called  meeting  to  receive  final  reports  as  to  the  wine  grape  sit- 
uation, which  is  in  a  precarious  condition,  and  to  decide  what 
shall  be  done  with  their  grapes. 

W.  A.  AYashington,  the  special  agent  of  the  San  Joaquin  Wine 
Growers'  Association,  reported  to  the  assembled  groAvers  of  the 
Lodi  district  that  all  the  wineries  in  the  State  have  large  sup- 
plies on  hand  and  are  absolutely  unable  to  make  sales,  large  or 
small,  which  in  any  degree  might  aflfect  the  present  condition  of 
the  market.  Washington  also  proved  that  the  grape  groAvers 
were  not  victims  of  graft  by  the  trust,  nor  Avere  outside  buyers 
being  influenced  to  keep  out  of  the  Lodi  district. 

After  a  thorough  investigation  by  the  San  Joaquin  Wine  As- 
sociation, four  good  reasons  as  to  the  causes  of  the  present  Avine 
condition  Avere  deduced,  as  folloAvs :  First  of  all  Avas  Prohibition 
which  has  groAvn  in  the  last  ten  years  from  a  mere  insignificant 
territory  to  one-half  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States.  An- 
other cause  lies  in  the  fact  that  400,000  Italians,  Avhose  con- 
sumption amounted  to  20,000,000  gallons  a  year,  haA-e  left  the 
United  States  in  the  past  two  years.  Overproduction  is  another 
cause.  The  demand  has  lessened,  AA'hile  the  supply  has  increas- 
ed. Last  of  all,  the  recent  financial  depression  has  influenced 
the  market  to  a  great  extent,  just  as  all  other  lines  of  industry 
haA^e  been  affected  by  the  financial  stringency. 

The  plan  agreed  upon  was  to  take  Avhatever  one  could  get  for 
his  grapes  and  by  another  year  the  local  co-operation  of  inde- 
pendent Avineries  Avould  be  established  and  there  Avill  always  oe 
a  sale  for  wine  grapes. 


News  from  Healdsburg  shoAAS  that  Francischini  &  Lorenzini, 
Simi  Land  Company,  Scatena  &  Company,  French-American 
Wine  Company,  Scatena  Brothers,  Frank  Passalacqua,  J.  Gad- 
dini  and  J.  Gorgi  are  all  busy  shipping  wine,  so  as  to  have  avail- 
able cooperage  for  this  year's  vintage.  Consignments  are  prin- 
cipally to  San  Francisco,  although  some  go  direct  East  to  New 
Orleans,  Denver  and  New  York. 


The  Auburn,  California,  licpuhlicui)  calls  attention  to  the  re- 
building work  going  on  at  Roseville.  The  Avinery  AA'hicli  Avas 
destroyed  by  fire  recently  is  in  course  of  reconstruction  and  Avill 
handle  this  year's  crop.  It  declares  that  the  management  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  i>luck  and  enterprise  it  is  showing. 


T~"nE  Western  Distilleries,  at  AgneAv,  California,  have  recently 
been  making  heavy  shipments  of  their  commodity  to  the 
East.  Ever  since  the  Pure  Food  Commissioners  at  Washington 
passed  upon  the  productions  of  this  institution  and  pronounced 
the  alcohol  and  spirits  to  be  amongst  the  purest  productions  of 
the  United  States,  the  Eastern  trade  haA'e  been  making  inquiries 
and  are  uoav  buying  considerable  quantities.  Recently  an  offer 
was  made  for  their  entire  output  of  5000  barrels  a  month.  This 
AA'as  refused  on  account  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  interior  require- 
ments. The  company  will  only  contract  for  the  aAcrage  of  from 
2500  to  3000  barrels  per  month.  The  Western  Distillei'ies  are 
among  the  great  payers  of  rcA^enue  tax.  The  tax  averages  .f  110 
per  barrel  and  the  company  therefore  pays  from  |250,()00  to 
$300,000  per  month  tax  for  eastern  shipments,  Avhile  for  their 
Pacific  Coast  wants  the  rcAenue  tax  anioinits  to  |150,000  i)er 
month.  This  makes  about  |5,000,000  per  year  Avhich  Uncle  Sam 
receives  from  one  institution  in  California,  and  Avhich  is  a 
pioneer  in  this  line.  Their  goods  Avill  ere  long  be  knoAvn  as  abso- 
lutely pure,  throughout  the  country. 

The  company  control  the  patent  rights  to  the  French  (luil- 
laume  still,  A\hich  is  said  to  be  the  best  produced.  It  reaches  the 
highest  standard  made  in  the  United  States,  namely  to  193  to 
194  proof.  Owing  to  the  government  manual  being  only  to  192, 
they  comply  Avitli  this  proof. 

The  fertilizer  plant  Avhich  these  people  oaA'u  has  sold  out  its 
entire  output  to  agents  for  the  HaAvaiian  Sugar  Refineries  in 
Honolulu,  HaAvaii. 

We  understand  there  are  scA'eral  other  bi-products  Avhich  they 
intend  to  manufacture  in  the  near  future  Avhich  Avill  add  to  their 
revenue  and  utilize  all  the  AVaste  instead  of  same  being  thrown 
awav  as  heretofore. 


One  of  the  wineries  at  Geyserville  is  paying  |8  cash  per  ton 
for  grapes,  with  the  agreement  that  future  payments  Avill  be 
made  according  to  the  price  the  Avine  sells  for.  The  crop  there 
is  considerably  short  of  last  gear's  yield. 


T.  N.  Stewart,  foreman  of  the  California  Wine  Association's 
vineyard  near  Gilroy,  reports  that  the  200  acres  of  rooted  vines 
bought  in  France  last  season,  are  doing  finely.  Most  of  them 
AA'ere  irrigated  and  of  these  none  Avere  lost.  Of  those  not  irri- 
gated, 10  per  cent  were  lost.  The  crop  of  the  vineyard  in  ques- 
tion, is  expected  to  reach  500  tons,  including  fiA'e  of  the  choicest 
varieties  of  wine  grapes.

Marking'   Spirits 


Suit  to  enjoin  the  collector  and  the  internal  revenue  gaugers  from  marking 
rectified  spirits  "imitation  whisky",  acting  under  instructions  of  the  Com- 
missioner set  forth  in  Internal  Revenue  Circular  723  of  May  5,  1908, 
issued  in  conformity  with  the  (Jirectlon  of  the  President  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Pure  Food  Act. — Decision  of 
Judge  Thompson  sustained  the  Government. — Application  for  rehearing 
denied.

Union  Distilling  Company  et  al.  v.  Bernhard  Bettmann  et  al. 

Application   for   Injunction    Pendente   Lite. 

The  complainants  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  rectifying  distilled  spirits, 
anS  bring  this  suit  to  enjoin  Bernhard  Bettmann,  collector  of  internal  revenue 
for  the  first  collection  district  of  Ohio,  and  his  codefendants,  who  are  United 
States  internal  revenue  gaugers  assigned  for  duty  in  said  district,  from — 

Marking  potable  distilled  spirits  from  grain  of  approximately  100  proof 
which  have  been  rectified  so  as  to  remove  most  of  the  fusel  oil  and  aldehydes 
as  "imitation  whisky." 

The  collector  and  gaugers  are  acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  set  forth  in  his  Circular  33,  Internal  Revenue 
723  of  May  5,  1908,  issued  in  conformity  with  the  following  directions  of  the 
President  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  enforcement  of  the  food  and 
drugs  act  to  wit: 

Straight  whisky  will  be  labeled  as  such.  A  mixture  of  two  or  more  straight 
whiskies  will  be  labeled  "blended  whisky"  or  "whiskies."  A  mixture  of 
straight  whisky  and  ethyl  alcohol,  provided  there  Is  a  sufficient  amount  oC 
straight  whisky  to  make  It  genuinely  a  "mixture,"  will  be  labeled  as  com- 
pound, or  compounded  with,  pure  grain  distillate.  Imitation  whisky  will  be 
labeled  as  such. 

The  question  presented  is  whether  neutral  spirits  reduced  to  potable  proof 
and  artificially  colored  and  flavored  is  whisky  or  only  an  imitation  of  whisky. 
Affidavits  have  been  submitted  by  the  parties  in  support  of  their  respective 
claims,  and  the  affidavit  of  Prof.  Edward  H.  Jenkins,  an  analytical  and  agri- 
cultural chemist,  answers  the  question  fully  and  clearly.  He  testifies  that 
alcohol  (used  as  .<;ynonymous  with  cologne  spirit,  neutral  spirit,  silent  spirit, 
and  velvet  spirit) — 

Can  be  and,  as  testified  by  manufacturers,  is  often  made  of  cereals  which 
have  heated  or  molded  and  are  therefore  inferior  and  classed  as  "no  grade"; 
whereas  whisky  is  and  must  be  made  only  of  clean,  sound  grain. 

The  mash  for  alcohol  manufacture  is  cooked  at  a  relatively  high  tempera- 
ture to  get  the  largest  possible  yield  of  spirit;  whereas  the  mash  for  whisky 
manufacture  is  heated  to  a  lower  degree  so  as  not  to  impair  the  potable 
quality  of  the  product. 

Alcohol  is  distilled  with  the  design  to  get  a  product  from  which  every- 
thing excepting  ethyl  alcohol  and  water  is,  as  far  as  possible,  excluded; 
whereas  on  the  other  hand  whisky  is  distilled  In  a  wholly  different  way  and 
with  the  design  to  retain  in  the  distillate  those  things  which  are  rigidly  ex- 
cluded in  the  alcohol  distillation,  to  wit,  congeneric  substances,  the  higher 
alcohols  and  aldehydes,  esthers  and  acids,  to  which,  and  to  which  alone,  when 
modified  and  altered  by  further  treatment,  whisky  owes  those  characters 
which  make  it  a  potable  beverage  and  which  distinguish  it  from  alcohol,  which 
is  not  a  potable  beverage. 

Alcohol  needs  and  receives  no  aging,  but  may  pass  into  consumption  at 
once  for  Its  common  uses  as  a  fuel,  as  a  solvent,  and  in  chemical  manufacture, 
whereas  whisky  needs  and  receives  several  years'  storage  in  a  charred  cask, 
at  a  moderate  temperature,  in  order  that  its  constituents  may  blend  and  in- 
teract and  thus  develop  the  bouquet  and  flavor  essential  to  its  quality  for  the 
sole  use  for  which  it  Is  made,  viz.,  a  beverage  and  medical  agent. 

Further,  the  intelligent  popular  understanding  of  the  word  whisky  is  a 
highly  and  agreeably  flavored  beverage,  made  from  materials  and  with  the 
care  usual  In  preparing  food  products  and  requiring  an  aging  process,  as  all 
alcoholic  beverages  are  generally  regarded  to  require  it.  The  intelligent  pop- 
ular understanding  of  alcohol  is  a  substance  without  any  agreeable  flavor 
other  than  the  characteristic  alcoholic  flavor  and  unfit  for  a  beverage. 

His  view  is  supported  by  many  other  distinguished  chemists  and,  as  he 
well  says,  by  the  popular  understanding.  The  affidavits  of  the  complainants 
do  not  show  that  the  people — the  consumers — were  ever  advised  or  knew  that 


complainants'  product  branded  "whisky"  was  in  fact  alcohol  artificially  col- 
ored and  fiavored,  and  affidavits  submitted  by  the  defendants,  seven  of  whole- 
.salers  and  ten  of  retailers,  in  Washington  and  Cincinnati,  do  show  that  no 
wholesaler  or  rectifier  ever  offered  to  sell  to  them  "as  whisky  a  product  which 
such  wholesaler  or  rectified  represented  to  be  alcohol  colored  or  flavored,"  and 
that  they  "would  not  knowingly  purchase  as  whisky  such  a  product."  It  was 
also  shown  that  brandy,  rum,  and  gin  are  imitated  in  the  same  way  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  consumer.  The  fact  that  this  practice  has  been  long  con- 
tinued does  not  establish  a  right  which  the  court  would  protect.  It  misbrands 
the  product  in  violation  of  the  food  and  drugs  act  and  of  section  3449  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  if  that  section  is  applicable  to  the 
case  (76  Fed.  Rep.,  p.  367).  It  does  not  truthfully  designate  "the  kind  and 
quality  of  the  contents  of  the  casks  or  packages,"  as  required  by  section  3449. 
The  product  is  not  genuine  whisky  in  the  making  of  which  age  modifles  ob- 
jectionable elements  and  develops  the  flavor  which  pleases  the  taste  and  adds 
so  much  to  its  value.     It  should  be  branded  "imitation  whisky." 

The  application  for  a  restraining  order  will  be  refused.

Application  for   Rehearing. 

In  support  of  the  application  for  a  rehearing,  it  is  urged  that^ 

The  bill  alleges  that  complainants'  product  is  distilled  spirits  from  grain 
of  approximately  100  per  cent  proof,  from  which  most  of  the  fusel  oil  and  alde- 
hydes created  during  the  fermentation  of  the  mash  has  been  removed  by 
processes  of  rectification.  This  product  is  not  artificially  colored  and  flavored, 
but  is  a  pure  rectified  spirit. 
And  that — 

The  case  made  by  the  bill  had  nothing  to  do  with  added  flavors  or  essences. 

I  agree  with  counsel  that  this  product  is  a  "pure  rectified  spirit,"  but  it  is 
not  whisky,  and  It  should  be  marked  as  "spirits"  and  not  as  whisky.  Whisky 
is  not  made  by  diluting  neutral  spirits  with  water.  As  I  have  said  hereto- 
fore, in  making  genuine  whisky  age  modifles  the  objectionable  elements  and 
develops  the  flavor,  but  the  process  by  which  spirits  are  produced  eliminates 
these  elements  and  the  flavor  can  not  be  restored.  It  may  be  imitated,  but  can 
not  be  restored.  Dealers  distinguish  genuine  whisky  from  diluted  spirits  as 
straight  whisky,  but  consumers  have  not  the  same  means  of  knowledge  and 
are  misled.  The  consumer  measures  the  merit  and  the  money  value  of  whisky 
by  its  age,  and  would  not  knowingly  prefer  as  whisky  diluted  spirits,  which 
can  not  be  improved  by  age.  Diluted  spirits  artificially  colored  and  flavored 
in  imitation  of  whisky  should  be  branded  "Imitation  whisky",  and  diluted 
spirits,  pure  and  simple,  should  be  branded  "spirits"  or  "diluted  spirits."  The 
misrepresentation  of  diluted  spirits  as  whisky  for  a  long  time  will  not  estab- 
lish a  right  to  continue  the  representation  in  violation  of  the  pure  food  act. 

The  affidavits  of  the  defendants  were  delivered  to  complainants'  counsel 
the  day  before  the  hearing,  and  if  further  time  to  examine  them  had  been 
asked  for  before  the  hearing  it  would  have  been  granted. 

In  view  of  the  court  there  is  no  showing  which  would  warrant  a  rehearing.

Believes  We  Charge  Too  Much  for  Our  Wine 


TWO  distinguished  Frenchmen,  Mons.  P.  Colliard  of  Lyons 
and  L.  Leotard  of  Paris,  are  at  the  St.  Francis.  M.  Col- 
liard is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  and  is  traveling 
in  this  country  to  observe  the  industrial  and  labor  conditions. 
He  says  that  the  California  wine  is  exceptionally  good,  but  that 
in  his  opinion  it  should  be  sold  at  a  lower  figure  to  compete 
with  the  French  wines.  The  two  travelers  stopped  at  Spokane 
before  arriving  in  this  city  to  inspect  some  mining  properties. 
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In  addition  to  receiving  tlie  appointment,  by  Royal  Warrant, 
of  Distiller  of  Scotch  Whisky  to  the  King  of  Spain,  Mr.  Dawson 
has  been  favored  witli  instructions  from  Marlborough  House 
to  supply  liis  Whisky  to  H.  M.  S.  "Indomitable,"  for  the  use  of 
His  Royal  Higliness,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  during  his  Canadian 
tour. 


C.  S.  Plant  is  about  to  take  a  trip  to  Europe  for  rest  and 
recreation.  As  president  of  the  Oakland  Brewing  and  Malting 
Company,  he  has  not  only  worked  hard  but  has  accomplished 
gi-eat  results,  by  placing  on  the  market  "Blue  and  Gold"  beer, 
which  is  unexcelled  on  this  Coast.  Now  that  everything  is  run- 
ning full  blast,  and  the  output  of  the  brewery  is  in  constant 
demand  all  over  the  Coast,  he  can  afford  to  take  a  vacation.  He 
intends  to  visit  his  mother  iy  Frankfort,  and  attend  the  brewers' 
congress  to  be  held  in  Berlin  in  the  middle  of  October. 


The  varied  line  of  goods  exported  to  this  Coast  by  W.  A.  Ross 
&  Brother  of  Liverpool,  and  for  which  the  James-Force  &  Co. 
of  Davis  and  Sacramento  streets,  are  the  distributers,  are  find- 
ing increased  favor  in  this  market.  It  is  known  as  the  Great 
Auk's  Head  brand,  and  consists  of  Old  Tom  Gin,  Dry  London 
Gin,  Sloe  Gin,  Orange  Bitters,  Apricot  Brandy,  Bass's  Ale  and 
Guiness's  Stout,  or,  as  it  is  called  in  America,  Porter.  The  sale 
of  these  goods  shows  a  very  encouraging  growth,  not  only  in  this 
city,  but  all  over  California  and  the  adjoining  States.  Mr.  Ren- 
ner,  a  member  of  James-Force  &  Co.,  has  just  returned  from  a 
trip  taking  in  Redding,  Red  Bluff,  Marysville,  Sacramento, 
Stockton  and  San  Jose,  and  reports  good  business  with  the 
Auk's  Head  brand.  He  finds  the  trade  takes  kindly  to  it,  be- 
cause of  the  first-class  quality  and  reliable  uniformity  of  W.  A. 
Ross  &  Brother's  goods  which  always  comes  up  to  expectations 
and  therefore  gain  public  confidence  and  favor.  In  his  trip  Mr. 
Renner  heard  but  little  about  prohibition,  most  of  the  people  he 
conversed  with  looking  upon  it  as  a  dying,  if  not  dead,  issue  in 
this  State.  He  believed  it  would  not  be  long  before  the  same 
would  be  said  in  Oregon  and  Washington. 


"Old  Kirk"  still  nmintains  its  firm  hold  upon  public  favor, 
and,  like  every  thoroughly  good  and  pure  whisky,  advertises 
itself  by  its  own  merits.  What  more  can  be  said  for  it?  It  not 
only  meets  all  the  requirements  of  the  Pure  Food  Law,  is  labeled 
for  exactly  what  it  is,  but  possesses  a  flavor  and  bouquet  which 
renders  it  a  general  favorite.  Many  saloons  noted  for  the  high 
quality  of  the  goods  sold,  make  "Old  Kirk"  their  leading  brand 
as  a  bar  whisky,  and  in  all  such  cases  the  call  for  case  goods  is 
the  exception,  not  the  rule.  A  chat  with  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  is 
always  a  treat,  and  last  time  our  representative  called  upon 
him,  referring  to  "Old  Kirk"  he  said:  "I  call  it  the  best  on 
earth,  and  mark  it  so  on  the  cases.  When  other  whisky  men  ask 
me  what  I  mean  by  that,  I  tell  them,  that  when  any  one  of  them 
can  produce  a  better,  I  will  scratch  it  off,  and  so  I  will."  As 
Kirkpatrick  is  well  known  as  a  man  of  his  word,  and  that  label 
still  remains  on  the  cases,  it  is  evident  that  as  yet  he  has  found 
nothing  in  the  whisky  line  to  excel  "Old  Kirk." 


Portland,  Oregon,  Councilmen  are  ripe,  according  to  the 
Telegram  of  that  city,  for  drastic  steps  to  regulate  the  saloons 
and  more  particularly  those  which  cater  to  women's  trade.  Two 
ordinances  have  been  introduced  before  the  Council  and  referred 
to  the  Liquor  License  Committee.  One,  proposed  by  Councilman 
Wills,  and  known  as  the  "four  s(iuare  walls  and  one  door  ordi- 
nance, requires  four  plain  ungarnished  walls  with  one  entrance 
from  the  principal  thoroughfare,  and  no  screens  or  posting 
which  will  obscure  a  view  from  the  outside.  The  other,  intro- 
duced by  Councilman  Cellars,  is  what  is  known  as  the  "no 
woman"  ordinance.  It  provides  that  women  shall  not  be  served 
with  liquor  in  any  saloon.

The  Latest  Outrage 


THE  power  of  a  Board  of  Supervisors  to  pass  an  ordinance 
giA'ing  the  voters  of  precincts  the  right  to  vote  upon  the 
liquor  question  has  been  established  by  a  recent  decision  of  the 
Appellate  Court  in  the  case  of  J.  T.  Danton  vs.  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  Colusa  County.  The  saloon  men,  being  aniious 
to  test  the  case,  chose  Denton  to  bring  suit  to  compel  the  Super- 
visors to  grant  him  a  license  in  a  precinct  that  had  gone  "dry." 
The  court  in  its  decision  says : 

"A  county  ordinance  prohibiting  the  granting  of  licenses  for 
the  sale  of  liquor  in  any  quantity  in  all  the  precincts  of  the 
county  outside  of  incorporated  cities,  except  upon  the  condition 
that  the  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  precinct  Aote 
in  favor  of  granting  such  license,  is  a  \'al id  exercise  of  authority 
and  not  a  delegation  of  legislative  power.  The  constitutional 
right  of  a  person  to  engage  in  business  does  not  apply  to  one 
desiring  to  engage  in  the  retail  liquor  traffic,  but  before  so  en- 
gaging one  must  apply  for  a  permit  to  the  sovereign  poAver, 
Avhich  poAA'er  has  retained  the  right  of  prohibition  or  regula- 
tion."

The  Fight  For  True  Temperance 

A  copy  of  Mr.  Andrea  Sbarboro's  book  "The  Fight  for  True 
Temperance'"  has  just  reached  us,  and  we  hope  the  doctrine  it 
teaches  will  lind  its  way  into  every  family  in  the  United  States. 
He  points  out  that  the  effect  of  prohibitory  and  restrictive  legis- 
lation has  divided  communities  and  even  familits  into  warring 
factions,  and  brought  about  endless  litigation,  and  dwells  upon 
the  failure  of  prohibition  to  proliibit.  He  advocates  the  strictest 
regulation  of  the  sale  of  liquors,  and  repeats  his  argument,  now 
well  known  to  our  readers,  that  the  universal  use  of  high  Avines 
would  prove  as  conducive  to  true  temperance  in  America  as  it 
has  in  the  wine  drinking  countries  of  Europe.  In  connection 
with  this  argument,  he  gives  many  letters,  some  of  which  we 
have  already  published,  from  eminent  men  endorsing  his  views. 

In  many  paragraphs  Mi-.  Sbarboro  succeeds  in  knocking  the 
nail  squarely  on  tlie  head,  for  instance,  he  says:  "The  great 
majority  of  the  people  in  every  State  in  the  Union  believe  in 
true  temperance,  and  tlie  great  majority  of  tlie  people  of  every 
State  do  not  believe  in  prohibition.  The  will  of  the  majority  of 
the  people,  notwithstanding  spasmodic  upheavals,  will  ultimate- 
ly prevail."  He  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  "in  no  civil- 
ized country  in  the  world  does  prohibition  exist,"  and  declares 
that  it  ill  becomes  free  American  citizens  to  allow  themselves  to 
be  deprived  of  liberties  which  exist  everywhere  else. 

The  book  is  well  written  and  ably  edited,  and  what  is  still 
more  important,  carries  conviction  with  it  that  the  evils  of  pro- 
hibition are  very  great,  and  that  true  temperance  consists  in 
the  reasonable  enjoyment  of  the  gifts  of  the  Almighty.  Free 
copies  of  this  valuable  addition  to  anti-prohibition  literature 
can  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  Secretary's  office,  Ital- 
ian-American Bank  building,  on  Montgomery  street,  San  Fran- 
cisco.   

State  Pure  Food  Laws  Unconstitutional 


THE  fight  for  Pure  Food  regulations  under  State  laws,  is  not 
faring  well.  Recently  a  Circuit  Judge  of  Missouri  has  de- 
cided that  the  Pure  Food  law  in  that  State  is  unconstitutional 
and  the  same  decision  has  been  rendered  in  the  case  of  the  Pure 
Food  law  of  Pennsylvania. 


A  NDKEA  SBAKI50II0  commences  his  book  "The  Fight  for 
■**■  True  Temperance,"  with  a  very  strong  and  far  reaching 
sentence.  He  says :  "The  temperance  question  has  become  of 
such  great  importance  that  it  needs  public  discussion  both  in 
the  press  and  from  the  pulpit,  so  as  to  be  brought  to  the  serious 
consideration  of  all  classes  of  our  people,  for,  as  Arthur  Bris- 
bane has  recently  said,  'this  is  an  issue  almost  as  important  as 
the  slavery  question  of  fifty  years  ago'  and  I  believe  that  unless 
some  remedy  is  found  speedily,  it  may  lead  to  another  civil 
war." 

Tlie  issue  referred  to  by  Mr.  Brisbane  is  very  nearly  the  sanui 
as  the  slavery  (juestion.  One  was  a  fight  for  the  freedom  of  the 
negro,  while  the  issue  now  before  the  nation  is  the  personal 
freedom  of  the  American  citizen  from  the  tyrannical  laws  forced 
upon  the  community  by  an  unholy  alliance  between  religious 
zealots,  crazy  fanatics,  self  speaking  hypocrites,  and  political 
tricksters.  The  opposition  to  prohibition  is  merely  "the  out- 
ward and  visible  sign  of  the  inward  and  spiritual  grace,"  viz, 
love  of  personal  liberty. 

The  Pilgrim  Fathers  left  Old  England  and  settled  in  New 
England  in  search  of  freedom  to  worship  God  as  they  chose,  but 
as  soon  as  the  i»ower  came  to  them,  they  made  laws  to  force  all 
to  do  as  they  did,  and  think  as  they  thought.  Religious  persecu- 
tions followed,  and  some  of  the  old  "blue"  laws  are  still  on  the 
statute  books.  History  repeats  itself,  and  the  prohibitionists  are 
following  in  the  footsteps  of  the  Puritans.  As-it  was  the  spirit 
of  freedom  which  inspired  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and 
the  constitution  of  this  great  nation,  we  believe  it  Avill  come 
again  to  our  rescue,  and  that  Avithout  civil  Avar,  but  by  the  exer- 
cise of  Cliristian  tolerance  and  common  sense,  our  i^eople  Avill 
learn  to  understand  the  iiiipossibility  and  absurdity  of  total 
abstinence,  and  then  the  ghost  of  prohibition  Avill  be  laid  for 
CA'er  in  the  grave  dug  by  true  temperance.

It  has  a 
flavor  and  bouquet  that  is  certainly  a  pleasant  revelation  afld 
Avlieu  its  exceptional  merits  shall  have  been  fully  appreciated 
among  the  lovers  of  fine  Avines  in  the  east,  Mr.  Masson  Avill  not 
only  recei\'e  his  reAA'^ard,  but  California  viniculture  Avill  have  re- 
ceived neAv  fame.

THE  Hawaiian  Star  roi)()i'ts  tliat:  "Ralph  S.  Jolinstono, 
Deputy  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue,  has  returned  from 
a  trip  to  .Maui,  where  he  was  needed  to  look  after  the  work  at 
the  Kaupakulua  winery.  He  is  enthusiastic  over  the  quality  of 
the  wine  which  is  being  tui'ued  out  and  states  that  it  will  far 
excel  in  every  way  any  Avine  which  has  ever  been  produced  in 
Hawaii.  The  majority  of  the  wine  is  sweet,  but  a  fine  grade  of 
clai'et  is  also  being  made."  The  only  liquor  as  yet  distilled  is 
1700  gallons  of  high  proof  brandy  for  use  in  fortifying  the  wine, 
of  which  about  30,000  gallons  will  be  made  this  year.  The 
distillation  of  pineapple  brandy  has  not  yet  been  commenced, 
but  will  be  after  the  grapes  are  all  crushed.  Mr.  Johnstone  says 
that  "the  farmers  on  Maui  are  feeling  very  enthusiastic  over  the 
winery  and  more  and  more  grapes  are  being  planted  right  along. 
So  fast  is  the  business  increasing  that  before  next  year  the 
plant  will  have  to  be  enlarged  so  that  it  will  have  a  capacity  of 
50,000  gallons  instead  of  its  present  30,000." 


New  Internal  Revenue  Collector 


IT  is  announced  that  former  Senator  W.  A.  Shippee  of  Nelson, 
Butte  county,  has  been  appointed,  throxigh  Senator  Perkins 
to  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Major  Harry  C.  Bell,  in- 
ternal revenue  collector  for  the  Northern  California  district. 


German  Citizens  to  the  Rescue 

On  the  27th  instant  the  German-American  League  of  Cali- 
fornia met  in  annual  convention.  It  adojited  resolutions  to  com- 
bat the  temperance  movement,  and  all  attempts  to  restrict  the 
personal  liberty  Of  citizens  which  is  vouchsafed  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  to  inaugurate  a 
vigorous  campaign  against  all  attempts  at  restrictive,  radical 
and  fanatic  movements,  and  urges  the  German-American  Na- 
tional Alliance  and  the  State  federations  and  their  branches  to 
join  in  that  campaign. 


New  French  Wine  Law 


CONSUL  GENERAL  FRANK  H.  MASON  has  transmitted 
to  AVashington  the  new  French  regulations  for  the  sup- 
pression of  adulterated  wines  adopted  on  September  3rd,  1907, 
prescribing  elaborate  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  of  August  1st,  1905,  for  the  suppression  of  the  production 
and  sale  of  falsified  wines,  liqueurs  and  other  alimentary  pro- 
ducts. By  the  terms  of  the  decree  a  dela.y  of  six  months  was 
given  to  enable  everyone  concerned  to  adapt  his  business  to  its 
requirements,  and  it  went  into  effect  on  the  3rd  of  Alarch,  1908. 


Among  the  chief  chnracteristics  in  the  new  regulation  are 
the  following:  Article  1  provides  that  no  beverage  shall  be 
kept  or  transported  for  the  ])uri)Ose  of  sale,  or  sold  or  offered 
for  sale  under  the  name  of  wine,  which  is  not  derived  exclusive- 
ly from  the  fermentaiion  of  fresh  grapes  or  the  juice  of  fresh 
grapes.  . ;  j^j 

Article  6  forbids  the  keeping,  transportation,  sale,  or  offering 
for  sale,  as  brandy,  spirit  of  wine,  or  vinous  alcohol,  any  pro- 
duct which  is  not  derived  exclusively  from  the  distillation  of 
wine,  and  the  same  restriction  is  made  to  cover  cider,  kirsch, 
prune  brandy  and  li<|uors  derived  from  other  fruits.  Each  is  re- 
quired to  be  the  pure,  unmixed  product  of  a  designated  fruit, 
under  the  name  of  which  it  is  sold.  This  prohibits  all  admix- 
ture of  alcohol  derived  from  potatoes,  grain,  or  other  farina- 
ceous materials. 

The  decree  is  especially  stringent  in  regard  to  labels,  names, 
and  designations  of  wines  and  liquors.  It  is  forbidden  that 
any  dealer  in  wines,  brandy,  or  other  liquors  shall  use  in  labels, 
marks,  invoices,  or  other  commercial  papers,  or  on  packages  or 


receipts,    the    words    "proprietor,"    "wine 


"agent," 


"merchant,"  or  "dealer"  in  a  product  bearing  the  name  of  a 
region  or  a  special  vintage  from  a  district  or  territory  in  which 
he  does  not  own  property  or  vineyard  or  a  commercial  estab- 
lishment. 

The  use  of  special  names  of  estates,  vineyards,  or  districts  on 
labels,  corks,  capsules,  casks,  packing  cases,  invoices,  or  adver- 
tisements in  any  way  which  can  deceive  or  confuse  the  mind  of 
a  purchaser  as  to  the  origin,  nature,  (luality,  or  value  of  any 
wine,  liquor,  or  cordial  kept  or  offered  for  sale  or  sold,  is  for- 
bidden under  exemplary  penalties. 

All  blended  or  mixed  wines,  even  if  composed  of  two  or  more 
pure  wines,  must  be  marked  "fantaisie"  (artificial)  in  letters 
as  large  as  those  of  the  name  under  which  the  mixture  is  sold. 
Any  champagne  groA\n  outside  the  departments  which  form  the 
old  provinces  of  Champagne  must  be  so  labeled  as  to  indicate 
that  fact  and  its  place  of  origin. 

In  brandies  the  terra  "cognac"  is  reserved  exclusively  for 
i)randies  distilled  in  the  departments  of  the  Charente  and  the 
Carente  Inferieure,  the  original  district,  the  mart  of  which  is 
the  city  of  Cognac,  and  Avhich  has  an  exclusive  right  to  the  title. 

The  ministries  of  justice,  agriculture,  commerce  and  industry 
are  all  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  decree. 


A  telegram  from  Lodi,  San  Joaquin  County,  dated  September 
1st,  says  that  the  peculiar  weather  of  the  past  few  weeks  has 
effected  the  grape  in  reducing  the  amount  of  sugar  contained 
tlierein,  as  shown  by  the  tests  of  both  Avine  and  Tokay  grapes  at 
the  Farmers'  Mutual  Winery  at  Victor,  three  and  one-half  miles 
east  of  Lodi.  According  to  the  official  tests,  the  amotmt  of  sugar 
was  but  19  per  cent.,  AAhile  the  average  is  23  per  cent  of  sugar.

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review:  "Unity  is  Strength." 
In  yonr  valuable  paper  for  August  in  the  article  headed 
by  the  above  title,  the  writer  says,  "that  you  have  sided  some- 
what too  much  with  the  so-called  'Sbarboro  doctrine,'  which  ad- 
vocates the  exclusive  use  of  dry  wines  and  liglit  beers,  carrying 
only  a  small  percentage  of  alcohol.  This  fact  has  led  me  to  write 
to  you,  because  I  believe  the  united  eiforts  of  the  liquor  trade 
will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  stem  the  tide  of  prohibition 
rhroughf)ut  the  country." 

He  further  states,  "Certainly  I  agree  with  Mi*.  Sbarboro  that 
the  use  of  light  wines  and  beers  is  coiiducive  to  true  temper- 
ance, whicli  I  desire  to  see  predominate  among  our  people  as 
much  as  he  does,  but  it  does  not  appear  impossible  to  me  that 
such  should  be  the  case,  with  the  whiskey  trade  in  a  flourishing 

condition." 

Now,  3fr.  Editor,  as  the  above  writer  agrees  mainly  with  me, 
I  also  agree  mainly  with  him,  and  Avhilst  I  strongly  recommend 
the  use  of  American  wines  on  every  American  table,  I  just  as 
strongly  condemn  the  unreasonable,  tyrannical  system  of  prohi- 
bition. It  is  an  arm  used  by  fanatic?  without  sounr]  reason  or 
common  sense. 

Prohibition  has  been  shown  not  to  remove  drunkenness  in  the 
least  in  the  cities  where  it  has  existed  for  over  fifty  years  and 
where  every  effort  has  been  made  to  enforce  it.  On  the  contrary, 
it  creates  dissensions  between  neighbors^  and  would  destroy  mil- 
lions of  dollars'  worth  of  products  of  our  farmers,  ruin  an  enor- 
mous number  of  honest  families,  throw  many  people  out  of  em- 
jdoyment,  tlius  augmenting  our  already  large  army  of  unem- 
ployed, and  deprive  every  American  citizen  of  that  which  he 
most  prizes — the  sacred  right  of  personal  liberty.  And  as  Car- 
dinal Cibbons  has  so  aptly  said,  prohibition  leads  to  disrespect 
for  the  law  because  its  inevitable  result  is  violation  of  the  law, 
as  is  shown  in  every  city  and  state  where  prohibition  has  been 
tried. 

However,  I  agree  Avith  your  correspondent  that  a  reform  in 
the  drinking  habit  .should  and  must  be  inaugurated.  One  of  the 
first  means  of  wiping  out  the  drunkenness  Avhich  exi.sts  is  to  re- 
form the  drunkards  themselves.  All  well  conducted  jjlaces  Avhere 
drinks  may  be  luid  should  by  no  means  be  condemned  because 
there  are  some  disrei)utable  saloons.  I  know  there  are  people; 
connected  with  this  btisiness  who  are  just  as  respectable  and 
upright  as  in  any  other  walk  of  life.  The  evil  of  drunkenne.ss, 
therefore^  can  be  iM^moved  by  punishing  the  drunkard  himself 
and  the  people  who  run  disreputable  saloons,  without  disturb- 
ing the  drinking  places  that  are  conducted  by  respectable  peo- 
ple in  a  respectable  manner. 

Drunkenness  must  be  removed  or  at  least  reduced,  because 
it  will  be  impo.ssible  to  entirely  remove  any  evil,  and  for  this 
laudable  purpose  all  persons  noAV  engaged  in  furnishing  bever- 
ages to  the  people  must  Avork  together  and  thus  succeed  in  Avip- 
ing  out  the  cur,«e  of  prohibiticm  Avhich  causes  ten  times  as  much 
eA'il  among  our  people  as  it  does  good.

In  the 
future,  besides  the;  usual  stock  in  trade,  for  Avhich  Weniger  &  CoJ 
has  hitherto  been  faA^orably  knoAvn,  one  of  the  most  complete 
lines  of  important  liquors,  Avines,  ports  and  sherries  and  cor 
dials  in  this  city  Avill  he  carried.     The  company  is  agent  foi 
Haig  &  Haig's  Scotch  Whisky,  Moutet's  Cognacs,  and  Castle 
Rock  Springs  Mineral  Water.     In  addition  to  the  Avholesale 
business  tliey  Avill  add  a  family  trade  and  mail  order  depart 
ment,  AAhile  on  the  California-street  side  a  buffet  Avill  be  opened^ 
Avhich  Mr.  Rettig  informed  a  representative  of  this  paper  "the 
company  intended  to  make  the  handsomest  in  the  city." 


The  "gin  rickey"  appears  to  be  a  Aery  faA^orite  drink  in  Log 
Angeles,  and  a  ncAvspaper  of  that  city  figures  out  that  because 
of  a  lime  famine,  the  sale  of  300,000  of  these  thirst-quenchinj 
drinks  has  been  lost,  causing  a  deficit  in  the  profits  of  the  retail 
li(luor  trade  in  this  city  of  some  .f30,000.

Proposed  Law  Unfair 


SUPERVISOR  ROWE  has  introduced  amendments  effecting 
radical  changes  in  the  present  liquor  ordinance  of  Alameda 
County,  to  the  notice  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  amend- 
ments provide:  (1)  All  places  dispensing  liquors  must  secure 
from  the  county  a  regular  county  license.  This  includes  hotels, 
restaurants,  cafes,  lodging  houses,  as  well  as  saloons.  (2)  A 
license  is  to  be  denied  any  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States.  (3)  Holders  of  licenses  shall  not  allow  any 
Avomau  on  the  premises.  This  is  intended  to  regulate  road- 
houses.  (4)  Holders  of  licenses  need  not  apply  for  a  continu- 
ance of  their  licenses  each  year.  The  license  is  to  remain  in 
their  possession  until  taken  from  them  by  due  process  of  law. 
(5)  The  question  of  local  option  by  precincts  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the  people  at  each  general  election.  In  case  a  precinct  votes 
to  "go  dry,"  license  holders  will  lose  their  permits. 

A  most  important  provision  is  that  relating  to  the  prosecution 
of  violators  of  the  ordinance.  The  amendment  covering  that 
point  is  far  reaching  and  is  taken  from  an  Oregon  law.  In- 
quiries show  that  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  in  Oakland  that 
it  is  Yery  unlikely  that  these  amendments  will  be  made  in  the 
liquor  ordinance,  at  least  at  present.

Located  most  advantage- 
ously for  the  best  class  of  trade,  this  establishment  in  all  its 
appointments,  in  the  quality  of  the  goods  dispensed  and  all 
other  features  which  go  to  make  up  a  first  rate  saloon,  is  well 
Avorthy  of  it.  For  this  reason  it  is  largely  patronized  and  finds 
its  business  rapidly  increasing  as  its  merits  become  better 
known  to  the  general  public.  In  other  words,  "Fischbeck's"  is 
flourishing. 


Coopers*  Union  No.  65  has  api)ointed  a  committee  to  act  in 
c(miunction  with  a  committee  from  Coojjers'  I^nion  No.  131,  to 
draft  a  reply  to  the  argument  of  the  Prohibitionists  that  the 
li(luor  traffic  should  be  eliminated.  The  coopers  feel  that  if  pro- 
hibition should  be  realized  their  craft  Avould  be  injured  and 
many  thrown  out  of  employment. 


What  man  in  the  city,  Avho  enjoj^s  good  liquor  and  the  pleas- 
ure of  meeting  his  friends  where  it  is  dispensed,  does  not  know 
and  appreciate  Matt  Grimm's  saloon  on  the  corner  of  Leides- 
dorff  and  Halleck  streets?

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The  exhibit  of  wines  made  hy  the  To-Kalon  Vineyard  Co.,  at 
the  State  Fair  at  Sacramento,  won  first  prize,  a  silver  medal. 


It  is  said  that  the  grape  crop  of  the  Le  Rue  vineyard  near 
Davis  has  been  sold  for  a  big  price  under  a  contract  made  sev- 
eral years  ago  and  which  has  a  number  of  years  yet  to  run. 


About  2000  tons  of  grapes  in  the  Cucamonga-Etiwanda  dis- 
trict have  been  sold  to  Charles  Stearn  &  Sons  at  |8  per  ton,  to 
be  delivered  at  Collins,  on  the  Salt  Lake  railroad.  The  balance 
of  the  crop  in  that  district  was  sold  to  the  California  Wine 
Association  and  Italian  Vineyard  Company. 


The  Woodbridge  Vineyard  Association  plant  has  commenced 
crushing,  and  it  is  estimated  that  from  the  1100  acres,  controlled 
by  the  co-operative  owners,  7000  tons  of  grapes  will  be  produced. 
We  understand  that  it  is  intended  to  increase  its  cooperage  capa- 
city 200,000  gallons. 


O.  O.  Flowers,  of  Fresno,  has  arrived  in  Woodland,  Yolo 
County,  and  taken  charge  of  the  Woodland  Winery  for  the  Cali- 
fornia Wine  Association.  The  reopening  of  the  winery  will  give 
employment  to  a  number  of  local  i>eople  and  it  is  hoped  benefit 
the  grape  market. 


"Grape  Day"  was  celebrated  as  usual  at  Escondido,  special 
trains  bringing  many  visitors  from  San  Diego  and  other  neigh- 
boring points.  A  crusher  is  being  built  to  press  the  wine  grape 
crop  of  the  valley,  and  in  future  the  juice  will  be  shipped  in- 
stead of  the  gi-apes.  It  is  believed  that  this  year's  crop  will  be 
handled  wth  greater  profit  by  the  new  system. 


The  Sacramento  Bee  states  that  the  proposed  co-operative 
plan  of  turning  this  year's  grape  crop  into  wine,  does  not  seem 
to  meet  with  much  favor,  and  says  that  "many  growers  are  of 
the  opinion  that  inasmuch  as  all  the  cellars  are  now  overstocked 
it  would  be  good  policy  to  feed  this  year's  crop  to  the  hogs.  That 
will  insure  a  better  price  for  grapes  next  season. 


The  old  Grossoni  Winery  at  Sonoma,  which  has  been  idle  for 
the  past  fifteen  years,  has  been  entirely  remodeled  and  fitted  up, 
and  will  resume  business  in  about  two  weeks.  G.  Delia  Morte, 
recently  from  Santa  Rosa,  Avhere  he  was  identified  with  the 
Nevada  Wine  and  Distilling  Company,  has  assumed  control  of 
the  business.  Sonoma  grapes  are  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the 
manufacture  of  wines.  The  re-established  winery  will  have  a 
capacity  of  25,000  gallons. 


A.  Rossi,  the  maker  of  winery,  brewery  and  distillery  mach- 
inery, Broadway  near  Sansome,  this  city,  has  during  the  past 
month  been  very  busy  in  preparing  a  large  and  up-to-date  plant 
for  the  winery  of  Frank  Giannini  of  Tulare  county.  ^Ir.  Gian- 
nini  is  the  owner  of  a  large  ranch,  a  considerable  portion  of 
which  is  now  dev<tf''d  to  orchard  and  vineyard.  Last  year  he 
made  a  quantity  of  dry  as  well  as  sweet  wine  which  found  a 
ready  sale,  so  this  season  he  is  in  the  market  to  buy  grapes,  and 
intends  to  make  a  record  in  the  wine  making  line.  Hence  the  call 
for  the  plant  which  A.  Rossi  is  now  in.sta]ling. 


Rice  Harper  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  lien  Lomon 
winery  and  other  local  interests  of  F.  W.  Billing,  and  has  r( 
moved  to  Santa  Cruz. 


Grapes  in  San  Joaquin  County  are  reported  not  to  have  bee 
injured  by  the  recent  rainstorm,  and  will  not  suffer  any  appp 
ciable  loss  therefrom. 


Jake  and  August  Wolf,  grape  growers  in  the  neighborhood  ( 
Lodi,  are  dissatisfied  with  the  prices  offered  by  wine  makers  f( 
grapes,  so  they  are  arranging  to  make  their  own  wine  and  ma 
ket  it.  Wolf  Bros,  claim  that  by  this  means  they  can  realize  |3 
a  ton  for  their  grarpes. 


G.  de  Latour  has  again  taken  the  Henry  Harris  cellar  nej 
Rutherford  and  is  in  the  market  for  five  hundred  tons  of  grapi 
and  is  buying  on  the  bases  of  |12.50  per  ton  cash  on  delivery,  ( 
will  pay  more  on  deferred  payments.  Mr.  de  Latour  will  ah 
purchase  pomace  this  year.  It  is  his  intention  to  build  and  oq\v 
a  distillery  on  the  old  Hastings  place,  near  Oakville,  which  1 
purchased  a  year  or  more  ago. 


L.  R.  Rogers,  of  the  Las  Palmas  W^inerj^,  reports  that  the  ili 
wine  made  last  year  proved  a  decided  success,  and  that  tin  r 
periment  of  making  claret  in  the  Fresno  climate  with  giapi 
containing  a  heavj^  percentage  of  sugar,  was  completely  jusi 
fied.  This  claret  sold  readily,  and  a  larger  amount  will  be  ma( 
this  year.  Sweet  Avines  will  also  be  manufactured,  and  .M 
Rogers  is  in  the  market  as  a  grape  bujer. 


The  Lodi,  California  Herald,  says  it  is  admitted  that  this  \vi 
be  a  bad  season  for  the  grower,  who  will  do  well  to  clear  e 
penses.  In  spite  of  which,  as  a  careful  canvas  has  shown,  all  tl 
old  vineyardists  are  of  opinion  that  wine  grapes  are  all  right  an 
that  the  market  will  soon  adjust  itself.  In  fact,  according  to  tl 
Herald  they  have  everj  faith  in  the  future,  and  if  they  canm 
make  a  haul  this  year  they  will  next.

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Association  Denies  Accusations. 


Woodland  Winery  to  be  Reopened. 


A  CCOKDING  to  the  San  Francisco  Call,  sharp  friction  has 

^iknelopt'd  between  the  grape  growers  of  Fresno  (^ounty  and 

jilifornia  Wine  Association.  They  accuse    the  association    of 

iiicinpting  "to  hammer  down"  the  price  of  grapes,  and  of  play- 

iii;  i)()litics  to  oppose  the  prohibition  movement.   These  charges 

h.  management  denies,  and  otfers  the  explanation  that  an  over 

npply  of  wine  has  forced  it  to  limit  its  purchases.  W.  Hansen, 

lie  manager  of  the  Association,  stated,  according  to  the  Call 

h:ir  the  organization  had  withdrawn  its  former  offers  to  the 

growers  and  would  now  proceed  to  buy  only  such  grapes  as  it 

ucded  to  keep  up  its  supply.  "We  had  offered,"  said  Mr.  Han- 

u'li,  "to  crush  the  grapes  for  the  growers  and  to  retain  one-third 

)!  tlie  product,  storing  the  remainder  for  the  grower  until  May 

if  next  year.    This  offer  has  now  been  withdrawn.  We  will  buy 

)nly  such  grapes  as  we  need.  We  are  carrying  a  large  supply  of 

.vine  over  from  last  year.  There  is  no  truth  in  the  statements 

li:il  we  are  trying  to  depress  prices.  In  fact,  we  would  rather 

hdi'  high  prices  prevail.  But  the  wine  industry  is  like  every  other 

•ndustry.  The  price  is  affected  by  supply  and  demand.  Trade 

ponditions  have  been  such,  either  because  of  the  prohibition 

Movement  or  the  financial  depression,  that  they  have  left  our 

bellars  full. 

I  "The  burden  in  this  matter  will  not  fall  on  the  grower  alone. 
|lt  will  fall  on  us  as  well.  We  desired  to  fill  our  cooperage  and 
thought  our  offer  to  the  growers  an  equitable  one,  but  since  it 
^as  not  regarded  with  favor  we  have  withdrawn  it." 


Making  Wine  on  Shares. 


GRAPE  growers  this  year  will  have  an  opportunity  to  en- 
gage in  the  wine  business  themselves.  At  least  that  is 
true  in  a  measure,  for  instead  of  receiving  a  price  of  so  much 
per  ton  for  their  crop  they  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  profits,  whatever  they  may  be,  after  the  wine 
is  on  the  market. 

•  irowers  will  receive  f4  per  ton  for  their  grapes  and  will  be 
allowed  100  gallons  per  ton,  and  after  the  wine  is  sold  they  will 
receive  the  balance  due  them.  The  payment  of  the  $4  per  ton 
is  expected  to  tide  the  grower  over  until  he  receives  his  final 
>ayment,  which  will  probably  be  about  this  time  next  year. 
The  above  is  the  price  announced  by  the  Cloverdale  Wine  Com- 
pany, which  is  controlled  by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  and  may 
li  ■  safely  put  down  as  practically  the  same  offer  as  other 
ftineries  in  this  vicinity  will  make. 

Considering  the  general  depression  in  all  lines,  it  would  seem 
the  grape  growers  are  no  worse  off  than  producers  of  hops,  wool, 
3to(k,  etc.,  as  the  $4  payment  will  carry  them  along  for  a  time 
lud  should  the  wine  market  improve  Avithin  the  next  few  months 
they  will  get  the  benefit  of  any  rise  in  the  market.  Some  of  the 
growers  express  themselves  as  not  at  all  pleased  with  the  offer, 
but  say  they  will  be  forced  to  accept.  In  a  talk  with  one  of  the 
prominent  growers  Friday  morning  he  said  he  felt  that  under 
the  prevailing  offers  made  he  would  not  be  surprised  at  all  if 
the  growers  found  their  crop  would  bring  them  anywhere  from 
PIO  to  |12  per  ton.  If  that  should  happen,  he  said,  the  grape 
grower  would  fare  fully  as  well  as  the  producer  of  other  prod- 
ucts this  year.  There  is  no  getting  away  from  the  fact  that  a 
large  quantity  of  California  wine  still  remains  in  this  State^ 
(vine  that  under  normal  conditions  would  find  an  outlet  in  the 
Eastern  and  Southern  markets.  So  long  as  shipments  are  at  a 
standstill  the  wine  buyer  is  going  to  be  cautious  in  his  buying 
ind  will  take  only  what  he  absolutely  needs. 

Picking  is  in  progress  in  some  of  the  vineyards.  Where  the 
frost  nipped  the  vines  last  spring  the  crop  is  light.  As  a  rule 
the  crop  is  said  to  be  a  fair  one  Avhere  frost  did  no  damage.' — 
Cloverdale  Reveille. 


WOODLAND,  Sept.  4.— The  Woodland  winery  is  to  be 
run  again  this  year.  O.  O.  Flowers  of  Fresno  arrived 
in  the  city  yesterday  and  will  take  charge  of  the  plant  immed- 
iately for  the  California  Wine  As.sociation.  Mr.  Flowers  is  an 
experienced  man  in  the  business  and  has  been  in  the  employ  of 
the  company  for  some  jears.  He  occupied  the  position  of  head 
winemaker  in  this  citj'  two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Flowers  says;  "I  expect  to  begin  operations  about  the 
lltfa  of  this  month.  We  plan  to  crush  about  2000  tons  in  all. 
This  means  from  70  to  100  tons  a  day." 


Will  Operate  Geyserville  Winery. 

THE  Geyser  Peak  Wine  and  Brandy  Company  is  the  name 
under  which  the  old  Walden  winery  at  Geyserville  will  be 
operated  this  year,  Messrs.  O.  J.  LeBaron  and  W.  S.  Kelley  are 
the  lessees  of  the  plant,  having  secured  the  same  from  the 
Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  Bank. 

Both  parties  last  year  bought  grapes  for  the  Holscher  winery. 
The  Walden  cellars  have  a  capacity  of  350,000  gallons  and  the 
new  company  are  in  the  market  for  all  the  grapes  they  can  get, 
expecting  to  crush  in  the  neighborhood  of  1,500  tons.  Messrs. 
LeBaron  and  Kelly  are  well  kno\\n  Dry  Creek  Valley  vine- 

yardists.  

Prices  for  Grape  Picking. 

The  grape  growers  around  Cloverdale  have  fixed  the  price  for 
picking  grapes  this  year  at  ^1  per  ton  where  the  grapes  run  two 
tons  to  the  acre.  Where  less  than  two  tons  the  rate  will  be  |1.25 
per  ton.

Prices  of  Grapes  Fixed. 


SINCE  the  last  issue  of  this  pajx-r  }j;i'ape  growers  have  been 
very  busy  all  over  the  uorthern  portion  of  the  State  organ- 
izing county-  associations  to  work  with  the  parent  body  in  this 
city,  in  educating  the  public  in  tlie  use  of  light  wines,  for  the 
purpose  of,  at  the  same  tiuie,  (insuring  temperance  and  defeat- 
ing prohibition. 

Organization  of  the  entire  body  of  grape  growers  in  the  State 
with  the  exception  of  those  in  Fresno  county  and  Southern  Cal- 
ifornia, has  been  successfully  achieved.  The  following  counties 
have  former  associations  and  contributed  their  share  to  the 
fund:  Napa,  Sonoma.  Santa  Clara,  Alameda,  Sacramento,  Yolo, 
l^ake.  Contra  Costa,  San  Joaquin  and  Santa  Cruz.  The  last 
named  countj-  effected  organization  at  Boulder  Creek  on  the 
26th  instant  ^\  ith  the  following  officers :  President,  W.  H.  Gal- 
braith ;  first  vice-president,  W.  F.  Horstman ;  second  vice-presi- 
dent, J.  V.  McKiernau;  secretary  and  treasurer.  Rice  Harper; 
directors,  S.  Teferletter,  J.  Kober,  Clarence  Henneuse,  M.  Rog- 
ers, John  A.  Koster  and  E.  E.  Meyer. 

The  above  list  of  counties  gives  the  grape  groAvers  of  Cali- 
fornia two-thirds  of  the  acreage  of  the  wine  growing  districts 
in  the  State,  and  considering  the  object  for  which  this  associa- 
tion was  formed,  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  the  County  of  Fresno 
and  Southern  California  have  not  joined.  While  the  movement 
represented  has  now  become  a  national  one,  the  absence  of  one- 
third  of  vine  acreage  in  California  is  greatly  to  be  deplored. 
The  question  at  issue.  Temperance  versus  Prohibition,  is  a  vital 
one  for  growers,  and  therefore  every  man  connected  with  the 
wine  interest  should  certainly  join.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
report,  however,  that  individual  contributions  have  been  re- 
ceived from  all  over  the  State,  and  that  while  the  growers  in 
San  Benito  are  too  fcAV  to  organize  they  are  Avorking  heart  and 
soul  with  the  association. 

Andrea  Sbarboro  has,  by  his  book  "The  Fight  for  True  Tem- 
perance'' and  by  his  speeches,  succeeded  in  arousing  national 
interest  in  this  important  movement.  His  recent  journey  to 
New  York  to  address  the  grape  growers  in  that  State,  Avas  little 
else  than  a  triumphal  procession.  He  AAas  Avelcomed  at  every 
stoppage  of  his  train  bA'  representatives  of  the  press  Avho  list- 
ened to  his  arguments  and  secured  a  copy  of  his  book.  So  avo 
have  every  reason  to  belicA-e  the  press  of  the  entire  country  Avill 
now  take  up  the  good  fight.  Mr.  Sbarboro  has  left  for  Italy  to 
enjoy  a  Avell  earned  rest,  and  is  expected  to  return  in  November. 


A  Santa  Rosa  telegram  states  that  the  grape  crop  in  Sonoma 
County  will  not  be  over  one-half  of  the  yield  of  recent  years. 
The  heaviest  yield  is  around  Healdsburg,  AA'here,  according  to 
the  Tribune,  the  Avine  association  will  pay  from  $10  to  $12  per 
ton  for  grapes,  Avhile  outside  wineries  are  offering  |14  to  |15  in 
three  payments. 


The  price  of  grapes  has  been  fixed  by  the  California  AVim 
Association  for  the  Napa  County  product  at  |11  per  ton  U, 
ordinary  and  $13  per  ton  for  choice  varieties.     The  paymeiii 
Avill  be  one-third  cash  and  the  balance  in  tAvo  deferred  payments 
The  price  established  bears  out  the  prediction  of  the  Star  las 
Aveek,  as  it  is  probable  that  some  of  the  choicest  varieties  Avil 
reach  |15  before  the  vintage  has  progressed  very  far.     Fron 
present  indications  there  Avill  be  more  Avine  men  buying  grape 
in  this  vicinity  than  for  several  years  past.    The  Charles  Kvw. 
Winery  is  in  the  market  for  several  hundred  tons.    For  a  niim 
ber  of  years  only  the  grapes  from  the  Moffitt  place  have  bcci 
crushed  at  this  cellar.    Wine  men  generally  will  take  adA'antaj;i 
of  the  present  loAV  prices  to  fill  all  their  cooperage  in  the  hopi 
that  next  year  the  condition  of  the  Avine  market  Avill  be  greall; ., 
improved  over  what  it  has  been  this  year. — St.  Helena  Star.

TPHE  Rev.  G.  L.  Tufts,  representative  on  this  Coast  of  the 
^  Int(;rnational  Reform  Bureau,  Avhich  has  for  its  object  the 
closing  of  saloons  on  Sunday,  race  track  gambling  abolition  and 
child  labor  reform,  made  a  strong  plea  before  the  Church  Fed- 
eration in  Oakland  last  night  for  the  passage  of  a  Sunday  clos- 
ing law.  Mr.  Tufts  declared  that  California  was  the  only  State 
in  the  Union  in  which  such  a  law  did  not  exist. 

Dr.  G.  M.  Burk  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia and  superintendent  of  the  Oakland  district,  also  ad- 
dressed the  gathering.  He  told  of  the  fight  being  waged  for  the 
proposed  county  legislation  regulating  the  issuance  of  saloon 
licenses.  Dr.  Burk  incidentally  declared  that  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  had  to  look  to  politics  for  support. 

And  Dr.  Burk  called  attention  to  the  fight  in  the  Fifty-first 
district.  He  said  that  the  league  had  a  deal  on  just  prior  to  the 
primaries  where  Hahn  was  not  to  be  nominated,  but  that  the 
plan  fell  through. 

The  Rev.  George  W.  White  presided  at  the  meeting,  while 
William  Best  acted  as  secretary. — San  Francisco  Examiner, 
Aug.  25th.

The  automobile  industry  of  tliis  State,  whicl 
has  now  grown  to  immense  proportions,  should  be  protected."—

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PROHIBITION  AND  SOCIAL  PSYCHOLOGY. 

By  Hugo  Munsterberg  in  McClures 
(Concluded) 


The  Case  Psycholcgically. 
^Psychologically  the  case  stands  thus,  alcohol  has  indeed  an  inhibitory  in- 
nence  on  mind  and  body.  The  feeling  of  excitement,  the  greater  ease  of 
jtor  impulse,  the  feeling  of  strength  and  joy,  the  forgetting  of  sorrow  and 
in — all  are  at  bottom  the  result  of  inhibition;  impulses  are  let  free  be- 
kuse  the  checking  centers  are  inhibited.  But  it  is  absurd  to  claim  from  the 
art  that  all  this  is  bad  and  harmful,  as  if  the  word  inhibition  meant  des- 
liction  and  lasting  damage.  Harmful  it  is,  bodily  and  socially,  when  these 
jlanges  become  exaggerated,  when  they  are  projected  into  such  dimensions 
at  vital  interests,  the  care  for  family  and  honor  and  duty  are  paralyzed; 
(It  in  the  inhibition  itself  lies  no  danger.  There  is  not  the  slightest  act 
attention  which  dees  not  involve  such  inhibition.  If  I  read  in  my  study, 
mere  attention  to  my  book  will  inhibit  the  ticking  of  the  clock  in  my 
Dm  and  the  noise  from- the  street,  and  no  one  will  call  it  harmful.  As 
an  as  my  attention  increases,  and  I  read  with  such  passion  that  I  forget 
my  engagements  with  friends  and  my  duties  in  my  office,  I  become  ridiculous 
and  contemptible.  But  the  fact  that  the  unbalanced  attention  makes  me 
by  its  exaggerated  inhibition  quite  unfit  for  my  duties,  is  no  proof  that  the 
slight  inhibition  produced  by  attentive  reading  ought  to  be  avoided. 

The  inhibition  by  alcohol,  too,  may  have  in  the  right  place  its  very 
desirable  purpose,  and  no  one  ojight  to  be  terrified  by  such  physiological 
statements,  even  if  inhibition  is  called  a  partial  paralysis.  Yes,  it  is  partial 
paralysis,  but  no  education,  no  art,  no  politics,  no  religion,  is  possible  without 
such  partial  paralysis.  What  else  are  hope  and  belief  and  enjoyment  and 
enthusiasm  but  a  re-enforcement  of  certain  mental  states,  with  correspond- 
ing inhibition — that  is  paralysis — of  the  opposite  ideas?  If  a  moderate  use 
of  alcohol  can  help  in  this  most  useful  blockade  it  is  an  ally  and  not  an 
enemy.  If  wine  can  overcome  and  suppress  the  consciousness  of  the  little 
miseries  and  of  the  drudgery  of  life  and  thus  set  free  and  re-enforce  the 
unchecked  enthusiasm  for  the  dominant  ideas  if  wine  can  make  one  forget 
the  frictions  and  pains  and  give  again  the  feeling  of  unity  and  frictionless 
power — by  all  means  let  us  use  this  helper  to  civilization.  It  was  a  well- 
known  philosopher  who  coupled  Christianity  and  alcohol  as  the  two  great 
means  of  mankind  to  set  us  free  from  pain.  But  nature  provided  mankind 
with  other  means  of  inhibition;  sleep  is  still  more  radical  and  every  fatigue 
works  in  the  same  direction;  to  inhibit  means  to  help  and  to  prepare  for 
action. 

And  are  those  who  fancy  that  every  brain  alteration  is  an  evil  really 
aware  how  other  influences  of  our  civilization  hammer  on  the  neurones  and 
injure  our  mental  powers  far  beyond  the  effects  of  a  moderate  use  of 
alcohol?  The  vulgar  rag-time  music,  the  gambling  of  the  speculators,  the 
sensationalism  of  the  yellow  press,  the  poker  playing  of  the  men  and  the 
bridge  playing  of  the  women,  the  mysticism  and  superstition  of  the  new 
fancy  churches,  the  hysterics  of  the  baseball  games,  the  fascination  of 
murder  cases,  the  noise  on  the  Fourth  of  July  and  on  the  three  hundred  and 
sixty-four  other  days  of  the  year,  the  wild  chase  for  success;  all  are  poison 
for  the  brain  and  mind.  They  make  the  nervous  system  and  the  will  end- 
lessly more  unfit  for  the  duties  of  the  day  than  a  glass  of  lager  beer  on  a 
hot  summer's  evening. 

Drying  Up  a  Nation  Emotionally. 

What  would  result  if  prohibition  should  really  prohibit,  and  all  the 
inhibitions  which  a  mild  use  of  beer  and  wine  promise  to  the  brain  really 
be  lost?  The  psychological  outcome  would  be  twofold:  certain  effects  of 
alcohol  which  serve  civilization  would  be  lost;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  much 
more  harmful  substitutions  would  set  in.  To  begin  with:  the  nation  would 
lose  its  chief  means  of  recreation  after  work.  We  know  to-day  too  well 
that  physical  exercise  and  sport  is  not  real  rest  for  the  exhausted  brain- 
cells.  The  American  masses  work  hard  throughout  the  day.  The  sharp 
physical  and  mental  labor,  the  constant  hurry  and  drudgery  produce  a  state 
of  tension  and  irritation  which  demands  before  the  night's  sleep  some  dulling 
Inhibition  if  a  dangerous  unrest  is  not  to  set  in.  Alcohol  relieves  that  daily 
tension  most  directly. 

Not  less  important  would  be  the  loss  on  the  emotional  side.  Emotional 
desire  for  a  life  in  beauty  would  yield  to  the  triviality  of  usefulness.  Puri- 
tanism has  held  back  the  real  American  spirit  of  artistic  creation  in  fine 
arts  and  music  and  drama:  prohibition  without  substitutes  would  crush  still 
more  the  esthetic  spirit  in  the  brain  of  man  and  would  make  beauty  still 
more  the  domain  of  women.  Her  more  responsive  physiological  constitution 
does  not  need  the  artificial  paralysis  of  the  inhibiting  centers.  The  mind  of 
the  average  woman  shows  that  lower  degree  of  checking  power  which  small 
alcoholic  doses  produce  in  the  average  man.  But  just  therefore  she  and 
men  of   the   female   type   cannot   carry   on  alone   the   work   of  the   nation. 


A  national  life  without  the  artificial  inhibitions  of  the  restraining  centers 
becomes  for  the  large  masses  a  matter  of  mere  practical  calculation  and 
righteous  dulness.  Truly  the  German,  the  Frenchman,  the  Italian  who 
enjoys  his  glass  of  light  wine  and  then  wanders  joyful  and  elated  to  the 
masterpieces  of  the  opera,  serves  humanity  better  than  the  New  Englander 
who  drinks  his  ice-water  and  sits  satisfied  at  the  vaudeville  show,  world-far 
from  real  art.  Better  America  inspired  than  America  sober.  Can  we  forget 
that  in  almost  all  parts  of  the  globe  even  religious  life  began  with  intoxi- 
cation cults?  God  Indra  was  in  the  wine  for  the  Hindus  and  Dionysius  for 
the  Greeks.  It  is  the  optimistic  exuberance  of  life,  the  emotional  inspiration, 
which  alcohol  brought  into  the  dullness  of  human  days,  and  the  history  of 
culture  shows  it  on  every  page. 

But  with  the  emotion  dries  up  the  will.  Mere  righteousness  needs  no 
stimulation.  But  the  American  nation  would  never  have  achieved  its  world 
work  if  the  attitude  of  resignation  had  been  its  national  trait.  Those 
pioneers  who  opened  the  land  and  awoke  to  life  its  resources  were  men  who 
longed  for  excitement,  for  the  intensity  of  life,  for  vividness  of  experience. 
The  nation  would  not  be  loyal  to  its  tradition  if  it  were  not  to  foster  this 
desire  of  intense  experience;  the  moderate  use  of  alcohol  is  both  training 
in  such  intensified  conscious  experience  and  training  in  the  control  and  dis- 
cipline of  such  States.  The  nation  needs  both,  and  as  the  child  learns  to 
prepare  for  the  work  of  life  by  plays  and  games,  so  man  is  schooling  him- 
self for  the  active  and  effective  life  by  the  temperate  use  of  exciting  bev- 
erages which  playingly  awake  those  vivid  feelings  of  success.  The  scholar 
and  the  minister  and  a  thousand  other  individuals  may  not  need  this  training, 
but  the  millions,  the  masses,  cannot  prepare  themselves  for  a  national  career 
of  effectiveness  if  this  opportunity  is  taken  from  their  lives.  History  shows 
it  abundantly. 

To  be  sure,  all  this  is  but  half  true,  because,  as  we  said,  the  individual,  and 
finally  the  nation,  may  seek  substitutes,  may  satisfy  the  craving  for  emo- 
tional excitement,  for  will  elation,  for  intense  experience,  by  other  means 
than  the  oldest  and  most  widely  scattered.  Zealotism  in  religious  belief, 
tyranny  and  cruelty,  sexual  over-indulgence  and  perversion,  gambling  and 
betting,  mysticism  and  superstition,  recklessness  and  adventurousness,  and, 
above  all,  senseless  crimes,  have  always  been  the  psychological  means  of 
overcoming  the  emptiness  and  monotony  of  an  unstimulated  life.  They 
produce,  just  like  alcohol,  that  partial  paralysis  and  create  intense  ex- 
periences. They  thus  take  hold  of  the  masses,  so  long  as  the  social  mind  is 
not  entirely  dried  up,  with  the  necessity  of  a  psychological  law.  There  is  no 
more  dangerous  state  for  a  healthy,  strong  nation  than  mental  monotony 
in  the.  life  of  the  masses.  Catholic  countries  play  to  the  imagination  at 
least  through  religion,  monarchic  countries  have  their  own  picturesqueness 
and  color,  America  under  prohibition  pushes  the  masses  into  gambling  and 
reckless  excitements  and  sexual  disorder  and  money  crazes  and  criminal 
explosions  of  the  mind. 

The  Temperance  Experiment  in   Mohammedanism. 

Has  not  history  experimented  sufficiently?  Prohibitionist  stump  speakers 
may  tell  us  that  their  cause  means  the  hitherto  unheard-of  progress  of 
civilization;  the  United  States,  after  abolishing  slavery  for  mankind,  is  called 
on  to  end  also  the  tyranny  of  alcohol  under  which  humanity  has  suffered 
for  ages.  But  are  there  not  two  hundred  millions  of  Moslems  who  are 
obedient  to  Mohammed's  law,  that  wine  drinking  is  sinful?  What  is  the 
outcome?  Of  course,  it  is  not  inspiring  to  hear  the  boast  of  the  Moslems  that 
the  Christians  bring  whisky  to  Africa  and  bestialize  the  natives,  while  the 
Mohammeds  fight  alcohol.  But  aside  from  this,  their  life  goes  on  in  slavery 
and  polygamy  and  semi-civilization.  All  the  strong  nations,  all  those  whose 
contributions  were  of  lasting  value  to  the  progress  of  mankind,  have  profited 
from  the  help  of  artificial  stimulation  and  intoxicants. 

But  every  strong  nation  remained  also  conscious  of  the  dangers  and  evils 
which  result  from  intemperance.  On  the  whole,  history  shows  that  intem- 
perance and  abstinence  alike  work  against  the  highest  interests  of  civiliza- 
tion; temperance  alone  offers  the  most  favorable  psychological  conditions 
for  the  highest  cultural  achievement.  Intemperance  mostly  precedes  the 
strongest  periods  in  the  life  of  a  nation  and  follows  them  again  as  soon  as 
decay  has  set  in.  Temperance,  that  is,  sufficient  use  of  intoxicants  to  secure 
emotional  inspiration  and  volitional  intensity,  together  with  sufficient  train- 
ing in  self-disciplne  to  avoid  their  evils,  always  introduced  the  fullest  blos- 
soming of  national  greatness.  Instinctively  the  American  nation  as  a  whole 
is  evidently  striving  for  such  temperance,  but  a  hysterical  minority  has  at 
|)resent  succeeded  in  exaggerating  the  movement  and  in  transforming  it  into 
its  caricature,  prohibition.    The  final  result,  of  course,  will  be  temperance. 
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since  the  American  nation   will   not  ultimately  allow   itself  to   become   an, 
emasculated  nation  of  dyspeptic  ice-water  drinkers  witliout  inspiration  and 
energy,  or  permit  vulgar  amusements,  reckless  stock  gambling,  sensational- 
ism, adultery,  burglary,  and  murder,  to  furnish  the  excitement  which  the 
nerves  of  a  healthy  nation  need. 

The  Securing  of  Temperance. 
How  temperance  can  be  secured,  the  experiences  of  the  older  nations  with 
a  similar  psychological  type  of  national  mind  ought  to  be  decisive.  First  of 
all,  the  beverages  of  strongly  alcoholic  nature  ought  to  be  fought  by  those 
of  light  alcoholic  effect.  The  whisky  of  the  laborers  must  be  fought  by 
light  healthy  beer  and  perhaps  by  light  American  wines.  Further,  a  sys- 
tematic education  in  self-control  must  set  in;  the  drunkard  must  not  be 
tolerated  under  any  circumstances.  Above  all,  the  social  habits  in  the 
sphere  of  drinking  must  be  entirely  reshaped.  They  belong  to  a  period 
where  the  Puritan  spirit  considered  beer  and  wine  as  sinful  and  relegated 
them  to  regions  hidden  from  decent  eyes.  The  American  saloon  is  the  most 
disgusting  product  of  such  narrowness;  its  dangers  for  politics  and  law, 
health  and  economics,  are  alarming.  The  saloon  must  disappear  and  can 
be  made  to  disappear  perhaps  by  higher  license  taxation  and  many  other 
means.  And  with  it  must  disappear  the  bar  and  the  habit  of  drinking 
standing  and  of  mutual  treating.  The  restaurant  alone,  with  the  hotel  and 
the  club,  is  the  fit  public  place  where  guests  sitting  at  tables  may  have  beer 
and  wine  with  their  meals  or  after  meals, — and  all  controlled  by  laws  which 
absolutely  forbid  the  sale  of  intoxicants  to  certain  groups  of  persons,  to 
children,  to  inebriates,  and  so  on.  As  long  as  drinking  means  to  the  imagina- 
tion of  a  considerable  well-meaning  minority  of  the  nation  the  present-day 
repulsive  life  of  saloons  and  bars,  the  minority  will  find  it  easy  to  terrorize 
and  to  whip  into  line  the  whole  country.  But  if  those  relics  of  a  narrow 
time  disappear  and  customs  grow  which  spread  the  spirit  of  geniality  and 
friendly  social  intercourse  over  the  foaming  cup,  the  spell  will  be  broken. 
Instead  of  being  tyrannized  over  by  short-sighted  fanatics  on  the  one  side 
and  corrupt  saloon-keepers  on  the  other,  the  nation  will  proceed  with  the 
unanimous  sympathy  of  the  best  citizens  to  firm  temperance  laws  which 
the  sound  Instinct  of  the  masses  will  really  respect.  Training  in  self-control 
as  against  recklessness,  training  in  harmless  hilarity  and  social  enjoyment 
as  against  mere  vulgar  excitement  and  rag-time  pleasures,  training  in 
respect  for  law  as  against  living  under  hysterical  rules  which  cannot  be 
executed  and  which  invite  blackmail,  corruption,  and  habitual  disregard  of 
laws — these  are  indeed  the  most  needed  influences  on  the  social  mind  of 
the  country. 


Pledges  Sought  on  Option  Bill. 


Will  There  Be  State  Prohibition? 


SOME  think  Oregon  will  vote  state  prohibition  in  the  next 
general  election.  The  Oref/onian  is  of  different  opinion. 
The  principal  towu.s  never  Avill  want  it,  and  the  country  people 
will  he  satisfied  to  limit  the  sale  to  Portland  and  a  few  other 
of  the  larger  towns.  That  a  rural  country  casts  its  vote  for  local 
prohibition  is  no  sure  sign  that  it  would  cast  its  vote  for  pro- 
hibition for  the  whol(!  state.  Besides,  on  such  proposition  20,- 
000  majority  in  Portland  against  prohibition,  and  proportional 
majorities  in  Astoria,  P>aker.  etc.,  would  have  to  be  reckoned 
with.  Again,  there  are  many  in  the  rural  districts  who  never 
would  enter  a  barroom  at  home,  but  Avill  not  "cut  it  out"  so  re- 
solutely Avhen  they  enter  the  city. 

Liquors  Avill  always  be  sold  and  used.  It  may  be  possible  to 
shut  off  saloon  sale,  but  never  is  po.ssible  to  put  a  stop  to  secret 
or  surreptitious  traffic.  Nor  is  it  possible  to  prevent  persons 
from  buying  and  bringing  in  liipiors  for  their  own  consumption 
from  other  States.  Drinking  at  open  bars  may,  however,  be 
<iuite  or  nearly  stopped,  if  a  state  sees  fit  to  make  the  decree. 

Liquors,  of  course,  are  not  necessary.  Prohibition  Avill  not 
"ruin"  a  .state.  Yet  no  state  full  of  activities  will  attempt  total 
prohibition.  I'se  of  li(]uors  has  a  place  in  social  and  business 
life,  and  to  an  extent  in  hotel  life,  now  becoming  a  great  feature 
in  all  cities.  It  is  certain  that  if  open  sale  shall  be  prohibited 
there  will  be  great  additions  to  "private  stock,''  through  the 
package  trade.  These  everywhere  are  consequences  of  pro- 
hibitory laws.  But  we  do  not  exi)ect  state  prohibition  in  Ore- 
gon. Local  option  will  serve  for  those  who  want  it. — /'ortknid 
Oregonian. 


OLYMPIA,  Aug.  22.— (Special.)— Every  candidate  for  the 
Republican  nomination  as  Governor  has  received  from  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  of  Washington  a  re<]uest  for  an  expression 
as  to  whether  or  not,  in  case  of  election,  he  will  support  and  sign 
a  local  opti(m  bill. 

The  re<]uest  is  not  for  an  expression  upon  local  option  as  a 
general  issue  but  upon  tlie  essential  features  of  a  law  desired 
by  the  league  as  agreed  upon  at  recent  conferences  in  Spokane 
and  Seattle. 

The  proposed  local  opticm  law,  as  outlined  by  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  is  apparently  designed  to  give  the  local  optionists  the 
advantages  of  either  a  county,  city  or  country  precinct  unit 
system  depending  upon  the  state  of  the  public  mind. 

HOW  VOTE  IS  INITIATED. 

A  county,  as  a  whole,  or  a  city  as  a  whole,  or  a  country  jjre- 
cinct,  under  the  proposed  act,  may  bring  about  a  separate  local 
option  vote  thei'ein  by  .securing  the  signatures  of  20  per  cent  of 
the  voters  thereof  to  a  petition  to  that  effect. 

But  if  the  election  applies  to  the  county  as  a  whole  and  the 
county  goes  dry,  every  city  and  country  precinct  within  the 
countj'  goes  dry  too.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  county  as  a 
whole  votes  wet  any  country  precinct  or  incorporated  city  or 
town  may  secure  a  separate  vote  and  may  exclude  the  saloons 
from  such  precinct  or  town  or  city. 

The  proposed  act  is  to  provide  for  taking  the  local  option  vote 
at  s])ecial  elections  .so  that  the  issue  may  be  decided  entirely 
apart  from  all  partisan  issues.  The  bill  is  to  forbid  the  sale  of 
licjuor  in  any  form  but  not  to  include  the  manufacture  within 
the  operations  of  the  law. 

The  candidates,  who  so  far  have  simply  indorsed  the  local 
opti(m  plank  in  the  Republican  platform  in  general  terms,  will 
now  have  an  opportunity  for  expressing  their  vieAvs  upon  a 
definitely  described  measure. 

The  local  option  issue  has  been  brought  i)rominently  to  the 
front  in  the  latter  days  of  the  primary  campaign  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  GoA'ernor  ^lead,  who  is  taking  pains  to  let  it  be 
known  that  his  personal  and  confidential  friends  in  AVhatcom 
County  drafted  the  plank  in  the  platform. 

WILL  t:ALL  FOR  SUPPORT. 

The  Governor  has  said  that  he  will  Avait  until  the  Legislature 
]:asses  upon  the  general  nature  of  the  bill  to  be  enacted,  defining 
the  extent  of  the  territory  to  be  affected  by  the  A'ote,  and  that 
he  Avill  then  enlist  the  co-operation  and  support  to  the  measure 
of  his  friends  to  see  that  the  details  are  such  that  the  law  will 
be  efficient. 

ilcBride,  CosgroA'e  and  Atkinson  have  all  indorsed  the  local 
option  plank  in  general  terms,  but  it  is  apparent  that  the  dec- 
larations of  neither  the  Governor  nor  those  of  the  other  candi- 
dates meet  the  re(iuirements  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League. 

The  apparent  attempt  of  the  Jlead  supporters  has  been  to 
assume  the  positifm  of  being  more  sincere  than  ]McBride  on  the 
(luestion  and  an  attempt  to  make  the  most  of  McBride's  veto  of 
tlie  1903  bill  is  shoAvn. 

I'p  to  the  present  campaign  Mead's  record  on  local  option  has 
been  one  of  passiA'eness,  Avhile  some  of  his  personal  and  confi- 
dential friends  are  showing  a  marked  change  of  vicAVS  on  the 
subject. 

There  Avere  local  option  bills  before  the  house  in  the  two 
sessions  of  the  Legislature,  held  during  ^lead's  administration, 
and  in  1907  the  bill  lacked  but  fiA'e  Azotes  of  passing.  In  Goa'- 
ernor  Mead's  messages  to  the  two  Legislatures  mentioned  no 
reference  can  be  found  to  Avhat  is  uoav  the  main  issue  of  a  polit- 
ical campaign. 


It  is  expected  that  most,  If  not  all,  of  the  Kepublicau  caiuli- 
, lutes,  in  expressing  their  views  upon  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
III  11,  will  object  to  the  feature  <)f  the  proi)()sed  bill  which  makes 
I  lie  whole  couutv  the  controlling  unit  in  the  event  the  county 
uoL'S  drv,  but  not  the  controlling  unit  if  it  goes  wet.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  saloon  and  brewery  interests  would  jirefer  the 
li-ecinct  unit  plan,  but  Avould  not  seriously  oppose  a  measnre 
(hat  would  place  an  entire  county  cmtside  of  incorjiorated  cities 
in  one  unit  and  let  the  incorporated  cities  and  towns  decide  by 
precincts  whether  to  be  wet  or  dry.  While  these  interests,  of 
( Kurse,  do  not  want  any  local  option  law,  it  is  understood  they 
;ire  expecting  one  to  pass  and  will  try  to  secure  a  measure  as 
favorable  to  them  as  possible. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  the  local  option 
history  of  the  1907  Legislature,  where  the  bill  failed  to  pass  by 
only  five  votes,  that  the  brewery  interests  favored  the  bill  then 
enacted,  which  increased  the  State  liquor  license  to  f25  per 
annum. 

This  bill  was  given  the  support  of  George  AV.  H.  Davis  of 
Tacoma,  lobbyist  for  the  l)re^Veries,  it  is  .said,  with  the  idea  that 
by  making  drug  stores  subject  to  the  tax  and  increasing  it  on 
all  liquor  dealers  a  showing  of  revenues  for  the  State  could  be 
made  that  perhaps  would  discourage  local  option  legislation  in 
the  190!)  Legislature.  Credit  for  the  passage  of  this  act  is  also 
claimed  for  the  Mead  administration. — Portland  Orcgoniaii, 
Aug.  23d. 
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Good  and  Pure. 


WE  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  enforcement  of 
both  State  and  Federal  Pure  Food  laws  has  redounded 
to  the  credit  of  /'alifornia  wines.  The  San  Francisco  (flohe 
lately  received  the  following  telegram: 

"Sacramento,  Sept.  5th. :  The  State  Hoard  of  Health  and  the 
Pure  Food  Commission  of  California  say  that  the  wines  of  Cali- 
fornia are  pure  and  unadulterated." 

Dr.  N.  K.  Foster,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  is 
the  author  of  the  above  statement.  In  regard  to  it  he  says  in 
discussing  the  Sbarboro  movement  to  introduce  the  use  of  Cali- 
fornia wines,  "that  as  far  as  the  purity  of  the  wines  made  in 
California  is  concerned  it  is  an  excellent  idea  to  let  the  whole 
world  know  that  the  many  Avineries  of  the  State  ai*e  placing  be- 
fore the  general  public  absolutely  pure  wine.  It  seems  to  me 
that  it  is  not  only  right  but  necessary  to  tell  the  world  that  the 
Pure  Food  Commission  have  found  that  the  products  of  the 
California  (Jrape  (Growers'  Association  are  pure  and  whole- 
some." 

In  conclusion  the  (Jlohr  says:  "It  is  understood  that  the  (Cali- 
fornia Grape  Growers'  Association  will  in  the  future  present 
facts  and  figures  which  will  demonstrate  that  their  products  are 
absolutely  pure  and  unadulterated  and  that  this  association  will 
n)aintain  a  scrutiny  over  the  purity  of  the  products  of  its  mem- 
bers, second  only  to  that  of  the  Pure  Food  Commission,  acting 
under  the  leadership  of  the  efficient  State  Board  of  Health  and 
the  supervision  of  its  secretary,  N.  K.  Foster." 


Selling  To  Healdsburg  Wineries.

A  ists  have  sold  their  grapes  to  Healdsburg  wineries,  receiving

THE  majority  of  the  members  of  all  parties  are  honest  and 
desire  honest  fifovernment.  And  if  they  keep  on  thinking 
independently  they  will  get  it."  ^ 

"The  compromiser  is  a  man  who  hasn't  the  sand  to  fight  nor 
the  legs  to  run  away." 

"Now  I  want  all  you  republicans  to  take  notice  that  your 
party  was  born  on  the  issue  that  the  majority  had  no  right  to 
commit  a  moral  wrong." 

"We  can  not  settle  this  question  by  having  the  country  half 
dry  and  the  other  half  wet." 

"You  can  not  make  it  right  by  law  to  do  something  on  one  side 
of  the  street  that  it  is  wrong  to  do  on  the  other  side  of  the 
street." 

"These  people  who  are  asking  for  local  option  on  the  liquor 
question  will  be  asking  next  for  local  option  on  the  10  com- 
mandments." 

"What  we  need  in  this  movement  more  than  a  prohibition  law- 
is  a  prohibition  mayor  and  a  prohibition  sheriff  and  a  prohibi- 
tion governor  and  a  prohibition  president." 

"Local  option  and  state  prohibition  are  both  a  farce.  Your  old 
parties  put  them  in  their  platforms  to  keep  you  from  killing  the 
liquor  traffic  by  electing  prohibition  officials  to  office." 

"One  of  the  first  things  I  will  do  after  I  am  inaugurated  will 
be  to  clean  up  the  District  of  Columbia,"  .said  Eugene  W.  Chafin, 
candidate  on  the  prohibition  ticket  for  president,  in  an  address 
to  more  than  800  people  crowded  into  the  Masonic  temple  that 
night. 

"There  are  few  cities  with  a  viler  lot  of  gambling  dens  and 
bawdy  houses,"  continued  Mr.  Chafin.  "Some  of  them  are  al- 
most in  sight  of  the  capitol  and  the  White  House.  The  last  one 
will  have  to  go,  even  the  one  patronized  almost  exclusively  by 
members  of  congress.  All  of  them  are  run  in  violation  of  law 
and  the  president  has  ample  poAver  to  act." 

Though  frequently  applauded  during  his  address  of  an  hour 
and  a  half  Mr.  Chafin  aroused  his  most  enthusiastic  approval  by 
this  sensational  utterance.  Sympathetic  throughout,  his  aud- 
ience listened  to  him  with  marked  attention  and  frequent  inter- 
ruptions of  "Amen"  and  other  words  of  approval  and  indorse- 
ment. Probably  one-third  of  his  listeners  were  women,  who  vied 
with  the  men  in  their  close  attention  and  enthusiastic  applause. 

Prohibition  Only  Issue. 

Mr.  Chafin  is  a  ready  and  entertaining  speaker  and  approach- 
es his  subject  entirely  from  the  moral  side.  With  few  of  the  arts 
of  the  poli.shed  orator,  but  with  the  convincing  air  of  the  cru- 
sader, passing  over  all  other  issues  with  a  wave  of  the  hand,  he 
declares  the  prohibition  of  the  liquor  traffic  to  be  the  great  and 
only  issue*  before  the  country. 

Mr.  Chafin  arrived  in  the  city  early  yesterday  morning  and 
was  met  at  the  depot  by  a  committee  of  local  prohibitionists  and 
escorted  to  the  Spokane  hotel.  Yesterday  afternoon  he  was  taken 
for  an  automobile  ride  about  the  city,  and  upon  his  return  was 
entertained  at  dinner  at  Davenport's  restaurant  by  prominent 
members  of  his  party.  At  7  o'clock  be  held  a  reception  at  the 
ilasonic  temple,  Avhich  later  held  the  crowd  addressed  by  him  in 
a  public  meeting. 

COMPUOMI.SEU  A  COWARD. 

Mr.  Chafin  .said  in  part : 

"There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  this  nation  when  so 
many  of  the  people  were  Avilling  to  li.sten  to  the  discussion  of 
political  doctrines  which  they  do  not  themselves  indorse.  Par- 
ties are  each  year  coming  to  bind  more  and  more  lightly  the  in- 
telligent American  voter  and  the  people  are  coming  more  and 
more  to  weigh  all  questions  with  sounder  judgment  and  to 
think  and  act  upon  their  own  initiative. 


"The  majority  of  the  members  of  all  political  parties  are 
honest  and  desire  honest  government.  And  if  they  keep  on  think- 
ing independently  and  if  they  keep  on  getting  more  and  more 
independent  of  party  affiliation  and  party  prejudice  they  will 
get  it. 

"At  the  introduction  of  my  address  this  evening  I  desire  to  lay 
down  for  your  consideration  a  great  political  principle.  There  is 
much  talk  in  this  country  about  the  rights  of  a  majority,  but  I 
Avant  to  lay  it  doAvn  on  a  political  principle  that  a  majority  has 
no  right  to  do  Avrong. 

"In  every  irrepressible  conflict  Ave  encounter  an  element  of 
con.servatives  Avho  occupy  a  middle  ground,  men  AA'ho  come  to  be 
knoAA'n  as  compromisers.  Noav  a  compromiser  is  a  man  avIio 
hasn't  the  sand  to  fight  or  the  legs  to  run  away.  In  the  contest 
OA'er  the  question  of  human  .slavery  Congressman  Cass  came  in 
betAveen  the  abolitionists  on  the  one  hand  and  the  slaAeholders 
on  the  other  and  proposed  that  the  question  of  slavery  in  the 
neAV  territory  of  the  United  States  be  settled  by  popular  sover- 
eignty, by  letting  the  people  A'ote  on  it.  Noav  avc  haAe  the  same 
proposition  in  the  liquor  fight  to-day,  but  they  call  it  local 
option.  This  solution  of  'popular  sovereignty'  Avas  championed 
by  Stephen  A.  ]>)uglas,  Avho  hoped  tp  become  president  of  the 
United  States.  But  AAiien  Douglas  came  up  for  reelection  to  the 
senate  he  had  an  opposition  candidate  in  the  person  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  Lincoln  challenged  him  to  a  series  of  joint  debates. 
In  the  first  of  these  debates  Douglas  laid  doAvn  the  proposition 
that  the  people  of  the  new  territories  should  be  permitted  to  set- 
tle this  question  in  their  OAvn  Avay,  to  settle  it  by  local  option. 
Turning  to  Lincoln,  he  said,  'What  haA'e  you  got  to  say  to  that?' 

"What  did  Lincoln  say?  He  said  that  slaA'ery  Avas  either  right 
or  it  AA^as  Avrong.  He  himself  denied  that  it  Avas  right  and  de- 
clared that  it  AA'as  Avrong.  Declaring  that  it  AAas  wrong  he  denied 
the  right  of  the  congress  or  the  people  to  declare  that  it  Avas 
right  or  to  permit  the  holding  of  slaves  in  any  portion  of  the 
United  States  AA'here  it  Avas  not  permitted  then.  Lincoln's  friends 
insisted  that  he  had  taken  an  indefensible  position  and  (me 
Avhich  he  Avould  have  to  abandon  or  else  he  Avould  not  be  elected. 
Lincoln  replied  that  his  position  Avas  right  and  that  he  Avouldn't 
abandon  it  and  that  by  fighting  the  contest  out  on  that  ground 
he  might  not  be  elected  himself,  but  he  Avould  elect  the  issue. 

POINTS  TO  LINCOLN'S  DOCTRINE. 

"Now  I  Avant  all  of  you  republicans  to  take  notice  that  your 
party  Avas  born  on  the  issue  that  the  majority  had  no  right  to 
commit  a  moral  wrong.  I  AAant  you  all  to  see  that  Lincoln's  doc- 
trine Avas  that  there  Avas  one  thing  in  a  political  campaign  better 
than  to  elect  a  candidate  and  that  Avas  to  elect  the  issue.  I  do  not 
expect  politicians  to  appreciate  this  doctrine,  for  the  candidate 
if  elected  draAvs  a  salary  Avhile  the  issue  does  not. 

"What  I  desire  to  impress  upon  you  is  the  fact  that  you  can 
not  have  two  standards  of  morals  for  a  nation.  Y"ou  can  not 
nmke  it  right  by  laAV  to  do  something  on  this  side  of  the  street 
Avhich  it  is  wrong  to  do  on  the  other  side  of  the  street.  Sooner  or 
later  the  loAver  standard  of  morals  adopted  for  one  portion  of  the 
country  Avill  drag  down  to  its  IcA-el  the  people  living  in  tlie  other 
part  of  the  country  attempting  to  conform  to  a  higher  standai'd 
of  morals. 

"Later  in  our  political  history  Ave  had  a  polygamy  i.ssue.  Con- 
gress pa.s.sed  laws  against  a  plurality  of  avIa'cs  and  the  president 
appointed  a  federal  judge  and  sent  out  a  federal  district  attor- 
ney and  a  United  States  marshal  to  Utah  to  enforce  tliat  hnv. 
The  marshal  drcAV  the  juries.  And  Avhile  19  out  of  20  of  the  in- 
habitants of  that  country  Avere  in  favor  of  polygamy,  Avhen  the 
juries  Avere  draAvn  to  enforce  that  laAV  those  juries  Avere  com- 
pri.sed  entirely  of  gentiles  and  they  sent  more  than  a  thousand 
polygamists  to  the  penitentiary.  IJrigham  Young,  the  head  of  the 
Mormon  church,  protested  agaimst  the  outside  interference  and 
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askod  that  his  state  bo  pennittctl  to  have  local  option  on  the 
(|uesti()n  of  wives,  but  his  request  was  refused.  And  when  con- 
j^icss  came  to  admit  I'tali  as  a  state  it  was  providitl  in  tlie  enabl- 
iiifi  art  that  tlie  (■(mstitutiou  of  the  new  state  should  prohibit 
polygamy  and  prohibit  it  i)erpetually  and  not  permit  the  people 
of  tlie  state  the  ])vivile}te  of  votin<^  on  the  (luestion.  On  that  issue 
tile  confiress  of  the  United  States  and  tlie  people  of  the  United 
States  refused  to  permit  one  standard  of  morals  as  to  wives  in 
Utah  and  another  standard  in  the  other  states  of  the  Union. 

Louisiana  Dknieu  Local  Oi^ion. 

"At  the  conelnsion  of  tlie  oivil  war  nearly  every  state  in  the 
T'niou  permitted  lotteries.  One  after  another  the  states  prohibit- 
ed lotteries  until  only  one  state  countenanced  them,  but  Louisi- 
ana licensed  her  lottery  company  and  we  had  the  famous  Louisi- 
ana lottery.  That  lottery  patronized  the  mails  and  the  advertis- 
iiif?  columns  of  the  newspapers,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Uncle 
Sam  nullified  the  prohibition  laws  of  every  other  state  in  the 
Union.  Then  what  hajjpened?  The  I'nited  States  forbade  it  the 
use  of  the  mails,  forbade  it  the  use  of  all  other  interstate  trans- 
portation systems  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  Louisiana  lot- 
tery died. 

''As  it  was  with  the  lottery  question  so  it  is  with  the  liquor 
(|uestion.  You  can  not  have  t\vo  standards  of  morals  in  this  coun- 
liy  <;ii  the  li((Uor  <iuestion.  Enact  prohibition  laws  in  45  states 
i)f  the  Uui(m  and  permit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  in 
one  and  the  federal  }i;overnment  under  existing  statutes  would 
break  down  all  the  prohibition  laws  in  all  the  45  states  and  the 
whole  country  would  continue  to  sufifer  from  the  evils  of  the 
liquor  traffic. 

"How  then  shall  we  settle  it?  There  is  only  one  way.  We  can 
not  settle  it  by  having  half  the  country  dry  and  the  other  half 
wet,  by  having  one  standard  of  morals  for  one  part  of  the  coun- 
try and  another  for  another.  What  we  need  is  to  make  the  whole 
country  dry  and  to  make  it  dry  by  federal  action.  What  we  need 
is  an  amendment  to  the  United  States  constitution  forbidding 
the  manufacture,  sale,  importation,  exportation  and  transporta- 
tion of  intoxicating  liquors.  This  would  put  a  stop  to  the  whole 
miserable  business. 

Can  Not  Legalize  Wrong. 

"I  have  been  asked  whether  I  am  in  favor  of  local  option  on 
this  ([uestion,  and  my  answer  is  no.  Why,  these  people  who  are 
advocating  local  option  on  this  moral  question  will  be  asking  for 
local  option  on  the  ten  commandments  next.  And  if  they  were 
submitted  to  popular  vote  in  the  city  of  Chicago  they  would  be 
defeated.  I  deny  the  right  of  a  majority  of  the  people  to  legalize 
the  sale  and  intoxicating  liquors  for  the  reason  that  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  licjuors  is  wrong  and  no  action  of  a  majority  can 
legalize  a  moral  Avrong. 

"They  tried  to  pass  a  local  option  law  in  Illinois  a  few  years 
ago,  and  we  had  three  prohibition  members  in  that  legislature. 
They  asked  our  men  if  they  would  support  a  local  option  bill  and 
the  prohibition  members  told  them  that  they  would  support  a 
law  voting  the  saloon  out  provided  the  law  did  not  permit  them 
to  use  it  to  vote  the  saloons  in.  And  they  got  that  kind  of  a  law. 
-Vnd  at  the  next  election  we  carried  against  the  saloons  1052 
towiiships,  and  while  there  were  many  we  failed  to  carry  every- 
thing we  gained  was  net  gain  and  can  not  be  lost. 

"You  will  hear  the  argument  that  prohibition  does  not  pro- 
hibit. Of  course  it  does  not.  It  is  the  enforcement  of  prohibi- 
tion laws  that  prohibit.  And  it  is  for  this  reason  that  we  need  a 
new  party.  Not  to  secure  the  enactment  of  tlie  law.  Why,  bless 
you,  the  enactment  of  a  law  is  the  easiest  part  of  the  battle.  Why 
they  adopte<l  a  prohibiticm  clause  in  the  constitution  of  Iowa  a 
few  years  ago  and  the  temperance  societies,  seeing  that  they  had 
prohibition,  all  disbanded. 


HoTTLE  Kills  Prohibition  Baby. 

"Then  the  legislature  met.  The  republicans  looked  at  this  new 
prohibition  baby  and  shook  their  heads.  'Fine  baby,'  they  said, 
'but  it  i.sn't  ours.'  The  democrats  looked  at  it  and  said,  'Fine 
baby,  but  it  i.sn't  ours.'  So  tliey  voted  that  it  was  an  orphan  and, 
being  an  orphan,  they  attempted  to  rai.se  it  on  a  bottle.  They 
cho.se  a  whisky  bottle  and  because  the  baby  lacked  sufficient 
syinpatlietic  nourishment  it  died. 

"What  we  need  more  than  a  prohibition  law  in  this  movement 
is  a  prohibition  governor  and  a  prohibition  president.  Why,  in 
Chicago  we  have  a  law  forbidding  the  .sale  of  liquors  on  Sunday, 
and  all  the  saloons  of  the  city  are  run  all  day  Sunday.  And  re- 
cently they  tried  some  Sunday  violation  cases  in  that  city  and 
when  they  came  to  drawing  the  juries  they  examined  2000  men 
and  only  found  one  who  was  not  a  patron  of  Sunday  saloons. 
And  he  was  a  colored  porter  of  a  Pullman  car.  Why,  in  Chicago 
they  sweep  out  the  saloons  on  ilonday  morning  and  send  the 
sweepings  to  the  courti'ooms  to  serve  on  the  jury.  What  they 
need  there  is  a  little  of  the  medicine  administered  in  Utah  when 
the  federal  authorities  drew  juries  to  try  polygamist  cases  and 
left  all  the  polygamist«  off  the  juries.  That  is  the  kind  of  medi- 
cine I  will  give  the  country  wlien  I  am  elected  president. 

"Local  option  and  state  prohibition  are  both  a  farce.  Do  you 
know  Avhy  your  old  parties  in  this  state  put  them  in  their  plat- 
forms? Why,  to  keep  you  people  from  killing  the  liquor  traffic  by- 
electing  prohibition  officials  to  office. 

"I  am  frequently  asked  whether  I  expect  to  be  elected.  To  that 
question  I  answer  that  I  would  not  insult  the  intelligence  of  the 
people  in  any  state  by  saying  that  I  do  not  expect  to  carry  that 
state.  If  all  the  people  who  agree  with  the  principles  in  our 
platform  would  vote  for  me  I  would  carry  every  state  in  the 
Union,  and  neither  Mr.  Taft  nor  Mr.  Bryan  would  get  votes 
enough  in  the  electoral  college  to  put  them  in  the  class  of  the 
'also-rans.' 

"And  the  first  thing  I  will  do  when  I  am  president  will  be  to 
call  congress  to  submit  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  wip- 
ing out  the  whole  evil  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  the  liquor 
traffic.  And  while  I  am  Avaiting  for  congress  to  get  into  action 
I  will  clean  up  the  District  of  Columbia." 


French  Champagne  Crop  Short. 


A  PRESS  cablegram  from  Paris  .says  that  because  of  the 
■»•■  failure  of  this  year's  champagne  harvest  those  interested 
in  that  industry  in  the  department  of  ilarne  hope  that  Parlia- 
ment, moved  by  their  distress,  will  take  effective  measures  to 
limit  the  use  of  the  name  champagne  to  wines  grown  in  the 
department  of  Marne  and  a  few  communes  in  the  Department 
of  Aisne. 

Mildew  has  ruined  the  crop  this  year.  While  the  average 
output  is  45,000,000  bottles  in  ordinary  years,  this  year  it  will 
.scarcely  exceed  2,000,000  bottles.  This  need  not  mean  an  imme- 
diate increase  in  the  price  of  champagne,  as  the  average  .sale 
is  36,000,000  bottles  and  the  surplus  stock  in  the  cellars  is  112,- 
000,000  bottles. 

The  loss  to  the  growers  already  is  millions  of  dollars.  Thirty- 
two  thousands  casks  of  wine  growing  outside  the  champagne 
district  are  expected  to  reach  Marne  soon,  and  this  will  be  cham- 
pagnized  and  sold  as  the  local  product.

EDlTOIt  Wink  and  Spikit  Rkview: — Taken  as  a  whole, 
there  has  been  a  more  marked  improvement  iu  business 
than  coiihl  reasonably  have  been  expect^^d.  One  scarcely  expects 
nim'h  on  the  eve  of  a  I'residential  election  and  when,  in  addition, 
such  conditions  exist  as  do  and  have  for  some  time  past,  even 
moderate  improvement  is  not  looked  for.  But  un<iuestionably, 
things  have  picked  up,  although  the  improvement  is  slow  and 
many  believe  that  it  will  so  continue  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

Whilst  our  line  of  business  depends  largely  on  general  con- 
ditions, we  have  been  confronted  with  so  many  adverse  matters, 
that  even  were  the  commercial  situation,  as  a  Avhole,  far  more 
encouraging  than  it  is,  we  could  scarcely  look  forward  with 
composure  to  the  future.  In  all  other  lines,  merchants  are 
hoping  that,  "after  election,"  business  will  pick  up,  although 
few  appear  to  be  very  confident.  As  a  rule,  a  hard  winter  is 
looked  for,  and  Avliile  there  will  be  fewer  people  out  of  Avork 
than  last  year,  they  will  have  materially  less  to  spend.  It  is 
thought  that  a  good  deal  of.  apparent  improvement  in  general 
conditions  has  been  manipulated  for  political  effect,  and  with 
the  election  out  of  the  way,  business  will  quiet  down,  at  least 
temporarily. 

The  general  situation  looks  about  like  this :  The  whole  world 
is  poor  at  one  and  the  same  time,  a  thing  that  does  not  often 
occur.  The  world-wide  depression  of  general  industry  is  evi- 
denced by  the  abundance  of  money  which  has  accumulated  in 
such  amounts  because  it  has  been  withdrawn  from  mercantile 
employment  and  it  has  been  so  withdrawn  because  there  is  no 
use  for  it  there.  Both  our  exports  and  our  imports  have  fallen 
off  heavily  since  the  first  of  the  year  and  the  plain  implication 
is  that  we  are  selling  the  rest  of  the  world  less  than  last  year  and 
that  the  rest  of  the  world  is  selling  us  less. 

About  the  only  encouraging  feature  in  view  is,  that,  in  about 
every  lino,  bottom  has  been  struck  and  there  is  some  little  head- 
way toward  recovery.  How  long  before  full  recovery  arrives, 
no  one  can  tell,  but  to  those  who  ponder  the  situation  most 
carefully,  one  year  seems  a  very  short  period  for  the  rectification 
of  such  conditions  as  we  have  been  passing  through. 

With  general  conditions  as  above  outlined,  the  outlook  for 
our  business  is  not  the  most  encouraging,  particularly  when  one 
i-emembers  we  have  troubles  of  our  own  in  addition  to  those  the 
community  in  general  suffers  from.  We  have  not  accustomed 
ourselves  to  the  new  rules  and  regulations  of  the  pure  food  law, 
and  although  less  friction  is  to  be  noticed,  it  is  because  the 
trade  is  trying  to  meet  the  conditions.  But  we  have  not  heard 
the  last  of  the  regulations  bj*  any  means  and  the  question  of 
"standards"  is  yet  to  be  determined  and  is  likely  to  give  us  lots 
of  troid)le.  And  then,  above  all,  is  the  prohibition  craze.  How 
far  it  is  to  go  is  a  question.  Some  appear  to  think  it  is  at  the 
turning  point  and  the  election  in  November  may  decide  the 
matter  in  a  few  States,  but  one  is  likely  to  find  himself  greatly 
mistaken  if  he  thinks  that  the  anti-saloon  party  are  going  to 
let  up  in  the  fight. 

The  whisky  market  itself  is  fraught  with  possibilities  that 
may  create  trouble  to  those  who  have  to  go  into  it  in  the  search 
for  whiskies,  for,  if  blends  must  be  all  whisky,  and  compounds 
51  per  cent  of  whisky,  and,  before  long,  whisky  must  be  at  least 
four  years  old  or  be  branded  new  whisky,  there  is  going  to  be  a 
scramble  for  it  and  someone  is  going  to  get  hurt.  But  it  is  all 
so  vague  and  indefinite,  and  no  wonder  Avhen  all  these  disturb- 
ing elements  are  considered. 


The  letter  Governor  Haskell  said  he  had  received  from  the 
l*residcnt  on  the  subject  of  interstate  shipments  into  prohibition 
territory  makes  interesting  reading,  as  evidencing  the  trend  of 
sentiment  at  Washington.  The  President  writes  that  it  is  a 
matter  which  primarily  concerns  Congress  and  he  adds :  "Legis- 
lation is  now  under  consideration  to  decrease  the  amount  of 
assistance  which  violators  of  local  prohibition  statutes  can 
obtain  from  the  rules  necessarily  protecting  interstate  com- 
merce and  the  use  of  the  mails." 

It  was  bound  to  come  and  it  is  sure  to  arrive.  There  will  yet 
be  found  some  way  to  enable  States  that  have  decided  to  be 
"dry,"  to  be  dry.  And  may  not  this  prove  to  be  a  solution  of 
the  situation?  If  it  were  impossible  to  obtain  liquor  in  a  pro- 
hibition State,  which  it  should  be,  it  would  in  all  probability 
soon  create  a  sentiment  strong  enough  to  justify  resubmission 
of  the  issue.  The  law  must  be  obnoxious  to  many.  Certainly 
to  those  who  voted  against  it.  To  these  would  be  added  many 
who  find  the  necessarily  higher  taxation  an  argument  not  before 
considered.  Add  to  these  elements,  those  who  voted  for  it, 
relying  upon  their  being  able  to  obtain  what  they  required 
personally,  and  these  might  be  a  very  large  number.  The  best 
way  to  reverse  an  obnoxious  law  is  to  enforce  it. 

It  looks  very  much  as  though  the  State  of  Utah  would,  before 
long,  join  the  procession  of  dry  States.  The  Mormon  Church  is 
taking  up  the  issue,  and  as  the  great  majority  of  the  voters  of 
Utah  belong  to  that  church,  they  will  probably  succeed  in  adding 
it  to  the  list  of  prohibition  States. 

So  far  this  month  there  have  been  local  option  elections  in 
thirty-two  counties  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  Two  of  the  elections 
have  resulted  in  "wet"  victories.  Thirty  counties  are  to  be  dry 
for  at  least  two  years.  In  all  872  saloons  have  been  voted  out  of 
existence.  When  one  bears  in  mind  that  Ohio  touches  on  New 
York  State,  it  can  be  readily  understood  how  we  begin  to  feel 
here.  It  is  coming  home  to  us  with  a  vengeance  and  is  right 
against  our  front  door.  No  one  here  would  be  surprised  to  see 
the  question  become  a  burning  issue  in  this  State  within  a  short 
time.  Ohio  is  likely  to  have  a  hard  time  of  it  unless  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  Governor  is  elected.  The  liquor  business 
has  nothing  good  to  look  forward  to  from  the  Republican  can- 
didate who  is  the  present  Governor. 

Despite  the  hard  times,  bad  business,  and  changes  in  excise 
laws  in  this  State,  changing  the  license  period  from  May  1st  to 
October  1st,  making  it  necessary  this  year  for  the  saloon  keepers 
to  pay  five  months'  license  fee  on  May  1st,  and  a  full  year's  rate 
on  October  1st,  there  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  number  of 
licenses  issued. 

Enough  wine  to  supply  many  Broadway  restaurants,  although 
it  probably  will  not  bear  Jersey  labels,  when  proffered  to  the 
consumer,  has  been  or  is  being  made  this  season  in  South  Jersey. 
With  the  grapes  at  maturity,  the  pressing  is  at  its  height  and 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  gallons  of  wine  are  being  turned  out. 
Most  of  the  large  plants  have  been  running  day  and  night. 
The  grape  crop  in  New  Jersey  is  the  heaviest  known  in  many 
years;  in  fact,  there  has  been  none  like  it  since  the  black  rot, 
several  years  ago,  destroyed  almost  all  the  vineyards  in  the 
southern  section  of  that  State. 


The  W.  C.  T.  U.  of  Oregon  are  in  favor  of  union,  and  will 
merge' with  all  tlie  other  anti-booze  bodies  in  that  State  for  the 
purpose  of  making  it  go  dry  in  1910.  The  president  declared 
that  a  federation  of  the  prohibition  forces  was  favoi'e<l,  and  that 
hands  would  be  joined  with  all  other  organizations  working  to 
that  end.    Poor  Oregon ! 
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LOS  ANGELES,  October  20,  1908.— Tlie  viutage  is  progress- 
ing finely  throughout  Southern  California  and  according  to 
reports  is  of  very  good  quality.  The  rains  during  the  latter  part 
of  September  did  some  damage  to  the  grapes  in  the  heavy  low 
lands  and  in  the  foothill  sections  and  hindered  wine  making 
somewhat.  Quite  a  quantity  of  the  damaged  grapes  have  been 
made  up  into  brandy  and  the  same  process  is  now  going  on  as 
a  result  of  the  rains  of  the  middle  of  this  month.  It  is  estimated 
that  there  will  be  about  25  per  cent  more  brandy  made  in  the 
South  this  year  than  was  last  vintage,  due  perhaps  almost  en- 
tirely to  the  early  rains  we  have  had  during  the  crushing  season. 
The  percentage  of  grapes  damaged  has  been  somewhat  smaller 
than  was  anticipated.  Much  of  the  vinej^ard  land  is  situated 
near  the  foothills  and  is  of  a  sandy  loam,  Avith  good  drainage, 
and  on  these  lands  there  was  practically  no  damage  save  per- 
haps some  to  the  Zinfandels  where  the  crop  was  very  heavy  and 
close  to  the  ground.  In  the  lower  and  heavier  lands  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  loss  would  foot  up  to  about  ,25  per  cent,  though 
that  estimate  has  been  lowered  somewhat  by  the  turning  of 
these  grapes  into  the  still. 

At  all  the  large  wineries  crushing  is  still  in  progress  and  will 
probably  continue  until  about  the  first  of  November,  though 
many  of  the  smaller  wineries  are  finished,  not  because  of  lack 
of  grapes,  but  because  of  lack  of  cooperage  to  take  care  of  the 
wine.  Tlie  large  wineries  are  not  only  taking  grapes  from  their 
own  vineyards,  but  are  taking  care  of  the  grapes  in  their  terri- 
tory, though  to  do  this  both  the  grower  and  the  wineries  have 
had  to  make  some  sacrifices ;  the  grower  in  a  lower  price  for  his 
grapes  and  the  winery  in  enlargements  to  accommodate  the 
increased  output,  that  under  present  financial  conditions  has 
meant  no  inconsiderable  load  for  them  to  assume.  The  unusual 
conditions  that  have  ruled  the  past  year  in  the  industry  have 
been  recognized  by  the  grower  and  the  wine  maker  alike,  and 
both  accepted  these  conditions  as  they  are  and  have  worked 
together  harmoniously  with  none  of  the  ascerbity  that  has  dis- 
turbed relations  between  these  two  factors  in  some  parts  of  the 
State. 

At  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company's  immense  plant  at  Cuca- 
monga,  a  full  force  was  at  work  all  this  month  taking  care  of 
the  product  of  the  company's  great  3000-acre  vineyard.  The 
new  vineyard  railroad  has  been  an  immense  time  saver  in  the 
delivering  of  the  grapes  from  the  vineyard  to  the  winery.  It 
will  take  until  the  first  week  in  November  for  them  to  handle 
the  grapes  of  their  own  vineyards  and  those  that  they  are  crush- 
ing from  the  vineyards  of  the  growers  in  their  vicinity.  The 
company  is  making  a  normal  crop  of  wine  and  are  also  distilling 
somewhat  more  than  their  usual  amount  of  brandy.  President 
Guasti  is  spending  his  time  at  the  winery  and  overlooking  the 
details  of  the  entire  wine-making  process,  while  Secretary  Bar- 
lotti  attends  to  the  affairs  of  their  Los  Angeles  oflftce. 

The  West  Glendale  Winery  has  been  in  operation  almost  con- 
stantly since  the  vintage  season  opened.  As  it  is  the  principal 
consumer  of  the  grapes  grown  in  the  San  Fernando  Valley  foot- 
hill section  it  has  had  its  capacity  severely  crowded  this  season. 
Henry  Baer  has  been  giving  his  personal  attention  to  the  wine 
making  and  his  city  friends  have  seen  but  little  of  him  the  past 
two  months. 

Out  at  the  Southern  California  Wine  Company's  winery  on 
the  east  side,  Hugo  Goldschmidt  has  been  hustling  early  and 
late  in  jumper  and  overalls,  in  his  efforts  to  give  every  detail 
of  the  wine  making  of  the  big  plant  his  personal  supervision. 
The  company  has  finished  crushing,  but  is  engaged  in  distilling 


brandy,  of  which  they  exjiect  to  make  a  considerable  quantity 
this  season. 

Trade  among  the  wine  men  has  shown  some  indications  of  a 
revival  the  past  few  days  and  there  has  been  more  inquiry,  both 
from  the  East  as  well  as  from  the  local  markets,  than  has  existed 
for  some  time  past.  This  perhaps  has  been  caused  by  the  pres- 
sure on  the  wine  makers  and  dealers  for  room  to  take  care  of  the 
new  wines  being  so  heavy  that  inducements  to  the  trade  may 
have  been  made  to  move  stock. 

Among  the  liquor  men  there  has  been  nothing  new  transpiring 
in  the  way  of  trade  movement.  Business  has  continued  along 
about  as  it  has  done  all  summer,  though  in  some  quarters  there 
has  been  evidence  of  a  slightly  better  feeling.  Locally  trade  has 
been  quiet.  There  has  not  been  the  usual  volume  of  Eastern 
tourist  travel  this  season  Tip  to  the  present  time  that  has  hereto- 
fore been  in  evidence.  This  probably  is  largely  because  the 
Presidential  election  is  near  and  the  majority  of  the  tourists 
will  not  start  westward  until  after  they  vote.  The  usual  uncer- 
tainty as  to  what  is  going  to  happen  after  the  first  week  in 
November  has  kept  the  volume  of  trade  from  the  retail  stores 
and  saloons  down  to  the  actual  needs  of  the  moment,  but  the 
trade  expect  business  to  revive  as  soon  as  it  is  decided  which 
Bill  is  to  be  President. 


At  the  popular  Wellington  Cafe  business  seems  to  hold  up  to 
a  flattering  degree  and  the  smile  "Tony"  Oakes  is  wearing  these 
days,  despite  the  supposed  moneyless  condition  of  the  majority 
of  the  citizens,  would  indicate  that  things  might  be  worse  at 
the  old  stand. 


Joe  Melczer  is  away  on  a  trip  down  to  Tampico,  Mexico,  where 
he  and  his  brother  Loviis,  of  IMioenix,  Arizona,  have  an  interest 
in  some  several  hundreds  thousands  of  acres  of  land  on  which 
rumor  says  oil  has  been  discovered.  With  a  business  that  keeps 
on  growing,  despite  the  dull  times,  things  seem  to  be  coming 
Joe's  way. 


Business  is  good  considering  general  conditions,  is  the  way 
Johnny  Davin  of  the  Faust  Bar  looks  at  the  situation.  The 
Faust  is  an  up-to-date  resort  and  carries  the  proper  quality  of 
goods  and  the  Davin  boys  have  always  been  popular,  so  perhaps 
there's  a  reason  for  Johnny's  optimism. 


Those  retailers  who  were  affected  by  the  liquor  zone  ordinance 
are  still  on  the  anxious  seat  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  on  their  case.  A  few  of  them  have  moved  inside  the 
zone  and  are  engaged  in  business,  but  the  most  of  them  have 
been  practically  out  of  it  as  far  as  business  was  concerned  since 
the  first  of  the  year.  This  month  there  was  an  attemi)t  to  get 
an  ordinance  extending  the  zone  before  the  City  Council  again, 
but  the  Prohibition  watchdogs  were  on  hand  and  the  Council 
lacked  the  nerve  to  tackle  the  job. 


City  Prosecutor  Woolwine,  who  achieved  a  little  cheap  no- 
toriety by  raiding  the  California  Club  because  they  niaintainetl 
a  bar  for  the  use  of  their  members,  has  become  the  center  of  a 
very  active  embroglio  in  which  libel  suits,  charges  and  counter 
charges,  dismissals,  and  reinstatements  to  office  have  been  the 
leading  features.  Woolwine  started  out  as  the  great  and  only 
reformer  and  published  his  intent  to  regulate  everything  in 
Los  Angeles  and  has  wound  up  by  being  cast  into  the  outer 
darkness  by  District  Attorney  Fredericks'  final  act  of  revoking 
his  appointment  as  Deputy  District  Attorney.    "Tommy"  was  a 
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well  iiieauiu}!;  little  Prohib.,  but  the  regulating  of  Los  Angeles 
according  to  his  announcements  was  rather  a  big  undertaking. 


Want  Roosevelt  to  Interfere 


The  familiar  face  of  handsonie  George  Delaporte,  the  Yellow- 
st(me  Whisky  representative,  has  been  again  seen  on  our  streets 
of  late  after  quite  an  absence  in  the  Northwanl,  looking  after  his 
interests  there.  George  has  many  friends  here  and  Yellowstone 
can  be  found  anywhere. 


The  question  of  Japanese  restaurants  selling  liquors  has 
become  a  serious  one  for  the  governing  forces  of  the  city.  There 
are  some  forty  Japanese  restaurants  in  Los  Angeles  who  all 
sell  liquor  and  bid  defiance  to  the  license  laws.  So  far  the  only 
efforts  that  have  been  nuvde  to  regulate  them  is  to  raid  them 
periodically  and  fine  them  flOO  apiece.  These  places  are  pat- 
ronized only  by  the  Japanese  or  the  lowest  classes  and  it  would 
look  to  an  outsider  as  though  "Tommy"  Woolwine  would  find 
their  extinction  somewhat  more  worth  his  while  than  the  closing 
of  the  bar  of  the  California  Club,  whose  roster  of  members 
shows  the  names  of  some  o:f'the  leading  men  of  the  city. 


Charles  Bundschu  on  Future  of  Dry  Wines 


MR.  CHARLES  BUNDSCHU,  President  of  the  Gundlach- 
Bundsfhu  Wine  Company  of  this  city,  and  one  of  the  best 
posted  men  in  the  wine  business,  takes  rather  a  cheerful  view 
of  the  future  of  drj'  wines,  as  growing  out  of  the  present  peculiar 
situation.  Speaking  on  this  subject  to  the  writer,  he  said  a  few 
days  ago : 

"Considering  this  year's  vintage  Avas  only  a  two-thirds  crop, 
and  that  all  cellars  show  a  more  or  less  demand  for  old  wine, 
such  a  state  of  things  tends  to  enhance  the  value  of  dry  wine. 
For  these  reasons,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  further 
fall  in  prices  may  be  considered  checked  for  better  grade  wines. 
The  denmnd  for  such  wines  has  evidently  increased,  a-s  was 
shown  by  the  recent  sale  of  wines  in  Santa  Clara  Valley,  before 
pjissed  over  unnoticed.  I  believe  that  when  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  replenish  cellars,  it  will  be  found  difficult  to  do  so  from 
the  vintage  of  1907  and  that  of  1908  will  be  called  upon. 

"As  to  dry  Avines  made  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State, 
much  of  which  is  very  good,  is  quite  another  chapter.  Those 
wines,  if  used  with  discretion,  will  considerably  enlarge  the  dry 
wine  output.  W^hat  effect  this  will  have  upon  price-s,  I  cannot 
sav,  time  alone  can  show." 


Quale  on  Vine  Pests 


ATELEGRABI  was  sent  to  President  Roosevelt  Octobei-20th 
by  the  grape  growers  of  California,  a.sking  him  to  reverse 
the  ruling  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  which 
forbids  the  use  of  American  sweet  wines  an  medicinal  compo- 
nents. In  the  telegram  was  contained  the  resolution  passed  on 
this  subject  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Transmississippi  Com- 
mercial Congress. 

The  telegram  was  sent  as  a  result  of  a  meeting  on  the  above 
date  of  the  grape  growers  of  California  at  their  headquarters 
in  the  Italian-American  Bank  building.  The  activity  of  this 
association  was  responsible  for  the  action  taken  by  the  Trans- 
mississippi Commercial  Congress. 

"The  President  is  the  only  one  who  can  reverse  or  revise  the 
ruling  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,"  said  H.  D. 
Stoll,  secretary  of  the  grape  growers'  association  in  discussing 
the  telegram.  "The  Commissioner  has  been  sustained  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  there  is  no  appeal  to  the  courts. 

"This  ruling  is  working  a  great  injury  to  the  sweet  wine 
region  of  this  State.  One  of  the  chief  outlets  for  the  sweet  wina 
industry  of  this  State  has  been  the  demand  for  it  as  a  com- 
ponent of  proprietary  medicines.  Under  the  ruling  we  are 
protesting  against,  foreign  sweet  wines  only  can  be  used  in 
medicines. 

"This  iise  of  sweet  Avine  which  has  been  stopped,  made  a 
market  for  the  product  of  between  12,000  and  15,000  acres  of 
grapes  in  this  State,  the  value  of  which  was  from  |3,000,000  to 
|!4,000,000.    If  the  ruling  stands,  this  property  is  destroyed." 

Those  present  at  the  meeting  were  Clarence  J.  Wetmore,  E.  C. 
Priber,  J.  P.  Overton  of  Santa  Rosa,  A.  E.  Bumaham  of  Healds- 
burg,  C.  H.  Wents  of  Livermore,  Theodore  Gier  of  Oakland, 
C.  L.  La  Rue  of  Davisville,  F.  J.  Swett  of  Martinez  and  John 
B.  Kerwin  of  San  Jose.  Secretary  Stoll  Avill  make  a  trip 
through  the  southern  and  central  portions  of  the  State  to  in- 
terest grape  growers  in  the  new  association. 


For  the  Good  of  the  Industry 


THIS  paper  has  just  received  copies  of  Bulletins  Nos.  195  and 
198  from  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California.  Both  are  by  H.  J.  Quale,  and  deal  with 
vine  pests,  the  first  treating  on  the  California  grape  root-Avorm 
and  the  second  on  the  gi-ape  leaf-hopper. 

The  root-worm  is  stated  to  be  "one  of  the  worst  pests  that 
vineyardists  have  to  AAage  war  against"  and  has  been  doing 
considerable  damage  in  this  State  during  several  years  past. 
It  is  Avell  knoAvn  in  the  Eastern  States  and  in  Europe.  Its  whole 
iiistory  is  given  in  the  bulletin,  Avhich  is  profusely  illustrated, 
Avith  advice  hoAv  to  destroy  it.  These  remarks  apply  practically 
to  the  leaf-hopper,  and  both  bulletins  are  of  great  value  to  grape 
groAvera  and  should  be  carefully  studied,  so  that  the  spread  of 
these  pests  through  the  vine  districts  may  be  arrested. 


SECRETARY  STOLL,  of  the  Grape  GroAvers  of  California, 
Avill  leave  on  the  2d  of  November  for  the  southern  portion 
of  the  State,  where  he  Avill  aid  in  the  organization  of  local 
associations  to  take  part  with  the  parent  association  in  San 
Francisco,  in  defending  the  interests  of  the  grape  growers  from 
the  effects  of  prohibition  and  restrictive  legislation  of  any 
nature  Avhatever.  We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  South  is  about 
to  take  action  in  this  important  matter,  and  consider  the  State 
should  be  a  unit  in  resisting  all  attempts  to  injure  the  viticul- 
tural  industry.

Federated  Labor  Rejects  Prohibition 


THE  State  Federation  of  Labor  held  its  ninth  annual  conven- 
tion at  San  Jose  during  the  present  month.  Tlie  convention, 
while  solidl3'  against  prohibition,  was  very  closely  divided  as  to 
the  propriety  of  submitting  the  matter  to  a  vote.  Finally,  after 
many  hours  of  debate,  the  secretary  announced  5800  votes  en- 
dorsing the  anti-prohibition  resolution  and  5400  against  taking 
any  action. 

Had  not  the  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  voting  upon  the 
subject  arisen,  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  unanimous  vote  would 
liave  been  passed  against  prohibition,  and  the  brewery  workers, 
coopers  and  other  trades  affiliated  with  the  liquor  interests 
would  have  been  fully  sustained  in  the  resolution  to  that  effect 
introduced  by  them. 


The  question  of  "license"  or  "no  license"  is  not  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  of  San  Benito  County  at  the  coming  elec- 
tion. The  liquor  men  have  worked  hard  and  have  presented 
numerous  petitions  against  such  action  to  the  Supervisors. 


Almost  120,000  were  secured  among  Carson  City,  Nevada, 
business  men  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  brewery  in  that  city. 
The  proposition  was  discussed  by  H.  B.  Van  Etten  and  others, 
and  the  determination  to  establish  a  plant  agreed  upon. 


In  Los  Angeles  County  a  vote  is  to  be  taken  on  the  liquor 
question,  outside  the  municipalities.  There  are  at  present  fif- 
teen dry  precincts  out  of  a  total  of  twenty-two,  as  a  result  of 
the  former  election  when  the  same  question  was  voted  on. 


A  new  license  ordinance  has  been  introduced  in  the  Board  of 
City  Trustees  of  Jackson,  California.  It  doubles  the  saloon 
license,  raising  it  from  $15  to  |30  a  quarter.  This,  estimating 
the  number  of  retailers  at  thirty,  will  give  an  additional  revenue 
of  $1800  a  year. 


As  surmised  in  our  last  month's  issue,  the  prohibition  liquor 
ordinance  introduced  by  Supervisor  Rowe  was  tabled  by  the 
Alameda  Supervisors.  The  Board  has  also  decided  not  to  sub- 
mit the  question  of  local  option  to  the  voters  at  the  coming 
election. 


The  Town  Trustees  of  Bakersfield  have  raised  the  city  license 
from  |150  to  $300  per  annum,  making  $75  for  every  quarter  and 
payable  quarterly.  The  Kern  license  is  now  equal  to  that  of 
Bakersfield.  The  question  of  limiting  the  saloons  in  the  latter 
place  is  now  under  consideration. 


The  Anti-Saloon  League  were  dumbfounded  the  other  day  in 
Fresno,  when  City  Attorney  Ewing  advised  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees that  the  saloon  question  could  not  legally  go  on  the  ballot 
for  the  November  election.  The  Board  was  accused  of  "dodging 
the  issue"  and  a  man  named  Bristol,  who  drives  the  water  cart 
at  the  Raisin  City,  gave  notice  that  he  would  serve  it  with  a 
mandamus  and  said :  "If  we  can  not  have  the  election  this  fall, 
we  will  have  it  next  spring,  and  don't  you  forget  it !"  It  was 
unanimously  agreed  that  the  question  be  submitted  at  the  April 
election,  so  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch  will  have  six  months 
in  which  to  work  for  personal  freedom. 


The  City  Council  of  Oroville  not  only  has  the  Macey  case  on 
its  hands,  tliat  retailer  refusing  to  close  on  Sunday,  but  a  strong 
petition  is  being  circulated,  which  will  be  presented  to  that 
body,  asking  that  the  ordinance  compelling  midnight  and  Sun- 
day closing  be  revoked. 


The  anti-saloon  forces  have  met  with  a  bad  setback  at  San 
Luis  Obispo,  where  the  Supervisors  denied  the  petition  of  the 
prohibitionists  to  submit  the  liquor  license  question  to  the 
voters  at  the  coming  election.  Supervisor  Payne  moved  tlial 
the  petition  be  granted  but  received  no  second. 


The  question  of  submitting  a  prohibition  ordinance  to  the 
voters  of  Modoc  County  at  the  coming  election  has  been  post- 
poned by  the  Supervisors  of  that  county.  The  feeling  of  the 
Board  is  said  to  be,  that  if  a  vote  is  taken,  it  should  be  at  a 
si^ecial  election,  when  the  question  of  license  or  no  license  Avould 
be  the  sole  matter  at  issue. 


The  IMadera  Mercury  states  that  the  Supervisors  have  passed 
an  ordinance  fixing  the  licenses  of  Fi*esno  Comity.  The  section 
in  the  old  ordinance  referring  to  wholesale  liquor  dealers  was 
expunged,  and  the  new  ordinance  raises  the  saloon  license  $5  in 
all  the  three  classes  into  which  county  retail  liquor  licenses  are 
divided. 


The  convention  of  the  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union 
met  at  San  Jose,  and  a  remarkable  increase  in  membership  was 
claimed  of  both  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  Loyal  Temperance  Legion. 
It  was  reported  that  Santa  Clara  County  had  the  largest  num- 
ber of  "dry"  towns  and  si>ent  the  most  for  State  and  local  pro- 
hibition work.    Santa  Clara  is  a  great  wine  producing  county. 


A  dispatch  from  Oi'oville  states  that  the  paramount  issue  of 
the  campaign  in  Butte  County  is  the  liquor  question.  So  strong 
is  the  prohibition  party  there  that  the  Republican  and  Deuio 
cratic  nominees  are  between  the  devil  and  the  deep  sea.  If  they 
are  endorsed  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  they  will  naturally 
have  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch  against  them,  and  vice 
versa  and  in  the  words  of  a  nominee,  "There's  the  devil  to  pay 
and  no  pitch  hot !" 


According  to  the  Ukiah  Republican-Press  it  is  possible  thai 
that  city  may  soon  become  a  "wide-open"  town.  An  ordinance 
has  been  introduced  in  tlie  Board  of  Trustees  to  repeal  Ordi 
nance  No.  69,  passed  in  1894.  If  this  is  passed  the  State  law 
governing  these  matters  will  go  into  force  and  effect,  which  is 
not  nearly  as  stringent  as  the  present  local  ordinance. 


The  new  Mill  Valley  liquor  ordinance  will  certainly  prove  a 
rich  plum  for  the  local  press.  The  ordinance  raises  the  age  limit 
from  18  to  21  j-ears,  prohibits  the  granting  of  a  license  for  aii.\ 
location  within  100  feet  of  a  church,  park,  school  or  other  public 
institution,  and  provides  that  all  petitions  for  a  liquor  license 
must  bear  the  signatures  of  two-thirds  of  the  property  owners 
of  two-thirds  of  the  property  within  a  radius  of  500  feet  of  the 
proposed  location.  It  provides  further  that  the  applicant  must, 
at  his  own  expense,  publish  his  petition  and  the  names  attached 
for  two  successive  Aveeks  in  a  local  newspaper.  What  luck  for 
the  Mill  Valley  press. 
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Tlu!  new  town  of  Ocean  View,  jnst  north  of  Berkeley,  has 
iuinonnced  its  plans  for  i*evenue.  Saloon  licenses  are  fixed  at 
.'<40  a  (iiiarter.  Tills  Is  a  fair  rate  considerinj?  the  liberal  patron- 
iific  tliey  nrv  sure  to  receive  from  thu-sty  Berkeleyites,  who  will 
often  feel  like  taking  a  walk  in  that  direction.  The  plan  as 
laid  out  it  is  believed  will  give  Ocean  View  an  income  of  fl500. 


It  would  appear  that  the  Sacramento  Wholesale  Beer,  Spirit 
and  ^^'lne  Dealers'  Association  has  I'econsidered  its  former 
declaration  in  favor  of  no  more  all-night  licenses  being  granted. 
At  a  recent  meeting  the  matter  was  turned  down  by  a  large 
\ ote,  and  the  association  went  on  record  as  opposed  to  midnight 
closing.  In  the  opinion  of  the  trade  generally  the  association 
did  right.  .1 


The  Sunday  closing  law  is  causing  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in 
Stockton.  It  appears  that  Ernest  Wagner,  President  of  the 
Itoard  of  Police  and  Fire  Commissioners,  was  enjoying  a  duck 
supper  with  some  friends  In  ]Maddeji's  Cafe,  In  that  city,  about 
;>  o'clock  one  Sunday  morning,  at  which  wine  was  served.  The 
l)ollce  surprised  the  party  by  a  visit  and  now  Wagner  is  to 
resign  and  Mayor  Hudson  demands  that  Madden's  license  be 
forfeited. 


A  proposition  is  being  considered  in  Los  Angeles  to  license 
rlul)S,  on  the  sam<^  jdan  as  liquor-selling  cafes.  This  is  receiv- 
ing, we  understand,  the  support  of  the  business  community  and 
olTicials.  It  will  settle  the  vexed  question  as  to  the  right  of  clubs 
to  sell  liquor,  and  at  the  same  time  put  Illegal  clubs,  which  are 
at  pi^'.sent  giving  the  police  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  out  of  busi- 
ness. Every  legitimate  club  in  that  city  pays  a  Federal  license, 
and  it  is  presumed  will  be  willing  to  pay  one  to  the  city.  Of 
( ourse  such  license  would  be  refused  disreputable  clubs,  of 
w  hich  seventy-five  now  exist,  thus  at  the  same  time  improving 
I  he  revenue  and  the  morals  of  the  Angelic  City. 


According  to  the  Oakland  Enquirer,  the  District  Attorney  of 
Alameda  County  has  obtained  a  ruling  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  that  county,  that  in  the  future,  fresh  licenses  will  be 
granted  on  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  old  licenses.  If  licenses 
expire  while  a  hearing  is  before  the  Board,  such  saloons  must  be 
closed  until  the  new  license  is  granted. 


A  dispatch  from  Geneva  states  that  as  two  years  hence  it  will 
be  illegal  to  manufacture  absinthe  in  Switzerland,  there  has 
been  an  extraordinary  boom  in  that  liquor.  In  the  canton  of 
Neuchatel  absinthe  makers  are  working  day  and  night  with 
double  staffs  to  meet  the  demand. 


To  meet  the  requirements  of  an  empty  treasury  and  enable 
the  city  government  to  be  run,  all  licenses  in  San  Jose  have  been 
vei*y  considerably  raised.  These  items  cover  the  liquor  busi- 
ness: "Wholesale  liquor  dealers — Old,  f30  per  quarter;  new, 
150  per  quarter.  Beer  bottling — Old,  flO  per  quarter;  new, 
|15  per  quarter.  Retail  liquor  dealers — Old  flOO  per  quarter; 
new,  $125  per  quarter.  Breweries — 150  per  quarter.  Brewery 
wagons  not  connectetl  with  breweries — f50  per  quarter." 


The  Los  Angeles  Times  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
not  only  In  California  that  grai>es  are  plentiful  and  wine  cheap 
this  j'ear.  In  Italy,  for  the  second  successive  year,  they  have 
had  a  phenomenal  grape  crop.  As  there  is  an  export  duty  on 
wine,  the  groA\ers  and  winemakers  are  "up  a  stump."  A  new 
system  of  selling  wine  has  been  introduced — selling  it  by  the 
hour,  instead  of  hy  the  quart.  At  one  place  one  may  drink  as 
much  as  he  pleases  for  3  cents  an  hour,  at  another  place  even  as 
low  as  1  cent.  No  wonder  thousands  of  Italians  are  returning 
home.  However,  this  is  not  so  great  a  bargain  as  one  might 
suppose,  for  the  price  of  wine  is  only  a  cent  a  quart.

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Trans-Mississippi  Congress  Would  Aid  Viticulture 


THE  following  resolution  relating  to  the  American  wine  in- 
dustry was  adopted  by  the  Trans-Mississippi  Commercial 
Congress  in  San  Francisco,  Saturday,  October  10th: 

"The  policy  of  our  Government  has  been  to  promote  agricul- 
ture and  horticulture.  As  a  result,  in  the  trans-Mississippi 
States  hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  land  and  hundreds 
of  millions  of  capital  are  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  the  grape 
and  many  thousands  of  families  depend  upon  that  industry  for 
a  living.  One  great  source  of  profit  to  the  grape  grower  has 
been  the  use  of  American  sweet  wine  as  medicinal  components. 
The  ruling  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Commissioner,  ratified  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  forbids  such  use  of  American 
sweet  wines,  to  the  great  loss  and  distress  of  the  grape  grower. 
Our  domestic  wines  are  outlawed  and  their  place  is  taken  by 
foreign  wines  imported  under  reciprocity  at  a  rate  of  duty  per 
alcoholic  content  which  is  only  two-thirds  of  our  internal  reve- 
nue tax  on  domestic  spirits.  The  Trans-Mississippi  Commercial 
Congress  respectfully  requests  the  President  of  the  United 
States  as  the  only  competent  legal  authority  to  reverse  and  can- 
cel the  ruling  against  American  sweet  wines. 

"This  Congress  also  requests  that  in  the  revision  of  the  tariff, 
there  be  no  reduction  of  the  duties  on  the  products  of  the  vine- 
yard, either  directly  or  by  reciprocity.  American  agriculture 
demands  the  right  to  live  by  such  diversity  of  products  as  our 
varied  climate  permits  and  this  Congress  asks  that  there  be  no 
discrimination  against  the  grape  and  its  product." 

The  Grape  Growers  of  California,  the  association  recently 
organized  with  the  object  of  protecting  the  State's  viticultural 
industry,  thus  comments  on  the  importance  of  the  above  reso- 
lution : 

"This  season  Italy  is  producing  such  large  quantities  of  wine 
that  the  market  is  glutted  and  the  vineyardists  are  threatened 
with  ruin.  This  is  the  third  year  that  the  kingdom  of  Italy  has 
suffered  from  over-production.  From  25,000,000  hectoliters 
(625.000,000  gallons),  which  has  been  the  average  output  of 
wine  for  many  years  past,  the  amount  went  up  last  year  to 
nearly  50,000,000  hectoliters  (1,250,000,000  gallons)  and  it 
threatens  to  be  still  more  this  year. 

"The  enormous  production  taken  with  the  moderate  increase 
of  population  and  the  consequent  deficient  demand,  and  the 
fact,  as  well,  that  over-production  has  been  general  throughout 
the  world,  has  made  the  wine  market  a  financial  failure,  and 
affected  very  much  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  country. 

"In  order  to  assist  the  unfortunate  viticulturist,  the  prudent 
Italian  government  has  had  under  consideration  the  following 
remedies : 

"  'First — That  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  army  and  navy 
(some  400,000  men)  be  given  this  year  an  increased  ration  of 
wine  at  their  meals. 

"  'Second — That  the  wineries  be  permitted  to  distill  all  grapes 
without  paj'ing  any  license  or  revenue  to  the  government. 

"  'Third — As  the  railway  companies  are  controlled  by  the 
government,  that  the  freight  on  grapes  and  moving  wines  be 
materially  reduced. 

"  'Fourth — That  a  bonus  be  offered  by  the  government  for  all 
wines  which  are  exported.' 

"What  a  blessing  it  would  be  to  our  grape  growers,  especially 
this  year,  when  there  is  a  glut  on  the  market,  if  our  own  govern- 
ment Avould  follow  the  laudable  example  of  the  Italian  govern- 
ment and  relieve  the  situation  by  protecting  the  unfortunate 
grape  grower!  It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that,  if  the  tariff  is 
remodeled,  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Trans-Mississippi 
Commercial  Congress  will  be  heeded  by  the  President  and  that 
great  care  will  be  taken  in  Washington  not  to  reduce  the  duty 
on  foreign  wines." 


This  year  wine  is  selling  at  such  low  prices  that  American 
wines  cannot  compete  with  foreign  wines.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered in  addition  that  freight  on  wine  from  Europe  to  New  York 
by  sea  is  less  than  2  cents  per  gallon,  while  the  freight  from 
California  to  New  York  is  7i^  cents  per  gallon.  This  shows  the 
necessity'  for  protection. 


Cutting  Off  Their  Nose 


A  TELEGRAM  from  Washington  dated  October  20th  sets 
forth  that  the  Internal  Revenue  receipts  from  spirits  alone 
for  the  past  three  months,  show  a  decrease  of  over  |7,000,000, 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  in  1907.  This  de- 
crease is  regarded  as  largely  due  to  the  recent  prohibition  legis- 
lation in  many  States.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  by  this  total 
abstinence  doctrine,  not  only  are  local,  coimty  and  State  reve- 
nues greatly  reduced,  but  the  Treasury  of  the  Nation  mulcted 
of  a  very  considerable  sum,  which  is  bound  to  largely  inci'easc, 
unless  the  crazy  movement  now  in  progress  throughout  tlic 
country  is  at  once  checked. 

For  over  a  century  it  has  been  the  boast  of  the  United  States 
that  its  educational  system — particularly  the  common  schools — 
surpassed  that  of  any  other  nation.  Now  comes  an  intolerant 
movement  which  is  seriously  depleting  the  fund  from  which  the 
schools  are  supported.  If,  therefore,  our  children  are  to  receive 
the  same  opportunity  of  learning,  free  of  expense,  as  have  past 
generations,  it  is  obvious  that  the  revenue  lost  by  prohibition 
must  be  raised  by  extra  taxes. 

In  fact,  the  municipal  authorities  of  Fresno  when  putting  the 
question  of  "wet"  or  "dry"  plainly  placed  this  ultimatum  before 
the  voters,  by  announcing  that  if  they  go  "dry"  the  (me  dollar 
limit,  which  now  suffices  for  the  government  of  that  city,  will 
have  to  be  exceeded. 

So  the  entire  question  is  reduced  to  a  very  narrow  basis.  It 
is  either  personal  liberty  and  the  regulating  of  saloons,  or  total 
abstinence  and  increased  taxation.  In  other  words,  if  you  desire 
to  turn  the  country  into  a  nation  of  cold  water  cranks,  you  Avill 
have  to  pay  for  the  privilege,  either  by  defraying  the  cost  of 
educating  your  children  or  by  increased  taxation.  To  a  man  up 
a  tree  it  would  appear  that  if  the  American  people  persevere  in 
their  present  hypocritical  course,  they  are  simply  cutting  off 
their  nose  to  spite  their  face ! 


Needliam  Denies  the  Allegation 


A  DISPATCH  from  Stockton,  dated  October  24th,  states  that 
the  Democratic  press  having  accused  Congressman  Neeil- 
ham  of  being  responsible  for  the  low  price  of  grapes  and  th<> 
closing  of  some  of  the  sweet  wine  plants,  that  gentleman  denied 
the  impeachment  and  averred  that  the  only  action  lie  took  in 
the  matter  was  to  protect  the  California  growers.  In  his  state- 
ment the  Congressman  says :  "On  account  of  the  opposition  of 
Eastern  wine  makers  to  any  change  in  the  laws  that  Avould 
curtail  and  restrict  their  supposed  right  to  make  wine  out  of 
'any  old  thing'  it  was  at  once  seen  that  in  order  to  pass  a  laAV 
upon  the  question  at  all  it  would  be  absolutely  necessary  for 
those  representing  the  Government  and  those  representing  the 
sweet  wine  interests  to  mutually  agree  upon  the  form  of  the 
propo.sed  amendment.  The  preparation  of  these  amendments, 
being  a  highly  technical  ta.sk,  was  left  entirely  to  the  legal  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Government  in  the  internal  revenue  office 
and  Mr.  Morgan,  representing  the  sweet  wine  interests.  In  the 
task  of  agreeing  upon  the  wording  of  the  amendment  neither 
myself  nor  any  member  of  the  California  delegation  had  any 
part." 
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Sees  a  Silver  Lining. 

JF.  .MORONEY,  I'rcfsidcnt  of  the  Jesse  Moore-Hunt  Co.,  has 
•  i-etentl}'  returned  from  a  visit  P^ast,  where  he  found  all 
matters  relating  to  "Jesse  Moore"  whisky,  in  fine  order,  and  a 
large  stock  of  e.\tra  good  liciuor  maturing  in  the  warehouses  for 
use  on  the  I'acitic  Coast.  When  asked  as  to  the  prohibition 
movement,  he  said :  "It  is  believed  to  be  on  the  wane,  as  it  has 
pi'oved  unsatisfactory  wherever  tried.  In  fact,  I  think  the 
people  down  there  are  coming  to  their  senses,  and  that  the 
National  Model  License  League  have  been  very  effective  in  fore- 
stalling the  efforts  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  their  endeavors 
to  make  certain  States  dry.  The  literature  that  it  has  issued  is 
given  wide  publicity  through  the  leading  journals  of  the  Eastern 
States,  and  has  aided  greatly  in  the  good  work.  A  movement 
is  on  foot  to  establish  a  California  branch  of  the  National 
Model  License  League  in  order  to  offset  any  efforts  that  the 
cold  water  cranks  may  make  in  this  State  to  abolish  the  liquor 
traffic,  and  at  the  same  time  through  the  newspapers  of  the 
I'acitic  slope  to  educate  the  people  to  the  fact  that  the  liquor 
traffic  is  legitimate. and  as  worthy  an  institution,  if  carried  on 
along  the  lines  laid  down  by  it,  as  any  other  traffic  in  existence." 


The  "Rye  Whisky"  Problem. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  October  2.— A  hearing  was  held  at 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  to-day  on  the  subject  of 
the  nature  of  liquors  to  be  labeled  "rj'e  whisky"  and  "pure  rye 
whisky".  Dr.  H.  AV.  Wiley,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry, 
and  Dr.  T.  L.  Dunlop,  associate  che.nist,  were  present  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Food  and  Drug  Insi>ection. 

A  petition  signed  by  distillers  of  95  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
wiiisky  production  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  was  present- 
ed. It  asked  that  the  labeling  of  "pure  rye"  whisky  be  confined 
to  the  distillate  product  of  a  mash  consisting  of  rye  and  either 
barley  or  rye  malt,  or  both,  such  malts  not  to  exceed  25  per  cent 
of  the  total  mash.  Several  representatives  of  distillers  gave  their 
views,  and  other  hearings  be  held. 


Went  Wet. 


LITTLE  ROCK,  Ark.,  September  30.— Pulaski  County,  which 
includes  the  cities  of  Little  Rock  and  Argenta,  went  wet  by 
about  1000  majority.

CONDITIONS 


THE  VINTAGE: — The  vintage,  which  is  practically  over, 
has  been  gathered  under  quite  favorable  weather  condi- 
tions. In  the  dry  wine  districts  the  yield  of  the  old  vineyards 
has  been  about  one-third  short,  but  it  is  not  possible  at  this 
time  to  state  even  comparatively,  Avhat  the  output  of  the  new 
vines  has  been  this  year.  Again,  the  quantity  of  dry  Avines 
being  made  in  sweet  wine  districts  is  not  known.  So  far  as 
Southern  California  is  concerned  the  production  will  be  of 
(juite  important  volume.  This  is  indicated  by  our  correspondence 
in  another  column,  in  which  it  is  shown  that  the  great  pro- 
ducers there  are  not  only  taking  care  of  their  own  large  grape 
crops  but  those  of  their  neighbors  as  well.  This  is  done,  how- 
ever, in  order  to  protect  them  as  far  as  possible  from  loss.  In 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  the  prospect  is  for  a  materially  reduced 
production  from  the  average  output. 


DRY  WINES : — The  shortage  in  the  dry  wine  product  this 
season,  the  promise  of  good  quality  in  these  wines  and 
the  fact  that  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  matured  wines 
of  this  class,  makes  the  outlook  brighter  for  the  dry  wine  men. 
Notwithstanding  the  indicated  fact  that  there  will  be  one-third 
falling  off  in  the  shipment  of  wines  from  California,  as  com- 
pared with  last  j'ear,  there  are.  able  men  in  the  business  Avho 
do  not  take  a  pessimistic  view  of  the  situation,  but  who  believe 
that  with  the  expected  retirement  of  William  Jennings  Bryan 
to  the  seclusion  of  private  life,  the  tide  of  prosperity  which  is 
noAV  setting  in,  notwithstanding  the  National  campaign,  will 
come  to  the  full  flood  during  the  coming  year.  With  such  con- 
ditions they  feel  assured  that  it  Avill  be  proven  that  the  great 
falling  off  in  the  consumption  of  wines  and  liquors,  etc.,  was 
not  so  largely  due  to  the  prohibition  and  anti-saloon  crusade, 
as  is  claimed  by  the  leaders  in  these  movements.  In  other 
words,  the  hard  times  and  the  tremendous  exodus  of  foreigners 
to  European  countries — people  who  are  our  largest  consumers — 
are  believed  to  cut  the  greatest  figure  in  the  situation.  The 
return  of  good  times  and  of  these  immigrants,  Avould  mean  a 
vast  improvement  to  the  industry.  At  the  present  writing  there 
is  no  indication  of  better  prices  for  average  wines. 

The  shipments  by  sea  during  the  month  were  120  cases  and 
234,263  gallons,  of  the  value  of  |90,710.  In  the  same  period  of 
1907  the  exports  by  sea  were  valued  at  $133,596. 

Imports  were  1694  cases  and  6  octaves. 


C  WEETS : — The  figures  of  pi-oduction  for  September  show 
^  a  great  comparative  falling  off  from  the  output  during  the 
same  month  of  last  year.  The  product  in  the  two  districts  last 
month  was  3,069,938.56  gallons,  Avhile  in  September,  1907,  it 
totalled  5,043,134.14  gallons,  a  difference  of  nearly  tAvo  million 
gallons.  The  items  of  production  will  be  found  elsewhere  in 
the  regular  table. 


D  RANDY: — There  is  more  activity  among  the  distillers  than 
'-'  Avould  naturally  be  expected.  In  Southern  California  the 
increased  production  for  this  season  is  estimated  at  25  per  cent 
over  that  of  last  year,  Avhile  the  figures' of  the  output  in  Sep- 
tember in  the  State  indicate  considerable  action.  Thefe  is 
certainly  a  live  denumd  for  young  brandies  at  the  current  Ioav 
prices.  This  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  largest 
j<»bbing  houses  of  New  York,  have  sold  one-iiuarter  of  a  million 
tax  gallons  during  this  season.     As  the  purchasers  were  fully 


stocked  up  before,  the  purchases  Avere  merely  speculative,  tlie 
main  idea  being  that  never  again  in  this  generation,  Avould  they 
be  able  to  get  brandy  at  such  figures. 

The  production  in  the  State  in  September  aggregated  34,960.1 
gallons.  During  the  same  month  of  last  year  the  figures  Avere 
among  the  loAvest  in  the  history  of  the  industry,  being  only 
3189.9  gallons. 

There  remained  in  bond  in  the  State  on  September  30th,  1908, 
1,443,562.6  tax  gallons. 

Exports  by  sea  were  nominal,  the  figures  for  the  month  being 
44  cases  and  933  gallons,  bulk,  A-alued  at  $1552. 

Imports  were  525  cases  and  1  cask. 


WHISKY : — There  is  a  gradual  improA'ement  in  business 
throughout  the  State,  as  well  as  locally,  collections  being 
better  and  the  demand  fully  up  to  the  desires  of  the  wholesalers 
at  this  time.  The  situation  is  not  so  promising  in  the  North- 
Avest,  Avhere  the  trade  are  beset  by  local  option  and  other  evils. 
As  a  result,  the  buying  is  on  the  hand-to-mouth  basis  and  col- 
lections are  naturally  in  the  same  class.  OtherAvise  there  is  a 
cheerful  tone  on  the  street  and  Avith  the  cam])aign  behind  them 
and  the  right  ihan  chosen  for  President  the  trade  assert  that 
they  will  do  a  big  business  during  the  coming  year. 

Exports  by  sea  Avere  421  cases  and  1085  galhms  bulk,  A'alued 
at  $5909.  In  the  same  month  last  year  the  figures  of  export 
Avere  $10,046,  the  month  before  the  panic. 

Imports  Avere  985  cases,  1  barrel,  2  casks  and  7  octaA'es. 


IMPORTATIONS :— Trade  is  groAving  better  each  month  and 
considering  the  experience  of  the  past  .year,  is  fairly  satis- 
factory. The  outlook  is  encouraging.  Imports  Avere  of  good 
average  volume,  as  folloAvs :

Exports  Avere  the  loAvest 
in  many  years,  totaling  only  30  packages  bottled  and  10  bulk, 
valued  at  $516.  RtH.eipts  of  ale  Avere  50  barrels  and  of  stout 
760  barrels.

This  decisive  defeat  has  caused 
a  great  deal  of  speculation  as  to  whetlier  or  not  the  prohibition 
fight  Avill  be  continued.

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THE  fight  of  the  Grape  Growers  of  California  against  the 
ruling  made  on  March  25,  1908,  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue,  prohibiting  the  use  of  domestic  sweet  wines 
I  in  compounding  proprietary  medicines  is  waging  hot.  On  Octo- 
j  ber  26th  the  Manufacturers'  and  Producers'  Association  of 
I  California  sent  a  long  dispatch  to  AVilliam  R.  Wheeler,  Assist- 
ant Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  who  has  taken  up  the 
cause  of  the  wine  men  with  President  Roosevelt.  This  Avas  in 
answer  to  a  recent  statement  made  by  the  Commissioner,  to  the 
effect  that  his  opposition  to  use  of  sweet  wines  in  medicinal 
l)reparations  is  due  to  information  "that  quantities  of  material 
called  sweet  wine,  but  totally  unfit  for  beverage  purposes,  had 
been  presented  for  fortification"  and  that  this  low  grade  product 
was  furnished  to  manufacturers  of  medicinal  compounds.  The 
dispatch  shows  that  the  law  allows  only  pure  fermented  grape 
juice  to  be  fortified  tax  free.  As  revenue  officers  have  complete 
control  of  the  manufacture  of  sweet  wine,  that  bureau  should 
certainly  not  restrict  its  use  because  of  improperly  made  wine. 
The  association,  therefore,  asks  that  "the  use  of  domestic  sweet 
wines  made  under  the  law  shall  be  as  unrestricted  as  the  use  of 
foreign  sweet  wines,  which  are  allowed  entry  into  this  country 
under  the  pure  food  law."     -^^ 

Later. — Just  as  we  are  going  to  press  an  answer  was  received 
from  Secretary  W.  R.  Wheeler,  dated  Washington,  October 
27th :  "^^lanufacturers  and  Producers'  Association  of  Califor- 
nia— ^^'ill  convey  information  contained  in  your  telegram  of 
26th  to  Commissicmer  on  his  return  to  Washington.  My  letters 
yesterday  to  Morgan  and  Rossi  explain  delay.  Assure  your 
members  of  the  good  faith  of  the  Administration  with  regard 
to  promisetl  i-elief  at  an  early  date." 


Representatives  of  the  California  Grape  Growers' 
and  the  dry  wine  dealers  met  on  the  27th  instant, 
that  both  interests  should  tinite  in  an  effort  to 
favorable  legislation  against  the  wine  industry.

Wine  Industry  in  Hawaii 


THE  development  of  the  grape,  wine  and  brandy  industry  on 
]\Iaui  near  Makawao,  is  regarded  by  E.  V.  Wilcox,  director 
of  the  Ignited  States  Experiment  Station,  as  one  of  great  prom- 
ise. What  is  required  are  more  varieties  of  grapes  so  that  light 
Axines,  as  well  as  port,  etc.,  could  be  manufactured.  With 
30,000  gallons  of  wine,  port  and  brandy  as  the  manufactured 
product  turned  out  last  season,  he  believes  the  entire  market 
could  easily  be  supplied  and  with  brands  satisfactory  to  con- 
sumers. 

"They  are  working  on  the  co-operative  plan  there,"  said  Mr. 
Wilcox  yesterday,  "and  that  is  the  way  they  are  going  to  suc- 
ceed. Little  by  little  they  can  expand  their  growing  areas,  and 
certainly  their  entire  product  can  be  marketed  no  matter  how 
large  it  becomes.  There  is  need  of  more  varieties  of  grapes  for 
different  wines,  as  well  a.s  for  grapes  for  the  markets.  I  don't 
say  that  they  can  ever  ship  to  the  Coast,  but  as  much  money  is 
sent  to  the  Coast  to  import  grapes,  they  could  Avork  to  keep  that 
money  in  the  islands. 

"They  have  an  expert  Avine  nmker  from  the  Coast,  but  they 
need  a  demonstrator  to  develop  the  grapes  as  Avell.  The  growers 
haAc  some  knowledge  of  growing,  but  AA'here  they  should  prune 
they  do  not.  Tlie  shoots  are  allowed  to  groAV  as  long  as  ])ossible, 
but  this  vitiates  the  grape." — Honolulu  Advertiser. 


IF  prohibition  is  a  success,  if  it  accomplishes  that  Avhich  its 
adA'ocates  claim,  Avhy  is  it  that  nearly  all  of  the  States  that 
in  the  decade  preceding  the  Civil  War  adopted  prohibition  laAvs, 
have  since  repealed  them? 

The  American  people  do  not,  as  a  rule,  expunge  from  the 
statute  books  a  laAV  that  Avorks  to  their  benefit.  It  Avould  seem, 
therefore,  from  the  repeal  of  prohibition  laAvs  in  the  following 
States,  that  prohibition  legislation  has  proved  a  dismal  failure.

Moroney  is  a  splendid  fellow,  handsome  and  good  na- 
tured,  and  with  the  right  sort  of  an  organization  behind  him 
he  will  .secure  legislation  that  will  clean  the  trade  of  disrepu- 
table places,  compel  obedience  to  law  and  satisfy  that  great 
element  in  society  that  is  voting  with,  but  has  no  rightful  place 
in  the  Anti-Saloon  League  ranks. — Bon  fort's,  October  10th.

Marking'   Spirits 


Suit  to  enjoin  the  collector  and  the  internal-revenue  gaugers 
from  marking  rectified  spirits  "imitation  whisky." — Decision 
of  Judge  Humphrey  denying  application  for  preliminary  in- 
junction and  sustaining  the  Government.

Woollier  d  Co.  ct  al.  v.  Percival  G.  Rennick,  Collector,  et  al. 

BILL  FOR  injunction. 

Humphrey,  J.:  The  present  application  is  for  a  preliminary 
injunction  restraining  certain  officers  and  agents  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Department  from  nmrking  as  "imitation  whisky"  pot- 
able distilled  spirits  from  grain,  of  approximately  100  proof, 
which  have  been  rectified  so  as  to  remove  most  of  the  fusel  oil 
and  aldehydes. 

The  complainants  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  rectifying 
distilled  spirits  and  the  defendants  are  acting  under  printed 
regulations  promulgated  May  5,  1908,  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue,  as  follows : 

4.  Alcohol,  commercial  alcohol  or  high  wines  which  have  been 
manipulated  by  the  aid  of  artificial  fiavors,  colors  or  extracts,  or 
otherwise,  so  as  to  resemble  some  particular  kind  of  potabh; 
spirits,  will  be  marked  with  the  name  of  such  spirits  preceded 
by  the  word  "imitation,"  as,  for  example,  "imitation  whisky." 

The  contention  of  complainants  is : 

First.  That  the  regulation  of  May  5,  1908,  is  in  violation  of 
Section  3449  of  tlie  Revised  Statutes;  that  the  product  in  ques- 
tion has,  for  a  long  time,  been  known  to  the  trade  as  whisky; 
that  the  complainants  as  ownei's  of  same  would  be  prohibittnl  by 
Section  3449  from  shipping  it  under  any  other  name  than 
whisky,  "that  being  the  name  known  to  the  trade,"  and  thei-efore 
the  Commissioner  has  no  power  to  require  a  mark  or  brand 
which  does  not  conform  to  the  trade  name. 

Second.  That  the  regulation  is  unreasonable  and  therefore 
illegal. 

Third.  That  the  injunction  should  issue  under  the  rule  known 
as  balance  of  convenience. 

Section  3449  is  not  in  point.  That  section  was  passed  by 
Congress  to  prevent  frauds  on  the  revenue  and  to  assist  revenue 
officers  in  discovering  such  frauds.  It  has  no  reference  whatever 
to  marks  or  brands  placed  upon  packages  by  Government  of- 
ficers. The  authorities  are  numerous  and  dear  upon  this  ques- 
tion. 

The  argument  on  behalf  of  complainants  that  the  new  regu- 
lation is  unreason.able,  and  therefore  void,  raises  the  real  ques- 
tion in  the  case. 

Powers  requiring  judgment  and  discretion  when  conferred  by 
law  upon  executive  officers  must  be  exercised  with  reason.  When 
found  to  be  clearlj'  reasonable,  the  courts  will  not  interfere  with 
officers  acting  under  discretionary  powers.  When  found  to  be 
clearly  unreasonable  such  action  will  be  held  void. 

That  there  is  a  product  called  whisky,  and  also  a  product 


called  imitation  whisky  the  law  itself  clearly  contemplates,  and 
Section  3244,  in  defining  what  is  meant  by  the  business  of  recti- 
fying, denominates  the  maker  of  imitation  whisky  and  other 
imitation  liquors  as  a  rectifier,  and  in  passing  upon  the  question 
whether  the  regulation  of  May  5,  1908,  is  reasonable  or  unrea- 
sonable, it  is  necessary  to  determine  the  fact  whether  the  Com- 
missioner in  that  regulation  has  correctly  defined  an  imitation 
whisky.  That  counsel  have  regarded  this  as  the  crucial  question 
in  the  case  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  both  parties  have 
presented  to  the  court  numerous  affidavits  upon  the  subject. 
Complainants  present  09  of  such  affidavits  and  the  defendants  a 
lesser  number. 

These  affidavits  are  from  rectifiers  and  distillers,  members  of 
the  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  trade  and  scientists  and  chemists 
of  high  rank.  They  do  not  agree.  Indeed,  it. may  be  said  that 
some  of  them  present  diametrically  opposite  views  more  or  less 
elaborately  stated. 

In  brief,  the  affidavits  for  complainants  tend  to  support  the 
proposition  that  a  distilled  spirit  from  grain  reduced  by  Avater 
to  potable  strength  from  which  most  of  the  fusel  oil  has  been 
removed  by  rectification  is  whisky  and  that  all  distilled  spirits 
from  grain  are  "like  substances,"  without  reference  to  differ- 
ences in  their  percentage  of  alcohol  or  of  secondary-  products 
pi'esent  therein. 

Tlie  affidavits  presented  for  defendants  tend  to  support  the 
view  that  whisky  is  a  product  nmde  by  the  proper  distilling  of 
a  fermented  mash  of  grain  with  such  care  and  at  such  low  tem- 
perature as  to  retain  the  congeneric  ingredients  of  the  grain, 
aged  under  a  normal  temperature  for  not  less  than  four  years 
in  charred  oak  casks.  Thus  broadly  in  statement  do  the  chem- 
ists disagree.  They  are  more  or  less  persuasive  to  the  court 
according  to  the  soundness  of  scientific  reasoning  given  in  sup- 
port of  their  statements. 

The  convincing  weight  of  testimony  on  this  subject,  given  by 
such  men  as  professors  Frear  of  Pennsylvania,  Scovill  of  Ken- 
tucky, Tolman  and  Adams  of  Washington,  D.  C,  Shepherd  of 
South  Dakota,  Jenkins  of  Maine,  Fischer  of  Wisconsin,  and 
many  other  State  analysts  and  chemists  of  repute,  is  to  the 
effect  that  neutral  spirits  reduced  by  water  to  potable  strength, 
from  which  most  of  the  fusel  oil  has  been  removed,  is  not  a  like 
substance  with  whisky.  Among  the  various  reasons  given  for 
this  conclusion  are  the  following : 

Whisky  can  only  be  made  from  sound  grain,  while  neutral 
spirits  can  be  made  from  moldy,  heated,  or  unsound  grain,  or 
from  various  other  substances,  as  fruits  or  vegetables. 

Whisky  is  made  at  a  lower  temperatui^,  say  150  to  155  de- 
grees, so  as  to  retain  in  the  distillate  the  congeneric  properties 
of  the  grain,  the  oil,  the  flavor,  the  higher  alcohols  and  alde- 
hydes, the  esters,  acids,  and  salts,  which,  when  modified  by 
further  treatment,  give  to  whisky  its  desirable  potable  charac- 
ter, a  character  which  alcohol  never  possesses. 

Neutral  spirits  are  made  at  a  very  high  temperature  for  the 
very  purpose  of  carrying  off,  so  far  as  possible  to  do  so,  every 
property  of  the  distillate,  except  alcohol  and  water. 

Whisky  is  aged  and  matured  for  not  less  than  four  years  in 
charred  oak  barrels. 

Neutral  spirits  require  no  aging,  but  may  pass  immetliately 
into  consumption.  mt 

The  maturing  of  the  product  in  charred  barrels  modifies  and 
corrects  its  raw,  biting  taste.  The  action  of  the  congeneric 
properties  of  the  grain  so  retained  in  the  liquor  on  each  other 
and  the  action  of  the  charred  wood  on  all  by  the  lapse  of  years 
results  in  a  flavor,  an  aroma,  a  color,  a  blending  of  inherent 
constituents  resulting  in  a  beverage  agreeable  to  the  sight,  to  the 
smell,  and  to  the  taste. 
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In  neutral  spirits  the  name  signifies  the  character.  There  is 
neither  taste,  smell,  uor  color,  and  no  amount  of  aging  in 
charred  or  uncharred  barrels  will  change  it  without  the  addition 
of  foreign  matter. 

The  time  required  for  maturing  whisky  resulting  in  a  loss  of 
perhaps  30  per  cent  in  quantity  by  evaporation  and  absorption 
adds  greatly  to  the  expense  of  making  it  over  neutral  spirits 
which  require  no  maturing  and  suffer  no  loss  of  quantity 
thereby. 

The  record  also  shows  that  diluted  spirits  treated  with  arti- 
ficial coloring  matter  and  essences  are  not  sold  to  the  trade  as 
such,  but  are  always  presented  under  such  labels,  terms,  and 
descriptions  as  impart  age  and  maturity,  and  which  the  con- 
sumer identifies  with  the  genuine  product  whisky.  The  regu- 
lation is  in  all  respects  reasonable  and  is  therefore  legal. 

The  fact  that  this  practice  had,  to  some  extent,  prevailed  for 
many  years  does  not  show  in  the  complaints  any  right  which  the 
.  court  should  protect.  It  shows  rather  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  has  been  tardy  in  promulgating  a  regu- 
lation which  he  had  legal  power  to  enforce,  even  before  Congress 
gave  emphasis  to  the  subject  by  the  enactment  of  the  food  and 
drugs  act. 

The  preliminary  injunction  will  be  denied. 

NoTK. — United  States  Attorney  Northcott  writes  to  the  Com- 
missioner as  follows : 

I  notice  that  some  of  the  newspapers  construe  the  decision  of 
Judge  Humphrey  in  the  case  of  Woolner  Distilling  Company  as 
a  criticism  upon  your  Department. 

In  a  conversation  with  Judge  Humphrey,  he  authorizes  me  to 
say  that  no  criticism  on  your  Department  was  intended  by  the 
decision,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  Department  was  sustained 
on  every  proposition.

Wisdom  from  Willows 


THE  Willows  Journal  certainly  takes  the  right  view  of  the 
viticultural  situation  Avhen  it  thus  comments  upon  the  un- 
satisfactory condition  of  the  present  vintage : 

"It  sliould  not  discourage  the  California  grower.  There  is  not 
any  crop  tliat  always  pays;  everytliing  has  its  dull  and  busy 
seasons;  this  is  a  dull  one  for  grape  wine  growers  but  a  reaction 
will  come.  Do  not  dig  up  any  liealthy  vines,  and  liave  an  assort- 
ment :  some  shipping,  some  raisins,  along  with  tlie  wine  grapes. 
Tokays  are  worth  |40  to  |50  per  ton  this  season,  wliile  the  wine 
grapes  do  not  pay  for  gathering." 

Certainly  diversity  in  crops  is  the  only  way  to  offstand  bad 
seasons  and  make  land  pay.  This  is  just  as  true  of  viticulture 
as  of  horticulture  or  agriculture.  Therefore  the  Journal  does 
wisely  in  recommending  its  readers  to  have  an  assortment  of 
grapes,  and  those  who  follow  its  advice  Avill  have  cause  to  be 
thankful  when  bad  years  (;onie  around,  as  they  are  bound  to  do 
sooner  or  later. 


r>  EOHdE  E.  DEWEV,  President  of  H.  T.  Dewey  &  Sons 
V"^  Company,  the  pioneer  American  Wine  House,  of  138  Ful- 
ton street.  New  York,  recently  delivered  an  able,  well  judged 
address  before  the  Commissioners  of  Excise  and  the  Mayors  of 
all  the  cities  and  towns  of  New  Jersey  at  Trenton.  He  asked 
that  the  New  Jer.sey  Excise  Commission  in  its  report  recom- 
mend proper  legislation  for  the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers 
of  that  State,  such  as  may  be  found  in  other  countries  and  in 
other  States.  He  believed,  he  said,  that  light  wines  should  riot 
be  put  in  the  same  class,  or  be  subject  to  the  same  restrictions 
and  licenses,  as  strong  or  spirituous  liquors.  He  suggested 
separate  wine  licenses  in  New  Jersey,  whereby  wines  could  be 
freely  sold  under  a  small  tax  by  the  bottle  at  the  groceries  and 
other  stores,  not  to  be  used  or  drank  on  the  premises.  Those 
who  take  out  such  wine  licenses  should  not  traffic  in  other 
li(|uors,  and  the  possession  of  such  liquors  should  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  license.  Ry  this,  he  argued,  or 
other  similar  provision,  the  laws  could  be  made  so  as  to  prevent 
those  who  take  out  a  wine  license  from  dealing  in  other  liqonrs 
under  that  license. 

He  supported  his  contention  for  the  free  use  of  wine  by  show- 
ing that  statistics  prove  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  wine  grow- 
ing districts  are  among  the  most  temperate  people  in  the  world, 
and  he  therefore  maintained  that  Avine  drinking  is  allied  to  real 
temperance.  He  declared  that  the  same  conditions  existed  in 
the  wine  districts  of  this  country,  and  that  therefore  gra])(» 
growing  and  wine  drinking  should  be  maintained  and  encour- 
aged for  the  sake  of  temperance. 


A  Root  of  the  Evil 


IN  his  book  "The  Fight  for  True  Temperance"  ^Ir.  Sbarboro 
addresses  himself  to  the  hotel  and  restaurant  keepers  of  the 
United  States  and  asks  them  to  assist  in  increasing  the  con- 
sumption of  light  wines  by  the  sale  of  them  at  reasonable  figures 
to  their  patrons.    He  says : 

"There  are  many  hotels  and  restaurants  which  charge  more 
for  a  bottle  of  wine  than  they  do  for  the  meals  the  customers 
eat.  This  is  entirely  wrong  and  discourages  the  people  from 
using  wine  at  all.  Your  profits  on  the  sales  of  Avine  must  come 
from  the  large  quantity  that  you  could  sell,  if  you  would  fur- 
nish good  wine  at  reasonable  prices.  You  might  buy  some  good 
"sound  wine  by  the  barrel,  jiut  it  up  yourselves,  both  in  pint  and 
quart  bottles,  well  corked,  and  serve  it  either  with  your  own 
label  or  without  label,  so  as  to  make  the  cost  minimum.  For 
those  customers  Avho  can  afford  to  pay  for  fine  wines,  you  should 
keep  bottled  wines  of  well  known  brands  so  that  your  customers 
may  always  be  satisfied  with  their  drink.  In  Europe  the  profits 
from  the  hotels  are  greatly  derived  from  the  sale  of  their  A\iii('s 
and  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  mass  of  the  people  prefer 
to  go  to  the  hotel  and  restaurant  which  is  more  famous  for  its 
Avine  than  for  its  eatables." 

This  is  a  good  idea,  Avhicli  will  not  only  aid  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance, but  improve  the  health  of  the  wine;  drinkers,  and  if 
l>roperly  managed  be  a  source  of  increasing  profit  to  the  hotel 
and  restaurant  keeper.  In  California,  good  sound  Avine  is  cheap 
enough  to  be  supplied  at  10  cents  a  pint.  This  is  the  price 
charged  in  more  than  one  well  patronized  business  in  this  city, 
Avith  good  results.  Such  action  as  recommended  by  Mr.  Sbar- 
boro Avould  so  greatly  encourage  Avine  drinking  that  it  will  in 
time  become  the  common  beverage  of  the  American  people. 
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Oregon  Cities  May  Remain  "Wet." 


L 

^H/A  states  that  au  important  decisiou  has  been  rendered  by  the 
^wSiiprenie  Court  to  the  effect  that  a  city  may  elect  to  remain 
^  "wet"  after  the  eonnty  in  wliidi  it  is  located  has  gone  dry.  This 
decision  was  rendered  in  regai'd  to  the  city  of  Aledford  in 
Jackson  County,  Oregon,  where  the  county  went  "dry"  and  tlie 
city  remains  "wet." 
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P.  C.  Rossi  Reviews  the  Situation. 


PC.  ROSSI,  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  speaking  of  the 
•  present  state  of  the  wine  market,  said:  "It  is  too  early 
at  this  stage  of  the  game  to  estimate  what  the  call  for  California 
wines  is  going  to  be.  It  must  be  remembered  that  while  dry 
wines  in  the  dry  wine  counties  are  one-third  short  in  the  crop, 
account  must  be  taken  of  the  large  amount  of  dry  wines  made 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  State  and  from  new  vineyards.  What 
the  effect  will  be  of  the  wines  received  from  these  sources,  it  is 
impossible  to  tell  at  present.  While  conditions  in  the  East  are 
far  from  satisfactory,  the  fact  that  the  dry  wine  crop  was  not 
so  large  as  expected,  may,  and  I  hope  will,  prove  a  blessing  in 
disguise. 

"I  consider  the  reversion  of  the  Revenue  Bureau's  ruling  on 
the  use  of  sweet  wines  in  compound,  the  most  important  ques- 
tion now  before  the  wine  interests,  as  this  will  affect  more  or 
less  the  entire  wine  question." 


Drunkenness  in  Oklahoma. 


ACCORDING  to  the  press  reports,  Hon.  J.  Y.  Callahan,  a 
noted  Prohibition  leader  of  Oklahoma,  in  his  address 
warned  the  Farmers'  Union  delegates  that  Fort  Worth  was  an 
anti-prohibition  city,  advised  them  to  remain  sober  and  beware 
of  the  cup  that  cheereth.  He  came  from  Oklahoma,  he  said, 
where  prohibition  prevails  and  weak  man  is  not  beset  by  the 
temptations  of  the  flowing  bowl.  As  Mr.  Callahan  knows  it  all 
and  more,  he  is  invited  to  peruse  this  editorial  item  from  the 
Oklahoma  City  Times,  a  leading  journal  of  the  new  State: 

"One  hundred  and  fifty-four  drunks  in  Oklahoma  City  in  one 
month — thirty-four  more  than  there  were  under  licensed  saloons 
— and  still  no  revenue  for  the  city  or  county.  Does  prohibition 
prohibit?" 

It  is  the  mission  of  the  Times  Herald  to  keep  the  record 
straight  and  it  is  going  to  do  it  even  if  it  becomes  nece.ssary  to 
invade  the  sovereign  State  of  Oklahoma  where  Cant  appears  to 
be  in  the  saddle  and  Cunning  and  Craft  are  silent  partners. — 
Dallas  (Texas)  Daily  Times  Herald.

THE  Associate  Membei'sliip  of  the  Royal  Arch,  a  recently 
organized  branch  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Royal  Arch, 
reports  through  its  officers  that  it  is  making  great  progress  in 
the  work  of  advancing  the  interest  of  the  legitimate  liquor  trade 
and  of  eliminating  the  dives.  Of  this  work,  Theodore  Lunstedt, 
President  of  the  Governing  Board,  says :  "The  new  organization 
will  devote  much  of  its  energy  in  an  attempt  to  do  what  many 
years  of  legislative  enactment  has  failed  in — that  is,  the  regula- 
tion of  the  business.  And  it  is  our  belief  that  the  reform  which 
is  needed  can  be  had  only  through  a  generous  effort  on  the 
part  of  dealers  and  the  allied  interests  in  that  direction." 

This  subordinate  organization  now  has  a  membership  of  11,- 
000,  with  lodges  in  California,  Oregon,  Nevada  and  Arizona. 
The  headquarters  in  San  Francisco  is  in  charge  of  Frank  J. 
Dietrich  of  Sacramento,  Grand  Valiant  Commander.  The  Gov- 
erning Board  consists  of  Tlieodox'e  Lunstedt  and  John  Hoist, 
representing  the  retailers;  Henning  Thode  and  J.  A.  Hieroni- 
mus,  representing  the  brewers;  and  Henry  Campe  and  Fred 
Staude,  representing  the  wholesalers.  A  bureau  of  statistics 
has  been  established  under  the  direction  of  Secretary  Frank  G. 
Roney  to  gather  data  showing  the  effects  of  absolute  prohibi- 
tion, how  license  money  aids  the  community.

THE  American  Filter  Company  is  now  selling  a  filter  which, 
from  its  simplicity  of  construction,  reasonable  price  and 
thoi'ough  efficiency,  is  bound  to  become  universally  used.  If 
our  readers  will  turn  to  another  page  of  this  issue  they  will 
understand  better  from  the  drawings  there  given,  the  appear- 
ance and  method  of  using  this  mechanical  device.  It  is  so 
affixed  to  the  water  pipe  that  by  an  arrangement  of  stop  cocks 
on  the  main,  the  Avater  can  be  forced  both  ways  through  the 
filter.  When  running  downwards  the  building  is  supplied  with 
beautifully  clear  water,  and  when  forced  upwards  the  filter 
itself  is  cleared,  and  all  dirt  and  sediment  removed  through  a 
small  faucet  at  the  top  of  the  device.  ■  It  is  not  necessary  to  tell 
our  readers  that  the  aqua  pttra  supplied  by  the  Spring  Valley  re- 
quires filtering,  so  that  we  hope  general  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  "Whole  House  Filter"  now  on  the  market. 

A  smaller  form  of  the  same  device  is  constructed  for  family 
use,  and  is,  if  possible,  of  more  value  to  the  general  community 
than  the  larger  filter.  This  can  be  attached  to  all  ordinary 
water  faucets,  and  is  also  self-cleaning  by  an  ingenious  arrange- 
ment of  taps  on  the  filter  itself.  The  housewife,  a  child  in  fact, 
can  easily  handle  it,  and  by  opening  the  upper  and  closing  the

Meaml>er;  Orator,  Edward  Autenrieth;  Master  of  Ceremonies, 
Frank  Dunphy;  Captain  of  Guards,  George  51.  Lyon;  Tyler, 
Ben  Hall ;  Recorder,  J.  E.  Turner ;  Treasurer,  G.  H.  Peters. 


A  dispatch  from  Bellingham,  Washington,  states  that  accord- 
ing to  Manager  Henry  Schupp  of  the  B.  B.  Brewery,  located  in 
that  city,  his  company  is  shipping  more  beer  into  Oregon  sihce 
the  greater  part  of  that  Slate  went  "dry,"  than  before  prohi- 
bition was  adopted.  Schupp  also  declares  the  Oregon  breweries 
are  running  full  blast,  and  more  beer  is  sold  than  formerly. 
This  so-calletl  "i)rohibiti()n  Ix^cr"  has  a  fracticm  less  than  2  per 
cent  of  alcohol,  which  permits  its  legal  use,  and  is  a  substitute 
for  the  usual  3i/'  per  cent  article. 


P.  S.  Walsh,  one  of  the  best  known  and  liked  retail  liquor 
dealers  in  the  city,  has  just  moved  into  a  new  location  and 
opened  a  handsome  and  convenient  saloon  at  500  Market  street, 
on  the  corner  of  Battery.  Before  the  fire  Mr.  Walsh  had  a  fine 
business  on  the  corner  of  Sutter  and  Taylor  streets,  and  during 
two  years  past  has  had  a  saloon  at  Polk  and  Golden  Gate  ave- 
nue. He  now  hopes  that  he  is  permanently  settled,  and  cer- 
tainly he  could  not  have  chosen  a  better  stand  for  his  saloon, 
w  hich  has  been  very  handsomely  fitted  up  by  the  Brunswick- 
Balke-Collender  Company.  A  feature  of  the  place  is  an  illu- 
minated ceiling,  covered  with  golden  stars,  each  carrying  an 
electric  globe.  The  effect  at  night  is  brilliant.  Two  very  hand- 
some pictures,  landscapes  by  Clarkson  Dye,  attract  attention ; 
one  a  view  of  Mount  Tamalpais,  and  the  other  a  Coast  Range 
scene,  sketched  from  a  window  in  IMill  Valley.  A  plentiful  mer- 
cantile lunch  is  set  daily,  and  one  of  the  finest  glasses  of  Bud- 
weiser  beer  in  the  city  is  on  hand  to  wash  it  down.  Mr.  Walsh 
prides  himself  upon  his  perfect  beer  plant  and  has  a  cement  ice 
house  in  his  well  stocked  cellar.  As  a  bar  whisky,  he  swears  by 
R.  B.  Hayden,  and  has  of  course  case  goods  galore.  So  that 
guests  are  sure  to  be  suited,  whatever  may  be  their  particular 
brand. 


ATELEGRA3I  from  Paris  states  that  while  the  champagne 
grape  growers  have  been  brought  into  acute  distress  by 
mildew,  and  have  received  a  gi-ant  of  |;80,000  from  the  Wine 
^lerchants'  Association,  other  vineyardists  have  had  too  large 
a  vintage.  In  consequence  these  growers  are  equally  miserable 
because  they  cannot  get  a  sufficient  i)rice  for  tlieir  crop.  "Sell- 
ing" wine  is  a  misnomer,  as  it  is  almost  given  away,  and  radical 
measures  to  curb  the  output  are  being  seriously  considered.

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A  change  has  taken  place  in  the  proprietorship  of  the  Mont- 
gomery Cafe,  at  627  Montgomery  street,  corner  of  Merchant. 
This  attractive  saloon  was  established  by  P.  F.  Pinella,  and 
has  noAV  passed  into  the  hands  of  A.  Fodera,  very  well  and 
popularly  known  as  an  old  business  man  in  this  portion  of  the 
city.  For  yeai-s  before  the  fire  he  dealt  in  poultry  and  game 
almost  immediately  opposite  the  saloon  in  question,  which  is 
bound  in  the  future  to  become,  under  his  genial  management, 
the  headquarters  of  poultrymen.    We  wish  him  success. 


No.  10  Third  street  continues  to  suit  the  public  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  is  crowded  from  morning  to  night.  In  conse- 
quence Ben  Jellison  is  a  happy  man  and  smiles  upon  his  nu- 
merous customers  as  they  enter  his  handsome  saloon.  He  loves 
to  play  the  host  to  a  big  crowd,  and  goes  about  shaking  hands 
with  one  and  bowing  to  another,  and  all  the  while  muttering 
something  gently  to  himself.  Some  thought  it  was  a  charm  to 
attract  fresh  customers,  while  others  thought  Ben  was  preparing 
a  speech  for  some  grand  occasion.  At  last  the  secret  leaked 
out,  and  by  careful  listening  it  was  found  that  the  magic  words 
were  "The  best  and  nothing  but  the  best,"  and  Ben  is  right,  for 
that  is  the  secret  of  his  success  and  what  fills  No.  10  Third 
street  from  early  morning  until  the  tired  barkeepers  turn  the 
lights  out.

But  the 
only  spirits  present  are  confined  to  those  in  the  bottles,  and  they 
are  the  best  to  be  obtained  in  the  city.  It  is  the  boast  of  the 
genial  host,  Duncan  Nicol,  that  for  the  past  twenty-five  years 
he  knows  that  they  could  not  be  beaten  anywhere  for  excellence 
and  purity. 


Clicquot  Agency  Taken  Over. 

AT  a  late  hour  it  is  announced  that  the  Coast  agency  for 
Clicquot  champagne  has  been  taken  over  by  the  general 
United  States  agents,  Messrs.  Charles  F.  Schmidt  &  Peters  of 
New  York.  Following  the  example  of  Pommery  and  White 
Seal  people,  they  will  establish  a  branch  office  in  this  city,  for 
the  handling  of  the  champagne  and  their  various  brands  of 
wines,  etc.  It  is  undei'stood  that  Frank  Thompson,  who  has 
been  successfully  selling  Clicquot  for  the  former  agents,  A. 
Vignier,  Inc.,  Avill  be  the  princijjal  representative  on  the  Coast. 
A  different  selling  lumse  for  Clicquot  will  seem  odd,  for 
Vignier  has  been  the  distributer  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, during  which  time  he  has  sold  oceans  of  this  queen  of 
champagnes.

ONE  of  the  aumsing  features  of  the  Trans-Mississippi  Com- 
mercial Congress  in  San  Francisco  occurred  during  a  trip 
around  San  Francisco  Bay,  from  Hunters  Point  to  the  Golden 
Gate. 

Aboard  the  steamer  which  carried  the  delegates  on  the  pleas- 
ure trip  were  many  representatives  from  the  so-called  "dry 
States,"  Maine,  North  Dakota,  Oklahoma  and  Texas.  The  in- 
ference naturally  would  be  that  they  were  prohibitionists,  but 
those  who  were  eye  Avitnesses  say  that  they  found  it  difficult  to 
pick  out  the  i)rohibitionists,  since  they  all  seemed  to  enjoy  the 
hospitality  extended  Avhen  the  large  party  stopped  at  Wine- 
haven,  the  great  bay  shore  plant  of  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation northAvest  of  Point  Richmond,  where  they  Avere  lavishly 
entertained  Avith  a  dainty  limcheon,  Avashed  down  Avith  all  the 
fermented  and  unfermented  vintage  that  the  visitors  wished  to 
assimilate. 

This  shore  treat  Avas  a  surprise  to  the  visitors  and  they  Avere 
lavish  in  their  i^raise  of  the  California  hospitality  showered  on 
them.  Most  of  the  visitors  left  the  Avine  cellars  Avith  tiny  bot- 
tles, a  souvenir  of  the  outing. 

One  cannot  help  speculating  Avhether  these  prohibition  dele- 
gates will  take  home  these  souA'enirs  of  California  Avines  and 
openly  display  them  to  their  friends,  or  Avhether  they  Avill  smug- 
gle them  into  the  bosom  of  their  home  and  give  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  a  chance  to  sample  our  delicious  Califoi'nia 
Avines.  That  they  enjoyed  the  California  light  table  wines  Avas 
amply  evidenced,  but  Avhat,  O  Avhat,  Avill  their  neighbors  and 
papers  say  Avlien  they  learn  that  tliey  fell  from  grace  under  the 
blue  skies  and  balmy  atmosphere  of  California? 


The  Orcgonian  records  the  fact  that  there  is  a  great  falling 
off  in  beer  sales  of  the  United  States,  and  says  that  during 
August,  the  amount  used  Avas  5,540,162  barrels  as  against  the 
same  month  last  year  of  6,595,457.  This  shrinkage  is  attributed 
by  the  Prohibitionists  to  their  campaign,  and  by  the  brewers  to 
the  depression  in  business. 


Everybody  knoAvs  "Bob"  Fitzgerald  and  all  his  old  friends 
will  turn  out  to  give  him  a  Avarm  welcome  and  a  good  send-ofT 
Avhen  he  opens  his  handsome  and  cozy  saloon,  "The  Nuggett," 
at  41  Post  street.  This  is  a  splendid  stand,  being  next  door  to 
the  great  Crocker  business  block  and  close  to  the  junction  of 
^larket  and  Montgomery  streets,  one  of  the  most  crowded  and 
busiest  districts  of  the  city.  To  use  Bob's  own  Avords,  "Every- 
thing is  to  be  first  class."  Like  a  rotisserie  the  range  is  in  full 
view,  and  his  customers  Avill  be  able  to  appreciate  the  admirable 
arrangements  made  for  their  comfort.  The  staple  commodities 
in  the  eating  line  Avill  be  oysters,  crabs  and  t(>rrapin,  Avhile 
behind  the  bar  will  be  the  best  liquors  in  the  market.  Bob 
hopes  to  open  on  the  31st  and  the  completion  of  the  interior  is 
being  rushed,  but  it  is  possible  a  fcAV  days  more  will  be  rcHjuired 
to  perfect  arrangements,  and  Bob  Avill  not  open  until  quite 
readv  for  business. 


One  thousand  dollars  has  been  raised  by  the  wholesale,  job- 
bing and  retail  houses  of  Portland,  Oregon,  for  tlie  purpose  of 
protecting  themseh'es  against  the  order  issued  by  the  District 
Attorney  Avhich  requires  the  Chief  of  Police  to  enforce  Sunday 
closing  of  all  dealers.  The  money  is  in  the  hands  of  a  com- 
mittee of  scA'on  prominent  business  men,  of  Avhicli  Herman 
Wittenberg  is  chairman.  Not  content  Avith  saloons,  the  re- 
ligious fanatics  now  demand  that  the  cigar  stores,  .soda  foun- 
tains, etc.,  be  closed  also. 


The  special  committee  of  the  Astoria,  Oregon,  City  Council, 
has  decided  to  recommend  an  amendment  to  the  city  charter 
limiting  the  saloons  in  tlie  city  to  tlie  present  number  until  llie 
population  is  increased  to  30,000  peojjle.

California 
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Grape  Culture  in  California 


A  BULLETIN  of  prime  importance  to  tlie  culture  of  the  grape 
in  California  has  just  been  issued  bv  the  Agricultural 
Department  of  the  University  of  California,  and  embodies  an 
exhaustive  study  of  the  results  of  experiments  at  the  station 
with  various  vine  diseases  and  resistant  vines  of  special  value 
in  California,  in  addition  to  two  separate  reports  on  "Improved 
Methods  of  Winemaking,"  by  Professor  Frederic  T.  IJioletti, 
and  "Yeasts  From  California  Crapes,"  by  Hans  C.  Holm. 

The  main  portion  of  the  bulletin  is  devoted  to  "Grape  Culture 
in  California,"  by  I'rofessor  Bioletti.  He  outlines  the  history  of 
viticulture  in  California,  showing  that  the  growing  of  grapes 
and  iiulustries  based  thereon  have  increased  steadily  during  the 
past  thirty-five  years,  and  during  the  past  ten  years  the  increase 
has  been  over  75  per  cent.  At  present  there  are  over  200,000 
acres  of  vineyards  in  California,  with  prospects  of  continued 
expansion.  He  shows  that  much  of  this  work  has  been  under- 
taken by  new  arrivals  from  Europe,  with  no  knowledge  of  the 
industry,  or  false  preconceived  ideas,  based  upon  conditions 
foreign  to  the  culture  here. 

In  1894  the  work  was  undertaken  systematically  at  the  Uni- 
versity Experiment  Station,  the  only  institution  of  tlie  kind  in 
the  United  States.  The  instruction  has  been  widened  in  scope 
and  much  accomplished  in  various  portions  of  the  State,  a 
continual  correspondence  being  carried  on  from  the  station  with 
grape  growers. 

The  bulletin  is  most  authoritative  and  exhaustive,  and  em- 
bodies the  results  of  years  of  patient  labor  with  a  corps  of 
assistants  and  with  the  co-operation  of  many  of  the  growers  of 
the  State.  It  is  copiously  illustrated  and  deals  with  special 
conditions  to  be  met  with  in  different  localities  in  the  State. 


The  Las  Animas  Winery,  north  of  Cilroy,  is  rushed  with 
work,  crushing  thousands  of  tons  of  grapes  from  the  soutliern 
end  of  the  county.  An  average  of  sixty  tons  per  day  are  being 
converted  into  wine. 


News  comes  from  Ceyserville  that  grape  picking  is  about 
done,  Avith  the  exception  of  the  second  crop,  which  will  take  but 
a  few  days.  This  sliould  pan  out  good,  as  no  damage  has  been 
done  bv  rain. 


Up  to  date  some  SOO  tons  of  grapes  hav(>  been  handled  at  the 
Roseville  Winery,  with  about  as  many  more  to  come,  and  it  is 
expected  the  total  will  reach  1500  tons.  Lack  of  vat  room  has 
retarded  work,  and  the  coopers  are  working  overtime  to  supply 
the  deficiency. 


Manager  Kirby  of  the  Kirby  winery  at  Selma  says  that  he 
expects  to  cru.sh  about  as  many  grapes  as  last  year.  It  is  stated 
that  he  will  probably  pay  from  f8  to  |10  for  second  crop  Mus- 
cats. 


Crape  growers  at  Lodi  have  already  shipped  100  carloads  of 
grapes  to  this  city  and  expect  to  send  many  more.  The  price 
])aid  by  local  Avineries  was  fS  a  ton.  An  exchange  says :  "It  is 
true  that  wine  gi'apes  have  been  always  shipped  into  San  Fran- 
cisco, but  never  before  has  the  market  been  so  willing  to  accept 
them.  There  are  a  number  of  private  and  small  wineries  located 
there  that  manufacture  wine  i)urely  to  supply  the  San  Francisco 
demand." 


Experiment  Station  Progress 


GEOUtJE  C.  HUSMANN,  viticultural  expert  in  charge  of 
the  Viticultural  Experimental  Stations  in  California,  is 
out  from  Washington  attending  to  work  in  connection  with  his 
department.  Friday  Mr.  Husman  concluded  his  labors  at  the 
station  at  Oakville,  Avhere  lie  had  been  for  several  weeks  conduct- 
ing a  .series  of  sugar  and  acid  tests.  He  photographed  many  of 
the  vines  of  different  A'arieties  and  sent  the  pictures  on  to  Wash- 
ington. He  also  mailed  thirty  bunches  of  grapes  of  different 
varieties  to  officials  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Tiie 
grapes  Avere  packed  in  puherized  cork  and  .sent  to  Washington 
by  mail.  From  them  colored  plates  Avill  be  made  Avith  which  to 
illustrate  the  annual  report  of  the  AA'ork  being  done  in  the  inter- 
ests of  vineyardists.  One  of  the  bunches  sent  Avas  16i/>  inches  in 
lengtli.  NotAvithstanding  the  dry  year  the  vines  at  the  To-Kalon 
station  IiaAe  made  an  excellent  showing.  A  ncAV  introtluctiou  of 
French  vines  on  resistant  stock  has  shown  exceedingly  faAorablc 
results,  and  Avill  soon  be  ready  for  distribution  to  vineyardists 
for  practical  use.  Mr.  Husmann  Avas  assisted  in  his  Avork  b.\ 
his  brotlier  Fred  and  the  two  have  gone  to  Fresno  Avhere  the.x 
are  carrying  on  similar  Avork.  Mr.  Hansen,  AA'ho  has  charge  of 
the  experimental  station  at  Oakville,  says  it  is  noAV  the  best  in 
the  State  and  that  the  Avork  carried  on  there  is  of  great  interest 
and  benefit. — aSY.  Helena  Star. 


The  Beaumont  I>and  and  Water  Company,  Avliicli  oavus  the 
Edgar  Vineyard  in  Los  Angeles  County,  65  years  old,  has  com- 
menced tlie  manufacture  of  grape  juice.  This  ncAV  indu.stry  is 
ecjuipped  Avith  all  the  necessary  machinery  to  make  it  perma- 
nent. 


According  to  the  ^Martinez  Gazette  good  prices — from  |12  to 
$18 — are  being  obtained  for  grapes  in  the  neighborhood  of  that 
city,  but  Avhile  the  quality  is  such  as  to  command  top  prices,  the 
quantity  is  small  and  growers  are  not  nuiking  nearly  as  mucli 
monev  as  last  Acar. 


A  dispatcli  to  tlie  San  Beniavdino  Inde.r  from  the  Cucamonga 
district,  states  that  now  tliere  is  a  big  demand  for  grapes  there, 
and  growers  are  receiving  .fll  to  .|12  per  ton  for  grapes  nol 
already  sold.  Some  were  sold  as  low  as  |5  up  to  f8,  and  groAvers 
are  AA'ishing  they  had  Availed  a  little  longer. 


Ukiah  is  proud  of  .Mendocino  grapes,  and  the  RepiihJican- 
I'ress  of  that  city  says:  "C.  L.  Crawford  sent  in  the  champion 
bunch  of  grapes  this  week.  It  was  a  bunch  of  Thompson's  seed- 
less AA'hich  Aveighed  six  pounds.  It  Avas  picked  off  one  of  the 
A'ines  AA'hich  had  received  no  special  care  or  attention.  This  is 
more  evidence  that  you  can  raise  anything  in  Mendocino  County 
and  more  of  it  than  aiiAAvliere  else." 


A  suit  for  dissolution  of  co-partnership,  the  appointment  of 
a  receiver  and  aii  accounting,  has  been  commenced  by  Professor 
F.  T.  Bioletti  against  H.  Ohrwall.  The  McCarthy  ranch  of 
1110  acres  in  Grass  Valley  Avas  purchased  by  the  above  gentle- 
men for  the  purpose;  of  grape  growing.  They,  however,  are 
unable  to  agree,  hence  the  suit.  The  State  at  large  uuiy  be  the 
gainer  by  these  partnership  troubles.  Bioletti  is  far  too  valu- 
able a  man  to  be  lost  to  the  educational  forces  by  liis  embarking 
in  this  large  undertaking.

The  Wi'is  NViiuiv  iit  Downey  has  bccomo  the  property  of  Mr. 
l.ouis  Kivcra  of  L(»s  Aii<;rl('s.  Tliat  f-ciitlcinaii  with  liis  family 
now  occupy  the  Wi'is  residence. 


We  learn  from  Santa  Rosa  that  j>rape  crusliinj;  ami  Avine 
makius  is  in  progi-ess  at  Lehn's  winery  at  Forestville.  Williani 
Lehn  states  that  he  expects  to  crush  about  1000  tons  of  grapes 
this  season. 


The  Napa  Register  says  that  Harry  Migliavacca's  new  press 
is  a  success,  will  crush  150  tons  of  grapes  a  day,  and  is  more 
powerful  and  cleanly  than  the  ordinary  press.  He  is  crushing 
grapes,  principally  ZinfandeLs,  and  is  paying  ifllto  |12  a  ton 
for  them,  from  the  Wooden  Valley  and  Yountville  districts. 

George  West  &  Sons  of  Stockton  crushed  on  the  average 
during  ^September  375  tons  of  grapes  at  their  various  wineries 
and  fifteen  tons  a  day  were  shipped  to  Winehaven,  at  Point 
Richmond.  Altogether  about  15,000  tons  of  grapes  were  handled 
in  San  Joaquin  County,  against  23,000  tons  last  year.  Only 
about  a  two-third  crop  was  gathered  this  season. 

The  Sacramento  Bee  tells  of  a  Lodi  vineyardist  wlu)  has  tried 
to  improve  the  yield  of  Uis  vines  by  applying  irrigation  and 
fertilization.  It  says  that  the  experiment  was  tried  upon  only 
one  acre  this  year,  and  that  acre  yielded  six  times  the  amount 
of  graiM's  in  comparison  with  the  balance  of  the  vineyard.  He 
now  intends  to  apply  the  same  system  to  the  entire  area,  and 
others  who  know  of  his  good  luck  are  arranging  to  follow  his 
example. 

During  the  past  several  weeks  the  grape  juice  extracting  plant 
at  San  Diego  has  been  running  to  its  full  capacity.  The  Union 
of  that  city  says :  "After  passing  through  the  stemming  and 
crushing  n'lachine  the  juice  of  the  grapes  is  plunged  into  the 
fermentation  vats  where  it  remains  a  week,  after  which  it  is 
transferretl  to  the  huge  storage  tanks,  the  capacity  of  which  is 
40,000  gallons.  The  work  is  in  charge  of  Carl  Katzenberger,  an 
experienced  wine  manufacturer." 


Alcoholic  Appetite  Diminishing 

IF  (he  use  of  alcoholic  relishes  had  a  tendency  to  create  a 
progressive  appetite,  wiiere  would  the  white  race  be  to-day? 
As  long  as  we  know  anything  about  its  nuMubers  they  have  been 
using  alcoholic  relishes.     If  the  appetite  had  been  growing,  the 
rac(!  would  to-day  be  extinct  or  consist  of  cripples  and  idiots 
instead  of  ruling  the  world  and  developing  a  constantly  im- 
proving civilization.    The  fact  is,  the  appetite  has  been  diminish- 
ing.    Compared  to  the  drinking  habits  of  two  generations  ago, 
tlie  white  race  is  very  temperate  indeed  at  the  present  time,  and 
if  we  go  farther  back,  into  the  middle  ages,  and  still  farther  into 
the  days  of  (Jreco-Roman  culture  and  Teutonic  twilight,  we  find 
an  enormous  improvement  in  the  drinking  habits.    The  pilgrim 
fathers  would  be  considered  sots  to-day.     The  doughty  fighters 
of  the  Elizabethan  era  would  be  excluded  from  cultured  society, 
and  the  Northern  warriors  whose  ideal  was  the  god  Thor  who  on 
one  occasion  drank  so  deep  from  a  horn  that  the  ocean  ebl>ed 
along  the  shores,  Avoidd  not  be  alloAved  in  modern  civilized  com- 
munities.   The  fact  is,  so  far  from  progressing,  the  appetite  for 
alcoholic  relishes  has  been  receding  for  centuries,  and  most 
notably  for  the  last  two  generations. — American  Brewers'  Re- 

vieic. 

An  exchange  alleges  that  according  to  Alden  Anderson,  presi- 
dent of  the  California  Fruit  Distributors,  Californian  grapes 
are  bringing  all  the  way  from  flOOO  to  11800  a  car  in  the  East, 
according  to  variety  and  condition.  Mr.  Anderson  puts  the 
price  at  about  4  cents  a  pound,  and  states  that  from  forty  to 
.seventy  carloads  are  shipped  East  every  day,  the  bulk  of  which 
are  Tokays.  The  grapes,  he  says,  are  a  little  smaller  this  year 
than  usual,  but  they  are  also  sweeter  in  flavor. 


The  Alhambra,  Califoniia,  AJhumhran  states  that  T.  Miller, 
proprietor  of  the  Ramona  Winery  and  Golden  Gate  Fruit  Com- 
pany, has  returned  to  New  York.  He  superintended  the  hand- 
ling of  this  year's  vintage  and  tlTP  installing  of  several  thousands 
of  dollars'  worth  of  new  equipment  in  the  winery  plant.  His 
Eastern  headquarters  are  at  375  West  Broadway,  New  York, 
where  he  has  extensive  business  interests.  During  Mr.  Miller's 
absence,  E.  F.  Watkins  will  be  acting  superintendent  of  the 
local  business.

Personal  Liberty  Under  the  Constitution 


THE  followiug  interesting  and  instructive  address,  which  is 
taken  from  the  Cincinnati  Coinmcrciul  Tribune  of  Septem- 
ber 24th,  A\as  delivered  by  Morris  F.  Westheiraer,  I'resident  of 
the  Ohio  Wine  and  Spirit  Association  and  President  of  the 
Siisquemac  Distilling  Company,  successors  to  James  Levy  & 
Bro.,  before  the  great  convention  of  the  Personal  Liberty  League 
of  Ohio : 

"The  distillers  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  of  Cincinnati 
occupy  a  unique  position  in  the  commercial  life  of  our  city. 
They  not  only  pay  the  United  States  Government  an  average  of 
a  million  dollars  a  month  internal  revenue  taxes  in  this  district, 
but  also  own  or  control  distilleries  in  Kentucky,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois and  Maryland,  the  tax  payments  of  which  aggregate  nearly 
a  million  a  month  more.  It  is  no  wonder  then  that  Cincinnati 
has  become  known  throughout  America  as  its  distilling  center. 

"The  volume  of  sales  is  estimated  at  forty  millions  a  year, 
much  of  which  is  of  the  highest  class — standard,  straight  and 
blended  whiskies  of  national  and  in  some  cases  international 
fame. 

"No  other  industry  has  advertised  Cincinnati  more  widely, 
nor  with  greater  credit,  for  ever  since  before  the  war  Cincinnati 
has  held  its  position  as  headquarters  in  this  line.  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  have  outgrown  us  in  population  and  wealth  and  have 
taken  away  our  prestige  in  many  lines  of  manufacture,  but  the 
distillers  and  jobbers  of  fine  whiskies  in  Cincinnati  still  control 
a  larger  volume  of  business  than  any  other  city  in  the  world  in 
their  line. 

"These  merchants  stand  among  the  greatest  of  our  city  as 
leaders  in  the  social,  political  and  charitable  life  of  our  city, 
occupying  to-day,  as  have  their  fathers  before  them,  positions 
of  trust  and  honor,  the  highest  in  the  gift  of  our  citizenship. 
Just  now  these  men,  whose  integrity,  ability  and  broad  citizen- 
ship has  done  so  much  for  our  fair  city,  are  united  in  a  struggle 
to  prevent  the  confiscation  of  their  capital  and  good  names, 
both  of  which  are  threatened  by  the  hysterical  tide  of  destruc- 
tion known  as  the  prohibition  wave.  The  education  of  the 
voters  is  being  attempted  on  three  lines : 

"First — That  confiscation  without  compensation  is  un-Ameri- 
can, unfair  and  illegal. 

"Second — That  prohibition  has  never  prohibited,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  has  destroyed  the  legitimate  merchant  and  established 
in  his  stead  the  illegitimate  blind  tiger,  with  its  train  of  hy- 
pocrisy. 

"Third — That  the  free  American  citizen  can  be  made  temper- 
ate by  moral  teaching,  and  should  not  be  denied  the  moderate 
enjoyment  of  the  pleasures  of  life  because  of  the  abuse  of  these 
pleasures  by  a  very  few  incompetents. 

"In  other  words,  we  hope  to  establish  and  maintain  the  prin- 


ciple of  personal  liberty  guaranteed  us  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  by  the  example  of  the  great  men  of  this 
and  all  preceding  generations. 

"The  educational  work  is  being  largely  attempted  in  the  agri- 
cultural districts,  so  as  to  place  the  farmer  in  possession  of  the 
facts  as  to  the  value  of  his  products  consumed  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  alcoholic  beverages,  and  to  give  him  this  opportunity  of 
studying  the  large  percentage  of  taxes  borne  by  the  btisiness  of 
its  manufacture  and  sale  under  licensed  regulation." 

The  following  facts  and  figures  are  taken  from  the  Ohio 
Auditor  of  State's  report  for  1907 : 
By  levying  a  State  tax  of  1.345  mill  on  all  tangible 

property,  the  State  of  Ohio  derived -13,012,115.05 

The  State  received  from  the  liquor  tax 2,749,750.99 

The  State  receivetl  from  all  other  sources  of  reve- 
nue          780,732.70 

Total  revenue  of  State  in  1907 .f  0,542,598.74 

If  the  saloons  in  the  State  of  Ohio  are  voted  out  of  existence 
in  the  county  local  option  elections  there  will  be  destroyed  at 
least  $2,749,750.99  in  revenue  of  the  State.  This  revenue  is 
9iyo  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  (|3,012,115.05)  the  State 
raised  by  direct  taxation  by  a  State  levy  of  1.345  mill.

State's  receipts 3,012,115.05 

Total 19,419,233.12 


Vine  Culture  in  Turkey 


SOME  years  ago  the  Ottoman  Government  exempted  from 
taxation  for  a  period  of  ten  years  those  vineyards  that  have 
suffered  from  phylloxera.  Consul-General  Ernest  L.  Harris 
of  Smyrna  rejjorts  that  this  term  is  now  about  to  expire,  but  in 
consideration  of  the  fact  that  many  owners  of  vineyards  Avere 
unaware  of  the  exemption,  although  it  had  been  given  wide 
publicity,  a  further  delay  has  been  accorded  to  those  who  wish 
to  replant  their  ruined  vineyards  with  cuttings  of  American 
vines. 


In  Fresno  it  is  understood  that  "no  saloons"  means  "more 
taxes,"  and  when  the  question  of  saloon  or  no  saloon  is  voted 
upon  on  the  3d  of  November  next  in  that  city,  it  will  be  accom- 
panied by  the  proposition  to  do  away  with  the  |1  limit,  so,  as  it 
is  impo.ssible  to  maintain  that  limit,  should  the  revenue  now 
received  from  the  saloons  be  lost,  the  Fi-esno  people  who  vote  for 
prohibition  will  also  vote  for  an  increase  of  taxation.  This  is 
the  proper  way  to  lay  the  question  before  the  people,  and  many 
will  think  twice  before  endorsing  the  cold  water  cranks,  as  the 
latter  is  bound  to  prove  an  expensive  experiment.

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Was  Lincoln  a  Prohibitionist  ? 


T~'llE  question  as  to  Aviietlier  Lincoln  was  a  drinking  man  or 

hold  extreme  temperance  views  has  been  very  extensively 

debated  in  the  pii^ss,  without  complete  satisfaction  to  either  side. 

As  to  this  point,  the  biographei's  of  Lincoln  offer  a  bewilder- 
ing  nuiss  of  contradictory  evidence.  Allen  Thorndyke  Rice 
makes  Lincoln  say  in  one  place  that  he  "never  tasted  liquor  in 
Ills  life,"  and  in  another  that  he  "had  not  done  so  for  many 
years."  C.  G  .Leland  is  quoted  to  the  effect  that  "men  yet  alive 
have  seen  Lincoln  lift  a  full  barrel  of  liquor  and  drink  from  the 
itunghole."  Miss  Tarbell  relates  instances  of  his  attending  ban- 
1 1  nets  where  much  wine  and  other  liquor  were  drunk,  and  admits 
iliat  at  one  time  he  was  a  licensed  dealer  in  liquors.  Probably, 
however,  "Ward  K.  Lamon's  "Life  of  Abraham  Lincoln"  comes 
nearest  the  truth.    To  quote : 

"He  abstained  himself,  not  so  much  upon  principle  as  because 
i)f  a  total  lack  of  appetite.  He  had  no  taste  for  spirituous 
licjuors;  and  when  he  took  them  it  was  a  punishment  to  him,  not 
an  indulgence. ,  IJut  he  disliked  sumptuary  laws,  and  would  not 
subscribe  by  statute  what  jother  people  should  eat  or  drink. 
Allien  the  temperance  menran  to  the  Legislature  to  invoke  the 
power  of  the  State,  his  voice — the  most  eloquent  among  them — 
was  silent.  He  did  not  oppose  them,  but  quietly  withdrew  from 
the  cause  and  left  others  to  manage  it." 

IMany  of  Lincoln's  speeches  show  his  tolerant  and  mercifid 
attitude  towards  the  victim  of  drink,  and  at  the  same  time  his 
implied  hatred  of  all  intolerance. 


The  conclusion,  then,  must  be  that  in  the  latter  part  of  his 
life  Abraham  Lincoln,  after  having  been  a  moderate  drinker 
and  seller  of  liquor,  became  a  total  abstainer;  but  that,  as 
Lamon  puts  it,  he  abstained  not  so  much  upon  i>rinciple  as  on 
account  of  a  total  lack  of  appetite. 


The  Portland  hotels  and  restaurants  are  hard  hit  by  the  new 
regulation  Avhicli  not  only  prevents  women  from  entering  sa- 
loons but  will  also  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor  to  them  in  the 
dining  rooms  of  hotels  or  restaurants,  unless  served  with  warm 
meals.  It  is  believed  the  enforcement  of  the  "no-Avoman  law" 
will  ;esult  in  forty  or  fifty  saloons  going  out  of  business.  It 
will  also  ruin  the  business  of  restaurants  Avhich  used  boxes,  as 
it  means  that  the  boxes  must  come  out  and  an  open  dining  room 
lie  maintained.  Altogether  it  will  injure  business  greatly  and 
it  will  not  be  long  before  the  inhabitants  of  Portland  will  rise 
en  masse  and  demand  more  freedom. 


The  vintage  is  progressing  most  favorably  and  has  proved  a 
surprise  inasmuch  as  the  short  ci"op  that  was  expected  is  very 
much  shorter  than  was  supposed  it  Avould  be.  Vineyardists  are 
nearly  all  finding  the  yield  below  their  estimates  and  in  many 
cases  men  who  figured  on  fifty  tons  or  one  hundred  tons  are  not 
getting  much  over  half  of  those  amounts.  The  quality  of  grapes 
is  fine,  as  usual,  and  the  warm  weather  of  the  past  week  has 
brought  the  per  cent  of  sugar  up  to  a  point  where  nothing  more 
could  be  desired.  The  quality  of  wine  being  made  will  be  well 
up  to  standard,  and  as  the  amount  made  Avill  be  small,  the 
tendency  should  be  to  bring  market  conditions  to  normal  before 
the  next  vintage. — St.  Helena  Star.

Louisville,  Ky.,  October  1,  1908. 
TPIIE  National  Model  License  League,  an  organization  of  dis- 
■'•  tillers,  brewers,  Avine  makers,  wholesalers  and  retailers, 
with  head«iuarters  here,  will  begin  on  October  2,  the  distribution 
of  an  address  to  the  saloon  keepers  of  the  United  States.  An 
attempt  will  be  made  to  place  the  address  in  the  hands  of  every 
retailer  in  the  conntry. 

The  address  is  written  by  Mr.  T.  M.  Gilniore,  President  of  the 
National  ]\Iodel  License  League.  Every  retailer  throughout  the 
nation  is  called  on  to  obey  the  law  and  to  meet  the  will  of  the 
people.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  people  are 
opposed  to  the  lawless  saloon  and  to  the  evils  which  have  been 
connected  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  with  the  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages.  Saloon  keepers  are  Avarned  that  they  must  either 
respect  public  sentiment  and  obey  the  law,  or  lose  their  legal 
right  to  do  business. 

The  address  is  as  follows : 

TO  THE  SALOON  KEEPEUS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES: 

The  prohibition  Avave  that  Avas  SAveeping  OA^er  the  country 
would  seem  to  be  on  the  Avane,  but  the  protest  on  the  part  of  the 
I>eople  against  the  laAvless  saloon,  the  dive  and  the  gambling 
resort  is  not  subsiding,  but  is  exhibiting  its  foi"ce  in  local  option 
conflicts. 

The  people  are  demanding  and  YJrop^rly  that  their  laws  shall 
be  obeyed. 

Society  is  moving  forAvard  and  the  saloon  must  move  forAvard 
or  be  outlaAved.  The  edict  has  gone  forth  that  men  must  be 
sober  if  they  AAOuld  be  free  and  fcAV  men  will  now  contend  that 
a  man  possesses  an  inherent  right  to  overthrow  his  reason. 

The  edict  has  gone  forth  that  saloons  must  obey  all  laAVS — 
that  they  must  not  sell  to  intoxicated  men,  nor  to  habitual 
drunkards,  nor  to  minors — that  they  must  not  exhibit  improper 
pictures,  nor  connect  themseh^es  Avith  gambling  resorts — in  a 
Avord,  that  the  saloon  must  not  be  a  nuisance. 

The  press  of  the  country  lias  so  declared;  the  ministers  have 
so  declared;  the  laAV  and  order  leagues  have  so  declared;  the 
great  conserA'atiA'e  elem^ent  in  societ^y  has  so  declared. 

These  forces  for  good  are  all  poAverful  in  society  and  our  trade 
cannot  afford  to  oppose  them. 

It  Avould  be  foolish  for  us  to  oppose  them  even  though  Ave 
could  do  so  successfully,  because  the  demands  they  are  making 
are  our  demands. 

Our  trade  needs  a  house  cleaning  and  AAe  shoidd  aid  the  good 
AA'ork  along.  The  saloon  that  is  run  in  violation  of  the  laAV  or  of 
decency  .should  be  put  out  of  business  and  the  better  element  in 
the  trade  should  continue  to  lead  in  the  reform. 


A  saloon  should  be  a  decent  rcjsort ;  it  should  be  the  Avorking " 
man's  club;  it  should  inculcate  real  temperance;  it  should  give 
thought,  first  of  all,  to  the  Avelfare  of  its  patrons;  it  shoul« 
consider  the  home,  the  wife  and  the  children ;  it  should  seek  to 
elevate  and  not  degrade  those  Avho  visit  it,  and  if  it  is  run  in| 
violation  of  laAv  its  license  should  be  canceled. 

Could  such  conditions  do  harm  to  the  business?     Is  it  un-1 
profitable  to  be  decent;  to  be  laAv  abiding;  to  be  kind;  to  do  untc 
others  as  you  Avould  luiAe  them  do  unto  you?     We  think  that" 
all  of  this  Avould  pay — and  it  Avould  relieve  the  business  of 
odium  and  it  would  permit  prohibition  to  die  a  happy  and  peace 
ful  death. 

I  do  not  Avrite  this  letter  through  any  fear  of  prohibition, 
because  an  experience  of  more  than  a  half  century  tells  us  tli!i( 
prohibition  Avill  not  prohibit,  and  common  sense  tells  us  thai 
prohibition  Avill  not  prohibit  and  the  statistics  of  the  Interniil 
Kevenue  Department  shoAV  conclusively  that  pi'ohibition  does 
not  prohibit,  but  I  write  because  I  think  the  .saloon  is  liable  to 
be  supersetled  by  unlaAvful  sellers  of  alcoholic  bcA-erages,  as  is 
the  case  uoav  in  all  prohibition  territory,  and  because  I  think  the 
saloon  can  be  and  should  be  a  desirable  and  not  an  undesirabl( 
factor  in  society. 

I  Avrite  it  because  I  think  the  press  is  right,  because  I  think 
the  hiAV  and  order  leagues  are  right,  becau.se  I  think  the  minis- 
ters AAho  teach  Avhat  the  liible  teaches  are  right,  because  I  think 
the  great  conservatiA'e  element  in  society  is  right. 

I  Avrite  it  because  I  know  that  the  larger  majority  of  saloon 
keepers  Avant  to  obey  the  laAvs;  Avant  to  see  their  business 
elevated;  want  to  bid  the  drunkard  an  eternal  farewell,  and  it 
is  my  hope  in  the  not  distant  future  CA'cry  saloon  keeper  Avlm 
favors  laAA',  order,  decency  and  temperance  Avill  join  the  Nil 
tional  ^fodel  License  League  and  Avill  stand  as  AA-e  stand  witli 
the  real  forces  of  reform  and  fully  abreast  of  the  most  advance!) 
]>ublic  sentiment.

Madeira    Wines 

# 

(From  Osborn's  Ouide.) 


AS  naturally  as  the  name  implies  these  wines  are  produced 
on  the  island  of  Madeira,  the  largest  of  a  group  of  islands 
belonging  to  Portugal  and  situated  in  latitude  32  degrees  37 
minutes  to  32  degrees  52  minutes  north  and  longitude  16  de- 
grees 30  minutes  to  17  degrees  17  minutes  west,  off  the  west 
coast  of  Africa,  and  about  500  miles  southwest  of  Lisbon,  Por- 
tugal. It  contains  just  over  150,000  inhabitants,  of  Avhom  about 
45,000  are  at  Funchal,  the  capital,  which  is  the  largest  city  and 
only  port.  The  island  is  about  thirty  miles  long  with  an  ex- 
treme width  of  thirteen  miles. 

Madeira  has  justly  been  called  the  "Pearl  of  the  Atlantic." 
The  beauty  of  the  scenery  on  approaching  the  island  is  almost 
uueijualled.  Volcanic  rocks,  capped  with  rich  pines,  stand  out 
in  striking  contrast  to  a  luxuriance  of  tropical  plants  and  trel- 
lised  vineyards  discernible  on  the  mountain  slopes.  This  grand- 
eur once  seen  is  ever  memorable.  The  interior  of  the  island  is  as 
beautiful  as  the  view  from  the  sea  leads  one  to  expect. 

A  very  great  attraction  to  invalids  is  the  even  temperature, 
which  ranges  from  about  61  to  75  degrees  Fahrenheit  at  sea 
level  the  year  round,  making  outdoor  life  not  only  possible  but 
charming.  The  island  is  delightfully  supplied  with  runlets  and 
cascades  that  lead  through  thickets  of  jessamine,  ro.semary, 
laurel  and  mj^rtle.  Its  thickets  are  tilled  with  wild  canary  birds 
and  the  central  heights  of  the  island  rise  to  an  elevation  of  6,000 
feet,  furnishing  an  eas}-  relief  from  the  monotony  of  continual 
sunshine  and  equable  heat  as  the  residents  may  need  it. 

With  these  geographical  and  meteorological  facts  before  us 
we  may  now  consider  the  history  of  Madeira  wines. 

The  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  may  be  taken  as  the 
most  prosperous  period  of  the  Aladeira  wine  trade,  as  a  very 
large  part  of  the  island  was  then  under  cultivation  of  the  vine, 
and  the  production  reached  30,000  pipes  (pipe  contains  110 
American  gallons).  The  largest  exports  ever  made  were  in  the 
year  1813,  when  the  shipments  are  said  to  have  amounted  to  22,- 
000  pipes.  For  many  years  thereafter  the  shipments  were  large, 
but  irregular,  until  they  declined  to  6,690  pipes  in  the  year  1852, 
when  the  "ofliiim  tiickcri;'  a  disease,  so  devastated  the  vines 
that  they  all  had  to  be  roote<l  up. 

From  this  date  shipments  gradually  continued  to  decline 
till  in  1865  only  536  pipes  wei-e  exported.  Then,  however,  the 
new  vines  which  had  been  planted  were  getting  in  good  bearing 
order  and  production  increased. 

In  1873  the  vineyards  were  attacked  by  the  phylloxera.  This 
was  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  island 
and  a  special  commission  was  appointed  to  ascertain  what  vines 
were  best  able  to  resist  the  attacks  of  this  insect.  This  resulted 
in  the  importation  of  American  vines  which  proved  impervious 
to  the  pest,  and  for  seven  or  eight  years  the  production  was  very 
small  until  these  new  vines  that  had  been  planted  came  into 
bearing.  The  exports  of  1880  were  only  3,691  pipes,  but  gradu- 
ally increased  to  5,592  pipes  in  1890,  and  since  then  varying 
from  6,000  to  6,500  pipes  each  year. 

As  far  as  history  tells  us  the  original  vines  were  brought  from 
Cyprus  and  also  recruited  from  the  Rhine,  from  France  and  the 
Grecian  Archipelago. 

THE   MADEIR.i   GRAPES. 

The  following  are  principal  varieties  of  wine-making  grapes 
grown  on  the  island : 

Verdi'Uio,  a  small  oval  grape,  hardly  as  large  as  a  coffee 
berry,  when  rijH'  of  a  ricli  goblcn  hue,  full  of  flavor  and  sac- 
charine. 

Verdelho,  at  the  present  time,  is  the  principal  wine-making 


grape  in  the  island,  at  least  two-thirds  being  of  this  species. 

Tinta,  a  small  black  Burgundy  grape  of  fine  flavor. 

The  Tinta  grapes  in  smaller  vineyards  are  usually  pressed 
together  with  the  Verdelho  and  other  white  grapes.  In  the 
larger  vineyards  where  there  may  be  sufficient  quantity  of  it  to 
make  it  worth  while  to  be  plucked  separately,  such  is  done,  and 
a  red  wine  made  which  is  called  Tinta,  from  the  grape.  The 
husks  of  the  grapes  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the  wine  during 
the  process  of  fermentation,  which  impart  to  the  wine  its  deep 
red  color  and  peculiar  astringency.  This  red  wine  is  much 
esteemed  amongst  the  natives  and  used  as  a  rin  ordinaire,  being 
drunk  in  its  first  or  second  year;  after  that  it  begins  to  lose  its 
color  and  character  and  in  course  of  time  becomes  a  tawny 
colored  Madeira. 

Malvazia,  of  Malmsey  "Malvazia  Candida" — medium-sized 
grape  of  a  rich  gold  color  when  ripe  and  hangs  in  long,  thin, 
pendulous  bunches.  "Candida"  is  a  corruption  of  "Candia," 
whence  this  Malmsey  vine  was  imported  in  the  fifteenth  century 
by  the  Infante  Dom  Henrique. 

Malmsey  Madeira  is  a  rich  white  wine  of  peculiar  bouquet, 
imparted  to  the  wine  by  the  husks  of  the  grape  being  allowed 
to  remain  in  the  wine  during  fermentation.  It  is  considered 
one  of  the  most  valuable  of  the  wines  of  Madeira,  and  even  when 
young  commands  a  high  price.  The  best  qualities  are  grown  on 
rocky  soil  and  the  grapes  should  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
vines  until  they  become  almost  raisins.  The  produce  of  Malm- 
sey on  the  island  is  but  small. 

Biial  is  a  round  straw-colored  grape  of  medium  size.  The 
wine  made  from  this  grape  is  of  delicate  and  mellow  character. 
The  Bual  is  not  a  common  grape  and  the  wine  made  from  it  al- 
ways commands  a  high  price. 

Sercial  is  a  round  white  grape,  the  same  as  the  Reisling  of  the 
Rhine.  This  grape  will  not  succeed  in  all  places  or  soils.  It  is 
mostly  grown  near  the  sea  coast  at  Paul  do  Mar  and  Ponta  do 
Pargo,  two  places  on  the  west  coast  of  the  island.  The  Avine 
is  very  unpleasant  to  the  palate  when  new  and  requires  some 
eight  years  to  become  maturei^l.  When  old  it  is  considered  one 
of  the  finest  of  the  wines  of  Madeira. 

"Malmsey,"  "^crcial"  and  "Bual"  may  be  considered  as  spe- 
cialties of  Madeira  wines,  as  their  production  is  but  small  and 
the  wines  sought  for  only  by  connoi-sseurs. 

Amongst  other  wine-producing  grapes  may  be  mentioned  the 
"Negro  Molle,"  a  large  juicy  black  grape;  the  Maroto,  the 
Tarantrez,  the  Carao  de  Moca,  Malvazia  Roxa,  Malvaziao,  the 
Bastardo  and  some  others.  All  these,  however,  are  usually 
pressed  together  with  the  Verdelho  species  in  the  making  of 
Madeira  wine. 

All  these  different  kinds  of  grapes  in  Madeira,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  specialties  before  mentioned,  such  as  Bual,  Tinta, 
Malmsey  and  Sercial,  are  gradually  giving  way  before  the  Ver- 
delho, which  is  without  doubt  the  king  of  wits-producing  grapes. 

W^hen  the  vintage  is  gathered  in  early  autumn  and  the  grapes 
are  to  be  pressed  the  proprietors  summon  the  peasantry,  and 
while  the  men  dance  bare-legged  in  the  vats  the  women  sit 
around  with  their  embroidery  and  flirt,  while  the  ever-present 
guitar  takes  up  its  tinkling  accompaniment.  Here  is  main- 
tained in  its  prinml  form  the  idyllic  life  of  the  wine  grower,  un- 
changed since  Horace  sang  its  charms  as  it  existed  on  his  Sabine 
farm.  As  wine  was  made  on  the  island  a  centurj'  ago  .so  it  is 
still  made  to-day.  Treading  the  wine  press  is  no  Scriptural 
figure  of  speech  in  Madeira. 

There  are  no  large  vineyards  on  the  island,  the  vines  being 
grown  by  small  proprietors  over  a  cane  lattice  work  a  few  feet 
from  the  ground,  called  the  "latada."  It  is  customary  for  the 
merchants  to  buy  the  produce  of  a  vineyard  while  the  grapes  are 
still  on  the  vines,  instead  of  waiting  until  they  are  converted 
into  "must."  The  "must"  is  carried  from  Ww  vineyards  in  the 
hills  in  goatskin  bags  on  the  shoulders  on  men  called  "Bora- 
cheiros"  and  is  then  emptied  into  casks  in  the  shipper's  stores. 
Here  it  remains  undisturbed  until  after  fermentation  has  taken 
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place,  when  about  3  per  cent  of  brandy  is  added.  The  wines 
then  require  careful  attention  and  judicious  racldng  and  fining 
and  are  matured  in  "estufas"  or  liot-liouses.  These  vary  in 
temperature  from  90  to  160  degrees  Falirenlieit  according  to  the 
length  of  time  the  wine  is  kept  in  them  and  the  quality  of  the 
wine. 

The  Object  of  the  heating  is  to  destroy  whatever  germs  of 
fermentation  still  remain  in  the  wine,  besides  maturing  it  so 
tliat  the  wine  may  be  shipped  in  its  second  or  third  year  without 
any  further  addition  of  spirit.  The  practice  is  equivalent  to  the 
system  of  sending  wine  on  a  voyage  to  the  East  or  AVest  Indies 
and  back  again,  which  was  prevalent  prior  to  the  introduction 
of  the  "Estufas."  Closely  i>acked  and  stowed  away  in  the  ship's 
hold  the  wine  naturally  was  subjected  to  heat  not  less  severe 
when  in  thti  tropical  latitudes  than  nowadays  even  in  the  hottest 
"Estufas." 

Frank  T.  Sweet  on  Root  Rot 

FRANK  T.  SWETT,  answering  queries  of  "Grower''  of  Santa 
Rosa,  has  the  following  to  say :  "GroAver  of  Santa  Rosa  in- 
quires as  to  the  prospects  of  vines  grafted  on  resistant  roots 
(No.  3309)  planted  where  old  vines  have  been  dug  up  the  same 
season. 

As  regards  ravages  of  the  phylloxera  he  may  be  absolutely 
safe,  if  his  vines  are  on  roots  true  to  name,  a  matter  some  times 
in  doubt  when  stock  is  imported  from  other  countries.  There 
is,  however,  a  fact  worth  considering  in  the  immediate  replant- 
ing of  dying  vineyards.  The  root  rot  may  not  have  killed  or 
very  seriously  injured  the  old  vinifera  vines,  but  if  it  is  in  the 
soil  when  young  vines  are  planted,  it  is  apt  to  kill  them  in  two 
or  three  years,  and  the  grower  is  apt  to  think  it  is  bugs  that 
have  killed  them.  When  an  old  vineyard  is  dug  up  the  roots 
should  be  carefully  examined,  not  with  a  microscope,  but  by 
ordinary  common  .sense  inspection.  If  the  old  vine's  roots  ar(; 
soft  and  wet,  with  streaks  of  white  running  up  and  down  under 
the  bark;  if  the  roots  are  like  soft,  squashy  bundles  of  fibers; 
if  the  smell  is  that  of  an  antique  toadstool  or  mushroom,  it  is 
evident  of  root-rot.  And  any  vine,  no  matter  how  healthy  or 
how  resistant,  is  likely  to  die  when  planted  in  the  same  hole. 

Many  of  these  root  rot  areas  in  old  vineyards  are  not  over  30 
to  50  feet  in  diameter.  Probably  the  original  vineyard  was 
infected  with  oak  roots  left  when  the  land  was  cleared,  perhaps 
20  years  before. 

If  such  spots  jnust  be  used  for  vineyards,  the  ground  should 
be  subsoiled  to  the  depth  of  two  feet  and  all  rotten  roots  cleared 
from  the  ground.  A  crop  of  hay  or  graiji  should  be  grown  on 
the  land  so  that  the  rot  may  have  some  chance  to  disappear. 
Root-rot  is  usully  worst  on  heavy,  loamy  or  sedimentary  soils, 
particularly  where  drainage  Is  poor.  But  I  have  seen  it  killing 
a  few  vines  on  a  steep,  almost  Tintillable,  hillside,  on  a  clay 
loam  underlaid  by  permeable  shale. 

It  is  apt  to  exist  where  large  oak  trees  have  been  cut.  The 
oak  itself  does  not  poison  the  ground,  as  many  people  think,  but 
if  the  oak  roots  become  affected  witli  the  fungus,  vine  roots 
planted  over  them  will  catch  the  disease. 

The  hybrid  No.  3306  is  more  resistant  to  root  rot  than  No. 
3309,  but  on  our  own  vineyard  here  I  find  the  most  resistant 
vine  to  root  rot  is  a  hybrid  produced  ten  jears  ago.  It  is  a 
cross  between  Flame  Tokay  and  Rupestris  St.  George.  It  is  an 
enormous  grower,  and  seems  resistant  to  the  phylloxera  after 
years  of  trial  on  infected  ground.  Alongside  of  other  hybrids 
which  were  purposely  planted  on  ground  known  to  be  affected 
with  root  rot,  it  is  far  less  affected  than  any  of  the  others,  al- 
though it  is  affected  to  a  slight  extent.  The  vines  are  about  four 
times  the  size  of  Rupestris  St.  George  and  of  3309  alongside. 

It  is  only  useful  as  a  stock  up(m  Avhich  to  graft,  the  grapes 
being  small  and  uneatable,  and  only  just  a  little  larger  than 
those  of  Riparia  or  Rupestris. 


Legitimate  Place  For  Legitimate  Saloon 

TilERE  has  been  so  much  agitation  on  the  part  of  the  anti- 
saloon  league  forces  in  an  endeavor  to  have  a  "local  op- 
tion" bill  passed  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  that  the 
politicians,  in  order  to  gain  political  favor  and  endeavor  to  cap- 
ture the  vote  of  the  so-called  moral  forces  of  the  State,  inserted 
a  local  option  plank  in  the  Republican  platform. 

Indeed,  the  agitation  has  become  so  feverish  that  many  of  the 
candidates  for  the  legislature  are  tumbling  over  each  other  to 
pledge  themselves  to  vote  for  a  local  option  bill.  We  have  the 
spectacle  of  the  Governor,  the  Honorable  Albert  E.  ]\Iead,  can- 
vassing the  State,  asking  the  endorsement  of  the  voters,  not 
upon  his  record  as  chief  executive,  but  emphasizing  that  he 
favors  a  "local  option  bill." 

There  have  been  so  many  claims  made  for  "local  option," 
many  of  them  rank  misrepresentations,  that  the  citizens — the 
taxpayers  of  this  great  Commonwealth,  would  do  well  to  investi- 
gate what  effect  "local  option"  would  have  upon  the  commercial 
interests  of  this  State  before  blindly  voting  to  send  men  to  the 
Legislature  to  enact  a  law  that  would  forever  put  a  blight  upon 
the  future  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  State.  The  phrase 
"local  option"  sounds  well,  and  to  the  casual  observer,  appears 
to  be  fair  and  ju.st. 

Will  Not  Accomplish  Claims. 
It  has  been  explained  that  local  option  will  give  the  people  the 
right  to  express  by  their  votes  whether  they  desire  the  sale  of 
liijuor  in  their  particular  communities.  The  enforcement  of  a 
local  option  measure  will  not  accomplish  Avhat  is  claimed  for  it. 
On  the  contrary,  taking  the  experiences  of  other  states  that  have 
adopted  local  option  and  prohibition,  as  a  criterion,  the  effect  of 
local  option  is  more  demoralizing  to  the  community,  in  that,  it 
increases  drunkenness,  drives  the  .sale  of  liquor  into  the  drug 
stores  and  "blind  pigs,"  Avhere  an  anferior  and  cheap  class  of 
liquor  Avill  be  illegally  sold,  thereby'  making  criniinals  of  the 
dealers,  and  sneaks  of  the  citizens. 

Statistics  shOAV  the  death  rate  from  alcoholic  causes  is  greater 
in  local  option  communities  than  in  license  localities,  due  to  the 
decreased  consumption  of  beer  and  light  Avines,  and  the  increased 
consumption  of  inferior  Avhiskies  and  alcoholic  beverages. 

Local  option  is  prohibition  in  spots.  It  has  been  proA'en  con- 
clusiA'ely  that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit.  Every  New  England 
State,  between  the  years  of  1846  and  1856  adopted  prohibition, 
and  all  but  ]Maine  have  abandoned  it.  Why?  The  prohibitionists 
point  Avith  i)ride  to  tlie  State  of  Maine.  Let  us  see  Avhat  influence 
prohibition  has  upon  drunkenness  in  this  cultured  community? 

Of  eight  towns  in  Maine,  including  Bangor,  Augusta  and  LeAV- 
iston,  having  an  aggregate  population  of  119,000,  and  Avith  no 
saloons,  there  Avere  during  a  period  of  2,967  arrests  for  drunken- 
ness. Comparing  this  record  Avith  eight  toAAns  in  Illinois,  includ- 
ing Bloomington  and  Decatur,  having  the  same  aggregate  popu- 
lation, Avitb  398  saloons,  the  arrests  for  drunkenness  for  the 
same  period  Avere  1,995. 

What  IMurphy  Said. 
Francis  Murphy,  the  Avorld's  famous  temperance  orator, 
said:  "In  the  states  AA'here  laAvs  have  been  passed  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  liquor  the  entire  state  has  been  nearly  legislated 
into  crime — for  if  it  is  a  crime  to  sell  liquor,  it  is  a  crime  to 
buy  it,  and  the  majority  has  done  one  or  the  other.  So  unpop- 
ular haA'e  such  laAvs  become  that  the  method  of  enforcing  them 
has  become  more  injurious  than  the  original  evil,  and  the  offi- 
cers Avliose  business  it  is  to  enforce  them  have  lost  the  sympathy 
of  the  common  people." 

The  death  rate  from  alcoholic  causes  has  increased  37  per 
cent,  in  all  prohibition  staters.  According  to  the  records  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Department,  there  are  more  liiiuor  sellers  in 
states  after  adopting  local  o])ti(m  measures  than  under  the 
license  svstem. 
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Wliile  discussing  this  Hue  of  thought  a  very  interesting  fea- 
ture compiled  by  tlie  British  Jledical  Journal,  one  of  the  chief 
organs  of  tlie  Kritisli  Jledical  Association,  is  tlie  following: 

"It  has  been  found  that  the  average  life  in  4,23-t  cases  observ- 
ed, died  at  the  following  ages : 

First — Moderate  drinkers  of  alcohol,  63  years,  13  daj's. 

Second — Drunkards,  53  years,  10  days. 

Third — Total  abstainers,  51  years,  22  days. 

Local  option  is  a  species  of  home  rule.    What  sort  of  home 
rule  is  it  when  the  disci-edited  officials  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
of  America  send  its  superintendents  into  a  state  to  establish 
headquarters,  stir  up  strife  and  agit^ite  local  opti(m? 
Reformers  Not  Taxpayers. 

These  men  are  not  even  citizens  of  our  state  and  pay  no  taxes 
to  defray  the  expense  of  sustaining  government.  Yet  they  come 
here  as  "carpet-baggers"  and  are  allowed  to  interrogate  candi- 
dates as  to  their  position  on  pxiblic  questions  and  presume  to 
dictate  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  as  to  how  they  shall  run 
the  government. 

The  prospective  member  of  the  next  legislature  Avill  render 
his  constituents  a  valuable  service  by  thoroughly  investigating 
the  effect  of  local  option  in  other  communities  before  contribut- 
ing by  his  vote  to  tlie  enactment  of  such  a  damnable  measure. 
It  would  also  be  more  coinmendable  for  the  clergy  to  investi- 
gate the  moral  effect  local  option  would  have  upon  the  com- 
munity before  lending  their  good  influences,  as  thej'  have  done, 
in  support  of  the  agitation  created  by  salaried  moralists. 

You  may  "lead  a  horse  to  water,  but  you  cannot  make  him 
drink."  Neither  can  you  regulate  a  man's  appetite  by  legisla- 
tion. Local  option  legalizes  the  sale  of  liquor  on  one  side  of  the 
street  and  condemns  the  sale  on  the  other  side.  How  ridiculous  I 

The  liquor  dealers  have  been  criticized  for  organizing  them- 
.selves  into  an  association.  Why  not?  Isn't  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  organized  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  liciuor  busi- 
ness? Is  it  not  natural  that  the  liquor  dealers  would  organize 
for  the  protection  of  their  business? 


The  liquor  dealers  are  also  severely  criticized  for  what  is 
characterized  as  "interfering  in  politics."  Why  not?  The  liquor 
business  contributes  over  40  per  cent  to  defray  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  government.  Why  then  are  they  not  entitled 
as  citizens  to  participate  in  the  selection  of  candidates  for 
public  offices? 

Assert  Constitutional  Rights. 

Is  it  not  time  that  the  liquor  dealers  asserted  their  constitu- 
tional rights,  when  an  organization,  such  as  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  which  has  been  repudiated  in  nearly  every  State  in  the 
l^nion,  comes  within  the  contin(\s  of  the  State  and  seeks  to  strike 
a  blow  at  an  industry  that  six  million  people  in  the  United 
States  are  dependent  upon? 

The  saloon  is  a  creation  of  the  government — a  sort  of  partner 
of  Uncle  Sam.  If  the  Anti-Saloon  League  forces  are  sincere 
in  their  efforts  to  destroy  the  saloons,  why  do  they  not  attack 
the  government  in  the  halls  of  Congress  and  legislate  to  prohibit 
the  manufacture  and  importation  of  liquors,  and  not  burden 
men  Avho  have  been  legally  granted  licenses  and  confiscate  their 
property  without  compensation? 

There  are,  of  course,  evils  incident  to  the  liquor  traffic,  but 
there  are  adequate  and  sufficient  laws  regulating  the  saloons, 
if  properly  and  vigorously  enforced. 

I  believe  that  all  vicious  saloons  and  disreputable  dives  that 
cater  to  the  criminal  element  should  be  abolished.  This  class 
of  resorts  are  responsible  for  the  odium  cast  on  the  business; 
but  a  sweeping  condemnation  of  all  saloons  is  not  just. 

Tliere  is  a  legitimate  place  for  the  legitimate  saloon,  and  it 
should  in  all  justice  be  given  the  same  consideration  as  any 
other  legitimate  commercial  business.  Local  option  is  not  the 
solution  of  the  saloon  question,  and  the  gentlemen  having  the 
destiny  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  their  hands  should  not  allow 
their  better  judgment  to  be  carried  away  by  any  popular  move- 
ment of  a  radical  nature.

The  presence  of  a  filter,  siiflBciently  complex  to  be  termed  au 
apparatus  for  the  refiuiug  of  distilled  spirits,  on  the  premises 
of  a  wholesale  or  retail  liquor  dealer,  for  whatever  use  in- 
tended, constitutes  such  dealer  a  rectifier  of  spirits  and  sub- 
ject to  special  tax  as  such  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
3244,  Revised  Statutes.

Sir:    Your  letter  of  the  8th  instant  was  duly  received,  and 
has  been  given  very  careful  consideration. 

The  question  involved  is  as  to  whether  the  presence  of  a  filter 
on  the  premises  of  a  wholesale  liquor  dealer  who  handles  no 
distilled  spirits  whatever,  but  who  pays  a  special  tax  as  whole- 
sale liquor  dealer  to  cover  sale  of  wines,  such  filter  being  used 
exclusively  for  clarifying  Avines  or  removing  the  sediment  there- 
from, constitutes  such  wholesale  liquor  dealer  a  rectifier  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  3244. 

Your  letter  is  in  reply  to  one  from  this  office,  dated  August 
28,  1908,  in  which  j-ou  Avere  advised  that — 

This  office  holds  that  such  filters  as  described  are  complex 
enough  to  be  regarded  as  "apparatus  for  the  refining  of  distilled 
spirits,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  and  their  presence  on 
the  premises  of  a  Avholesale  liquor  dealer  subjects  such  dealer 
to  special  tax  as  a  rectifier. 

On  March  3,  1898,  this  matter  was  decided  in  a  letter  to  Col- 
lector Coyne,  first  district  of  Illinois.  In  that  letter  the  col- 
lector was  advised  as  folloAvs : 

Relative  to  this  matter  you  are  informed  that  this  office  re- 
gards a  filter  of  the  kind  above  described  as  an  "apparatus  for 
the  purpose  of  refining  in  any  manner  distilled  spirits,"  the 
presence  of  which  on  the  premises  of  a  Avholesale  or  retail  liquor 
dealer  constitutes  such  dealer  a  rectifier  under  the  third  sub- 
division of  Section  3244,  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended. 

The  same  question  came  before  the  office  in  1899,  and  on  May 
4th  of  that  A-ear  a  letter  Avas  addressed  to  an  attorney,  in  Avhich 
the  right  of  a  distiller  to  allow  a  Locav  filter  in  his  bottling 
establishment  under  authority  conferred  by  the  act  of  March  3, 
1897,  AA-as  conceded,  but  the  presence  of  a  filter  on  the  premises 
of  a  wholesale  liquor  dealer  Avas  held,  as  in  the  letter  to  Col- 
lector Coyne  aboA-e  noted,  to  constitute  such  licjuor  dealer  a 
rectifier. 

You  claim  that  the  filter  in  your  Avholesale  liquor  dealer's 

establishment  at can  not  be  for  the  purpose  of  refining 

distilled  spirits  because  no  such  spirits  are  handled  or  kept  on 
such  premises,  the  articles  dealt  in  at  that  place  being  exclu- 
sively' Avines  of  A-arious  producers,  and  you  ass^ert  that  the  filter 
is  used  only  in  connection  Avith  the  purification  of  such  Avines. 
All  these  facts  the  office  is  prepared  to  admit,  but  can  not 
concur  in  your  interpretation  of  the  laAV  as  a  proper  course  for 
this  office  to  folloAv. 

lender  the  rulings  in  which  liability  as  rectifiers  is  held  to 
accrue,  it  is  assumed  that  a  filter  may  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  refining  distilled  spirits  is  Avhat  is  meant  by  the  language  of 
tlie  statute,  the  ])resence  of  Avhich  for  Avhatever  purpose  consti- 
tutes such  liability  and  subjects  the  dealer  to  special  tax  as  a 
rectifier. 

While  the  decisions  stated  are  comparatively  recent,  it  may 
be  said  that  the  position  of  the  office  therein  expressed  is  of  long 
standing  and  unvaried  in  its  application. 


In  vicAV  of  the  facts  here  stated,  this  office  does  not  see  its 
Avay  clear  to  modify  the  decision  made  in  letter  of  August  28th.

Club  or  organization  dispensing  liquors  to  its  members  and 
making  a  charge  for  service  liable  to  special  tax  if  the  service 
charge  includes  any  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  liquors  fur- 
nished.

Sir  :  This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  in- 
stant, requesting  to  be  advised  as  to  Avhether  an  organization  is 
liable  for  special  tax  as  li(]uor  dealers  on  account  of  dispensing 
Avines  and  other  liquors  or  beers  upon  a  plan  described  as  fol- 
loAvs : 

The  beverages  are  purchased  Avith  funds  in  the  treasury  of 
the  organization,  and  are  sexwed  only  to  members  of  said  organi- 
zation, such  service  to  be  only  upon  surrender  by  the  member 
or  members  of  cash  or  its  equivalent  in  coupons,  or  signed 
tickets  as  evidence  of  indebtedness;  the  cash  or  its  equivalent  to 
be  accepted  not  as  a  purchase  price  of  the  beverage  dispensed, 
but  as  a  charge  for  service,  the  service  charges,  hoAvever,  repre- 
senting the  ordinary  accepted  I'etail  price  for  drinks,  as  15  cents 
for  serving  one  bottle  of  beer  or  15  cents  for  one  drink  of 
Avhisky. 

In  replj',  30U  are  informed  that  such  method  is  held  by  this 
office  to  1)6  furnishing  liquors  under  conditions  constituting  sale 
thei'eof,  and  that  such  practice  Avould  unquestionably  require 
the  payment  of  special  tax.

Rectifiers  and  Avholesale  liquor  dealers  doing  business  under 
more  than  one  name  or  style  at  the  same  time  and  place  must 
make  iH'turns  on  Form  11,  and  special-t^ix  stamp  Avill  be  re- 
quired for  each  name  or  style  under  Avhich  the  business  is 
done.

Sir:  I'nder  date  of  3d  instant  I  advised  you  that  it  AAas 
probable  that  it  Avould  be  found  nec^'ssary  to  reverse  the  ruling 
of  Commissioner  Yerkes  of  September  12,  1906,  AA'herein  it  Avas 
held  that  additional  special  tax  would  not  be  exacted  from 
persons,  firms,  or  cori)orations  doing  business  at  one  place  at 
one  time  as  rectifier  or  Avholesale  li(iuor  dealer  imder  more  than 
one  name  or  style.  You  AA'ere  advised,  hoAve\'er,  that  the  ques- 
tion would  be  submitted  for  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner 
on  his  return  to  the  office. 

The  question  has  noAv  been  submitted  to  Commissioner 
Capers,  and  he  decides  that  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
carrying  on  business  as  rectifier  or  Avholesale  liquor  dealer  at  one 
])lace  or  time  under  din'ei-ent  names  must  nmke  separate  return 
on  Form  11  and  pay  separate  special  tax  for  each  name  or  style 
under  Avhich  the  business  is  done. 
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In  such  case  also  the  busiuess  under  each  name  must  be  done 
in  the  same  numner  as  if  done  in  but  one  name  hy  tlie  keepinji 
of  separate  Forms  52  a  and  h,  and  by  sucli  sejirej'ation  of  the 
stock  of  liquors  as  will  enable  proper  supervision  of  the  busiuess 
by  internal-revenue  otticers.  All  returns  and  ai)i)li(ations  for 
stamps,  etc.,  must  be  made  under  the  proper  separate  name  or 
style. 

While  authority  to  impose  taxes  as  an  administrative  measure 
is  not  asserted  on  the  part  of  this  office,  it  does  make  the  require- 
ment of  the  payment  of  additional  special  tax,  when  business 
is  done  under  different  names,"  as  an  incident  of  the  measures 
necessary  and  reciuired  in  order  to  subject  the  business  carried 
on  under  dift'erent  names  to  the  same  control  as  when  done 
under  one  name,  and  in  order  that  the  requirements  of  such 
statutes  as  Sections  3233,  3218,  3320,  3323,  3239,  3249,  and 
3279,  Revised  Statutes,  may  be  proi)erly  complied  with. 

This  ruling  will  be  pid)lish(!d  in  the  next  issue  of  Tkeasuhy 

Decisions,  and  will  take  effect,  as  to  the  keeping  of  records  and 

books  for  each  separate  name,  from  the  date  of  its  receipt  by 

you,  and  as  to  additional  special  taxes,  from  November  1,  1908.

Sir  :    This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23d  ultimo, 
relative  to  sjjecial  taxes  required  of  manufacturers  of  stills  and 
worms  intended  for  use  in  so-called  industrial  distilleries  pro 
ducing  alcohol  intended  for  denaturation. 

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  under  the  law  as  it  stands  this 
office  finds  no  authority  for  waiving  payment  by  the  manufac- 
turer of  these  taxes,  notwithstanding  the  stills  are  intended  for 
such  use,  the  product  of  the  stills  being  spirits  at  the  time  of  its 
production,  notwithstanding  it  is  subsequently  ciianged  into  a 
commercial  article.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  29th  ultimo,  herewith  is 
transmitted  a  copy  of  T.  D.  1251,  relative  to  the  manufacture 
of  alcoholic  medicinal  compounds,  from  which  you  will  see  that 
there  is  no  fixed  percentage  of  alcohol  which  may  be  used  in  such 
manufacture  without  rendering  the  manufacturer  liable  to 
special  tax  as  rectifier,  the  ruling  being  that  such  alcohol  as  is 
u.sed  must  be  so  medicated  as  to  render  it  unsuitable  for  use  as 
a  beverage,  and  only  such  amount  may  be  used  as  is  necessary 
to  extract  the  properties  of  the  ingredients,  as  a  preservative  or 
solvent.

ALAlKilC  and  int«'resting  me(!ting  of  representative  grape 
and  wine  growers  from  all  over  the  country  was  held  in 
New  York  on  September  23d,  too  late  for  report  in  the  Septem- 
iM-r  Review.  All  of  tlie  grape  growing  districts  of  the  United 
States  were  represented. 

In  order  to  show  their  deep  interest  in  the  movement,  the 
grape  and  wine  growers  of  California  sent  as  their  delegate, 
Mr.  A.  Sbarboro,  President  of  the  Italian-American  Bank  of 
San  Franci-sco  and  Secretary  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony.  Mr. 
Sbarboro  made  an  interesting  address,  in  which  he  told  how 
hundreds  of  grape  growers  in  the  vineyai'd  districts  and  dif- 
ferent comities  of  California,  .seeing  the  danger  to  their  lands 
and  property,  had  organized  during  the  past  month  for  self- 
protection  against  prohibition. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  Edward  R.  Emer.son, 
President  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association,  and  he 
congratulated  the  members  on  the  great  help  which  was  now 
being  given  to  the  wine  industry  by  the  farmers  and  grape 
growers  all  over  the  country. 

The  following  resolution,  which  was  offered  by  Mr.  Lee  J. 
Vance,  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  It  has  always  been  the  wise  policy  of  this  country, 
and,  in  fact,  every  country,  to  foster  and  encourage  agriculture, 
which  includes  the  planting  and  growing  of  grapes,  and  as  a 
result,  the  farmers  of  the  United  States  now  have  vineyards 
covering  .some  350,000  acres,  which  repre.sent  millions  of  capital 
invested,  and  which  give  employment  to  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  wi.se  policy  of  encouraging  the  grape 
growing  industry  should  \>e  ever  continued  in  every  State  of  the 
Union,  so  that  the  farmers,  who  grow  grapes,  shall  not  have 
their  lands  and  property  destroyed  by  so-called  prohibition 
"crusades,"  which,  by  ])rohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
wine,  ruins  the  largest  and  best  market  for  the  grape  growers' 
crops. 

Ml'.  Hiram  S.  Dewey  presented  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  passed  : 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  the  great  agitation  raised  by  the  pro- 
hibition party  throughout  the  country  (who  do  not  discriminate 
between  the  use  of  pure,  natural  grape  wines  and  the  saloon  and 
drunkenness)  who  Avould  destroy  thousands  of  acres  of  grape 
vineyards  that  have  cost  the  farmers  many  thousands  of  dollars, 

Rciolred,  That  the  representatives  of  the  grape  growers  of 
this  country  in  meeting  assembled,  earnestly  appeal  to  the  jn.s- 
tice  and  common  sen.se  of  the  people  to  help  them  px'otect  their 
]>roi)erty,  vineyards  and  crops  against  the  unrea.sonable  attacks 
on  a  great  agricultural  industiw. 

ilr.  A.  Sbarl)oro  of  California  introduced  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  unanimously  passed :

Resolved,  That  whilst  we  condemn  the  evils  of  intoxication, 
we  also  condemn  the  passage  of  any  laws  prohibiting  or  restrict- 
ing the  sale  and  use  of  pure  American  wines,  and  that  we  earn- 
estly appeal  to  all  good,  honest  temjM^rance  people  who.se  aim  is 
the  same  as  ours  to  bring  up  our  children  in  purity  and  sober- 
ness— to  join  in  this  temperance  movement,  which  would  remove 
the  evil  of  drunkenness  from  our  countrj'.
